Sir:  The  Military  D(»pjirtni(Mit  of  IIahana,  which  was  constituted  by 
direction  of  the  President  i?i  (nMH'ral  Orders,  No.  liM,  lleacRiuarters 
of  the  Army,  A.  (i.  O.,  Washint^ton,  Deceniher  8o,  lsi»8,  was  discon- 
tinued as  oi  date  May  1,  llMM),  pursuaiit  to  the  following  order,  which 
also  terminated  theduti(\sa?id  respon.sihilities  with  which  I  was  intrusted 
by  thePresident  in  (ieneral  Orders.  No.  Isl.  IIca(l<|uartersof  the  Army, 
A.  G.  O.,  Washington,  December  !.*>,  lNi*s,  wherein  I  was  designated 
as  the  military  governor  of  the  city  of  llalmnii,  and  chargc^d  with  all 
that  related  to  tlie  coihvtion  and  disl)ur.sem<Mit  of  th<'  n* venues  of  the 
city,  and  its  police,  sanitation,  and  general  government:

"By  direction  of  the  President  the  Department  of  Ha))ana  and  th«'  <lepartnient  of 
the  province  of  Habana  and  Pinardel  Rio  will  he  cunsolidated  (»n  May  1,  11«)(),  under 
the  desijrnation  of  the  Department  of  IIahana  and  I*inar<lel  Kio.  Hri^'.  (ieii.  Fitz- 
hugh  Let*,  United  States  \  olnnteers,  is  assijj:ne<l  to  the  command  of  the  dei)artnient, 
with  head(|iiarters  at  QueniiuioH. 

**In  discontinuinjj:  the  Department  of  IIahana.  eonstitnte<l  by  the  order  of  Decem- 
ber 13, 1898,  the  President  desin»H  to  express  his  hi^di  api)reciation  of  the  faithful  and 
efficient  fn^rvice  rendered  by  Hri^.  (ien.  William  Ludlow  as  military  jrovernor  of 
Ilabana  during  the  existence  of  the  department.  Th'.*  maintenance  of  order  attend- 
ing and  following  the  withdrawal  of  the  Spanish  forces,  the  organization  of  city 
government,  the  great  reform  of  sanitary  conditions  residting  in  the  n^hiction  in  the 
death  rate  and  exemption  from  enidemics  reflect  credit  upon  the  responsible  officrer  in 
command  and  his  a.s8istants,  and  upon  tlie  peace-loving  and  law-abi<ling  jH'ople  of 
the  city  of  Habana.

It  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratification  to  all  concerned  that  the 
President  haa  taken  occasion  publicly  to  indicate  his  satisfaction  with 
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the  services  of  the  officers  upon  whom  wiis  imposed  the  difficult  task 
of  reorganizing  the  city  governments  of  Hahuna  and  the  neighboring 
cities  and  the  inauguration  and  conduct  of  the  administrative  and  san- 
itary reforms  ana  measures  which  were  essential  to  the  immediate 
and  future  welfare  of  the  important  comnmnities  concerned. 

It  is  also  both  just  and  graceful  that  the  President  includes  in  his 
expressions  of  appreciation  the  peaceful  and  law-abiding  conduct  of 
the  people  themselves,  whose  cordial  aid  was  indispensable  to  success 
in  the  difficult  and  periloiLS  conditions  out  of  which  the  desired  results 
were  to  be  developed. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  include  the  following  from  mv  final 
order  No.  7,  of  May  1,  announcing  the  discontinuance  of  the  depart- 
ment: 

In  terminating  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  or^nization  and  a<1mini8tration 
of  the  affaire  of  the  city  and  Department  of  Ilulxina,  the  under8ipie<1  wishen  to 
express  his  profound  sense  of  ol)1igution  for  the  unvarying  support  and  oixijjeration 
given  him  oy  the  citizens  of  Haf>ana,  Guanabacoaf  ^^gla,  and  Santa  Maria  del 
Rosario.  and  the  cordialitv  and  confidence  with  wliich  at  all  times  and  at  every 
stage  from  the  original  taking  over  of  the  res])on8ibiHtie8  of  grjveniment  to  the  pres- 
ent time  they  have  extended  that  adviw  and  assistance  without  which  the  full 
measure  of  aavantageous  results  that  have  been  secured  and  maintained  would  have 
been  impracticable  of  accomplinhmont. 

In  particular,  the  undersignwl  wishes  to  make  most  sincere  and  earnest  acknowl- 
edgment to  the  officers  of  the  department  staff  for  the  fearlessness,  the  industry, 
and  the  fidelity  with  which  their  difficult  and  dangerous  duties  have  l>een  disc^hancfed 
in  circumstances  involving  inct'ssant  labor  and  calling  for  the  exercise  of  a  high 
order  of  professional  and  executive  ability. 

The  undersipied  takes  leave  of  Cul>a  with  the  tK?st  wishes  for  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  its  citizens,  and  in  the  full  conviction  that  with  patience,  industry, 
civic  >'irtue,  and  wise  counsels  the  future  of  the  island  will  be  one  of  continuing 
development  of  its  unparalled  natural  resources  and  wealth. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  adjutant-general,  the  chief  sur- 
geon, and  the  judge -advocate  will  give  the  particulars  as  to  the  com- 
position, the  health,  and  the  condition  of  the  garrison  during  the  year. 
The  health  of  the  command  has  been  excellent,,  and  its  discipline  and 
efficiency,  under  the  administration  of  Colonel  Haskin,  commanding, 
and  his  officers,  of  the  Second  Artillery,  loaves  little  to  be  desired. 
The  officers  and  men  have  earned  commendation  for  their  good  con- 
duct and  attention  to  duty. 

My  annual  report  for  the  last  fiscal  j^ear  covered  the  period  from 
December  23,  1898,  to  July  1,  1899,  anH  the  present  report  continues 
the  history  of  the  Department  of  Hahana  to  its  close  on  May  1, 1900.

GENERAL. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  special  report  made  under  date 
of  September  16,  1899,  subsequent  to  tne  preparation  of  the  regular 
annual  report,  and  is  incorpomted  as  part  of  tne  official  record: 

REPORT. 

Habana  is  both  the  ]X)litical  and  commercial  capital  of  the  island,  and  the  greatest 
point  of  concentration  of  ixipulation  and  business  interests. 
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It  is  the  main  port  of  entry  and  departure  for  passengers  and  frtnjjhts,  and  ite  ship- 
iDg  movements  and  customs  transactions  far  exceed  those  of  all  other  ports  com- 
ined.  • 

The  Department  of  Habana  includes  the  municipality  of  Habana  lyin^  west  and 
south  of  tne  bay,  with  a  population  of  about  240,000/  and  the  municipalities  of 
Reffla,  Guanabacoa,  an<l  Santa  Maria  del  R<>sario,  lying  eastward  from  the  harbor, 
witti  populations  ajj^re^ting  within  the  department  limits  about  :W,000. 

The  total  population  is  therefore  about  270,000*  within  an  area  between  the  Almen- 
dares  lUver  on  the  west  and  south  and  the  Cojiiiiar  River  on  the  east  of  alx>ut  56 
square  miles. 

This  area  is  partly  a  densely  populatt»d  city,  v^uch  jis  Habana  and  Regla,  partly  a 
less  concentrated  town  population  such  as  Guanabacoa,  partly  suburban  and  partly 
mral. 

The  suburban  and  rural  anMis,  as  usual  in  the  vicinity  of  large  cities,  are  mainly 
devoted  when  under  cultivation  to  pasture,  forage  crt)ps,  and  market  gardening,  no 
cane  or  tobacco  Ix^ing  raisiMl. 

The  industrial,  economii*.  and  social  conditions  in  the  Department  of  IIa])ana  are 
therefore  widely  different  from  thos**  of  the  larger  departments  embracing  entire 
provinces,  in  wnich  the  principal  inten\'^ts  an»  agricnltnral  and  the  like;  whereas  in 
this  department  general  commercial  interests  predominate,  aii<l  banking,  iin{M)rting, 
distributing,  and  shipping,  with  local  shopkeeping  and  the  innumerable  ri^quire- 
ments  of  a  large  centralize<l  po])ulation,constitiiti'  the  industries  and  occupations  of 
the  people.  With  the  exception  of  the  great  tobacco  establishments  for  making 
cigars  and  cigarettes,  of  which  there  are  sin-eral,  Habana  is  to  but  a  liinite<l  extent  a 
manufacturing  city,  although  in  Itegla  and  Casa  Blanca  are  machine  shops  of  con- 
siderable importance. 

In  view  of  the  census  now  in  process  of  organization,  and  of  which  the  results  are 
to  be  recorded  within  twoorthre<?  months,  it  is  not  assunie*!  that  full  and  definite 
particulars  as  to  industries,  occupations,  and  values  an»  riMjuired  for  the  purp<jses  of 
this  report.  The  census  will  furnish  th(»  deUiile<l  data  on  these  subjects,  and  the 
custom-house  records,  which  are  not  within  niy  ollicial  i)Mrvif\\,  will  give  thesjx'cific 
and  j^eneral  movement  of  imports  and  exportsand  customs  collections. 

This  report  will,  therefore,  relate  to  such  niatt«*rs  and  consi<l('rations  as  may  serve 
to  give  a  general  idea  as  to  the  results  of  tln"  Ann-rican  oc«'ni)ation  since  January  1, 
1899,  and  in  s<*eking  to  do  this  in  sonw-  intt'lligible  manner,  there  an?  two  ditficulties 
encountered  at  the  outset,  viz:  first,  the  special  status  of  Habana  as  the  conmiercial 
emporium  of  the  island,  and,  sec()nd,  the  peculiarconditions  existing  both  in  Ilabaua 
ana  in  the  island  at  the  In'ginning  of  the  year. 

Since  Hal)ana  is  the  heart  and  <'enter  of  movement,  of  which  the  island  generally 
is  the  body  and  meml)ers,  it  njsults  that  the  prosj»eritv  of  Habana  largely  depends 
upon  the  vigor  and  life  of  the  provincas.  So  that  while  a  certain  enc^rgy  of  move- 
mentand  an  apparent  condition  of  activity  could  t^xist  temiw^rarily  in  the  citv,  these 
could  not  be  inaintaine<l  and  strengthene<i  unless  the  provinces  were  thriving  and 
their  vitality  dee})ening  and  expanding.  A  consideration,  therefore,  of  th(i  existing 
conditions  and  immediate  prosptntts  of  the  general  intere><ts  of  Cuba,  couM  alone  be 
relied  upon  to  form  a  judgment  a^  to  the  real  (M>nditions,  in<lustrial  and  ec()nomic, 
existing  in  the  metropolis  and  presently  to  develop  either  into  an  aujrmented  vigor 
of  investment  and  commercial  uses  of  money,  or  into  a  denression  that  shonld  look 
to  a  general  rehabilitation  of  industry  an«]  returns  for  its  (leterminate  and  sustained 
prosperity. 

The  seccmd  difficulty  above  referred  to  is,  that  commercially  there  can  be  no  com- 
parison properly  between  the  cinMimstances  at  the  lu^ginning  of  the  vear  and  those 
of  the  present.  The  <'onditions  existing  in  December  and  January  Iiu^t  have  been 
Bet  forth  in  my  annual  reiK)rt  recently  submitted,  to  which  1  beg  to  refer  for  consid- 
erable detaile<i  information  which  would  be  of  value  in  this  connection. 

There  had  l)een  three  years  of  warfare,  the  city  had  been  blocka<led  for  several 
months,  it  was  heavily  garrisone<l  by  Sj)anish  troops,  and  the  civil  governmental 
and  administrative  metluxls  and  reciuireuKMits  were,  and  for  a  long  j)eri(Kl  had  been, 
subordinated  to  military  needs  and  purposes.  All  general  business,  investments, 
imports,  even  that  of  food,  had  Ixjen  impracticable  for  the  great(T  portion  of  the 
year.  The  Spanish,  in  evacuating  the  city,  left  it  bankrupt  and  i)rostrate,  with  an 
empty  treasury,  the  city  administration  a  wreck,  and  the  population  perishing  by 
wholesale. 

The  commonest  and  most  imperative  requirements  of  a  city  government  were 
abandoned — to  clean  the  streets,  rescue  the  dying,  even  to  bury  the  dead.    The  local 
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machinen'  was  broken  and  paralyzwl,  larking  cgsential  part8,  aiKl  vvvu  the  initial 
power  witli  whicli  to  get  itt*elf  together.  Within  thirty  days  of  the  American  i*on- 
trol  all  this  had  been  amende<l.  No  one  wa.s  Btarving  or  abandoned;  with  nourish- 
ment camo  strength  Uy  work,  and  work  was  given.  The  streets  were  cleaned,  refuse 
removed,  sanitary  and  hvjajienic  laws  and  regulations  enforced,  the  hospitals  and 
charitable  institutions  efjiiipped  and  put  in  operation,  the  ailing  and  homeless  pro- 
vided for,  a  complete  city  government  of  new  material  established  and  set  in  effect- 
ive and  economical  running  order,  a  jM>lice  force — mounted  for  the  rural  area,  and 
metropolitan  for  the  city — created,  drilletl,  and  put  at  work,  financial  affairs  regu- 
lated, salaries  and  employments  reduc»e<l,  simplified,  and  organized.  Everywhere 
cleanliness  inculcated  and  enforced,  honesty  and  disinterested  service  established  as 
standards,  investigations  set  on  foot  to  study  financial  conditions,  methcKls  of  col- 
lection and  acxjounting,  and  means  to  augment  revenue  and  diminish  expense. 

For  the  first  time,  probably,  in  its  history  Habana  had  an  honest  and  efficient  jpv- 
ernment,  clean  of  bribery  and  peculation,  with  revenues  honestly  collected  and  faith- 
fully and  intelligently  expended.  And  this  with  native  material,  men  who  had  no 
{)reviou8  experience  m  public  administration,  and  relying  for  the  results  of  their 
abors  mainly  upon  their  own  integrity  and  intelligence,  w'ith  the  aid,  advice, 
instruction,  and  encouragement  of  the  American  authorities. 

These  conditions  have  endured  to  the  present  with  constant  betterment«  and  no 
backward  steps  or  lapses.  It  is  true  the  city  is  still  practically  banknipt,  inasmuch 
as  it  has  to  obtain  from  the  customs  revenues  large  sums  monthly  for  the  engineering 
and  sanitary  work,  which  is  made  imperative  by  the  neglect  of  centuries  and  in  which 
not  only  Habana  alone,  but  the  entire  island  and  the  United  States  as  well  are  vitally 
interested. 

The  results  are  of  record  in  the  health  statistics,  of  which  the  details  are  given  in 
my  annual  report,  A  general  death  rate,  alremiy  below  the  averajre,  exclusive  of 
the  war  pericKl  of  frightful  losses,  and  still  falling  rapidlv  until  it  has  reached 
8ul)8tantially  the  normal  point  of  large  cities  in  the  Unitcnl  States;  a  yellow  fever 
record  unexampled  for  its  low  mortality  in  the  history  of  a  centurv,  and  with  daily 
endeavor  persistently  and  energetically  directed  towanl  the  elimination  of  an 
endemic  disorder  tjiat  has  made  Habana  a  terror  to  other  cities  doing  business  with 
it,  so  that  now  Hal>ana  is  taking  pre(!autions  to  protect  itself  against  the  imix>rtation 
of  yellow  fever  from  Gulf  ports  of  the  United  States  as  well  as  from  other  Cuban 
and  Mexican  i)orta. 

There  is  no  means  of  estimating  how  many  thousands  of  lives  have  been  saved 
during  the  period  of  the  American  occupation,  partly  by  outright  rescue  with  food 
and  medicines,  partly  by  giving  work  and  employment  to  the  destitute,  and  partly 
by  the  reduced  death  rate  from  improved  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions  affecting 
the  entire  population,  and  these  conditions  would  in  part  at  leiist  remain  even  if  the 
administration  and  control  were  to  end  at  once,  for  it  is  prolmble  the  most  valuable 
result  attained  is  the  demonstration  to  a  people  quite  un instructed  in  such  matters 
of  the  methods  and  principles  according  to  which  a  proper  ci\il  administration  must 
be  conducted,  and  of  the  value  of  intelligence  and  integrity  in  public  affairs  as 
directly  affecting  their  own  lives  and  interests  and  those  of  their  children.  They 
are  quick  of  apprehension,  these  people,  and  prompt  to  perceive  in  such  matters 
what  it  is  to  their  material  interests  to  observe.  Tne  initial  impulse  that  has  been 
given  would  continue  for  a  long  time  and  continue  to  bear  fruit  even  were  the 
original  force  and  energy  withdrawn,  if  only  it  could  be  so  arranged  and  ordered 
that  the  practical  direction  of  affairs  should  be  permanently  and  reliably  vested  in 
the  serious  and  responsible  elements  of  the  conmmnity.  In  this  contingency,  how- 
ever, lies  the  deep-seated  peril  of  the  political  situation  upon  which  all  other  ques- 
tions, economic,  commercial,  and  administrative,  ultimately  depend.  There  is  a 
vast  amount  of  illiteracy  in  the  island,  and  there  are  likewise  elements,  even  less 
trustworthy,  who  have  individual  interests  to  serve  or  certain  political  views  to 
forward  which  have  no  practical  Imsis  either  in  commercial  prosperitv  or  the 
stability  of  the  insular  government.  It  is  the  interests  of  the  civilized  world  at  lartre 
that  must  determine  the  future  adjustment  of  these  fundamental  considerations,  and 
not  the  views  or  opinions  of  theorists  and  sentimentalists.  With  these  excluded 
and  the  disorderly  and  selfish  elements  suppressed,  the  task  of  establishing  the 
industries  of  the  island  and  maintaining  a  stable  and  orderly  government  would  l)e 
the  simplest  possible,  or  otherwise  be  ma<le  impracticable. 

It  may  therefore  )>e  held  that  aside  from  commercial  or  industrial  considerations 
merely,  the  object  lesson  given  by  the  administrative  and  physical  rehabilitation  of 
Habana  that  has  been  effected  within  a  few  months  constitutes  in  fact  an  enormous 
moral  force,  the  results  of  which  are  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  permanent  and  of 
incalculable  value  both  in  Cuba  and  elsewhere.    Doubtless  so  intelligent  a  i>ersoii  as 
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the  educated  Culiaii  ha^  already  alwoHxNl  thifi  (ronvirtion  and  will  adjust  his  views 
accordingly,  unless  dominated  i>y  other  c'onsiderations  than  those  that  are  essential 
to  prospenty  and  onier;  and  the  Spanish  population,  whose  sole  interests  lie  in  the 
direction  of  peace  and  security  for  life  and  property,  will  conlially  indorse  the  serious 
Cuban  view  and  throw  the  weight  of  their  influence  and  means  into  the  scale  of  good 
government. 

In  addition  to  moral  an<l  political  considerations  there  is  an  economic  aspect  of 
the  work  already  effecte<l.  For  example,  what  should  U^  the  estimate*!  value  to  the 
island  of  Cuba  only  of  the  conviction  that  by  projKT  sanitation  alone,  rigorously 
and  intelli^ntly  enforced,  its  principal  jH)rt  an(l  tlu^  entire  island  can  K»  c(m verted 
into  a  territory  or  place  of  resideniH'  as  safe  to  inhabit  as  any  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  how  many  more  millions  of  dollars  is  the  island  therefore  worth  to-day 
than  it  was  on  January'  1 ,  18^)9? 

And  what,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  value  to  the  United  States  that  a  rich  and 
fertile  island  lying  at  its  (Ux^rs  should  Ix*  demonstrated  capable  of  rtnlemption  from 
itfipast  status  as  a  center  of  infection  and  source  of  tremendous  conunercial  losses? 

iSiere  is  good  reason  to  b(^lieve  also  that  the  work  done  under  the  American 
administration  in  Cul>a  has  gone  far  toward  s<^)lving  the  mystery  of  the  habitat  and 
spread  of  yellow  fever,  since  ap|>arently  the  stn.*et  bnM>ni  and  the  disinfection  spray 
pump  have  attacke<l  the  enemy  in  his  lair  and  i)aralyztMl  his  activity  and  vinilence  of 
multiphcation.  Should  this  provtj  reallv  to  1k»  tlie  fact,  as  dailv  seenis  more  pro})able, 
a  demonstration  of  im^lculanle  value  ha*)  Ik 'en  made  an<l  the  situation  robbed  of 
most  of  its  terrors  by  proof  of  the  practicability  <>t  controlling  and  in  the  end  exter- 
minating the  e\i\  by  the  siniplest  of  remedial  agencies. 

Again,  what  shall  be  estimattnl  as  the  actual  value  of  the  estiiblishment  of  an 
orderly  and  effective  governnu^nt,  the  snj)pression  of  disorder,  the  sjifety  of  the 
person,  the  protec^tion  of  property,  the  ojx'nmg  of  comnninications,  an<l  the  rendering 
of  waste  places  accessible  and  habitable? 

While  conditions  in  thew»  respects  have  not  in  the  remoter  regions  Ixvn  com- 
pletely adjusted,  an  immenst*  progress  has  In-en  made  and  the  principU^  firmly 
established,  that  order  will  b<»  enforcc^l  and  violence  punisluil  and  eradicat^vl. 

In  Habana  the  rule  of  law  is  practically  complete. 

The  rural  districts  are  as  quuit  and  orderly  as  in  th<»  interior  of  New  Kngland,  and 
in  the  city,  while  the  average  i)0])nlation  is  as  excitable  and  impulsive  as  any  in  the 
world,  quick  to  take  offense  ana  pr(>inj)t  toloses<'lf-contr(»l,  the  conditions  in  resjKictof 
cleanliness  and  safety  are  as  satisfactory  iis  in  the  Ix'st  ordered  connnnnity  anywhere. 

These  facts  must  unquestionably  1h'  cnMlite<l  in  ^reat  part  to  the  measures  adopted 
by  the  American  administration,  but  in  saying  this,  it  \voul<l  be  unjust  not  to  credit 
the  inhabitants  themselves,  Cuban  and  Spanish,  with  a  willingncKM  to  fall  in  with 
the  purposes  of  the  mlministration  and  to  further  and  coo])erate  with  them,  rather 
than  oppose  and  thwart  as  would  have  lMH?n  and  was  the  feeling  toward  the  Spanish 
Government. 

It  is  perfectly  correct  to  say  that  unless  that  cooj>eration  and  assent  had  l)een  freely 
extended  it  would  have  been  imj)osHible  to  attain  the  results  that  can  now  be  stated 
as  due  to  the  American  administration. 

The  subsequent  developments,  as  recorded  to  May  1,  1900,  give  no 
cause  for  modifying  the  favorable  results  and  (conditions  statecTabove, 
but  on  the  contrary  have  established  the  verity  of  what  at  that  time  was 
matter  of  hopefulness  and  encoumgement  only,  converting  expectation 
into  certainty  and  realizing  in  general  the  satisfactory  outcome  of  which 
accumulating  experience  warranted  in  us  the  reasonable  anticipation.

The  accompanying  schedule  shows  the  total  allotments  from  customs 
funds,  made  by  the  military  governor  of  the  island  upon  requisitions 
and  estimates  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Habana,  and  how  the 
funds  were  distributed  for  expenditure. 

The  total  allotments,  less  unexpended  balances  returned,  were 
$3,965,656.71,  of  which  there  remained  on  January  1,  19(X),  in  the 
hands  of  the  civil  paymaster  of  the  department  a  balance  of  $78,186.83; 
and  of  the  amount  charged  to  the  engineer  department,  viz,  $2,547,680. 96, 
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there  remained  January  1,  1900,  in  tho  hands  of  tho  cnji^ineor  dc»j)jirt- 
ment  payniaster  $307,197.09. 

Deaueting  these  unexpended  balan<»es,  the  total  oxpimditures  for  tho 
year  were  ^,580,272.79,  of  which  the  engineer  dei>ailnient  expended 
92,240,483.87  and  the  other  branches  of  the*  department  administra- 
tion $1,339,788.92. 

Upon  examination  of  the  schedule,  it  will  be  observed  that  several 
items,  viz,  8,  12,  and  13,  for  the  state  prison,  the  ex[)enses  of  the  civil 
governor  of  the  province,  and  the  state  asylum  for  the  inniine,  amount- 
lug  to  $127,763.34,  are  for  state  pui-poses  solely,  and  arc  not  chargeable 
to  the  Department  of  Habana.  A  large  proportion  of  the  engineer 
expenditures  is  also  chargeable  to  the  sbite — as,  for  example,  the  har- 
bor works,  to  cover  which  the  castom-house  collects  a  siK»cial  tax  on 
shipping  which  is  nmch  larger  than  the  sums  exjx^nded  for  the  i)urpose. 
The  customs,  however,  retiiin  the  tax  as  a  general  jisset.  So,  also,  of 
large  siuns  expended  by  direction  of  the  division  commander  for  the 
repair,  reconstruction,  and  renovation  of  public  buildings  belonging 
to  and  occupied  by  the  state,  and  for  similar  work  on  several  chari- 
table institutions  in  charge  of  th(»  state  and  not  of  thc^  local  authorities. 
These  dispositions  were  made  as  a  measure  of  convenience  andeeonomy 
in  order  to  make  use  of  the  department  organization  to  do  the  work, 
but  the  cost  should  not  lii>  charged  to  the  ex[K»nses  of  the  Department 
of  Habana. 

Items  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  schedule,  aggregating  jS5 73,050. 82,  in  pay- 
ment of  deficits  in  the  current  expenses  of  Habana,  Kegla,  and  (luana- 
bacoa,  were  due  to  the  abolition  of  the  ''ganado*'  or  meat  tax.  that 
involved  a  loss  of  revenue  to  the  citv  of  Habana  of  nearlv  a  million 
dollars  and  left  (juanabacoa  almost  without  anv  income  at  all. 

The  retention  of  the  bix  would  have  met  these  deficits  and  left  a 
half  million  over,  that  would  have  paid  items  ♦>,  7,  and  9,  for  jxiliee, 
hospitals,  and  charities,  amounting  to  Jjv^82,500,  and  the  greater  part  of 
item  2,  of  the  sanitary  deimrtment,  in  addition. 

Military  requirements  also  called  for  considerable  sums  for  the  con- 
struction, repair,  renovation,  and  sanitation  of  quarters,  storehouses, 
and  offices  for  the  garrison  of  the  city.  Among  these  are  item  li>,  of 
$44,156.54,  expended  by  the  chief  (luartermaster  of  the  dej)artnient, 
and  additional  large  sums  for  like  purposes  bv  the  chief  engineer. 

The  expenses  for  ''sanitation'"  proj)er  by  the  engineer  department, 
including  street  clcAniug  and  repairs,  collection  and  dis|X)sal  of  re-fuse, 
repair  and  renovation  of  buildings,  and  the  like,  amounted  to  Si, 7rM>,00O, 
and  of  the  sanit^iry  department,  excluding  maintenan(*e  of  city  estab- 
lishments and  aid  to  destitute,  were  8121,000,  making  an  expenditure 
during  the  year  1899  of  J?l,820,00t)  for  the  sanitation  of  Habana, 
Regla,  Guanabacoa,  and  Santa  Maria  del  Rosario  and  their  (h^pi^uien- 
c\es,  covering  a  population  of  270.0<X).  The  heaviest  expenditures 
naturally  occurred  at  the  outset,  diminishing  as  the  work  progressed 
and  became  less  in  amount,  and  was  executed  under  more  ord(»rlv  and 
economical  conditions,  60  per  cent  of  the  expenditures  having  ]>een 
made  in  the  first  six  months  and  40  \^v  cent  in  the  remaining  six 
months. 

The  average  monthly  expenditures  for  ''sanitation"  in  the  entire 
Department  of  Habana,  counting  street,  sewer,  and  waterworks  in 
this  item,  were  about  1^150,000,  which  represents  the  cost  of  rede(»ming 
Habana  and  the  neighl)oring  communities  in  the  department  from 
filth,  disease,  and  epidemics. 
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Could  a  special  local  tax  have  l)een  imposed,  the  cost  of  the  work 
would  have  Iwen  met  ])y  collecting  about  56  cents  per  month  from 
each  individual  concerned. 

The  results  as  to  the  public  health  are  shown  by  the  mortuary  sta- 
tistics, elsewhere  discussed  in  this  report,  in  the  reduction  of  the 
death  rate,  the  suppression  of  yc^llow  fever,  typhoid,  and  smalli)ox  as 
epidemics,  and  the  denionstnition  of  the  pra('tictil)ility  of  converting 
Habana  from  a  notoriously  unhealthful  and  dant^erous  into  a  normally 
safe  and  sahibrious  citv. 

The  offi(*ersin  inmiecliate  charge  of  this  work,  wnich  involved  inces- 
sant labor  and  personal  peril-  Colonel  Hlack  of  the  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers, Brigade  Surgeon  I)avis,  V.  S.  V()ls.,a?Kl  later  Surgeon  Major 
Gorgas,  I  .  S.  A. — nuist  be  credited  with  having  wrought  a  marvelous 
transformation  within  a  single  year  and  at  an  (extraordinarily  econom- 
ical expenditure  of  the  public  funds. 

So  far  as  the  accounting  was  concerned,  it  mav  b(»  stated  that  the 
methods  emplo\^ed  by  Colonel  Black  and  followed  in  the  l)(»partment 
of  Habana  genenilly  we n*  those  of  the  Cnited  Statics  Engineer  De- 
partment, with  sucii  inoditications  as  tiie  special  necessities  of  the 
case  or  the  orders  of  the  division  authorities  recjuired,  and  with  com- 
plete estimates,  vouchcM's,  accounts,  and  returns,  such  as  to  enable 
any  competent  inspector  or  auditor  to  verify  and  audit  the  accounts 
as  would  be  done  by  the  accounting  otticers  of  the  Treasury  in 
Washington. 

All  transactions  involving  money  expenditure  or  accountability 
were  made  fullv  of  record  and  in  readiness  for  anv  inciuirv  or  investi- 
gation  that  should  be  thought  proper  to  give  them.  'V\w  accounts  of 
the  Department  of  Ilai)ana  wen*  under  regular  examination  and  audit 
by  the  auditor  of  th(^  island,  and  subjiut  also  to  the  i?isp(H'tion  of  the 
inspector-general  of  the  division.  As  might  l)e  exp<»cted  from  the 
methods  adopted  and  the  character  and  conipc^tencv  of  the  army  offi- 
cers concerned,  therci  has  never  been  any  ([uestion  with  regard  to 
them  that  was  not  at  once  susceptible  of  a  complete  a?id  satisfactory 
reply. 

Senate  Public  Document  No.  177,  entitled  '* Public  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  Cuba,"  consists  of  a  connnunication  from  the  War 
Department  of  date  February  15,  ItHX),  coveri?ig  detailed  statements 
of  the  accounts  of  thc^  island  treasurv  for  the  calendar  vear  \><U\K 

The  document  on  page  105  gives  the  total  allotments  as  made  to  the 
military  division  and  departnuMits  of  the  island  under  the  s(»veml 
titles  for  the  six  months  Ja?uiarv  1  to  June  l^>0,  LsiM,),  ])ut  for  the 
remaining  six  months  July  1  to  I)eceml)er  *il,  the*  allotments  are 
charged  not  to  the  division  and  departments,  but  to  the  cities  and 
provmces,  and  as  Habana  was  both  the  iKnuhpiarters  of  tin*  Di^part- 
ment  of  Habana  and  also  of  the  Division  of  Cuba  it  appears  that  the 
allotments  made  by  the  division  for  general  insular  purposes  are  all 
charged  to  Habana. 

The  result  is  that  for  the  first  six  months  the  ''Department  of 
Habana"  is  shown  as  having  received  $2,495,469.53,  and  for  the  last 
six  months  it  appears  that  ''Habana"  has  received  $4,115,799.66. 
Adding  the  smaller  amounts  charged  to  Guanabacoa,  llegla,  and  Santa 
Maria  del  Rosario,  which  with  llal)ana  constituted  the  Department  of 
Habana,  it  might  be  supposed  that  the  Department  of  Halmna  had 
had  allotment^i  for  the  calendar  year  1899  amounting  to  $6,625,562.94, 
whereas  in  fact  the  total  chaiged  to  "Habana"  for  the  half  yeviv  %\vA:^ 
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to  December  was  greater  than  the  entire  allotment  to  the  Department 
of  HabEina  for  the  entire  year. 

The  document  in  question,  however,  elsewhere  affords  the  means  of 
correcting  any  misapprehension  on  tliis  point,  as  it  states  by  months 
and  titles  the  sums  allotted  to  the  several  disbursing  officers  in  the 
island,  specified  by  name.  The  disbursing  officers  for  the  Department 
of  Habana  included  in  these  lists  are  seven,  viz:  Colonel  Black,  chief 
engineer;  Colonel  Scott,  adjutant-general;  Major  French,  chief  quar- 
termaster; Major  Stretch,  civil  paymaster;  Lieutenant  Rice;  Major 
Hyatt,  of  Guanabacoa;  and  Mr.  Walter  Fletcher  Smith,  paymaster 
for  the  engineer  department. 

Extractmg  the  details  of  allotments  to  these  officials,  the  total  to  be 
charged  to  the  Department  of  Habana  for  the  six  months  July  to 
December  appears  as  ^1,588,581.31.  Adding  this  to  the  total  charged 
to  the  Department  of  Habana  for  the  six  months  January  to  June,  on 
page  105,  the  total  for  the  year  charged  to  the  Department  of  Habana 

15  14,084,050.84. 

This  sum  exceeds  by  about  $40,000  my  own  schedule  of  funds 
received,  the  explanation  of  which  is  in  the  fact  that  in  the  first  six 
months  there  were  sums  charged  to  the  department  which  were  not 
expended  under  my  direction,  but  under  tnat  of  the  division  com- 
mander. The  discrepancy  is  only  about  1  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the 
year,  and  can  not  at  this  time  be  fully  accounted  for  except  by  a  com- 

ririson  of  the  detailed  accounts  of  the  Department  of  Habana,  which 
have  not  at  my  disposition  in  Washington.

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ENGINEERIN(}  AND  SANITATION. 

For  a  succinct  statement  of  the  work  done  and  the  results  attained 
in  connection  with  these  two  great  })ranches  of  the  city  and  demrt- 
ment  organization  during  the  first  six  months  of  tho  American  admin- 
istration, I  beg  to  refer  to  my  aiuiual  n^])(>rt  for  tlio  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30, 189VI,  covering  reports  by  Colonel  Hlack  and  Brigade  Surgeon- 
Major  Davis,  V,  S.  vols.,  and  for  the  corresponding  data  for  the 
period  June  30,  18H1^  to  ^hly  1,  IIHM),  (o  tin*  accompanying  re])orts  b}' 
Colonel  Black,  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  and  Surgeon-Major  (lorgas, 
U.  S.  A. 

The  summer  of  18t»i)  was  a  ])eriod  of  prolonged  anxiety  and  uninter- 
mitted  labor.  The  physical  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  city,  its 
streets,  allevs,  purlieus,  suburi)s,  pid)lic  buildings,  and  private 
premises  hadf  Iw^en  radically  improv(»(l  since  ,Ianiiarv,  but  the  advent 
of  summer  and  the  rainy  season,  th(^  oast  history  of  the  city,  its  century- 
old  infection  with  endemic  and  ej)iaemic  yellow  fever,  and  our  inex- 
perience with  the  coming  conditions,  gave  cause  for  grave*  uncertainty 
as  to  what  might  !>e  in  ston\  and  ma(h»  urgent  the  redoui)ling  of  safe- 
guards and  precautions  against  diseas(\  The  responsil)ilities  were 
weighty  and  the  labor  arduous,  ])articularly  as  it  was  n<H*essarv  to 
occupy  the  Spanish  forts,  !)atteries,  and  public  buildings  as  cjuarters 
and  offices  for  both  department  officials  and  employees  and  (lie  military 
gan'ison  of  the  citv,  and  the  inunigration  of  nonimnumes  from  Spain 
and  the  Canarv  Islands  was  increasing  monthlv  bv  thousands. 

Everything  was  done  that  foresight  and  sanitary  knowledge^  could 
suggest,  witnin  the  financial  and  time  limitations  im])os(Ml,  and  jus  the 
summer  waned  with  comparative  exemption  from  yellow  fever.  ty])hoid, 
and  smallpox,  each  day  brought  its  comptuisation  for  the  ])ast  and  its 
encouragement  for  the  future. 

The  cleaning  and  sanitiition  of  stre(*ts,  suburbs,  and  i)uildings  were 

Erosecuted  with  renewed  energy  and  thoroughness;  the  disinfection 
rigade«  were  kept  at  work  almost  night  and  day;  disinfectants,  prin- 
cipally electrozone  and  th(»  l)ichlori(le  of  mercury,  freely  used  for 
flushing  and  sprinkling  houses,  streets,  and  sewers:  ligid  isolation  of 
individual  cases  of  infectious  dis(^ases  practiced,  and  strict  investiga- 
tion made  in  every  case  of  the  particulars  as  to  whereabouts  and  doings 
for  ten  days  antecedent  to  i\w  illness:  all  physicians  instructed  under 
penalty  to  rep)ort  every  case  inmiediately  to  the  sanitary  office  by  tele- 

Ehone  or  message;  a  yellow-feviM-  l)oar(l  apjminted  of  ])hysicians  of 
igh  standing  to  investigate  and  decid(^  the  filial  diagnosis;  a  general 
vaccination  of  the  population  carried  on,  and  military  regulations  for 
the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  troo])s  prescribinl  and  enforced. 

The  results  were  extremely  gratifying,  and  a  ik^w  record  was  made 
for  Habana  in  respect  both  of  general  mortiility  and  suppression  of 
epidemics. 

There  was  but  a  single  outbreak  of  yellow  fever  among  tlie  troops, 
and  that  was  in  Cabana,  which  had  a  garrison  of  a  battalion  of  artillery 
and  a  large  number  of  general  prisoners. 

The  disease  was  promptly  and  readily  controlled  by  moving  into  camp 
and  disinfecting  all  effects. 

The  cause  was  not  definitely  traceable,  but  is  to  be  attributed,  as  in 
similar  instances,  to  individual  soldiers  getting  the  infection  in  disrepu- 
table houses  and  bringing  it  in  with  them.     An  alternate  possible  cause 
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was  a  subterranean  gallery  which  had  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the 
disinfection  brigade  in  the  genei'al  treatment  of  the  fortress.  The  gal- 
lery hjid,  however,  been  discovered  and  explored  by  the  soldiers,  and 
bones  found  there  might  have  been  those  of  Spanish  yellow-fever 
patients. 

That  there  w^as  no  infection  in  the  fortress  generally  was  shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  garrison  had  occupied  it  for  three  months  before  a 
case  oc<^urred,  ana  that  no  C4ise  happened  among  the  prisoners  who  did 
the  dirty  work  of  the  garrison  and  were  not  outside  its  limits. 

The  precautions  taken  as  to  isolation  and  disinfection  had  the  result 
that  in  no  case,  unless  Cabana  cAn  be  considered  an  exception,  was  an 
individual  case  of  yellow  fever  transmitted  to  a  succeeding  one;  in 
other  words,  that  there  was  no  epidemic  ex^mnsion  or  spread.  In  a 
few  instances  successive  cases  did  occur  in  the  same  building,  but 
these  were  temporary  lodging  pljuies,  and  the  time  intervals  elapsing 
between  cases  forbade  the  supposition  of  successive  infection,  and  rele- 
gated the  cases  to  individual  infection  elsewhere. 

The  analysis  of  the  particulars  as  to  place  and  acts  for  ten  days  prior 
to  illness  indicated  two  leading  inferences — fii*st,  that  the  majority  of 
yellow-fever  cases  were  due  to  visits  to  disreputable  houses,  and, 
second,  that  the  use  of  intoxicating  liouors  predisposed  to  attack,  from 
heating  the  blood,  reducing  the  vital  energies,  and  inciting  to  gross 
indulgences.  Temperance  and  self-rcsti-aint,  important  everywhere, 
are  essential  in  the  Tropics,  if  the  !>odily  and  moral  welfare  are  to  Ix^ 
conserved. 

The  appended  mortality  record  shows  that  the  diminution  of  deaths 
and  the  amelioration  of  sanitary  conditions  effected  during  the  past 
calendar  year  are  still  in  progress  in  11)00,  apparently  not  having  yet 
reached  their  limit,  and  two  important  i)oints  seem  to  have  been 
established. 

First.  That  notwithstanding  the  continuing  absence  of  definite 
knowledge  as  to  the  origin,  habitat,  and  transmission  of  yellow  fever, 
sanitary  science  can  control  and  ultimately  eradicate  it  if  adequate 
means,  thoroughness,  and  persistence  be  employed. 

Second.  That  with  isolation,  disinfection,  and,  if  need  Ije,  destruc- 
tion of  effects,  cases  of  yellow  fever  can  be  prevented  from  spreading^ 
and  therefore  that  epidemics  arc  preventable,  even  if  local  conditions 
should  involve  and  provisionally  retain  possibilities  of  individual 
infection. 

These  demonstrations  mo<lify  materially  the  practical  status  of  yel- 
low fever,  remove  the  prevalent  dread  of  it  as  an  occult  and  uncon- 
trollable contagion,  anci  relegate  it  to  the  class  of  preventable  filth 
diseases,  whose  habitat  can  be  invaded  and  destroyed  by  sanitation 
and  its  spread  prevented  bv  isolation  and  disinfection. 

The  corrected  tabulate(f  mortality  data  for  the  period  1890-1800, 
adding  the  tirat  four  months  of  1900,  are  appended.  For  the  purpose 
of  final  record,  the  tabulations  for  the  several  years  have  been 
carefully  revised  from  the  original  records,  and  some  errors  of  com- 
pilation and  of  omission  found  in  the  corresponding  table  published 
m  the  last  report.  The  present  figures  are  believed  to  be  as  correct 
as  they  can  be  made. 
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The  population  statistics  of  the  Depjirtnient  of  Habana  as  derived 
Tom  the  recent  census  are  ^iven  in  the  following  table:

The  mortality  data  for  II{i])a?ui  include  the  entire  j)()])iilation  of  the 
nunicipal  district,  as  givcMi  above,  and  the  table  n-ives  the  total  deaths 
Tom  all  causes,  including  yellow  fever,  whieh  arc*  also  separately 
jtated. 

The  total  deaths  in  Ha))ana  for  the  ealendar  year  1S1M»  were  s,  156, 
)f  which  103  were  from  yellow  f(»ver.  NN'ith  a  population,  as  ir'won 
yy  the  census,  of  242,055.  the*  averajr*'  death  rate  for  the  entire  y(»ar 
18^9  was  38.7  \nn'  thousand,  diminishing^  fronM)7  perthoiisand  in  »Fan- 
lary  to  27  per  thousand  in  December.  Koi-  the  first  four  months  of 
L9(X)  the  d(»aths  w(»re  2,()7<),  corresponding  to  an  annual  death  rate,  on 
:he  same  basis  of  population,  of  25.7  per  thousand,  showin*^^  a  con- 
:inuin^  reduction  in  tnis  vital  item  as  the  rn^t  result  of  the  sanitary 
md  other  moditications  executed  and  in  ])ro<:res>.  The  data  for  Ai)ril, 
:)f  482  deaths  and  none*  fi'om  yellow  b^ver,  are  without  ])rece(lent. 
The  April  mte  is  less  than  2  per  thousand  for  the  month,  and  the  May 
"ate  smaller  still. 

There  is  a  general  impn\ssion  in  ('u])a— at  least  the  assertion  is  fre- 
quently made,  and  even  by  Cuban  i)hysicians  themselv(\s  that  native 
Jubans  are  inunune  from  yellow  f(»ver,  and  that  tlu*  disease  takes  its 
victims  solely  from  importations.  There  is  vr^Hn\  reason  to  })elieve 
:hat  this  impression  is  altogether  a  mistaken  one:  that  })irth  in  the 
sland  jrives  no  immunity,  and  that  white  Cubans  are  jr(Mierally  liable 
X)  the  infection  unless  th(»v  have  alreadv  had  it. 

The  positive  evidence  in  this  res])ect  is  the  fact  that  the  moituary 
•eeords  declare  the  death  of  natives  fi-om  yellow  fevei*  in  several  cases. 
rhe  indirect  evidence  is  that  the  diatjfnosis  of  vellow  fever  is  ntill 
)bscure  and  often  a  matter  of  dou})t:  that  several  local  disc^ases  ])ear 
i  strong  resem))lance  to  yellow  fever;  that  what  is  known  as  '•  })()rras,"'' 
jarticularh'  as  an  infantile  disease,  may  in  fact  be  no  other  than  a. 
nild  type  of  yellow  fever,  serving  to  give  adult  immunitv;  and  that 
n  some  cases  that  have  been  investigated  Cul)an  physicians  luive 
•eported  deaths  of  natives  as  due  to  other  diseases-  in  two  cascvs  call- 
ng  it  ''typhus'^ fever — who  admitted  that  if  a  foreigner  had  had  the 
lisease  they  would  uncjuestionably  have  diagnosed  *\vellow  fever."' 

Full  investigation  of  Cu))an  diseases  will  d()ul)tless  clear  up  many  of 
:hese  doubtful  points,  but  as  matters  now  stand  it  would  setMU  that 
Jubans  generall}^  are  subject  to  attiick  by  yellow  fever,  and  that  the 
ipparent  immunity  of  adults  is  due  to  having  had  it  in  infancy  or 
^outh. 

From  December,  1898,  to  February,  1900,  the  sanitary  department 
?as  in  the  immediate  direction  of  lirigade  Surgeon  Major  Davis, 
?ho8e  assiduit}',  fearlessness,  and  energy  I  have  neretofore  oflScially 
aken  occasion  to  record  and  commend.     The  task  intrusted  to  him 
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was  one  of  the  first  magnitude  and  discbargecl  with  the  utmost  indus- 
try and  succeas.  Its  nature  and  extent  are  set  forth  in  the  annual 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  1891).  There  remained  only  to  continue  the 
same  drastic  and  effective  measures  to  strengthen  and  confirm  the 
&vorabIe  conditions  attained  as  to  the  public  heiilth  and  freedom  from 
epidemics^  and  in  February  Dr.  Davis  was,  at  his  own  request,  trans- 
ferred to  Manila  to  perform  there  like  services  to  those  rendered  in 
Habana.  He  was  relieved  by  Surgeon-Major  Gorgas,  U.  S.  A.,  the 
chief  surgeon  of  the  department,  who  has  since  been  in  charge  of  the 
sanitary  work,  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,  with  constantly  improv- 
ing results. 

The  formidable  field  included  m  the  scope  of  the  engineering  depart- 
ment Is  well  illustrated  by  Colonel  Black's  report. 

The  organization  of  the  department,  its  gradual  expansion,  the  train- 
ing of  its  employees,  the  simplification  of  methods,  the  augmented 
efaciency,  and  the  increased  economy  of  service  are  enduring  monu- 
ments to  the  energy,  intelligence,  and  professional  ability  of  the 
responsible  oflScer,  who  has  inaugurated  and  conducted  a  tremendous 
work  with  the  most  conspicuous  success. 

Naturally  such  notable  results  could  not  have  been  secured  without 
the  expenditure  of  money.  The  outlay  for  the  joint  purposes  of  city 
and  harbor  engineering  and  sanitation  in  the  several  communities 
included  in  the  Department  of  Habana  has  been,  in  round  numbers, 
$200,000  per  month,  this  amount  covering  expenditures,  general  and 
special,  under  several  heads,  as  follows: 

Street  and  road  conatniction  and  repair. 

Street  paving  and  rectification  of  grades. 

Street,  park,  and  alley  cleaning. 

Collection  and  disposal  of  garlmge  and  waste. 

Construction  and  repair  of  water  siippl]^  and  sewerage. 

Repair  and  sanitation  of  civil  public  buildings. 

Repair,  construction,  and  sanitation  of  military  (quarters  in  forts  and  batteries. 

Sanitary  inspection  and  cleaning  of  private  buildings. 

Maintenance  of  sanitary  super\'i8ion  and  disinfection  service. 

Ec)uipment  of  city  hospitals  and  medical  supplies. 

Aid  to  destitute  requiring  medical  service. 

Support  of  sanitary  institutions,  laboratories,  etc. 

Harbor -work,  dredging,  etc. 

Repair  and  construction  of  wharves. 

Surveys  of  city  and  harbor  in  connection  with  proposed  sewer  and  paving  systems. 

Surveys  of  military  defenses. 

The  expenditures  also  include  the  first  cost  and  maintenance  of  plant 
and  appliances  that  were  indispensable  for  the  work  and  did  not  exist 
in  Habana — e.  g. ,  crematory,  electrozone,  dump  scows,  tugs,  stables, 
carts,  animals,  garbage  wagons,  street  sprinklers,  sanitary  excavators 
and  carts  for  night  soil,  steam  road  rollers,  stone  crushers,  and  the 
like,  tools  and  materials  essential  to  proper  and  economical  manage- 
ment and  only  to  be  had  by  import  from  tne  United  States  and  paying 
duty  at  the  custom-house;  also  a  pipe  line  under  the  harbor  to  Cabana . 
for  the  water  supply  to  the  garrison  and  to  Casa  Blanca,  and  another 
lai^e  water  main  for  the  city  of  Regla. 

fi  will  be  seen  that  while  sanitation  proper,  in  the  conditions  found, 
called  for  considerable  sums,  a  large  proportion  of  the  expjenditures 
made  was  for  ordinary  city  work,  the  organization  and  equipment  of 
which  had  at  once  to  be  created  and  supplied  and  thereafter  maintained. 

Furthermore,  large  sums  were  usea  by  the  engineer  department  for 
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work  directed  by  the  division  commander  in  connection  with  State  and 

Sublic  purposes  not  within  the  official  control  or  jurisdiction  of  the 
department  of  Habana,  although  as  the  funds  were  included  in  the 
department  requisitions,  they  are  accounted  for  in  the  department 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  1899.  These  expenditures  amount  to 
nearly  *360,000. 

As  the  city  treasur}'  was  unable  for  the  time  boin^  to  pay  current 
expenses,  although  its  resourcos,  properly  developed,  would  In*  ample, 
the  necessary  amounts  were  obtained  from  the  insuhir  government 
upK)n  monthly  detailed  estimates  submitted  in  julvjinee.  This  proce- 
dure was  the  more  appropriate,  as  the  entire  island,  as  well  as  the 
United  States,  was  concerned  in  the  rehabilitation  of  lla])ana  and  its 
vicinity,  and  the  insular  revenues  could  wc^ll  afford  to  defray  the  cost. 

In  addition  to  the  general  results  secured,  the  expenditures  made 
gave  employment  to  thousands  of  persons  who  would  otherwise  have 
been  idle  and  a  burden  on  the  treasury  to  the  ext<*nt  of  15  or  20  cents 
a  day  for  food  to  keep  them  alive,  ancl  accustomed  th(»m  to  ha])its  of 
industry  and  accounta})ility,  of  which  they  stood  much  in  need. 

It  may  be  fairly  stated,  then,  that,  comparing  results  with  outlay,  it 
is  but  seldom  that  opportunity  has  })e(Mi  aflorded  to  inak<*  a  more  profit- 
able investment  than  was  effected  in  the  reg(»neration  of  Habana  within 
a  single  year,  and  the  department  officers  charg(»d  with  the  engineering 
and  sanitary  work  and  responsibility  are  justly  entitled  to  the  credit 
of  their  labor. 

The  most  important  fields  of  engineering  now  to  })e  undertaken 
include  the  systematic  construction  of  a  sew(M'  system  and  the  general 
paving  of  the  city.  To  these  ends  attention  lias  Immmi  sedulously  given 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  pro])lein  fully  investigated  and  consid- 
ered, with  the  result  that  the  department  has  now  final  plans  and  esti- 
mates that  can  be  put  in  effect  whenever  it  shall  ])e  ])ractica})le  to 
obtain  the  funds. 

It  is  true  that  the  extraordinary  sanitary  results  have  thus  far  been 
gained  without  the  aid  of  a  modern  sewer  system  and  modern  pave- 
ments, and  that  the  crude  means  of  disposing  of  sewage  and  fecal  mat- 
ters still  existing  in  Habana  characterize  also  very  many  American 
cities,  which  persist  in  the  use  of  j^rivy  pits  and  cesspools.  But  it 
should  not  be  contended  on  these  accounts  that  properly  designed 
sewer  systems,  with  modern  plum))ing  and  appliances,  are  unnecessary 
orcoula  with  security  be  omitted,  liie  general  consensus  of  the  civi- 
lized world  insists  that  no  city  can  f)e  regarded  as  properly  equipped 
in  the  sanitary  or  engineering  sense  unless  sew^ers  and  pavements  are 
provided. 

The  main  reasons  for  this  are  two,  viz,  that  it  is  important  for 
future  welfare  and  healthfulness  that  the  site  upon  which  the  city  is 
built  be  as  completely  as  practicable  protected  from  subsoil  pollution 
and  nurtures  for  noxious  germs,  and  this  re(]uires  that  waste  fluids 
and  matters  be  carried  as  rapidly  as  possi])lc  off  the  j^remises  and  be 
delivered  without  leakage  to  the  point  of  final  and  innocuous  disposals; 
also  that  the  pavements  be  continuous,  impermeable,  and  enduring. 
The  second  point  is  one  of  economy.  The  removal  of  house  sewage 
and  the  like  by  provisional  appliances  or  hand  labor  involves  extra 
cost,  inconvenience,  and  offense,  with  constant  chances  for  neglect  or 
failure  to  make  the  work  thorough  and  secure  beyond  peradventure. 
The  cleaning  of  ill-paved  streets  is  a  much  greater  labor  than  that  of 
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smooth  and  continuous  pavements,  and  the  cost  of  traflBc  is  also  greater, 
in  the  reduction  of  loads  and  wear  and  tear  of  vehicles.  Furtheniiore, 
in  tropic  cities  the  conservative  action  of  frost  is  absent  and  any  neglect 
or  inefficiency  pays  a  high  penalty.  For  these  and  other  reasons  it  is 
essential  that  as  speedily  as  possible  arrangements  be  perfected  for 
sewering  and  paving  the  city  by  scientific  and  economic  means. 

There  has  been  much  misapprehension  as  to  the  status  of  the  harbor 
as  a  menace  to  health.  The  bay  has  })een  quite  commonly  regarded 
Bs  the  proximate  source  of  danger,  and  plans  more  or  less  fanciful 
have  been  devised  for  purifying  it,  incluaing  channels  or  waterways 
connecting  the  head  of  the  bay  with  the  Gulf  to  provide  a  circulation 
of  water.  These  plans  are  not  necessary.  Infection  does  not  come 
from  the  water,  but  from  the  land,  and  while  in  times  past  the  waters 
of  the  bay  have  been  foul  and  offensive,  owing  to  the  large  quantities 
of  filth  discharged  therein,  they  are  to-day,  both  to  sight  and  smell,  as 
little  offensive  as  the  waters  adjacent  to  New  York  or  Philadelphia. 
The  causes  of  pollution  have  been  intercepted,  and  even  at  the  head 
of  the  bay,  where  conditions  are  at  the  worst,  the  water  is  now  com- 
parativelv  clear.  The  fact  is  that  the  tides  bring  in  twice  a  day  their 
supply  oi  pure  gulf  water,  and  the  northerly  winds  from  time  to  time 
augment  the  tidal  action  and  occasionally  give  the  harlK)r  a  thorough 
scouring.  The  purifying  and  reducing  action  of  strong,  pure  sea  water 
upon  organic  and  decaying  matter  is  well  known. 

The  bay  needs  much  dredging  of  shoals  and  bars,  and  the  marshy 
banks  should  be  bulkheaded  and  filled,  a  work  which,  properly  con- 
ducted, would  more  than  pay  its  cost.  But  no  apprehension  need  be 
felt  that  the  bay  in  its  present  condition  is  dangerous  to  health,  and 
under  the  sewer  plans  that  have  been  adopted  no  sewage  will  reach  the 
bav,  as  it  is  intercepted  entirely  and  delivered  directFy  into  the  Gulf. 

Early  in  1899  propositions  were  submitted  for  an  immediate  under- 
taking of  general  sewer  construction  in  the  city  by  persons  desirous 
of  domg  the  work,  but  at  the  time  it  was  impracticable  to  give  these 
consideration,  for  the  reasons,  first,  that  the  immediate  necessity  was 
to  clean  the  city  and  organize  the  city  government,  and,  second,  that 
in  the  then  conditions  any  general  opening  of  street*?  would  constitute 
a  grave  peril  to  the  public  health  and  pamlyze  all  other  occupation  or 
use  of  streets  for  tmmc.  Furthermore,  it  was  essential  that  before  any 
definite  plans  or  system  of  sewerage  could  be  adopted  or  undertaken, 
complete  surveys  and  studies,  topographic  and  hydrographic,  should 
be  made,  with  ascertainments  of  trend  of  currents,  effects  of  winds, 
and  other  particulars,  as  to  all  of  which  the  data  of  record  were  either 
meager  or  incorrect  or  lacking  altogether. 

The  deficiencies  in  these  respects  have  now  been  supplied,  and  the 
official  projects  are  based  upon  full,  accurate,  and  rcliaole  data. 

For  tne  above  reasons,  and  others,  the  propositions  from  the  associ- 
ates of  the  late  Colonel  Waring  subsequent  to  his  death  could  not  be 
entertained,  particularly  as  Colonel  Waring  had  not  had  time  to  make 
surveys  or  to  work  out  any  final  plans  or  solutions  of  the  several  seri- 
ous problems  involved,  in  consequence  of  his  fatal  illness  occurring  on 
his  return  voyage  from  Habana. 

In  the  light  of  the  examination  of  the  Dady  project  by  Messrs.  Gray 
and  Cunningham,  given  in  Colonel  Black's  report,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  discuss  further  the  special  features  of  this  proposition.  It  was 
originally  under  negotiation  with  the  Spanish  autnorities,  who,  before 
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a  conclusion  was  reached,  cut  off  further  (consideration  of  it.  It  has 
been  persistently  pushed  both  in  Washington  and  Habana  upon  the 
American  authorities  since  they  took  charge  to  the  present  time,  but 
no  authority,  technical  or  executive,  that  has  examined  the  project  has 
been  able  to  favor  it  in  any  sense.  The  general  design  makes  provi- 
sion for  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  built-up  portions  of  the  city, 
for  a  population  of  300,000,  only  about  one-fourth  more  than  the  pres- 
ent one;  and  the  unit  prices  stipulated  are  from  two  to  four  times 
greater  than  the  work  can  be  done  for;  in  addition  to  which  the  6  per 
cent  bonds  to  be  issued  in  payment  are  to  ])e  delivered  to  the  contractor 
at  90  percent,  and  large  sums  an*  to  be  paid  annually  for  maintenance 
during  the  life  of  the  bonds,  viz,  tifty  years.  The  engineering  features 
and  basic  data  are  hopelesslv  faulty,  and  in  its  financial  Jispect  it  would 
be  an  intolerable  ana  unrigliteous  })urden  to  impose  upon  the  city. 

Whenever  funds  shall  be  made  availai>le,  a  complete,  scientific,  and 
satisfactory  system  of  modern  sewei's  and  ])avements  for  the  entire 
urban  area  and  for  a  population  of  500. ooo,  dou))l(*  th(*  present  one, 
can  l>e  executed  at  a  cost  of  about  one-half  that  involvc^d  in  th(»  Dady 
proposition.

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HOSPITALS  AND  CIIAKITABLP:  INSTITUTIONS. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  aeeompanying  list,  the  hospitals  and 
charitable  institutions  in  Habana  are*  somewhat  numerous  and  of 
various  kinds.  Some  are  private,  others  pertaining  to  associations, 
and  others  under  direction  of  governmental  authority,  State  or  munic- 
ipal. 

The  public  institutions,  as  found  by  the  American  authorities,  were 
in  a  deplorable  condition  as  the  result  of  war  and  lack  of  funds  for 
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S roper  maintenance.     They  were  crowded  with  inmates  and  nearlv 
estitute  of  supplies,  surgical  or  medical,  and  in  some  cases  even  of 
food. 

Considerable  expenditures  had  to  be  made  to  bring  them  up  to  even 
a  moderate  condition  of  eflSciency  and  cleanliness,  the  difficulty  in  the 
latter  respect  being  largely  due  to  carelessness  and  defective  training 
on  the  part  of  the  emplovee«  of  the  various  grades. 

The  general  municipal  hospitals  were  two  in  number,  viz,  Aldecoa 
and  Los  Angeles,  the  former  needing  extensive  modification  and 
repairs  and  the  latter  in  such  condition  that  as  soon  as  practicable  it 
was  abandoned  altogether. 

The  special  municipal  hospitals  were  the  Casas  or  Centros  de  Socorro, 
or  Houses  of  Assistance,  four  in  number,  which  were  of  the  nature  of 
emergency  hospitals,  for  police  and  like  service.  There  was  also  the 
special  hospital  for  treatment  of  public  women. 

There  were  in  January,  1899,  thousands  of  sick  and  ailing  needing 
hospital  treatment,  who  could  in  no  wise  be  cared  for  in  any  of  the 
institutions,  and  these  had  perforce  to  be  looked  after  as  well  as  pos- 
sible in  their  own  quarters  and  under  every  disadvantage.  The  work 
was  done  as  effectively  as  practicable,  food  and  medicine  furnished 
and  treatment  given,  but  a  large  number  nmst  have  perished  who 
could  have  been  sav^  if  proper  provision  could  have  been  made  for 
them.  Recourse  was  had  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable  to  the  private 
or  semiprivate  hospitals,  such  as  the  well-conducted  Mercedes  Hospital, 
and  others,  where  patients  were  placed  and  paid  for  })y  the  military 
government  of  Habana,  which  also  equipped  and  maintained  all  the 
municipal  institutions,  since  the  resources  of  the  city  treasury  were 
inadequate  to  meeting  other  current  expenses.  Ijater,  as  the  receipts 
by  the  city  treasury  increased,  the  municipal  institutions  were  oy 
degrees  transferred  to  the  city  account. 

The  old  Spanish  military  hospital,  San  Ambrosio,  near  the  head  of 
the  bay,  had  an  extremely  evil  nistory,  with  a  record  of  mortality  of 
60  per  cent  of  the  patients  sent  there.  The  reason  for  this  loss  of  life 
is  probably  to  be  looked  for  in  the  indiscriminate  massing  of  disorders, 
infectious  and  other,  and  in  the  absence  of  isolating  and  disinfecting 
treatment,  the  Spanish  view  having  apparently  been  that  such  diseases 
as  yellow  fever,  for  example,  were  acts  of  providence,  to  be  accepted 
as  inevitable  and  not  to  be  controlled  or  eliminated  by  human  means. 
The  building  was  a  permanent  one  of  stone  and  concrete  and  of  great 
size,  but  its  history  and  sanitary  conditions  were  such  that  it  could 
not  be  made  use  of  until  completely  overhauled,  cleaned,  and  repaired, 
and  thoroughly  disinfected — a  formidable  task  for  which  neither  time 
nor  funds  were  available  until  late  in  the  year,  when  the  work  was 
at  length  undertaken. 

The  great  Spanish  militar}^  hospital,  Alfonso  XHI,  consisting  of 
some  tJO  pavilions,  with  a  capacity  of  2,000  or  3,000  patients  and 
well  situated  on  the  elevation  of  the  l^rincipe  Hill,  would  have  answered 
a  valuable  purpose  in  the  care  of  municipal  patients  generally,  but  it 
was  taken  over  by  the  insular  government  and  constituted  a  general 
military  hospital  for  the  island. 

The  Spanish  "Arsenal,"  or  navy-yard,  situated  at  the  head  of  the 
bay,  IS  an  extensive  walled  inclosure  with  numerous  buildings,  quar- 
ters, bari-a(»ks,  storehouses,  and  the  like,  that  also  could  have  been  of 
the  greatest  service  for  hospitals,  almshouses,  orphan  asylums,  etc., 
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with  accommodations  for  several  thousands,  but  the  premises  were  in 
the  charge  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Navy  Department,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Habana  could  make  no  use  of  them. 

Of  the  private  hospitals  a  marked  feature  were  those  established  and 
maintained  by  the  ffreat  Spanish  associations,  whi(*h  for  a  moderate 
assessment  providea  hospiUil  and  school  facilities  for  their  members. 
These  institutions  in  general  were  fairly  well  conducted,  though  defi- 
cient in  some  respects  of  technicjue  arid  in  the  special  precautions 
taken  under  modern  practice  in  respect  of  the  individual  sanitation  of 
patients  and  general  antiseptic  treatment. 

The  best  example  of  a  large  hospital  was  the  Mercedes,  and  this  was 
in  fact  the  main  reliance  for  caring  for  nninicipal  patients.  In  addi- 
tion, use  was  made  of  its  extent  and  facilities  foi-  the  establishment  of 
a  training  school  for  nurses,  which,  under  the  inimc^diate  direction 
of  Dr.  Furbush,  was  successfully  inaugurat^'d  by  importing  trained 
nurses  from  Philadelphia  to  conduct  it.  This  was  a  novel  departure 
in  the  island,  nothing  of  the  sort  having  ever  existed  or  even  been 
proposed. 

Another  novelty  was  the  estafblishinent  in  the  Mercedes  of  a  mater- 
nity hospital.  It  is  almost  incredible  that  no  such  institution  existed 
and  that  there  was  no  provision  for  paiturient  women  except  at  their 
own  homes,  such  as  tney  might  be.  The  immediate  author  of  this 
innovation  was  Madame  A})reu,  a  lady  of  wealth  and  charity,  who 
provided  the  equipment  of  surgical  implements  and  ai)pliances,  includ- 
mg  furniture  and  bedding,  for  th(^  maternity  ward. 

Of  the  charitable  institutions  the  larger  nuin})er  were  ()r])han  asy- 
lums, the  principal  of  which  was  the  Casa  de  Beneticencia  y  Materni- 
dad.  The  '^maternity"  a^^pectof  this  institution  was  m<»t  })y  a  revolv- 
ing wicket  in  the  inclosing  wall  with  a  receptach*  accessihK*  from  the 
street  for  new})orn  infants.  By  depositing  the  infant  and  revolving 
the  wicket  a  bell  was  rung  an<i  the  infant  cared  for  w  ithout  further 
communication  from  the  parents.  The  Casa  has  capacity  for  some  800 
children  of  both  sexes.  During  the  war  it  was  (»niptied  of  orphans  by 
General  Weyler  and  used  as  a  barrack.  Under  the  American  admin- 
istration it  was  again  devoted  to  its  proper  uses,  but  was  found  lack- 
ing almost  every  requirement.  Tlu»  sanitary  armngemcnts  were  as 
crude  and  offensive  as  possible,  and  the  sole  means  of  washing  and 
bathing  for  400  boys,  for  example,  was  a  single  spigot  in  the  open 
court.  The  wash  basins  for  the  ])oys  were  no  other  than  the  tins  from 
which  they  ate  their  soup,  and  it  is  not  extiaordinary  that  ])odies  and 
clothes  were  dirty  and  general  affections  of  the  eyes,  conjunctivitis, 
and  the  like,  were  prevalent. 

The  smaller  orpnan  asylums,  maintained  by  private  subscriptions 
and  the  efforts  of  charitable  and  patriotic  natives,  were  in  general 
well  conducted,  with  Cu))an  ladies  in  immediate  charge.  All  institu- 
tions, public  and  private,  were  freely  used  ])v  th(»  military  government 
of  the  city,  which  made  itself  responsible  for  the  support  of  the 
patients  and  orphans  when  sent  for  shelter  and  care,  paying  from 
It.  60  to  $10  per  month  for  the  care  of  orphans  and  from  26  to  60 
cents  per  day  for  hospital  cases. 

Unremitting  attention  was  given  from  the  beginning  to  the  reforma- 
tion and  improved  administration  of  all  the  hospitab  and  charitable 
institutions  in  control  of  the  Department  of  H^lmna,  and,  in  general, 
excellent  and  beneficial  results  were  secured.     Customs  and  traditional 
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practices,  however,  are  deep  rooted  and  difficult  to  contend  with,  and 
much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  training  of  the  staff  and  the  efficiency 
of  employees  which  time,  patience,  and  persistence  can  alone  effect.

AID  TO  DESTITUTE. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  ( 'ulnm  rclu^f  shows  the  rapid 
reductions  effected  in  the  issue  of  food  to  the  destitute  ))v  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  instructions  that  no  person  a))le  to  earn  su))sistence 
should  be  regarded  as  a  proper  subject  for  gratuitous  supi)ly.  The 
issue  of  rations  has  been  cut  aow  n  from  15(),()(>0  in  »Iul\ ,  ISIM),  to  half 
that  in  September,  and  this  again  halved  by  A])ril,  ilM)i). 

In  April  an  organization  of  working  shops  and  exchanges  was  estab- 
lished m  order  to  give  eniplovnient  to  the  destitute  women  in  lieu  of 
direct  issue  of  food. 

The  current  expenses  on  this  account  hav(»  now  })een  reduced  to 
about  $2,500  per  month,  this  amount  being  still  necessary  in  conse- 
quence of  the  existence  of  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  destitute 
children  who  must  for  the  present  lu*  cared  for  at  the  public  exi)ense. 

The  superintendent,  Mr.  Suarez,  has  earned  high  credit  for  the 
systematic  organization  of  the  relief  service  and  its  effective  and 
economical  conduct.

The  574,570  rations  were  issued  during  this  j)erio<]  to  31,204  families,  comprising 
82,467  persons. 

The  cost  of  office  of  Cuban  relief  work  and  distribution  of  aid  to  the  destitute, 
including  transportation,  may  be  distributed  as  follows:

All  other  expenditures  from  insular  funds  through  application  by  the 
department  commander,  including  307,000  rations  and  all  other 
expenses 33,010.26 

Total  cost / 69,010.26 

Endeavor  has  always  been  made  to  counteract  the  tendency  of  the  destitute  to 
depend  entirely  upon  rations  as  a  support,  and  the  civilians  in  charge  of  the  various 
relief  stations  have  at  all  times  been  instructed  and  required  to  insj)eot  thoroughly 
every  case  reported  and  to  erase  every  undeserving  name  from  the  lists. 

On  July  1,  1899,  as  the  condition  of  affairs  had  materially  improved  in  the  several 
localities,  an  earnest  movement  w^as  started  with  the  end  in  view  of  diminishing  the 
number  of  rations  issued.  A  fresh  sifting  out  was  had  and  the  number  of  rations 
cut  down  to  about  150,000. 

About  the  middle  of  September,  1899,  it  was  decided,  in  order  to  brin^  the  scope 
of  relief  work  to  a  minimum,  that  it  would  be  well  to  close  the  relief  station  located 
at  La  Punta.  Acting  on  the  same  principles,  station  No.  4,  located  at  Vedado,  was 
closed  about  October  30;  station  No.  3,  located  at  Camjx)  Marti,  was  closed  Novem- 
ber 28,  and  the  temaining  stations,  Nos.  1  and  5,  located  at  Chavez  and  Cerro,  were 
discontinued  on  December  31  last. 

By  September  only  a  few  men,  who  were  either  too  old  to  work  or  were  sick  and 
had  large  families  to  be  supported,  remained  on  the  destitute  list.  Women  who  were 
found  to  be  working  were  dropped  from  the  list,  but  then»  still  remained  a  number 
of  destitute  widows,  youn^  women,  girls,  and  boys.  Rations  were  further  cut  down 
to  70,000  per  month,  charitable  institutions  and  asylums  included. 

Since  October,  1899,  when  this  department  began  to  purchase  the  rations  from  the 
insular  funds,  to  December  31, 1899,  the  expenses  of  the  department  have  been  about 
$4,000  per  month. 

At  the  closing  of  the  relief  stations  the  list  of  destitute  8howe<i  328  male  adults, 
old,  sick,  or  disabled;  2,223  female  adults,  and  3,429  orphan  children  of  both  sexes, 
aged  from  1  to  14  years. 

There  were  a  number  of  families  who  w^ere  sheltered  by  tlie  Government  in  pavil- 
ions formerly  used  as  barracks  by  the  Spanish  regiments,  and  in  these  cases  the  issue 
of  rations  was  discontinued. 

To  counteract  the  tendency  among  the  indigent  to  pauperization,  owing  to  the  aid 
which  they  received  from  the  Government,  and  to  compel  them  to  seek  some  sort  of 
self-support,  this  department,  on  January  1,  1900,  with  the  sanction  of  the  depart- 
ment conmiander,  determined  to  reorganize  the  relief  service  in  such  manner  that 
only  the  absolutely  necessary  cases  should  be  given  aid.  The  cases  of  reported  des- 
titution were  a^in  inspected  in  their  respective  places  of  residence,  and  after  a 
thorough  investigation  of  each  case  all  extremely  de^^titute  ones  were  attended  to  by 
the  general  office  and  the  possibility  of  misplaced  charity  carefully  avoided.  By  this 
means  the  expense  of  the  department  was  materially  decreasecf,  being  reduced  to 
about  $2,500  per  month,  all  items  included.  Through  the  gradual  discontinuance  of 
the  issue  of  rations,  by  the  1st  of  April,  1900,  the  work  of  the  department  was  brought 
to  a  very  moderate  ngure.  There  still  remains,  however,  witii  the  exception  of  a 
moderate  percentage  of  temporarily  distressed  people,  a  larjre  class  of  helpless  crea- 
tures who  must  he  a  public  charge  until  the  normal  condition  of  the  country  will 
enable  them  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

The  operation  of  any  system  which  might  carry  along  with  its  good  purpose  the 
hidden  germs  of  vagrancy  must  be  carefully  watched  lest  it  l)e  unconsciously  foster- 
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ing  their  helpleeenese,  tlnis  pauperizing  the  coniniuiiity.  To  correft  this  evil  lias 
b^n  the  constant  effort  of  the  department. 

In  the  middle  of  April,  under  authority  from  the  department  commander,  working 
exchan^fl  and  shops  were  established  to  enable  the  destitute  women  to  ]>ecome  self- 
8U|>portmg  by  means  of  their  own  lalx.>r.  All  money  previouHly  appropriated  for 
rations  is  now  used  for  purchasing  material  an<l  to  cinplov  tlicnc  women  in  making 
clothes  for  the  destitute  chiMren,  the  women  K'ing  paid  alwnit  r>()  cents  per  day. 

The  relief  department  ban  not  only  lK»en  successful  in  fee<linj;  tlie  hungry  and 
saving  many  orphans  from  dire  distress,  but  along  witli  the  public  sanitation  has 
been  an  important  factor  in  retlucing  the  bi^rli  rate  of  mortality  shown  by  statistics 
at  the  beginning  of  18^i*J,  a  decn^iise  of  over  .'>()  jM'r  cent  Uing  noticed  in  the  mortality 
list  for  Deceml)er,  18?H),  compared  with  the  prece(lin^  Jamiary. 

The  field  for  women's  work  has  Ikhmi  ouit<*  limited,  and  as  tliev  had  nrit  l)een 
trained  to  work  their  way  in  the  world  under  the  present  unfavorable  circumstiinces 
it  lx?comes  hanl  for  them. 

The  establishment  of  the  Ilabana  In<lustrial  Scho<»l  for  (iirls  at  the  ('omi>ostela 
Barracks  has  l>een  the  means  of  aiding'  a  ^^reat  many  «le.-titwte  mothers,  who,  by 
being  relieved  of  the  care  of  their  chiMren,  are  enabled  to  earn  their  own  livinu:. 

The  education  and  improvement  which  will  eventually  follow  the  n(*w  condition 
of  things,  along  with  the  stern  determination  that  these  jM*ople  must  struggle  for 
their  own  living,  will  l)e  the  great  factors  in  working  out  the  conditions  of  the  iR>or. 
That  the  poor  of  Habana  <luly  aj»preciate  what  has  been  done  f(»r  them  by  the 
American  authorities  and  jH'ople  is  apparent,  and  on  many  occiisions  evidences  of 
good  feeling  have  l)c*en  shown.

thp:  police  court. 

The  Spanish  system  of  jiirisprudcnco  contiiins  no  provision  for 
police  or  correctional  courts,  such  tis  arc  known  in  tbc  t'nitcd  States 
and  elsewhere,  for  the  speedy  disposal  of  j)olice  arrests  jind  minor 
offenses.  When  judicial  action  is  recjuirod.  recourse  must  be  had  to 
the  regular  city  magistrates'  courts,  having  mainly  inquisitorial  and 
reportorial  powers,  and  later  to  the  courts  of  first  instiincc,  with  lim- 
ited jurisdiction,  above  which  arc  the  provincial  courts,  designated 
^'audiencias". 

The  punishment  of  minor  offenses,  collections  of  tines  and  penalties, 
and  the  like  are  therefore  attended  by  the  inconvenience  and  injustice 
of  prolonged  delays  in  completing  trials,  involving  unneccssaiy  deten- 
tion of  offenders  and  witnesses,  fre(jucnt  failures  to  reach  conclusions 
at  all,  and  the  multiplication  of  opportiuiities  for  corru])t  practices  in 
connection  with  the  courts  and  their  respective  functionaries,  high 
and  low. 

During  the  anomalous  conditions  obtfiining  at  the  outset  of  the 
American  occupation  in  Hal)ana,  prior  to  the  organization  of  a  local 
police,  and  when  soldiers  were  performing  police  dutv,  the  number  of 
arrests  and  the  variety  of  offenses,  as  well  as  otienders,  complicated 
the  situation  and  caused  nuich  embarrassment  in  their  disposition. 

For  this  reason  I  established  at  the  vivac  (the  police  jail)  a  sunnnary 
police  court  with  an  officer  of  my  staff  in  charge,  who  sat  every  morn- 
mg  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  police  arrests  of  the  preceding 
day. 

The  first  incumbent  was  Major  Evans,  U.  S.  V.,  inspector-general 
on  my  staff,  who  conducted  these  (in  Habana)  novel  proceedings  with 
tact,  judgment,  and  good  humor,  so  that  in  fact  the  institution  fur- 
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nished  both  instruction  and  entertainment  to  the  puHlic,  and  bec^ame  a 
popular  feature  even  with  the  victims,  who  preferreH  paying  their  $2 
to  $10  fines  to  being  detained  for  two  or  three  months  awaiting  trial 
and  judgment. 

Major  Evans  upon  leaving  the  United  States  service  was  succeeded 
by  Captain  (now  Major)  Pitcher,  of  the  Eighth  Infantry,  who  still  fur- 
ther enhanced  the  renown  and  usefulness  of  the  court  until  its  repute 
extended  all  over  the  island. 

When  the  administrative  reorganization  of  the  city  government  had 
been  fairly  accomplished,  and  matters  were  proceeding  with  smooth- 
ness and  regularity,  practically  the  only  arbitrary  military  feature 
remaining  was  the  police  court,  which  had  approved  itself  thoroughly 
as  both  a  convenience  and  a  practical  necessity  in  the  conduct  of  the 
citv  affairs. 

Desiring  to  eliminate  all  causes  of  objection  while  retaining  the 
establishea  value  of  the  police  court,  I  took  occasion,  on  June  1,  to 
represent  the  facts  to  the  division  commander,  with  the  view  of  having 
the  court,  or  one  that  should  perform  its  functions,  regularly  author- 
ized by  a  decree  by  the  military  governor  of  the  island. 

The  correspondence  on  the  subject  is  appended. 

It  is  illustrative  of  the  difficulty  with  wnich  any  reforms  or  modifi- 
cations of  an  existing  bodv  of  law,  or  of  the  methods  and  practices 
thereunder,  can  get  themselves  accomplished,  that  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  nearly  every  responsible  authority,  including  judges  of  the 
supreme  and  audiencia  courts,  the  fiscals,  and  the  secretary  of  justice 
were  all  agreed  as  to  the  value  of  the  police  court,  it  was  found  imprac- 
ticable to  draft  a  decree  that  should  satisfactorily  make  provisioa 
for  it. 

At  the  request  of  the  division  commander  1  prepared  one  myself  on 
the  basis  of  the  admiralty  courts  of  the  United  States,  where  a  judge 
sits  with  two  technical  coadjutors  as  advisory  and  informatorv,  but  no 
action  ensued,  and  while  no  further  official  objections  to  the  court 
were  made,  it  was  not  until  under  date  of  April  10  that  a  decree  was 
made  which  authorized  the  establishment  of  the  existing  court  with 
enlargement  of  power  and  functions  pending  the  establishment  of  cor- 
rectional courts  throughout  the  island. 
.   A  copy  of  this  decree.  No.  152,  of  April  10,  is  attached.

Sir:  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  facte  and  recommendations  for  consideration  by 
the  division  commander. 

Article  220  of  the  municipal  police  laws  of  Habana  provides  that  the  imposition  of 
fines  for  violation  of  city  ordinances  is  within  the  **  exclusive  jurisdiction  "  of  the  city 
government,  the  mayor,  the  assistant  mayors,  and  the  deputies  and  in8i)ectors  of  the 
municipal  service. 

During  the  period  when  the  oi^nization  of  the  police  and  the  regulation  of  the 
other  city  business  were  in  progress,  and  numerous  arrests  were  made  for  misde- 
meanors, usually  of  a  minor  character — drunkenness  and  the  like — lai^ely  by  Ameri- 
cans, soldiers  and  civilians,  I  designated  an  officer  of  my  staff  as  supervisor  of  police, 
giving  him  certain  discretionary  authority  with  reference  to  the  police  force  and  it» 
methods  and  the  due  carrying  out  of  its  executive  and  disciplinary  purposes. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  proper  accommodation  for  transient  prisoners,  and  with  the 
view  to  expedite  the  administration  of  justice,  the  supervisor  of  police  held  at  the 
Vivac  a  trial  court  for  sifting  out  the  police  cases  and  summarily  disposing  of  such  as 
did  not  re(|uire  the  action  of  the  municipal  judges  for  criminal  offenses. 

For  this  purpose,  after  hearing  the  evidence  in  each  cafie,  fines  were  imposed  or,

iitematively,  continuance  of  detention,  at  the  rate  of  a<lay'H  detention  for  an  un^>aid 
iollar  fine,  this  procedure  I )eing  in  (H^nfomiity  with  theniethcxln  of  the  American 
police  courts,  and  practically  also  with  the  municipal  laws  of  Hahana,  though  by  a 
less  roundabout  and  dilatjory  process. 

The  procedures  had  have  proved  to  answer  their  purp()st»a<lnunibly,and  an»  rrco)?- 
lizedasboth  advantageous  and  effcrtivc;  h>  iiiuch  so  that  ii  hit'j  Ihtii  uive<l  to  make 
ihe  practice  a  general  and  j)erniant'nt  one  in  the  «lis|M>siti()ii  nf  politv  ciiseH. 

Certain  criticisms  have  come  from  two  sou nvs,  viz:  Thos4'  who  for  personal  rra- 
jons  objeirted  to  the  enforcement  of  pt'iialtics  for  infractions  of  nnmicipai  laws,  and 
Tom  certain  professional  sources  which  found  their  fees  (liminish<Ml  by  the  prompt 
md  equitaV)le  disposition  of  jnilice  ('it«^('s.  Tlicsi* contentions,  however,  repn's«'nt  |H*r- 
K>nal  and  pecniniary  interests  only  and  an'oj)iK)s<Ml  t<>  thei)n))iic  interests,  whicii  call 
:or  prompt  action  in  police  cases. 

I  therefore  commend  to  the  considenition  of  the  division  commander  the  drafting 
)f  a  decree  which  shall  provide  formally  for  the  (»stablishment  of  polic<»  courts  in 
Elabana  or  elsewhere,  in  such  numlKTsan*!  with  su«h  stipulations  as  shall  1k»  con- 
ddered  expedient  for  the  summary  and  effect iv<'  disiwisal  of  police  arrests,  snlrstan- 
iaUy  as  now  practice<l  in  the  I'nite<l  8tat<'s.

General:  It  is  understoo<l  that  Capt.  \V.  L.  rit<h«r,  Ki^^hth  Infantry,  is  jH'rff»rming 
udidal  functions  in  the  city  of  Habana. 

By  reference  to  8i>ecial  Onlers,  No.  104,  Special  Orders,  .\o.  KMi,  and  ( ieneral  Orders, 
S^o.  18,  current  series,  Ileadquart^'rs  Department  of  llaltana,  it  is  olwerveil  that 
ISaptain  Pitcher  has  been  appointe<l  snjKrvisor  of  policij  of  tlu'  citv  of  Habana  and 
jfovost-marshal  of  the  city  of  Habana,  and  it  is  j»resnma)»ly  un«ler  the  authority 
ittributed  to  these  offices,  one  or  lK»th,  that  he  assumes  to  U'  a<'tin^'. 

His  authority  has  been  queHtione<l,  and  it  is  reported  that  Ik?  is  performing  dutit^s 
¥hich  under  the  law  of  cnminal  i^nx-edure  and  municij)al  ordinances  In'long  to  the 
nunidpal  judge  or  the  mayor;  that  sentences  are  given  )»y  him  without  reference  to 
ihe  penal  code  prescribing  them  for  cc^rtain  offenses,  and  sometimes  in  excess  of  the 
imitB  thereof;  that  they  are  not  oidy  excessive  but  illegal. 

It  appears  also  that  there  is  no  legal  method  of  aj»peal  from  his  decisions,  while 
inder  the  code  of  criminal  proce<lure  tlu^  right  of  appeal  exists  in  similar  cases  tried 
jefore  the  municipal  judge. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  the  laws  of  the  land  existing  January  1,  1,S<.»<>,  were  retained 
n  force  under  the  proclamation  of  the  governor-general  nntil  thereafter  modilieil; 
hat  the  laws  in  respect  to  these  offensi'S,  their  method  of  trial,  iMMialties,  etc.,  have 
lot  been  modified  by  the  pro])er  authority,  and  that  the  whole  procedure  (»f  this 
»urt  is  unauthorized  and  illegal. 

While  It  ^ves  speedy  trial  and  does  what  the  courts  of  the  island  do  not — insures 
;he  quick  discharge  of  the  innocent  and  the  j>nnishment  of  the  guiltv — it  is,  as  now 
established,  a  court  outside  the  ])r()visions  of  the  law,  not  rec()gnize(l  by  the  laws  of 
;he  land,  and  in  some  imjM)rtant  respects  it  deprives  individuals  of  their  rights 
rnder  those  laws. 

An  immediate  report  is  therefore  requeste<l  ))y  the  major-general  <'ommanding  as 

0  the  authority  under  which  Captain  Pitcher  exercisis  his  functions.

Sib:  I  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  division  letter  of  June  17,  relative  to  the 
>filcial  designation  and  duties  of  Captain  Pitcher. 

The  information  asked  in  this  letter  has  l)een  in  gre^it  part  anticipated  by  my 
etter  of  Jane  10  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed),  makmg  a  general  statement 
18  to  the  origin  and  purposes  of  the  proceedings  had  at  the  Vivac,  and,  in  the  light 
)f  the  advantageous  results  secured,  recommending  that  the  governor-general  issue 

1  decree  formally  establishing  police  courts  in  general  confonuity  with  the  American 
>ractice. 

As  stated  in  my  letter  of  June'lO,  while  the  organization  of  the  present  city  gov- 
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emment,  an<l  in  particular  that  of  the  i)oUce  force,  was  in  process  of  formation  under 
my  immediate  direction  as  military  governor  of  Halmna,  I  designated  an  officer  of 
my  staff  to  have  si^ecial  and  immediate  supervision  of  the  i)olice  force,  its  distnpliue, 
operation,  and  duties.  This  was  essential,  since  no  such  organization  had  in  fact 
previously  existed;  the  meml)ers  were  natives,  untrained  and  inexperienced,  and 
the  whole  business  was  in  (jourse  of  creation  and  development. 

In  order  to  give  him  an  official  designation  and  prescribe  his  field,  the  officer  so 
detailed  was  entitled  "supervisor  of  police,'*  and  later,  when  the  troops  had  been 
withdrawn  from  police  duty  and  conflicts  were  occurring  between  soldiers  and 
policemen,  it  seemetl  desirable  to  j)rovido  for  a  provost  guard  for  dealing  specially 
with  disorderly  soldiers,  and  the  supervisor  of  police  was  also  constitutea  provost- 
marshal.  This,  however,  was  to  be  a  purely  military  function,  which  in  fact  haa 
happily  been  found  unnecessary^. 

The  former  designation  practically  constitutetl  the  supervisor  of  police  a  quasi  city 
official,  charged  with  si)ecial  resi>onHibilitics,  much  as  the  chief  engineer  and  chief 
sanitary  officer  were  constituted  city  officials,  though  acting  under  the  direct  onlers 
of  the  military  governor. 

The  municipal  laws  and  regulations  give  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  imposing  penal- 
ties for  violation  of  municipal  regulations  to  the  municipal  authorities,  and  in  order 
to  exi)edit«  the  consideration  of  police  arrests  and  effect  a  summary  disposition  of 
them  without  clogging  the  courts  and  gorging  the  Vivac,  and  without  introducing 
possibilities  of  question  as  to  jurisdiction,  with  reference  to  natives  and  Americ^an 
soldiers,  the  supervisor  of  police  put  the  daily  catch  through  a  sort  of  sifting  process, 
imposing  such  j^enalties  as  were  embodied  in  the  laws  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
matter.  For  criminal  cases  clearly  retjuiring  examination  by  a  judge  the  cases  were 
held  for  judicial  hearing  and  action. 

This  method  of  procedure  has  been  gohig  on  since  January,  1899,  Major  Evans, 
inspector  U.  S.  V.,  having  discharge^l  the  duties  at  the  outset  and,  upon  his  muster 
out,  being  relieved  by  (.aptain  Pitcher.  The  proceedings  have  been  fJ^und  to  answer 
their  purpose  admirably;  to  secure  the  prompt  disposal  of  prisoners  arrested  for 
infractions  of  municipal  regulations;  to  save  the  city  tne  expense  of  maintaining  them 
for  indefinite  periods  awaiting  trial;  and  to  further  the  material  ends  of  justice  with 
the  least  oppression  of  arrestSl  individuals  and  the  least  loss  of  subsistence  for  fami- 
lies dependent  upon  their  daily  lal)or. 

So  far  as  I  am  aware,  all  competent  and  disinterested  i>ersons  have  approved  the 
method  of  procedure  as  an  administrative  measure,  and  I  have  assurances  to  this 
effect  from  such  authorities  as  the  president  of  the  supreme  court,  the  secretary  of 
justice,  the  fiscal  of  the  audiencia,  and  many  others,  whose  opinions  were  so  favora- 
ble that  they  believed  the  system  might  advantageously  be  one  of  general  adoption 
by  formal  decree  of  the  governor-general,  for  which  reason  my  letter  of  June  10  to 
that  effect  was  made. 

The  objections  that  have  been  advanced  are  of  two  kinds — 

First.  Theoretical,  from  those  who  insist  that  every  lot  and  tittle  of  Spanish  law 
or  decree  of  whatsoever  origin  or  nature  shall  be  regaraed  as  sacTed,  and  who  shud- 
der at  the  thought  of  any  variation  from  the  exact  and  religious  observance  of  it. 

Second.  Practical,  from  those  who  find  certain  sources  of  income  shrunken,  the 
objection  being  equally  valid  from  this  point  of  view,  whether  these  sources  were 
legitimate  or  illegitimate. 

The  following  may  therefore  be  stated: 

1.  It  is  not  assumed  that  the  office  of  supervisor  of  police  is  established  by  any 
Spanish  law.  No  more  is  the  office  of  military  governor.  Hence  also  the  existing 
officials  holding  tenure  and  exercising  authority  solely  derived  from  the  American 
occupation  and  appointed  by  military  authority  are  without  validity  under  Spanish 
law,  which  never  contemplated  such  a  source  of  authoritv  in  the  island.  The  secre- 
taries and  judges,  civil  governors  and  city  officials,  are  all  exercising  their  functions 
with  no  authority  whatever,  except  that  derived  from  military  occupation  and  the 
orders  of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  only  Spanish  laws  formally  continued  in  effect  by  the  present  administration 
are  those  stated  in  the  governor-general's  decree  of  January  1,  viz,  the  civil  code  and 
the  |)enal  code.  The  code  of  criminal  procedure  and  the  municipal  laws  and  ordi- 
nances are  separate  enactments. 

3.  The  trial  (!ourt  at  the  Vivac  is  an  administrative  procedure  merely,  and  not  a 
judicial  one^  and  is  not  believed  to  be  in  conflict  with  tne  civil  or  penal  code. 

4.  There  is  an  obvious  and  dire<'t  appeal  from  the  supervisor  of  police  to  the 
authority  which  constituted  him,  viz,  the  military  governor  of  Habana,  m*  in  all 
other  like'cascs. 

5.  The  methods  of  pn)cedure  in  question  were  established  by  military  authority, 
and  are  not  in  conflict  with  any  orders  or  instructions  by  the  division  commander. 
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6.  If,  as  it  is  believed,  the  operatioiu)  are  in  themselves  wholesome,  effw^tive,  and 
|iii<t  alike  to  the  individual  am!  the  community,  the  military  procedure  can  at  once 
be  converted  into  a  quand  civil  one  by  the  issuance  of  a  decree  to  that  effect. 

7.  It  8hou1d  be  obfler\'ed  also  that  there  is  in  Hahana,  and  doubtlem  in  other  com- 
munities, a  clasps  of  le^l  au<l  Hetnilc>;al  functionaries  of  hi^h  and  low  d(>Kr(H*  who 
prey  upon  the  weak  and  errinjr  of  tlie  comnmnity,  traflickin^j:  in  tlieir  v'wii*  anil  mis- 
iortunen  and  paininf?  an  olwu'urc  and  abhorrent  livi*lih<xxl  by  ni<»anH  and  practices 
tJ»erevyn*e  of  lawful  nr  dcfcn.siblc. 

The  issuance  of  the  ilwret;  in  quo8tion  will  po  fur  toward  wMMirinir  jiinticv  and 
I^Wishing  legal  robberies  iunl  bla<*kmail,  [mni^hiiiL'  tlu*  ^riiilty  aixi  freeing  the 
innoeent.

The  arlministrative  department  can  not  legitimately  step  in  aiKl  jissume  functions 
which  l)elong  to  the  judiciary,  the  functions  of  whose  courts  have  l)e<'n  continued  in 
force  under  tlie  proclamation  of  the  military  governor  of  the  islan«l. 

The  Spanish  laws  in  force  January  1,  IHiM),  are  yet  in  forci',  except  wlien  modified 
or  change<l,  and  of  whatsoever  origin  or  nature  must  be  res|>ecte<l  in  ol>edience  to  and 
conformity  with  the  orders  of  the  military  governor  of  the  island  until  mcMlified  or 
changed  by  him. 

There  may  Ix;  no  doubt  as  to  the  Ix'netit  of  such  a  court,  V)a«od  upon  tlie  American 
system  and  exi>erience,  as  conducive  to  the  siK'e<lv  administration  of  justice  and  as 
l>eing  a  reform  upon  the  slow  and  cumbrous  methods  or  j>roce(lure  under  Spanish 
law,  and  their  establishment  in  all  cities  may  be  wise;  but  it  shr>ul<l  be  done  legally 
by  the  military  governor  of  the  island  and  as  ])art  of  its  judicial  system.

Sib:  In  the  matter  of  the  establishment  of  a  iM>lice  court  for  the  city  of  Habana,  I 
beg  to  invite  attention : 

First,  to  my  letter  of  June  10,  recommending  the  making  of  a  decree  to  that  effect, 
and  giving  reasons  therefor. 
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Second^  to  the  draft  of  a  decree  submitted  for  consideration  and  such  modification 
and  action  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

CJopies  of  these  papers  are  herewith. 

The  formation  of  the  police  court,  sm  designed  in  the  draft,  m  practically  modeled 
after  the  admiralty  court  in  the  United  States,  in  which,  for  the  trial  of  cases  of 
collision  at  sea  and  the  like,  a  United  Statics  judge  sits  with  two  experts  as  associates, 
viz.  a  naval  officer  and  a  merchant  ca[)tain,  in  order  that  both  the  law  and  the 
technical  information  shall  be  fully  considt^red  by  the  court. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  police  court  one  of  the  city  magistrates  sits  with  two  police 
officials  as  associates,  the  city  magistrates  taking  turns,  mouth  by  month,  in  fulfilling 
tho  functions  of  presiding  officer  of  the  police  court. 

The  proceedings  and  methods  of  the  existing  magistrates'  courts  for  the  trial  of 
police  offenses  are  in  several  respects  incompatible  with  the  due  administration  of 
justice,  the  punishment  of  evil  doers,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service,  as  has 
been  stated  m  other  communications. 

The  formation  of  a  regularly  constituted  police  court  for  the  summary  trial  and 
conviction  of  offenders  and  the  prompt  discharge  of  innocent  persons  has  commended 
itself  to  the  highest  legal  authorities  of  the  island. 

I  recommena  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  police  court  be  constituted  either  in  the 
form  proposed  or  in  some  other  as  shall  be  considered  best  adapted  to  the  prompt 
and  effective  administration  of  the  laws  and  ordinances.

DRAFT  OF    A    DECREE   TO    ESTABLISH    A    POLICE  COURT    IX    HABANA. 

Article  1.  A  police  c»urt  is  hereby  created  in  the  municipal  district  of  Habana 
with  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  crimes  and  misdemeanors  specified  in 
this  decree. 

Art.  2.  Said  court  shall  be  constituted  of  a  municipal  judge,  two  captains  of  police, 
and  a  secretary. 

Art.  3.  The  municipal  judge  shall  preside  at  the  sessions  of  the  court.  He  will 
conduct  the  trials  and  formulate  and  announce  the  sentences. 

Art.  4.  The  municipal  judges  of  the  city  of  Habana,  exclusive  of  those  of  the 
suburban  wards,  will  assume  m  turn  the  presidency  of  the  court. 

Art.  5.  The  mayor  of  the  city  will  determine  the  order  in  which  the  municipal 
judges  referred  to  in  the  precedmg  article  will  be  called  upon  to  preside  over  the 
police  court. 

Art.  6.  Each  municipal  judge  shall  discharge  this  function  for  one  month,  and 
will  not  again  preside  until  the  other  judges  shall  have  taken  their  turn. 

Art.  7.  The  associate  municipal  judges  are  not  included  in  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  article. 

Art.  8.  The  municipal  iudges  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  |100,  American  gold, 
for  the  month  in  which  they  perform  the  duties  of  president  of  the  police  court. 

Art.  9.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  Cuban,  over  23  years  of  age  and  practiced  in  the 
proceedings  of  a  court  of  justice. 

Art.  10.  The  secretary  of  the  court  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum. 

Art.  11.  The  secretary  of  the  court  shall  have  his  office  at  the  headquarters  of 
police,  and  shall  attend  there  every  week  day  from  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  4 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  He  may  use  the  poluie  officers  for  the  summoning  of  wit- 
nesses and  for  the  execution  of  other  legal  process  or  order  of  the  court. 

Art.  12.  The  two  captains  of  police  who  sit  as  associates  shall  be  designated  by 
the  chief  of  police,  taking  their  turn  monthly  in  this  duty,  and  those  who  nave  once 
discharged  it  will  not  serve  again  until  the  other  captains  of  police  force  shall  have 
served  their  turn. 

Art.  13.  The  court  will  sit  at  police  headquarters  every  week  day  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.  m.  and  12  noon. 

Art.  14.  All  tht  members  of  the  court  are  required  to  attend  its  sessions.  If  by 
reason  of  sickness  or  other  urgent  cause  any  of  the  associates  is  unable  to  appear,  he 
shall  notify  the  chief  of  police,  in  order  that  the  chief  may  designate  from  among  the 
other  captains  of  the  force  someone  to  take  his  place.  If  the  municipal  judge  is 
unable  to  attend,  he  shall  communicate  with  the  mayor  of  the  citv,  in  order  that  the 
mayor  may  designate  the  judge  of  the  same  class  wlio  should  replace  him. 

Art.  15.  If  the  president  or  either  of  the  two  associates  shall  fail  to  attend  the  ses- 
sions of  the  court  without  giving  the  notice  referred  to  in  the  preceding  article,  unless 
he  can  show  adequate  cause  therefor,  he  shall  incur  a  fine  of  |50,  and  m  case  of  repe- 
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tition  shall  be  declared  diflmiflsed.  the  penalty  to  be  imposed  in  the  case  of  a  municiiMil 
judge  by  the  president  of  the  audienaa;  in  the  case  of  a  captain  of  poli(H>  by  the  chief 
of  polioe. 

Art.  16.  If  the  secretary  should  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend  the  nession  of  the 
court,  he  shall  notify  the  mavor  of  the  city  in  f)ni(»r  that  the  mayor  may  deni^ate 
immediately  K>me  one  to  act  in  that  capai'ity. 

Art.  17.  If  the  secretary  nhould  not  attcn<l  th<*  s♦•^***i<)n  of  xhv  court  without  com- 
plying with  the  provisionH  of  the  pn'ccniin);  artichMirxI  without  iH'inj:  al»lc  to  show 
adequate excui«e  tnerefor,  he  nhall  )m  declart-cl  (lisniisi?i*<l  hy  the  mayor  «>f  the  city,  and 
a  new  appointment  made. 

Art.  18.  The  court  shall  reouire  the  ca^en  to  ]k»  Hii})niitt<^l  for  trial  in  the  onler  of 
their  precedence  upon  the  jK)li(.v  records  and  (liHjK)se  of  tlieni  i)romi)tly  an<l  in  8uc- 
ce«qon;  provided,  nowever,  that  Hi)e<'ial  ca^en  may  1h*  tak«»n  np  out  of  this  onler  if,  in 
the  judjrment  of  the  court,  this  nhall  he  (leeine<l  exjHMlient. 

Art.  19.  The  police  offirialH  and  the  a^rnni^l  i>ersonH  nhall  have  their  res|K*ctive 
witnesHert  in  attendance,  as  well  &>*  any  other  testimony  which  muy  Ix'  intended  for 
use  in  the  trial. 

Art.  20.  At  the  opening  of  the  court  the  «»cn»tary  Hhall  reiKl  the  charge  relatinj?  to 
the  case;  after  the  proi)08ed  testimony  has  lH*en  heard,  if  it  in  udiiiittiMl,  the  defendant 
shall  lai«tly  present  hisdefenw*,  if  convenient  to  him. 

Art.  21.  The  court  will  pronounce  its  judjrment  at  the  termination  of  each  trial. 

Art.  22.  Should  the  circumHtan<*es  of  a  ^iven  cas*' show  that  it  is  n<»t  one  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  a  tnins<Tipt  of  the  ri'cord  will  he  tnin.'^mitte<l  to  such 
other  tribunal  as  may  have  ade<iuate  juri^liction  an<l  the  prisoinT  heM  for  further 
order  by  competent  authority. 

Art.  23.  For  the  court  to  exerciK*  juris<liction  of  the  crimcH  and  inihxlemeanors  to 
which  this  decree  refers  it  is  indis]K'nsahle  that  the  poli<*e  should  have  participate<i 
therein  either  as  witnesses  of  the  acts  alle^e<l  or  as  having:  ma<Ie  the  arrests  up<m 
direct  information  or  warrant. 

Art.  24.  This  court  shall  have  the  following  jnris<liction: 

First.  Of  the  crimes  of  rol)l)ery  and  theft  when  the  valii(M)f  the  thin^  taken  or 
stolen  does  not  excee<i  $20,  American  g'old. 

Second.  Of  the  misdemeanors  comi)rised  in  arti«'!eH  5i»;?,  5<»4,  f)**'),  r)<»7,  Xos.  I  and  8 
of  articles  604  and  (KHJ  of  the  penal  co<ie. 

Third.  Of  the  misdemeanors  comprised  in  title  .i,  l^ook  'A,  of  naid  code. 

Art.  25.  The  crimes  of  theft  and  rr)hl)ery  to  which  No.  I  of  the  pn-vion.^  article 
refers  shall  l)e  punished  by  minor  arrest  (arresto  minor),  the  time  to  \)v  detennined 
by  the  tribunal. 

Art.  26.  The  misdemeanors  which  are  referred  to  in  Xos.  2  and  .">  of  article  24  shall 
be  punished  as  inditatetl  in  the  corresponding:  articles  of  the  penal  code,  hy  line  or 
imprisonment,  or  lx)th,  at  the  diw^retion  of  the  jxjlice  court. 

Art.  27.  The  police  court  shall  be  competent  to  enforce  the  sentenceM  which  it 
may  pronounce. 

Art.  28.  Said  court  shall  have  power  to  punish  summarily  conteuipts  of  its  author- 
ity by  fines  or  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  $10  an<l  ten  days'  arrest,  resi>ectively. 

Art.  29.  Said  court  shall  have  power  to  issue  suh|xenas  and  lejral  process  necessary 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

Art.  30.  Every  judgment  or  sentence  rendered  hy  this  court,  as  well  as  the  infliction 
of  every  penalty,  shall  l)e  subject  to  appeal,  within  two  days  thereafter,  to  the  judge 
of  first  instance  of  the  district  in  which  the  acts  char^red  are  alleged  to  have  Ixjen 
committed,  upon  the  defendant  entering  intx)  a  jx?nal  lx)nd  j)ayahle  to  the  city  of 
Habana,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  sum  as  the  president  of  the  police 
court  may  deem  sufficient  and  necessary.

THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 

The  labors  and  reports  of  the  finance  comtnusion,  which  in> 
uipointed  in  January-.  189S,  at  the  same  time  with  the  perBOOoel  <rf 
the  ci^  government,  hare  been  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  carrant 
•dmtDistration,  and  will  constitote  the  b^ia  for  the  future  conduct  f>f 
dty  affairs,  both  financial  and  executive. 

Ulte  commission  while  its  labors  were  progressing  has  heretofon 
made  variouH  partial  and  preliminarr  reports,  which  were  printed  ia 
the  last  annual  report  of  uie  department,  and  has  now  sulHnitted  it 
final  report  with  appendixes. 

The  reports  collectively  constitute  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  defectin 
methods  of  the  Spanish  city  finance,  the  lack  of  accotmtability  ai 
iodependent  responsibility,  the  dependence  upon  the  State  for  finaiw-j 
measures  and  resources,  and  the  means  that  should  be  taken  to  »nM»f 
the  existing  defects  in  the  municipal  organization,  administntion,  ai 
accounting.  The  sources  of  city  revenue  are  stated  and  discussed,  wil 
the  modifications  due  to  decrees  made  by  the  military  governor  of  ti 
island,  the  present  needs  of  the  city  as  to  income,  a  statement  as  to  tl 
amoimt  and  particulars  of  the  city  debts,  bonded  and  floating,  ai 
valuable  su^estions  as  to  the  steps  that  should  be  taken  as  80<hi  i 
possible  to  endow  the  city  with  a  proper  business  administratioi

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For  these  purposes  it  is  required  to  refund  the  existing  loans  and 
discharge  the  floating  debt,  and  at  the  same  time  make  provision  for 
the  additional  sums  required  for  the  purposes  above  stated. 

These  matters  were  generally  discussed  in  my  last  report,  and  need 
not  now  be  further  particularized. 

I  desire  to  record  my  obligation  to  the  members  of  the  finance  com- 
mission, Messrs.  Conaiit,  (Sincio,  Casanova,  and  Nodarse,  for  their 
faithful  and  invaluable  labor,  and  to  include  also  Mr.  Osgood  Smith, 
who  has  been  associated  with  the  labors  of  the  commission  almost  from 
the  beginning. 

FINAL  REPORT  OF  THP:  IIABANA  FINAN(^E  (X)MMISSION,  APRIL  1,1900. 

Office  of  the  Habana  Finance  Commission, 

Habana,  Cuba^  April  i,  1900. 
Brig.  Gen.  William  Ludlow, 

Governor  of  Habana. 

Sir:  The  Habana  finance  commission  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing final  report  upon  its  labors  from  the  date  of  its  appointment  imtil  the  present 
time.  This  commission  was  appointed  by  you  on  January  14^  1899,  under  the  follow- 
ing or^ler,  which  states  its  memoership  and  the  character  of  its  duties: 

"Office  of  the  Governor  of  Habana, 

^'January  14, 1899. 

"A  commission  is  hereby  appointed  to  consist  of  the  following  persons:  1.  Ernest 
Lee  Conant,  president;  2.  Leopoldo  Cancio  y  Luna;  3.  Samuel  M.  Jarvis;  4.  Manuel 
Villanova;  5.  J.  N.  Casanova;  6.  George  W.  Hyatt 

"The  commission  so  constituted  is  charged  with  making  an  exhaustive  investiga- 
tion of  the  city  finances,  in  general  and  detail,  ascertaining: 

"First.  The  present  condition  of  the  city  treasury  in  its  several  branches,  or 
bureaus,  or  offices  of  collection  and  deposit. 

"Second.  The  several  sourc^es  of  revenue,  how  originated,  colle<^ted,  and  accounted 
for,  where  deposited,  and  to  whose  order  subject. 

"Third.  The  disposition  made  of  the  revenues,  how  exi)ended,  by  whom,  for 
what  purposes,  and  upon  what  authority. 

"Fourth.  The  particulars  as  to  the  bonded  or  registered  debt  of  the  city.  For 
what  purposes  the  indebtedness  was  incurred,  by  what  authority,  how  advances  or 
loans  were  made,  and  by  whom,  and  how  and  for  what  purposes  expended,  and  how 
secured  and  administered. 

"The  commission  is  authorized  to  secure  suitable  offices,  employ  such  clerical  and 
other  assistance  as  is  needed,  to  summon  witnesses,  and  to  take  testimony. 

"The  expenses  of  the  investigation  will  be  borne  by  the  city. 

"The  commission  is  requested  to  proceed  with  its  labors  as  rapidly  as  possible  and 
to  report  from  time  to  time  direct  to  the  governor  the  progress  made  and  the  results 
obtained,  without  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  investigation  for  the  preparation 
of  the  final  report. 

"William  Ludlow,  Governor  of  Habana.^  ^ 

The  commission  met  and  organized  January  16,  1899.  Owing  to  the  demands  of 
personal  business,  Mr.  Villanova  was  never  able  to  meet  with  tne  commission,  and 
Mr.  Jarvis,  after  the  first  month  of  the  commission's  labors,  returned  to  New  York 
and  no  longer  participated  in  the  labors  of  the  commission.  Mr.  Hyatt  wds  appoint- 
ed by  you,  early  in  1899,  alcalde  of  .Guanabacoa,  and  the  commission  was  thus 
deprived  of  his  assistance.  On  April  12,  1899,  Mr.  Orencio  Nodarse,  city  auditor, 
was  appointed  by  you  a  member  of  the  commission,  and  since  that  time  the  working 
force  of  the  commission  has  consisted  of  Messrs.  Conant,  Cancio,  Casanova,  and 
Nodarse,  assisted  since  March  23,  1899,  by  Osgood  Smith,  esq.,  and  by  a  stenogra- 
pher and  translator.  Before  this  date  the  commission  had  also  had  the  assistance  of 
Lieut.  W.  V.  Powelson,  of  the  United  States  Navy,  and  of  Mr.  William  B.  Whitney, 
an  attorney  of  New  York  City.  The  commission  has  submitted  to  you  in  the  past 
numerous  reports  on  special  topics,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report,  marked  "Appendix  A."  A  special  report  upon  the  sources  of  the  city's 
revenue  and  the  system  of  taxation  was  submitted  March  25,  1899,  and  a  summary 
of  that  report,  presented  to  you  July  31,  1899,  was  printed  in  your  annual  report,  to 
which  we  b^  to  refer  for  an  account  of  our  work  to  that  last-named  date. 
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Since  then  the  commission  has  continued  its  labors,  and  now  submits  to  yon  here- 
v^rith  a  final  report,  following  the  arrangement  of  topics  in  your  order  appointing  the 
oommission. 

I. — The  City  Treasury  and  Financial  Departments. 

Under  the  Spanish  regime  there  were  employed  in  the  ayuntamiento  or  city  officee 
about  90  persons,  of  whom  65  were  in  the  department  of  the  Hocretarv  of  theayunta- 
miento  and  25  wei*e  under  the  direction  of  the  contador  (auditor),  'f  he  derkrt  in  the 
secretary's  office  were  divided  into  six  "sections"  or  bureaus,  of  which  only  one,  the 
section  of  "hacienda  and  i)resupuesto, "  was  related  closely  to  the  city  treji.^ury  and 
the  city  revenue.  In  this  section  9  clerkn  with  a  chief  were*  reported  a.'^  employed. 
The  auditor's  office  employed  25  derkn.  The  treasurer's  office  had  3  emplovees. 
The  work  of  making  assessments  and  keeping  assessment  rolls,  involving  a  large 
amount  of  statistical  information,  did  not  and  does  not  now  come  within  the  scojxiof 
the  city  departments,  these  duties,  under  the  Spanish  centralized  jrovernnient,  l)elong- 
ing  to  the  insular  "hacienda,"  which  also  appropriated  nearly  all  the  revenue  result- 
ing from  taxation.  Nor  were  the  emplovees  engaged  in  the  collection  of  taxes  included 
in  these  numbers,  as,  under  the  Spanish  system,  taxes  were  collected  by  contractors 
who  provided  their  own  clerical  force. 

Under  the  Spanish  regime  the  amount  paid  monthlv  in  salaries  to  all  the  city 
departments  (not  including  police)  was  $.33,098.58,  or  at  the  rate  of  $397,182.96  per 
annum.  The  amount  spent  by  the  city  for  salaries  to  the  same  class  of  emplovees 
during  the  year  1899  was  $227,585.03. 

Under  the  present  administration  the  contracts  for  the  collection  of  taxes  by 
private  collectors  has  been  tenninated  and  the  collections  are  now  made  by  salaried 
collectors.  The  result  of  this  change  is  that  the  numlwr  of  clerks  in  the  financial 
departments  of  the  city  is  increased,  as  is  also  the  expense  for  salaries  for  the 
financial  offices. 

In  reports  formerly  submitted  to  you  the  commission  has  explained  in  detail  the 
methods  of  collecting  the  various  sources  of  revenue.  In  general  it  may  Ix;  said  that 
the  tax  rolls  or  lists,  and  other  data  upon  which  the  taxes  are  base<l,  were  prepared 
by  the  insular  treasury  department  for  all  the  municipalities  in  the  island. 

These  lists  were  sent  to  the  city  alcalde  and  conta^lor  (auditor) ,  who  transmitted 
the  necessary  vouchers  to  the  contractors  for  collection.  The  collectors  returned 
either  money  or  vouchers  for  the  amounts  resi>ectively  j)aicl  or  unpaid.  The  clerical 
force  employed  by  the  contador,  considering  that  his  office  kept  scarcely  any  books, 
had  neither  power  to  assess  taxes,  fix  rates,  or  collect  money,  was  ridiculously  large. 

MUNICIPAL    bookkeeping    AND    A( COL' NTS. 

The  commission  was  charged,  both  at  the  time  of  its  appointment  and  by  later 
instructions  from  you,  with  the  examination  of  the  city  system  of  accounting  and 
bookkeeping,  and  the  preparation  of  a  new  system,  or  the  mo<.lification  of  the  old  so 
that  it  should  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  city. 

In  carrying  out  your  instructions,  the  commission  and  its  employees  have  been 
constantly  using  the  old  books  of  account  of  the  city,  and  have  found  them  entirely 
inadequate,  difficult  to  understand,  and  unsatisfactory  when  understocxl.  The  system 
used  was  simply  to  enter  the  amount  contained  in  the  annual  budget  to  the  credit  of 
its  various  suDclivisions,  and  then  to  charge  against  such  subdivisions  the  amounts 
actually  expended,  according  to  the  pay  orders  issued  bv  the  mayor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  auditor,  which  pay  orclers  usually  gave  onfy  the  name  of  the  payee, 
the  subdivision  chargeable,  and  the  gross  amount,  without  further  details.  In  one 
instance  the  commission  found  that  the  city  had  expended  about  $10,000  more  than 
ha^i  been  appropriated  to  one  particular  division  of  the  budget.  This  expenditure 
was  proper  and  necessary,  but,  so  far  as  its  form  was  concerned,  absolutely  illegal. 
Upon  being  questioned,  one  of  the  old  employees  of  the  city  could  give  no  explana- 
tion of  this  irregularity  other  than  that  the  auditor  and  cashier  had  l)een  ordereil  to 
make  this  payment  by  the  mayor,  and  they  could  do  nothing  but  obey. 

As  soon  as  a  fiscal  year  was  completed  all  the  vouchers  for  payment  in  that  time 
were  sent  to  the  insular  "hacienda"  for  examination,  and  eventually  found  their 
way  to  Spain.  The  only  records  that  remained  in  the  power  of  the  municipality, 
therefore,  were  these  incomplete  accoimt  books  and  such  ''expedientes''  as  had 
been  preserved,  to  represent  an  average  expenditure  of  $2,000,000  a  year. 

There  was  no  pretense  of  keeping  these  oooks  by  double  entry;  there  was  no  cash 
book;  and  hence  the  commission  was  unable  to  determine  in  one  instance  whether 
an  entry  amoimting  to  over  $40,000  represented  a  mere  bookkeeper's  statement  or 
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payment  in  i-ash  without  appealing  to  the  city  official  who  had  actually  handled  the 
money. 

**  Expedientes'*  usually  terminated  with  an  authorization  for  puch  and  such  a  pay- 
ment, without  stating  whether  such  payment  had  been  made  or  not,  and  were  there- 
fore valueless  in  determining  what  financial  transactions  had  actually  taken  place. 

The  commission  has  been  unable  to  find,  and  believes  that  there  never  existed, 
any  official  statement  by  any  officer  of  the  citv  of  the  number  of  bonds  issued  under 
the  $5,000,000  loan  of  1880,  or  of  the  $3,000,000  of  1889,  or  what  bonds  of  the  former 
loan  have  been  surrendered  and  canceled. 

None  of  the  city  officials  ever  made  any  report  of  the  transactions  of  his  office,  and 
there  was  never  any  attempt  to  compile  financial  or  other  statistics,  or  to  present 
any  information  whatever,  regarding  the  city's  business  or  property,  to  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  until  after  a  new  city  was  organized  by  you.  The  old 
records  of  the  city  offices  had  never  been  systematically  arranged  or  indexed,  and 
the  work  of  examining  them  was  thus  very  difficult.  Many  records  or  documents 
were  to  be  found  only  after  a  long  search,  and  the  commission  has  never  been  able 
to  find  some  records  which  were  known  to  have  existed.  It  can  literally  be  said 
that  the  official  records  of  the  citv  of  Habana  under  the  old  Spanish  regime  would 
have  been  considered  insufficient  oy  the  keeper  of  a  retail  store  fifty  years  ago. 

The  commission  recommends  that  all  the  old  records  of  the  ayuntaniiento  be  exam- 
ined, classified,  and  indexed  in  such  a  form  that  new  records  may  be  added  to  them 
and  the  whole  remain  easy  of  access.  A  list  of  all  the  public  records,  with  sufficient 
description  for  identification,  should  also  be  printed. 

The  commission  also  recommends  the  appointment  of  some  competent  person  to 
compile  from  time  to  time  such  statistical  data  as  shall  clearly  present  the  city's 
current  business  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers. 

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  it  was  the  original  intention  of  the  commission, 
after  consultation  with  you,  to  have  studies  for  a  system  of  accounts  made  by  an 
expert  accountant,  upon  whose  report  the  commission  might  base  its  recommenda- 
tions to  you.  The  later  experience  of  the  commission  led  it  unanimously  to  the 
opinion  that  a  better  result  would  be  obtained,  and  at  vastly  less  expense  to  the  city 
01  Habcma,  by  sending  to  the  North  some  competent  persons  already  familiar  with 
the  details  of  the  Hal»ina  city  government  and  offices,  who  should  make  a  special 
study  of  the  system  of  city  accounting  in  use  there  and  report  thereon  to  this  com- 
mission. With  this  purpose  in  view,  Mr.  Orencio  Nodarse,  the  auditor  of  the  city 
of  Habana,  also  a  memoer  of  this  commission,  and  Capt.  Osgood  Smith  were  sent 
North  in  August,  1899,  as  a  special  committee,  and  made  a  careful  examination  of  the 
most  modem  systems  of  city  accounts  and  bookkeeping.  Their  report,  made  to  the 
commission  in  October,  1899,  was  submitted  to  you  November  27,  1899,  with  a  letter 
from  the  commission  indorsing  the  recommendations  of  the  report. 

The  commission  is  very  glad  to  reaffirm  its  former  belief  that  this  method  of  study- 
ing municipal  accounts  and  providing  a  new  system  for  Habana  was  more  advan- 
tageous to  tne  city  than  to  employ  an  expert  accountant  for  that  purpose,  as  at  first 
Sroposed.  The  cost  to  the  city  of  sending  Mr.  Nodarse  and  Captain  Smith  to  the 
lorth  has  been  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  having  the  work  done,  as  it  was  at 
first  proposed,  under  the  smallest  of  the  estimates  submitted  to  us  by  expert 
accountants. 

The  results  of  their  investigations  are  more  valuable  to  the  city  than  the  work  of 
an  ordinary  expert  accountant  would  have  been,  since  the  study  of  the  question 
involved  a  close  acquaintance  with  the  legal  and  economic  aspects  of  city  administra- 
tion, such  as  is  seldom  possessed  by  any  expert  accountants,  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
situation  in  Habana,  which  no  accountants  m  the  North  possess.  Indeed,  the  most 
difficult  features  of  the  work  lay  entirely  outside  of  the  scope  of  the  ordinary  expert 
accountant. 

In  the  report  of  this  special  committee  on  municipal  accounts  detailed  recom- 
mendations were  made  regarding  the  methods  of  collecting  the  taxes  in  general, 
special  forms  for  the  proper  keeping  of  ac<x)unts  and  records  were  suggested,  forms 
were  prepared  and  suomitted  for  books  of  accounts  and  for  certain  necessary  statis- 
tics, and,  in  general,  a  system  of  forms,  receipts,  stubs,  vouchers,  and  reports  was 
suggested  for  a  systematic  keeping  of  the  accounts  and  records  in  a  manner  as 
simple  as  possible  and  at  the  same  time  insuring  their  accuracy  and  honesty. 

For  these  details  the  commission  refers  to  the  report  itself,  which  was  printed  in 
both  Spanish  and  English,  comprising  a  pamphlet  of  about  60  pages.  A  copy  of  this 
report  is  annexed  hereto  as  **  Appendix  B." 

The  investigation  of  the  system  of  accounting  necessarily  included  a  study  of 
municipal  administration  as  a  whole,  and  to  this  study  the  commission  devote  itself, 
and  Mr.  Conant,  of  the  commission,  who  was  in  the  North  at  the  same  time  as  the 
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special  committee,  had  many  consultations  with  the  latter  while  it  wsu^  compiling 
the  results  of  the  investigation.  The  commission  believes  that  a  proper  business 
administration  of  the  city  necessitates  important  fundamental  changes  in  its  legal 
status  and  powers,  and  that  without  such  changes  the  city  can  never  reach  a  sound 
financial  standing  or  attain  the  position  among  the  important  cities  of  the  world  to 
which  it  is  entitled. 

The  city  at  present  has  no  power  to  assess  and  impose  taxes  (except  some  unim- 
portant **  arbitrios/'  or  license  taxes) ,  and  for  all  its  revenues  is  dependent  upon  one 
of  the  insular  departments,  and  the  insular  government  and  administration  is  naturally 
subject  to  political  changes,  or  the  possibilitv  of  changes,  with  whicli  the  city  as  a 
city  is  not  concerned,  ana  to  the  danger  of  which  tlie  city  ought  not  to  be  exrK)sed. 
The  administration  of  the  city  business  should  Ik*  a  matter  entirely  inde]>endent  of 
sovereignty  or  of  changes  of  political  parties  which  may  from  time  to  time  vary  the 
personnel  and  policy  of  the  insular  departments. 

The  real  estate  and  property  of  the  city  is  already,  under  its  mortgiiges,  practically 
all  pledged  to  the  present  bondholders,  and  the  city  finds  itself  in  tlie  peculiar  situa- 
tion of  needing  large  sums  of  money  for  essential  improvements  ancl  having  abso- 
lutely nothing  whicn  it  can  pledge  to  cajutalists  as  security  for  the  necessary  loans. 
It  has  not,  like  modern  cities  generally,  the  power  of  taxation — a  power  upon  which 
municipal  l)ond8  are  based.  Sloreover,  it  is  almost  certiiin  that  the  city  will  not  be 
able  to  command  in  the  future  for  its  administration  the  Ix'st  available  talent  and  the 
service  of  its  ablest  citizens  as  public  servants  unless  the  matters  to  be  intruste<:l  to 
their  charge  be  made  indei)endent  of  outside  interference  and  contn)l. 

We  believe  also  that  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate 
should  be  made  by  officials  whose  time,  attention,  and  energy  are  not  claimed  by 
similar  duties  with  regard  to  other  p<jrtions  of  the  island,  and  by  iiersons  who  owe 
no  duties  to  anyone  outside  of  the  municipality  itself.  Onlv  f^ucii  ihtsous  can  be 
held  to  a  strict  performance  of  their  duties  bv  the  public  and  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  of  Habana;  and  we  Ixjlieve  that  it  is  only  by  giving  to  the  citizt^ns  «»f  llal)ana, 
through  their  city  government,  a  complete  control  over  all  municij)al  affairs,  includ- 
ing the  determination  of  the  amounts  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  as  well  as  the  modes 
of  expenditure,  that  a  true  self-government  can  l)e  established  in  the  city. 

The  commission  was  led  to  these  conclusions  by  its  examination  of  the  city's 
accounts.  There  is  now  no  single  financial  head  of  the  city's  business,  and  without 
such  there  can  be  no  satisfactory  system  of  accounts  and  records.  The  establishment 
of  a  s<^>und  financial  system  involves  some  changes  in  the  laws,  giving  to  the  city 
more  powers.  The  subcommittee,  therefore,  in  its  printed  report,  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  the  finance  commission,  made  the  following  recomiiK^ndations,  which 
were  submitted  to  you  in  November,  1899,  by  this  commiasion: 

1.  That  all  assessments  of  property  in  the  city  of  Habana,  for  the  purj^)ses  of  tax- 
ation, be  made  by  city  officials. 

2.  That  the  rate  of  taxation  upon  real  estate,  industrial  taxes,  and  other  y)rincipal 
subjects  of  taxation  l^e  det4^rmined  by  city  officials.  This  plan  would  place  the 
power  of  imposing  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Plabana,  throuj^di  tneir  serv- 
ants, the  public  officials,  who  are  also  chargea  with  the  duty  of  spending  the  public 
moneys  in  the  interests  of  the  city.  By  no  other  method  can  the  income  and  expenses 
be  so  adjusted  that  the  city  itself  can  determine  what  local  expenses  it  will  under- 
take, and  what  it  is  willing  to  pay  for. 

3.  That  there  should  be  a  finanidal  officer  with  the  powers  of  a  controller,  who 
should  have  charge  of  all  the  financial  affairs  of  the  citv,  including  the  collection  of 
revenue  and  the  disbursement  of  all  citv  mcnieys.  Tfie  purpose  of  this  change  is 
partly  that  the  mayor  mav  be  relieved  of  many  duties  which  are  more  or  less  cler- 
ical, and  which  takeaway  Ids  time  and  energy  from  other  and  more  important  dutie.s, 
and  partly  that  the  finances  of  the  city  may  be  placed  in  charge  of  one  official  whose 
tenure  shall  be  more  permanent  than  that  of  the  mayor,  and  who  should  be  entirely 
separated  from  politics.  It  would  also  relieve  memljers  of  the  council  of  some  minor 
duties,  and  thus  materially  dignify  their  offices. 

4.  That  there  should  Ih)  a  sinking-fund  commission,  with  the  ordinarv  duties  of 
such  commissions.  This,  while  not  immediately  essential,  will  be  needecl  whenever 
the  city  desires  to  issue  any  further  mortgage  bonds,  as  the  system  heretofore  prac- 
ticed of  gradually  redeeming  bond  issues  b^r  drawings  is  hardly  likely  to  commend 
itself  to  tne  city  authorities  or  to  the  public  in  the  future. 

6.  That  all  taxes  should  be  collected  annually.  This  would  materially  diminish 
the  cost  of  collection  and  afford  no  hardship  to  the  taxpayers,  since  a  proper  adjust- 
ment of  the  dates  for  collection  of  the  vanous  items  of  taxation  would  still  give  to 
t^e  citizen  who  paid  more  than  one  tax  the  advantage,  if  any,  of  a  system  of  payment 
by  "installments." 
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6.  That  the  seneral  law  should  establish  a  limit  to  the  city  debt  and  to  the  rate  of 
taxation,  but  tnat  within  those  limite  the  local  authorities  should  have  entire  finan- 
cial autonomy. 

For  the  reasons  above  set  forth  the  commission,  in  transmitting  to  you  the  special 
report  upon  accounts,  urged  the  necessity  of  securing  for  the  city  of  Habana  a  new 
charter  which  should  provide  for  its  substantial  financial  autonomy.  Such  a  charter 
would  not  exempt  the  city  of  Habana  from  the  requirements  of  certain  fundamental 

Provisions  of  the  municipal  law  existing  for  the  rest  of  the  island.  It  would  proba- 
ly  limit  the  powers  of  the  cities  to  incur  debts  and  impose  taxes,  so  that  the  city 
deot  should  not  become  burdensome  nor  the  tax  rate  oppressive.  But  within  these 
limits  a  city  as  large  and  important  as  Habana  should  be  an  autonomous  municipal 
corporation.  The  limitations  upon  it  should  be  only  such  broad  restrictions  as  are 
necessarily  applicable  to  any  municipal  corporation. 

Since  the  above  recommendations  bv  the  commission  you  have  appointed  a  special 
commission  for  the  preparation  of  such  a  charter,  which,  at  the  time  of  making  this 
report,  is  engaged  in  the  duties  assigned  to  it. 

Since  this  report  on  mimicipal  accounting  was  completed  the  city  auditor,  Sefior 
Orencio  Nodarse,  has  been  actively  endeavoring  to  put  into  effect  the  reforms  therein 
recommended,  and  to  install  a  modem  system  of  bookkeeping  and  accounts  in  the 
city's  financial  departments.  He  has  been  constantly  hampered  by  the  ancient 
Spanish  laws  still  in  force,  and  particularly  by  the  fact  that  he  controls  only  his  own 
office  and  can  not  determine  the  forms  of  accounts  used  in  the  treasurer's  or  collect- 
or's offices.  The  result  of  these  limitations  is  that  there  are  three  different  systems 
of  municipal  accounts  now  kept,  which  leads  to  confusion  and  makes  it  extremely 
difficult  to  follow  any  particular  item  or  class  of  items  through  the  city's  books. 

Sefior  Nodarse  his,  however,  been  able  to  bring  about  the  following  changes, 
which  the  commission  heartily  commends: 

1.  The  introduction  of  a  system  of  double-entry  bookkeeping,  with  a  number  of 
auxiliary  books  from  which  every  necessary  detail  of  any  fijiancial  transaction  can 
be  readily  obtained. 

2.  The  substitution  of  books  with  stubs  for  the  loose  sheets  formerly  used  for  pay 
orders  on  the  treasurer,  thus  rendering  it  easy  to  verify  all  payments  the  latter  may 
make,  and  preserving  a  complete  detailed  record  of  them  in  the  auditor's  office. 

3.  The  inauguration  of  a  bureau  which  supervises  the  supplies  of  all  classes  fur- 
nished to  every  municipal  department.  This  bureau  fills  out  the  prices  for  each 
article  needed  in  accordance  with  the  city's  contracts;  or,  when  there  are  no  such 
contracts,  at  the  lowest  market  rate  obtainable,  after  receiving  sealed  bids  from 
reputable  dealers. 

Under  the  Spanish  system  the  head  of  each  municipal  department  purchased  such 
articles  as  he  deemed  necessary  in  the  open  market,  without  any  otner  check  than 
the  approval  of  the  councilman  appointed  as  inspector  (concejal  inspector).  These 
couiirilmen  simply  wrote  "approved"  at  the  bottom  of  each  bill,  without  stating 
that  they  had  inspected  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  articles  received;  and  as  they 
received  no  salaries  it  is  safe  to  infer  that  their  approval  was  only  perfunctory. 
Under  this  new  bureau  and  supervision  it  is  estimated  that  the  city  has  saved  25  per 
cent  in  its  expenses  for  material. 

4.  The  adoption  of  a  statistical  record  of  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  city's 
prisons,  hospitals,  and  asylums,  which  enables  the  auditor  to  determine  the  relative 
expense  per  inmate. 

6.  The  abandonment  of  the  necessity  of  the  auditor's  countersigning  every  tax 
receipt  when  paid,  thus  saving  much  time  and  trouble  to  the  taxpayer.  Such  coun- 
tersignature is  continued  within  the  collector's  department,  but  not  on  the  auditor's 
recommendation. 

6.  The  payment  of  all  the  receipts  of  the  city  jail  into  the  treasury  direct,  and  allow- 
ing the  chief  jailor  a  sum  for  petty  expenses,  for  which  he  accounts  monthly  with 
vouchers.    This  system  has  also  been  extended  to  other  city  departments. 

7.  A  modification  of  the  system  of  payment,  at  the  same  tiAie  establishing  certain 
days  for  paying  certain  departments,  thus  avoiding  delays  and  confusion. 

8.  The  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  **expedientes,"  so  that  they  can  pass  through 
the  auditor's  office  in  a  day,  not  only  through  the  cooperation  of  employees  which 
has  been  established,  but  by  the  arrangement  of  papers  in  numbered  Dandles,  duly 
indexed,  which  permits  easy  reference  to  them. 

9.  The  introduction  of  typewriters  and  machines  for  copying  and  adding  (which 
were  unknown  to  the  Spanish  officials),  thereby  saving  much  time  and  expense. 

These  are  only  the  most  important  changes  which  have  been  made,  but  with  the 
many  others  of  minor  importance  they  have  facilitated  the  work  of  the  employees, 
and  the  existing  city  books  give  full  and  complete  data  of  the  municipal  finances. 
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If  the  power  of  the  city  auditor  is  amplified  to  that  of  a  controller,  aa  the  commis- 
sion has  recommended,  and  he  reduces  all  the  city's  accounts  to  one  uniform  system, 
the  other  recommendations  of  the  commission  as  to  detailed  forms  can  also  be  adopted, 
and  the  city's  finances  be  put  on  such  a  basis  that  anyone  can  understand  them  and 
easily  get  from  them  any  aesired  information  with  very  little  labor. 

II. — The  80URCB*  OF  THE  City  Rkvenue. 

In  two  reports  formerly  submitted,  one  of  which  has  l)een  printed,  the  commission 
described  the  old  sources  of  revenue.  The  list  of  these  sources,  with  the  average 
animal  income  in  Spanish  gold  from  each  source  in  the  past  under  normal  con- 
ditions (i.  e.,  not  counting  the  years  of  the  war),  is  given  l>elow.  The  division  into 
three  classes  was  made  for  convenience  of  discussion  in  considering  neede<l  changes. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  revenues  of  the  first  group  are  not  in  a  stricrt  sense  taxes 
at  all,  but  a  return  to  the  city  on  investments,  while  the  items  of  the  third  group  are 
all  small,  and  many  of  them  are  imiK)sed  for  police  or  sanitary  purposes.  The  taxes  in 
the  second  group  are,  therefore,  those  to  which  your  attention  is  especially  directed, 
as  in  the  pfiSt  the  principal  source  of  revenue,  yielding  $1,200,000  m  a  total  average 
income  of  $1,944,000  per  annum.

These  several  sources  of  revenue  were  treated  at  length  in  our  former  reports,  to 
which  we  beg  to  refer  you  for  details,  and  all  figures  given  in  this  portion  of  the 
report  refer  to  Spanish  gold  unless  otherwise  stated. 

It  was  shown  m  a  former  report  that  not  less  than  1,000  houses  in  the  city  were 
taking  water  illegally  without  payment  The  niunber  is  about  one-tenth  the  num- 
ber 01  lawful  water  plugs  in  the  city.    The  commission  recommended  that — 

(1)  These  illegal  water  takers  be  compelled  to  pay  both  for  the  current  year  and 
for  arrears. 

(2)  Thjw  water  rates  at  the  legal  rate  be  collected  from  the  houses  where  water 
rates  were  called  '*  Redeemed''  on  payment  of  a  small  sum  forty  years  ago,  and  from 
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Notice  of  the  disposition  which  is  taken  shall  be  given  to  the  interested  party  within 
the  same  time. 

Art.  5.  No  Spaniard  shall  be  detained  but  by  the  order  of  a  competent  jud^ 

Every  person  detained  or  taken  prisoner  without  legal  formalities,  or  outside  the 
cases  provided  for  in  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  shall  be  set  at  liberty  on  his  peti- 
tion or  that  of  any  Spaniard. 

The  laws  shall  Uetermine  the  form  of  summary  proceedings  in  this  case.

[Promiilgatcil  under  authority  of  Captain-General  Arias  by  the  civil  governor  of  Habana  May  24, 1881.] 

Art.  218.  All  infractions  of  the  municipal  ordinances  of  the  city  and  rural  police, 
those  of  building  (regulations),  those  special  orders  of  municipal  character,  and  the 
rules  prescribed  l)y  the  city  government  and  the  municii)al  authorities,  shall  be  pun- 
ished with  fines  from  $1  to  $10,  acconiing  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  per- 
sons, discretional ly  applied,  and  with  compensation  for  the  damages  caused  to  the 
municipality  and  in  mdemnification  for  the  exi)enses,  which  may  be  commuted  in 
case  of  insolvency  from  one  day's  arrest  for  each  dollar's  fine. 

Art.  219.  When  the  infraction  committed  constitutes  a  voluntary  act  or  omission 
f  falta)  the  municipal  fine  shall  not  exceed  what  the  penal  code  in  force  provides 
tor  it. 

Art.  220.  It  is  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  city  government,  the 
municipal  alcalde,  and  tenientes  alcaldes  and  the  deputies  and  inspec'tors  of  munici- 
pal 8er\'ices  to  impose  fines  which  are  referred  to  in  the  two  preceding  articles. 

Art.  221.  No  fine  shall  be  imposed  without  suflicient  reasons  beine  given  in  writ- 
ing, which  shall  also  be  communicated  in  writing  to  the  person  fined,  the  receipt  of 
payment  being  corresix)ndingly  delivered  to  the  proper  person. 

Art.  222.  The  fines  as  well  as  the  costs  (apremio)  which  are  referred  to  hereafter 
may  be  paid  in  stamped  paper  for  municipal  fines. 

Art.  223.  For  the  payment  of  each  fine  a  period  will  be  granted  in  proportion  to 
the  amount,  and  which  will  not  be  less  than  ten  days  nor  exceed  twenty,  sdter 
which  judicial  proceedings  will  be  taken  against  delinquent  ones.  The  cost  of  such 
proceedings  shall  not  amount  to  more  than  5  per  cent  per  day  of  the  total  amount 
of  the  fine,  but  in  no  case  shall  they  exceed  double  the  amoimt  of  the  fine. 

Art.  224.  When  persons  fined  fail  to  pay  the  same,  notwithstanding  the  judicial 
proceedings,  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  corresponding  municipal  judge, 
requiring  his  authority  and  expressing  the  causes  which  led  to  it,  its  lic^uidation  and 
amount,  including  the  costs  and  the  time  of  detention,  in  cases  of  insolvency,  in 
order  that  by  means  of  summary  proceedings  the  responsibility  of  the  person 
detained  may  be  made  effective,  rendering  an  account  in  due  time,  and  remitting 
the  municipal  fine  paper  or  giving  notice  that  the  person  has  already  suffered  the 
corresponding  detention. 

Art.  225.  For  the  determination  of  the  duration  of  the  detention  to  which  the 
preceding  article  refers,  the  time,  and  not  the  costs,  which  are  never  commutable, 
shall  be  token  into  account. 

Art.  226.  Against  the  imposition  of  fines,  after  they  have  been  paid,  recourse  can 
be  taken  to  the  municipal  council,  and  in  the  second  instance  to  the  civil  governor 
of  the  province,  against  such  sentence.  It  shall  be  proper  to  use  the  remedy  for 
infractions  of  the  form  of  the  proceedings,  before  the  tx)ntentious  administrative 
court,  with  subjection  to  the  laws. 

Alcaldes  and  tenientes  alcaldes  are  representatives  of  the  governor  of  the  province.

Habaruiy  April  10,  1900, 

The  military  governor  of  Cuba  directs  the  publication  of  the  following  order: 

I.  The  police  or  correctional  court  existing  in  the  city  of  Habana  under  orders  of 
the  military  governor  of  Habana  is  hereby  continued  m  force  and  operation,  with 
territorial  jurisdiction  coincident  with  that  of  the  Habana  police. 

II.  This  court  is  authorized  to  take  cc^nizancc.of,  to  try,  and  to  punish  all  offenses 
known  as  "faltas"  and  all  minor  breacnes  of  the  peac?e. 

III.  This  court  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  to  punish  the  authors  and 
the  publishers  of  all  immoral  or  obscene  publications;  and  also,  on  the  complaint  of 
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the  agerieved  or  injured  person,  to  try  and  to  punish  the  authors  and  publishers  of 
iiny  false,  malicious,  or  scandalous  statement,  whether  printed,  written,  or  oral,  which 
may  tend  to  seriously  injure  the  reputation  of  another  or  his  or  her  standing  in  the 
<^mmunity  or  in  professional  or  official  life. 

Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  paragraph  shall  prevent  the  aggrieved  or  injured 
person  from  making  his  complaint  to  any  other  court  in  cases  where  such  court  may 
nave  juri^iiction. 

IV.  This  court  is  authoriztnl  to  impose  sentences  not  to  exceed  thirty  days'  impris- 
onment or  fines  not  to  exceed  $'iO,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  judjre. 

V.  This  court  is  further  autiiorize<l  to  issue  warrants  of  arrest,  search  warrants, 
and  subp<vnas,  and  ail  i)roceHSi»s  necessary  for  tlie  proper  conduct  of  the  court. 

VI.  The  trials  shall  Ik?  oral  an<i  summary,  as  at  present  conducted. 

VII.  All  pa|K»rs  and  orders  shall  l>e  served  by  the  police  of  the  municipality  of 
Habana,  ami  the  police  department  of  the  city  of  Ilabana  will  c<M)i)erate  with  this 
court  in  all  that  may  ])e  ntH'essary  for  it  to  i)roj)erly  j)erform  its  duties. 

VIII.  Tpcm  the  establishment  tlirou^hout  the  island  of  the  correctional  courts 
now  under  consideration,  this  court  will  be  inc()riM)rate<l  in  the  projK>sed  system  and 
its  powers  and  functions  made  to  corresp(^)nd  thereto. 

IX.  All  laws,  orders,  or  parts  of  laws  or  orders  in  conllict  with  this  (»rder  are 
suspended  within  the  territorial  juriwliction  of  this  court.

THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 

The  labors  and  reports  of  the  finance  commission,  which  was 
appointed  in  January,  189t),  at  the  same  time  with  the  personnel  of 
the  city  government,  have  been  of  the  greatest  vjUik*  to  tlie  current 
administration,  and  will  constitute  the  basis  for  the  future  conduct  of 
city  affairs,  both  financial  and  executive. 

The  commission  while  its  labors  were  progressing  has  heretofore 
made  various  partial  and  preliminary  reports,  which  were  printed  in 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  department,  and  has  now  submitted  its 
final  report  with  appendixes. 

The  reports  collectively  constitute  a  complete  exhi})it  of  the  defective 
methods  of  the  Spanish  city  finance,  the  lack  of  accountability  and 
independent  responsibility,  the  dependence  upon  the  State  for  financial 
measures  and  resources,  and  the  means  that  should  be  taken  to  amend 
the  existing  defects  in  the  municipal  organization,  administration,  and 
accounting.  The  sources  of  city  revenue  are  stated  and  discussed,  with 
the  modifacations  due  to  decrees  made  by  the  military-  governor  of  the 
island,  the  present  needs  of  the  city  as  to  income,  a  stiitement  as  to  the 
amount  and  particulars  of  the  city  debts,  bonded  and  floating,  and 
valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  steps  that  should  be  taken  as  soon  as 
possible  to  endow  the  city  with  a  proper  l)usiness  administration, 
increase  its  income,  enhance  its  resources,  and  give  it  that  measure  of 
autonomy  and  independent  responsibility  that  is  needful  to  enable 
Habana  to  take  her  place  with  cities  of  equal  rank  and  importance. 

These  modifications  of  the  present  legal  status  of  the  city  are  the 
more  important  in  view  of  two  facts: 

First.  The  preparations  now  making  for  an  elective  municipality  to 
whom  is  to  be  intrusted  the  practical  direction  and  administration  of 
the  city  business. 

Second.  The  immediate  and  urgent  need  for  the  use  and  expenditure 
of  the  large  sums  reguired  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  the  paving  of 
the  streets,  the  adaitions  to  the  water  supply,  and  the  construction 
of  schools.

For  these  purposes  it  is  required  to  refund  the  existing  loans  and 
discharge  the  floating  debt,  and  at  the  same  time  make  provision  for 
the  additional  sums  required  for  the  purposes  above  stated. 

These  matters  were  generally  discussed  in  my  last  report,  and  need 
not  now  be  further  particularized. 

I  desire  to  record  my  obligation  to  the  members  of  the  finance  com- 
mission, Messrs.  Conant,  Cancio,  Casanova,  and  Nodarse,  for  their 
faithful  and  invaluable  labor,  and  to  include  also  Mr.  Osgood  Smith, 
who  has  been  associated  with  the  labors  of  the  commission  almost  from 
the  beginning. 

FINAL  REPORT  OF  THK  HABANA  FINANCE  COMMISSION,  APRIL  1,1900. 

Office  of  the  Habana  Finance  Commission,

Sir:  The  Habana  finance  commission  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing final  report  ui)on  its  labors  from  the  date  of  its  appointment  until  the  present 
time.  This  commission  was  appointed  by  you  on  Januaiy  14, 1899,  under  the  follow- 
ing order,  which  states  its  membership  and  the  character  of  its  duties: 

**  Office  of  the  Governor  of  Habana, 

''January  14, 1899. 

**A  commission  is  hereby  appointed  to  consist  of  the  following  persons:  1.  Ernest 
Lee  Conant,  president;  2.  Leopoldo  Cancio  y  Luna;  3.  Samuel  M.  Jarvis;  4.  Manuel 
Villanova;  5.  J.  N.  Casanova;  6.  George  W.  Hyatt 

"The  commission  so  constituted  is  cnarged  with  making  an  exhaustive  investiga- 
tion of  the  city  finances,  in  general  and  detail,  ascertaining: 

"First.  The  present  condition  of  the  city  treasury  in  its  several  branches,  or 
bureaus,  or  offices  of  collection  and  deposit. 

"Second.  The  several  sources  of  revenue,  how  originated,  colleiited,  and  accounted 
for,  where  deposited,  and  to  whose  order  subject. 

"Third.  The  disposition  made  of  the  revenues,  how  expended,  by  whom,  for 
what  purposes,  and  upon  what  authoritv. 

"Fourtn.  The  particulars  as  to  the  bonded  or  registered  debt  of  the  city.  For 
what  purposes  the  indebtedness  was  incurred,  by  vmat  authority,  how  advances  or 
loans  were  made,  and  by  whom,  and  how  and  for  what  purposes  expended,  and  how 
secured  and  administered. 

"The  commission  is  authorized  to  secure  suitable  offices,  employ  such  clerical  and 
other  assistance  as  is  needed,  to  summon  witnesses,  and  to  take  testimony. 

"The  expenses  of  the  investigation  will  be  borne  by  the  city. 

"The  commission  is  requested  to  proceed  with  its  labors  as  rapidly  as  possible  and 
to  report  from  time  to  time  direct  to  the  governor  the  progress  made  and  the  results 
obtamed,  without  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  investigation  for  the  preparation 
of  the  final  report. 

"William  Ludlow,  Governor  of  Habana.** 

The  commission  met  and  organized  January  16,  1899.     Owing  to  the  demands  of 

Srsonal  business,  Mr.  Villanova  was  never  aole  to  meet  with  tne  commission,  and 
r.  Jarvis,  after  the  first  month  of  the  commission's  labors,  returned  to  New  York 
and  no  longer  participate!!  in  the  labors  of  the  commission.  Mr.  Hyatt  wds  appoint- 
ed by  you,  early  in  1899,  alcalde  of  .Guanabacoa,  and  the  commission  waa  thus 
deprived  of  his  assistance.  On  April  12,  1899,  Mr.  Orencio  Nodarse,  city  auditor, 
was  appointed  by  you  a  member  oi  the  commission,  and  since  that  time  the  working 
force  of  the  commission  has  consisted  of  Messrs.  Conant,  Cancio,  Casanova,  and 
Nodarse,  assisted  since  March  23,  1899,  by  Osgood  Smith,  esq.,  and  by  a  stenogra- 
pher and  translator.  Before  this  date  the  commission  had  also  had  the  assistance  of 
Lieut.  W.  V.  Powelson,  of  the  United  States  Navy,  and  of  Mr.  William  B.  Whitney, 
an  attorney  of  New  York  City.  The  commission  has  submitted  to  you  in  the  past 
numerous  reports  on  special  topics,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  thia 
report,  marked  "Appendix  A."  A  special  report  upon  the  sources  of  the  city's 
revenue  and  the  system  of  taxation  was  submitted  March  25,  1899,  and  a  summary 
of  that  report,  presented  to  you  July  31,  1899,  was  printed  in  your  annual  report,  to 
which  we  beg  to  refer  for  an  account  of  our  work  to  that  last-named  date. 
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Since  then  the  commission  has  continued  its  labors,  and  now  submits  to  yon  here- 
H'ith  a  final  report,  following  the  arrangement  of  topics  in  your  order  appointing  the 
Commission. 

L — The  Cfty  Treasury  and  Financial  Departments. 

Under  the  Spanish  r^ime  there  were  employed  in  the  ayuntamiento  or  city  offices 
^fc.'bout  90  persons,  of  whom  65  were  in  the  clepartment  of  the  necretarv'  of  the  ayunta- 
x:»iiento  and  25  wei*e  under  the  direction  of  the  contador  (auditor).     The  clerkH in  the 
*^*^cretary' 8  office  were  divided  into  six  ''nectionH*'  or  bureann,  of  which  only  one,  the 
tiecti<jn  of  "hacienda  and  presupuesto,"  was  relate<l  clojjely  to  tlie  city  treiii^ury  and 
"t:he  city  revenue.     In  this  section  9  lierkH  with  a  chief  were  n*ported  an  employed. 
The  auditor's  office  employed  25  clerkn.     The  treasurerV  office  had  3  eniplovees. 
The  work  of  making  assessments  and  keeping  a*<HeKMinent  rolls,  involving?  a  large 
sunount  of  statistical  mformation,  did  not  and  does  not  now  come  within  the  Hcopeof 
'the  city  departments,  these  duties,  under  the  Spanish  centralized  jrovernment,  l)elong- 
ing  to  the  insular  ** hacienda,"  which  also  appropriated  nearlvall  the  revenue  result- 
ing from  taxation.    Nor  were  the  eniplovees  engaged  in  the  colfection  of  taxes  included 
In  these  numbers,  as,  under  the  Spanish  system,  taxes  were  collected  by  contractors 
^ho  provided  their  own  clerical  force. 

Under  the  Spanish  regime  the  amount  paid  month Iv  in  salaries  to  all  the  city 
<iepartinents  (not  including  police)  was  $3;{,098.58,  or  at  the  rate  of  $.S97, 182.96  per 
^nnum.  The  amount  spent  by  the  city  for  salaries  to  the  same  class  of  employees 
during  the  year  1899  was  $227,585.03. 

Under  the  present  administration  the  contracts  for  the  collection  of  taxes  by 
private  collectors  has  been  tenninated  and  the  collections  are  now  made  by  salaried 
collectors.  The  result  of  this  change  is  that  the  nuinlx»r  of  clerks  in  the  fmancial 
departments  of  the  city  is  increase^l,  as  is  also  the  exj)ense  for  salaries  for  the 
financial  offices. 

In  reports  formerly  submitted  to  you  the  commission  has  explained  in  detail  the 
methods  of  collecting  the  various  sources  of  revenue.  In  general  it  may  \k'  said  that 
the  tax  rolls  or  lists,  and  other  data  upon  which  the  taxes  are  based,  were  prepared 
by  the  insular  treasury  department  for  all  the  municipalities  in  the  island. 

These  lists  were  sent  to  the  city  alcalde  and  contaaor  (auditor) ,  who  transmitted 
the  necessary  vouchers  to  the  contractors  for  collection.  The  collectors  returned 
either  money  or  vouchers  for  the  amounts  respectively  paid  or  unpaid.  The  clerical 
force  employed  by  the  contador,  considering  that  his  oftice  kept  scarcely  any  lK)oks, 
had  neither  power  to  assess  taxes,  fix  rates,  or  collect  money,  was  ridicuhjusly  large. 


MUNICIPAL    bookkeeping    AND    ACCorNTS. 


The  commission  was  charged,  lx)th  at  the  time  of  its  appointment  aiul  by  later 
instructions  from  you,  with  the  examination  of  the  city  system  of  accounting  and 
bookkeeping,  and  the  preparation  of  a  new  system,  or  the  mrxlitit^tion  of  the  old  so 
that  it  should  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  city. 

In  carrying  out  your  instructions,  the  commission  and  its  employees  have  been 
constantly  using  the  old  books  of  account  of  the  city,  and  have  found  them  entirely 
inadequate,  diflficult  to  understand,  and  unsatisfactory  when  understood.  The  system 
Used  was  simply  to  enter  the  amount  contained  in  the  annual  budget  to  thecrtniit  of 
its  various  suodivisions,  and  then  to  charge  against  such  subdivisions  the  amounts 
actually  expended^  according  to  the  pay  orders  issued  by  the  mayor  and  counter- 
mgned  by  the  auditor,  which  pay  orders  usually  gave  only  the  name  of  the  payee, 
the  subdivision  chargeable,  and  the  gross  amount,  without  further  details.  In  one 
instance  the  commission  found  that  the  (;ity  had  exix^nded  about  $10,000  more  than 
had  been  appropriated  to  one  particular  division  of  the  budget.  This  expenditure 
was  proper  and  necessary,  but,  so  far  as  its  form  was  concerned,  absolutely  illegal. 
Upon  being  questioned,  one  of  the  old  employees  of  the  city  could  give  no  explana- 
tion of  this  irregularity  other  than  that  the  auditor  and  crashier  ha<l  l>een  ordered  to 
make  this  payment  by  the  mayor,  and  they  could  do  nothing  but  obey. 

As  soon  as  a  fiscal  year  was  completed  all  the  vouchers  for  payment  in  that  time 
were  sent  to  the  insular  *' hacienda"  for  examination,  and  eventually  found  their 
way  to  Spain.  The  only  records  that  remained  in  the  power  of  the  municipality, 
therefore,  were  these  incomplete  account  books  and  such  '^expedientes''  as  had 
been  preserved,  to  represent  an  average  expenditure  of  $2,000,000  a  year. 

There  was  no  pretense  of  keeping  these  oooks  by  double  entry;  there  was  no  cash 
book;  and  hence  the  commission  was  unable  to  determine  in  one  instance  whether 
an  entry  amounting  to  over  $40,000  represented  a  mere  bookkeeper's  statement  or 
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payment  in  cash  withoiit  appealing  to  the  city  official  who  had  actually  handled  the 
money. 

'*  Expjedientes"  usually  terminated  with  an  authorization  for  such  and  such  a  pay- 
ment, without  stating  whether  such  payment  had  been  made  or  not,  and  were  there- 
fore valueless  in  determining  what  financial  transactions  had  actually  taken  place. 

The  commission  has  been  unable  to  find,  and  believes  that  there  never  existed, 
any  official  statement  by  any  officer  of  the  citv  of  the  number  of  bonds  issued  under 
the  $5,000,000  loan  of  1880,  or  of  the  $3,000,000  of  1889,  or  what  bonds  of  the  former 
loan  have  been  surrendered  and  canceled. 

None  of  the  city  officials  ever  made  any  report  of  the  transactions  of  his  office,  and 
there  was  never  any  attempt  to  compile  financial  or  other  statistics,  or  to  present 
any  information  whatever,  regarding  the  city's  business  or  property,  to  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  until  after  a  new  city  was  organized  by  you.  The  old 
records  of  the  city  offices  had  never  l>een  systematicallv  arranged  or  indexed,  and 
the  work  of  examining  them  was  thus  very  difficult.  Many  records  or  documents 
were  to  be  found  only  after  a  long  search,  and  the  commission  has  never  been  able 
to  find  some  records  which  were  known  to  have  existed.  It  can  literally  be  said 
that  the  official  records  of  the  city  of  Habana  under  the  old  Spanish  regime  would 
have  been  considered  insufficient  by  the  keeper  of  a  retail  store  fifty  years  ago. 

The  commission  recommends  that  all  the  old  records  of  theayuntamiento  Reexam- 
ined, classified,  and  indexed  in  such  a  form  that  new  records  may  be  added  to  them 
and  the  whole  remain  easy  of  access.  A  list  of  all  the  public  records,  with  sufficient 
description  for  identification,  should  also  be  printed. 

The  commission  also  recommends  the  appointment  of  some  competent  person  to 
compile  from  time  to  time  such  statistical  data  as  shall  clearly  present  the  city's 
current  business  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers. 

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  it  was  the  original  intention  of  the  commission, 
after  consultation  with  you,  to  have  studies  for  a  system  of  accounts  made  by  an 
expert  accountant,  upon  whose  report  the  commission  might  base  its  recommenda- 
tions to  you.  The  later  experience  of  the  commission  led  it  unanimously  to  the 
opinion  that  a  better  result  would  be  obtained,  and  at  vastly  less  expense  to  the  city 
01  Habana,  by  sending  to  the  North  some  competent  persona  already  familiar  with 
the  details  of  the  Halmna  city  government  and  offices,  who  should  make  a  special 
study  of  the  system  of  city  accounting  in  use  there  and  report  thereon  to  this  com- 
mission. With  this  purpose  in  view,  Mr.  Orencio  Nodarse,  the  auditor  of  the  city 
of  Habana,  also  a  member  of  this  commission,  and  Capt.  Oi^ood  Smith  were  sent 
North  in  August,  1899,  as  a  special  committee,  and  made  a  careful  examination  of  the 
most  modern  systems  of  city  accounts  and  bookkeeping.  Their  report,  made  to  the 
commission  in  October,  1899,  was  submitted  to  you  November  27,  1899,  with  a  letter 
from  the  commission  indorsing  the  recommendations  of  the  report. 

The  commission  is  very  glad  to  reaffirm  its  former  belief  that  this  method  of  study- 
ing municipal  accounts  and  providing  a  new  system  for  Habana  w^as  more  advan- 
tageous to  tiie  city  than  to  employ  an  expert  accountant  for  that  purpose,  as  at  first 
Sroposed.  The  cost  to  the  city  of  sending  Mr.  Nodarse  and  Captain  Smith  to  the 
orth  has  been  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  having  the  work  done,  as  it  was  at 
first  proposed,  under  the  smallest  of  the  estimates  submitted  to  us  by  expert 
accountants. 

The  results  of  their  investigations  are  more  valuable  to  the  city  than  the  work  of 
an  ordinary  expert  accountant  would  have  been,  since  the  study  of  the  question 
involved  a  close  acquaintance  with  the  legal  and  economic  aspects  of  city  administra- 
tion, such  as  is  seldom  possessed  by  any  expert  accountants,  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
situation  in  Habana,  which  no  accountants  m  the  North  possess.  Indeed,  the  most 
difficult  features  of  the  work  lay  entirely  outside  of  the  scope  of  the  ordinary  expert 
accountant. 

In  the  report  of  this  special  committee  on  municipal  accounts  detailed  recom- 
mendations were  made  regarding  the  methods  of  collecting  the  taxes  in  general, 
special  forms  for  the  proper  keeping  of  accounts  and  records  were  suggested,  forma 
were  prepared  and  suTbmitted  for  books  of  accounts  and  for  certain  necessary  statis- 
tics, and,  in  general,  a  system  of  forms,  receipts,  stubs,  vouchers,  and  reports  was 
suggested  for  a  systematic  keeping  of  the  accounts  and  records  in  a  manner  as 
simple  as  possible  and  at  the  same  time  insuring  their  accuracy  and  honesty. 

For  these  details  the  commission  refers  to  the  report  itself,  which  was  printed  in 
both  Spanish  and  English,  comprising  a  pamphlet  of  about  60  pages.  A  copy  of  this 
report  is  annexed  hereto  as  **  Appendix  B.*' 

The  investigation  of  the  system  of  accounting  necessarily  included  a  study  of 
municipal  administration  as  a  whole,  and  to  this  study  the  commission  devoted  itself, 
and  Mr.  Conant,  of  the  commission,  who  was  in  the  North  at  the  same  time  as  the 
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special  committee,  had  many  consultationB  with  the  latter  while  it  vtba  compiling 
^he  results  of  the  investigation.  The  commission  believes  that  a  proper  buijiuess 
administration  of  the  city  necessitates  important  fundamental  changes  in  its  legal 
status  and  powers,  and  that  without  such  changes  the  city  can  never  reach  a  sound 
financial  standing  or  attain  the  position  among  the  important  cities  of  the  world  to 
"vhich  it  is  entitled. 

The  city  at  present  has  no  power  to  assess  and  iinposo  taxes  (except  soine  unim- 
jxjrtant  *'arbitrios,'*  or  license  taxes),  and  for  all  its  n'vemics  in  (lc|nmdent  upon  one 
of  the  insular  departments,  andtheinsulargovernmentaiuladininistration  is  natumlly 
subject  to  political  changes,  or  the  possibilitv  of  changes,  with  which  the  city  as  a 
<dty  is  not  concerned,  ana  to  the  danger  of  wfiich  the  city  oujrht  not  to  he  exposed. 
The  administration  of  the  city  business  should  Ih'  a  matter  entirely  indci^Mident  of 
sovereignty  or  of  changes  of  political  jmrties  which  may  from  time  to  time  vary  the 
personnel  and  pK»licy  of  the  insular  departments. 

The  real  estate  and  property  of  the  city  is  already,  under  its  mort^iiges,  j)ra<'tically 
all  pledge<i  to  the  i>resent  bondholders,  and  the  city  finds  itself  in  the  ix'culiar  situa- 
tion of  needing  large  sums  of  money  for  essential  improvements  and  having  abso- 
lutely nothing  which  it  can  pledge  to  capitalists  as  security  for  tlu»  necessiiry  loans. 
It  has  not,  like  moflern  cities  generally,  the  power  of  taxation — a  power  upon  which 
municipal  bonds  are  based.  Moreover,  it  is  almost  certain  that  tlie  city  will  not  Ixj 
able  to  command  in  the  future  for  its  administration  the  In^^t  availahle  talent  and  the 
service  of  its  ablest  citizens  as  public  servant.s  unless  the  matters  to  be  intrusted  to 
their  charge  be  made  independent  of  outside  interference  and  control. 

We  believe  also  that  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate 
should  be  made  by  officials  whose  time,  attention,  and  energy  are  not  claimed  by 
similar  duties  with  regard  to  other  p<jrtion8  of  the  island,  and  hy  in-rsons  who  owe 
no  duties  to  anyone  outside  of  the  municipalitv  itself.  Onlv  Much  piTsons  can  be 
held  to  a  strict  performance  of  their  duties  dv  tfie  public  and  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  of  Habana^  and  we  Ixilieve  that  it  is  only  by  giving  to  the  citizens  of  Hal)ana, 
through  their  city  jrovernment,  a  complete  control  over  all  municii)al  affairs,  includ- 
ing the  determination  of  the  amounts  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  as  well  as  the  mcnies 
of  expenditure,  that  a  true  self-government  can  be  estahlished  in  the  city. 

The  commission  was  led  to  these  conclusions  by  its  examination  of  the  city's 
accounts.  There  is  now  no  single  financial  head  of  the  city's  business,  and  without 
such  there  can  be  no  satisfactory  system  of  accounts  and  records.  The  establishment 
of  a  sound  financial  system  involve*  some  changes  in  the  laws,  giving  to  the  city 
more  powers.  The  subcommittee,  therefore,  in  its  printecl  report,  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  the  finance  commission,  made  the  following  recommendations,  whicn 
were  submitted  to  you  in  Noveml>er,  189f),  by  this  commission: 

1.  That  all  assessments  of  property  in  the  city  of  Habana,  for  the  purjxjs^'s  of  tax- 
ation, be  made  by  city  officials. 

2.  That  the  rate  of  taxation  upon  real  estate,  industrial  taxes,  and  other  principal 
subjects  of  taxation  be  determined  by  city  officials.  This  plan  would  place  the 
power  of  imposing  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Habana,  through  their  serv- 
ants, the  public  officials,  who  are  also  charge<i  with  the  duty  of  spending  the  pul)lic 
moneys  in  the  interests  of  the  city.  By  no  other  method  can  the  income  and  expens<^ 
be  so  atliusted  that  the  city  itself  can  determine  what  local  expeases  it  will  under- 
take, ana  what  it  is  w  illing  to  pay  for. 

3.  That  there  should  be  a  financial  officer  with  the  jwwers  of  a  controller,  who 
should  have  charge  of  all  the  financial  affairs  of  the  citv,  including  the  collection  of 
revenue  and  the  disbursement  of  all  citv  moneys.  Tfie  purpose  of  this  change  is 
partly  that  the  mayor  mav  be  relieved  of  many  duties  which  are  more  or  le.-JS  cler- 
ical, and  which  take  away  Ins  time  and  energy  from  other  and  more  in»portant  duties, 
and  partly  that  the  finances  of  the  city  may  be  place^l  in  charge  of  one  official  whose 
tenure  shall  be  more  permanent  than  that  of  the  mayor,  and  who  shouM  l)e  entirely 
separated  from  politic-s.  It  would  also  relieve  members  of  the  council  of  some  minor 
duties,  and  thus  materially  dignify  their  offices. 

4.  That  there  should  be  a  sinking-fund  commission,  with  the  ordinarv  duties  of 
such  commissions.  This,  while  not  immediately  essential,  will  be  nee<le(f  whenever 
the  city  desires  to  issue  any  further  mortgage  bonds,  as  the  system  heretofore  i)rac- 
ticed  of  gradually  redeeming  bond  issues  b}^  drawings  is  haraly  likely  to  commend 
itself  to  Uie  city  authorities  or  to  the  public  in  the  future. 

5.  That  all  taxes  should  be  collected  annually.  This  would  materially  diminish 
the  cost  of  collection  and  afford  no  hardship  to  the  taxpayers,  since  a  proper  adjust- 
ment of  the  dates  for  collection  of  the  various  items  oi  taxation  would  still  give  to 
the  citizen  who  paid  more  than  one  tax  the  advantage,  if  any,  of  a  system  of  payment 
by  ''installments.'' 
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6.  That  the  fi;eneral  law  should  establish  a  limit  to  the  citv  debt  and  to  the  rate  of 
taxation,  but  tnat  within  those  limits  the  local  authorities  should  have  entire  finan- 
cial autonomy. 

For  the  reasons  above  set  forth  the  commission,  in  transmitting  to  you  the  special 
report  upon  accounts,  urged  the  necessity  of  securing  for  the  city  of  Habona  a  new 
charter  which  should  provide  for  its  substantial  financial  autonomy.  Such  a  charter 
would  not  exempt  the  city  of  Habana  from  the  requirements  of  certain  fundamental 

Provisions  of  the  municipal  law  existing  for  the  rest  of  the  island.  It  would  proba- 
ly  limit  the  powers  of  the  cities  to  incur  debts  and  impose  taxes,  so  that  the  city 
debt  should  not  become  burdensome  nor  the  tax  rate  oppressive.  But  within  these 
limits  a  city  as  large  and  important  as  Habana  should  be  an  autonomous  municipal 
corporation.  The  limitations  upon  it  should  be  only  such  broad  restrictions  as  are 
necessarily  applicable  to  any  municipal  corporation. 

Since  the  above  recommendations  bv  the  commission  you  have  appointed  a  special 
commission  for  the  preparation  of  such  a  charter,  which,  at  the  time  of  making  this 
report,  is  engaged  in  the  duties  assigned  to  it. 

Since  this  report  on  municipal  accounting  was  completed  the  city  auditor,  Seflor 
Orencio  Nodarse,  has  been  actively  endeavoring  to  put  into  effect  the  reforms  therein 
recommended,  and  to  install  a  modem  system  of  lK>okkeeping  and  accounts  in  the 
city's  financial  departments.  He  has  been  constantlv  hampered  by  the  ancient 
Spanish  laws  still  in  force,  and  particularly  by  the  fact  that  he  controls  only  his  own 
office  and  can  not  determine  the  forms  of  accounts  used  in  the  treasurer's  or  collect- 
or's offices.  The  result  of  these  limitations  is  that  there  are  three  different  systems 
of  municipal  accounts  now  kept,  which  leads  to  confusion  and  makes  it  extremely 
difficult  to  follow  any  particular  item  or  class  of  items  through  the  city's  books. 

Seflor  Nodarse  has,  however,  been  able  to  bring  about  the  following  changes, 
which  the  commission  heartily  commends: 

1.  The  introduction  of  a  system  of  double-entry  bookkeeping,  with  a  number  of 
auxiliary  books  from  which  every  necessary  detail  of  any  financial  transaction  can 
be  readily  obtained. 

2.  The  substitution  of  books  with  stubs  for  the  loose  sheets  formerly  used  for  pay 
orders  on  the  treasurer,  thus  rendering  it  easy  to  verify  all  payments  the  latter  may 
make,  and  preserving  a  complete  detailed  record  of  them  in  the  auditor's  ofiSce. 

3.  The  inauguration  of  a  bureau  which  supervises  the  supplies  of  all  classes  fur- 
nished to  every  municipal  department.  This  bureau  fills  out  the  prices  for  each 
article  needed  m  accordance  with  the  city's  contracts;  or,  when  there  are  no  such 
contracts,  at  the  lowest  market  rate  obtainable,  after  receiving  sealed  bids  from 
reputable  dealers. 

Under  the  Spanish  system  the  head  of  each  municipal  department  purchased  such 
articles  as  he  aeemed  necessary  in  the  open  market,  without  any  other  check  than 
the  approval  of  the  councilman  appointed  as  inspector  (concejal  inspector).  These 
councilmen  simply  wrote  *' approved"  at  the  bottom  of  each  bill,  without  stating 
that  they  had  inspected  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  articles  received;  and  as  they 
received  no  salaries  it  is  safe  to  infer  that  their  approval  was  only  perfunctory. 
Under  this  new  bureau  and  supervision  it  is  estimated  that  the  city  has  saved  25  per 
cent  in  its  expenses  for  material. 

4.  The  adoption  of  a  statistical  record  of  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  city's 
prisons,  hospitals,  and  asylums,  which  enables  the  auditor  to  determine  the  relative 
expense  per  inmate. 

5.  The  abandonment  of  the  necessity  of  the  auditor's  countersigning  every  tax 
receipt  when  paid,  thus  saving  much  time  and  trouble  to  the  taxpayer.  Such  coan- 
ternignature  is  continued  within  the  collector's  department,  but  not  on  the  auditor's 
recommendation. 

6.  The  payment  of  all  the  receipts  of  the  city  jail  into  the  treasury  direct,  and  allow- 
ing the  chief  jailor  a  sum  for  petty  expenses,  for  which  he  accounts  monthly  with 
vouchers.    This  system  has  also  been  extended  to  other  city  departments. 

7.  A  modification  of  the  system  of  payment,  at  the  same  time  establishing  certain 
days  for  paying  certain  departments,  thus  avoiding  delays  and  confusion. 

8.  The  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  "expedientes,"  so  that  they  can  pass  throngh 
the  auditor's  office  in  a  day,  not  only  through  the  cooperation  of  employees  which 
has  been  established,  but  by  the  arrangement  of  papers  in  numbered  Dandles,  duly 
indexed,  which  permits  easy  reference  to  them. 

9.  The  introduction  of  typewriters  and  machines  for  copying  and  adding  (which 
were  unknown  to  the  Spanish  officials),  thereby  saving  much  time  and  expense. 

These  are  only  the  most  important  changes  which  have  been  made,  but  with  the 
many  others  of  minor  importance  they  have  facilitated  the  work  of  the  employees, 
and  the  existing  city  boolu  give  full  and  complete  data  of  the  municipal  finances. 
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If  the  power  of  the  city  auditor  is  amplified  to  that  of  a  controller,  as  the  commis- 
810U  has  recommended,  and  he  reduces  all  the  city's  accounts  to  one  uniform  system, 
the  other  recommendations  of  the  commission  as  to  detailed  forms  can  also  be  adopted, 
and  the  city's  finances  be  put  on  such  a  basis  that  anyone  can  understand  them  and 
easily  get  from  them  any  desired  infonnation  with  very  little  labor. 

II. — The  StMTRCKH  ok  the  C-ity  liEVENrE.

Th€«e  several  sources  of  revenue  were  treated  at  length  in  our  former  rept)rts,  to 
which  we  beg  to  refer  you  for  details,  and  all  figures  given  in  this  i>ortion  of  the 
report  refer  to  Spanish  gold  unless  otherwise  stated. 

It  was  shown  m  a  former  report  that  not  less  than  1,000  houses  in  the  city  were 
taking  water  illegally  without  payment  The  number  is  about  one-tenth  the  num- 
ber of  lawful  water  plugs  in  the  city.    The  commission  recommended  that — 

(1)  These  illegal  water  takers  be  compelled  to  pay  both  for  the  current  year  and 
for  arrears. 

(2)  Thiikv  water  rates  at  the  legal  rate  be  collected  from  the  houses  where  water 
ratee  were  called  ''Redeemed "  on  payment  of  a  small  sum  forty  years  ago,  and  from 
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those  which  as  "Mercededafl'*  claim  a  gratuitous  exemption.     (These  houses  num- 
ber about  1,400,  or  one-eighth  of  all  the  nouses  in  tha  city.) 

(3)  That  the  present  very  low  water  rates  be  changed  and  an  entirely  new  schedule 
of  rates  be  adopted  (a  draft  of  which  the  commission  submitted). 

(4)  That  a  metered  service  be  introduced  for  all  large  consumers. 

(5)  That  as  an  economy  in  collections  the  water  tax  be  collected  in  the  same 
collection  with  the  house  rental  or  land  tax,  inasmuch  as  the  water  rates  are  based 
upon  assessed  rental  value  of  the  house. 

We  are  informed  that  none  of  these  recommendations  have  been  adopted  by  the 
ayuntamiento.  The  commission  believes  that  these  changes  would  add  from  $50,000 
to  $75,000  per  annum  to  the  city's  income  for  water  rates. 

The  actual  amounts  receive!  oy  the  city  for  the  nine  months  from  July  1, 1899,  to 
March  31,  1900,  from  the  property  in  the  first  group,  which  may  be  called  the  city's 
business  investments,  is  as  follows:

Reducing  this  to  Spanish  gold  we  get  a  total  for  these  nine  months  of  $516,574.89, 
or  at  the  annual  rate  of  $745,718.61,  or  an  increase  of  a  little  over  one-third  over  the 
average  collection  in  normal  times  under  Spanish  rule. 


CHANQBS   IN  THB  TAX   SYSTEM. 


The  orders  of  the  military  governor  of  Cuba,  which  have  affected  the  system  of 
taxation  in  the  city  of  Habana,  and  of  which  you  have  full  copies,  are  set  out  in  the 
following  brief  extrai^t: 

No.  9  (February  1,  1899). — Civil  officials  of  provinces  and  municipalities  will  be 
appointed  by  the  military  governor,  "who  will  consider  such  recommendations  as 
the  department  commanders  may  submit." 

No.  10  (February  10,  1899). — Kemits  all  taxes  due  under  Spanish  laws  and  impaid 
on  January  1,  1899. 

No.  13  (February  27,  1899). — ^The  '* section  of  government,"  in  the  secretary  of 
state's  ofiice,  is  given  charge  of  municipal  matters. 

No.  27  (March  25,  1899)  abolishes:  1,  Municipal  assessments,  known  as  "reparti- 
mientos,"  and  remits  unpaid  quotas;  2,  tax  on  beef  at4i  cents  per  kilo;  3,  all  taxes 
on  food  and  fuel,  except  liquors;  4,  municipal  tax  on  importation  or  exportation  of 
merchandise  or  cattle,  ^  and  all  municipal  taxes  now  affectmg  these  articles  are  hereby 
abolished." 

The  following  taxes  are  turned  over  to  municipalities: 

1.  The  tax  on  city  realty  (fincas  urbanas),  which  is  fixed  at  8  per  cent  of  the  net 
rental  income  as  now  assessed  in  Habana,  Matanzas,  Cardenas,  Sagua  la  Grande, 
Cienfuegos,  and  Santiago  de  Cuba,  and  at  6  per  cent  in  other  cities,  to  be  collected 
quarterly. 

All  other  taxes  on  city  realty  are  abolished,  but  the  municipal  surtax  for  the  third 
fiscal  quarter  (January  to  March)  shall  be  collected  by  the  cities. 

2.  The  tax  of  rural  realty  (fincas  rusticas)  is  changed  to  the  single  tax  previously 
levied  by  the  State  (2  per  cent  of  the  rental  value). 

All  rural  realty  taxes  less  than  $5  a  year  and  all  taxes  on  actually  unproductive 
estates  are  abolished.  "Properties  shall  be  considered  as  actually  productive  which 
are  now  worked  or  cultivatea,  as  stated  in  the  assessment  rolls  now  in  force." 

3.  The  industrial  tax  (subsidio  industrial)  is  now  reduced  to  one  municipal  tax, 
which  shall  be  75  per  cent  of  the  amount  levied  according  to  the  "  State  tax  rolls  now 
in  force  on  industries  included  in  the  first  tariff." 

The  taxes  in  the  second  tariff  on  salaries,  concert  companies,  newspapers,  gymna- 
siums, and  s(^hools  are  abolished;  other  industries  in  this  list  shall  pay  75  per  cent  of 
the  present  tax.

Xiegla,  Guanabacoa,  Marianao,  Matanzas,  Cardenas,  Sagua  la  (Irande,  Puerto  Prin- 

€?ii)e,  Pinar  del  Rio,  Cienfuegos,  and  Santiago  de  Cuba;  in  other  cities  at  $1.50  each 

liead  of  cattle,  75  cents  each  hog,  and  50  cents  each  sheep  or  goat,  in  United  States 

money. 

All'charges  for  use  of  municipal  slaughterhouses  or  stcK-k  yards,  including  inspec- 
tion of  meat,  shall  be  at  these  rates. 

Provides  for  establighing  slaughterhouses  and  fixes  municipal  taxes,  payable  at 
them,  at  75  per  cent  of  the  above  rates. 

Gives  the  municipalities  the  exclusive  right  to  carry  the  meat  from  th<'  public 
slaughterhouses  to  the  shops. 

No.  77  (June  14,  1899). — All  property  held  by  the  etat*^  or  any  city  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes  accruing  >>ef ore  January  1,  1899,  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner, 
under  certain  regulations,  unless  in  the  hands  of  a  tax  punihaser. 
No.  a5  (June  20,  1899).— The  fiscal  year  shall  end  on  June  .SO. 
No.  106  (July  11,  1899). — From  the  date  of  the  publication  of  this  order  (pub- 
lished in  the  Gaceta,  July  14,  1899),  the  state  and  not  the  city  shall  collect  the 
industrial  tax  (contribucion  industrial)  on  banks  of  i.sMue  and  discount,  stock  com- 
panies, railroad  and  shipping  companies,  insurance  comjianies,  foreign  corporations 
and  companies.  Cities  may  collect  the  land  tax  on  i)ropertieH  owned  by  these 
companies. 

No.  220  (Noveml>er  17, 1899) : 

I.  In  consequence  of  inadequate  municipal  revenue ''to  meet  ex p<'nses of  munici- 
p»al  government — properties  taxable  under  the  laws  of  the  island  U'ing  temporarily 
unproductive  to  a  very  large  degree,  l^cau-se  of  devastation  by  war — the  state  will 
appropriate"  a  monthly  fixed  sum  to  pay  the  municipal  j)olice. 

II.  Police  not  paid  for  the  current  month  will  receive  pay  at  municipal  rates;  here- 
after they  will  receive  the  rates  hereinafter  set  out. 

III.  Fixes  the  rates  of  payment  by  the  state  and  orders  that  the  pay  received  shall 
determine  the  ^rade  of  the  recipient.  Fixes  the  pay  (and  therel)y  the  grade)  of  the 
highest  oflBcer  in  each  town.  State  money  given  for  police  purposes  shall  l>e  used 
for  nothing  else. 

IV.  The  state  will  pay  its  assumed  obligations  for  public  instruction  and  police 
through  the  provincial  branches  of  the  hacienda  (insular  treasury). 

V.  The  state  will  also  aid  hospitals  and  asylums  "  to  such  extent  as  shall  l)e  deter- 
mined necessary." 

Here  follows  a  list  of  Cuban  municipalities  with  the  gross  amount  to  Ih'  given  each, 
and  the  highest  salary  alloyed  to  any  police  officer.  There  is  no  appropriation  of  any 
kind  for  Habana. 

These  orders  are  applicable  to  the  whole  island  of  Cuba  and  were  issued  under 
extraordinary  circtimstances;  almost  all  of  them  were  drafte<l  within  six  months  after 
the  transfer  of  the  island  to  American  control.  At  that  time  the  country  was  suffer- 
ing not  only  from  the  ravages  of  a  four  years*  war  but  from  a  system  of  war  taxation 
superimposed  upon  the  old  Spanish  system  which  even  in  times  of  peace  was  framed  so 
aa  to  collect  as  much  as  possible  from  every  inhabitant.  The  need  of  relief  was 
instant  and  pressing;  there  M'as  no  time  for  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  system  of 
taxation,  but  instant  action  was  imperative. 

The  functions  of  this  commission  extend  to  the  city  of  Habana  only,  and  its  dis- 
CdflBion  of  the  effects  of  these  orders  will  be  confinea  within  the  same  limits.  It 
must  therefore  be  constantly  remembered  that  the  following  discussion  covers  only  a 
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small  part  of  the  purpose  and  effects  of  these  orders.  Even  this  small  part  can  not 
be  treated  definitively  now  for  several  reasons.  In  the  first  place  the  city  has  not  yet 
administered  this  new  svstem  for  a  year;  further,  the  whole  police  expenses  in 
Habana  have  been  borne  l)y  the  city  since  March,  1899,  while  they  were  formerly  a 
state  charge;  the  expense  of  the  city's  engineering  department  also  during  that  time 
waj9  borne  by  the  state  but  is  properly  a  municipal  expense,  and  besides  the  system 
of  quarterly  collection  of  taxes  is  so  dilatory  that  onl^  six  months'  taxes  have  been 
collected  smce  July  1  last,  and  it  is  impossible  to  assign  any  amount  to  the  present 
income  of  the  city  which  can  be  considered  more  than  an  estimated  approximation 
to  the  true  figures. 

For  these  reasons  if  any  of  the  deductions  of  the  commission  are  that  the  city  of 
Habana  has  suffered  froin  the  effects  of  these  orders,  this  is  not  intended  as  a  reflec- 
tion on  the  propriety  of  the  orders  themselves,  but  merel}^  the  presentation  of  certain 
Ux»l  results  made  with  the  view  of  giving  some  information  that  may  be  of  value  in 
determining  future  action.  It  will  l)e  seen  at  a  glance  that  these  orders  concentrate 
the  complete  control  of  all  municipalities  in  the  hands  of  the  military  governor  of 
the  island,  who  not  only  appoints  all  municipal  officers,  but  determines  the  appropri- 
ation for  police  and  the  pay  of  individual  policemen  in  the  municipalities  of  Cuoa. 
(Orders  No.  9,  February  1, 1899,  and  No.  220,  November  17,  1899.)  This  control  was 
formerly  vested  in  the  **deputacion  provincial,"  which  was  abolished,  with  a  great 
saving  of  public  expense. 

On  January  1, 1899.  the  city  of  Habana  owed  a  floating  debt  of  about  $2,840,000 
and  a  bonded  debt  of  $9,625,000;  in  all,  about  $12,465,000.  The  arrears  of  taxes  at 
this  time  in  Habana  were  upward  of  $133,000.  This  asset  of  the  city  was  entirely 
destroyed  by  the  ordeng  remitting  all  arrears  and  returning  to  the  owners  all  property 
held  to  secure  such  arrears.  (Orders  No.  10,  February  10, 1899,  and  No.  77,  June  14, 
1899.) 

The  reduction  of  the  taxes  on  real-estate  securities  has  not  affected  municipal 
finances  (Order  No.  44,  April  19,1899),  but  the  direction  contained  therein  and  in 
the  order  of  March  25, 1899,  to  pay  all  taxes  in  American  money  has  increased  the 
income  about  10  per  cent. 

The  effect  of  Order  No.  27,  of  March  25,  1899,  was  far-reaching.  This  order 
abolished  some  taxes,  changed  the  rates  of  others,  and  affected  the  city  of  Habana 
especially.  Such  of  these  taxes  as  were  collected  in  the  city  of  Habana  have  been 
described  in  the  commission's  previous  reports  to  you,  and  it  only  remains  now  to 
describe  the  effect  of  these  decrees  on  the  city  of  Habana. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  any  accurate  estimate  of  the  results  of  these  changes  at 
this  date  for  the  reasons  above  stated  and  because  of  the  diversity  in  the  classification 
of  income  in  the  various  city  departments  above  descril)ed.  It  is,  however,  esti- 
'mated  that  the  gross  income  of  the  city  for  the  current  fiscal  year  (June  30,  1899,  to 
June  30,  1900)  will  l)e  about  the  same  as  before  the  Cuban  war  (about  $2,000,000 
a  year)  and  will  just  about  pay  its  expenses  as  now  constituted.  When  one  yearns 
taxes  have  been  collected  an  accurate  estimate  can  be  made  and  the  deductions 
drawn  from  it  will  be  the  proper  basis  from  which  to  prepare  any  further  definite 
plan  of  taxation. 

In  view  of  such  estimate  it  may  seem  unimportant  to  give  much  consideration  to 
this  subject,  but  we  must  remember  that  the  city  does  not  now  pay  any  of  the  expen- 
ses of  its  engineer  department  (or  public  works) ,  or  of  public  education,  and  such  a 
study  becomes  of  vital  importance  when  we  consider  three  points:  (A)  How  fair  has 
the  total  of  taxes  paid  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Habana  been  reduced  by 
these  changes  in  the  law;  (B)  what  are  the  present  needs  of  the  city;  (C)  what 
can  we  learn  from  its  past  experience? 

A. — 77/ff  reduction  to  the  tnxfyayen. 

The  decrees  of  March  25,  June  9,  and  July  11,  1899,  abolished  the  meat  tax  and 
taxes  on  food  and  fuel  and  increased  the  city's  quota  from  the  urban  realty  tax,  the 
industrial  tax,  the  liouor  tax,  and  turned  over  to  it  the  telephone  tax. 

In  regard  to  the  urban  realty  tax  a  reference  to  the  taxation  report  of  this  commis- 
sion will  show  that  these  taxes  were  formerly  12  per  cent  on  the  net  rental  value 
plus  5  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  tax  for  collection  paid  to  the  state,  and  the  tax 
paid  to  the  cities  was  23  per  cent  of  the  state  tax  plus  5  per  cent  of  this  for  col  lection. 
As  a  result  the  total  tax  to  the  state  and  city  on  a  rental  value  of  $1,000  a  year  (after 
deducting  25  per  cent  for  repairs,  as  the  law  requires)  under  the  ofd  law  was  $117.31 
a  year.  The  taxpayer  now  pays  8  per  cent  only  on  the  net  rental  value,  which  in 
the  example  just  taken  would  be  $60  a  year  (8  per  cent  on  $750) .  Further,  the  old 
taxes  by  the  state  were  12.6  per  cent  and  of  the  city  3.0429  per  cent  of  the  net  rental 
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^'<^iue,  and  the  groaa  tax  fonnerly  imposed  was  15.6429  per  cent  of  the  net  rental 
y^ae.    The  increase  in  the  city  tax  rate  from  3.0429  per  cent  to  8  per  cent  is  an 
'^crease  only  of  4.9571  per  cent.    Since  the  amount  of  this  increase  in  Habana  is 
*  tK)at  $250,000  a  year,  we  can  calculate  the  following  estimated  results:

The  industrial  tax  formerly  collected  by  the  city  wa.^  .30  per  cent  of  that  collected 
V^y  the  state  plus  6  per  cent  on  the  amount  collecfe<l  for  collection  exjHTises,  or  31.8 
'^^r  cent  of  the  state  tax.    Since  the  schedule  of  these  taxes  was  and  is  very  clalx)rate 
^nd  complicated,  and  the  changes  by  the  intervening  goveninient  have  totally  abol- 
ished many  of  these  taxes  and  reduced  others  by  one-fourth  to  one-half,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  calculate  the  gross  reduction  in  them.     A  rou^h  enthnate  is  that  the  gross 
mmount  of  the  reduction  of  this  tax  formerly  paid  by  citiz^ens  of  Ilabana  alone  to  the 
state  and  the  city  is  $300,000  a  year. 

The  increase  in  the  liquor  excise  tax  was  50  to  100  j)er  cent;  let  uh  average  it  at 
75  per  cent.  The  increase  to  the  taxpayers  in  Habana  would  then  be  $42,800  a  ye^r. 
We  thus  get  the  following  results: 

Estimate  of  reduction  of  taxes  in  the  city  of  Habana  by  the  interven- 
ing government  per  annum: 

Meat  tax $675, 000 

Food  and  fuel  tax 50, 000 

Urban  realty  tax  (say ) 3^5, 500 

Industrial  tax 300,000 

Gross  reduction 1 ,  410, 500 

Less  increase  in  liquor  excise  tax  (say ) 43, 000 

Net  reduction  in  city  of  Habana 1 ,  367, 500 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  cal<;ulation  does  not  include  the  remission  of 
arrears  of  taxes  due,  the  abolition  of  capitation  taxCiS,  of  tax  on  academic  degrees,  and 
the  war  taxes,  nor  the  reduction  of  the  tax  on  real  estate  securities  and  (convey- 
ances, which  four  last-mentioned  taxes  were  (collected  by  the  state  only,  but  not  by 
the  city. 

What  the  grand  total  reduction  of  taxation  is  in  the  whole  island  no  one  but  the 
secretary  of  the  hacienda  can  say.     It  would  seem  to  approximate  40  per  cent. 

A  general  reduction  of  Cuban  taxes  was  unqut^stionably  neoes.'^ry  and  wise,  but 
let  us  consider  how  the  plan  which  has  been  put  into  effect  has  affecte<l 

B. — The  present  neciU  of  JIabana. 

The  present  needs  of  Habana  are  set  out  in  your  last  annual  report  (p.  41).  Its 
debt  at  the  present  date  is  about  $12,420,000.  It  needs,  say,  about  $14,580,000  more 
for  sewers,  paving,  and  water,  which  will  bring  the  debt  unto  $27,000,000.  Its  gross 
cash  receipts  for  the  year  1899  were  $2,150,137.72  in  United  States  nionev,  but 
$527,429.27  of  this  amount  was  given  to  it  by  the  insular  government,  so  tfiat  its 
income  from  its  property  and  sources  of  taxation  was  $1,622,270.45  from  January  15 
to  December  31,  1899,  mclusive.  The  expenses  from  January  15  to  Deccember  31, 
1899,  were  $1,953,718.09;  deduct  ordinary  income,  $1,622,270.45,  and  the  deficit  for 
1899  was  $331,447.64. 

The  sums  included  for  the  annual  work  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  repairs 
of  sewers,  pavements,  and  the  water  system  are  wholly  inadequate  for  the  future. 
It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  expenses  of  the  city  during  the  wriod  of 
reorganization,  or,  say,  from  January  1  to  March  1,  1899,  were  very  much  less  both 
for  salaries  anci  material  than  they  have  been  since. 

The  expenses  of  Habana  can  be  reckoned.  A  loan  of  $27,000,000  at  5  per  cent  per 
annum  will  pay  annually  $1,350,000  as  interest;  it  can  be  redeemed  in  twenty-nve 
years  by  au  appropriation  of  $648,500  a  year  (allowing  4  per  cent  per  annum  com- 
pound interest  on  the  sinking  fund),  and  the  expenses  of  administration  of  the  loan 
should  not  be  over  $40,000  a  year.  The  loan  will  thus  cost  the  city  each  year 
$2,038,500;  the  present  rate  of  expenditure,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the  exist- 
ing first  and  second  mort^^Eiges,  is  $1,246,^8.47;  the  additional  expense  for  mainte- 
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uance  of  sewers,  pavements,  etc.,  will  not  be  over  $350,000 — total,  $3,634,738.47,  or, 
say,  $3,700,000  a  year. 

The  conclusions  of  this  commission  in  a  previous  report  were  that  the  city  could 
easily  raise  $3,500,000,  and  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  estimated 
nece8^•ary  income  could  easily  be  obtained  by  a  careful  cutting  down  of  expenses 
coml)ine(l  with  an  energetic  enforcement  of  the  existing  tax  laws.  If  the  taxes  for- 
merly collected  from  its  citizens  by  the  state,  and  not  abolished,  had  simply  been 
turned  over  to  the  city  at  the  old  rates,  the  latter  would  now  have  a  yearly  revenue 
of  $3,000,000  a  year  at  the  least,  and  by  a  careful  revision  of  the  tax  lists  in  the 
interest  of  the  city  this  could,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  be  increased  to 
$3,750,000. 

C. — The  past  experience  of  Habana. 

The  experience  of  the  city  of  Habana  in  the  past  under  the  system  of  taxation 
which  existed  under  the  Spanish  rule  is  that  the  city  has  been  chronically  bankrupt. 
Later  in  this  report  the  detailed  history  of  its  transactions  with  the  Bank  of  Spain 
is  set  out  briefly,  as  well  as  the  method  used  to  redeem  the  bonds  of  1880  and  pay 
the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  city  in  1889.  It  has  been  seen  that  the  city  nas 
practically  no  control  over  its  income,  and  it  will  be  seen  later  that  it  was  obliged  to 
borrow  constantly  increasing  amounts  by  mort^:ages  on  all  its  real  estate  in  oraer  to 
efifect  any  important  imi)rovements,  and  that  it  paid  its  floating  debt  at  70  per  cent 
of  the  face  value.  In  the  course  of  iia  investigations  the  commission  has  also  seen  a 
nunilx^r  of  expedientes  in  which  the  city  offered  to  pay  its  creditors  at  from  15  per 
cent  to  90  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  their  claims  in  full  settlement.  The  commis- 
sion is  informed  that  such  pavments  were  generally  accepted,  even  by  day  laborers 
whose  claims  were  undisputed  and  of  several  years  standing. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  that  the  expenses  of  the  city  of  Habana  in  the 
year  1899  were  $331,447.64  more  than  its  regular  income,  and  but  for  the  moneys  it 
received  from  the  insular  treasury  during  that  time  ($527,429.27)  it  would  have  heon 
bankrupt  then. 

All  this  is  the  result  of  the  complete  dependence  of  the  city  on  the  state  and  its 
utter  lack  of  autonomy.  Under  the  necessarily  transitory  legislation  of  the  past 
year  its  authorities  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  extent  or  limitations  of  tneir 
several  iwwers.  At  present  it  needs  large  sums  of  money  to  educate  its  children, 
keep  the  citizens  free  from  disease,  and  improve  its  commerce  by  the  substitution  of 
proper  pavements  for  the  ancient  atrocities  now  existing;  in  other  wonis.  to  put 
Itself  in  the  position  of  a  modem,  healthy,  comfortable  city.  It  has  pledged  all  the 
j)roi)erty  it  owns,  and  even  if  that  were  freed  from  the  existing  incumbranoes  its 
value  is  not  large  enough  to  furnish  the  necessary  security.  The  city  has  abso- 
lutely no  taxing  jwwer  to  pledge.  It  is  helpless  and  lives  on  alms.  The  origin  of 
this  condition  has  been  shown.  The  past  action  of  the  intervening  government  in 
re<iucing  the  taxes  without  granting  any  municipal  autonomy  1^  continaed  it 
What  is  necessary  is  the  most  complete  autonomv  possible  for  the  city,  subject  only 
to  such  broad  governmental  restrictions  as  are  absolutely  necessary.  If  it  does  not 
receive  such  autonomy  it  must  either  live  on  state  alms  or  become  a  bcmkrapt,  as  it 
wa*5  under  the  Spanish  regime,  its  citizens  will  take  no  interest  in  itsaffiiirs,  and  only 
the  needy  or  the  timeservers  will  consent  to  administer  its  offices. 

Such  a  change  in  the  law  is  radical,  and  can  not  be  made  except  in  connection 
with  such  a  reor^nization  of  the  judicial  system  now  in  vogue  here  as  will  enable 
creditors  and  citizens  to  hold  the  city  and  its  officials  to  a  full  accountability  for  all 
their  acts  and  to  an  honest,  fearless,  and  energetic  discharge  of  their  duties. 

This  commission  Ls  aware  that  other  commissions  have  been  recently  appointed  to 
revise  the  system  of  taxation  and  to  carry  out  other  needed  reforms,  ana  waits  with 
much  interest  the  result  of  their  labors. 

From  time  to  time  the  commission  recommended  changes  relative  to  the  city 
finances  which  seemed  to  them  advanta^;eous  to  the  municipality,  many  of  whicn 
have  been  adopted.  On  April  13,  1899,  it  recommended  the  discontinuance  of  all 
contracts  for  prison  labor  m  the  city  jail  and  in  the  women's  prison,  and  that  the 
inmates  there  be  put  to  forced  labor  on  such  matters  as  might  be  advantageous  to  the 
city,  such  as  the  establishment  of  a  bakery  and  of  a  laundry,  and  the  manu&uituring 
of  such  articles  which  the  city  used  aj9  could  be  made  by  unskilled  labor.  No  action 
has  been  taken  on  this  recommendation. 

The  commission  also  recommended  that  the  right  of  use  of  the  corrals  and  slaugh- 
tering pens  in  the  public  slaughterhouse  which  had  been  grante<l  to  certain  whole  ale 
butchers  by  resolution  of  the  ayuntamiento,  dated  August  13,  1894,  should  be  abol- 
ished.  This  was  done  by  you  by  Civil  Order  No.  16,  of  the  series  of  1900,  dated  April 
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7,  l^KK).  The  commission  believes  that  this  will  break  up  the  monopoly  which  has 
practically  existed  heretofore  of  slaughtering  cattle  at  the  lai^r  slaughterhouse,  and 
^ill  enable  persons  other  than  those  who  enjoyed  this  monopoly  to  use  that  slaugh- 
^^"1^0X196  to  advantage,  and  thus  reduce  the  price  of  meat  in  tne  city. 

III. — Disposition  of  City  Rr-VENi'tiii. 

V  nder  the  Spanish  municipal  law  the  ca»<»h  of  tlu*  city  could  onlv  Ik?  expended 
?^*^^'i  the  onler  of  the  mayor  and  in  accordance  with  the  annual  l)u<l>^et,  and  under 
n^  Spaiiig})  law  of  accounts  all  expenhiCH  for  $1, (MX)  or  more  were  re<iuired  to  Ikj  made 
_^y  ^^'ontract  after  publi<'  hidn.  In  the  pa^t  history  of  the  city  thes<'  lawH  have  been 
^^>re  honorwl  in  the  breach  than  in  the  ol)?ervan<*e,  aw  has  already  Ix^en  Htattnl.  As 
niatter  of  fact,  the  mayor  ordertnl  such  i>avmcnt8  a.s  he  wiw  lit  and  the  other 
^^ jployees  felt  obligefl  to  niake  them. 

^  In  order  to  shf)W  the  purpOK»H  for  which  the  city  funds  wen*  exfKmded  during  the 

jj^  .^'^rs  prior  to  the  American  occu]>ati(m,  the  commission  U'jrs  to  refer  to  Apj)en-

THE  TERMS  OF  THE   MORTOAOE. 

On  April  22,  1889,  the  city  executed  a  mortgage  to  the  Spanish  Bank  of  the  island 
of  Cuba  for  $6,500,000,  ana  on  February  4,  1893,  by  another  instrument,  an  addi- 
tional iasue  of  $500,000  was  made  on  the  same  terms  and  security  as  the  previous 
iHsue  of  $6,500,000.  An  abstract  of  the  terms  of  this  mortgage  in  English  Has  been 
heretofore  submitted  to  you  and  is  in  your  files. 

This  mortgage  recites  that  the  city  was  previously  indebted  to  the  Spanish  Bank, 
under  the  agreement  of  February  26,  1879,  in  the  sum  of  $3,177,653.25;  that  the  first 
installment  of  the  principal  of  this  debt  fell  due  June  30,  1884,  and  that  a  portion  of 
the  interest  then  due  remamed  unpaid;  that  the  bank  thereu{)on  sued  the  city,  and 
that,  after  conferences  between  tne  representatives  of  the  city  and  the  bank,  an 
agreement  was  made  binding  the  city  to  execute  a  mortgage  for  $6,500,000,  Spanish 
Kold,  face  value,  representing  $6,177,765.32,  cash  or  actual  value,  under  the  terms 
of  issue  provided  in  the  mortgage,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  in  discharging  the  debt 
to  the  bank  and  completing  the  Vento  Canal;  that  the  governor  approved  and 
authorized  the  loan  by  two  decrees,  both  dated  September  24,  1888;  tnat  this  loan 
was  offered  at  public  sale  under  these  decrees  and  no  bidder  appeared,  and  that  cer- 
tain details  not  covered  by  decree  had  been  thereafter  determined  by  correspondence 
between  the  bank  and  the  city. 

The  mortgage  then  sets  out  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  agreement,  of  which  the 
essential  parts  are  as  follows: 

The  city  will  issue  65,000  bonds  of  $100  each,  payable  to  bearer. 

The  bonds  shall  be  issued  at  Uabana,  payable  in  Habana,  Madrid,  New  York, 
London,  or  Paris,  at  the  option  of  the  holder. 

The  city  shall  pay  interest  quarterly  at  6  per  cent  per  annum,  at  certain  fixed 
values  in  foreign  currency. 

A  certain  number  of  bonds  shall  be  drawn  every  (quarter  for  redemption,  and  cease 
to  l)ear  interest  on  the  last  day  of  the  quarter  in  which  they  are  drawn. 

Bonds  drawn  before  issue  shall  be  issued  to  the  bank  at  90  per  cent 

The  city  shall  not  substitute  other  documents  for  the  bonds;  the  bonds  drawn  for 
pavment  shall  be  canceled  with  their  coupons. 

the  city  shall  deliver  to  the  bank  60,000  bonds  of  the  face  value  of  $6,000,000;  of 
the.se  the  bank  is  to  receive,  in  full  payment  of  the  debt  of  the  city,  bonds  to  the 
face  value  of  $3,177,653.25.  The  balance  of  $2,822,346.75  at  par  value  the  bank  is  to 
take  at  90  per  cent,  or  at  an  actual  valuation  of  $2,540,112.07,  and  is  to  use  this 
balance — 

A. — To  i)ay  for  the  work  on  the  Canal  de  Vento  up  to  the  sum  of  $1,850,000  actual 
value. 

B.— 'To  pay  the  expenses  of  engraving  the  bonds,  of  the  mortgage,  copies,  paper, 
stamps,  taxes,  and  all  expenses  ofcanceling  the  debt  of  the  bank  and  carrying  out 
the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

C. — To  deliver  the  remainder  to  the  city,  which  will  apply  them:  First,  the 
amount  of  $317,000,  face  value,  as  a  deposit  in  the  bank  to  await  the  result  of  any 
litigation  between  the  city  and  the  holders  of  the  Canal  de  Vento  bonds,  and,  secona. 
the  balance  to  such  purposes  as  may  be  determined  by  the  junta  municipal  caliea 
for  the  purpose. 

The  5,000  remaining  bonds  the  city  retains  on  deposit  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
object  of  applying  their  proceeds  to  the  purposes  of  this  loan  during  the  continuanoe 
of  the -work  on  the  Vento  Canal. 

The  bonds  of  the  face  value  of  $2,055,555.55,  and  actual  value  of  $1,850,000,  which 
are  set  aside  for  the  completion  of  the  Canal  de  Vento,  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
bank  and  shall  not  bear  interest  until  they  are  issued  for  this  purpose.  When 
issued,  they  shall  be  without  the  coupons  of  the  previous  quarters,  wnich  coupons 
shall  be  canceled.  The  remaining  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  the  coupon  cor- 
responding to  the  quarter  of  the  date  of  issue,  and  all  the  preceding  coupons  shall  be 
canceled. 

The  city  acknowledj^  its  indebtedness  of  $6,500,000,  with  interest  at  6  per  cent 
per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  set  out  in  the  decree  of  September  24,  1888.  Of  this  sum 
the  bank  shall  receive  the  said  $6,000,000,  and  the  remaining  5,000  bonds  of  face 
value  $500,000  shall  be  retained  for  the  objects  set  out  The  (^livery  of  the  bonds 
to  be  made  in  five  months  from  date  of  the  mortgage,  but  the  $6,000,000  bonds  shall 
be  considered  as  issued  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1889,  and  shall  bear  that  date. 

Wlien  the  bonds  are  delivered  to  the  bank  it  shall  cancel  its  former  mortgages. 

The  form  of  the  bond  and  coupon  is  given  in  the  mortgage,  which  describ^  at 
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len^  the  property  pledged  as  security  for  the  loan  and  notes  the  existing  contracts 

or  incumbrancefl  affecting  said  property,  viz:  The  Vento,  or  Albear,   Canal  for 

$5,000,000,  Spanish  gold,  principal,  interest,  and  $30,000  for  costs  or  expenses;  the 

Aqueduct  of  Ferdinand  VII  for  $150,000  principal,  the  interest,  and  $3,000  costs; 

the  Crietina  Market  for  $100,000,  Spanish  gold,  principal,  itn  interest,  and  $3,000 

coete;  Tacon  Market  for  $950, 000,  Spanish  gold,  principal,  itn  interest,  and  $10,000  for 

forts;  the  Colon  Market  for  $300,000  principal,  its  interest,  an<l$4,(XK)  for  costs;  includ- 

f  "^  also  a  mortgage  on  the  "plumas  de  a^ia,"  or  water  tajis,  and  the  income  of  the 

^OftMKed  properties;  also  the  income  of  th(^  larji:er  and  smaller  slaujrhterhouses,  of 

^hich,  oy  tne  terms  of  the  mortgage,  the  administration  is  ^iven  to  th(»  mortgagee. 

The  mortgage  provides  that  the  mortgagee  shall  take  i>ossi*s.»^ion  of  all  the  mortgaged 

l^perties  and  collect  their  revenues,  and  shall  Ik^  subrogated  to  all  the  powers  of 

the  city  for  the  purpose  of  realizing  revenues  upon  them. 

If  the  $1,850,000  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  canal,  this  loan  may  1h^  incrt^ased 
y  $500,000,  face  value,  for  that  purp<jse,  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  set  out 
therein.    No  other  lien  upon  the  san»e  ]>ropertv  shall  Im*  lawful  unless  it  recognizes 
the  priority  of  this  mortgage  for  the  full  sum  of  '$7,000,000.     The  lien  in  this  instance

"w^?he  above  debt  of  the  city  was  a  settlement  of  certain  old  accounts  which  began 
^^^th  the  loans  of  1809  amriS72.     On   March  20,  1W)9,  the  city  borrowed  from  the 
^^"Jjanish  Bank  3,600,000  escudes  (1,800,000  jx'sos),  giving  a  mortgage  on  the  Cristina 
^Z^d  Tacon  markets  and  their  income.     This  loan  was  to  be  repaid  in  monthly  pay- 
^^ents  on  account  of  the  princi|>al  and  interest.     As  long  a,s  the  bank  continued  to 
^^iiake  the  advances — whicn  it  di<l  until  the  whole  sum  was  advancred — the  city  repaid 
^he  sums  agreerl  upon.     On  August  24,  1869,  tlui  bank  again  loaned  the  city  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  600,000  pesos  (1»^^H),000  escudes)  which  the  city  ]>n>mised  to  repay  in 
>nonthly  payments  of  principal  and  interest  Ix^ginning  February  1,  1870.     Upon  this 
^oan  also  the  city  made  repayments  as  agreed  as  long  as  the  advances  from  the  bank 
continued,  and  the  mortgage  was  then  extende^l.     On  November  12,  1872,  the  city 
marie  a  third  mortgage  to  the  bank  on  the  Oi.stina,  Colon,  and  Tacon  markets  for 
$500,000,  which  was  jrnid  in  bills  of  th(;  bank,  which  was  to  be  repaid  in  six  months, 
with  interest  at  8  percent.     On  June  25,  1878,  an  extension  of  this  loan  was  made  at 
the  request  of  the  city,  the  interest  on  this  extension  to  be  12  per  cent  per  annum. 

All  these  loans  w^ere  secured  by  mortgages  upon  the  city's  real  estate  and  were 
sanctioned  by  the  governor-general.  When  the  advances  by  the  bank  ceased  the 
repayments  bv  the  city  ceased,  and  the  arrears  and  interest  rapidly  accumulated. 
These  arrears  bore  interest  at  rates  from  8  to  12  per  cent  per  annum.  The  city  finally 
ceased  all  payments,  and,  in  consequence,  on  February  26,1879,  these  three  mort- 
gages were  merged  into  or  replaced  by  an  agreement  hy  which  the  bank  received 
notes  of  the  city  for  $3,177,653.25  as  principal,  and  a  series  of  notes  for  the  interest. 
This  sam  of  $3,177,653.25  was  determined  oy  a  joint  commission  appointed  by  the 
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dty  and  the  bank.  The  above  principal  was  included  in  10  notes,  one  to  be  repaid 
annually,  banning  with  June  30, 1884.  The  interest  notes  were  to  fall  due  one  every 
quarter.*  beginning  with  September  30, 1878. 

The  hrst  of  the  10  principal  notes  fell  due  in  1884;and  the  city  was  not  only  unable 
to  pay  the  principal  note,  but  on  that  date  had  p^aid  only  10  of  26  interest  install- 
ments then  due.  The  Imnk  thereupon  sued  the  city  for  the  principal  and  interest 
and  obtained  a  receiver  of  the  city  properties,  who  remained  m  possession  of  them 
imtil  the  mortgage  of  1889  above  de8cril)ed.  Under  this  mort^ige  the  bank  received 
bonds  in  full  payment  of  its  claim  of  $3,177,653.25,  and  the  remainder  of  the  $7,000,000 
of  bonds  were  issued  from  time  to  time  for  other  purposes  provided  in  the  mort^ 
gage. 

The  bank  thereupon  took  charge  of  the  collection  of  the  income  from  the  slaugh- 
terhouses, waterworks,  and  markets,  and  continued  to  collect  it  until  very  recently, 
making  quarterly  settlements  with  the  city. 

The  old  debt  above  referred  to  was  represented  by  10  principal  notes  and  60  inter- 
est notes  under  th(»  agreement  of  1879.  All  but  24  of  the  notes  were  surrendered  by 
the  Imnk  to  the  city,  were  canceled,  and  are  now  in  the  secretary's  office.  The 
remaining  24  notes  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  city  offices.  Sefior  de  la  Moneda, 
formerly  citv  auditor,  testified  before  the  commission  that  the  bank  had  waived  pay- 
ment on  4  ot  these  notes,  that  9  had  been  paid  in  full,  and  that  these  13  had  been 
sent  to  Spain  as  vouchers;  the  remaining  11  were  notes  upon  which  suit  was  brought 
by  the  bank,  and  are  sup{)osed  by  the  commission  to  l>e  attached  to  the  papers  in 
the  suit;  but  the  keepers  of  the  court  records  have  not  been  able  to  find  tnem,  and 
the  condition  of  the  court  records  is  such  that  we  believe  they  will  not  be  found. 
As,  how^ever,  the  agreement  of  1879  is  canceled  by  the  mortgage,  the  commiBRion 
believes  it  not  important  to  find  them. 

The  bank,  on  ^ovembe^  12,  1892,  also  canceled  of  record  the  prior  mort^iges  of 
the  city,  dated  respectively  June  24,  1861;  March  20, 1869;  August  24, 1869;  l^ovem- 
ber  12,  1872,  and  February  26,  1 879,  and  they  so  aj>pear  now  in  the  registries 
**  Centro  *'  and  *'  del  Occidente  "  and  "  del  MiKliodia  '^  in  Habana.    All  these  mort— — l 
gages,  except  that  of  1861,  are  noted  or  recorded  at  Bejucal,  but  are  not  canceled  of 
record.     In  the  suit  which  the  bank  Ixigan  in  1884  it  obtained  two  attachment 
(eml^rgos)  against  the  city,  which  are  yet  outstanding,  uncanceled  liens  of 
in  all  these  registries  against  the  three  markets,  the  aoueduct  of  Ferdinand  VII,^ 
and  the  Canal  de  Vento.    This  suit  was  never  formally  terminated,  though  th< 
judge  of  Cerro,  on  May  1,  1889,  directed  that  the  attachments  be  canceled  and  th( 
receiver  discliarged,   but  the   attachments  are  still  uncanceled  of  recond.      Th( 
receiver  appointed  in  this  suit  was  finally  (lischarge<l  by  decree  of  the  judge  of 
instance,  western  clistrict,  dated  February  24,  1892. 

The  bank  agreed  to  dismiss  this  suit.     (Par.  30,  Sec.  VIII;  abstract,  p.  24;  mort — • 
gage,  p.  60.)    It  should  be  required  to  do  so,  and  to  cancel  the  record  of  attachments^ 
which  arose  out  of  it,  and  which  to-day  fonn  outstanding  liens  of  record  on  the  citj^ 
properties.    The  bank  also  agreed  to  cancel  the  previous  mortgages.     (Par.  18,  Sec« 
VlII;  abstract,  p.  17;  mortgage,  p.  33.)     It  should  be  requested  to  cancel  thes^ 
mortgages  roistered  hi  Bejucal. 

PAYMENTM    FOR   THE   VENTO    AQL-EDl'CT. 

The  bank  paid  for  the  work  on  the  Vento  Canal  the  sum  of  $2,359,786.73,  for 
which  it  received  26,220  bonds  at  a  valuation  of  90  percent.  The  vouchers  for  these 
payments  have  been  examined  and  found  correct.  Each  voucher  consists  of  a  state- 
ment of  work  done  in  gross  and  in  detail.  Each  pavment  was  made  on  an  cider 
from  the  city,  signed  by  the  mayor,  secretary,  and  auditor. 

PAYMENTS   F<)K  THE  EXPENSES  OF  THE   MORTQilQE   LOAN. 

The  bank  paid  for  expenses  incident  to  the  mortgage  and  its  increase  the  sum  of 
$158,851.39,  for  which  it  reireived  1,765  bonds  at  a  valuation  of  90  per  cent.

The  existence  of  these  at  this  late  date,  while  not  technically  conclusive 
ouchers,  seems,  under  the  circumstances,  sufficient. 

(b)  Tiiese i^ayments  for  taxes  and  stanipe<l  paper  are  correct  in  amount,  and  the 
exhibited  the  orders  of  the  t>ank's  auditor  to  the  cai^shier  for  their  payment,

This  Hum  was 

tised  to  take  up  the  old  outstanding  Inrnds  of  the  Canal  <le  Vento.     It  appears  that 

aeuch  payment  was  made  on  June  8,  1891,  from  the  account  hooks  of  the  auditor's 

office,  and  from  a  report  of  the  au<litor  to  the  mayor,  dated  June.'W,  1891,  which  also 

sets  out  that  all  the  bondholders  were  paid  and  the  bondn  of  the  Canal  de  Vento 

were  canceled. 

ISSUANCE  OF  2,0G8  BONDS  BY  THK  OITY  FOR  VARIOCS  CITY  KXPHNSES. 

On  April  12,  1897,  the  governor-general  issued  a  decree  authorizing  the  city  to  use 
the  2,668  bonds,  then  remaining  in  tin*  bank,  for  various  pressing  needs  of  the  city 
other  than  the  expenses  of  the  Canal  de  Vent^).  The  bank  objected  to  this,  and  the 
governor-general,  on  August  20,  1897,  confirmed  his  former  decree.  The  Imnk,  how- 
ever, refused  to  surrender  the  bonds  except  for  the  purpo  es  of  the  loan,  and,  on 
March  15,  1898,  the  city  appeale<l  to  the  secretary  of  j^race  and  justice  against  their 
refusal,  stating  that  the  l)ank  had  previously  thereto  issued  (JOO  of  these  bonds  to 
pay  part  of  the  exjx^nses  of  the  canal.  On  April  26,  1898,  that  secretary  informed 
the  mayor  that  the  governor-general  had  ordered  the  bank  to  surrender  the  Ixmds 
it  then  held;  and  on  May  7,  1898,  the  bank  did  surrender  the  balance  of  2,068  bonds 
then  in  its  possession  to  the  city,  with  $5,500  in  cash  which  it  had  collected  to  pay 
for  55  of  them  previously  redeemed  by  lot.  The  bank  holds  a  proper  voucher  for 
this  surrender  and  payment. 

It  api)ear8  from  the  city's  l)ooks  that  such  of  these  bonds  as  had  not  been  previ- 
ously redeemed  were  turned  over  to  the  city's  cashier  during  May,  June,  and  July, 
1898,  and  were  then  treate<l  as  cash,  and  issued  at  par  by  him  Ix-fore  January  1,  1899, 
to  pay  overdue  debts  of  the  city.  Since  these  bonds  ai)peiir  as  cash  in  the  city 
accounts,  it  would  Ix;  extremely  difficult  to  make  a  list  of  the  items  paid  by  them; 
and  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to  do  so  for  the  purposes  of  this  report,  as  it  would 
more  properly  come  under  an  investigation  of  the  (tashbooks  and  miscellaneous 
accounts  of  the  city,  and  because  the  bank  can  not  be  held  to  account  for  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  city  cashier  put  these  bonds  into  circulation. 

ISSUANCE  OF  6,000  BONDS  TO  PAY  INTEREXST  AND  REDEMITION. 

Between  July  1,  1889,  and  January  2,  1892,  5,000  l^onds  were  issue<l  to  the  bank  at 
90  per  cent  to  pay  the  various  balances  due  it  for  interest  and  redemption  of  bonds 
fonnerly  issued,  after  applying  the  proceeds  of  the  water  rents  for  that  purpose.* 

The  number  of  coupons  paid  and  bonds  redeemed  each  quarter  is  corrc'ctlv  stated 
in  the  accounts  furnished  to  the  city  by  the  bank  and  charged  by  it  to  the  city, 
except  that,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1893,  80  lK)nd8  were  re<leemed  by  lot  when  only  65 
should  have  l)een.  This  was  because  the  bonds  of  the.increase  of  $500,000  were  not 
delivere<l  until  then,  and  the  extra  15  lx)nds  should  have  been  drawn  by  lots  of  5 
each  in  each  of  the  preceding  three  (juarters.  This  variance  from  the  terms  of  the 
mortgage  is  not  important. 

The  bank,  in  accounting  for  the  issue  of  these  5,000  bonds,  has  chaiged  the  city 
with  the  amount  paid  for  coupons  and  redeemed  bonds,  and  has  credited  the 
amounts  received  from  the  water  rents,  and  has  issued  enough  of  these  5,000  bonds 
to  make  up  the  deficit  of  each  quarter.  This  conforms  to  the  terms  of  the  governor- 
general's  decree  of  September  24,  1886.  (Par.  11,  p.  6,  of  abstract;  par.  11,  p.  9,  of 
printed  mortgage.) 

These  accounts  of  the  water  rents  have  been  compared  with  the  accounts  of  the 
representative  (delegado)  of  the  ayuntamiento,  and  are  correct. 
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THE   BONDS   PROPERLY   ISSUED. 

After  a  careful  and  very  long  examination  of  the  records  of  the  city  tod  of  the 
books  of  the  bank  and  tne  examination  of  witnesses,  the  commission  reported  to 
you  the  above  facts  in  June,  1899,  and  expressed  its  opinion  that  all  the  bonds  of  the 
first  mortgage  were  legally  issued  and  are  a  legal  and  binding  debt  of  the  cit^  of 
Habana.  It  is  also  the  opmion  of  the  commission  that  the  bank  has  done  all  thmgs 
incumbent  on  it  to  carry  out  this  issue  of  bonds  except  to  terminate  of  record  the 
suit  brought  by  it  against  the  city  in  1884  and  cancel  the  attachment  (embaii^os) 
then  obtained,  and  to  cancel  the  mortgages  recorded  at  Bejucal,  in  which  judicial 
and  registry  district  a  portion  of  the  property  lies.  This  matter  is  now  in  charge  of 
the  city  attorney,  who  is  pushing  it  to  completion  as  fast  as  is  possible  in  view  oi  the 
fact  that  the  records  of  the  bank's  suit  can  not  be  found. 

The  number  of  these  bonds  outstanding  on  March  31,  1900,  was  66,690,  represent- 
ing a  debt  of  the  city  of  16,669,000.

THE   ACCOUNTS  OF   THE   BANK. 

The  bank's  account  of  the  bonds  issued  and  coupons  paid  shows  that  the  proper 
number  of  the  bonds  was  issued  and  that  they  bore  the  proper  number  of  coupons 
w^hen  issued.  The  bonds  and  coupons,  both  of  the  original  issue  and  of  the  increase, 
are  correct  in  form.  (Abstract,  pars.  1  and  2,  p.  3;  par.  14;  mortgage,  par.  17,  p.  7; 
Sec.  VIII;  pars.  1,  2,  3,  p.  13:  pars.  17  and  19,  pp.  1,  17;  par.  20,  p.  18;  mort^ige, 
pp.  7,  9,  10,  20,  21,  31,  33,35.)  The  accounts  of  the  bank  snow  that  the  interest  pay- 
ments on  the  redeemed  bonds  cease  at  the  proper  dates.  (Abstract,  Sec.  VIII,  par.  6, 
p.  16;  mortgage,  p.  30.) 

The  bank  has  rendered  quarterly  statements  to  the  city  as  required.  (Abstract,  Sec. 
VIII,  par.  29,  p.  24,  mortgage,  p.  59. ) 

The  commission  submitted  to  you,  in  August,  1899,  a  detailed  report  upon  the 
accounts  between  the  city  and  the  bank  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  first 
bonds  until  the  date  of  the  report.  From  this  more  detailed  report  the  following 
brief  summary  is  presented: 

Under  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  the  bank  has  collected  the  revenues  of  the 
slaughterhouses,  the  income  from  the  markets  of  Cristina,  Colon,  and  Tacon.  and  the 
water  rates  since  April  23,  1889,  and  has  paid  sundry  expenses  of  building  tne  Canal 
de  Albear,  of  redemption  and  interest,  and  of  administration,  turning  over  the  balance 
to  the  city. 

During  the  period  from  April  23,  1869,  to  March  31,  1899,  inclusive,  the  bank  usu- 
ally furnished  to  the  city  three  statements  for  each  Quarter,  which  set  out,  respectively, 
first,  the  amount  paid  for  work  on  the  Canal  de  Albear  and  for  the  expenses  of  the 
loan,  together  witn  the  bonds  issued  against  such  payments;  second,  the  number  of 
coupons  and  bonds  paid  in  each  quarter  and  the  commissions  and  exchai^  paid  on 
those  domiciled  in  other  places  than  Habana,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  bonds 
issued  to  meet  the  balance;  third,  the  amounts  collected  from  the  slaughterhouses, 
markets,  and  water  taxes,  with  the  amounts  paid  for  sundry  expenses  of  administra- 
tion, commission  on  sums  collected,  and  the  cash  paid  to  the  city. 

Usually  the  city  auditor  submitted  a  report  of  these  accounts  to  the  mayor  at  the 
time  when  they  were  rendered,  which  report  summarized  them  and  made  mention 
of  any  errorb  or  omissions.  This  report  was  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  the  corre- 
sponaing  settlement  between  the  bank:  and  the  city  was  then  made.  Wherever  it 
existed  this  report  has  been  used  by  the  commission  as  the  basis  for  auditing  the 
bank's  accounts;  when  it  was  not  prepared  other  means  have  been  employed,  wnich 
will  be  explain^  in  connection  with  each  account. 

The  accounts  of  the  city  auditor  were  made  for  the  information  of  the  mayor,  and 
when  approved  by  him  fas  they  all  were)  were  the  basis  of  all  settlements  with  the 
bank.  Copies  were  not  lumished  to  the  bank,  and  the  originals  remained  on  file  in 
the  city  auditor's  office,  where  the  commission  found  them.  For  the  reasons  stated 
in  the  former  report,  the  commission,  having  no  reason  to  suspect  the  accuracy  of 
tlieee  reports,  accepted  them  as  final  (where  they  exist).    As  tney  were  not,  how- 
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^^'%  made  in  every  quarter  and  were  not  in  the  form  of  an  account  ptated,  and  did

?^^  submitted  with  its  former  report  a  separate  complete  statement  of  the  a<H'ount8

A'Or  a  complete  and  detailed  review  of  the  accounts  a  reference  to  these  statements 

**  'Necessary,  but  as  they  are  very  lonj?  and  have  alreadv  been  examined  by  you,  they 

fr^  not  here  repeated.     (See  Appendix  A  of  rei>ort  of  the  commission  of  August  8, 

INTEREST    AND    REDEMPTION    ACCOrNT. 

It  has  been  previously  stateil  that  the  report  by  the  bank  of  the  number  of  bonds 
^tid  coupons  to  be  paid  in  each  quarter  was  correct  with  one  iminatcriiil  variation. 

By  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  (pp.  7  and  20;  abstract,  pj).  3  and  I'.i)  the  principal 
*rid  interest  can  be  made  payable  in  Madrid,  lyjndon,  Paris,  or  New  York,  at  the 
option  of  the  holder.  This  right  to  "domicile"  the  bonds  in  a  foreign  city  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  commission,  wholly  Ixjyond  the  control  of  the  city,  and  the  city  is 
bound  by  the  report  of  the  bank  as  to  their  domicile.  Theconiniission  luis  therefore 
accepted  such  reports  as  (correct. 

All  the  lx)nds  were  domicile<i  in  Habana  until  the  twelfth  cjuarter  of  the  loan,  i.  e., 
January-March,  1892,  since  which  time  they  have  Ix'en  doinicile<i  in  various  places 
at  various  times.  The  bank  has  charged  one-fourth  imt  cent  commission  on  all 
drafts  and  a  varying  per  cent  for  the  excliangt*  of  Spanish  gold  an<l  silver  for  foreign 
currency.  The  auditor's  rep*^^)rt  covers  all  these  accounts  until  the  seconil  (piarter  of 
1897  (April-June),  and  the  accounts  of  that  (juarter  are  approve<l  by  the  mayor 
^thout  a  written  report  from  the  auditor.  Tht^se  accounts  since  that  date  until  the 
fourth  quarter  (October- December),  1898,  have  Ikhmi  compared  with  a  statement  of 
the  rat^is  of  exchange  furnished  by  trustworthy  brokers  in  Ilal)ana,  and  are  correct. 
From  the  fourth  quarter  of  1898  to  March  31,  1900,  these  accounts  are  again  c«>vered 
by  the  city  auditor's  reports. 

The  commission  has  examine<l  the  canceled  bonds  in  the  ottice  of  tlu?  cityau<litor 
and  found  all  but  30  of  them  there.  The  bank,  however,  holds  receipts  of  the  mayor 
and  auditor  for  these  30  bonds. 

The  commission  has  also  examined  the  receipts  at  the  bank  for  the  surrendered 
coupons.  These  receipts  are  also  signed  by  the  mayor  and  the  auditor.  For  the 
first  twelve  quarters  of  the  loan  these  rei'eiptn  cover  all  coupons  i)aid  by  the  bank 
and  also  those  canceled  and  surrendered  without  l)eing  ])aid,  l>ecause  the  bonds  were 
issued  after  such  coupons  Ijecame  due.  For  the  thirteenth  to  the  nineteenth  (piar- 
ters  of  the  loan,  inclusive,  the  bank  holds  such  receipts  from  the  city  for  all  coupons 
paid.  In  the  other  Quarters  of  the  loan  the  bank  has  not  surrendered  all  the  cou- 
pons, either  those  paid  or  those  canceled  without  being  i>aid.  Up  to  and  including 
coupon  No.  39  the  bank  has  surrendere<l  practically  all  the  coupons  for  which  it  has 
receiveil  funds  from  the  city.  It  still  has  to  account  f(>r  231  (!oupons  No.  40,  50  cou- 
pons No.  41,  2,632  coupons  No.  42,  and  49,358  coupons  No.  43,  which  fell  due  on 
January  1,  1900. 

There  are  also  26  bonds  which  have  l>een  redeemed  during  the  year  1899,  and  for 
which  the  bank  has  received  funds  which  have  not  vet  been  turned  in  to  the  city. 

The  commission  recommends  that  a  ilefmite  settlement  of  the  coupon  account  be 
made,  and  an  understanding  be  had  for  the  future  that  all  coujK^ns  and  redeemed 
bonds  shall  be  returned  to  the  city  within  one  year  after  falling  due,  or  if  not  returned 
the  amount  be  charged  back  to  the  bank  until  such  coupons  and  redeemed  bonds  are 
presented. 

COLLECTION    ACCOl^NT. 

The  accounts  of  the  bank  for  its  collections,  its  chai>res  for  administration  expenses, 
for  commissions,  and  for  sums  paid  to  and  by  the  city,  have  Ijeen  inspected  by  the 
commission  in  various  ways. 

The  rep>ort8  of  the  city  auditor  to  the  mayor  have  Ijeen  use<l  wherever  they 
existed. 

A. — ^The.  col  lections  were  supervised  by  a  representative  (delegado)  of  the  city, 
who  made  both  daily  and  monthly  reports  to  the  city  auditor  of  the  sums  collected 
by  the  bank.  An  account  of  these  sums  was  also  kept  by  the  clerks  of  the  city  at  the 
bank,  under  the  supervision  of  the  delegado,  in  books  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

The  commission  has  examined  these  accounts  and  the  reports  of  the  delegados 
concerning  them  and  found  them  correct. 

B. — ^The  charges  for  administration  were  made  against  the  citv  by  the  bank  in 
every  quarter  as  they  arose.  All  of  these  charges  were  contestea  by  the  city.  A 
joint  commisBion  of  the  city  and  the  bank  was  appointed  in  1896  and  settlea  this 
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account.  On  December  31,  1896,  the  total  amount  of  the  chaises  made  for  admin- 
istration expenses  by  the  Dank  against  the  city,  in  its  accounts  for  previous  (quar- 
ters from  the  beginnmg  of  the  mortgage,  was  $59,772.92.  It  was  asreed  bv  the  joint 
commission  that  the  amount  really  due  from  the  city  to  the  bank  for  these  items 
was  $37,937.08.  This  settlement  was  accepted  by  both  the  bank  and  the  city  and 
was  effected  in  the  accounts  by  the  bank  crediting  the  city  with  the  difference 
between  the  amount  it  had  charged  for  expenses  and  the  amount  agreed  upon  as 
due,  namely,  $21,615.84.  The  bank  then  paid  to  the  city  $59,772.92  in  cash,  thus 
returning  to  the  city  the  sum  which  it  had  previously  withheld  for  expenses.  The 
city  then  paid  in  cash  to  the  bank  the  sum  of  $3*7,957.08,  thus  liquidating  the 
expenses  for  which  it  was  properly  chargeable  under  this  agreement. 

As  a  part  of  this  settlement  the  bank  and  the  city  agre^  that  on  and  after  Jan- 
uary 1,  1897,  the  city  should  repay  to  the  bank  the  expenses  incurred  for  printing, 
advertising,  cleaning  the  markets,  and  the  salaries  of  the  officials  employed  at  the 
markets;  m  addition,  the  city  should  pay  the  bank  $750  each  quarter  for  the  salaries 
of  the  bank  clerks  employea  in  keeping  the  city  accounts. 

C. — Under  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  (p.  8;  abstract,  p.  4)  the  bank  is  allowed 
3  per  cent  commission  on  all  the  city  revenues  which  it  collects.  The  bank  has  cor- 
rectly computed  and  charged  this  commission  in  every  quarter. 

The  commission  examined  the  complicated  and  confused  accounts  of  the  collec- 
tions of  the  meat  tax  (consumo  de  ganado),  for  which  the  city  allowed  the  bank  2 
per  cent  until  June  30,  1890,  and,  as  previously  reported,  finds  it  correct. 

As  a  result  of  its  examination,  the  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  all  the 
accounts  rendered  by  the  bank  to  the  city  are  correct. 

When  the  time  came  for  the  bank  and  the  city  to  settle  their  accounts,  relating  to 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1899,  it  is  found  that  the  receipts  for  that  time  were 
$36,741.01  greater  than   the  expense.     The  city,  at  the  instance  of  the  auditor, 
Sefior  Nodarse,  thereupon  requested  the  bank  to  pay  over  this  balance.    The  bank 
refused  on  the  ground  that  on  December  31,  1898,  the  city  was  owing  the  bank  a 
balance  of  $111,341.50,  Spanish  gold,  and  that  the  bank  had  the  right  to  retain  all 
balances  which  subsequently  accrued  in  favor  of  the  city  until  this  balance  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1898,  was  paid  off.    The  city  maintained  that  the  decree  of  the  military  gov- 
ernor of  the  islana  of  the  date  of  March  21,  1899,  which  suspended  the  prosecution 
of  all  claims  against  municipalities  until  the  method  of  their  adjustment  should  be 
determined  after  the  reorganization  of  such  corporations,  included  this  last-named 
balance,  and  that  the  bank  must  settle  each  quarter  separately  until  that  decree  was 
so  changed  as  to  permit  the  settlement  of  the  old  municipal  debts.    After  some  con- 
troversy on  these  lines,  the  bank  finally  yielded  its  position  and  returned  to  the  city 
the  balance  due  on  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1899,  and  since  that  time  the  accounts 
for  each  quarter  have  been  settled  without  reference  to  the  balance  due  December  31, 
1898. 

3.  —  71te.  Hecond-mortgage  bonds  of  1889 — The  lerrm  of  the  mortgage. 

There  are  no  printed  copies  of  this  second  mortgage,'  but  a  typewritten  abstract 
of  it  in  English  is  submitted  herewith  and  marked  "Appendix  H.'* 

The  mortfifage  is  dated  May  26,  1890,  and  is  executed  by  the  mayor,  Sefior 
Peauefio,  and  Sefior  Canales,  the  assistant  city  attorney,  on  behalf  of  the  city  of 
Haoana,  and  by  Sefior  Argiielles,  of  the  firm  of  R.  Ai^uelles  <&  Co.,  for  himself  and 
other  holders  of  city  bonds  to  the  value  of  $202,330.80.  *  A  brief  r^urn^  of  it  by 
sections  is  as  follows: 

The  mayor  states — 

1.  Some  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  the  issue  of  1880,  and  other 
creditors,  agreed  to  cancel  such  indebtedness  by  ac*cepting  bonds  of  this  second 
mortgage  at  par  to  the  amount  of  70  per  cent  of  their  claims. 

2-6.  A  committee  of  the  ayuntamiento  approved  of  this,  and  after  deliberation  the 
latter  accepted  the  offer  of  such  creditors. 

7.  On  September  19,  1889,  the  ayuntamiento  was  authorized  by  the  council  of 
administration  to  issue  $3,000,000  of  bonds  on  the  above  terms. 

8-10.  The  ayuntamiento  voted  to  publish  the  conditions  of  the  loan  as  approved 
by  the  governor-general  on  September  19,  1889,  and  also  a  notice  to  bondholders  of 
the  issue  of  1880  to  deposit  their  bonds  within  ninety  days  of  such  publication  and 
to  receive  negotiable  certificates  exchangeable  for  second-mortgage  bonds  when  the 
latter  shall  he  ready,  and  also  a  notice  to  other  creditors  of  the  city  who  desired 
payment  in  this  way  to  pi^sent  their  claims,  and  the  last  would  receive  certificates 
or  bonds  when  their  claims  were  audited.  These  notices  were  pu'blished  in  the 
Gazette  of  December  22,  1889. 
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11.  Since  the  creditors  representing  over  half  of  the  second  mortgage  had  presente^l 
their  claims  on  these  terms,  the  following  basis  was  agreed  on: 

I.  The  ayuntamiento  shall  issue  second-mortgage  coupon  bondR  to  the  amount  of 
$3,000,000  at  6  per  cent  interest,  payable  quarterly,  in  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  Tedeemable  in  fifty  years  dv  quarterly  draw ingn,  and  piinilar  in  fonii  to  the 
16,500,000  Ixinds,  but  of  different  color  and  with  different  vi^rmttcH. 

II.  Coupons  and  redeemed  bonds  payable  in  Madri<l,  l^nidcm,  Wir'i^,  and  New 
York,  1  peso  for  1  dollar,  5  pesos  for  1  pound,  1  peso  for  5  fnuicn,  without  discount 
for  exchange. 

III.  The  object  of  this  second  mortgage  is  to  redeem  the  iMjndsnf  NoveinlxT  1, 
1880,  now  in  circulation,  together  with  their  coupons  due  on  or  In-fon'  June  'M),  18H9, 
and  unpaid,  and  also  other  debts  which  the  ayuntamiento  owes,  nuch  ndcmption 
being  optional  on  the  part  of  the  creditors.  The  lK)ndH  of  the  second  mortirage  shall 
be  ratea  at  par  and  shall  be  delivered  for  the  purposes  mentioned  alxne  to  the  cred- 
itors who  agree  to  acwpt  them  in  payment  of  the  amounts  due  them,  less  a  reduction 
of  30  per  cent,  and  to  all  others  who  shall  accept  this  proposition. 

IV.  This  loan  is  secured  by  a  second  mortjjajre  on  the  Vento,  or  AllK-ar,  ('anal; 
Aqueduct  of  Ferdinand  VII;  Cristina,  Colon,  and  Tacon  markets  and  their  reve- 
nues; certain  revenues  of  the  slaughterhouses;  and  if  these  are  not  suflicicnt,  the 
additional  city  tax  on  the  special  state  tax. 

V.  The  ayuntamiento  will  accept  the  second-mortgage  lM)nds  for  all  chuises  of  secu- 
rities. 

VI.  These  bonds  shall  Ije  dated  July  1,  18H9,  and  In-^r  interest  from  that  date.  If 
the  lx)nds  are  not  ready  when  application  is  ma<le  f<»r  them  according'  to  the  alx)ve 
terms,  they  shall,  nevertheless,  l)ear  interest  from  that  date. 

VII.  The  ayuntamiento  will  carry  out  the  nnlemption  in  the  manner  determiued 
in  the  plan  drawn,  but  it  reserves  the  right  Ui  redeem  larger  (piantities  than  those 
set  out  either  by  lot  or  by  diret^t  i)urchase. 

VIII.  The  drawings  for  redemption  shall  be  public  at  least  a  month  In-fore  the  end 
of  each  quarter  and  the  results  published  in  all  the  cities  mentioned.  Tht?  redeemed 
bonds  must  \)e  presented  for  payment  iH'aring  all  coupons  due  after  the  date  set  for 
pavment,  and  snail  not  bear  mterest  after  that  date  even  if  not  then  presented. 

IX.  The  mortgage  guaranteeing  these  l)onds  shall  1h»  cainile*!  when  the  numici- 
pal  ofl&cers  certify  that  all  the  bonds  have  been  re<leenied  and  that  sullicicnt  mon<»y 
has  been  deposited  to  cover  such  bonds  a.s  have  not  been  presented  for  payment. 

X.  These  conditions  shall  beset  out  in  a  written  agreement,  an<l  all  the  expenses 
of  this  loan  shall  be  paid  by  the  city. 

12.  The  mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  ayuntamiento,  binds  the  city  to  the  terms  of  the 
preceding  section. 

13.  To  secure  this  mortgage  the  ayuntamiento  gives  a  mortgage  on  the  fnlluwing 
properties:  Canal  de  Albear,  for  $2,307,690  and  interest  thereon;  Acpieduct  of  Fer- 
dinand VII,  for  $69,230  and  interest  thereon;  Cristina  Market,  for  $4(),  154  and  inter- 
est thereon;  Tacon  Market,  for  $438,461  and  interest  thereon;  Colon  Market,  for 
$133,465  and  interest  thereon.  Total,  $3,000,000,  including  water  rents  and  rents  of 
above  properties. 

This  mortgage  also  covers  the  revenues  of  the  slaughterhouses. 
If  this  property  does  not  suffice  to  meet  these  obligations  the  ayuntamiento  also 
pledges  the  revenues  of  the  surtax  or  additional  citv  tax  on  the  state  tax. 

14.  Description  of  property  mortgaged  with  resume  of  contracts  affecting  the 
markets  and  list  of  incumbrances  of  record  in  the  registrar's  office. 

15.  Subordinates  this  mortgage  to  that  to  the  Spanish  Bank. 

16.  Same  as  section  11,  Paragraph  IX,  alx)ve. 

17.  R.  Ai^elles  accepts  this  ajjreement  for  himself  and  those  whom  he  represents. 

18.  All  notices  given  and  judicial  proceeding  had  under  this  agreement  shall  be  in 
the  city  of  Halmna.     Reservation  as  to  last  annual  tax. 

Notary's  certificate  of  execution. 

Certificate  of  registration  in  Habana  and  Bejucal. 

This  mortgage  is  inartistically  drawn,  and  to  understand  fullv  the  scheme  of  the 
loan  we  must  take  up  the  methods  used  to  issue  the  bonds  and  the  agreement  of  the 
city  with  the  Bank  of  Commerce. 

THE  FORM   OF  THE  BOND. 

A  copy  of  a  bond  is  hereto  annexed  and  marked  * 'Appendix  I."  On  the  back  of 
the  bond  is  also  engraved  the  plan  of  redemption,  which  provides  for  the  redemption 
of  50  bonds  in  the  last  two  quarters  of  1889,  100  in  each  year  of  the  vears  1890  and 
1891,  120  in  each  of  the  years  1892  and  1893,  130  in  1894,  140  in  each  of  the  years 
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1895  and  1896, 160  in  each  of  the  years  1897  and  1898, 170  in  1899, 190  in  1900,  200  in 
each  of  the  years  1901  and  1902,  and  so  on  until  the  redemption  of  470  bonds  in  the 
second  quarter  of  1939  completes  the  payment  of  this  series. 

THE  CONTRACT   WITH   TBE   BANK   OK  COMMERCS. 

On  October  17,  1891,  thp  city  made  an  a^preement  with  the  Bank  of  Commerce, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor-general,  given  under  the  date  of  January  15, 1891. 
Under  this  contract  the  bank  is  given  the  duty  of  paying  the  coupons  and  redeemed 
bonds,  for  which  the  cit^  agrees  to  pay  the  expenses  of  placing  funds  in  foreign  cities 
in  order  to  meet  the  obligations  domiciled  there,  and  also  4  per  cent  commission  on 
the  total  amount  paid  out  by  the  bank;  the  latter  is  to  pay  all  other  expenses.  The 
bank  agrees  to  render  an  account  everv  quarter,  and  will  begin  its  duties  as  soon  as 
the  bonds  are  issued  in  exchange  for  the  provisional  certificates.  (See  explanation 
below.)  The  procedure  for  changing  the  domicile  of  the  bonds  is  set  out.  In  brief, 
the  holder  must  get  the  consent  of  the  city  to  change  the  domicile  to  a  foreign  city, 
and  the  city  of  Habana  must  at  once  notify  the  bank;  in  changing  the  domicile  from 
one  foreign  city  to  another  or  to  Ilalmna  the  holder  must  notify  the  bank's  local 
agent,  who  informs  the  bank,  which  informs  the  city.  No  change  may  be  made  in 
the  thinl  month  of  any  quarter  unless  the  holder  agrees  that  the  next  coupon  to  fall 
due  shall  Ijc  paid  in  the  old  domicile.  All  changes  of  domicile  shall  be  stamped  on 
the  back  of  tne  lx)nds.  The  city  must  promptly  inform  the  bank  of  all  bonds  drawn 
for  redemption  or  issued.  The  bank  must  make  requisitions  of  the  amounts  needed 
each  quarter  and  receive  the  cash  at  once.  During  the  last  month  of  each  c|uarter 
the  bank  shall  publish  in  the  newspapers  of  each  city  where  bonds  are  domiciled  a 
notice  that  the  interest  and  redeemed  bonds  will  be  paid  on  the  1st  of  the  following 
month.  All  coupons  paid  or  surrendered  with  redeemed  bonds  shall  be  canceled. 
All  judicial  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  Habana.  (A  copy  of  this  agreement  in 
Spanish  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  ** Appendix  J.**) 

THK   ISSUE  OP   BONDS. 

All  thepe  bonds  were  issued  directly  from  the  city  auditor's  office.  The  former 
auditor,  SefLor  de  la  Moneda,  in  a  written  and  sworn  statement  has  explained  the 
method  of  insuing  them,  of  which  he  personally  had  char^.  It  is  as  follows:  All  the 
creditors  of  the  city  who  wished  to  take  advantage  of  this  loan  and  to  receive  bonds 
in  payment  of  what  the  city  owe<i  them  presented  their  claims,  together  with  the 
eviaeiice  in  support  of  them.  These  claims  were  the  subject  of  an  investigation, 
the  papers  were  made  into  an  expediente,  and  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  in  payment 
of  such  claims  was  duly  authorized. 

On  July  1,  1889,  when  the  bonds  were  to  begin  bearing  interest,  they  had  not  been 
engpived  and  printed.  The  city  therefore  issued  provisional  certificates  ( resguardos) , 
which  stated  that  the  bearer  was  entitled  to  a  certain  number  of  bonds,  bearing 
definite  numbers,  and  that  that  certificate  was  exchangeable  for  the  same  as  soon  as 
the  bonds  themselves  were  ready  for  issue.  It  will  be  remembered  that  these  bonds 
were  for  $100  each.  When  there  was  a  balance  of  less  than  $100,  after  issuing  the 
resguardos,  the  city  issued  provisional  receipts  (residuos) ,  payable  to  the  bearer,  for 
sucn  fractional  amount,  which  receipts,  when  they  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $100, 
were  exchangeable  for  the  resguardos  and  afterwards  for  the  bonds  as  soon  as  the 
latter  were  ready  for  issue.  In  everv  case  one  of  these  provisional  certificates  was 
issued,  according  to  Mr.  de  la  Moneda's  statement,  even  after  the  city  was  in  pos- 
session of  the  bonds  themselves. 

The  commission  then  proceeded  to  determine  the  number  of  bonds  issued,  in  the 
following  manner:  These  resguardos  themselves  bear  the  signature  of  the  mayor, 
the  auditor,  and  the  secretary  of  the  city;  they  were  found  among  the  city's  archives, 
and  they  were  accepte<l  by  the  commission  as  final.  There  were  1,069  of  these 
issued,  of  which  12  were  canceled  and  100  were  missing.  These  missing  re^goaidoe 
represent  2, 1 60  bonds.  The  commission  was  able  to  find  only  three  expedientes  which 
related  to  the  issue  of  the  resguardos,  and  only  one  of  these  related  to  any  of  the 
res^^uardos  which  were  missing,  viz,  expediente  No.  5056  related  to  resguardo  1014, 
which  called  for  55  bonds  and  fully  authorized  their  issue.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
issuance  of  the  resguardos  the  stub  was  signed  by  the  city  auditor.  This  tiie  com- 
mission accepted  as  a  final  statement  of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds^  and  in  this  way  4 
more  resguardos  were  accounted  for,  amounting  to  36  bonds.  This  leaves  only  2,009 
bonds  out  of  an  issue  of  30,000,  for  whose  issue  the  commission  can  not  account  in  the 
manner  al)ove  stated. 

The  commission  then  found  that  there  were  92  documents  containing  lists  of  the 
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foctional  receipts  which  were  stated  to  have  been  fluirendered  in  exchange  for  pro- 
^viwonal  certificates.  These  lists  were  compared  with  the  stubs  of  the  resguardos 
«iid  were  found  to  correspond.  They  represent  85  of  these  2,069  bonds  for  which 
the  resguardos  are  missing.  But  an  examination  of  these  lists  themselves  shows 
that  these  fractional  receipts  were  duplicated  in  them  to  the  extent  that  they  repre- 
sent $2,225.19  more  than  was  reprepented  by  the  receipts  themselves  thus  stated  to 
have  been  surrendered.  It  is  therefore  inipo«-ible  to  accept  these  lists  as  tinal 
vouchers  for  the  iasuance  of  all  of  the  85  lx)nd8  covere<l  by  them.  The  commission 
iko  found  that  the  stubs  of  the  provisional  certificates  did  not  show  that  bonds  Xos. 
'6774  and  27447  had  ever  l>een  issued,  but  was  informed  by  Mr.  de  la  Moneda  that 
hia  is  due  to  a  clerical  error.  This  is  as  near  lus  the  commission  can  approach  to 
taking  a  definite  ofliicial  report  on  the  numl)er  of  these  bonds  properly  issucnl,  from 
le  documents  now  on  file  in  the  citv  offices.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  this 
lanner  it  has  accounted  for  all  but  al)out  one-fifteenth  of  the  whole  issue,  and  has 
lund  the  ac'counts  correct  except  as  to  the  $2,225.19  above  mentioned,  the  presump- 
on  is  strong  that  the  b'onds  were  prop(»rly  issued,  and,  in  any  event,  the  commission 
of  the  opinion  that  they  are  valid  outstanding  indebtcnlness  of  the  city  under  the 
.w  of  negotiable  instruments. 

From  information  furnished  to  the  commission  by  Mr.  de  la  Moneda,  and  from 
le  fact  that  certain  lK)nd8  do  not  aj>pear  to  have  <?ver  been  is'^ued,  from  any  of  the 
[Kniments  which  the  commission  has  examine<l,  it  seems  clear  that  405  of  the  bonds 
ere  never  issued.  Three  hundred  an<l  fiftv  of  these  (Nos.  27()01  to  27750,  28001  to 
5200)  were  canceled  by  a  resolution  of  tfie  avuntamiente  declaring  them  void 
ecause  they  had  lx>en  improi)erly  taken  from  the  citv  ofiices  by  Seflor  Pabl(>  (lon- 
stlee  Palacio,  a  city  treasurer  who  defaulte<l  in  NovemWr,  1892.  Fifty  more  Iwjnds 
rere  never  issued  l^ecause  they  were  drawn  for  redemption  lK^fon»  they  were  either 
sued  or  assigned  to  anv  perscm  in  jiavment  of  his  claim  (Nos.  2<>441  to  2<)450,  28951 
[>  28960,  29151  to  29160,  29551  to  29560,  29691  to  2<»700).  Sonu^  other  bonds  which 
k'ere  drawn  Ix^fore  b<Mng  actually  issue<l  were,  however,  treated  as  if  they  had  l)een 
9Bued  before  the  date  of  their  redemption  l>ecause  they  had  Ikhmi  assigned  to  some 
laimants  whose  debt  had  been  already  acknowled<re<l  by  the  city.  The.'ie,  of  course, 
ire  not  included  among  the  50  just  mentioned.  The  remaining;  5  b(jnds  which  go  to 
nake  up  this  number  of  405  are  now  on  dei)osit  in  the  insular  hacienda  in  tlu;  name 
)f  Exiuanlo  Iturrioz,  a  former  treasurer  of  the  city,  and  are  the  balance  remaining 
)f  35  deposite<l  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  on  the  city's  account  on  Aj)ril  21,  1893, 
18  security  for  the  city  in  souie  litigation  which  it  Ix^gan  against  the  ollicials  of  the 
aland  treasury  to  prevent  their  collecting  a  tax  from  the  city  for  carrying  on  a  busi- 
aess  of  supplying  its  inhabitants  with  water.  This  litigation  hiu*  since  ceiised,  and  30 
>f  these  bonds  were  withdrawn  on  February  22,  1897.  These  5  l)onds  thus  remain- 
ing in  the  treasury  are  numbered  29781  to  29785,  inclusive.  The  commission  is 
unable  to  find  any  explanati(m  why  these  5  lx)nds  were  not  returned  at  the  same 
time  as  the  other  30,  and  respectfully  submits  that  the  city  authorities  should  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  have  triese  5  returned  to  be  u.^ed  by  the  city  in  such  way  as 
oiay  seem  best.  The  commission  is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  there  have  l)een 
29,595  of  these  bonds  legally  issued  since  Julv  1,  1889,  an<l  that  such  of  this  numl^er 
as  have  not  since  been  re<leemed  are  outstanding  debts  of  the  city. 

From  this  last  amount  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  deduct  successively  the  bonds  redeemed 
Quarterly,  and  thus  establish  the  maximum  number  of  bonds  in  circulation  and  of 
tne  coupons  payable  in  each  quarter  during  the  contimiance  of  the  loan.  With  this 
as  a  guide  the  commission  proceeded  to  examine  the  payments  made  by  the  city  for 
interest.     Such  examination  was  not  simple. 

Until  the  bonds  were  printed  and  is.sued  the  interest  and  the  reileeme<l  bonds  were 
paid  to  the  holder  of  each  resguardo,  and  such  payment  of  interest  was  usually 
evidenced  by  stamjnng  the  date  and  number  of  coupon  j^aid  on  the  back  of  the  res- 
j[[Ciardo  itself.  The  payment  of  redeemed  bonds  (lei)ended  upon  the  surrender  of  the 
resguardo.  But  this  formality  of  using  a  stamp,  like  most  oi  those  used  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  loan,  was  followed  for  a  short  time  only,  and  theconnnis.«ion  turned 
to  the  city's  account  books.  The  entries  in  these  are  lacking  in  the  necessary  details, 
ind  as  the  city  paid  all  the  interest  charges  for  the  first  nine  quarters  of  the  loan 
iirectly  from  its  own  treasury  the  commission  deemed  it  necessary  to  inspect  these 
payments. 

THK    .\CC:OUNT8    WITH    THE   B.\NK    OF  COM.MERCK. 

With  the  tenth  coupon  due  January  1,  1892,  the  duties  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce 
n  reference  to  this  loan  began.  Under  their  contract  with  the  city  they  were  to  pay 
ill  the  coupons  as  they  came  due,  all  the  redeemed  bonds,  and  the  exchange  expenses 
nddent  to  paying  the  coupons  and  redeemed  bonds  domiciled  in  foreign  cities.    For 
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this  they  received  a  4  per  cent  coiQiniseion  on  the  face  value  in  Spanish  gold  of  the 
coupons  and  bonds  paid.  The  Bank  of  Commerce  does  not  have  the  power  under 
its  contract  to  collect  any  city  revenues  directly,  such  as  the  Bank  of  Spam  has  under 
the  city's  first  mortgage,  but  it  receives  moneys  from  time  to  time  from  the  city  treas- 
ury, and  pays  the  coupons  and  bonds  due  as  they  are  presented  by  the  holders.  It 
therefore  was  not  necessary  to  devote  as  much  study  to  its  accounts  as  was  given  to 
tho?e  of  the  Bank  of  Spain,  as  the  commission  only  had  to  see  what  amounts  the  city 
paid  it  from  time  to  time  and  how  these  were  accounted  for. 

For  the  pur{>o8c  of  examining  these  accounts  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that 
they  cover  four  items  of  payment — A,  the  coupons  as  they  came  due;  B,  the 
bonds  redeenie<l;  0,  the  expenses  of  paying  bonds  and  coupons  domiciled  in  for- 
eign cities;  D,  the  bank's  commissions. 

A.  —  The  jHtfjment  of  coupotui. 

The  maximum  number  of  coupons  payable  in  each  quarter,  the  amount  actually 
paid,  with  the  number  which  may  be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  is  shown  by  Appendix 
K,  annexed,  which  is  the  key  to  the  whole  coupon  account.  This  apjxjndix  is  com- 
piled from  the  number  of  bonds  which  the  commission  believes  was  issuecl,  less  the 
number  redeemed  in  each  quarter,  which  gives  the  maximum  number  in  circulation 
in  each  quarter.  The  number  of  each  coupon  "  paid  "  is  that  paid  by  the  bank  as 
stated  in  the  acc6unt8  rendered  by  it  to  the  city  and  approved  by  the  city  auditor 
over  his  signature,  with  the  exception  that  no  such  approval  was  given  to  the  pay- 
ments made  on  coupons  32  to  37,  inclusive,  because  during  that  time  the  bank  had 
obtained  a  receiver  of  the  city  property  and  rendered  no  accounts  to  the  city  which 
the  latter* s  oflScials  aj)proved.  This  is  also  true  of  certain  other  coupons,  bearing 
numbers  17  to  30,  inclusive,  which  were  past  due,  but  presented  for  payment  during 
the  receivership,  as  follows:

These  amounts  are  included  as  ''paid"  in  appendix  because  the  bank  holds  receipts 
for  them  signed  bv  the  bondholders  and  has  paid  them.  These  receipts  have  been 
examined  under  the  direction  of  the  commission  and  found  correct.  The  balance 
shown  in  each  case  is  the  maximum  number  of  coupons  of  each  quarter  which  may 
remain  unpaid  in  the  hands  of  the  holders. 

It  is  convenient  to  consider  this  account  in  three  periods — 

First.  Coupons  10  to  31,  inclusive. 

Set^ond.  Coupons  32  to  37,  inclusive. 

Third.  Coupons  38  to  42,  inclusive. 

The  first  and  third  periods  represent  the  usual  condition  of  affairs,  while  the  second 
covers  the  period  of  receivership,  except  those  overdue  coupons  paid  during  that 
time,  as  above  stated. 

THE    FIRST    PKRIOD. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Appendix  K  that  the  number  of  possible  outstanding  unpaid 
coupons  fell  with  coupon  15,  and  remained  at  a  comparatively  small  amount  until 
coupon  24,  when  it  became  very  laige,  and  that  the  number  paid  exceeded  the  max- 
imum in  circulation  in  the  twenty-fifth  Quarter.  This  latter  is  due  undoubtedly  to  a 
clerical  error  in  classifying  the  coupons  oy  numbers.  This  error  would  account  for 
part  of  the  unusually  large  balance  unpaid  of  No.  24.  The  great  increase  in  the 
possible  outstanding  numoer  of  coupons  Nos.  29,  30,  and  31  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
(luring  this  time  (July  1,  1896,  to  March  31,  1897)  the  city  became  more  and  more 
unable  to  meet  its  obligations  and  that  the  expenses  forexchiuige  on  bonds  and  cou- 
pons domiciled  abroad  became  greater. 


THE  SECOND   PERIOD. 


Duringthis  time  (April  1, 1897,  to  December  31,  1898) ,  the  bank  received  onlysach 
funds  as  the  receiver  turned  over  to  it.  The  accounts  on  its  books  during  this  period 
are  as  follows:

The  commission  respectfully  recommendw  that  the  attention  uf  tlu-  city  U'  called 
^  this  account,  and  that  it«  (!orrectne8H  in  every  detail  he  examined,  a  l)alanee  agreed 
X)n  between  it  and  the  bank,  and  some  disiH)siti()n  he  made;  <>f  sueli  balance,  rather 
than  leave  it  idle  in  the  bank's  safe.  It  is  suggested  that  when  such  balance  is  defi- 
nitely settled,  it  should  be  applie<l  to  some  of  the  old  debt**  of  the  city  to  the  bank, 
which  will  appear  later  in  this  rep<irt. 

One  of  these  old  debts  is  for  $2,766,  which  the  bank  paid  for  1,844  conponn,  No.  31, 
on  the  city's  promise  to  immediately  send  thc^  funds  to  pay  them,  whicb  it  never 
did.  The  bank  holds  the  bondholder's  receipts  for  these  coupons,  which  were 
examined  and  found  correct  under  the  direction  of  the  ('ommission,  and  it  claims  to 
hav^  the  coupons  itself,  to  which  c^laim  the  connnission  gives  full  (Te<lence.  These 
1,844  coupons,  No.  31,  are  included  in  Aj)pendix  K. 

These  coupons  and  the  60,111  ^vhich  represent  the  ^9(),166.r)()  paid  by  it  during  this 
receivership  are  in  the  possession  of  the  bank,  the  latter  a,s  vouchers  against  the 
amounts  the  receiver  has  paid  it.  These  latter  should  b<;  burne<l  in  the  ])resence  of 
a  representative  of  the  citv,  and  a  notarial  "acta"  l>e  made  of  them  by  number  and 
the  numbers  of  the  bonds  to  which  they  were  formerly  attached,  thus  definitivelv 
determining  their  value  for  all  time.  The  same  procedure  should  be  followed  with 
the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  bonds  and  coupons  which  the  city  ]>ays  every  year. 
The  former  (1,844)  coupons  must  of  course  Ix;  retained  by  the  bank  until  they  are 
reimbursed  the  money  paid  for  them. 


THIRD    PERIOD. 


With  the  beginning  of  the  present  city  government  (January  1,  1899),  the  old 
method  of  paying  the  Dank  regularly  and  receiving  accountii  from  it  was  renewed. 
The  form  followed  was  that  the  city  sent  the  bank  a  statement  of  the  Ixjnds  in  circula- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  quarter  ana  of  those  drawn  for  redemption.  The  bank  then 
wrote  asking  for  the  funds  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  and  redeemed  bonds,  which 
was  sent  and  its  receipt  acknowledged  by  the  bank,  which  in  a  short  time  sent  a 
statement  of  the  amount  actually  paid  hy  it,  of  the  expense  of  sending  funds  to  meet 
bonds  and  coupons  domiciled  abroad,  with  a  detailed  list  of  them,  and  a  statement  of 
the  commissions  due  the  bank.  These  statements  were  examined  l)y  the  city  auditor, 
reported  by  him  to  the  mayor,  and  after  the  latter^s  approval  the  bank  returned  the 
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balance  of  cash  in  its  hands  after  deducting  the  paid  bonds  and  coapons  from  the 
cash  received,  and  the  city  then  paid  the  bank's  commission  ana  its  ezchaage 
expenses.  The  amount  thus  retumea  by  the  bank  was  kept  in  a  separate  ** deposit** 
fund,  and  used  only  to  pay  more  bonds  and  coupons  as  fast  as  the  bank  presented 
them  to  the  city,  and  to  pay  the  additional  expenses  of  exchange  and  commission 
mcurred  from  time  to  time.  The  commission  heartily  commends  this  arrangement, 
and  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  these  accounts  are  correct. 

A  reference  to  Appendix  K  shows  that  practically  all  the  coupons,  Nos.  38,  39,  and 
40  (due  January  1,  April  1,  and  July  1,  1899),  have  been  paid.  It  is  hardly  time  to 
expect  that  all  of  coupons  Nos.  41  and  42  (due  October  1, 1899  and  January  1,  1900), 
should  have  been  turned  in.  In  the  meantime  the  bank  does  not  have  any  city  funds 
in  its  possession,  unaccounted  for,  more  than  a  month  at  any  one  time.  The  examina- 
tion of  all  the  accounts  with  the  bank  ceased  with  March  31,  1900,  unless  otherwise 
stated,  since  the  operations  referring  to  the  forty-third  quarter  and  coupon  (falling due 
April  1, 1900)  have  not  sufficiently  progressed  to  admit  a  detennination  of  any  value. 

B. — The  account  of  the  redeemed  bonds. 

During  the  period  included  in  the  first  nine  quarters  of  the  loan  the  redeemed 
bonds  were  paid  by  the  city  directly.  The  commission  does  not  present  any  account 
of  the  payment  of  the  200  bonds  redeemed  during  this  time  for  the  reasons  given 
above  for  not  presenting  an  aci^ount  of  the  coupons  during  the  same  period. 

FIKfiT   PERIOD. 

During  the  time  covered  by  the  tenth  to  the  thirty-first  quarters  of  the  loan, 
inclusive  (January  1,  1892,  to  March  3,  1897),  the  bank  paid  such  of  the  bonds  aa 
were  drawn  for  redemption  and  were  presented  for  payment.

C. — The  exrharnje  arconnl. 

All  the  accounts  of  the  bank  for  exchange  on  money  font  to  pay  principal  and 
interest  of  bonds  domiciled  abrc^ad  have  been  approveci  by  the  citv  auditor,  except 
during  the  period  of  the  receivership.  Since  the  eiiange  of  domicile  of  these  bonds 
muKt  be  registered  in  the  city's  offices,  the  commission  accepts  such  accounts  as  have 
been  approved  as  final,  leaving  the  settlement  of  the  $2,826.(>5  j)ai(l  during  the  receiver- 
ship to  be  determined  when  the  receiver's  accounts  are  judicially  audited. 


D. — The  commission  account. 

The  bank  is  entitled  to  a  commission  of  4  j>er  cent  on  all  the  aniounts  it  pays  for 
coupons  and  redeemed  bonds.  The  amount  of  these  c(>mmissions  has  been  stated  in 
all  tne  accounts  it  rendered  to  the  city  and  its  correctness  admitted  by  the  city  auditor. 
During  the  third  perioil  (January  1,  1899,  to  March  81,  19()0)  these  commissions  have 
been  paid  in  full.  During  the  second  period,  or  receivership,  the  bank  has  charged 
up  3  percent  commission  as  paid  to  the  receiver.  This  amounts  to  $9,()04.80,  as 
above  stated,  which  is  3  per  cent  of  the  amount  stated  to  hav(»  been  collected  by  the 
receiver.  The  commission  does  not  pass  upon  the  correctness  of  this  charge,  but 
leaves  it  to  be  determined  upon  the  judicial  settlement  of  th(»  receiver's  accounts. 
The  bank  did  not  char^  any  4  per  cent  commission  during  tliis  jn^riod. 

During  the  first  penod  of  this  at^count  (January  1,  1892,  to  March  31,  1897)  the 
bank's  commissions  were  stated  in  its  accounts  ami  allowed  bv  the  citv  auditor,  but 
the  commissions  for  the  quarters  17  to  27,  both  inclusive,  were  not  j)aid  when  due.

7.  A  in(xlern  and  imijrovcd  Hyntoni  of  accounting  nhould  be  introduced,  8uch  as 
will  readily  hIiow,  at  any  time,  all  tlie  details  of  city  finances. 

8.  That  the  general  municipal  law  Hhould  establish  a  limit  to  the  amount  of  debt 
which  may  Ix^  incurri'd  by  the  city,  and  to  the  rate  of  taxation;  and  within  such 
limits  the  city  should  have  entire  tinancial  autonomy. 

The  administration  of  the  city  business  should  l>e  a  matter  entirely  independent 
of  sovereignty  or  of  the  changes  of  political  parties  which  may  from  time  to  time 
vary  the  personnel  and  }>olicy  of  the  insular  (U»partment^. 

The  real  estate  and  p!H>jK?rty  of  the  city  is  already,  under  ita  mortgages,  practitrally 
all  pledged  to  the  pn*sent  iKindholders,  an<l  the  city  finds  itself  in  the  peculiar  sitii- 
ati<^n  of  ntH.Mling  large  sums  of  money  for  essential  improvements  and  liaving  abso- 
lutely nothing  which  it  can  ple<lge  to  capitalists  as  security  for  the  necessary  loans. 
It  hiis  not,  like  mcKlern  (rities  generally,  the  i>ower  of  taxation — ai)owerupon  which 
municipal  Ixjnds  are  based.  Moreover,  it  st^'ius  verv  proba])le  that  the  city  will  not 
Ix^  able  to  command  in  the  future  for  it«  administration  the  best  available  talent  and 
the  services  of  its  most  elficient  citizens  as  public  servants  unless  the  matters  to  be 
intrusted  t()  their  ('barge  be  made  independent  of  outside  control. 

We  Ix'lieve  also  that  the  assessment  M  taxes  and  the  determination  of  the  tax 
rate  nhould  be  made  by  officials  whose  time,  attention,  and  energy  are  not  claimed 
by  similar  duties  with  regard  to  other  portions  of  the  island;  and  bv  persona  who 
owe  no  duties  to  anyone  outside  of  the  municijwlitv  itself.  Only  such  persons  can 
be  held  to  a  strict  iwrformance  of  their  duties  by  the  public  and  the  taxpayers  of 
the  city  of  Ilabana;  and  we  Ixilieve  that  it  is  only  by  giving  to  the  citizens  of 
Ilabana,  through  their  i'ity  government,  a  complete  control  over  all  monicipal 
affairs,  including  the  determination  of  the  amounts  to  be  raised  as  well  as  the  modes 
of  expenditure,  that  a  true  self-government  can  be  established  in  the  city. 

For  the  Rnisons  above  st»t  forth  we  emphatically  urge  the  necessity  of  securing  for 
the  city  of  Ilabana  such  a  charter  as  shall  guarantee  to  it  financial  autonomy.  8uch 
a  charter  would  not  exempt  the  city  of  Ilabana  from  the  requirements  oi  certain. 
fundamental  provisions  of  the  municipal  law  existini,;:  for  the  rest  of  the  island.  It 
is  to  be  assumed  that  any  muniiripal  law  would  contain  certain  fundamental  propo- 
sitions which  would  projwrly  be  applicable  to  all  municijialities.  It  would  probably 
limit  the  powers  of  cities  to  incur  debts  and  imiM>se  taxes  so  that  the  city  debt 
should  not  Ixjcome  burdensome  nor  the  tax  rate  oppressive.  But  within  these  lim- 
its a  city  as  large  and  important  as  Ilabana  should  l>e  an  autonomous  municipal 
corporation,  with  the  jx^wer  to  manage  its  internal  affairs  without  any  direct  inter- 
vention on  the  part  of  the  other  authorities.  The  limitations  upon  it  should  be  only 
such  broa<l  restrictions  as  are  necessarily  applicable  to  any  suDordinate  municipal 
corporation.

Gentlemen:  The  undersigned,  who  have  l>een  studying  the  system  of  municipal 
accounts  used  in  the  United  States,  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following 
report: 

We  visited  the  cities  of  Washington,  Phila<lelphia,  Buffalo,  and  Providence,  and 
made  a  careful  detailed  study  of  the  entire  municipal  financial  system  used  in 
W^ashington  and  Providence.  In  Philadelphia  and  Buffalo  we  examined  certain 
features  only. 

The  main  divisions  of  every  system  of  municipal  finance  in  the  United  States  are — 

1 .  A  l)oard  of  assessors. 

2.  A  collector. 

3.  A  treasurer,  who  should  also,  in  small  cities,  be  the  disbursing  officer. 

4.  A  controller. 

5.  A  sinking-fun<l  commission. 

In  general  wo  can  say  that  the.  collector  is  to  be  the  only  man  who  shall  collect 
any  monev  due  the  city,  and  all  payments  should  l>e  matle'at  his  office.  The  dis- 
bursing ofbcer,  whether  he  Ihj  treasurer  also,  or  whether  those  offices  be  separated, 
is  to  be  the  only  man  who  can  pay  out  the  city's  cash,  and  the  controller  is  to  have 
general  supervision  over  both  offices.  In  addition  to  this  the  controller  should  have 
the  ix>wer  to  regulate  what  books,  and  in  what  fonn  the  collector  and  treasurer  and 
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tiisbarnng  officer  should  keep,  and  should  have  the  right  to  examine  them  at  any 
time  pereonally  or  by  deputy.  In  his  office  all  the  financial  recoixlH  of  the  city 
phould  f-enter,  and  he  should  keep  such  a  system  of  lx)okH,  by  (lonl>le  entry,  as  wouM 
show  the  tiituation  of  the  city  finances  and  all  transactions  affectinjir  them  in  anyway. 
.  The  |»ayment  of  principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  and  note's  of  the  city  should  fx> 
in  chaiye  of  a  sinkin^-iimd  commis-^ion,  with  autlH»rity  to  mana^o  all  funds  or 
inoncys  to  l)eU8ed  to  pay  the  principal  an<i  interest  of  the  city  debt.  All  cash  should 
J^Jiantlled  by  the  collector  and  trea^jureronly.  Thesiukinir-Iumi  coiiiniissicni  should 
'>^' oblijred  to  make  n*gular  reiM)rts  of  its  action-  and  accounts  to  the  eontroiler,  like 
^"  other  linancial  departments,  unless  the  controller  is  a  member  of  it.

If  they 
J^^  jH'rfimctorily,  their  signatures  are  valueless  in  fa«t.  and  take  their  attention 
troin  more  imjn^rtant  <luties.  The  responsibility  sh<»uld  he  «livided  among  the 
y^P^rtments,  and,  under  a  strict  accountabilitv,  all  <'lerical  duties  should  Ix'  iH»r- 
fomKnl  there. 

.!r/^der  a  complete  system  of  accountability  \rry  little  inspection  of  departments

The  work  of  the  crity  should  Ik*  divided  into  as  few  departments  as  p<»sihle,  each 
with  a  single   hejul,  and   where  the*  duties  of  any  <lei>artnient  are  multifarious  it 
could  F)e  sulnlividetl  into  bureaus,  each  with  a  single  head,  who  shouM  be  resj)onsi- 
bJe  to  the  head  of  the  dei)artment  directly,  the  hea<l  of  each  dejiaitment   In'ing 
respon.sible  directly  to  the  mayor  an<l  the  city  council  for  all  the  wnrk  of  his  depart- 
ment, and  to  the  controller  for  all  financial  matters  coming  under  his  «'ontrol.     The 
hea<i  of  each  department  should  be  authorize<l  to  appoint  all  the  einj>l(»yees  of  his 
department,  subject  onlv  to  such   regulati(;ns  as  to  civil-service  examination  and 
bonds  as  may  1k»  a<lopte<l  by  the  common  council  or  the  state  and  to  the  aj>j>roval  of 
the  mayor.     Under  the  limitations  of  such  regulations  the  hca<l  of  each  department 
should  have  the  right  at  any  tiuK^  to  remove  for  cau^eany  eiiiploye<*  under  him. 

Every  offiinal  in  the  controller's  department,  in  tin'  collector's  department,  in  the 
treasurer's  departujent,  each  memU'r  of  the  sinking-fund  commission,  every  head  of 
a  department,  and  every  employee  of  the  city,  who,  un<lcr  any  circumstances,  handles 
any  cash  or  public  funds,  should  Ih^  obliged  to  j^ive  a  bond  to  the  <ity,  at  his  own 
ex])en8(.»,  in  such  amount  as  may  Ix?  determined  by  the  conunon  council,  and  which 
f<hall  be  proi>r>rtionate  to  thii  financial  resj)onsibility  inv(»lved.  These  bonds  should 
be  in  a  form  appro ve<l  by  the  (;ity  att<»rney,  aixl  the  security  should  be  furnished 
either  bv  a  defHJsit  either  of  ai)pn)ved  collateral  or  of  cash  in  the  city  treastiry,  or  by 
bonds  oisouje  responsiltlecoriKjration.  ln<lividual  bond-  of  the  frieiidsof  the  office- 
holder should  not  1k^  acceptecf. 

It  seems  verv  imp<^rtant  that  everv  officer  should  be  j.aid  by  salary.  While  it  may 
be  urged  that  in  the  past  thecollectn^n  of  taxes  in  llabana  hy  oilicial^  who  were  j>ai<l 
by  i>ercentage  has  resulted  in  an  increased  revenue  to  the  city,  we  believe  it  would 
be  very  muchcheajxT  for  thecity  to  pay  its  otIic(Ms  a  fair  salary  aii<l  put  them  under 
HUch  a  system  of  sujHTvision  and  inspection  that  they  will  be  held  closely  to  a  full 
responsibility  not  cmly  for  the  cash  actuallv  received  but  for  an  energetic  and  thor- 
ough arlmlnistration  of  their  office,  and  that  the  income  of  the  city  will  not  Ix? 
decreased  by  this  change  provided  that  such  a  complete  system  of  suiKTvision  is 
adopted. 

The  work  of  the  offices  can  l^e  very  materially  facilitateil  by  the  use  of  rublwr 
stamps  for  dates,  numl>ers,  and  forms;  the  ustMjf  machines  for  ('opying,  typewriters 
which  will  write  in  books,  adding  machines,  and  machines  for  makmg  change.  We 
have  seen  an  addinj^  machine  in  the  auditor's  office  at  Washington  which  cost  $400, 
and  which,  the  auditor  stated,  saved  the  services  of  two  clerks. 
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In  submitting  the  following  recommendations  it  must  l)e  borne  in  mind  that  it  is 
not  j)08sible  to  devise  any  system  which  makes  dishonesty  impossible  without  mak- 
ing It  so  complex  and  cunibersome  that  the  management  of  city  business  would 
involv^e  enonnous  expense  and  would  be  unmanageable.  The  most  feasible  system  is 
a  double  inspection,  or  a  report  from  one  officer  of  the  responsibility  of  the  others, 
so  that  there  will  l)e  a  countercheck  upon  everything.  More  than  one  check  uj)on 
ea<rh  official  is  considered  impracticable. 

We  realize  fully  that  some  of  the  changes  and  recommendations  made  in  this 
report  will  require  action  on  the  part  of  the  supreme  central  authority  of  the  island, 
which  alone  can  change  the  existmg  laws.  Whether  such  changes  can  be  obtained 
it  is  not  for  us  to  judge,  but  while  upon  this  su])ject  wx'  deem  it  advisable  to  cover 
the  ground  thoroughlv,  and  when  tne  municipal  law  is  finally  determined  by  the 
insular  authorities  we  Ix^lieve  that  it  will  l>e  a  comparatively  simple  matter  to  adapt 
the  svstem  proposed  to  the  situation  which  shall  l>e  created,  and  we  respectfully 
submit  in  this  report  such  suggestions  and  such  a  system  as  we  believe  will  bring  the 
income  of  the  city  to  a  maximum  and  ita  expenses  to  a  minimum,  and  insure  a  care- 
ful, honest,  and  l^usinesslike  administration  of  the  city  finances. 

THi?    ANNUAL   BUDGET. 

The  foundation  of  all  systems  of  municipal  finances  is  the  annual  budget.  The 
method  of  preparing  it  should  be  this:  When  a  thorough  system  of  municipal 
accounts  has  been  estabhshed  the  controller  will  be  able  to  make  a  complete  detailed 
report  of  all  the  actual  expenses  of  every  department  during  the  preceding  fiscal 
year.  At  present  the  auditor  can  not  do  that.  He  should  therefore  he  furnisheil 
with  a  report  of  its  exi>enses  from  the  head  of  everj'  department,  which  he  can  use 
in  connection  witli  the  books  of  his  office  in  order  to  prepare  an  estimate  for  the 
coming  year.  Under  all  circumstances  the  he^d  of  each  department  should  send  to 
the  controller  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  his  department  for  the  following 
year.  The  controller  should  then  tiike  all  these  reports,  arrange  them  into  one 
report,  with  such  comments  as  he  de^ems  l>est,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  commit- 
tcH?  of  the  city  council  for  action.  The  question  of  how  far  these  estimates  shall  be 
allowed  depends  in  the  first  place  on  a  knowledge  of  how  far  the  articles  requeste<l 
are  necea«ary,  and  in  the  second  place  on  a  knowledge  of  what  the  income  of  the 
city  will  l)e  and  how  much  it  can  spend,  and  how  best  to  divide  ita  resources  among 
its  various  necessities. 

When  the  estimate  for  these  necessities  is  reduced  to  a  minimum,  some  city  official, 
usually  the  (•r>ntroller,  then  furnishes  a  careful  and  conservative  estimate  of  miscel- 
laneous income,  ba.«e(l  upon  the  receipts  of  the  preceding  year,  from  all  the  miscel- 
laneous taxes — for  example,  from  licenses,  special  pennits,  assessmentti  for  work  on 
sidewalks,  curbinsr,  sewers,  and  pavements  generally,  the  amount  of  which  estimated 
re(!eipts  is  deducted  from  the  total  of  the  estimated  exjwnses.  The  difference  then 
shows  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  direct  taxation  upon  real  and  i)ersonal  property, 
and  the  ratio  lx*tween  this  amount  and  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  such  property 
gives  the  tax  rate. 

At  present  the  assessment  of  the  property  from  which  the  fincaa  urbanas  and  fincas 
rusticas  taxes  are  collected  is  in  the  hands  of  the  insular  hacienda,  and  the  govemor- 
g(*neral  has  settled  the  tax  rate.  At  present,  therefore,  there  is  absolutely  ho  means 
of  a<lapting  the  income  of  the  city  to  its  needs. 

We  can  not  urge  too  strongly  the  necessity  of  a  change  in  the  city  real  estate  taxation. 
Tlu^  assessments  should  he  made  by  the  city  officials  and  the  rate  of  taxation  fixini  by 
the  city  council.  The  rate  of  taxation  should  l>e  limite<l  so  that  it  should  not  exceed 
a  certain  i)ercentage  of  the  valuation.  We  see  no  object  in  changing  the  valuation 
from  the  present  svstem  of  assessing  the  rental  value  to  the  system  in  the  Unitecl 
States  of  assessing  tne  fee  value,  but  unless  the  city  is  granted  sufficient  autonomy  to 
enable  it  to  adapt  its  taxes  to  its  necessities  it  can  never  tell  whether  it  will  be  able 
to  pay  its  bills  during  the  year  or  not,  and  it  may  be  seriously  cripple<i  in  many 
necessary  improvements  by  its  inability  to  raise  $100,000  more  in  one  year  than  in 
the  preceding  year. 

The  previous  discussion  of  the  annual  budget  is  in  reference  to  the  existing  pro- 
ce<lure  in  the  city  of  Habana.  In  the  large  cities  of  the  United  States  the  work  of 
pR^paring  the  budget,  including  the  many  appropriations  of  the  various  departments, 
is  carried  on  by  a  special  l)oanl  constituted  for  that  purpose,  called  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apiX)rtionment.  This  lx)ard  consists  usually  of  the  mayor,  the  controller, 
and  the  city  treasurer,  to  which  are  sent  all  the  reports  which  we  have  suggested 
the  c<Mitroller  should  prepare  and  present  to  the  common  council.  This  board  has 
the  authority  to  reduce  the  amount  requested  for  expenses  in  any  year  by  the  head 
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of  any  department,  but  not  to  increafle  it.  This  board  then  makes  it^  own  official  report 
to  the  financial  committee  of  the  common  council,  and  the  common  council  in  given 
authority  to  decrease  anv  requisition,  but  not  to  increa.se  it.  In  practice,  however, 
the  work  of  the  board  oi  estimate  and  apportionment  is  final,  and  tlie  common  coun- 
cil seldom  or  never  changes  the  re|)ort  wliich  this  lK)ard  presents  to  it. 

^uch  a  lx>ard  seems  verv  advisable.     Too  much  emphasis  can  not  1k»  laid  upon  the 

necetjHity  of  strictly  dividing  the  a<lniinistrativc  an<l  U'^'islativc  functions.     Tlic  city 

cciuncil  nhould  be  confined  wholly  to  the  legislative  ninctions  and  to  (Jetcrmining  the 

poiicy  of  the  city.     The  preparation  of  all  <lctails  ni)on  which  such  determination 

would  l)e  ma<le,  and  the  entire  administration  of  a  detennine<l  policy,  should  be  left 

exchii^ively  to  the  administrative  branch  of  the  governnK-nt,  an<l  it  seems  that  this 

function  of  determining  the  amount  of  appropriations  necessary  is  more  a<hninistra- 

tive  tHan  it  is  legislative.     Furthermore,  the  citv  cnun<il  should   h»'  kept  as  free  as 

Ppssjf  >!(;  from  detail  work  and  entirely  occupied  -vith  the  boanl  an<l  gi'iieral  (juestions 

of  municipal  j)olicy. 

I^  pursuance  of  the  i)lan  of  our  report  we  w  isli  to  discuss  next — 

1.    Tht'  htninl  (ff  tisf<(  ssors. 

T'^^  chief  source  of  municipal  revenue  in  the  Unitt'd  States  is  the  taxes  levied  ui)on 
T^'  ^s?tate and  personal  proi>erty,  the  lntter(jf  which  does  not  exist  in  Cuba.  Through- 
out the  Unitecl  States,  we  mdieve,  and  certainly  in  every  city  that  we  visited,  there 
is*  V>oard  of  assessors  who  detennine  the  value  of  the  real  pmpertv  willnn  the  city 
\iiuits  and  the  value  of  the  i)ersonal  i>ror>ertv  of  all  the  residents.  'I  hev  are  citv  ofh- 
cia.l.<«.  This  valuation  is  then  rcporte(l  to  the  city  c(>uucil  and  the  rate  nf  taxation  is 
determined  as  above  de>>cribed. 

In  all  municipal  systems  which  contom])late  a  Ixtard  of  as>essors  some  provision 
should  l)e  made  for  a  lM)ard  of  e(pialization  ^>i  assessments.  t<»  whi<'h  tlie  taxpaver 
uiay  appeal  when  he  considers  himself  as.<esse<l  at  too  high  a  ligure.  and  whose  action 
should  Ik?  final.  If  there  is  a  board  oi  asses.^ors  su<h  a  board  of  e(|uali/.ation  could 
con.*iist  of  all  the  assessors  acting  jointly,  l»ut  in  order  to  rscape  the  daiiy:er  of  a  ntntual 
admiration  society,  it  would  seem  better  that  sii<h  hoard  of  e<juali/.ation  he  (S]M'cially 
apT)ointe<l  and  consist  of  persons  wh<»  weic  not  assessoi-^. 

In  all  the  cities  which  we  visited,  and  we  helievr  in  all  tin-  I'nited  States,  the  ])asis 
of  tlie  assessors'  work  is  a  carefully  prepared  map  of  the  city,  which  shows  the  street 
boundaries  and  the  l>oundaries  of  every  parcel  of  land  owned  hy  the  sej»arate  land- 
holders. This  map  is  pn^jiared  from  an  actual  survey,  and  the  nuip  is  <livide(l  into 
plats  of  land  whose  boundaries  corresj)ond  with  the  streets,  each  plat  hearing  a  sepa- 
rate number.  They  may  contain  <»ne  or  nnjre  city  sijuares,  the  better  sy.^^tem  l)eing 
to  have  a  separate  plat  for  each  sfpiare.  These  j>!ats  are  nuinlHTed  consecutively 
from  1  up.  They  are  divided  on  the  niaj>  into  the  number  of  jots  which  corres|>ond8 
with  the  division  of  land  by  individual  ownership.  I^ach  lot  of  land  in  each  plat 
bears  a  numl>er  from  1  up.  In  Buffalo  the  a.-scssors  keej)  no  record  of  the  names  of 
the  owners,  and  therefore  n«>  reconl  of  transfers  of  real  estate  unless  such  transfers 
involve  the  subdivision  of  existing  lots  on  the  as-essors'  nia]»,  and  the  tax  l)ills  are 
made  out  against  Lot  No.  X,  Plat  No.  Y.  This  system  is  found  to  work  ])erfectly  sat- 
isfactorily there,  as  the  tax  is  a  lien  upon  real  I'state.  When  a  transfer  is  made  it 
must  be  registered  in  the  surveyor's  Inireau  of  the  as.^essors'  ofli<'i'  before  being  taken 
to  the  registry  of  deeds.  This  enables  the  assessors  to  havt*  a  re<'or<l  of  <'very  sulxli- 
vision  of  an  existing  lot  and  to  keep  their  ma])  up  to  date.  Assessments  are  usually 
made  out  against  the  pro|)erty  as  it  appears  on  the  map,  an<l  a  <*oniplete  set  of  books 
is  ma^^le  out  by  plat  and  lot  numbers  showing  the  valuation  of  the  pn>perty.  In 
Washington  the  valuation  of  the  land  and  of  the  improvements  is  separately  made. 
The  assessments,  as  a  whole,  are  revised  there  every  three  years  only,  and  no  change 
ii*  made  in  the  assessed  values  in  this  time  except  when  new  improvements  are  added. 
The  various  properties  of  the  city  are  then  arran;red  in  accordance  with  the  names 
of  the  owners  for  the  jmrpose  of  niaking  out  tax  hills.  This  ntu'cssitates  a  constant 
watch  of  the  registrar's  othce  in  order  that  changes  of  ownership  of  lots,  iv<  des(Til)ed 
on  the  assessors'  map,  may  be  recorded  in  their  ofhce.  The  onlv  thing  gained  by 
this  system  for  the  city  is  that  when  the  bills  are  made  out  the  bill  against  one  per- 
son will  cover  a  numl>er  of  lots,  and  a  separate  bill  for  each  lot  will  not  l>e  necessary. 
It  is  easily  apparent  that  the  creation  of  such  a  map  is  absolutely  necessary  in 
Cuba,  and  a  copy  of  it  should  be  in  possession  of  the  collector  and  the  (controller  of 
the  city  in  order  to  detennine  what  proi)ertv  has  paid  taxes  and  what  not,  and  to 
detennine  the  amount  of  penalties  of  arrears  5ue,  and  to  enable  such  steps  to  be  taken 
as  may  be  necessary  to  collect  taxes  in  arrears. 
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2.  The  colleclor. 

The  chief  sources  of  the  city*p  income  are  the  fincas  urbanas  and  rosticas  taxes,  the 
subsidio  idustrial,  and  the  water  rents.    These  are  now  payable  quarterly. 

This  .system  of  (juarterly  payments  should  be  abandoned  and  they  should  be  made 
annual.  The  tinance  commission  has  already  discussed  this  question  and  it  needs  no 
amplification  here.  We  can  only  add  that  our  observation  and  study  in  the  United 
States  confinns  us  in  our  opinion  that  such  a  change  is  not  only  an  economy  to  the 
citv,  but  a  greater  convenience  to  the  taxpayer. 

'these  three  classes  of  income  should  be  made  payable  at  different  times  in  the 
year — for  example,  fincas  nisticos  and  urbanas  in  Septeml^er,  the  subsidio  industrial 
m  Dt»cemlx;r,  and  the  water  rents  in  February.  The  annual  license  fee  should  then 
l>e  paid  in  July.  This  division  of  the  time  of  payment  of  these  various  bills  will 
enable  the  imymeuts  to  l)e  made  more  easily  and  handled  with  a  smaller  force  of 
regular  clerks;  will  keep  the  city  supplied  with  funds,  and  obviate  the  necessity 
of  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  and  will  also  benefit  the  taxpayer  by  divid- 
ing his  payments  and  ena])ling  him  to  pay  his  total  municipal  contribution  in  install- 
ments— the  only  rt»ason  why  quarterly  payments  should  oe  pennitted.  It  further 
obviates  the  necessity  of  more  than  one  collector,  which  saves  expense  to  the  city 
and  concentrates  re.*<iK)iisibility  in  one  man.  It  might  be  advisable  to  make  certain 
of  the  suljsidio  industrial  taxes  an<l  some  licenses,  such  as  peddlers',  payable  semi- 
annually on  account  of  the  varying  character  or  uncertainty  of  business;  but  we  are 
strongly  of  the  o)>inion  that  alftaxes  should  be  paid  annually  in  advance,  if  possible, 
and  none  at  shorter  intervals  than  semiannually. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  collections,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum 
should  be  allowed  on  fincas  urbanas  an<l  rusticas  for  payment  within  the  first  two 
months  after  payments  l>ecome  due,  and  interest  charged  at  the  same  rate  for  pay- 
ments made  during  the  following  four  mouths.  After  that  a  further  penalty  of  1  per 
cent  a  month  should  l^e  ad<led  for  three  months,  and  then  the  property  should  be 
advertised  for  sale,  to  l)e  sold  in  fifteen  days.  If  the  tax  is  paid  after  this  date,  and 
befoR'  the  sale,  the  1  i>er  cent  a  month  penalty  should  continue  and  a  further  sum 
of  $5  added  to  the  bill  to  cover  the  advertising  expenses.  If  the  sale  is  held,  the 
owner  should  be  allowed  to  redeem  within  the  period  allowed  by  law  (usually  two 
years  in  the  Ignited  States)  on  paying  the  purcliaser  the  siun  for  which  the  sale  was 
made,  with  12  per  cent  per  annum  interest  added.  When  the  period  for  redemption 
is  passed  the  purchaser  should  receive  a  tax  deed  and  be  put  in  possession.  This 
tax  deed  should  be  prepared  by  the  city  attorney  and  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser 
by  the  controller. 

This  system  vm\  l)e  applied  to  the  subsidio  industrial,  with  the  modification  that 
no  discount  shouM  l)e  allowed  and  the  penalty  should  begin  at  the  end  of  thirty 
davs  after  the  tax  was  due,  and  be  increased  to  a  flat  5  per  cent.  If  this  tax  is  not 
paid  at  the  end  of  thirty  (lays  more,  the  business  owing  it  should  be  closed  by  the 
police. 

If  the  water  rents  are  not  paid  in  ten  days,  a  notice  should  be  sent  to  the  owner 
or  occupant  of  the  premises,  by  this  designation  and  not  by  name,  and  if  the  pay- 
ment is  not  made  in  ten  days  more  the  water  supply  should  be  shut  off. 

In  the  other  classes  of  income  the  use  of  penalties  is  not  necessary,  as  the  pay- 
ments are  made  for  privileges  which  can  only  be  exercised  by  those  who  possess  the 
evidence  of  previous  payment. 

The  most  effective  system  to  enable  the  controller  to  keep  check  on  the  collector 
is  to  have  every  bill  made  out  in  the  office  of  the  department  which  has  chai^ge  of 
the  subject  involved,  and  then  forwarded  to  the  collector.  When  a  large  number 
of  bills  are  made  out  at  the  same  time  they  should  l)e  accompanied  by  a  detailed 
list  of  them  on  a  blank  form  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  a  copy  of  such  list  fur- 
nished to  the  controller.  In  any  event,  any  department  or  bureau  furnishing  a  bill 
should  report  it  in  detail  to  the  controller  on  the  same  day.  The  controller  will 
then  charge  the  collector  with  all  bills  received  by  him,  and  credit  him  with  the 
c»sh  turned  over  by  him  to  the  treasurer  each  day.  The  collector  must  give  the 
controller  a  detailed  list  of  all  bills  paid  each  day,  and  will  be  furnished  with  dupli- 
cate receipts  by  the  treasurer,  one  of  wliich  he  retains  and  the  other  files  with  the 
controller.  The  controller  thus  has  a  complete  history  of  each  day's  business,  with 
vouchers,  and  c«n  make  the  necessary  entries  on  his  books.  No  bill  should  be  given 
out  unless  it  is  to  l^e  mid  in  full.  If  a  bill  is  to  be  paid  in  part  a  partial  receipt  on 
a  separate  form  should  l)e  given,  and  for  this  a  book  with  numbered  stubs  should  be 
usea.  The  partial  payment  should  also  be  indorseil  on  the  Imck  of  the  tax  bill.  If 
a  person  desires  to  know  the  amount  of  his  tax  without  paying  it,  a  memorandum 
containing  that  information  can  be  given  him.    The  system  of  payment  should  be 
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as  follows:    The  taxpayer  would  go  to  the  entry  clerk's  window,  who  would  have 
before  him  a  book  prepared  for  the  entry  of  the  details  of  tiie  bill;  he  should  then 
enter  the  bill  in  his  book  and  personally  hand  the  bill  to  the  cashier.    The  tax- 
payer would  then  move  to  the  cashier's  window,  where  he  would  make  his  payment, 
the  cashier  enterine  in  his  book  only  the  amount  received,  without  any  other  details. 
At  the  end  of  the  (&y  the  entry  clerk'n  total  should  agreo  with  tho  canhior'n  memo- 
randum and  with  the  cash  on  hand.     It  is  lH»st  to  ust*  a  fhi])li('ate  set  of  books  for 
luiscellaneous  receipts  and  send  the  entry  clerk's  hooks  eaeh  «lay  to  tlie  {•ontn)ller's 
office  while  the  other  set  of  b<X)ks  is  iu  use,  and  have  tlie  controller  make  his  entrit»8 
fJX)m  these  books.     In  times  when  there  is  a  pn^at  rush  of  jiaymeiits,  several  entry 
clerkswould  l)e  used,  and  the  (ashier  would  have  a  clerk  to  make  the  memorandum 
o!  the  bills  and  help  him  count  money  and  make  change. 

hi  some  cases  the  bill  is  handtnl  to  a  third  clerk  outside  of  the  cashier's  depart- 
nient,  who  makes  a  further  note  of  the  aniouiit  and  stamps  the  receipts  as  ])ai(l — or 
BUch  stamp  may  be  affixed  before  handing  the  bill  to  the  casliier.  As  a  matter  of 
»act  these  entry  clerks  are  generally  employees  of  the  collector,  hut  one  of  them 
wuld  be  an  employee  of  the  controller's  oflice,  to  which  olhce  the  entry  hooks  would 
then  belong.  A  daily  report  to  the  controller  should  1h*  made  by  either  semling  him 
the  most  detailed  entry  book  or  by  sen* ling  him  a  coj>y  of  it.  If  the  entry  clerk 
^88aclerk  of  the  controller's  office,  he  couM  take  the  hook  with  him  at  the  close  of 
the  day,  after  comparing  the  entries  with  the  cashier.  In  ca.M*  the  hooks  are  sent,  in 
all  cases  this  necessitates  a  duplicate  set  of  lM)okH  to  1m'  use<l  on  alternate  <layH. 

In  the  case  of  the  fincas  urbanas  and  rusticas  and  suhsidio  industrial  and  the  watt^r  ' 
™^,  the  detailed  hst  sent  to  the  colle<'tor  from  the  department  prejuiring  the  hills 
should  serve  as  the  entry  clerk's  lKM)ks,  as  they  shouNl  ('ontain  blanks  in  which  tr) 
^nter  the  payment.    These  lists  could  not  be  in  duplicate,  but  as  the  controller  has 
^CXactcopy  it  would  be  easy  for  him  to  coniplete  his  re<<>rds. 

PERMITS. 

There  are  certain  payments  made  to  the  city  by  tax])ayers  who  wish  to  obtain 
^rtain  things  from  the  city  for  which  j)ayments  are  madi^  in  advance.     These  include 
I^'ments  for  certified  copies  of  documents,  usually  obtain^sl   from  the  stHTetary's 
office,  payments  for  sewer  connections,  and  for  the  installatioy,  reinstallati<m,  and 
suppression  of  water.     The  simplest  form  of  checkin«r  these  is  to  have  the  contnjller 
/urnish  the  officials  who  issue  the  certified  copies  an«l  jicrniits  a  book  of  forms,  with 
stubs,  numbere<l  consecutively,  which  forms  shall  direct  the  collector  to  collect  acer- 
tain  amount  from  the  person  who  desires  the  copy  or  jx-nnit.     When  such  an  appli- 
cation is  made  at  the  proper  office,  and  it  is  to  In.*  granted,  theappliciint  takes  this  cer- 
tificate to  the  collector,  pays  the  money,  tin*  c(>llector  signs  the  rcjceipt  atthe  bottom 
of  the  certificate,  and  the  applicant  deli  vers  thisreceif>ttothe  proiHToliicean<l  receives 
his  permit  or  certified  copy.     No  such  jxTmit  or  certified  coj^y  may  be  issue<l  until 
the  receipt  is  obtained  and  surrendered.     The  collector  makes  the  ])roper  entry  on 
the  books  of  his  office,  his  receipt  is  forwarded  to  tlie  controller's  office  at  the  close 
of  the  day  by  the  office  whi(!h  issues  the  coj)V  or  jn'rinit,  an<l  the  issuing  olhce  has 
its  stub  as  its  reconi.     The  issuing  office  should  also  keep  a  lK»ok  in  which  it  should 
keep  a  memorandum,  giving  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  any  permit  or  certified  copy, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued,  the  j)uri>os(»  for  which  it  is  issut^l,  and 
the  amount  paid,  with  the  number  of  the  collector's  receipt;  the  collector's  receipt 
and  the  permit,  where  a  permit  is  given,  shouM  Ix^ar  the  same  number.     (See  Forms 
1  and  2  annexed. ) 

LICENSES. 

There  are  certain  classes  of  receipts  wdiich  may  be  cla-^sifiod  as  licenses  and  which 
depend  for  their  enforcement  upon  the  ins])ection  of  the  ]>olice,  who  mav  requirethe 
people  who  carry  on  certain  trades  and  exercise  certain  privileges  granted  by  the  city, 
or  who  own  certain  animals,  to  prr)duce  the  evidence*  of  their  payment  of  tlie  proi)er 
tax  in  onler  to  continue  to  exercise  such  trade,  enjoy  su<'h  ])rivileges,  or  own  such 
animals.  These  include  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liijuor,  business  licenses,  factory 
licenses,  dog  licenses,  licenses  for  transportaticm  and  locomotion,  occasional  licenses, 

Sennission  to  erect  permanent  or  temporary  buildings  in  the  public  streets,  and  ped- 
lers.  All  these  licenses  are  issued  now  by  the  auditor's  office  except  the  licenses  to 
carry  on  businesses  and  factories,  which  are  issued  by  the  secretary's  office.  They 
should  be  combined  into  one  bureau,  preferably  in  the  controller's  oflice,  as  that 
would  greatly  simplify  the  amount  of  bookkeeping  necessary,  and  also  would  mini- 
mize the  trouble  to  the  public  in  obtaining  their  licenses. 
Licenses  for  factories  require  a  previous  inspection  and  certificates  from  the  engi- 
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necring  department  that  the  building  is  proper  for  the  purpose.  The  permits  for 
permanent  buildings  in  the  public  streets  require  a  resolution  of  the  ayuntamiento. 
Temporary"  erections  in  the  public  streets  require  the  resolution  of  the  ayuntamiento 
and  also  the  consent  of  the  adjoining  owner  when  they  are  adjacent  to  private  prop- 
erty. All  these  are  conditions  precSient.  The  license  bureau^  upon  receipt  of  the 
certificates  from  the  proper  ofhcials  that  the  necessary  conditions  precedent  have 
been  complied  with,  will  issue  the  licenses  in  the  following  manner:  The  bureau 
will  have  as  many  fonns  of  licenses  already  printed  as  are  commonly  used,  and  a 
lx>ok  for  miscellaneous  licenses.  { See  Form  3. )  This  book  is  divided  into  three  parts — 
a  stub,  the  license  proper,  and  the  license  coupon.  The  stub  contains  a  brief  r^sum^ 
sufficient  to  identify  the  license.  The  license  itself  states  that  Mr.  X.  has  paid  a  certain 
sum  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  on  a  certain  occupation  for  a  certain  time  at  a  cer- 
tain place,  or  so  much  of  these  <letails  as  is  necessary  in  each  case.  The  license 
coupon  is  similar  to  the  fonn  of  receipt  mentioned  a6ove  (Form  1),  and  contains 
directions  to  the  collector  to  collect  from  Mr.  X.  a  certain  amount  for  a  license  of  a 
certain  class,  and  this  is  igned  in  the  license  bureau.  It  contains  at  the  foot  a  blank 
receipt,  and  this  coupon  only  is  given  to  the  applittant  in  the  first  place.  The  latter 
takes  it  to  the  collector,  makes  his  payment,  receives  the  coupon  receipt,  returns 
with  it  to  the  license  clerk,  gets  his  hcensts  and  surrenders  his  receipt.  All  these 
license  coupons  should  Ixj  forwanled  to  the  controller  at  the  close  of  the  day,  together 
with  a  tabulated  statement  showing  the  amount  received  from  each  class  of  license 
^and  the  sum  total  of  the  fees  for  licenses  issued  fn)m  this  office. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  only  licenses  issued  to^lay  in  the 
city  of  Habana  which  are  subject  to  conditions  prec€^dent — that  is  to  say,  where  the 
applicant  is  to  satisfy  the  authorities  that  he  has  complied  with  all  the  regulations 
l>efore  receiving  his  license — are  licenses  for  factories  or  ]x)rmission  for  permanent 
or  temporary  occnj)ation  of  public  property.  A  thorough  examination  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  licenses  are  granted  should  l)e  made,  and  in  many  cases  it  will  doubt- 
less be  found  that  an  examination  of  the  premises  to  be  used,  the  character  of  the 
business  previously  carried  on,  an<l  the  manner  of  its  management  in  previous  year 
will  require  a  si>ecial  investigation  bv  the  police  or  sanitar>'  authorities  and  their 
report  before  the  license  is  granted,  t* his  is  s|)ecially  necessary  in  the  case  of  places 
which  sell  liquor,  and  billiard  saloons,  but  this  is  not  properly  part  of  the  financial 
system.  Whatever  cestrictions  may  l>e  imposed,  it  is  the  business  of  the  chief  of  the 
license  bureau  to  see  that  they  are  strictly  complied  with  in  every  case  before  the 
license  is  issued. 

The  bureau  of  licenses  should  also  keep  a  record  of  all  licenses  issued  in  books 
prepared  for  that  purpose.  The  books  referring  to  peddlers  and  hack  drivers  could 
\ye  arranged  in  numerical  order,  the  numlx?rs  corresponding  to  the  number  of  the 
license,  Ix^cause  reference  would  be  necessary  only  to  determine  whether  a  man 
having  a  certain  license  was  entitled  to  it  or  not.  Moreover,  a  hackman's  number 
is  often  of  value  to  him.  if  he  has  had  it  any  length  of  time  his  customers  will 
know  him  by  it.  A  book  of  record  for  each  of  the  other  classes  of  licenses  should  be 
made,  of  ample  size  to  contain  the  records  of  each  year,  and  should  be  devised 
alphalDctically  so  that  all  the  names  of  the  licenses  l)eginning  with  the  same  letter 
should  l>e  together.  The  record  should  contain  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the 
license,  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the  location  of  the  business,  details  of  any  action 
by  other  )x)ards  in  the  nature  of  conditions  precedent,  the  amount  paid  for  the 
license,  and  the  date  of  pavment.  For  the  licenses  of  which  only  a  few  are  issued  a 
miscellaneous  book  should  l)e  kept,  divided  into  as  many  parts  as  there  are  classes 
of  miscellaneous  licenses,  and  the  entries  made  in  it  as  the  licenses  are  issued.  This 
last  form  is  contemplated  only  when  comparatively  few  licenses  are  issued  in  the 
year  in  each  one  of  these  miscellaneous  classes. 

All  important  licenses  for  which  large  sums  are  paid  should  be  on  an  engraved 
form  in  onler  to  prevent  forgery. 

Every  licensee  who  does  not  have  a  permanent  place  of  business  but  is  in  the 
streets  should  have  a  badge  which  bears  his  number  and  the  class  of  license.  These 
badges  should  l)e  of  different  shapes  and  colors,  corresponding  to  the  different  classes 
of  such  licenses,  and  vary  from  year  to  year. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  city's  mortgage  with  the  Bank  of  Spain  the  latter  has  the 
right  to  collect  the  water  rents,  the  market  rents,  and  the  money  paid  for  the  right 
to  furnish  water  to  the  ships  in  the  harbor,  commonly  c^llea  the  ''Espigon  de 
Paula. "  The  svstem  of  collecting  and  accounting  by  the  l>ank  should  be  in  harmony 
with  that  used  \)y  the  city.  We  oelieve  that  the  bank  should  be  treated  exactly  as 
a  city  official  for  the  purpose  of  making  these  collections,  and  such  a  system  adopted 
that  When  the  bank  ceases  to  exercise  uiese  privileges  the  same  system  of  books  and 
records  can  be  continued  in  the  office  of  its  successor  as  collector. 
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WATER   RENTS. 

The  department  of  water  Hhould  l>e  furnished  by  the  controller  with  books  of 
niiml)erer|  billn,  with  Htul)s.  Tlie  fonner  nhoiild  make  out  the  bills  whenever  the 
ne<'t»ssity  arises,  retain  the  stnl)s,  and  send  these  bills  to  the  Imnk  for  collection,  and 
als<»  K'lid  adntailed  list  of  all  bills  issued  t«»  the  cfintrnllcr  of  the  city.  The  control- 
ler shoulil  thi-n  charire  the  bank  with  the  aiinmnt  of  these  bills  in  a  separate  account, 
and  the  hank  should  make  a  daily  re|M>rt  to  the  controller  of  the  aiiKunits  it  collects. 
\\  tien  the  time  comes  for  the  enfon-ement  of  penalties  the  controller  should  make 
an  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  bank,  and  the  bank  nuist  have  bills  in  itsiH>s- 
ses^ion  for  the  difference  Ix't ween  the  bilN  char^iMl  to  it  and  tin'  cash  received  and 
a4 'counted  for.  The  statement  <»f  bills  issue<l,  whi<h  the  water  department  prenares, 
should  l)e8()made  out  that  they  could  afterwards  1h»  Injund  in  book  form  and  kept 
at  the  Irank  an<l  the  controller's  odiiM' as  p<M-manent  reconls,  and  blanks  should  be 
left  in  them  for  entry  of  payment  of  bills  or  for  an  entry  that  the  bills  were  not  col- 
lected and  the  water  tunuMf  off,  <»r  that  whatevtT  penalty  aj»i>lies  had  iK'cn  imjx>stHl. 
At  present  the  bank  itself  makes  (»ut  the  water  bills,  and  a  check  uj)on  the  amount 
it  eolleeta  is  the  keeping  of  a  dupli<'ate  set  of  books  in  the  bank  itself  by  city 
enimoyees,  which  is  cund>ersome  and  expensive. 

"ore,  a^in^  we  see  the  necessity  of  a  careful  survey  of  the  city,  and  in  order  to 

know  what  houses  are  liable  for  water  rents  there  should  Ik*  a  map  showing  every 

conne<'ti(»n  l^etween  th(»  houses  and  the  mains.     The  a.'^ses.'^ors'  ujap  could  U*  taken 

hy  the  water  dej>artment  an<l  used  for  that  purp(»s(».     The  siune  reujarks  that  have 

lieen  niadealwmt  the  fonn  of  record  for  real-estate  taxes  ai)ply  to  the  water  system. 

If  the  water  tax  is  made  a  lien  upon  the  projM-rty  the  city  h:is  no  ne<*essity  forkee|>- 

m^  tra<"k  of  the  owners  or  tenants,  and  they  nee<l  simply  to  keep  their  re<'onls  by 

the  lot  and  plat  numln'rs  of  the  water  department's  map. 

A  iu*w  system  of  water  rates  and  re^'iilations  shonhl  be  a<lopte<l,  and  tht»  syst^'m 

•  used  in  Provi<lence  is  reconnnen<led  as  verv  practicable.     In  order  to  k(M'p  track  of 

fhc  work  all  the  })lundH'rs  of  the  city  should  be  li«'ens<'d  and  should  oljtain  a  i)ennit 

U'foredoin^  any  work  affectinj^  the  water  supplv,  and  they  should   be  reijuired  to 

make  a  deposit  to  cover  the  expense  of  anv  repairs  that  the  city  may  have  to  make 

after  they  have  comj)leted  their  work.     I'mU'r  such  a  set  of  rules  th*^  changes  of 

water  supply  in  the  houses  will  have  to  In*  reported  by  the  phunbers  to  the  water 

<lej»artment  Ix'fore  they  receive  permits  to  make  them,  and  a  rearranji:ement  of  the 

rates  can  be  inune^liately  made.     Th<'  rates  in    Providence  are  intentionally  made 

hi*rh  except  where  ujeters  are  used.     The  ex[»eri»*nce  of  the  officials  there  is  that  the 

intnxluction  of  meters  in  25  i>er  cent  of  the   houses  that  <lid  not  use  them  before 

re<luce<l  the  loss  of  water  by  arK)ut  1(),0(M),(M)()  <rallons  a  v<*ar. 

When  a  metere<l  service  for  water  is  used  a  «lepo>it  should  be  made  in  advance  by 
the  i)erson  who  takes  the  meter  which  should  e(jual  in  amount  the  smallest  annual 
pavment  allowe<l  un<ler  metere<l  service. 

'the  water  bureau  should  also  have  the  p<^werto  makt'  special  as.>*e!«sment  for  watt^r 
wh*»never  they  deiMu  it  advi.'^able,  an<l  they  could  use  this  pow<T  to  impose  lines  uixm 
people  who  were  wasting  water,  ami  thus  oblige  them  to  takt;  meters. 

We  do  not  suVnnit  a  form  of  bill  to  Ixi  used  in  the  water  department,  l>ecause  we 
])elieve  en»nhatically  that  a  new  systen»  sliouhl  be  adontiMl,  ami  when  that  is  done 
the  form  of  the  bill  nuist  correspond  to  such  system;  tlie  form  of  rei)orts,  however, 
Hbould  Ik)  in  substance  like  appi'ndcil  Form  \o.  4.  When  the  tiujc  for  the  j)avmentof 
water  bills  is  j)ast  and  it  iH'comes  necessary  to  shut  off  the  wat<'r,  the  bank  should 
return  to  the  controller  all  unpaid  bills  subje<'t  to  this  p<'nalty,  an<l  these  should  then 
Ik?  <lestroy(Kl,  after  keeping  a  menjoramlum  and  creditin«:  the  bank  with  them.  A 
new  record  of  such  cut-off  tai)S  should  be  made,  and  wlu»n  the  owner  or  the  occupant 
of  the  houses  wishes  to  have  the  water  turne<l  on  apiin  a  special  form  should  Ikj 
usied,  .similar  to  the  lictMises;  that  is,  a  stub  and  a  direction  to  the  mechanical  dej>art- 
nient  of  the  bureau  to  turn  on  the  water,  an<l  a  coupon  receipt.  The  water  department 
should  make  out  these  couj)on  receipts,  which  should  Ix?  a  4lirection  to  the  bank  to 
e<dlect  the  amount.  The  applicant  should  then  ^'o  to  the  bank,  j)ay  the  bill,  bring 
Imck  this  coupon,  duly  receii)te<l,  and  he  should  then  be  ^iven  an  order  to  turn  on 
tlie  water,  the  t!OUpon  receii)t  to  l>e  retained  by  the  water  bureau  an<l  forwarded  at 
tlie  close  of  the  day  to  the  controller. 

KSPKJON    OE    PAULA. 

At  present  the  right  to  supply  vessels  in  the  harbor  with  water  is  sublet  to  a  con- 
tractor. The  methcxl  of  collection  by  the  bank  of  the  amount  of  this  contract  should 
be  that  the  controller  should  furnish  the  bank  with  bills  as  often  as  payments  are  to 
be  made,  chaining  the  bank  with  the  bills. 
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CITY    MARKETS. 


The  only  possible  way  to  get  an  adequate  income  from  the  markets  of  the  city  is 
to  inaugurate  an  entirely  new  system  of  mana^ment.  A  niarket  bureau  should  be 
created,  presumably  in  the  department  of  public  works  of  the  city.  The  head  of  this 
bureau  should  have  charge  oi  all  the  markets,  and  the  stalls  should  he  renumbereti 
and  a  plan  made  of  them,  a  copv  of  which  plan  should  be  furnished  to  the  controller. 
The  city  council  or  controller  sfiould  then  rearrange  the  prices  to  be  paid,  according 
to  the  number  of  square  feet  cx'cupied  and  the  desirability  of  the  location.  At  the 
beginning  of  each  month  the  bureau  of  markets  should  prepare  a  set  of  bills  for 
each  occupant  for  his  monthly  rent  in  advance,  and  sen<l  these  bills  to  the  bank, 
together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  them,  and  a  copy  of  such  statement  to  the  con- 
troller, the  bureau  retaining  a  copy  of  the  list  and  also  the  stubs  of  the  bills.  The 
controller  should  immediately  charge  the  bank  with  the  amount  of  these  bills.  At 
the  end  of  ten  days  the  market  bureau  and  the  controller  should  be  furnished  by  the 
bank  with  a  list  of  the  unpaid  bills,  and  the  lessees  should  be  immediately  notified 
from  the  controller's  office  that  unless  they  pay  within  forty-eight  hours  they  shall 
be  evicteil.  At  the  end  of  the  forty-eight  hours  a  further  report  shall  be  furnislie<l 
to  lK)th  the  market  master  and  the  controller  by  the  bank  of  the  payments  received, 
and  the  market  master  should  evict  all  tenants  who  have  not  paid.  The  market 
master  and  his  assistant  should  have  police  powers. 

As  a  check  upon  the  market  master,  the  controller's  office  should  have  insj)ectorR 
whose  duty  it  siiould  be  to  go  at  frequent,  but  irregular,  intervals  to  the  markets  and 
note  what  stalls  are  occupied  and  what  are  vacant,  and  then  coiniMire  the  results  of 
their  insi>ecti(m  with  the  list  of  bills  furnished  by  the  bureau  of  markets.  If  a  stall 
is  rent^  Ixjfore  the  Ist  of  the  month,  a  similar  bill  and  report  for  the  proportionate 
part  of  the  rent  in  advance  shoul<l  he  furnished  by  the  bureau  of  markets  the  same 
as  for  the  monthlv  rent  in  advance,  and  the  tenant  should  be  obliged  to  obtain  his 
receipt  from  the  bank  and  exhibit  the  same  to  the  market  master  before  being  put 
ill  possession  of  the  stall.  The  same  method  should  be  used  bv  all  new  tenants  tak- 
ing possession.  A  fonn  of  reports  for  the  use  of  the  bureau  of  markets  is  submitted 
and  marked  **Form  5." 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  general  the  bank  is  treateil  just  the  same  as  any  other  t>ol- 
lector.  There  is  one  exception  to  this.  Under  the  terms  of  its  mortgage  the  hnnk 
has  the  right  not  only  to  collect  these  three  sources  of  income  mentioned,  but  also 
to  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  mortga^. 
It  can  not,  therefore,  be  recpiired  to  pay  over  the  money  received  each  day  to  the  city 
treasurer,  but  will  account  only  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  when  it  must  pay  or  receive 
the  balance  shown  to  its  debit  or  cre<lit.  The  system  submitted,  however,  seems  a 
sufficient  check,  and  we  are  confident  that  it  will  greatly  increase  the  city's  revenues. 


CHAIR   CONTRAIT. 


At  present  the  right  to  rent  chairs  in  th(»  parks  and  cm  the  Prado  is  sublet  to  a  con- 
tractor. The  form  of  receii)ts  for  all  city  contracts  should  Ixj  the  same  as  used  for  the 
Espigon  (le  Paula,  substituting  the  city  collector  for  the  bank. 


IH^ LICK-COURT    FINES. 


The  proper  system  of  check  upon  the  police-court  and  other  municipal-court  fines 
is  to  HMjuire  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  send  every  day  to  the  city  controller  a  reconl 
containing  an  alwtratrt  of  his  docket,  viz,  the  numlK^r  of  the  case,  the  name  of  the 
accused,  the  (tharge  against  him,  what  dis^>osition  was  made  of  the  man,  and  the 
amount  actually  collected.  This  sh<:)uld  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  tv)urt  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  judge  who  sits  each  day.  The  clerk  of  the  court  should  forwanl 
tliis  pai>er,  with  the  money,  to  the  collector,  who  should  sign  a  receipt  for  the  money 
at  the  lK)ttoni  of  this  form.  This  paper  should  be  in  duplicate,  one  (X)py  to  be  retainell 
by  the  clerk  of  the  court  and  the  other  tiled  in  the  controllers  office. 


CITY    JAIL. 


The  sources  of  income  from  the  city  jail  are  from  contractors  who  use  prison  labor, 
from  the  barber  shop,  and  from  the  renting:  of  special  quarters.  The  most  feasible 
system  of  keeping  check  upon  the  contract  lalvor  is  to  require  some  official  to  make  a 
weekly  report  to  the  controller  of  the  amount  due  under  the  terms  of  the  ct>ntract, 
giving  such  details  as  are  necessary,  according  to  the  way  each  contract  is  drawn; 
send  this  report  to  the  controller's  office,  countersigned  by  the  chief  jailer,  and  send 
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I'eceipts  to  the  collect^^r  to  whom  the  contractor  nhall  make  all  payinentM.  The  whole 
system  of  contract  lal)or  seems  wrong  and  very  wasteful.  The  prisonerH  Hhould  be 
properly  employed  on  such  work  for  the  city  as  they  can  do,  and  receive  no  pay 

The  collection  of  the  amounts  paid  for  special  quarters  in  the  jail  should  In?  made 

hy  a  clerk  of  the  collector's  office.     The  jailer  should  1h»  furnis«hed  by  the  controller 

^'tli  nuiiil>ered  receipts  bearing  stub?,  which  Hlmuhl  be  ^iven  to  each  prisoner  uinm 

W'inent  in  the  morning  for  the  twenty-four  hours*  rental.     These  reciMj>ts  should 

'^'«gne<l  by  one  of  the  officials  of  the  jail  and  countersijxned  bv  the  collector's  rep- 

n-fJentative/and  ]H)*h  of  them  shouM  initial  the  stubs.     The  jaiFcr  should  then  send 

a^iailv  report,  at  the  close  of  the  dav,  to  the  controller  of  the  amount  collected  by 

t/>e  collector. 

Tile  most  feasible  system  of  keeping  track  of  the  amounts  actually  received  at  the 
barber  shop  is  to  require  a  j)rison  ofiicial  t<^geta  numlK^r  of  barl>er-shop  tickets  every 
Monday  morning  from  the  controller,  for  which  he  is  chargeil,  and  on  Saturday  or 
►Sunday  afternoons  to  return  the  unused  tickets  with  the  <  ush  for  all  that  he  has  not 
rt^turried.  The  payment  to  the  barber  will  then  be  made  by  an  odlcrial  of  the  con- 
trolliir'g  office  upon  the  surrender  of  the  canceled  tickets.  In  this  way  the  prison 
<^^^a.lH  will  make  no  payments  to  the  l>arlK*r. 

Th^  entire  system  of  accounts  in  the  prison  should  becr)Upled  with  frequent  inspec- 
tiouM  of  it  at  irregular  intervals  by  an  in8i>ectorfrom  tluM'ontroller's  office,  whoshould 
li^^'^therighttoexamine  the  books  of  the  j)rison  aii<l  go  through  all  }>arts  of  it,  re|K)rt 
the  nnml^er  of  men  lalx)ring,  the  nund)er  of  cells  occuj»ied,  aixl  make  such  insjwH^tion 
of  t\\^  barber  shop  as  he  can.  If  a  system  of  contract  labor  is  resume<l  at  the  "Asilo 
de  San  Jose,"  the  same  system  of  accounts  a^^  rcj'onnnended  for  the  prison  sliouM  Ikj 
adopie<l. 

SLAICJirTKKIlOl  SUs. 

The  form  of  accounts  to  l)e  used  in  the  slaughterhouses  shouM  be  in*  follows:  A 

deputy  col  le(;tor  should  be  stationed  thereat  such  times  as  the  eattU*  enter  the  corral 

or  th(»  slaughterhoiLse  itself,  an<l  when  tlu?  dre>se«l  beef  is  carrie<l  away.    The  system 

now  in  use  there  is  that  the  gateman  counts  the  cattle  whi<'h  enter  the  corral,  another 

njan  coimts  those  which  go  from  there  into  the  slaughterhouse,  and  another  counts 

the  (^n^asnes  of  meat  that  leave,  and  each  makes  his  report  to  the  collector,  who  then 

<*ollects  the  fees.    There  is  a  fixed  tariff  for  each  operation.    The  sul>collector  should 

l)e  furnished  with  receipts  by  the  cr>ntroller,  the  recei])ts  being  of  different  colors  for 

each  tax.     They  shoula  Ix?  printed  in  the  form  of  United  States  ^>ostal  notes,  so  that 

when  they  are  toni  off  thev  would  show  the  nund)er  of  cattle  tor  wlii<"h  the  tax  is 

paid.    The  receipts  should  ))o  delivenMl  to  the  gateman  whenever  the  cattle  enter  the 

corral  or  pass  from  it  to  the  slaughterhouse,  or  when  the  dressed  beef  leaves.     The 

gateman  should  prepare  a  full   list  of  the  cattle  which  enter  and  of  the  beef  which 

leaves  for  the  chief  of  the  slaughterhouse,  and  then  h«'  must  also  hand  over  to  him 

the  collector's  receipts  for  the  fees.     The  chief  should  daily  forward  these  receipts 

to  the  controller.    The  collector  shouhi  also  make  a  daily  reiKirt  to  the  controller,  and 

the  controller  should  have  the  right  to  inspect  his  books  or  receii)ts  at  any  time,  and 

whenever  a  receipt  book  is  usiMJ  up  it  should  1h^  sent  back  to  the  controller's  office, 

the  stubs  being  left  in  it  to  be  compared  with  the  receii>ts  turned  in  by  the  chief  of 

the  slaughterhouse. 

FINCAS    RISTKAS    AND    I  HHANAS. 

At  present  the  auditor  receives  a  list  of  those  who  ])ay  the  tineas  urbanasand  fincas 
rusticas  taxes,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  Ib^  shouM  i)rej)are  a  tabulated  state- 
ment of  this  list  in  duplicate,  and  also  a  set  of  bills,  which  sliould  be  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order,  which  bills  neetl  not  have  stubs.  Tlefore  the  bills  are  payable  he 
should  forward  a  copy  of  this  list,  together  with  the  bills,  to  the  collector  and  charge 
him  with  the  amount  of  them. 

When  a  city  assessor's  office  is  established  it  should  prepare  these  bills  and  lists 
and  forward  them  to  the  collector  and  controller,  resi)ectivelv. 

The  collector  should  make  daily  reports  to  the  controller  of  the  bills  paid,  with  the 
details  showing  the  amount  of  discount  and  interest,  and  the  controller  should  copy 
the  same  on  his  duplicate  list  and  verify  the  correctness  of  all  computations.  When 
the  penalties  begin  to  accrue  he  should  make  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  unpaid 
bills  remaining  with  the  collector  and  see  that  they  correspond  with  the  latter' s 
reports.  The  examination  should  be  repeated  when  the  time  to  advertise  for  sales 
arrives,  and  he  should  then  calculate  the  accrued  interest  and  add  that  with  the 
adverting  expenses  to  the  bills  (the  latter  by  stamp),  and  charge  such  additional 
sums  to  the  collector  as  if  a  new  bdl  were  issued.  These  sums  should  also  be  entered 
upon  the  duplicate  list  in  hia  office  and  that  of  the  collector. 
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I'AVIXtJ,  SIDKW.M.KS,    .\NI>   SKWKIIS. 

The  pn^Hont  law  in  (hibu  is  that  projH'rty  owium-s  i)ay  a  jwrt  of  tlio  expenses  for 
paving .t he  etrei^t  a<ljac'ent  to  their  j>r<>jH.»rty  ami  for  layiiij^  fii<iewalk8  there.  They 
pay  no  exiH*nm»H  for  H<.*\vers  except  tiie  exj)enst»  of  making  the  connection  l^etween 
the  h(.)UhH.^  and  the  newer.  Sewer  connectionH  nhoiild  l)C»  made  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  city  oftieiais  ()r  l>y  city  workmen.  If  8ueli  work  is  not  done  by  men 
under  direct  municipal  control  the  contractor  who  ha«  charge  of  it,  iKjfore  obtaining 
his  permit  to  do  this  work,  should  be  obligtHl  t<.>  make  a  deix>ait  sufficient  to  cover 
the  expensK?  of  any  nM>airs  necessarv  to  R»pTiice  the  HtrtH?t  in  pro|>er  condition.  The 
method  of  collecting  thene  deix>8itslia.M  l>een  discussi'd  under  **  Permits." 

All  expeni<es  for  work  done  by  the  city  nhould  In*  liens  ujx>n  the  property;  an<l 
here  agam  the  necessity  for  a  com]>lete  map  of  the  city  is  apimrent.  Also  m  this 
dei»artment,  Hin<.*e  these  charges  an^  liens,  tnere  is  no  necessity  of  keeping  track  of 
the  changes  of  ownershiu.  These  bills  should  be  made  out  in  tlie  projK^r  bureau 
of  the  department  of  public  works  of  the  city,  an<l  in  cases  of  i>ermanent  improve- 
ments the  taxpayer  should  Ik?  allowe<l  a  tenii  of  years,  iLsually  five,  in  which  to 
pay  it,  payinc:  each  year  an  annual  pro  rata  part  of  the  ex|K*nse,  f)eing  alloweil 
a  (lisc^ount'if  lie  pays  in  advance.  The  deimrtmeiit  which  has  charge  of  the  work 
should  make  out  a  full,  detaile<l  statement  of  tlie  work  done.  It  should  give  the 
location  of  the  property,  the  character  of  the  work  done,  the  exjHinse  per  linimr 
or  square  foot,  as  the  case  may  1h»,  the  pmportion  which  the  proi>ertv  owner  pays, 
and  the  amount  of  each  annual  j>ayment.  There  should  then  follow  blanks  in 
whi(!h  to  enter  the  date  and  the  amount  of  each  myment.  A  copy  of  tlie.:e  lists 
should  l)e  fumishe<l  to  the  collector  and  anotlurr  to  the  city  controller.  The  depart- 
ment of  public  works  shouM  also  furnish  the  collector  with  bills  ma^le  out  for  each 
annual  payment  s<^'})aratelv.  These  bills  should  Ije  numbered  and  each  account  liear 
the  same'numl>er,  the  different  years  l)i»ing  indicateil  l)y  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  etc. 
The  collator  should  st»nd  a  daily  return  to  the  controller  of  all  amounts  colknited  on 
thi»se  ainrounts,  aiul  the  contr«)ller  should  verify  the  amounts  and  enter  the  ]>ayinents 
uj)on  the  statements  furnished  him  by  the  dei»artment  of  public  works,  and  should 
examine  the  bills  Remaining  in  tlie  collector  s  office  at  least  once  a  year  and  clieck 
off  the  latter's  reiK^rt.  This  will  neces.sitate  the  fnHiuent  handling  of  bills,  and  as 
some  of  them  will  not  Ixi  u.<?ed  in  five  years  it  is  therefon^  Recommended  that  those 
bills  l>e  printed  on  a  light  cardboard  and  filed  away  in  drawers  arrange*!  on  thecanl- 
index  system.  This  arrangement  ai  cards  contemplates  canls  at  frequent  inter\'a]9 
of  another  color,  with  a  small  sj>ur  or  projection  alx.>ve,  which  will  serve  as  an  index 
to  the  cards  in  ea<'h  section  and  facilitate  their  fre^iuent  handling  and  examination. 
This  same  system  could  with  advantage  l>e  a]>f)lied  to  the  bills  for  the  fincas  urbanas 
and  the  fincras  rusticas,  and,  in  fact,, to  anv  set  of  accounts  where  a  large  number  of 
bills  have  to  Iw  kept  ready  for  ('onstant  n»ference  and  quick  handling. 

At  tlie  end  oi  the  year  the  unpaid  installments  should  l>ear  12  per  cent  i>er  annimi 
interest,  and  if  the  assessment  is  not  X)aid  at  the  end  of  the  jierioil  alloweil  the 
property  should  be  sold  in  the  same  way  as  for  nonimyment  of  taxes. 

srijsimo  iNDrsTRiAr,. 

The  present  system  of  collecting  the  pubsidio  industrial  is  absolutely  inadequate,  and 
a  radical  change  is  necessary.  In  the  first  i)la(.'e,  each  j[X)lice  captain  shouhl  I  hj  rtHiui  ivti 
to  get  a  list  of  all  the  places  of  busim^ss  within  his  district.  These  i)olice  lists  siiouhl 
Ih".  made  out  by  streets  and  blocks  and  should  give  the  street  and  number,  the  iianu' 
of  the  owner,  the  character  of  the  business  carrie<i  on,  and  such  details  as  will  enal>le 
the  controller  to  classify  the  business  an<l  determine  the  proper  tax.  Ius]>ect<»rs 
from  the  controller's  office  should  Ik*  making  out  duplicate  lists  at  the  same  time. 
These  lists  sliould  l)e  compannl,  an<l  where  they  <lo  not  agree  a  thinl  insiH?ction 
should  be  made  or  the  owner  of  the  shop  sent  for  to  state,  under  oath,  the  extent 
and  character  of  his  business,  whichever  may  st'em  best  to  the  controller. 

When  this  examination  is  complete  the  details  of  it  should  Ikj  entere<l  upon  the 
system  of  canls  like  Form  6,  and  these  canls  will  constitute  a  jH»rmanent  record  in 
the  controller's  office.  When  anv  man  g(H*s  out  of  business  the  canls  should  be  put 
away  and  kept  in  a  dead  file.  'Jhe  card  system  is  si)e(!ially  applicable  to  a  form  of 
permanent  record  which  involves  many  and  constant  changes.  F^ach  caixl  should 
ne  nuinlxjreil  and  they  should  ])e  arranginl  alphalx»tically  acconling  to  the  namei)  <»f 
the  proprietors.  The  numl)ers  should  never  Ik»  dupliiratiHl;  that  is  to  say,  if  a  man 
changes  his  business  or  his  location  he  would  receive?  a  new  numlK»r  and  card.  A 
mere  change  in  the  extent  of  the  buBine.**s  at  the  same  location  would  not  necessitate 
-  '•>  numl)er,  but  such  minor  changes  would  Ik»  entered  on  the  <ild  canl  witli 
*  **--*ivx.    As  soon  as  tht^se  returns  are  complete  the  controller 
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should  make  out  a  list  on  a  blank  prepare<l  for  that  imr|x)so  an<l  forwanl  it  to  the 
<'<>llector,  together  with  the  bills  already  prepare<l.  The  object  of  nunilKTiiig  the 
accounta  is  thus  apparent,  as  it  facilitates  the  controller  in  checkinjjj  off  the  bills 
which  are  not  collected.

^  ^<^opy  to  the  controller.     The  controller  shouhl  also  bi?  given  the  ijower  to  require 

^'^'n  statements  of  account  from  the.'^e  banks  from  time  to  time  as  \\v  mav  think  fxist, 

^\  ^o  examine  their  l)ooks  and  pai)i'rs  relative  to  such  acc(»unts.     This  latter  j)ower 

^^Uld  have  to  be  obtained  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  with  the  various  banks. 

^he  treasurer's  account  should  be  examined  by  the  controller  not  less  than  once  a 

J^Onth,  and  every  week  he  should  make  a  return  to  the  controller  stating  the  amounts 

"^  has  received  from  various  sources  during  the  week,  the  amounts  which  he  has 

paid,  the  cash  on  hand,  and  where  that  cash  is. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  treasurer  shouM  also  pay  all  the  bills  the  city  owes. 
The  following  system  r>f  obtaining  supi)lies,  verifying  the  correctness  of  the  amount 
received,  auditing  the  accounts,  an<l  paying  the  bills  should  Ix;  adopted: 

All  expenditures  of  the  city  in  amounts  of  $oO()  or  over,  except  salaries,  should  l>e 
made  only  by  contracts  granted  after  public  notice  and  bids.  Before  any  such  con- 
tract can  be  binding  upon  the  city  it  will  have  to  be  in(lorse<l  by  the  controller  to 
the  effect  that  there  are  funds  on  han«l  in  the  city  treasury  with  which  to  pay  it. 
When  any  such  certificates  are  made,  the  amount  i)ayable  uiuler  the  contract  should 
be  imnie<liately  charge<l  up  in  the  controller's  memorandum  of  api)ropriation8, 
afterwards  referred  to,  against  the  appropriation  from  which  it  is  payable. 

A  complete  system  of  accountability  lor  all  payments  ma<le  includes  a  coinplete  super- 
vision of  the  supplies  ordered  and  oi  the  Quantity  and  quality  of  all  receive<l,  of  the 
appropriateness  of  theirpurchase,  and  of  tne  correctness  of  their  prices.  The  present 
system  of  buying  municipal  supplies  through  monthly  contracts  made  by  a  committee 
of  the  ayuntamiento  seems  to  be  satisfactory  as  far  as  it  goes.  Such  a  contract  should 
be  approved  as  to  form  by  the  city  attorney  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  controller  and 
to  sucn  departments  of  the  city  as  would  need  it  for  reference.  When  a  department 
needs  any  supplies,  a  requisition  should  be  made  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  depart- 
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inent  or  biirtum,  couiitt'i'sijiriHMl  ami  jipprovod  by  its  (rliief,  an<l  forwarde<l  to  ai 
tMuplovoe  of  tluMM)ntr«)llor  who  nhall  1h'  <Ienoiiiiuat<.Hl  tlie  **  property  clerk."  Tin 
riMjuiMition  iis  inaiU;  out  in  the  (lei>artiuont  should  mmplv  state  the  quantity  and  th< 
<l(\s'ri|>ti»)n  of  tlu^  arti«l('S  iuH»<led.  The  proixjrty  clerk  should  then  see  whethe 
then.*  iH  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  tho»e  articles,  and  whether  or  not  th« 
re<[uiHitionH  made  a^inst  Huch  appropriation  have  exceeded  its  amount.  He  shoul< 
then  till  in  the  name  of  the  contractor  who  furnishes  such  articles,  and  the  contrac 
prices. 

If  then^  is  no  appropriation  available  from  which  the  required  articles  can  b 
l)nnhastHl,  the  })roiM.'rty  (^lerk  should  return  the  requisition  to  the  department  fron 
which  it  came,  with  a  statement  to  that  effect  stampied  across  its  face. 

If  then*  fs  an  available  approi>riation,  but  the  citv  has  no  contract  with  anyoni 
to  furnish  such  articles,  the  proi)erty  clerk  shouUf  get  bids  from  at  least  thr» 
dealers  in  the  articles  nKjuired.  He  should  then  deidde  which  bid  was  the  mos 
advantajjeous  to  the  cit>^  antl  enter  the  name  of  the  successful  bidder,  with  hii 
prices,  ui>on  the  nnjuisition.  He  should  then  prepare  on  a  printed  form  an  orde 
which  directs  the  contractor  to  furnish  such  an  officer,  at  such  a  place,  with  a  list  o 
go<xls  at  the  prices  set  out.  The  order  should  l>e  signed  by  him  and  sent  to  tin 
(controller  for  approval,  accompanied  by  the  bids  he  has  received,  if  any.  Whei 
ai)i»rove<i  by  the  c»)ntroller  the  order  is  sent  to  the  contractor/  who  proceeds  ti 
<leliver  the  goo<ls.  At  the  f»>ot  of  the  onler  a  blank  form  should  be  pnnted,  to  b 
signed  by  the  chief  of  the  department  bv  which  the  supplies  are  ordered,  whicl 
will  state  that  on  su(*h  a  date  he  receive<5  the  articles  wnich  appear  in  the  abov< 
list  in  gtKxl  (condition.  Such  orders  should  lx»  accompanied  with  a  sworn  statemen 
that  the  goods  are  correct  in  quantity,  which  statement  should  bo  made  by  the  cit; 
weigher  or  measuRT  api>oint(Ml  for  that  i>urixise.  A  sworn  statement  that  the  qualit; 
of  the  goixls  furnished  corresponds  to  the  qualitv  required  should  also  accompan'; 
the  order.  The  latter  certificate  should  Ik?  made  l)y  a  pernon  appointed  for  that  put 
p«>se,  and  if  possible  the  members  of  the  various  Ixiards  of  trade  should  be  aske<i  t 
serve  in  thisc'apacity.  If  that  could  not  l>edone,  experienced  men  should  be  appointe* 
to  official  positions  in  onler  to  do  this  work.  The  contractor  will  then  return  to  th 
controller's  office  with  this  onler  and  a  bill.  He  should  receipt  the  bill  and  ala 
sign  an  aflidavit  at  tlu^  lK)ttom  of  it  or  indorsed  on  it  to  the  effect  that  the  item 
and  prices  are  corn,H.*t,  the  go(Kls  have  lx»en  delivered,  there  is  no  set-off,  and  n 
j)avment  has  Ik'cii  ma<le  on  a(;count  except  as  set  out  in  the  bill. 

Ijpon  signing  the  affidavit,  receipting  tne  bill,  and  surrendering  the  order  the  cor 
troller  gives  him  a  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  the  amount  due.  If  the  accour 
<'over8  items  payable  from  diffen^nt  appropriations,  thejr  shouhl  be  divided  into  bil 
in  acconlance  with  the  (classification  of  the  appropriations,  and  a  separate  warrar 
issued  for  each  ap]»ropriation  to  enable  the  ctmtroller  and  treasurer  to  know  the  si 
nation  of  every  approi)riation  at  any  time.  The  requisitions  should  be  made  upo 
cards  which  V)ear  different  colors,  ac^cording  to  the  various  classes  of  articles  orderec 
and  filed  away  by  the  proi»ertv  clerk  in  a  case  prepared  for  that  purpose.  In  thi 
way  the  cards  would  serve  as  liis  recconls,  and  at  the  end  of  each  week  he  shouL 
enter  in  a  memorandum  lKx>k  prepare<l  for  that  purpose  the  amount  of  requisition 
approvtid  by  him  against  each  item  of  the  appropriations. 

Each  requisition  on  leaving  the  property  clerk  should  be  jiumbered  in  a  consecu 
tive  series,  and  the  onler  be  sends  to  the  controller  should  bear  the  same  number 
1  le  should  index  the  requisitions  by  the  (urd-index  system,  the  index  arranged  alpha 
Ixitically  by  the  names  of  the  articles  purchased,  each  index  card  (containing  ttu 
numljer  of  the  nxjuisition  whi(rh  called  for  such  article,  the  quantity  purchased,  anc 
tlu'  price  paid. 

The  controller  under  this  system  would  have  his  own  order  returned  to  him 
1  Hearing  the  receipt  for  the  goods,  which  would  throw  the  responsibility  for  the  correct 
n«'ssoi  the  (juantity  and  quality  received  on  the  re(?eiving  officer  and  inspectors  o 
quantity  and  (pialitv;  he  would  have  the  statement  of  the  projxirty  clerk,  wlio  woaU 
be  r(?siK)nsible  for  the  correctness  of  the  price  and  the  computation  of  the  bill,  anc 
lu^  would  have  the  receipt  of  the  contractor,  thus  collecting  in  the  controller's  offio 
all  the  necessary  documents  for  a  complete  inv(jstigation  of  any  payment  made. 

The  receipted  bills  and  oniers  should  Ik*  tiled  away  in  numeVic«l  order  in  the  con 
troller' s  office  and  indexed  by  the  card  indexes  under  the  names  of  the  contractore 
by  this  means  all  the  details  of  all  dcialings  with  any  contractor  could  be  reached  a 
any  time. 

This  system  thn>ws  the  entin^  resp<>nsibility  for  the  correctness  of  the  computatioi 
of  the  requisition  and  tlui  determining  whether  they  are  within  the  appropriation 
on  the  controller,  where  it  belongs,  and  it  also  gives  him  the  power  to  control  th 
expenses  of  every  department  and  see  that  goods  bought  in  tne  open  market  ar 
bought  at  proper  prices. 
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Tlie  controller  HhonM  not  have  the  power  to  refuflc  requisitions  mion  liifl  mere  dis- 
cretion without  causie,  but  in  ca«e  a  reputable  citizen  complains  that  the  work  of  any 
contractor  is  being  improperly  performed,  or  the  controller  has  reason  to  believe 
tli&t  such  is  the  case,  he  shoulfl  have  the  ]:)Ower  to  make  an  independent  investiga- 
tion of  such  a  matter,  and  withhold  the  warrant  for  payment  if,  in  his  opinion,  the 
"^"ork  wag  not  properly  performeil,  even  if  the  head  ot  any  department  should  certify 
to  tlie  contrary.  This  has  lH»en  found  to  work  admirably  in  l)oth  New  York  and 
I^Hiladelphia,  when  the  complaints  were  not  sm-h  as  to  warrant  the  mayor  to  use  his 
l>ow-er  of  removal  over  the  head  of  any  deijartment. 

The  system  of  paying  salaries  should  l»e  this:  The  ])oorer  classes,  who  labor  for 

*^D»all  wages  and  especially  those  who  labor  for  irregular  pt'ri(»ds,  should  be  ])aid 

^Jiirea  week  and  the  regular  salaried  emi)loyes  in  th(u>lIl('esoiu'eanionth.     Tlieliead

l^y  roll  to  retain  in  his  possession.     In  case  be  desired  to  get  the  money  from  the 

T^^Urer  by  one  of  his  clerks  instead  of  goin^'  jKM-sonally,  he  should  jrive  that  <rlerk 

^iP^Wer  of  attorney  to  receipt  for  such  moneys,  which  power  should  Ik*  filed  with 

"^^reasurer. 

,  ^'^  hen  casual  employees  are  paid,  such  as  day  lal>orers,  the  foreman  of  tbe^ang 
"oul<^  also  swear  to  the  correctness  of  the  j>ay  roll  in  every  detail. 
J  *^niporary  deposits  should  b(»  repai<l  in  exa<'tly  the  same  way  as  a  bill.  The 
l|!^P^^itor  should  receive  a  certificate  from  the  bead  of  tlui  i)ro])er  department  that 
^^  street  has  been  put  in  proper  <'ondition,  with  a  statement  of  the;  amount  this  has 
fr*^  ^hecity,  if  any.  The  depositor  should  go  with  this  certificate  and  his  receipt 
^^ni  "tjjp  collector  to  the  controller  and  make  out  a  bill  atrainst  the  city  for  the  bal- 
tr^V^  due  him,  if  any.  The  collector's  receipt  and  ibis  certificate  sbraild  be  atta<*hed 
^  *  *^H  bill,  and  he  would  receive  liLs  warrant  on  couij»lying  with  the  rules  applying 

J;hf:»  ])ayment  of  any  bill. 
^j|."^  h^  treasurer  should  receive  and  hold  all  bonds  and  other  securities  given  to  the 
^j^  ^  t>y  employees,  and  issue  triplicate  reccMjjts  for  tbein,  one  for  the  employee,  one  for 
i-^J?  fiead  or  the  department  where  be  is  employed,  and  one  for  the  controller.  If  he 
ei^^ives  ca^ih  as  security  he  should  keep  it  separate  from  the  usual  city  funds,  and 
^**  it  in  a  special  book.     The  same  should  be  d(»ne  with  all  sinking-fund  moneys. 

^wi-*>e  most  important  financial  officer  of  a  city  is  commonly  called  the  controller, 
i^  ^^   lie  has  the  comlnned  duties  of  auditor,  accountant,  ami  statisti<'ian.     His  office 


*  - -^lly  an  outgrowth  of  theauditor's  office  with  enlarged  powersand  resj)onsi})ilities. 
li^"*^^^  tfiis  office  combines  great  power  and  great  responsibility,  its  incumbent  should 
^j^^X^rotected  in  his  office  by  a  Stat(^  law.  The  best  plan  would  be  to  have  him 
fs^j ^^*;5^inted  by  the  city  council,  and  hold  <»ffice  during  life  or  gocxl  l>ebavior,  and  l)e 
Jii  -^^^'^  ^^  removal  only  on  specific  charges  and  after  a  public  bearing.  This  would

^^he  controller  should  keep  separate,  distinct  accounts  for  all  business  enterprises 
Y^^ed  by  the  city;  as,  for  example,  in  the  city  of  Habana,  the  markets,  slaughter- 
at^XMes,  and  the  water  system.     Each  one  of  these  should  be  run  on  striv-tly  com- 
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mercial  jmnciplcf,  thootluT  di'partiiuMit.M  n(  the  city  paying  8uoh  (lopartmenta  for 
such  coiniiieri'ial  siTviciH  as  may  Ih.^  rendertMl  them  rosiHH^tively.  All  repairs  and 
improveinont.s  slumi'l  Ihj  tn^atcd  the*  Kiiiie  as  in  anv  commercial  enterprise,  and  aleo 
in  cas<?  city  )Kjn<lrf  are  i.^suwl  for  any  cunimercial  object,  a  separate  sinking-fond 
ac(X)unt  Hhonld  bo  kci>t  and  iKniw.  sum  nbould  l)e  written  off  each  year  for  deprecia- 
tion of  plant,  so  that  the  connncnial  situation  would  be  known  at  any  time. 

As  has  alrea^ly  l)een  Htatcnl,  all  financial  matters  regarding  the  city  should  center  in 
the  controller'^  <)tfice.  Hin  HVHtiMu  of  checking  collections  and  payments  has  already 
been  explaineil.  In  adtlition  to  this  he  shoul<l  keep  a  complete  set  of  books  in 
double  entry.  In  order  to  enable  the  controller  to  keep  any  set  of  books,  the  budget 
of  appropriationn  and  income  must  bo  complete<l  l>efore  the  opening  of  the  fiscal 
year,  lie  nui.st  hav(?  a  list  of  the  variouH  proi>erties  owned  bjr  the  city  and  a  list  of 
all  its  debts.  He  should  then  oi>en  his  l)oi)ks  a«  follows:  'X'ity  of  Habana,  Dr.,  to 
sundries,  (V.,"  which  would  in<'lude  all  the  indebte<inesrt  of  the  city  on  the  credit 
side.  He  wouhl  then  make  an  entry,  "Treasurer,  Dr.,  to  the  city  of  Habana,  Cr.,'* 
which  would  show  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  former's  hands  at  any  time  when  tne 
books  were  oi)ene(l.  He  would  then  enter  a  list  of  the  various  properties  owned  by 
the  city  by  the  entry,  "  Proiwrtien,  Dr.,  to  the  city  of  Habana  (assets),  Cr.,"  in 
whi(!h  ho  would  charjjje  one  account  with  the  total  of  these  assets  and  credit  it  to 
the  other.  The  object  of  opening  a  separate  account  with  the  city  of  Habana  is  to 
show  its  debt.s  against  cash  on  hand.  In  order  to  keep  track  of  the  appropriations 
he  should  make  an  entry,  **  General  appropriation  account,  Dr.,  to  sundries.  Or" 
the  debit  side  of  which  wbuld  l)e  the  gross  amount  of  the  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year,  and  the  various  items  on  the  cre<lit  side  would  give  tne  various  sums 
appropriated  to  each  specific  class.  When  the  bills  for  fincas  urbanas  or  other  taxes 
are  turne<l  in  to  the  collector,  the  entries  in  the  controller's  lx)oks  would  then  be 
**Collector,  Dr.,  to  Sundries,  Cr.,"  in  which  the  collector  would  be  charged  with  the 
grass  amount  of  those  l)ills,  and  he  would  l)e  credited  as  he  collects  them  and  pays 
the  money  to  the  treiisurer.  As  fast  as  the  colltH'tor  sends  reports  to  the  controller 
that  he  has  collected  any  money  it  should  l>e  debite<l  to  the  income  at^count  from 
which  it  was  received,  and  credited  to  the  city  of  Habana  in  the  general  ac^count; 
for  example,  '*  Fuicas  urbana.*^,  Dr.,  to  the  city  of  Habana,  Cr.**  As  time  went  on 
and  the  collector  had  miscellant»ous  bills  stMit  to  him  for  collection  by  the  different 
departments,  the  controller,  on  receipt  (jf  the  rep)rts  from  these  departments  which 
issued  them  to  the  collector,  should  cre<lit  the  income  actrount;  for  example,  "Col- 
lector, Dr.,  to  sundry  licenses,  ('r."  When  he  receives  the  collector's  report  that  a 
certain  amomit  has  btvn  paid  on  accoimt  of  these  licenses,  he  should  treat  it  the 
same  as  in  the  flncas  urbanas  and  enter  '*  Sundry  licenses.  Dr.,  to  the  city  of  IIal)ana, 
Cr."  When  the  controller  receives  the  report  from  the  treasurer  that  the  cash  has 
been  turned  over  to  the  latter  by  the  collector,  he  should  charge  the  amount  to  the 
treasurer  and  credit  the  collector  with  it.  And  when  the  controller  receives  reports 
from  the  treasurer  that  he  has  paid  warrants  for  certain  accounts  of  the  appropriation, 
he  should  debit  the  appropriation  account  and  credit  the  treasurer;  tor  example, 
'  *  I*ol  ice.  Dr. ,  to  treasurer,  Cr. ' '  The  resu  It  of  this  would  Ire  that  while  these  accounts 
were  open  and  current  the  city  general  account  would  show  all  its  debts  and  all  its  cash 
receipts.  If  it  was  thought  advisable  to  offset  these  by  cash  expenses  at  any  time, 
the  corresponding  entry  could  l)e  matle  to  do  so  by  debiting  the  city  general  account 
and  crediting  the  general  appropriation  account.  But  it  is  deemed  better  to  leave 
the  general  api>ropriation  account  open  until  the  close  of  the  year,  and  then  by  one 
entry  close  it  into  the  city  general  a<*count.  The  unexi>ended  balainces  of  particular 
appropriations,  if  any,  should  not  properly  be  close^l  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  vear,  but 
shoula  Ik»  left  oi)en  for,  siiy,  two  years,  in  order  that  the  bills  which  had  been  dia- 
pute<l,  or  whii'h,  for  any  reiison,  had  been  left  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
could  1k^  i>aid  and  entered  at  any  time  within  the  two  years  after  this  appropriation 
had  l)een  made;  but  such  balances  of  special  appropriation  accounts  shoula  not  be 
available  to  j)ay  any  bill  except  those  contracted  during  the  year  for  which  the 
appropriation  was  made.  In  many  appropriation  accounts  it  would  be  possible  to 
decide  definitely  that  there  could  not  be  any  outstamling  impaid  indebtedness.  This 
would  l^  the  (;ase  where  the  appropriation  had  been  exhausted,  which,  in  itself, 
would  dose  that  account;  and  in  other  such  cases  the  account  should  be  closed  by 
transferring  the  unexpended  balance  into  the  ?inking-hmd  account.  In  order  to  close 
the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  accounts  showing  the  city's  debts  should  be 
balanced  and  the  balance  curried  forward.  The  collector's  account  should  be  closed 
by  crediting  him  with  all  impaid  bills  remaining  in  his  hands  at  that  time,  and  if 
they  could  not  be  collected  they  should  he  written  off  altogether.  If  they  could  be 
collected  a  new  account  should  be  opened  the  same  as  if  they  were  bills  for  tiie  cur- 
rent year,  which  account  should  Ihj  entitled  '* Collector's  arrear  account."  The 
various  sources  of  iuco*ne  would,  of  course,  be  treated  in  the  same  way,  and  the  credit 
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side  of  these  accounts  should  eoual  the  debit  side  of  the  col  lector*  a  accounts.  Tlie 
general  appropriation  account  should  be  closed  into  the  city  of  Habana  account.  As 
an  example  of  the  way  these  accounts  are  done,  see  appended  specimen  journal  and 
l«i^r  marked  **  Forms  7  and  8  "  respectively. 

Since  the  Bank  of  Spain  makes  its  settlement  with  the  city  only  every  quarter,  the 
controller  should  keep  a  special  accoimt  with  it,  debiting?  this  account  with  the 
amount  collected  every  weeK,  and  makinjj;  the  linal  ontricH  when  the  bank  potties 
it«  acwunts. 

The  controller  should  kt^pa  set  of  memorandum  W><)ks  in  which  the  variouH  items 
brother  gubdivisions  of  each  appropriation  are  entenMl,  apiinnt  which  he  nhould 
charge  all  warrants  drawn  a^mst  thont*  items  in  onler  that  he  may  know  at  any 
Ijjme  whether  the  appropriationn  for  puch  KulKliviHions  have  U'en  exhau^^ted  or  not. 
Inig,  of  course,  could  l>e  a  part  of  his  general  ledger,  but  as  the  data  hert^  contained 
^'ouM  be  for  temiwrary  use  only,  it  is  thought  Ix^tter  to  use  Hei)arate  memorandum 
*^^uiit  books  for  these  accounts.

1  I  V^ere  is  not  a  regular  svstem  of  insjKH'ting  weights  and  mea.sures,  the  controller 
tlip<«  inspect  and  seal  all  those  used  bv  every  city  (►flicial  who  receives  any  sujh 
citv  *  He  should  also  be  given  a  detailed  list  every  week  of  the  inmates  of  every 
fed  ^^^'rtitution  who  are  fe<l,  giving  the  numlK^r  entering  and  leaving  and  the  t<^)tal 
L-^^x^h  day,  together  with  a  complete  inventory  of  all  supplies  on  hand  at  the 
u^^ning  of  each  week,  a  detailed  st^itement  of  all  nveived,  and  the  amount  on 
^  at  the  end  of  the  week.  This  is  to  enable  him  to  examine  intelligently  the 
j^^^^itions  for  further  supplies.  The  finance  ccmmiission  in  March  last  recom- 
j  /^^Ved  the  establishment  of  a  fixed  ration  for  such  inmates,  but  nothing  has  l)een 
jgi  ^»  and  there  is  no  check  on  extravtigance  or  embezzlement  in  this  direction.  It 
gj^  ^^lly  fair  to  leave  such  a  matter  to  the  dis(!retion  of  an  honest  official  and  not 
^t     ^cj  leave  it  to  the  discretion  of  a  dishonest  one,  and  the  nee<l  of  the  establishment 

fr^iih  a  ration  is  pressing  to  prevent  loss  to  the  city, 
jj  ^f^-e city  controller  should  have  the  jn^wer  to  issue;  so-called  revenue  lx)nds  when 
^.j/^^^sary,  in  anticipation  of  municipal  receij)ts,  in  order  to  raise  the  necessary  cash 
(j^  j^*^  which  to  continue  the  work  of  the  city  without  having  to  wait  for  the  collection 
(jgj^^es  and  other  revenue.  They  should  not  run  (jver,  say,  four  months,  and  in  no 
jjjjr^  shall  they  run  l>eyond  the  current  fiscal  year  in  which  they  are  issued.  All 
gj^l^Vmts  for  which  such  Ixmds  are  issued  should  be  limited  to,  say,  one-half  of  the 
tjy^>iate<l  gross  annual  income  of  the  city.  Such  bonds  should  be  in  form  ai)proved 
abl  ^^^  ^^^y  attorney  and  be  siji:ned  by  the  mayor  ancl  controller  and  should  \)e  pay- 
iao^^  from  the  income  of  the  city  received  during  the  fiscal  vear  in  which  they  are 

gjj^^^hen  the  amount  to  be  raised  in  this  way  has  been  determined,  the  controller 
^I^Vild,  if  possible,  make  an  arrangement  with  people  who  have  money,  that  they 
gjJAX  furnish  him  with  the  cash  he  wants  from  time  to  time,  as  he  actually  needs  it, 
^^^  the  revenue  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  until  the  cash  is  actually  needed  and  is 
"r^^Vtolly  received  bv  the  city  treasurer.  The  gross  amount  of  the  loan  for  which 
*J^^^ncement8  are  thus  made  should,  however,  be  entered  on  the  city  l)ooks  as  an 
^[^olable  asset,  in  order  that  the  controller  can  certify  on  contracts  that  the  funds 
^^  available  to  meet  Hie  necessary  payments.    In  this  way  the  city  will  not  pay 
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interopt  on  the  money  until  it  is  actually  uwd,  l)ut  the  work  against  which  the  citj 
must  have  assets  for  the  protection  of  the  coutractore  can  go  ahead  just  as  if  the  oasr 
was  in  the  trejisury. 

In  ciise  iit  any  time  the  linking  fund  commission  should  have  cash  depositecl  undei 
its  control,  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  to  the  city  to  bom:)W  from  this,  as  thus  om 
department  of  the  city  would  i>ay  interest  to  another,  which  would  he  a  great  saving 
to  the  municipality  at  large.  In  other  words,  the  sinking  fund  commission  shoulr 
Ix?  authoriz(Ml  to  buy  the  (;ity  revenue  bonds  at  the  same  terms  for  which  they  an 
sold  in  the  open  market. 

5.  Sinking-fund  commimon, 

A  sinking-fund  commission  should  l)e  established,  whose  duties  it  should  be  to  sec 
that  the  interest  on  the  city's  delfts  i.s  paid  regularly  and  that  all  bonds  which  arc 
redeeme<l  under  the  present  terms  of  the  city  mortgages  should  be  paid  when  drawn 
for  redemption.  I'nder  a  modern  systeni,  by  which  rx>nd8  are  not  redeemed  by  lot 
at  various  i)eriodH  but  run  for  a  certain  definite  time,  it  would  also  be  necessary  to 
appropriate  as  much  as  the  citv  could  sjpare  in  every  year,  including  the  unexpended 
balances  of  appro^>riationH,  wLich  shouhl  Ix^  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  and  used 
there  to  buy  the  city  bonds  in  the  open  market,  or  such  other  Iwnds  as  would  be 
profitable  a^  an  investment  and  are  of  the  class  commonly  known  as  trust  securities. 
This  last  ]>ower  of  the  commission  is  discretionary  and  requires  good  judgment. 

It  is  of  fundamental  im[K>rtance,  and  it  can  not  be  too  strongly  emphasized,  that 
the  sinking-fund  commission  are  not,  pro[x»rly  speaking,  part  of  the  executive 
machinery  of  the  city  government,  but  are  trustees  for  the  Ix^ndholders,  and  hence 
must  be  given  such  a  degree  of  indej[x»ndence  that  thev  may  carry  out  their  trust 
and  can  l>e  held  to  strict  accountability  for  the  methwf  in  which  they  exercise  it. 
Any  interfereiK^e  by  the  city  council  with  them  would  not  only  incapacitate  them 
for  their  duties,  but  relieve  them  from  the  resjwnsibility  which  must  be  theirs. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  regular  transactions  of  the  payment  of  interest,  the  city 
controller  should  Ix'  a  memlxir  of  this  commiasion  ana  should  have  charge  of  the 
lx)oks.  He  should  keep  a  sp<H*ial  sinking-fun<l  a^^count,  and  should  transfer  items 
from  this  account  to  the  general  system  of  l)Doks  when  payments  or  invt«tmenfc»  are 
actually  made.  The  other  memljers  of  this  commission,  it  is  suggested,  should  be 
the  ma>(>r  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  common  council,  chosen  by  vote  to  tliat 
oliice.    Their  lu^tion  in  the  management  of  funds  entruste<l  to  them  should  be  final. 

It  should  ]>e  the  duty  of  the  sinking-fund  commission  to  see  that  all  bonds  and 
couix>ns  of  the  city  when  paid  be  properly  canceled  and  destroyed,  and  to  keep  a 
full  account  and  memoran<lum  to  that  effect.  They  shall  also  certify  to  the  con- 
troller every  year  such  amounts  of  money  as  must,  linder  the  law  and*  the  terms  of 
the  (tity's  loans,  l>e  inserterl  in  the  ensuing  estimate  of  the  board  of  taxation  to  meet 
the  a(!cniing  annual  interest  or  principal  of  any  bonds  or  obligations  issued  by  the 
city.  If  anv  city  l)onds  are  sold  at  a  premium,  the  premium  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  smking-fund  commission. 

We  are  aware  that  to-day  a  sinking-fund  commission  would  have  little  to  do  in 
llabana  except  to  arrange  to  pay  and  cancel  such  bonds  of  the  1880  issue  as  are  yet 
outstanding,  but  we  urge  its  immediate  apix)intment  for  this  duty,  because  it  will 
be  easier  to  institute  a  complete  and  harmonious  system  at  one  time  tlian  to  have  to 
constantly  add  and  amend. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

This  report  is  confessedly  complete  and  detailed  in  some  jvarts,  descriptive  in 
others,  and  again  at  times  only  suggestive.  This  is  l)ecause  a  complete  system  <.«n 
not  be  worked  out  here  at  a  (fistance  from  Habana  with  (jvery  detail  complete.  We 
have  therefore  Ix^n  explicit  only  where  we  were  sure  of  the  situation  m  Habana 
and  confident  of  the  success  of  the  changes  recommended,  and  as  our  knowledge  of 
the  situation  there  was  less  definitive  and  our  opinion  of  what  should  be  done  less 
decided,  we  have  expressed  ourselves  in  less  detail.  If  requested,  we  would,  how- 
ever, preimre  and  submit  a  complete  set  of  forms  and  details  applicable  to  such  a 
general  system  as  may  be  finally  decided  upon. 

We  Ix^g  to  add  that  whatever  system  is  decided  upon  depends  for  its  success 
entirely  upon  the  intelligence  and  energy  of  the  men  who  are  entrusted  with  its 
practical  management,  arid  no  new  system  should  be  inaugurated  unless  it  is  con- 
trolled by  men  who  understand  it  thoroughly  and  will  strive  patiently  and  unremit^ 
tingly  for  its  success. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  repeat  emphatically  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  the 
munici])ality  should  be  given  the  greatest  degree  of  autonomy  possible  in  the  man- 
agement of  its  financial  affairs,  not  only  in  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  funds, 
but  in  determining  the  amount  of  taxes  which  its  inhabitants  shall  pay.    To  enable 
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it  to  do  this,  the  insular  laws  governing  cities  should  be  broa<l  and  general,  and  the 
city  should  1^  given  the  utmost  freedom  possible  to  frame  su(!h  a  cliarter  as  should 
be  suitable  to  its  own  peculiar  situation,  limited  only  by  the  broad  and  general 
restrictions  which  the  State  may  impose.  The  preK'nt  nystein  of  administrative  law 
which  governs  Habana  is  founcled  upon  situations  in  Spain,  and  was  drawn  without 
reference  to  the  local  conditions.  Like  the  Sj)anish  system  jzencrally,  a>'  applied 
under  the  uld  regime  in  Cuba,  it  «'entralizcs  power.  Thu.-"  it  not  <»nly  deprives 
thu  city  of  autonomy,  but  prevents  its  citizens  from  takinjr  part  in  their  nwii  gov- 
ernment and  from  deternnning  how  much  taxes  they  should  pay.  This  <liscour- 
ak'tj^  in.stead  of  fo.stering  a  general  and  active  intere>t  in  pii))hc  affaij's.  Such  a  sys- 
tem i.H  a  Procrustean  attempt  to  adapt  all  inuiiicijjai  situations  tn  a  ;^^eneral  scheme  of 
laws  n*j^rd less  of  how  inapplicable  it  may  i>e  under  peculiar  local  conditions.  It 
•^'euLM  to  iL«  radically  wrong.  The  autonomy  of  a  inunicipality  like  Ilahana  should 
beasgreatas  po.«sible,  and  the  limits  placed  upon  its  power  should  he  very  hroa<l 
*pd  intendwl  only  to  lav  down  certain  fundamental  principle.^  aj)plical)le  to  all  large 
<*ite8  ft^gardless  of  local  circumstances.  All  matters  of  <letail  and  local  con<lition 
i-nouid  he  left  to  the  city  itself.  Such  a  large  deirree  of  autonomy  is  emphaticallv 
desirable  and  necei^sary,  not  onlv  to  giv(^all  citizins  tliat  self-L^overnment  to  which 
they  are  entitled  and  of  which  they  have  Ihcji  so  lonjr  <leprived,  hut  also  t<M'volve 
^D  them  such  a  spirit  of  conservatism  as  can  come  only  from  responsibility,  and  to 
^'tivate  their  civic  pride  an<l  a  j)ractical  activi*  interest  in  municipal  affairs.

^^^  tiovel  and  what  are  already  in  use.

I   the  United  States.     The  city  otticials  where  we  have  been  have  <heerfully  and 

^j^'lly  left  their  work  to  explain  the  svstem  in  use  in  thi-ir  \arious  odices,  jind  have 

^^\on  their  time  and  attention  to  the«iiscussion  of  the  merits  and  demerits  of  various

,  Tirst.  That  on  October  5,  1888,  Francisco  (Jamba,  R.  Arguelles,  and  Fractino  Gar- 
cia, for  himself  and  Joaquin  Gutierrez,  Antonio  Aben,  and  Francisco  Barrea,  all 
holders  of  coupon  bonds  or  otherwise  creditors  of  the  city,  submitted  a  proposition 
to  the  city  to  the  effect  that  the  holders  of  the  said  coujKm  bonds  of  the  issue  of  1880 
and  the  other  creditors  of  the  city,  with  the  exception  of  the  Spanish  Bank  of  Cuba, 
would  surrender  their  bonds  and  the  coupons  thereof  falling  due  not  later  than  June 
30,  1889,  and  their  other  claims,  less  30  per  cent  of  their  face  value,  in  exchange  for 
a  new  issue  of  second-mortgage  bonds  of  $100  each  to  the  amount  of  $3,O0O,0W)  and 
payable  to  bearer,  and  the  exercise  of  the  right  to  accept  the  new  bonds  in  payment 
of  their  claims  being  entirely  optional  on  the  part  of  the  creditors. 

Second.  That  a  committee  appointed  by  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  above  propositions  reported  to  the  citv  council  on  November  22,  1888,  the  condi- 
tions of  the  loan  which,  m  its  opinion,  should  be  accepted  by  the  city  council  and 
then  be  presented  as  required  by  the  royal  decree  of  June  3,  1888,  to  the  city  junta 
and  the  governor-general  for  their  approval. 

Third.  The  city  council,  after  considering  the  conditions  recommended  by  the 
said  committee,  expressed  its  approval  thereof  and  decided  that  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  debt  which  it  was  proposed  to  bond  amounted  to  nearly  $3,500,000,  the  loan 
Eihould  be  for  the  said  amount,  and  that  notice  of  its  decision  shoold  be  given  to  the 
creditors  who  had  submitted  the  above  proposition. 

Fourth.  That  certain  of  the  members  who  had  joined  in  submitting  said  proposi- 
tion did  not  approve  of  above  modifications  of  the  amount  of  the  proposed  loan,  and, 
on  November  30,  1888,  withdrew  their  proposals. 
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Fifth.  That  the  said  junta,  after  considering  the  matter  of  the  loan  at  sessions  held 
on  November  30  and  £>iecember  1,  voted,  in  view  of  certain  aijg^ments  advanced  by 
the  mayor,  to  approve  of  the  loan  of  $3,000,000,  on  the  conditions  accepted  by  the 
city  council  on  November  22,  preceding. 

Sixth.  That  on  January  28,  1889,  those  holders  of  the  bonds  and  claims  who  had 
protesteil  against  the  increaseil  amount  of  the  loan,  proposed  by  the  city  council, 
withdrew  their  protest  and  ratified  the  plan. 

Seventh.  That  on  September  19,  1889,  the  city  council  was  authorized  by  the 
counsel  of  the  administration  to  insue  lionds  to  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  on  the  con- 
ditions approved  b}^  the  said  junta,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  bonds  of  the 
issue  of  1880,  then  in  circulation,  and  other  creditora  w'ho  should  desire  to  receive 
bonds  in  exchange  for  their  claims,  with  the  recommendation  that  it  should  arrange 
with  the  Spanish  Bank  to  (;arry  out  the  loan,  or  with  some  other  person  or  institu — 
tion,  if  the  Spanish  Bank  did  not  care  to  undertake  the  task. 

Eighth.  Ttiat  aoconlingly  the  city  council  voted  on  December  3  last  to  publish  ^.^^j 
the  conditions  of  the  loan  of  $3,000,(S00  as  approved  by  the  governor-general  on  Sep*^;^- .» 
tember  19.     (Official  Gazette  of  September  25.) 

Ninth.  That  at  the  same  time  the  dty  corporation  voted  to  publish  a  notice  calf  ,M'm- 
ing  upon  those  holders  of  the  bonds  of  1880,  who  should  desire  to  exchange  ther^r  ^^m 
for  new  bonds,  to  deposit  them  within  ninety  days  after  the  publication  of  eucrm^ch 
notice  in  the  Gazette  and  Official  Bulletin,  with  the  statement,  signed  and  sealeca 
that  they  were  *^  Presented  to  the  ayuntamiento  for  exchange  for  mortisa^e  bonds  » 
the  issue  of  July  1,  1889,*'  and  to  receive  in  exchange  therefore  negotiable  certir 
cates  stating  the  amount  of  the  new  bonds  to  which  the  holders  were  entitled;  a 
fdso  to  publish  a  notice  calling  upon  the  other  creditors  of  the  city,  who  desired 
exchange  their  claims  for  bonds,  to  present  their  obligations  within  ninetv 
with  the  statement  that  they  desired  payment  thereof  in  accordance  with  the 
ditions  of  the  loan  on  the  understanding  that  as  soon  as  their  claims  had  been  p 
upon  and  adjusted  they  should  receive  the  bonds  if  they  were  ready,  and  if  not, 
tificates  which  could  later  be  exclianged  for  bonds. 

Tenth.  That  the  notic^es  referred  to  in  the  last  section,  as  well  as  the  condition 
loan  set  forth  in  s(H;tion  8,  were  published  in  the  Gazette  of  December  22,  and  in 
Official  Bulletin  No.  151  of  1889,  as  ordered  by  the  mayor  on  Deoember  19^  1889. 

Eleventh.  That,  as  the  holders  of  the  bonds  and  other  creditors  of  the  city,  repw'    re- 
senting  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  proposed  loan  of  $3,000,000,  had  presen^^Ced 
their  claims  for  paynient  with  the  bonds  of  the  proposed  issue,  it  was  agreed        to 
proceed  on  the  following  lines:

2.  The  bonds  drawn  quarterly  for  redemption,  and  the  interest  coupons  when  due,

2.  By  contract  dated  January  31,  1882,  the  city  council  contracted  with  the  firm 
of  Tabemilla  <&  Nephew  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Ck)lon  Market,  granting  that 
firm  in  payment  of  the  work  the  use  of  the  market  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  yean 
on  payment  to  the  city,  after  the  first  six  years,  of  an  annual  rental  of  $10,000. 
The  contract  provided  that  the  work  of  reconstruction  should  be  finished  within 
three  years  after  the  land  was  turned  over  to  the  concessionaries,  and  this  was  done 
on  March  22,  1882.  The  work  of  reconstruction  was  completed  April  17,  and  the 
market  was  opened  on  May  1,  1884,  and  so  the  concessionaries  had  to  pay  rent  from 
M&y  1,  1884,  to  March  23,  1885,  when  the  three  years  allowed  them  for  the  work 
expired  and  the  six  years  during  which  they  were  to  have  the  free  use  of  the  market 
b^an  to  run.  As,  however,  the  work  on  the  foundations  proved  unexpectedly  diffi- 
cult, it  was  agreed  in  writing  under  date  of  December  13,  1888,  that  the  term  of  fre€ 
use  of  the  market  should  be  extended  for  three  years,  one  month,  and  twenty-seven 
days,  and  that  for  the  use  of  the  market  at  the  rental  agreed  upon  for  ten  years  and 
twenty-seven  days,  making  a  total  extension  of  thirt^n  years,  two  months,  and 
twenty-four  days.  Accordmgly  the  concessionaries  should  beffin  to  pay  rent  month  1> 
on  May  20,  1894,  and  should  continue  to  pay  the  same  until  May  28,  1923,  when  the 
concession  terminates. 

3.  By  writinfi:  dated  June  11,  1899,  the  city  council  made  a  contract  with  Alfonsc 
Sudri  and  Jose  Muzquiz  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  T&con  Market,  granting  them 
in  payment  for  the  work,  the  use  of  the  market  and  the  revenues  derivable  therefron 
for  a  term  of  thirteen  years,  nine  months  and  twenty  days  on  payment  to  the  city 
monthly,  of  a  rental  of  $70,000  per  year.  This  agreement  is  now  binding  upon  th< 
firm  of  Su;^,  Muzquiz  &  Co.  As  tnis  market  was  opened  on  January  6,  1881 ,  th< 
concession  granted  by  the  agreement  will  terminate  on  October  25,  1894,  and  th< 
city  council  should  then  assume  control  of  the  market.

3.  The  Tacon  Market,  with  other  property,  is  mortgaged  to  the  Spanish  Bank  foi 
the  said  sum  of  $3,177,653.25  by  the  said  deed  of  February  26,1879.  The  use  of  the 
said  market  has  been  granted  to  Alfonso  Siiari  and  Jos^  Fermin  de  Muzquiz  until 
October  25,  1894,  as  ab^ve  set  forth. 

4.  The  Colon  Market,  with  other  property,  is  mortgaged  to  the  Spanish  Bank  foi 
the  said  sum  of  $3,177,653.25  by  the  said  deed  of  February  26, 1879.  The  use  of  this 
market  has  been  granted  to  the  firm  of  Tabemilla  A,  Nephew  as  above  set  forth. 

5.  The  Oristina  Market,  with  other  property,  has  been  mortgaged  to  the  Spanish 
Bank  for  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  $3,177,653.25.  It  also  appears  that  the  rente 
of  the  stalls  in  this  market  were  mortgaged  in  1855,  but  this  mortgage  was  paid  o£ 
by  the  city  council  in  1855  and  1856. 
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To  the  above  incumbrances  must  be  added  the  mortgage  given  to  the  Spanish  Bank 
by  eiaid  deed  of  April  22,  1889,  for  the  sum  of  $6,500,000,  distributed  as  follows,  vix:

lustration  of  the  serious  complications  encountered  in  administer- 
the  city  finances  two  leading  tacts  may  be  stated: 
irst.  Tlie  abolition  of  the  "ganado"  or  meat  tax  was  decreed  by 
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the  insular  government  with  the  charitable  purpose  of  decreasing  the 
cost  of  meat  to  the  public.  The  estimated  loss  of  revenue  to  Haoana, 
as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  finance  commission,  was  (SOOyOOO  or 
$700,000;  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  loss  was  nearly  $1,000,000,  and 
this  without  advantage  to  the  public,  which  has  paid  ever  since  a  higher 
price  per  pound  for  beef  than  before  the  tax  was  abolished. 

There  were  practically  no  food  cattle  in  Cuba — ^the  war  had  dis- 
posed of  them — and  the  entire  cattle  import  was  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
men,  who  controlled  both  trade  and  price  and  could  charge  what  they 
pleased.  The  only  beneficiaries  of  a  well-intentioned  but  mistaken 
measure  that  cost  the  city  of  Habana  a  million  dollars  of  urgently 
needed  revenue,  and  the  smaller  communities  corresponding  sums, 
were  the  cattle  dealers. 

Second.  It  was  more  than  surmised  that  the  Spanish  registry  lists 
for  taxation  of  properties  were  imperfect,  and  that  a  revision  woul ' 
not  onl}"^  correct  errors,  omissions,  and  other  defects,  but  in  all  proba 
bility  largely  increase  the  city  income.     In  any  case  it  was  desirabl 
and  important  to  have  a  revised  assessment  m  order  that  the  cit 


should  know  accuratel}"^  iti^  own  assets  and  basis  of  taxation.     Instruc  ^s= 
tions  were  given  to  the  mayor  to  this  effect,  but  the  endeavor  wi 
blocked  by  an  instruction  from  the  state  authorities  that  the  registi 
tion  and  assessments  of  properties  was  a  hacienda  (state  treasuij 
matter^  and  not  at  all  within  tne  jurisdiction  or  cognizance  of  tiie  cit       v 
authorities.     This  doubtless  is  the  Spanish  law,  but  it  is  typical 
municipal  dependence  that  the  city  of  Habana  should  be  forbidden 
take  means  to  ascertain  definitely  what  were  its  own  assets.     It  wouM.W 
have  made  less  practical  difference  if  the  hacienda  had  done  the  woir*Jt 
itself,  but  this  was  not  the  case,  and  matters  stand  in  this  respect  cts 
they  existed  prior  to  the  American  occupation. 

It  should  oe  noted  that  the  drawing  from  the  insular  treasury  of  tli6 
amounts  rec^uired  to  meet  the  excess  of  current  necessary  expenditures 
over  collections  would  have  been  unnecessary  had  the  ^'ganado"  tax 
been  retained,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  Uie  city  rev- 
enues (^ould  have  been  materially  improved  in  addition  if  the  property 
and  assessment  rolls  had  been  made  complete  and  authentic 

Unless  the  hacienda  intends  permanently  to  finance  the  city,  it  is  of 
the  first  importance  to  revise  assessments  and  authorize  the  city,  within 
proper  limitations,  to  raise  suflScient  revenue  for  current  expenses  and 
to  meet  the  additional  requirements  for  sewers,  paying,  scnools,  and 
water  supply.

these  items,  whicn  they  report  as  unauthorized  under  article  70  of  the  municipal  Ic^ir, 
inasmuch  as  thev  were  not  public  calamities  or  other  unforeseen  expenses,  and  nirttier^ 
more  that  they  nad  not  been  previously  approved  by  the  civil  «)vemor. 

With  regara  to  these  items,  it  seems  to  me  that  tne  first  mi^t,  perhaps,  be  over> 
looked  for  the  reason  that  it  was  a  transaction  by  the  ayuntamiento  existing  on 
January  28,  1899,  for  which  the  present  ayuntamiento  was  responsible  only  as  suc- 
cessors, and  not  as  participators.    The  remaining  items,  however,  are  chaigeable  to 
the  present  city  government. 

With  regard  to  expenditures  of  this  nature,  I  took  occasion,  in  a  recent  letter  to 
the  mayor  of  Santa  Maria  del  Rosario  to  state  as  follows:  That  they  "can  not  be 
approved  as  not  being  in  conformity  either  with  the  law  or  with  the  financial  con- 
dition and  interests  of  the  city.    They  were  not  included  in  the  budget    Expendi- 
tures of  this  nature  must  be  approved  by  the  civil  governor,  and  no  such  approvil 
had  been  ^iven,  the  only  general  allowance  authorized  other  than  the  specific  items 
included  in  the  presupuesto  being  a  sum  '  for  pressing  expenses  incurred  by  reason 
of  public  calamities/    However  grateful  it  may  be  to  the  city  authorities,  therefore, 
to  have  made  the  disbursements  noted,  you  are  instructed  that  they  can  not  be  author-     I 
Ized,  and  that  no  such  items  should  appear  in  the  future  without  previous  special 
authorization.

The  board  of  audit  reports  favorably  in  general  as  to  the  accounts  of  the  city,  invit- 
ing attention,  however,  to  certain  items  as  to  which  thea<*count«  are  in  some  respects 
incomplete  and  some  of  them  open  to  objection  on  the  wore  of  illegality. 

There  are  eight  items  specified  on  page  3  for  which  no  authority  exists,  article  70 
of  the  municifMd  law  requiring  that  they  should  have  lx»en  previously  approved  by 
the  civil  governor,  no  special  amounts  for  these  appearing  in  the  budget. 

The  first  two  items,  of  January  24,  amounting  to  $129.75,  were  incurred  by  the  old 
ayuntamiento,  the  present  city  government  having  taken  charge  on  January  26.  So 
far  as  these  two  items  are  concerned,  therefore,  the  existing  ayuntamiento  seems 
responsible  onl^  as  the  successors  of  the  previous  officials,  and  not  as  participating  in 
the  responsibility  of  the  payment.

January  24,  pertain  to  the  responsibility  of  the  previous  ayuntamiento  whose  in 
l)ency  covered  these  dates;  the  first  and  largest  item  appaj>ently  being  chane 
the  books,  though  without  proper  vouchers,  which  have  disappeared  Irom  the 
records,  as  representing  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  years  1897  and  1898.  It  is  pi 
bly  impracticable  to  make  a  natisfactory  investigatiou  of  these  accounts  or  to  re( 
sums  improperly  paid. 

The  remaining  two  items  not  fully  accounted  for,  viz,  those  of  April  12  and 
23,  pertain  to  the  a^'counti=i  of  the  present  ayuntamiento,  the  diflSculty  in  this 
l^eing  due  to  the  fact  that  an  absconding  cashier  took  away  with  him  both  fund: 
memorandum  receipts.  The  cashier  was  prosecuted,  but  the  record  shows 
ultimately,  on  January  23,  1900,  he  was  acouitted,  owing,  it  is  understood,  to  i 
defect  in  the  technical  testimony  against  nim.  The  accompanying  memorac 
shows  the  warrants  and  memorandum  receipts  which  are  attached  to  the  pro< 
ings  in  the  ca^e  to  l)e  now  on  file  with  the  audiencia  of  Havana,  viz,  war 
amounting  to  $266.44,  and  memorandum  receipts  amounting  to  $339.40,  maki 
total  r»f  $605.84. 

In  this,  as  in  similar  cases,  there  has  evidently  been  diflSculty  in  securing  co 
tent  and  reliable  people  to  keep  the  books,  but  the  board  of  audit  reports 
through  the  efforts  ot  the  mayor,  since  May  23  the  accounts  of  the  city  have 
kept  in  projjer  condition.

^  *en  audited  and  examined  under  the  direction  of  Major  liuUl,  auditor  oi  the  divi- 
sion of  Culm.  This  board  therefore  did  not  examine  the  accounts*  of  this  iKTi(Kl  with 
^l^e  minuteness  with  which  it  examined  the  accounts  for  the  six  months  ending 
^J^^^^cember  31,  1899,  because  the  accounts  for  the  first  six  months  had  already  l)een 
^^?finitely  settled  by  the  action  of  higher  authority.  We  therefore  l)c»g  to  reiK>rt  that 
^  »T  this  last-named  period  the  accounts  of  the  presidio  show  that  that  institution  has 
in  char^^ed  with  all  the  money  paid  to  it,  and  the  l)oard  personally  examined

t^riod  were  all  full  and  complete,  and  every  cent  is  thus  fully  accounted  for.     The 

^^.tal  expenses  of  the  Presidio  during  the  year  were  $116,340.84,  Sj)anish  gold,  which, 

^'ith  the  average  of  759  prisoners,  would  make  the  average  ex  j>euse  iHir  j>risoner  per 

^^r  $153.29.     Under  the  Spanish  regime  the  expenses  during  the  year  1898  were 

^^ted  to  have  been  $164,711.60  in  Spanish  gold.    As  the  average  numl)or  of  prisoners 

Jttring  this  time  was  1,194,  the  average  exj)en8e  of  each  prisoner  j)er  ytnir  wiw  then 

* W.95.    This  comparison  shows  a  decrease  in  the  gross  annual  expenst»s  of  $48, 364. 76, 

*^<i  an  increase  in  the  annual  expense  of  each  prisoner  of  $18.;H.     This  difference 

*^  probably  be  accounted  for  by  tne  fact  that  the  fixed  charges  for  the  maintenanc^e 

?*  guards  and  building  are  independent  of  the  number  of  i)risoners,  an<l  by  the 

?^her  fact  that  quite  a  considerable  amount  of  repairs  U)  the  building  and  its  fix- 

^**es  and  renewal  of  the  office  furniture  was  necessary.     There  seems  to  have  l)een 

*    tendency  to  liberality  in  expenditures,  however,  during  the  year  1899,  a.s,  for 

p^^mple,  two  mules  were  bought  for  $442  on  March  22,  or  $221  apiece,  while  the 

f^y  slaughter  house  bought  mules  at  $130  and  $1 10  apiece.    A  desk  was  also  Ixnight, 

o^*  ^rhi(.h  $100  was  paid,  which  seems  a  high  price.    A  horse  was  bought  for  $291.45, 

*  ^iart  for  $150,  and  a  carriage  for  $135.    The  expenditures  in  the  hospital  for  alcohol 

^^^  liquors  seemed  rather  large.     Each  sick  prisoner  consumed  at  an  average  for 

?^C!h  month  of  the  \a»t  six  months  of  1899,  7  quarts  of  aguardiente,  0.7  of  a  (juart  of 

?/^iohol,  4.11  quarts  of  red  wine,  aiul  0.6  of  a  quart  of  muscatel.    The  supplies  during 

^^^  year  1899  were  all  bought  in  the  oix'u  market,  but  it  was  stated  that  the  supplies 

1^^  the  year  1900  were  to  be  bought  by  contract,  l)eginnin^  with  February  of  the 

g^"t;ter  year.     The  questi(m  of  the  relative  c;lieapness  of  buying  in  the  open  market 

^d  buying  by  contract  will  be  treated  later  in  this  report. 

The  Doard  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  buikiing  occupied  by  the  Presidio 
|\^^d  also  of  the  quarters  occupied  as  a  hospital,  and  foimd  both  in  clean,  neat  condi- 
^^^n.  The  amount  of  sickness  among  the  prisoners  seemed  small  and  they  presented 
«^  ^neral  appeuunce  of  as  good  health  as  could  be  expected  from  the  system  of  con- 
^  dement  prevailing. 

2.  THE  SECTION  OF  HYGIENE. 

In  inspecting  expenditures  made  by  the  section  of  hy^ene  during  the  year  1899 

^<^e  board  found  that  this  section  was  turned  over  to  the  city  on  April  18  of  that  year, 

^d  therefore  began  its  examination  from  that  point.    For  a  short  time  after  the  city 

V)ok  char^  of  the  finances  of  this  section  the  vouchers  rendered  by  the  city  cashier 

^*ere  lacking  in  details.    The  board  then  proceeded  to  the  offices  ot  the  section  and 

there^  found  complete  and  detailed  voucoera  for  almofit  every  expense  incurred  by 
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the  HCHrtion  during  tho  time  coverefl  >)y  the  inve8tigation.  The  billg  which  were  not 
detailed  were  for  eomparatively  Hinall  aniountH  and  were  stated  to  l)e  on  tile  at  the 
hospital  of  the  section,  and  therefore  no  examination  was  made  on  this  point.  The 
accomits  of  the  section  were  most  carefully  and  completely  kept,  and  it  was  found 
easy  to  verify  their  correctness.  All  the  licenses  and  receipts  that  were  issued  were 
in  forms  with  stubs,  and  they  were  all  correctly  accounted  for.  The  amount  of  com- 
missions (mid  to  the  collector  was  also  verified  and  found  correct.  This  section  alno 
had  been  making  purchases  in  the  open  market,  and  for  such  articles  as  bread,  i»eat, 
and  groceries  had  oeen  paying  a  larger  price  than  was  paid  by  the  city.  This  was 
satisractorily  explained  r)y  the  fact  that  these  supplies  were  used  only  for  the  hospi- 
tal, and  as  these  expenses  were  paid  wholly  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  fines  and 
licenses  \md  by  those  who  became  inmates  of  the  hospital,  it  seemed  proper  that 
during  their  illness  they  should  receive  a  different  class  of  food  from  that  given  to 
the  city  poor  or  to  the  inmates  of  the  various  prisons  or  reformatories. 

The  cash  on  hand  in  the  cit^  treasury  to  the  credit  of  this  department  was  also 
counted,  and  by  an  examination  of  the  payments  made  between  the  1st  of  Jan- 
uary, 1900,  and  the  date  of  such  count  was  settled  at  $12,814.07,  and  the  verification 
of  tne  cashbook  of  the  city  cashier  for  this  section  from  April  18  until  December  31 
settled  it  at  the  same  amount. 

PAYMENTS   MADE  BV   THE  CrTY. 

The  first  step  that  the  board  took  toward  verifying  the  accounts  of  the  city  was  to 
examine  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  cashier's  office.  It  then  proceeded  to  count  the 
cash  actually  on  hand,  then  to  examine  the  auditor's  certificates  for  deposits  and 
his  orders  for  payments  made  between  the  date  of  such  examination,  viz,  January 
9  and  the  first  of  the  year,  and  they  determined  the  cash  on  hand  on  the  3l8t  of 
December,  1899,  as  follows:

The  Ik  yard  then  pnx^eeded  to  examine  the  securities  on  deposit  with  the  treasure] 
on  January  16  and  found  a  large  number  of  various  securities  there,  a  detailed  list  o: 
which  will  be  found  on  pages  13  to  17,  inclusive,  of  the  minutes  of  the  boaixl  fot^K"  «i 
that  day. 

The  board  then  i)roceeded  to  the  examination  of  the  books  of  the  city  whicti — ^^ 
contain  a  statement  of  the  various  deposits  made  as  security  of  different  kinda,  and^^^ 
found  that  the  bonds  and  securities  of  that  class,  as  called  for  by  the  books  or  ^^^ 
account,  were  all  in  the  cashier's  safe,  and  that  he  also  had  in  his  poflession  th^^^  ^ 
proper  l>ulance  of  cash  representing  siicn  deposits  which  liad  been  made  since  th^^^  ^ 
14tn  of  January,  1899,  and  received  on  that  date. 

In  order  to  explain  certain  features  of  this  deposit  account  it  is  neoeflsary  to  gi^'^ 
back  to  the  situation  on  the  14th  of  January,  1899,  when  the  present  city  goveni^^^^' 
ment  ai«unie<i  control.  On  that  date  the  former  cashier  tamed  over  to  his  aaocmju^*^^'

This  total,  however,  in  no  way  represents  the  liability  of  the  city  for  cash  pre^^^  ^' 
ously  deposited  as  security,  and  which  the  city  is  bound  to  repay. 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1899  the  city  paid  out,  ui  addition  to  Repay- 
ments made  from  the  fmuls  thus  surrendered,  the  amount  in  Spanish 
^Idof $19,9SS.    /^ 
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In  addition  to  this  amount  an  examination  of  the  old  lxx)kH  of  the  city 
shows  that  the  city  is  farther  indebted  on  these  accounts  to  the 
amount  of:

This  total  represents  the  amount  for  whirh  llu*  citv  wa.s  rc^sponriblc  on  January 
14,  1889,  for  those  cash  deposits  according  to  the  cfty  lKX)k8,  and  for  which  the 
V^eeeut  city  administration  did  not  receive  a  cent  from  the  old  administration  which 
*^Bu«;eeded.  The  board  re8i)e('t fully  Fuggents  that  a  further  and  complete  invent i- 
8&tion  of  this  matter,  if  such  is  desired,  would  enable  the  city  to  recover  some  part 
^f  this  lar^  sum  by  fixing  the  resjMmsibility  for  itH  improjHjr  expen<liture  upon 
f^nje  of  the  old  city  officials;  but  the  board  han  not  mad(i  any  nuch  investigation,  as 
^^  considered  it  was  not  within  the  terms  of  the  order  api)ointing  it,  nor  tlid  it  have 
**^cient  time  at  its  disposal. 

Among  the  deix)sits  oi  bonds  which  are  now  in  the  city  treasury,  one  needs  particular 
*^^^ntion,  viz,  the  deposit  of  Sefior  Pablo  (Jonzales  Palacio,  ma<ie  w)me  ten  ye^irs  ago  as 
?^Urity  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  tn'asurer  of  the  city.  This  deposit  in  105 
^*^d8  of  the  second  mortgage  of  the  city,  to  the  value  of  $10,500,  with  a  numl>er  of 
Jj^^pons  attached.  The  numbers  of  these  bonds  appear  on  j>age  13  of  the  minutes  of 
^^5  board. 

..It  was  reported  that  Sefior  Pablo  (xonzales  Pala<ao  was  a  defaulter  and  in  debt  to 
^^  city.  A  letter  was  thertnipon  addn^SHe<l  to  the  auditor  of  the  city  for  information 
S*^  this  point,  and  specially  re<juesting  him  to  give  a  detaile<l  statement  of  Sefior 
^lacio's  accounts,  so  as  to  show  the  amount  which  he  owed  the  city.  In  reply  the 
?^ditor  forwarded  a  statement  of  the  bookkeejH*r  to  the  effect  that  ac<»mmission  had 
^^n  named  in  1892  at  the  time  when  Mr.  Palacio  left  his  employment  to  determine 
J^e  balance  against  him.  That  an  expedientt;  was  prepared  on  this  matter  and  had 
^^n  forwarded  to  the  Sjmnish  courts,  without  rendering  any  account  to  the  auditor^s 
^^ffiire,  but  that  a  copy  was  prol)ably  on  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  city.  The  Inmrd 
has  since  l)een  informed  by  the  se<;retary  that  no  copy  exists  in  his  office.    The  book- 


1891  to  1892.  and  the  further  sum  of  $9,691.79  in  Spanish  gold  and  $30.47  in  hills  of 
the  Bank  oi  Spain  on  account  of  the  budget  of  the  year  1892  to  1893,  the  total  of 
th€«e  amounts  being  $6.3,3<i6.8Ji.  When  an  official  leaves  the  country  and  forfeits 
his  l>ond  the  probabilities  are  tliat  he  has  mad«*  a  i)retty  clean  sweep  of  the  funds  in 
his  charge.  The  board  therefore  recommends  that  the  security  of  Sefior  Pablo  Gon- 
zales Pjuacio  be  declared  forfeited  to  the  city,  an<i  that  the  coupons  which  have 
already  fallen  due  be  canceled  and  the  Ixmds  be  sold  in  the  open  market  without 
Bacb  coupons.  The  object  of  making  this  saU^  is  that  tlie  city  may  have  the  a<lvan- 
of  the  premium  at  which  the  bonds  are  now  selling  in  the  open  market. 
"X  reference  to  the  minutes  of  the  In^anl,  on  paj?es  13  an<l  14,  will  show  that  there 
a.  number  of  so-called  securities  now  on  deposit  in  the  treasurer's  safe  which  are 
Valueless.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  some  couiK)ns  and  bonds  of  the  island  of 
Ouba  ($18,100)  deposited  as  securities,  as  set  out  on  page  14.  These  latter  are  also 
practically  valueless,  as  the  United  States  disclaims  responsibility  for  them  and  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  that  the  Government  of  Spain  will  ever  pay  them.  An  investi- 
gation should  be  made  as  to  how  far  these  securities  represent  outstanding  liabilities, 
"Wliether  actual  or  contingent,  and  so  far  as  they  do  represent  them  other  se<'uritie8 
should  be  given  in  their  place. 

It  may  l)e added  in  this  connection  tliat  in  Septeml)er  last  the  treasurer  was  directed 
lo  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $20,000;  the  first  chief  of  the  (collector's  office  in  the 
eauie  amount;  the  second  (rhief  for  $10,000,  and  the  collectors  in  the  sum  of  $5,000 
«ai*h.  On  March  29  none  of  these  securities  had  been  accepted  and  approved  by 
the  city,  although  all  but  those  of  the  treasurer  had  been  submitted  a  Jong  time 
l)efore,  in  the  form  of  bonds  of  the  Fidelity  Company. 

The  board  then  proceeded  to  examine  the  miscellaneous  payments  made  on  account 
of  the  cit)r  during  tne  year  1899.  In  making  this  examination  of  payments,  as  well  as 
the  examination  of  collections,  the  board  has  had  constantly  to  keep  in  mind  the 
peculiar  and  transitory  condition  of  the  city  government  during  this  period.  When 
the  present  administration  was  put  in  control  of  cit^  affairs  they  found  an  old,  cum- 
bersome, and  totally  inadequate  system  of  bookkeeping;  many  of  the  new  emplo>[ee8 
lacked  experience  in  municipal  aaministration;  many  changes  were  made  from  time 
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to  time,  lM)th  by  superior  authority  and  by  the  citv  authorities  themselTes.  It  is 
well  to  instanc^e  among  these  the  following:  The  cnange  from  collecting  city  dues 
at  20  per  cent  in  Spanish  silver  and  80  per  cent  in  Spanish  gold  to  collecting  them 
all  in  Spanish  gold;  the  further  change  to  collecting  all  city  dues  in  American  money; 
tho  entire  change  of  the  system  of  taxation  made  bv  order  of  the  military  20 vemor 
of  the  island,  dated  March  25, 1899;  the  change  in  tne  system  of  collection^  by  which 
the  old  collectors  of  the  city,  who  received  a  percentage  in  return  for  tiieir  services, 
were  superseded  by  salariea  collectors  about  September  20;  the  remission  of  all 
arrears  of  taxes  due  previous  to  January  1,  1899,  by  a  decree  of  the  military  governor 
of  the  island,  dated  Februarv  10,  1899,  and  the  nonexistence  of  a  budget  for  the 
fiscal  year  1899-1900  until  after  December  31,  1899.  Some  of  the  results  of  these 
changes  may  be  note<l  here.  The  remission  of  taxes  by  the  terms  of  the  order  of 
February  10  led  to  the  city's  repaying  such  taxes  for  the  year  1898  as  had  been  col- 
lected between  January  1  and  February  14,  1899,  but  the  order  of  the  Division  of 
C7uba  of  June  14  referred  to  this  order  of  February  10  as  if  the  latter  had  included 
only  taxes  not  paid  by  that  date.  This  led  to  a  further  confusion  in  the  accounts  of 
the  city. 

The  change  in  the  collections  from  80  per  cent  to  100  per  cent  in  Spanish  gold  led 
to  the  corresponding  change  in  the  payments  made  by  the  citv,  and  also  to  the 
refunding  by  the  city  of  salaries  paid  oetween  January  14  ana  the  date  of  such 
change  in  the  collections  to  the  employees  who  had  previously  received  their  sal- 
aries for  that  period  with  20  per  cent  in  silver. 

The  (*hange  of  collections  from  Spanish  ^Id  to  American  money  led  to  the  corte- 
spouding  change  in  the  payment  of  salaries.  This  was  extended  to  include  the 
payment  of  pensions  paid  to  various  employees  of  the  cit^,  which  change  began  in 
April.  There  seems  to  be  absolutely  no  authority  for  making  this  change  last  men- 
tioned, as  these  i)ensions  were  paid  by  virtue  of  the  budget  of  the  fiscal  year  1888-99, 
in  which  these  pensions  were  payable  in  Spanish  gold.  The  persons  who  received 
such  pensions  are  Seflor  Jos6  Quinones,  |90  per  month;  Sefior  Pulido,  $112.50  per 
month;  SeAor  Edelman,  $93.50  per  month;  Seflor  Osura  Romav,  $16.66  per  month; 
and  also  the  pension  which  was  granted  to  the  Sefloritas  Gial  of  $125  per  month 
Spanish  gold  until  a  certain  definite  sum  was  paid  was  also  chan^pBd  to  American 
gold.  In  the  opinion  of  the  board  the  total  amount  improperly  paid  in  this  matter 
on  account  of  these  pensions  during  the  months  of  April^  M!ay,  June,  and  July, 
1899,  was  the  difference  between  the  value  of  $1,750.64  m  Spanish  gold  and  m 
American  money,  or,  say,  in  roimd  figures,  $175. 

The  change  in  the  rates  and  form  of  taxation  has  not  affected  the  pa3rments  of  the 
city. 

The  change  in  the  form  of  collection  made  in  September,  1899,  led  to  great  con- 
fu><ion  in  the  accounts,  because  from  that  date  the  collector  of  the  city  began  to 
classify  his  accounts  in  one  manner,  while  the  cashier  followed  anoCher.  This 
emphasizes  the  absolute  necessit}]  which  has  been  apparent  throughout  tlie  whole 
of  the  work  of  this  board  of  placing  some  one  person  in  absolute  control  of  all  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  city  in  order  to  assure  a  uniformity  of  methods  of  accounting, 
in  addition  to  a  more  complete  and  thorough  supervision  in  every  other  way. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  exigencies  of  the  situation  in  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year  1899,  the  board  has  not  seen  fit  to  make  a  strict  examination  of  whether  allthe 
pa^'ments  made  during  that  time  were  in  accordance  with  the  budget;  neither  was 
this  i)Ossible  for  the  last  six  months  of  that  year,  as  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year 
banning  1899  was  not  in  existence,  as  above  stated. 

In  view  of  the  great  difficulties  which  the  board  now  presents,  and  of  others  of 
minor  importance,  the  board  desires  to  say  that  on  the  whole  they  consider  the 
management  of  the  city  finances  during  the  year  1899  as  creditable.  That  it  is  capa- 
ble of  great  improvement  and  simplification  is  apparent  to  everyone  who  has  the 
slightest  acquaintance  with  the  city  finances  during  that  time,  but  the  board  wishes 
to  a^id  that,  on  the  whole,  the  financial  system  of  the  city  has  generally  improved 
under  the  present  administration,  and  it  has  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  officers 
char^l  with  it  have  endeavored  to  plaire  the  system  upon  a  logical  basis  and  admin- 
ister it  in  such  a  way  as  shall  l)e  casil^^  understood,  so  mr  as  lay  within  their  power, 
under  the  many  an(l  annoying  restrictions  of  the  old  Spanish  law  and  the  moaifying 
legislation  of  the  intervening  government  during  thatperiod,  although  much  remains 
to  be  done  in  this  direction.  Much  of  the  intricacy  in  the  city  accounts  would  be 
avoided  if  the  treasurer  were  instructed  to  receive  American  money  only,  except  on 
contracts  which  specifically  called  for  other  currency,  and  all  payments  were  nuide 
in  the  same  funds.  The  board  wishes  to  state  also  that  they  have  seen  no  indica- 
tions of  personal  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  any  employee. 

For  these  reasons  the  board  did  not  scrutinize  the  form  of  payments  made  preTioos 
to  July  1  as  closely  as  those  made  afterwards.    There  were  some  bills  in  the  former 
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period  for  which  the  vouchers  were  complete  in  form,  hut  cii«l  not  j^ivt*  the  <letailH. 
In  the  cases  in  which  the  amounts  were  small,  or  the  account  waH  apitartfiitly  cctrrect  in 
every  respect,  the  board  did  not  insist  upon  detailed  bills  being  furnished.  In  the 
period  after  July  1  they  did  thus  insist  The  result  of  the  examination  in  this  respect 
fed  to  the  repayment  to  the  city  of  $91.93  of  mistakeH  in  caicnlationn. 

The  most  serious  defect  in  this  direction  which  the  Ixianl  dif^eovenxl  was  in  the 
pay  rolls  of  the  slaughterhouse.  The  pay  of  the  day  IalM»rers  thert^  auumnted  to 
from  $300  to  $550  a  month,  and  the  pay  roflH  were  not  si^'ne*!,  the  rea^^on  iH'injj given 
that  the  men  could  not  write.  Upon  inquiry  the]K)ar«l  was  informed  that  these  men 
were  only  transient  laborers  and  that  it  would  \ye  impossible  to  obtain  tlieir  signa- 
tures. In  all  cases  where  the  rolls  were  not  properly  signed  })v  pennanent  employees 
this  oversight  was  rectified  through  the  assistance  of  the  auditor. 

There  is  one  peculiarity  in  the  Form  of  the  city's  budget  which  serves  greatly  to  it« 
disadvantage.     This  is  the  custom  of  making  assignments  to  various  othcials  for  their 
expenses.     In  the  case  of  the  schools  under  the  old  regime,  which  continued  for  the 
:£rHt  six  months  of  the  current  year,  this  amounted  to  nearly  $1,0()0  a  month.     Ui)on 
examination  it  was  found  that  none  of  these  school-teachers  who  had  receive<l  these 
^imoonts  had  rendered  any  detailed  acxx)unts  therefor.     The  l>)ard  then^upon  wrote 
^  them,  requesting  them  to  furnish  such  accounts.    One  teacher  came  personallv  and 
^was  frank  enough  to  say  that  this  was  always  considered  as  an  extra  salary,  and  that 
sometimes  they  spent  more  than  this  amount  for  supplies  for  the  schools  and  some- 
times less,  but  that  it  never  had  been  accounted  for  and  that  it  would  be  imj)08sible 
to  render  any  exact  account.     Out  of  the  54  teachers  to  whom  this  recjuest  was  made 
14  sent  in  detailed  vouchers,  which,  considering  they  rer)res<'nted  payments  made  as 
fair  back  as  January  1,  1899,  were  surprisingly  clean  an(l  uncrease<l.     Since  this  form 
of  payment  had  been  discontinued  and  the  majority  of  these  teachers  were  no  longer 
employed  by  the  city,  the  board  did  not  continue  its  investigation  further  in  this 
direction. 

It  is,  perhaps,  necessary  to  make  allowances  to  certain  officials  for  sundry 
expenses,  and  it  is  of  course  necessary  to  set  a  limit  upon  the  amount  thus  exi)ended. 
It  IS  to  be  noted  that  while  the  majority  of  the  officials  should  receive  an  "  a-^signa- 
tion**  of  money  for  sundry  expenses,  three  of  them  invariably  spend  exactly  the 
amount  allowed  each  month,  viz,  the  chief  of  i)olice,  the  dog  catcher,  and  the 
cashier.  The  cashier's  ** assignation"  is  for  losses  owing  to  the  exchange  of  money, 
and  amounts  to  $500  a  year.  This  amount  .^eems  more  than  ample,  and  such  an 
appropriation  might  be  done  away  with  and  the  cashier  allowe^l  tor  such  los.ses  as 
he  actually  suffers  through  the  variation  of  excbanj^e  by  means  of  purely  journal 
entries.  The  history  of  this  last-named  "assignation"  is  peculiar.  The  cashier 
represented  that  he  was  subject  to  losses  on  account  of  the  variations  of  exchange, 
and  requested  an  increase  in  salary.  His  salary  was  therefore  in(!rease<l  by  $500, 
aad  this  further  '* assignation"  was  made  to  him  of  $500  a  year  for  losses  by 
exchange. 

There  were  certain  payments  made  by  the  city  which  were  apparently  without  due 
regard  to  market  prices.  As  a  rule,  these  were  reme<lied  as  early  as  June,  by  the 
process  of  obtaining  city  supplies  by  contract  after  public  bids.  Owing  to  a  mis- 
understanding between  the  city  officials  and  the  police  officials,  until  January  of  the 
present  year  the  police  purchased  their  supplies  in  the  open  market  and  not  from 
the  city  contractors.  At  present,  however,  it  is  understood  that  the  |M)Iice  is  a 
department  of  the  city,  like  other  department's,  and  their  supplies  are  jnirchased  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  municipal  supplies. 

In  this  connection,  however,  there  was  one  important  payment  made  in  the  month 
Of  October  to  one  Seiior  Fernandez  for  stationery,  which  aggregated  $590.05;  of  this 
^482.70  on  account  of  the  secretary's  office  and  $107. lii  on  account  of  the  auditor's 
office.  The  contract  for  furnishing  articles  of  this  cla«s  had  l>een  let  to  a  different 
<i€«ler,  who  allowed  10  per  cent  discount  on  the  regular  market  prices,  which  resulted 
in  this  case  in  a  loss  to  the  cit}^  of  $59. 

The  board  also  foimd  upon  investigation  that  the  city  was  paving  much  more  for 

^;afi  than  was  proper  under  it«  contract.     During  the  year  1899  tfie  city  paid  the  gas 

company  16,256.22.    The  price  should  have  been  $0,106  per  meter,  according  to  the 

f>on tract  with  the  company,  which  amounted  to  $4,922.53,  with  a  discount  of  35 

per  cent,  which  amounted  to  $1,722.88,  leaving  the  amount  due  during  this  period 

to  the  company  $3,199.65.    The  difference  between  this  amount  due  and  the  amount 

actually  raid  is  $3,056.57,  as  will  appear  by  the  annexed  statement  of  account  marked 

*'Appenaix  B."    The  board  immediately  called  the  attention  of  the  city  auditor  to 

this  state  of  affiurs,  and  it  was  reported  to  the  avuntamiento,  and  the  board  now 

understands  that  the  matter  is  being  taken  up  with  the  idea  of  obtaining  the  proper 

Tepayment  from  the  gas  company. 

The  boaid  also  found  tiiat  the  city  was  not  receiving  any  part  of  the  $5,000  a  year 
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<1(U'  fmm  tlie  ti'U>phon(>  comiiany,  but  at  the  mine  time  was  raying  ff)r  the  tele- 
phones iiHe<l  for  the  various  city  deitartnientt*.  Upon  inquiry  the  noiard  was  infonue<l 
tliat  this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  litigation  pending  between  the  city  and 
the  telephone  com()any  and  that  the  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  the 
ayuntamiento. 

Amouff  the  securities  returned  by  the  city  to  various  depositors,  the  board  noticed 
that  the  Donds  returned  by  order  of  the  secretary  of  the  insular  treasury  to  Seflor  M. 
L.  Izquienlo  and  Seflor  M.* Sanchez  Gomez  did  not  correspond  in  their  numbers  with 
tlie  bonds  enumerated  in  the  secretary's  order.  The  board  was  informed  that  this 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  bonds  originally  deposited  had  been  redeemed 
since  that  time  nnd  others  sulwtituted.  As  the  number  of  bonds  returned  was  cor- 
rect, the  board  accepted  this  explanation. 

The  board  further  noticed  that  on  July  21  the  sum  of  $905.54  and  the  farther  sum 
of  $1,717.69  were  returned  by  the  city  to  the  owners  of  the  premises  118  and  120 
Prado,  these  amounts  being  deposits  made  by  them  for  permission  to  build  an  arcade 
in  front  of  those  premises.    The  history  of  the  return  of  this  money  is  that  on  the 
22d  of  May  the  city  passeil  an  ordinance  granting  the  free  use  of  the  public  land  and 
the  space  alx^ve  to  tne  owners  of  property  on  the  Prado,  under  certain  conditions. 
The  board  interpreteil  this  act  to  mean  that  onljr  two  meters  of  the  land  were  thi 
given  free  and  that  a  rel>ate  of  25  per  cent  was  given  for  the  excess.    By  a  forth 
act  of  the  ayuntamiento  of  July  1,  1899,  these  property  owners  were  allowed  to  tak< 
advantage  of  the  act  of  May  22, 1899,  and  the  latter  act  was  interpreted  to  mean  that9" 
they  had  the  free  use  of  the  property  unless  the  walls  of  the  houses  themselves  wi 
extended  more  than  2  meters.    The  attention  of  the  city  authorities  was  called 
this  and  it  resulted  in  a  further  act  of  the  ayimtamiento  on  March  15, 1900,  adoptingE 
the  previous  interpretation  given  to  the  act'of  May  22,  1899,  by  the  city  authorities.' 
The  board  has  not  seen  anythinjs:  in  the  course  of  this  correspondence  to  change  i 
position,  but  as  the  return  of  this  money  has  been  ratified  the  question  is  closed. 

In  the  course  of  its  examination  the  l)oard  also  found  that  the  cit^  of  Habana 
been  making  large  payments  on  account  of  the  neighboring  municipalities  of  S 
Maria  del  Kosario,  (luanabacoa,  and  Kegla.     We  respecuully  submit  herewith 
statement  of  these  expenses,  markefl  respectively  appendixes  **C,"  **D,"  and  **E,* 
which  give  the  amounts  thus  ex{>endea  and  which  should  be  returned  by 
ayuntamientos  to  the  ayuntamiento  of  Habana. 

The  city  of  IIal>ana  has  also  been  paying  various  amounts  for  the  tranafer  of  p 
oners  from  within  its  limits  to  other  parts  of  the  island.     Under  the  decree  ofthm 
military  governor  of  the  20th  of  May,  1899,  this  money  should  be  returned  to  th^ 
city  by  tlie  insular  treasury. 

Acc(>rding  to  the  books  of  the  city  such  pa3rments  between  May  20  and  December 
31,  1899,  amounted  to  $808.85  in  American  money  and  $135.65  in  Spanish  gold.     Th 
proper  stei)s  should  Ix^  taken  to  insure  the  compliance  of  the  insular  treasury  wi 
the  terms  of  the  decree  of  the  military  governor  of  May  20,  1899. 

In  examining  the  accounts  of  the  city  with  the  Bank  of  Spain,  we  beg  to 
that  the  bank  directly  collected  city  revenues  as  follows:

The  balances  in  United  States  money  and  Spanish  Hilver,  after  paying  the  ex|ienHes 
in  such  carrency,  were  exchanged  into  Spanish  gold  to  the  valae  of  $154,800.12, 
which,  with  the  total  receipts  in  that  currency,  amounted  to  $522,850.07,  which  was 
an  excess  of  $15,465.24  over  the  expenses  in  tnis  currency.  The  custom  has  been  to 
settle  these  accounts  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  in  pursuance  of  whr*h  the  bank  paid 
the  city  at  various  times  $42,644.41  and  received  from  it  $27,179.17;  the  difference  of 
115,465.24  exactly  balances  the  amount  shown  due. 

The  city  should  have  received  from  the  bank  67,115  coupona  No.  40,  but  has 

received  231  less;  it  should  have  receiver!  67,020  couiKjns  No.  41,  but  lias  received 

501  less;  it  should  have  received  66,910  couponH  No.  42,  ])ut  haa  received  2.632  less; 

it  should  have  received  66,800  coupons  No.  43,  but  received  49,:i58  leat*.     The  city 

should  have  received,  and  did  receive,  95  bonds  re<iceine<l  during  the  first  quarter  of 

1899;  for  the  second  Quarter  it  receive<l  only  93  out  of  110  redeemed;  for  the  third 

quarter  it  has  received  all  the  110  bonds  re(U^nio<l,  and  for  the  fourth  (juarter  it  has  • 

i^eoeived  101  out  of  the  110  redeemed.     The  bank  must  tlierefore  tuni  over  to  the 

dty  62,722  coupons  which  fell  due  in   I8W,  worth  $79,083,  and    26  Ixmds  worth 

12,600;  total,  $81,683. 

In  addition,  the  bank  owes  the  city  mm\e  400  coupons  (the  exmt  number  has  not 
been  ascertained)  from  previous  years.  The  board  respectfullv  recommends  that  a 
definite  settlement  of  this  coupon  account  Ikj  made  l)etween  tlie  bank  and  the  city, 
And  an  arrangement  be  made  lor  the  future  that  unless  the  bank  produces  all  the 
Ix^nds  and  coupons  which  have  fallen  due  and  for  which  the  city  has  paid  it  within 
one  year  the  same  shall  be  chargefl  back  to  the  ])ank  until  they  are  surrendered  to 
t;lie  city. 

The  commission  also  procee<^le<l  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Bank  of  Com- 
merce, which  acted  as  trustee  for  the  second  city  mortgage  of  $^^,000,000,  from  the 
original  documents  on  file  in  the  auditor's  office,  and  founa  these  accounts  for  1899 
oorrect,  and  on  checking  them  against  the  cashier's  statement  of  the  amounts  paid  on 
this  account  found  that  the  two  agree.     The  system  of  payment  of  the  Bank  of  Com- 
»ierce  is  an  excellent  one.     The  city  renders  an  a^'count  of  the  lK>nds  and  coupons 
outstanding  to  the  bank,  and  thereupon  sends  it  the  amount  necessary  to  cover  the 
l^rand  total.     Within  a  month  thereaiter  the  bank  renders  its  at^count  to  the  city,  and 
Burrenders  the  bonds  and  couiwns  which  have  been  presentecl  for  payment.     It  also 
renders  an  account  of  its  charges  for  commission  and  exchange.     When  these 
amounts  are  less  than  the  amount  previously  paid  to  the  bank  on  account  of  the  cur- 
rent quarter  (as  they  generally  are)  the  Imnk  makes  them  good  by  returning  the 
balance  in  casn  to  the  city,  ana  the  amount  thus  returned  is  kept  in  a  separate  fund, 
against  which  the  bank  draws  as  fast  as  more  bonds  and  coui)ons  come  in  to  be 
redeemed,  upon  surrendering  the  latter  to  the  city  cashier. 

An  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  cilrcel  showeil  that  the  average  expense  per 
prisoner  was  about  $125  a  year.  It  was  impossible  to  get  an  exact  statement  of  this 
average  without  devoting  an  amount  of  study  and  time  to  this  matter  which  would 
be  wholly  beyond  its  importance,  because  the  cdrcel  has  been  furnishing  rations  to 
the  woman's  prison,  the  vivac,  etc. ;  but  the  above  average  is  closely  correct,  after 
allowing  for  the  rations  fumishecl  outside  the  prison.  For  the  purpose  of  compari- 
son it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  annual  price  per  person  fed  in 
various  institutions  is  as  follows:  Presidio,  $153.29;  curcel,  $125.67;  Asilo  de  8an  Jo86, 
$141.26. 

There  are  a  number  of  payments  which  have  been  made  by  the  city  and  for  which 
the  bcMird  has  been  unable  to  find  any  legal  authorization,  as  they  were  apparently 
made  only  upon  the  order  of  the  mayor.  According  to  the  ley  municipal  the  mayor 
has  only  the  authority  to  order  payments  in  acconlance  with  the  annual  budget,  and 
according  to  the  ley  ae  contabilidad  all  contracts  which  involve  the  payment  of  over 
$1,000  should  be  let  by  auction.  These  requirements  have  not  alwavs  been  complied 
with.  The  amounts  which  are  subject  to  this  criticism  may  1^  divided,  first,  into 
repairs  made  under  the  stress  of  circumstances,  when  immediate  action  was  neces- 
earv,  and  second,  the  return  of  some  taxes  previously  paid. 

'fhe  items  are  as  follows:  Painting  Casas  (fe  Socorro,  $170.50;  repairing,  $455.27;  ice 
box  for  corpses  at  the  morgue,  $944.  These  expenditures  were  made  by  order  of  the 
chief  of  the  sanitary  service  of  the  city,  on  his  own  responsibility,  without  consulta- 
tion with  the  mayor  or  council,  and  were  later  paid  by  order  of  the  mayor. 

In  March,  1889,  $582.20  was  paid  for  repairs  on  the  slaughterhouse.  This  is  said 
to  have  b€«n  by  order  of  Major  Davis,  then  sanitary  officer  of  the  dty. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1899  the  city  paid  the  following  sums  for  repairs  in 
the  collector's  office  after  receiving  bids  for  ttie  work,  viz:     Repairs  in  general, 
$1,460;  desks,  $143;  furniture,  $673.80;  carpenterwork,  $162;  water  cooler,  $37.10. 
In  February,  18^,  the  city  paid  $679.52  for  repairs  to  buildings;  in  September  it 
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))aid  $280  for  fumiturt^  in  the  tn^apiirer's  office;  in  October  $\bS  fur  furniture  in  the 
cdrcel  and  $356  for  repairs  to  the  auditor's  office. 
The  amounts  returned  were  as  follows:

The  city  also  returned  $19.86  to  G.  R.  Rueloba  for  subsidio  industrial  in  May  by 
I>ay  order  No.  662.  The  examination  of  the  expediente  authorizing  this  return 
showed  that  only  $5.56  should  have  been  returned.  It  also  paid  the  town  of  Regla 
in  August  $40.33,  which  is  said  to  have  been  by  virtue  of  a  sentence  of  the  tribunal 
cxintencioso,  a  copy  of  which  sentence  the  board  has  not  been  able  to  procure. 

INCOME  OF  THE  crrv. 

A  sunmiarv  of  the  debit  side  of  the  cash  account  of  the  city  is  shown  in  Appendix 
A.  This  includes  a  number  of  bookkeeping  transactions,  and  does  not  represent  the 
gross  income  of  the  city.  The  condition  of  the  city's  regular  collections  is  better 
shown  by  Api)endix  F,  which  is  more  in  detail  and  contains  a  comparison  of  the 
collector's  accounts  with  those  of  the  treasurer.  It  will  be  notictea  immediately 
that  in  many  items  the  treasurer  has  apparently  received  more  than  the  collectors 
have  stated  in  their  accounts,  and  in  other  items  less.  The  explanation  of  this 
apparent  discrepancy  is  that  the  accounts  of  the  collectors,  the  accounts  ot  the 
auditor's  office,  and  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  kept  with  different  classitica- 
tions.  It  would  require  several  months'  work  to  follow  each  item  through  these 
various  a<;countti  and  determine  accurately  whether  the  city  has  collected  all  the 
income  possible,  and  whether  all  that  has  been  collected  has  been  accounted  for. 
In  fact,  the  former  point  can  not  be  determined  in  any  way  the  board  can  conceive, 
for  the  reason  that  the  method  of  collection  here  has  always  been  that  the  collector 
was  given  bills  to  collect,  and  the  taxpayers  came  in  to  pay  them  when  they  got 
ready.  If  they  did  not  come  in  a  certain  time,  they  paid  a  fine.  The  only  means 
us(hI  to  make  recalcitrant  taxpayers  (my  up,  except  the  taxes  on  fincas  urbonus  y 
rusticas,  is  a  system  of  inspecting  the  various  establishments  to  see  whether  the^ 
have  the  necessary  re<'eipts  or  not.  If  not,  they  are  subject  to  a  special  fine.  This 
work  of  inspection  has  not  been  examined  by  the  boani. 

Appendix  U  shows  the  amount  of  the  receipts  in  the  hands  of  the  ooUectoFB  on 
I>eceml)er  31,  1899,  which  were  overdue  and  have  not  been  paid.  A  comparison  of 
these  with  the  amounts  collected  will  show  the  defects  of  tne  present  tax  system, 
but  in  no  way  reflei'ts  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  collectors  themselves,  as  they  are 
merely  receiving  tellers. 

To  return  to  Appendix  F.  The  greatest  discrepancy  is  in  the  accounts  of  the 
"Subeidio  Industrial,"  ^'OccasionaV'  the  "Suhsidio'of  30  per  cent,"  and  the 
'^Impuesto  Industrial,"  which  shows  $44,834.27  more  received  by  the  cashier  than 
was  collected  by  the  collectors.  This  is,  however,  practically  balanced  by  the 
entries  in  ''Cuotas  de  Patente,"  which  show  a  deficit  of  $40,666.70;  of  "  Patentee  de 
Alcohol,"  which  show  a  deficit  of  $4,144,  and  the  **Multas  por  Subsidio/'  which 
show  a  deficit  of  $33.44.  These  accounts,  in  partitrular,  are  inextricably  confused  in 
the  books  of  the  collection  department  and  of  the  treasurer.  The  other  discrepan- 
cies, as  shown  in  this  appenoix,  are  all  for  small  amounts,  and  the  totals  of  tnese 
discrepancies)  come  within  $290.61  of  balancing  each  other.  In  an  account  involv- 
ing over  $2,000,000,  as  this  does,  such  a  discrepancy  is  slight,  and  may  be  due  to 
purely  clerical  errors,  either  in  the  city  books  or  in  the  work  of  the  bouxl  itself. 
After  a  most  careful  investigation  of  these  accounts  the  board  is  unable  to  aooount 
for  this  dis(»repancy. 

In  considering  this  appendix,  however,  it  must  be  remembered  that  Sefiores  Aulet 
and  Otero  were  the  ola  collectors  who  continued  in  office  until  September  20,  1899, 
when  they  were  succeeded  by  the  other  four  collectors,  Sefiores  Ckwtales,  Meetre, 
Carricartej  and  Osuna,  and  when  Sefiores  Aulet  and  Otero  ceased  to  be  the  city's 
collectors,  they  pnx^eeded  to  make  a  statement  of  their  accoimts  with  the  city 
auditor.    The  books  of  these  collectors  show  on  the  debit  side  all  the  various  receipts 
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^hich  from  time  to  time  the  city  auditor  had  iasned  to  them  to  collect;  on  the  credit 
^de  appeared  the  carii  which  they  had  tamed  in  to  the  city  treasurer.    The  differ- 
ence between  these  two  sams  represented  the  bills  which  at  varioos  times  had  been 
canceled,  or  which  they  had  surrendered  to  the  city  auditor  at  the  time  when  they 
ceased  their  duties.     When  any  receipts  were  declared  to  be  noncollectible,  a  pro]^r 
entry  was  made  in  the  books  of  these  old  collectors,  which  was  signed  by  tne  city 
auditor. 

As  has  already  been  mentioned,  one  of  the  remilts  of  the  decrees  of  the  military 
governor  of  the  island,  of  February  10,  1899,  remitting  all  taxes  for  the  year  1898  not 
paid  before  January  1,  1899,  was  that  all  the  uncollected  receii>ts  in  the  hands  of 
^!^flor  Aulet  for  this  period  were  surrendereti  and  canceleil.  The  total  amount  of 
^lieee  receipts  was  $132,999.37.  None  of  the  classes  of  taxes  which  Mr.  Otero  was 
oJiareed  with  collecting  were  affected  l)v  this  decree. 

This  amount  was  so  large  that  the  l)oard  deemed  it  advisable  to  compare  the 
J'^eceipts  themselves  with  the  lists  made  of  them.  With  this  object  in  view  it 
f^cidreseed  a  communication  to  the  auditor  of  the  citv  on  the  17th  of  March,  request- 
^x^fi  tkim  to  send  such  receipts  for  examination,  the  l)oard  was  informed  that  the 
<^ apartment  of  collections  ban  charge  of  these  receipts,  and  addn^ssed  a  communica- 
"tion  to  the  latter,  making  the  same  reijuest  on  March  20.  As  the  receipts  were 
»^ot  forthcoming,  the  board  addresseil  a  further  requ(»8t  to  the  mayor  on  the  date  of 
^larch  22,  stating  that  there  seeme<l  to  be  some  question  l>etween  the^^  two  depart- 
x^inentfi  as  to  which  was  responsil)le  fo'  these  receipts,  and  reijuesting  him  to  deter- 
^^inine  the  matter  and  obtain  the  necessarv  documents  for  our  use.  From  that  time 
"^^D  the  date  of  this  report  such  document/  have  been  slowly  coming  in,  and  do  not  at 
^^11  correspond  with  tne  total  of  the  receipts  state<l  to  have  l)een  surrendered  by  Mr. 
-^kulet,  and  which  were  receipted  for  by  tne  auditor  of  the  city. 

8efior  Aulet  is,  of  course,  free  from  all  resj)on8ibility  in  this  matter,  as  he  has  the 
^**«ceipt  of  the  auditor  for  all  these  canceled  receipts  which  he  turned  over,  but  as 
"^lie  mscrepandes  between  the  receipts  found  and  those  which  should  have  been  pro- 
^i^uced  was  so  great,  the  lx)ard,  with  the  hearty  approval  of  Mr.  Aulet,  proceeded  to 

letters  to  various  of  the  largest  taxpayers  in  tne  city  of  Habana  recjuesting  them 

o  state  whether  or  not  they  had  actually  paid  these  taxes  which  hatl  been  remitted, 
.nd  the  receipts  for  which  were  supposed  to  be  in  the  auditor's  ofhce.     A  large  num- 
ler  of  these  responded,  and  in  no  case  did  the  board  tind  that  any  of  these  surren- 
dered receipts  had  been  paid. 

The  board  proceeded  to  make  an  informal  verbal  inquiry  as  to  the  reason  of  this 
liscrepancy,  and  was  informed  that  these  receipts  were  stored  in  gunny  sacki4  in  the 
^^Dasement  of  the  ayuntamiento,  in  which  they  were  placed  in  September  last,  at  th^ 
"%:inie  when  the  repairs  were  being  made  in  the  ayuntamiento  building,  and  that  they 
^^vere  not  arrangea  and  nobody  knew  how  many  there  were  tliere.     Tiie  cause  of  this 
^^nethod  of  storage,  the  board  was  informed,  was  that  at  the  time  of  these  repairs,  in 
September  last,  when  the  auditor,  Mr.  Ntniarse,  was  in  the  United  States,  it  was 
:^iece8Bary  to  get  a  large  amount  of  old  furniture  out  of  the  way,  as  a  result  of  which 
^^veral  cartloads  of  papers,  among  them  these  receipts  in  question,  were  thrown 
Into  the  street  and  carted  away  as  waste  j>aper.     Upon  the  attention  of  the  author- 
ities being  called  to  this  matter  efforts  were  made  to  recover  them,  with  the  result 
^hat  many  papers  which  are  vouchers  for  very  large  amounts  of  money  can  not  be 
iound.     The  extent  to  which  this  mist^hance  has  affected  the  work  of  this  lx)ard  and 
has  made  it  impossible  to  properly  audit  this  part  of  the  city's  finances  is  shown  by 
the  annexed  Appendix  II. 

When  Messrs.  Aulet  and  Otero  ceased  in  their  duties  as  collectors  in  September 
last,  they  turned  over  the  uncollected  receipts  then  in  their  j)ossession  to  their  suc- 
cessors, who  we^e  charged  with  this  amount,  and  the  former  were  (credited  with  the 
same  amount.  This,  therefore,  transferred  the  responsibility  for  the  collection  of 
such  receipts  to  the  new  collectors. 

In  examining  the  accounts  of  the  auditor's  office  with  the  present  collectors,  the 
IxMird  found  that  the  system  had  been  to  charge  them  with  the  receipts  issued  and 
credit  them  with  the  cash  turned  in,  and,  as  has  been  above  stated,  on  December  31 
a  statement  of  their  accounts  was  made  with  the  auditor's  office  by  examining  the 
receipts  on  hand  at  that  date.  The  total  of  these  receipts  on  hand,  together  with 
the  amount  of  cash  which  these  collectors  had  turned  over  to  the  city  treasurer  and 
the  number  of  canceled  receipts  (pajas)  corresponded  with  the  amount  of  receipts 
iflsoed  to  them,  thus  proving  their  accounts.  These  uncollected  receipts,  havmg 
passed  into  the  accounts  of  these  collectors  for  the  year  1900,  will  be  subject  to  any 
audit  that  may  be  made  of  the  transactions  of  that  year. 

In  examining  the  accounts  of  these  collectors  the  board  has  also  been  unable  to  check 
them  off  to  a  cent  against  the  treasurer's  statement  of  cash  received.    The  discrepw- 
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cies,  however,  have  been  small  in  amount^  and  the  explanation  given  in  the  discas- 
sion  of  Appendix  F  applies  to  their  accounts  also.  The  board  takes  this  occasion  to 
repeat  that  it  has  seen  no  indication  of  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  city 
employees. 

Accepting  the  cashier's  statement  (Appendix  A)  and  the  board's  more  minute 
classification  of  income  (Appendix  F)  as  correct,  it  seemed  of  special  importance  that 
the  board  present  a  statement  of  the  actual  net  income  and  expenses  of  the  city. 
Neither  Appendix  A  nor  F  presents  this  result,  as  they  contain  certain  bookkeeping 
entries  and  do  not  contain  any  statements  relative  to  the  amounts  collected  and 
expended  by  the  Bank  oi  Spain  by  virtue  of  the  city's  first  mortgage,  under  which 
the  bank  is  trustee.    The  board  nas  therefore  eliminated  from  the  statement  of 
income  as  given  in  Appendix  A  the  following  items:  Balance  on  the  I4th  of  January; 
loan  of  $7,000,000;  purcha«te  and  sale  of  gold;  Bank  of  Spain,  and  also  the  item  which 
referred  to  the  section  of  hygiene^  wliich  is  not  a  source  of  city  income  under  any 
circumstances.    In  addition  to  this  it  has  eliminated  the  amounts  turned  over  to  the 
city  by  General  Ludlow,  as  thone  are  extraordinary  income.    The  board  has  also 
eliminated  from  the  statement  of  expenses  of  the  city  the  bookkeeping  items  of  pur- 
chase and  sale  of  gold;  for  personnel  and  material  of  the  section  of  hyj^ene,  and  the 
amount  deposited  to  the  special  account  of  that  section;  the  amount  paid  to  the  Bank 
of  Spain  and  paid  on  account  of  the  loan  of  $7,000,(XX).    It  has  also  separately  treated 
the  amounts  paid  out  as  'Mevoluciones''  because  these  represent  a  peculiar  situation. 
of  affairs  already  explained  under  the  head  of  payments;  also  the  old  notes  of  th» 
city  coming  due  in  the  year  1899;  the  amounts  against  the  entry  ''Secretarfa  d^ 
Hacienda''  (Cordilleras),  as  this  latter  represents  only  advances  made  on  the  partoE 
the  city  which  the  island  treaj>ury  will  nave  to  repay  hereafter;  and  the  amounts 
paid  by  order  of  General  Ludlow,  which  is  an  extraordinary  expense.    With  thie» 
explanieition  the  following  summarized  statement  of  income  and  expenses  shows  th^ 
amount  actually  receivea  by  the  city  from  various  sources,  from  the  Bank  of 


and  from  General  Ludlow  separately,  against  which  are  offset  the  regular  expenses^ 
the  expenses  of  the  Bank  of  Spain  and  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  "Devolud-' 
ones,"  '* Cordilleras,"  notes  due,  and  the  amounts  paid  by  order  of  General  Ludlow^ 
also  separately  stated:

Reducing  all  these  figures  to  Spanish  gold,  the  balance  of  gross  income  over  grosB 
expenses  is  $206,147.69.  The  balance  given  as  cash  on  hand  on  December  31,  1899, 
is  $3,821.58  more,  which  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  above  account  does  not 
include  the  balance  on  hand  January  14,  1899,  and  does  include  a  pavment  made  by 
the  city  to  the  Bank  of  Spain  on  January  16,  1900,  in  settlement  of  a  balance  due 
for  the  last  quarter  of  1899. 

A  com])arison  of  this  Htatement  with  Appendix  F,  which  was  taken  from  the  city'a 
cashbook,  shows  that  in  the  alx)ve  statement  the  city's  income  from  all  sourceo  except 
ihoee  collected  by  the  Bank  of  Spain  amounted  to  $1,701,420.63  in  mixed  cunendea.

proving  these  statements  exactly. 

There  are  two  matters  connected  with  the  income  of  the  city  which  reouire  special 
'Qention.    The  most  important  is  the  collection  of  the  ^'censos  fijos,     which  are 
<^haigee  made  upon  real  estate,  usually  by  decedents,  in  favor  of  the  city.    The 
capital  value  of  tneee  is  $256,596.20,  and  which,  at  5  per  cent  interest,  the  amount  of 
the  chai^gee,  amounts  to  $12,829.81  per  annum.     Of  thene  amounts  the  city  collected 
in  the  ^ear  1899  only  $525.56.     An  examination  of  the  old  city  l)ookH  hIiuws  that  the 
collection  of  this  source  of  income  has  l)een  neglected  for  more  tlian  twenty-five 
years  past,  and  it  is  probable  that  many  of  these  charges  have  lapfie<l,  througn  the 
laches  of  the  city  in  not  taking  the  necessary  Hteps  to  collect  them,  through  the  action 
of  the  statute  oi  limitations.    This  matter  has  alHo  l)een  complicateil  by  the  various 
decrees  of  General  Blanco  and  their  extension  by  the  military  governor  of  the  island 
'       during  the  last  four  years.     On  May  17,  1896,  General  Blan(!o  extended  the  time  of 
payment  of  all  mortgage  debt«  and  '*  censoH  "  due,  or  to  l^econie  due,  until  the  30th 
of  April,  1897.     By  a  decree  on  the  19th  of  April,  1897,  the  time  was  further  extended 
^otil  March  21,  1898,  with  the  exception  tlmt  when  the  censos  were  imjxjsed  upon 
J*f ban  real  estate  which  was  rente<l  the  collei'tionH  could  be  made  from  the  rent,  and 
_  ^^  the  case  of  the  rural  real  estate  in  the  province  of  Habana,  which  was  productive,

.  ^  I  y^is  last  decree  was  further  extended  by  another  order  of  (jreneral  Blanco  on  March 
23, 1  ^»  1898,  until  March  31,  1899.  Orders  of  the  head(|uarterH  of  the  Division  of  Cuba 
^  I  J^V  March  29,  1899,  further  extended  the  same  decree  to  the  80th  of  April,  1899,  and 
^•xler  No.  46,  of  the  same  hea<i(juarterH,  under  date  of  April  24,  ext(^n<led  the  time 
^^  "the  collection  of  all  obligations"  whereby  it  may  \ye  ne<'i»s8arv  to  sell  property 
?•*  its  products  until  the  Ist  of  May,  1901.  ThiH  <lecn»e  wan  further  modified  by 
^~|rder  No.  69,  limiting  the  extension  to  May  1,  1900,  and  excepting  such  debts  aa 
?^^*rued  after  the  Ist  of  Decemlxir,  1898,  which  might  ]>e  collei'ted  from  the  rents 
^^^  the  urban  property  or  the  rents  and  productH  of  rural  property.  Until  the  30th  of 
^j^^ril,  1899,  tne  city  was  therefore  able  to  prfxjee<l  to  take  steps  to  protect  its  rights 
5*^  far  as  obtaining  an  attachment  ui)on  tne  proi)erty  which  had  not  paid,  but  the 
^.T^^Dard  understands  that  no  action  was  taken.  The  })oard  therefore  respectfully 
"^  ^^ommends  that  this  matter  l>e  made  the  subject  of  an  iimnediate  investigation  by 
^^^^e  city  authorities  and  that  they  be  in8trui*te<l  to  take  Huch  steps  as  they  may  be 
^:J^vi8ea  by  counsel  as  practicable  to  protect  their  rightn  in  these  matters  and  recover 
;^  ,J~ie  arrears  which  are  due.  As  it  is  an  open  (picstion  whether  the  statute  of 
^  ^nitations  does  not  still  nm,  the  importance  of  immediate  action  in  this  matter  is 
i^parent. 

The  legacy  of  Sefior  de  la  Cuesta  consisted  of  a  dei)08it  of  bonds,  which  the  Bank 

^l  Commerce  holds  as  trustee,  and  two  houses.     The  interest  on  these  bonds  has 

een  regularly  paid  over  to  the  city,  and  has  formeil  part  of  the  school  fund  for 

rhich  the  legacy  was  intended.     One  of  the  houses  has  been  rented,  but  the  otUer 

I  neither  Seen  rented  nor  used.     Upon  investigation  in  the  secretary's  office  the 

ird  found  two  old  expedientes  referring  to  these  houses.    The  last  date  in  these 

jxpedientes  was  July  18, 1891.     During  the  year  1899  this  property  has  been  allowed 

^^  o  remain  unused  and  unrented  and  is  said  to  be  in  ruins.     The  board  respectihilly 

^^^ubmits  that  this  matter  should  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  city  authorities,  and 

action  should  be  taken  to  use,  rent,  or  sell  this  property  as  may  be  most  advan- 

_    )U8  to  the  city,  and  that  an  investigation  Ikj  made  in  order  to  determine  whether 

.he  property  has  not  been  improperly  used  during  the  past  nine  years  and  whether 

.he  city  can  not  recover  the  value  of  such  use. 

An  examination  of  the  assessment  lists  of  the  urban  real  estate  and  the  lists  of 
hoee  who  pay  **subsidio  industrial "  taxes  shows  that  both  are  sadly  deficient,  and 
:he  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  fair  and  just  new  assessment  would  increase  the 
ncome  of  the  city  from  these  sources  several  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  does 
lot,  however,  under  the  existing  law,  lie  within  the  power  of  the  ayuntamiento. 

CONCLISION. 

The  board  regrets  that  it  has  had  to  spend  so  much  time  in  this  examination  and 
et  has  been  unable  to  make  a  complete  and  minute  i«eport  to  a  cent  of  the  city's 
nances  during  the  past  year.  The  difficulties  attending  the  transitory  character  of 
he  present  government  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  laws  explain  this  delay  and  incom- 
pleteness. In  addition  to  this,  while  the  board  has  met  with  invariable  courtesy  on 
he  part  of  the  city's  employees,  especially  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Gomie,  of  the  secretary'B 
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offioc,  ami  Mr,  Martinez,  of  the  auditor's  office,  it  han  been  very  mnch  deUyed  and 
liaiiiiMTiil  ill  iiH  work  from  thu  ttA-t  that  the  office  lioura  are  dinerent  in  the  difier- 
i'nt  iJeiturtinontH  of  the  city,  an<l  that  ithB:^  l>cen  oblif^  to  suspend  its  investigations 
fur  hoiirr<  at  a  time  on  (vrtiiin  |iBrticulHrB  until  the  ofSciola  in  chuge  of  the  necenuy 
roconlK  Filioiihl  i-oitii-  to  the  aviititamiento  Iniildin^. 

In  uildititiii,  tlxT  board  U'i8lii-))  to  rupeat  that  it  tiaf  xeen  no  indication  of  personal 
ditilioni-Mty  on  thu  |>art  nf  any  city  pniployi*,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  Appendix  A 
that  th«>  ex]tenw-H  of  the  citv  have  l>eeu  well  within  the  amount  of  it8  income.  In 
this  connectii>n,  however,  it  iniii'ttie  ivnieinliered  that  almoxt  one-fourth  of  thifl 
inn>itH>  van  received  foini  the  island  trt«HUry  and  not  from  the  normal  murces.  In 
view  of  thiH  fact,  it  iihould  l)e  expc<;ted  that  the  policy  of  the  city  darina  the  p«t 
yearwrmld  Iw  towanl  the  (rrefttest  i>0Hpil'li!  eoonumy.  While  the  board  dOM  not 
think  there  huM  lieeii  a  policy  of  extravagance,  it  ia  of  the  opinion  that  a  greater 
(■cononiy  of  admin iHtralion  durin);  the  pa)<t  year  won  possible,  especially  la  ttta 
amuigeiiient  of  tlic  ollitc  hours  of  the  employees  and  in  the  use  of  common  labor- 
ea^'inK  devi<-e)'.  The  buanl  in  alio  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  various  recommenda- 
tions which  it  has  niadv  in  this  rc]>ort  arc  followetl  out  the  HaWng  to  the  city  woulA 
amount  to  a  larye  miin— fur  example,  in  the  matter  of  the  fiaH-Contract  alone — and. 
that  the  iiimnie  of  thu  city  could  t>e  increased  as  above  stated  by  several  hundred. 
thounand  dollara  in  the  "liiicas  urbanaa"  and  "eubstdio  industrial"  taxes  and  the 
anioiintH  due  fnnii  "irenmnt  lijoB." 

In  coiu'hiyion,  the  tK>ard  dcHirvn  to  state  that,  although  this  report  throughont  has 
HceiiLcd  critical,  it  un<len<tancls  that  its  duties  were  to  examine  and  report,  and  if  the 
[iiutterH  intruHted  to  its  charjie  were  above  criticism  there,  would  be  no  necessity  of 
any  re|>ort.  In  i^nto  uf  the  many  defeels  which  have  been  pointed  out,  the  bmrd 
realiKCH  that  the  situation  during  tnc  past  year  was  extremely  difficult,  owing  to  the 
ne<vwity  of  emptoyinK  CulianH  as  city  uffit^ials  who  had  had  no  previous  experience 
in  miinicipnl  a<miinii'trBli()n  under  tho  Spanish  Government,  owing  to  the  transitory 
cotidition  <if  afCiiirH  net'enurily  attendant  upon  n  change  of  government,  and  owinv  to 
the  confuseil  and  confuMinic  Hyntvin  of  laws  in  fon«  at  a  time  when  the  old  lawahad 
not  lost  their  vuliility  anil  no  new  ctimnlete  nysteni  hail  been  subrtituted  for  them; 
but,  in)=tcitd,  there  k^tv:  a  imcueHsion  of  modifications  and  changes  which  made  the 
riijhiMof  thecityand  theilntief  of  its  officent  undetermined  and  undeterminable.  In 
view  of  thi-m;  cunHiderationi',  the  Ixiard  dceires  to  state  that  the  administration  of  the 
eily  flnancet!  during  the  )>a><t  year  waHcarrieiliiii  with  undoubted  honratyof  pnrpoee, 
with  many  impnivements  over  (he  old  Spanish  inefiicieut  system,  and  with  creoit  to 
v  intrusted  with  its  administ  ration  duriug  such  a  trying  period.

CHARTER  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  HABANA. 

Upon  assuming  charge  of  the  organization  of  the  city  governmer 
in  Januar}',  1900,  it  was  at  once  evident  that  the  Spanish  methods  c 
municipal  administration  varied  in  essential  particulars  from  thoe 
generally  employed  in  modern  communities  enjoying  more  lil)er= 
forms  oi  government,  and  that  the  city  authorities  had  but  vague  air 
circumscribed  powers  and  responsibilities,  that  made  them  in  evea 
particular  dependent  upon  the  action  or  concurrence  of  the  sta- 
authorities. 

As  the  commercial  and  ix)litical  metropolis  and  the  seat  of  Span! 
government  in  the  island,  it  might  be  expected  that  certain  re8erv= 
tions  of  state  authority  might  be  made,  sufficient  to  guard  agaiui 
intrusions  or  friction  on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities,  but  in  tvm 
there  was  next  to  no  local  authority  at  all  vested  in  the  city,  whi< 
administratively  and  economically  was  little  else  than  a  creature  ar 
agent  of  the  state,  lacking  any  measure  of  autonomy  and  withoi 
power  even  to  assess  its  own  valuations  or  adjust  its  income  to  it 
needs. 

Under  Spanish  rule  Cuban  cities  have  not  ^'charters"  or  individua 
enai^tmonts  constituting  city  governments,  prescribing  the  division; 
and  limitations  of  the  administrative  services,  and  establishing  th 
powers  and  functions  of  the  city  as  a  corporation  and  of  its  individua 
officers  and  departments.  There  is  no  l:^panish  word  for  '*  charter, 
and  the  municipal  organizations  are  eflfected  and  maintained  onl 
under  a  general  municipal  law,  modified  and  amended  by  innumembl 
"orders,''  '"decrees,"' and  the  like,  with  an  officer  representing  th 
state  at  almost  every  stage  of  civic  administration  and  responsibility 

Recognizing  these  defects,  but  constrained  to  defer  taking  action  t 
amend  them  until  full  inquir}^  could  be  made  and  in  paiiiicular  a  care 
ful  investigation  of  the  city  finances,  sources  of  revenue,  liabilities 
and  current  expenses  be  completed,  it  was  not  until  near  the  close  o 
the  calendar  year  that  it  became  practicable  from  the  clearing  up  o 
other  fields  and  the  reports  of  the  finance  commission  to  undertak 
means  to  effect  a  proper  municipal  organization.  This  became  th 
more  important  that  early  in  the  current  calendar  year  consideratio 
was  given  to  preparations  for  an  elective  ayuntamiento  after  the  basi 
of  suffrage  should  have  been  established  and  the  results  of  the  censu 
become  available  for  the  registration  of  voters. 

It  seeniQd  especially  desirable  that  the  new  ayuntamiento  shoul 
enter  upon  its  duties  with  a  knowledge  of  the  powers  and  function 
that  each  official  was  to  exercise,  and  with  a  realizing  sense,  both  o 
his  own  part  and  of  those  who  should  vote  for  him,  of  the  nature  an< 
extent  ot  the  responsibilities  incurred  by  all  the  persons  concerned. 

With  this  object  in  view.  Civil  Order  No.  12,  of  February  9,  wa 
issued — a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  the  accompanying  dratt  of  th 
charter — constituting  a  commission  of  able  and  experienced  men,  cor 
versant  with  Spanish  and  American  law  and  city  requirements,  whoa 
collective  judgment  would  command  confidence  and  respect. 

Means  were  taken  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  commission  copic 
of  recent  charters  of  American  cities,  as  in  the  nature  of  a  guide  i 
the  formulation  of  a  charter  for  Habana,  the  fundamental  principle 
adopted  hemg  simplicity,  effectiveness,  responsibility,  and  tne  larges 
measure  of  autonomy  that  could  with  safety  be  authoiized. 
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The  original  order  prescribed  April  1  as  the  date  on  which  the  draft 
of  the  charter  should  be  submitted  to  the  city  council  and  by  it  to  the 
niilitary  governor  of  Habana  for  forwarding  to  the  military  governor 
of  the  Lsland,  but  this  date,  \mi\g  found  impracticable,  was  extended 
t<'>  May  7,  when  it  was  sent  directly  to  the  division  commander,  the 
I^epartment  of  Habana  having  been  discontinued. 

The  charter  may  not  be  an  ideal  oiu*  in  all  respects,  but  as  the  work 
of  an  able  body  of  men,  all  of  thi^n  familiar  witn  city  administration. 
*^nd  conscientious  in  their  endeavor  to  apply  their  best  knowledge  ana 
JiKlgment  for  the  interests  of  thi*  city,  it  will  certainly  prove  a  valua- 
ble basis  of  action  and  an  efficient  working  instrument  for  a  modern 
^^d  independent  city  government.

Sib:  The  Habana  charter  connnisHJon,  api>ointed  ])y  ('ivil  Orders,  No.  12,  of  the 
^ries  of  1900,  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Dejiartment  of  Habana,  as  modified  by 
the  orders  of  said  department,  dated  April  i\  and  25,  19(K),  reHi)ectively,  have  the 
houor  to  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  their  comi)lete(l  draft  of  the  proposed  charter 
for  the  city  of  Habama  for  your  examination  and  for  such  action  a.^  you  may  deem 
Proper. 

Tne  changes  made  in  the  existing?  law  relate  ahriost  entirely  to  the  position  of  the 
citv  in  the  state,  and  to  its  internal  administration.  In  these  resi)ects  the  commis- 
sion believes  that  this  prof)Osed  charter  is  complete,  except  that  it  does  not  provide 
^Or  the  establishment  of  municipal  courts,  for  a  civil-service  system  controlhng  the 
appointment  and  promotion  of  nmnicipal  emi)loyees,  or  for  a  board  of  education. 
tThe  commission  did  not  prepare  a  j)roj>osed  law  for  municipal  courts,  as  it  is  informed 
that  the  secretary  of  justice  of  your  cabinet  has  already  prepared,  and  perhaps  com-* 
pleted,  a  new  decree  to  submit  to  you  covering  this  sul)ject.  The  connnission  did 
tiot  take  up  the  preparation  of  a  civil-service  law,  l)ecause  such  a  law  requires  care- 
^1  and  minute  study  in  order  to  be  of  any  practical  value;  and  it  was  of  the  opinion 
tHat  it  could  l^etter  devote  the  limited  time  at  its  dispo.^al  to  the  more  fundamental 
Informs  which  it  haj^  endeavore<l  to  incorporate  in  this  proi>osed  charter.  The  com- 
itiirtsion  did  not  make  any  provisi<jn  for  a  municipal  board  of  education,  V)ecause  this 
V>ranch  of  the  public  service  is  now  exclusively  under  the  a^lministration  of  the 
state. 

The  commission  ha*?  also  adopted  the  prevailing  system  of  taxation  in  the  island 
Without  attempting  to  modify  it  for  municipal  purjx)ses,  except  by  a  limitation  of 
the  city's  initiative  in  such  matters,  and  bv  determining  the  amount  of  certain  taxes 
\\'hich  it  may  impose.  To  pa*^  iK'Vond  this  would  re(iuire  a  full  and  complete  study 
of  the  entire  tax  svstem,  which  is  beyond  the  functions  of  this  commission.  It  has 
therefore  made  only  such  slight  modifications  as  seemed  necessary  to  meet  the  local 
situation. 

The  commission  has  also  avoided  making  any  changes  which  would  affect  the 
established  rights  of  persons  and  property,  as  aetermmed  by  the  existing  laws  of 
the  island,  and  has  not  altered  the  methods  of  procedure  now  established,  except  in 
so  far  as  they  apply  to  the  sale  of  proi)erty  for  taxes  in  arrears.  This  matter  it  has 
placed  in  the  charge  of  municipal  officials,  who  follow  the  method  of  procedure  and 
exercise  the  powers  given  to  other  officials  in  similar  proceedings  by  the  existing 
code  of  civil  procedure. 
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The  commiHRion  does  not  pretend  to  claim  that  the  charter  which  it  now  has  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  is  perfect,  but  it  does  believe  that,  with  such  modifications 
as  you  may  deem  proper  to  make  in  it,  it  will  serve,  at  least  for  the  present^  as  an 
effective  scheme  of  establishing  and  administering  an  autonomous  municipality. 
Doubtless  the  experience  of  the  next  year  will  disclose  whatever  defects  and  weak- 
nesses may  exist,  and  when  these  are  corrected,  in  the  light  of  practical  experience, 
the  commission  ventures  to  hope  that  a  permanent  autonomous  government  can  be 
established  and  continued  by  the  city  of  Habana  under  this  proposed  charter. 

The  translation  of  this  work  from  one  language  into  another  has  been  made  by 
the  members  of  the  conmiission  personally,  and  they  therefore  most  respectfully 
suggest  that  they  be  permitted  to  make  the  translation  of  any  changes  you  may 
make  under  this  draft.

PROPOSED  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  OF  HABANA. 

No.  12, 
of  February  9,  19U0.    Submitted  to  the  military  governor  of  Cuba  on  May  7, 1900.  J 

Civil  Orders,  \  Office  of  the  Governor  of  Habana, 

No.  12.        i  Habana,  Cuba,  February  9,  1900, 

Whereas  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  American  Administration  to  farther  as  rapidly  as 
practic*able  the  principles  of  self-government  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  to  this  end 
to  provide  presently  for  the  (organization  of  ayuntamientos  to  be  composed  of  persons 
elected  by  the  people;  and 

Whereas  Habana  occupies  u  unique  position  in  the  island,  as  the  commercial  and 
politi(*ai  metropolis  and  the  largest  concentration  of  population  and  business  inter- 
ests, foreign  and  domestic;  and 

Whereas  the  existing  organization  of  the  city  government  of  Habana  is  defective 
in  many  seriouhi  respects,  lacking  coherence  and  definition  of  function  and  distinct 
declaration  as  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  several  city  officials,  and 
involving  complex,  unscientific,  and  ineffective  methods  of  administration;  and 

Whereas  it  is  important  that  the  new  city  government  of  Habana  shall  possess 
such  an  organization,  and  enjoy  such  powers  and  attributes  as  shall  enable  it  to 
exercise  its  functions  in  the  oest  interests  of  its  people,  by  methods  conforming  to 
modem  standards  among  free  and  enlightened  communities,  without  the  embarraas- 
.  ments  and  hindrances  imposed  by  the  existing  laws  and  regulations:  It  is  therefore 
ordered: 

1.  A  commission  is  hereby  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  thorough 
study  of  the  at^lministrative  ana  financial  conditions  of  Habana,  and  to  prepare  tne 
draft  of  a  "  charter'*  or  special  provisional  munici()al  law  designed  to  meet  tlie  prac- 
tical and  economic  requirements  of  the  city  administration  of  Habana  under  the  new 
conditions  about  to  be  imposed,  and  in  conformity  with  the  best  examples  elsewhere 
of  enactments  of  this  nature. 

2.  This  commission  will  consist  of  the  following  personnel:  Ex-officio  president, 
the  municipal  alcalde;  vice-president,  First  Teniente  Mayor  Estrada  Mora;  members, 
Messrs.  lbopoldo  Cancio,  Juan  F.  O'Farrill,  Oscar  Fonts,  C^los  Pdrraga,  Orencio 
Nodarse,  J.  N.  Casanova,  Ernest  \j.  Conant,  Osgood  Smith. 

3.  The  commission  will  organize  at  once,  in  oflices  to  be  provided  by  the  mayor, 
and  will  select  a  secretary  and  two  clerks  for  the  conduct  and  record  of  its  business. 

4.  In  drafting  the  provisions  of  the  special  municipal  law  for  Habana  the  com- 
mission will  consult  with  the  commission  appointed  by  the  military  TOvemor  of 
the  island  for  the  general  revision  of  the  municipal  laws  for  the  island,  with  the 
view  to  secure  harmony  between  its  own  work  ana  that  of  the  general  commission, 
in  order  that  the  provisions  of  the  special  law  for  Habana  shall  not  be  incompatible 
with  tho  general  law  when  final  action  is  to  be  taken. 

5.  The  commission  is  enjoined  to  use  all  diligence  in  the  furtherance  of  the  impoi^ 
tant  duty  intrusted  to  it,  and  to  complete  the  draft  on  or  before  April  1,  by  whicii 
date  it  shall  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the  city  council  for  oonaidenition  and,  if 
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foimd  expedient,  amendment.  The  comicil  will  reach  its  final  decision  hy  April  15 
and  retam  the  instrument  to  the  mayor,  who  will  then  transmit  it  to  the  military 
govonor  of  Habana,  who  will  submit  it  to  the  miUtary  governor  of  the  island  for 
enactment,  if  approved. 

6.  To  facilitate  the  discussion  and  consideration  by  the  council  of  the  special  instru- 
Dient  in  question,  the  members  of  the  commission  other  than  those  of  the  council 
'Hll  attend  the  meeting  and  be  heard,  but  not  vot«.

Title  I. — The  municipal  boundaries  of  Habana  and  its  inliabilants. 
Chapter  l.— THE  UMIT8  AND  DIVISIONS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  HABANA. 

Abticls  1.  The  municipal  boundaries  of  Habana  shall  be  the  same  as  now  exist. 
Its  territory  is  bounded  by  the  sea  and  by  the  municipalities  of  Regla,  Santa  Maria 
del  Rosario,  Managua,  Santiago  de  las  Ve^,  and  Marianao. 

Abt.  2.  The  temtoiy  within  these  municipal  boundaries  shall  be  divided  into  dis- 
tricts and  the  latter  into  barrios.  The  number  of  districts  and  barrios,  and  also  their 
PBspective  boundaries,  shall  be  determined  by  the  city  council  within  six  months  after 
it  is  organized.  UntU  this  division  is  made  the  present  one  shall  continue  provisionally. 
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Art.  3.  When  the  number  of  districts  and  barrioer  has  been  fixed,  this  division  can 
not  be  altered  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  city  council. 

Art.  4.  The  police  officers  within  these  districts  and  barrios  shall  exercise  such 
administrative  powers  as  the  mayor  shall  delegate  to  them  in  addition  to  those  which 
properly  pertam  to  them  under  the  law. 

CHAPTER  2.— THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  HABANA. 

Art.  5.  The  inhabitants  within  said  boundaries  shall  be  divided  into  residents 
and  transients.  The  residents  are  such  inhabitants,  whether  under  legal  restraint  or 
under  age  or  not,  who  take  up  a  residence  within  the  city  and  remain  in  it  more 
than  one  year. 

Art  6.  The  residents  shall  be  divided  into  Cubans  and  forei^ers,  vecinos  and 
domiciliados.  Each  of  these  shall  be  liable  to  all  municipal  civic  duties,  but  only 
the  Culmns  sliall  have  the  right  of  suffrage  and  shall  be  ehgible  to  public  municipal 
offices. 

Art.  7.  Vecinos  are  those  Cubans  or  foreigners  of  age  and  not  under  legal  restraint 
who  take  up  their  residence  within  the  municipal  boundaries  and  remain  in  the 
same  more  than  one  year.  The  domiciliados  are  such  residents  who  are  not  of  age, 
or  are  under  legal  restraint. 

Art.  8.  Any  person  may  be  declared  a  vecino,  either  by  an  official  act  or  on  his 
own  petition. 

Art.  9.  The  board  of  elections,  in  its  census,  shall  officially  declare  all  Cubans 
and  foreigners  of  full  age  and  not  under  legal  restraint  to  be  vecinos  who,  at  the 
time  of  making  or  correcting  the  census  lists,  shall  have  had  one  year's  permanent 
residence  withm  the  city  boundaries.  The  cit^  council,  at  any  time,  shall  idso  have 
the  power  to  declare  any  person  a  vecino,  at  his  request,  provided  tnat  such  person 
shall  meet  the  legal  requirements. 

Chapter  3.— THE  CENSUS. 

Art.  10.  The  city  council  shall  provide  foi  the  taking  of  domiciliados  and  transients 
and  setting  forth  their  name,  a^,  whether  married  or  single,  their  profession,  resi- 
dence, and  such  other  data  as  the  council  shall  direct 

Art.  11.  Every  five  years  a  new  census  shall  be  made.  Such  census  shall  be  cor- 
rected in  each  intervening  year  so  that  it  may  conform  with  the  changes  occasioned 
by  registration,  either  by  official  act  or  at  the  petition  of  the  party,  by  tJie  cessation 
of  legal  incapacity,  by  death,  or  by  changt»s  of  residence  during  each  year.  The 
vecinos  who  change  tneir  residence,  the  fathers  or  guardians  of  those  who  are  legally 
incapacitated,  and  the  heirs  or  executors  of  deceased  persons  must  inform  the  official 
in  charge  of  the  census  of  such  facts. 

Art.  12.  When  the  quinquennial  census  or  its  annual  correction  is  completed,  it 
shall  be  arranged  in  two  jmrts,  one  of  which  shall  show  the  changes  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  year  and  the  other  shall  include  all  the  inhabitants  within 
the  municipal  boundaries  at  the  completion  of  this  work.  These  parts  shall  be  imme- 
diately published. 

Art.  13.  The  census  and  the  annual  changes  shall  be  made  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber. Both  these  and  the  two  parts  of  the  census  above  referred  to  shall  be  open  for 
examination  by  any  person  during  convenient  hours  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  board  of  elections. 

Art.  14.  Within  fifteen  days  following  the  publication  of  the  census  or  its  correc- 
tion any  resident  may  request  the  correction  of  errors  or  omissions  in  the  same  by 
the  board  of  elections.  The  latter,  after  hearing  the  petitioner  and  making  the  nec- 
essary investigation,  shall  determine  the  case  without  appeal. 

Art.  15.  The  census  is  a  solemn  public  document,  which  shall  be  accepted  as  con- 
clusive proof  of  the  facts  therein  set  out,  and  shall  be  used  for  all  administrative 
purposes. 

Title  2. — Pmvers  of  t?ie  city. 

Art.  16.  The  dty  of  Habana  is  hereby  created  a  legal  corporation,  and  shall  be 
represented  by  the  mayor.  Such  corporation  is  authorized  to  exercise  such  powers 
as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  law  and  which  are  del^ated  to  it 
in  this  act. 

Abt.  17.  The  city  of  Habana  shall  have  the  government  and  administration  of 
all  matters  within  the  city  boundaries,  subject  to  law,  and  particularly  ^lall  have 
control  of  the  following  matters: 

A.  The  establishment  and  regulation  of  city  administration;  the  adoption  ol 
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QieaaQTes  which  relate  to  the  use,  arrangement,  and  ornamentation  of  public  ways; 
fhe  comfort  and  health  of  its  inhabitants;  the  promotion  of  their  material  and  moral 
'Jitereeits;  and  the  security  of  person  and  property,  that  is  to  say:

Art.  18.  In  such  matters  as  are  not  within  the  functions  of  the  city  of  Habana 

"tVie  city  council  and  the  mayor  must,  within  the  limits  of  their  powers,  aid  the  cen- 

t,ral  frovemment  in  the  execution  of  any  laws  w^hich  relate  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 

^ity  or  should  be  executed  within  the  same;  and  they  shall  proceed  in  conformity 

^'ith  the  terms  of  such  laws. 

Art.  19.  Neither  the  central  nor  the  provisional  government  shall  have  the  jwwer 
of  intervention  in  such  matters  as  are  plac^ed  within  the  control  of  the  city  of  Habana, 
Vmless  such  power  is  expressly  given  to  them  in  this  law. 

TiTLK  3.  —  The  cUy  council. 

Art.  20.  The  legislative  power  of  the  city  of  Habana  shall  l)e  vested  in  the  muni- 
cipal coimcil,  which  shall  have  such  powers  and  functions  and  shall  exercise  the 
oame  as  provided  in  this  law. 

Art.  21.  The  council  shall  be  composed  of  24  councihnen.  Those  elected  durins 
the  current  year  shall  hold  office  until  the  1st  of  Julv,  1901.  The  councihnen  elected 
in  1901  shall  be  elected  by  districts,  in  the  form  wfiich  this  law  prescribes;  in  each 
district  two  councihnen  shall  be  elected.  Those  elected  in  1901  shall  be  divided  into 
two  classes.  Those  in  the  first  class  shall  hold  ofiice  for  two  years,  and  it  shall 
contain  one  councilman  from  each  district.  Those  of  the  second  class  shall  hold 
oflfir*  for  four  years.  After  such  time  councilmen  shall  be  elected  for  four  years, 
except  when  they  are  elected  in  special  elections  to  fill  vacancies. 

Art.  22.  The  proceedings  for  the  election  of  the  first  municipal  council  shall  be 
those  set  out  in  Order  No.  164,  of  the  military  governor  of  this  island,  dated  April 
18,  190(T,  except  such  modifications  as  are  contamed  in  this  law  in  respect  to  said 
elections. 
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Abt.  23.  When  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  certified  copies  of  electors  from  the 
boards  of  registration  he  shall  proceed  to  divide  the  city  into  six  electoral  districts, 
each  one  of  which  shall  elect  four  councilmen,  but  each  elector  shall  vote  for  three 
only. 

Art.  24.  In  the  year  1900  no  person  shall  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  comicil- 
man  unless  there  snail  have  been  presented  to  the  municipal  alcalde  in  writing  a 
nomination  of  such  person,  which  nomination  shall  be  signed  bv  at  least  100  regis- 
tered voters  within  tne  district  for  which  he  is  nominated.  In  the  future  the  coun- 
cil and  the  board  of  elections  shall  make  such  regulations  as  may  seem  proper  in 
this  matter. 

Abt.  25.  Before  the  Ist  of  January,  1901,  the  board  of  elections  shall  divide  the  city 
into  twelve  electoral  districts,  each  one  of  which  shall  contain,  approximately,  the 
same  number  of  electors.  This  division  shall  be  revised  every  four  years,  and  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  city  council  at  least  six  months  before  an  election.  The  latter 
may  make  such  amendments  or  changes  in  this  division  as  it  deems  proper,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  same.  If  the  council  does  not  pass  any  resolution 
to  the  contrary  within  this  period,  the  division  as  determined  by  the  board  shall 
stand. 

Art.  26.  The  Qualifications  of  the  electors  shall  be  those  determined  by  the  elec- 
toral law,  and  all  other  matters  relative  to  elections  which  are  not  del^ated  to  tiie 
city  council  or  regulated  in  this  law  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  elections. 

Art.  27.  At  the  next  election  all  persons  shall  be  eligible  for  oouncilmen  who  meet 
with  the  requirements  of  Order  No.  164  of  the  military  governor  of  the  island,  dated 
April  18,  1900. 

Art.  28.  A  person  to  be  eligible  as  councilman  after  July  1,  1901,  must  be — 

1.  A  Cuban  who  knows  how  to  read  and  write. 

2.  A  taxpayer  to  the  city  for  one  year  previous. 

3.  A  vecino  of  the  city  of  Habana,  with  five  years'  continuous  residence.  In  the 
first  election  of  the  council  one  year's  residence  shall  be  sufficient;  in  the  second, 
three. 

4.  He  shall  not  hold  any  other  public  office  under  the  state,  province,  or  the  city, 
except  that  of  a  professor  of  the  university,  institute,  professional  school,  and  the 
school  of  painting  and  sculpture  of  Habana. 

Art.  29.  The  following  are  not  eligible  to  be  councilmen: 

1.  Those  persons  who  have  any  part,  direct  or  indirect,  in  contracts  for  furnishing 
supplies,  labor,  or  personal  services  in  the  city  on  account  of  the  dty,  province,  or 
the  state;  those  persons  who  are  employees  of  others  who  have  such  contracts,  and 
those  persons  who  hold  any  concession  or  privilege  granted  by  the  city,  or  who  are 
employees  of  others  who  hold  them. 

2.  Debtors  to  the  city  against  whom  any  legal  proceeding  is  pending. 

3.  Those  persons  who  are  carrying  on  any  l^al  or  administrative  proceedings 
against  the  city  or  against  any  municipal  dependencies  or  departments. 

4.  Those  persons  who  have  been  declared  by  a  final  sent^ice  perpetually  incapaci- 
tated to  exercise  political  rights  or  public  duties,  even  if  they  have  been  pardoned, 
unless  they  have  oeen  previously  rehabilitatea  in  lepal  form. 

5.  Those  who  have  Ix^n  condemned  to  pena  aflictiva  by  final  sentence,  unless  they 
have  been  reinstated  in  their  rights  at  least  two  years  before  the  election. 

6.  Those  who  have  been  condemned  to  other  punishments  by  final  sentence  and 
can  not  furnish  evidence  that  they  have  served  tne  sentence. 

7.  Bankrupts  and  other  persons  who  have  brought  voluntary  proceedings  in  bank- 
ruptcy, or  against  whom  bankruptcy  proceeding  have  been  taken,  unless  they  can 
show,  by  documentary  proof,  that  they  have  paid  all  their  debts. 

Art.  30.  Whenever  tnere  occurs  a  vacancy  m  the  council  within  more  than  fonr 
months  before  the  next  general  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  held 
within  the  district  for  which  the  vacancy  occurred,  within  twenty  days.  If  there  is 
more  than  one  vacancy  in  any  district,  they  shall  be  filled  at  the  same  election.  The 
councilman  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  office  for  the  unfinished  term  of  the 
councilman  whom  he  succeeds. 

Art.  31.  The  general  election  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  of  each 
year  when  they  are  held.  The  persons  elected  shall  take  possession  of  their  respec- 
tive offices  on  the  first  of  July  following.  Every  day  set  apart  for  a  general  election 
is  hereby  made  a  legal  holiday. 

Art.  32.  The  office  of  councilman  shall  be  voluntary,  and  paid  with  a  salary  of 
$1,200  a  year;  the  president  of  the  council  shall  receive  $2,400  a  year. 

Art.  33.  Those  councilmen  who  fail  to  be  present  at  the  regiuar  or  special  meet- 
ings, with  or  without  excuse,  shall  not  receive  the  corresponding  part  of  their  salary 
proportional  to  the  number  of  meetings  held  during  each  montL    The  secretary  of 
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^1^<  council  shall  oommnnicate  all  absences  of  cornicilmen  to  the  director  of  municipal 

fiv^anoe. 

Absence  from  four  consecutive  meetings  without  sufficient  excuse  shall  be  consid- 

esr-«d  as  a  resignation  from  the  office  of  councilman,  and  such  office  shall  be  declared 

w«Mant 

Abt.  34.  The  majority  of  the  councilmen  elected  shall  ular*  meeting,  or  by  virtue 
a  previous  notice  which  expresses  the  object  of  the  meeting,  may  take  the  neces- 
ry  steps  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  with  such  jx?naltie8  and  in 
icn  form  as  the  council  shall  determine. 
Art.  .35.  The  functions  of  the  council  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  elect  its  president  and  vice-president  from  among  its  own  members. 

2.  To  nominate  its  secretary,  its  sergeant-at-annn,  and  its  other  employees  which 
considers  necessary,  in  accordance  with  the  ap[)ropriation  of  the  budget. 

3.  To  determine  the  rules  which  shall  govern  its  meetings. 
^.  To  be  the  judge  of  the  election  of  councilmen. 

5.  To  determine  all  questions  which  arise  renjK'cting  the  validity  of  the  election  of 
6  mayor  and  all  contests  that  may  arise  in  relation  thereto.

Abt.  40.  The  duties  of  the  secretary  of  the  (council  shall  be — 

1.  To  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  of  the  city  except  such  as  are  to  be 
X^reserved  by  the  other  mimicipal  dej)artment*^'  or  officials. 

2.  To  keep  and  preserve  the  lx)ok8  of  minutes  of  the  (!ouncil. 

3.  To  certify  and  collect  in  suitable  books,  with  indices,  all  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  council,  which  book  shall  constitute  a  public  record. 

4.  To  keep  the  municipal  seal. 

5.  To  sena  certified  copies  to  the  various  municipal  officials  of  all  re^solutions  of  the 
council  which  affect  their  duties. 

Art.  41.  Every  legislative  act  of  the  city  shall  be  by  ordinance  and  every  act  of  the 
internal  government  of  the  council  by  resolution.  Except  in  those  cases  for  which 
this  law  makes  special  provision,  all  ordinances  must  be  approved  by  a  vote  of  the 
majority,  plus  one,  of  all  the  councilmen  elected;  resolutions  require  the  vote  of  one- 
*  half,  plus  one,  of  the  councilmen  present  and  who  form  a  quorum.  Every  vote  must 
be  tasen  by  jreas  and  nays,  and  oe  recorded  in  the  minutes.  Every  ordinance  or 
resolution  which  makes  an  appropriation  in  an  amount  of  more  than  $1,000,  which 
creates  a  municipal  debt,  or  grants  a  franchise  which  increases  any  tax,  or  which 
authorizes  the  transfer  or  the  creation  of  any  lien  upon  any  municipal  property,  must 
be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  council.    Every  appropriation

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for  public  festivals,  receptions,  or  funerals  must  be  approved  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  the  council. 

In  onler  to  appoint  or  confirm  any  person  to  office  the  vote  of  one-half,  plus  one,  of 
the  nieni>)ers  present  an«l  forminjr  a  (juorum  shall  be  sufficient. 

Art.  42.  The  city  council  shall  determine  by  ordinance  the  place  and  time  of  its 
meetinp*  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  may  hold  si>ecial  meetings,  provided 
that  it  shall  hold  at  lea.<t  two  regular  meetings  a  month.  The  president  may  call  a 
special  meeting  at  any  time  by  twenty-four  hours'  previous  notice,  setting  forth  the 
object  of  such  siiecial  meeting.  In  such  special  meeting  no  other  subject  than  that 
which  is  set  forth  as  the  object  <»f  the  meeting  may  be  considered. 

Art.  43.  No  ordinan<*e  or  resolution  shall  go  into  effect  without  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  wh(»  may  veto  the  same  within  ten  davs  after  he  shall  have  received  the 
communication  of  the  president  of  the  council  accomimnying  such  ordhumoe  or 
resolution. 

If  the  said  periwl  shall  expire  without  the  approval  or  the  veto  of  the  mayor,  the 
onlinance  or  resolution  shall  take  effet*t,  and  tnereupon  the  president  of  the  council 
shall  C(»nununicate  such  fact  to  che  mayor. 

When  the  mayor  exercises  his  veto  power  he  must  express  his  reasons  therefor  in 
writing  and  return  the  onlinance  or  resolution  to  the  president  of  the  council. 

If,  after  a  new  discussion  of  such  i)ropo8ed  ordinance  or  resolution,  the  council 
shall  approve  the  same  by  a  vote  of  two-thirda  of  all  its  members,  such  vote  shall 
be  communi<^ted  l)y  the  president  of  the  council  to  the  mayor,  in  order  that  the 
latter  shall  dedans  such  ordinance  or  resolution  valid  and  of  full  effect. 

The  sanction  of  the  mayor  is  not  necessary  for  such  resolutions  as  refer  to  the 
internal  government  of  tlie  coimcil,  or  to  the  nomination  of  employees  who  are 
appointed  exclusively  by  the  latter;  but  the  mayor  must  be  notified  of  all  such  res- 
olutions. 

Art.  44.  No  ordinance  or  resolution  may  be  voted  upon  sooner  than  the  session 
next  following  that  in  which  it  was  submitted,  and  after  report  by  the  proper  com- 
mittee, except  such  as  may  lx»  declared  of  public  necessity  by  the  president  of  the 
council,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  councilmen  present. 

Except  in  the  case  just  indicated,  every  proposed  ordinance  must  be  submitted  to 
the  examinaticm  of  a  connnittce,  and  copies  thereof  l^e  distributed  among  tlie  coun- 
cilmen and  may  not  Ix*  changed  from  its  original  purpose.  The  council  shall  take 
up  the  consideration  of  any  su(;h  proj>osed  ordinance  and  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee in  such  regular  meeting  as  it  shall  pieviously  determine. 

Art.  45.  The  meetings  of  the  council  shall  be  public,  but  on  motion  of  the  presi- 
dent, or  any  member,  an<l  by  vote  of  the  majority,  all  meetings  concerning  the 
nomination,  8usi)ension,  or  dismissal  of  any  i>erson  may  be  secret. 

Art.  46.  Whenever  the  council  shall  organize  as  a  court,  all  meetings  shall  l)e 
public  in  whic^h  the  accusation  or  the  defense  is  heard,  or  testimony  is  taken;  an<i 
the  special  meeting  in  which  the  sentence  is  discussed  and  a  decision  reachecl  shall 
be  secret. 

Art.  47.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  councilmen  to  keep  watch  over  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city;  it  shall  also  have  the  power  directly, 
or  through  any  committee  which  it  may  nominate,  to  investigate  any  municipal 
department  and  the  official  conduct  of  the  officers  or  employees  of  the  city,  with 
the  ix)wer  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  take  their  statements  under 
oath,  and  to  compel  the  production  of  such  books  and  documents  as  shall  facilitate 
such  investigation. 

Art.  48.  As  soon  as  the  council  is  organized  it  shall  prepare  an  ordinance  to  deter- 
mine the  responsibility  of  the  councilmen  and  other  municipal  officers  fo»  any  acts 
committe<l  by  theiii  in  the  exercise  of  their  functions,  and  also  the  manner  in  which 
they  shall  perform  their  duties,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

TiTLK  IV. — Thr  (jovemrwnt  and  admhmtrallon  of  the  city  of  Ilabana, 

Chapter  1.— <iENKRAL. 

Art.  49.  The  government  of  the  city  of  Habana  shall  be  the  function  of  the  mayor, 
and  its  administration  shall  be  divided  between  him  and  the  other  municipal  officers 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  law. 

Chapter  2.— CLASSIFICATION  OF  OFFICIALS:    TERM   OF  OFFICE;    THEIR  APPOINTMENT 

AND  DISMISSAL;    VACANCIES— HOW  FILLED.

5.  To  exercise  a  direct  insi^ection  over  all  the  municipal  departments,  offict»rs,  anc 
establishments. 

(>.  To  publish  the  necessary  orders  to  carry  out  the  res<.)lutions  of  the  council  ai 
soon  as  these  take  effect. 

7.  To  exe<rute  as  representative  of  the  city  its  contracts  after  receiving  the  opinio! 
of  the  corporation  counsel,  but  in  no  ciise  may  he  dispose*  of  property  belongini^ 
to  the  city  without  the  authority  of  the  council,  nor  rent  the  same  without  receiv- 
ing public  bids. 

S.  To  take  control  of  all  matters  which  relate  to  the  urban  and  rural  polioe,  mak- 
ing such  orders  as  he  considers  projier  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  ordinances. 

9.  To  authorize  oublic  nieetmgs  and  demonstrations,  balls,  theatrical  nerfonn- 
anci^,  and  other  public  4'xhibitions,  the  licenses  for  which  shall  be  issuea  by  the 
j)ureau  of  licenses  <jf  the  department  of  finance  ujxm  the  express  written  authoriza- 
tion of  the  mavor. 

Art.  114.  Tfie  mayor  may  not  leave  the  city  without  permission  of  the  (*oancil, 
which  in  no  case  shall  authorize  his  al)sence  for  more  than  forty-five  conBecutive 
<lays. 

Art.  IIT).  The  mayor  shall  Ik*  the  representative  of  the  central  government  in  the 
exen*ise  of  all  governmental  functions  which  the  latter  exercises  within  the  city 
lioundarics. 

Art.  116.  In  the  case  of  a  serious  disturbance  of  public  order  the  governor  of  the 
j)rovince  for  sufficient  cause  may  suspend  the  mavor  for  a  term  which  shall  not 
exceed  five  days  upon  giving  written  notice  thereof  to  the  secretary  of  government. 

CHAPTER  5.— FINANCK  DEPARTMENT.

Art.  120.  It  shall  l>e  the  <liity  of  the  director  of  municipal  firiancf^,  in  juldition  to 
the  duties  im^x)8e<l  upon  him  by  other  parts  of  this  law: 

1.  To  provide  for  a  system  of  municipal  accounts,  which  shall  includt*  rhissified

3.  To  ke<ip  a  full  ac«'ount  (»f  all  its  assets  and  liabilities. 

4.  To  keep  a  separat<»  account  of  all  taxes  and  other  sources  <if  revenue  in  arrears. 
'5.  To  keei)  an  account  of  all  items  of  all  appro] jriations  and  of  all  asr^i^nments  by 

^^  Ixjard  of  control  and  of  the  amoimt  of  warrants  drawn  a;:ainst  them. 

5-  To  keep  a  separate  cash  Iniok. 

7.  To  audit  all  the  accounts  of  other  «lepartments,  lM)ar<ls,  «)tficials,  and  employcn^s 
Jt  least  once  a  year,  an<l  oftener  if  the  city  council  dinM-ts,  and  to  <letermine  the 
'^^•■rii  of  their  accounts  an<l  their  repo/ts  to  him. 

^-  To  prescriln*  the  fonn  of  all  financial  acroiint^^. 
.  ^^.  To  examine  the  account^  of  any  oflicer  when  he  ceases  to  hol<l  ollice,  and  re])ort 
^^  result  of  such  examination  to  the  mavor  of  the  <itv  and  to  the  <itv  coun<'il.

IJetore  any  land  or  buildings  shall  be  bought,  leased,  or  erected  for  the 
use  of  the  department,  the  [»ro])4)stM.l  action  shall  Ix*  submitted  to  the  <lirector  of  the 
de;»artnient,  who  shall  return  it  within  ten  days  to  the  boanl  of  control  with  his 
rfjMjrt  on  i  in  writing. 
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Art.  192.  The  director  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  appoint  such  a  num- 

^  sr  of  police  suigeons  as  the  council  shall  authorize.     Such  sur^ous  shall  be  physi- 

ouuiB  with  an  atMemic  diploma,  and  of  at  least  ten  years'  practi(*e,  and  shall  ret^eive 

a.  salary  to  be  determined  by  the  council.     They  shall  attend  without  charge  all 

^Knployeee  of  the  department  who  are  injured  in  the  course  of  their  duty. 

Airr.  193.  All  applications  for  liquor  licenses  shall  be  referred  to  the  director  of 
fM)lice  and  fire,  who  shall  cause  the  character  of  the  appli(rant  and  of  the  place  for 
^bich  the  license  is  requested  to  be  inventigated,  an<l  forward  his  rejM)rt  within  five 
ays  to  the  director  of  nnance.     No  such  liccnnt^H  hIuiII  l>ognint<^l  without  a  favora- 
de  report  by  the  director  of  police  and  fire. 

_  Abt.  194.  The  chief  of  the  section  of  i)<>li('e  shall  prcHcrvc  jmhliconlcr  in  the  city 
limits:  he  shall  see  that  all  police  lawHarecnforctHl,  and  nhall  arrest  jH^rHonally,  or  by 
^^ifl  wibordinates,  all  persons  whos*e  arrent  or  detention  is  authorize!  by  law. 

Aw.  195.  The  chief  of  police,  at  the  rwjuest  of  private  j>artit»iJ,  and  subject  to  the 
OTdioances  of  the  council,  may  appoint  sjjecial  i>oi icemen,  to  Ik?  paid  by  those  who 
•^ueet  their  appointment. 

Abt.  196.  The  detective  bureau  shall  l)e  in  eliarge  of  ii  chief,  who  nhall  organize

Art.  197.  The  chief  of  the  fire  stM^tion  shall  have  charge  of  its  organization,  the 
P'ftvention  and  extinction  of  fires  within  the  city  limits,  and  the  insiKH'ticm  of  all 
Volunteer  fire  companies,  which  last  shall  Ik*  under  Iuh  orders  whenever  there  is  a 

He  shall  also  investigate  the  origin  of  all  fires  an«l  nrport  tlie  result  in  writing  to 
^e  director  of  the  department  for  such  action  as  is  j)roj>er. 

Abt.  198.  All  fines  imix)se<l  upon  the  nienibers  of  each  section  shall  be  kept  in 
5^©cial  funds,  known,  respectively,  a**  the  iM)lice  and  <letective  jH'nsioii  fiiiul  and  the 
^'^ men* 8  pension  fund. 

Abt.  199.  Each  fund  shall  be  managed  by  a  separate  board  of  tniste-es  composed 
^^  Bix  members.  The  mayor,  the  director  of  tins  department,  and  the  corporation 
^^Vinsel  shall  each  be  a  trustee  of  each  fund,  and  the  other  three  members  shall  be

le  vice-presiaent  shall  presi<le  at  all  meetings  of  the  ))oard  in  the  alisence  of  the 

ayor,  and  shall  al.*»f3  lx»  the  director  of  tluMlepartnieiit.     He  shall  hold  his  office 

uring  good  behavior,  and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  council  shall  assign  him. 

5ach  of  the  other  members  of  the  board  must  be  a  physician  of  at  lea*<t  ten  years' 

ractice,  and  shall  ser\'e  without  salary.     The  board  shall  elect  its  own  secretary. 

Art.  203.  The  director  of  the  department  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the 

^^ >ard  of  health  and  shall  represent  it  when  not  in  session.     He  shall  enforce  all  its 

^^^esolutions,  orders,  and  directions,  and  shall  be  resiK)iisible  for  all  neglect  or  omis- 

ions  of  duty  on  the  pn/t  of  his  sulxjrdinates.

In  cA.*«e  the  orders  of  anv  nuMnl)er  of  the  board  of  health  or  of  any 
employee  of  this  department  are  not  immediately  complie<i  with,  he  shall  call  upon 
the  nearest  i>oliceiiian  to  a^isist  him,  and  such  i>oliceman  shall  arrest  anyone  who 
refuses  or  nejflec*ts  to  ol)ev  the  lejral  orders  of  such  otficial.  Whenever  any  'employee 
of  this  Dt^partmenf  shall  call  ui)on  any  police  otii<»er  for  assistance,  he  shall  report 
tlie  fact  and  all  occurrenc^es  consequent  thereto,  in  writing,  within  twenty-fonr  liours, 
to  the  head  of  his  si»ction. 

Art.  207.  The  department  of  health  shall  irontain  the  following  st»ctions,  eswh 
under  the  charge  of  a  chief :  1.  Sanitarv;  2.  Re^jonls  and  statistics;  8.  Hospitals. 

Art.  208.  The  sanitary  si.K*tion  shall  Ik;  divide<l  into  tw<^  bureaus,  a  general  bureau 
and  a  lalH>ratory  l>un»au. 

Art.  209.  The  general  bureau  shall  inspe<»t  the  sanitary  conditions  of  public  and 
private  buildings,  of  all  cwcui^tions  which  are  unhealthy,  dangerous,  or  detrimental 
of  cemeteries,  vehicles,  the  watiT  system;  of  j>avements,  sewers,  and  street  sweeping, 
and  of  all  sick  i)ersons  in  the  city  limits.  It  shall  have  charge  of  the  inspection  ol 
f(K>ds,  l>everagt^,  and  drugs,  to  prevent  impurity  or  adulteration,  the  management  ol 
contagious  or  infectious  (liseases  of  jx^rst^ns  or  animals,  by  vaccination,  quarantine 
either  on  land  or  water,  isolation  and  disinfection  of  persons  or  projjerty,  or  by  othei 
methods,  and  shall  have  the  enforcement  of  all  preventive  mc<lical  sanit^iry  provi- 
sions in  force  in  the  citv.

The  section  of  hospitals  shall  have  entire  control  of  all  («sas  de  socorro, 
ambulance  service,  and  all  hosi)itals,  n^fonnatory  or  j)enal  institutions  supporter 
wholly  or  in  ])art  by  the  city;  and  no  such  institution  shall  receive  any  municiiial 
assistance,  in  cash  or  otherwise,  except  upon  the  crertificate  of  the  director  of  public 
health  that  it  is  manage<l  in  acconlance  with  the  sanitary  ccnle  and  the  ndes  of  thii 
department.

I).  The  amoiintH  <letennined  by  the  ccuitral  government  for  the  use  of  the  city 
plaujurhterhouM*,  and  for  Hlau^hterin}^  cattle  in  other  places. 

K.  The  ehaiyi'H  for  carting  meat  fn)m  the  city  slaughterhouses  to  the  stores,  as 
detenniiie<l  by  the  city. 

F.  A  tax  on*  the  rent  of  urlian  real  estate,  in  the  form  determined  by  general  laws 
for  the  whole  country,  which  tax  may  not  exceed  12  per  cent  on  the  asKssed  rental 
value  HubjtK-t  io  taxation. 

( r.  A  tax  on  rural  real  estate,  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the  country, 
which  tax  may  not  excee<l  0  j)er  cent  on  the  assessed  taxable  valuation.

the  question  shall  be  dei'ided  by  the  treasury  department  of  the  island  withi 
another  jK'ritxl  of  thirty  days  thereafter.  To  enable  the  latter  to  reach  a  decision  i 
this  matter  all  i)apers  relating  thereto  shall  l>e  foni^'ardeil  to  said  department,  whicl 
shall  make  such  investigation  and  take  such  acrtion  as  it  may  deem  proper.

A  suburltaii  railroa<^l  or  omnibus  line  is  one  which  carries  on  its  business,  both^- 
within  and  without  the  city  limits,  or  l)etween  the  cit^'  and  neighboring  or  adjoin-' 
ing  towns,  and  is  nseil   nrincipally  or  almost  exclusively  for  carrying  passengers 
continuously  during  the  daytime.

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THE  HABANA  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  ORPHANS. 

This  institution,  which  it  is  ]>elieved  will  be  of  immense  value  to 
C^ia}>a  in  the  future,  was  the  outgrowth  of  the  endeavors  made  to  pro- 
V'icle  food,  shelter,  and  instruction  for  the  formidable  class  of  helpless 
^rid  dependent  orphans  in  Habana. 

The  intention  at  first  was  to  estji})lish  an  orphan  asylum  for  both 
tx^vs  and  girls,  and  the  old  Spanish  artillery  barracks  on  Compostela 
street  was  obtiiined  from  the  State  authorities  for  this  purpose  and  so 
*"^paired  and  modified  as  to  take  care  of  some  400  orphans,  but  the  num- 
tx>r.s  requiring  aid  were  found  to  be  so  large  that  it  was  dett^rmined 
^o  include  girls  only  and  mak(5  other  disposition  of  the  ])ovs,  prefer- 
^t>ly  in  the  country,  whiM'c*  agricultural  and  mechanical  pursuits  could 
■^^  more  conveniently  established  in  connection  with  the  orphanage. 

l"5ut  if  the  future*  of  these*  orphans  was  to  be  niiule  worth  while  they 
^^/r>uld  have  an  opportunity  to  accpiire  a  knowledge  of  useful  indus- 
^^i^  arts  by  which  to  earn  tluMr  living,  or  otherwise  to  remain  indeii- 
*^*t:cdy  dependent  upon  pul)lic  charity.

The  normal  courses  were  constituted  with  three  departments  of 
^Mghteeen  months'  courses  each  and  18  students  in  each  department. 
Viz:  Kindergarten ing,  in  charge  of  Miss  Knight,  a  graduate  of  the 
New  York  Normal  College;  domestic  science,  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Baker, 
of  the  Drexel  Institute,  and  domi^stic  arts,  in  charge  of  Miss  C'Ole,  of 
the  Pratt  Institute. 

The  normal  students  were  drawn  from  the  principal  cities  of  the 
island,  the  mayors  being  invited  to  nominate  six  students  each,  pos- 
sessing certain  stated  requirements. 

The  students  act  as  assistant  instructors  and  gain  knowledge  aYid 
experience  thereby,  including  also  English,  vocal  music,  and  physical 
training. 
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'Hirct'  hundred  aiul  liftv  ^irl  ()r[)haiis  iM^tweon  a^es  4  and  18  coiisti- 
luti*  the  l>asis  of  the*  school  and  rocoivo  instruction  in  the  regular 
public  school  branches,  also  house  and  laundry  work,  cooking,  sewing, 
weaving,  voinil  nmsic,  and  calisthenics.  Of  the  last,  Mrs.  Washing- 
ton, a  Delsarte  gniduate,  is  in  charge. 

Two  gniduated  nurses  from  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  New  York,  have 
charge  of  the  h(»alth  and  sanitation  of  the  school— Miss  McCurdy  as 
sujH^rintendent  of  the  intirmary  and  dormitories,  and  Miss  Robertson 
assu|M»rint«»ndentof  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  the  entire  establishment. 

rnd(»r  the  suj)erintenaent  of  hygiene  are  several  Cuban  supervisors, 
each  in  charge  of  30  children  and  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and 
conduct  of  the  children,  their  clothing,  and  dormitories. 

The  institution  is  completely  equipped  and  in  operation  under  the 
direction  of  a  general  superintend!ent  and  a  secretary,  and  has  medical 
attendance,  and  will  ])e  the  permanent  nucleus  for  the  care  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  large  class  in  question  and  the  expansion  of  the  means  of 
education  and  t mining  prov'ided. 

The  particulars  with  reference  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Imildings 
are  given  in  Lieutenant  Caipenters  report.

Sir:  In  coinpliai^ce  with  instructionH  nnreived  from  you,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit tlio  fi)Il<)wing  re{K)rt  in  the  mutter  of  the  lla))ana  Industrial  School  for  Orphans: 

This  institution  was  oi>i^iizeil  and  is  maintained  for  the  care  and  instruction  of 
(^il)an  orphans — ^irls  not  o\'er  the  a>re  of  18.  It  aims  at  teaching  a  useful  occupation 
to  each  child  it  re<!oiveH,  being  guidinl  in  its  choice  by  the  natural  aptitude  of  the 
child  herself  fttr  certain  work.  It  Inis  kindergarten,  manual  training,  domestic  art 
and  Silence  dei»artments,  and  a  limite<l  class  of  normal  students,  the  latter  received 
from  all  parts  of  the  island. 

The  institnti<)n  is  lcH'ato<l  in  the*  bloet  of  buildings  fonnerly  known  as  the  Cuartel 
de  Compostela,  c(»rner  of  Compostela  and  San  Ysidr*.)  streets,  this  city.  They  were 
formerly  use<l  by  the  Spaniards  as  light  artillery  l>arracks,  and  were  m  a  filthy  con- 
dition at  the  time  of  the  American  occupation. 

They  were  completely  renovateii,  rei>aire<l,  and  altered  extensively  to  meet  the 
nH|uiR'mcnts  of  a  large* industrial  s<*hool.  This  work  was  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  department. 

On  ()ctol>er  27,  1899,  I  was  directed  by  the  commanding  general  to  supervise  the 
etiuipmeiit  of  these  buildings  with  everything  necK^ssary  for  a  complete  industrial 
school  of  sutticient  capacity  to  take  care  of  400  children,  the  original  idea  being  to 
divide  this  nuiiilKT  equally  lK*tween  boys  and  girls.  Later,  however,  this  plan  was 
abandonc<l,  another  in.stitution  Ixjing  provided  for  the  Iwys,  and  the  school  at  Com- 
lK)stela  Harracks  Inking  s<»t  apart  for  girls. 

An  allotment  r)f  $9,500  was  obtained  from  division  headquarters  for  the  above  pur- 
poses $l,j><H)  of  which  was  si)ecilically  set  a{)art  for  wiring  the  building  for  electric 
light.  In  ac(ronlance  with  the  alH)ve  provision  a  complete  installation  of  electrical 
conductors,  fixtures,  shades,  and  lights  have  been  provide<l;  ami  provision  made  to 
connect  up  to  mains  from  the  plant  now  being  installed  in  Hospital  Militar  when 
the  latter  shall  have  l)een  completed.  Sixteen-candlepower  incandescent  lights  are 
installe<l  throughout,  except  in  the  large  central  patio,  w^here  two  arc  lights  are 
provi<led. 

As  it  was  rlesired  to  open  this  school  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  and  as  the  light- 
ing j)lant  of  the  Hospital  Militar  would  not  Ix;  ready  to  furnish  current  for  some 
months,  and  furthermore,  as  a  desirable  reserve  in  (!ase  of  aixddent  to  this  plant  or 
the  wiring  system,  the  buildings  of  the  institution  were  piped  for  gas  throughout, 
an<l  npoi)  conneittion  with  the  gas  company's  mains  this  light  became  imme£ately 
available  and  is  n<iw  in  use. 

A  complete  steam  kitchen  of  the  most  modem  type  has  been  installed,  the  boiler 
us«mI  in  connection  therewith  Ix^ing  of  sufficient  <*apacity  to  supply  in  addition  any 
steam  laundry  that  it  may  be  found  ex jKMlient  to  install  in  the  future.  A  pump  and 
receiver  were  installe<l  in*conne<'tion  with  this  boiler  to  receive  the  water  of  conden- 
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ion  from  the  main  return  of  the  steam  kit<*hen  and  n»tiim  same  to  the  })oiler. 

?^*^i8  was  deemed  advisable  for  two  reasons — first,  that  the  formation  of  st^ie  excess- 

^'^'^  in  this  city  owing  to  the  character  of  the  water  mi^ht  l)e  re<luced  to  a  minimum; 

'•'^^d,  second,  that  the  exhaust  from  the  system  might  m^  taken  care  of  satisfactorily. 

It  was  impossible  at  first  to  foresee  all  of  the  many  netvls  of  an  institution  of  this

^^*e  scope  of  the  school  broa<lene<i,  a  great  ainonnt  of  cjirpcnter  work,  plumbing,

^^»  «i|>loyed.     The  large  central  patio  was  not  pav(Ml  and  after  rains  was  founc'  to  be  in

J*^**    Unite<l  States  and  Cuba  in  amounts  sufiicient  to  provide  for  a  total  of  400  chil- 


ly* ^-'1-  The  dormitori(»s  were  furnisheil  with  iron  bunks,  obtained  bv  permission  of 
^  »  ^^^  Secretary  of  War  from  the  Quartermaster's  Dei>artnient,  and  of  tiie  same  type  as 
J  ^5^***  used  at  ])ennanent  p»sts  by  the  s<jldiers  of  the  United  State*  Army.  The  dor- 
.*?5t:orie8  are  lurther  equipped   with  a  chair  for  eiu'h,  bunk,  and  the  bunks  with

Tho  carcol  and  tho  presidio,  in  other  words  the  city  jail  and  th 
state  prison,  occupy  jointly  an  extensive  and  prominent  position  nea 
the  city  front  at  the  foot  of  the  Prado.  The  Diiildin^  is  an  imposinj 
one,  and  is  genemlly  mistaken  by  stmngei's  entering  the  harbor  for  th 
governor's  pklace. 

The  prwidio  (KX'upies  the  entire  north  half,  and  the  i»arcel  a  portioiia: 
of  the  south  half — tnat  is,  the  ground  floor  and  th(»  entresol — the  upjx^:  - 
floor  of  the  carcel  iX)rtion  lM>ing  reserved  hy  the  state  for  court*;  anc^ 
official  residen<H*s. 

There  have  been  some  rather  strenuous  animadversions  publishc(^ 
with  regiird  to  this  institution  and  the  hardships  endured  bv  th^a 
inmates,  and  it  is  proper  that  the  facts  in  the  case  be  recorded. 

The  condition  of  the  l)uilding  and  the  circumstances  as  to  the  prinv- 
oners  confined  in  it  were  the  object  of  attention  and  solicitude  fron^ 
the  very  lH»ginning  of  my  administnition.     It  was  found  to  Im^  ovei-- 
crowded  with  inmates  of  every  dejrree,  and  its  sanitary  condition  wjis 
deplorable.     The  flrst  thing  was  to  investigate  the  particulars  as  t-o  the 

Krisoners  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  effect  a  diminution  of  theii-  niuii- 
ers.  The  Spanish  sentences  were  known  to  be  severe,  and  the  mili- 
tary sentences,  which  it  did  not  seem  nt^cessary  to  respect  excessively, 
were  in  many  respects  cruel  and  oppressive. 

A  board  of  officers  was  therefore  convened  in  .January,  18H1K  and 
an  immense  number  of  cases  investigated.  It  was  the  duty  of  this 
l)oard,  after  careful  ascertainment  of  all  the  facts  on  record,  to  make 
speciflc?  recommendation  in  each  case  as  to  the  remission  or  shortening 
or  adherence  to  the  sent(»nces,  and  as  rapidly  as  the  board  reported 
and  recommended  remissi  >ii,  the  prisonei*s  in  question  were  ordered 
to  Ix*  rele^ised.  At  the  same  time  the  entire  staff  of  both  institutions 
was  reorganiz(*d,  the  food  and  treatment  of  the  prisoners  amended, 
medical  attendance*  supplied,  occupation  furnished,  and  other  condi- 
tions improved.  M(»iinwhile  a  sanitary  inspection  was  made,  with 
recommendations  and  estimjit(\s  as  to  the  essential  alteititions  in  sewer- 
age and  the  like. 

The  discharge  of  prisoners  was  stopped  l>y  order  of  the  division 
commander  in  Febnmry,  18yi>,  ajid  thereafter  mv  endeavors  were  more 
especially  direct(»d  toward  securing  means  an^  authority  to  rcfonn 
the  sanitiiry  conditions. 

There  were  two  re(]uisites  for  the  pui*]3ose:  First,  the  considerable 
sums  needed  for  sewerage,  pluml)ing,  etc.;  and  second,  the  at  least 
pirtial  and  tc^mporarj'  vacation  of  the  l)uildin^  to  enable  the  work  to 
rx^  done.  To  these  ends  estimates  were  submitted  and  funds  requisi- 
tioned, and  endeavor  was  made  to  have  the  state  vacate  the  second 
floor,  to  pi^rmit  the  throng  of  prisoners  to  be  taken  care  of  there  while 
work  on  the  lowH^r  floor  was  in  progress. 

I  was  not  able  to  realize  either  of.  these  necessary  cronditions,  and 
the  accompanying  corresix)ndence  explains  why  the  work  essential  to 
(!<miplete  sanitary  n^formation  was  not  accomplished.  While  such 
was  the  case,  however,  insistence  was  made  that  in  all  practic*able  ways 
the  health  of  the  prisoners  should  be  attended  to,  cleanliness  enfori^, 
and  precautions  taken  against  disease.  It  is  a  matter  of  congmtulation 
that  in  essence  these  measures  were  effective,  and  that  as  stated  iu  the 
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^flicial  report  the  data  as  to  .sickness  and  death  in  t\w  careel  show  an 
a-veragfe  sick  rate  loss  and  death  rate  no  higher  than  obtained  in  the 
^"'i'ty  at  large,  and  that  both  rates  showed  a  continuing  decrease  from 
tlxe  beginning  of  the  yeai* — conditions  very  creditable  to  the  local 
^^■^Hiiagement  of  the  institutions  in  question,  considering  the  difficulties 
*-*  nder  which  thev  labored.

**^  iinateson  the  pn^mifies.  The  bnildinj?  is  the  projH*rty  of  the  city,  hut  for  some  time 
^;?^«t,  a  eonsi<lerabie  npace  has  l)een  .use<l  for  state  purpox's  and  occupation  under  the 
^lirte<;tion  of  theaudiencia.  It  is  understoo<l  that  thi'0<('ui)ation  is  no  longer  desired

First.  I  am  informed,  unofhcially,  that  it  is  no  longer  intended  to  devote  any  pjor- 
J^ion  of  the  careel  proper  to  use  by  the  supreme  court  or  other  judicial  functionaries, 
*ti  which  case  the  question  reverts  as  to  the  occupation  of  the  upper  floor  as  an  essen- 
tial portion  of  the  prison  accommodation. 

S^ond.  I  a*»certain,  with  regard  to  the  ownership  of  the  building,  that  it  was 
Originally  l>egnn  as  a  umnicipal  institution,  including  in  this  both  the  c^n^ei  and  the 
Presidio.  With  municipal  funds  the  entire  first  floor  of  the  combined  building  was 
constnicte<l.  Those  funds  l)eing  then  exhausted,  aid  was  given  bv  the  state  and 
means  furnished  to  complete  the  building  by  the  construction  of  the  upper  floor. 
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Tho  title,  if  Hn<-ii  In*  in  qiiostidii,  tlit'ii  is  a  matter  t)f  uppmximatcly  equal  divisio] 
U'tweeii  tlu'  rity  and  the  Htatc.  T\w  iiuihlin^  in  now  divitlcHi,  the  uortn  half  beni 
ri'HiTvtMl  oi*  a  state  prihxm,  the  stmtli  half  as  a  city  jiris^mf  hotb  only  on  one  floor  aii< 
the  «*ntres<»l.

suitable  purpo^n-s  involves  the  al)andonment  of  (vrtain  Htnictures  now  fully  occupie 
an<l  the  prei»anition  of  thew.'  and  others  for  necessary  requirements. 

It  would  1h'  undoubte<lIy  a<IvantajrtM»ns  to  occni>y  the  presidio-odreel  for  highc 
puriM»s<»s  than  the  tletention  of  convicts  and  other  priiRmers.  It  oireupies  the  moi 
prominent  phice  in  the  city  and  harlN>r.  It  is  the  fin>t  building  to  attract  attentioi 
and  is  invariably  mistaken  by  stnni;rers  for  the  pahuH?. 

The  removal  <»f  the  ))resifli«i  pri.^oners,  nunil>ering  (KK)  to  800,  can  be  aeer^mplishe 
by  the  setting:  aside  and  lilting  out  of  ('altafia  as  the  state  ]>enitentiary,  and  no  ver 
heavy  t*xpenH">  would  U'  iiicurre*!  in  doing  tiiis. 

The  carcel  «|uesti«)n  is  more  dillicult,  inasmuch  a^  it  b*  a  city  institution,  and  dail 
communication  witii  it  should  be  provided  }H.>th  by  the^)olicoanil  the  niagifltrates,  whc 
in  fact,  to  a  certain  extent.  huM  court  an<l  try  i-atH^s  in  the  building.  For  this  pui 
pose  1  know  of  no  structure  so  suitable  as  the  old  Sjmnish  military  hospital,  wnic 
can  Ih.^  thorougidy  disinfe<'t(Hl  iin«l  repaire«l  and  adapt<.Ml  to  use  as  a  place  of  contint 
nient  for  the  occu|>ants  of  the  c;ircel  in  a  in^rtion  of  the  town  more  suitable  for  tlu 
pur|K»s4». 

Tliis  would  leave  the  j>resent  building  fn^e  for  such  alterations  as  would  l3e  nece« 
sary  to  adai>t  it  t<i  state  and  nmnicipal  puri»os(^of  higher  onler;  but  the  mostimxK)] 
taut  work  to  Im*  done  in  this  dii-ection  is  the  entire  rei^onstniction  of  the  system  ( 
plumbing  and  drainage?  in  the  building.  A  suitabk;  sewer  connet^tion  exists,  but  i 
every  other  res|»ect  evervthing  that  is  now  in  the  building  must  come  out  and  I 
replaced  by  suitable  ai»j)liances.  Allotments  have  alrt»ady  been  ma<1e  to  cover  a  ik)i 
tion  of  this  work,  lait  it  is  impra<'ticable  to  undertake  it  While  the  present  crowde 
<'ondition  of  the  institutii^i  continues. 

I  have  notyc^t  Imh.mi  «lefinitely  advise<l  as  to  the  uses  to  Ix^  made  in  the  imineiiiat 
hiture  of  the  njiper  lloor  of  the  carcel,  heretofore  res(»rve<i  for  uses  of  the  suprem 
court,  audiencia,  etc.  If  this  «'ould  Ik?  vacate<l  the  lower  floor  of  the  edreel  could  h 
deaivd  of  its  o«rui»ants  an«l  provision  made  for  the  serious  lieginning  of  sanitar 
work  in  the  building.

1.  The  condition  of  the  citrcel  and  presidio — the  former  a  city  and  the  latter  u  state 
prison — was  investigate*!  earlv  in  January  last  year.  The  first  emieavor  was  to  effect 
a  release  of  prisoners  with  referena^  to  whom)  for  various  reasons,  this  action  could 
pro|)erly  be  taken.  With  this  puri)ose  a  board  of  offi(*ers  was  convened  to  investigate 
the  individual  (!ases,  and  their  recommenilations  were  followed  by  orders  for  release 
or  remission. 

This  action  by  me  was  stoi)pe<l  by  the  division  teU^ram  t»f  February  21  and  divi- 
sion letter  of  the  same  date,  which  forlnule  releases  ex<x?pt  l>y  onier  of  the  (iivision 
commander. 

2.  The  sanitary  cfjndition  of  the  ctircel  and  presidio  was  investigated  and  several

There  is  no  other 
place  available  ff»r  the  supreme  c<>urt  extH'pt  that  <UH*i<led  uixui.

The  8U^:>restions  its  t«»  tlu^  U-'H'  of  Atares  or  the  Princiix*  could  not  Vk»  followe<l,  as 
neither  was  Huite<l  t«»  the  purjKise  or  c<»uld  1h»  nia<le  suitable. 

To  my  letter  of  June  L*  no  answer  was  ret!eive<l,  and  the  matter  liad  of  neiresesity  to 
n»st  pnictii-ally  without  change  of  c<.)nditions.  Karly  in  Noveinlx»r  authority  was 
given  to  convert  the  old  S|>anish  military  hospital,  Sim  .Vmbro.-sio,  into  a  cjircel,  hut 
at  least  six  months  were  needed  to  do  the  work,  at  an  i»stiniat<.*d  cost  of  not  li^sthan 
$120,0(X).  This  work  is  now  in  progress  an*l  ex[H.rte<l  to  l>e  completed  by  June  1, 
1900. 

X  Meanwhile,  and  failing  authorization  and  means  to  nut  the  (^rcel  in  sanitary 
condition,  every  en<leavor  was  made  to  i>rotect  the  heaitii  of  the  inmates  by  close 
att^'ution  to  cleanliness  and  <'ognate  matters  of  [)ra(!tic«l  aflmiiiistration,  and  the 
H'sults  art^  very  cretlitable  t(»  the  management,  considering  the  condition  of  the 
building  an<l  tlieovenTow«ling  of  the  irnnates,  due  to  the  rt*tentioii  of  the  upper  fi<.>or 
by  the  state,  and  the  uniUMvssary  <letentions. 

Thest^  results  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  sitluMlirie,  derived  fnmi  the  ciirt'o! 
recon.ls,  and  showing  l)y  months  the  avenige  numlH'r  of  inmates,  the  nnmlH»r  sick, 
the  numlx*r  dead,  the  sick  rate  [>er  hundred,  and  the  death  rate  i>er  thousand  per 
annum. 

It  will  lM»  ol>st»rve<l  that  with  an  average  numlK*r  of  prisoners  of  552,  the  avera^ire 
sick  rate  is  but  5  jM-r  cent,  and  the  total  death  rate  aoout  8(>  j>er  thousand,  which 
comi>ares  favorably  with  the  tofal  «leath  rate  of  the  city  at  lanje  for  the  year  of  a1>out 
35  ^>er  thousjuid.  In  the  ciis(»  both  of  the  city  and  of  the  carcel  the  reconls  show  tlie 
rapid  diminution  of  th<'  statistics  of  sickness  ami  mortality  toward  the  end  of  the 
year,  due  to  insistent  cleanliness  and  attention. 

It  may  1k»  ol>servi*d  that  in  matters  <»f  this  kiml  statistics  alone  can  be  relieil  upon 
to  furnish  a  valid  basis  for  defluctions,  as  the  public  svnqmthies  are  often  unduly 
exercised  in  l>ehalf  of  i>eople  whose  condition,  moral  and  penal,  naturally  claims  con- 
sideration in  com{>arison  with  those  who  are  free  to  enjov  their  liberty  and  have  the 
priviiege^not  always  properly  appreciated — of  earning  t^ieir  own  living.  . 

There  is  always  the  danger  that  ^u]KTliuous  piiysie^l  comforts  may  be  given  to 
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perHons  iiiiclerj^oing  )>uiiishnient  ami  tTiat  prisoriH  may  Iw  converttNi  from  punitory 
€^t<tablishmeiit8  into  comfortable  lodgings  forthone  ind'iHi>oHe<i  to  HupiK)rt  themst^ven, 
tliuH  tending  toward  the  encouragement,  rather  than  the  repression,  of  offenses  against 
the  public  interest. 

In  mv  judgment,  long  terms  of  imprisonment,  in  couiparative  idleness  and  comfort, 
Hhouldln.*  replai-ed  by  yhort  terms  witli  as  litth*  luxury  and  as  nearly  incessant  lalx  r 
and  self-supporting  (H'cu I >at ion  ius  the  physical  condition  of  tin*  individual  will  jier- 
ndt,  due  attention  always  l^Mug  given  to  pro|>er  sanitation,  ftHMling,  clothing,  and 
medical  w^rvice. 

In  the  prcsi^nt  ciuse,  the  ra<licAl  defect  of  the  Ciircel  sjuiitation  is  in  the  sewer  sys- 
tem of  the  building,  and  it  is  not  U'lievcd  that  until  this  can  Ix'  thonnighly  over- 
hauled, the  introduction  of  nuMlern  water-ciosctt^,  etc.,  will  rem<>vc  the  <U?ep-8eated 
ditiiculty  of  defective  underground  drainage. 

The  ciise  of  the  presidio  is  prmrtically  the  siime,  though  tht^  construction  and 
arrangements  are  much  In'tter  than  in  the  carcel,  and  the  entire  building  is  dev<»ted 
to  presi<lio  i)uri>oses. 

The  cilrcel  can  probably  U'  tnuisfernni  to  San  .Vmbrosio  in  June  and  the  j»n»si<lio 
to  Cabafia  at  a  late  date. 

Meanwhile,  whatever  may  1h»  the  future  us(»s  of  the  building,  the  <lrainage  and 
sewer  system  require  radical  reconstruction,  and  it  would  siH^u  exjKMlient  that  as  soon 
as  pnu;ticAble  a  sufficient  sum  Ih.»  s<'t  tiside  for  this  pur|M)se.

All  exintin^  ('l(>s(>tH  at  tlu>  canvl  Hhould  Ix;  thoroughly  flushed  with  a  hone  hourly 
thn>ii^h()iit  th(»  <lay,  a  liU'ral  api)limtioii  of  elec'trozone  to  be  made  after  each  flush- 
ing. The  Miune  tn^tinent  Hhoulti  Ih*  given  all  drain  and  sewer  oitenings  in  the  patio. 
A  iK'n-olating  wnmleii  tank,  to  1k»  placefi  at  the  intersei'tion  of  tne  house  drains  with 
the  main  wwer  of  the  buiitling,  hari  ]xx*n  ordered  made  and  will  l>e  placed  promptly 
and  kept  filltNi  with  eliH'trozone. 

A  thorough  cleaning  should  Ix^  given  all  Htorer(.>ompf  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
old  material,  w<.kxI,  etc.,  should  l)e  n^nove*!  and  destroyefl. 

All  iM)ts,  kettles,  etc.,  of  the  kitchen  should  Ix^  scoured,  the  ashes  from  the  ranges 
an<l  all  kitchen  n'fus*',  plate  K-rapings,  etc.,  to  l)e  dej^osited  in  closed  garl>age  c&m*. 
All  fljKjrs,  stone  and  wcmmI,  should  Ix^  scoured  tmce  weekly  and  thoroughly  drencht»d 
with  elect n>zone. 

The  blanketH  or  (»ther  IxMldingof  all  o(?cui)ants  should  at  once  Ixi  thoroughly  cleaned, 
an<l  the  lK'd<ling<»f  each  prisoner  should  Xye  cleane<l  at  the  time  of  his  admiaalon. 
CaH^  should  l)e  ol)scrvcHl  with  rtwpect  to  the  continuerl  cleanliness  of  all  Ijedding. 

Tlie  emptying  of  refuw  into  the  drain  or  sewer  oixmings  .should  Ix^  stopped  at  once. 

The  amount  of  water  admitti^^l  to  the  large  tank  in  patio,  which  is  now  used  as  a 
l>atli,  should  ]>c  restrictt»<l  to  a  depth  of  15  inches,  care  to  be  observed  as  to  the  clean- 
liness aiHl  fri^hn(»ss  of  the  water  in  this  tank.

Sir:  It  seems  expedient  that  mon^  <letinite  arrangements  be  made  with  reference 
to  the  making  of  irisi)ections  and  giving  of  orders  at  the  Habana  cilrcel. 

Division  Order  No.  29,  of  January  19,  directs  that  department  commanders,  through 
their  subordinates,  an*  <'hargcHl  with  the  insi)ection,  at  least  monthlv,  of  all  prisons. 

Division  Onler  No.  28,  of  January  18,  a])p<jints  Carlos  Garcia  Velezas general  in- 
spector of  prisons.  Division  Onler  No.  8o,  of  Fe])ruar>'  22,  charges  the  alcaldes  with 
the  administration  of  the  prisons  and  the  enfon^^ment,  through  the  prison  officials, 
of  the  laws  and  n»gulations;  this,  how(»ver,  as  stated  in  paragraph  2  of  the  order,  to  be 
*' without  prejudice  to  the  powers  vestiMl  in  the  civil  governors  in  connection 
with  this  service."  The  duties  of  the  civil  governors  in  this  respect  are  not  other- 
wise stated  or  n'ferred  to  in  the  existing  orders. 

In  the  cjiseof  the  Habana  c/ircel  it  api>ears  that  all  of  these  authorities  are  making 


ters  re<iuirinp  attention.  Carlos  Garcia  V(?lez  likewise  ins(XM;ts  and  ^ves  orders. 
The  iimnicipality,  through  the  alcalde  and  his  immtHliate  representative,  in  the  person 
of  the  council's  insfxH'tor,  also  insjxK^'ts  and  gives  orders.  It  is  presumed  that  the 
civil  governor,  at  pn'sent  repnisented  by  his  secretary,  is  also  prepared  to  do  the 
same  thing. 

Kecently  these*  sevenil  authorities  have  given  conflicting  orders  to  the  wanlen,and 
in  two  <'ases,  viz,  the  council's  insix'ctor  and  the  state  insj^ector,  Garcia,  instructed 
the  warden  to  follow  his  onler  and  not  those  of  anylx)dy  else. 

The  latest  order  on  the  subject,  in  my  judgment,  should  control^  viz,  that  of  Febni- 
arv  22.  which  vests  the  adniinistnitionan< I  (enforcement  of  regulations  in  the  alcaldes, 
su\)iect  to  the  instruction  of  the  si»cn'tary  of  state.  Thealcalde  is  thechief  executive 
of  uw  city  and  the  ex  olHcio  head  of  all  the  city  services,  and  I  rec^ommend  that  the 
state  insjx^i-tor  of  carceles  should  limit  himself  to  carrying  out  the  prest'riptions  of 
Order  28,  January  18,  making  recommendations  to  higher  authority  and  refraining 
from  interferinj;  with  the  interior  administration  of  the  institution  other  than  as  an 
insix^ctor  authorized  to  investigate  and  re{M>rt  to  the  division  commander.  It  is  also 
recommende*!  that  the  supervisory  authf)rity  of  the  department  c*oinmander,  or  what- 
ever may  Ih'  his  h»gitimate  successor,  Ix*  n»cognize<l  in  the  person  of  his  military  Pul>- 
ordinate  <lesijrnat«Hl  to  sujXTvise  these  in.*<titutions.

\VMthout  restating  the  full  history  of  the  matter  it  may  In*  stated  in  l)riel  that  for  a 
lonj;  time  J )a«<t  endeavors  have  h<'en  nia<UMm  the  part  of  the  department  authorities 
t<»  neciire  neans  for  recj instructing  the  sewerau'e  and  draina<;e  and  improvinjr  the 
Hiinitary  eondition  of  tht?  e;ir<'el  and  presi<lio. 

With  this  end  in  view  it  had  l)een  h<'retofore  proposi'd  in  concert  with  t lie  division 
authority  to  convert  the  San  And)ro>io  Military  Hospital  into  a  Ijuihhng  which 
should  *K'  altere<l  to  serve  as  cjircel,  San  Jose  asilo,  and  the  female  prison,  known  as 
the  reco^idiis.  At  the  same  time  proxi-iion  was  made  for  the  U'j;inninjx  of  the  con- 
version of  tlu^  Cahana  Fortress  into  a  presidio;  this  with  a  view  of  emptying  the 
pre^ient  nresidio  and  carcel,  and  suhsefpiently  c«»nvertin^  it  into  other  uses  to  which 
it  nhoula  he  lx»tter  a<lapte<i  hy  reason  of  its  prominent  location  and  other  ei nMiin- 
stances.- 

The  conversion  of  the  San  Amhrosio  hospital  has  heen  stop|K'd  hy  order  of  the 
<livision  commander  heyon<l  the  ixunt  where  the  vmderd?*ainatxe  couM  he  provided 
for.  and  the  proposition  of  usin^^  the  huildin;:  as  aciircel,  etc.,  has  heen  <lis<^ontiniie<L 

This  ledves  matters  practically  where  they  wiTe-  the  proidio  in  a  tolerahly  satis- 
factory eondition  except  as  to  underdraina<i:e;  the  carcel  a«ljoiijin<r  in  very  had  con- 
dition, althoujjh  tiie  means  taken  to  preserve  health  are  su<h  a*j  to  reduce  the  sick 
an<l  death  rate  Im»1oav  th(»seof  the  citv  ;renerallv. 

The  San  Jose  asilo,  in  ctinsecpience  of  the  very  l»a  1  cuiiditi(Mi  of  the  huilding  octru- 
pied,  wa^ri  provisionally  transferred  to  the  Keina  liattery,  hut  this  was  intende<l  as  a 
teniiK>rarv  occupation  merely,  and  imjMjrtant  additi«)ns  and  exiMMKhtures  will  l>enec- 
essarv  if  it  Ix*  retained  for  this  purpose,  which   in  (»ther  resj>ects  is  not  desirahle. 

Wfiat  is  now  required  to  1m*  (lone,  therefore,  is  to  provide  {H'rmanent  a(!(;ouiniodar 
tions  for  tlie  San  Jose  a>il«),  and  to  make  extensive  an<l  ury^erit  const ru<!tion8  in  the 
interior  of  tlie  carci'l,  which  nnist  hecarrie<i  on  whiU?  the  buildings  are  still  in  mru- 
pation. 

With  this  ohj(H;tin  view  I  make  the  followin«^  recommendations:  That  provisionally 
with  tht5  re<luced  nunil)ers  now  held  as  piisoni-rs,  tlu^  occu])ants  ()f  tlu*  cilrcel  could 
in  great  i)art  he  transferred  temporarilv  to  tht»  presidio,  leaving  the  building  nearly 
clear  for  a  thorough  overhauling  an«l  ren«)vation,  and  that  the  requisite  sum  be 
allotted  from  the  customs  revt'uues  f<»r  this  purpose;  that  a  innv  hxtation  l>e  sought 
and  selected  for  the  San  Jos4''  asil«)  as  a  permanency,  and  such  expenditures  l)e  made 
in  connection  therewith  as  shall  properly  a<lapt  it  to  that  })ur}M)se. 

I  submit  thes(j  facts  j>rior  to  my  departure  because!  the  number  of  nee<ls  pressing 
upon  the  division  headcjuarters  for  attention  ndght  otherwise  cause  them  to  be 
overlooked. 

I  may  say  that  1  have  examined  with  a  ;:ood  <leal  of  interest  and  (uire  the  reports 
made  with  reference  to  the  San  Anibrosi«»  hospital  upon  which  the  adverse  decision 
of  the  division  commander  was  made  as  to  its  proposed  use  as  carcel,  San  Jos^  asilo, 
and  recogidas. 

Having  considered  all  the  points  in  tin*  matter  of  construction,  drainage,  light, 
ventilation,  salubrity,  etc.,  I  am  fully  pei><iia<le<l  that  the  original  jiurj^^se  could 
bt»  safely  and  ailvantaj^eously  |)ursued,  and  that  tlu*  adverse  rec( >mmendations 
made  hy  the  ine<lical  ollicers,  which  seem  to  Ih'  lar^rely  ba.<ed  upon  the  opinions  of 
(Jen.  Carlos  Garcia,  are  in  error  as  to  thedan«rer  or  disiid vantage  of  so  using  this 
j)arti<rular  projKirty.  The  j)articular  objection  seems  to  b(»  the  alle^e<l  unhealthful- 
nef«  of  the  locality,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  statistics  show  that  this  is  not  the 
case,  and  that  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hospital  have  been  almost  entirely 
free  from  cases  of  vellow  fever  during  tlu^  past  vear.  The  number  of  cases  stated  bv 
the  board  in  its  reiK>rt  inchules  several  occurring  on  vessels  tie<l  to  the  wharf,  hut  it 
is  notorious  that  trie  crews  of  such  Vi'ssels  do  not  restrict  themselves  to  the  ininuHii- 
diate  vicinity  of  the  water  front,  but  resort  to  a  low  class  of  houses  where  exjwrience 
has  shown  the  majority  of  the  yellow-fever  cases  originate. 

In  (Lionel  Blmi's  review  of  the  adverse  reiK)rts  ina<le  will  1k^  found  very  valuable 
(corrective  statements,  to  which,  in  my  judgment,  imjM)rtance  should  l^e  attached,  as 
coming  from  one  having  thorough  cognizauire  of  all  the  facts  in  the  case. 

If,  however,  the  original  purpose  with  regard  to  the  hospital  can  not  Ix)  carriejl 
out,  it  is  important  at  least  tnat  due  provision  Ik?  made  for  the  rt^novation  and  sani- 
tation of  the  cdrcel  and  the  procurement  of  a  building  for  tlu?  San  Jos^  asilo.

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THE  SUPPRESSION  OF  ^^EL  RECONCENTRADO/' 

Civil  Order  No.  14r,  of  Auf^ust  1,  1899,  was  printed  in  the  last  annual 
reix)!"!,  but  the  attendant  facts  were  not  stated  or  referred  to  in  the 
text  as  oeeurrinjf  later  than  the  date  of  the  i^eix)!!. 

The  order  was  as  follows:

Whereas  the  piiV>licati<>n  known  as  the  Reooncentra<lo  is  an  olisceiie  sheet,  daily 
uttering  hv  aji^ertiun  and  iniuiendo  vile  i)er8onalities  directed  against  both  the  e«tal>- 
linhed  autlioritii«:  of  the  city  and  the  l>e8t  i»eople  of  Hal>ana;  and 

Wherea-s  the  continuance  of  «wv\\  a  publication  is  a  disgrace  to  the  v\Xy  and  to  the 
Cuban  (people,  and  oi>posed  alike  to  public  and  private  interesttn  and  morality:  It  is 
therefori* 

Onhrcd,  That  the  publiiration  l)e  suppressed,  its  dire* 'tors  an<l  writers  he  arrestefl, 
and  that  its  issue  Ixi  no  longer  permitted.  To  this  end,  the  police  authorities  will 
take  ix)s.sessi<)n  of  tht^  i)reinises  and  presses,  and  adopt  such  ine-ans  as  may  be  needful 
to  ]>revent  any  publications  of  the  nature  in  question. 

This  onler  will  Ik»  constniecl  a«  a])plying  not  only  to  the  Reconcentrado,  but  to 
any  other  publication  under  whatsoever  designation  that  sliall  attem^>t  to  issue 
obwvnities  and  slanders  against  public  and  private  i)ersons  within  the  juriwliction 
of  the  Department  of  Hal>ana.  in  Ciise  any  such  should  apix^iir  the  facts  will  be 
immediately  reiK)i'te<i  to  these  head<iuarterH  through  the  mayor  of  the  city.

As  the  ocvurrenee  was  an  unusual  one,  and  was  subsequently  reported 
ui>on  offieialh',  it  will  be  of  int(M-est  as  pjirt  of  the  history  of  the  Amer- 
ican administration  in  Cu1)a,  and  illusti'ativc  of  certain  social  condi- 
tions existing  in  the  island,  to  make  record  of  the  essential  facts  in  the 
matter. 

The  particulars  are  given  in  my  report  of  August  30, 1899,  to  which 
are  apixjnded  the  paper  signed  by  Ricardo  Arnauto  and  Agustin  C'er- 
vantes,  tlie  principal  editoi's  of  the  paper,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
punishment,  the  certiticate  of  their  counsel,  Mr.  de  Armas,  that  the 
signing  and  submission  to  the  mayor  was  a  voluntary  acton  their  part^ 
and  an  editorial  from  La  Patria  of  August  3  (a  pro-Cuban  newspaper) 
declaring  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  suppression. 

The  two  editors,  upon  being  rele4ised,  promptly  fled  to  the  United 
States  to  escape  th(*  personal  resentments  they  had  incurred,  and  from 
a  Washington  liotcl  besieged  the  War  Department  with  demands  for 
justice,  Avhich.  from  their  standp)int,  meant  a  revocation  of  the  order 
of  suppn^ssion  and  full  restoration  of  their  rights  of  continued  publi- 
cation. It  is  propter  to  state  that  after  full  inquiry  their  demands 
were  denied  by  the  War  Department  in  the  following  decision  of  date 
Sc^ptember  4,  'lS!n>: 

The  Kcconcentnulo  ap])ears  to  have  Inien  a  vile  publication.  Its  euppreasion  raises 
no  question  of  the  lilH-rty  of  the  pn»Hs.  Every  government  is  bouna  to  protect  the 
comiminity  jigainst  public*  indecencv  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  forms.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  ix^nsons  responsible  for  the  ]>ublication  can  not  be  criminally 
punished. 

The  onlcr  of  General  Ludlow  is  approved  and  the  i)etition  denied. 

It  remains  only  to  ret^ord  the  fact  that  some  months  later  the  per- 
sons in  question,  Avith  their  numerous  congeners — gamblers,  convicted 
crimiiuils,  and  blackmailers — swarmed  bacHtto  Halmnaand  distributed 
their  journalistic  labors  through  several  of  the  existing  publications, 
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such  as  the  Lucha,  tho  Cuhaiu),  and  tho  Niu'ion,  and  some  of  them  are 
now  opcMily  clahnants  or  aspirants  to  aj)j>ointmont  or  election  to  insular 
or  Jocjil  salaried  offices.  Their  activities  are  destructive  to  order  and 
public  monditv,  and  their  success  would  effect  the  total  demoralization 
of  the  |H)lic(\  whose  duty  it  has  been  to  keep  th(Mii  in  suppression.

The  Reooncentnulo  was  not  suppresses*  1  for  any  publication  of  fact  or  opinion, 
either  with  reference  to  })ubhc  |M.'rs<»nH,  public  questions,  or  public  ixjHcy,  and  the 
u<!tion  taken  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  so-called  "freeiioni  of  the  press.** 

My  order  on  the  subject  WHS  issvuMl  under  date  of  August  1,  181)9,  as  Civil  Order 
No.  14,  a  copy  of  which  is  a]n)en<led.  Th<'  rea-^ons  for  tlie  suppression  of  theRecon- 
(HMitnido  are  state<l  in  the  order  its<-lf,  in  the  lirst  two  j)aragraphs,  and  the  facts  in 
the  case  are  as  follows: 

The  Heconcentrado  since  its  ap|H»arance  has  Uhmi  engaj^ed  in  jwrsonal  abuse  and 
defamation  both  of  ofiicials  and  privatt^  jH'rsons  of  the  highest  standing  and  consid- 
eration in  the  city  of  Habana,  iissuniing  iiHreiis<Ml  license  in  view  of  the  immunity 
with  which  its  utterances  wen'  tolerate<l,  and  daily  growing  more  and  more  disgust- 
ing and  olist^ene  in  its  comments  and  allusions.  In  addition  to  this  fa<'t,  its  eciitors, 
cr<)UJoine<l  with  others,  were  engaged  in  a  general  chantage  or  blackmailing  industry 
by  means  of  which  they  took  toll  of  every  accwisible  j>erson,  high  or  low,  who  w^ould 
8ubmit  to  their  demands  for  money.  Their  o^)erations  were  <!hanictcriztKl  ])y  an 
astonishing  insolence  and  contempt  for  the  public  u|)on  which  they  ])racticeil.  For 
example,  a  l>arlxir  or  other  tradesman  would  receive  a  connnunication  from  the  e<ii- 
tor  of  the  Reconcentrailo  stating  that  his  a<lvertisen  vMit  would   1h»  j)ublished  in  the 

1)aper  iov  a  crertain  term  for  a  certain  sum  (»f  money,  which  it  was  rtMpn.»ste<l  should 
>e  sent  by  the  Ix^arer  of  tlu'  communication.  The  man  had  no  desire  or  intention  to 
jidvertist*  in  the  pajH^r,  but  would  comi)ly  with  tlu'  demand  in  terror  of  finding  liim- 
felf  i^ersecuted  in  its  colunms.  Again,  a  j)rivate  gentleman,  engagtMl  in  attending  to 
his  own  affairs,  having  no  relation  to  official  niatters,  would  be  shown  a  printe<l  slip 
cf)ntaining  vile  allusions  to  or  intimating  in  a  manner  more  earless  in<lirect  ac^cusa- 
tions  of  mis<'onduct  on  the  ])art  of  some  meuiberof  his  family,  iM>ssibly  a  near  female 
relative.  The  Reconcentrado  would  state  that  it  intended  to  print  this,  but  would 
refrain  from  d(>ing  i^o  if  adeijuate  consid(*ration  were  ]>ai<l,  the  sum  mentioned  vary- 
ing according  to  circumstances  from  a  companitively  small  amount  to  what  might 
be  a  laiye  one — so  nnich,  i>erhaps,  as  5(H)  centenes  or  more.  8o,  also,  of  siK'ial  clubs, 
who  paid  toll  rather  than  have  a  false  public  denouncement  ma<le  of  gambling  ana 
a  clamor  for  public  suppression.  Again  in  the  C4is<»  of  officials,  application  would  be 
nia^le  to  them  for  certam  ai)}>ointmentd  for  tlu*  editors  of  the  Re<'on(!entra<lo  or  their 
relatives  or  friends,  with  ttie  intimation  that  if  deniiMl  they  would  I )e  visited  with 
resentment  and  publiciition.  U|M)n  ivfusal,  these  ofiicials  wen^  thereu}>on,  and  there- 
after in  increasing  measure,  made  the  subject  of  disgusting  connnent  and  the  gross- 
est olwcenity  both  direct  and  indirect,  thc^  language  usually  l)eing  so  chosen  jis  to  use 
wonls  of  a  double  meaning,  while  th(»  suggestions  and  inferences  were  of  the  foulest 
nature,  well  understood  in  the  native  conununity,  but  almo.st  untranslatable  into  any 
other  language. 

In  other  cases  forged  letters  ln>m  ofiicials  were  printt^l  with  their  names  and  desig- 
nations appended,  the  context  being  su<'h  as  to  degrade  the  writers,  supp<^)sing  the 
conununications  genuine. 

Abundant  evidence*  of  all  these  statements  can  1m'  furnishe<l  should  anything  more 
Ixi  HHpiireil  than  the  evidence  of  the  [)aper  itself. 

Thes<»  particulars,  ))oth  as  to  iH'rsonal  defamation  and  the  levving  ui  blackmail 
upon  individuals  an<l  clubs,  were  well  known  to  everyl)ody  and  ignored  by  me  for 
the  time  l)eing  with  two  objeirts  in  view:  First,  to  see  how  long  the  Habana  public, 
as  such,  would  endure  being  outraged  in  this  highhande<l  manner  and  by  means 
repugnant  to  every  sentiment  of  decency.  The  second  consideration  was  that  several 
police  ofiicials  were  mixed  up  with  the  blackmailing  practice  of  the  Reconcentnuio, 
and  I  sought  means  of  getting  evidence  of  criminality  of  these,  in  connection  with 
the  receipt  of  mon(;v  for  what  is  known  as  "  prote<'tion  "  by  the  iK)lice  for  gambling 
houses  and  immoraf  resorts.  I  had  finally  to  forego  this  pur|)ose,  finding  it  iuiprac- 
tic^ble,  while  getting  plenty  of  information',  to  get  a  man  who  was  willing  to  sul)- 
scribe  to  his  statements  in  writing  or  to  testify  to  the  facts  in  cx>urt;  this  on  the 
ffround  either  that  the  victim  would  liinl  himserf  worse  off  than  before,  or  would  be 
dreading  a  knife  in  his  l)ack. 
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M(*anwhil(',  tlic  nlitnrs  of  tlio  lii'concc'iitnMlo  had  iiuhmchI  oiits^Hlc  the  ]>iilf'  of  jonr- 
naliHin  (»r  pn^^H  ]>riviU^(^  and  jfottcn  fully  within  ttie  juritMlietion  of  the  jtolifo  an 
uttert^rn  of  (>l«<*ene  Htoratiin'»  pul »Ur  dcfaniors,  forjrtTH,  and  blackniaileiv,  and  llio 
deciding  ronnideration  with  rt»gard  to  this  publication  wa«  the  vile  inuendoes-  by 
which  even  ladien  of  the  liighest  considenition  were  referred  to  by  naine  and  by 
covert  allusioniii.  Thin  could  not  l)e  tolerate<l  when  brought  to  my  notice,  and  when 
these  iilthy  <U»penerates  went  po  far  as  to  intimate  that  an  inspector  of  the  eeccion  de 
higiene,  a  branch  of  the  lot^l  miminii<itration  which  has  charce  of  the  service  of 
I)roHtitution,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  beet  people  in  Halmua  for  tne  purpose  of  SLecer- 
taining  if  he  could  not  impose  a  fine  for  immoral  conduct,  the  order  for  the  suppres- 
nion  of  the  i>a])er  and  the  arrest  of  the  responsible  {mrties  was  issued. 

The  reHiK)nsible  editors,  who  had  notitre  m  some  way,  took  to  hiding,  and,  in  dread 
of  what  might  l)e  in  store  for  them,  8t»nt  counsel  to  confer  with  me  as  to  what  could 
Ik'  done  in  their  Ix^half.  Their  counsel  ma^le  two  propositions:  First,  that  they 
would  agn»e  to  leave  the  island  and  not  to  return;  and  second,  that  they  would  admit 
their  offenses,  promise  t</  refonu,  and  voluntarily  pledge  themselves  to  publish  noth- 
ing more  of  anv  kind,  on  condition  that  they  Ik?  relieveil  from  their  apprehension  of 
punishment,  ^hcy  wished  to  submit  this  j>aper  to  me,  but  I  de<*linea  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  it,  stating  that  theKarl)age  was  too  rotten  for  me  to  handle  and  that 
they  must  wttle  the  affair  with  the  local  authorities.  I  told  their  counsel  they  could 
prepare  such  a  ])ar)iT  as  that  and  submit  it  to  the  mayor,  and,  if  satisfactory  in  its 
terms  and  accc})table  to  him,  I  should  not  myself  take  further  measures  with  regu^ 
to  it,  leaving  them  entirt?ly  at  the  disix)sition  of  the  local  authorities.  They  submit^ 
tc<l  their  jMijKir  to  the  mayor,  a  coi>y  of  which  is  herewith,  in  which  the  signers 
admit  themselves  to  l)e  criminals  ami  ?u^itives  from  justice,  and  obligate  themselves, 
as  statc^l,  to  place  themselves  at  the  disposition  of  the  authorities,  praying  for  an 
opportunity  to  reform  and  that  meanwhile  the  onier  of  arrest  and  proceedings  against 
them  \h;  sus])en<led  so  long  as  they  complied  with  their  voluntary  obligations.  This 
assumnce  waa  acvepte<l  bv  the  mayor  and  they  were  released,  presently  taking  occa- 
sion to  leave  the  island,  wliere  their  further  hof)e  of  illicit  maintenance  was  destroyed, 
the  blackmailing  game  having  Ixren  broken  up  by  the  action  taken  and  the  further 
pnK'eedings  hopelessly  V>locked. 

The  voluntarv  nature  of  the  obligation  is  established  both  by  the  paper  itself  and 
the  accompanying  letter  of  Mr.  I)e  Armas. 

These  disgraces  to  civilization  now  have  the  impudence  to  trouble  the  Washington 
authorities  with  their  filthy  me^s  and  to  a<ldress  themselves  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
in  their  letter  of  August  12,  which  has  been  referred  to  me  and  which  is  herewith 
n'tunuHl.  There  is  liarely  a  word  of  tnith  in  what  the>[  say,  and  it  is  unnecessary 
to  recite  the  falsehofxis  and  impu<lent  assertions  of  which  the  letter  is  composed. 
Should  they  return  hon»  they  wouM  undoubteilly  be  in  danger  of  their  lives  for  the 
offenses  against  iiulividuals  of  which  they  have  !)een  guilty,  as  the  Habana  public 
hiis  iKH'n  n^lieved  of  the  terror  from  which  it  suffere<l  and  which  kept  it  inactive 
under  a  (rondition  <>f  things  that  would  not  last  twenty-four  hours  in  the  United 
States. 

The  men  in  question  have  an  evil  reconl,  criminal  and  otherwise,  and  are  destitute 
of  anv  standing  whatever.  The  pa|)er  which  they  signed  establislies  their  status, 
and  tfie  copies  of  the  Reconcentrado  which  are  tiinsmittM  herewith  with  transla- 
tions sufficiently  show  the  nature  of  their  iniblication. 

Action  was  taken  summarily  instead  of  by  recourse  to  the  courts,  for  three  reasons: 
First,  that  the  laws  with  respect  to  matters  of  this  kind  are  so  defe<'tive,  both  in  the 
nicthtxls  of  procedure  and  the  system  of  applving  penalties,  as  to  leave  little  groun<l 
for  exi>ectation  that  the  n»sj>onsible  criminals  could  l)e  punishefl;  second,  that  the 
Itwal  courts  of  Habana,  which  have  Ix^n  left  over  unaistiirl>ed  from  the  Spanish 
reginie,  are  n«>toriously  of  such  (character  that,  as  experience  has  shown,  convictions 
can  1k>  .'^ccurtnl  with  the  utmost  ditfi(rulty  whenever  the  j»erson8  most  concerned  have 
means  to  engage  the  sympathy  or  consideration  of  the  court  or  of  iti  immediate  sur- 
roundinp»;  third,  and  nir)st  imTK)rtant,  a  trial  of  the  case  in  the  courts  would  have 
invoIviHi  the  examination  and  discussion  of  all  the  indecrencies  and  obscenities  that 
were  }>rinte(l  with  reference  to  individuals,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  officials,  whose 
names  were  freely  usimI,  an«l  this  i)rocess  would  have  l)een  inexpressibly  psdnful  to 
all  the  decent  ix*<)ple  concenied  and  gratifying  to  the  e<litors  in  proportion  to  the 
nuuisure  of  exploitation  and  advertisement  they  would  stniure.  Meanwhile,  pending 
the  pnM'ee<lings,  the  paper  would  have  continue<l  publishing  its  scandalous  matter 
with  renewe<l  venom  against  those  taking  action  against  them. 

The  summary  action,  therefore,  was  employe<l  in  virtue  of  my  authority,  given  in 
the  President's  order,  as  the  military  governor  o(  Hal)ana,  responsible  for  Its  general 
gov(>rnnient  and  administration  in  this  as  in  all  other  respects,  financial,  sanitary, 
and  police. 
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TIh»  jMijH'r  was  snppr('HSi'<l  hy  tlu;  jKiIict^  power,  aiul  tlio  iU'tion  luu*  rwt'ivtMl  the 
univonjal  a.'^mMit  and  coiiiiiiendatiouof  tlio  entire  I  iabana  population,  aH  well  as  of  the 
higheHt  oftieials,  who  were  equally  gratified  by  the  act  and  the  way  in  whi<*h  it  was 
done,  and,  furthennore,  indorseil  by  pra^tieally  tlu*  entire  press  of  Halnina,  even  those 
-who  are  most  scnipulous  with  n^rard  to  the  great  (|nestion  of  the  ' *  f rcHjdom  of  the 
press."  The  (^ase  was  distinctly  recognized  iw  oni^  wholly  <»utside  <»f  press  privilege 
or  journalism  an<i  had  no  more  to  do  with  the  fnH'dnm  of  the  j)ress  than  an  arrest 
for  obscene  offenses  in  the  street  would  be  th<^  restriction  of  the  ]il>erty  of  the  citizen. 
The  single  exception,  to  my  knowledge,  among  the  juiblications  in  IIa])ana  is  the 
i*opy  of  the  Indep<»n(iente  which  is  in«-loscd  with  tlu^  (^)Hicial  communication,  and 
as  this  paix»r  is  edited  by  decent  peo|»lc  tlu'  articles  ret'erre<i  to  in  it  can  only  be 
a<'counte<l  for  by  the  fact  that  their  authors  had  not  examin<.Ml  the  issues  of  the 
Reeoneentrado  or  tn*i'ii  tht'  intauiies  which  wrn*  daily  publishe<l  in  it.  In  every 
other  casi'  the  a(!Comj)anying  articles  show  the  grucral  commendation.  Even  the 
Patria,  a  paper  devote<l  to  the  furtherance  of  what  it  regards  as  the  independence 
and  lilx^rty  of  the  ('ul>ans,  ass<'nts  fully  in  this  parti«iilar  ca.^e,  regretting  only  that 
the  deficiencies  f)f  the  law  recniired  the  intiTvcntion  of  the  military  authority,  for 
the  reason  that  a  similar  authority  niight  in  a  futun*  case  Ix^  employed  without 
justification,  as  was  done  un<ler  the  Spanish  authorities. 

The  general  fact  remains  that  in  this  community  and  undertint  hothousi^  process 
of  Si)ani8h  metho<ls  a  class  of  characterless  (U'geiuratrs  has  develojH'(l  in  Ilaltana, 
and  i>ossibly  elsi^where  in  the  island,  whose  murals  ate  tlmroughly  corrupt,  in  whom 
every  trace  of  honesty  or  decency  is  lacking,  and  who,  while  nominally  holding  cer- 
tain j)Ositions  before  the  jaiblic,  are  really  of  the  lowest  order  of  human  nature,  and 
will  require  suppression  until  their  linal  disposition  is  effected!  if  there  is  to  Ih>  a 
r^nie  of  decency  or  morality  in  Cuban  affairs. 

As  will  be  evident  from  an  examination  of  the  tnmslations,  the  matter  is  too  vile 
for  publiaition,  and  when  j)ut  into  Anglo-Saxon  is  ])eyond  possibility  of  i)ubhcity,  for 
which  reason  I  request  that  the  papers  be  not  passed  through  the  onlinary  channels, 
but  simply  transmitte<l  without  general  examination  ])y  employees  or  newspajxT 
rejMjrters.

The  order  of  the  military  governor  of  llabana  supf>re8sing  the  journal  El  Reeon- 
eentrado and  ordering  the*  arrest  of  its  editors  has  U^en  much  commented  upon  iij 
the  city  and  will  receive  uotitre  throughout  the  island. 
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Opinio;]  i.s  at  oikv  iinuiiiitionH  in  ap])r<)viii^  that  MK'h  a  shcK't  Hhonld  bo  inailc  to 
(iiHai>]><>4ir,  that  volnntarily  put  itMi*if  outnido  all  WM'ial  (Hmventiom?. 

But  then'  arc  many,  anions  tlu'ni  ourst»Iv<»H,  \vhc»  n?trri»t  i)riifoumlly  that  it  Hhould 
have  ha])]>«MKHl  that  the  inttTVi-nin^tiovemniont  nhoiild  havo  had  to  proceed  by  the 
niilitarv  authority. 

Thi»  caw*  jiH'jjents  jrravo  lu^iHM'ts,  but  for  today  we  limit  oumelvefl  to  saying  that 
the  law  Hhould  in  such  nuinner  c*xtend  itn  prot^'tion  over  the  p4>rK<.infl  and  repute  of 
our  citizeuH  that  its  «lelirien«'ieH  should  not  ntrenjfthen  the  arm  of  the  executive 
|)«>wer,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  is  also  needful  that  8oeii«ty  nhouhl  Ije^n  to  cure 
itnelf  of  that  morbid  iniiuiHitiveni^ss  that  is  the  ultimate  Hou'nre  of  the  evils  sueh  as 
th»im»  we  de]>lon». 


STlilKKS. 

One.  of  tho  most  serious  obstacles  in  the  duo  onlering  of  municipal 
governnu»nt  and  tlie  rehtibilitation  of  th(»  industries,  occupations,  and 
connnercial  welfare  of  the  city  was  found  in  the  endeavors,  made 
almost  from  tiu^  outset  and  renewed  from  thne  to  time,  to  import  and 
naturalize  the  syst(»m  of  labor  strikes  that  in  other  and  more  settled 
portions  of  tlie  world  have  (»onstitut<Hl  so  dnimatic  tuid  potential,  and 
at  times  so  destructive  and  disastrous,  a  ft»ature  of  industrial  develop- 
ment. In  tlu»  disordered  <*onditions  existinj^  in  Habana — the  Imnkrupt 
city  treasury,  the  prostnition  of  business  and  industry,  the  timidity  of 
capital,  the  depression  of  values,  and  the  failure  of  crops,  together  with 
the  (■:haotic  social  conditions,  the  iuuuense  numl>er  of  paupers,  and  the 
gnive  uncertainties  as  to  tlie  future — it  Avas  surely  an  unfortunate,  as 
well  as  a  stupid  and  UMjxitriotic,  endeavor  to  foment  labor  strikes  and 
to  substitute'  idleness  for  industry  and  omtory  for  occupation. 

Particularly  should  such  projects  have  been  avoided  when  the 
responsible  Goveriuiient  was  a  powerful  alien,  solemnly  pledged  to 
the  maintenance  of  ix'ac^'e  and  order  and  the  protection  of  life  and 
property.  In  a  conununity  in  such  conditions  and  so  ordered,  when 
the  actual  feeding  of  a  surplus  and  helpless  }X)pulation  was  a  task  of 
difficulty,  and  it  was  essentitd  to  leestabiish  nonnal  industrial  occupa- 
tions at  the  earliest  possible  day,  it  is  evident  that  the  *' walking  dele- 
gate ''  was  ti  dangerous  intruder,  inciting  to  disorder  and  unre^st,  among 
an  impressionable  |X)pulation  lacking  experience  and  judgment  and 
wholly,  unversed  in  political  and  economic  matters. 

Strikes  in  Habana  could  not  be  ''struggles  between  capital  and 
labor,"'  since  capital  was  in  hiding  and  emplovers  were  themselves  no 
other  than  workingmen,  s(»eking  to  maintain  tfieir  families  and  furnish 
wag(»s  to  others,  and  th<»  oidy  capitalist  w-tus,  in  effect,  the  Americjin 
(Jovernment,  tlien  in  large  part  supix)rting  the  starving  multitudes 
and  seeking  to  furnish  occupation  for  them  and  for  all  who  could 
w^ork. 

After  several  minor  and  ])artial  strikes  had  been  adjusted  by  patience 
juul  firmness  and  appeals  to  thcj  interests  of  the  men  themseJYes,  mat- 
ters finallv  culminated  in  September  in  what  threatened  to  be  the 
grave  peril  of  a  gen<»ral  strike,  imder  the  guidance  of  certain  profes- 
sional agitators,  American  and  othc^r,  which,  if  permitted  to  come  to  a 
head,  T^^ould  have  involved  serious  consequences. 

The  issue  was  promptly  and  eilectively  met.  The  Spanish  consul 
was  urged  to  control  tliose  })odies  of  workingmen  who  were  of  his 
nationalitv;  certain  agitators  against  whom  cnminal  charges  lay  were 
advised  that  they  must  control  the  organizations  they  represented; 
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cli*tuils  of  prisoners  from  tho  (*arcol  und  presidio  wore  sent  to  the  giis 
aiul  electric  works  to  take  the*  place  of  the  la})orers  there  and  keep  the 
lights  goinjj;  rumi  ju^uards  were  drawn  in  and  strengthened  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  waterworks  and  in  the  populous  sul)url)s;  and  the  entire 
j5olice  force  was  put  on  duty. 

A  dozen  of  the  labor  headers,  selecting  those  who  had  pu})licly  coin- 
iiiitted  themselves  to  inctMidiary  ])ro(;lamations  and  si)oeches,  were  then 
arrested  and  brought  to  headciuarters.  They  were  informed  that  the 
strike  would  not  be  permitted  and  that  th(»v  would  be  held  responsible 
for  its  abandonuKMit;  that  all  men  found  idle  in  the  str(M»t  without 
visible  occupation  or  means  of  support  would  i)e  held  as  vagrants; 
that  there  were  acconnnodations,  such  as  thev  w(»re,  in  the  carcel  and 
presidio  for  a  thtmsand  or  two  arrests,  and  in  the  Morro  and  Cabana 
cas<*mates  for  as  many  more;  that  they  would  be  ndeased  and  (»scape 
punishment  if  th(\v  acted  in  good  faith  and  stoppc^d  all  agitation  for  a 
strike;  and  that  otherwise  the  full  ])ower  of  the  govermn(»nt  would 
be  used  to  control  the  situation  in  every  sense.  They  agreed  to  do 
this  and  were  let  go  upon  signing  letters  to  the  mayor  to  that  effect. 
The  next  day  I  published  a  proclamation  to  the  people  stilting  the  sit- 
uation in  general  terms,  and  the  affair  was  settled  d(»finiteTv.  The 
particulars  are  given  in  the  official  rei)ort  to  the*  division  commander 
of  Octob(»r  4,  and  th(^  other  papers  lun'eto  ai)pended.

To  THE  People  of  Hahana: 

At  the  i)risoiit  juiu'ture,  when  trertain  irresp<»nsi])l('  an<l  HoditiouH  iiulividuala  are 
seeking  to  destroy  the  peaee  an<l  industrie.s  of  the  eity  and  tn  niislead  the  working- 
men  of  Hahana  nito  a  jreneral  (•onHi)iraev  tn  paralyze  the  Hie  and  movement  of  the 
community,  it  Ixjhooves  me,  in  the  interests  of  all  concerned  and  a«  the  imnuMliate 
representative  of  the  Ainerican  (lovernment,  to  puhlish  a  word  of  warning. 

The  United  States  of  America  are  pledged  to  the  estahlishment  in  the  island  of 
Ciiha  of  a  Htahle  and  orderly  government,  and  this  pUvlge,  made  alike  to  the  Culmns 
and  to  the  world,  will  surelv  1h'  fulfilled.  To  this  (»nd  everv  endeavor  will  l)e  made 
to  iiH'ulcate  in  the  island  the  principlesof  self-government,  the  foundation  forwhich, 
and  for  that  true  and  self-respecting  lilK^rty  that  mo<lern  civilization  .demandH,  is  an 
enduring  re8}H.»ct  for  law  and  for  the  rights  and  lil)erties  of  others. 

The  workingmen  of  IIahana  are  In'ing  tempted  toward  a  fatal  step  that,  if  taken, 
will  Pt^t  l^aek  the  exercise  of  liherty  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  rightH  of  men  for  an 
indefinite  [)eri(Ml. 

They  are  l)eing  urged  to  a  general  strike — to  a  total  sus|H'nsion  of  the  accustomed 
occupations  and  lahors  which  are  essential  to  the  common  welfare  and  upon  which 
depend  even  the  very  lives  of  the  iK'o|)le. 

The  reason  assigned  is  a  demand  for  a  W(»rking  day  of  (Mght  hours.  In  fact,  no 
mu'h  demand  has  heeii  made.  No  hodv  of  emi)lovers  has  In^en  aske<l  to  shorten  the 
(lay  to  eitrht  hours;  no  petition  has  been  submitted  to  th(»ayuntamiento;  no  commu- 
nication nas  been  made  to  the  American  authorities. 

At  the  instance  (if  a  few  self-seeking  demagogues,  backed  by  a  more  numerous 
element  that  prefers  idleness  to  lalK)r  and  ext'itement  of  any  kind  to  the  calmer  life 
of  thrift  and  the  ])r<»tection  (jf  the  family,  the  wr)rkingmen  of  Ha)>ana  an^  urged  to 
forego  all  labor,  to  extinguish  the  lights  that  protect  property  and  discourage  crime, 
to  clo.we  the  l)akeries  and  sh<4)S  that  furnish  food,  and,  doubtless,  if  they  could,  even 
to  cut  off  the  water  supply  of  the  city.  Meanwhile  all  trades  and  o<'cupations  are  to 
b«*  aban<loned,  industry  is  to  ix'rish,  food  to  fail. 

Uj>dn  whom  Is  this  punishment  to  fall?  Who  are  to  Ixr  at  once  and  fatally  the 
victnns  of  this  iniquitous  conspiracy?  Who  else  but  the  poor  and  destitute,  the  ill 
an<l  ailing,  the  children  and  the  mothers,  the  weak  and  helpless,  the  ignorant  and 
destitute,  who  in  thousands  exist  in  Hal>ana  and  whose  <laily  sustenance  is  essential 
to  their  lives? 

Should  the  strike  l>e  made,  within  forty-<Mght  liours  there  will  be  crii^  of  hunger 
and  wails  of  distress  from  nudtitu<les  whose  sole  fault  is  that  they  are  wivi*s  and 
children  of  men  who  have  ))een  deceived  into  sacrificing  them  without  thought  or 
reauoL 
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It  la  known  to  tlu^  anthoritk^  that  but  a  sniull  proportion  (»f  workinjfinen  its  in 
Hyini>athy  with  tin*  movement  and  that  a  large  majority  in  coerce<l  into  attnent. 

And  let  there  \k>.  no  niinnnderRtanding  an  to  the  outt'ome.  Order  will  be  main- 
tainetl  and  violence  and  tumult  cni^hed.  When  ho  much  in  at  stake  there  will  be  no 
henitation  in  applying  mieh  remedial  and  c'orret'tional  nieasures  an  may  l)e  ueceaeaLry 
to  preHorve  the  in'iU'e  and  safety  of  this  city. 

No  man  (ran  1m*  n)m])eIKxi  to  work  afotinst  his  will;  but  if  ho  can  and  will  not,  he 
in  but  a  vagrant,  a  burden  and  worne  upon  the  cr>mmunity,  and  must  take  the 
re9ix)nHibility  for  his  own  su-is  and  for  the  needless  and  innumerable  Bufferings  he 
thereby  imiK)seH  ui>on  his  home  an<l  kindred,  as  well  as  upon  the  public  at  large. 

But  a  weightier  responsibility  will  rest  ui)on  those  who,  heealess  of  the  conce- 
quences  and  with  intelligeni^  to  foresee  them,  seek  to  betray  the  workingmen  to  their 
enduring  disa<l vantage. 

These  are  treacherous  and  seditious  t)ersons  plotting  both  in  secret  and  openly 
against  the  i)eace  of  the  city  and  the  lawful  rights  of  citizens  to  earn  their  livebhood 
and  to  enjoy  with  their  families  the  fruits  of  their  labors.  They  are  public  enemies, 
flying  the  rtnl  flag  of  anarchy,  violating  the  laws,  and  invading  the  rights  of  othera. 
To  these  will  W  dealt  a  punishment  adequate  to  their  offending,  and  they  will  find 
their  own  lives  a.**  grievous  a  burden  as  that  which  they  are  seeding  to  impose  upon 
the  workers  and  citizens  whom  they  are  deluding. 

There  is  ])ut  one  i)n:)iH*r  course  for  the  workingmen  to  pursue  in  this  matter.  It  is 
i\ni  authorities  only  who  can  establish  what  shall  Ix'a  lawful  day's  work  and  lawful 
h<»nrs  of  lalM)r  for  the  several  industrit*  of  the  city.  Let  the  lal>or  and  trade  aaso- 
ciations  meet  and  carefully  (insider  what  should  l)e  their  reasonable  and  proper 
jM'titions,  and  let  each  submit  its  case  to  the  aymitamiento  for  mature  deliberation 
and  etjuitable  adjustment.  It  may  well  l)e  that  fullv  worked  out  it  will  appear  that 
the  present  hours  of  labor  are  in  some  ca*H?s  excessive,  in  others  reasonable,  but  in 
any  irase  the  orderly  and  rational  j>rocess  is  to  represent  the  matter  in  each  case  fully 
to  the  authorities  and  pnKnire])y  lawful  and  j>roi)eriuetho4ls  the  enactment  of  proper 
Regulations. 

The  true  fn»eman  is  luj  who  resixK^t^  the  rights  of  others,  as  he  requires  that  others 
shall  res|)ect  his,  who  puts  the  welfare  of  the  i*ommmiity  alx)ve  his  personal  prefer- 
eniH'S,  and  the  rule  of  law  and  order  a)M)ve  noisy  haranguing  and  turbulent  demonstra- 
tions; and  such  a  man  is  entitled  to  and  will  receive  the  security  and  protection  in 
the  exercise  of  his  industry  ami  iiersonal  rights  that  the  fullest  power  of  tlie  govern- 
ment i^n  give  him.

('iiiEK  OK  Staff,  DiriJtiunofCnba: 

Siii:  The  rei'ently  threatened  general  strike  of  workingmen  in  the  city  of  Habana, 
if  allowcil  to  mature,  would  have  produced  a  prat^tical  paralysis  of  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity and  a  condition  of  anarchy  which,  in  the  })eculiar  cin.*umstances  governing 
conditions  in  Haliana,  would  have  been  found  extremely  difficult  of  subsequent  regu- 
lation. I  therefore  deem  it  exixnlient  to  make  rei)ort  of  the  facta  and  i>articulars  for 
official  record,  lx)th  lis  a  matter  of  current  history  and  as  illustrative  of  certain  special 
a>4piH!ts  of  it  affecting  local  administration.  There  have  been  for  several  months  past 
indications  that  what  is  generally  understou<l  in  the  Unite<l  States  as  ''labor  move- 
ments," have  lx»en  industriously  furthered  1  under  what  sei^med  to  be  expert  guidance 
from  abroad,  and  the  workingmen  were  busily  perfecting  the  organization  of  their 
"gremios."  or  assrn'iations  of  the  several  lal)or  elements,  including  all  clashes  of 
workers,  whether  laborers,  mechanics,  tradespeople,  or  others.  From  time  to  time 
strikes  of  greater  or  less  magnitude  have  o<:*currea,  now  among  laborers  for  increase 
of  wages,  then  among  railway  emi)loyees,  then  with  the  operatives  of  tramways,  then 
thc^  stevedores,  then  a  strike  Of  the  coach  drivers,  then  the  cart  drivers,  all  of  which 
were,  as  they  succewivoly  ai>]K»are<l,  quietly  dealt  M'ith  and  adjusted,  though  at  timet» 
at  t\w.  expense  of  considerable  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the  jmblic.  More  recently 
strikes  have  o^rurrwl  in  onler  to  comi>el  the  dismissal  of  a  foreman  or  the  restoratioii 
of  one  who  had  l)een  dismissed,  and  this  even  among  employees  on  public  works. 

(Contemporaneously  with  these  developments,  which  indicated  :he  readiness  with 
which  the  Cuban  workingmen  were  accustoming  themselves  to  the  idea  of  coercing 
the  pul)lic  as  a  means  of  securing  advantages  for  themselves,  political  otiganixatioiis 
were  forming  under  the  head  of  "leagues'^  and  the  like,  and  it  was  found  that  in 
many  cases  tlie  political  an<l  strike  leaders  were  the  same  individuals,  although  the 
fact£i*were  not  necessarily  made  publi(\    These  i)oliti(*al  oiiganizings  were  apparently 
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^'t:iiimlate(l  by  the  measures  i)ropo8ed  tonecure  a  (*enHiiH  with  the  Hu^)H<»<|uent  pronj^ect 
^*^£  the  creation  of  an  exclusively  native  government  in  the  island. 

During  the  last  six  weeks  the  masons,  wlio  ha<l  (leniande<l  a  large  in<rrease  in  their 

>vages,  have  remahitMl  out,  an<l  endeavor  was  made  to  induce  the  other  organizations 

to  join  in  the  strike  for  the  purpose  of  securing  compliance  with  their  demands.     In 

Consequence  it  presently  develoiKnl  that  under  the  guidanct*  of  certain  appointe<i 

lt;prt»sentativex  or  temporary  presidents,  ijrovision  was  making  for  agenenil  strike  of 

all  the  lalK)ring  classi's,  inchnling  those  most  essential  not  only  to  the  industries  of 

llalttina,  but  to  the  fecMling  of  its  iMmulatioi*       It  included  also  the  employees  of  the 

gas  and  elei'tric  works,  whom?  refusal  to  continue  s<»rvice  would  hav<'  reduced  tlie  city 

to  darkness. 

The  local  authorities  made  earnest  endeavor  to  control  these  movements,  meeting 
with  partial  success  and  develoi)ing  the  fact  that  the  movement  was  due  to  a  com- 
paratively small  minority  of  the  total  numl>er  of  j>ersons  repri's<»nted  in  the  lalM>ring 
organizations,  who,  however,  were  i>ersuaded  or  mtimidated  into  consenting  to  the 
strike  and  adding  the  weight  of  numbers  and  unanimity  to  its  formidable  character. 
The  published  matter  on  this  subject  when  it  apiKiare<l  c«nnman<led  imme<liate 
attention.  Translations  of  two  of  the  })r()clamations  on  this  subject  actrompany  this 
report.  It  will  \)e  observed  that  they  are  coucIkmI  in  the  familiar  language  of  strik- 
ers, who,  closing  their  eyes  to  all  other  considerations  than  the  attainment  of  their 
ends,  threatened  disaster  to  the  city  unless  their  demands  were  complied  with,  and 
these  demands  finally  resolved  themselves  into  a  requirement  that  the  working  day 
should  consist  of  eight  hours  and  no  more.  This,  irresj>ective  of  the  nature  of  the 
occuimtion  or  other  contingent  circumstanct^s. 

The  phraseology  of  these  proi^lamatioiLS — "eight  hours  or  death" — with  allusions 
to  the  "retl  flag  of  labor'*  and  the  "seven  Chic^o  martyrs,"  and  the  like,  left  no 
question  as  to  tne  real  nature  of  the  movement,  and  for  the  security  of  the  city  it 
was  ess<»ntial  to  take  imme<^liate  action,  as  the  outbreak  was  t<^  (nrcur  within  twenty- 
four  hours. 

I  thert»fore  issue<l  an  address  to  the  peoi>le  of  na)>ana,  advising  them  of  the  m'tual 
£a<'ts  of  the  situation,  with  words  of  warning  as  impressive  as  the  circumstances 
Beemed  to  require,  and  the  information  that  means  wouhl  be  taken  to  protect  the 
eecurity  of  the  city  administration  and  the  interests  of  its  people.  At  the  same  time 
those  le^iders  who  by  their  signatures  attache<l  to  incendiary  i)roclamation8  and  the 
speeches  made  by  tnem  of  a  similar  character  at  their  nuiss  meeting,  had  made  it 
evident  that  they  were  in  great  measure  resj)onsible  fr>r  the  misleading  of  the  majority 
of  the  workingmen,  were  taken  in  charge  until  it  should  ]>e  seen  whether  or  not  the 
appeal  to  the  better  judgment  of  the  workingmen  would  suffice  to  ac(*om})lish  the 
object  of  dissolving  the  menacing  situation.  This  }»rove<l  to  be  the  case,  and  it  is 
only  proper  to  sav  that  the  action  taken  was  one  that,  in  the  first  ])lace  avoided  all 
public  conflict,  did  not  humiliate  ()r  distress  the  working  pojmlation  themselves,  and 
was  cordially  approved  by  every  newspaiK'r  in  thecity  of  ilabana,  I  believe,  without 
exception,  whatever  their  iM)litical  ante(^>deiits  or  afiiliationH.  The  city  was  relieved 
of  a  serious  peril,  and  it  is  not  j)robable  that  any  further  endeavor  of  this  kind  will 
benruule. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  inmiediate  result  of  this  dissipation  of  the  strike 
was  met  with  denunciation  by  a  lalxjr  organization  in  Chicago,  nhowing  how  close 
was  the  connection  l)etween  the  two  localitit^. 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  t(^  realize  the  recklessness  with  which  labor  agitators  will 
seek  to  transfer  their  own  metho<ls  and  purposes  to  a  foreign  locality  where  the  con- 
ditions are  utterly  different  and  where  the  danger  is  cnonnous  of  priMhn-ing  compli- 
cations which  would  react  in  a  most  distressing  manner  upon  the  j)eople.  In  the 
United  States  eight  hours  is  a  legal  day,  but  eight  hours  in  the  I'liited  States  means 
eight  hoursof  a  measure  of  lalwyr  and  exertion  utterly  unknown  in  tlie  island  of  Cul>a, 
where  from  racial  attributes,  habits  and  conditions  of  climate,  temperature,  etc., 
there  is  not  as  nmch  work  done  in  twelve  hours  as  in  the  I'nited  States  in  six,  and 
where  eight  hours  of  lal)or  would  amount  to  no  more  than  four  in  the  rnitetl  States. 
Furthermore,  we  are  dealing  here  in  ('ul)a  with  a  relatively  uninstructed  population, 
whose  sensibilities  are  easily  aroused  but  who  lack  judgment,  who  are  wliolly  unac- 
customed to  manage  their' own  affairs,  and  who  readily  resort  t«>  violence  when 
excited  or  thwart^,  and  this  at  a  time  when  every  industry  in  the  island  netnis 
building  up  and  when  the  utmost  neeil  exists  that  every  able-rKMlied  ]x?rson  should 
Ix^  devoting  himself  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  utmost  amount  of  i)rofitable  lal)or 
that  he  can  effecrt.  Thousands  of  the  j)eople  of  liabana  are  now  supiK)rted  by  public 
charity,  and  there  are  thousands  more  whose  physical  nee<ls  are  insufficiently  met  by 
the  food  which  their  labor  enables  them  to  i)nMuri\  The  whole  structure  of  society 
and  business  is  still  on  too  slender  and  tottering  a  basis  to  warrant  putting  any  addi- 
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tional  Htraiii  uixm  it  hiit'h  a^  is  iiivolve<l  in  lal>oraKitations  and  iH)litii*al  excitementH, 
and  even*  inovenitMit  in  (?iil)a  naturally  and  ininie<liately  convertH  itself  into  sornc^ 
thin^  with  a  i)<)liti(»l  Hig^niiicaiuf ,  Htiinulating  the  iniprestfionahle  ]M>])nlation  to  )>er- 
petiial  unnvt. 

Furthc»nnon»  then*  is  the  continuing;  difficulty  of  the  racial  hostility  of  tho»*e 
rei»ojmize<l  aw  of  SpaniHh  nationality  and  those  of  Cnljan  aiitectnlent^,  who  have  ifor 
so  many  yeara  Ix'en  in  conflict  and  at  m'tual  war,  and  representativeH  of  lx)th  ele- 
nientti  are  husily  engaged  in  fomenting  deeper  disconl. 

For  all  these  rt»ai^on8  no  continuance  of  agitation  (tould  l)e  safely  i)erniitted  in  tht» 
interest  of  the  jKMjple  themw?lve»,  who  ni^eii  to  \ye  taught  to  iL^e  indnt^try,  thrift,  and 
judgment,  an<l  to  n^frain  irom  ret'rimination,  ]>aj«iion,  and  violen<*o. 

I liave  only  to  say  in  conclusion  that  n<:)  military  force  waM  em^)loyed,  nor  was 
there  a  thought  of  it  at  any  time,  nor  any  necessity  for  resorting  to  it.  *  All  that  wan 
done  was  done  by  and  through  the  constituted  authorities,  an<l  the  C'ul)an  police 
haveeame<l  high  commendation  for  the  g<K)d  judgment,  discretion,  and  effectiveness 
with  which  their  unpleasant  duties  wen^  <lisc^harged. 

I  am  of  the  l)elief  that  the  general  atmosphere  is  the  letter  for  the  quiet  and 
onlerly  dissipation  of  the  serious  jx?ril  which  hung  over  the  city  for  at  least  two 
days,  and  the  Unral  authorities  are  entitletl  to  the  higliest  criHlit  for  the  effective  part 
ta&en  bv  them.  It  was  in  this  sense  that  my  letter,  a  t.^\ty  of  which  is  attached, 
was  a<l(fressed  to  the  mavor. 

There  are  inclose<i  herewith  articles  and  translations  of  articU»s  of  all  the  newsjuipers.

MANIFESTO   TO   THE   WOKKINGMEN    OK    HABANA. 

As  soon  as  war  was  endetl  in  Cuba  the  workingmen  of  this  island  thought  that 
emaniripation  was  a  fact,  and  they  l)elieved  so,  since  they  had  in  their  minds  and 
hearts  the  wonis  of  that  man  the  CulMins  called  the  prophet,  who  was  the  teacher  of 
free<lom;  and  as  every  person  must  know  that  Span ianls  and  (^ibans  workingmen 
are  still  workers  only,  it  is  net^essary  to  tell  the  reasons  why  they  are  to-day  in  sub- 
jection as  tlu^y  were  yestenlay. 

Workiniimen  for  a  long  time  have  Htniggle<l  to  get  the  eight  hours  of  labor,  think- 
ing that  the  <lay  ought  to  Ik?  dividwl  into  thrin.*  e<iual  parts  of  eight  to  satisfy  their 
re<iuiremeiits. 

A  country  without  workers  is  g(.H)d  for  nothing.  The  i^apitalist  and  the  rich  farmer 
nec<l  the  workers,  and  all  they  have  is  owing  sfHj^'ially  to  the  men  thus  held  subject, 
and  as  such  a  condition  of  tnings  can  not  continue,  we  have  determineii  to  further 
the  struggle  l)etween  lalwr  and  capital. 

The  workers  of  Cuba  will  not  consent  any  more  to  Ikj  subjected  in  such  a  disgrace- 
ful manner. 

Since  there  were  in  Chicago  seven  martyrs  who  offered  their  lives  when  they  raised 
the  re<l  flag  that  exalts  all  workers,  we  must  hoist  in  this  free  country  the  same  flag 
that  caused  the  death  of  so  many  dear  and  noble  comi)anions. 

And  why  shall  we  not?  A  country  educated  in  slavery  will  never  Ix?  a  free  (coun- 
try, and  if"  so  designated  can  only  In*  ridiculed  bv  civilize<l  countries. 

And  how  shall  this  Ixi  brought  about?  By  uniting  all  workers  in  a  compact  Ixxiy, 
destroying  the  yoke  of  servitude,  and  be<'oming  free,  great,  and  happy. 

Only  when  such  a  thing  happens  can  the  country  be  called  tnily  civilizeti  and 
gn'at,  U'cause  in  becoming  free  it  has  subjected  the  capitalist,  erected  a  monument 
to  labor,  and  acconiplishe<l  the  maxiumm  of  justice. 

Anrl  why  shall  wo  not  have  this?  When  we  have  in  a  republic  -  that  is  a  model 
and  is  our  neighlM»r  eight  hours  of  work  and  the  rights  that  all  men  must  have. 

And  if  we  men  of  the  new  America  know  what  is  a  republic  and  the  rights  that 
workiii(?n  should  iuivo,  shall  we  consent  to  l>e  the  scorn  of  all  the  workers  of  the 
world?    No! 

We  know  ])efon»haiid  the  ri»sponsibility  we  iiurur;  we  have  been  studying  this 
matter  for  nineteen  years,  but  <leath  has  taken  away  the  man  that  should  have 
establisheil  the  eight  hours  of  lal>or.

Sir:  I  desire  to  convey  to  you  my  sincere  congratulations  upon  the  success  with 
which  your  efforts,  and  those  of  tlie  municiml  |>olice,  were  directed  in  controlling 
the  suicidal  endeavor  to  foment  a  general  strike  of  laoorers  and  workmen  in  the  city 
of  Habana,  which,  if  iwrmitted  to  gain  headway,  would  have  Ijeen  a  i^erious  disaster 
to  the  coniniunity. 

The  disappciiranco  of  the  threatened  iH»ril  is  due  primarily  to  the  tact  and  firmness 
with  which  you  conducts  the  matter,  and  to  the  discretion  and  vigilance  with  which 
the  ]>oIicc,  under  the  able  direction  of  ( Jeneral  Cardenas,  discharged  its  duties. 

Mv  own  partici])ation  in  the  matter  was  the  formulation  of  certain  ba.sic  principles 
of  adniinistnition  whit^h  it  seemed  expedient  to  make  known,  both  as  indicating  that 
the  responsible  American  authorities  would  fully  siL^^ttain  the  action  of  the  local 
auth«>rities,  and  n-*  conveying  to  a  class  of  workmen,  unskilled  in  public  affairs  and 
in  dangt»r  of  bein^^  misled  by  reckkw»s  and  anarchistic  influences,  the  true  principles  of 
lil)erty  and  (»f  ni«Klern  liberal  government,  the  foundation  of  which  is  respect  for  law 
and  order. 

There  wiw  :U  no  tiin(»  any  thought  or  neiii^ty  for  the  use  of  other  fon«s  than 
those  of  the  civil  udininistration,  whi<*h  wrrc  fully  isjual  to  the  rcHjuirementa  of  the 
situation. 

My  congratulations  would  be  incomplete  if  they  were  not  also  extended  to  the 
wortingmen  themselves,  whose  forbearance  and  act?eptauce  of  the  requirements  of 
the  public  security  and  welfare  are  worthy  of  all  praise,  and  furnish  good  reasons  for 
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the  hope  and  expectation  that  nothing  will  l)e  done  to  imperil  the  public  safety  and 
impair  the  welfare  of  the  city.

At  the  very  inomtMit  when  a  dant^tToiis  Htrikf  was  l)cin};  liiitiattMl  the  proclamation 
of  General  Ludlow,  the  military  ;;overnor  of  Ilabana,  lias  coriu*  upon  the  people 
abounding  in  the  most  accunit<^  and  reasonable  ideas,  which  can  not  have  failed  to 
carry  tranquillity  and  ease  to  the  minds  of  the  people. 

The  general  strike  which  wius  projci^ttnl  was  an  absurdity,  but  the  movement  that 
wa.s  iKMng  provokt^l  might  have  become  highly  dauLrerous,  and  for  this  reason  the 
community  of  Ilabana  has  viewed  with  satisfaction  the  measures  adopted  by  the 
guV)ernatorial  authority,  and  the  very  sensible  address  which  he  directs  to  all. 

From  the  beginning  we  were  of  the  oj union  that  the  general  strike  which  some 
deluded  individuals  wanted  to  bring  about  could  not  Ix^  carried  into  effect.  Such  a 
deviation  forms  <^)ne  of  the  mnnber  of  hallucinatirms  which  at  times  take  possession 
of  the  mind,  but  which  have  no  place  in  reality. 

In  those  (Countries  where  the  working  (!lasses  are  best  organized,  and  where  they 
have  some  motive  for  comnlaint  be<'aus(;  of  re  living  very  n'duced  wages,  it  has  not 
hx»en  j>racticable  to  carry  the  idea  of  a  general  strike  into  eff<»ct. 

The  most  that  thev  havt^  realizetl  was  to  extendi  consi<lerablv  the  strike  of  one  or 
two  unions,  but  a  general  strike  calculate*!  to  cover  all  branches  of  industry  will 
never  l>e  practicable. 

This  is  because  th(*  paralvzaticm  of  in<lustries,  whichgoto  constitute  so<Mal  existence, 
cannot  l)e  carried  into  effect  without  society  itself  perishing  from  exhaustion.  At 
the  first  symptoms  of  ndsfortuneand  want  everybody  would  devotti  himself  to  supply- 
ing the  want  occasioned  by  thos<'  whost^  insanity  had  led  them  to  suicide. 

Furthermore,  assuming  that  all  w(>rkmen — that  is,  all  those  wh«)  are  in  the  employ 
of  indu-stries,  of  (!ommerce — should  decid(»  upon  a  certain  day  to  lix  the  cr)nditi()n  of 
fewer  hours  of  lal)or  or  the  increiise  of  wages;  that  the  owners  of  the  res[XH!tive 
enterprises  did  not  deem  it  expedient  t<»  grant  what  they  asked  in  order  to  avoid  a 
social  catastrophe,  the  results  wtjuld  not  in  any  <le«rree  improve  the  condition  of  the 
workmen. 

Because  at  the  same  time  the  })rice  of  articles  (»f  handicraft  would  rise,  and  in 
equal  j)ro}X)rti()n  the  cost  of  all  j>r<xlucts  would  be  enhanced. 

The  law  of  the  cost  of  merchandise  is  regulated  by  itself;  an<l  man,  with  all  the 
j:H>wer8  with  which  he  is  gifted,  can  not  chan>:(»  tiie  circumstances  which  together 
concur  in  tlu^  determination  of  prices  with  ref<Tenc(^  to  all  things  purchased  and 
.sold. 

If  the  work  of  tonlay  is  worth  double  its  value  yesterday,  likewist^  the  product  of 
the  same  work  would  cost  double  what  it  then  <lid.  To  sum  up,  while  the  laborer 
would  receive  a  large  income  in  money,  yvX  his  circumstances  woidd  not  be  im- 
proved, because  the  cost  of  livin<;  would  always  be  at  the  same  pro|)ortion. 

Lastly,  the  laborers  of  Ilabana  find  themsi-lves  in  a  position  of  more  ease  than 
those  of  Euroi>e,  and  if  a  general  strike  has  imt  been  ])ossible  thi^re,  still  less  would 
it  have  been  so  here,  where  there  is  less  occasion  for  comj)laint  and  where  the 
workman  receives  more  consideration.

WORDS    OF    WAltNIN(J. 

Hard  are  the  words  of  admonition  which  (leneral  Ludlow  has  addressed  to  the 
fieople  of  Habana  as  a  result  of  the  strikes  recently  Ix'gun,  but  harder  yet  is  it  to  be 
ol)lige<l  to  confess  that  the  conduct  of  a  few  has  afforded  sutlicient  occ^ision  for  us  to 
feel  the  pressure  of  the  hand  which  to-day  holds  the  reins  of  government. 

It  is  humiliating  to  oV)serve  the  gravity  of  the  conflict  which  it  has  Ix'en  attempted 
to  provoke  when  viewe<l  with  the  want  of  justification  for  such  a  design,  the  lacx  of 
preparation  therefor,  and  the  utter  impropriety  of  the  circumstances.  A  general 
strike,  supnosing  the  same  to  l)e  possible,  is  a  weapon  of  such  power  that  it«  employ- 
ment eoula  only  be  conceived  in  a  state  of  society  ailing  with  suicidal  dementia.  It 
would  be  equivalent  to  the  ca«e  of  an  individual  successfully  and  voluntarily  para- 
lyziBg  the  general  functions  of  his  organism. 
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AVithout  proceeding  so  far,  a  strike  which  affects  at  the  same  time  different  gronpe 
of  the  laboring?  elements  is  an  occurrence  so  serious  as  to  inflict  incalculable  damage 
upon  the  society  in  which  it  takes  i)lace.  In  onler  to  justify  such  an  extreme  (meas- 
ure) it  should  \ye  supposed  that  thev  are  in  the  presence  of  a  truly  intolerable  situa- 
tion. Is  this  the  condition  in  which  the  lalx^rers  of  Habana  to-day  find  themselves? 
An  obnervation  of  the  absolute  lack  of  hanuony,  not  to  say  the  unanimity,  which 
obtains  among  them  suffices  to  demonstrate  that  this  is  not  one  of  those  occasions 
when  it  might  seem  necessary  to  take  counsel  from  a  sense  of  desperation,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  renunciation  of  all  counsel. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  clanHcs  among  the  instigators  of  the  strike  who  suffer  nota- 
bly, and  the  understanding  is  that  their  fellow-workmen  endeaver  to  help  them  in 
oraer  to  obtain  a  ren)edy  for  their  ailments;  but  the  very  means  of  not  aiding  them 
is  by  going  on  a  general  strike,  which  would  begin  by  exhausting  the  resources  of 
those  primarily  interested — the  laborers.  This  has  l)een  well  seen  and  clearly  stated 
by  some  of  the  most  important  unions  in  Habana,  such  as  the  cigar  makers'  and  the 
printers'. 

This  being  the  case,  whether  or  not  its  promoters  desire  it,  a  general  strike  would 
convert  itself  fatally  in  the  shortest  space  of  time  into  a  general  calamity,  which 
would  }ye  accompanied  by  necessities  that  could  not  afford  to  wait.  It  would  in  fact 
be  an  awful  menace  to  social  stability  and  end  in  a  frightful  danger  to  it.  Possibly 
the  workmen  who  have  preached  this  hazardous  crusade  have  not  taken  into  account 
all  its  terrible  consequences,  but  that  organism  which  did  feel  itself  menaced  has 
done  so,  and  it  is  natural  that  it  should  make  ready  for  the  defense. 

Never  should  the  leaders  of  this  movement  have  given  cause  for  the  occurrence  of 
the  conflict.  First,  out  of  a  rejjard  for  the  interests  which  they  desire  to  defend, 
and  again  because  of  the  general  interests  of  the  country  which  can  not  be  separated, 
even  though  it  Ixj  desired,  from  those  of  any  single  class. 

The  greater  part  of  the  workmen  of  Habana  have  seen  that  the  movement,  con- 
ducted as  it  was,  conspired  against  its  own  legitimate  ends.  Those  could  not  be 
other  than  the  realization  of  what  was  just  in  the  claims  of  the  strikers.  By  an 
alienation  of  (public)  opinion,  which  is  always  disposed  in  favor  of  the  oppreied, 
by  alarming  society  and  lessening  the  products  on  which  it  subsists  in  proportion  to 
the  work  left  unperformed,  the  result  would  be  to  drive  away  83rmpathy  and  deprive 
of  actual  foTve  the  action  intended  to  l)e  exercised. 

Andj  again,  the  economic  conditions  of  the  countrj'  are  most  unfavorable  for  the 
good  outcome  of  a  movement  which  demands  such  an  enormous  quantity  of  accu- 
mulated resourceiri.  To  provoke  such  a  movement  under  existinis^  conditions  seems 
equal  to  a  desire  to  precipitate  the  entire  inundation  of  the  public  wealth,  which  is 
oi  e<iual  interest  to  all  the  inhabitants  of 'the  country. 

Tliere  is  even  now  opix)rtunity  to  turn  back  from  this  dangerous  course;  there  is 
even  time  to  avoid  the  realization  of  the  painful  admonition,  which  ought  to  he 
keenly  felt,  considering  how  much  easier  it  would  have  been  not  to  give  occasion  for 
its  utterance. 

We  do  not  want  anyone  to  renounce  hfs  rights,  but  violence  can  provoke  only 
violence.     We  give  this  admonition',  so  that  it  need  not  be  given  to  us.

THK    PKiX'LAMATION    OF   GENERAL   LUDLOW. 

The  proclamation  of  General  Ludlow  that  we  published  yesterday  has  created  a 
very  good  impression  in  the  opinion  of  the  public,  alanued  with  sufecient  motive, 
not  only  by  tne  announcement  of  a  general  strike,  but  also  by  the  spirit  of  insubor- 
dination and  scandal  which  each  time  grows  bolder,  which  threatens  all  to  compul- 
sion and  confusion. 

One  of  the  greatest  dangers  in  Cuba  is  without  doubt  some  elements  which  like  to 
overrifle  the  others,  without  opposition  from  anyone,  wnth  the  purpose  of  satisfving 
themselves,  and  this  element,  nattered  l)y  one  and  feared  by  others,  and  utilize<\  by 
many  as  instruments,  principally  for  creating  discontent  among  the  working  classes. 
Thev  are  causing  the  riots  and  looking  for  trouble,  such  as  was  occasioned  by  the 
insults  of  last  Sunday  in  the  Centro  de  Dependientes  (Spanish  society).  To  pat  a 
stoj)  to  these  pernicious  rioters,  so  as  to  dispel  from  their  minds  that  they  are  the 
masters  of  the  situation  and  that  they  are  8U|x^rior  to  the  law,  the  proclamation  of 
General  Ludlow  comes  at  the  right  opportunity,  which  must  be  applauded  by  all 
persons  who  want  tranquillity  and  order. 

Some  of  the  remarks  which  are  noted  in  this  document  can  be  taken  as  an  exam- 
ple— lesson  given  by  a  military  man,  a  man  who  wears  a  sword,  to  those  who  aspire 
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to  wear  a  toga — to  many  of  thow;  petty  politicians  in  the  Tropirs.  "The  United 
States  of  America,''  says  General  Ludlow,  ''are  pledged  to  the  establishment  in  the 
island  of  Cuba  of  a  stable  and  orderly  government,  and  this  pledge,  made  alike  to 
the  Cubans  and  the  world,  will  surely  he  fulfilled.  To  this  end  every  endeavor  will 
be  made  to  inculcate  in  the  inland  the  principles  of  self-go veniment,  the  foundation 
for  which,  and  for  that  true  and  seli-resiKX'ting  li})erty  that  njo<lern  civilization 
demands,  is  an  enduring  respect  for  law  anci  for  the  righti^  and  liberties  of  others." 

It  is  well  that  he  who  ropres<»nts  the  prin('i|>U>  of  authority  an<l  order  recalls  these 
elementary  principlcH  to  those  who  think  positively  that  lilxjrty  consists  in  obliging 
the  whole  world  to  think  as  they  <lo;  to  hang  from  a  lani[>-post  and  to  expel  from  the 
island  those  who  do  not  agn»e  with  them.  Take,  for  an  example,  those  revolutionaries 
who  pretend  to  establish  a  fundauiental  republic,  equal  and  denuwratic.  Those  are 
the  cues  who  conspire  against  the  lil)erties  of  the  population,  and  the  army  of  occu- 
pation, which  represt^nts  the  force,  is  the  one  which  clefendsand  protects  tjrue  lilxjrty. 

On  this,  as  well  as  on  other  oci-asions,  the  American  army  of  occujmtion  has  an 
exalted  mission  of  humanity  and  piu'ilication,  savinjr  tht^  country  from  bloody  con- 
flicts, assuring  onler,  and  imp<jsing  resjHHt  to  people  and  protecting  property,  and 
keeping  in  check  the  excitable  ones,  who,  ono  day  or  another,  want  to  cut  loose 
from  the  Iwunds  of  law  and  order.  They  have  had  many  deficiencies,  owing  to  their 
ignoraiu'e  of  the  countrv,  its  cu.»*toms,  language,  and  in  not  having  sincere  and  com- 
petent advisers;  but  it  is  true  that  they  have  prt^'ented  many  days  of  mourning  and 
sadness,  and  they  have  controllcHl  in  every  way  possi))le  the  turbulent  faction,  and 
they  have  a<iministere<l  honorably  and  with  integrity  to  theint€»rests  of  Cul>a,  to  such 
an  extent  that  some  of  these  revolutionarit»«  who  think,  although  they  deny  it  in 
public,  but  confess  in  private,  the  ne(x«sity  of  the  continuance  of  the  actual  state  of 
octrupation  as  a  supreme  guaranty  for  this  turbulent  society. 

So  only  the  passionate  demagogue  and  hungry  si>oilsman  ask  that  this  unfortunate 
country  rx)  immediately  tunied  over  to  them  as  the  owners,  a**  if  it  were  iK)ssiblcnot 
to  reflect  what  this  country  would  be  in  their  hands  when  now,  in  complete  Ameri- 
can oc(!upation,  calumnies  are  heaiKMl  on  the  Spaniar<ls,  which  are  faVnilous  inventions, 
eo  as  to  create  bitterness  of  the  jx-ople  toward  them — sometimc^s  to  the  Centro  Astu- 
riano  an<l  another  time  to  the  C'asino  Kspailol,  intentions  which  they  never  had,  and 
at  last  it  is  thrown  against  the  Manpiis  de  Ral)ell,  which  accusation,  w^ie  it  not 
ridiculous,  would  l)e  very  grave,  and  that  is  to  instigate  and  protet't  underhandedly 
a  characteristic  strike  of  ananrhi.sts. 

To-day  this  has  no  <'onstMjuence  Init  for  the  uneasiness  it  has  caustni  the  country 
and  the  indignation  which  it  has  product^l  among  stMisiblc  jK^rsons;  but  how  many 
disturlmnces  and  how  many  revolts  and  how  nuich  blood  it  would  cost  at  the  hour 
of  danger  if  the  interventors  were  not  here  to  oppose  their  veto  with  the  ai)tnes8  and 
energy  with  which  General  Ludlow  lias  opposed  this  tori)id  agitation  which  they 
wished  to  promote.

Once  more  we  are  called  upon  to  praise  as  it  deserves  the  proclamation  of  General 
Ludlow,  military  governor  of  the  city,  not  merely  because  of  the  lofty  motives  upon 
wliich  it  is  founde<l,  but  at  the  same  time  to  reconmiend  its  nwling  and  study  to  as 
many  as  may  not  have  8uccee<le<l  in  penetrating  well  into  what  is  meant  by  liberty, 
what  constitutes  lawful  right  tuid  the  meaning  of  justice,  in  onler  that  those  ideas 
mav  be  realized  in  their  t^ue  meaning  and  not  confused  with  the  caprice  of  passion 
audi  intemperance. 

The  document  referrcHl  to  has  exercised  an  excellent  influence  upon  the  public 
mind,  which  became  alanne<l  in  a  measure  at  the  announcement  of  a  general  strike, 
a  thing  not  even  known  in  this  country;  and  the  lofty  and  energetic  tone  in  which 
it  was  drawn  have  meritcKl  the  eulogv  of  all  who  understand  that  liberty  and  indi- 
vidual rights  are  not  at  variance  with  gocnl  onler,  but,  on  the  contrary,  compatible 
with  it  and  with  the  rights  of  others.  Up<.)n  this  principle  rests  the  idea  of  true 
liberty,  as  we  stated  not  long  since  in  treating  with  the  projected  strike.

Sir:  Tho  annual  report  for  thii  finst  year  of  \\\i\  military  operations 
of  the  Demrtnient  of  the  Paeifie  and  Eit^hth  Army  Corpn  and  of  affairs 
conneetecf  with  the  Ihiited  States  MiliUuy  (xovernorship  in  the  Philip- 
j)ine.s  is  dated  Au^^iist  81,  18tM).  All  matter's  and  incidentvS  of  impor- 
tance relating  to  the  department  and  eorps,  and  to  the  United  States 
administration  in  those  islands  to  that  siXH'ific  date,  are  presented  in 
that  re|X)rt.  1  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  recital  of  (lovernment 
action,  \yoW\  civil  and  military  in  character,  which  has  l)oen  taken  or 
inaugurated  during  the  period  of  time  from  August  31  last  to  the  6th 
of  the  present  month,  wn(»n  in  response  to  my  request  I  was  relieved 
from  conmiand  in  the  Philippines  and  took  passage  on  the  U.  S.  trans- 
port Meade  for  San  Francisco.  And  in  this  recital  I  shall  allude  to 
the  more  important  events  which  have  transpired  and  comment  briefly 
on  causes  and  effects,  but  shall  not  enter  into  the  particulars  of  mili- 
tary movements  nor  the  details  of  civil  supervision,  leaving  them  to 
l>e  presented  by  officers  who  have  exercisecl  special  charge  over  such 
matters. 

But  before  proceeding  with  the  rehearsal,  1  desire  to  correct  an 
erroneous  impression  which  appears  to  prevail  to  a  moderate  extent 
(whether  drawn  from  my  former  r(»i)ort  or  an  incorrect  knowledge  of 
the  then  existing  conditions  I  know  not)  that  war  with  the  insurgents 
was  initiated  by  the  United  States  Government,  or  that  the  attitude  or 
conduct  of  its  troops  in  Manila  was  the  cause  of  hostilifies,  unless  pos- 
sibly it  may  be  held  that  their  failure  to  resent  insult  or  punish  hostile 
demonstration  constantly  recurring  in  their  midst  encouraged  the 
already  openly  avowed  enemy  in  the  l)elief  that  it  could  easily  slaughter 
them  witnin  the  city  which  it  had  invested,  and  thereby  incited  him 
to  action.  War  with  the  insurgents  of  the  Philippines  was  forced 
upon  us  and  was  unavoidable.  No  nation  but  the  United  States  would 
have  permitted  an  unfriendly  force  of  large  numerical  strength  to  throw 
up  intrenchments  and  erect  fortifications  in  the  immediate  proximity 
of  its  troops,  as  did  the  insurgents  during^  several  weeks  preceding 
their  attack  on  Manila,  without  considering  it  an  act  of  war  and  adopt- 
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ing  moAsures  to  arrest  it.  By  all  law  and  approved  precedent  the 
United  States  would  have  been  fully  justified  in  arresting  these  insur- 
gent demonstmtions  by  demand,  to  be  followed  with  the  application 
of  force  if  demand  was  insufficient;  and  had  that  course  been  adopted 
no  wron^r  could  have  be(*n  impuU^d  to  our  Government.  The  subject, 
however,  is  no  longer  matter  for  argument,  as  the  captured  insurgent 
records  have  si»t  the  (juestion  at  rest  forever.  They  show  that  Agui- 
naldo,  under  the  advice  of  the  Hongkong  junta,  proceeded  from  that 
city  to  Manila  Har])or  with  the  intention  of  securing  as  much  aid  from 
the  United  States  as  possible,  and  then,  when  in  his  opinion  he  might 
find  himself  sufficiently  strong,  of  driving  out  the  Americans  with  the 
sword.  His  course  throughout  was  consistent  with  this  well-settled 
intention.  His  declaration  of  independence  of  June,  1898;  his  capture 
during  the  succeeding  seven  months  of  the  slightly  garrisoned  Spanish 
posts  throughout  the  islands,  by  which  he  ob£iined  large  quantities  of 
arms  and  amnmnition;  the  elimination  fvojn  his  so-called  government 
of  his  ablest  advisers,  who  advocated  United  States  supremacy;  his 
declared  dictatorship;  the  concentration  of  his  troops  around  Manila; 
the  public  demonstrations  and  rejoicin<^s  at  his  capital  of  Malolos  on 
the  anticipated  victory  of  his  army  shortly  before  hostilities  com- 
menced— all  following  each  other  in  well-timed  succession — are  suffi- 
cient in  themselves  to  prove  a  predetermined  definite  plan  of  action  to 
place  the  country  under  TagJilo  rule. 

But  independent  of  the  proof  attendant  upon  this  concerted  plan, 
absolutely  convincing  evidence  of  intention  to  attack  the  United  otates 
troops  is  found  in  Aguinaldo's  autographic  instructions  of  January  9, 
1899  (nearly  four  weeks  before  active  hostilities  were  inaugurated), 
wherein  he  displays  great  simplicity  in  knowledge  of  military  matters, 
but  not  that  savage  f ero<Mty  wnich  ('haracterized  his  instructions  issued 
after  the  signal  defeat  of  his  troops  on  February  5,  and  which  were  set 
out  on  page  182  of  my  report  of  August  31  last.  His  duplicity  at  this 
time  was  marvelous,  for  he  was  professing  friendship  toward  the 
United  States,  manifesting  a  great  desire  to  restrain  his  people  from 
committing  hostile  acts,  and,  upon  the  day  his  instructions  bear  date, 
he  appointed  a  commission  to  confer  with  one  to  be  appointed  by 
myself  "for  the  sake  of  peace,"  as  he  expressed  it.  The  instructions 
are  in  Tagalo,  and  thc^  following  is  a  translation: 

Malolos,  9th  of  January^  1899. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO   THE    RRAVK    80LDIKR8  OF  SANDATAHAN  OP  MANILA. 

m 

Article  1.  All  Filipinos  should  observe  our  fellow  countrymen  in  order  to  see 
whether  they  are  American  sympathizers.  They  shall  take  care  to  work  with  them 
in  order  to  insjnre  them  Avit^h  confidence  of  the  strength  of  the  holy  cause  of  their 
country.  » 

Whenever  they  are  assured  of  the  loyalty  of  the  convert  they  shall  instruct  them 
to  continue  in  tHe  character  of  an  American  sympathizer  in  order  that  they  may 
receive  good  pay,  but  without  prejudicing  the  cause  of  our  country.  In  this  way  they 
can  serve  themselves  and  at  the  same  time  serve  the  public  by  communicating  to  the 
committee  of  chiefs  and  officials  of  our  anny  whatever  news  of  importance  they  may 
have. 

Article  2.  All  of  the  chiefs  and  Filipino  brothers  should  be  ready  and  courageous 
for  the  combat  and  should  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  study  well  the  situa- 
tion of  the  American  outpoyts  and  headciuarters.  Observing  especially  secret  places 
where  they  can  approach  and  surprise  the  enemy. 

Article'  3.  The  chief  of  those  who  go  to  attack  the  barracks  should  send  in  first 
four  men  with  a  good  present  for  the  American  commander.  Immediately  after  will 
follow  four  others  who  will  make  a  i)retense  of  looking  for  the  same  ofiicer  for  some 
reason  and  a  larger  group  shall  be  concealed  in  the  comers  or  houses  in  order  to  aid 
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the  other  pronps  at  the  first  nignal.     This  wherever  it  is  possible  at  the  moment  of 
attack. 

Article  4.  They  should  not  prior  to  the  attack  look  at  the  Americans  in  a  threat- 
ening manner.  To'the  contrary,  the  attack  on  the  barracks  by  the  Sandatahan  should 
be  a  complete  surprise  and  with  decision  and  courage.  One  should  go  alone  in 
advance  in  order  to  kill  the  sentinel.  In  order  to  deceive  the  sentinel  the  one  should 
dress  as  a  woman  luid  must  take  jrreat  care  that  tlie  sentinel  is  not  able  to  discharge 
his  piece,  thus  calling  the  attention  of  thosi*  in  the  barracks.  This  will  enable  his 
companions  Avho  are  approatthing  to  ii.«sist  in  tlie  general  attack. 

Article  5.  At  the  moment  of  the  attack  the  Sandatahan  should  not  attempt  to 
secure  rifles  from  their  dead  enemies,  but  shall  pursue,  slashing  right  and  left  with 
lx>los  until  the  Americans  surrender,  ami  after  tlicre  remains  no  enemy  who  can 
injure  them  they  may  take  the  rifles  in  one  hand  and  the  anununition  in  the  other. 

Article  (>.  The  othcers  shall  lake  care  that  on  the  top  of  the  houses  along  the  streets 
where  the  American  forces  sliall  pass  there  will  be  placed  four  to  six  men,  who  shall 
be  jirepared  with  stones,  timl)ers,  red-hot  iron,  heavy  furniture,  as  well  as  boiling 
water,  oil,  and  molasses,  rags  soaktnl  in  c(>al  oil  ready  to  be  lighted  and  thrown  down, 
and  any  other  hard  and  hwivy  objects  that  they  can  throw  on  the  passing  American 
troops.  At  the  same  time  in  the  lower  i)arts  of  the  houses  Avill  be  concealed  the 
8anaatahan,  who  will  attack  immediately.  Great  care  should  be  taken  not  to  throw 
glass  in  the  streets,  as  the  greater  i)art  of  our  soldiers  go  barefooted.  On  these  houses 
there  will,  if  iK)ssible,  l>e  arranged,  in  addition  to  the  the  oljjects  to  ])e  thrown  down, 
a  mimber  of  the  Sandatahan,  in  order  to  cover  a  retn^at  or  to  follow  up  a  rout  of  the 
enemy's  column,  so  that  we  may  ])e  sure  of  the  destruction  of  all  oi  the  opposing 
forces. 

Article  7.  All  Filipinos,  real  defenders  of  th(»ir  country,  should  live  on  the  alert  to 
assist  simultaneou-slv  the  inside  attack  at  the  verv  moment  that  they  note  the  first 
movement  in  whatever  barrio  or  su))urb,  having  assurance  that  all  the  troops  that 
surround  Manila  will  procee<l  without  delav  to  force  the  enemv's  line  and  unite 
themselves  with  their  ])rothers  in  the  city.  With  such  a  general  movement,  so  firm 
and  decided  against  the  Americans,  the  ('(jmbat  is  sure  to  be  a  short  one,  and  I  charge 
and  order  that  the  jK-rsons  an<l  goo<ls  of  all  foreigners  shall  be  resi)ected  and  that  the 
American  prisoners  shall  be  treated  well. 

Article  8.  AH  of  our  chiefs  in  the  suburbs  should  prepare  groups  ( >f  the  Sandatahan, 
who  will  attack  with  ferocity  and  decision  the  Americans  within  their  lines,  attempt- 
ing to  surround  each  group  of  Americans  or  to  break  through  their  lines.  This  must 
be  done  if  the  nature  of  the  ground  occupied  by  the  Americans  will  permit  and  if 
the  Sandatahan  have  the  proper  amount  of  courage  and  resolution,  and  the  more 
courage  and  intelligence  that  they  show  in  the  moment  of  the  attack  the  surer  will 
be  the  result  and  the  fewer  will  be  their  own  losses. 

Article  9.  In  addition  to  the  instructions  given  in  paragraph  (i  there  shall  be  in 
the  houses  vessels  lillefl  with  IxMling  water,  tallow,  molasses,  and  other  liquids 
which  shall  be  thrown  as  ])ombs  on  the  Americans  who  pass  in  front  of  their  houses, 
or  they  can  make  use  of  syringes  or  tubes  of  bamboo.  In  these  houses  shall  1^  the 
Sandatahan  who  shall  hurl  the  liquids  that  shall  be  passed  to  them  l>y  the  women 
and  children. 

Article  10.  In  place  of  ]k)1os  or  daggers,  if  they  do  not  possess  the  same,  the  San- 
datahan can  provide  themselves  with  lances  and  arrows  with  long  an<l  sharp  heads, 
and  these  should  ]ye  shot  with  great  force  in  order  that  they  may  ])enetrate  well  into 
the  ])odies  of  the  enemy.  And  these  should  Ix*  so  made  that  in  withdrawal  from  the 
IxKly  the  head  will  remain  in  the  flesh. 

Article  11.  It  can  Ix'  taken  for  granted  that,  if  the  alxn'c  instructions  are 
observerl,  the  enemy  will  not  l)e  able  to  use  firearms  l)ecause  of  the  confusion  in  his 
ranks,  as  they  would  shoot  one  another.  For  this  reason  I  have  always  thought  the 
rifle  useless  in  this  kind  of  combat,  for  exi)erien(!e  has  taught  me,  my  dear  brothers, 
that  when  the  Sandatahan  make  their  attack  with  courage  and  decision,  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  confusion  in  the  ranks  of  the  enemy,  the  victory  is  sure,  and  in  that  case 
the  triumph  is  ours. 

Article  12.  At  last,  if,  as  I  ex|>ect,  the  result  shall  favor  us  in  the  taking  of 
Manila  and  the  conquering  of  the  enemy,  the  chiefs  are  charged  with  seeing  that  the 
officers  and  soldiers  respect  the  consulates,  the  banks,  and  commercial  houses,  and 
even  the  Spanish  banks  and  commercial  houses,  taking  care  that  they  be  not  seduced 
by  the  hope  of  plunder.  As  if  God  sees  this.  He  will  reward  us  and  the  foreign 
nations  will  note  the  order  and  justice  of  our  conduct.  I  charge  that  in  the  momeiit 
of  combat,  the  offit;ers,  soldiers,  and  whatever  patriots  take  part  in  the  struggle  will 
not  forget  our  noble,  sacred,  and  holy  ideals.  Liberty  and  Independence.  Neither 
will  you  forget  your  sacred  oath  and  immaculate  banner;  nor  will  you  forget  the 
promises  made  by  me  to  the  civilized  nations,  whom  I  have  assured  that  we  Fill- 
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pinoH  are  not  savagen,  nor  thieves,  nor  a8Ha«>in8,  nor  are  we  cruel;  but  on  the  con- 
trary, tliat  we  are  men  of  culture  and  patriotism,  honorable  and  very  humane. 

AWve  all  I  exi)e('t  that  you  will  respect  the  peraons  and  goods  of  private  persons 
of  all  nationalities!,  including  the  Chinese;  that  you  will  treat  well  the  prisoners  and 
grant  life  to  those  of  the  enemy  who  surrender.  And  that  you  be  on  the  sharp  look- 
out for  those  traitors  and  enemies  who,  by  robbery,  will  seek  to  mar  our  victory. 

Emilio  Aguinaldo. 

Another  orroneous  impression,  which,  if  it  has  not  widely  prevailed 
results  from  the  failure  of  a  few  who  have  endeavored  to  create  it,  is 
that  on  the  evening  following  the  severe  fighting  on  February  5, 1899, 
the  insurgent  authorities  sought  a  conference  with  a  view  of  terminat- 
ing hostilities.  These  false  impressions  may  have  arisen  in  part  from 
a  hastily  prepared  telegi*am  sent  from  Manila  on  that  date,  stating  in 
substance  that  the  insurgents  had  asked  for  a  temporary  suspension  of 
hostilities,  ])ut  had  received  the  reply  that  having  commenced  war,  it 
must  continue.  No  proposition  of  any  kind  came  from  the  insurgent 
authorities.     The  facts  are  as  follows: 

Judge  Torres,  the  present  attorney -general  of  the  islands,  who  had 
recently  arrived  from  Cebu,  where  he  had  filled  a  judicial  position 
under  the  Spanish  (irovernment,  immediately  upon  his  arrival  in  Manila 
exerted  himself  for  the  maintenance  of  pence  and  offered  his  services 
to  Aguinaldo  to  assist  in  bringing  about  friendly  conditions.  On 
January  ^  Aguinaldo  had  appointed  him  senior  member  of  what  was 
termed  his  peace  commission.  He  was  at  his  home  in  Manila  February 
5  and  visited  me  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  praying  that  I  would  pro- 
pose to  the  insurgent  authorities  the  establi.shment  of  a  neutral  zone 
that  t(»rms  for  peace  might  be  considered. 

He  was  informed  that  as  war  was  the  act  of  the  insurgents  we  could 
not  initiate  proceedings,  but  that  it  must  continue  until  they  (the 
insurgents)  were  ready  to  submit  propositions.  He  then  asked  that  a 
fellow-member  of  his  insurgent  commission.  Colonel  Arguelles,  who 
was  in  the  city,  might  be  pennitted  to  pass  through  the  lines  in  order 
to  visit  Malolos  and  confer  with  Aguinaldo  and  his  principal  advisers. 
This  was  granted,  and  Arguelles  was  taken  by  Colonel  Kilbourne,  of 
the  Pay  Department,  to  that  portion  of  General  MacArthur's  line  of 
battle  opposite  Caloocan.  It  being  quite  late  in  the  evening  when  he 
arrived  there  he  concluded  to  return  to  the  city  and  recommence  the 
journey  earlv  the  following  morning,  which  he  did.  He  was  passed 
through  the  lines  under  flag  of  truce,  was  absent  two  or  three  days, 
when  he  returned  and  was  properly  received  by  a  party,  which  was 
viciously  fired  on  l)y  the  insui*gents  as  soon  as  their  flag  of  truce  had 
withdrawn  a  short  distance.  The  firing  caused  our  party  to  retreat 
(|ui(;kly,  Arguelles  leading  it  and  anathematizing  his  countrymen.  He 
reported  that  his  mission  had  been  unsuccessful  and  that  his  advice 
was  not  heeded. 

A  few  weeks  ago  he  related  his  experience  to  me  quite  fully.  He 
said  that  upon  arriving  at  Malolos  ne  saw  General  Aguinaldo  and 
Senor  Mabini  and  made  known  to  them  that  General  Otis  would  per- 
mit a  suspension  of  hostilities  upon  the  re(|uest  of  the  former  and 
received  reply  that  a  declaration  of  war  had  been  made,  copies  of 
which  were  furnished  him.  Both  Aguinaldo  and  Mabini  made  the 
statement  that  they  had  no  objections  to  the  suspension  of  hostilities, 
but  beyond  this  general  remark  offered  nothing  and  declined  to  discuss 
details.  Arguelles  said  that  he  was  directed  to  return  to  Manila  and 
report  simply  that  the  insurgent  authorities  would  not  object  to  a  sub- 
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pension  of  hostilities  if  desired.  Asked  what  further  took  place  at 
the  conference,  he  answered,  '^Nothing;'"  that  he  merely  tola  Affui- 
naldo  and  Ma]>ini  what  I  had  said,  which  w^as  to  the  effect  that  they  nad 
commenced  the  war  and  it  must  continue  since  they  had  chosen  that 
course  of  action,  hut  that  I  would  listen  to  propositions  if  they  washed 
to  submit  them.  Asked  if  he  endeavored  to  inmice  General  Atjfuinaldo 
to  submit  a  proposition,  he  replied  in  the  negative,  saying  that  he 
feared  to  do  so  as  he  mi^lit,  in  the  then  excited  condition  of  the  Fili- 

Cino  people,  be  chart^ed  with  cowardice;  that  prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
ostilities  he  had  stated  to  the  insurgent  goverimient  his  bt^lief  that 
the  Filipinos  could  not  successfully  resist  the  United  Statics,  and  had 
thereby  incurred  the  enmity  of  General  Luna  which  relentlessly  fol- 
lowed him.  The  insuroents  did  not  desire  peace  at  this  time.  They 
sent  word  to  their  friends  in  Manila  soon  nitor  their  dcf(*at  of  Febru- 
ary 5  that  they  were  not  in  the  least  discouraged;  that  the  battle  had 
united  their  people  in  sc^ntiment,  and  that  thvy  were  strong  in  men 
and  war  material.  Not  until  they  were  driven  beyond  Galumpit  and 
Baliuag  did  they  make  any  attempt  to  secure  a  eonfer(Mic(»  with  the 
United  States  authorities,  and  then  only  for  the  purpose  of  gaining 
sufficient  time  to  reassemble  their  scattered  forces. 

On  August  31  last  the  army  in  the  Pliilippincv^  numbered  80,i^63 
offic(»rs  and  enlisted  men,  of  wliom,  excluding  volunteers  awaiting 
shipment  to  the  United  Stat(\s  and  the  present  sick,  there  were  nearly 
24,000  for  duty.  Of  these  4,000  were  in  the  southern  islands.  AVe 
occupied  the  islands  of  the  Jolo  Archipelago  witii  stations  at  Jolo, 
Siassi,  and  Bongao;  Negros,  with  small  garrisons  at  many  points  in 
that  island;  the  cities  of  Cebu  and  lloilo,  and  t\n'  country  adjacent 
thereto  within  a  circumsci'ibed  radius  of  a  few  miles.  In  j^uzon  our 
northern  line  extended  from  San  P^»rnando  of  Pampanga  to  Baliuag, 
province  of  Bulacan,  with  a  strong  outpost  at  Angeles,  and  covered 
all  countrv  to  the  south  and  beyond  Manila  to  the  towns  of  Bacoor 
and  Taguig,  Cavite  province,  lying,  respectiveh ,  on  the  Bay  of  Manila 
and  the  Laguna  de  Bay,  witli  troops  at  hnus,  a  few  miles  south  of 
Bacoor,  and  at  Calamba  and  Los  Jiaiios  on  the  south  shore  of  the 
Laguna.  The  enemy  had  been  driven  previouslv  northward  beyond 
San  Isidro,  province  of  Nueva  Ecija,  (eastward  from  a  portion  of 
Morong,  and  southw^ard  from  the  Manila  Bay  country,  but  our  lines 
had  been  shortened  to  permit  the  withdrawal  of  the  volunteer  organ- 
izations, which  had  been  in  progress  since  the  early  days  of  June,  and 
to  prepare  for  subsisting  the  army  at  practicable  points  during  the 
rainy  season.  All  of  tnese  movements  are  fully  explained  in  my 
former  report. 

The  temper  of  the  insurgent  troops  at  this  time  was  confident  and 
aggressive,  as  we  had  not  made  any  forward  movement  since  th(^  latter 
part  of  June,  and  the  more  ignorant  appeared  to  believe  that  our 
resources  were  about  exhaustecT  Among  the  better  class  of  Filipinos, 
however,  impressions  were  far  different,  as  fully  appears  from  corre- 
spondence wnich  has  recently  come  to  hand.  I  cite  the  following 
communication  of  a  leading  Filipino,  of  July  7,  and  the  response  oi 
Aguinaldo,  dated  September  14,  1899,  to  show  the  divergent  views 
which  then  prevailed: 

Manila,  July  7,  1899. 
Sr.  Don  Emilio  Aguinaldo. 

My  Dear  Don  Emilio:  Mr.  Olimpio  Guamson  has  delivered  yonr  message  to  me, 
asking  for  my  frank  and  honest  opinion  concerning  our  present  political  situation, 
and  me  probable  future  which  awaits  us.    I  shall  give  it  with  pleasure,  not  only 
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because  it  is  my  duty  as  a  Filipino,  but  l^ecause  of  the  sincere  friendship  whicli 
binds  nie  to  you.  I  will  refrain  from  making  a  critical  judgment  of  all  your  actions 
prior  to  the  4th  of  February,  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  taking  them 
simply  as  data  upon  which  to  base  my  deductions,  and  will  presuppose  in  all  of 
tiiem  'go(xi  faith  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patriotic  motives  which  impelled  you 
to  pononn  them. 

We  have  commenced  hostilities;  we  have  had  our  wish — for  I  remember  perfectly 
well  that  war  was  the  desire  of  the  majority  in  Malolos,  the  military  element,  how- 
ever, being  prominent  in  this  majority,  and  raising  its  voice  upon  the  subject,  drag- 
jjing  after  it  the  rest  of  the  people.  And  what  has  been  gained?  Nothing  but  ruin, 
(leatli,  and  desolation. 

We  have  not  lx*en  able  to  prevent  the  Americans  from  going  anywhere  they 
pleased,  and  it  has  been  plainly  evident  that  the  valor  upon  which  we  aepended  was 
not  enough,  but  to  conquer,  it  is  necessary  to  have  many  things  which  the  Americans 
possess  in  abundance,  and  which  we  lack. 

As  time  goes  on  our  chances  for  victory  grow  less,  and  the  further  the  American 
troops  advance  so  much  worse  is  our  condition  for  asking  concessions  for  our  unhappy 
country. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  American  troops,  in  my  opinion,  have  had  no  other 
object  in  view  than  to  show  their  bravery,  a  quality  which  had  unjustly  and  errone- 
ously been  denied  them  lx>th  privately  and  m  the  public  press.  So  far,  either  on 
that  account  or  for  other  reasons,  America  has  not  sent  here  an  army  capable  of  a 
military  occupation  of  all  our  territory,  nor  has  a  formal  com^ign  l)een  commenced; 
that  America  can  do  so  we  are  unable  to  doubt,  and  that  it  will  be  done  if  we  persist 
in  our  present  attitude  we  may  feel  certain.  And  what  will  then  remain  to  us? 
W'hat  could  we  ask  for? 

We  are  in  error,  and  yet  we  persist  in  that  error,  impelled  by  those  who  dream  of 
a  triumph  of  a  party  which  is  to-day  in  the  minority  in  the  United  States,  without 
perceiving  that  this  party  is  also  American,  and  that  they  are  not  going  to  give  us 
our  independence  out  of  hand  as  a  matter  of  sentiment  at  the  expense  oTthe  honor 
of  America  and  in  spite  of  the  grave  responsibility,  both  international  and  domestic, 
contracted  under  the  treaty  of  Paris.  Others  dream  that  because  part  of  the  press  of 
Europe  copies  from  the  American  antiimperialist  papers  the  criticisms  of  that  party 
against  the  government  of  President  McKinley  a  European  intervention  in  our  favor 
is  to  take  place,  without  reflecting  that  the  treaty  of  Paris  was  made  before  all  the 
civilized  world,  and  with  its  assent. 

The  war  so  far  has  only  laid  bare  our  insuflSciency  and  our  shortcomings. 

In  mv  judgment,  giving  these  conditions,  the  time  has  arrived  for  your  policy  to 
change  in  a  radical  manner,  unless  you  wish  to  see  forever  annihilated  the  hope  that 
our  people  may  some  day  take  its  place  in  the  concert  of  the  civilized  world,  unless 
you  wish  to  see  the  complete  ruin  of  our  race  and  of  all  our  country,  and  unless  you 
an»  willing  to  accept  the  grave  responsibilities  which  will  fall  upon  you. 

To-day,  then,  I  address  you  as  a  friend  and  as  a  Filipino  and  say,  **  Peace  is  an 
imperative  necessity.  Nothing  can  prevent  the  triumph  oi  America.  Do  not  struggle 
against  the  inevitable.  Peace  must  come  some  time,  and  the  man  who  restores  peace 
to  the  Philippines  will  win  the  admiration  of  the  world  and  the  gratitude  of  his  coun- 
try. Be  that  man.  Since  1896  you  have  been  the  soul  of  the  people,  and  have  mer- 
ited their  blessings  for  your  wonderful  and  providential  wisdom.  Be  now  the  peace 
maker,  that  your^lory  may  be  perpetuated.  As  you  are  the  man  who,  when  brought 
here  ))y  the  Americans,  roused  tne  people  as  one  to  the  work  of  our  emancipation  from 
S)>ain,  be  now  the  one  to  say,  *  Enough  of  conflict.  We  have  seen  that  our  ideals  can 
not  be  realized  by  this  means;  let  us  make  peace,  and  let  us  work  and  learn.  For  by 
working  and  learning  with  a  free  people,  such  as  the  Americans,  we  shall  cast  from 
us  the  vices  of  our  old  masters,  and  wiU  some  day  win  the  independence  we  so  much 
desire.'" 

This  is  what  I  l>elieve  you  are  called  upon  to  do,  and  I  think  that  you  will  never  repent 
it.  There  is  no  other  remedy — no  other  path  open.  Do  not  foi]get  that  many  Fili- 
pinos are  losing  their  liva^  every  day  in  the  defense  of  the  impossible;  that  every  day 
the  ruin  of  projKjrty  sacrificed  in  vain  is  greater,  and  that,  if  Anally  there  is  no  help 
other  than  to  submit  to  the  American  sovereignty,  it  is  not  just  to  sacrifice  more  lives 
and  proj>erty,  whereby  vou  will  contract  before  God  and  man  responsibilities  of  such 
proportions  that  they  alarm  me. 

Stop  while  you  may,  and  believe  me  that  now  is  the  appointed  time;  a  little  later 
the  policy  of  the  American  Government  will  change  completely  the  sentiment  of  that 
free  and  iioble  people,  which  loves  its  own  liberty  as  much  as  it  desires  that  of  other 
nations,  and  then  a  race  war  will  come  which  will  end  in  our  extermination. 

I  l)elieve  that  with  what  I  have  said  I  have  performed  my  duty  and  complied  with 
your  wishes.    I  must,  however,  state  that  I  have  done  so  freely,  without  suggestioiia 
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^^r  coercion  of  any  kind,  and  also  that  I  have  made  no  special  political  studies,  nor 
^ave  I  had  preparation  for  speaking  upon  matters  of  this  nature.     The  only  merit  of 
^hJH  opinion  is  that  it  is  the  manifestation  of  the  intimate  conviction  of  a  citizen  who 
18  iuspireil  by  the  best  of  good  faith  and  the  desires  of  his  people. 
I  am,  as  ever,  your  a£[ectionate  friend  and  obedient  servant,

My  DisTiN(.uisnED  F'riend:  Your  two  kind  letters  have  reached  my  hands,  and  I 
have  inf(;mied  mvself  of  all  vou  sav  in  them.  Many  thanks  for  the  information  vou 
give  me.  I  be>r  that  you  will  nardon  me  for  my  delay  in  making  reply,  but  1  must 
tell  vou  that  some  time  elapsea  before  they  reached  me. 

I  f^lieve  what  you  tell  me  as  to  the  reinforcements  of  the  enemv  which  will  not 
be  long  in  arriving.  Not  only  do  I  believe  this,  but  I  am  ('(iiivinced  of  this  fiu*t,  and 
even  l)efore  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  was  sure  that  with  their  wealth  and  their 
innumerable  and  powerful  elements  of  war,  they  could,  whenever  they  so  desired, 
send  as  many  jis  they  need.  In  reply  to  this  I  must  tell  you  that  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  turn  back  from  the  enterj>rise  which  I  have  undertaken — that  of  defending  our 
country,  and  especially  as  1  have  sworn  that  as  long  tis  life  lasts  J  shall  labor  until  I 
gfiin  the  acknowledgment  of  the  indei>endenc(i  of  tlie  Philij)pines.  Do  not  attribute 
thi.'  declaration  to  my  vanity,  but  to  my  desire  to  fulfill  a  former  promise.  This, 
asi<le  from  the  fact  that  the  struggle  for  the  indei)endence  of  our  country  is  just  and 
ba.^ed  upon  our  perfect  rights. 

We  are  not  alarmed  by  the  numerous  arms  or  the  valor  of  the  enemy.  VV- hat  is 
life  to  us  if  we  are  to  be  the  slaves  of  the  foreigner?  It  is  a  i)itv  that  all  the  enlightened 
Filipinos  do  not  employ  their  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  defense  of  their  coun- 
try. I  rei)eat,  we  will  not  give  up  the  struggle*  until  w(»  gain  our  longed-for  inde- 
jwndence;  denth  is  of  but  little  moment  to  us  if  we  are  but  able  to  assure  the  haj>pi- 
ness  of  the  people  and  of  future  generations. 

We  must  no  longer  allow  ourselves  to  be  fascinated  by  the  flattering  promises  of 
the  enemy.  You  know  that  they  first  solenmly  assured  me  that  they  would  acknowl- 
edge our  inder)endence.  Neveitheless,  the  attempt  is  now  being  made  to  force 
autonomy  on  us  by  superior  .strength.  They  have  Ix^en  using  explosive  bullets  since 
tlie  9th  of  August  last,  and  have  bombarded  defenseless  forts  contrary  to  the  pre- 
cepts of  international  law.  But  it  matters  not  that  they  use  these  elements  uf  destruc- 
tion. Resistance  and  the  firmness  of  our  resolution  will  1h>  suflicient  to  wear  them 
out.  If  this  is  not  enough  to  induce  our  enemies  to  desist  from  their  endeavor,  we 
will  go,  if  necessary,  into  the  mountains,  but  never  will  we  accei)t  a  treaty  of  peace 
dishonorable  to  the  Philippine  arms  and  disastrous  to  the  future  of  the  country,  such 
as  that  which  they  seek  to  impose.  For  this  reason  I  advise  all  those  who  do  not 
feel  them.selves  strong  enough  to  accept  this  sacrifice,  and  whose  services  are  not 
indisf)en8able  to  our  (lovernment,  to  return  to  Manila  and  the  towns  occupied  by  the 
enemy,  reser\4ng  themselves  to  strengthen  the  organization  (»f  our  Government  when 
our  independence  is  gained,  replacing  those  who,  wearied  by  the  struggle,  are  in 
need  of  rest. 

lam  not  displea«e<l  that  some  Filipinos  have  consented  to  hold  oflice  under  the 
Americans;  on  the  contrary,  I  rejoice  that  they  have  done  so,  for  thus  they  will  be 
enabled  to  form  a  true  estimate  of  the  character  of  the  Americans.  I  also  rejoice  that 
our  enemies,  having  had  recourse  to  the  Filipinos  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
high  positions  in  the  publii!  sc^rvice  in  its  various  branches,  have  shown  that  they 
recognize  the  capa<.'ity  of  our  people  for  self-government. 

Before  closing  I  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  the  following  question:  To 
what  is  due  that  policy  of  attraction  employed  by  our  enemy  if  not  to  the  resistance 
of  our  army?    "One  should  never  repent  of  a  just  determination." 

Kind  reganls  to  your  family,  and  to  Messrs.  Arellano,  Pardo,  Torres,  and  other 
friends.

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The  lotter  from  Aguinaldo,  dated  from  his  capital  at Tarlac,  expresses 
hi<(hly  approved  sentiments  and  displays  the  sublimity  of  individual 
pitriotic  (u^votion.  It  also  displays  that  cunning  and  shrewdness  by 
which  he  has  been  enabled  to  hole!  together  membera  of  a  lately  dis- 
cordant cabiiu^t  striving  with  each  other  for  individual  prestige,  and 
deceitfully  intensities  the  desire  of  the  Filipino  people  to  continue  in 
aniied  opposition  to  United  States  authority.  On  the  latter  point,  a 
Tarhic  letter  written  by  an  insurgent  Filipino,  the  14th  of  July,  to  a 
Tagalo  friend  in  Manila  will  throw  some  light,  and  it  likewise  shows 
the  character  of  the  government  Aguinaldo  was  maintaining.  It  is,  in 
part,  as  follows: 

My  DisTiNonsnED  Friend:  For  some  days  I  have  Ix^n  trying  to  get  into  your  city 
and  t<j  leave  this  band  of  thieves,  but  with  my  nmnerouH  family  it  is  im()os8ible  to 
travel  off  the  road,  and  they  watch  uh  here  ho  closely  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  away, 
wliich  I  very  much  regret.  However,  1  l)elieve  t^is  will  all  end  up  some  way  or 
other,  and  a  great  many  of  the  |K»ople  here  long  for  the  Amerittan  troojw  to  advance, 
for  everyone  is  desperate  with  so  much  savagery  conmiitted  by  our  arm}r.  Quiet 
citizens  are  never  left  in  peace,  nor  anyone  in  fact  who  ha*<  as  much  a*«  a  grain  of  rice 
put  aside.  *  *  *  I  wdl  not  go  into  details  as  to  occurrences  here,  or  this  letter 
will  l)e  too  long.  The  bearer  will  give  you  and  other  friends  any  information  you 
may  desire.  I  do  not  sign  this  letter  or  put  down  the  address,  aa  to  do  so  might 
bring  disagreeable  consequences. 
Yours,  truly. 

This  letter  expressed  the  opinion  of  the  men  of  property  who  were 
forced  to  contribute  largely  of  their  goods  and  money  and  to  pur- 
chase insurgent  government  bonds,  of  which  an  issue  amounting  to 
$500,(H)()  had  rec(Mitly  been  made.  It  did  not  voice  the  sentiments  of 
the  army  officers,  who  were  enjoying  a  license  of  action  never  antici- 
pated before  its  realization,  and  of  the  ignoi*ant  masses  who  composed 
the  enlisted  strength  of  that  army  and  preferred  to  gain  subsistence 
through  exaction  rather  than  by  the  severe  manual  labors  of  former 
days.  The  army  offered  an  excellent  field  of  operations  for  the  ladrones 
in  which  to  practice  theii'  congenial  pursuits.  They  had  been  gath- 
ered from  all  portions  of  Luzon,  and  were  of  great  service  in  recruiting 
diminished  insurgent  ranks  by  enforced  drafts  on  the  people.  There 
were,  howevei*,  large  masses,  especially  in  the  sections  not  yet  visited 
by  United  States  troops,  who  believed  the  Amei'ican  was  the  cruel 
bar))arian  depicted  by  the  insurgent  press  and  that  their  .salvation 
depended  upon  their  ability  to  drive  him  from  the  islands.  Hence,  at 
the  end  of  August  rebellion  still  presented  a  bold  and  defiant  front, 
and  the  former  successes  of  our  arms,  while  they  had  taught  the  insur- 
ent  forces  to  fear  contact  with  our  troops,  had  not  diminished,  but 
ad  increasi^l  mther  the  efforts  of  insuigent  leaders. 
The  1st  of  September  found  us  with  a  total  force  in  the  Philippines 
of  o0,l>t>8  ofliicers  and  men,  of  whom  26,829  were  effex'tive  and  per- 
forming duty  of  some*,  character.  During  the  month  the  Kansas, 
Washington,  Iowa,  and  Nevada  Volunteers,  the  volunteer  signal 
organization,  and  many  discharged  men  from  the  regular  establishment 
were  sent  to  the  United  States,  to  be  followed  bv  tne  Tennessee  regi- 
ment on  October  8.  This  completed  the  work  of  shipment  of  all 
volunteers  and  of  all  men  who  were  entitled  to  discharge  under  the 
provisions  of  War  Department  (xeneral  Orders,  No.  40,  of  1898.  No 
new  organizations  were  received  during  Septemlwr,  but  2,601  officers, 
casuals,  and  recruits  for  the  regular  regiments  arrived.  Our  strength 
on  Octoter  1  was  442  officers  and  men  less  than  for  the  1st  of  the  pre- 
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vious  month,  but  our  effective  force  was  about  the  same,  as  there  had 
iK^eri  a  decrease  in  the  sick  report. 

Only  minor  military  operations  were  attempted  in  September,  since, 
as  in  August,  the  troops  w^ere  busily  engaged  in  relieving  those  directed 
to  depart  from  the  islands,  there  being  two  volunteer  regiments  in 
Panay,  Negros,  and  Cebu  which  had  to  b(»,  withdrawn,  and  also  a  few 
orgimizations  on  the  outer  Luzon  lines  which  were  to  be  replaced. 
This  exchange  was  effected  as  rapidly  as  vessc^ls  could  be  sccuied  to 
transport  men  and  supplies.  Necessary  repairs  to  the  railway  and 
rolling  stock  in  our  possession  were  vigorously  prosecuted.  Disposi- 
tions were  being  constantly  effect(*d  to  conmienct*.  the  execution  of  a 
well-detei'mined  plan  of  operation  in  northern  Luzon  as  soon  as  an 
available  force  would  justify  it,  and  continued  caution  was  exercised 
to  neutralizes  the  enemy's  aggressive  movements  and  to  seven^ly  pun- 
ish him  for  the  temerity  he  was  expec^ted  to  display.  Since  the  early 
p>ortion  of  July  he  had  gradually  })ecome  more  bold  because  of  our 
apparent  (juiet,  and  was  inclined  to  take  the  initiative  wherever  he 
might  consider  an  ()pi)ortunity  offered.  His  troops  attacked  various 
portions  of  General  MacArthur's  lines  at  tins  north,  made  various 
attempts  to  cripple  the  railway  betw'een  Manila  and  San  Fernando,  the 
continued  working  of  which  was  essential  for  the  forwarding  of  troops 
and  supplies  required  in  the  contemplated  northern  opcM-ations  and  the 
forwarding  of  subsistence  to  the  men  holding  tiiat  section  of  country. 
They  threatened  the  linens  about  tiie  city  of  Manila,  concentrating  at 
Mariquina,  San  Mateo,  Montulban,  and  vicinity,  in  the  provinces  of 
Manila  and  liulacan,  and  to  the  (Mistward  in  the  pi'ovince  of  Morong. 
They  gathered  and  attackt^l  Calamba  on  tiie  Laguna  de  Hay,  also  the 
strong  outpost  at  Tmus,  province  of  (avite,  and  in  fact  the  retired 
line  wnich  General  Lawton  maintaincKl  along  the  l)ay  front  from  Pasay 
to  Bacoor.  The  insurjjents  of  the  city  of  Alanila  again  became  some- 
what confident  and  under  a  chief,  an  influential  Tagalo  appointed  to 
the  position  f)v  Aguinaldo  in  July  (whose  letter  of  appointment  has 
been  secured),  activ(*lv  engaged  in  supplying  the  insurgent  troops  with 
contraband  of  war  and  in  plotting  for  another  uprising  within  the  city's 
most  densely  populated  sections. 

These  agents  of  Aguinaldo  worked  with  great  dext(»rity.  To  relieve 
the  condition  of  the  inhabitants  within  oui*  lines  we  had  permitted 
trade  to  be  carried  on  by  water  transportation  from  Orani  on  tiie  north 
shore  of  Manila  Bay  to  Bacoor  on  its  southern  shore  and  along  the 
Pasig  River,  and  although  it  was  carefully  supervised  we  discovered 
that  Manila  was  supplying  insurgent  troops  to  the  north  and  south  of 
the  city  ^vith  subsistence*,  clothing,  and  articles  for  th(».  maimfacture  of 
ammunition  in  quite  large  amounts.  Then^fore  trade  was  limited  to 
an  exchange  of  certain  particularized  merchandise  and  products.  Still 
the  illicit  tmflic  continued  to  be  })rosecutcd  to  a  considerable  extent, 
but  the  danger  to  ])e  apprehendi»d  therefrom  was  slight  in  comparison 
with  the  necessity  for  relieving  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants,  and  no 
additional  vigorous  restraining  measures  were  adopti'd. 

An  amusing  illustration  of  restored  confidence  among  insurgent 
leaders  during  September  is  found  in  a  letter  of  Gen.  Pio  del  Pilar  to 
an  acquaintance  in  Manila,  and  it  especially  shows  the  estimate  Pilar 
then  had  of  the  prowess  of  his  troops.  Ho  wrot<5  that  b}^  Januar}'^  at 
the  farthest  he  would  capture  the  city  and  take  into  captivity  the 
archbishop  and  the  American  commander,  but  that  for  $1,000,000  he 
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would  hand  over  to  the  American  authorities  Aguinaldo  and  his  entire 
government. 

Preparations  for  extended  movements  of  troops  to  the  northward  of 
Luzon,  where  the  bulk  of  the  insurgents  confronted  us,  were  com- 
menced in  August.  The  enemy  held  the  towns  to  the  west  and  north 
of  San  Fernando,  extending  from  the  Guagua  and  Porac  road  through 
Angeles,  and  thence  east  to  Arayat,  with  outposts  in  the  near  vicinity 
of  San  Fernando.  They  had  removed  more  than  one-half  of  the  rail- 
way track  between  San  Fernando  and  Angeles,  a  distance  of  10  miles, 
and  had  destroyed  a  portion  of  the  roadbed.  It  was  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  secure  Angeles,  the  intersecting  point  of  many  divergent  roads 
and  a  good  strategic  position,  also  to  reconstruct  the  railway  as  rapidly 
as  possible  preparatory  to  an  advance  on  the  flank  of  the  enemy  by 
the  San  Isidro  and  Cabanatuan  route.  General  MacArthur  was  called 
upon  to  seize  Angeles,  and,  driving  the  enemy  from  the  vicinity  of 
Santa  Rita  and  Guagua,  he  threw  a  column  of  troops,  of  which  Gen- 
eral Wheaton  took  command,  consisting  of  two  guns  of  Taylor's  Bat- 
tery under  Lieutenant  Kenly  and  the  Twelfth  Regiment  of  Infantry 
under  Lieut.  Col.  Jacob  H.  Smith,  into  Angeles  and  thrust  the  enemy 
back  to  Magalang  and  Mabalacat.  Holding  this  position,  ho  subse- 
quently, in  September,  drove  the  enemy  beyond  the  Porac  and  Florida 
Blanca  road,  tnus  holding  a  much  stronger  advanced  line  than  the  one 
he  formerly  maintained.  These  movements  were  attended  with  very 
little  loss  to  us  compared  with  the  casualties  the  enemy  suffered  in 
men  and  war  material. 

Work  on  the  10  miles  of  railway  between  San  Fernando  and  Angeles 
was  immediately  commenced  b}^  the  Quartermaster's  Department  under 
the  supervision  of  Major  Devol  and  was  soon  prosecuted  to  completion, 
the  first  train  passing  over  that  portion  of  the  road  on  September  20. 
In  the  meantime,  ana  especially  during  the  latter  portion  of  Septem- 
ber, rations  and  forage  were  pushed  through  by  i*ail  to  Calumpit,  a 
point  on  the  Rio  Grande  Pampanga  River,  where  thev  were  to  be 
taken  by  boat  and  forwarded  up  the  stream  as  far  as  the  volimie  of 
water  would  permit.  For  this  river  service  river  gunboats,  launches,  and 
cascoes  were  sent  to  Calumpit  from  Manila  ana  advantage  was  taken 
of  the  miny  season  in  order  to  secure  the  best  river  navigation  of  the 
year.  These  supplies  were  to  consist  of  650,000  rations  and  half  forage 
for  several  months  for  the  horses  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry  and  200 
draft  animals.  It  was  thought  they  might  be  pushed  through  as  far  as 
San  Isidro,  where  the  Spaniards  had  established  a  small  military  post 
which  ofiered  good  storage.  Only  a  few  of  the  troops  to  comprise  the 
column  which  it  was  intended  to  send  north  on  the  line  of  tnis  river 
and  on  the  flank  of  the  main  body  of  the  enemy  had  yet  arrived,  but 
were  en  route  and  soon  expected. 

Brigadier-General  Young,  who  had  reported  the  latter  part  of  July 
and  been  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Third  Brigade,  First  Division 
(Lawton's),  was  sent  north  w*ith  a  squadron  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  and 
the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry  to  San  Fernando  (General  MacArthur 
having  removed  his  headquarters  to  Angeles)  to  form  a  provisional 
brigade  to  be  attached  to  General  Lawton's  division.  Upon  arrival 
he  took  charge  of  that  section  of  country,  and  assisted  General  Mac- 
Arthur  in  holding  partially  vacated  positions  while  the  troops  of  the 
Second  Division  were  moving  to  the  north  and  westward  of  Porac  and 
clearing  up  the  country  soutn  of  that  place.     General  Young  placed 
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the  wagon  road  by  way  of  San  Fernando,  Mexico,  and  Santa  Ana  to 
Arayat  in  condition  tor  the  passage  of  RTitry  wheeled  transporta- 
tion, which  was  being  forwarded  by  rail  to  the  first-named  place  for 
use  of  the  column  destined  to  take  that  route.  He  had  several  engage- 
ments with  the  enemy's  debichment'^,  which  ho  drove  hack  from  Mexico 
and  Santa  Ana  on  the  Magalang  road,  resulting  in  slight  casualties  to 
himself,  but  which  were  somewhat  serious  and  quite  demoralizing  to 
the  enemy.  He  awaited  at  San  Fernando  the  arrival  of  General  Law- 
ion,  who  had  been  dirocti»d  to  tiike  personal  supervision  of  the  column 
when  all  the  troops  constituting  it  could  Ix*  gathered,  Genenil  Young 
to  command  the  cavalry  of  the  column,  which  was  to  consist  of  head- 
quarters and  two  scjuadrons  of  th(^.  Third  Cavalry,  and  headquailers 
and  six  troops  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  with  such  additional  mounted 
troops  as  could  be  secured. 

In  the  meantime  ladrones  and  insurgent  soldiers  were  operating 
extensively  in  the  swamps  and  csteros  which  fringe  Manila  Bay 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Kio  (irande  eastwardly  to  the  city  of  Bula- 
can — even  to  the  northern  limits  of  Malabon.  This  section  of  country' 
has  always  been  infested  with  thieves  and  robbers  who  subsisted  on 
the  fruitij  of  their  piracies  in  tlie  bjiy  and  from  the  results  of  their 
robberies  of  the  inhabitants  dwelling  along  its  coast.  Our  troops  could 
not  contend  successfully  with  these  independent  bands,  hidden  as  they 
were  in  the  dense  growth  of  nipa  which  covers  that  lowland,  and  our 
attention  was  called  to  the  practicability  of  employing,  organizing, 
and  arming  for  that  work  the  Macabebes  of  that  country.  This  peo- 
ple had  been  true  to  the  last  to  the  Spanish  interests,  had  suffered 
great  cruelties  from  the  insurgents,  and  a«\si]'ed  to  take  service  against 
their  hereditary  enemy,  the  Tagalo.  Th(»  wisdom  of  employing  them 
had  been  considered  sliortly  aiter  our  troops  captured  Malolos,  and 
General  MacArthur  (within  whose  division  lincvs  they  resided)  and  I 
concluded  that  they  might  commit  many  offenses  against  the  Tagalo 
inhabitants  if  furnished  with  arms  and  allowed  any  freedom  of  move- 
ment. We  therefore  concluded  to  deferfurtherconsideration  of  thesub- 
ject  until  a  future  time.  But  now  that  their  services  would  prove  essen- 
tially valuable  in  the  swampy  jungles  in  the  inunediatt^.  proximity  of 
their  home,  and  as  they  were  supplic^d  with  man}^  small  boats  with 
which  travel  therein  is  only  practical)le,  and  as  General  Lawton 
especially  desired  a  small  force  of  them  to  act  as  guides  and  scouts  for 
his  contemplated  northern  cokunn,  it  was  determined  to  raise  two 
companies,  each  V2S  strong,  place  them  under  charge  of  competent 
officei*s,  to  be  carefully  selectcnl  for  that  duty,  and  test  their  efficiency. 
This  was  done.  Lieutenant  Batson  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  battalion,  and  several  ofiicers  wen^  detailed  to  assist 
him. 

The  Macabebe  boat  exercises  through  the  swamps  destroyed  or  drove 
inland  from  their  hiding  places  the  rob})ers  and  insurgents  who  dwelt 
there  and  who  lost  through  capture  many  of  their  guns.  Though  the 
Macabebes  were  prone  to  rob  and  abuse  the  inhabitants  and  treat  with 
cruelty  their  captives  unless  closely  watched  and  restrained,  still  their 
successes  influenced  us  to  organize  an  additional  company  for  service 
in  that  section,  as  those  already  employed  there  were  mtended  for  use 
with  the  troops  of  General  Lawton.  They  performed  efficient  service, 
not  only  as  guides  and  scouts,  but  also  as  detectives,  were  fearlessly 
led  by  our  officers,  and  in  the  advance  through  Northern  Luzon  in  the 
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pursuit  of  anned  insurgents  who  had  escaped  through  the  San  Jose, 
Tayug,  and  San  Fabian  lines,  kept  pace  with  the  pursuing  cavalry. 
They  w<»re,  however,  greatly  feared  by  the  inhabitants  of  all  sections 
of  rounlry  through  which  they  advanced.  Many  of  them  had  been 
Spanish  soldiers  and  were  acquainted  only  with  Simnish  methods  of 
dealing  with  rebellious  subjects,  or  with  natives  from  whom  they 
wished  tf)  (»xtract  information,  and  those  methods  were  in  most  instances 
attended  with  inexcusable  harshness.  Later,  when  a  detachment  of  60 
were  emploved  as  scouts  in  the  extreme  south  of  Luzon,  particularly 
in  the  province  of  Tayalias,  it  was  found  expedient  to  witndraw  them 
and  send  them  back  to  their  homes  in  the  citv  of  Macabebe,  that  the 
lieeing  inhabitants,  who  feared  them  but  had  the  utmost  confidence  in 
the  humanity  of  the  American  troops,  might  ])e  persuaded  to  leave 
their  concealments  in  the  hills  and  mountains  and  return  to  their  towns. 
Th<\v  have  sinc^  continued  to  patrol  the  southern  shore  of  Manila  Bay, 
the  i)r()vince  of  Batiuin,  and  southern  Zambales,  but  being  constantly 
under  close  observation  have  not  committed  extnivagant  excesses. 

In  Octo})er  the  new  volunteer  organizations  began  to  arrive/  The 
threc^  regiments  organized  in  the  rhilippines  (the  Eleventh  Cavalry, 
the  Thirtv-sixth  and  Thirtv-seventh  Infantrv)  were  in  service,  and 
during  the  moMth  headquarters  and  two  squadrons  of  the  Third  Cav- 
alry, all  of  the  Twenty-sixth,  Twenty-seventh,  Thiilieth,  Thirty- 
third,  and  Thirty-fourth  regiments  of  infantry',  with  portions  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  and  Thirty-second  and  casuals  for  other  organizations, 
numbering,  all  told,  312  officers  and  8,154  enlisted  men,  reported. 
The  Twenty -sixth  Infantry  wius  immediately  sent  to  Panay  and  the 
other  troops  retained  in  Luzon.  These  were  followed  in  November 
by  th(*  remainder  of  the  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirtv-second  Infantry 
aiid  all  of  the  Twenty-eighth,  Thirty-first,  and  Thirty-fifth  Infantry 
regiments,  which,  with  recruits  and  casuals  who  accompanied  them, 
number(*d  in  their  entirety  214  commissioned  oflicers  and  5,448  en- 
listed men.  All  of  these  troops  excepting  the  Thirty-first  Infantry, 
which  was  sent  to  Mindanao,  were  retained  for  service  in  Luzon.  In 
December  there  arrived  459  officers  and  12,201  enlisted  men,  con- 
sisting of  the  Thirty-eighth,  Thirtv-ninth,  Fortieth,  Forty-second, 
Forty-third,  Forty-fourth,  Forty -fifth.  Forty-sixth,  and  Forty -seventh 
regiments  of  infantry  entire  aiiA  two  batteries  of  the  Sixth  ArtiUery, 
with  recruits  and  casuals  for  present  organizations.  The  Forty-fourth 
Infantry  was  forwarded  at  once  to  Panay  and  Negros  and  all  of  the 
other  organizations  disembarked  at  Manila.  In  Januaiy  there  arrived 
the  Forty-lirst,  Forty-eighth,  and  Forty-ninth  regiments  of  infantry, 
which,  with  recruits  and  casuals,  numbered  266  officers  and  5,279 
enlisted  men.  The  above  de.signated  troops  comprised  all  the  addi- 
tional force  th(^  authorities  intended  to  forward  to  the  Philippines. 

Our  total  etfective  strength  in  the  islands  in  commissioned  officers 
and  (Milisted  men  (sick  only  excluded  from  the  computation)  was,  at 
the  termination  of  the  sevei^l  months  heretofore  mentioned,  as  fol- 
lows: At  the  end  of  August  it  was  20,820;  October,  35,683;  Novem- 
ber, 40,833;  Decem})er,  51,167;  January,  54,803,  and  for  February 
and  March  the  returns  show  55,333  and  55,882,  respectively.  The 
figures  arc  in  all  probability  the  highest  that  will  be  reached,  as  the 
vohuiteer  organizations  must  gradually  diminish  in  numerical  stren^h. 

The  sick  of  this  army  decreased  from  August  to  January,  during  which 
period  it  experienced  the  most  trying  service  and  the  severest  climatic 
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exposures.  For  August  it  was  13J  per  cent  of  its  total  number;  for 
September,  October,  November,  and  December  it  was  11.6, 10.3, 10.6, 
and  8.7,  respectively.  It  increased  again  in  January  to  11,  which  per 
cent  it  maintained  throuofhout  February,  and  fell  to  10.9  in  March. 
It  is  now  slightly  under  that  figure.  These  sick  lists  include  the  names 
of  all  men  incapacitated  by  reason  of  wounds,  liruiscs,  and  ailments  of 
every  character,  and  must  be  considered  reniarkably  low  for  a  tropical 
climate  in  a  season  of  marked  active  military  operations.  Could  sol- 
diers be  induced  to  obey  the  ordinary  rules  of  h(»alth  and  compelled  to 
take  those  precautionary  measures  necessary  in  hot  climates,  the  sick 
list  would  not  proba})ly  exceed  a  per  cent  of  0,  for  the  experience  of 
the  troops  in  the  Philippines  shows  that  the  climate  is  not  unhealth- 
ful,  though  enervating  ])ccause  of  exctv-ssive  contiiuied  heat.  It  also 
shows  that  troops  lilxM-ally  sul)sisted  retain  their  powers  of  endurance, 
and  after  a  short  acclimatization  can  surpass  the  poorly  fed  natives  in 
overcoming  the  difficulties  to  be  met  with  in  campaigning  amid  swamps 
or  jungles  and  over  mountains. 

These  new  volunteer  regiments  had  l)een  provided  with  excellent 
field  officers,  who  had  taken  advantag^^  of  their  opportunities  to  make 
them  proficient,  and  upon  landing  in  the  Philippines  they  proved  to 
be  in  fair  condition  to  take  the  field.  There  also  arrived  within  these 
months  Brigadier-(ienerals  Whe(^ler,  Young.  Schwan,  and  Gi*ant. 
General  Wheeler  was  assiginul  to  the  command  of  a  brigade  in  the 
Second  Division;  General  Young  to  al)rigade  in  the  First  Division,  as 
has  already  been  stated;  General  Schwan  was  appointed  chief  of  staff 
of  the  department  and  corps,  and  (leneral  (irant  was  assigned  to  the 
command  of  a  brigade  in  General  Lawtcm's  First  Division.  Late  in 
September  Brigadier-Genenil  Bates  r(»ported  for  duty  at  corps  head- 
quarters in  Manila,  he  having  completeci  the  duties  assigned  him  in  the 
flolo  archipelago. 

The  approximate  time  of*  the  arrival  of  the  volunteers  could  be 
determined  with  comparative  ac(;uracy,  as  information  of  their  depar- 
ture from  the  United  States  was  promptly  cabled  fnmi  Washington. 
We  therefore  knew  for  a  month  at  least  in  advance  the  strength  of  the 
force  we  could  depend  upon  \vh(»n  about  to  initiate  an  aggressive 
movement  against  tlie  enemy. 

It  was  known  that  the  enemv  at  the  north,  where  was  concentrated 
the  insurgent  government  and  a  majority  of  its  army,  which  was  re- 
cei^^ng  accessions  from  the  southeastern  provinces  of  Luzon,  intended, 
if  worsted  in  the  lowlands  and  on  the  plains,  to  retire  to  the  mountains 
to  the  north  and  east,  where  it  asserted  it  could  prolong  the  w^ar  indefi- 
nitelv.  It  was  also  believed  from  the  secret  information  obtained  from 
scouts  and  other  sources  that  the  insurgent  armed  force  in  the  north 
did  not  possess  more  than  25,000  rifles,  of  which  2,000  or  8,000  were 
in  the  hands  of  troops  maintained  in  the  extreme  northern  sections  of 
the  island.  Could  tne  forces  along  the  line  of  the  railway  from  Ange- 
les to  Dagupan  and  throughout  the  provinces  of  Tarlac,  Pangasinan, 
and  portions  of  Nueva  Ecija  and  Bulacan,  where  the  majority  of  the 
insurgent  troops  were  then  operating,  be  held  there  until  we  could 
close  the  northern  and  eastern  roads  of  egress  to  the  mountains,  we 
had  no  doubt  of  our  ability  to  capture  or  scatter  them,  take  possession 
of  the  railroad,  and  pursue  successfully  any  of  their  retreating  col- 
umns or  detachments.  Such  were,  in  brief,  the  conclusions  reached 
early  in  August,  and  to  the  development  of  an  appropriate  plan  of 
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operations  all  other  militarv  movements  in  Luzon  were  made  subser- 
vient. Preparations  by  the  initiatory  movements  of  troops  com- 
menced in  Auti^ust  by  General  MacArthur's  capture  of  Angeles,  whose 
objective  would  thereafter  become  the  insurgent  troops  along  the  line 
of  the  railwav.  General  Lawton  was  to  proceed  up  the  Rio  Grande 
from  Caluniplt  and  San  Fernando,  prepared  to  swing  to  the  left  should 
occasion  require,  and  another  force  was  to  proceed  by  sea  to  San  Fabian, 
on  the  west  coast  of  Luzon,  a  few  miles  east  of  north  from  Da^upan. 
The  plan  was  ultimately  fully  executed  and  was  only  delayed  by  iJie 
necessity  of  awaiting  the  arrival  of  sufficient  additional  troops  whose 
assistance  was  required  to  insure  success.  These  were  to  arrive  in 
October,  and  the  advance  could  }>e  taken  up  by  the  middle  of  that 
month. 

The  forwarding  of  cavalry,  infantry,  and  wagon  transportation  to 
San  Fernando,  which  began  September  20,  the  construction  of  flat 
boats,  and  the  gathering  of  cascoes  in  the  Rk)  Grande  at  the  Calumpit 
railway  crossing,  and  the  accunmlation  of  supplies  at  the  last-named 
point,  either  alarmed  the  insurgent  authorities  or  induced  them  to 
nelieve  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  putting  to  the  test  their  fre- 
quently expressed  intention  of  falling  upon  our  soldiers  in  large  num- 
bers as  soon  as  they  should  become  scattered  in  small  bodies  over  an 
extended  field  of  operations,  for  their  troops  manifested  renewed 
activity.  They  attacked  our  force  at  Angeles,  made  demonstrations 
against  the  towns  of  Guagua,  Santa  Rita,  Mexico,  Santa  Ana,  and 
Baliuag,  on  the  northern  line,  annoyed  our  detachments  guarding  the 
I'aihoad  and  the  organizations  placed  for  defense  on  the  outskirts  of 
Manila.  Those  autnorities  gave  instructions  for  more  aggressive  action 
to  their  troops  south  of  Manila,  and  through  their  emissaries  endeav- 
ored to  incite  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  directing  uprising  and  assas 
siiiation.  On  the  1st  of  October  a  plan  to  attack  the  arsenal  in  the 
walled  portion  of  the  city  with  a  force  of  TOO  men,  mostly  armed  with 
bolos,  and  at  the  same  time  to  concentrate  a  force  of  a  thousand  or 
more  in  its  northern  section,  there  to  apply  the  torch  and  work  such 
destruction  to  life  and  property  as  they  might  be  able,  was  fully  deter- 
mined upon.  It  failed  to  materialize,  as  the  extra  watchfulness  of  the 
I  provost  guard,  police,  and  detachments  occupying  the  various  barrack 
)uildings  prevented  those  meditating  hostilities  from  taking  the  initia- 
tive. Throughout  the  Cavite  province,  where  comparative  qiiiet  had 
{)revailed  for  some  time,  renewed  activity  was  noticeable.  Along  the 
iacoor  and  Imus  roads  the  insurgents  gathered  in  large  numbers. 
They  invested  Imus  and  boldly  attacked  our  troops  there,  confident  of 
success.  Genei'al  Grant  was  commanding  in  that  section,  but  had  not 
sufficient  force  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  various  points  which  his 
brigade  occupied.  General  Lawton  proceeded  to  Bacoor  to  ascertain 
the  true  situation,  and  wired  on  October  3  as  follows: 

I  have  just  amve<l.  Find  enemy  still  occupying  west  side  of  Imus  River.  Am 
crossing  force  here  to  other  side  river,  consistinc:  two  companies,  Fourteenth  Infan- 
try, and  130  marines  from  Navy.  Have  ordered  troops  from  Parafiaque,  Las  Piflas, 
and  Zapote,  including  McGrath's  troop,  cavalry,  from  Pasay  to  this  place.  They  are 
to  be  relieved,  or  their  places  to  be  taken  by  three  companies  of  the  Thirteenth  Into- 
try  from  Pasay.  Colonel  Daggett  will  command  troops  crossing  here  to  west  side 
river.  General  Bisl)ee  will  take  chaiTje  of  everything  up  to  and  includine  Bacoor. 
General  Grant  will  go  to  Imus  and  will  command  in  person  there.  He  will  take  one 
battalion.  Fourteenth  Infantry,  and  move  down  west  bank  Imus  River  to  meet 
column  from  this  side.    By  this  means  I  hope  to  clear  out  enemy  and  reeetablish 
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communication  with  Imus  permanently.  I  think  troops  of  Thirteenth  can  return 
this  p.  m.,  if  not,  the  Pasay  line  may  need  looking  after.  Will  wire  any  important 
information  as  it  is  received. 

And  later  in  the  day  he  telegraphed: 

Enemv  driven  from  vicinity  of  Imus  and  Imus  River.  Casualties:  Lieutenant  Bur- 
gess, artillery,  severely  wounded,  leg.  Several  insurgents  killed  and  several  wounded, 
and  others  captured.  General  Grant  will  continue  in  pursuit  of  enemy  for  short  time 
longer  and  then  return  to  Imus  for  the  night.     I  will  return  immediately  to  Manila. 

At  Calamba  Genenil  Kline,  who  exercised  command  there,  tele- 
graphed on  October  4  the  result  of  an  attack  made  on  his  troops  at 
that  point,  and  added  that  the  'Mnost  conservative  estimates  from  the 
outside  place  the  number  of  insurgents  killed  yesterday  at  about 
sixty." 

It  therefore  became  necessary  to  attack  and  severely  punish  these 
Cavite  insurgents  before  prosecuting  operations  in  the  north,  as  our 
present  strength  did  not  allow  the  retention  of  man}^  men  on  our 
southern  line  while  the  general  northern  advance  was  in  progress. 
General  Lawton  was  instructed  to  form  at  Bacoor  a  column  of  troops 
from  those  available  in  Manila  and  south  of  the  city,  drive  off  tne 
insurgents  in  the  vicinity  of  Inuis,  and,  proceeding  from  Bacoor  west- 
ward along  the  shore  of  Manila  Bay,  attack  their  strong  positions  at 
Cavite  Viejo  and  Novaleta,  and  thence,  proceeding  in  the  direction 
of  the  seacoast  to  Rosario,  situated  near  that  coast,  turn  and  attack 
San  Francisco  de  Malabon,  the  headquarters  of  General  Trias,  who 
commanded  all  the  insurgent  forces  of  Southern  Luzon.  Thereafter 
he  w^as  to  be  guided  by  circumstances  and  such  instructions  as  he  might 
receive.  He  w^as  instructed  to  pursue  the  armed  insurgents,  paying 
no  attention  to  the  apparently  peaceably  disposed  citizens  except  to 
give  them  temporary  protection  while  troops  were  passing,  to  leave 
behind  no  guard,  but  to  push  on  with  the  entire  command  to  the  sea- 
coast,  where  supplies  would  be  found  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  troops. 
General  Schwan  was  assigned  to  the  immediate  command  of  tnis 
column,  which,  upon  complete  organization,  numbered  46  officers  and 
1,728  enlisted  men.  It  consisted  of  the  Thirteenth  Infantry  entire, 
Colonel  Bisbee  commanding;  four  companies  Fourteenth  Infantry, 
commanded  by  Captain  Taylor;  Captjiin  McGrath's  dismounted  troop 
Fourth  Cavalry,  and  Captain  Tate's  mounted  troop  of  the  Third  Cav- 
alry; two  platoons  Light  Battery  F,  Fourth  Artillery,  under  Captain 
Reilly;  an  engineer  company,  commanded  by  Captain  Si  be  rt;  an  Hos- 
pital and  Signal  Corps  detachment,  with  Surgeon  Keefer  and  Lieuten- 
ant Clarke  in  charge,  and  03  scouts  (white  and  Tagalo  in  equal 
proportions),  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Castner  of  the  Fourth  Inran- 
try.  General  Schwan's  temporary  improvised  staff  consisted  of  my 
aia.  Lieutenant  Sladen,  acting  adjutant-general;  Captain  Biddle, 
Fourteenth  Infantry,  as  chief  quarteiiiiaster;  and  Lieutenant  Bash, 
Thirteenth  Infantry,  as  brigade  commissary.  He  was  attended  by  his 
own  personal  staff,  and  accompanying  him  were  Captain  Taylor,  Fourth 
Artillery,  and  Major  and  Surgeon  G.  F.  Shiels. 

Upon  the  assembling  of  the  troops  at  Bacoor  the  Fourth  Infantry, 
which  had  defended  Imus  and  guarded  the  Imus  and  Bacoor  roads, 
was  concentrated  at  Imus.  On  the  evening  of  October  7  the  col- 
umn proceeded  westward  and  crossed  the  Imus  River  near  its  mouth. 
I  had  requested  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  naval  forces  on  this 
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Asiatic  station  to  causo  tho  marines  stationed  at  the  Cavite  naval  sta- 
tion to  (KX'upv  the  attention  of  the  insurgents  at  Novaleta,  whirh  was 
situated  at  tne  bas(>  of  tlie  narrow  neck  of  ground  which  connects  the 
mainland  with  that  station,  while  General  Siihwan  should  engage  those 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Old  Cavite.  A  battalion  of  marines 
under  coumiand  of  LieuUMiant-Colonel  Elliott  moved  out  promptly  on 
the  morning  of  the  8th  and  engaged  the  enemy,  whose  outposts  were 
concealed  in  the  dense  brush  on  the  connecting  strip  of  land,  to  which 
thev  tenaciously  held.  They  were  driven  back  on  Noyaleta  with  con- 
siderable  loss,  the  casualties  among  the  marines  being  2  officers  and  9 
men  wounded.  The  fighting  of  Scnwan's  troops  near  Cavite  Viejo  was 
severe.  The*  enemy  was  soon  dislodged,  however,  leaying  on  the  tield 
a  number  of  dead,  a  few  rifles,  and  two  pieces  of  artillery.  The  col- 
unm  then  moved  quickly  to  Noyaleta,  where  it  struck  in  flank  the 
formidable  insurgent  intrenchments  which  had  been  erected  there, 
quickly  drove  out  the  enemy,  who,  greatly  dispirited,  retreated  rap- 
idly on  the  Rosario  and  Malabon  roads  and  through  the  dense  brush  to 
the  vicinity  of  their  homes,  where,  with  arms  concealed,  they  would  be 
able  to  present  themselyes  to  any  passing  American  troops  as  the  most 
consistent  of  ''amigos."  The  column  rationed  at  Rosario  advanced 
on  San  Francisco  de  Malabon,  driying  out  the  enemy,  who  made  slight 
resistance,  to  the  southward. 

General  Schwan  was  then  directed  to  cross  ov^er  to  the  Imus  and 
Dasmarifias  road  and  march  on  Dasmarinas.  The  time  was  the  middle 
of  the  rainy  season,  and  all  roads  were  w^ell  ni^h  impassable  for  artil- 
lery and  wagon  transportation.  He  had  experiencea  great  difficulties 
thus  far  on  his  adyance  from  this  cause,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to 
take  even  pack  transportation  across  the  rice  swamps  intervening 
between  Malabon  and  the  designated  road  to  Dasmarinas.  He  there- 
fore returned  his  artiller}"  and  small  quartermaster\s  train  by  way  of 
Old  Cavite  escorted  by  cayalrv,  and  proceeded  to  Dasmarinas  with 
his  foot  troops,  they  carrying  on  their  persons  their  anmiunition  and 
rations.  He  encountcMed  only  a  few  fleeing  insurgent  detachments, 
and  upon  arrival  at  the  designated  point  he  was  recalled  to  Bacoor, 
whence  the  troops  comprising  the  column  were  sent  to  occupy  the 
positions  from  which  they  had  oeen  drawn.  The  result  of  the  expedi- 
tion was  a  temporary  thorough  demoralization  of  the  insurgents  of  the 
Cavite  proyince,  the  capture  of  insurgent  supplies  and  money,  and  the 
destruction  of  much  contraband  of  w^ar.  Many  prisoners  were  taken, 
but  all  were  r(»leased  except  the  more  important  officers.  On  October 
13  (xeneral  Schwan  telegraphed  from  Bacoor  the  following: 

If  the  amount  of  damage  a  campaign  inflicts  upon  the  enemy  be  true  test  of  its 
success,  I  c^n  claim  a  larger  share  for  mine  than  is  indicated  in  my  previoits  official 
dispatches.  For  the  facts  appear  to  l>e  that  not  leas  than  100  Filipinos,  including  large 
proportion  of  officers,  were  killed  in  the  practically  continuous  engagements  from 
the  time  we  left  Cavite  Viejo  until  our  entrance  into  Rosario,  and  in  our  combat  on 
the  Buena  Vista  road,  in  which  Captain  Geary  was  mortally  wounded.  The  padre 
at  Imus,  a  man  of  intelligence  ancl  concededly  truthful,  has  informed  the  officers 
there  that  about  100  Filipinos,  killed  in  the  actions  referred  to,  were  buried  in 
Rosario  and  other  places  near  by,  and  General  Grant  now  tells  me  that  the  burial 
party  he  sent  to  Butulan  interred  twenty  odd  hodies.  I  have  it  from  several  sources, 
each  entitled  to  full  credit,  that  the  insurgents*  military  authorities  have,  within  the 
past  few  days,  sent  400  of  their  wounded  south  for  treatment  in  the  mountains.  It 
18  notorious  that  the  enemy's  losses  are  frequently  overestimated,  henoe  I  determined 
to  report  actually  ascertained  facts  only;  but  justice  to  my  command  compels  me  to 
communicate  to  you  the  reports  of  the  gentlemen  mentioned,  whose  correctnefls  can 
hardly  he  challenged. 
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»-^  Cteneral  Schwan^s  casualties  in  commissioned  officers  were  Captains 
g;  ^ary  and  Saffold,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  killed;  Captain  McGrath, 
^^  tDurth  Cavalry,  wounded,  and  who  subsequently  died  from  the  wound 
^J^eived;  Lieutenant  Fenton,  Fifth  Cavalry,  slightly  wounded. 
•tSrenty-two  enlisted  men  were  wounded,  none  seriously. 

We  were  now  assured  that  the  insurgents  south  would  maintain 
"Respectful  distances  from  our  outposts,  and  atttnition  was  given  to  the 
Contemplated  northern  advance.  General  Wheaton  had  been  ordered 
in  from  General  MacArthur's  front  at  Angeles  to  take  command  of  the 
expedition  which  was  to  proceed  by  sea  to  San  Fabian  on  the  north 
coast  of  the  island,  and  iiad  been  replaced  by  Genenil  Bates.  On 
October  9  the  following  instructions  were  sent  out:

General  MAcARTnuR,  Angeles: 

A  portion  of  General  Lawton's  Cf)nimand,  General  Younp  with  Y)attalion  Twenty- 
fourtn  Infantry  and  squadrun  F'onrth  ("avalry,  move  at  onw.  Watch  well  country 
to  your  riffht  and  send  down  to  San  Fernando  for  service  there  and  eastward  that 
place  the  battalion  Twenty-second  Infantry  now  at  Angeles.

Manila,  OHoImt  .9,  JS99. 
G^eral  Mac  Arthur,  Angeles : 

General  Young  will  move  north  with  a  small  force,  leaving  half  of  I-Awton's  troops 
in  San  Fernando.  It  would  Ihj  well  to  send  Cieneral  Bati^  there  to  take  tein[)orary 
command  of  that  whole  set^tion.  General  SchwanV  movements  in  Cavite  pr(>vince 
will  keep  out  troops  intended  for  north  for  three  or  four  dayn.

And  General  MacAithur  replied: 

An(JELEh,  (k'tfjiter  .'/,  JSffO. 
Adjutant-General,  Malacaflajt  : 

In  pursuance  of  telegraphic  inetnictions  just  received  from  vour  office,  I  have  pre- 
pared an  order  temporarily  establishing  the  headquarters  Second  Briga<ie  of  this 
division  at  San  Fernando,  and  directing  the  brigade  commander,  General  Bates,  to 
proceed  to  that  place  and  take  temporary  command  of  that  whole  section,  which 
General  Bates  instructed  includes  Mexico,  San  Fernando,  Bacolor,  Santa  Kita,  and 
Giuurua,  and  all  troo{)s  stationed  thereat.  Does  this  order  conform  to  the  wishes  of 
the  aepartment  commander? 

MacAktiiur. 

General  Bates  relieved  General  Young  at  San  Fernando,  and  the 
latter,  to  whom  the  mounted  and  ai^tillery  companies  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Infantry  and  the  two  battalions  of  the  Twenty -second  Infantry 
had  been  ordered  to  report,  advanced  with  the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry, 
the  two  companies  of  tlie  Thirt} -seventh  Infantry,  and  a  portion  of  trie 
Fourth  Cavalry  on  Arayat,  which  he  captured  with  the  loss  of  only 
one  man  (a  private  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry  severely  wounded), 
and  drove  the  enemy  back  on  the  Maralang  road,  who,  before  retreat- 
ing, fired  the  town,  which  was  partially  destroyed.  Here  the  gunboat 
Florida  and  Ballance's  Battalion  of  the  Twenty -second  Infantry  joined 
the  column:  here  the  crossing  of  the  troops  and  wagon  transportation 
to  the  east  bank  of  the  river  was  to  be  effected,  and  for  tliis  purpose 
the  flat  boats  had  been  constructed  at  Calumpit  The  gunboats  Oe^U^ 
Florida^  and  L<imma  de  Bay  had  been  sent  to  Oalumpit,  the  first  two 
to  tow  the  loaded  cascoes  up  the  river  from  that  point  and  the  latter 
for  patrol  duty.  The  first  consignment  of  supplies  left  Calumpit  for 
Arayat  on  October  13. 
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Upon  the  previous  day  extended  reconnoissances  had  been  made  by 
the  troops  on  the  north  Manila  line  and  from  the  Pasig  River.  Major 
Choatham  with- a  battalion  of  his  regiment  (the  Thirty-seventh  Infan- 
try) had  proceed(^d  from  San  Pedro  Macati  down  the  east  shore  of  the 
Lacuna  de  Bay  to  Muntinhipa.  He  drove  out  the  enemy,  which, 
assembling  in  force  on  the  outskiils,  awaited  an  opportunity  to 
ambush  his  troops.  Under  the  direction  of  a  guide,  wno  had  ofifered 
his  services  gratuitously,  a  detachment  of  Cheatham's  men  were  led 
into  the  brush,  tired  upon  by  a  concealed  enemy  and  3  killed,  the 
remainder  escaping  into  the  town.  Major  Cheatham  had  encountered 
much  opposition  on  his  advance  and  had  about  consumed  his  ammuni- 
tion ana  rations.  He  succeeded  in  forwarding  information  of  his  con 
dition  into  Pasig  by  the  lake,  from  which  the  requisite  supplies  were 
immediately  sejit  him.  The  next  morning  he  brusned  away  the  enemy 
from  his  front,  proceeded  westward,  following  trails  unknown  to  him, 
and  after  marching  a  few  miles  turned  to  the  right  and  entered  Bacoor 
that  evening.  There  was  no  more  difficulty  in  that  section  of  Cavite 
Province  for  seveml  weeks,  and  the  Spaniards  who  had  taken  service 
wilh  the  insurgents  were  ready  to  abandon  the  enterprise  and  accept 
transportation  to  Spain  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States.  On 
October  16  the  commanding  officer  at  Pasig  telegraphed: 

There  is  at  i>re8ont  detained  here  First  Lieut.  Diego  Morenillo  y  Pecon,  who  waa 
an  artificer  of  artillery  in  the  Spanish  anny.  Was  captured  in  Santa  Cruz  by  the 
Filipinos  September  1,  1898.  He  was  kept' prisoner  until  forced  by  circumstancee 
into  the  Filipino  service,  together  with  other  S^ianiards.  He  is  now  stationed  at 
Santa  Rosa,  on  the  lake,  and  appears  liere  as  a  delegate  from  Maj.  Manuel  Ruiz,  in 
charge  of  artillery,  who  with  other  Spaniards  desire  to  quit  their  present  service  and 
leave  the  country.  He  proposes  to  aid  in  the  capture  of  Bifiang,  Santa  Rosa,  and 
Cabuvao,  promising  to  arrange  guns  so  that  they  will  fire  wild  oi  American  troops, 
and  that  tne  latter  shall  not  lire  at  them.  There  are  about  15  pieces  of  artillery  of 
various  kinds,  iu(;luding  one  Krupp  8-centimeter,  rapid  fire,  and  machine  guns.  His 
detailed  proposition  is  given  below.  The  reference  to  sentenced  prisoners  refers  to 
Ruiz,  who  was  confined  for  stabbing  affrav  in  September  by  American  authorities. 
Pecon  says  four  companies  in  cascoes  with  a  launch  could  take  the  three  places 
mentioned.  He  says  they  are  important  i)laces  for  the  insurgents,  who  are  supplied 
from  there  with  provisions  and  money.  He  thinks  early  action  should  be  taken  or 
the  pieces  may  ha  withdrawn  to  the  hills.  The  insurgents  have  an  arsenal  at  Lipa, 
where  ammunition  is  prepareil.  He  says  they  are  well  supplied.  Will  visit  Tasuig 
this  afternoon,  returning  by  4,  where  orders  may  meet  me.  Receiving  none,  ^lall 
return  to  San  Pedro.  Pecon  is  accompanied  by  three  Filipinos,  who  desire  also,  he 
states,  to  desert  and  return  to  Manila. 

The  proposition  is  as  follows: 

General  Otis,  Manila  : 

\ye  l)elieve  the  prosecution  of  the  present  w^ar  between  the  Filipinos  and  the 
United  States  to  be  unhumanitarian  and  prejudicial  for  both  countries. 

1.  Speaking  for  these  men  who  are  under  my  orders,  I  come  to  make  you  the  fol- 
lowing proposition : 

Par.  1.  As  soon  as  we  come  to  a  mutual  understanding  we  will  permit  the  free 
entry  of  American  trooi>s  without  resistance  or  bloodshed. 

Par.  2.  We  desire  an  indemnification  for  each  man,  including  the  soldiers,  accord- 
in|j  to  his  grade  and  apjwintment. 

Par.  8.  We  desire  uocumcnt*^  from  you  that  will  guarantee  our  personal  safety. 

Par.  4.  We  desire  documentarv  statement  from  the  American  Government  to  the 
effect  that  our  past  connection  with  the  revolution  is  forgotten  and  condoned,  and  in 
case  one  of  our  i)arty  should  be  sentenced  for  a  past  onense,  committed  under  the 
American  regime,  that  this  sentence  shall  l)e  condoned. 

Par.  5.  Allow  us  free  tran8iX)rtation,  or  the  amount  thereof,  on  account  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  to  such  foreign  parts  as  we  may  select. 

Par.  6.  Hand  to  us  checks,  or  promises  to  pay,  for  the  amounts  that  you,  in  accord 
with  the  Government,  decide  to  ])ay  us  for  indemnification;  these  checks  to  be 
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I^^^Qd  us  before  leaving  Santa  Rosa  and  oonaidered  as  reward  for  delivering  the 
o|^!^^  of  artillery.  And  in  case  we  do  not  come  to  an  understanding,  and  we  are 
^^^^^  to  defend  ourselves  because  of  the  nonacceptanoeof  this  proposition,  we  state 
^^^^re  not  responsible  for  any  disasters  which  may  consequently  occur.  The  guar- 
oy^^^  and  explications  which  you  may  need  in  proof  of  this  proposition  can  be 
^W^^^ned  from  the  delegate,  the  Dearer  of  this  letter,  who  is  authorized  by  us  to  close 
^Xs  proposition  as  soon  as  you  and  he  reach  an  understanding. 
Santa  Rosa,  14th  of  October,  1899. 

The  Chief  op  Artillery,  a  Spaniard, 

No  heed  was  ^iven  to  this  dispatch,  and  later  in  the  day  a  telegram 
^^as  received  which  indicated  that  the  time  to  take  action  on  the  prop- 
osition had  passed,  even  if  we  desired  to  entertain  it.     The  informa- 
t»ion  it  contamed  was  not  true,  for  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  men  reported 
to  have  been  slaughtered  have  since  arrived  in  Manila.     The  telegram 
Is  as  follows: 

Calamba,  October  16,  1899. 
Adjutant-Gekeral  First  Division: 

While  cruising  down  the  lake  at  8.30  overhauled  a  casco  with  two  Spxaniards.  one 
a  second  lieutenant  and  one  a  sergeant  in  the  insurgent  army.  They  surrenaered 
and  asked  that  the  casco  be  sent  down  to  Santa  Rosa  to  receive  the  rest  of  the  gar- 
rison, which  wished  to  surrender,  witli  their  arms  and  6  Aeld  pieces.  I  towed  Uie 
(^asco  down  to  Santa  Rosa,  but  everything  looked  de8erte<l.  I  did  not  ^  closer  than 
one-half  mile  from  shore,  fearing  trap.  One  of  the  prisoners  went  in  alone  in  a 
small  boat  to  get  natives  to  pole  the  casco  in.  I  soon  saw  him  return  in  hot  haste. 
lie  reported  tlmt  the  insurgents  had  come  up  from  Biflang  and  murdered  the  seven 
remaining  Spanish  officers.  No  shots  were  fire<I,  and  I  returned  to  Calamba,  turning 
the  two  prisoners  and  one  Remington  over  to  the  Twenty-flirHt  Infantry. 

Lakson,  Commanding  Napindan, 

General  Lawton  left  Manila  for  San  Fernando  on  October  15  with 
instructions  to  push  his  advance  on  to  San  Isidro,  leaving  sufficient 
force  along  the  river  from  Arayat  north  to  protect  his  supplies,  which 
were  being  transported  by  boat.  His  force  was  to  consist  of  3,500 
men,  to  be  attended  by  40  escort  wagons  and  such  additional  cart 
transportation  as  he  might  require,  the  same  to  l>e  secured  from  the 
inhabitants.  He  was  directed  to  seize  upon  Aliaga  and  Cabanatuan. 
both  important  stmtegic  points,  as  soon  as  possible  after  he  had  secured 
possession  of  the  Spanisn  post  of  San  Lsidro  (a  walled  inclosure  sup- 
plied with  quarters,  bari*acks,  and  storehouses),  to  reconnoiter  toe 
immediately  surrounding  country,  and  await  instructions  to  govern 
any  extended  advance  until  information  concerning  the  movements  of 
the  enemy  could  be  obtained.  On  October  17  he  telegraphed  from 
Arayat  that  the  ferry  had  been  completed,  that  troops  were  crossing 
to  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  and  that  an  advance  on  Cabiao  would  be 
made  that  night. 

In  the  meantime  the  insurgents  were  active  in  General  MacArthur's 
sphere  of  operations.  On  October  15  the  General  telegraphed  informa- 
tion which  ne  had  just  received  from  Baliuag,  where  six  companies  of 
the  Third  Infantry,  a  troop  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  two  pieces  of 
artillery  were  stationed.     The  telegram  was  as  follows: 

Anqeles,  October  15,  1899, 
Adjt7tai«t-General  Depabtbcbnt  of  the  Pacific: 

Following  received  from  commanding  officer,  Balioag:  "Ontpoet  on  east  and  north 
and  west  flank  succeflsively  attacked  at  9.30, 11.30,  and  1.30  last  night  No  casualties 
on  our  side.  Oarefol  investi^tion  by  scouts  and  spies  shows  about  2,000  insui^gents 
and  four  field  guns  in  the  vicinity  of  Baliuag;  1,200  more  are  expected,  when  a  si^ge 
is  promised." 

Upon  inquiry  for  further  information  in  the  premises,  following  was  received  from 
the  commaiiding  officer,  Baliuag: 
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"I  have  no  doubt  about  the  accuracy  of  the  information  eent  you  to-day.  It  has 
been  vorifie<l  in  j*everal  ways.  The  fjuns  and  carriages  have  been  minutely  described. 
l*i<)  del  Pilar  has  U'en  8et»n  in  the  vicinity.  Total  number  reported  to  me  was  about 
4,(XX),  but  all  not  Inking:  amieil.  I  have  not  reported  the  unarmed.  The  natives  are 
evacniatin^  all  around." 

MacAbthur. 

And  later  in  the  day  the  commanding  officer  at  Baliuag  reported 
that  he  had  a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  hold  his  position.  His 
estimate  of  numbers  wjis  greatly  exaggerated,  as  at  that  time  there 
could  not  have  been  more  than  500  insurgents  in  front  of  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  Baliuag.  On  the  following  day  he  telegraphed  that  the 
insurgents  in  his  front  were  disappearing  and  that  part  of  Pilar's 
forces  in  the  neighborhood  of  San  Rafael  had  fallen  back  toward 
Maasin.  On  October  16  the  following  information  was  received  from 
Genenil  MacArthur:

At  2  o'clock  this  mominj?  an  extensive  demonstration  was  commenced  by  insur- 
gents against  this  place.  They  appeared  in  detached  bodies  on  the  entire  front, 
extending  from  the  Porat!  road  on  tne  left  around  nearly  to  the  railroad  on  the  ri^ht— 
that  is  to  say,  on  the  arc  of  a  circle  about  225  degrees.  They  opened  with  artillery 
which  they  used  freely  in  the  early  stages  of  the  demonstration,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  this  division  injured  men  with  projectiles,  3  men  being  thus  hit.  The  sub- 
sistence storehouse  was  struck  seven  or  eight  times  by  cannon  shot  and  shell.  Fras- 
ments  of  projectiles  ret'^overed  indicate  that  insurants  have,  among  others,  a  small 
gun  using  American- ma<le  ammunition  exactly  like  that  supplied  our  Hotchkih>8 
revolving  cannon.  Part  of  a  brass  shell  taken  from  a  wound^  man  shows  that  it 
was  made  in  Conne<'ticut  and  compares  exactly  with  Hotchkiss  revolving  ammuni- 
tion which  we  have  for  the  service  of  our  gun.  Is  it  possible  a  Hotchkiss  revolving 
cannon  was  capturcnl  at  Orani  from  the  naval  launeii  lost  there?  The  insui^nts 
withdrew  l^efore  daylight,  thus  preventing  any  offensive  action  on  our  part.  The 
affair  was  prearrange<l  undoubtedly,  and  elaborately  prepared,  and  its  general  fea- 
tures much  like  the  event  of  June  16  at  San  Fernando.  Our  casualties  were  1 
enlisted  man  mortal Iv  wounded  who  died  on  the  field;  Acting-Surgeon  Stafford  and 
8  soldiers  wounded,  2  of  the  latter  severely.  As  the  entire  transaction  was  in  the 
dark,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  enemy's  force  and  loss.  Our  fire  discipline  was 
good,  however,  and  there  must  have  been  some  corresponding  result.  The  force 
employed  by  the  insurgents  must  have  been  considerable,  as  the  demonstration  was 
to  a  great  extent  simultaneous,  and  extended  over  a  front  of  several  miles. 

While  these  things  were  going  on  at  Angeles,  a  very  feeble  demonstration  was 
made  against  the  battalion  at  Calulut.  I  attach  no  special  significance  to  the  trans- 
action, and  sup]K)se  similar  affairs  \till  occur  from  time  to  time  until  we  are  prepared 
to  make  a  general  advance. 

MacArthur. 

On  October  17  the  (Jeneral  telegraphed  from  Angeles: 

Following  received  from  General  Bates:  "Colonel  Bell,  leaving  small  garriBon  at 
Bacolor,  Santa  Rita,  and  Guagua,  moved  out  about  8  p.  m.  yestenmy  with  Dalance  of 
regiment,  alxjut  600  strong,  attempted  surprise  of  insurgents  at  Porac  and  vicinity. 
They  got  wind  of  his  corning  and  fled.  At  4  this  morning,  with  part  of  his  force,  he 
struck  two  companies  of  insurgents,  killing  2,  capturing  13  prisoners  and  15  guns. 
Bell's  casualtie^s  were,  killed.  Private  Willard  Winters,  Company  H;  wounded,  Pri- 
vate Samuel  Williams,  Company  M.  Williams  and  body  of  Winters  have  been  for- 
warded to  Manila  on  afternoon  train.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  Thirty-sixth  appear 
to  have  shown  great  gallantry.  Captain  Smiley  and  Lietenant  Co  wen  of  my  staff 
were  with  Colonel  Bell.  Colonel  Bell  appears  to  have  been  back  at  Bacolor  about 
6  p.  m.  to-day." 

On  the  22d  the  following  was  received:

AsucccHsful  scout,  ina<ie  l)y  Lieutenant  Ferguson,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry  Volonteers. 
is  rei)orte<l  as  follows:  **  Went  to  Lul)ao  by  wav  of  Sesmoan.  Very  baid  road.  Had

Lawton's  column  had  now  taken  up  tho.  advance  north  from  Arayat. 
It  had  been  joined  by  the  two  .squadronn  of  the  Third  Cavalry  and 
two  companies  Macabebe  scouts.  The  Thirty-fourth  Infantry  and  an 
additional  troop  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  would  soon  be  en  route  to 
join.  The  advance  was  conducted  by  General  Young  in  person,  and 
on  October  18  General  Ijawton  telegi*aphed  as  follows:

The  following  just  received  from  CTcneral  Young:  **Batson  with  his  scouts  left 
here  (Ara>'at)  at  12  o'clock  last  night.  Struck  two  companiew  of  insurgents  in  trenches 
at  San  >iateo  at  daylight  this  a.  m.  Attacked  in  front  and  flank.  He  drove  the 
enemy  from  the  trenches,  pursued  them  vigorously  until  they  were  thoroughly  dis- 
persed and  demoralized.  Several  of  the  enemy  killed;  25  pnsoners,  including  cap- 
tain and  lieutenant;  captured  a  few  arms.  My  loss,  1  man  killed.  Prisoners  say  no 
soldiers  at  Cabiao.  Alx>ut  400  at  San  Isidro.  Captain  Ballance  with  his  battalion 
is  well  up  in  support  of  Batson.'*  I  will  arrive  at  Cabiao  with  most  of  my  force 
to-morrow  a.  m.

The  following  received  from  General  Young:  "Command  inar('he<l  from  Cabiao  at 
8.30  a.  m.  Encountered  the  heaviest  resistance  at  stream  near  San  Fernando,  where 
the  enemy  had  torn  up  the  bridge.  Arrived  San  Isidro  about  1.30  p.m.  Casual- 
ties, 1  killed,  3  wounded,  all  of  Twentv-second  Infantry.  Can  not  get  names  until 
Ballance  returns  from  Gapan.  General  Pio  del  Pilar  commanded  the  troops,  coming 
in  from  San  Miguel  last  night.  The  larger  force  of  enemy  retreated  up  river  with 
Pilar.  One  Spanish  prisoner  and  15  insurrec^tos  captured  to-dav.  Do  not  know 
enemy's  loss.    The  iHJople  in  this  town  seem  to  be  very  friendly."

On  October  22  inquiry  was  made  of  General  Lawton  for  the  par- 
ticulars of  the  situation,  informing  him  that  the  entire  Thirty-fourth 
Infantry,  and  sufficient  nmles  and  wagons  to  increase  the  number  of 
his  escort  wagons  to  40,  would  be  sent  him  on  or  l>efore  the  25th 
instant.  The  following  telegraphic  correspondence  extending  over  a 
period  of  several  days  is  probably  the  best  presentation  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  northern  column  during  the  period  which  can  be  given. 
It  is  quite  lengthy,  but  furnishes  very  full  mformation  of  occurrences. 
The  telegrams  are  herein  recorded  in  order  of  dates. 

Cabiao,  Octoljer ;?;?,  1899, 
Greneral  Schwan, 

Chief  of  Staff,  Manila: 

Yours  of  to-day  just  received.  The  situation  is  simply  one  of  transportation.  The 
river  is  dead  low.  About  the  same  as  when  I  was  here  in  May  ana  the  prospect  is 
that  there  will  be  no  more  high  water,  at  least  onlv  temporary  rises.  The  launches 
drawing  4  feet  or  less  will  give  me  all  I  reqnir^  otherwise  I  must  have  100  or  more 
bull  teams  to  haul  from  below  Cabiao  to  ban  Isidro.  I  am  sure  that  the  launches 
and  something  that  can  float  and  tow  n  casoo  can  be  had.  I  will  send  my  chief 
quartermaster  to  Manila  to  secure  them.  Even  the  small  launches  from  the  trans- 
ports might  doy  bat  the  laige  launches  can  work  only  on  the  lower  river.    There  is 
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no  enemy  of  consequence  in  this  vicinity.  I  shall  not  break  down  and  wear  out  my 
mule  transportation  hauling  mv  supplies  up  river.  I  will  need  them  to  follow  and 
supply  column.  As  soon  as  I  nave  ten  days'  supplies  ahead  at  San  Isidro,  I  shall 
occupy  AUaga  and  Cabanatuan  simultaneously.

River.  After  a  brisk  little  fight  drove  nim  out,  with  a  loss  to  U8  of  1  killed  and  2 
wounded.  The  new  Hotchkiss  ammunition  is  a  failure.  The  Taboatin  River  is 
about  double  the  width  and  twice  the  depth  in  both  banks  of  the  Tanbi  River. 
Chane  crossed  a  mile  up  with  great  difficulty,  and  the  battery  is  now  crossing  one 
gun  at  a  time  on  rafts  hastily  constructed  at  this  point.  The  Laguna  de  Bay  rendered 
me  very  great  assistance.  I  send  this  by  my  aid.  Lieutenant  Smedburg,  who  can 
explain  evervthing  to  you  in  person.  It  is  now  3  p.  m.,  and  I  have  heand  nothing 
of  the  Fourtfi  Cavalry.  Lieutenant  Smedburg  will  direct  the  train  to  camp  on  the 
road  off  Dangu,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  from  the  enemy's  sharpshooters, 
and  where  plentv  of  green  rice  can  be  had  for  the  animals.  It  will  take  two  days 
to  construct  a  bridge  here.  The  road  otherwise  is  good.  Enemy's  force  reported 
to  be  1,000.  Do  not  think  they  have  nearly  so  many.  (Signed)  Young,  brigadier-

Fortunato  Jiminez,  Captain  Commanding,  gives  the  names  of  American  prisoners 
held  here,  named:  C.  D.  Bard,  C.  L.  Davis,  T.  Hayes  and  <.'.  Baker.  It  is  a  very  great 
assistance  to  me.  Have  Batson's  tw<)  companies  on  west  bank  as  ord€»red.  I  w^ould 
like  very  much  to  have  Dorrinj^on's  s<^outs.  The  tem|)orary  bamboo  bridge  at 
Arrovo,  just  north  of  this  point  will  serve  U)  pass  the  infantry,  the  mountain  guns, 
and  t^e  cavalry.  There  seems  to  be  enough  luml)er  in  the  remains  of  the  old  bridge 
to  make  a  new  bridge  for  wagons  a  short  distance  below  the  site  of  the  old  one.  I 
need  UxAs  and  engineers  to  have  this  bridge  made  simultaneously  with  the  one  over 
the  Taboatin.  The  agent  of  Warner  Barnes  &  Co.,  at  Laluente,  oj)posite  Santa  Rosa, 
has  f urnishe<l  us  nine  dressed  smal  1  sheep,  some  cliickens,  and  rice.  A  casco  belonging 
to  the  insurgents  has  just  l)een  brouj^ht  in  from  up  the  river.  It  contains  coiw  of 
large  rojve,  railroad  iron,  and  bridge  timl)ers.  I  am  sending  it  down  to  San  Isidro, 
after  taking  out  what  ma^  l>e  necessary  for  the  bridge  across  the  Taboatin.  I  have 
but  two  bsSicas  here,  which  are  necessary  to  bring  across  the  river  the  supplies  pur- 
chased aforementioned.  Tliese  will  1x3  necessary  to  bring  over  the  unhulfed  rice  for 
the  Third  Cavalry  on  their  arrival  here.  Please  instruct  officers  to  give  proper 
receipts  for  supplies  taken  from  this  finn.  I  expect  to  get  two  days'  rations  across 
Talwatin  on  raft  this  evening,  and  to  proceed  to-morrow  morning  with  battalion 
Twenty-second  and  souadron  Third  Cavalry  to  Cabanatuan,  trusting  to  C/olonel  Hayes 
with  s(]uadron  Fourth  and  engineers  to  follow  me  with  supplies.  Colonel  Hayes 
furnished  rations.

The  followinj^  juHt  receive<l  from  Greneral  Young:  **Talavera,  Tuesday,  Novem- 
ber 7,  1899 — Acljutant-General,  Cabanatuan:  Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  our  outposts 
and  camp  were  attacked  by  a  strong  force  of  the  enemy,  said  to  number  300,  sent 
under  command  of  a  colonel  from  Tarlac  with  orders  to  recapture  this  town.  Attack 
was  ma^le  at  4  o'clock  a.  m.  Two  hundred  of  the  attacking  forces  were  regulars 
from  Tarlac,  the  remainder  being  picked  up  and  forcei  into  the  service.  They 
undoubte<llv  ex|)ected  to  surprine  us,  but  my  outposts  were  on  the  alert  and  my 
command  /ormed  line  promptly  anrl  moved  out  in  support  of  the  outposts.  The 
enemy  made  three  successive  charges  to  trumpet  signal  sounded  by  the  trumpeters 
of  their  column.  During  the  last  charge  one  of  the  enemy  was  killed  within  leas 
than  50  yanls  of  our  lines.  Captured  one  very  severely  wounded,  with  Mauser  rifle 
and  ammunition.  From  blooiistains  must  have  been  several  more  casualties.  We 
were  fortunate  in  having  no  casualties,  but  1  pony  killed  and  2  horses  wounded,  not 
severe.  My  forces  are  in  good  shape,  and  1  (tan  maintain  myself  if  I  have  supplies. 
The  five  days'  half  rations  are  up  to-night.  I  urgently  request  that  rations  be  sent  at 
once.  Respectfully,  Hayes,  Lieutenant-Colonel,  Commanding."  General  Young's 
advance  is  at  Talavera  by  this  time,  and  he  has  instructions  to  push  on  as  rapioly 
as  possible.  My  advanced  troops  will  be  on  half  rations,  bread  and  meat,  from  this 
time.  This  attack  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  moving  up  troops  from  Arayat  and 
Cabiao,  or,  after  getting  my  supply  trains  forward,  abandoninfi:  my  line  to  San  Isidro, 
and  looking  to  Dagupan,  or  some  ix)int  south  of  there  on  railroiui  for  n6xt  sapplies.

Parker  accompanied  the  courier  bearing  "dispatches  to  you  as  far  as  Mofioz, 
with  instructions  to  conduct  Wessells  on  the  road  to  Lui^ao  and  Humingan  and  leave 
orders  for  Ballance  and  the  batterv  to  follow.     Wessells  had  not  arrived  at  that 
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point  at  3  o'clock.  He  then  sent  dispatch  as  follows  to  Colonel  Wessells:  '  Genentl 
Voung  will  expect  you  to  arrive  at  Lupao  early  to-morrow.  He  desires  that  not  only 
your  commana,  but  that  all  the  troops  that  follow  you,  as  well  as  the  train,  go  the 
direct  troad  to  Lupao.'  Parker  returned  6  p.  m.  Stated  that  the  rain  to-day  had 
made  the  road  extremely  difficult.  One  company  Macabebes  scouted  country  in 
direction  of  Lupao  this  morning.  They  returned  at  noon,  bringing  in  personal  and 
official  papers  of  General  I^nera,  whose  son  wo  held  here  an  ]>risonor.  Batson, 
believing  Lanera  with  some  force  to  be  in  the  mountains  near  here,  started  out  with 
one  company  about  3  o'clock.  A  messenger  from  him  has  just  arrived  with  note  as 
follows:  *4  a.  m. — On  trail  of  General  Lanera;  within  two  liours  of  him;  will  fol- 
low. Before  4  a.  m.  our  i)eople  were  fired  upon  by  a  few  Mausers  far  up  in  the 
mountains,  alx)ut  the  time  they  found  Lanera's  baggage  hidden  in  the  wckkIs.  They 
were  unable  to  see  an  enemy,  with  the  l)agga^  were  taken  1  Winchester  with  plenty 
of  anmiunition  and  1  shotgun,'  a  courier  with  a  dinpatch  from  Tarlac  addressed 
'Officer  in  charge  of  telegraph  station  at  Pantabangan,'  with  copies  of  nioi't  urgent 
telegrams  via  Koi^ales,  San  Quentin,  Bunion,  and  at  top  of  envelope  *  ViaBaninat^sis;' 
also  dispatches  containing  im|)ortant  infonnation.     All  are  inclosed  herewith." 

I  gather  fn>m  these  dispatches  that  Aguinaldo  was  in  Tarlac  yestc^nlay;  that  all 
important  prisoners  of  ours  held  by  the  enemy  are  in  Aj>arri  or  near  there;  that  a 
telegraph  line  is  onlered  constnicted  fn)m  Banil>ang,  ])rovince  of  Nueva  Vizcaya, 
near  Bayonbong,  cm  the  Rio  (Jrande  de  Oagayan,  over  the  mountains  to  Tayug,  via 
Cayapa.  The  Cayapa  referred  to  is  a  little  town  in  the*  mountains  over  the  divide, 
northeast  of  Tayug.  It  is  nc>t  known  on  any  maj>  that  I  liave,  Init  the  postmaster 
here  pointed  out  the  location  and  said  letters  had  come  from  that  place.  He 
insisted  that  it  was  not  the  Cuyapo  near  Tarlac.  I  (!onsi<ler  these  dispatches  very 
important  as  showing  Agiiinaldo*s  intentions.  Unless  I  hear  fmm  you  before  to-mor- 
row morning,  it  is  my  intention  to  leave  one  conijmnv  Mat*abel>eH  and  Dorrington's 
ficouts,  together  with  train  guards  and  train  of  Hayes's  squadron,  at  this  ixiint,  and 
move  with  three  companies  Macabebes  and  Dodd's  troop  tr)  Lupao,  lioping  that  Wes- 
sells will  join  me  there,  and  from  that  iM>int  will  push  on  to  liumingan.  Every  hour 
is  precious  now,  anrl  I  see  complete  success  within  our  grasp  if  Wessells,  Ballance, 
and  the  mountain  battery  can  get  to  Lupao  to-morrow.  My  staff  officers,  orderlies, 
and  I  have  been  living  on  what  we  earned  in  our  saddle  |K)ckets  since  1  left  you  in 
Cabanatuan;  we  can  for  three  days  yet,  and  hof)e  that  the  train  escorted  by  ^teever 
will  come  to  us  at  Humiugan  on  the  llth.

— To  Adjutant-General  Cavalry  Brigade, 
First  Division:  I  have  the  honor  to  reix)rt  that  at  half  past  10 o'clock  this  morning  I 
interce])te<l  an<l  captured  17*2  bol<^  men  of  the  insurgent  anny.  These  men  are  part 
of  a  invcv  of  400  tliat  left  Nueva  Vizcava  on  Monday,  6th  instant,  under  orders  from 
AguinaMo  t«)  ])rocee<l  to  this  place  and  act  as  i^scort.  for  Colonel  Emer,  private  secre- 
tary to  Ajininaldo,  and  now  here  in  custody,  and  turn  overall  the  property  per- 
taining to  the  insurgent  army  and  government  that  escaped  capture  bv  the  Fourth 
( "avalrv  at  Tahivera.  AjniinaUlo^s  orders  were  addressed  to  General  CWon,  who  is 
the  ofli<uT  evi<lently  in  comman<l  of  the  insurgent  forces  in  the  province  of  Nueva 
Vizcava.  On  the  arrival  of  the  400  men  at  Rosario,  228  of  their  numlier  remained 
tliere  to  ])rocuresupj)lies  and  rest.  Major  Coleman,  with  the  property  in  his  charge, 
was  to  have  btvn  escorte<l  from  tliis  place  t^)  Nueva  Vizcaya.  The  prisoners  captureii 
were  without  firearms  and  carried  one  day's  rations  of  rice.  Among  the  prisoners 
captured  an?  I  ca[>tain,  1  first  li(Mitenant,  and  (i  second  lieutenants.  The  total  num- 
ber of  prisoners  now  held  ])y  me  is  175.  I  urgently  request  that  I  be  reinforced  at 
once  by  the  secon<l  squadron  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  and  that  I  be  furnished  with 
mtions  at  the  earliest  i)ossible  moment.  My  command  is  reduced  by  detachments 
and  scouting  ]xirties  in  the  direction  of  Rosario,  but  the  roads  are  almost  impassable 
and  it  is  feared  that  but  little  can  be  accomplished.  Hayes,  lieutenant-colonel,  com- 
manding.^'

The  following?  ju.«t  received  from  (rencral  Youn<r,  dated  San  Quentin,  November 
H,  6  p.  m.:  "Major-General  Lawlon:  C'aj)ture<l  lluniin^n  early  this  morning  after 
sli><ht  skirmish  of  Hatson's  men  with  about  100  insurjrents.  Thev  were  followcnl 
rapidlv  in  the  direction  of  Kosales  by  I)o<ld,  but  all  <lisaj)jH'ared  in  tfie  jungle.  Two 
were  tilled.  Dodd's  j>ur>nit  was  che<*ke<l  l)y  a  swamj)  where  many  of  his  horses 
were  mire<l.  Wessclls,  following  closely  U'ITiikI,  was  pushed  on,  ent^Ting  this  place 
at  10.30  a.  m.,  killing  1  insurgent.  He  jmshed  on  rapidly,  entering  Tayug  at  1.15 
p.  m.  There  was  but  small  force  at  that  point,  which  fled*  in  the  direction  of  San 
rJicolds.  One  troop  followe<l  rapidly,  but  had  not  returned  at  thetime  Wessells's 
courier  left  f<>r  this  j)oint.  The  courier  from  that  troop  reported  verbally  a  fight  at

salt;  1,1^00  uniform  coats,  new,  lK.*si<les  a  lot  of  blankets  and  minor  articles.  He  also 
captured  Maj.  Santiago  Tickache,  commissary  and  (|uartermiustA'r  in  the  relK'l  army, 
ami  ()9  Spanish  prisoners.  He  Reports  <|uite  a  number  sick  and  wounded  in  the  hos- 
pital there.  Wessells's  march  yesterday  and  to-dav  has  tired  out  horses  and  made 
them  leg  weary.  He  has  plenty  of  feed  for  thenj  where  he  now  is  and  I  shall  allow 
him  one  r)r  two  days'  rest.  Mv  forces  are  disjK)sed  as  follows:  Wessells,  with  Swi- 
gert's  squadron  at  Tayug;  Do^fd's  troop  with  me  at  Quingua;  Katson's  Macal)ebe 
scouts  at  Plumingan;  Hayes  with  Augur's  s(juadron,  and  I)orringtonV  scouts  San 
Jc^  and  Carranglan;  Chase's  troop  an<l  Hallance's  Imttalion,  Twenty-secon<l  Infantry, 
Kfxjhler's  l>attery,  and  Scott's  company,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  are  en  route  and 
should  l>e  in  Humingan  t<>-mi>rrow.  Castner's  scouts  at  Talavera,  unless  ordered 
forward  by  you.  Morton's  s<juadroii  of  the  Fourth,  and  Steever  with  half  hiss<]uad- 
ron  of  the  Third,  are  guardmg  supply  train  somewhere  l)etwtK?n  Cabanatuan  and 
this  point,  I  know  not  where.  Tlu^  road  up  to  Humingan  is  alxnit  as  ba<l  as  it  well 
can  ne  and  retain  the  name  of  roa<l.  From  Humingan  to  this  ])oint  it  has  l>eeu 
repaired  within  th(»  past  w(»ek  by  the  insurgents,  and  is  in  fine  c<>ndition;  from  this 
point  to  Tayug  it  is  reported  bad.  Kverything  indicates  the  intention  of  the  leaders 
of  the  insurrection  a  week  ago  to  carry  the  seat  oi  government  through  to  Rayon- 
bf>ng,  Nueva  Vizcaya.  I  heliev<'  all  our  prisoners  have  been  sent  in  that  <lire(!tion.

1  will  feel  out  for  Whea- 
ton  to-morrow.  \Ves.***^lls,  Batson,  and  I)<Mld  deserve  nnich  credit  for  the  good  work 
accomplishe*!.  I  inclose  two  cards  written  l>y  Dr.  Admenassian,  a  Frenchman,  pris- 
oner in  the  liands  of  the  insurgents,  given  to  a  Filipino  in  Humingan,  'who  was  kind 
to  the  prisoners  as  they  j>a.'<«e(l  through  en  route  to  Bayonl>ong.  The  man  who  gave 
me  the  cards  state<l  that  h(^  thought  the  day  they  passed  through  was  about  Sej>t<^in- 
lH»r  15,  1899.  rUiase  forward  the  c^ird  a<ldress(Ml  to  No.  9  Kscolta,  Manila.  1  think 
it  will  \)i\  difficult  for  A^uinahlo  to  gr»  through  our  lines  to  the  north  or  east,  unless 
hejgtjes  on  foot  after  nightfall.     Young,  brigadier-general." 

,  The  following  (;opie<l  from  the  card  referred  to  in  the  at)ove:  *'My  Dear  Sir:  The 
bearer  has  helpe<l  me.  He  is  anxious  to  go  to  the  Americans.  He  will  toll  you 
about  rae.  I  am  suffering  a  great  deal;  at  the  same  time  it  is  only  right  that  I  should 
confess  that  Mr.  Aguinaldo  gave  orders  that  I  should  be  treated  well.  J  am  going 
to  Bayonbong,  Nueva  Viscaya.  They  took  my  passport  and  will  send  it  to  Manila 
to  the  French  consul,  and  I  believe  it  will  l)e  alf  right  when  the  answer  comes.  Very

Knight 
wires  that  it  will  leave  San  Isidro  at  daybreak  with  all  rope  he  has  suitable  for  ferry 
purposes.  Jones's  battalion  reported  at  (^abiao,  leaving  there  at  7  a.  m.  today. 
liatchelor's  battalion  at  San  Isidro  with  Keller  commanding.  Thirtv-fifth  is  at 
Arayat,  mouth  of  Chico,  Camp  Lincoln  and  Cabiao.  Walsh  has  pushed  nis  men  for- 
ward well.  IMummer  is  at  Arayat.  Rio  Chico  toward  Taflac  is  from  2  to  6  miles 
wide.  IHMTionstration  there  would  be  useless.  I  therefore  ordered  Howze  to  Vic- 
toria, as  that  <'overs  only  line  of  retreat  of  enemy  south  of  Lake  Canaren.  Kennon, 
commanding."

Extracts  from  telegrams  from  General  Young  to  General  Lawton:  "One  troop  of 
cavalry  to  feel  for  Wheaton,  one  troop  sent  to  San  Nii^lds.  Thirty  bull  carta  cap- 
tured yesterday  by  Weasel  Is.  These  carts  were  carrying  records  of  insnigent  war 
department,  one  of  the  papers  captured  being  an  order  of  the  presidente  at  Callaiig- 
lan.  a  town  20  miles  northwest  ot  Tarlac,  da&d  7th,  asking  that  12  bull  carta  be  sent 
to  San  Nieolde  per  urgent  order  of  Aguinaldo.  Most  of  these  bull  carts  were  captured 
yesterday.    One  cart  covered  with  a  mat  carried  a  paper  placard  marked  'Sefior 
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Aguinaldo.'  The  |)rinting  press  complete  of  the  Herald  of  the  Revolution  and  a 
laiige  quantity  of  rice  were  captured  yesterday.  My  command  stretches  out  too 
much  to  take  further  detachments  for  pursuit  over  tne  mountains.  I  will  do  so  as 
soon  as  column  closes  up.  The  horses  are  reported  very  leg  weary.  8.30  p.  m. — 
Information  thought  to  be  reliable  was  given  by  a  Spanish  prisoner  yesterday,  pladnff 
Aguinaklo  in  Asingan.  Immediatelv  sent  a  troop  of  cavalry  to  San  Nicolite  ana 
pushed  it  out  to  San  Manuel,  a  town  due  north  of  Asin^i^an.  Returning  to  this  point, 
a  diHpatch  received  from  Thayer  on  the  road  to  Asingan  stated  that  he  had  met 
with  strong  resistance.  Swigert  immediately  sent  in  50  men  of  the  troop  remaining 
atTaguig."

Horses 
and  men  of  hin  tntop,  and  Jjieutenant  Johns<jn's  troop,  which  in  still  at  San  Nicolds, 
are  weary,  worn,  ana  hungry.  Two  men  and  several  horses  of  Lieutenant  Johnson's 
tnxjp  wounded.

I  will  push  to  Unianeta  thU 
morning  with  Batson's  Macal)ebes,  four  guns,  and  Chase,  picking  up  Swigert  and  hia 
two  troops  at  Asingan.  Ballance  and  his  battalicm  and  two  guns  will  push  to  Rosales. 
Wessells  will  hold  here  with  two  troops  and  will  keep  I'ouriers  on  road  connecting 
with  Lieutenant  Johnsrm  at  San  Nicole.  Ammunition  l)elti=i  have  not  IxH^n  replen- 
ished since  leavini;  Cabanatuan,  but  I  can  not  wait  for  train.  Do  not  know  where  it 
is.  Issued  from  the  captured  stores  one  uniform  coat  and  trousers  and  one  blanket 
each  to  the  100  Spanish  ex-prisoners  who  have  been  Imking  bread  all  night  for  my 
people.

Half  of  it  is  now  at  San  Jose 
under  Lieutenant  Ripley.  The  insui^gents  are  reported  strongly  intrenched  at  Bina^ 
lonan  with  1,060  men.

We  will  now  loave  tho  column  of  General  Lawton  operating  on  the 
line  of  San  Isidro,  C'abanatuan,  San  Jose,  Ilumingan,  and  Tayuff,  with 
detachments  at  Aliaga  and  beyond  to  Victoria,  also  on  the  rotids  lead- 
ing to  l^ongabong  east  of  Cabanatuan,  Carningian  north  of  San  Jose, 
and  to  the  north  and  west  of  Tayug,  wliile  we  report  to  the  middle  of 
Novemb(4*  the  mov(»m(»nts  of  Generals  MacArthur  and  Wheaton,  who 
in  person  connnanded  the  other  two  columns  which  took  part  in  the 
active  campaign  which  swept  Northern  Luzon.  Before  doing  so,  how- 
ever, we  d(\sir(»  to  cull  attention  very  briefly  to  the  results  which  Gen- 
eral Lawton's  troops  had  accomplisned. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  at  Manila  it  relieved  the 
Thirty-fourth  on  the  line  maintained  south  of  that  city,  and  the  latter 
being  sent  to  General  Lawton,  w^as  advanced  to  Cabanatuan,  Aliaga, 
and  vicinity.  The  Thirty -fifth  Infantry,  upon  arrival  in  the  Philip- 
pines, w  lis  uiimediately  forwarded  to  the  Arayat,  Cabiao,  and  San  Isidro 
positions.  This  made  available  beyond  Cabanatuan  the  headquarters 
and  two  sijuadronsof  the  Third  Cavalry,  two  battulionsof  the  Twenty- 
second  Infantry,  headciuarters  and  two  battalions  Twenty-fouiih 
Infantry,  a  s(iuadron  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  the  mounted  company 
and  the  mountain  gun  battery  of  the  Thirty-.seventh  Infantry,  a  por- 
tion of  Taylors  light  battery  of  the  Fourth  Artillery,  and  the  two 
native  scout  organizations  (Macabobes  and  Tagalos).  The  Third  Cav- 
alry and  a  i)art  of  the  scouts  wi^re,  on  November  15,  centered  at  Tayug, 
the  Fourth  Cavalry  held  San  Jose,  Carranglan,  and  the  mountain  roads 
north,  and  th(»  infantry  was  advancing  along  the  main  line  to  the  north- 
westward, Ballance's  battalion  being  in  the  lead  at  Humlngan.  The 
Twenty -fourth  Infantry,  part  of  the  Twenty-second,  with  detachments 
and  scouts,  held  the  road  from  Cabanatuan  to  San  Jose. 

After  great  labor  sufHcient  supplies  were  placed  at  San  Isidro  and 
Cabanatuan  to  last  the  troops  for  several  months — at  least  during  the 
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time  that  it  would  be  necesfiarv  to  maintain  so  large  a  force  in  that 
section  of  country.  The  Rio  (irande  Pampan^,  the  river  on  which 
tlie  supplies  had  to  be  moved  from  Calumpit  north,  drains  a  large  ter- 
ritory and  is  subject  during  the  rainy  si^ason  to  f  rt^qiuMit  very  sudden 
rises  and  etjuall}''  sudden  falls.  It  was  low  early  in  October,  as  there 
had  Ix^en  but  little  i*ain  for  two  or  three  wtM»ks,  so  that  the  launches 
of  the  river  transnortat ion  which  had  been  concentrated  at  (  alumpit 
could  not  j>rcK'eea  above  Aniyat.  This  was  diseouniging  to  those 
activelv  participating  in  tlu*  work  of  moving  supplies,  and  esi)ecially 
so  to  those  observers  who  liad  discovered  a  failun*  of  compn^nension 
somewhere  among  the  military  authorities  whi<h  exceeded  all  former 
manifestations  of  incompetency:  but  befon*  they  had  opjwrtunity 
to  publish  their  conclusions  tht»  windows  of  heaven  weie  opt»ned,  the 
country  was  deluged  with  rain,  and  they  \v«»re  relieved  from  anxietv. 
It  now  became  as  difficult  to  pro<*eed  with  launches  against  t\w  rapid 
current  of  the  river  as  it  had  been  to  i)ole  tin*  cascoes  up  its  late  shoal 
waters,  (icnenil  Ijiiwton,  who  n«»ver  nested,  with  that  practicability 
and  those  resourceful  characteristics  whi<*h  distinguished  him.  and 
a))lv  support<»d  by  his  assistants,  successfully  met  the  (»m(M*gencies  for 
which  tile  uncertain  river  was  responsible. 

The  rains  made  celerity  of  movement  and  the  tninsponition  of 
rations  alcove  C'abanatuan  impra^'ticabU*,  but  fortunately  th4»  troops 
found  the  stored  rations  of  the  eiu^my  at  convenient  jx)ints  and  they 
were  c^nabled  to  purchase  meat  and  forage  from  tin*  inhabitants.  They 
had  the  consolation  of  knowing  that  weather  conditions  were  as  severe 
on  the  active  insui^ents  as  upon  themselves,  and  this  knowledge 
spurred  them  on.  Their  movements,  the  captured  j)ropeitv  and  cor- 
res|x>ndence,  established  the  fact  that  Aguinaldo  was  engaged  in  trans- 
porting his  war  material  by  Bongabong,  east  of  (  abiumtuan,  bv  San 
fjfose,  north  of  the  latter  phu'e,  and  bv  Tayug  and  San  Nicolas,  in  the 
direction  of  Bayonlwng.  situated  in  tin*  mountains  of  tht»  jirovince  of 
Neuva  Vizcaya,  on  the  Kio  Cirand  de  Cagayan,  whi<'h  flows  north  to 
tlae  city  of  Ajmrri  on  the  north  coast  of  Jjuzon;  that  he  was  moving 
his  war  mat(;rial  by  evt»r\'  available  road  and  trail  connecting  the 
country  south  of  the  mountnins  and  Bayonbong  with  as  much  celerity 
as  possible,  and  that  he  was  appanMitly  rai)i(ily  executing  his  int<^ntion, 
prtwlaimed  Octo))er  r>,  to  transfer  *'  tin*  capital  of  his  repu))lic  j)rovision- 
ally  to  Bayonl)ong.  the*  capital  of  Nueva  Vizcaya."'  He  had  placed  ' 
his  troops  at  all  the  principal  points  of  the  Nu(»va  Ecija  Province,  but 
they  failed  to  give  tin*  protection  expi^cted  of  them. 

In  reporting  (leneraf  MacArthur's  ad\anc(>  northward  we  return  to 
October  22,  the  date  on  whic'h  we  dropped  the  recital  of  the  move- 
ments of  his  troops  and  when  he  was  still  maintaining  his  head(|uarters 
at  Angeles,  the  advanced  point  of  his  line.  We  shall  again  depend 
largely  upon  telemiiphic  correspondence*  to  convey  information,  as  it 
contains  a  faithful  portrayal  ana  description  of  conditions  and  events, 
at  least  as  then  understood. 

On  October  20,  the  day  upon  which  (leneral  Lawton's  troojw  had 

seized  San  Isidro,  General  Ala<'Arthur  had  telegraphed: 

• 

A  flag  from  the  insui^nt  lino8  haH  juRt  delivcru<l  a  ineraa^e  directed  to  me,  eimed 
by  Secretary  of  War  Ambronio  Floren,  in  whicli  ho  sayH  liiH  honorable  preniuent, 
General  Aguinaldo,  desires  to  Rend  a  military  comminxioii  to  Manila  (xmipoHed  of  five 
personfl  presided  over  by  an  inHaiycmt  Kcnoral.  The  purposes  of  the  commission,  as 
stated  by  General  Flon***,  in  to  arrange  with  General  Otin  diflficiilties  connected  with 
the  delivery  of  sick  Spanish  civil  and  military  prisoners.    It  is  further  stated  in  his 
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letter  tliat  the  commission  is  charged  with  other  matters  of  a  pacific  character.  These 
matters,  however,  are  not  8pecifie<L  1  have  directed  the  bearer  of  the  flaj?  to  jeo  back 
to  his  own  liiie;^  and  return  a^in  to-morrow  morning  at  10  o* clock,  at  which  time  I 
would  comniiinicate  to  him  the  answer  of  the  department  commander. 

To  which  tinswcM'  was  iininediutelv  made  as  follows: 

Manila,  October  20,  'jS99. 
General  MacArtiiik,  AmjiUm: 

Reply  to  nn»s«ijre  received  from  insurgents  in  your  front,  that  General  Otis  is 
una)»h'  to  recognize  or  re(vive  any  commission  of  gentlemen  accreditetl  by  General 
Aguiiialdo,  unless  a<vriHlite<l  by  liiiii  Ht>lely  in  his  charai^ter  as  general  in  c6ief  of  the 
insurgent  forces.

On  Octobor  2H  (loiioi-al  MacArthur  again  tclegmphed  upon  this  sub- 
ject, as  follows.

A  note  wa.s  (U^liventl  alwut  5.30  this  afternoon,  by  flag,  dated  at  Tarlac,  22d  Octo- 
l)er,  ^Ji^n^Ml  ly  Ani))rof^io  Flores,  the  general  secretary  of  war,  in  which  he  acknowl- 
e<lges  receipt  of  my  note  of  the  21st,  which  contains  the  department  commander's 
reply  in  the  former  note,  the  contents  of  which  he  informs  me  have  l)een  read  by 
his  chief,  General  Aguinaldo.  General  Flores  then  continues  as  follows:  **And.for 
the  satisfaction  of  (leneral  Otis,  I  say  in  the  name  of  my  general,  that  in  order  to 
give  evidence  of  our  humane  wntiments  and  sincere  proof  of  making  friendship  with 
the  United  States,  the  government  of  the  Filipino  republic  desires  to  deliver  to  his 
excellency,  Mr.  Otis,  as  representative  of  his  nation,  sick  Spanish  civil  and  military 
I>ris«»ners  aln-ady  liled  on  our  own  initiative."  General  Fiores  then  states  that  in 
order  to  ovcivoint^  tlie  difficultit's  of  assembling  so  lar^  a  numl)er  of  pris<^)ners,  Gen- 
eral A^ruinaldo  (•«»ntenii)lates  sending  a  military  commission  c^m[>ose<l  of  live  persons, 
presided  over  bv  one  of  their  generals,  to  ctmfer  with  (General  Otis,  and  inquiry  is 
made  if  (rentTal  Otis  is  disj>oseil  to  receive  the  said  commission  of  humanity  and  of 
T)acifi<'  chanicter.  Tlie  note  concludc^s  with  a  request  that  I  will  transmit  entire  the 
hotter  to  (iencral  r)tis,  wliich  1  think  is  perl!a]>s  <lesirable,  unk^ss  favorable  action  is 
considerefl  exjH'dient  upon  this  rt»presentation  of  its  contents,  in  which  event  I  will 
send  it  on  to-morrow  by  an  officer.  The  insurgents'  flag  will  return  at  9.30  in  the 
morning;.     I  would  thert'fore  like  definite  instructions  before  that  time. 

MacArtiiur. 

(joneral  ^lacArlhiir  was  informed  that  answer  would  await  the 
roc(Mj)t  of  the  letter,  which  w^as  delivered  by  one  of  his  staff  officers 
the  next  day.  The  j)roposition  for  a  oonferenee  was  declined  in  a 
written  reply,  for  reasons  which  will  hereafter  appear  in  this  report, 
and  also,  because  of  former  insurgent  conduct  with  regard  to  the^iie 
prisoners,  it  was  not  believed  that  the  insurgents  were  acting  in  good 
faith.     The  re})ly  is  not  at  hand,  else  it  would  l)e  given  in  full. 

The  arrival  from  the  United  States  on  October  26  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  and  Thirty -third  Infantry  made  the  reenforcement  of  the  Sec- 
ond Division  of  the  corps  (Mac  Arthur's)  practicable,  and  the  time  was 
approachinfif  when  the  movements  of  General  l-«awton  nmde  it  desirabje 
that  this  division  should  po  forward.  Two  additional  regiments  were 
needed  north  of  the  Kio  Grande  for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants 
in  the  thickly  inhabited  section  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Fernando,  Bacolor, 
and  Guagua  and  the  country  to  1)0  taken  possession  of  in  the  general 
advance*  northward.  Important  matters  in  the  Jolo  Archipelago 
recjuired  attention,  and  Brigadier-General  Bates  was  withdrawn  from 
San  Fernando  and  Brigadier-General  Grant  was  relieved  from  the 
Cavito  province  and  directed  to  report  for  duty  to  General  MacArthur, 
who  was  instructed  by  telegraph  as  follows: 

Manila,  October  29^  1899. 

Gem^ral  'yiwXKnwn,  Angeles: 

Orders  issued  to-day  wbich  relieve  General  Bates  from  and  assini  Greneral  Grant 
to  duty  in  your  division.    The  presence  of  General  Bates  demanc&d  at  once  in  the 
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t90uthem  islands,  and  it  is  desired  that  he  take  transport  to  Jolo  on  the  31st  instant. 
Twenty-fifth  Infantry  will  be  sent  you  on  Tuesday,  to  be  followed  by  a  volunteer 
regiment  very  shortly.  Please  relieve  General  Bates  bv  tele^^iaph,  and  direcl  him  to 
take  train  to^Ianilaas  early  as  to-morrow  at  least.  Anairs  m  tne  section  of  country 
Hiirn)un<1in^  San  Fernan<lo  matter  of  cont»iderable  concern  and  may  Iw  somewhat 
tn)ublcs(»nie  when  all  of  (icneral  I^wton'n  troops  have  proceede*!  northward.  The 
I>tM)ple  of  that  section  of  country  must  liave  full  protection.  Please  give  this  matter 
considerati(>n.

Affairs  to  the  westward  of  Guagua  and  Santa  Rita,  Pampanga  prov- 
inre,  and  in  fact  along  the  eastern  base  of  the  Zambales  MountainH  on 
the  road  extending  south  from  Porac  to  Orani  (a  town  on  the  Manila 
Bay  coast),  were  troublesome.  The  insurgents  of  that  section  under 
the  command  of  General  Mascardo  were  very  active  and  tlie  terrain 
made  pursuit  difficult.  Colonel  Bell  with  his  Thirty-sixth  Infantry, 
composed  of  men  who  had  seen  long  service  in  the  Philippines,  waa 
assigned  to  look  after  the  enemy  in  those  parts.  This  he  did  most 
efficienth'.  General  MacArthur  tt'legraphed  from  Angeh\'^  on  the 
29th  the  following: 

A  DJ  L'T  A  NT-(i  E  N  EK  A  L : 

Captain  French  and  Lieutenantii  Ferjriison  and  Davin,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  went 
to  reconnoiter  road  heyond  Lubao  this  afternoon.  Encountereil  from  75  to  100  ineur- 
gentti  in  newly  constructetl  trenches  ne^ir  junction  of  Hennosa  ruad  with  road  run- 
ning up  southwest  Imnk  of  Porac  River  to  Florida  Blanca.  French  attackwl  and 
drove  tnem  out,  killing  three  otficern,  K  men,  and  wounding  a  num}»er,  2  of  them  eo 
badly  that  they  were  left  l)ehind.  Captain  French  and  Lieutenant  Fergunon  severely 
but  not  dangerously  wounde<l.  One  enlisted  man  killed,  (3  W()un<led.  Detachment 
withdrew  with  dead  and  wounded  to  church  at  Lul)ao  and  nent  U)r  reenforcementfl. 
Major  Bisluip  got  there  prom]>tly  with  two  companien.  Lt'ft  half  a  comjjany  at 
junction  of  San  Roque  and  Lubao  roads  which  uttiicki^l  an<l  defeated  rc^enforce- 
ments  of  enemv  advancing  from  San  Ho(|ue.  Bishop,  fnjin  tower  of  church  in  Lubao, 
discovered  boffv  of  iravalry  approaching  from  other  side  of  town,  which  he  attacked 
and  8cattere<l  in  all  directions  an<l  killed  Major  Pedro  Salvador.  One  KragandB 
Remingtons  captured  from  the  enemy.  I^eft  in  our  hands,  4  dead  ofiicers  and  8  men. 
Also  2  wounded  and  1  captureti.  French  and  Ferguson  l)oth  had  their  horses  shot 
under  them  as  well  as  l>eing  severely  wounded. 

General  MacArthur  had  received  instructions  some  time  before  that 
he  would  hold  his  troops  in  readiness  to  advance  on  Magalang,  north- 
east of  Angeles,  when  so  directed  and  he  had  made  dispositions  ac*cord- 
ingiy.  The  following  instructions  and  inquiries  were  wired  him  on 
October  30: 

Head(]uarters  and  one  battalion  Twenty-fifth  Infantry  leave  to-mom)w  by  one  rail- 
way train  to  l^e  followed  by  train  with  remaining  battalion.  To  what  ]>oint  shall 
these  battalions  be  H<»nt?  The  Thirty-second  Volunteers  will  conmience  to  go  for- 
ward to  Angeles  on  Wednesday,  1st  proximo,  and  will  all  l)e  with  you  on  the  follow- 
ing day.  Have  in  reserve  forVou  20  4-mule  teams  and  20  pack  mules  which  will  be 
sent  you  as  soon  as  ])Oi<sible.  torps  commander  gives  you  full  discretion  in  selection 
of  regiments  in  projected  occupation  of  Magalang.  tSmith  has  been  notified  of  his 
assignment  to  the  Seventeenth  Infantry  as  its  colonel.  You  are  authorized  to  move 
the  cavalry  troop  at  Baliuag  to  any  point  you  consider  it  likely  to  be  of  most  service. 
No  objection  to  your  resuming  din?ct  c<»mmand  of  troops  at  Candaba  and  using  Mao- 
abebe  scouts  an  proposed. 

On  the  same  day  the  General  telegraphed  that  members  of  the  family 
of  an  insurgent  cabinet  officer  and  others  had  presented  themselves  at 
iiis  outpost  in  front  of  Angeles^  seeking  permission  to  proi^eed  to 
Manila.  In  the  paity  was  a  brother  of  General  Luna  and  (quoting 
f I'om  the  telegram)  "^  a  man  by  name  Barretto,  who  was  on  the  com- 
mission with  Gregorio  Pilar.  He  has  no  pass,  but  professes  to  be 
tired  of  politics,  as  he  calls  it,  and  wants  to  go  to  Manila  to  make  an 
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hoiK'st  liviiitj:  for  his  large  family  there.  These  two  gentlemen  cmme 
in  at  tho  simir  time  with  the  Spanish  commission^  and  behind  them 
i*ani(»  a  inist'ollancous  crowd  of  25  or  JM)  clamoring  to  get  in,  but  as  1 
had  no  in«*ans  of  taking  care  of  them,  I  sent  them  back  to  the  insurgents 
for  tlu*  night.  Who  thev  are  I  do  not  know,  *  *  *  .  A  Targe 
number  of  liigh  ottiiors  from  Tarlac  are  hovering  around,  hoping  to 
get  into  th(»  city  one  Wav  or  another.  It  looks  as  though  they  were 
pushing  Luna  and  the  otfecr  man  with  important  commissions  l)ec^use 
of  their  own  inability  to  get  in.-'     *     *     * 

The  occasion  of  this  dtMuonstnition  could  not  be  determined.  Either 
Aguinaldo  was  about  to  leave  Tarlac^  for  Bayambang,  as  repoitcd  on 
tlie  previous  day,  or  efforts  were  al>out  to  be  made  to  excite  tho 
inhabitnnts  of  Manila  to  hostility,  the  insurgents  evidently  suppixsing 
that  the  bulk  of  the  United  States  troops  had  Ijeen  withdrawn  from 
there.     The  following  message  was  thereupon  tnmsmitted:

The  female  mem!>eraof  theChuidan  family  may  (n»me  to  Manila 
if  they  m)  desire.  Permit  no  others  to  enter  our  lines  without  authority  from  these

C-olonel  Bell's  reginu^nt,  always  active,  had  again,  achieved  success 
along  the  Porac  and  Orani  road,  which  was  reported  to  department 
headquarters  in  the  following  telegram:

AnJi:TANT-(JENHltAl.  : 

Bishop's  huttalion  of  Beirs  repiment  advanced  from  (luagua,  by  way  of  ami  oix*u- 
pied  Florida  Jilanca,  drivinj^  out  a  handful  of  insur^^ntti  at  LulW).  Bell,  himself, 
with  tho  otlier  two  battalions  a^lvanoetl  from  Santa  Hita  bv  the  west  Porac  road. 
Wa.M  at  Florida  Jilanca  by  daylijrht,  hoping  thereby  to  be  able  to  pick  up  anything 
that  hapiKMied  to  he  in  si^ht.  He  was  disa|>pointe<l,  however,  and  found  nobtnly  in 
the  vicinity.  lA'avinj^  Jiishon's  battalion  in  Florida  Blanca,  where  it  will  remain 
to-nij^ht.  Bell  with  two  battalions  reached  Porac  at  2.1^),  at  which  point,  ho  had  a 
combat  with  two  c(»mpanie.«j,  <lrove  them  out  quickly  and  with  the  cavalry  from  here, 
which  had  joined  him  at  lV)rac,  pursued  them  well  into  the  mountains  and  returned 
to  l*iira«'  just  alter  sundown.  He  met  cavalry  aH  well  as  infantry.  He  cap- 
tured 1)  horses  in  the  charjj:e,  several  jruns,  $()2  which  he  found  in  the  bagga^ 
of  the  cavalry,  and  states  that  he  literally  ran  every  insurgent  out  of  the  t*ouhtry 
for  miles  aroimd.  He  says  that  the  cavalry  of  the  insurgents  no  longer  exists; 
that  he  killed,  wounded,  and  capture<l  about  all  they  had  of  that  arm.  Bell  speaks 
very  warmly  of  the  conduct  of  our  cavalry  and  commends  Lieutenants  Slavens  and 
Hawkins,  and  Dr.  Seamant,  medical  officer  of  the  trcMjn,  for  good  conduct.  One  man 
in  Bell's  rcjrimcnt  reported  killed  and  two  wounded.  I  have  placed  a  battalion  of  the 
Twelfth  infantry  on  the  road  between  here  and  Porac  and  have  establisheii  a  tele- 
graph oflice  with  the  battalion,  and  one  in  Porac.  In  the  headlong  chase  over  the 
hills  the  cavalry  was  acc»)mijanied  by  the  mounted  ollicers  and  a  few  mounted  men 
of  Bell's  rcij^imcnt  whom  he  uses  for  scouts.  The  movement  of  my  left  is  now  com- 
pl(  ted,  an«l  I  shall  l>ring  the  cavalry  into  Porac  and  place  them  on  the  right  in  con- 
n(M-tion  with  the  occupation  of  Magalang.  I  now  have  two  companies  at  Santa  A  ua, 
two  c«»mi)anies  at  Mexico,  and  a  l>attalion  at  San  Fernando;  Cook's  battalion  Third 
Infantry  is  distributed  as  follows:  One  company  at  Bacolor,  a  company  at  Santa  Kita, 
and  two  companies  and  field  gun  at  Guagua — ^all  coimected  by  wire  with  each  other 
and  these  headquarters.

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Arranpeuionts  were  now  completed  for  the  advance  up  the  railway — 
the  Ninth,  iSovcnt<»enth,  and  Tnirtv -sixth  roffiments  or  infantry,  two 
troops  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  two  platoons  or  Andrew^.s  light  battery, 
First  Artillery,  and  a  detiicfiment  of  scouts  loading,  and  the  Twelfth, 
Twenty -fifth,  and  Thirtv-'-econd  regiments  of  infantiy,  placed  from 
Sim  P^M'nando  north  witli  which  to  protect  the*  country  already  occu- 
pied and  that  which  we  intended  to  pass  over.  Hk*  following  t(»lc- 
gniphi(r  corrcs]K)nd(Mirc  ensued:

Imttalion  Seven- 
teenth Infantry;  K  Troop,  F(»urtli  Cavalry,  Lieutenant  Hawkins;  K  Tn)oj>,  Fourth 
Cavalry,  Lieutenant  HalnnK'k;  h<*adquarter  wouts,  Lieutenant  Slavens;  winch  wafl  to 
proceed  to  Pan<lata<iui  by  way  of  San  Pedro,  San  Jose,  and  (-alalnisa,  as  shown  on 
the  Java  Trading  Comi)any  map,  at  which  place  O'Brien  waH  to  unite  witfi  Colonel 
Smith,  who  a<lvance<l  on  ttie  din^'t  An^'les-Ma^alan^  roail  with  BuhIi'h  and 
Chynoweth's  battalions  of  the  Seventeenth,  erne  Inittery,  E,  First  Artillerv,  Lieutenant 
Hamilton;  a  detachment  engineers,  l^ieutenant  Wooten,  and  a  detacfiment  of  the 
Signal  Cori)s,  Ca])tain  Carr.  I^lance  of  command  in  tfiis  town  was  formed  to  sup- 
port tints  movement  and  also  with  a  view  to  a  general  engagement,  if  such  an  event 
should  ari»e  natundlvfrom  the  situation.  (/Bricn  ban  no  wlunds  at  all — not  even 
an  ambulance.  Smith  only  has  artillery,  ambulaiure  an<l  a  tool  cart  for  engineers. 
All  transportation  was  forwarded  from  this  point  after  the  successful  completion  of 
the  maneuver  under  the  c?si:ort  of  a  battalion  of  the  Thirty-second.  O'Brien  having 
the  longest  march,  moved  at  4.30;  Smith  at  (5.  O'  Brien  met  opposition  at  8an  Pedro, 
which  cvmtinue^l  throughout  his  march  and  permitted  him  to  (lo  considerable  execu- 
tion, as  it  is  reportcHi  from  actual  count  that  he  killed  A\}  insurgents,  wounded  15, 
and  capture<l  some  20  gims.  This  of  course  is  a  partial  list  and  only  those  that  are 
actually  known.  On  account  of  bad  roads  arising  from  recent  rains  and  oppr)sition, 
O'Brien  did  not  n*ach  Pandataqui  on  time,  and  Colonel  Smith  deemed  it  inexpedient 
to  suspend  pursuit  to  await  nis  arrival.  Smith  met  little  opposition  until  at 
Ma^lang,  where  the  enemy  made  a  stand,  which  afforded  him  an  opportunity  to 
influ*t  a  considerable  loss,  which  can  be  more  precisely  reportinl  later,  but  which  is 
nnofficially  reported  to  Ix;  al)Out  100  killcKl  and  wounded.  <^)ur  loss  bo  far  as  ascer- 
tained is  4  in  O'Brien's  command  and  7  in  Smith's;  all  wounded,  several  severe,  but 
no  deaths  reported — a  remarkably  small  loss  condderijig  the  duration  of  tlie  fighting 
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aii<l  tlie  punishment  innicted  un  the  enemy.  The  result  may  be  attributed  to  the 
self-con fidenee  of  our  men  and  their  preoipion  in  shooting,  resulting  from  recent  tar- 
get practice.  The  insurgent  force  encountered  was  commanded  liy  General  Aquina, 
and  c<>nHi.*>te<^l  of  a1)Oiit  a  thounand  men,  equally  distributed  in  the  vicinity  of  &in 
Jose,  l*anduta(iiii,  and  Magalang.  Magalang  and  Pandataqui  are  connected  now 
witli  thi'st'  hcadquarterH  by  wire,  and  Smith's  column  was  so  c«mn€H;ted  during  bis 
entirii  advance,  (^»lonel  Smith  workeil  out  all  the  minor  details  of  the  problem,  and 
he  and  Major  O'Brien  executed  the  stime  in  a  superior  manner.  They,  together 
with  all  the  oliicersand  men  of  the  command,  an^  entitled  to  the  highest  professional 
appreciation.

This  will,  of  course,  l)e  subject  to  correction 
to-morrow,  when  the  matter  can  l>e  more  fully  investigated.  O'Brien  same  as 
rt^IM)rtt^l,  ex<.vpt  that  he  brought  in  28  prisoners  and  14  guns.  Colonel  Smith  reports 
capture  of  alM>ut  50  buffalo  carts  and  buffaloes,  which  he  turned  over  to  division 
<!hief  uuarteruiaster,  who  was  ])resent.  Over  2lX)  native  prisoners  were  taken  and  all 
tumiMi  loos*'  by  Colonel  Smith,  ext,*ept  50  believed  to  be  insurgents.  Town  was 
deserted  by  its  inhabitantn,  only  one  man  remaining,  who  assisted  our  troops.

Adjutan't-Gexeral: 

I  ordered  Colonel  Boll,  yesterday,  to  explore  the  mountain  road  from  Porac  to 
iNIabalacat  and  to  pn>ih  his  reconnoissance  until  he  got  contact  with  the  enemy.  The 
result  was  that  he  entered  Mabalacat  yesterday  evening  al>out  0  o'clock  with  little  or 
no  opposition.    The  small  garrison,  probably  two  comi>anies,  iied  upon  his  approacli. 
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He  sustained  no  caHiialtiefi  at  all,  killed  several  of  the  enemy's  officers,  capture<i  one 
or  two  prisoners.  Bell  hinitielf  reported  thecte  Caets  to  me  about  midnight,  and  as  it 
seemed  »ome  imrt  of  the  enemy  remained  in  the  immediate  front  of  Angeles,  I  con- 
cluded to  envelop  it  with  the  hope  of  inflicting  some  puninhment.  Bell  returned 
inmie<liately  with  Troop  K,  Fourth  Cavalry,  to  Mabalacat  by  »  circuitous  route  to  the 
west  of  the  railroad.  Smith,  at  Magalaug,  with  whom  1  had  maintained  wire  con- 
nection, wa.M  a<lvir^cd  of  the  situation,  and  extended  hi.n  command  ho  as  to  cover  the 
northca><tern  ontletf».  The  Twelfth  and  Ninth,  well  extended  (ner  a  front  of  3  miles 
f)r  more,  advance*!  directly  from  An^relen.  The  formation  8t»emed  well  adu]>te<.l  for 
the  end  in  view,  })ut  unfortunatelv  such  of  the  inwurgtrntH  an  remaine<i  in  fnmt  of 
Angeles  slipped  away  during  the  night  in  small  parties.  I  have  now  in  the  town  of 
Ma1>alac*at  tfie  NintH,  Twelfth,  and  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  two  trt)of)s  of  the  Fourth 
Cavalry,  two  platwms  of  First  Artillery.  *  The  Seventeenth  Infantry  is  grouped  to 
the  east,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  junction  of  the  road  leading  from  Malialacat  to  Maga- 
lang.  This  junction  is  not  shown  on  some  of  the  maj>s.  I  tin  fonned  by  a  road  lead- 
ing northwest  from  ^lagalang  and  the  road  leading  alm(»st  <lue  east  from  Mabalacat, 
and  n<»t  the  roatl  leading  due  north  fnmi  Magalang.  The  left  of  this  regiment  is 
about  2  milej^  from  this  place.  Th«»  l(Hrati<.)n  (»f  the  troops  is  very  favorable  tactically. 
Thev  are  well  secured  l)y  out|>osts,  and  the  balance  of  the  day  will  l)e  given  to  rest, 
as  tFie  heat  has  Ijeen  very  oppressive.  To-morrow  I  shall  get  contact  in  front  of 
Band)an  an<l  develop  that  jKisition,  which  ha«  heretofore  Uh-'u  reganle<l  as  very  strong, 
but  which  by  present  information  is  not  now  strrmgly  hehl.  If  my  recent'letter  to 
chief  of  staff  is  viewe<l  favorably,  it  seems  we  have  a'most  excellent  opportunity  for 
putting  it  into  execution.  The  track  is  intact  a  mile  north  from  Angt*les.  From  the 
end  r>f  the  track  to  l>etween  kilometer  KJ  an<l  84  the  rails  are  remove<Tand  track  taken 
uj)  an<l  destroyed.  Then  comes  a  section  of  nearly  2  miles  from  which  the  rails  have 
been  removes!,  but  th«^  roadlK^l  is  undisturl>ed  and  the  ties  in  position.  The  balance 
of  the  roatl  into  Mabalacat — rails,  roadlx?d,  and  ties — is  destroyed.  The  Thirty-second 
Volunteers  now  constitute  the  garrisi)n  at  Angt»les,  with  Hobb's  battery  (which  is 
not  yet  fully  reorganized)  and  various  detachments  of  regimenta  left  behind  to  guard 
property.

General  Lawton  moving  from  A liaga  and  Talavera;  much  imjKHkN:!  by  heavy  rains. 
Wheaton  should  have  landed  at  San  Fabian  yesterday.  These  cohunns  will  give  the 
insurgents  entertainment.  Aguinaldo,  with  plunder,  reporte<l  to  have  left  Tarlac 
November  1  for  Bayonlwng.  Now  time  for  your  column  to  move  up  railway  with 
celerity,  and  it  will  receive  assistance  from  other  columns.  In  fact,  Tarlac  troops 
oppose<l  Lawton  yesterdav.  You  should  move  on  Bamban  at  once,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  if  by  reconnoissance  large  force  of  insurgents  di8covere<l  there  you  leave  a  con- 
taining force,  making  a  flank  movement  by  the  Magalang,  Santo  Bartolomeo,  and 
Concepcion  road.     It  is  quite  necessary  to  keep  roads  to  your  rear  and  the  Porac 


point;  a  small  fr)rce  should  lx»  kej^t  there.  Move  northward  in  the  diredion  of  Tar- 
lac with  as  much  dispatch  a«  possible,  choosing  such  roads  as  appear  to  vou  best— on 
railway  if  insurgents  have  withdrawn  much  force,  otherwise  by  way  of  Concepcion 
and  Murcia*  Seiture  such  trans(>ortation  as  you  may  neini  to  transport  subsistence,  by 
hire  if  possible.  It  is  too  late  to  save  much  of  railroad,  but  >jou  can  accomplish 
something  in  that  direction  bv  a  prompt  advance.  A  fonte  consisting  of  the  Ninth, 
Twelfth,  and  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  the  bulk  of  your  artillery,  and  your  two  troops 
of  cavalry,  should  Ik?  sufficient  to  take  care  of  itself  wherever  in  that  country  placed, 
and  it  is  not  believed  that  you  will  find  much  force.  This  gives  the  Seventeenth, 
Twenty-fifth,  and  Thirty-second  regiments  to  look  after  country  in  your  rear  as  far 
back  as  San  Fernando.  '  The  Laguna  de  Bay  will  be  sent  to  Guagua  ver}'  soon.

Your  messaj^e  of  this  morning  explaining  what  my  orders  contemplate  just  received. 
Everyihing  is  now  in  full  operation  under  high  pressure  to  accomplish  the  en<l  in 
view  as  set  forth  by  you,  and  I  think  in  a  very  short  time  results  will  Ih>  obtained 
which  are  entirely  satisfactorv.  The  only  embarrassing  part  of  your  orders  arises 
from  the  formation  of  details  ne<'essary  to  reoccupy  >iagalang  and  Porac,  which  I 
had  determined  for  the  time  Ixjing  to  leave  out  of  consideration.  Magalang  is  8  miles 
and  l\»rac  (>  miles  from  Angeles,  and  will  necessarily  require  the  institution  of  lines 
of  supply,  and  also  the  restonition  of  the  telegraph  line  to  Porac.  The  insulated 
wire  I  was  obligwl  to  recover  in  order  to  get  supply  for  the  advance  on  this  place. 
I  also  need  the  insulated  win*  on  the  Magalang  line,  as  Captain  Carr,  the  signal 
oflicer,  informs  m<'  that  lie  has  only  a  few  miles  on  hand  and  can't  exj^ect  to  have 
more  than  S  miles  when  he  gets  everything  at  present  available  in  Manila.  In  this 
light,  the  wiro  strung  to  ^lagalang  is  indispensable.  My  line  of  communication  is 
well  guarde<l  witlu)ut  the  occupation  of  either  Porac  or  Magalang.  Later  on,  if 
hulrones  trouble  these  places,  I  cran  occupy  them  when  less  enei^  is  required  on  the 
main  line  t«  >  the  front.  If  authorized  to  susj^end  these  movements  for  the  }>rt»^?ent  and 
recover  the  wire  now  strung  to  Magalang,  I  will  accomplish  substantially  the  same 
purpose  as  would  result  from  occupation,  by  frequently  sending  strong  reconnoitering 
])arties  to  Iwth  places  from  Angeles.  Please  give  me  quick  definite  information 
alxiut  the  wire  to  ^lagalang.

Ke(H)iiiiui.<>ance  made  in  imme<liate  front  to-dav — by  Colonel  Bell  on  tbeleftj^in  the 
mountains;  by  Lieut(^nant  Slavens  directly  in  front  on  the  road,  and  by  Colonel 
Smith  on  the  extreme  right,  up  the  Concei)cion  road.     Early  got  contact,  and  the 
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indications  to-night  are  that  the  town  is  held  with  considerable  but  not  a  strong 
force.  Lieutenant  Slavens,  in  the  center,  wajH  clow  enough  to  witness  the  destruc- 
tion of  a  locomotive.  The  exploration  on  the  left  was  a  verv  remarkable  affair.  The 
party  wa.M  (n>niposcd  of  Colonel  Bell  himself,  Majors  Bisliop  and  Luhn,  Captain 
Haj?i^rinan,  LieutenantH  Pe<llarand  (^ary,  and  2  privates,  all  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Rt^" 
nient,  and  Lieutenant  Hawkins  an<l  10  men  of  Tt(k>i)  E,  Fourth  Cavalr>'.  After  an 
exc(HMlinj^ly  .skillful  appro}u*h  over  the  f<x)thillH  of  tnc  mnuiitaiuri  to  tlieleftof  the 
town,  by  whicli  they  j?ot  in  rear  of  a  trench  containing;  a  (Mnin>any  of  UX)  men,  Bell 
charp:o<lwitli  his*  party  and  routed  the  comi>any  completely  without  a  <'a>«ualty.  He 
kilhxl  and  woun<iod  10.  Anions?  the  kille<I  wa.*«  the  captain  of  the  company.  He 
cjii>turc<l  G  men  and  broujrlit  in  .'iO  MauHt»r  ritlcrs — a  i>erformance,  so  far  an  I  know,  as 
yet  without  parallel  in  this  cam]>ai^i,  a.s  illuHtratinjr  a  <'ombination  of  skill,  determi- 
nation, and  audacity.

The  rain  in  making  the  road  ditticult^  but  we 
have  Huccee<le<l  to-<lay  in  brin^iu);  forwanl  somethint;  over  2<), 000  rations  in  escort 
wagons  alone.  To-morrow  I  expect  to  n»iH5at  this,  and  in  addition  bring  up  a  quan- 
tity of  buffaU)  i^rU.  We  are  meeting  with  considerable  suc(*ess  in  gathering  carts, 
anJl  although  I  am  not  prepartnl  to  state  the  exact  figures  I  lx»lieve  we  have  secured 
something  mores  than  (K).  The  chief  quartennaster  is  earnestly  looking  after  this 
matter  now,  but  I  shall  have  some  definite  figun^s  iH*rbai)S  Ivfore  night.  We  have 
got  far  enough  into  tln^  problem,  however,  to  encourage  the  iK'lief  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  establish  a  line  tnat  will  carry  us  considerably  lx»yon<l  Tarlac,  which  point  I 
hope  to  reach  in  a  few  days.

Smith's  reconnoissance  yesterday  was  on  road  (not  shown  on  an^'  map)  parallel  to 
the  Concepcion  road  and  about  a  mile  west  thereof.  It  resulted  in  fruitless  contact 
with  an  outpost,  but  develoixni  the  fact  that  the  road  under  exploitation  was  useless 
for  our  purposes.  This  morningC^aptain  Chynoweth,  Lieuts.  W.  D.  Davis,  Vanhome, 
and  Bradfonl,  with  Comi»anies  A  and  C,  all  of  the  Seventeenth  Infantry,  started  to 
reconnoiter  the  Concepcion  road,  an<l  at  the  junction  of  that  road  and  the  Mabalacat 
road  enirountercHl  a  Filipino  battalion,  which  was  attacked  without  hesitation.  The 
insui^nt  force  Wiis  quickly  driven  from  the  field,  leavincr  29  dead  in  our  hands,  4 
prisoners,  and  8  Remingtons.  It  is  not  known  how  many  insurgents  were  wounded. 
The  enemv,  completely  routed,  retreatwl  north.  Our  casualties,  3  men  wounded,  all 
severe,  'fhe  affair  was  most  creditable  to  all  concerned.  Cai>tain  Chynoweth 
showed  a  special  aptitude  for  command  and  his  offiirers  and  men  fine  s<3ldieriy  spirit 
resulting  in  rapid  and  effective  execution.  After  the  combat  the  Concepcion  road 
was  reconnoitered  for  2  miles  and  the  crossin^rs  of  two  streams  examined.  From 
information  and  observation  up  to  this  point  it  is  probable*  that  the  road  is  clear  to 
Concepcion,  where  the  remnant  of  Aquina's  command,  which  was  formerl}^  at  Maga^ 
lang,  was  assembled.    My  arrangements  here  are  working  oat  all  right  in  spite  of 

the  rain.

I  >h;iil  roiiuiKMxv  tartioal  tirtinii  in  the  morninf^  by  sending  Smith  at  5  o'clock 
from  th(»  jiiiictiuii  df  Mahulacat  and  Ma^ang  road  in  airwtion  of  Capa^,  by  way  of 
Cona'jK'iMn,  witli  liis  nwn  n^jrimont,  over  900  on  firing  line,  the  two  troop»  of  the 
F<.»nrth  Cavalrv,  a  platoon  of  artillery,  and  a  detachment  of  engineers.  At  9,  after 
giving'  Smith  time  to  p-t  well  a<lvance<l  on  his  route,  I  shall  make  strong  demonstra- 
tion direi'tly  to  front.  Hell,  with  his  rejrinient  and  a  1.65  mountain  Hotchkiss,  will 
<romnienc<'  a  nitivement  at  2  a.  m.  to  a  jKwition  which  he  has  already  lot^ted  in  the 
moimtains,  and  fr(»ni  whicli  he  will  o|K*rate  as  WK)n  a.**  demonstratitm  in  front  is  well 
under  wav.  Mv  eannon,  whi<'h  will  Ix*  easily  heanl  bv  both  Bell  and  Smith,  will 
Ix^  the  signal  for  united  aetion.  In  the  meantime  the  town  will  be  easily  held  by 
two  battalions,  whieh  will  Ikj  in  the  natun*  of  asup]x>rtand  can  readily  \yo  brought 
to  the  front  in  4ase  of  necessity.  Have  now  on  hand  sufficient  insulated  \ii'ire  to 
carrv'  me  t<»  Tarlae,  in  which  j)lace,  if  gtwid  luck  attends  our  efforti",  I  hope  to  be  by 
We<lnes<lay,  if  not  sooner.  So  far  as  Tarlae,  I  think  1  have  solved  the  supply  ques- 
tion.    We  may  have  to  haul  a  hit  to  readjust  things.

General  Siiiwan: 

Colonel  Smith  reaehed  Conceix'ion  at  9.  ir>  a.  m.  and  the  railroad  at  Capas  at  12.30 
p.  m.  .VlHMit  a  mile  from  the  railroad  he  found  an  impassable  stream,  at  which  his 
artillery  ami  a  few  wagons  lie  took  with  him  are  now  stalled.  This  will  jKissibly 
«lelay  us  a  little  while,  as  a  ])ridge  must  Ik*  built.  He  met  considerable  opposition, 
had  to  work  under  a  di.-^advantavre,  and  is  afraid  he  did  not  inflict  much  loss.  When 
he  arrived  at  Ca|)as  he  encountennl  200  or  3(X)  fugitives  from  in  front  of  Bamban; 
got  several  volleys  into  them  and  charged  with  cavalry,  but  impassable  roads  made 
It  impos}-il)le  to  get  at  them.  He  re|X)rts  one  man  killed  in  Company  F,  Seventeenth 
Infantry,  Private  Thomas  K.  Gardiner,  and  Thoinajj  Stokes,  Troof.  E,  Fourth  Cav- 
alry, also  killed;  and  Private  Charles  R.  Harpner,  Company  B,  Seventeenth  Infantry, 
woundcil  ( left  tliigh  ),  severe.  Tactically  the  day's  work  lias  been  more  than  satis- 
factory. Every  combination  has  Ik'Cu  carricnl  out  precisely  as  onlered,  and  tnis 
famous  stronghoM  has  been  captured  with  four  casualtii^  only.  The  (K>nditions 
were  unfav(>rable  for  jireat  exe<'ution.  I  am  not  able  to  report  (rertainlv  more  than 
ten  or  a  dozen  casualties  anunig  the  insurgents,  although  there  are  indications  that 
their  losses  are  much  larger.  The  defense  wib^  apoarently  made  by  something  like 
1,600  men,  iM|nally  distributed  Ix-tween  Bamban  aiul  Concrepcion.  It  has  rained  hani 
ever  since  1  o'clock.  I  shall  make  an  effort,  however,  to  reach  Tarlae  to-ircrrow, 
and  hope  that  conditions  may  inii»rovc  somewhat,  but  just  at  this  writing  it  is  still 
raining.  Heir»  regiment  is  now  at  C*apas,  so  that  our  force  at  that  place  is  ample 
for  anything.

I  notice  that  at  least  one  of  the  piers  was 
destroyed  by  s(>me  higti  explosive.  The  wrecks  of  eight  hn'omotives  have  been 
found.  They  look  pretty  badly  used  up,  but  possibly  M)me  may  be  restored.  Trains 
ran  out  (►f  this  place  yesterday.

General  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staff,  Manila: 

The  rain  yer'tenlay  and  Ia»t  night  made  progress  to-<lay  almoet  imixMnble.  I  shall 
not  be  able  to  take  two  regiments  forwanl,  as  I  hoped.  1  shall  send  the  Thirty-sixth 
Infantry  and  a  trrnip  uf  cavalry  with  instructions  to  get  contact  and,  if  possible,  get 
into  Tarlac,  if  it  can  l)ed()ne  without  too  much  risk.  If  stnm^  oi»iv<>Hition  met,  of 
course  Bell  will  await  until  assistance  arrives.  If  prudence  re<{uircH  it,  lie  mav  even 
retire.  The  movement  is  a  reconnoissance,  s<>  tliut  he  will  Ik?  foot  loose  an«l  at  Iil)erty 
tfj  do  anythiufi:  the  situation  rt»quires.  I  hope  that  he  can  >ret  into  Tarlac  with  little 
or  no  loss,  and  in  anv  event  we  are  sure  to  save  considerable  part  of  the  telegraph 
wire  and  track,  whicn  is  still  intact  so  far  as  we  can  see  ahead.  The  insurgents  com- 
mencerl  taking  up  track  at  Hamltan,  but  only  removed  a  few  Inmdred  yards;  other- 
wise the  track  is  intact  to  this  point  and  we  are  using  mostly  railroad  wire  l)etween 
here  and  Baml^an.  The  head  of  the  train  is  at  tlie  cut  al.H)ut  a  mile  south  of  here. 
Water  to<^  high  to  cross,  but  falling  very  raj)idly,  so  that  he  will  prol>ably  Ikj  able  to 
cross  this  afternoon.  Smith's  train  (m  the  ( kmcepcion  rna«l  and  his  artillery  iiossibly 
will  not  be  all  in  Ix'fore  to-morrow  morning.  The  pack  nuiUw  of  the  Thirtv-sixth  enable 
us  to  make  the  stronjj  reconnoissance  to  which  1  have  referre<l  alnive.  t'wo  insurgent 
soldiers  surn^ndered  to  Major  O'Brien,  of  the  iSeventeenth  Infantry,  and  delivered 
their  arms.  I  ordere<l  the  payment  of  |5.'M)  for  each  gun.  The  men' will  lx»  released 
and  urge<l  to  comnmnicate  with  their  comrarles,  who  are  scattered  through  the 
swamps  and  bamlnjo  jungles.  My  infonnation  is  to  the  effect  that  400  men  retired 
northwest  to  O'Donnell  and  some  600  went  dinH.^tly  north  on  train.  In  last  week's 
work  the  briga^les  of  Maw^anlo,  Hizon,  and  Aquina  have  l)et?n  practically  disorgan- 
ized and  demoralized.  I  don't  know  where  8an  Miguel  is,  but  unless  he  is  in  my 
front,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  organize<l  n^sistance  on  this  line  is  almost  (lestrc»>ed. 
Bell's  retx)nnoi8»ance  this  afternoon  will,  no  doubt,  give;  us  im(M)rtant  information  on 
that  i>oint.  Telegram  of  the  8th,  from  Aguinahlo  to  General  ( -once jK'ion,  and  on  the 
10th,  from  ConcejK'ion  to  Hizon,  which  were  seized  in  Baml>an,  reveal  with  (consider- 
able certainty  the  fact,  in  oflicial  form,  that  the  insurgent  army  is  not  only  short  of 
amnmnition,  but  almost  out  of  ammunition.  During  Chvnoweth's  fight  Ck'ueral 
Concei.»cion  made  an  emergency  order  to  si»nd  ammunition  irom  town  of  Bamban  to 
town  of  Concepcion.  This  order  was  contained  in  the  telegram  al)ove  referretl  to. 
Aguinaldo  in  his  telegram  to  C'oncepcion  rcmarke<l,  in  effect,  that  skillful  i^re  disci- 
pline might  make  the  limited  resources  of  the  Filipinos  e<iual  to  the  unlimiUkl 
resources  of  the  Americans.

Eleven  men,  armed  insurgents,  have  surrendered^  making  i:{  men,  who  have  deliv- 
ered to  us  14  guns,  one  of  the  guns  belonging  to  a  sick  man  who  has  not  yet  come  in. 
All  of  the  men  have  n^tumed  to  urge  others  of  their  comrades  to  come  iii  and  spread 
the  information  that  every  man  who  surrenders  a  gun  will  receive  $i^0,  Mexican. 
Now  that  the  thing  has  started,  we  may  have  a  large  number  of  surrenders.  I  would 
like  if  sr^me  arrangements  could  be  made  to  have  a  considerable  amount  of  silver 
available,  so  that  we  could  make  cash  payments  as  the  guns  are  delivered.  I  think 
the  situation  is  now  such  that  if  we  could  iust  hand  out  the  money  ever>'  time  we 
get  a  j^n  it  would  go  far  toward  bringing  about  a  collapse  of  the  insurgent  army  on 
this  line.

I  have  reeeivi'tl  y(.nr  me.-sme  din*<'ting  me,  under  Washington  instructions,  to 
notify  Aguinaldo,  ii  po>sil)ie,  that  he  will  Ixi  held  jxirsonally  res{K)nsible  for  iniurj' 
done  to  Spanish  ur  American  pris(»ners.  J  shall  make  every  effort  to  carr>'  out  theee 
instructions,  but  I  liave  not  yet  g«.»t  contact,  and  fear  that  I  shall  not  be  able  to  for 
one  or  two  days  at  least,  as  all  of  niv  energv  will  Ix;  required  to  edtablish  a  line  of 
sup]»lies.  The  wajron  road  from  r>amt)an  to'farlac  is  indescribably  bad.  It  is  almost 
imiMJSsible  to  use  it  ftir  pin'p<»set>f  su])ply,  the  rei'ent  rains  having  left  it  in  almost  a 
lio^K'less  condition.  Fortunately,  I  icmnd  here  the  running  gear  of  a  laige  numl)er 
of  Irciiriit  cars  that  wer(»  destroyed  )»y  lire.  These  I  proiX)se to  use  instead  of  wagons 
for  su|»ply  of  the  eonnnand.  I  shall  establish  relays  of  groups  of  100  natives  ea^^h  at 
Baniban,  Capas,  Mnnia,  and  Tarlac,  and  by  this  motive  power  push  the  cars  up  and 
down  the  track,  which  is  in  goinl  condition.  The  wagon  line  from  Angeles  to  Barn- 
ban  is,  I  think,  effectively  organized.  In  this  way  I  hope  to  accumulate  a  sufficient 
depot  here  fi»rau  extensive*  forward  movement  in  a  short  time.  The  Twelfth  Infan- 
try is  all  in  Tarlac,  less  two  comi)anies,  which  I  left  at  Murcia.  The  a<ivance  of  the 
Seventeenth  Infantry  is  at  Murcia  with  the  aitillery  and  wagon  train.  Two  Iwit- 
talions  of  the  rejriment  will  be  in  to-night  and  ])rol)ttblv  the  artiller>' and  possibly 
some  part  of  tln^  wa^'ou  train.  In  order  to  get  the  wheeled  vehicles  along,  we  must 
floor  a  number  of  ])ritlges  and  culverts  and  use  the  railroad  grade  for  neany  4  miles. 
This,  I  am  informed  by  staff  ollicers,  is  practicable,  and  there  is  some  hope  that  the 
whole  train  will  get  in  l)efore  midnight.  If  my  push-car  line  works  all  nght,  I  con- 
template a  forward  movement,  which  T  hope  will  throw  me  into  connection  \nth 
Wheaton,  in  which  event  it  might  Ixi  desiraole  to  have  a  few  more  troops  to  guard 
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the  lino  when  I  pot  it  thoronj?hly  orp^inizod.  I  nhall  extend  the  Thirty-sipcond  and 
Ninth  tu  cover  more  f^round,  but  it  will  l)e  very  satisfactory  to  know  that  if  I  could 
push  rapidly  to  Kayamhang,  or  even'  farther  north,  I  would  have  additional  troops, 
if  ne<*e9Hary',  tp  effe<rtua11y  protect  my  rear.

In  the  railroad  yard  some  48  cars  were  found,  all  the  woodwork  of  which,  in  most 
instances,  is  in  serviceable  condition.  About  2  miles  north  of  the  station  there  are 
2  locomotives,  not  liadly  ^Tei'ked.  About  a  mile  north  of  these  are  2  more  loco- 
motives  only  partially  destroyed.  Still  farther  to  the  north  and  nearly  4  miles  from 
town  are  some  40  more  freignt  and  flat  cars,  10  of  which  have  escaped  burning.  All 
of  the  locomotives  can  be  easily  ropairwl  by  the  skill  and  ingenuity  of  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Thirty-sixth.    One  of  them  has  already  been  placed  on  the  track

and  bn^iipht  into  town  under  its  own  f^teain.  The  tender  waci  badly  damaged  and 
liiiH  Km  Ml  I'lit  away,  btit  ])y  nupplementary  contrivances  for  fnrni><hing  water  and 
iiu'\  it  is  thought  that  she  will  !k>  able  to  do  c<>n8iderable  work.  At  all  events, 
to-niorn»w  nu)rninjr  at  8  o'clock  nhe  ntartn  for  liaml^n  with  20  flat  cars  which  have 
iK'cn  t«.MU|M)rarily  tlooHMl  with  |u:alvaniz<Ml  iron  taken  from  the  niinw  of  burned  rail- 
rf>ad  bnildin^rs.

It  thin  steam  sTviccissuctressful,  it  will  work  l)etween  I^nibanand  here  and  between 
here  an«l  <  ierona,  and  i>erhai)H  considerably  fartlier  if  the  washout  in  clone^l  up, 
which  I  am  advi-e<l  i*an  Ih»  done  with  a  nuMlerate  <legree  of  work.  I  will  make  a 
siMM-ial  report  on  the  matter  to-morrow.  If  it  pn.>vc»H  that  these  enjrinen  cran  1)8  run 
with  any  dejrre<»  of  certainty,  and  we  can  jjet  the  gap  ahead  clo>*e<l  without  the 
insurj:enis  HiisjK'ctinir  our  purixwt',  I  can  leave  all  my  whet»l  transportation  here,  be 
followe<l  by  trains  carrying  all  my  sup]>lies,  and  be  in  Dagu]>an  three  days  after  I 
start  and  i»erhai)S  very  much  sooner.  Mv  purpose  is  to  nish  the  track' at  euch 
siM'od  as  to  prevent  destruction,  and  have  locomotive  with  cars  following  up  on  the 
firin;,'  line  with  lifteen  «»r  twenty  days'  rations  and  the  necessary  material  for  repairing 
track  which  the  insurgents  destroy  after  I  start  to  ni.sh  them.*  To-<lay  the  recon- 
noitering  iiarty  went  nearly  7  miles  "p  the  track,  drove  in  a  Bmall  insuiyent  party, 
and  heanl  locomotives  in  the  town.  They  are  undoubteilly  (^rrying  off  the  stuft, 
but  it  indicates  that  the  railroad  line  north  of  Gerona  is  still  intact.  My  purpose 
will  Ix'  to  let  tliem  alone  in  (lerona  for  the  present,  so  as  to  encouragi>  them  to  con- 
tinue their  service  till  the  very  last  minute  and  thus  keep  the  railroad  intact  until 
we  can  mak(»  our  arrangi-ments  to  seize  the  whole  thing  by  a  stroke  of  hand.  The 
rails  f(nmd  l)y  ('a])tain  Bell,  of  the  Thirty-sixth,  yesterday  number  2,50(),  making 
aitproximately  5  miles  of  tra(>k.  The  water  pump' and  tank  in  the  railroad  yard  is 
all  right,  and  there  is  considerable  wood  fuel,  as  there  is  at  several  ix)int8  on  fine.

A  more  detaileil  report 
will  reach  you  through  his  brigade  and  division  commander,  and  which,  as  it  con- 
tains nothing  that  requires  immediate  action  by  the  department  commander,  I  will 
not  rejK^at,  exce|)t  to  say  that  he  arrivixl  without  any  opposition.  In  connection  with 
his  arrival.  pleas<.^  rea«l  my  long  dispatch  just  sent,  at)  his  presence  near  Gerona  may 
cause  a  sudden  evacuation  and  destniction  of  track  by  insuT)^ntA,  which  just  now  I 
should  reirard  as  very  unfortunate.  It  is  raining  here  again  very  hard,  but  I  am  glad 
tt)  say  that  all  of  my  train  is  in  from  Murcia  and  my  entire  field  command  concctntrated 
at  this  ]>oint.

One  of  th(»  largest  rice  mills  on  the  island,  owned  by  Smith,  Bell  &  CJo.,  is  at  Gerona, 
an  important  point,  to  which  it  might  Ihj  well  for  you  to  advance  a  detachment  at  once. 
It  is  iH'lieved  that  large  amounts  of  rice  an<l  other  provisions  and  supplies  are  store<i 
at  <  ierona  ami  that  valual)le  captures  can  be  made  there.  Wheaton  nad  nearly  com- 
pleted landing  his  supplies  on  trie  1 1th  at  San  Fabian.  The  day  before  Major  ^la^ch'8 
battalion  of  the  Thirty-third  Volunteers  attacked  400  insurgents  who  had  intrenched 
on  the  Magaldan  road  2J  miles  from  San  Fabian,  drinng  them  from  their  works, 
killing  14  and  capturing  14  rifles.     March  had  2  men  wounded.

Acconi- 
ingly  orders  have  l)een  i8.**ued  assuring  adeouate  working  force  and  ample  supply  of 
material  to  Captain  Sibert,  chief  engineer,  wno  has  l)een  mstru(!ted  to  pro<*ce<l  to  the 
place  of  the  washout.

General  Schwan: 

Replying  to  your  message  just  receive<.l,  I  will  advance  in  thirty-six  hours,  but 
must  take  train.  There  is  nothing  left  in  way  of  food  supplies  on  line  of  railrr)ad. 
Everything  has  been  issued  out.  People  are  destitute  and  troops  cannot  live  on 
country.  I  recommend  bringing  forward  with  the  greatest  dispatch  the  entire  con- 
structing force  of  the  railroad  to  force  our  improvised  trains  over  the  wa.shout.  This 
with  a  view  of  reaching  my  moving  column  by  rail  before  wagon  supplies  can  be 
expected  and  thus  avoid  the  necessity  of  having  to  send  l)ack  for  rations.  The  line 
of  8uj)plies  from  Angeles  to  liamban  is  well  organized  and  can  be  kept  open  so  that 
railway'construction  between  Angeles  and  Bamban  can  be  kept  up  regularly.  After 
care  are  across  washout  I  can  cut  loose  from  wagons  and  l>e  at  trie  end  of  the  road 
in  a  few  days.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  ask  that  orders  issue  to-night  for  all  the 
available  railroad  force  to  get  to  Tarlac  as  quickly  as  jK>ssible,  and  that  constniction 
work  at  the  washout  be  pushed  to  the  utmost,  under  which  conditions  trains  can  be 
passed  in  four  days  and  probably  less  from  the  time  work  is  cominenct»<l.  In  con- 
seciuence  of  heavy  rains  which  have  not  yet  ceased,  the  wagon  roa«l  is  almost  imiyis- 
sable  and  pn^gress  with  wagon  train  will  necessarily  bo  tedious  and  slow.  I^ Hiking 
to  ultimate  progress,  I  Ixjlieve  the  time  would  l>e  saved  in  the  long  nm  if  niv  troops 
are  kept  here  a  few  days  to  do  i>n»|:)iiratory  work  Iwfore  arrival  of  railroad  |>eople 
and  to  assist  in  cribbing  the  washout  if  rain  abates,  but  unless  otherwise  onlerea  I 
shall  regard  your  message  of  to-night  as  an  emergency  order  and  advance  in  thirty-six 
hours.

It  is  not  raining  now  and  the  river  is  lowerinj?  quite 
rapidly.  If  it  does  not  rain  during  the  ni^rht  and  water  eontinueti  to  flubside,  the 
party  will  prol»al)ly  ^et  (»ff  .'<*)!netinie  to-niorrow.

The  head  of  my  column  entered  this  town  alxmt  4  o'clock  and  bv  *>  everything 
was  in  and  comfortably  housed.  After  passing  the  washout  the  march  was  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  only  accident  in  passing  was  the  loss  of  one  pack.  Immediately 
after  arrival  I  sent  scouts  up  the  track  an<l  they  have  not  yet  returne<l.  I  think 
they  must  have  gone  very  near,  if  not  quite  into,  Pan ique.  The  propertv  of  Smith, 
Bell  &  Co.  is  apparently  all  right.  I  have  not  exaniine<l  the  interior  o!  the  build- 
ing, but  the  exterior  of  the  pHfinines  shows  that  they  havt^  never  been  molested.  As 
soon  as  supplies  can  lx>  brouj^ht  forward  I  shall  have  two  companies  of  the  Ninth 
Infantry  here.  There  are  two  small  washouts  <.)n  the  road  above.  They  are  trivial 
affairs,  nowever,  and  if  no  more  rain  falls  (?an  be  rei)ainHl  in  an  hour  (►r  two;  other- 
wise the  track  is  in  excellent  condition  from  the  big  washout  to  this  point.  The 
station  here  is  the  only  house  destroyed.  This  is  the  first  town  on  the  line  where 
the  people  have  shown  any  si)ontaneous  conliality.  Many  or  a  majority  remained 
in  their  houses  and  the  women  who  fleii  to  the  woo<ls  rcturiuMl  when  assureii  of 
proper  treatment.  The  iwidre  and  head  men  of  the  town  providinl  (|uarters,  and 
aluA^ther  the  experience  is  entirely  diffi'rtMit  from  tliat  met  with  in  any  other  town 
we  have  entered.  The  weather  in  fair  to-night  and  the  forecast  for  to-morrow  is 
favorable.

Arr(?xtetl  temporarily  by  wreck  of  2  locomotives  and  54 
i«n»  alM)iit  U  miles  north  of  the  town.  Will  reqmre  considerable  work,  to  clear  the 
line.  Will  o<'eupy  Bayambang  to-morrow  and  possibly  reach  considerable  north 
thereof.  Had  native  as  far  as  Calasiao,  who  reports  the  line VI  right  to  that  |X)int, 
except  numerous  obstructions  in  the  way  of  wrecked  locomotives  and  c«rs  in  the 
nei}irhlK)rh<x)d  of  Calasiao.  My  emissary  was  stopi^ed  by  unarmed  men  and  not 
alIowe<l  to  prfweeil.  No  armed  insui^nts  were  found,  but  he  was  unable  to  deter- 
mine if  any  force  remaine<l  in  Dagupan.

I  sent  a  native  from  here  to  Bayambapg  to  communicate  with  our 
troojw  if  there.  He  returned  this  momin|;  and  reports  neither  Americans  nor  insur- 
gents Ix'tween  liere  and  Hayambang  or  m  that  town.  He  says  that  the  road  is  all 
right  and  all  the  bridges  intact,  including  the  big  bridge  across  the  Agno.  I  cam  not 
say  precist^ly  when  I  can  clear  the  track  and  get  the  train  started,  but  1  shall  leave 
as'  soon  as  possible  and  go  north  until  I  get  contact  with  something  or  get  into 
Da^ipan.  When  I  leave  here  we  shall  lose  wire  connection,  probably,  for  a  little 
while,  but  if  my  locomotive  holds  out  and  the  track  remains  unobstructed  I  will  get 
word  back  very  soon.

Bayambang,  Novembft  19,  1899. 
General  Schwax,  Chief  of  Staff: 

Battalion  of  Thirty -sixth  under  Colonel  Bell  proceeded  to  end  of  track,  which 
tcnninates  a  mile  and  a  half  this  side  of  Calasiao,  to  which  point  the  roads  and 
bridges  are  in  gocxl  condition  from  end  of  track.  Colonel  Bell  took  a  patrol  into 
Cala.*»ia(>  and  was  there  mfonne<l  by  an  intelligent  native  that  our  troops  are  in 
Dagupan.  Bell  employed  man  as  mes^nger  and  sent  note  addressed  to  our  com- 
manding ollicer  at  this  point.  To-morrow  I  shall  be  able  to  determine  definitely 
the  situation,  either  bv  o}x>n  communication  with  Bell's  messenger  or  by  our  own 
ex])lorationH.  From  tde  end  of  track  reached  by  Bell  the  native  referred  to  says  the 
track  is  torn  np  to  Dagupan  and  all  the  rails  remove<l.  By  the  time  Bell  had  finislied 
ills  incjuiries  it  was  1()  oN'lock,  and  he  returned  to  this  point  in  accordance  with  hia 
(►nlcrs.  It  p(!eins  probable  that  the  insurgent**  are  now  m  Dagupan,  but  I  have  your 
mes.sage  expres.^ing  wishes  of  department  commander  not  to  hurry  occupation  o{  tbe 
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place,  and  if  insurgents  are  found  in  the  town  I  shall  act  accordingly.  All  stations 
between  here  and  Calasiao  are  intact  and  the  tel^apraph  wires  in  place.  Bell  brought 
back  7  passenger  coaches  in  good  condition  and  4  good  flat  cars  and  reports  a  num- 
ber of  other  cars  in  a  serviceable  condition.  One  wrecked  locomotive  was  found  on 
bridge  of  Calasiao.

General  Schwan,  Palace: 

The  Filipino  captain  who  surrendered  to  General  Burt  day  before  yesterday 
conducted  Captain  Leonhauser  and  his  battalion  of  three  companies  to  G'Donnelf. 
The  captain  reports  from  Capas  to-night  through  General  Burt  tliat  he  captured 
over  200  rifles,  4  officers,  100  soldiers,  1,000  rounds  ammunition,  20  })onieH,  14  carabao 
and  carts;  that  he  destroyed  a  great  quantity  of  uniforms  and  official  papers  and 
secured  5,000  pounds  rice,  1,IW0  pounds  salt,  and  1,400  pounds  su^r.  The  reloading 
factory  there  was  of  no  consequence.  One  Filipino  soldier  killed  in  town.  No 
casualties  in  the  Twenty-fifth.  1  have  directed  tlie  Filipino  soldiers  to  be  released 
and  the  officers  retained.  Shall  the  officers  be  sent  to  Manila?  I  think  perhaps  it 
would  be  just  as  well  to  turn  them  loose  and  tell  them  \o  go  out  and  bring  in  men  to 
surrender  arms.

Calasiao,  Xovember  i^Oy  1899. 
General  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staffs  Manila: 

The  track  ends  at  kilometer  190,  at  which  point  I  have  a  train.  I  have  brought 
forward  two  companies  to  this  point  and  have  sent  for^'ard  the  headquarter  scouts, 
supported  by  a  company  of  the  Thirty-sixth,  to  ascertain  the  precise  conditions  in 
Dagupan,  wnich  I  will  Ix;  able  to  report  in  the  course  of  a  few  nours.  The  country 
is  entirely  free  from  armed  insurj^ents.  The  i>eople  generally  are  remaining  in  their 
towns,  and  the  fields  are  swanning  with  lalx)rers.  There  seems  to  l>e  an  al>solute 
absence  of  all  timiditv  or  fear,  and  the  conditions  seem  to  me  very  favorable.  All 
infonnation  confirme<l  the  first  rei>orts  to  the  effect  that  the  armed*  insurgents  have 
gone  towanl  Zambales,  in  what  nuinbt^rs  it  is  hard  to  say,  but  apparently  in  rem- 
nants numljoring  altogether  jx^ssibly  less  than  1,500  men.  After  completing  my 
reconnoissance  here  I  shall  return  to  Bayambang  this  evening  and  occupy  this  place 
or  San  Carlos  with  troops  that  I  shall  bring  forward  to-morrow  from  Tarla(%  where  I 
go  for  rations.  The  attitude  of  the  natives  is  a  plain  indication  that  there  are  no 
msurgents  in  the  vicinity  and  that  they  are  not  expected  to  return  at  an  early  date. 
I  found  this  morning  at'  Bayambang  the  press  of  La  Tndependenciaj  the  last  issue  of 
which  journal  was  made,  I  believe,  about  the  12th  instant  It  is  in  one  of  the 
camarines  of  Smith,  Bell  &  Co.  and  is  in  a  secure  place  imtil  we  want  to  ship  it  to 
Manila.  We  are  using  the  railnwul  wire,  which  we  found  in  a  very  fair  condition  from 
Bayninltflng  here.  I  have  a  lineman  and  an  operator  with  me,  who  are  giving  most 
exc4'll<!»t  H€Tvicf.  Concentration  of  mv  troops  at  Panique  will  commence  to-morrow 
or  next  «lay  and  soon  thereafter  we  will  Iw  able  to  make  reconnoissantie  to  the  west.

Greneral  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staffs  Manila: 

Reconnoissance  to  Dagiipan;  entered  the  town,  in  which  no  insurgents  have  been 
for  four  liavH.  Our  troop,  prolwiblv  the  Thirty-thirrl  Infantry,  were  in  there  yester- 
day and  lett  at  6  p.  ni.  tnat  day.  'f  he  railH  are  on  the  side  of  the  g^mde,  probably  in 
suincient  nuiiil)ers  to  relmild  the  roa<l,  so  that  the  track  t^an  be  easily  reconstructed 
when  the  time  comes  for  that  purpofle.  We  can  occupy  the  place  whenever  we 
want  to  now,  and  I  take  consiueraDle  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the  entire  line 
from  Manila  to  Dagupau  is  now  in  our  i)08session.  Unless  other^'ise  ordered  I  shall 
not  give  this  end  o1  trie  line  very  much  attention  at  present.  My  purpose  will  be  to 
locate  the  enemy  and  devise  some  way  of  following  him.  All  reports  agree,  how- 
ever, that  whatever  force  is  left  of  the  msurgentis'  army  which  formerly  occupied  this 
line  is  making  its  way  U)  Zambales  and  Bataan,  but  with  line  of  road  once  open  and 
operating  throughout  its  entire  length,  we  will  be  able  to  make  combinations  against 
any  point  the  insurgents  may  choose  to  occupy.  We  can  concentrate  ourselves  easily 
and  put  out  columns  to  the  west,  as  I  formerly  suggested  in  a  letter  about  putting 
out  columns  to  the  eaf«t.  The  great  difficulty  now  is  to  determine  if  we  have  any 
armed  force  at  all  in  iK>sition  with  sufficient  organization  left  to  be  re^rded  as  aii 
army.  I  think,  however,  by  persistent  inquiry  we  will  get  some  definite  informa- 
tion' in  a  very  short  time.  The  one  thin^  now  apparent  is  that  there  is  no  arme<l 
force  against  us  north  of  Tarlac  and  in  vicmity  of  railroad.  I  return  to  Bayambang 
this  evening.

Bayamban(j,  Xotrnilper  ;jy>,  1899, 
SrinvAX,  Manila: 

Information  received  here  is  to  the  effect  that  the  remains  of  insuraent  force  on 
this  line  has  retreated  to  west  and  is  now  concentrating  atCamilingandMangatarem. 
The  intention  declared  is  to  get  into  Zambales  and  from  there  institute  a  system  of 
guerrilla  warfare.  I  now  hold  Panique  with  battalion  Thirty-sixth  and  a  troop  of 
cavalry,  and  have  ordered  a  concentration  at  that  point  of  all  my  force  now  at  Tarlac, 
but  intended  as  g|arrison  for  that  town  and  Gerona.  From  Panique  my  wagon  trans- 
portation and  artillery  must  come  forward  hy  way  Camiling,  as  there  is  no  possible 
wagon  road  contiguous  to  the  railroad.  This  will  enable  me  to  sweep  that  part  of 
the  country,  executing  a  march  which  would  be  necessary  in  any  event.  liain  to 
Bayambang  I  have  or  will  have  when  the  country  dries  up  a  little.  Road  to  Manga- 
tarem  and  from  San  Carlos  on  to  Lingayen  I  can  explore  when  I  get  my  cavalry 
forward.  To-morrow  I  shall  go  to  the  ena  of  the  track  and  otherwise  spend  the  day 
in  investigation  of  the  general  situation  and  perhaps  by  night  be  able  to  submit  some 
definite  information  or  useful  suggestion  as  to  future  progress.  Day  after  to-marrow 
I  shall  ])e  obliged  to  send  my  rail  transportation  to  Tarlac  for  supplies,  which  I  am 
informed  will  be  across  the  washout  in  abundance  by  that  time,  altiiough  cars  will 
not  be  able  to  pass  for  some  days.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  prominent  fugitives 
here,  among  them  Chuidian  and  Lingay.  I  am  told  that  Flores,  Aguiniddo's  secre- 
tary of  war,  is  in  a  neighboring  bamo  and  is  anxious  to  know  if  he  will  be  treated 
as  a  prisoner  if  he  comes  in  and  presents  himself,  as  he  calls  it.  What  shall  I  say  if 
this  Question  is  propounded  to  me?  What  insurgent  troops  and  what  insurgent  gen- 
eral (lid  Wheaton  meet  at  San  Ja<'into?

Your  telegram  outlining  proposed  movement  from  Panique  against  insuigents 
reported  a.^  concentrating  at  Camiling  and  Mangatarem  received  and  fully  under- 
stood. Department  commander  desires  that  you  secure  Chuidian,  treasurer  of  insur- 
gents, and  send  bim  to  Manila.  You  are  authorized  to  receive  surrender  of  Florae 
afi  prisoner  of  war.  Capture  him  if  you  can.  Strength  of  insurgent  forces  defeated 
bv  Hare's  regiment  of  Wheaton's  column  on  9th  instant  estimated  at  1,200.  Name 
oi  insurgent  commander  of  defeateii  troops  and  general  commanding  troops  in 
AVheaton's  front  not  known.

BAYAMBANii,  \oremft4r  JI  ami  i^g,  1899, 
General  »Scuwax,  Chief  of  Staffs  ManiUi: 

Your  message  about  feeling  my  wav  towanl  San  Fabian  received.  *  I  will  make 
every  effort  to  carry  out  the  wisHes  of  the  department  (commander  in  that  respect. 
It  will  possibly  l^e  several  days  before  I  <»ii  get  everything  in  hand,  however,  to 
make  that  connection.  Colonel  Howzt?  is  liere  with  live  companies  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth,  and  has  received  orders  from  his  brigade  commander  to  go  into  I>Eigupan  to 
refit.  I  will  take  him  up  to-morrow  to  end  of  track,  from  which  point  he  will  only 
have  4  miles  to  march.  I  will  request  him  to  examine  the  road  toward  San  Fabian 
and  ^et  the  connei*tion.  The  personnel  of  the  signal  corps  is  nearly  exhausted,  and 
we  will  either  have  to  get  more  men  or  al)andon  some  of  our  offices,  which  just  now, 
when  w^e  want  to  wat<;n  every  foot  of  territory  possible,  would  be  very  unfortunate. 

MAcAnrnDR. 

We  will  now  suspeDd  temporarily  the  review  of  the  operations  of  Gen- 
eral MacArthur\s  force  and  eon.siaer  the  resultj*  of  General  Wheaton'j* 
expedition  to  Lingayen  Gulf,  thereafter  bringing  forward  the  move- 
ments of  General  Lawton's  troops  to  the  latter  i3art.  of  November.  The 
foregoing  presentation  of  occurrences  along  the  line  of  the  railway 
shows  that  the  insurgents  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  destroy 
the  road,  with  its  rolling  stock  and  station  property.  It  was  due  to  the 
vigor  and  celerity  Avith  which  the  enemy  was  pushed  hack  that  any  por- 
tion of  the  railway  property  was  saved.  The  advance  from  Angeles  to 
Dagupan  revealed  the  following  conditions:  Seven  miles  of  rails  had 
been  removed,  and  the  ties  piled  and  burned  between  Angeles  and 
Bamban.  The  bridge  over  the  Paranao,  which  originally  consisted  of 
four  71-foot  s}mus,  was  wrecked.  The  south  abutment  with  adjacent 
pier  and  125  feet  of  emlmnkment  had  been  washed  out.  The  south 
span  was  on  the  ground.  One  pier  of  the  next  span  had  been  d^'na- 
mited  and  had  settled  2k  feet,  and  the  pier  of  the  next  span  had  also 
been  injured  by  dynamite.  Prior  to  the  blasting  of  the  piers  the 
three  spans  had  been  jacked  up  and  then  lowered  on  greased  metal 
plate.s,  when  an  engine  was  driven  at  full  speed  against  the  north  end 
of  the  bridge,  with  the  result  that  the  entire  superstru<^ture  was  moved 
lengthwise  10  inches.  This  bridge  was  about  30  feet  above  the  sui'face 
of  the  stream. 

North  of  the  Paranao  the  next  verv  serious  obstruction  waa  the 
washout  north  of  Tarlac,  which,  when  the  Tarlac  River  was  at  its 
flood  stage,  was  over  2,000  feet  wide.  Through  this  the  water  was 
shallow  except  for  a  few  feet  on  the  north  side,  where  it  was  swift  and 
deep.  The  bottom  was  unstiible,  consisting  mostly  of  quicksand. 
This  washout  was  due  to  natural  causes,  and  was  the  result  of  a  recent 
freshet.  The  river  foiinerly  flowed  along  the  west  side  of  the  track 
and  emptied  its  waters  into  Lingayen  Gulf.  For  a  distance  of  one- 
half  mile  the  track  was  lower  than  the  bed  of  the  stream — the  stream 
being  cx>nfined  by  an  emlmnkment  which  it  broke  through,  washing 
out  the  railroad  bed,  and  the  river  lieing  divided  discharged  pai-t  of 
its  waters  into  Lingayen  Gulf  and  the  other  portion  into  the  river 
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Chico,  which  flows  into  the  Rio  Grande  Pampanga,  emptying  into 
Manila  Bay.  It  was  confined  a^in  to  its  original  bed  by  the  recon- 
struction of  the  embankment  and  the  track  placed  in  its  original  posi- 
tion. North  of  the  Tarlac  washout  only  mmor  repaii's  were  required 
until  a  point  *Si  miles  south  of  Dagupan  was  reached,  and  from  there 
to  the  latter  place  the  track  had  been  removed  by  the  insurgents  and 
nearly  all  the  ties  burned. 

The  work  of  repair,  requiring  a  high  order  of  engineering  ability 
and  great  celerity,  that  the  advancing  troops  might  receive  supplies, 
was  performed  by  Captain  Sibert,  of  the  Engineer  Corps,  with  two 
engineer  companies  ana  300  Chinese  laborers,  the  troops  making  the 
minor  repairs  to  the  road  as  they  advanced.  Two-thirds  of  the  rolling 
stock  haa  been  destroyed  or  rendered  unserviceable,  and  that  all  was 
not  destroyed  was  due  to  the  ignorance  of  the  insurgents,  whose  meth- 
ods of  destruction  appear  to  have  been  very  primitive.  Through 
service  over  the  entire  railway  from  Manila  to  Dagupan  was  eflfected 
by  December  21. 

When  General  MacArthur's  troops  were  directed  to  advance  from 
Angeles  on  November  5,  General  Wneaton  was  ordered  to  proceed  to 
Jjingayen  Gulf  and  make  lodgment  at  or  near  San  Fabian.  He  was 
directed  to  close  all  roads  leading  north  from  Dagupan,  and  it  was 
expected  that  he  would  later  communicate  with  General  Lawton's 
detachments  to  the  east.  His  expeditionary  force  consisted  of  the 
entire  Thiileenth  Infantry;  headquarters  and  11  companies  Thirtv- 
third  Infantry;  a  platoon  of  Ludlow's  Battery,  Sixth  Artillery;  2  on- 
cers and  30  enlisted  men  of  the  Engineers;  1  officer  and  13*  enlisted 
men  of  tin*  Signal  Corps;  a  Hospital  Corps  detachment;  and  225  Chi- 
nese laborers.  His  tmnsportation  was  the  Government  transports  S/teri- 
f/an  and  Azt^c  and  two  coasting  vessels  chartered  for  this  service.  He 
was  ('onvoyed  by  the  naval  vessels  C7aUao  and  Manila  and  subsequently 
joined  by  the  Oregon^  direct  from  Hongkong.  He  sailed  on  the  morn- 
ing of  November  6,  and  arrived  opposite  San  Fabian  the  following 
day.     His  report  of  November  8,  received  on  the  9th,  is  as  follows: 

Arrived  at  8an  Fabian  yesterday  p.  m.  Landed  one  battalion  Thirteenth  and  one 
of  tlie  Thirty-third  Infantry  at  4:40,  the  Navy  firing  on  the  insurgent  trenches.  The 
enemy,  estimated  at  300,  was  turned  out  of  intrenchments  by  a  flank  movement  from 
the  nortli  and  fle<l  in  the  (iireotion  of  Dagupan.  Aided  by  the  Navy  we  landed 
2,000  men  in  two  hours  and  twenty  minutes.  One  battalion  Thirteenth  Infantry, 
Captain  Buck,  recoimoitere<l  to-day  to  San  Jacinto,  encountering  small  parties  of 
the  enemy.  A  battalion  of  the  Thirtv-third  Infantry,  mider  Major  March,  made 
reconnoissance  to  the  vicinity  of  Mangaldan,  encountered  200  men,  killed  8,  captured 
2  wounded  officers.  Another  battalion  of  the  Thirty-third,  under  Major  Logan,  recon- 
noitcre<l  Santo  Tomas  roa<l  l)eyond  its  junction  with  the  San  Rosario  road.  Insurgent 
force  cncountertHl,  estimated  not  to  exceed  50,  who  fled  north.  Excepting  Santo 
Tonijis  road,  all  roads  impassable  for  wheeled  vehicles.  Will  soon  complete  unload- 
ing of  supplies,  which  surf  on  l>each  renders  difficult.  Twenty-six  Spanish  prisoners 
escajK'd  to  us  and  reported  that  300  impressed  recruits  had  escaped  from  the  enemy 
to  the  mountains  durinji:  the  bombardment.  These  recruits  were  en  route  to  Dagui)an. 
The  force  at  Dagupan  is  estimate<l  at  1,500  men.  Every thinir  favorable,  and  coope- 
ration of  Navy  complete. 

Before  the  reception  of  this  report  I  received  a  verbal  statement 
from  a  young  naval  officer,  who  brought  dispatches  from  Lingayen 
(lulf  to  Admiral  Watson  by  the  Manila.,  to  the  effect  that  the  landing 
of  (xeneral  Wheaton's  troops  was  made  at  the  town  of  Lingayen,  west 
of  Dagupan;  that  the  sea  was  so  rough  it  was  found  impcssible  to  make 
a  landing  at  any  near  point  noith  or  east  of  the  last-named  town. 
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This  inforiiiutioii  was  iininodiat<»ly  teleffinphed Genei^aLs  Mju'Arthurand 
I^awton,  and  caused  the  former  to  feel  out  for  Wheatoii's  troops  in  an 
erroneous  direction,  but  correct  information  being  given  within  a  few 
hours  no  casualty  ensued.  On  Noveml)er  1 1  GeneralWheaton  reported 
in  substance  as  foHows: 

Buttali<»n  of  4(K)  innurgt'iitw  came  over  Mangaldan  roa<i  yenterday  and  intrenched 
2 J  unW^  from  San  Fahian.  Major  Marcli,  with  hit*  battalion  of  tlu'  Thirty-third  In- 
fantry, \va.s  Hont  to  attack  them.  Ho  carried  their  works,  they  leavinj^c  14  dead 
I  herein.  The  insuiyt^nt  commandant,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Carla.«,  wan  among  the 
killed.  Forty-one  riflen  were  found.  Major  Marcli  ha«l  2  men  killed.  Insurgents 
rtwl  to  Mangaldan  toward  mouth  of  Dagupan  River.  The  enemy  is  now  reported  in 
Homo  force  at  San  Jacinto,  and  we  will  atta(;k  them  to-<lay.  Unloading  oi  supplies 
will  be  comr)lcted  this  morning.  We  will  Ixj  compelleil  to  land  storen  at  Santo 
Tomus  in  orainar\'  weather,  on  good  road.  Insurgents'  line  is  San  Jacinto,  Man^l- 
dan,  Dagupan,  and  mouth  of  Dagupan  River.  Our  position  closes  communication 
with  the  north  coast  excepting  through  mountain  trails  by  way  of  Pozomibio. 

And  on  November  12  he  reported: 

Yesterday  at  0  a.  m.  the  Thirty-third  Infantry,  C'olonel  Hare  conmianduig,  assisted 
by  one  (Tatling  gun  under  Captain  Howland  of  my  staff,  attacked  1,200  insurgents 
near  San  Jacinto.  The  intrenchnient*<  were  carried  with  heavy  loss  to  the  enemy. 
Eighty-one  of  their  <iead  found,  actual  count.  Our  loss.  Major  Logan  and  6  men 
kille<1,  and  1  olilcer  and  1 1  men  woundtnl.  Major  l^»gan  fell  while  gallantly  lead- 
ing his  battalion.  The  insurgents  fled  to  the  north  and  oast  into  the  mountains  of 
Maiuu»ag,  having  lost  in  killed  and  wounded  some  800  men.  There  are  no  anned 
insurgents  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Jac^into  to-day.     Colonel  Ilan^  rt^turned  this  afternoon. 

No  further  information  was  received  from  (xeneml  Wheaton  until 
November  20,  as  he  was  not  in  telegmphic  communication  with  Manila 
and  was  oblij^ed  to  send  his  dispatches  bv  water,  taking  advantage  of 
v(;s.sels  sent  from  Lingayen  Gulf  to  heaciquarters  as  occasion  offered. 
On  the  last-named  date  a  rei)ort,  dated  the  previous  day,  was  received 
from  him,  in  which  he  stated: 

My  troops  are  now  at  San  Fabian,  San  JatunU),  Manaoag,  and  toward  Binalonaiu 
To-day  a  battalion  of  the  Thirtet^nth  Infantry  was  sent  to  Dagupan  to  ascertain  con- 
dition* of  affairs  there.  So  far  as  I  can  leani  insurgent  anny  has  disintegrated.  I 
have  had  mv  forces  at  Santc^  Tomds,  Rosario,  and  on  the  16th  instant  went  with  the 
Thirty-tliinl  Infantry  to  San  Jacinto,  sending  one  Imttalion  by  way  of  Alava  and 
Pozomibio,  and  thence  to  San  Jacinto.  There  was  slight  resistanc^e  near  Colusa,  but 
the  insurgents  scattered  to  the  mountains.  The  Thirteenth  Infantry  had  4  men 
wounde<l  on  the  Santo  Tomiis  roa^l  near  the  San  Rosario  trail  on  November  15.  Gen- 
eral I^wton  came  here  yesterdav  noon  after  my  arrival  from  San  Jacinto.  I  have 
mv  scouts  in  all  country  east  of  kosario.  The  steamer  Francisco  Reyes  has  been  l^ing 
off  shore  since  the  17th  instant,  the  surf  being  too  high  to  permit  her  to  communicate 
with  shore.  It  will  Ikj  necessary  to  occupv  Dagupan  and  nave  all  stores  which  are 
sent  from  Manila  come  there  by  light-draft  Doats,  entering  Dagui>an  River.  All 
olwtructions  are  said  to  have  Ijeen  washed  out.  I  send  this  by  the  Orf(/o»»,  which 
sails  to-dav,  but  will  communicate  full  details  of  situation  when  my  troops  return  from 
hat  vicinity. 

This  was  followed  by  a  couununication  of  NovcuiImt  -2*2,  in  which  he 
reix)rted  as  follows: 

Am  about  to  send  a  battalion  to  San  Fernando  to  supjMjrt  General  Young  in  his 
efforts  to  capture  Aguinaldo.  At  last  account  he  was  one  day's  march  behind  Agiii- 
naldor  who  was  making  for  Bayonbong,  via  Trinidad.  General  Lawton  hsa  requested 
me  to  send  troops  to  Vigan  and  Bangued  to  release  prisoners,  but  all  of  my  cascoes 
have  Ijeen  wrecked,  and  it  is  impossible  to  embark  troops  on  the  beach  here,  as  the 
surf  is  10  feet  high.  I  send  back  the  Brutus,  which  is  only  partly  unloaded.  We 
have  lost  stores  in  attempting  to  unload.  All  stores  must  be  sent  in  light-draft 
boats,  drawing  not  to  exceed  8  feet,  and  be  sent  up  Dagupan  River.  The  obstruc- 
tions are  all  out,  and  we  can  get  in  there.  Will  send  a  battalion  Thirteenth  Infantry, 
under  Captain  Buck,  to  occupy  the  place.  Buck  was  there  with  his  battalion  on  the 
19th  instant.    The  insurgents  had  ullen  back  westward  on  the  line  of  Salasa  and 
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Maiijjratart'ni.  They  (aUM  to  >ret  north  hy  way  of  Manaoag,  as  my  trooiw  <x^rupied 
all  the  roarlH.  My  coTiiiinrid  has  had  detachiiients  in  all  towns  north  and  east  for 
20  inik^'  (li.staiuv,  and  am  to-day  having  reconnoisanoe  made  toward  Salaea.  We 
have  on  hand  alK>ut  7(),(KX)  rations.  Nothing  more  should  be  sent  here,  but  all 
should  po  to  Dagupan.     Will  remain  here  except  when  operating  in  the  field. 

Thi.s  coniinuuication  was  replied  to  on  November  25,  and  General 
Wheaton  was  instructed  to  have  two  battalions  of  the  Thirty-third 
Infantry,  under  Colonel  Hare,  march  to  Vigan,  send  the  coasting  ves- 
sel Oii*teU4i7to  ui)  the  coast  with  rations,  and  have  that  vessel  touch  at 
San  Fernando  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  troops  upon  arrival, 
and  thence  continue  northward  to  Vigan.  He  was  further  instructed 
to  keep  part  of  the  Thirteenth  Infantry  in  Dagupan  to  assist  General 
MacArtnur  temporarily,  and  was  informed  that  orders  had  been  given 
to  reconstruct  the  telegraph  line  from  Dagupan  to  San  Fabian  as  soon 
as  ix)ssil>le. 

We  must  now  bring  forward  to  date  the  movements  of  General 
Lawton-s  ti'oops,  which  we  left  on  November  16  on  the  San  Isidro 
Cabanatuan,  San  Jose,  Humingan,  and  Tayug  line,  with  detachments 
in  Aliaga,  Carranglan,  and  near  Bongabong,  east  of  Cabanatuan.  We 
mentioned  the  march  of  the  five  companies  of  the  Thir^^-fourth 
Infantry,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Howze,  from  Aliaga  to  Victoria, 
which  point  he  r(»ached  on  Noveml)er  13,  and  there  communicated 
wMth  General  MacAithur's  advance  at  Tarlac;  also  the  orders  given  to 
Colonel  Howze  to  continue  his  march  north  to  Uosales  by  way  of 
Cuyapo,  while  another  force  would  proceed  from  Aliaga  to  that  "point 
by  San  Juan  de  Guimba.  He  reported  his  march  from  Aliaga  to  Vic- 
toria ujwn  his  arrival  at  the  last-named  place  and  sent  it  by  messenger 
back  to  Aliaga.  In  that  he  stated  that  he  found  the  roads  impassable, 
and  that  there  were  many  streams  from  25  to  1,(X)0  feet  wide,  some  of 
which  his  men  were  obliged  to  swim;  that  he  found  plenty  of  insur- 
gent trenches  near  Casanova  and  a  regular  fortification  at  Calaban, 
and  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  live-on  the  country,  as  rations  could 
not  be  transported.  He  stated  that  the  people  were  pleased  at  his 
approach  and  wei'e  tired  of  insurrection;  that  he  recived  from  a  native 
a  letter  written  by  an  American  prisoner,  which  was  dated  Victoria, 
October  28,  containing  the  information  that  there  were  21  American 
prisoners  there,  and  that  they  expected  to  be  removed  very  soon  to 
Ba  von bong. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Howze  proceeded  to  Rosales,  as  dii'ected,  with 
the  five  companies  sent  by  Cuyapo;  but  those  sent  by  San  Juan  de 
Guiml)a  were  unable  to  pass  north  on  account  of  high  water,  and 
moved  eastward  by  Talavera  to  San  Jose.  Colonel  Howze  arrived  at 
Rosales  on  November  18,  but  had  been  preceded  to  that  point  b}'  Bal- 
lance's  batUilion  of  the  Twenty -second  Infantrv,  whicn  had  passed 
from  there  on  to  the  northwest  by  way  of  Villavis  and  Uroaneta. 
Howze  leported  that  the  road  from  Tarlac  by  way  of  Victx)ria  was 
passa>)Ie;  that  he  had  no  engajgement  with  enemy,  but  that  his  column 
had  b(*en  of  value  in  scattering  an  organized  insurgent  force  at  San 
Juan  de  Guim})a,  from  which  four  insurgent  companies  had  marched 
with  two  guns  to  Panique,  and  were  joined  by  insurgents  from  Cuvapo. 
He  r(MX)rted  that  the  insurrection  was  fast  breaking  up;  that  indivfduals 
were  neading  south,  but  that  such  portions  of  the  enemy  as  remained 
organized  were  heading  for  San  Miguel  de  Camiling;  that  Aguinaldo 
himself  was  between  Victoria  and  Licap,  and  expected  to  go  as  an 
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individual  oithor  through  Manila  or  by  way  of  Zambale^  province  to 
southern  Luzon.  Colonel  Howze  proceeded  to  Dagupan,  where,  with 
his  live  companies,  he  was  ordered  for  temporary  duty  with  the  Sec*ond 
Division. 

The  movements  of  Cieneml  Ijawton's  troops  to  November  15  are 
already  recorded.  Geneml  Young,  in  the  advance  with  several  troops 
of  the  Third  C-avalryand  a  iX)rtion  of  the  Macal)ebo  scouts,  was  in  tne 
vicinity  of  Tayug  and  San  Nicolas.  He  had  pushed  his  cavalry  west 
ward  to  San  Manuel  and  Asingan,  where  he  had  met  and  overcome 
considerable  opposition.  Batson's  scouts  held  San  Quentin.  Ballane^'s 
battalion,  Twentv-second  Infantrv,  and  the  mountain  batterv  held  Hum- 
ingan.  Hayes,  with  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  occupied  San  fFose  and  Car- 
anglan,  and  the  remaining  troops  were  pushing  forward  or  were  occupy- 
ing stations  as  far  to  the  southeast  as  San  Isidro.  General  Lawton. 
leaving  his  headquarters  at  Cabanatuan,  was  en  route  to  join  Young  and 
had  passed  San  flose,  beyond  which  all  information  had  to  l>e  obtained 
through  messengers,  as  the  telejifraph  line  did  not  extend  west  of  that 
point.  On  Novcmlier  14  he  wMreci  a  rejwrt  from  Captain  Ballance, 
stating  that  he  (Ballance)  had  In^en  ordered  by  General  Young  to  pro- 
ceed with  three  companies  and  two  guns  by  direct  road  to  Rosales,  and 
that,  leaving  one  company  with  his  sick  and  transpoitation  at  Humin- 

Sin,  he  would  march  for  liosalcs  on  that  day.     This  he  did,  and  on 
ovemlM»r  15  reported  to  (jcneml  I^awton  from  Kosales,  as  follows: 

Arrivid  liore  Isuat  night  witli  tlu*  ritininand  lien^tofon.*  reported.  Had  a  pkirmish 
at  Matallmn  River  bridge.  I^ridg<i  dentroviHl.  Built  new  one,  ntrong  enough  for 
any  wagon.  Thifl  Ih  about  7  inilen  from  Ito^*aleM.  The  roarl  for  first  5  nules  from 
llumingan  is  verjr  good.  It  getH  worm*  and  worne  after  that,  but  it  in  {tanMible  for 
wagons.  Tlie  l)ridge  at  R<»MileH  haa  gone.  There  is  a  road  around  it,  but  a  guide 
nnist  b(»  pnK'urecl  to  pilot  wagons  through  the  Hwani|).  Foot  troo|ie  can  pa«ii  on  the 
dire<*t  road  and  over  tne  river  on  a  temporized  footbridge.  I  capture<i  here  Ijetween 
two  and  tliree  hundre^l  calianH  rice,  4  large  boxefl  printing  paper,  3  l)<)xefl  writing 
irtiper,  4  lH>xtw  FiUpino  stamps,  50  haversacks,  46  \mn  of  drawers,  9  underahirts. 
Tlie  people  are  very  prf>nounce<l  in  our  favor.  As  I  could  not  take  the  articles  with 
me,  and  did  not  cieem  it  a<1visable  to  destroy  them,  I  placed  them  in  charge  of  the 
presidenti^  of  the  town,  who  seems  tnistwortny.  Release^l  5  wounded  prisoners  (Flli- 
pinos)  an<l  gave  them  a  pass  to  their  homes  in  the  prrnince  of  Ilocos.  1  have  a  partly 
const nicted  raft  pre]>artHl  to  cross  the  river  to  go  to  Villavis.  I  croase^i  the  Aono  at 
the  liarrio  r>f  ('arinen,  which  is  down  the  river  and  about  2i  miles  from  here.  Insar- 
gents  were  at  Carmen  this  morning,  l)ut  disappeared  on  approach  r»f  my  scouts. 
Kxpect  to  l)e  able  to  cross  my  command  an<i  go  to  Villavis  to-night,  wiiere  I  hope  to 
hear  from  Yr»ung.  The  repc»rtH  are  so  contradictory  comreming  Aguinaldo  tnat  I 
can*t  loi'at**  him,  nor  the  strength  of  his  forces  at  I7rdaneta.  I  am  going  to  try  to^t 
a  Filipino  to  take  this  to  llumingan.  If  I  had  some  money  it  would  l>e  much  easier 
U)  get  ahmg  without  rations.  I  send  this  to  you,  as  1  don*t  know  how  I  can  commu- 
nicate with  General  Young. 

(xeneral  Lawton  reached  Tayug  on  November  15,  proceeded  north 
to  San  Nicoltw,  and  on  the  17th,  the  day  General  MacArthur's  advance 
entered  Gerona  (the  first  railway  station  north  of  Tarlac),  and  the  day 
after  Genei^al  WheatonV  troops  entered  Pozorrubio  ana  withdrew  on 
road  to  San  Jacinto,  he  telegraphed: 

Ox  Road  betwrbn  San  Nicyjlah  and  San  Manuel, 

AND  West  Aono  River, 

November  17,  1899,^ 
Chief  op  Staff,  Manila: 

I  send  hy  this  messenger,  to  be  forwarded  to  San  Jose,  end  of  wire,  reports  of 
Young  an(f  Ballance  just  received.  I  have  l)een  water  bound  here  for  two  dam 
streams  lx>th  sides  of  me  being  unfordable.  It  distresses  me  to  report  the  death  t>y 
drowning  of  Lieutenant  Luna,  Thirty-fourth  Tn&intry,  who  was  my  acting  aid,  while 
following  me  througb  Agno  River,  3  p.  m.  15th  iiuitant;  also  two  men  of  my  escort^ 
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OH  follows:  IViviiti'ri  Holteran<l  Haf<H,  Tr<M>j>  I,  Fourth  Cavalry.  Jt  haH  rained  alinoAt 
t-onHtaiitly  since  leaving  8an  Inliiro,  and  1  niu^t  again  re<!iir  to  the  fortitude,  courage, 
endurantv,  and  clieerfulnesH  of  the  whole  command  aH  worthy  the  highest  consid- 
eration. It  niuHt  l)e  reniend)ere<l  that  this  command  left  Cabanatuan  this  7th  instant, 
carrying  three  days'  rations  on  persons,  since  which  time  most  of  them  have  received 
no  rations  except  such  as  they  nave  captured  from  the  enemy.  Nothing  so  far  has 
been  heard  of  Wheaton.  1  shall  communicate  with  him  as  soon  as  rivers  can  be 
forded.  Were  it  not  for  enemv's  stores  we  would  be  in  de>^perate  straits.  As  it  is, 
we  are  wet,  filthy,  and  cheerful.  We  are  fearfuUv  strung  out,  but  the  enemy  seems 
demoralized  and  I  have  no  serious  misgivings,  ^he  wind  shifted  to  the  west  this 
a.  m.,  and  I  hope  the  rain  will  cease.    Two  days  good  weather  and  we  will  be  on  our 


feet.

Chief  of  Staff,  Manila: 

Following  just  received  from  General  Young:  *' Headquarters  Cavalry  Brigade, 
First  Division,  J^anta  Ana,  Barrio  of  Asingan,  November  15,  1899,  9.30  p.m. — ^Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Wessells,  Tayug:  My  cavalry  struck  battalion  300  insurgents  near 
Manaoag  last  night  at  dark.  The  first  trtx)p  charged  through  them,  scattering  them 
to  the  right  and  left  of  the  road.  Chase's  troop,  my  escort,  struck  them  in  the  orush. 
Results:  Enemy  scattered  in  all  directions;  15  prisoners,  36  guns,  4  dead  on  the  road- 
side. No  casualties  on  our  side.  Swigert  with  two  troops  took  the  road  to  Pozomibio 
this  morning.  Chase's  troop  accompanied  me  as  far  as  the  river  opposite  Tayug,  but 
we  could  not  cross,  and  we  returned  to  the  l)arrio  nearest  Tayug  on  Asingan  road.  I 
sent  dispatch  to-night  oniering  Bats<^n  from  Villavis  to  Bkialonan;  also  Ballance,  if  he 
is  there.  If  additional  cavalry  arrives,  send  two  troops  to  join  me  at  Binalonan,  if  they 
can  cross  the  river.  If  additional  cavalry  has  not  arrived,  send  one  troop  from  San 
Nicolds  direct  through  to  Binalonan,  if  it  can  cross  the  river.  Have  just  received  a 
dispatch  from  Swigert,  stating  that  he  has  met  with  heavy  resistance  at  Pozomibio. 
He  feels  certain  that  Aguinaldo  is  there  strongly  intrenched.  My  cavalry  made  a 
march  of  30  miles  yesterday  and  fought  a  ^ood  hght  at  dark.  Twenty  caraDao,  with 
baggage  containing  uniforms,  shoes,  and  nee,  wearing  apparel  for  women,  etc.,  were 
captured  and  destroyed.  Twenty-nine  Remingtons  and  2  Mausers  were  destroyed 
by  bending  the  barrels  and  breakmg  the  stocks,  also  many  havensacks  of  ammunition. 
Bands  of  hats  found  in  the  morning  were  marked  *Bulacan  Battalion.'  Swigert  says 
they  have  some  artillery.  He  hatl  two  encounters  to-day,  carrying  intrenchments 
in  both,  but  did  not  get  into  Pozomibio.  Send  answer  by  bearer  at  once.  Send 
copy  of  this  dispatch  to  General  Lawton.  (Signed)  Young,  Brigadier-Greneral. 
Official  copv  respectfully  furnished  Major-General  Lawton,  by  omer  of  Colonel 
Wessels.    ll.  H.  Patterson,  First  Lieutenant,  Third  Cavalry. *'

A  dispatch  of  the  same  date  was  received  from  General  Youn^,  and 
is  as  follows: 

PozoRRUBio,  Luzon,  yoi^cmlter  17,  1899. 
Major-Ciencnil  Otis: 

Aguinaldo  is  now  a  fugitive  and  an  outlaw,  seeking  security  in  escape  to  the  moun- 
tains or  by  sea.  My  cavalr>'  have  ridden  down  his  forces  wherever  found,  utterly 
routing  them  in  every  instance,  killing  some,  capturing  and  liberating  many  prison- 
ers, and  destroying  anns,  ammunition,  and  other  war  imnedimenta.  Aguinaldo  is 
accompanied  by  his  wife  and  several  other  women,  and  aiso  by  Generals  Pilar  and 
Tinio,  with  about  150  soldiers.  I  have  sent  Swigert  with  two  troops  to  San  Jacinto 
to  fee<l  and  rest  one  day,  and  thence  to  return  to  Tavug,  taking  with  nim  lame  horses, 
Imrefooted  and  sick  men  left  at  Binalonan  and  other  points.  Parker,  with  detach- 
ment of  Chase's  troop,  should  reach  here  to-morrow  from  San  Jacinto  with  some 
coffee,  sugar,  an<l  salt.  On  his  arrival  I  shall  renew  pursuit  with  Chase's  troop  and 
Macalx^bSj.  The  route  of  the  fugitives  is  through  Alava,  Rosario,  and  probably  to 
Benguet  province.  M  y  men  have  had  no  supplies  from  Government  for  past  five  days. 
Manv  of  them  are  barefooted,  hatless  and  coatless,  but  their  hearts  are  all  right 
The  "i^avv  should  examine  all  ports  from  San  Fernando  (Union)  northward.  Please 
inform  Major-General  Lawton,  as  floods  prevent  my  communicating  with  him  by 
courier, 

Yoi'Nrj,  Brigadier-GenercU. 
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Also  a  tolo^nim  from  Captain  Ru8sel,  of  the  Signal  ('oi^^s,  at  8an 
Joso,  to  the  diief  signal  officer  of  the  deimrtment,  which  contained  the 
following  information: 

No  couriers  from  I^wtoii  yet.  Kain  haj^  let  up  tniH  ]>.  ni.  Three  tnK>ps  Hayes's 
command  in  Carranglan.  Kivers  liave  kept  them.  No  win*  to  })ut  up  here  to  Aliaga 
or  San  Juan.  Entimated  it  is  40  miles  from  hen*  to  Tayup,  over  frijrhtfnl  roads,  and 
n(«d  all  wire  eominjj  for  that  line.  Rations  are  r*earee  antl  we  have  to  use  everj* 
reme<iy,  but  the  men  an*  doing  cjuite  well.     Xo  foragt*  for  animals  but  grass. 

Nothing  more  was  heard  from  either  (ienerals  I^iwton  or  Young 
until  November  21,  and  in  the  meantime  instructions  to  the  troops  on 
the  San  Isidro  and  San  Jose  line  were  given  direct  from  Manila. 
There  were  still  seven  I'uscoes  of  supplies  Iw^tween  Arayat  and  San 
Isidro  to  be  pushed  up  the  river.  The  wagon  transportation,  with  the 
troops  guarding  it,  were  strung  along  the  route,  water  or  mud  ))Ound, 
from  Santa  Rosa  below  Cabanatuan  to  Humingan,  and  the  condition 
of  the  soldiers  in  the  district  of  Carranglan  caused  a  great  deal  of 
apprehension.  In  response  to  our  in(|uirv.  Colonel  Hayeks,  command- 
ing the  Fourth  Cavalry,  telegraphed  from  San  Jose  on  Nov<»ml)er  18: 

Have  no  news  of  General  I^iwton  or  movements  of  insurgent  forceps  since  General 
Lawt4^>n'H  dispatch  this  morning.  Have  three  tr(M»ps  Fourth  ( 'avalr^-  at  Carranglan; 
have  ha<l  no  news  from  them  for  several  days,  and  feel  \i'ry  s(»licitous  about  their 
situation.  Trail  to  (Wranglan  now  under  uiost  unfavonible  conditions  and  is  im- 
practicable for  wheeled  vehicles.  Only  means  of  supi)lying  these  tniops  is  by  means 
of  pack  horses.  During  rain  of  last  few  days  Htrt*ams  crossing  tniil  have  Ikhju  un- 
fordable.  I  still  crmsider  (^'arranglan  an  imp<»rtant  iK>int  to  holrl.  and  shall  not  with- 
draw troops  ^^ithout  authority. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  message  he  was  instructed  to  draw  bacik 
from  Carrangbin  within  a  day  or  two  the  three*  troops  sttitioned  there, 
or  to  do  so  as  soon  as  weather  and  condition  of  roads  would  permit, 
to  which  he  replied: 

Situation  of  troops  at  Carranglan  \md.  Sickness  increasing  daily.  Living  for 
nearly  three  days  on  carabao  meat.  Impossible  to  supply  them.  Had  oraered 
them  t*>  San  Jt>se  l>efore  receipt  of  your  telegrams.  C'an  s<*out  from  here  to  Carrang- 
lan. Weather  apparently  settled.  Rr)ads  ba<l  })ut  improving.  No  news  of  column 
south  of  San  Jose  except  that  train  of  34  bull  carts  was  crossing  river  at  Talavera 
yesterday.  Morale  of  tn>ops  excellent.  No  complaint.  Will  keep  you  pfM»ted  on 
news  of  interest.  Two  trooi)s  of  Fourth  Cavalry  [)assing  through  here  to  ]oin  Gen- 
eral Lawton. 

On  November  21  the  following  connnunication  was  received  from 
General  Lawton,  by  boat  from  ])agupan: 

Hkadqiartkhs  Fikst  Division,  Kighth  Army  Corp 

(In  the  Field)  San  Fabian,  Xovrnihir  19,  l/f99. 
Chief  op  Staff.  ManUa: 

I  was  enabled  to  leave  the  point  where  I  was  wat(»r  bound  the  night  of  the  1 7th,  and 
proceetied  at  once  in  quest  of  General  Young.  1  overtook  him  at  Pozorrubio  at  10 
a.  m.  the  18th,  just  n^y  to  leave  on  trail  oi  Aguinaldo.  He  sei'ined  to  lie  satisfied 
that  he  was  on  the  right  trail,  and  that  Aguinaldo  had  actually  p:iss(Ml  out  in  the 
direction  indicated.  I  inclose  a  copy  of  statement  made  by  a  prr>niinent  (iitizen  of 
the  place,  the  truth  of  which  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt.  I  greatly  r«»gret  that  the 
insurgents  were  not  "shut  up  in  the  railroa<l  country  "  by  the  troops  **  at  the  north," 
as  I  was  assured  they  would  ** probably"  1k%  in  General  Otis*s  (communication  of 
the  2d  instant,  or  that  the^  did  not  hold  the  points  rx^^upied  by  them,  from  which 
they  were  almost  imme<liatelv  withdrawn.  Hearing  nothing,  however,  from  the 
column  in  the  north.  General  Young  without  hesitation  push^  rapidly  across  the 
Agno  River,  and  occupied  the  country  to  or  near  tlie  coast;  not  in  time, liowever,  to 
make  the  necessary  dispasitions  to  intercept  Aguinaldo,  who  pa^^sed  out  via  Urda- 
iieta,  Manaoag,  and  Pozorrubio,  with  Young  in  hot  pursuit  and  fighting  with  his 
rear  guard.  Aguinaldo  will  probably  strike  the  main  coast  road  at  Ago6,  where  the 
trail  on  which  he  now  is  comes  into  sai<l  rood.    I  have  just  received  the  inclosed 
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iioto  fn>iM  YoiiiiK,  (lat<'<l  last  iii^lit.  He  liiu«  the  Macabebe^  and  50  picked  men  of 
Cliast^'.s  troop  an(l  30  i>icked  imii  of  Caotain  Johmk>u'8  troop,  Third  Cavalry,  under 
Cha^t*.  On  receipt  of  Young's  note  I  <liHi>atelied  Major  Swigert  with  available  men 
of  two  tr(>o]>8  Third  Cavalry  an<l  Lientenant-(>)lonel  Parker  to  Ago6  by  road,  to  cut 
off  Ajruinaldo  if  iK)«!iible  and  to  eooix»rate  with  Young.  Young  Beems  very  san^ine. 
He  will  at  lea^t  make  Aguinaldo  very  unhappy.  It  is  my  opinion  that  Agumaldo 
Bhould  Ik?  followe<i  every  moment  fn>ni  thin  time.  He  Hhouid  not  l)e  permitted  to 
establish  himself  at  any  |»oint  or  again  organize  a  government  or  an  anny.  Wherever 
he  can  go  an  American  soldier  can  follow,  and  there  are  many  who  are  anxioui«  to 
undertake  the  stTvice. 

In  this  connei'tion  1  can  not  forgt»t  the  Macabel)e8,  who  have  distinguished  them- 
Ht^lves  fn»m  the  moment  of  their  employment,  and  are  now  our  main  reliance  and 
flupjK>rt.  They  have  l>eon  well-l)ehave<l,  loyal,  and  active,  notwithstanding  that 
they  have  l)een  nmligne<l  and  are  falsely  accu8e<l  by  th^  insurgents,  who,  I  am 
satisfied,  have  themselves  committwi  outrages,  representing  themselves  to  be  Maca- 
bebes.  After  leaving  Young  at  11  a.  m.  yesterday,  I  rode  through  to  San  Jacinto, 
where  I  exi)ecteil  to  meet  an<l  confer  with  Wheaton,  but  found  he  had  come  back  to 
this  placi\  I  rode  through,  arriving  at  this  place  alx>ut  dark,  having  been  in  the  saddle 
about  eighteen  hours.  1  wished  to  ascertain  to  what  point  he  would  occupy  the 
country,  arrange  for  supplies  from  this  point,  and  arrange  to  have  ship  cruise  up  the 
coast  to  take  supplies  lor  Young,  and  with  which  he  could  communicate,  and  to 
arrange  to  ship  in  here  the  treasurt*  and  other  plunder  cai)tured,  and  the  Spanish 
prisoners,  which  I  will  do.  I  wish  to  ask  what  disposition  is  desired  I  shall  make 
of  the  pn»sH  arul  material  of  the  Ileraldo  FUinino  captured  at  Tayug.  It  is  a  large 
press,  and  then*  is  a  largt*  quantity  of  material.  If  it  is  to  be  sent  to  Manila  an  expert 
printer  should  be  sent  up  to  take  charge  of  it.  My  telegraph  line  is  only  as  far  as 
San  Jose,  with  no  more  matt^rial.  I  suggt^st  that  it  be  constructed  from  tnis  end  to 
meet  at  San  Jose.  I  shall  return  along  my  line  to-day  to  Tayug,  and  shall  make 
my  headquarters  at  that  place  or  at  Humingan  for  the  time  being.  I  have  no  news 
from  Manila,  an<l  nothing  from  you,  and  have  no  knowledge  of  what  has  or  is  occur- 
ring south  of  us,  but  feel  that  thfs  line  (^n  now  ])e  left  with  Wheaton  or  the  com- 
mander of  the  Third  Brigade.  On  Young's  return  would  like  to  take  him,  with  the 
Fourth  (^avalry,  and  procee<l  via  Norzagaray,  Montalban,  Taytay,  Morong,  and  Santa 
Cniz  to  Tayal>as  and  wijx^  out  everything  in  the  south.  A  force  of  infantry  could  be 
organize<l  to  support  and  cooi>eratc.  from  Batangas  or  any  other  convenient  (K^int. 
I  still  hold  a  command  at  Carranglan,  but  can  not  see  that  it  does  much  good.  Also 
hold  the  pass  alcove  Sun  Xicholds.  Horseshoes  and  nails  should  be  sent  here  as  well 
as  to  San  Isidro  for  use  of  my  cavalry.  I  doubt  if  you  can  fully  realize  what  the 
trfK)ps  of  my  command  have  endure<l  during  the  past  two  weeks.  I  would  be  glad 
if  Wheaton  could  hold  the  Agno  River.  It  is  a  bad,  unsafe,  and  uncertain  river  to 
cross  at  In'st.

At  the  date  of  the  reception  of  this  letter  nothine;  definite  could  be 
determined  as  t<>  the  general  direction  in  which  the  bulk  of  the  enemy 
had  gone.  General  MacArthur  at  Bayambang  was  positive  that  a  large 
force  had  retired  west  of  the  railway,  with  the  intention  of  entering 
the  mountains  of  Zambales  if  pursued.  General  Wheaton,  though 
scouting  constantly  toward  Alava,  Pozorrubio,  and  in  the  direction  of 
Binalonan,  found  only  small  detachments,  and  was  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  organized  force  of  the  enemy,  which  had  I'etlred  up 
the  railway  and  had  retreated  on  Dagupan  and  Calasiao  when  its  van- 

?;uard  was  defeated  by  him,  had  proceeded  west  of  Dagupan  and 
ormed  line  on  the  Salasa  and  Mangatarem  road.  He  had  reconnoi- 
tered  in  the  direction  of  that  line  and  found  a  strong  force  in  place. 
His  duty,  therefore,  was  to  hold  it  in  that  section  with  the  troops  at 
his  command  until  (leneml  MacArthur  could  get  into  position  to  handle 
it.  He  encountered  the  most  stubborn  resistance  or  any  of  the  three 
columns  then  at  work  to  prevent  the  insurgents  from  gaining  the  moun- 
tains to  the  northeastward,  and  whom  he  saw  were  determined  to  pass 
north  ])y  the  west  coast  road.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Howze,  who  marched 
his  five  companies  from  Aliaga  north  to  Rosales,  reported  that  aU 
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organizations  in  that  jMirt  of  the  roiintrv  htul  retired  on  San  Miguel 
de  Camiling,  an  extension  of  the  Salasa  and  Mangatarem  line,  and 
that  Aguinaldo-^  had  in  person  and  in  disguise  fled  southward  to  the 
southern  Luzon  provinces. 

This  latter  statement  was  confinned  by,  or  it  expressed  the  belief 
of ,  the  majority  of  the  intelligent  Filipinos  of  Manila,  who  were  sure 
that  Aguinaldo  would  hasten  southward  through  the  Zambales  Moun- 
tains to  Manila  Bay  and  cross  over  to  the  Cavite  Province.  Later 
they  communicated  their  positive  assurances  that  he  had  succeeded  in 
entering  San  Francisco  de  Malal)on,  near  the  west  coast  of  that  prov- 
ince. A  few  Filipino  citizens  contended  that  he  had  entered  the 
province  of  Bulacan,  and  a  few  days  afterwards  reported  that  he  had 
materialized  to  the  north  and  east  of  and  near  Manila^  between  Nova- 
liches,  San  Jose,  and  San  Mateo,  le^uling  several  thousand  men.  Bula- 
can,  east  of  the  Rio  Grande  de  Pampan^ja  and  north  of  Baliuag,  had  not 
yet  been  entered  by  our  troops,  and  it  was  known  that  General  Pio 
del  Pilar  was  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Miguel  de  Mayumo  with  a  force 
which  we  estimated  at  1,000  or  more,  so  that  the  movements  of  Agui- 
naldo with  troops  through  the  eastern  portion  of  that  province  on 
San  Jose  and  Montalban  was  practicable,  if  he  could  find  the  neces- 
sary sul>sist€nco;  and  Pilar  ha<l  harvested  the  rice  in  the  country  of 
his  (K'cupation,  from  which  the  supply  needed  could  be  drawn. 

It  was  easy  to  conclude*,  therefore,  and  (|uite  at^cumtely,  that  General 
Young  in  his  advance  had  struck  only  a  small  fragment  of  the  rebel 
army,  mostly,  probably,  the  portions  driven  westward  from  Aliaga, 
Talaveni,  and  other  near  points.  It  was  fairly  w(»ll  known  that  there 
was  no  insurgent  general  of  prominence  along  (Jeneral  I^wton's  line, 
except  possibly  Gregorio  del  Pilar,  whom  General  Young  believed 
passed  north  through  Pozorrubio,  and  who  was  also  supposed  to  \fe 
commanding  in  the  vicinity  of  Daguimn,  and  that  if  Aguinaldo  was 
endeavoring  to  escape  north  he  was  not  accompanied  bv  much  force  and 
was  without  artillery.  It  was  positive,  however,  from  tne  captures  made 
by  General  Lawton's  men ,  that  it  had  been  Aguinaldo's  intention  to  retire 
with  his  civil  and  military  government  and  public  and  private  property 
on  Bayonbong  of  the  Nueva  Vizcaya  province,  and  this  intention  was 
also  confirmed  by  the  receipt  of  reliable  information  of  the  nature  of 
his  orders  to  effect  it  and  which  he  had  issued  several  days  before. 
Hence,  on  Noveml>er  21,  when  information  of  the  movements  of  Agui- 
naldo, as  reported  by  Generals  Lawton  and  Young,  were  received 
(reports  made  before  those  officers  had  knowledge  of  what  had  taken 
place  to  the  south  of  them),  it  was  difficult  to  reconcile  the  various 
official  and  unofficial  statements  which  were  being  submitted.  Cer- 
tainly General  Young  had  proused  back  detachment*  of  considerable 
size  (numbering  in  some  instiinces  as  many  as  800)  at  Cabanatuan. 
Talavera,  Calipajan,  Balog,  Munoz,  San  Jose,  and  Humingan,  haa 
driven  infantrv  forward  on  the  Cabanatuan  and  Bongabong  road  and 
northward  and  westward  from  Tayug  and  San  Nicolas.  Ballanc^  had 
struck  the  enemy  at  Rosales,  pushed  him  to  the  northward  through 
Viliavis  and  Urdaneta,  but  in  small  numbers,  as  results  indicated. 

All  this,  taken  in  connection  with  the  capture  of  Aguinaldo's  private 
papers  and  property,  furnished  very  strong  presumptive  proof  that  he 
in  person  was  near  and  endeavoring  to  effect  his  escape  north.  But  the 
only  conclusion  to  be  derived  from  the  (x>mbined  reports  and  state- 
ments obtained  was  that  the  force  which  attended  him  was  compara- 
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tively  v<*rv  sinalU  and  that  no  general  of  prominence  accompanied  him. 
About  this  time  knowledge  was  acquired  of  the  deliliemtions  of  Agui- 
naldo*s  war  council,  held  at  Bayambang  while  General  JVIacArthur  was 
still  at  Bamban,  and  which  resulted  in  a  nmtual  verlml  agreement  on 
the  part  of  those  attending  it  to  separate  the  insurgent  forces,  enter 
upon  a  s|x»cies  of  guerrilla  warfare,  and  attack  and  destroy  our  sc*at- 
tered  detachments. 

The  ultimate  conclusion  reached,  therefore,  on  Noveml>er  21  was  that 
Aguinaldo  with  a  small  force  not  to  exceed  in  numlx^r  two  or  three  hun- 
dred had  passed  our  northern  line,  although  we  were  not  yet  positive 
beyond  a  doubt  of  Aguinaldo's  presence  with  it,  and  that  the  great  bulk 
of  his  army,  or  as  much  of  it  as  still  possessed  organization,  continued 
to  remain  to  the  south  of  that  line.  How,  where,  or  by  what  means 
Aguinaldo  escaped  has  not  yet  been  ascei'tained.  There  was  no  day 
between  the  l-ith  and  18th  of  November  when  all  the  roads  north  were 
not  fairly  well  covered.  It  is  supixjsed  that  he  escaped  by  the  Pozor- 
rubio  road,  still  General  Young  repoils  that  he  encountered  the  enemy 
there  and  near  Pozorrubioon  the  15th,  while  Wheaton's  troops  passed 
through  that  town  from  the  northwest  by  Alava  on  the  16th.  and  Young 
took  possession  of  the  same  on  the  following  day.  Evidently  Aguinaldo 
must  have  taken  refuge  in  the  binish  whenever  our  troops  passed  and 
have  marched  around  those  towns  where  we  had  stations,  possibly  in 
the  nighttime.  No  blame  can  attach  to  either  Whea^ton  or  Young,  and 
no  line  could  have  been  made  sufficiently  strong  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  a  small  body  of  the  enemy  moving  in  detachments — especially  in  a 
low  country  covered  with  dense  tropical  growth,  and  in  wnich  abound 
slight  or  indistinct  trails  known  only  to  a  few.  Senor  Buencamino,  sec- 
retary of  state,  w^ho  with  Aguinaldo's  mother  and  son  were  subsequently 
captured  near  Urdaneta,  in  relating  the  experience  of  his  marcJi,  said 
that  no  road  was  safe,  as  the  firing  of  guns  was  heard  in  every  direc- 
tion, and  obeying  the  instinct  of  personal  safety,  he  with  a  wise  discre- 
tion concealed  hmiself  in  the  w^oods  and  was  lost  to  his  chief.  It  was 
believed  that  Aguinaldo  would  endeavor  to  pick  up  the  insurgent  bat- 
talion maintained  at  San  Fernando  de  la  Union  and  the  small  detach- 
ments along  the  coast  (there  were  no  concenti*ated  insurgent  forces  on 
the  west  coast  except  at  San  Fernando  and  Vigan)  and  either  join  his 
troops  which  were  holding  the  Spanish  prisoners  in  the  Ilocos  and  Abra 
provinces,  or  cross  over  bv  the  Trinidad  and  Bontoc  road  into  the  valley 
of  the  Caga}  an  River  and  the  province  of  Isabela. 

This  latter  intention  was  thought  to  be  the  more  probable,  for  he  held 
at  or  near  Aparri  and  along  the  northeastern  Luzon  coast  1,000  men, 
under  General  Tirona,  the  militaiy  governor  of  that  section  of  country, 
who  w  ere  well  anned,  well  supplied  with  ammunition,  and  had  several 
pieces  of  artilleiy;  and  since,  as  was  known  from  captured  dispatches, 
Aguinaldo  had  directed  Tirona  to  abandon  Aparri  on  the  approach  of 
the  Americans  and  retire  up  the  valley  of  the  river  in  the  direction  of 
the  town  of  Ilagan.  This  order  to  Tirona  to  retire  upon  the  happening 
of  a  certain  event,  even  had  it  been  received  by  him,  would  not  have 
been  considered  by  us  of  much  consequence,  for  it  was  not  believed 
that  he  would  have  obeyed,  as  it  had  been  ascertained  some  time  before 
that  he  had  become  disaffected  and  had  reached  the  conclusion  that 
the  insurgents  were  not  capable  either  to  erect  or  maintain  a  stable 
government.  This  knowledge  was  of  importance  later,  when  it  was 
found  necessary  for  the  Navy  to  send  vessels  to  Aparri  to  suc<?or  or 
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supply  a  battalion  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry  and  Castner's  scouts, 
whicli,  without  authority,  had  j)roceeded  from  Bayonbong  down  the 
Cagayan  River  wit  h  the  intention  of  journeying  to  its  mouth  on  the 
north  Luzon  coast. 

As  indicated  in  his  Pozorrubio  dispatch  of  November  17,  General 
Young  commenced  his  pursuit  on  the  following  day  with  80  men  of 
the  Third  Cavalry  and  the  Macabebe  battalion  of  scouts,  proceeding 
by  way  of  the  Alava  and  Rosario  road.  On  the  2ist  General  Lawton 
forwarded  his  telegram  of  the  19th,  which  is  as  follows: 

Headquarters  Cavalry  Brigade, 

First  Division,  Kighth  Army  C^rps, 

Aringay,  yorember  J9y  1899 — 10.30  p,  m, 
Major-General  Lawton: 

Marched  20  miles  to-day  through  Tabiao  and  down  canyon  to  Aringay.  Found 
enemy  intrenched  in  canyon,  with  nharjwhootere  on  hillsides  at  ford  2  miles  from 
Aringay  at  dusk.  »Shar^)  lighting  twenty-live  minutes.  Enemy's  force  200.  Batson 
wounde<l  left  foot.  Quinlan  knocked  down  by  spent  ball.  One  Macabebe  seriously 
wounded.  River  ctossimI  by  light  of  fires;  entered  town  8  p.  m.  Resident  Spaniard 
says  Aguinaldo  jmssed  tlirough  here  on  the  17th  with  five  or  six  carts  taken  from 
Tabiao  and  2(X)  men,  and  folio wtxl  coast  road  to  Bauang,  province  of  Benguet 
Women  still  with  him.  Obje<!tive  point  Bayonbong,  NuevaVizcaya.  American  and 
Spanish  prisoners  in  Vigaii,  and  Bangued,  province  of  Abra.  Cavalry  horses  and 
Macabebes  overworke<i.  Insurgent  force  reported  between  this  point  and  Santo 
Tomds.     Will  trv  to  communicate  with  navy  at  San  Fernando  to-morrow.     Have 

g laced  Colonel  \Vilder  in  temporary  command  of  Macal)ebe  battalion.  Lieutenant 
^11  and  2  cavalrymen  and  20  Macabel>e8  occupy  Tabiao.  Ordered  to  this  i)oint 
to-morn)w.  Will  leave  him  here  with  tnwpers  of  lame  horses  and  overworkeil  Maca- 
bel)es — 60  in  all.  Will  send  Chase  to  San  Fernando  and  pursue  trail  with  300 
Macabt»bes.  A  force  should  be  sent  up  here  from  San  Fabian.  Half  battalion  should 
land  at  San  Fernando  and  half  liattalion  at  mouth  of  riveratVigan  to  release  prisoners. 
Please  understand  this  as  a  suggestion. 

Later. — It  is  impoaeible  to  get  native  courier  to  carry  this  to  San  Fabian  to-night 
on  account  of  interposition  of  force  of  insurrectos  on  rout€.  If  possible  to  communi- 
cate with  navy  at  San  Fernando,  will  send  it  by  steamer  to  be  rea*i  by  General  Wheaton 
and  transmitted  to  you.  General  Tinio  commanded  forces  opposing  us  to-night. 
Darkness  prevente<l  us  glutting  information  as  to  enemy's  losses.  Prisoners  say  that 
at  least  half  of  them  took  to  mountains  and  will  not  rejoin  Aguinaldo.  Inefficiency 
of  cavalry  due  entirely  to  lac^k  of  shoes  and  nails.  With  exception  of  lameness  from 
this  CAUse,  horse,H  in  good  crmdition.  The  mountain  trail  for  10  miles  from  Rosario 
was  most  diabolical.  I  need  ad<litional  force,  but  can  not  wait.  A  battalion  of  light 
infantry  that  can  niarch  rapidly  without  im])edimenta  should  follow  my  trail  with  an 
officer  in  command  who  will  push  for  all  he  is  worth.  If  Dorrington's  or  Castner's 
scouts,  8upi)ort€d  by  cavalry  either  mounted  or  on  foot,  should  be  sent  to  Bayonbong 
on  Cagayan  River  and  a  naval  vessel  with  marines  sent  up  that  river  from  the  north, 
Aguinaldo  can  not  escape.  My  ammunition  is  ninning  low.  The  two  natives  that 
came  with  me  from  Pozorrubio  will  start  with  this  for  San  Fabian  in  the  morning. 

XovemlHT  20 — 7.30  a.  m.— Quinlan  able  for  duty.  Macabebe  dead.  Batson's 
wound  painful,  through  instep,  not  necessarily  serious. 

Young,  Brigadier-General, 

Supplies  had  been  sent  from  Manila  to  San  Fabian  by  coasting  vessel 
Brutm  on  November  19  for  both  Generals  Lawton's  and  Wheaton's 
troops.  There  were  also  forwarded  to  General  Whenton  by  this  vessel 
150  additional  men,  consisting  of  the  remaining  company  of  the  Thirty- 
third  Infantry  (Captain  Fowler),  which  had  been  doing  garrison  duty 
at  Corregidor  Island,  and  a  few  men  of  the  Thirteenth  Infantry  who 
remainea  behind  sick  when  that  regiment  left  for  the  north,  and  who 
were  organized  into  a  detachment  to  handle  2  C!olt's  and  2  Sims- 
Dudley  guns  supervised  by  Lieutenant  Kenly,  First  Artilleiy.  The 
Third  Cavalrv,  mllance^s  batallion  of  the  Twenty -second  Infantry, 
and  Howze's  batallion  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  were  sent  to  San 
Fabian  to  refit.    In  response  to  General  Young's  Aringay  dispatch  for 
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troops,  dated  November  19,  March's  battalion  of  the  Thirty-third  Infan- 
try wa.s  sent  up  the  coast,  followed  by  the  troops  of  the  Third  Cavalry 
as  fast  as  horses  could  be  placed  in  condition,  by  three  companies  of 
the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry  under  Colonel  Howze,  and  by  headquarters 
and  the  two  remaining  battalions  of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry,  Fowler's 
company  excepted.  General  Lawton  returned  to  Tayug  and  General 
Wheaton  contmued  his  headquarters  at  San  Fabian. 

In  the  mean  time  the  following  correspondence  took  place  between 
corps  headquarters  and  officers  of  General  Lawton's  command:

Supply  train  of  bull  carte  of  First  Division  will  reach  San  Jose  to-day.  Without 
orders  to  the  contrary  shall  push  them  forward.  Do  not  know  General  Lawton's 
present  whereaboute.

First  Battalion  Twenty-fourth  Infantry  has  arrived  here  and  reported  to  me  for 
orders.  Without  orders  to  the  contrary  shall  send  it  forward.  It  had  two  days' 
rations.

Have  received 
no  information  from  Lawton  or  Wheaton  for  several  days.  They  are  probably  in 
pursuit  of  fleeing  insurgente.  Possible  that  Lawton  sot  supplies  from  San  Fabian. 
Troops  and  train  under  orders  to  join  Lawton  should  be  pushed  forward  to  San 
Jose  and  halted  there  until  he  is  heard  from."

Durable  ferry  with  wire  cable  completed  this  morning.  All  delayed  trains  moving 
fon^ard.  Three  companies  Batchelor's  battalion.  Twenty-fourth,  arrived  at  San 
Jose  to-day.  One  company  is  guarding  train.  No  word  from  commands  further 
front.  Captain  (iibson's  patrol  surprised  small  party.  Captured  bundle  of  clothing 
containing  red  trousers,  also  an  American  haversack  containing  unimportant  papers 
apparently  belonging  to  an  officer  or  noncommissioned  officer,  Manila  battalion, 
which  is  referred  to  as  broken  up  by  sickness.

*  *  *  About  60  bull  carte,  division  transportation,  remain  to  be  crossed  at  this 
point.  One  section  supply  train  left  San  Jose  for  Humingan  yesterday.  The 
remainder  are  in  the  mud  between  here  and  San  Joee.  A  day  or  two  of  dry  weather 
will  do  wonders  for  the  roads.  It  has  been  raining  north.  River  rose  6  in<^e8  last 
night.

It  is  believed  the  general  has  connected  with  General  Wheaton  and  that  their  united 
forces  are  pursuing  the  insurgents  north.  Some  of  their  troopH  were  in  Dagupan  the 
19th  instant,  where  General  MacArthur's  troops  now  are.  All  fort»e  not  required  at 
C'abanatuan,  San  Inidro,  and  other  iniiK)rtant  points,  directed  to  W  held  by  General 
I^wton,  should  l)e  niove<l  on  to  San  Jose,  having  at  least  fifteen  days*  rations.  From 
that  point  they  can  be  moved  in  any  direction  desired  by  General  I^wton  or  can 
l>as8over  to  railroad,  which  is  now  in  operation.  Expei!t  to  hear  from  General  Law- 
ton  tOHlay  by  way  of  San  Fabian  and  boat  from  there  to  Manila.  He  may  commu- 
nicate to  you  by  scout  by  way  of  Tayug.

Referring  to  ray  personal  dispatch,  Erwin  just  returned  and  reports  roads  utterly 
impracticable  for  wagons  loaded  as  his  were  with  but  2,20()  pounds.  Told  him  to  reduce 
to  1,200,  and  push  on  to  San  Jose.  Am  pushing  bull  carts  over  now.  We  are  having 
much  trouble  with  ferry,  so  decided  not  to  cross  our  headquarters  for  fear  of  block- 
ing the  mo\inff  of  supplies  on  carts.  Will  cross  first  chance,  but  am  fearful  we  can 
not  get  over  till  to-morrow  night.  Roa<lH  are  frightful,  though  it  has  not  rained  for 
two  days.  Ellison,  with  bull  carts  carrying  rations,  wires^  from  San  Jose  that  he  was 
recalled  to  San  Joee  when  2  miles  out  by  coumiandiug  officer  San  Jose.

Employ  as  many  goo<f  scouts  and  guides  as  you  can  and  push  a  part  of  your  forces 
up  the  trail  from  Carranglan  toward  Bayo'nbong.  A  battalion  of  infantry  can  be 
used  if  you  think  best,  if  one  comes  up  in  time,  but  the  first  battalion  of  infantry 
must  come  through  here  as  fast  as  possible.

Cavalry  troops  retume<l  yesterday  from  Carranglan  to  this  point,  and  are  in  very 
bad  conoition;  50  per  cent  of  men  sick  with  fever.  Kindly  direct  another  battalion 
of  infantrv  to  report  to  me  as  soon  as  iK)Hsible.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  supply 
troo(>s  in  airection  of  Bayonbong.     Fifty  mules  would  solve  the  problem.

Insurgents  alon^  railroad  dispersed;  some  of  them  reported  to 
have  tle<l  west.  MacArthur  is  in  pursuit.  Comprehensive  statement  of  situation  and 
of  your  plans,  which  you  have  probablvsent  us,  nas  not  been  received,  and  is  greatly 
desiriHi.  In  the  lack  of  it,  it  is  not  always  easy  to  understand  fully  the  obJ€«t  and 
effect  of  operations  reported  to  you  by  your  subordinates  and  rep>eated  by  you  to  us. 
Cavalry  triK)ps  <lrawn  back  from  Carranglan,  owing  to  the  difficulties  they  met  with 
there,  as  represented  by  Colonel  Hayes,  and  because  of  the  impossibility  of  the  trail 
thence  to  Aritao.  It  was  thought  liest  not  to  allow  Batchelor*8  battalion  to  proceed 
l)eyond  San  Jose  until  you  could  be  heard  from,  Colonel  Hayes  having  reporti*d  that 
he  had  only  two  days'*  ration  to  give  them.

After  short  but  sharp  engagement,  in  which  Bat- 
son  was  wounded,  Young  occupied  Aringay  on  19th  ins&nt,  which  place  it  was 
reported  Aguinaldo  and  M)  followers  had  quit  on  the  17th,  heading  for  Bayonbong. 
Youn^,  with  30O  Macabebes,  is  pursuing  him,  and  Castner's  scouts,  northeast  from 
San  Nicoliis,  are  endeavoring  to  cut  off  movement  east.  Lieutenant-Colonel  How«e 
was  onlered  on  20th  to  report  to  vou  for  temporary  duty  after  reaching  Dagupan,  to 
which  jjoint  he  had  been  ordereil  by  his  brigade  commander,  but  it  appears  now 
that  General  Lawton  may  require  him  at  Tayug,  and  he  is  to  await  his  orders  at 
Dagupan.  I  will  at  once  confer  with  chief  signal  officer,  with  a  view  to  reenforc- 
ing  your  signal  corps  detachment,  if  practicable.

I  propose  to  take  three  columns  through  the  mountains  to  Bayonbong,  as  follows: 
One  column  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  commanded  by  Colonel  Keller,  over  trail  to 
Carranglan;  one  column  Castner's  scouts,  one  battalion  Twenty-second,  one.  Thirty- 
fourth  Infantry,  over  trail  from  San  Nicolds,  commande<i  by 'Colonel  Kennon;  one 
battalion  Macabetes,  one  battalion  Thirty-fourth,  and  one  battalion  Twenty-second 
Infantrv,  over  trail  through  Trinidad,  commanded  by  General  Young,  and  over 
which  he  is  now  en  route.  Castner  will  start  his  advance  to-morrow,  and  courier 
was  sent  Colonel  Hayes  at  San  Jose  last  night  with  instructions  to  him  to  secure 
sc-outs  and  guides  and  push  out  on  the  trail.  The  cavalry,  after  it  has  been  reshod. 
can  follow  over  the  resj>ective  trails.  Our  supplies  will  have  to  be  carried  or  packed 
bv  carabaos.  This  will  leave  the  country  this  side  of  the  mountains  to  be  looked 
after  by  Wheaton  and  Mac* Arthur.  The  cavalry  can  take  care  of  it  until  they  are 
relieved.  This  pr(>grain  will  l)e  substantially  carried  out,  unless  the  General  does 
not  concur.  The  messenger  who  takes  this  will  await  a  reply.  Young  is  on  the 
trail  and  must  W  supported.

Trail  north  by  Carranglan  believed  to  be  impracticable  and  a  death  trap,  both  by 
reason  of  fevers  and  eane  with  which  detachment  of  enemy  c^an  defend  it.  Cavalry 
stationed  at  Carranglan  a  few  days  can  accomplish  all  which  could  be  accompli>4he<l 
by  an  advance  north  over  that  route.  The  other  two  routen  not  obje(!ted  to  if  you 
have  knowledge  of  country  and  l)elieve  them  practicable  for  movement  of  troops,  pro- 
vided you  take  the  five  companies  Thirty-fourth  Volunteers  now  at  Dagupan  or  one 
of  Wheatou*8  Imttalions  for  the  route  by  Trinidad.  It  is  supposeii  that  you  intend 
to  send  by  Trinida^l  route  Ballance's  battalion  Twenty-second  Infantry.  One  bat- 
talion Twenty-fourth  Infantry  now  en  route  for  Tayug  should  be*  with  vou  to-morrow 
morning.  You  can  collect  there  readily  the  other  btittalion  of  the  1* wenty-fourth, 
that  of  the  Twenty-second,  and  one  of  the  Thirty-fourth,  all  supplied  with  rations. 
However,  it  has  Ixjen  imposnible  to  ascertain  with  certainty  the  present  hx^tion  of 
all  your  troojw.  It  is  not  at  all  certain  that  the  enemy  Young  is  pursuing  will  attempt 
to  cross  mountains  to  Bayonbong.  He  may  take  trail  to  Bontoc  and  cross  over  to 
Ila^Em.     We  are  not  yet  ready  to  enter  the  Cagayan  Valley.

Sir:  The  following  just  receiveti  from  Lieutenant  Castner,  in  command  of  Lowe's 
scouts,  dated  November  21,  9  a.  m.:  ''To  Major-General  Lawton:  Tagalo  Sergeant 
Riverra  returned  with  four  guides  from  mountains  from  his  native  town  of  Pozomi- 
bio.  Natives  report  Aguinaldo  is  headed  for  Nueva  Vizcaya,  probably  Bayonbong. 
Also  report  insurgent  soldiers  came  in  to  Pozornibio  every  night  from  Tuesday  to 
Sundav  for  rice,  etc.,  coming  from  barrio  of  Balog,  about  one  hour  from  Pozornibio. 
Gave  Dorrington  this  information;  also,  that  150  insurgents  and  4  guns  reported  still 
at  Balog.  Pony  train  returned  from  San  Fabian  to-night.  Start  from  San  Nicx>l^ 
on  trail  to  mountain  to-morrow.  My  natives  state  that  it  takes  three  days  to  cover 
mountains  from  San  Nicolds  to  Bayonbong,  and  that  trail  is  very  difficult  and  could 
be  strongly  defended  by  insurgents.  Have  guides  for  all  the  mountain  trails.  Would 
like  good  map  of  Nueva  Vizcaya  and  gofnl  compass,  al.**<j  money,  if  you  decide  to  send 
any  with  me,  also  some  insurrecto  clothing  from  Tayug.     (Signe<l)  Castner.**

Request  Howze,  now  at  Bayambang  or  Dagupan,  ordered  at  once  to  Tayug,  as  trains 
have  gone  forward.  Move  my  headquarters  to-day  to  San  Jose,  arriving  probably 
to-morrow.  Recommend  no  further  supplies  be  sent  forward  on  this  line  to  this 
point.  Troops  may  be  supplied  by  banca  from  Siui  Isidro,  and  the  two  companies 
at  Aliaga  from  this  point  Roads  forward  from  here  for  practicable  puxposes  are 
impaaBable.  They  kill  stock,  break  wafons  and  carts,  and  exhaust  men  who  have  to 
pall  wa^ns  through  mud.  Little  modification  in  stations  will  be  necessary.  Two 
compaDies  at  Aliaga,  one  battalion  here,  oompany  along  road  near  Santa  Rosa  should 
return  to  San  Isidfo.

Discontinuing  now  for  the  present  the  consideration  of  the  advance 
on  Bayonbong  by  Tayug  and  Carmnglan  and  General  Young's  pursuit 
through  the  northern  Luzon  provinces,  where  he  was  both  following  to 
the  north  and  eastward  insurgent  troops  and  releasing  the  Spaniards 
and  Americans  held  by  the  insurgents  as  prisoners,  we  will  again  take 
up  the  recital  of  Geneml  MacArmur's  ad\^ance  up  the  railwav.  We 
left  him  on  Noveni>)er  21  at  Bayambang,  from  which  while  there  the 
following  telegi-ams  were  received  and  sent: 

Bayambanci,  November  22,  1899. 
General  Schwan,  ManUa: 

The  Twelfth  Infantry,  two  battalions  Seventeenth,  all  mj;  artillery,  cavi^lry,  and 
wagon  trains  are  now  concentrateti  at  Panique,  at  which  point  by  to-morrow  1  will 
have  20,000  rations  in  dei>ot,  four  days  in  hands  of  troops.  The  cavalry  squadron 
will  reconnoiter  to-iuorrow  towards  Camiling  and  possibly  enter  the  town.  Seven 
days'  rations  were  brought  forwanl  to  this  jwint  to-day  for  the  entire  Thirty-sixth  and 
one  liattalion  Seventeenth  now  here.  The  line  of  supplies  is  working  well  all  the  way 
through  an<l  a  lar^e  and  efficient  wagon  train  operating  into  Bayambang.  I  shall 
require  one  more  day  to  arrange  things  between  here  and  Tarlac  and  on  Thursday 
shall  o<'cupy  San  Carlos  and  Calasiao  with  two  companies  each  of  Thirty-sixta 
Infantry,  and  start  (uvil  government  in  the  towns  mentioned,  as  the  people  desire  to 
accept  the  supremacy  of  the  United  States  and  have  made  solicitous  inquiry  about 
civil  inntitutions.  I  visited  both  places  on  Monday  and  made  arrangements  with 
head  men  and  priests  for  reception  of  troops  in  commo<Hous  convents.  By  Thursday 
night  I  expect  to  have  everything  in  hand  so  I  can  send  columns  in  any  direction 
likelv  to  be  useful.  I  have  further  information  to  the  effect  that  Agumaldo  is  a 
fugitive  without  military  escort  and  that  the  generals  have  scattered  to  the  various 
provinces  with  a  view  to  guerrilla  warfare.

Greneral  Schwan,  Palace: 

I  sent  the  cavalry  squadron  to  reconnoiter  from  Panique  to  Camiling.  General 
Wheeler  accompanied  the  squadron,  and  at  the  Tarlac  River  sent  back  to  Panique 
for  infantry  ana  rope  to  assist  in  crossing.  The  detachment  is  still  out,  but  will 
probably  return  to-oay  or  to-morrow,  or  at  all  events  send  in  some  information.  The 
roads  out  of  Panique  m  all  directions  are  impassable  for  wheeled  vehicles,  and  peo- 
ple say  it  will  l)e  impossible  to  ^t  wagons  over  the  regular  wagon  road  to  Bayam- 
bang much  l>efore  January.  This  confirms  my  own  observation  of  the  road,  aiid  in 
case  we  need  transportation  or  artillery  as  far  north  as  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
bring  it  forward  by  rail  or  march  it  up  the  railroad  grade,  which  will  be  practicable 
for  empty  wagons  and  artillery  if  we  can  get  the  plank  to  floor  the. intervening  cul- 
verts an3  bridges.  I  got  Bell's  pack  train  forward  yesterday  over  the  railroad 
grade,  so  that  I  have  one  regiment  in  hand  for  quick  movement  at  a  distance  from 
the  railroad  if  it  becomes  necessary.  To-day  I  shall  occupy  Dagnnan  with  five  com- 
panies Thirty-fourth  Infantry.  If  General  Lawton  calls  for  them  I  can  replace  them 
by  other  troops.  I  expect  to  have  the  wire  into  Dagnpan  by  night,  and  a  patrol 
and  lineman  will  be  sent  out  by  Colonel  Howze,  immeaiately  upon  nis  arrival,  to 
make  the  connection  with  San  Fabian  if  the  old  wires  are  in  plac^.  Otherwise  will 
reconstruct  the  line  as  quickly  as  possible.  To-day  I  occupy  Calaaiao  and  San  Carlos. 
I  have  a  large  working  party  organized  under  Lieutenant  Feiiguson  to  commence  re- 
laying track  to-morrow  morning.  This  work  will  undoubtedly  be  rapidly  put 
through,  much  assistance  being  given  by  old  employees  of  the  railroad,  who  are 
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elanioriiig  for  employment  along  the  line.  The  country  is  alive  with  people  return- 
ing to  their  townn,  some  of  them  going  as  far  back  as  San  Fernando,  Malolos,  and 
Marilao.  I  v&n  get  no  definite  information  about  any  concentrated  force  at  any 
point,  and  am  inclined  to  credit  reports  to  the  effect  that  the  generals  have  scattered 
and  gone  to  their  pnmnces,  which  if  tnie  will  bring alM)nt  more  activity  probably  in 
Pampanga  and  BuWan  than  in  thene  northern  provinces.  I  uni  anxious  to  oi'cupy 
San  Miguel  de  Mayumo  and  have  given  preliminary  inHtruetions  to  Colonel  Page  in 
the  premises.

In  compliance  with  vour  message  just  re(reive<l,  I  rep4jrt  that  stations  of  troops 
north  of  Tarlac  are  as  follows: 

North  side  of  Tarlac  washout,  one  company  Ninth  Infantrv ;  Paniiiue,  all  of  Twelfth 
Infantry;  Gerona,  one  comjianv  Ninth  Infantry;  Panicjue,  Ixwides  Twelfth  Infantrv, 
two  battalions  Seventeenth  Infcntry,  two  tnjops  Fourth  Cavalry,  Light  Battery  tJ, 
First  Artillery,  and  two  Gatling  guns;  Bayambang,  8^>uth  side  of  river,  properly 
known  as  the  Imrrio  of  Bautista,  2  kilometers  from  bridge,  one  battalion  Seventecntn 
Infantry;  atBayamlmng,  properly  north  of  bridge,  two  Ijattalions  Thirty-sixth  Infan- 
try; San  Carlos,  two  companies  Thirty-sixth  Infantry;  Calasiao,  two  companies 
Thirty-sixth  Infantry;  Dagupan,  five  companies  Thirty-fourth  Infantry.  If  Thirty- 
fourth  Infantry  is  called  east  shall  move  the  two  lattaaons  Thirty-sixth  now  here  to 
Dagupan  and  replace  them  by  two  battalions  Seventeenth  Infantry  from  Panique.  I 
will  then  have  the  Thirty-sixth  Infantry  on  my  right  at  Dagupan,  Calasiao  and  San 
Carlos,  the  Seventeenth  Infantry  at  the  two  Bayainbangs,  the  Twelfth,  with  artillery 
and  cavalry,  at  Panique.  ^ly  contemjilated  use  of  these  troops  is  to  strike  at  any- 
thing withm  reach.  Information  in  this  respect  c^>ming  in  slowly,  and  I  am  grad- 
ually reaching  the  belief  that  there  is  no  organized  insurgent  force  left  to  strike  at. 
The  insurgents'  army  has  broken  up  into  fragments  and  soon  will  be  nothing  more 
than  a  banditti,  without  government  of  any  kind.  Let  there  be  assignc<l  them  a  cer- 
tain period  of  amnesty,  proclaimed  sufficiently  in  advance  to  allow  all  concerned  to 
have  information  of  the  proclamation,  when  the  wandering  groui)S  should  be  declared 
outlaws  and  treated  accordingly.  With  the  railway  as  an  extended  base,  distribution 
described  above  affords  easy  means  of  rapid  concentration  at  any  point  as  necessity 
may  require.  The  wagon  train  of  the  entire  command  is  at  Panif^ue,  the  pack  train 
of  tne  Thirty-sixth  Infantry  being  the  only  transportation  with  its  regiment.  The 
distribution  of  wajrons  and  artillery  from  Panitjue  i^  a  serious  question  in  prt^sent  con- 
dition of  roads,  which  are  simply  imjiassable,  a-*  illustratetl  by  the  fact  that  General 
Wheeler  ha**  l)een  more  than  twenty-ftmr  hours  in  making  5  miles  in  advance 
toward  Camiling,  with  2  troops  of  cavalry  and  100  infantry.

Referring  to  your  message  just  received  in  regard  to  movements  of  Aguinaldo,  I 
have  fedrly  reliable  information  that  a  council  of  war  was  held  at  this  point  on  Mon- 
day, the  13th  instanty  at  which  Aguinaldo,  Concepcion,  Alejandrino,  and  other  gen- 
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eral«  were  present.  The  council  resolved  that  the  msurgent  forces  were  insufficient 
to  f top  the  Americans,  and  decided  that  they  would  divide  into  small  bodies  and 
enga^  in  guerrilla  warfare.  In  accordance  with  this  dei'ision,  Aguinaldo  started 
for  fiayonbong;  Alejandrino,  Macabulus,  San  Miguel,  and  probably  Gregorio  del 
Pilar  piiHsing  to  the  westward  of  the  railroad,  and  Garcia  and  Concepcion  to  the  east. 
This  information  agrees  with  that  received  by  you  about  Aguinaldo  being  here  on 
the  l.'ith.  Flores  is  probably  somewhere  in  this  neighborhood,  and  I  would  not  be 
surprise^l  if  he  came  in  and  presented  himself.  1  sent  message  last  night  from  Pani(^ue, 
wliK'h  poHHibly  may  n«)t  have  reached  you  in  consequence  of  bad  service  on  the  wire, 
to  tlie  effect  that  Bautista,  president  oi  the  congress,  was  at  Panique  and  presented 
himself  to  me  at  that  point.  He  is  there  now  subject  to  the  oraers  of  the  depart- 
ment commander.

General  Schwax:    . 

The  Ho-(*alled  Filipino  republic  is  destroyed.  The  congress  has  dissolved.  The 
president  of  that  body  is  now  a  prisoner  m  our  hands.  The  president  of  the  so- 
called  republic  is  a  fugitive,  as  are  all  the  cabinet  officers,  excepting  one  in  our 
hands.  The  executive  department  is  therefore  broken  up.  The  generals  are  sep- 
arated, without  any  power  of  conference  or  concerted  action.  The  authority  under 
which  an  army  was  kept  in  the  field  no  longer  exists.  The  army  itself  as  an  organ- 
ization has  disappeared.  As  a  consequence  of  these  facts,  which  are  now  of  his- 
torical record,  the  men  who  propose  to  lead  small  bodies  for  purpose  of  guerrilla 
warfare  must  act  without  even  a  shadow  of  authority  from  a  de  facto  government 
and  their  operations  from  this  time  on  will  be  the  results  of  individual  whims.  In 
other  words,  men  who  now  try  to  continue  the  strife  by  individual  action  become 
simply  leaders  of  banditti,  and  in  this  view  how  would  it  do  to  issue  a  proclamation 
at  an  early  date  offering  complete  amnesty  to  all  who  surrender  whitnin  a  stated 
time,  with  a  payment  of  30  pesos  to  every  soldier  who  gives  up  a  riflcj  and  declare 
with  emphasis  that  after  the  date  fixed  the  killing  of  American  soldiers  would  be 
regarded  as  murder  and  that  all  persons  concern^  therein  would  be  regarded  as 
murderers  and  treated  accordingly?  Such  a  proclamation  would  have  the  effect  of 
forcing  the  generals  to  consider  the  expediency  of  continuing  a  hopeless  struj^le 
which  would  commit  them  irrevocably  to  death  or  lifelong  expatriation,  and  I  think 
would  have  a  p<^)werful  infiuence  at  a  time  when  it  is  apparent  that  most  if  not  all 
the  leaders  are  more  or  less  doubtful  of  what  course  to  pursue.  This  suggestion  is 
for  your  pernonal  consideration,  to  be  presented  to  the  department  commander  at 
your  discretion.

A  large  force  is  not  required  at  Dagupan,  for  the  enemy  is  moving  in  this  direction 
and  a  considerable  concentration  is  now  taking  place  at  San  Mateo,  above  Mariquina, 
and  along  line  north  to  Angat.  There  are  very  few  insui^nt  troops  north  of  you. 
Lawton  and  Wheaton  have  over  4,000  men  along  the  west  coast  of  Luzon.  Lawton 
is  now  moving  troops  to  Tayug,  which  is  only  a  short  distance  from  the  coast.  He 
is  still  beyond  telegraphic  communication.  You  should  look  in  this  direction  for  the 
enemy,  and  a  fair  force  available  for  an  emergency  should  be  atTarlac,  if  not  at  San 
Fernando  and  Calumpit.  Lawton  and  Wheaton  having  failed  to  report  since  the21st, 
and  Young  four  days  ago  being  east  of  San  Fernando,  specific  instmctions  can  not  be 
given.     When  Wheaton  can  be  reached  he  can  be  directed  to  placea  force  in  Dagupau.

1  have  iiifomiation  to  the  effect  that  insui^geiit  troops  heretofore  defending  the 
railroad  fell  back  with  the  ultimate  purpose  of  aasemDling  at  Mangatareui.  The 
troopH  that  opposed  Wheaton  also  intended  to  assemble  at  that  pcnnt,  as  well  as 
tho8»e  stationea  at  Sual  and  Lingayen.  The  strength  of  these  organizations  l)efore 
the  com  men  cement  of  the  recent  campaign  was  certainly  more  than  6,000  men. 
The  fragments  now  remaining  altogether  are  probably  less  than  one-fourth  of  that 
number.  The  town  of  Mangatarem  is  represented  as  having  many  natural  advan- 
tages for  defense,  and  also  as  having  a  good  line  of  retrt^at  westward  to  the  sea  and 
thence  south  along  the  seacoast  of  Zambales.  This  is  the  substance  of  reports  from 
several  independent  sources,  which,  to  a  certain  extent,  corroborate  ea<;h  other.  I 
sliall  move  two  battalions  (»f  the  Thirty-sixth  in  the  morning  to  ^Iangatarenl  to 
develop  the  situation.  If  no  insurgents  are  found  in  Mangatarem  I  shall  not,  in  view 
of  the  frightful  condition  of  the  roa^ls,  have  this  command  proceed  to  Lingayen,  as 
originally  intended,  especially  as  a  companv  of  the  Thirty-thini,  sent  out  by  General 
Wheaton,  has  l)een  in  Lingaven,  and  is  perhaps  in  that  place  now.  If  no  enemy  is 
found  in  Mangatarem  it  will  iustify  the  conclusion  that  the  insurgent  forces  have 
broken  up  into  small  bands  or  have  passed  mountains  into  Zambales.

General  Wheaton  informe<i  me  vesterday  of  presence  of  Captain  Fowler's  com{)any 
of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry  in  Mangaterem,  irom  which  town  Fowler  had  driven 
force  under  Alejandrino,  which  was  numerically  very  much  superior  to  his  and  which 
had  taken  position  in  the  a<liacent  mountains.  Wheaton  tnought  Fowler  was  in 
some  jeopardy  and  recommended  that  I  send  troops  to  his  assistance.  Colonel  Bell, 
with  two  battalions,  starte<i  this  a.  m.,  daylight,  to  relieve  Fowler;  if  nec^essary, 
develop  the  situation  imder  cxjrtain  contingencies.  Bell  had  orders  to  pursue  where- 
ever  the  enemy  may  go.  If  they  reach  tne  seacoast  road  in  Zambales,  BelFs  pur- 
suit may  wind  up  at  »^nbung,  in  which  event  could  he  notl)e  met  by  a  ship  at  that 
point?  If  Bell  finds  the  concentrate*!  force  tm)  much  for  him  to  handle,  I  have  the 
Seventeenth  Infantry  in  hand  to  go  to  the  scene  immediately.  I  am  a  little  con- 
cerned al)out  the  situation  at  Baliuag,  as  the  group  of  insui)^ent><  under  Pilar  is  the 
only  one  that  has  not  been  disturbe<l  bv  re(^t»nt  movements.  I  should  like  to  go 
there  in  person,  but  under  conditions  here  shall  l)e  unable  to  leave  for  several

Pilaris  torce  at  San  Miguel  has  (KX)  rifles  and  1,000  men.  The  force  at  San  Mateo 
has  700  men  and  rifles,  and  the  Morong  Battalion,  near  the  town  of  Pasig,  has  400. 
This  information  is  reliable.  Captain  Buck,  after  a  reconnoissance  a  few  days  since, 
estimated  San  Mateo  force  too  high.  Aguinaldo's  orders  early  in  November  directed 
an  attack  on  Manila  for  the  night  of  tne  9th,  to  be  assisted *by  an  uprising  of  4,000 
inhabitants.  The  force  south  of  Manila  is  fully  aa  strong  as  ever.  Attack  made  on 
Zapote  bridge  and  Bacoor  night  of  24th.  Lai^  insoigent  force  concentrated  at 
Oalamba.

Colonel  Bell  arrived  at  Man^tareni  ttMlay,  the  pa«i8age  of  the  Agno  Injing  the 
only  difficulty  encountered.  Found  the  towii  occupied  by  Fowler's  company  of  the 
Twenty-third,  also  found  94  Spaninh  prisoners  collected  there  and  the  following 
American  prinoners:  P.  J.  Green  and  George  T.  Powers,  sailors  battleship  Oregon; 
Thomas  Edwards  and  Charles  Bird,  Company  K,  Sixteenth  Infantry;  Henry  W. 
James,  G,  Twelfth  Infantry;  John  Desmond,  Signal  Corps;  F.  E.  Huber,  of  Lowe's 
scouts.  These  seven  belong  to  a  jjarty  of  ten,  the  other  tnree  of  which  have  not  yet 
arrived,  are  as  follows:  David  Scott,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry;  Phil  Betterton,  A, 
Third  Infantry;  William  Sheehy,  Hospital  Corps.  Four  American  deserters  are 
with  insurgents:  Howard,  Martin,  ana  Ford,  California.  Howard  is  captain  of 
artillery,  the  three  latter  men  not  being  in  the  service.  A  man  namea  Salsitt, 
Fourth  Cavalry,  is  also  with  the  insurgents,  and  is  reported  as  pretending  to  sympa- 
thize with  them  to  save  his  life.  Alejandrino  is  reported  as  in  command  of  insur- 
gents, who  are  reported  by  our  escaped  prisoners  as  Deing  very  destitute  of  food  and 
ammunition,  and  that  men  are  deserting  in  large  numbers.  The  retreating  column, 
which  is  composed  of  several  hundred  men,  probably  considerably  less  than  1,000, 
is  about  10  miles  from  Mangatarem,  making  laborious  progress  over  mountain 
trails,  the  march  l>eing  very  much  retarded  by  six  guns  of  various  kinds.  If  pack 
train  crosses  Agno  all  right.  Bell  proposes  to  rest  until  after  midnight,  and  to  make 
a  determined  effort  to  overtake  enemy,  which  he  may  probably  accomplish  if  they 
stick  to  their  cannon.  Bell's  instructions  contemplate  that  he  shall  follow  wherever 
they  may  go  and  that  he  shall  push  things  to  a  decisive  result  if  possible.  Spanish 
prisoners  say  Macabulus  is  in  mountains  around  O'Donnell,  his  force  reported  at 
about  1,000,  which  estimate  probably  excessive.  Investigations  are  being  made  in 
that  vicinity  and  information  may  \ye  obtained  which  will  justify  pushing  a  column 
through  the  mountains  to  Iba^  and  perhaps  another  column  farther  south  in  Bataan. 
All  accounts  agree  that  the  insurgents  have  no  supplies  in  the  mountains  and  depend 
almost  entirely  upon  night  forages  into  the  valleys  for  subsistence,  which  is  daily 
becoming  more  difficult  to  obtain.     *    *    *

Major  Spence,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  with  party  of  50,  left  Angeles  at  1  o'clock 
this  a.  ni.  and  surrounded  a  barrio  6  miles  northwest  of  the  town  and  attacked  at 
dawn,  capturing  1  captain,  15  men,  7  rifles  with  ammunition,  and  a  number  of  bolos, 
with  no  casualties  on  our  side.  Yesterday  men  of  Ninth  Infentry  wandered  away 
without  authoritv  and  were  waylaid  bv  a  small  insurgent  band,  1  man  killed  and  3 
captured.  I  am  liaving  the  affair  carefully  investigated  with  a  view  to  further  action. 
The  currents  of  the  two  events  herein  reported  seem  to  indicate  the  initiatory  steps 
of  the  guerrilla  system,  against  which  I  hope  the  department  commander  will  see  liis 
way  clear  to  taking  some  drastic  action  at  a  very  early  date.

Ca[)tain  Fowler  captured  at  Mangatarem  5  cannon,  3-inch  muzzle  loaders,  12  rifles, 
10,000  Maxim  cartridges,  800  pounds  powder,  800  pounds  lead,  1,000  pounds  shrap- 
nel. Three  American  prisoners  released  and  82  Spaniards,  5  of  whom  were  officers. 
Captain  Fowler  has  been  ordered  here  with  his  company,  and  is  supposed  to  be  near 
Dagupan  to-night.

General  Sen  wan,  Manila: 

The  time  lias  arrived  for  the  movement  of  several  coIumnB  west  of  the  railroad  to 
the  coast  on  the  China  Sea,  and  the  only  thing  that  interferes  with  immediate  action 
to  that  end  is  the  possibility  that  some  of  my  troops  may  be  needed  at  Baliuag  and  in 
that  vi<!inity.  If  i  could  be  a.ssured  that  the  situation  at  Stm  Miguel  could  be  taken 
care  of  without  calling  on  my  line  north  of  Calumpit,  I  would  procee<l  rapidly  to  a 
general  clean  up  of  Zanibales  and  Bataan,  wherein  are  now  l<K'atetl  the  fragments  of 
the  insurgent  anny,  which  was  formcrlv  in  my  immediate  front — that  part  which 
was  stationed  along  the  railroad,  and  tfiat  j)art  which  occupied  Dagupan  and  the 
towns  on  the  Gulf  of  Lingayen.  In  the  first  place  I  should  start  a  column  of  not  to 
exceed  40()  from  O'Donnelfto  move  directly  west  to  Botolan  or  Iba,  as  may  l)e  deter- 
mined upon  after  investigating  the  advant^e  of  each,  the  movement  to  Ix;  connected 
by  water  through  a  small  shij)  to  arrive  at  designated  jwint  simultaneously  with 
troops.  The  marching  distance  about  40  miles.  Resistance  from  llizon  probable,  or 
perhaps  Ma<'abulus,  or  possibly  both.  GockI  guides  are  available.  Anotnerc<^lumn, 
not  to  excee<l  500  men,  to  l)e  assembled  at  Florida  Blanca,  from  thenc^e  to  pass  into 
Bataan  as  far  south  as  Balanga,  and  thert»from  returning  to  Liana  Hennosa,  and  from 
thence  to  Subig  for  purpose  of  (cooperation,  communication,  and  supply.  Another 
ship  could  be  placed  in  tlie  vicinity  of  Orani  and  Balanga,  and  pnx*eed  at  the  proper 
time  to  Subig  to  meet  column  at  that  plat*e.  The  marching  distance  would  be  sr>me- 
thing  over  50  mik»s;  the  resistance  would  come  from  the  remnants  of  Mascanlo's  force. 
To  carry  out  thes(»  two  movements  many  preliminary  arrangements  are  necessary, 
and  it  would  take  p<K«sibly  a  week  to  get  the  Florida  Blan(»  column  on  the  way.  I 
would  therefore  like  U)  reach  definite  understanding  about  matters  south  of  Calumpit, 
the  possibility  of  securing  suitable  cfX)peration  from  the  Navy  or  transports,  and  if  I 
am  authorized  to  carry  out  the  s«!heme,  which  seems  to  afford  a  very  fair  prospect  of 
good  results,  and  to  employ  all  necessary  men  and  material  in  the  coimtry  to  assist 
the  movements.

Corps  commander  approves  your  propose*!  movement  of  two  columns  through 
Zanibales  and  Bataan,  to  start  respectively  from  O'Donnell  and  Florida  Blanca;  the 
objective  of  the  former  being  Botolan  or  Iba  and  that  of  the  latter  Balanga  and  event- 
ually Subig,  where  it  is  to  l>e  joined  by  a  thini  column.  The  situation  at  Baliuag 
will  be  looked  after  here  without  (filing  upon  those  of  your  troops  north  of  Calumpit. 
There  are  now  two  naval  vessels  in  Subig  Bay,  and  the  naval  commander-in-chief 
will  at  the  proper  time  Ik*  requested  to  direct  that  they  cooperate  with  your  troops.

Bautista,  November  J*8y  1899, 
General  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staff y  Manila: 

I  have  just  received  a  hasty  report  from  Colonel  Bell  in  the  mountains  west  of  Man- 
satarem.  He  overtook  the  commands  of  San  Miguel  and  Alejandrino  united. 
Unfortunately  they  did  not  make  sufficient  resistance  to  cause  a  heavy  loes  in  killed 
and  woundea,  as  far  as  ascertained  up  to  this  time,  but  Bell  has  scattered  them  in 
such  a  manner  that  he  declares  they  will  never  reunite.  He  captured  the  entire 
plant  of  their  powder  factory,  as  well  as  their  arsenal,  which  were  aeparate  and  dia- 
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tinct  organizationH  under  different  inanafrement.  With  these  outfits  he  secured  thou- 
sands of  pounds  of  lead  and  a  great  number  of  cases  of  shell  copper.  He  also  cap- 
ture<l  all  their  horses,  carabao,  carretons,  clothing,  and  food  supplies,  which  he  has 
not  yet  had  time  to  inventory,  as  it  is  sciittcred  over  the  mountains  in  all  directions. 
He  has  all  of  the  artillery,  which  at  the  time  of  his  messaee  he  had  not  inventoried, 
but  which  he  rejwrts  as  being  of  the  modem,  serviceable  breech-loadine  varietur, 
including  Maxim,  Hotchkiss,  and  Krupp  guns.  He  also  has  all  the  tools  of  the  engi- 
neers,  consisting  of  hundreds  of  spades  and  picks,  shovels,  and  hoes.  The  incidents 
of  the  fighting  were  exceedingly  interesting,  and  consisted  of  a  series  of  combats,  fiank 
marches,  and  determined  rushes  over  ridges  and  across  valleys  high  up  toward  the 
top  of  the  mountains,  all  conducted  with  such  skill  that  Bell  apparently  had  no  cas- 
uaitit»s,  as  he  reports  none,  although  he  does  not  state  he  had  none.  The  enemy 
used  their  artillery  freely,  machine  guns  and  all,  but  with  the  usual  inefficient 
practice.  Up  to  this  time  10  dead  and  10  wounded  only  have  been  found.  Alejan- 
drino  and  San  Miguel  disa])peared  early  in  the  fight  and  are  fugitives  in  the  moun- 
tains, accompanied  by  only  a  few  men,  probably  not  more  than  a  dozen.  Officers  as 
well  as  soldiers  are  reporteil  as  disgustw  at  the  continuation  of  the  war.  The  gen- 
erals are,  however,  trying  to  cArry  out  the  Aguinaldo  policy,  and  are  making  a  des- 
perate effort  to  hold  their  men  a  little  longer,  and  are  shooting  officers  who  tender 
their  resignations.  This  action  has  terrified  many,  but  this  splendid  work  of  Bell's 
has  put  an  end  to  the  group  in  this  vicinitv.  Bell  is  goin^  to  bring  what  he  can  of 
the  plunder  to  Mangatarem  and  destrov  what  he  can*t  bring  in.  Sell  states  in  his 
report  that  this  is  another  triumph  of  tne  pack  train,  as  without  it  he  could  not  pos- 
sibly have  accomplished  the  work.  This  is  a  very  modest  way  of  putting  it.  No 
douDt  the  mules  are  entitleil  to  credit,  but  the  real  facts  m  the  success,  which  is 
decisive  in  every  respect,  are  the  splendid  skill,  pertinacitv,  and  good  judgment  of 
Colonel  Bell  himself  and  the  untiring  endurance  and  magnincent  fighting  qimlities  of 
his  men.     It  is  impossible  to  say  too  much  in  behalf  of  either.

All  your  available  troops,  except  those  need^  north  and  for 
movements  west  of  railroad,  will  be  required  to  handle  these  robbers  infesting  central 
Luzon.  Da^pan  will  soon  be  announced  as  your  headquarters,  with  all  of  northern 
Luzon,  possibly  as  far  south  as  Calumpit,  as  your  field  of  action.  General  Lawton, 
with  certain  troops,  will  return  bv  way  of  San  Miguel  and  commence  active  opera- 
tions in  southern  Luzon.  All  the  Thirty-third  Infantry,  excepting  Fowler's  com- 
pany, now  en  route  to  Vigan,  which  place  Navy  occupied  24th  instant  Young  will 
s(X)u  l>e  among  Spanish  and  American  prisoners  in  Abra  province.  Believed  500 
insurgents  at  Bayonbong  surrendered  to  General  Lawton's  troops  yesterday.  As  soon 
as  we  can  establish  communication  with  General  Lawton  orders  for  contemplated 
movements  will  be  given.

I  have  just  received  a  note  bv  messenger  from  General  Lawton,  dated  4  p.  m.  yes- 
tenlay,  November  28.  He  said  he  sent  a  few  days  before  for  an  operator  and  instru- 
ment'and  line  party  to  go  from  San  Jose,  but  they  had  not  arrivea.  I  had  hoped  to 
make  connection  with  Tayug  by  to-night  by  meeting  Lawton's  partv  from  Tayug,  but 
as  he  has  not  sent  out  any  party,  my  people  will  Tiave  to  cover  the  entire  line  and 
make  all  connections.  It  may,  therefore,  be  several  days  before  the  connection  is 
made.  I  can  reach  Lawton  from  here  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours  by  messenger. 
If  that  is  better  than  can  be  done  by  any  other  route,  any  important  message  might 
go  this  way.

The  column  by  way  of  O'Donnell  will  be  composed  of  400  selected  men  of  the 
Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  leaving  adequate  protection  at  Mabalacat  and  Bamban.  This 
column  will  be  commanded  by  Colonel  Burt,  and  start  on  or  before  the  24th.  Trans- 
portation will  be  composed  entirely  of  native  burden  bearers  and  such  ponies 
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be  aHHemblecl  and  improviKetl  for  ]vM'k  piiriK)He8,  all  <>f  whicli  I  will  (iirniHh  or  liire 
here.  With  these  ineann  I  proi)o»*e  to  c^rrv  five  daya'  rations  and  supply  of  reserve 
ammunition.  The  column  wilt  take  nortn  trail  from  O*  Donnelly  and  t  very  much 
hope  to  meet  Macabulus  and  Ilizon  in  the  mountains.  This  insurgent  force  will  be 
the  princiiMil  objective.  If,  unfortunately,  they  pet  through  the  mountains  without 
opposition,  the  second  ol)je<'tive  will  l)e  either  Ibii  or  Botolaii,  which  point  I  desire 
you  to  determine  in  liglit  of  necessity  of  nieetin};?  column  on  the  coa^iit  with  supplies 
at  the  most  convenient  point.  If  I  can  rely  on  water  transiK)rtation  to  ni(H.^t  column 
on  the  coast,  the  question  of  supply  Ikhvihcs  a  very  simple  one;  otherwise  I  will  have 
to  rearrange  programme  entirely,  whi<*h  I  can  do  all  right,  but  would  nnich  prefer  water 
cooperation,  if  possible.  If  this  expe<lition  reaches  tlie  coast,  it  will  f)j)erate  wmth  to 
connect  with  (rrant  at  Subig.  I  <ran  hire  in  the  country  everything  necessary  to 
carry  out  this  plan,  and  will  not  require  any  lissistance  except,  possibly,  in  respect 
to  water  cooperation.  It  will  not  In?  jx)ssible  to  follow  this  movement  by  wire,  but 
it  is  hoped  to  get  information  frecjuently  by  native  messengers.

Unsafe  for  vessels 
to  ply  along  that  coast  in  stormy  weather.  Dates  of  arrival  of  troojw  in  those  towns 
should  be  fixed  with  as  much  certainty  lu^  possible.  Steamers  can  l>e  sent  so  as  to 
arrive  twenty-four  hours  after  dates  decidtM  upon.

Bcirs  command  is  employed  assembling  at  Mangatan^n  the  prr)i>erty  captured  in 
that  vicinity,  much  of  wnich  will  have  to  Ik^  destroyed  as  valueleKs  ancf  t<K)  heavy  to 
V>ring  in.  Bell  has  14  modem  guns  all  in  good  condition,  including  those  for- 
merly on  the  ^nboat  Vrdaneta.  FowOer  took  7  ohsolete  guns  when  he  entered 
the  town  originally,  making  21  altogether.  Bell  thinks  he  has  the  breech- 
blocks of  the  big  guns  capture<l  at  Malolos,  which  are  still  at  that  place.  I  have 
ordered  Bell  to  concentrate  that  part  of  his  regiment  now  with  him  at  Mangatarem, 
and  shall  employ  this  force  for  further  operations  as  soon  as  I  can  detennine  in  what 
direction  a  movement  will  be  useful.  We  are  not  at  present  in  contai!t  with  any 
organizeil  force,  as  I  hear  only  unreliable  rumors,  many  of  which  will  be  settled 
when  my  columns  move  to  the  sea,  preparations  for  which  are  going  forward  rapidly. 
As  soon  as  approximate  date  of  arrival  at  l})a  is  determined  upon,  will  request  to 
have  boat  meet  command  with  supplies,  or  to  remain  for  a  time  to  accompany 
troops  and  to  carry  supplies  from  place  tx)  place  as  they  move  up  an<l  down  the 
coast.  A  scout  from  Angeles  yestenlay  captured  6  rifles,  2  carbines,  2  revolvers,  7 
bolos,  8  poniefl,  several  hundred  rounds  amnmnition,  4  Filipino  officers,  1  soldier, 
and  destroyed  reloa<ling  outfit  and  a  quantity  of  lead.  I  am  preparing  to  (Kcupy,  for 
purpose  of  extended  scout,  the  towns  of  San  Ignacio,  Moriones,  and  0*Donnell,  con- 
nection Ijetween  commands  to  Ikj  established  by  heavy  connet^ting  patrols,  and 
thereafter  the  mountains  in  front  of  each  place  to  be  tnort)ughly  explored.  This 
intended  to  cover  at  least  a  week  and  embrace  all  country  Ixjtween  Camiling  and 
O'Donnell,  and  undoubtedly  will  give  information  of  practicable  value.  I  shall  also 
send  a  scout  to  Victoria,  at  which  i)oint  some  hostile  demonstrations  have  l)een  made 
against  persons  who  were  friendly  to  American  troops  when  that  place  was  occupied 
by  the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry.

Steamer  should  be  ordered  to  reach  Iba  on  10th  December,  as  column  is  expected 
to  arrive  there  on  9th.  Please  send  8,000  rations — that  is,  twenty  days  for  400  men — 
50,000  rounds  reserve  ammunition,  and  funds  which  I  have  direScted  my  chief  quar- 
termaster and  my  chief  commissary  to  arrange  for  through  the  proper  chiefs  in  Manila; 
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this  with  a  view  to  making  prompt  cash  payments  for  8ai)plies  and  service,  as  this 
policy  Her\'es  to  conciliate  natives  and  estabhsh  confidence  in  our  methods  of  admin- 
istration. The  commanding  officer  will  be  instructed  to  take  fronv  the  steamer  what 
he  wishes  of  the  supplies  and  monev  sent  to  Iba,  but  he  will  be  advised  to  take  every- 
thing sent,  if  possible,  and  make  Iba  a  temporary  base  for  operations  up  and  down 
the  coast.  The  Bataan  column  is  expected  to  reach  Balanga  on  the  5th  or  6th  and 
Subig  about  the  10th.  If  Navy  coulcl  make  demonstration  in  front  of  Balanga  and 
north  and  south  thereof  from  6th  to  7th,  it  would  perhaps  help  general  result. 
Please  send  General  Grant  at  Angeles,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  to-morrow  night,  400 
pesos,  secret-service  money — 250  for  Bataan  column,  150  for  Iba  column.  This 
should  reach  General  Grant  not  later  than  the  night  of  the  2d.  I  shall  be  in  close 
communication  with  the  Bataan  column  and  can  regulate  the  movement  according 
to  circumstances  as  they  arise.  If  the  Iba  column  fortunately  meets  a  strong  force 
of  the  insurgents,  movement  to  the  coast  may  be  retarded,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
complete  success  in  destroying  or  capturing  anything  in  the  mountains  it  may  be 
necessary  to  return  to  the  railroad  w^ithout  reaching  the  coast.  These  are  contin- 
gencies that  can  not  be  entirely  anticipated,  but  I  shall  have  a  staff  officer  with  this 
column  8)>ecially  charged  with'  the  duty  of  keeping  me  informed  of  progress  of  events 
by  means  uf  native  messengers.

Between  O'Donnell  and 
Mangatarem,  I  understand,  there  is  no  pass  over  the  mountains.  To-day  the  towns 
of  O  Donnell,  Moriones,  San  Ignacio  will  be  occupied,  and  the  east  slope  of  the 
mountains  between  O*  Donnell  and  Camiling  will  be  thoroughly  explored.  The 
result  of  these  combined  movements  should  give  full  and  definite  information  of 
whereabouts  of  insurgents  if  any  are  left  in  an  organized  form.  It  is  understood 
that  a  steamer  with  supplies  will  be  at  Iba  on  the  lOth.

I  have  directed  the  commanding  officer  at  San  Fernando  to  send  13  ladrone  pria 
oners  to  provost-marshal,  Manila,  accompanied  by  the  information  required  by  cir^ 
cular  61 .  One  of  them  is  the  captain  of  tne  band.  The  officer  reports  that  he  has 
positive  evidence  of  their  guilt.  I  would  recommend  that  some  special  action  be 
taken  in  these  cases  with  a  view  to  proper  punishment.  If  there  is  anything  defect- 
ive about  the  papers  in  reference  to  the  prisoners  in  the  first  instance,  please  see 
that  the  prisoners  are  held  until  the  papers  can  be  made  complete.  The  officer  also 
reports  that  there  are  40  more  in  the  neighborhood  that  he  expects  to  capture,  and 
I  have  directed  him  to  act  vigorously  against  them,  capture  or  kill  all  he  can,  and 
send  to  the  provost-marshal  all  against  whom  he  has  conclusive  evidence.

Commanding  officer  at  latter  place  has  been  directed  after  ite 
arrival  there  to  send  three  companies  of  his  command  to  relieve  a  like  number  of 
companies  of  Thirty-fifth  Volunteers  at  Arayat.  As  you  were  especially  occupied  in 
Hui^ervision  of  movement  of  your  field  columns,  some  orders  affecting  both  voursand 
I^wton's  troops  and  requiring  immediate  action  were  sent  direct  to  subordinate 
commanders.

In  telegram  of  yesterdav  evening,  transmitted  from  field  end  of  telegraph  wire  at 
9.25  this  inominj^,  General  Grant  reports  he  entered  Dinalupihan  on  morning  of  4th, 
after  light  skirmish.  Three  insui^gents  killed,  10  rifies  and  2,00(f  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion captured.  Road  from  Florida  Blanca  very  bad,  but  everything  in  camp  at  Dina- 
lupihan at  dark.  Proposes  on  5th  to  march  to  Llano  Hermosa,  m>m  which  point 
he  will  reconnoiter  Orani,  which  he  proposes  to  attack  on  the  6th.  He  is  proceeding 
with  considerable  caution  and  slower  than  I  expected,  but  the  roads  are  simply 
indescribably  bad,  and  preclude  the  possibility  of  rapid  action  in  the  mountains,  tfy 
wire  will  not  get  farther  than  Dinalupihan,  and  further  reports  will  therefore  hie 
probably  rather  slow,  but  I  hope  for  something  definite  before  night  I  infer  from 
Grant's  report,  though,  that  the  Laguna  de  Bay  will  be  necessary  for  a  day  or  two 
more.

Colonel  Bell  reports  something  like  circumstantial  hearsay  evidence  to  the  effect 
that  Agninaldo's  wife,  accompanied  by  Zizialcita,  an  adjutant,  passed  through 
Mangatarem  some  time  since,  en  route  to  Orani,  with  a  view  to  escape  therefrom  to 
Cavite  or  Batangas  provinces,  or  possibly  to  Hongkong;  that  they  were  supplied 
with  valuable  Jewelry  and  $20,000  in  gold.  The  same  people  expressed  beliex  that 
Aguinaldo,  in  disguise,  has  gone  the  same  way  with  a  view  to  reaching  the  same 
destination.  The  movement  of  my  column  in  Bataan  and  Zambales  may  expedite 
flight  of  fugitives  if,  by  chance,  thev  are  moving  as  reported,  in  which  light  poesibil- 
ity  of  intercepting  them  is  suggestea  if  they  should  attempt  embarkation  on  coast  d 
Bataan.

All  towns  thus  far  occupied  in  Bataan  have  been  deserted,  and  part 
of  the  town  of  Dinalupihan  was  destroyed  bv  fire.  An  insurgent  wire  extends  from 
Dinalupihan  to  Orani,  which  may  be  possibly  repaired  and  connected  with  our  tele- 
graph office  at  Dinalupihan.

General  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staff ,  Manila: 

General  grant  Htarts  from  Dinalupihan  for  Subig  to-morrow,  8th,  at  daylight,  leaving 
his  waeon  train  at  Dinalupihan,  securely  guarded.  He  anticipates  that  the  country 
through  which  he  will  pass  will  afford  little  or  no  food  supply,  and  asks  that  rations 
be  sent  to  Subig,  by  steamer,  to  reach  there  not  later  than  the  10th.  I  request  that 
a  steamer  be  sent  accordingly,  with  6,000  rations  and  40,000  rounds  of  reserve  ammu- 
nition, to  remain  at  Subig,  if  possible,  until  he  has  concluded  operations  in  that 
vicinity.  This  will  give  him  twenty  days  for  his  300  men,  ample  time  to  explore 
coast  to  the  north  and  open  communication  with  the  Iba  colunm,  and  possibly  clear 
up  the  entire  situation  in  Zatnbales.  Please  advise  me  in  the  premises,  so  that  I  can 
communicate  final  orders  to  Grant  before  night,  if  possible.

General  Schwan,  Chief  of  Staff : 

Reconnoissance  toward  Olongapo  sends  information  that  natives  report  Mascardo 
intrenched  at  that  point.  I  doubt  the  reliability  of  the  information,  but  have  ordered 
Grant  Uy  attack  if  he  is  found  there.  If  possible  please  advise  the  naval  ships  in  Subig 
Bay  that  cooperation  from  Olongapo  to  Subig  would  be  very  desirable  during  the 
next  two  or  three  days.  If  we  have  many  wounded  to  care  for  it  will  be  impossible 
to  get  them  back  over  the  trail,  as  it  will  be  impassible  for  that  purpose.  I  have 
suggested  to  Grant  that  instead  of  relying  on  naval  ships  to  carry  away  his  wounded, 
if  he  has  many,  he  make  an  emergency  hospital  in  Olongapo,  and  that  assistance  will 
be  sent  by  water  to  remove  the  wounded  to  Manila.  I  heard  by  messenger  from  the 
Iba  column  to-day,  which  was  on  the  Bucao  River,  about  20  miles  from  Botolan,  on 
the  6th.  They  have  met  with  no  opposition  whatever  so  far,  but  have  a  pretty  hard 
time  on  account  of  the  difficulties  of  the  trail.  They  expected  to  reach  tide  water 
to-day,  however,  and  possibly  reconnoiter  Iba.

A  smaU 
party  of  Mauser  men  fired  on  column  1  mile  east  of  San  Fernando,  wounding  private 
John  Goodman,  Company  M,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  slightly,  in  the  left  leg.  Inhab- 
itants from  San  Fernando  fled  to  the  woods;  a  few  returned  and  report^  that  no 
insulin ts  had  been  there  for  two  weeks;  said  that  San  Miguel,  with  two  companies 
was  at  Botolan,  and  Hizon  at  Iba.  Strength  of  Hizon  not  stated.  They  succeeded  in 
getting  a  local  guide  at  San  Fernando  and  intended  to  make  a  night  march  on  the 
7th.

and  those  detachments  sent  east  against  General  Lawton's  troops  while 
they  were  marching  from  San  Isidro  to  San  Jos^;  that  they  became 
demoralized,  disorganized,  and  scattered  within  the  section  of  country 
south  of  the  line  which  General  Wheaton  had  held  from  the  west  Luzon 
coast  at  San  Fabian  in  the  direction  of  Binalonan.  Doubtless  most  of 
the  individuals  composing  the  enemy's  organizations  deserted  and  made 
their  way  to  their  homes  during  the  retreat,  presenting  themselves  to 
our  troops  as  friendly  inhabitants.  This  army  of  the  north,  number- 
ing between  six  and  ten  thousand  men,  upon  which  Aguinaldo  had 
builded  his  hopes  of  being  able  to  resist  the  advance  of  the  United 
States  troops,  had  lost  all  of  its  artillery,  ammunition,  supplies,  and 
several  hundred  of  its  guns,  and  it  was  no  longer  possible  for  his  offi- 
cers to  maintain  an  organization  of  any  numerical  strength  within  the 
section  of  Luzon  passed  over  by  our  troops.  The  sec'tion  traversed  was 
that  portion  lying  west  and  north  of  the  Rio  Grande  de  Pampanga  to 
the  foothills  of  the  Zambales  Mountains.    The  retreat  of  the  enemy 
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was,  sus  it  had  been  supposed  previously  it  would  be,  to  the  west  of  the 
railway,  preparatory  to  entering  the  mountains  where  arsenals  and 
storehouses  had  been  placed,  and  where  he  did  not  believe  our  soldiers 
could  follow  successfully.  In  the  recent  rebellion  against  Spain,  Zam- 
bales  was  considered  of  great  importance,  and  in  fact  next  to  Cavite  it 
was  of  all  Luzon  provinces  most  loyal  to  the  insurgent  cause. 

General  MacArthur's  repeated  invitations  to  issue  a  proclamation 
declaring  all  insurgents  without  the  pale  of  the  laws  of  war,  and  call- 
ing upon  them  to  give  adhesion  to  American  authority,  else  suffer  the 
consequences  which  the  law  prescribed,  were  not  favorably  considered, 
although  the  facts  and  conclusions  presented  were  undeniable  and  had 
become  matter  for  consideration  before  he  submitted  them.  I  endeav- 
ored to  ascertain  if  any  formal  decree  had  been  issued  by  Aguinaldo 
or  by  his  authority  which  directed  guerrilla  warfare,  but  was  always 
assured  that  no  orders  to  that  enect  had  been  given;  that  at  the 
meeting  at  Bayambang,  held  on  November  13,  which  he  and  his 
principal  oflScers  attended,  those  participating  verbally  agreed  among 
themselves  that  each  would  take  the  fiela  with  such  force  as  he  might 
be  able  to  maintain  and  attack  us  wherever  success  was  likely  to 
reward  him.  Of  course  it  made  little  difference  whether  or  not  the 
insurgents  were  acting  under  ordei^s,  as  the  fact  that  they  were 
engaged  in  armed  opposition  of  a  character  universally  condemned 
was  sufficient  in  itself  to  justify  us  in  imposing  the  most  severe  meas- 
ures, but  was  it  policy?  Should  a  proclamation  be  issued,  it  must  be 
made  operative  throughout  the  Philippines,  and  the  portion  of  the 
same  we  commanded  was  only  a  fragmentary  part  of  the  entire  Philip- 

Eine  country.  We  could  not  so  publish  it  as  to  bring  it  within  the 
nowledge  of  the  ignorant  masses  from  which  the  insurgent  armed 
force  was  drawn.  As  late  even  as  February  officers  of  rank  com- 
manding insurgent  troops  in  southeastern  Luzon  were  not  aware  that 
Aguinaldo  had  been  driven  from  his  capital  at  Tarlac,  but  were 
a(mressing  their  official  communications  to  nim  there,  still  styling  him 
'^The  Honorable  Presidente  of  the  Filipino  Republic." 

Throughout  November  and  December  the  enemy  had  a  formidable 
army  in  southern  Luzon  and  maintained  many  strong  armed  organiza- 
tions in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Manila,  ana  a  number  of  the 
southern  islands  contained  well-organized  insurgent  troops.  These 
would  not  believe  any  facts  which  we  might  proclaim,  out  would 
remain  the  dupes  of  their  officers.  Besides,  me  insurgents  at  this  time 
had  in  captivity  American  soldiers  and  more  than  5,000  Spanish  sub- 
jects, upon  whom  they  would  retaliate  should  we  publicly  proclaim  an 
intended  enforcement  of  the  law  in  all  its  rigor.  Our  mission  was  to 
pacnfy  the  inhabitants  by  acquainting  them  with  a  knowledge  of  our 
pacific  intentions,  which  a  proclamation  drawn  upon  lines  the  circiuu- 
stances  warranted  would  certainly  have  misled.  The  insurgent  leaders, 
civil  and  military,  were,  as  1  knew  from  the  confessions  of  those  cap- 
tured or  who  had  surrendered,  fully  aware  of  the  penalties  they  invoked 
by  adopting  guerrilla  methods  of  warfare,  and  our  own  officers  had  a 
keen  appreciation  of  conditions.  It  was  not  therefore  thought  to  be 
prudent  to  openly  proclaim  to  our  soldiers  that  all  Filipinos  still 
oearing  arms,  whether  collectively  or  individually,  merited  the  fate  of 
robbers  or  murderers  caught  red-handed,  for  fear  that  barbarities 
might  result,  or  at  least  that  too  great  a  license  might  be  practiced. 
Again,  for  many  reasons  which  readily  suggest  themselves,  it  was  nee- 
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essary  to  maintain  a  condition  of  war  until  all  large  rebel  organizations 
could  be  scattered.  Hence  no  ai^tion  bj^  proclamation  was  taken, 
although  the  changed  conditions  were  utilized. 

We  will  now  bring  forward  to  the  middle  of  December  the  results 
accomplished  by  the  troops  of  Generals  Ijawton  and  Wheaton  (the 
first  of  whom  on  November  22  we  left  at  Tayug  and  the  second  at 
San  Fabian),  leaving  unconsidered  for  the  present  the  movements  of 
General  Young  (as  his  command  l>ecame  virtually  detached  and  there- 
after operated  independently)  further  than  to  allude  to  reenforcements 
which  the  former  furnished  him. 

General  Lawton  was  now  engaged  in  preparing  the  reconnoitering 
party  to  be  sent  to  Bayonbong  by  the  Tayug  and  San  Nicolas  trail;  in 
reeling  in  the  same  direction  through  the  Carranglan  Pass,  and  in 
furnisning  General  Young  with  sEch  of  his  troops  west  of  Tayug  as 
he  could  refit  for  continued  severe  field  service.  On  November  23  the 
following  dispatch  was  received  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hayes, 
Fourth  Cavalry,  commanding  at  San  Jose,  and  thereafter  telegraphic 
correspondence  ensued  which  follows  in  order  of  date*: 

San  Johe,  Novantter  JfS,  1899. 
Chief  of  8taff,  Manila: 

Have  forwarded  two  troops  Fourth  Cavalry,  F  and  L  companies,  Batcthelor's 
battalion,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  and  Heveral  nniall  detaohmentf^  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Infantry  and  Third  Cavalry,  also  division  bull  train  of  rations  which  came 
up  from  below,  and  were  pushed  to  Tayug.  The  following  are  the  last  instructions  I 
received  from  General  Lawton:  "Headquarters  First  Division,  in  the  field,  Tayug, 
November  22, 1899, 7.30a.  m. — Colonel  Hayes:  Open  and  read  the  inclosed  disj^tcnes. 
vShow  them  to  Russel.  See  that  message  to  chief  of  staff  is  repeated  to  Colonel  Kennon, 
and  that  reply  is  also  repeated  to  him.  Push  along  the  supply  train  and  also  the 
infantry  battalion.  Do  all  you  can  toward  securing  gui<les  and'  sc^outs,  and  arrange 
for  start  of  column.  Ascertain  how  natives  pack  carabao,  and  secure  as  many  as 
needed.  Send  forward  to  me  reply  to  message  to  chief  of  staff  as  soon  as  possible. 
(Signed)  Lawton,  major-general.'^  Have  a  scouting  party  of  50  picked  men  and 
picked  horses  on  the  trail  between  Carranglan  and  Bayonbong  with  instructions  to 

g Either  all  information  possible  about  the  enemy  in  that  direction.    This  detachment 
as  three  V^iscaya  guides,  who  know  the  country  thoroughly  and  whom  I  believe  to 
be  thoroughly  trustworthy.

Colonel  Kennon  left  last  night  with  his  headquarters  and  is  about  Baloc  now. 
Shunk's  battalion  Thirty-fourth  reporte<l  as  having  returned  from  Aliaga  on  account 
of  impassable  roads  beyond  and  is  now  with  Kennon,  I  believe.  Should  say  they 
took  approximately  20  carts.  Baldwin's  battalion  Twenty-se(*ond  Infantry  left 
here  early  this  morning.  Taylor's  battery  crossing  ferry  here  now.  Reported  two 
companies  Thirty-fourth  Aliaga  and  one  company  Talavera.  One  battalion  Twenty- 
fourth  Infantry  Cabanatuan.  About  14  wagons  and  20  carts  left  here  day  before 
yesterday  for&m  Jose  with  rations,  escorted  by  Erwin's  troop,  division  headquarters, 
and  Twenty-second  Infantry  battalion.

There  appears  to  be  no  orramized  force  of  insurgents  east  of  the  railroad  south  of 
the  mountains  and  north  of  San  Isidro.    It  is  eviaent  that  the  property  of  the  insur- 
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geut  government  went  over  the  trail  from  San  Nichol^;  that  some  troope  passed 
that  way;  alno  that  it  waA  the  rear  end  of  the  train  that  was  captured  by  Young; 
that  A^juinaldo  intended  to  pass  by  this  road,  but  that  he  was  cut  off  by  Young. 
Many  of  tht^  irisuryentt*  arc  returning  indindually.  The  people  of  this  country  are 
disanertetl  toward  Agiiiualdo  and  there  is  little  trouble  in  securing  information  and 
aH8i8tance.  I  do  not  think  the  insurgents  can  remain  north  of  the  mountains.  We 
can  now  more  readily  distinguish  them  from  the  natives,  who  will  not  conceal  them.

Indications  are  that  very  few  insurgent  troops  passed  north.  Aguinaldo  and  most 
of  his  officers  in  hiding  in  central  and  western  Luzon  to  the  south  of  you,  or  in 
charge  of  small  detac*hed  forces  operating  as  banditti.  No  insui^nt  government 
remains.  Probably  the  greater  part  of  the  insui^nt  troops  are  **amigos"  with  arms 
concealed.  Considerable  increase  lately  of  their  troops  at  Mariquina  and  San  Mateo. 
They  are  becoming  bold  again  at  Imus,  Bacoor,  and  Calamba.  Probably  not  more 
than  five  or  six  hundred  insurgents  between  you  and  Bayonbong.  Tel^jpnaphic  com- 
munication established  with  I^upan  yesteroay;  probably  with  San  Fabian  to-day.

Ascertain  where  concealed  and  by  what  routes  they  can  be  communicated, 
with.  Have  nothing  from  Wheaton  since  the  19th  instant.  More  rations  for  your 
troops  sent  to  Lingayen  Gulf  yesterday.

I  hoi>e  the  information  wired  me  concerning  Aguinaldo's  whereabouts  is  correct, 
but  doubt  it.  There  is  no  information  that  he  came  to  Tayug,  although  he  doubtless 
started  for  this  place,  and  his  property  and  baggage  came  here  and  was  captured. 
There  is  information  that  Aguinaldo  was  in  Unlaneta  and  that  his  wife  was  at 
Asingan,  where  she  Hi)ent  the  night.  I  was  shown  the  house  in  which  she  slept. 
Cut  off  from  Tayug,  Aguinaldo  passed  through  Binalonan  to  Pozomibio,  where  ne 
spent  the  night  of  the  14th,  passing  north  via  Alava,  as  has  before  been  explained. 
I  was  skeptical  of  all  this  information  until  I  heard  the  statement  of  Sefior  Luis 
Perez,  from  his  own  lips,  that  Aguinaldo  was  in  Pozomibio  .on  the  night  of  the  14th. 
There  are  other  items  of  corroboration  too  long  to  explain.  Still,  it  may  have  been 
prearranged  deception.  I  am  inclined  to  think  now,  however.  Young  is  on  the  right 
trail.

In  view  of  the  fa(*t  that  I  am  now  sending  empty 
trains  to  the  coast  for  supplies,  I  submit  the  matter  for  reconsideration.  Followmg

1  send  you  with  this  latest  receive<l  from  Castner  and  Batchelor,  crossing  trail 
Bayonbong,  retvived  last  night.    Supplies  are  Innng  sent  to  them  by  native  carriers. 

"Camj)  near  About  IJiver,  XovemlH»r2<>,  18iH^. — To  Major-General  Jjawton,  Tayug: 
Left  San  Nicolas  alK)Ut  5  a.  m.  Noveml)er  24.  Met  Private  Schick  and  16  Tagalos 
about  W  miles  from  town  with  two  prisoners.  Sent  him  ahead  up  trail,  which  turns 
to  left,  up  st(H»p  hillsi<le  through  thick  bamboo.  For  about  5  miles  trail  is  excellent. 
With  little  improvement  bull  carts  not  too  heavily  loaded  can  go  over  it  with  ease. 
Trail  for  iliis  <listance  follows  sides  of  mountaius  with  easy  grades,  much  labor  hav- 
ing Ih'cu  exijcnded  on  it.  At  end  i)i  5  miles  trail  l)ecomes  too  narrow  and  too  steep 
for  bull  carls.  Continued  to  ruartel  foniUTly  used  by  S|>anish  troops,  alK>ut  12  miles 
from  San  Nicohis.  Found  it  luniu'd  ami  no  insurriH'tos.  Recent  occupation  and  sign  on 
trail  of  passag*'  of  many  j>onic  s,  raraba<»,  and  j)eople.  Continued  on  until  aboutS  p.  m. ; 
trail  got  very  narrow.  Several  bridges  on  roads  at  ravines.  Pony  train  attempted 
to  follow  me,  but  seven  ponies  f«'ll  over  hillside,  about  300  feet,  to  creek  bottom.  It 
was  too  dark  for  even  a  man  to  walk  over  the  trail  safely.  Two  ponies  had  to  be 
killed.  Made  al)out  16  miles.  Men  very  tired  and  ha<l  to  go  to  bed  without  any- 
thing t«>  cat.  Next  morning  got  some  food,  very  little,  and  started  ahead.  Trail  was 
very  steep  and  went  over  mountain  al jout  5,()(K)  fwt  high.  Men,  particularly  Tagalos, 
were  so  I'xliausted  fr«)m  hard  climbing,  had  to  make  a  long  halt  at  noon  and  ccx)k  a 
little  rice,  whi<'h  Twenty-fourth  lufantry  had  when  they  i^ame  up.  All  were  very 
weak  from  lack  of  foo<l.  Cam]>ed  about  2  miles  from  Knapo.  Ta^lo  scouts  at  that 
place.  Twenty-fourth  Infantrv  made  a  dry  camp  alxmt  3  inile^  behind  me.  Reached 
KnajH)  about  ^.?A)  to-<lay.  Only  a  cuartel.  Evidence  of  recent  occupation  by  insur- 
rectos.  Left  Twenty-fourth  Infantry  cooking  breakfast.  Marchea  to  this  point, 
about  12  miles  from  Knapo.  Trail  go«)d  and  well  definetl,  but  over  very  high  moun- 
tains. Tagalo  s<'outs  should  be  in  Santa  Cruz  to-night;  estimated  6  miles  from 
this  camp.  Believe  Twenty-fourth  Infantrv  did  not  move  from  Kna]>o,  as  the  trail 
Ixjhind  them  has  many  stragglers  on  it  ancf  the  command  is  much  exhausted  from 
hard  climbing  and  lack  of  food.  !My  ponies  are  with  me,  but  quite  worn.  Have 
three  more  days  of  food,  but  can  make  it  last  six  days.  Insurrectos  left  no  ponies  or 
carabaos  on  trail.  Find  the  natives  call  it  t  hree  days  fn>in  San  Ni(X)lils  to  Bayonl)ong, 
but  they  are  good  mountaineei-s,  carry  a  little  ri(v,  and  make  from  25  to  30  miles  a 
day.  Believe  it  is  a  good  live-days'  inarch  for  our  troops,  unused  to  anything  but 
mud  and  lx)gs.  Nothing  of  importance  has  happened.  No  i>eople  save  a  few  old 
men  and  women  in  tho  country.  Should  be  in  Bayonl>ong  day  after  to-morrow. 
Pack  trains  or  native  carriei*s  only  means  of  trans])ortatiou  which  will  work  over

trail.  Men  in  good  condition.  Only  ono  Tafi^lo  Ix'hind;  lie  f>honkl  reach  ua 
to-night.  Tagalos  ahead  seem  entirely  *i'onfi<lont  and  tnL*<tworthy.  Hoj)e  the  train 
I  sent  bark  can  get  rations,  annnunition,  and  return  at  once. 

"Saw  a  few  door  on  trail;  no  other  g*ame.  High  graes  everywhere;  not  much 
timl)or.  Very  cold  weather  in  tlujrnoimtainH.  Streams;  apixirently  no  fifth.  Insur- 
reeto»  can  not  live  in  thest^  nioinitaiii.s  without  bringing  \n  ioixl  with  great  labor. 
Believe  they  are  billing  alxiut  ono-bulf  thiy's  journev  from  the  valleytii.  Believe 
much  plunder  is  ntill  bi<lden  at  San  Nicohls.  ImmtMliate  a<lvance  toward  Bayon- 
]K>ng  prevented  me  from  inv(\'*tigating  trails  near  San  Xitjolds.  Barrio  of  Santa 
Maria  near  theiv  is  hot  bed  of  insurro<'tos,  so  my  Tugalos  rofxjrt.  Am  doing  all  I 
can  to  push  forward,  but  do  not  wish  to  drive  my  men  and  land  them  in  the  valley 
of  the  Kio  Majrat  too  weak  and  worn  for  any  use.  1  lave  marched  aN)ut  40  miles  by 
trail  hi  thret^  davs — equal  to  70  miles  in  level  country.  Pony  train  has  worked  well. 
Twentv-fourth  Infantry  have  not  seen  their  i>oiiies  since  leaving  San  Nicolas.  All 
maps  i  have  seen  of  tlu'  ctMintry  are  erroneous  an»i  give  no  idea  of  the  trail  at  all. 
Will  1)0  off  as  soon  as  I  Ciin  s«e  the  road  to-morrow,  and  hope  to  reach  Bayonbong 
the  dav  after.     Very  res|H'Ct fully,  (sigruMl)  Ca*<tner." 

**  Near  Santii  Rosa,  NovenilK'r  27. — Adjutaiit-<  Jeneral  First  Division:  I  reached  this 
point  without  opposition  of  any  s(»rt.  Scouts  are  in  my  front.  The  trail  is  much 
iianler  than  was  re[>ortiKl  at  San  Nicolas.  My  pony  train  Iuls  not  b<.H.»n  eeen  since 
leaving  San  Nicol:u«,  but  Ix'an-rs  em])luyed  th«'re  have  ke]>t  mo  Huppliod  with  rice. 
I  have  seen  cuttle  but  once,  and  think  tlu-n^  are  i)ractically  none  in  the  mountains. 
The  trail  winds  so  badly  can  not  give  distance  marched.  1  would  estimate  it  at  35 
miles.  I  still  have  two  hard  marches  to  Bam])ang.  1  have  captured  16  of  Agui- 
naldo's  men  going  to  Bayonbong  to  join  him.  They  so(;m  greatly  disjurited  and 
were  hungry.  I  sent  them  back  with  orders  to  go  to  San  Nicx)las  and  get  food. 
Will  i^robalilv  need  ammunition.  Will  get  food  of  some  sort.  Command  following 
will  nee<l  guidt^s  at  C'uyapo.

Following  ines8age  just  received  from  Captain  Erwin,  Fourth  Cavalry:  "Dupax, 
Nov(MnUT  8(). — To  Coniinaridinj?  Offic-er,  Sail  Jo-se:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my 
arrival  hero  at  5  p.  iii.  yi^storday,  Nriveiiilwr  29.  The  trail  over  tfie  mountains  is 
exoeiMlirijrly  rou^h  and  difficult  and  delayed  my  march.  I  communicated  with 
Lieutenant  Munro,  Fi^irth  Cavalrj',  at  once  and  found  him  and  his  command  safe. 
He,  with  a  detachment,  had  jrone'  to  Bayonbong,  leaving  a  detachment  here,  and  I 
learn  from  natives  who  left  that  ])lace  at  1  a.  m.  yesterday  that  General  Canon  pur- 
rendere<l  to  the  Anierican.s  on 'the  28th.  Lieutenant  Munro  informs  me  by  note 
receivtHl  to-<lay  tliat  he  will  leave  Bayonbong  at  1  p.  m.  to-day  with  General  Canon 
and  officers,  some  70  Spanish  and  several  Anieri(!an  prisoners.  Will  camp  at  Bam- 
bang  to-niglit.  The  j>rt»s«'nce  oi  the  prisoners  will  probably  delay  my  march  in  re- 
turn. I  had  counted  on  four<lavs,  leaving  here  to-morrow,  but  it  will  take  six.  I 
Mieve  I  have  rations  enough;  if  not,  will  communittate  with  you  and  ask  to  have 
rations  sent  me  at  Puncan.  I  will  return  by  the  same  route,  thus  enabling  you  to 
reach  me  at  anytime.  The  command  came  through  all  right  after  working  very 
hard  both  day  and  night.     (Signed)  J.  B.  Erwin,  Captain  Fourth  Cavalry."

I  refK'at  to  you  messt^ro  just  received  from  Batchelor,  commanding  battalion 
Twenty-fourth  Infantry  at  Bayonbong.  His  instructions  did  not  in  any  contingency 
contemplate  an  advance  down  river  valley  below  Bayonlx^ng.  However,  the  rai& 
may  not  be  a  bad  move.  "Wire  imme<liately  such  instructions  as  you  wish  sent  him, 
I  will  try  to  have  them  n^ch  him  in  time.  Orders  to  Baldwin's  'battalion  Twenty- 
second  Infantry  to  return  do  not  seem  to  have  reached  him.

"Bayonbong,  Decemln^r  2,  1899. — To  Adjutant-General,  First  Division:  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  this  town  without  opposition.  The  governor  of 
the  province,  General  'Feman<lo  Canon,  yestenlay  surrendered  the  province — three 
cities,  110  Spaui.^-h  and  10  American  prisoners,  and  about  60  rifles;  delivery  not  yet 
complete<l— to  Lieutenants  (^astner  and  Mimro,  who  arrive<l  at  the  same  time.  Cast- 
ner,  though  s(?ni(jr,  accorded  reception  of  surrender  to  Munro  in  consideration  of 
negotiations  already  carried  on  by  latter.  I  have  directed  people  not  to  1x5  molested. 
Lilx'rated  surrendered  insurrectos  and  have  general  and  his  officers  at  liberty  in  the 
town,  but  preparing  to  go  to  Manila.  I  am  informed  that  in  Jsabela  there  are  about 
1,000  insurrectos  and  ai>out  the  same  numl.>er  in  Cagayan,  and  about  200  American 
prisoners  in  latter  province.  General  Canon  informs  me  he  has  a  letter  from 
Manaoag,  near  Dajrupan,  strongly  inferring  presence  there  on  November  20  of 
Aguinaldo  and  his  family.  The  latter  was  to  follow  the  treasure  train  and  their  bag- 
gage, but  on  leiirning  of  the  capture  turned  back  and  went  to  Villavis  and  theiu^  to 
Slanaoag.  I  have  heard  a  rumor  that  Aguinaldo  was  makiiig  a  new  trail  for  himself 
from  near  Trinidad  toward  the  east.  1  find  little  to  eat  in  the  country;  no  sugar, 
scarcely  any  cattle,  plenty  of  coffee  and  tobacco.  My  whole  command  greatly  neeiis 
clothing,  shoes,  etc.  There  is  no  salt,  and  I  hesitate  to  advance  without  it.  *  Ba^^ou 
all  gone.  1  shall  go  up  to  the  mouth  of  Rio  Grande  unless  stopped  by  orders.  Start 
in  that  dirc(;tion  to-morrow.  I  expect  to  reach  Ilagan  in  about  five  days  and  Aparri 
on  or  about  Decern Ixt  12.  There  is  an  insurrecto  general  there  with  a  reporteil 
force  of  900.  If  an  v  of  these  people  make  serious  resistance  I  may  need  ammunition 
bad.  I  have  heiirA  that  the  Navy  had  a  force  of  some  sort  ofl  Aparri.  The  Rio 
Grande  is  usually  navigable,  according  to  report,  and,  judging  from  the  volume  of 
the  Magat,  up  to  Ilagan.  Can  not  they  bring  me  some  salt  and  ammunition  on  a 
small  gunboat?  There  is  nothing  to  stop  them  to  Ilagan.  I  shall  presumably  go 
down  the  river  in  cascoes.  Please  so  inform  navv  officer  in  charge  of  suggested  gun- 
Ixjat.  It  would  be  a  great  relief  to  get  some  clothing.  Some  of  my  men  are  march- 
ing barefooted;  nil  without  stockings  and  some  without  trousers.  I  hope  my  next 
orders  will  reach  me  at  Aparri  by  gunboat.  Very  respectfully,  Jos.  D.  Batchelor, 
Captain  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  commanding  First  Battalion."

This  has  In^en  going  on  for 
Heveral  davs.  Pt^co  iMunmissioners'  storv  was  mixed,  and  I  determincMi  to  march 
early  on  BayonlKHi^r,  f(»aring  there  some  chance  for  treachery.  Lieut<aiant  Munro 
met  me  on  the  road  and  w<*  entered  BavonlK>ng.  As  he  had  aln»ady  commenced 
negotiations  with  these  jK*ople,  J  deemed  it  best  to  give  him  the  honor  of  receiving 
the  surn^nder  and  let  him  fiirnish  his  tenns,  as  thev  seenuMl  satisfactorv  and  covered 
the  ground  there.  The  jn'ople  hen»,  if  telling  the  truth,  knew  nothing  of  Aguinaldo. 
They  say  he  was  headed  hen»,  hut  never  reache<l  this  vallev.  Will  look  alwuit  me 
and  try  to  learn  of  his  whert'alM)uts  if  he  is  in  the  valley.  ^Twenty-fourth  Infantry 
are  not  yet  here,  though  we  arriv»'<l  al»r)Ut  0  a.  m.  My  [>a<;k  train  is  with  nie.  Peonle 
are  very  gtxnl  to  us,  and  we  can  siib.*<ist.  Will  hold  on  hen*  until  Captain  Batcheior 
arrives.  Inhabitants  tell  me  that  Aguinaldo  is  not  <m  grxnl  terms  with  these  people 
and  would  have  hard  work  to  live  in  this  country.  No  doubt  many  native  troops

General  Sen  wan: 

Pantaleon  Garcia  is  undoubtedly  at  Papaya  beyond  Peflaranda.  Sent  out  recently 
15  circulars,  one  of  which  was  addressed  to  Alejandrino  and  Macabulus,  prohibiting 
troops  from  measuring  strength  with  Americans,  but  directing  them  to  harass  patrols 
and  outposts.  Small  j>atrols  from  Arayat  toward  Cabiao  were  attacked  to-day,  and 
the  patrol  from  ra])iao  toward  Arayat  had  not  returned  at  usual  hour.  Have  directed 
commanding  officer  at  Cabiao  to  confine  his  duty  to  guarding  town  and  large  accumu- 
lation of  st4>res.  I  understand  that  (iarcia  is  military  commander  in  chief.  Major 
Walsh  lias  just  returned  from  near  San  Miguel,  to  which  place  he  went  by  the  direct 
road  this  a.  m.  before  daylight,  w  ith  one  comi)any,  the  officers  and  men  of  which 
had  no  notice  of  what  they  were  to  do  until  announced  just  prior  to  marching  out 
In  this  he  was  enabled  to  approach  and  observe  the  intrencnments  near  Oameas, 
which  soon  filled  in  response  to  signal  fires,  with  five  or  six  hundred  men.  They 
did  not  fire  on  him,  although  within  fair  range.  Can  not  communicate  with  General 
T^wton  until  he  reaches  San  Jose.  The  direct  road  from  here  to  San  Jose,  except 
one  broken  bridge,  is  excellent  for  this  country.

Colonel  Hood,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  and  600  men  held  between  Baliuag  and  llde 
fonso  awaiting  your  march  south.  Major  Carson  with  Eleventh  Cavalry  (400  men)" 
will  start  ff»r  Bocaue  to-morrow  morning  en  route  for  Angat.  Pilar  will  endeavor  to 
moveon  road  1'a.st  of  San  Miguel  into  mountains.  If  with  cavalry  you  can  strike 
him  on  that  road,  it  would  seem  that  the  cohmins  moving  froni  north  and  south 
could  diH}K'rse  his  troops  quite  effectively.  The  order  for  the  Twenty-second  Infantry 
to  relieve  the  Thirty-fifth  Infantry  at  Xrayat  will  make  it  necessary  to  secure  otheV 
troojxs  for  the  San  ^liguel  jTfirrison,  which  must  be  quite  strong  for  a  time.  Lockett, 
Eleventh  Cavalry,  is  receiving  horses.  Three  hundred  just  received  and  shod.  More 
expected  in  a  few  days.     No  change  in  affairs  south.

Adjdtant-Gfnbhal  Department  op  the  Pacific,  Manila: 

I  recommend  keeping  four  companies  of  the  Thirty-fourth  here.  One  of  them 
available  to  occupy  Oapan  and  relieving  four  companies  Thirty-fifth.  One  company 
Thirty-fourth  at  Cabiao  and  San  Antonio,  relieving  two  companies  Thirty-fifth  at 
the  former  place.  One  company  of  the  Thirty-fourth  to  Arayat,  relieving  three 
companies  Tnirty-fifth.  This  was  part  of  a  recommendation  to  make  the  whole  of 
the  Thirty-fifth  available,  and  was  approved  by  General  Tjawton  about  noon  to-day. 
I  was  notified  by  General  Schwan  that  three  companies  Twenty-second  Infantry 
were  on  their  wa}r  to  relieve  three  companies  Thirty-fifth  at  Arayat.  This  will  leave 
the  company  (Thirty-fourth)  intended  for  Arayat  available  for  San  Antonio,  and 
leave  a  company  instead  of  a  half  company  available  for  Cabiao,  to  remain  there 
until  stores  are  removed.  The  8ub.stanoe  of  the  foregoing  has  been  wired  General 
Lawton,  who  directed  it  to  Ix;  repeated  to  you.  I  go  to  meet  General  Lawton  at 
Cabanatuan  early  to-morrow  morning.

GeneraAScnvrAVjChiefo/JStajT: 

Telegrams  for  General  Lawton  are  being  held  here,  and  I  understand  I  can  not 
communicate  with  him  until  he  arrives  here  to-morrow.  Garcia  reenforced  San 
Miguel  from  Papaya  yesterday  bv  aboiit  800  men  under  General  Acema,  and  I  think 
combined  force  will  expect  anrf  await  attack  there.  We  could  readily  take  and 
occupy  the  town  with  force  from  here  without  unduly  exposing  this  place,  driving 
out  tne  insurgents,  who  would  take  to  the  fot>thills  east.  Many  Would  undoubtedly 
allow  themselves  to  be  captured,  but  not  before  passing  their  arms  on  to  fresh  men, 
ambitious  to  use  them.  I  can  see  no  utility  in  small  patrols  between  garrisons  over 
same  routes  at  stated  hours.  They  become  careless  with  immunity  from  attack,  can 
not  reconnoiter  away  from  the  roads,  while  insurgents  can  concentrate,  or  let  them 
pass,  or  gather  them  in.  The  six  prisoners  at  Papaya  are  now  being  l)eing  guanled 
with  guns  taken  from  them.  This  and  other  telegrams  sent  you  for  your  ixtrsonal 
information  of  the  situation  as  I  see  it  here  and  in  ignorance  of  the  general  military 
situation.    I  hope  they  are  not  considered  irrelevant.

Message  concerning  Hood  and  Carson  received  last  night.     It  will  be  two  or  three 
days  berore  column  can  be  conoentrated  at  San  laidro  in  condition  to  march  on  Saa 
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Miguel.  Cavalry  will  arrive  here  to-morrow  evening,  some  troops  having  marched 
from  Tayug  and  others  from  trail  about  Carranglan.  Thejr  will  he  much  worn  down 
and  n^quire  shoeing  l>efore  ntarting  a^in  on  mountain  trail.  I  can  place  them  east 
of  San  Miguel,  and  unless  it  is  otherwise  desired  will  make  the  first  objective  |X)int 
Pinto  Acle,  where  you  infonued  me  Pilar  now  is  in  person.  They  will  try  to  follow 
mountain  trail  to  Montalban  unless  something  develops  making  change  of  plans 
desirable.  In  meantime  troops  from  south  should  not  be  permitted  to  drive  insur- 
gents out  of  San  Miguel  or  to  press  or  threaten  them.  Please  wire  me  complete  and 
full  instnu'tions  so  far  as  it  is  your  intention  to  do  so,  to  the  end  that  Koblje  and 
myself  may  arrange  complete  un(lerstandiug  before  he  returns  to  San  Isidro.

Two  days  later,  on  receipt  of 
information  that  Bayonbong  would  surrender  to  Munro,  messenger  was  sent  to  recall 
Baldwin.  Castner  ()r  Batchelor  had  no  instructions  to  go  farther  than  Bayonbong  or 
vi(nnity.  H  is  departure  for  Ai)arri  was  as  much  of  a  surprise  as  though  he  had  started 
for  San  Francisco.  A  messengier  was  sent  with  all  haste  with  orders  to  him  to  remain 
at  Bayonlx>ng.  Baldwin  did  not  return,  and  it  is  not  knov/n  whether  or  not  messen- 
ger to  Batchelor  reached  him.  The  enthusiasm  and  desire  on  the  part  of  all  officers 
to  do  something  has  led  many  of  them  to  unauthorized  conduct  which  embarrasHed 
me  greatly.  I  have  wired  Kennoa  to  ascertain  definitely  situation  at  Bayonbong  and 
reiK)rt  facts  direct  to  vou.     lie  should,  I  think,  report  to  Wheaton.

Batch- 
elor has  gone.  Baldwin  was  at  Bayonl)on^  on  3d;  present  whereabouts  unknown. 
Aguinaldo  reporte<l  near  Biiyamlmng,  disguised  as  Chinaman.  Some  force  nee<ierl  at 
Bayonbong,  if  Xueva  Vizcaya  is  to  l^e  held.  Effect  of  departure  of  troops  had.  Bald- 
win undoubtedly  has  received  his  onlers  to  return  by  this  time.

Hayes,  roinanding  Fourth  Cavalry, 
aniioiiiiciug  the  capture  and  oeeuinition  of  the  famous  insnixent  stronghold  Biac-na- 
bato.  From  infrmuation  fnrnishcM^l  by  resirk«ntH  of  this  city  it  is  learned  that  **Biac- 
na-bato,"  or  ''split  rock,"  as  the  name  indicates,  is  a  gigantic  cleft  in  the  range,  form- 
ing a  natural  fortification,  UK*ate<l  s:«uth  Mount  Madlon,  Mount  Madio  being  higher 
and  to  the  rear  or  east.  There  are  nr)  inhabitants  except  garrison.  Country  rocky; 
no  crops;  plenty  of  wo(^l  and  water.  Was  successfullv  held  January  8,  1897,  by  16 
insurgents  against  900  Spaniards.  Again  1  feel  it  my  ^uty  to  invite  the  attention  of 
the  general  commanding  U)  the  gallant  and  effective  work  of  this  efficient  command. 
I  heartily  concur  with  Colonel  Haves  in  his  commen<lation  of  Lieutenant  Arnold,  and 
I  also  wish  again  to  especially  commend  Colonel  Hayes  as  worthy  of  sixjcial  and  sub- 
stantial consi<leration  for  faithful  and  gallant  service  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy 
under  unusual,  and  tr>'ing,  and  <Ufiicult  conditions.  I  have  directeil  Biac-na-bato  to 
be  held  for  the  time  })eing  until  the  surrounding  countr\'  can  he  examined.

Following  just  recelve<l:  "  Headquarters  Fourth  Cavalrv,  Biac-na-bato,  IX^eml^er 
12,  1899. — Adjutant-<reneral,  San  Miguel.  Sir:  1  have  tiie  honor  to  n^port  that  I 
arriveil  at  this  iK)int  to-day  at  noon,  and  on  my  approach  was  fired  upon  by  the 
enem^'  from  the  preci})itoiLs  height  of  the  opix>site  side  of  the  river.  It  was  im- 
practiciible  to  cross  the  latter,  and  the  advaiure  guard  under  Lieutenant  Arnold, 
Fourth  Cavalrv,  <lismounted,  crossed  the  river,  and  drove  the  enemy  from  the  com- 
manding position  on  the  heights  tliat  had  been  reported  inaccessible.  Lieutenant 
Arnold  discovercnl  in  this  natural  stronghold  a  storehoust>  containing  the  following 
pro])erty:  Ten  rifles,  I-JO,0(X)  poun<ls  rice,  $()00  worth  uniform  cloth  and  clothing, 
a  large  and  various  <*ollecti(  n  of  tools  and  material  for  the  manufacture  of  explosives, 
medical  supplies,  etc.  Maj.  Charles  Morton,  Fourth  Cavalry,  with  a  force  of  70 
officers  and  men,  dismounted,  will  start  at  daylight  to-morrow  morning  to  recon- 
noiter  the  stronghold  beyond  the  point  reached  by  Lieutenant  Arnold.  The  trail 
lea<Ung  into  it  is  impracticable  for  all  kinds  of  tro<jps,  except  foot  trooi>s,  and  is 
extremely  difficult  fur  foot  soldiers.  Lieutenant  Arnold  deserves  credit  for  the 
energy  and  persistency  displayed  in  overcoming  all  the  obstacles  encountered. 
Apparently  the  enemy  has  been  collecting  supplies  in  this  naturally  strong  defensive 
position  for  several  months.

1  arrived  at  Bavonl>ong 
on  the  2cl  of  December  ar.d  was  received  by  the  governor  of  the  province  with  great 
cordiality.  I  le  was  delighted  that  American  troops  had  arrived.  The  Spanish  prieet 
left  after  my  arrival,  and  the  Filipino  priest  asked  concerning  religious  affairs.  I 
informed  him  to  resume  throughout  the  province  religious  services  and  that  he  would 
be  protected  and  respected  in  all  religious  matters.  He  and  the  governor  asked  per- 
mission to  have  church  on  the  morrow  for  the  purpose  of  giving  thanks  to  God  for 
the  surrender  of  the  province  without  bloodshed.     I  informed  him  that  permisBion

was  not  ni'ceHsarv  to  have  churcli,  an<1  that  I  and  all  inv  oflut'iv  would  nttoiul  inam 
at  the  hour  net  by  him,  which  we  did,  thiiH  ^j>howin^  him  and  tho  iH'ople,  an  I  told 
them,  that  we  wert»  a  Chrintian  ix»«>i)le  and  ivsjMM'ttHl  and  i)rotecte<l  everyone's  reli- 
gion. After  the  8er\'iti'»<  the  fit  y  Iwnd  t»Hi*orte<l  lit*  to  the  jr<»vernmi'nt  builihnpi,  where 
the  governor  UhI  in  )jrivin>r  '*  Viva  Americanon,'*  an<l  in  a  neat  HjHH'ch  rold  me  of  his 
pleasure  in  jirettinj;  rid  of  the  innnrvcentH  an<l  hiH<le.>^in'  for  iM'a<-  and  for  the  <fovem- 
meut  of  the  rnite<l  States  to  own  the  islamls.  I  jirt'sent*'*!  the  jrovenior  with  a  nmall 
American  flajr  donattNl  by  one  of  my  (►llicvrs.  In  the  evening  (iovernor  Ramon 
Ariola  gave  a  bamjuet  at  hiH  home  to  mywlf  and  all  my  ollicers,  at  which  all  Iuh  offi- 
cials were  prent^nt,  and  the  American  tlajr  was  displavtMl  fn»m  a  vase  of  llowcrs.  All 
the  officials  of  Nueva  Vizcaya  f»rovinc<'  are  honestly  and  sincen^ly  desirous  of  {)eflce 
and  are  thoroughly  glad  to  come  under  American  rule.  The  presi»nt  governor  waa 
fon^ed  to  take  the  position  by  the  insurgents,  but  still  is  an  abhj  man  and  can  1h^  used 
to  great  advantage  in  l>ehalf'of  our  (lovernment.  He  has  rendere<l  ghully  ami  zeal- 
ously all  |K)HHible  ansistance  to  our  troops.  lie  siiys  the  iM'oj>le  \vi<h  for  the  Ameri- 
cans, for  the  insurg'^nts  roblnnl  them  or  everythintr,  forcc<l  them  to  contribute,  killed 
some  of  their  men  to  obtain  money,  an<l  in  some  instances  rajK'd  their  women.  He 
savs  the  provine<^  of  IsaU'la  is  verv  anxi<Mis  to  l>ecome  American,  and  that  no  trouble 
will  lH'ex|)<*rience<l  then*,  except  from  roving  bands.  The  Iirorrotes  at  Iiagbag  have 
been  acting  ugly.  He  further  says  the  province  of  Cagayan  is  insunrent.  but  will  be 
Americam  when  insuigents  are  <lriven  out:  that  there  arl'  something  like  a  thousand 
inmirgents  in  that  pnn'inct*  under  (ieneml  Tirona,  and  troops  will  meet  with  rewist- 
ance.  There  are  now,  to  the  l»i»st  <»f  my  inf(»rmatir>n,  many  small  bands  of  influr- 
gents  in  the  mountains.  In  my  opinion  a  full  battalion  is  the  smalk'st  fon-e  advisable 
at  IJayonlHing  to  oiH»rate  by  scouting  through  the  various  towns.  The  i)eoj)le  have 
never  ln'ani  of  the  I*n*sident's  pnK-lamation  and  know  nothing'  aliout  the  jmrposeof 
the  T'nitt^l  States.  I  would  reconmiend  that  copies  Ih'  sent  for  general  <iistribution. 
The  Spanish  and  insuigents  have  connH'llcd  |>eople  to  furnish  supplies,  promising  to 
pay,  but  not  doing  Hf).  I  would  reconnnend  that  troops  1m»  sup])lii^l  with  money, 
whereby  <*onlidenee  and  faith  cam  Ih.»  eatablishe*!  among  the  people,  thus  inepiriug 
them  with  resiject  for  the  Americans.

Following  report  from  Hood,  who  haA  just  arrived,  repeated:  ** Adjutant-General 
Fin?t  Division:  Arrived  at  Hiac-na-bato  with  my  command  at  10  o'clock  yesterday 
morning.  After  conferring  with  Colonel  Hayes  concluded  to  organize  six  strong  rec- 
onnoitering  i)artie8,  absorbing  about  all  the  command,  giving  each  a  proportional 
part  ol  the  Macabebe  scouts  as  guides  and  trailers  to  penetrate  and  explore  the  rock- 
facetl  ridges  for  any  sign  of  the  enemy  in  the  vicinity.  These  parties  were  out  for 
several  hours,  and  it  is  believe<i  followe<l  all  existing  trails  within  the  extreme  radius 
of  their  oi)erations.  After  much  hard  work  the  cr^ts  of  the  ridges  were  reachetl,  so 
that  a  view  of  the  country  leading  to  the  Mariquina  Valley  could  be  plainly  seen. 
No  enemy  found  in  sight  anywhere.  This,  however,  may  lye  due  to  a  great  extent 
to  the  fact  that  the  Fourth  Cavalry  had  preceded  us  there  by  not  far  from  twenty-two 
hours.

Plummer,  Lieutenant-Colonel.'*  This  is  a 
party  sent  in  search  of  General  Pio  del  Pilar.  The  cave  referred  to  18  beyond  Sibul, 
to  the  southwest.

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Infantry  from  line  of  railroad;  that  the  three  companies  volunteers  will  remain  on 
the  railroad  until  the  three  companies  Third  Infantry  c«n  relieve  them.  Sixteenth 
Infantry  can  be  relieved  by  battalions,  sent  into  city,  and  uiH)n  arrival  will  take 
steamer  for  Aparri.

The  foregoing  telegrams,  selected  from  a  great  number  sent  to  and 
received  Irom  the  commands  of  Generals  Lawton  and  Wheaton,  indi- 
cate with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy  the  operations  of  their  troops  on 
the  San  Isidro,  Ca^)anatuan,  San  Jose,  Tayug,  and  San  Fabian  line 
during  the  period  covered  bv  their  dates.  (leneral  Ijtiwton  was  in 
person  at  Tayug,  where  he  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  complete 
telegraphic  comnmnication.  lie  was  impressed  with  the  belief  that 
Aguinaldo  would  succeed  in  moving  eastward  from  the  Benguetprov- 
in<*e  of  northwestern  Luzon  to  BayonlK)ng,  his  recently  designated' 
capital,  and  he  proposed  to  attack  him  })y  the  very  difficult  Carranglan 
and  Tayug  trails,  while  General  Young  should  pursue  him  from  the 
westward.  With  this  end  in  view  he  wa,s  endeavoring  to  supply 
General  Young  with  the  needed  troops  and  supplies  while  assembhng 
small  columns  to  proceed  over  the  above-named  mountain  routes.  The 
experience  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  detachments  in  their  opemtions 
north  of  Carranglan  and  the  direction  of  General  Young's  pursuit  of 
Aguinaldo  indicated  that  the  insurgents  could  not  movT>  as  Genei-al 
Lawton  anticipated,  and  he  was  so  informed  as  soon  as  he  could  be 
ccmnnunicatea  with. 

In  the  meantime  Castner's  Tagalo  scouts  and  Batchelor's  battalion 
of  the  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  followed  by  Baldwin's  battalion  of  the 
Twenty -second,  had  started  from  Tayug  for  Bayonbong  with  instruc- 
tions to  proceed  to  that  city.  Having  reached  it  after  the  surrender 
of  the  insurgent  military  governor  of  uay  province  in  which  IWonbong 
is  situated  to  Lieutenant  Munro  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  who  had 
marched  by  the  Carranglan  trail.  Captain  Batchelor  conceived  the  idea 
of  proceeding  northward  by  the  Magat  and  Cagayan  rivers  to  Aparri, 
which  he  proceeded  to  do  without  any  definite  knowledge  of  the  coun- 
try over  whi(^h  he  intended  to  pass  or  the  force  with  which  he  mi^ht 
be  obliged  to  contend.  Everv  effort  possible  was  made  to  arrest  hmi, 
])ut  witnout  avail.  Taking  Castner's  scouts  and  his  battalion  of  the 
Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  he  proceeded  on  this  j>crilou8  journey,  short 
of  rations,  clothing,  ana  annnunition,  aft(»r  havmg  sent  f)ack  a  request 
to  have  the  Navy  supply  him  at  the  head  waters  of  launch  navigation 
on  the  Cagayan  River.  This  mov^ement  ne<jessitat«d  the  holdmg  at 
Bayon>K)ngof  the  battalion  of  the  Twenty -second  Infantry,  which  was 
needed  at  other  points,  and  gave  great  concern  for  the  safety  of  Batch- 
elor s  men,  who  could  hardly  escape  destruction  if  the  insurgents  of 
the  Cagayan  Valley  should  press  hostilities.  The  only  hope  of  their 
arrival  at  Aparri,  except  as  prisoners,  lay  in  the  belief,  as  has  been 
stated  in  the  former  portions  of  this  report,  that  General  Tirona,  com- 
manding the  insurgent  forces  stationed  in  the  valley,  would  surrender 
upon  invitation.  Admiral  Watson,  who  was  requested  to  send  a  naval 
force  to  Aparri,  the  headquarters  of  Tirona,  when  information  of 
Batchelor's  movements  was  received  responded  with  alacrity.  He  dis- 
pat(*hed  the  naval  vessels  Newark  and  Hdena^  Captain  McCalla  com- 
manding, as  soon  as  supplies  for  Batchelor's  command  could  be  placed 
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on  board.  Captain  MeC'alla  proceeded  with  great  tact,  and  received  the 
surrender  of  Tiroiia,  who  turned  over  to  hira  all  of  his  artillery  and 
more  than  l^OO  stand  of  arms  of  improved  patterns. 

Captain  Katchelor  reached  the  town  oi  Ilagan,  Isabela  province, 
alK)iit  Dcceml)er  8,  having  encountered  some  opposition  on  his  march, 
esp«»cially  at  Xa^uilan,  where  he  was  obliged  to  cross  his  troops  over 
the  river  and  attiick  an  insurgent  force  which  had  intrenchea  itself 
there  to  }>ar  his  progress.  He  (juickly  routed  the  enemy,  who  left  4 
dead  and  4  mortally  wounded  in  the  trenches.  His  loss  was  1  man 
drowned  and  4  wounded.  His  men  suffered  from  lack  of  sufficient  food 
and  dothintr,  but  were  t^reatlv  assisted  bv  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns 
and  l)arrios  through  which  thev  passed.  He  continued  to  descend  the 
river,  and  received  the  supplies  sent  for  him  by  the  Navy  at  the  head 
waters  of  river  navigation.  Shortly  thereafter  orders  were  issued 
directing  the  return  of  his  liattalion  to  the  San  Jose  country  and  the 
headquarters  of  the  regiment,  proceeding  by  Iwat  to  Dagupan.  Cast- 
ners  scouts  were  ordered  to  Vigan  to  recjuperate  and  increase  their 
numerical  strength. 

This  march  from  Bayonbong  to  Aparri  will  remain  memorable  on 
account  of  the  celerity  of  its  execution,  the  difficulties  encountered, 
and  the  discomforts  suflered  }>y  the  troops.  It  proved  beneficial  to 
our  interests,  as  it  gave  us  some  practical  knowledge  of  the  character 
of  that  portion  of  Luzon  and  the  condition  of  the  inhabitants.  It  also 
informed  the  inhabitants  of  our  pacific  intentions,  relieved  them  from 
Tagjilo  rule  from  which  they  had  suffered,  and  prepared  them  to  receive 
kindly  th(»  detachments  of  troops  which  subsequently  passed  into  that 
section  to  establish  permanent  stations.  On  his  descent  of  the  rivers. 
Captain  Batcheloi*  had  received  the  surrender  of  the  country  from  the 
civil  governor  of  one  of  the  provinces,  while  General  'Tirona,  the 
insurgent  military  governor  of  the  entire  valley,  had  made  surrender 
to  the  commanding  ofHcer  of  the  naval  force  present,  who,  for  the  great 
assistance  ho  had  rendered,  had  appointed  nim  civil  governor  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  military  governor  of  the  islands.  The  appoint- 
ment was  not  <'ontirmed,  as  the  commanding  officer  of  the  United  States 
troops  which  wiM'e  sent  soon  thereafter  to  tike  possession  of  the  terri- 
tory was  called  upon  to  exercise  such  civil  functions  of  government  as 
conditions  deniand(*d. 

(yeneral  Ijawlon,  who  while  at  Tayug  had  been  directed  to  effect  the 
release  of  the  Spanish  and  American  prisoners  held  by  the  insurgents 
in  the  northwestern  Luzon  provinces,  nad  detennined  to  proceed  north- 
ward and  join  his  advance  which  Geneml  Young  was  conducting,  a8 
soon  as  h(»  could  make  the  necessary  combinations  of  troops  and  pro- 
vide for  their  subsistence.  All  insurgent  resistance  on  the  Tayug  line, 
excepting  that  northeast  of  Carranglan,  and  northeast  of  Cabanatuan 
on  the  Bongal>ong  road,  had  practically  ceased.  The  disorganized 
troops  of  tlie  enemy  to  the  westward  of  Carmnglan  which  had  been 
employcHl  in  the  north,  were  endeavoring  to  pass  in  small  detachments 
southward  to  thcMr  homes  in  the  central  portion  of  the  island,  with  the 
exception  of  th(»  small  bodies  which  General  Young  w^as severely  handling 
and  driving  northward.  Nearly  all  of  thatpoition  of  Aguinaldo'sarmv, 
which  had  fornn^rly  occupied  the  line  of  the  Manila  and  Dagupan  rail- 
way and  which  still  retained  organization,  was  being  pressea  contin- 
ually by  (ienerai  MacArthur  l)ack  into  the  mountains  of  Zambale^ 
and  Bataan.     It  had  already  lost  by  ciiptuie  its  artillery,  its  supplies. 
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a  large  number  of  it8  rifles  and  much  of  its  ammunition,  and  could  be 
taken  care  of  by  Genenil  MacArthur's  troops.  Butthe  section  of  Luzon 
east  of  Calooi*an,  Malolos,  Baliuag  and  tne  Rio  Grande  de  Pampanga, 
extending  soutlnvard  to  the  north  Manila  line  and  eastward  through 
the  Morong  province,  had  not  been  traversed  by  our  troops  since  tne 
preceding  June.  It  contained  some  8,000  well-armed  and  active  insur- 
fifents  who  were  concentrated  mostly  at  San  Miguel  de  Ma\'umo  in 
Bulacan  and  along  the  Maricjuina  River  a  few  mi h\s  northeast  of  Manila, 
while  to  the  south  of  the  city  insurgents  had  again  become  very  aggres- 
sive. They  had  been  held  in  cherk  by  the  troops  at  hand  during  the 
northern  operations,  but  it  was  now  possible  to  turn  uix>nthem  and  dis- 
perse all  north  of  Manila  with  a  portion  of  the  force  under  General 
Lawton's  immediate  supervision,  and  while  this  work  was  being  exe- 
cuted it  was  practica})le  to  place  in  condition  for  the  contemplated 
campaign  in  tne  provinces  ot  south(»rn  Luzon  the  regiments  arriving 
and  soon  to  arrive  from  San  Francisco. 

In  the  province  of  Bulacan  1,000  or  more  insurgents,  commanded 
by  General  Pio  del  Pilar  with  headcjuarters  at  San  Miguel,  had  made 
threatening  demonstrations  against  Baliuag,  where  we  had  400  men, 
and  Pilar  endeavored  to  destroy  the  railroad  at  two  or  three  points 
between  Caloocan  and  Malolos.  The  commanding  officer  at  Baliuag 
had  reported  this  force  to  luunber  4,000.  Colonel  Hood  of  the  Six- 
teenth Infantry,  whose  regiment  was  guarding  the  line  of  railway 
from  Caloocan  to  Apalit,  was  directed  to  withdraw  therefrom  500  men 
(the  line  Ijeing  temporarily  strengthened  l)y  detachments  from  Manila) 
and  proceed  with  them  to  Baliuag.  wh(»re,  being  reenforced,  he  was 
ordered  to  make  a  demonstration  to  the  north  in  the  direction  of  San 
Miguel.  Major  Carson  of  the  Eleventh  Cavalry,  which  regiment  was 
on  duty  at  the  pumping  station  of  the  Manila  waterworks,  was 
ordered  to  withdraw  therefrom  a  squadron  to  number  at  least  400  and 
proceed  with  it  to  Bigaa,  a  railway  point  south  of  Malolos,  and  thence 
to  march  upon  Norzagaray  and  Angat. 

In  the  meantime  a  separate  conunand  was  about  to  be  given  to  Gen- 
eral Young,  covering  tne  northwestern  Luzon  provinces  in  which  he 
was  operating.  General  Wheaton,  still  at  San  Fabian,  was  ordered 
to  relieve  General  Lawton  from  the  command  of  the  Tayug  line.  The 
latter  was  directed  to  take  such  troops  as  could  be  spared  with  safety 
from  the  eastern  portion  of  that  line,  consisting  of  signal  and  engineer 
detachments,  a  light  })att(»rv,  several  troops  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry, 
and  the  entire  Tnirty-lifth  Infantry,  concentrate  them  in  the  vicinity 
of  San  Isidro,  and  move  down  on  the  San  Miguel  country,  his  cavalry 
scouting  to  the  eastward.  Simultaneously  Colonel  Hood  was  to  move 
northward  from  Baliuag,  and  Major  Carson  was  ordered  to  retain  pos 
session  of  the  Angat  and  Norzagaray  roads  for  the  purpose  of  inter- 
cepting any  portion  of  the  enemy  who  might  endeavor  to  pass  in  those 
directions.  These  movements  were  well-timed  and  excellently  exe- 
cuted, as  fully  appeal's  fnmi  the  preceding  telegraphic  dispatches. 
General  Lawton  and  st*iff  arrived  in  Manila  on  Deceml>er  16. 

We  now  propose  to  consider  the  operations  of  the  troops  of  General 
Young,  who,  attended  by  80  selected  men  of  the  Third  Cavalry  under 
Captain  Chase,  and  the  Macabebe  scouts,  passed  north  from  Pozorrubio 
on  November  18  in  pui-suit  of  Aguinaldo  and  his  escort.  He  had  by 
his  constant  scouting  worn  out  the  major  part  of  his  cnivalry  and  infan- 
try.   The  greater  portion  of  the  Th  ii-d  Cavalry  and  Ballance's  battalion 
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of  the  Twenty-second  Infantry  had  been  ordered  for  recuperation  to 
the  western  eoast  at  San  Fal)ian,  to  which  supplies  had  been  sent  from 
Manihi.  (ieneral  Youn^  with  his  small  force  passed  through  Rosario, 
thence  by  northwestern  route  to  Aringay  on  tne  coast  road,  whence  on 
November  111  he  sent  to  General  Lawton  a  telegram,  set  out  on  a  foniier 
page  of  this  report,  wherein  he  made  an  urgent  appeal  for  troops  to 
enal)le  him  to  continue  his  pursuit.  He  marched  on  to  San  Fernando 
de  la  Union,  where  on  November  21  he  awaited  supplies  which  were 
forwarder!  on  that  djxy  from  San  Fabian  by  the  naval  gunboat  Samar, 
On  November  23,  having  reached  Namacpacan,  situated  on  the  coast 
road  north  of  San  Fernando,  he  conuuunicated  to  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Wilder,  whom  he  had  left  at  the  last  point,  the  following: 

Infonnation  po«tively  jriveii  that  Aguinaldo  has  a  force  of  1,700  men  with  him  in 
Abra  Province  made  up  of  tlie  ytrajsr^linj(  bauds  which  have  followeil  him  through 
the  mountains  and  avoi<U'<l  us  durinj:  the  night.  1  wish  you  to  join  me  liere  with 
all  available  force,  leaving  the  sick  under  the  charge  of  an  officer  to  hold  San  Fer- 
nan<l()  an<l  to  care  for  the  horses.  J  also  wish  you  to  send  this  by  native  courier,  or 
by  boat  if  you  can  catch  (»ne,  to  <  ieneral  Wheaton  at  San  Fabian.  Send  additional 
cavalry,  as  it  may  l)e  able  to  get  here  in  the  shortest  time.  Infantry  can  l>e  landed 
by  boat  at  Sarigayas,  4  miles  south  of  this  point.  If  the  mountain  batterv  is  within 
reach,  tlic  cannonei^rs  should  l)e  mounte<l  and  two  pieces  brought  up.  'the  road  is 
excellent  over  the  entire  distan<v.  I  am  of  opinion  that  Aguinaldo's  force  is  over- 
estimated, but  do  not  want  to  sacrifice  the  lives  of  mv  men  at  the  last  moment  if 
it  ciin  be  avoided.  If  this  note  reachtw  (ieneral  Wheaton,  1  earnestly  request  any 
assistance  he  may  be  able  to  n-nder  me;  also  that  this  dispat<*h  Ix^  rushed  forward  to 
General  I^wton.  We  W(;re  receive<l  here  with  unl)ounded  enthusiasm.  All  the 
principal  men,  acconipanit»«l  by  alK>ut  5(X)  people,  turned  out  to  receive  us  in  the 
plaza.  They  sent  a  delegation  with  a  band  to  meet  us  at  the  entrance  of  the  town 
and  cheered  us  with  "  Viva  los  Americanos,"  grasping  our  hands  in  welcome.  They 
heard  <»f  our  coming  (althcuigh  we  marched  20  nnles  to-<.lay)  and  sent  out  to  gather 
palay  for  our  animals  an<l  Ijeef  cattle  for  our  men. 

When  this  information  was  received  at  Manila,  General  Wheaton 
was  directed  to  dispatch  to  (xeneral  Young's  assistance  a  portion  of  his 
own  command  (a  l)attidi()n  of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry — those  of  Gen- 
eral  Lawton  which  had  procet^ded  to  San  Fabian  not  being  yet  in  con- 
dition to  march),  to  he  followed  by  troops  of  the  Third  Cavalry  as  soon 
as  X\\i^\  could  })e  refitted.  On  Noveml)er  25  he  was  directed  to  forward 
by  coast  road  two  battalions  of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry  under  Colonel 
itare  to  Vigan,  sending  the  v(\ssel  CddJlano  up  the  coast  with  mtions, 
and  instructing  her  to  touch  at  San  Fernanao  to  supply  the  troops 
there  and  those  passing  northward.  On  November  20,  Wheaton 
reported  that  Aguinaldo,  three  days  previous  to  that  date,  was  in  the 
vicinity  of  Trinidad,  and  that  he  dispatched  from  there  a  mei>senger  to 
Mangatarem  to  inform  one  of  his  otMcers  that  if  unable  to  cross  to 
Bayonbong  he  would  continue  his  journey  northward  to  Bangued.  On 
the  'JTth  he  telegraphed  that  he  would  send  one  company  of  Hare's 
regiment  to  Vigan  on  the  gunboat  CaU<«\  to  hold  that  place  until  the 
arrival  of  (ieneral  Young  or  Colonel  Hare,  to  be  followed  by  another 
company  of  that  regiment  on  the  coasti  ng  vessel  Cmtdlaiw,  He  further 
tele<^raphed  on  the  same  day  in  answer  to  inquiries,  that  two  battalions 
of  tn(»  Thirty-third  Infantry  under  Colonel  Hare  took  up  its  march  for 
Vigan  that  morning,  one  company  proceeding  to  that  point  by  gun- 
boat which  would  rea<'h  theie  the  follow  ing  day;  that  the  first  Imttalion 
of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry  (Major  March  commanding)  was  at  San 
FVrnando  on  the  26th,  about  to  go  forward  to  Namacpacan,  where  Gen- 
eral Young  was  awaiting  n^enforcements.  lie  also  gave  the  infonna- 
tion that  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Callao  had  just  arrived,  reporting  that  the 
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Oregon  hud  hindecl  a  Imttiilion  of  marines  at  Vi^ii  on  the  previous  day, 
that  the  Spanish  and  Aniei  iean  prisoners  were  at  I^m^ued,  and  that 
Genenil  Younji^  liavin»r  returned  to  Namacpaean  from  the  mountains 
to  the  eastward  was  al)out  to  move  north.  On  Noveml>er  28  he  tele- 
graphed as  follows: 

Kleven  n>inpanieH  Tliirty-tliinI  Infantry'  and  niv  scoiitR  arc  maroliinj;  to  the  sup- 
fKjrt  of  Cifiieral  Yoiinj;.  lie  lian  with  him  Ahicaljeln.'  woiitn  an«i  thn'c  tnjoi^H  of  cav- 
alry. One  tr«K»i)  of  cavalrv  and  l>attalion  <»f  tht*  Thirtv-fourth  Infantrv  an*  ln^tweon 
hort»  and  Santo  Tonuis  nian-hin^  to  join  him.  Ten  hundriNl  and  t\vt'nty-thn*t»  men — 
eavalry  and  infantry — of  <ien«*ral  Ijiwton'n  <livision  are  here  en  route  to  johi.  They 
are  waiting  to  whoe  horses  and  j^ret  sh(xis  for  men. 

The  general  was  directed  to  hold  at  San  Fabian  th(\se  1,028  men 
awaiting  subs(»(|ueiit  instructions.  On  November  JU)  he  was  directed 
to  forward  two  additi(»nal  troops  of  cavalry  to  San  PVrnando  de  la 
Union  to  relieve  the  two  troops  aln»a(ly  there,  which  were  directed  to 
join  the  troops  marching  nortnward. 

At  this  time  it  was  not  supposed  that  (lenenil  Young  would  meet 
with  very  determined  op|M)sition,  as  the  Tagalos  at  the  north  were 
deserting  and  pa.ssing  southward  in  small  detachnx^nts.  It  was 
l)elieved  also  that  the  mass  of  the  northern  Luzon  iH)pulation  was 
friendly  and  would  assist  our  progn^ss.  For  many  months  reix>rts 
had  been  received  in  Manila  expressing  the  desin*  of  this  ])e()ple  to 
have  the  Tagalos  driv(^n  from  their  midst  and  to  riM-eive  and  be  pro- 
t.C3cted  bv  our  trooi)s.  The  heart v  welcome  which  the  inhabitants  of 
the  cities  and  barrios  of  that  section  a<*corded  our  soldiers,  both  on  the 
west  coast  of  the  island  and  in  the  Cagavan  Vallev,  indicated  the  cor- 
rectness  of  these  reports,  and  little  concci*n  was  felt  for  the  safety  of 
the  small  force  which  (leni^ral  Young  had  tak(Mi  into  the  mountains. 

The  Third  C  avalrv,  Thirtv-third  Infantrv,  and  native  scouts  sen'ing 
with  us  were  considered  to  liave  sufficient  numerical  strength  to  pro- 
tect the  people  dwelling  along  the  west  coast  of  the  island  north  of  San 
Fabian  or  Santo  Tomas,  and  at  the  same  time  pursu<»  and  destroy  the 
guard  which  accompanied  Aguinaldo.  When,  therefore,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  General  Wheaton  had  sent  north  a  battalion  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Infantry  under  Li(»utenant-(.'oloneI  llowz(»,  which  had  marched 
from  AliagJi  to  San  Fabian  by  Victoria,  Kosales,  and  Dagupan,  and 
which  it  was  d(»sired  to  return  to  its  regimental  headipiarters  at 
Cabanatuan  in  the  Nu(»va  P^.cija  Piovince.  he  was  directed  to  with- 
draw it  and  send  it  east  over  the  Tayiig  line.  This  battalion,  how- 
ever, marched  to  join  (ienenil  Young  with  such  rai)idity  that  it  was 
impossible  to  arrest  it,  and  it  was  fortunate  tliat  such  proved  to  l)e  the 
ease,  as  in  the  subsecjuent  forced  release  of  the  Spani.sh  prisoners  and 
in  the  establishment  of  pacilic  conditions  in  the  province  of  I  locos 
Norte  its  services  proved  extremely  valual)le.  Aguinaldo  was  pushed 
northeastward  into  th(^  pr()vin<»e  of  Bontoc.  I  lis  troops,  which  were 
guarding  his  large  number  of  prisoners  in  the  vicinity  of  Vigan, 
retired,  with  thos(»  of  them  who  were  not  successful  in  escaping,  into 
the  mountains  to  the  eastward,  and  l)etwe(»n  those  troops  and  their 
chief  conmumic^ation  was  possible  by  the  Abra  River  tmil. 

Aguinaldo  had  been  lu'companied  by  his  appointed  head  of  the  Phil- 
ippine clergy,  who,  in  so  far  as  the  insurgents  were  concerned,  had 
succeeded  to  the  (ecclesiastical  powers  lately  exercis(»d  over  them  ])v 
the  archbishop  of  Manila.  Summoned  by  that  prelate  to  submft 
himself  to  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  he  declined,  prepared  and  pub- 
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lishod  iiiticlos  severely  criticising  the  Spanish  representatives  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  and  abusive  of  Americans,  thus  establishing 
a  consid(Mablc  influoncc  over  that  portion  of  the  population  which 
A^'uinaldo  dominated.  Inone  of  his  manifestoes  ^'dedicated  to  the 
arciihi^hop,  Scnor  Nozaleda,  and  the  friars,"  issued  in  March,  1899, 
he  displays  his  mental  characteristics  and  talent  at  invective.  It  is  as 
follows: 

Thero  are  evonts  in  the  lives  of  men  which  are  not  eaey  to  for^t  or,  what  is  lx»t- 
ter,  whicli  tan  not  Ik*  forgotten.  Those  which  have  taken  place  smce  the  bejanning 
of  the  Fili})iiio  revolution  have  left  a  deep  impression  upon  our  hearts  and  in  addi- 
tion form  an  epoch.     The  memory  of  them  will  always  be  engraved  upon  our  minds. 

Among  thesi^  memories  there  Is  one  which  will  always  be  a  black  blot  upon  our 
history.  It  is  the  memory  of  the  enlightened  corporations  which  came  here  to  the 
misfortune  t»f  our  most  Ix^autiful  wnl,  not  to  teach  us  divine  doctrine,  but  to  exploit 
us  and  deprive  us  of  our  Catholic  faith.  The  members  of  the  above-mentioned  cor- 
IK>rations  (a.^  thoujrh  (tod  himself  had  interfered  in  events  so  that  we  should  recog- 
nize them  for  what  they  are  and  that  our  eyes  should  be  opened)  not  only  have 
been  wanting  in  all  shame  as  to  abjure  their  nation,  but  have  also  trampleti  under 
f(K)t  the  sacretl  religion  which  they  professed — a  religion  which  served  them 
as  a  shield  apiinst  the  (•ons<*quences  of  their  insolence.  They  went  so  far  as  to  lick 
up,  if  you  will  permit  the  exi)ression,  the  filth  which  thev  had  vomited  upon  those 
who  were  then  their  bitterest  enemies  and  who  are  now  their  dearest  friends. 

Let  me  (piote  the  very  words  of  their  most  prominent  champion,  the  most  fervent 
advocate  of  the  said  corjMjrations.  Ia^ss  than  ten  months  ago,  on  the  6th  of  May 
in  th(»  year  which  is  just  i'lose<l,  after  bitterly  lamenting  the  destruction  which  the 
North  Am(»rican  si|ua<lron  had  consummat<.ii  in  the  Ixjautiful  bay  of  Manila  by  the 
comph'te  annihilation  of  the  squadron  of  his  country,  this  man  said  to  us  with  tears 
in  his  eyes:  "You  must  not  remain  ignorant  of  him  (referring  to  the  North  Ameri- 
cans) who  now  apjK'ars  before  us  with  so  much  pride  and  who,  trampling  down  all 
right,  desires  to  imp<^si»  his  rule  upon  iw.  It  is  tne  foreigner  who  wants  to  subject 
us  to  his  cruel  yoke.  It  is  the  heretic  (note  these  words)  who  desires  to  destroy 
our  religion  and  tear  us  from  the  l)osom  of  the  Catholic  Church.  It  is  the  insatiable 
merchant  who,  in  the  midst  of  the  ruin  of  Spain  and  her  possessions,  desires  to 
swell  his  fortune." 

lA't  us  stop  for  a  moment,  my  dear  Filipino  brothers,  and  reflect  upon  the  ener- 
getic phrases  which  I  have  just  conied.  The  archibishop.  Seizor  Nozaleda,  says  that 
the  North  American  is  a  heretic,  tnat  he  desires  to  destroy  our  religion  and  tear  us 
from  the  maternal  bosom  of  the  Catholic  Church.  That  is  well  said,  my  dear  lorrl, 
and  so  far  you  must  l>e  deemed  a  true  prince  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  deserve  an 
eternal  crown  of  glory.  Well,  now,  let  us  consider  your  conduct  afterwards,  so  dif- 
ferent from  y<»ur  expresse<l  convictions.  Indeed,  you  seem  to  have  two  sets  of  prin- 
(!iples  which  are  diametrically  opj>08ed,  since  to-dav  we  see  you  professing  intimate 
fnendshi])  with  the  heretic  who  formerly  you  hate<f  unto  death.  When  we  see  this, 
we  paiL^e  and  we  do  so  with  reason,  and  in  the  midst  of  our  stupor  we  can  not  help 
crying  out  that  Sefior  Nozalefla  must  have  intended  to  deceive  us  with  a  false  procla- 
mation, since  now  we  see  and  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  he  has  allied  himself 
with  the  traitor  Otis  and  the  inhuman  Dewey,  giving  them  counsel  and  instruction 
and  ordering  his  brothers,  the  friars,  to  pass  praying  in  and  through  the  walled  city 
animating  tlie  enemies  of  our  religion  and  countrv  and  praWng  to  the  God  of  battles 
in  their  behalf.  It  is  evident  that  8efior  Nozalecfa  and  the* friars  have  forgotten  the 
words  of  the  Holy  Scrij)ture,  '^Cumsanctosanctuseris,  etcumi)er\'er8operverteri8." 
Ah!  with  the  good  man  you  do  good  things  and  with  the  evil  man  vou  work  evil 
things.  Also  the  Spanish  refrain,  *'Tell  me  with  whom  you  go  and  1  will  tell  you 
what  yon  are." 

But' let  us  go  on  considering,  word  by  word,  his  celebrated  proclamation  of  the  6th 
of  May  of  the  year  just  ])assed.  Below  the  words  above  quoted  he  said:  **Poor 
Spain,  if  the  invader  succeeds  in  his  designs!  Poor  Filipinos,  the  day  upon  which 
the  North  American  establishes  a  stable  government!  Poor  natives,  subjugated  by 
a  i)eopK'  who  have  not  the  Catholic  faith  <^f  Spain,  nor  the  paternal  anxiety  for  the 
good  of  the  country,  nor  the  high  sense  of  honor,  nor  the  community  of  interests, 
nor  the  history  mingled  with  yours  for  now  more  than  three  hundred  years,  nor  the 
mingled  blo<Ml  which  flows  through  the  veins  of  many  of  you  and  which  on  a  hun- 
d re<r glorious  days  has  Ikhui  poured  out  f<jr  the  common  defenses!  Brothers  iMMind 
together  by  a  common  Ixmd;  sons  of  the  metropolis  and  of  the  coUmies!  Very  s<.H>n 
you  will  see  an  im]xi8suble  abyss  between  you  and  your  proud  friends.    You  will 
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have  no  offices  nor  employments,  nor  will  you  share  at  all  in  the  government  and  the 
administration  of  the  cities.  You  will  form  a  class  apart,  you  will  be  held  vile  as 
Pariahs,  you  will  be  exploited  like  convicts  sent  to  work  in  a  new  country;  you  will 
Jbe  reduced  to  the  condition  of  bondsmen  and  even  beasts  and  machines;  fed  a  hand- 
ful of  rico  or  com  which  your  lord  will  throw  in  vour  face  as  a  daily  ration  so  that 
you  may  not  be  utterly  deprived  of  tlie  product  of  your  sweat,  while  you  can  enjoy 
the  j>lei?ure  of  seeing  him  revel  in  the  fniits  and  treasures  of  an  estate  which  was 
yours  and  now  is  his!  Ah,  and  that  is  not  the  worst.  Soon  you  will  s(»e  your 
temples  ruined,  or  converted  into  Protestant  chaiHjls  where  the  (io<l  of  the  Eucha- 
rist (oh,  what  a  cruel  misfortune)  will  not  l)e  enthrontKl,  and  where  the  image  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  our  moat  sweet  and  gentle  mother,  will  not  lean  in  kindly  fashion 
over  you.  The  croas  will  disai)pear  from  your  ctMneteries,  the  crucifix  from  vour 
schfK)ls,  and  from  your  churches  the  ministers  of  the  tnie  (t()<1  who  made  you  Chris- 
tians when  they  baptized  you,  who  have  so  manv  times  absolved  you  from  your 
sins,  who  united  you  in  holy  matrimony,  who  will  Ikj  present  at  your  las«t  hour  to 
console  and  administer  the  fant  rites  of  the  church,  and  whr>,  after  your  «leath,  will 
apply  for  the  good  of  your  soul  the  prayers  of  the  holy  church.  You,  with  your 
lieroic  faith  and  valor  may  go  on  keeping  your  hearts  as  Catholic  as  before,  even 
more  stea^lfast  than  before,  who  knows?  But  what  will  hapjHjn  to  your  dear  chil- 
dren, your  darling  sons,  especially  if  their  fathers  fail  them,  in  the  midst  of  a  Prot- 
estant nation,  with  Protestant  k^islation,  rites,  U>achings,  and  habits,  and  a  free 
exhibition  and  propaganda  of  every  vice  and  error?  Ah,  what  can  one  expect  but 
that  at  the  end  of  half  a  centurj^  there  will  Ik;  neither  Christian  practice  nor  Chris- 
tian belief  anywhere  in  the  whole  country,  nor  any  one  who  makes  upon  his  fore- 
iiead  the  saving  sign  of  the  cross.  Poor  Filipinos,  lost  in  this  life  ana  lost  in  the 
eternal  one! 

But  now,  when  Sefior  Nozaleda,  in  order  to  retain  his  old  jwst,  has  changed  com- 
pletely, will  he,  wlien  he  sees  the  North  American  flag  wave  in  these  latitudes,  and 
when  we  appear  to  l)e  subjugated  by  a  ra<?e  without  the  C.-atholic  faith  or  ordinary 
feeling,  without  nobility,  without  humanity,  as  he  said  in  his  pastoral,  will  his  excel- 
lency throw  palms  before  them,  will  he  sing  halleluiahs  and  consider  himself  as  for- 
tunate as  the  executioners  who  crucific<]  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ?  How  much  he  has 
changed  in  the  short  8i)ace  of  ten  months!     "Quantum  utatus ab  illo!** 

If  nis  excellency  should  see  this  people  whi(^li  has  hardly  freed  its(»lf  from  its 
Si>anish  slavery  crushe<i  down  again  by  a  selfish  and  unfeeling  nation,  would  he  be 

most  content?  *  ^"^ *^ * ^* ' ^ -i--:->  k: *.,-,!

But  what  is  most  satl,  my  <lear  readers,  is  that  if  his  excellency  should  see  our 
temples  ruined  or  converted  into  Protestant  chap(»ls,  so  that  the  image  of  our  lovmg 
Motner  would  be  no  longer  venenitiMl  up<:)n  our  altars,  if  he  should  see  the  sign  of 
our  re<lemption  no  longer  plartii  in  the  middle  of  the  atriums  of  our  churches  and 
cemeteries,  and,  in  short,  see  the  ministers  of  the  altar  scorned,  put  in  ri<licule,  and 
wickedly  harasse<l  by  this  mob  of  bandits,  his  nicjst  dear  friends,  would,  in^n^hance, 
his  heart  swell  with  indescribable  pleasure  and  joy  beciause  he  saw  his  desire  of 
remaining  in  the  coimtry  accomj)lishe<l?  Most  dear  »Sefior  Nozaleda,  you  have  per- 
haps thought  that  you  would  l>e  praised  all  over  the  world  for  your  infamous  treason 
against  G^,  against  your  country,  a^inst  your  dear  sons,  against  vour  sacred  office, 
against  your  holy  mission,  and  agamst  Catholics  humanity.     Perhaps  you  Ixslieve 

Jrour  famous  proclamation  to  the  faithful  jieople,  or,  as  some  call"  it,  your  pastoral 
etter,  of  the  6th  of  May,  1898,  has  becin  forgotten  and  has  not  l)een  translated  into 
all  the  dialects  of  our  country. 

As  it  happens  there  were  many  printed.  We  are  "chewing  the  cud"  continually, 
so  to  speak,  upon  your  energetic  and  inspiring  phrases.  We  are  still  carrying  out 
your  ideas  incarnated  in  them,  and  considering  the  want  of  rectitude  in  your  con- 
duct, we  still  must  execrate  your  actual  attitude. 

From  individuals  of  the  corporations,  at  the  head  of  which  is  Sefior  Nozaleiia,  we 
were  taught  that  the  Sefior  was  a  quick  and  rearly  man,  greatly  leameil  in  canon  law, 
a  theologian,  and  a  diplomat.  We  believed  it,  so  to  speak,  absolutely.  But  now  we 
are  completely  undeceived,  and  we  are  able  to  state,  without  fear  of  error,  that  he 
may  be  all  that  and  still  possess  the  qualities  already  mentioned.  We  would  like  to 
cite  many  things  which  we  know  in  order  to  prove  what  we  say,  but  the  resi)ect  due 
to  his  dignity  prevents  us. 

And  in  spite  of  his  inexcusable  conduct  and  tliat  of  the  Americanized  friars,  we 
do  not  hate  them.  No;  we  profess  a  Christian  love  for  them,  and  in  proof  thereof 
we  warn  his  excellency  concerning  something,  which  is,  that  the  immense  responsi- 
bility which  he  aasumed  from  the  beginning  of  the  revolution  has  not  been  f oi^tten^

nor,  furthermore,  the  aj^flassinati/m  of  ho  many  innocent  people,  ordered  by  Polavieja, 
Kchajriie,  and  otherp,  thanks  to  the  Hu^estions  and  advice  of  his  excellency. 

And  wliat  are  we  U)  say  about  the  friars?  We  shall  not  8jx?ak  of  the  inmmy,  the 
tortun*,  and  the  deaths,  etc.,  which  bv  the  use  of  their  money  they  have  perpetrated  in 
these  islands.  We  shall  ynum  over,  also,  their  intriijues  and  discovered  calumnies,  of 
which  the  very  Prince  of  Darkness  himself  would  nave  l)een  ashamed.  But  we  are 
not  able  to  pa-ss  in  silen<*e  the  actual  condition  of  apostacy  of  the  archbishop  of  the 
Catholic  religion,  caused  solely  by  his  desire  to  remain  in  the  country. 

The  passage  of  the  friars  through  the  Philippines  will  be  ever  memorable  and 
execrate*!  in  "seinila  seculonim.'* 

Although  StMlor  Nozaleda  and  the  friars  should  pour  out  all  their  millions  to  atone 
for  the  injurii'S  an<l  outrages  which  they  have  caused,  they  would  not  be  able  to  still 
the  cries  of  their  con.sciences  unless  they  are  liardened — **et  cauteriata,"  as  the  moral- 
ists wiy.  And  what  can  I  say  of  the  excommuni(»tions,  irregularities,  and  canonical 
punishments  which  acconl  with  such  auda(.*ious,  barbarous,  cruel,  and  indescriljable 
conduct?  Ah!  most  reverend  fathers,  do  not  forget  what  I  have  referred  to  and 
descril)ed  in  a  few  wortls;  rem?nt  with  all  your  heart,  ask  pardon  and  mercv  of  the 
Gtxl  of  goo<lness,  ask  it  of  Him  and  undeceive  the  Holy  Father,  so  that  he  may 
al>solve  you  from  all  the  canonical  punishments  which  you  have  incurred;  shut  vouf- 
selves  up  in  your  convents  to  undergo  there  condign  penance,  and  in  the  miclst  of 
your  afflictions  say  "Merito  ha*c  quia  peccavimus." 

This  iiix)stle  of  peace,  Aglipay  by  name^  who  thiis  indulged  in  clerical 
polemics,  be(*ame  important  to  Aguinaldo's  interests  in  successfully 
inciting  the  people  ot  northwestern  Luzon  to  hostility,  either  througli 
foi-ce  or  persuasion,  and  by  his  military  operations  in  the  field  proved 
himself  to  be  abler  as  a  soldier  than  as  a  bisnop  of  the  church.  Through 
his  instrumentality  or  personal  efforts,  and  the  bloody  rule  exercised 
by  Aguinaldo's  Tagalo  lieutenants  in  the  country  where  they  still  held 
control,  unexpected  resistance,  and  in  some  instances  uniooked  for 
attacks  in  considerable  force,  were  experienced,  which  made  it  necessary 
to  dispatch  additional  troops  in  order  to  furnish  the  inhabitants  the 
rotection  they  required  to  insure  their  personal  safety.  The  navy 
ad  landed  a  force  at  Vigan,  which  had  been  gladly  welcomed  by  the 
citizens  and  which  had  quietly  taken  possession  of  the  city  temporarily, 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  General  Young.  The  latter  had  sent  Major 
March's  l)att4ilion  of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry  into  the  mountains 
eastward  in  pursuit  of  Aguinaldo,  and  with  the  bulk  of  his  remaining 
troops  was  proceeding  northward  from  Namacpacan  with  the  intention 
mainly  of  releasing  the  Spanish  and  American  prisoners  held  })y  the 
insurgents  in  the  province  of  Ai)ra,  his  cavalry  occupying  the  coast 
towns  and  cities  through  which  he  passed. 

The  telegrams  received  from  him  and  his  subordinates  represent 
quite  fully  his  operations  and  the  difficulties  with  which  he  was  obliged 
to  contend.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Parker,  of  the  Forty -fifth  Infantry, 
who  was  detached  from  his  regiment  and  serving  with  the  northern 
column,  telegraphed  on  December  7  from  San  Fabian,  to  which  point 
he  had  returned  from  Vigan  for  the  puipose  of  asking  assistance: 

General  Schwan,  Cliief  of  StajT,  ^fimUa: 

Am  on  my  way  to  San  Fernando  to  investigate  Macabebes.  Only  100  fit  for  duty. 
General  Young  reooniinends  tbat  all  be  transported  back  to  Manila.  I  left  Vigan  4 
p.  ni.,  Dec(?niber  6.  Young,  with  3  troops  and  train,  arrived  there  on  the  5th; 
also  200  marines  and  sailors.  Few  insurgents  alx)ut  Vigan.  December  4  Young 
took  trenches  ea«t  of  Narvaean  with  loss  of  1  killed  and  14  wounded.  Spanish  refu- 
gees report  San  Quintin,  east  of  Vigan,  taken  by  Hare  and  Howze  on  December  6, 
who  are  now  advancing  on  Bangued,  where  no  resistance  is  expected.  Spanish  pris- 
oners numbering  600  tumerl  loose  by  insurgents.  Spanish  higher  officers  and  Ameri- 
cans spirited  away;  direction  retreat  not  known,  (command  in  great  need  $5,000 
quartermaster  and  subsistence  funds;  also  forage,  horseshoes  and  nails,  foi^e  and 
blacksmith  tools,  coal,  men's  shoes,  stockings,  underclothing,  hats,  leggings,  ammu- 
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nition,  and  mcMlicinep.  Hospital  phip  Rt'lii'/  ArnwHl  Vipan  IIarlK)r  <i  p.  ni.  yesterday, 
bringing;  Wossells  and  150  cavalrvnien  di8mount4xl;  lion»es  left  at  San  Fabian. 
YounjBT  oxpeoted  WeHselFn  command  to  arrive  mounted  at  Vigan  to-day.  Owing  to 
lack  of  shoes  he  has  only  100  cavalry  fit  for  duty.  Transport  needed  at  Vigan  to 
take  back  S{>anish  prisoners.  Same  transport  can  bring  supplies  and  funds.  Span- 
iards arriving  in  great  numlKjrH.  Medicines  and  surgeons  for  sick  Sfianiards  needed, 
iieave  here  for  San  Fernanilo  at  5  p.  ni.

General  Schwa n,  Munibi: 

The  following  just  receive<i  from  General  Young:  "Vigan,  8th. — Chief  of  Staff, 
Palace:  Dispatches  from  Wilder  at  Tuijuin,  DeccMiilx'r  4,  give  following  information: 
Spanish  pnsoners  rei>ort  engagement  Uttween  our  trooj»s  and  Aguinaldo's  guard, 
comman<Ied  by  (Tregorio  del  IHlar,  18  miU^s  northwest  of  (Vrvantes,  Ix»panto  prov- 
ince, on  J>ecember  .'J,  on  well-fortilied  trail;  that  the  fight  la<e<l  four  hours,  result- 
ing in  the  rout  of  the  enemv,  with  lossof  70 killed  and  woun<led.  I*ilarsaid  to  have 
been  killed.  Our  Idks  1  killed,  0  wounded.  Our  troops  in  hot  pursuit.  Wilder  now 
on  March's  trail  ne^ir  that  j>oint  with  68  Ma<^«belx»s.  Igorrotes  repairing  trail  anil 
carrying  forxl  of  their  own  volition.  Hare  and  Ilowze  enU^red  San  (iuintin  5th 
instant,  thence  to  Pi<Jigan  early  uw  the  morning  of  the  (Hh.  From  that  point  Hare 
pushed  rapidly  on  direct  route  northeast  of  San  Jose  in  hojw»s  of  cutting  off  e^scort  to 
Ameri<'an  prisoners.  Howze  pushe«l  through  to  Banguetl,  thence  by  a  more  north- 
westerly course  to  make  junction  with  Hare  on  the  7th.  Cnmin,  with  143  men  and 
3  officers  Thirty-third,  started  up  canyon  from  Vigan  with  ammunition  and  supplies 
to  Ije  taken  by  natives  on  rafts  to  l^ngue<l.  On  night  of  (>th  Wessells,  with  3  dia- 
mounteil  trr)ops  Third  Cavalr>',  arriveS  at  Vigan  by  boat,  having  been  ordered  by 
Colonel  Bisl)ee.  Morning  of  7tli  W\»s8els  reembarked  to  return  with  a  written  order 
from  me  to  prrx-ee^l  mounted  with  all  the  force  of  his  command  at  San  Fabian,  make 
his  headquarters  with  3  troops  at  San  Fernando  and  send  1  troop  to  take  station  at 
Namacpairan.  He  was  also  given  verbal  instructions  with  referom^  to  ^rolling 
trails  in  the  mountains.  Steever,  with  two  troops  of  his  squadron,  left  San  Fernando 
on  7th,  with  order,  from  me  to  proceed  to  Narvacan.  Captain  Koehler,  with  moun- 
tain baClery,  harness  and  40  men,  arrived  at  Vigan  this  morning  on  the  Zafiro;  40 
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men  Thirty-third,  nndor  Captain  Ashbiime,  arrived  by  same  boat.  Horseehoee  and 
nailn  arrive*!  this  morning.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  Spanish  prieonere,  together 
with  Hi<>k  and  wonndcHl  o^  my  connnand,  started  for  Manila  on  7tn  on  Relief.  More 
than  8()()  Spaninli  pri^<one^H  arrived  in  Vi^jran  <luring  afternoon  and  evening  of  7th, 
iiK'hidin^  15  or  20  officers.  I  am  oblige<l  to  feed  these  men,  and  should  have  trans- 
port to  Hhi[)  them  an  Hoon  as  possible.  The  transport  is  necessary  to  carry  supplies 
from  Dajjupan  to  Vijj:an. 

"The  coast  road  ih  in  fine  condition  with  the  exception  of  a  numl^r  of  burned* 
bridjTfs,  which  reijuire  a  (K)n8iderable  amount  of  money  to  repair.  Most  of  these 
brid^jcs  wcn>  divtrt>yed  by  Aguinaldo's  guard.  The  telegraph  line  could  be  repairwi 
at  a  comparatively  wnall  expense.  Wilder,  March,  Hare,  and  Howsse  are  living  on 
the  country.  Mcmey  is  necessarv  to  pav  the  bills.  The  $2,500  I  borrowed  from  the 
tolmcco  company  at  San  Feman  Jo  should  be  paid  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment 
While  my  columnn  are  oiK»rating  separately  m  the  mountain  trails  my  headquarters 
will  Ik*  in  Vigan.  'Captain  McCalla,  Navy,  and  all  of  his  commanders  have  assisted 
me  every  way  i)ossible.  The  retention  of  5  troops  Third  Cavalry  and  mountain 
battery  forced  me  to  engage  Tinio*s  concentrated  force  of  three  times  mv  number,  in 
apparently  impregnable  p(x*«ition,  to  prevent  him  from  following  and  embarrassing 
Man*h*H  colunm.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Howze,  who  led  the  assaulting  column  after 
dark  in  that  enga^rement  and  slept  in  the  trenches,  reports  enemy*s  loss  at  35  killed, 
10  ofticers  and  68  men  wounded.  Spanish  prisonerw  estimate  the  enemy's  loss  in 
that  engagement  of  the  4th  in  the  mountain  pass  at  200  killed  and  wounded.  As 
soon  as  chivalry  at  Vigan  can  be  shod  it  will  go  north  rapidly  by  the  coast  road  to 
Laoag,  or  to  the  extreme  north  of  the  island  if  it  is  thought  necessary,  being  gov- 
erned by  information  obtained  at  that  point.  I  need  15,000  rations  landed  at  San 
Fernando  and  50,000  at  Vigan,  making  in  all  thirty  days*  supply  at  Vigan.  There 
should  \ye  sui)plies  for  sale.  1  have  <lire<'ted  Captam  Ramsey  to  take  all  trains  [^r- 
taining  to  my  conmiand  to  Vigan.  I  request  that  $10,000  Mexican  be  sent  for  use  of 
my  command  at  Vigan.  This  amount  should  be  invoiced  to  Captain  Ramsey  or 
Lieutenant  Howard,  of  my  staff,  at  Vigan.  I  request  an  officer  and  detachment  of 
enjj:ineers  he  ordered  up  to  repair  bridges  on  coast  road  from  San  Fabian  to  Vigan. 
(Signed)  Young,  brigaaier-general.'*

Parker  took  Utah  battery,  6  gwns;  the  machine  guns  are  here.  Best  information  is 
that  Wilder  and  Macal)ebe  scouts  are  scouting  in  mountains  near  Cervantes.  Fifty 
on  6th  instant  were  at  San  Fernando  de  Union  under  orders  to  join  Wilder.  Best 
points  to  reach  them,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  San  Fernando  de  Union,  Namac- 
pacum,  and  Candon.  Some  may  go  to  Vigan.  Any  found  in  this  vicinity  will  be 
sent  to  Dagupan.

General  Schwa  x,  Chief  of  Staff: 

General  Young  sent  for  me  last  evening  to  report  to  him  on  the  Wheeling.  He 
wishes  me  to  first  forward  his  trains,  the  last  of  which  will  leave  here  to-morrow 
morning.  He  desired  me  to  proceed  to  Manila  by  way  of  San  Fernando  Pampanea, 
and  to  procure  funds  upon  his  requests  to  pay  certain  outstanding  indebtedness.  His 
urgent  wants  had  been  supplied,  except  funds.  He  returned  to  Vi«ui  about  eleven 
last  night.  1  leave  here  to-morrow  in  ac(!ordance  with  his  orders.  His  wishes  about 
transportation  agree  with  the  plan  telegraphed  to  me  by  Colonel  Miller,  chief  quar- 
termaster, and  which  he  said  were  satisfactory.  I  will  report  to  you  immediately 
upon  arrival.

Vigan,  December  10,  1899, 
CniEF  OF  Staff: 

Dispatch  from  Colonel  Howze  from  Lapas,  December  6,  shows  definitely  that  our 
prisoners  are  moving  north  with  General  Tinio.

Sir:  I 
arrived  here  with  my  little  i'ommand  at  12  noon  to-day,  and  have  now  rweivinl  all 
Spanish  prisoners  in  thew*  parts,  an<l  .S  of  our  pris(>n»'rs.  1  came  over  the  moun- 
tains, over  seeminglv  imnassable  trail,  an<l  fighting  through  the  mountains  and  can- 
yons 1  have  driven 'finiosarmv  In^fon*  me  an<l  have  killed  about  50,  woimded  many, 
capturiMl  over  100,  also  2(K)  riflc»s,  7  <rannon,  about  80,000  iM)unds  of  ri<-t»,  some  sugar, 
salt,  and  other  supplies;  many  unifonns,  several  ollicei-s,  etc.  (Jenenil  Tini«)  hat) 
taken  to  the  hills  to  the  northwest  with  our  pri.»*<jners,  but  I'll  follow  him  and,  I 
think,  c»i>ture  him.  I  have  had  only  2  wounde<l,  wlunn  I  take  with  me.  I  have 
captunvl  20  jwmies,  mon»  or  less  worthU^ss,  and  all  tin*  carts  an<l  sleds  u.'^e*!  to  get 
from  Hanguefi  to  the  mountains.  1M(>a.«e  send  a  support  to  me  to  I'i<ldig,  with  all 
possible  8peed,  an«l  get  us  rations  to  that  point,  if  i)ossible.  My  m<*n  will,  when  we 
get  our  pnsoners,  have  reache<i  the  limit  of  endurance.  I  exi)ect  a  tr)tal  collapfiic. 
1  captureil  $420  at  I^pas  from  (Jenenil  Quesa«la,  who  ha<l  a  mounti^l  escort  which  I 
destroye<l.

I  left  Vigan  8  a.  m.  on  Sttmar^  reaching  l^oag  at  AM)  p.  m.  Following  received 
by  me  here:  "IT. 8. 8.  }Vhe*iinf/y  off  Laoa^?,  P.  1.,  Deceml>er  11,  1899.  —  Briga<lier- 
General  Young,  U.S.A.:  (Jeneral:  After  disembarking  men  I  remained  at  Passatoen 
till.S  o*chx!k  p.m.;  receive*!  no  signal;  then  movinl  slowly  down  the  <'oast  parallel  to 
l)each  to  Laoag.  At  9  signal  rrwket  an<l  green  star  firc«l  frr)m  T^Hoag  as  agreed 
ufK^n  this  morning;  establinhe*!  signal  <"<)nununication  at  mouth  of  river  with  Ensign 
Tcxid,  and  sent  army  rations  for  our  men.  I  inclos<.»  <!opy  of  Mr.  TixhVs  reiX)rt  and 
also  my  addititmar  instructions  to  Lieutenant  Kaiser.  S|)anish  prisoners  re[)ort 
American  prisoners  (1  oflict»r  an<l  several  men)  taken  from  Uioag  to  Salsona.  General 
Tinir)  wounde<l  in  lH)th  U»gs.  There  an»  al>out  1,500  8]»anish  j)risoners  here,  including 
a  general  and  navv  ofTicer,  and  about  2<H>  sick.  Very  resi>e<*t fully,  (Signed)  W.  L. 
Rurwell,  commander,  U.S.N." 

Information  received  last  night  ne<ressitated  my  presence  hen»  tonlay.  I  have  put 
Ijieutenant-Colonel  Hayes  in  charge  of  feeiiing  priwjners  until  tninsport  arrives, 
which  should  be  earliest  possible  moment.  Koeliler  with  gun  <l(>ta<'hmcnt,  1  f?un, 
and  35  men  of  Thirty-fourtn,  starte<l  (5  o'clock  this  morning  to  join  Howze.  Swigert 
should  reach  here  to-night  with  1(X)  c^yalrymen.  Have  given  orders  about  Maca- 
bebcs.  I  remain  here  to-night  with  navy,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Kaiser, 
Navy,  and  20  cavalrymen  under  Lit^utenant  Bell,  dismounted,  brought  with  me  on 
the  tSiimar.  I  send  Samar  wMth  this  disimteh  to-night.  Can  not  speas  too  highly  of 
Howze  and  his  men.  I  tfm  much  indebte<i  to  navy  and  to  Captain  Burwell  and  his 
officers  for  greatly  needed  assistance  rendered.

Sir:  1  have  the  hruujr  to  rei)ort  that  I 
iva<h(*<l  thin  J  mint  at  Hmiris<r  yestrnlay  iiioniiii;;  with  Major  IVnn'.s  battalion  on  the 
trail  an«l  within  a  tVw  hours  of  our  prisoners,  under  roniniand  of  (n-nerals  Tinio  and 
Natividad.  After  rarrlul  nM'onnoissiuices  an«l  from  all  information,  we  have  found 
that  Tinio's  rolumn  (what  is  left  of  it),  with  'l'^  of  our  pris<»ners,  hai<  gone  into  the 
mountains  hen*.  An  ol<i  man  I  j»i<'ktMl  up  shows  that  the  tniil  loads  towanl  the 
province  of  Capiyan,  but  at  the  crest  of  the  ranjje  it  seisins  to  8ei>arate  into  tliree 
trails.  One  goes  towanl  Bangui,  one  toward  Pamplona,  and  the  other  toward  Abulug. 
On  nia^>  all  lead  toward  Painj)h)na  at  top  of  niounUiin,  but  T  Ixdieve  the  chances  are 
they  will  try  to  make  l^angui,  although  there  seems  to  l>e  no  trail.  The  enemy  can 
not  return  this  way  while  a  conunand  stays  here.  I  re<'ommen<l  that  a  small  com- 
man<l  1k»  sent  at  once  by  lH.>at  to  Bangui.  I  have  had  a  tight  every  day  since  and 
including  I)eceml)er  4.  Have  travele<l  rapi<lly  over  imj>a.«sable  trails.  The  pluck  of 
my  otlicers  and  nu^n  has  bt»en  remarkable,  antl  they  an*  «leser\'ing  of  tlie  thanks  and 
praise  of  our  country  an<l  its  jieople.  AVe  have  fought  thnn*  battalions  under  two 
generals,  on  plains  and  mountains,  in  <'anvons  an<l  towns.  We  have  captnre<l  2  oflS- 
cers,  ()()  men,  7  cannon,  2lK)  rifles,  S  of  which  were  Mausers;  10,0(X)  rounds  Mauser 
cartridges,  12,(KK)  Mauser  l)ullets  and  ll>,(.KX)  Kemington,  8  sets  reloading  to<jls,  pow- 
der, lead,  brass,  tlie  records  (»f  two  ])attali»>ns,  20  or  ^^0  ponies,  carabaos,  70  or  80 carts, 
etc.,  an<l  much  else.  We  have  completely  i»anilyzed  Tinio's  command.  His  men 
are  <leserting  rapidly.  The  prisoners  say  his  conij)anies  run  from  4  men  to  50  each. 
They  still  have  remnants  of  three  l»atta]ions.  They  have  plenty  annnunition  and 
all  j)n)bably  now  have  Mau.<er  rifles.  The  inhabitants  here  say  tliat  it  is  impossible 
for  the  enemy  to  get  through  the  mountains,  but  they  have  gone  there  and  will  prol)- 
ably  get  through,  ius  they  have  plenty  of  food  for  the  small  conmiand  that  they  nave. 
With  all  this  work,  (hMieral,  vou  can  understand  the  condition  of  mv  command. 
Send  me  100  fn'sh  men  with  gotnl  shoes,  or  send  me  shoes  for  my  men  and  I'll  drive 
the  enemy  through  these  mountains.  It  is  just  possible  that  the  enemy  has  gone 
short  distance  into  the  mountains  and  is  waiting  to  see  our  move.  I  may  l>e  able  to 
determine  that  jxiint  to-day.  If  the  force  now  at  Piddig  could  have  gotten  there 
thirtv  h(>urs  s<M)ner,  the  enemv  would  have  lK»en  entirelv  cut  off  from  the  mountains. 
rov(^  him  too  lapidlv,  however,  for  that.  I  hare  re(|uested  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  forces  ut  Piddig  to  send  me  50  of  his  men,  and  if  they  get  here  to-day 
I  inav  take  sr)me  ib(mi  into  the  mountains  anyway.  Jf  we  push  the  enemy,  I  l)elieve 
he  will  make  for  the  province  of  Cagayan,  entering  it  through  the  pass  of  the  Rio 
Pamplona.  The  natives  say  it  takes  six  days  to  make  the  trip,  but  as  yet  I  have 
fouml  no  one  who  has  Ikh'u  over  the  moimtains,  as  the  insurrectos  have  pressed 
everyone  into  their  si'rvice  as  cargadon^s.  *  *  *  Very  respectfully,  Ror)ert  L.

Forces,  Army  or  Navy,  I^oag:  Arrived  hen^  at  1  p.  m.  to-day,  and  leave  at  9 
for  Salsona.  From  latest  reccive<l  Howze  is  pressing  for  prisoners,  and  I  shall  Ijack 
him  up.

Captain  Koehler  with  one  gun  and  detachment  an<l  Lieutenant  Morrison  and 
detachment  reached  here  fmni  Salsona  5  ]>.  m.  yestcrdav.  Captain  Koehler  will  gar- 
rison Uioag  with  his  twenty  men,  armed  with  Lee  rifles  ]>orrowed  from  the  Wlieding. 
Naval  force  from  WhecHnfj  came  back  this  morning,  also  Lieutenant  Morrison  with 
detachmi'ut,  except  10  foot-sore  men  left  with  Captain  Koehler  to  be  landed  at  Bangui. 
Zafiro  arrived  vesterdav  afternoon  with  naval  stores,  ami  there  are  now  landed  some 
2,500  rations  and  turned  over  by  her  commander  for  my  troops;  also  100  pairs  shoes 
an<l  200  ])airs  socks  for  llowze's  conmiand,  which  will  l>e  starteil  to  overtake  him  at 
once  under  charge  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hayes  with  an  esc^ortof  lOmeii.  I  send  450 
Spanish  prisoners  on  Zafiro  to-<lay  to  ^lanila.  Of  these  200  sick,  necessitating  their 
immediat(»  removal.  Two  were  ])uried  yesterday.  Nothing  heanl  from  Swigert,  who 
left  Vigan  at  <laylight  morning  of  the  lOth  for  this  point.  Will  trv  to  get  Captain 
McCalla  to  serul  army  or  navy  detachment  to  Pamplona.  Will  go  to  l^ngui  tosiiper- 
intend  the  landing  of  the  force  at  that  point.  Will  probably  return  here  to-morrow. 
Every  ])ossil>le  effort  will  l>e  made  to  relejist>  the  American  prisoners  who,  reports 
say,  are  being  badly  treated  now,  their  guani  being  ])ressiKi  too  closely.

**Dinglas,  l.)ecendK»r  \',i,  18!H1. — In  accordance  with  onlers  recvive<l,  I  left  my 
wagons  at  BjitiK*  on  the  11th  instant,  anil  starte<l  for  Banna,  over  the  mountains,  at 
3  p.  m.  Then;  was  no  road  at  all.  The  coniman<l  reaclu'd  the  foot  of  the  m<»un- 
tarns  in  the  evening,  and  ca]>ture(l  ;i  out  of  T)  insurgents  wh(»  came  down  from  the 
mountains.  Thret?  guns  were  cjipturtMl  and  <lcstroyiMl.  The  connnand  left  tramp 
early  the  next  mi»rning.  AIx»ut  lo.oO  a.  m.,in  a  small  valley  in  the  mountains, 
encountered  a  fonv.  of  the  enemy  stated  l)y  the  nativi'sto  lK'tw(»ci)m]>anies,  auKiunt- 
ing  to  al>out  120  insurgents.  This  force  was  engagi'<l  and  scattered  in  all  din»ctions. 
Privates  Harry  Sw(»gt»r  and  Charles  \V.  Frazee  were  kille<l  an<l  Private  John  Dillin- 
ger  wonnd(Mi,all  of  Tnjon  A.  After  burying  our  two  dea<l,  connnand  i)rocee<led  onto 
Banna,  where  it  arrived  at  ti  p.m.,  and  nuvived  news  there  of  (\»lonel  Howze's 
and  Colonel  Han»'s  connnands.  Thes«»  two  comman<ls  left  hen*  for  Salsona  and 
thena*  northeast  for  Kancho  Cabron^an,  accunling  to  rejMirt  <if  natives  here.  In 
order  to  cover  aH  nmch  coimtry  as  j»os.-ible  I  shall  nmve  at  once  from  here  to  Pid- 
dig,  and  pnil>ably  thence  t«>  Bintar.

I  landed  at  Bangiii  Lieu- 
tenant-Connnan<ler  Pn'attyV  battalion  nuirin(>s  and  l>luejackets  from  (Captain  Bur- 
welPs  ship,  and  'M)  men,  Thirty-thinl  Infantry,  un«ler  I^ieutenant  MorritK>n,  at  0  ji.  in, 
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on  tlii'  18th.  (-aptain  Hnrwell,  with  the  Wfieelingj  left  at  (layliphton  the  14th  to  carry 
my  riMinest  to  Captain  M<'('alla  to  «»nd  a  force  to  OiH'upy  Faiuplona.  Lieutenant- 
('(»ininan<l«'r  Heaity'n  fiiree  (HvnnitMl  the  mountain  pa«s,  captured  several  prisoners 
mnri'  or  less  impi»rtant,  with  onU>rH  t(»  hold  here  until  the  arrival  of  Captain  Hunter 
with  his  tnM)p  to-chiy.  The  Whrdiuy  returned  bringing  good  news  from  Mt-i^alla.

The  force  that  fought  Swigt?rt  was  between  the  trail  of  Howze  and  the  coast 
roini.  I  have  UH.»n  careful  to  notify  the  people  from  every  pueblo  to  lay  down  their 
arms  and  go  home.  In  ca^fe  these  bands  continue  to  fire  nito  my  troops  it  may  l>e 
ne<-i»ssary  S)r  me  to  make  examples  of  some  of  the  *i.  1  feel  confident  that  Hare  and 
I  lowze  will  retrapture  or  force  the  release  of  our  prisoners  now  in  the  mountains  within 
a  few  days.  (*ai)tain  Burwell  will  bring  down  the  foot  detachment  under  Lieutenant 
Morrison  from  Bangui  to-morrow,  and  I  shall  then  return  to  Vigan  to  see  how^  mat- 
ters are  progressing.

Following  just  rectMVtxl: 

"Mountains,  DwemlnT  1(>,  1S99. — General  Young:  We  are  following  over  a  trail 
that  I  have  never  seiMi  eiiualiHl  fordilficulties.  »So  far  no  one  has  been  hurt,  no  one 
sick.  We  ho|H»  to  get  out  of  the  mountains  to-day.  Now  as  to  the  prisoners:  I 
conf«»ss  that  I  am  at  a  loss,  alth(»ugh  O'Brien  feels  sure  that  we  are  on  the  right 
tnick.  The  tirst  day  out  we  met  some  Tangineys  who  had  been  picking  up  guns, 
etc.,  and  iis  they  heaved  in  sight  our  point  opened  up  and  killed  one  oi  them.  I 
may  have  to  pay  the  h(»ad-villager  $100  for  funeral  expenses,  and,  incidentally,  his 
gcMxi  will.  '\ou  will  iiave  to  st»nd,  for  us,  at  Aparri,  clothes  and  rations.  I  confess 
disappointment,  a.s  the  prisoners  no  longer  drop  signs.  Howze  caught  up,  and  is,  of 
coursi*,  great  support  in  the  trip.  I  feel  that  there  has  not  been  anything  that  I'ould 
have  been  done  that  we  have  not  trie<l,  and  should  we  fail,  we  have  simply  done 
our  iH'st.     (Signed)  Han*." 

"In  mountains,  I>e<'eml)er  1(5,  181)9. — (Ieneral  Young:  Sir:  Colonel  Hare  with  70 
and  1  with  (>0  men,  are  making  for  the  valley  of  the  Cagayan.  We  are  committed 
to  this  route  and  can  ni»t  now  turn  ]>ack,  although  the  insurrectos  with  our  prisoners 
may  have  given  us  the  slij»  after  they  got  well  on  the  trail.  We  are  on  the  trail, 
very  fresh,  «)f  a  fore**,  but  it  does  not  l«X)k  worn  enough  for  the  150  reporttni  with 
insurgents.  Colonel  Hare  and  I  agree  on  this  lx»ing  a  goo<i  military  move,  for  we 
will  clear  thest' moimtuins  and  the  valley  of  Pamplona  and  Abulug.  We  ought  to 
make  Aparri  within  thret^  or  four  days!  I  left  Captain  Kollis,  Thirty-fourth,  at 
Maninbing  with  alvout  80  men,  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fourth  combined.  If  there 
has  lK.vn  no  development  siniv  1  left  there,  there  is  no  necessity  of  his  remaining. 
If  (Mir  prisoners  have  slipiK.Ml  us  they  mav  have  headed  for  the  Bacorri  Rio,  via  Vin- 
tor,  or  perhaps  for  Banna  again.  If  Oaptain  Rollis  can  be  ret^uiied  to  seacoast 
where  we  can  ]h*  landed  if  you  s*^nd  to  Aparri  for  us,  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  beat. 
All  an*  well  an«l  no  accident.     (Signed)  K.  L.  Howze.'* 

The  irA/v7///7  loaves  to-nijrht  to  bring  Hare  and  Howze  to  this  coast;  Howze  to 
Uioag,  Hare  to  this  pnint.  The  l«)Srt  of  the  Macalx^bes  reduces  my  a>mmand  so  that 
it  will  be  neces.^rv  to  retain  Howze  unless  you  can  send  me  another  battalion.  The 
finding  and  n'leasing  nf  our  ]>risoners  is  an'iniperative  duty  that  can  not  and  should 
not  be  delay e<l.  Steever  with  two  troops  Third  Cavalry  moved  yesterday  fn>m 
Ma.'^ingal,  10  miles  north  of  this  point  on  main  road,  on 'trail  in  southeastwanlly 
di R'ct ion  into  the  pa.^  of  tht?  Mulupan  Kiver,  where  an  insurgent  force  has  beeii 
reporter!  as  refusing  to  lay  down  their  arms.  A  strong  detachment  of  infantry 
move*!  from  Bangui  at  the  siime  time  to  close  this  pass  behind  the  insuiTzent  fort«e. 
Five  wounded  nien  from  March's  battalitm  arrived  last  night.  The  other  5  wounded 
in  same  engagement  refustnl  u*  (tome,  l>eing  able  to  do  light  duty.  I  propose  t^>  keep 
the  country  thnroughly  scouted  and  [>atrolle<l  as  hmg  as  there  is  reason  to  believe 
thai  then*  are  any  arnuMl  insurgents  in  it.  Five  jMW'k  mules  to  each  troop  of  cavalry 
Would  be  of  great  use  to  me.  I  uccmI  UK)  [)ack  saddles  for  pcmies  for  use  of  infantry. 
Four  ambulances  with  4  nmles  each  would  1k^  of  gn»at  assistance.  I  think  it  wig»e  to 
clean  up  all  this  territor>'at  once,  without  giving  the  insurgents  any  time  to  recuper- 
ate and  tU*semble  in  any  large  fonn^.

At  Masin}?al  Major  Steever  found  a  letter  fnini  Reyes,  dated  Male- 
baletanjr*  IHHH»inber  15,  1899,  addressed  t«)  president  of  Masingui,  i^iM>^,  Cabu^iao, 
Sinait,  and  Ba^ioi.^,  i:alling  uiK)n  them  to  capture  76  of  his  mt^n  who  hml  deserted 
with  arms  and  munitions.  President  j,?ave  nifomiation  of  Sale<lori(>,  with  fortre  at 
RaricM*.  Heidt's  troop  wa*«  sent  to  Mount  San  iSamon,  an<l  went  to  biiiog,  whither 
information  indicate*!  Reyes  had  K<^)ne.  Near  trenches  were  new  nifwi  nuts,  which, 
bein^  evi<lentlv  for  barrack  purposes,  were  destroyed.  Major  Ste«'ver  with  K  troop 
prf^-eetitni  to  l^doo,  where  vice-presidente  denied  that  then;  were  any  insurgents  in 
the  vicinity,  ull  haviujir  g<>ne  U)  Ilo(»os  Norte  or  Cagayan.  He  went  on  into  the 
mountains  to  Rancheria  Tgus,  12  miles  southeast  of  Ra<UM'.  Near  Tgus  found 
trenches  and  nijia  barracks.  Inf(»rmation  indii;atc>d  that  insurgents  had  left  three 
davs  l.)efore.  Steever  n?ached  Vigan  Dw'emlwr  2().  Captain  Ashburn,  Thirty-thinl 
Infantry,  with  74  men,  left  i^ngued  l)<M»eml)er  17,  pr«weede<l  via  trail  over  Mount 
San  Samon  to  Santo  Dcjmingjj,  thenwvia  Vigan  to  Hangued.  On  west  si<le  of  moun- 
tain found  trenches  and  nipa  nrotec'tion  in  prrn^ess  of  (construction,  which  he 
destroyeii.  Information  obtanuMt  from  the  rcsponsi])le  iMHi1)le  of  this  town  indicates 
the  formation  of  little  l)and8  of  rol>l)ers,  comi>ostHl  «>f  Tagalos  Indonging  to  Riiyes'e 
command.  C<im]>laintx  of  robl)eries  <H»me  in  dailv.  (.'a-^tner's  scouts  arrived  ytiter- 
day  from  Aj»arri  and  will  be  of  service.  1  nee<l  llowzt^and  his  tiattalion  vervmuch, 
particularly  as  he  and  his  officers  ha^e  j)asstHl  thVougli  the  country  in  which  1  intend 
they  shall  o[)erate  after  retMipcration.  It  is  the  countrv  alnrnt  Laoag.  l^oag  is  a 
larger  town  than  Vigan,  and  the  numenms  barrios  an<l  thi(rkly  s(ittle<i  valleys  within 
ten  miles  nnjuire  considerable  forc^e  to  guard  the  mountain  {>asses  and  protect  the 
inhabitants  until  these  robber  Imnds  are  exterminated,  which  I  feel  confident  can  be 
done  if  the  proper  active  measures  are  pursuinl.  Lieutenant  Duffy  with  a  force  has 
8tarte<J  from  here  with  a  telegraph  line  southward. 

From  Candon  north  jKiles  and  wires  have  been  destroyed  by  insurgt^nts.  1  have 
causcni  the  provincial  ])residente  of  Ilwos  Sur  to  din'ct  the  locil  presiflentes  to  have 
the  poU«  aelivere<l  and  put  up  as  ra])idiy  as  possible.  I  sen<l  the  f 'natellnno  Iwick 
tf>-day  under  charge  of  Cantain  Rams<»y  for  a4lditional  neede<l  supplies.  She  will 
carry  some  sick  and  wound wl  ancl  a  few  Spanish  prisoners,  also  a  man  from  each 
troop  to  find  and  bring  up  comjiany  re<'onl8,  in  onler  that  pay-rolls  may  l)e  accom- 
plished, and  men  whose  si»rvice  has  ex^nred  may  1h»  dischargcni.  *  *  *  i  have 
no  interpreter  now  except  mv  aide.  Lieutenant  Sme<lburg,  who  is  alrea^ly  over- 
worke<l  m  performing  the  (iutfes  of  arljutant-gi^neral  and  otlier  im^^ortant  8er\'ice. 
Need  stenographer  and  typewriter  in  order  to  gt»t  ui)  my  rei)ort  withm  a  reasonable 
time.  It  you  nave  any  otiicer  or  civilian  who  couUl  l)e  spare<l  to  organize  the  pro- 
vincial anS  municipal  governments  hen»,  he  should  Ih'  sent  at  ontv,  as  the  people  are 
very  anxious  to  have  the  govermnent  macthinery  in  oi)eration.  I  have  directed  all 
officials  to  proceerl  as  they  did  under  Sjwmish  law  Wfore  the  insurriH'tion,  until 
otherwise  directed.  I  recommend  Capt.  J.  <  i.  Ballance,  Twenty-set!ond  Infantry,  for 
this  work,  if  he  can  l)e  si>are<l,  and  it  is  agreeable  ti>  him.  Captain  Shields,  Thirty- 
third  Infantry,  reports  from  Bangue«l  the  presence  of  roving  bands  of  insurgent**  in  tfie 
vicinity.  I)ecemr)er  IK  mounte<l  band  of  5()  or  75  in  the  vicinity  of  Pagala,  near 
Bucay,  going  east.  December  19  band  of  7  kille<l  native  rariclnnan  near  BanguecL 
Unconfirmed  report  that  KO  passed  near  Hdigan  Dw^mlx^r  19.  Rcenforcements 
have  been  forwarded  to  Bangued.

Following  just  receiver!:  **Near  Danlaos,  in  mountains,  De<»emlH^r  17,  1HJI9. — We 
ran  into  this  place yesterrlay  afternoon,  afterthe  most  fatiguing  man^h  up  and  down  the 
mountains.  About  4  o'cloc^k  we  ran  into  a  small  rancheria,  and  to  our  surprise  and 
pleasure  found  prisoners,  Sergeant  Ge<^rg<'  Mc^Donald,  ComiMny  I,  Twenty-first  Infan- 
try, captured  at  Imus,  Cavite;  Norman  (ialen,  U.  S.  S.  lialtiniore,  capture*!  at  San 
Fabian,  November  8,  1899;  John  J.  Farley,  U.  S.  S.  Oreqnn,  laiptureil  in  Orani  River, 
September  17,  1899.  Gllmore  and  remainder  of  party  left  here  v(«terday  morning 
on  the  road  toCabugaoan  and  we  are,  of  course,  closelv  l>ehind.  We  have  exhausted 
the  talent  of  our  guide  and  are  now  delayed  lookuig  for  a  pilot.    The  country  is  not 
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onlv  flitticiilt  hut  iH'rilniiH,  and  inmi  wliat  I  can  learn  there  is  onlvone  wav^  to  reach 
the  plan-.  Hnwev«»r.  if  jH^npk*  have  j?oneover  it  we  will  tr>'  it  too.  The  cap- 
tun*  was  nia<l(»  by  a  complete  surprise.  Howze  was  up  with  his  point,  and  tne 
jjni«le  nhnwi'd  him  tht»  hon*^.  KneinvV  sentinel  tire<l  as  soon  as  we  came  in  sight. 
No  <»nt*  toiu'lu'*!,  hut  one  insurpi»nt  kille<l  by  our  jwint  and  two  others  who  tried  to 
i»H<'a[H' als«»  killtMi.  Tlie  country  i8  sfwirwly  st'ttled  and  the  situation  critical  if  we 
take  liack  trail.  If  {Mi.N<il»le  to  cross  mountains  we  can  ^t  into  valley  and  take  care 
of  ourwlves.  You  can  easily  appnn'iate  the  neii^ssity  of  a  boat  at  Ajparri  or  Pani|v 
l(>na»  preferably  Aimrri.  The  magniticient  coura^\  endurance,  ami  spirit  of  this 
(roiiiman<l  naturally  makes  me  [)roud  of  my  iK)sition  as  its  commander.  Howze  is  as 
full  of  enenry,  rcsoun-e,  and  inspiring  enterprise  as  ever.  His  example  carries  great 
weight  in  this,  xhv  hanlest  piei^^  of  work  of  niv  life.  I  have  promiseil  these  guides 
$15  apitH'c,  whi<'li  please  i>ay,  as  we  are  out  of  funds.  Hare,  Colonel  Thirty-Thini 
Infantrv." 

This  Is  most  glorious  news.  Hare  and  Howze  and  their  little  commands  have  done 
wonders,  and  certainly  <l<»serve  the  thanks  of  Congress  and  substantial  recognition 
for  their  work.  I  liave  sc^nt  the  Wheelino  toAparri  to  bring  them  here,  as  indicated 
in  my  former  disj)atch.  If  the  Prmcetott^  which  has  just  dropped  anchor  off  this 
place,  has  no  siH'cial  urgent  orders,  I  will  go  on  her  to  I.Aoag  to-morrow,  and  send 
out  reinfonvments  with  supplies  to  meet  Hare,  in  ca'W  circumstances  comiHjl  him  to

— To  Acting  Adjutant-Cieneral,  Vigan:  I  have  just 
retunie<l  from  Quiangan.  Inhabitants  unite  in  saying  that  Aguinaido  did  not  get 
through  to  that  place,  and  a  house-to-house  search  failed  to  reveal  any  trace  of  him. 
Dilficulties  of  travel  during  man'h  indescribable.  My  rear  guard  was  attacked  twice 
by  siivage  Igorrote  warriors  armed  with  si>ear8  and  shields,  and  one  of  my  men.  Pri- 
vate Kd.  1  lorrfcldt,  E  Companv,  killed  by  a  thrown  lance.  They  were  driven  off  with 
grivat  slaughter,  24  l)eing  killed  in  all,  while  numerous  others  were  undoubtedly 
wounded  and  carried  off  into  the  forests.  These  savages  have  been  attacking  tiie 
insurgent  forces  with  impunity  and  had  them  completely  terrorized.  When  they 
attacko<l  my  fonre,  however,  they  were  taught  a  very  severe  lesson,  which  should  be 
of  niati^rial  value  when  the  United  States  gets  ready  to  open  up  that  wild  country.

I 
am  holding  them  at  C'andon  for  transportation  by  steamer  to  their  homes  near  Manila. 
There  are  held  here  and  at  I>aoag  about  125  Tagalo  prisoners  awaiting  transportation 
south.  The  necessity  of  a  steam  vessel  here  stationed  under  my  command  is  again 
urged.  My  cavalry  horses  are  worked  up  to  their  limit  of  endurance.  My  belief  is 
that  by  keeping  up  a  constant  hunt  after  the.«e  nnmlerers,  thieves,  and  roobera  the 
countn'can  lie  cleared  of  them  in  two  months,  and  I  Ixilieve  that  this  cAn  be  acoom- 
plishe<l  by  adding  to  mv  present  force  the  absent  company  of  Penn's  battalion  and 
small  steam  vessel  capable  of  carrving  one  company  and  tlie  necessary  supplies.  It 
could  be  accomplished  sooner  with  more  troo|>H.

Ita  contontH  have  Ix^n  t^riifnlly  coiiHidenMl  ])y*the  commanding  general  of  the  depart- 
ment. It  is  of  course  liis  ilesire  to  give  you,  consistent  with  rtKiuirementrf  elsewhere, 
all  tlie  troops  tliat  an»  niHMled  for  the  restoration  of  t)rder  within  the  limitH  of  vour 
command.  Pn^j^ent  indicjitions  are,  liowever,  that  not  more  than  one  additional 
battalion,  of  40()  men,  can  l)e  allottt^l  to  y<mr  district.  Kven  these  can  not  be^parwi 
until  the  n»sult  of  the  ex|KHliti'»n  to  the  Camarini'a  is  known.  In  Manila,  quiet 
though  enough  uixm  the  surface*  of  things,  there  is  a  large  numl)er  of  plotting  and 
Hc^heming  insurgent^-,  many  of  whom  held  higli  rank  in  the  rebel  anny,  necessitating 
the  pres<*nce  hen*  an<l  in  this  vitanity  of  a  c<.>n8i<lerable  Ixxly  of  troops.  More  men 
are  also  nHiuinnl  for  w^rvice  along  the  railway  and  for  patnjlling  the  country  adja- 
cent thereto.  Much  aa  we  wouM  like  to  meet  your  wishes  in  that  behalf,  it  set*ms 
impractii»ble  to  let  DuvalFs  regiment  or  any  i)art  of  it  join  your  command.  The

Unfortunately,  did  not  get  any 
paptirs  or  letters.  The  sign  now  adopted  is  the  Katii)unan  triangle  and  sun  tatooe«l. 
with  blood  uiM)n  the  brc»aflt.  These  junta."^  are  o[)erating  in  all  the  general's  territ4)rv; 
very  weak  yet,  but  getting  strong  rapidly.  My  striking  them  to-<lay  will  prolmbly 
cause  a  change  of  sigh  and  weaken  the  prospect  for  them  in  this  provmcv.

"Namaej)acan,  March  6. — Adjuiant-(Teneral,  Vigan:  In  reference  to  the  killing  of 
Corjxjral  King  and  Private  Davis  at  San  Prancisc^,  I  wish  to  add  that  I  have  definite 
informati«  »n  of  the  existence  (»f  at  lea«<t  five  insurrecto  organizations  within  a  radius  of 
10  miles  (»f  Naniacr>acan  and  Bangar.  The  toi)ography  is  such  that  it  is  impossible 
to  bring  large  fi>rce  in  contact  with  these  insurrectos.  When  they  greatly  outnuml)er 
the  Americans  they  fight,  otherwise  they  retreat  into  mountains.  The  situation  is 
such  that  it  is  unsafe  to  sen<l  out  Undies  of  less  than  40  or  50  men.  The  insurrectos 
have  a  well -organized  system  of  esi>ionage,  and  all  movements  are  immediately 
reported  bv  couriers.  Si'cret  infonnation  leads  me  to  distrust  most  of  the  native 
officials,  'f  he  insurrecto  recruiting  officers  are  telling  the  natives  that  the  Americans 
are  meeting  with  heavy  losst^s  in  the  south.  I  have  reason  to  l)elieve  that  at  an  early 
date  a  large  shiimient  of  arms  and  ammunition  is  exi>ecte<l  from  Japan,  but  will  not 
necessarily  Ix^  unloaded  in  the  vicinity.  The  troops  at  Namacpacan  and  Bangar, 
within  the  last  five  or  six  weeks,  have  lost  6  men  killed,  2  missing,  and  (i  wounded. 
The  insurrwtos  have  captured  14  American  carbines  2Uid  rifles  and  about  equal  num- 
ber of  revolvers.  The  tollowing  insurrecto  officers  are  in  the  field  in  the  vicinity: 
Lieutenant-(-olonel  Villamar,  in  vicinity  of  Alilem;  Major  Guiterrez,  somewhere 
betwi.»t»n  Alilem  and  San  Juan;  Captain  Angeles,  near  San  Francisco;  Captain  Men- 
doza,  near  Castr(>;  Captain  Hapon,  near  Tagudin;  Lieutenant  Simplicio,  near  Castro; 
Lieutenant  Cruz,  near  Kala(»ang;  Lieutenants  litisurrecion  and  Joa(]uin  Luna,  near 
Batatoan.  I  don't  })elieve  that  it  serves  our  inten^sts  to  send  out  small  scouting 
parties.  Past  experience  has  lx?en  that  no  information  is  obtained  or  lai^fe  forces 
are  encountered.  The  <lead  men  all  show  evidence's  of  mutilation.  Will  send  Col- 
onel Wessels  a  copv  of  this  meK*<age.     (Signed)  Johnson,  captain." 

Pack  transportation  is  nec!essary  for  me  to  keep  a  lan?e  enough  force  in  the  field  to 
contend  with  the  enemy  under  the  conditions  now  existing.

Following  juHt  ixH^'ived  from  Laoag:  ''I  have  to  report  that  although  we  arc  thor- 
oughly patrolling  this  province  with  the  troops  of  this  command,  and  that  everything 
is  now  tranquil,  and  the  people  apimrontly  contented  and  resuming  former  condi- 
tions, yet  there  is  strong  undercurrent  of  bad  spirit  and  pro|)arations  for  revolt. 
There  are  not  sufficient  troops  in  this  province  for  the  work  now  being  done.  In 
view  of  approaching  rainy  sea^jii,  when  commuuic^ation  will  be  slow  and  dithcult,  a 
greater  nunilwr  of  sub|>o8ts  will  be  neiiessary  to  lKU*stablishe<l,  and  thenetMi  for  more 
troops  will  Ikj  most  urgent.

Uiie  was  cut  several  davs  ago  near  Santa  Cruz.  He  estimates  their  numlx?r  as  60, 
from  amount  of  fire  and  empty  shells  found.  Flad  a  fight  lasting  some  time,  during 
which  he  had  1  man  woun<ie<l,  Cori>oral  Walter  Tndiern,  Company  K,  1<^,  severe: 
He  lost  3  native  i>onies,  killed.  He  ende<l  the  fight  by  chargmg  the  enemy  and 
driving  them  out  l)ehind  their  shelter  and  mattering  them.  Found  1  di^ad  Dody, 
3  hats  with  bullet  holes  in  them  and  l)lo(xl  and  brains  inside,  and  saw  others  drop. 
Three  i)ri8oners.  (Signed)  Hare,  c6mmanding."  Am  exiKJCting  reiK>rt  from  Howze 
of  concerted  movement  of  four  colunms  on  enemy  in  mountains  l)etween  Badoc  and 
Banna,  where  information  ])laced  Tinio  and  Aglipay  with  400  men.

I  lis  (»riginal  party,  54  men  and  Lieutenant  Chis- 
holm  and  ICH)  frien<lly  natives  divi«le<l  at  Bavabas,  sending  Chisholm  via  Sablang, 
Intending  to  join  at  (-ajiangan,  but  Chisholm  did  not  make  it  in  time.  Rest  of  detach- 
ment has  returned  to  Aringay.  As  result  of  harrying  two  days'  running  fight,  Fon- 
tenilla  sent  word  that  if  pennitted  to  return  to  Tubao  an<i  rt'sume  work,  he  would 
surrender  87  rifles,  1.'50  men  and  4  officers,  besi«les  himself.  One  t)f  these  officers  is 
Naimo  (renova,  who  ha**  given  much  trouble.  As  Thomason  knew  that  Fontenilla 
was  presidente,  he  wrmld  not  grant  the  terms,  but  j)romitfe<l  that  if  suj»erior  authority 
<lid  not  grant  them,  he  would  return  him  and  hiHcompanytoth(>  place  of  conferemx;, 
]>ut  the  captain  was  mistnistful.  As  (general  Onlers  40 allow  hisdismissal  from  office 
by  district  conn nander,  1  respectfully  n.>commendthathisoff(>rlx;ac(repted,and  that 
neither  he  nor  his  followers  l>e  tried  if  he  fulfills  the  contract  to  deliver.  The  lesson 
they  have  just  had  will  Ihj  ample  to  keep  them  straight.     Duvall,  commanding."

The  foro^oinj?  oopios  of  telegrams,  selected  from  many  which  passed, 
indicate  Huliicicntly  tiie  nature  and  difficulties  of  this  northern  cani- 
])ai^n  which  (ieneral  Youn^ conducted.  While  driving  the  force  with 
Aguinaldo  to  the*  northeast wtird,  he  hastened  up  the  coast  to  liberate 
the  Si^anish  and  American  prisonei*s  who  had  been  sent  by  the  enemy 
into  that  n^tjfion  during  scvt^ral  ])receding  months,  where  thej'  were 
retained  under  Tagalo  supiTvision.  His  troops  liberated  more  than 
3,000  of  them,  following  relentlessly  all  anned  bodies  and  detachments 
by  which  thev  were  guarded.  The  importance  which  the  insurgents 
attached  to  tlie  retention  of  th(^m  may  be  understood  from  the  cap- 
tured instructions  sent  to  one  of  their  chief,  officers  on  November  15 
from  Tarlac,  which  an*  as  follows: 

Will  n(»t  jjo  to  Manila.  Otis  did  not  accept  our  proposition.  To-day  enemy 
attacked  our  ()nt|><)sts.  }nM*anse  ( Min  promiw-^l  McKinley  to  take  Tarlac  to-day.  Think 
they  can  not  break  thnuijrh.  Take  care  of  our  prisoners,  for  therein  lies  our  great 
hoiH'.  Spanish  conunissionen*  try  to  deceive  uh,  dealing;  with  us  a£  insurgents.  Our 
^►vernmt^nt  sent  thi'm  away  and  they  withdrew  jrreatly  displeased.  The  quadruple 
alliance  Injtween  Fnince,  Unsj^ia,  (Jennany,  and  Spain' is  a  fact.  Before  December 
we  will  know  our  fate.  Throu^rhont  Kurojxj  there  issymimthy  for  our  cause.  Amer- 
can  Democrats  already  in  our  favor.    They  are  sure  of  Bryan's  triumph  next  election. 

The  secun*  holding  of  the  imprisoned  friars  was  likewise  deemed 
most  important.  Three  hundred  of  them  were  collected  in  the  Benguet 
and  Ahra  provinces  and  in  the  valley  of  the  Cagayan,  and  through 
them  the  msuigents  expected  to  extort  favorable  action  from  tne 
Roman  Catholic  Church  authorities.  The  loss  of  all  these  prisoners  at 
this  time  was  a  great  ])low  to  the  aspirations  and  expectations  of  Agui- 
naldo  and  his  adherents,  for  they  had  for  sin'eral  months  been  conduct- 
ing negotiations  with  S|)ain  having  in  viewa  general  release,  but  their 
demands  were  exorbitant,  extending  to  the  official  i^ecognition  of 
tluMr  so-called  government  and  the  payment  of  a  very  large  sum  of 
money.  To  these  negotiations  allusion  is  made  in  the  statement  con- 
tained in  the  above-cited  telegram  that  '^  Spanish  commissioners  try  to 
deceive  us,  (^tc."' 

A  review  of  the  telegi*aphic  dispatches  which  we  have  presented 
shows  that  the  difficulties  exi)erienced  by  General  Young's  troops 
increas(*d  grc^itly  after  they  entered  these  northwestern  provinces, 
because  of  the  efforts  of  the  Tagalo  chiefs  to  incite  the  inhabitants  to 
active  hostility  by  eveiy  ])ossiblc  artifice,  appealing  to  their  creed, 
superstitions  and  race  prejudices,  and  by  ruthlessly  enforcing  the 
demands  which  they  made  upon  them  th rough- robbery  and  murder, 
The  disi)atches  show  that  our  men  were  gladly  received  by  the  mass 
of  the  p(H)nle  upon  entering  tht*  ])rovinces.  that  later,  a  portion  of  the 
people  uncler  insurgent  impnvssment  contributed  in  men  and  money  to 
drive  the  Americans  out,  and  finally  that  the  great  majority,  gaining 
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confidence,  united  with  our  troops  to  destroy  the  Tagalos  and  the  rob- 
ber Imnds  which  they  directed.  It  was  found  necessaiy  to  gradually 
incn^ase  Genenil  Young's  force  as  the  efforts  of  the  enemy  increasea. 
He  had  with  him  ori«:iniillv  the  Third  Cavalrv,  the  Thirtv-third  and 
throe  companies  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  and  there  were  sent  to 
him  an  additional  15  companies  of  infantry  and  a  battalion  of  native 
sc'outs,  which  was  inci'cas(»d  in  numbers  to  2i>0, 

Our  cursory  ri^vicw  of  these  openitions  extends  over  a  period  of  five 
months,  or  from  the  middle  of  November  to  April  IH,  whereas  we  cov- 
en»d  a  recital  of  affairs  in  the  C-a^iyan  Valley  and  in  other  portions  of 
Luzon  north  of  Manila  to  DecemlMM*  16  only.  Nor  have  we  mentioned 
the  jittempts  put  forth  to  establish  civil  government  and  to  open  the 
coast  iK)rts  to  tnide  in  anv  of  the  provinces  of  the  island  of  which  we 
had  taken  possession  during  th(»  fall  and  winter,  and  which  were  initi- 
ated in  northw<\stein  Luzon  as  early  as  I)ec(»mber  22.  We  leave  these 
civil  matters  for  future  considenition,  intending  now  to  bring  foi*ward 
military  opemtions  in  the  Cagayan  country  to  a  recent  date,  thereafter 
to  recount  the  various  incid(»nts  of  the  campaign  In  southern  Luzon, 
which  conunenced  in  January,  and  those  which  attended  the  active 
emplovment  of  our  troops  in  the  Visayas  imder  the  supervision  of 
Brigaclier-Gencnil  Hughes,  which  began  early  in  November  and  con- 
tinued through  several  successive  months. 

Tirona,  the  insurgent  general,  surrendered  the  provinces  of  the 
Cagayan  Vall(\v  to  Captain  McC'alla  of  the  Navy  on  th(»  Uth  of  Decem- 
ber while  Batchelors  battalion  of  the  Twentv-fourth  Infantrv  and 
Castner's  native  scouts  were  descending  the  river.  That  iMittalion  waf^ 
to  be  brought  to  Dagupan  by  sea,  thenct*  to  pi'oceed  to  join  its  regi- 
ment in  the  Nueva  Kcija  province,  and  it  was  necessarv  to  send  troops 
to  Aparri  to  relieve  it  and  to  ]:x)lice  the  country  to  the*  northward  as 
far  as  liayonlK)ng,  where  Baldwin's  battalion  of  the  Twenty-second 
Infantry  was  retained.  The  little  opposition  encountered  by  the 
Twenty-fourth  Infantrv  Iwittalion  indicated  that  a  small  force  would 
prove  sufficient  for  the  puii^ose,  and  the  Sixteenth  Infantry  was  detailed 
tor  that  duty  in  orders  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

of  the  inhabitants  of  tliat  se<'tion  of  country. 

Tiie  headquarters  and  one  l>attalion  of  tlie  ri>giinent  will  take  station  at  Aparri, 
one  battalion  at  Tuguepirao  and  I  lagan,  and  the  remaining  troops  to  the  south  of 
the  same  on  the  line  above  indicate<l. 

Colonel  HockI  is  hereby  api>ointe<l  military  governor  of  the  provincres  of  Cagayan, 
Isaljcla,  and  Nueva  Vizcaya.  He  will  establish  r\y\\  government  in  the  towns  within 
his  command,  after  the  course  j)ursueil  by  him  in  the  province  of  Bulacan  along  the 
railway  line  which  his  regiment  ret^'ntly  btx'upieii.  He  will  receive  from  the  prei»ent 
civil  governor,  General  Tirona,  at  A])arri,  who  was  temporarily  continue<l  in  otiioe 
by  the  United  State**  authorities  after  the  late  sum^nder  by  him  of  the  provinces 
indicated,  all  re<'ord8  and  ptiblic  property  i)ertaining  theix'to,  and  will  establish, 
through  the  apiKiintment  ol  officers  ot  his  (*ommand  and  necessary  details,  the  cua- 
tomsand  intenial  n*venue  offi(H*s  <iemande<:l  for  the  exe<*ution  of  public  civil  admin- 
istration.   These  offices  will  be  conduct^  as  prescribed  by  general  orders  ii 
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fmni  thin  ofRro  and  the  sixM'ilir  instnictions  prepared  by  the  customs  and  internal 
revenue  oflices  at  Manila.  Correspoudem*!  upon  all  mattere  of  civil  adniini.stration 
will  U*  «MHiductecl  with  tin*  si'cretary  to  the  militarv  governor.  Further  instructions 
will  he  coniniuni«'ate«l  to  Colonel  IIcHjd,  for  hitf  guidance  before  his  deimrture,  by  the 
military  governor. 

The  regiment  upon  sailing  will  l»e  .siipplie<i  with  50,000  rations  in  bulk,  besides  15 
rations  |H»r  man  from  <late  of  .'^ailing;  also  2r>0,lXX)  roands  of  ammunition,  and  the 
quartermaster's  transp  >rtation  which  may  hereafter  be  determined  u|>on.  Coasting 
vesst^Ls  will  Ix*  disiuitclied  a-"  soon  as  secured  and  laden. 

Thi\se  orders  ]inH*odod  b}'  a  single  da}'  the  appointment  of  General 
Young  as  militarv  gov(»rnor  of  all  provinces  of  northern  Luzon  west 
of  those  of  ('agayan,  Isabela,  and  Nueva  Vizcaya,  to  wit:  Abra,  Bon- 
t(K*,  Henguet,  Le])anto,  Ilocos  (north  and  south),  and  Union,  with 
headquarters  at  Vigan. 

The  Sixteenth  Infantry  sailed  for  Aparri  as  dire^^ted,  and  upon 
arrival  there  two  of  its  battalions  proceeded  up  the  Rio  Grande  de 
Ca<javan  for  distribution  at  the  most  imporUmt  centers  of  population, 
whicfe  they  occupied.  Affairs  progressed  favorably  until  March  1, 
when  active  hostilities  were  iiK'ited  f)v  the  Tagalos,  whom  General 
Tirona  had  surrt^ndered  and  who  remained  in  the  country,  and  by 
others  who  had  crossed  in  small  detachments  from  over  the  western 
mountain  districts  of  Isabela  and  the  Nueya  Vizcaya  provinces.  A 
num]x>r  of  the  inhabitants  were  rob])ed  and  a  few  murdered.-  Minor 
engagement's  resulti^l,  the  most  severe  of  which  occurred  west  of 
Aparri  near  Liiuio,  occasioned  by  insurgent  troops  who  probably  had 
made  their  way  to  that  point,  where  they  intrenched,  by  the  north 
coast  road  and  wheie  they  had  been  joined  by  the  disaffected  in  the 
vicinity.  The  Aparri  troops  were  sent  to  drive  them  out,  and  in  the 
operations  which  ensued  suffered  the  loss  of  an  officer  and  several 
men  in  killed  and  wounded.  On  March  5  Colonel  Hood  called  for 
additional  troops,  when  headquarters  and  two  battalions  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  Infantry  w(Me  ])r()mptly  sent.  These  were  distributed  in  the 
up]x»r  country  and  soon  restored  safety  and  the  resumption  of  active 
business  within  its  boiders.  Considerable  labor  attended  the  supply- 
ing of  these  detachments,  and  we  were  obliged  finally  to  look  to  tfee 
route  northward  over  tlie  Caraballo  pass  by  which  to  transport  by 
pack  and  wheel  the  sup])lies  required  in  the  Bayonbong  district. 
Those  needed  for  all  other  stations  were  drawn  from  Aparri  as  a  base. 

Upon  the  return  of  (i(»neral  Lawton  and  stiiff  to  Manila  on  Decem- 
ber IH  the  province  of  Bulacan  reverted  to  General  MacArthur's 
control.  The  operations  of  his  troops  under  Generals  Itell  and  Grant 
in  tlu*  provinces  of  Zanibales  and  Batiian,  to  which  the  bulk  of  Agui- 
naldo's  railroad  force  had  retired,  and  likewise  all  important  military 
movements  to  the  eastward  of  the  Rio  Grande  River,  have  been  herein 
reported  to  date  of  December  12.  The  withdrawal  soon  after  of  Gen- 
eral AVheaton  and  staff  from  the  Tayug  line  to  Manila  placed  all  por- 
tions of  Luzon  north  of  Cahxx^an  and  south  of  the  districts  of  Generals 
Young  and  Hood  under  (leneral  MacArthur's  superyision.  General 
Grant  had  marched  through  the  Bataan  ])rovince  and  with  Nayy 
assistance  had  taken  possession  of  Olongapo  and  Subig,  on  the  shore 
of  Sui)ig  Bay.  He  was  preparing  to  march  up  the  coast  and  com- 
numicate  with  the  cohnnn,  which  had  shortly  before  passed  from 
Bamban  on  the  railroad,  through  ()T)onnell,  directly  westward  for 
n)a.  Large  captures  of  insurgent  military  stores  had  been  made  by 
General  Bell  in  noj'thern  Zanibales,  and  the  remnants  of  the  dispersed 
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insurgent  army  had  been  driven  back  into  the  mountains.     On  Decem- 
ber 14  and  15  the  following  telegraphic  con-espondence  passed:

Third  Infantry  detachment  now  with  him  to 
returnusKJon  a.*<  p<)^'sil)le,  w)  that  the  iMittahon  to  whi«'li  it  U'lonjjH  may  >ro  to  the  raii- 
rr)ad  in  jjursuanct;  of  yourorders  of  ycnti^nlay.  If  recommendation  isapprove<l,  please 
direct  General  (iranf  to  lucate  the  Thirty-8econ<l  at  Orani  and  Suhij;,  the  strength  of 
each  j:arris<»n  to  W  determincil  by  him,  and  to  send  the  Twenty-fifth  to  Iba,  with 
directions  to  place  100  men  at  Santa  Cruz.  Thisprc>granune  wouhl  of  course  re<iuire 
some  arran>rements  for  supply  of  garrisons  by  water,  ami  it  would  also  Iw  well  to 
initiate  some  action  immediately  Wking  to  the  tehyraphic  connection  of  the  garri- 
Bons  menticFiUMl  with  the  line  now  ojM'mting  lK*twtH?n  Angeles  an<l  Dinalupihan.  I 
now  occupy  O'Donnell,  Moriones,  San  Igna<4o,  an<i  Mangatarem,  and  proiK)se  as 
soon  as  1  can  arnuigt^  for  supply,  which  is  <liili(*ult  <.»n  acrount  of  impassalile  roads, 
to  occupy  Camiling  and  San  (.'leJnente.  If  Subig,  Iba,  and  Santa  Cruz  are  oci^npied 
on  the  Coast  in  <'onnwtion  with  the  towns  ocinipicd  on  the  west  side  of  the  <livide, 
agitators  will  be  confine<l  to  the  mountains,  where  they  can  not  subsist  in  numl)erM 
f(>r  any  great  length  of  time.  The  towns  mentione<i  on  east  side  of  range  have  in  all 
previous  n»voluti<ins  l)een  rendezvous  ior  <•< inspirators,  and  bast^  froni  whit:h  anned 
imnds  have  conductol  extensive  depn.rdatit>n8.on  the  surrounding  country.  Penna- 
nent  occupation,  therefore,  of  these  places,  and  also  i>rincii»ii(^M)ints  <»n  the  s<.*acoast, 
will  give  US  cuntrril  of  all  resources  and  j)ossibly  effectually  solve  the  military  prol> 
lem  west  of  the  railroad  and  north  of  San  Fernando.

Tlu»  Thirty-Second  should  be  sufficiently  strong 
to  ^^arrison  Oraniand  Subi^,  a^  the  Navy  has  i(K)  men  at  Olon^po  at  the  present 
time  and  intt*n<ls  to  It-ave  them  there.  The  liattalion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Infantry 
will  Ik'  taken  on  Inmrd  the  tran8|x>rt  Cnniwn,  to  Ih»  sent  out  to-day,  and  after  leaving 
tht^  nei'tn^iry  force  at  Iba  the  remainder  of  the  liattalion  will  march  on  the  shore 
road  or  prcM'<H'd  by  Ixiat  to  Santa  Cniz,  thert^  taking  station.

Thereafter  you  are 
authorize*!  to  undertake  Huch  exi)edition}?  ajirainst  insurgents,  outlaws,  and  mbbera, 
and  a^inst  pla*-eH  hel<l  by  them,  a**  the  IcM*ation  and  Htrongth  of  vour  troope  warrant, 
and  as  you  may  deiMU  neces«iry  and  exiMnlient.  Six  thousand  additional  rations  will 
l>e  wnt  to  you,  and  with  those  now  on  the  Mnclan  the  battalion  of  the  Thirty-second 
Infantry  will  Ih'  rationetl  mitil  the  end  of  the  month,  the  remaining  rations  to  he 
taken  to  Ihi  and  Santa  Cniz  on  the  trannport  Carmen.  The  i\irmm  will  then  be 
K'nt  back- to  Manila  with  full  report  of  o|>eration8  and  such  requests  for  supplies  as 
vou  may  recpiire.  It  mi^rht  Ik»  well  to  keep  adetachment  from  the  Orani  garrison  at 
))inalui)ihan  to  wat<'h  well  the  roads  north  and  west  of  that  jwint."  A  <*opy  of  this 
letter  has  l>een  fnrnishe<i  the  commanding  general,  fiecoml  Division.

T\w  iovvfroin^  iiLstruotions  were  carried  out,  and  after  the  requisite 
garrisons  had  boon  pla(*ed,  (icnenil  Grant  returned  to  his  headquarters 
on  the  ]\hinila  and  Dagupan  liailway. 

About  this  tiinc^  a  stranj^e  fanaticism,  supposed  to  te  religious  in 
chamctcr,  pn^vailcd  quite  extensivolv  and  produced  a  good  deal  of 
cxcit<'Uiont  among  the  inhabiUmts  of  central  Luzon.  Self-declared 
prophets  were  revealing  and  proclaiming  new  creeds  which  were  quite 
markedly  varia])lc  in  origin  and  nature,  and  were  collecting  converts 
in  Hulacan,  Pampangji,  and  Pangasinan.  In  a  secluded  spot  a  few 
miles  from  C.'ahimpit,  a  sect  numbering  several  hundred  had  located 
its(^lf  and  erected  several  nipa  buildings  where  it  practiced  its  rites  and 
ineantationn.  It  was  dispersed  by  our  troops  and  its  chief  prophet 
sent  to  Manila.  He  proved  to  be  an  individual  who  earlier  had  setup 
an  (establishment  in  tliat  city  from  which  he  was  taken  by  the  police 
and  sent  to  prison,  where  he  was  kept  in  confinement  several  months 
for  his  illegal  money  exactions  from  the  more  ignoi'ant  natives.  Edu- 
cated Filipinos  had  some  tune  previous  given  us  warning  of  the  exist- 
ence and  iner(»ase  of  these  fanatical  sects  in  Luzon,  and  conveyed  their 
ai)preliensions  that  we  might  experience  difficulty  in  handling  them  if 
tfiev  were  permitted  to  follow  their  inclinations.  On  Deceiiil)er  17 
Gi'iuMal  MacArthm*  tt^lcgraphed  from  Bautista  the  following: 

Ciil)aruaii  is  ji  vill:io:t'  looat^Ml  stuiR*  S  iiiiles  dirtK^tly  ea«t  of  Malaaiqui,  which  is  a 
niilmad  station  a  sliort  distance  south  of  Dii^upan.  Itrt  normal  population  is  about 
live  hninlrc<l.  It  luus  l)c»en  si'hrti'<i  as  the  nanlezvoiw  oi  a  fanatical  religious  organi- 
zation of  auino,  kind  an<l  iKJople  from  surrounding  towns  and  barrios  forSed  toasi^em- 
l)le  tlu*re.  To-<lay  there  aro  more  than  ten  thousand  people  there,  nearly  all  of  them 
nn<it'r  duress.  The  fanatics  are  also  roblx^rs  and  murderers,  and  have  rect*iitly  com- 
mittod  the  most  cruel  depredations  on  surrounding  towns,  especially  Malusinui, 
where  nine  murders  have  heen  ct>nnnitte<l  within  the  last  few  weeks,  'this  morning 
about  li  a.  ni.  the  i>lace  was  surrounded  by  Com|)anies  Band  E,  Seventeenth  Infantry, 
un«ler  connnand  of  Captain  Wnn,  Lieutenant  Humi)hreys,  Lieutenant  Brushfield, 
.iuci  Lieutenant  Thomas.  Resistance  was  encrountered  at  outpost;  troops  advanced 
and  captured  the  ])Iace.  Three  roblx*rs  were  killed,  five  wounded,  and  thirteen 
guns  captureii,  and  it  is  e.\j)ecte<l  that  a  larger  numlier  will  l)e  surrendered  before 
morning.  Lieutenant  HrushtieM  vvjis  slightly  wounde<l  in  right  arm  below  elbow. 
Colonel  Smith  was  on  th«^  ground  and  suj>ervise<l  the  movement  in  his  usual  efficient 
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manner.  The  thousands  of  people  there  under  duress  have  been  ordered  home,  and 
in  a  few  da}[8  it  is  hoped  that  the  excitement  that  has  kept  this  part  of  Pangauinan  in 
an  uproar  since  our  arrival  here  will  subside.  I  shall  keep  two  companies  at  Caba- 
ruan  for  the  i)resent  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  people  now  tnere,  and  prevent  robljers 
from  utilizing  the  old  rendezvous  from  which  to  continue  their  depredations.  Pre- 
cisely how  the  relij^ious  and  ro])l)er  elements  are  combined  1  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  aK'ertain,  but  it  Is  a  fact  that  i)eople  by  the  thousandH  have  Ix'^en  driven  into  this 
place  an<l  treated  with  the  mcjst  wanton '  cnielt v.  Colonel  Smith  saw  nine  women 
and  several  children  who  had  lx?en  tortured  by  bolo  cuts  inflicted  on  all  part^^of  their 
Ixxlies.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  this  part  of  Pangasinan  has  l)een  terrorizes!  by  these 
people — the  large  town  of  Malasiqui  lieingalmont  entirely  depopiilate<l  in  consequence 
of  tneir  depreilations.  I  have  now  in  conflnement  in  different  places  between  here 
an<l  Dagupan  six  or  seven  desfwrate  criminals  connecte<l  with  this  robber  organization, 
some  (yr  all  of  whom  can  be  convicted  of  murder  if  quick  trial  could  be  had  by  mili- 
tary commission  in  this  vicinity.  In  case  of  conviction  1  think  most  of  the  robber 
dirficulties  in  this  part  of  Pangasinan  will  l)e  tenninated.  The  importance  of  this 
day's  work  in  this  matter  can  not  l)e  overestimateil,  and  Colonel  Smith  and  the  offi- 
cers engaj^ed  are  entitled  to  very  ^reat  credit.  Some  of  the  troojw  employeil  had  to 
make  a  night  march  of  over  20  miles  in  onler  to  get  into  position. 

The  prompt  action  taken  in  Bulacan  and  Pangasinan  scattered  the^se 
ffsitherings  and  they  gave  little  further  annoyance,  although  the  later 
disturl^ances  in  the  southern  part  of  General  Young's  district  were 
attributed  to  the  interference  of  the  Pangasinan  fanatics  who  had  been 
driven  northward.  It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  origin  and  rapid 
growth  of  these  various  sects  during  the  preceding  year,  wnether  viewed 
as  an  incidcntof  war  which  had  disturbed  the  peace  of  the  inhabitantsand 
kept  them  in  a  continued  excited  state,  oras  a  reaction  from  the  strictly 
enforced  observances  of  ancient  church  ceremonials  which  the  i^panisn 
clergy  had  imposed  upon  them,  and  resulting  largely  from  their  hos- 
tility to  the  members  of  the  religious  orders  by  whom  they  had  been 
taught;  in  an  indifference  for  those  teachings;  or  whether,  deprived  of 
their  religious  instructors,  they  were  relapsing  into  former  supersti- 
tions and  beliefs  which  were  modified  to  a  great  extent  by  the  mental 
improvement  they  had  experienced  under  the  Spanish  regime.  What- 
ever the  cause,  the  fact  disturbed  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy  and  was 
the  subject  of  much  animated  discussion. 

During  the  remainder  of  December  and  the  month  of  Januarj"  General 
MacArthur  was  engaged  in  reorganizing  and  redistributing  the  troops 
of  his  command  within  the  extended  field  of  operations  lately  assigned 
him.  His  troops  were  very  actively  engaged  in  pursuing  the  remnants 
of  Aguinaldo'S  northern  army  and  the  self-constituted  guerrilla  Imnds, 
also  in  giving  all  possible  protection  to  the  inhabitants  of  towns  and 
cities  agiiinst  the  incursions  of  ladrones,  who  plundered  them  without 
mercy,  adding  torture  and  murder  when  their  extortionate  demands 
were  not  promptly  complied  with.  The  wealthy  inhabitants,  those 
possessed  of  estates,  were  in  a  precarious  condition.  The  saittered 
in.surgent  forces,  which  still  retained  some  form  of  organization,  called 
upon  them  for  contributions  to  the  insurgent  cause,  promising  upon 
compliance  to  protect  them  from  the  crujKlties  of  tlie  ro])ber  Imnds. 
They  demandea  of  the  city  authorities,  appointed  by  our  own  officers, 
the  imposition  and  collection  of  taxes  and  the  sale  of  insurgent  cedulas 
for  insurgent  uses,  on  penalty  of  confiscation  or  destruction  of  private 
property. 

Tne  presidente  of  one  of  the  cities,  wealthy  in  landed  estates,  was 
reported  to  be  contributing  to  a  leading  insurgent  officer  who  was  still 
^i^g^g^  in  active  hostilities.  Upon  investigation,  his  friends,  who 
were  trusted  men,  asserted  that  ho  could  not  ao  otherwise;  that  he  was 
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very  anxious  for  the  success  of  the  American  arms  and  the  peace  of 
thc\'ountry,  and  was  doing  all  he  could  to  effect  it,  but  that  he  was 
under  painful  duress  and  obliged  to  contribute  of  his  means  upon 
insurgent  demand  in  order  to  retain  any  portion  of  his  property. 
Thus,  as  was  ascertained,  manv  citizens  of  friendly  intent  were  situated. 
It  only  remained  to  pursue  effectually  and  to  destruction  all  remaining 
insurgentorganizations  and  bands  of  ladrones  to  insure  the  pacification 
of  the  country,  and  this  policy  was  pursued  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

We  quote  from  a  numl)er  of  telegrams  received  and  sent  out  during 
this  period:

December  23,  inflicting  loss  of  2  killed,  5  wounded,  and  8 
captuHMl;  al>o  (»  Remington  rifles,  1  Mauser,  and  fMlO  rounds  of  ammunition.  He  is 
following  them  up.  The  force  defeated  is  j)art  of  that  recently  routed  in  the  north. 
Prisoiiei-s  state  that  Aguinaldo  was  nioving  south  and  that  all  forces  w^ere  headed 
south.

Referring  to  my  8.55  message  of  December  29,  transmitting  information  from 
Colontl  Keller  at'Cabanatuan,  I  have  further  to  report  that  Colonel  Keller  went 
with  a  coinpany-io  Bongabonc:,  and  now  reports  fnnn  a  point  considerably  north  of 
that  place  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  that  he  is  in  contact  with  a  considerable 
f(>rce  of  insurgents  which  he  can  not  get  at  as  the  river  is  imiias^ible  and  no  u\aterial 
in  vicinitv  for  making  a  raft.  Keller  has  sent  in  to  Cal)anatuan  for  another  com- 
pany, rations,  and  ammunition.  He  has  had  2  men  slightly  wounded  and  is  unable 
to  state  what  the  enemy's  loss  may  be.  I  have  directed  commanding  officer  h>an 
Isidro  to  l)e  pn»par(Ml  to  supjH>rt  Cahanatnan,  to  send  forward  a  company  if  called 
for,  and  even  two  if  neccKsary,  drawing  from  his  subposts  as  well  as  the* troops  in 
San  Isi<lro  f(>r  the  pur])ose.  1  have  also  advised  Colonel  Kennon  of  the  situation, 
and  aske<l  him,  if  possible,  to  get  a  (H)mmand  across  country  and  to  approach  insur- 
gents' |K)sition  in  the  rear.  What  the  natural  obstructions  are,  I  don  t  know.  As 
far  as  distance  is  conc^rni'd,  the  movement  is  entirely  practicable,  as  the  insurgent 
position  is  reix)rted  to  l)e  only  12  miles  distant.

Have  retjuested  Black  to 
send  me  more  by  pat"k  train  under  escort;  if  i>ossible,  one  day  emergency — one  day 
l>acon  with  hanltack  and  coffee  is  a  better  nition.  Shall  relca.-n*  prisoners  on  leaving. 
They  are  fed  by  their  families.''  In  view  of  Keller's  opinion  al>out  expe<iiency  of 
occupying  Bongabong,  1  have  authorized  him  t<.)  leuve  a  company  there  for  the  pres- 
ent^ if  he  can  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  supplying  it.

The  character  of  the  service  which  our  troops  were  called  upon  to 
perform  in  central  Luzon  from  the  time  they  occupied  the  entire 
railwa^'^  country  to  February  is  indicated  in  the  forejifoinj^  telegraphic 
extracts.  They  were  widely  scattered  in  detachment,  comjiany,  and 
battalion  organizations,  guarding  centers  of  population  and  ]K)int8 
deemed  important  for  strategic  purposes  and  concentration.  This 
kind  of  duty  continued,  gradual!}'  proving  more  successful,  as  it  wa« 
prosecuted  with  vigor,  discouraged  the  insurgent  leaders  in  their 
attempts  to  effect  guerrilla  comY)inations  and  demoralized  their  adhe- 
rents. The  field  of  active  operations  wius  being  extinided  gradually 
and  soon  reached  across  the  island  from  western  Zambiles  to  Baler  on 
its  eastern  coast.  The  advantages  attending  this  system  of  repression 
by  force  will  fully  appear  when  a  recital  oi  more  recent  incidents  is 
r^^umed,  but  it  miLst  await  a  review  of  military  movements  of  a  more 
early  date  in  the  vicinity  of  Manila  and  those  throughout  southern 
Luzon,  none  of  which  occun-ing  since  the  middle  of  last  October  have 
as  vet  been  herein  mentioned. 

General  Schwan's » exj^edition  in  Cavite  province,  hastily  given  on 
pages  17-19  of  this  report,  the  effect  of  which  it  was  thought  would 
quiet  for  a  time  the  insurgents  in  that  section,  tenuinated  on  OctolwrlS, 
when  the  prosecution  of  the  northern  campaign  wiis  earnestly  entc^rcd 
uiK)n.  The  enemy  at  the  south  recovered  his  courage  sooner  than  was 
anticipated,  and  prolmbly  following  Aguinaldo's  instructions  for  gen- 
eral active  demonstrations,  given  as  soon  as  our  northern  advance  was 
commenced,  displa^^ed  unusual  activity.  Colonel  Kline,  who  was  com- 
manding at  Calamlm  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Laguna  de  Bay, 
where  he  held  a  force  consisting  of  his  own  regiment,  the  Twenty-first 
Infantry,  telegraphed  on  October  21: 

General  Sen  WAN,  Chi^f  of  Staff: 

The  enemy  made  an  attack  on  my  right  near  the  lake  last  night  about  10  o'clock, 
which  wa8  tJiuppresBed  without  loss  to  ns,  the  Nap'mdan  rendering  valuable  assistance. 
The  insuigents  had  one  rifled  gun  and  one  revolving  Uotchkiss  cannon.    I  believe 
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the  inBiirjront**  an»  cominp  in.  If  some  additional  troopfl  rould  he  pent  here,  another 
utta<*k  could  1k^  reimlsiHl,  and  the  inHUiyenti^  f()Ilowe<l  nj)  and  neverelv  punished. 
My  line  is  ii\nm\  41  miles  lonjj,  and  can  not  bo  drawn  in  withoutdan;ier  of  exiK»i<ing  a 
part  to  entilade  tire.

C«)mmciicinj^  at  7  o'clock  this  morning  I  had  Lieutenant  Pummerall  shell  all 
trenches  and  susjK'cted  i)Ositions  in  the  direction  of  the  8anto  Tomjis  rt>a<l  and  drove 
the  insurgents  from  them  within  an  hour.  After  the  cannona<linj?  ceased  they  were 
seen  returning  in  gR-ater  force.  They  have  also  returned  to  the  positions  from 
which  they  were  driven  yestenlay.  It  will  Ik?  impossible  to  ktep  them  away  until 
sullicient  force  is  si'Ut  to  enable  me  to  sweep  the  country  for  several  milt's  and 
destroy  tlie  houses  occupied  by  them  as  quarters  and  for  their  rict*.

General  Hall  had  been  placed  in  command  of  all  troops  on  the 
Manila  and  Pasig  Kiver  lines  when  General  Lawton  departed  for  the 
north.  Cbloncl  Kennon  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry  exercised  imme- 
diate supcrvi.sion  of  the  long  south  Manila  line,  extending  from  Pasay 
on  the  Manila  Hay  shore  to  the  waters  of  the  Laguna  de  my.  General 
(J rant  commanded  the  troops  on  the  Paranaque,  Bacoor,  and  Imus 
line,  and  Colonel  Kline  held  the  outposts  of  Calamba  and  Los  Bnilos 
on  tlie  south  shore  of  the  Laguna, where  he  was  assisted  by  two  of  our 
improvised  gunboats.  The  troops  in  and  around  Manila  were  being 
moved  or  exchanged  almost  daily  as  new  organizations  arrived. 
Colon<'l  Kennon  with  his  regiment  was  about  to  be  sent  to  General 
Lawton  on  the  Rio  (irande  de  la  Pampanga,  and  Colonel  Gardner  of 
the  Thirtieth  U.  S.  Volunteers  was  designated  to  sue<?eed  him  on  the 
south  Manila  line.  The  Nineteenth  Infantry  was  sent  to  General 
Hughes  at  Iloilo,  Panay,  and  other  organizations  were  shifted  about 
to  nuM't  any  concentration  which  the  enemy  appeared  to  be  coutem- 
plating.

11.  Also,  our  attack  developed  the  fact  that  the  enemy  was  in  great  strength,  at  least 
1 ,000  men  l)eing  present.  Tney  were  excellent  in  discipline,  and  tried  to  draw  us  into 
fonling  the  river  by  refusing  to  fire  on  us,  although  we  were  within  100  yards  of  their 
position.  All  streets  leading  to  the  river  were  filled  with  bamboo,  the  piles  reaching 
12  feet  high.  They  also  haa  trenches  on  river  bank  near  water.  Their  heaviest  fire 
was  when  we  commenced  to  withdraw  at  4  p.  m.  1  withdrew  to  the  blu^,  1  mile 
distant  to  the  west,  made  coffee,  7  o'clock;  successfully  marched  the  command  to  the 
south,  then  to  the  west,  crossing  the  Novaliches  and  Caloocan  road  south  of  Bagbag, 
and  camj)ing  at  4.80  a.  ni.  west  of  the  Tulihan  River,  5  miles  from  Polo.  We  had  3 
men  woun(le<i — 1  in  K,  1  in  A,  and  1  in  C  companies.  None  will  l)e  fatal.  Written 
report  soon.     In  accordance  with  Hood*s  instructions,  I  sent  duplicate  direct  to  him.

The  constant  activity  of  the  insurgents  in  the  vicinity  of  Manila,  to 
the  east  in  the  province  of  Morons,  and  to  the  south  in  the  provinces 
of  Cavite  and  Batangas,  had  its  chief  inspiration  in  Tarlac,  and  was 
the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  agents  of  Aguinaldo,  assisted  by  the  sub- 
ordinate oflScers  of  Lieutenant-General  Trias,  who  commanded  all  the 
enemy's  forces  in  southern  Luzon.  The  work  of  recruiting  and  send- 
ing out  men  from  Manila  for  the  insurgent  ranks  never  ceased,  and 
supplies  and  umnitions  of  war  for  the  enemy  continued  to  pass  out, 
notwithstanding  all  our  efforts,  mostly  by  the  waterways.    On  July 
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3,  18i>0,  Aguinaldo  appointed  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Manila,  a  Chi- 
nese mestizo,  a  man  of  considerable  influeno^,  a  former  member  of  the 
insurgent  congress,  a  lawyer,  and  aspirant  for  the  position  of  insurgent 
solicitor  of  the  islands,  ''his  sole  ana  legitimate  representative"  in  the 
city  of  Manila,  *' fully  authorizing  him,  after  he  has  taken  possession 
of  said  functions,  to  clelegate  them  to  such  person  or  persons  to  assist 
him  as  lie  sees  tit,  if  by  so  doing  he  seryes  the  interests  of  the  rc^pub- 
lic/'  The  junta  formed  under  these  instructions  contained  a  number 
of  shrewd  t  ilipinos.  They  were  watched,  but  not  restrained  of  their 
liberties  until  the  early  spring,  as  no  decided  hostile  act  of  commission 
could  l>e  proyen  agiiinst  them.  When  arrest<»d  they  profe^ssed  to  be 
the  most  loyal  of  American  subjects,  claimed  to  fx>  working  incessantly 
for  Americ4in  supremacy,  and  expressed  a  desii'e  to  take  at  once  the 
oath  of  allegiani^e.  The  principal  was  placed  in  confinement.  The 
others  took  the  oath  and  were  released. 

The  captured  insurgent  corr(\spond(»nce  shows  that  this  principal 
was  in  yery  frequent  communication  with  the  authorities  from  whom 
he  received  his  appointment.  In  a  conununication  of  August  15  he 
was  informed  from  Tarlac  of  the  receipt  th(»re  of  many  of  his  hitters, 
and  was  assured  ''  that  there  is  nothing  to  fear  from  those  who  are  at 
th(^  front  of  our  government,  nor  fnmi  the  people.  All  are  disposed 
to  make  tlu^  greatest  sacrifices  and  to  be  reduced  to  the  fugitive  life  of 
the  nomad  before  abandoning  the  sacred  ideal  of  our  independence." 
The  conmiuniciition  further  states: 

Tl)e  I10W8  noticof  from  abroad  can  not  be  more  jrratefiil  and  satinfactorj'  for  our 
cause.  A  letter  lias  been  receive<l  from  SeAor  Ri^idor,  and  in  it  this  notable  com- 
patriot tells  ufl  that  it  will  be  stupidity  on  our  i)art  in  these  supreme  moments  to 
restrain  the  warlike  si)irit  of  our  independence  after  our  pi'oj>le  have  favorably 
influenciNl  the  opinion  of  the  press,  of  the  renowned  diplomats  of  Kuro|)e  and  of 
America  itself  in  defenst*  of  our  position,  and  that  the  re(!(>>?niti(m  of  our  inde])end- 
ence  is  an  assure<l  fact  if  we  maintain  this  attitude  of  activity  and  energy. 

Cert4iinly  the  activity  was  maintained  in  Manila,  if  not  in  Tarlac, 
the  seat  of  insurgent  |X)WTr.  In  the  former  city  the  insurgents  formed 
a  strong  police  force  under  agents  who  received  their  commissions 
from  Tarlac,  and  acted  under  the  immediate  direction  of  one  Colonel 
Gonzales,  who  thus  on  November  17, 189^,  writes  to  Lieutenant-General 
Trias: 

My  Distinguished  General  and  Beloved  Friend  op  my  Soul:  With  unspeakable 
satisfaction  I  have  received  your  letter  of  which  Doctor  Hockson  was  the  bearer. 
*  *  *  I  have  been  appointe<l  civil  >^overnor  of  Manila  and  am  military  chief  of 
this  province  and  the  south  of  Bula<*an.  It  has  lx»en  necessary  for  me  to  separate 
from  my  family,  it  being  impossible  for  me  to  keep  it  with  me  w^hile  I  am  leading 
an  agitated  life  in  which  at  every  step  and  moment  one  is  obliged  to  jump  to  some 
other  place  iKK'ause  of  the  frequent  approach  of  the  enemy.  *  ♦  ♦  Friend  Hock- 
son still  carries  his  stick,  and  to  keep  it  during  the  perio(i  of  American  barbarism  in 
Manila  has  cost  not  a  little  labor  to  friend  Tandang  Boyong.     *    ♦    * 

With  a  thousand  affectionate  remembrances  to  you  and  your  wife  (whose  feet  I 
kiss),  1  salute  you  and  report  myself  your  affectionate  friend  and  faithful  servant, 
who  kisses  vour  hand. 

This  Colonel  Gonzales  conducted  his  plottings  and  exercised  his 
Manila  governorship  from  the  small  l)arnos  near  the  northern  limits 
of  the  citv.  He  had  constant  communication  with  his  city  agents 
through  l^ondo,  where  dwelt  the  bulk  of  his  police,  who  carried 

our  officers.

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been  driven  far  back  into  the  interior,  it  was  their  objective  and  the 
goal  of  their  ambition.  They  did  not  expect  to  secure  it  by  any 
approved  fonu  of  combat,  but  through  assassination,  bomb  explo- 
sions, incendiary  fires,  and  the  uprismg  of  the  native  inhabitants. 
An  uprising  to  be  attended  by  sweeping  conflagrations  was  their  con- 
stant effort.  Says  the  lieutenant-colonel  in  cnarge  of  the  Grerona 
arsenal  in  a  letter  of  October  29,  1899,  addressed  to  the  "  Director- 
Genenil  of  Artillery,  Tarlac:" 

In  compliance  with  your  orders  about  dynamite  bom  be  I  send  six  to  your  head- 
quartern,  with  anvils,  pistons,  and  cartridges  of  dynamite  for  loading  at  the  proper 
moment.  Seftor  Manuel  Rovirosa,  who  is  in  charge,  carries  them  with  directions 
for  their  une.     As  soon  as  others  are  ready  I  will  send  them. 

Six  days  prior  to  the  date  of  this  conununication  Aguinaldo's  trusted 
staff  officer.  Colonel  Leyba,  requested  Seiior  Isidro  Torres,  general  of 
brigade  and  director-general  of  adjutants-general,  to  appoint  this 
Manuel  Kovirosa  (who  carried  and  knew  how  to  use  the  bombs)  to  a 
lieutenancy  in  the  army,  l>ecause,  as  he  said,  *'I  am  informed  that  this 

gentleman  will  go  to  Manila  commissioned  by  our  government  to 
irow  dynamite  Dombs  and  to  set  fire  to  the  buildings  on  the  principal 
streets  and  the  principal  building,  especially  those  occupied  by 
foreigners." 

It  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  man,  duly  commissioned,  reached 
Manila,  as  many  bombs  were  captured  in  the  city  by  our  police  in 
November,  although  some  were  turned  in  by  tnose  designated  to 
throw  them. 

This  barbarous  mode  of  conducting  war  which  attended  the  military' 
operations  of  the  insurgents  is  maniiested  in  a  reply  of  General  Tor- 
res (the  officer  mentioned  above  as  director-general  of  adjutants-g'en- 
eral)  to  the  insurgent  secretary  of  war  in  February,  1899.     He  writes: 

Sefior  Secretary  of  War: 

Referring:  to  your  note  in  regard  to  an  unhealthy  town  or  place  in  the  province  of 
Nueva  Ecija  lit  fur  the  concentration  of  the  friars,  I  must  state  that,  excepting  the 
town  of  Bongabong,  there  is  no  good  place  except  the  town  of  La  Paz  in  Tarlac. 
Accordmg  to  my  observations,  even  the  persons  bom  there  are  attacked  with  mala- 
rial fevers  and  ague,  and  if  strangers,  very  few  escape  death. 

The  character  of  these  state  papers  might  prove  amusing  if  they 
did  not  depict  a  startling  depravity  on  the  part  of  men  claiming  to 
rule  by  right  and  with  consent  of  the  governed  over  a  populous  coun- 
try, men  who  were  continually  proclaiming  that  they  were  actuated 
by  the  most  humane  convictions,  and  who  were  constantly  invoking 
the  sympathy  of  enlightened  nations  for  their  so-called  patriotic 
cause,  of  which  they  claimed  to  be  the  lawful  representatives.  If, 
however,  the  secret  state  papers  of  the  class  above  shown  (many  of 
which  came  into  our  possession  through  capture)  are  not  pleasant 
reading,  the  public  proclamations  of  these  men  might  be,  if  they  were 
not  based  on  falsehoods  which  deceived  the  more  ignorant  of  the  peo- 
ple. These  men  were  gifted  in  appealing  either  to  the  most  depraved 
passions  of  the  people  or  to  its  most  cultivated  sentiment.  Colonel 
Sandico  (he  who  issued  th^  order  of  February,  1899,  to  the  natives  of 
Manila  directing  them  to  rise,  slay,  and  spare  not,  neither  wife  nor 
child  of  white  blood),  from  his  safe  retreat  in  Cabanatuan,  whither  he 
had  hastened  before  General  Lawton's  tirst  advance  on  San  Isidro, 
could  call  upon  his  countrymen  in  the  most  inspiring  language  to 
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drive  out  the  invader  or  sacrifice  their  lives  in  the  attempt.     He 
issued  the  following: 

To  THE  Country: 

You,  the  Filipino  populace,  who  with  your  courage  and  abnegation,  together  with 
your  virtuen,  have  known  how  to  save  your  sons  from  the  tyranny  of  the  Spaniards 
and  have  taken  them  from  the  mire  and  raised  them  with  your  constitutional  gov- 
ernment to  the  position  of  culture  of  civilized  nations;  you,  the  Filipino  iwpulace 
with  your  victones  won  with  such  scarcity  of  funds  and  materials  of  war,  who  have 
surpnseti  the  whole  of  pAirope  and  have  sec'ured  for  yourselves  a  prominent  place  in 
the  temple  of  fame,  will  you  permit  a  foreigner  to  enter  your  jwrts  and  stain  the 
military  honor  which  you  have  so  honorablv  gained? 

If  formerly  you  have  fought  valiantly  to  free  ^our  country  from  oppression,  now 
you  should  with  more  reason  do  so,  because  it  is  to  save  your  country,  your  home, 
your  religion,  and  the  honor  of  your  race.  Keep  constantly  in  your  minds  the  por- 
tion allotted  to  the  American  Indians  who  were  forced  to  abandon  their  homes  in 
the  plains  and  exchange  them  for  the  mountains  and  most  unhealthy  spots,  where 
through  hunger  and  ill  health  they  are  gradually  becoming  less  in  numbers,  and 
acc(»r(1ing  U)  statisti(*H  will  eventually  become  extinct.     ♦    \   ♦ 

The  famous  Wa^hingt4)n  himself  met  with  nothing  but  disasters  during  the  first  two 
years  of  the  campaign  for  Americ^in  independent,  and  still  he  continuetl  fighting, 
not  only  with  the  enemy,  but  also  with  nunger  and  the  hardships  of  winter  until 
his  end  was  gained. 

I  can  understand  that  in  despair  of  an  end  to  the  conflict  and  in  fear  of  being  liar- 
ried  bv  brigands,  by  hunger  and  hardships,  you  thought  of  accepting  autonomy  to 
save  the  country,  sacrificing  your  nationality  and  your  flag. 

To  this  I  must  answer  that  the  triumph  of  our  ideals  does  not  depend  alone  and 
simply  upon  the  triumph  of  our  army  or  of  our  arms.  There  are  many  reasons  why 
this  can  be  hoped  for,  of  which,  perhai)S,  you  are  not  aware.  In  the  first  place,  we 
are  not  fighting  against  a  nation,  but  only  a  jmrty,  which  may  fall  to-morrow  or 
next  day;  in  the  second  place,  the  mercenary  instincts  of  the  Yankee  will  oblige 
him  sooner  or  later  to  enter  into  some  settlement,  owing  to  the  enormous  ex^)enBe 
the  American  Government  is  put  to  sustain  this  war,  on  account  of  the  distance,  his 
manner  of  living,  etc.  Bedsides,  the  latent  Eastern  (|uestion  may  bring  about  an  in- 
ternational conflict  which  wouM  oblige  America  to  abandon  her  jwlicy  with  regard 
to  the  Philippini*,  and  the  justice  of  our  cause,  together  with  the  cirt^umstances 
that  you  have  aide<l  America  to  banish  and  destroy  the  S{>anish  CJoveniment  on 
these  islands,  has  won  the  sympathy  of  the  press  of  Kuro{)e  and  Ja]>an,  in  fact,  that 
of  all  nations — a  thing  that  can  not  escaixj  the  notice  of  the  leaders  of  the  state  in 
North  America,  esj>ecially  as  they  know  that  the  position  America  holds  in  the  Phil- 
ippines is  contrary  to  EufojHjan  and  Asiatic  interests. 

fejfore  accepting  autonomy  (which  we  shall  do  only  as  our  last  resort),  I  think  it 
is  our  <luty  to  exhaust  all  our  resounres  for  war,  organize  all  our  forces  and  not  con- 
sider ourselves  conquennl  until  the  last  cartridge iias  been  fireil.  We  should  exhaust 
all  the  resoun'es  of  diplomacy,  put  in  play  before  foreign  courts  every  inducement 
which  we  can  offer  with  the  aid  of  the  tribune  and  the  press,  now  giving  up  coaling 
stations  and  ports,  and  now  offering  concessions  to  commerce  and  concessions  to 
build  railroads  or  to  mine. 

Countrymen,  constancy  and  patience!  Because  in  the  prolongation  of  the  strug- 
gle depends  the  triumph  of  our  scheme.

A  f  <i  w  days  thereafter  Seiior  Pedro  Paterno,  late  president  of  the  Phil- 
ippine congress  and  member  of  Aguinaldo's  cabinet,  ;iot  to  be  outdone 
by  Sandico,  applied  his  firebrand  of  words  to  the  hearts  of  his  coun- 
trymen, also  writing  from  his  safe  retreat  at  Calmnatuan:

Wt'U,  nince  tlioy  wish  it,  may  the  responsibility  of  the  war  and  its  consequences  fall 
on  the  great  nation  of  the  Tnited  States  of  America.  We  have  behaved  as  patriots 
and  human  l)ein^rs,  showing  the  great  powers  of  the  world  that  the  cabinet  acts  with 
a  iliplomwy  which  protvct^  our  cause,  as  do  the  arms  which  defend  our  rights. 

The  council  of  government,  deciding  to  preserve  our  republican  institutions,  national 
independence,  and  the  presidency  of  Don  Emilio  Aguinaido  in  spite  of  the  Americans, 
who  intend  to  constnict  upon  our  ruins  the  edifice  of  tyranny,  nas  concluded  to  con- 
tinue the  war,  preserving  unhurt  in  their  spirit  and  meaning  our  constitution  and 
laws,  which  we  have  secured  and  paid  for  with  so  much  blooo  and  such  sacrifices. 

To  war,  then,  beloved  brothers,  to  war. 

In  rirder  that  the  jHJople  l>e  free  it  is  necessary  for  them  all  to  be  brave,  whether 
rich  or  \KX)r,  learned  or  ignorant.  Beloved  Filipinos,  hasten  to  save  our  native  land 
from  insult  and  ignominy,  punishment,  and  scaffolds,  and  from  the  sad  and  fatal 
inheritance  of  generations  in  l>ondage. 

Tlie  (»od  of  war,  in  whonj  we  have  put  our  faith  and  hope,  is  helping  us.  Interior 
and  international  dissensions  and  conflicts  rend  the  invading  army.  Its  volunteers, 
iK'ing  aware  that  we  are  in  the  right,  fight  without  enthusiasm  and  only  in  compli- 
ance with  their  forced  military  duty.  Within  the  American  nation  itself  a  great 
]K)litical  party  a*<k8  for  the  recognition  of  our  rights,  and  Divine  Providence  watches 
over  the  justice  of  our  cause. 

Viva  the  Filipino  sovereign  people! 

Viva  national  independence! 

Viva  the  liberating  army? 

Viva  Don  Emilio  Aguinaido,  president  of  the  republic!

Later,  just  as  our  troops  had  advanced  to  Angeles  and  we  were 
eii^t^rod  still  in  shipping  volunteer  organizations  to  the  United  States, 
at  a  time  when,  as  stated  in  a  preceding  report,  ''we  could  not  make 
extensive  demonstrations  until  the  Eighth  Corps  could  pull  itself 
together  again,  and  when  the  insurgents  were  maKing  great  exertions 
to  worst  us  by  attacking  our  lines  of  communication  and  our  force  in 
the  province  of  Pampanga,"  Aguinaido  came  forward  with  another 
characteristic  proi^lamation,  replete  with  cunning  and  deceit,  in  which 
he  alluded  as  usual  to  his  practiced  humanity,  invoked  the  return  of 
all  inhabitants  who  had  withdrawn  from  his  authority,  eulogized  the 
former  rule  of  Spain,  and  condemned  the  administration  of  the  United 
States  Government,  which  had  deceived  them  and  inflicted  all  their 
sufferings.    We  give  it  in  full  as  a  masterpiece  of  Philippine  statecraft: 

To  the  Filipino  People: 

In  consequence  of  the  humane  principles  observed  by  our  government  and  army, 
I  again  inform  my  beloved  people  that  all  persons  not  holding  commissions  are 
here])y  i^rmitted  to  retire  and  return  to  their  respective  towns  and  look  after  'h^ir 
personal  interests  and  property,  even  if  said  towns  are  held  by  the  enemy. 

I  ai^k  only  that  you  obserVe  the  strictest  neutrality;  ana  in  case  the  imperial- 
istic party  attempts  to  entice  or  use  force  toward  you,  I  leave  the  matter  in  your 
hands,  and  it  remains  for  your  good  judgment  to  decide  the  policy  you  intend  to 
adopt.     However,  I  feel  confident  as  to  the  patriotism  of  each  one  oi  you. 

Our  government  does  not  require  an  excessive  number  of  men,  only  sufficient  to 
bear  the  arms  we  have  and  to  execute  the  necessary  duties.  You  may  rest  assured 
that  our  army  will  not  abandon  or  terminate  the  struggle  while  there  remains  a  for- 
eigner who  wishes  to  enslave  the  Filipino  people.  We  are  all  resolved  to  place 
obstacles  and  difficulties  in  the  way,  and  we  ourselves  are  prepared  to  encounter  any 
difficultv  an<l  to  fight  while  there  remains  a  breath  of  life  within  us. 

The  P^ilipino  army  would  a  thousand  times  rather  succumb  in  the  defense  of  jus- 
tice than  live  without  honor  and  in  slavery.  What  value,  in  truth,  have  we  for  life 
under  such  circumstances? 

It  would  be  a  pity  that  after  three  centuries  of  ordinary  life  with  our  old  mother 
country,  Spain,  which  gave  us  her  own  civilization,  to  allow  ourselves  to  be  domi- 
nated by  an  enemy  who  wishes  to  ini[)ose  upon  us  new  ideas  and  customs;  for 
example,  their  language,  which  in  onler  to  learn  one  has  to  return  to  his  childhood. 

Remember  the  saying,  "The  virtue  of  civilization  enters  the  soul  never  to  be  lost." 
The  invader  says  he  will  govern  us  acconlintr  to  the  laws  we  have  inherited  from 
Spain.     I  think  I  make  no  mistake  in  sayiti^'  that  on  this  point  we  know  more  than 
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wandering  strangers  po88i])ly  can.     A  t»ountry  with  <lignity  knows  how  to  regain  her 
liberty — also  knows  now  to  make  good  use  of  it.       ^ 

On  the  other  hand,  this  war  against  the  imperial  party  is  to  our  advantagi^  Ixvause 
it  serves  to  instruct  the  populace,  cultivates  all  virtues,  and  induc^es  neighborly  love; 
and  the  greater  the  number  of  victims  among  our  belove<l  brothers  to  the  homicidal 
blows  of  the  invader,  the  more  will  patriotism  extend  and  concentrate  it*jelf  in  the 
hearts  of  all. 

When  we  have  gained  our  independence  we  must  ].)ear  in  mind  to  make  no  prom- 
ines  that  afterwards  we  may  find  ourselves  unable  to  fulfill,  as  the  Americans  aid  on 
arriving  at  our  shores,  by  assuring  us  that  they  hatl  come  **To  defend  and  help  an 
oppressed  country  in  order  that  it  might  be  free  and  indej)endent ;  and  that  they 
w  ould  constitute  a  government  with  its  own  flag  to  distingtush  the  new  nation  from 
otlier  nations" — a  promise  which  still  lives  in  their  c<>ns<!iences  and  in  the  memory 
of  tlie  great  nations  which  have,  as  witness<.»s,  ol)serve<l  from  Manila  Bay  the  glorious 
triumphs  of  our  revolution. 

And  1  make  known  l)efore  the  fa<*e  of  all  civilized  nations  that  the  Filipino  nation 
does  not  forget  the  agret*ment  c)f  alHance  and  friendship  concluded  by  me,  as  its  rep- 
resentative, with  Admiral  Dewey,  the  first  representative  that  came  here  from  the 
Unitetl  States,  through  the  American  consuls  of  Hongkong  and  Singapore. 

The  agreement  is  so  imprinted  in  the  memory  of  the  Filipino  populai^e  and  army 
that  they  have  cried  out  to  me  to  set  at  liberty' Americans  that  have  fallen  into  our 
hands,  saying: 

"We  do  not  want  to  fight  with,  nor  do  we  make  w^ar  on,  the  United  States.  The 
sons  of  that  powerful  nation  are  our  friends  and  brothers.  We  defend  ourselves 
only  to  reconquer  our  independence  from  the  imperialists,  and  we  ask  that  this  be 
n*cognized.  We  return,  therefore,  her  sons  to  the  United  States,  l)ecause  brothers 
and  friends  can  not  be  our  prisoners." 

And  owing  to  this  unanimous  petition,  one  which  was  so  in  accordance  with  my 
idea«  and  those  of  my  present  government,  I  decreed  that  the  American  prisoners 
shr»uld  ])e  set  at  lil)erty,  instructing  the  seiTetary  of  war  to  have  them  report  to 
(ieneral  Otis,  commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  of  the  enemy. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  beloved  countj'ymen,  I  can  not  cease  to  charge  you 
not  to  permit  even  in  a  trival  matter  that  the  good  record  of  our  mother  country  l)e 
stained,  and  that  you  will  not  adopt  the  methcni  of  main  fon»e  to  overthrow  })ersonal 
rights — alM)ve  all' those  protei*tea  by  international  laws.  And  l)ear  in  mmd  that 
there  are  always  noble  defenders,  because  justice  will  triumph.  These  there  ari'  in 
America  itself  to-day,  where  a  party  has  arisen  which  is  trymg  to  urge  on  its  country 
the  recognition  of  Fdipino  independence.  So  that  we  can  always  hoy>e  for  some  one 
to  ap^Hjar  in  our  defense  who  will  force  his  fellow-countrymen  to  fulfill  their  stipulated 
jiromise  so  well  know^n  and  solemnly  l>elieved,  although  there  were  no  documents 
drawn  up  u]K)n  the  matter.  However,  we  should  salute  them  with  our  gratitude, 
even  if  they  fail  in  the  first  attempt  perhaps  they  may  be  the  means  of  bringing 
alK.)ut  what  we  desire,  seeing  that  our  enemies  are  likely  to  change  their  minds,  which 
I  ]x?lieve  they  will  do,  and  that  they  are  only  trying  us',  granting  that  they  are  valiant 
men  as  the  whole  world  knows  that  they  are. 

Oh !  How  rich  and  beautiful  thou  art,  my  beloved  country.  I  invite  you  all,  my 
fellow-countrymen,  to  take  a  handful  of  ashes  and  mud  and  cover  the  beauty  of  our 
virgin  mother,  "Filipina."  By  this  means  she  w411  fail  to  excite  the  passions  of 
anyone  who  might  attempt  to  dispute  our  right  to  her,  as  in  these  moments  is 
happening. 

Because  some  Americans  have  unduly  covete<l  possession  of  the  beautiful "  Filipina,*' 
much  blocxl  has  already  been  shed  and  an  innumerable  number  of  lives  have  been 
sacrificed.  They  have  mvented  many  deceitful  means  to  possess  themselves  of  her, 
but  thanks  to  her  gotxl  sons,  who  iii  her  defense  have  i)oure<l  out  riches  and  even 
their  lives,  which  in  justice  they  should  so  do  in  compliance  with  the  national  honor. 
And  I  make  it  known  that*  our  entire  army  stated  that  while  they  w^ere  fatnng  the 
enemy  they  did  not  wish  to  claim  any  pay,  but  that  in  a<ldition  they  put  all  their 
possessions  at  the  disposal  of  the  gove'mment. 

We  ask  God  that  he  may  grant  the  triumph  of  the  Democratic  Party  in  the  United 
States,  which  is  the  party  which  defends  the  Philippines,  and  that  imperialism 
may  cease  from  its  mad  idea  of  suMuincr  U8  ^'^^^  ^^  arms,  and  I  hope  that  my  fears 
may  not  be  realized,  that  in  case  the  I>^S.ocrfttic  Party  is  defeated,  that  the  imperial- 
istic party  will  revenge  itself  on  the  PhivVioines  ^Y  enforcing  a  large  indemnity  from 
us  (which  it  would  be  impossible  for  *W  ^  pay),  mih  the  object  of  gaining  by  this 
means  the  triumph  of  its  desires,  an^^g  V^YfNVOuld  prove  that  this  war  from  any 
standpoint  is  unholy  with  its  blact  "  ^^ni  exploitation.  It  is  no  other  than  an 
assassmation.  %\\0^  ,  ,  .        .       _ 

But  still  we  are  able  to  find  some      ^

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their  illuHtrioiis  aiu^efltors,  the  founders  of  the  Republic  of  the  United  States.  Notice 
for  yourwives  that  among  tlie  Americans  here  there  are  some  who  are  reasonable, 
an<r  although  they  take  up  arms  against  us,  being  compromised  and  under  discipline 
to  <lo  8<),  they  understand  that  justice  and  right  are  on  our  side,  and  have  even 
<U»8erte<l  from  their  ranks  and  come  to  ours  in  order  not  to  be  implicated  in  this  war, 
which  is  pronounced  by  the  illustrious  North  American,  Mr.  Atkinson,  as  criminal 
aggression,  and  although  we  have  offered  them  facilities  to  return  to  their  commands, 
they  have  refused  to  do  so. 

I  tinish  by  beseeching  my  fellow  countrymen  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  hide 
the  beauty  of  the  Philippines  and  her  riches,  so  that  the  imperialists  who  desire  her 
mav  not  take  possession,  and  then  we  shall  enjoy  peace  uncQsturbed.

The  assertions  contained  in  this  paper  of  Aguinaldo's  were  made 
after  three  months  of  comparative  auiet  on  our  part,  in  so  far  as 
active  war  was  concerned,  interrupted  occasionally  by  sharply  thrust- 
ing back  the  enemy,  who,  gaining  assurance  by  our  attitude,  attacked 
the  salient  points  of  the  long  lines  we  were  maintaining  while  await- 
ing the  arrival  of  troops  to  take  the  place  of  the  returning  volunteers. 
The  insurgents  were  greatly  encouraged  that  no  signal  advance  had 
been  made  into  the  country  of  their  possession.  But  now  our  troops 
were  pushing  forward  and  the  insurgent  secretarv  of  war  exhorted  his 
army  by  an  appeal  which  might  live  in  history  had  it  any  basis  of  truth. 
It  is  as  follows: 

To  the  geiierahy  chief  officers,  and  soldiers  of  the  Filipino  army: 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  war  against  the  Filipinos  is  waged,  not  by  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  but  by  what  is  called  the  Imperialist  party,  the  party  of  McKinley, 
which  is  in  power  to-day.  The  North  American  nation  prefers  peace,  not  because 
it  has  ceased  to  desire  the  riches  of  our  soil,  but  because  it  wants  to  take  them  with- 
out risk  and  without  adventures,  without  having  to  take  any  chances.  Thelmperal- 
ist  party  would  not  have  attempted  to  seize  them  if  the  easy  victory  over  8pain  had 
not  made  it  believe  that  the  Filipinos  would  be  found  equafly  easy  to  defeat. 

The  firmness,  however,  of  the  Filipino  people  and  the  heroic  resistance  of  our 
army  is  dissipating  this  delusion,  but  as  the  prestige  of  this  party  is  greatly  compro- 
mised. General  Otis,  who  represents  it  in  the  Philippines,  in  his  tenacious  desire  to  keep 
up  t  h  e  defense  of  t  he  ex  pansionists,  has  gone  on  aski  ng  for  reenf orcementsand  more  reen- 
fon'ements  from  his  Government,  which  the  people,  not  trusting  him  this  time,  have 
diminished.  But  the  date  of  the  Presidential  election  in  that  country  is  approaching, 
and  the  reelection  or  fall  of  McKinley  will  decide  the  good  or  bad  end  of  this  miui 
enterprise  undertaken  by  him.  Interference  of  the  Continental  European  powers  in 
this  palpitating  international  question  is  again  feared,  and  everything  makes  us 
believe  that  the  Yankee  armv,  with  or  without  large  reenforcements,  is  about  to 
make  a  final  effort  before  the  Imperialist  party  admits  it  is  beaten.  Itisthe&feneral 
opinion  within  our  Republic  and  abroad,  that  if  we  resist  this  attack,  as  in  the  past 
we  have  held  back  the  American  line,  we  shall  have  reached  the  end  of  our  sacri- 
fices and  attaineil  our  independence,  and  it  will  be  most  gallantly  conquered. 

The  critical  moment,  accordingly,  is  approaching.  It' will  be  the  moment  of  life 
or  death  for  us,  and,  however  great  may  be  the  force  of  that  bastard  passion,  Ambi- 
tion, it  <?an  not  prevail  over  the  courage  produced  by  legitimate  and  holy  desires  like 
ours  for  lil)erty  and  political  emancipation.  Hence,  our  dear  and  honorable  presi- 
dent, the  government,  and  the  Filipmo  people  hope  that  once  again  you  will  make 
our  enemy  bite  the  dust  and  that  onc^e  again  you  will  give  proora  of  that  legendary 
valor  to-day  so  notorious  and  admired  over  the  whole  worla;  and  then  in  the  ease  of 
peace  you  will  be  able  to  pluck  your  conquered  laurels  with  the  legitimate  sattsfEUS 
tion  which  comes  from  duty  well  done,  and  receive  the  rewards  which  the  govern- 
ment will  bestow  upon  you.

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In  this  digression  from  conditions  in  Manila  we  have  sought  both  to 
show  the  deceit  practiced  by  the  insurgent  leaders,  and  tneir  de^sire 
to  destroy  the  city;  also  to  convey  impressions  prevailing  among  the 
Filipino  population,  since  it  accepted  as  trathful  all  their  public  state- 
ments. These  statements,  together  with  wild  reports  of  defeats  and 
losses  suffered  bv  our  Armv,  were  circulated  in  the  city  and  wore 
believed  bv  the  mass  of  its  inhabitants.  They  were  confident  that 
could  the  insurgent  cause  be  sustained  through  December,  a  Presi- 
dential election  in  the  United  States  would  take  place  which  would 
effect  a  radical  change  in  its  policy,  and  that  as  a  result  their  independ- 
ence would  be  universally  acKnowledged.  Many  entertained  the  belief 
that  this  election  would  be  consummated  before  the  end  of  the  year 
and  could  not  be  convinced  to  the  contrary.  With  so  nmc^h  iissurance 
was  this  report  of  final  victory-  accepted,  that  it  made  a  very  disquiet- 
ing impression  upon  many  of  our  Filipino  friends  who  were  honestly 
working  in  the  mterests  of  stable  government,  and  who,  although 
they  knew  that  the  date  of  a  Presidential  election  was  far  in  the  future, 
became  uneasy  as  to  their  fate  in  case  of  the  proclaimed  ultimate  suc- 
cess of  Aguinaldo  and  his  unprincipled  advisers. 

The  time  had  arrived  to  make  the  supreme  effort  in  Manila.  General 
Ricarte,  whose  patriotism  at  an  early  stage  of  the  rebellion  had  been 
lussailed  and  who  had  been  widely  censured  for  entertaining  political 
opinions  of  an  amicable  character,  was  given  the  opportunity  to  atone 
for  past  errors  by  receiving  the  debiil  to  direct  the  contemplated 
moyement.  It  is  believed  that  he  wjus  in  the  city  for  some  time  making 
the  necessaiy  preparations,  and  report  to  that  effect  was  received;  but 
all  the  laboi*s  of  the  provost-marshal-general  ((Jeneral  Williston)  to 
arrest  him  proved  unsuccessful,  although  he  succeeded  in  discovering 
a  number  of  his  agents  and  a  quantity  of  his  concealed  explosives. 
Ricarte  had  evidently  matured  his  plans,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  follow- 
ing order  which  was  secured  on  the  date  of  its  issue: 

Headquartekh  Operations  in  Manila. 

With  ardent  patriotifiin  **  our  mother  country  Philippina"  with  her  head  nobly 
elevatcnl,  dedarea  herself  l)efore  the  whole  civihzeil  world  an  free  and  independent. 
With  tliiH  same  love  of  country  which  you  possess  you  may  l>e  able  to  place  her  on 
a  level  with  the  most  celebrate<l  nations  which  are  known  to-day.  Tlie  time  has 
now  arrive<l  for  all  of  us  to  take  up  anns,  and  I,  as  representative  of  the  nation,  call 
upon  you  to  ^ve  proof  of  your  zeal,  interest,  and  activity  in  the  realization  of  the 
enterprise  which  will  l>e  l>eguu  to-morrow,  Saturday,  the  30th  of  the  current  month, 
without  fail. 

May  the  Almighty  protect  us  and  guard  you  many  years.

This  attempt  to  destroy  Manila  which  had  been  preceded  by  others 
of  a  similar  character,  especially  in  the  months  of  October  and  Novem- 
ber, was  the  last  known  endeavor  of  the  insurgent  leaders  to  accom- 
plish this,  to  them,  very  much  desired  result,  as  shortly  thereafter 
their  troops  throughout  Luzon  had  been  disorj^nized  and  scattered 
and  they  themselves,  for  the  most  part,  were  in  safe  custody  within 
the  city's  walls.  That  they  did  not  succeed  in  even  eflfecting  any 
destruction  to  life  and  property  was  due  probably  to  the  excellent 
police  system  maintained  by  the  provost-marshal-general  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  native  police  which  proved  faithful  to  its  trust. 

The  campaign  throughout  nortl^®^  Luzon,  the  successes  which

attended  it,  and  the  arrival  of  additional  troops  from  the  United  States 
gave  us  a  sufficient  force — notwithstanding  that  we  were  obliged  to 
send  several  organizations  to  the  southern  islands  to  prosecute  the 
movements  which  were  being  earned  on  there — to  conduct  an  efficient 
rampaign  in  the  southern  Luzon  provinces,  where  the  enemy,  con- 
fronted by  the  troops  of  the  First  Division  (General  Lawton's),  still 
held  intact  its  entire  strength.  Our  outposts  in  this  direction  were  at 
Inms,  Bacoor,  Zapote  Bridge,  Paranaque,  Taguig,  and  Calamba.  A 
thin  line  running  eastwardly  from  Manila  Ba}''  at  i^asav  to  San  Pedro 
Macati  on  the  Pasig  River,  thence  on  to  the  town  of  Pasig,  defended 
Manila  from  southern  incursions.  On  the  north  our  Manila  line  of 
defense,  starting  at  Caloocan,  ran  practically  by  La  Loma  Church  to 
the  watei'works  reservoir  and  on  to  the  pumping  station  on  the  Mari- 
quina  River,  thence  in  a  west  and  southwesterly  direction,  terminating 
at  the  Pasig  River.  Its  total  distance  was  about  8  miles.  A  portion 
of  this  latter  line  was  held  by  detachments  between  which  there  inter- 
vened considerable  distances,  but  they  were  sufficiently  contiguous  to 
keep  the  country  under  fairly  close  obser\^ation.  Daily  reconnoissances 
ascertained  and  reported  the  movements  of  the  enemy. 

To  the  north  of  the  pumping  station,  along  the  east  bank  of  the 
Maricjuina  River,  the  towns  of  Mariquina,  San  Mateo,  and  Montalban 
contamed  armed  insurgents  supposed  to  number  from  1,000  to  2,000, 
while  to  the  eastward,  in  the  near  towns  of  the  Morong  province,  a 
force  of  400  or  500  was  maintained.  Strong  reconnoissances  had  pre- 
viously driven  back  on  Montalban  the  Mariquina  River  contingent, 
but  as  the  places  captured  were  not  permanently  held  by  us  the  insur- 
gents quicKly  returned  to  their  former  stations  and  strong  intrench- 
ments.  The  country  was  rough  and  was  easily  defended.  AtM  ontalban 
it  rose  into  mountams  difficiut  to  traverse,  and  from  that  town  a  road 
led  north  by  San  Jose  to  Norzagaray,  and  a  trail  through  the  moun- 
tains ran  nearly  in  the  same  direction,  terminating  in  upper  Bulacan. 
Over  this  road  and  trail  the  insurgents  south  kept  up  communication 
with  those  of  the  northern  Luzon  provinces,  passinj^  troops  bj^  this 
route  through  the  province  of  Morong.  The  Mariquina  line  was 
therefore  very  important  to  them.  They  had  clung  to  it  tenaciously 
and  strongly  fortified  it  during  the  rebellion  of  1896  against  Spain. 
It  was  considered  quite  necessary  to  take  permanent  possession  of  the 
line  before  entering  upon  a  southern  campaign,  and  General  Lawton, 
who  returned  to  Manila  on  December  16,  was  directed  to  do  so. 

He  at  once  prepared  a  column,  consisting  of  two  squadrons  of  the 
Eleventli  Cavalry,  only  one  of  which  was  mounted,  a  troop  of  the 
Fourth  Cavalry,  two  guns  of  Taylor's  light  battery  of  the  Fourth 
Artillery,  a  battalion  of  the  Twenty -seventh  and  one  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  Infantry.  This  column  commenced  its  march  to  the  west  of  and 
near  the  right  bank  of  the  river  on  the  evening  of  December  18.  The 
infantry  intended  to  cross  near  to  and  strike  San  Mateo,  and  Locketfs 
cavalry  \jo  cross  above  and  near  Montalban.  A  heavy  rain  storm 
approaching,  which  it  was  thought  would  unnecessarily  expose  the 
troops,  and  would  swell  the  river  so  that  a  crossing  would  be  attended 
b}^  danger,  directions  were  given  to  suspend  the  movement,  but  Gen- 
eral Lawton  asked  in  person  that  it  might  progress,  saying  that  he 
did  not  think  the  stoim  would  continue  long,  that  the  troops  had 
already  started  on  the  march,  and  that  he  intended  to  accompany  them. 
The  column   proceeded,  the  rain  continui.^g  to  fall  heavily  daring 
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the  night,  and  nothing  was  heard  from  it  until  about  10  o'clock  the 
next  morning,  when  a  telegram  was  received  stating  that  General  Law- 
ten  had  been  killed.  It  appears  that  upon  reacSinff  the  vicinity  of 
San  Mateo  the  swollen  river  presented  difficulties,  so  3iat  the  crossing 
could  not  be  eflFected  with  the  readiness  anticipated,  and  that  for  that 
reason  considerable  delay  ensued. 

General  Lawton  was  shot  at  the  river  bank,  where  he  wai*  supervis- 
ing the  crossing  of  the  troops,  by  the  concealed  enemy  at  San  Mateo, 
while  fearlessly  exposing  his  person  as  a  target  for  the  enem3''s  shai-p- 
shooters.  Lockett's  cavalry  crossed  as  directed  near  Montalban,  drove 
the  enemy  northward  into  the  mountains,  and,  turning,  proceeded  to 
San  Mateo,  which  the  infantry  in  the  meantime  had  taken.  Leaving 
a  squadron  of  the  Eleventh  Cavalry  and  a  battalion  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Infantry  to  garrison  San  Mateo,  the  remaining  troops  retired 
down  the  east  bank  of  the  river  with  General  Lawton's  body  to  the 
pumping  station,  where,  having  been  crossed  to  the  west  bank,  it  was 
received  by  a  portion  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry  under  Colonel  Hayes, 
who  had  l>een  sent  from  Manila  to  escoit  it  to  the  city. 

The  loss  of  General  I^awton  was  keenlj^  felt  and  deplored  by  the 
entire  corps,  also  by  a  large  class  of  Filipino  citizens,  whose  respect 
and  admiration  he  had  won  by  his  kind  treatment,  soldierly  bearmg, 
and  continued  military  successes.  As  a  leader  of  men  and  a  master  m 
handling  them  under  trying  conditions  he  had  few  etjuals.  Whatever 
the  emergency,  he  was  always  found  competent  to  cope  with  and  over- 
come it. 

The  insurgents  who  were  driven  through  Montalban  into  the  moun- 
tains by  the  two  squadrons  of  the  Eleventh  Cavalry  (one  mounted  and 
one  dismounted)  returned  to  that  place  and  confronted  the  troops  left 
at  San  Mateo,  as  herein  previously  reported.  Colonel  Lockett,  who 
commanded  that  regiment,  with  station  at  the  pumping  works  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Alariquina  River,  was  instructed  to  drive  them  out, 
place  sufficient  force  at  and  to  the  north  of  Montalban  to  hold  the 
mountain  passes,  also  all  roads  and  trails  passing  from  that  town,  and 
to  establish  garrisons  at  the  more  important  points.  Two  battalions  of 
the  Forty -sixth  Infantry,  conmnanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pratt,  a 
battalion  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  conunanded  by  Major  John- 
son, a  company  of  the  Forty-fifth  Infantiy,  one  of  the  Twenty-seventh, 
and  2  Nordenfeldt  guns,  under  Captain  Van  Deusen,  were  furnished 
him,  which,  together  with  the  mounted  and  dismounted  squadrons  of 
his  own  regiment,  was  to  compose  his  available  force.     He  was  sup- 

Elied  with  wagon  transportation  for  his  infantry  and  pack  animals  for 
is  mounted  cavalry.  After  rationing  the  troops  left  at  San  Mateo 
and  Mariquina,  he,  on  December  2^,  led  his  colunm  to  Montalban, 
where  he  achieved  complete  success,  and  which  he  thus  reported  on 
December  27  and  the  two  following  days:

Yestenlay  the  cavalry  was  sent  to  detour  around  north  flank  of  insurgents'  posi- 
tion and  Johnson's  inmntry  around  south  flank  across  mountain.  Forty-fifth  was 
sent  up  east  bank  of  river.  Johnson  failed  to  get  through  last  night;  sent  him  this 
morning  up  hogback  to  turn  south  flank  and  supported  him  with  one  company 
Twenty-seventh  Infantry  and  one  troop  dismounted  squadron  Eleventh  Cavalry. 
Tw>k  two  battalions  Forty-sixth  Infantry*  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pratt  commanding, 
u[)  Montallian  road;  formed  line  towai^  east;  2  suns,  under  Captain  Van  Deunen, 
between  the  two  battalions  of  the  F^fc  ^gj^th  In&ntiy,  opened  fire  upon  enemy's 
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p<^)int.  In8!irp:entfl  w<»n»  poi?to<l  in  strong  fortified  positions  on  both  sides  of  the 
river.  IIa<l  l>atti?rv  with  1  brt^eoh-loading  cannon,  supported  b\'  a  battalion  of  iu&m- 
try,  jtiHt  wuith  of  river  wliere  it  coincH  out  of  the  mountains.  The  attack  was  a  com- 
plete Htieeess.  Cavalry  t*(|uadn)n  got  in  n»arof  the  flank  by  the  hardest  kind  of  work. 
Johnson's  infantry  is  iip  on  mountain  yet.  As  the  front  attack  broke  the  enemy  the 
esivalry  troop  |)oure<l  in  withering  volleys  an<l  sent  him  in  a  wild  scramble  through 
the  hriish.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pratt  pushed  part  of  his  command  up  mountain  sine, 
tiiriKNl  right  of  liattery  in  hnish,  and  found  a  breech-loading  cannon.  We  have  cap- 
t;ire<l  alH>nt  24  rifl'.»s,  20,(X)0  rounds  of  ammunition,  500  pounds  of  powder,  reloading 
nut  lit,  and  material  for  making  projei^tiles.  The  opportunity  was  furnished  and  a 
ijreat  nuinlK?r  of  the  enemy  should  have  been  killed.  To-morrow  I  will  search  out 
the  hills  and  destn)y  the  telegraph  lines.  The  command  which  defended  this  posi- 
tion has  !)een  thoroughly  scattered  over  as  nmgh  a  country  as  1  ever  saw.  Our 
(•asnalties  are,  as  far  as  I  can  leani,  1  oflicer  and  2  men  Eleventh  Cavalry  wounded, 
[i  men  Forty-sixth  Infantry  womided,  and  1  man  Forty-fifth  Infantry  drowned.

The  entire  command  is  now 
in  the  vicinity  of  Montall>an.  Compimy  of  Forty-fifth  Infantry  on  outpost  duty  at 
inr^urgent  stronuhold  killed  8  P'ilipinos  this  a.  m.  and  captured  their  guns.  Filipino 
pris<»nen<  r(»iM)rt  insurgent  troopj?  without  food  and  that  they  have  no  food  supplies 
in  the  mountains.  The  strong  insurgent  fort  north  of  the  river  and  arsenal  nave 
)'ren  destroyed.  We  have  setjured  16  Imles  of  telegraph  wire.  Shall  I  continue  to 
hunt  small  insurgent  detachments  out  of  the  mountains?

Chikf  of  Staff,  Manila: 

Insurgent  forces  fronting  Montalban  were  attacked  by  troops  under  my  command 
an<l  (lefeat<^l.  They  o<'cupie<l  a  front  of  8  miles  on  l)oth  sides  of  river  in  foothills  and 
on  mountain  sides.  We  turned  lK)th  flanks  by  troops  sent  out  on  afternoon  of  the  26th 
and  smashed  the  center.  Flving  insurgents  were  intercepted  by  dismounted  cavalry, 
which  had  circleil  north  end  of  line,  and  were  driven  up  mountains.  The  infiEuitry 
whi<'h  ha<l  turned  left  flank  were  on  hand  to  catch  them  on  mountains.  Result  was 
grand  disintegration.  ^Mountain  sirle  and  jiath  are  coveretl  with  dense  thickets  of 
banil)oo,  almost  impenetrable.  All  the  troops  now  in  except  Major  Miller  with  five 
companies  of  the  Forty-sixth.  Will  not  be  down  until  to-night  or  to-morrow  morn- 
ing. About  SO  known  to  have  been  killeil,  several  wounded,  and  24  captured.  The 
loss  was  necessjirily  much  greater,  but  the  men  did  not  stop  to  hunt  lor  boiiies  in 
dense  grass  and  jungle.  We  captureil  their  gun  arsenal  and  quantities  of  ammunition, 
an<l  supplies  of  all  sorts  have  been  caj^tured  and  destroyed.  We  got  their  reloading 
outfit,  telegraph  instniments,  lineman's  outfit,  and  40  rifles.  The  movement  was  a 
cf)mplete  success.  OnV  loss  was  1  oflicer  ami  (>  men  wounded  and  1  man  drowned. 
Several  cases  of  heat  prostration.  Major  Carson's  s<}uadron  was  sent  to  San  Joee, 
with  four  days'  rations  on  pack  mules.

Brigadier-Gonei-al  Bat<*s  had  returned  from  southern  Mindanao  and 
tlie  Jolo  Archipelajjo,  whither  he  had  been  instructed  to  proceed  on 
October  20  on  businos.s  connected  with  the  positions  of  troops  in  that 
section  of  the  Philippines  and  the  recent  agreement,  which,  b3  agent 
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of  the  United  States,  he  had  conditionally  entered  into  with  the  Mom 
Sultan  and  his  datos.  He  received  the  appointment  of  niajor-[if<Miend 
of  volunteers,  suceetHlinjf  to  the  vacancy  caused  hv  the  death  of  Gen- 
eral Lawton,  and  was  assigned  on  Januaiy  4  to  the  coniniaiid  of  the 
First  Division  of  the  corps.  Th<»  campaign  in  southern  Luzon  was 
actively  entered  up)n.  Trie  plan  adopted  was  to  confront  and  hold 
the  strong  force  of  the  (»nemy  near  Inuis  and  to  the  west  of  Bacoor, 
while  a  colunm  should  move  nipidly  down  the  west  .shore  of  the 
I^iguna  de  Bay  to  Binang,  thence  turn  south  west  ward  ly,  scMze  the 
Silanp,  Indang,  and  Naic  rcml.  capturing  the  enemv's  suppliers  sup- 
posecT  to  be  at  the  towns  of  Silang  and  Indang,  which,  witli  Binang 
and  Naic,  were  to  1m»  h(»ld.  By  this  m<'ans  w(»  ex{K*cted  to  arrest  the 
retreat  of  the  enemy  when  he  should  hv  driven  from  northern  C'tivite 
by  our  troops  designated  to  attack  him  there,  and  thus  pnncnt  his 
reassembling  in  th(»  mountains  of  south<M'n  Cavite  and  the  northern 
jmrt  of  Hitangas  province. 

The  force  available  was  a  squadnni  of  the  Fourth  and  one  of  the 
Elev<»nth  C'avalry,  Captain  Reilly's  light  Im-ttery  of  the  Fifth  Artillery 
less  Sunmierairs  platoon,  4  Astor  Battery  guns  ctMmnanded  b}' 
Lieutenant  Koehler,  f>  guns  of  a  vari(Kl  chanicter  under  ('a|)tain  Van 
Deusen  and  Li<Mitenant,s  Sunnnerall  and  Buckey,  the  Fourth  Infantry, 
the  Twenty-eighth,  Thirtieth,  Thirty-sev(»nth,  Thirty-eighth,  Thirtv- 
ninth,  Forty-hfth,  and  Forty-sixth  regiments  of  volunt<M'rs.  Tno 
Fourth,  Twenty-eighth,  Thirty-seventh,  and  Thirty-ninth  already 
occupied  advanced  outposts  at  hnus,  Bacoor,  Calamba,  and  Los  Bailos. 
(ienends  Schwan  and  Wheaton  w<rr(^  din^ctxnl  to  rei)ort  to  Major- 
Genend  Bates — Genenil  ScHwan  to  command  the  colunm  to  be  sent 
over  the  Indang  and  Silang  line  and  (ieneral  Wheaton  the  troops  to 
operate  from'Bacoor  and  Inuis.  The  former  assembled  his  colunm  at 
San  P<»dro  Macati  on  January  4.  It  consisted  of  an  engineer  detach- 
ment, commanded  by  Captain  Sib<*rt;  the  Fourth  and  Eleventh  Cavalry 
squadrons,  conmianded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hayes,  of  the  Fourth 
Cavalry;  of  the  8  guns  with  Captain  Van  Deusen,  reenforced  by 
3  under  Lieutenant  SunuueniU  and  4  under  Ijieutenant  Buckey, 
in  the  reorganization  of  the  })rigade  on  elanuary  12;  of  the  Thirtieth 
and  Forty-sixth  regiments  of  volunteers,  and  GO  Macalx^bc  scouts. 
The  Thiit\^-seventh  and  Thiity-ninth  reginu^nts  were  already  at 
Calamba  and  Ia)H  Banos,  sufficiently  near  Binang  and  Santa  Rosa  to 
j^ve  assistance  if  desired,  and  on  January  2  parts  of  those  organiza- 
tions had  driven  an  insurgent  force  to  the  northwestward  through 
Santa  Kosa  and  out  of  Binang,  returninji^  thence  to  Calamba.  General 
Schwan's  column  was  supplied  with  efficient  Hospital  and  Signal  Corps 
detachments,  had  suffi(*ient  quai*t<»rmaster's  transportation  (with  large 
pack  tmin  for  cavalry),  and  rations  for  ten  days.  It  march(»d  out  of 
nan  Pedro  Macati  on  the  morning  of  the  5th,  reaching  Muntinlupa  that 
evening,  having  experienced  during  the  day  a  great  deal  of  diflicultv  in 
moving  its  train  over  the  trails  which  it  was  necessiirv  to  travel.  The 
followmg  day  (January  (5)  General  Schwan  reached  IWnang,  and  thus 
reported  results:

Macati.  Entered  Muntinlupa  without  resifftance  5  }\  m.,  ami  canipc<i  then.'  that 
night.  Sent  reconnoitering  party  out  on  Iwth  roads  toward  liifiang  wuiie  evening. 
Party  on  west  road  fired  upon  about  1  mjip  t)Outh  and  retumcil.  Coinniand  inovwl 
south  by  two  roads  this  a.  m.  Cavalry  Macflbeben,  artillery,  and  my  head({uarters 
constitute<l  first  column;  remainder  of  command,  with  train  under  Colonel  Uardenery 
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('«nn|M»s<'(i  Hccrond  coliiinn.  Firnt  i-oluinn  inovtHl  <»n  ridjjeand  l)ottoin road.  Encoun- 
WnA  slight  n*HiHtan<'c  alxuit  2  inil(»H  wnitli,  which  cavalry  and  Mac^abeljen  oven-anic; 
niDVCfl  on  then  with  Steele's  ]>attalion  infantry  in  a^lvanct?  on  l>ottom  road,  ^i^»nding 
cavalry  on  ri<l>re.  Ft>un<i  enemy  at  Hiftanp.  Steele's  liattalion  drove  them  out 
Nohm's  H4iua<ln»n  cir<'le<l  arotnuf  to  our  rijrht,  but  found  no  resistance.  Our  loss: 
KilUnl,  Corj)!.  James  W.  Johnson,  C'omimny  K,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  shot  through  the 
IkmIv;  woniided,  1  j»rivate,  C  TrfK>p,  P^leventh  C'avalry,  neck,  severe.  Enemy's  loss 
unknown;  9  iMMlien  found;  26  pri.»<oner8  taken  and  some  riflt^.  About  800  men  under 
( rcneral  Noriel  were  (nrnpyinj?  the  town.  It  is  l)eHeved  his  command  retreated  to 
Silanj;  or  Dai^nmrifias.  Si*cond  column,  tmder  Colonel  (lardener,  move<i  alonj»  l)cach 
road,  an<i  followe<l  lirst  column  into  ihis  town.  All  mv  command  in  town  here 
t  >-iii>rht.  <Jo<m1  town;  i>opulation,  alnnit  9,000;  should  f)e  held.  Am  leaving  one 
battalion  Forty-sixth  to  pirrison  it  for  the  nresent.  Prisoners  will  he  tumefl  loose 
to-morrow.  All  projK.»rty  towed  by  Trilhy  duly  arrived  and  is  now  about  landed. 
Will  move  out  rajmily  early  to-morrow  morning.

(foin^ral  Bates  and  .stiitf  dojwirted  for  Bac'oor  on  January  6,  to  which 
point  (lencral  Whoaton,  who  had  been  astjiji^ned  to  the  iunnodiate  com- 
luand  of  tr<)()]).s  in  the  vicinity,  had  preceded  him  and  had  placed  in 
position  for  advance  and  attack  the  organiziitions  of  which  he  was  given 
chart.^e.  They  consist<»d  of  lliMlly'.s  and  Koehler's  Imtterietf,  the  Fourth 
Infantry,  the  Twenty -(»ighth.  Thirty-eighth,  and  Forty-fifth  regiments 
of  volunteei><,  with  detachments  from  the  various  staff  corps  and  a 
small  body  of  cavalry,  and  were  supplied  with  rations  for  several  days. 
Th<\v  weie  concentnit(»d  at  Inms  and  Bacoor,  ready  to  strike  whenever 
the  proj)cr  time  should  arrive. 

(general  Bates  tc^legraphed  from  Bacoor  on  Januaiy  7  that  a  large 
foi"c(»  of  insurgents  ai)}K*ared  to  have  concentrated  near  Novaleta,  on 
the  Bacoor  and  San  tmncisco  de  Malabon  road;  tliat  his  reconnoiter-  ' 
ing  parties  had  gotten  contact,  and  that  there  was  considerable  firing; 
that  the  T\v(Mity-(»ighth  and  Fortv-fifth  Infantry  were*  about  to  l>e 
moved  to  Inms,  to  which  point  (jreneral  Wheaton  had  gone.  That 
evening  1h»  re])ort(»d  from  Inms  that  the  enemv  had  been  6ncount<^red 
near  an  outpost  theie  by  a  company  of  the  iFourth  Infantry,  under 
the  coumiand  of  Lieutenant  Cheney,  who,  with  2  enlisted  men,  had 
been  killed,  2  luen  being  wounded;  and  that  Colonel  Birkhimer,  of 
the  Twenty -eighth  Infantry,  with  one  battalion  of  his  regiment  and  a 
gun  of  Captain  Keilly's  l)atterv,  had  moved  out  from  Bacoor  early 
that  morning  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  reconnoissanee  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Novaleta,  had  encountered  the  enemy,  and  had  driven  him  out 
of  his  intrenchments,  killing  65,  wounding  40,  and  capturing  32  rifles; 
that  his  <asualti(»s  were  8  men  wounded;  that  later  m  the  day  Major 
Taggtirt.  of  th(»  Twentv-eighth  Infantry,  with  two  battalions  of  tnat 
regiment,  the  scouts  oi  the  Fourth  Infantry  under  Lieutenant  Way, 
and  the  machine  guns  had  made  camp  near  to  Imus  outpost,  on  the 
Dasmarinas  road;  had  confronted  a  force  of  insurgents  numbering 
about  ()()0,  whom  h(»  had  driven  off,  killing  GO,  wounding  80,  and  that 
he  had  1  of  his  men  killed  and  10  wounded;  that  the  enemy  had  retired 
on  Perez  Dasmarinas;  that  his  total  casualties  for  the  day  in  the  vieinitv 
of  Bacoor  and  Imus  wen»  1  officer  and  3  men  killed  and  20  wounded. 
He  asked  that  a  scjuadron  of  cavalry  be  sent  him,  as  he  had  a  great 
deal  of  country  to  covor  and  wished  to  prevent  the  escape  or  the 
enemy  if  possible.  He  also  submitted  information  that  the  majority 
of  th(»  inha!)it4Uits  would  be  friendly  if  protected  from  the  innurgcnt 
troops.  He  was  authorized  to  draw  ui>on  the  Eleventh  Cavalry  for 
an  additional  sijuadron,  the  mounting  of  which  in  Manila  had*  just 
been  completed. 
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On  «Jaiiiuirv  8  CTencral  l^t«s  telographed  the  following  from  Das- 
marinas:

Fourth  Infantry,  left  Iniiis  phortly  after  daylight 
this  morning,  nian'hing  upon  the  two  parallel  Voads  leading  to  DaHniarifiaH,  the 
left  colunin  (•onijK)»e<l  of  the  Twentv-eightli  Infantry  and  machine  gnnn,  the  right 
cohnnn  eonHit?ting  of  the  Thirty-eighth  and  Forty-lifth  Infantry,  Koehler,  Kenly's 
l»attery,  and  the  train.  I)ai»marinas  wiii*  rear-hnl  abont  11  a.  m.  No  opyH>Hition  was 
eneonntered  en  route  by  the  right  eolumn.  The  left  cohnnn,  imder  ('(jlonel  Jiirk- 
himer,  enrounten*<l  and  diHperse<l  a  Hmall  force  of  the  enemy  ntnnbering  aln^iit 
100.  One  inwnrgent  wa«  kilk^I.  No  ca.«tialtieH  on  onr  8i<le..  Twc>  Uittalions 
Fourth  Infantry  were  hel<l  at  InuiH,  the  thin!  ImttaHon,  under  Major  S<'.ott,  iK'ing 
pent  out  to  reconnoiter  Novaleta.  The  enemy  was  diHcoven**!  to  have  IUhI,  and  was 
rei)orte<i  by  natives  to  have  taken  the  tlirtn'tion  of  Naie.  S<'(>tt  hiis  Inmi  n»t»nfon«d» 
by  a  tr(.K>p  of  cavalry,  and  <lirectiHi  to  gain  conta<'t  with  the  enemy  and  ])UHh  on  to 
San  Francisco  de  MaIalN>n.  Colonc*!  I)orst  with  Fort^'-lifth  Infantry',  wiw  dinwttHl 
this  afternoon  ti)  pnH'eed  to  Huena  Vista,  continuing  Ins  march  by  night  in  onler  to 
reach  that  i)oint  without  delay.  If  he  <1<.k*s  not  find  any  hostile  forces  he  will  push 
on  U)  Quintana,  where  he  will  prolwbly  efftn-t  jtmction  with  S<^hwan.  FU^connois- 
sance  towanl  Sihmg  this  aftemorm  ilisi-overiMl  nn  indications  of  enemy,  and  every- 
thing iK)ints  to  the  n'treat  of  the  insurgents  in  the  <IinH"tion  of  Jfaic.  \Vheaton*8 
coimiiaud  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  in  gofnl  spirits.

In  the  moantimo  (jrenoral  8<'hwan  had  moved  all  of  his  troops, 
excepting  a  battalion  of  the  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  out  of  Bifian^  on 
the  directed  route  westward  early  on  the  Jiiorning  of  the  7th.  He 
reached  Silang  upon  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  preceded  by  his  cav- 
alry, which  without  restinjif  pushed  on  to  Indiing  and  out  on  the  Naic 
road.  The  enemy  had  destroyed  all  bridges  on  this,  his  line  of  retreat 
from  Binang,  and  thus  delayed  the  wagon  train  and  portions  of  the 
infantry  column,  (xeneral  Schwan's  dispatches  clearly  report  hia 
operations  and  the  situation.     They  are  as  follows:

I^ft  Biilang  ihis  morning,  marching  by  two  roads  to  Carmona.  Sent  Nolan's 
ecjuadron  forwanl  from  heights  2  miles  this  side  of  Carmona,  with  packs,  to  push  to 
Silang.  Followerl  him  immediately  with  Johnston's  l>attalion  Forty-sixth.  Hayes, 
with  Fourth  Cavalry  squadron,  came  ui)  one  hr»ur  later,  having  encountere<l  difficulties 
in  rice  swamps.  »Sent  Hayes  to  i>ass  Johnston,  join  Nolan,  and  to  push  on  to  Indang 
if  pijssible.  Nolan's  s(|uadron  en tere<l  »Silang  with  slight  rt^sistance — alxmt  twenty 
minutes  of  lighting.  Our  <'asualties  1  wounde<l  in  arm.  All  cavalry,  with  Elev- 
enth Cavalry  jtfick,  moved  into  Indang  at  \\  p.  m.,  and  I  <'ame  here  with  infantry 
iHittalion  at  5.30  p.  ni.  an<l  o<'cupietl  this  town.  No  report  yet  from  Hayes  at 
Indang.  Hoads  from  Bifiang  ini{)assablc  for  wagons  4  niiles  from  here.  Wagon 
train  at  Rio  MaUpiin  Ylang,  but  <'an  not  <Tr>ss!  Insurgent*!  fmm  Indang  have 
retreate<i  hastily  this  way.  Way  strcjwn  with  household  goixis,  chickens,  etc.,  and 
0ome  bulls  and  cArtn  witfi  large  (juantities  ammunition,  records,  etc.,  almndone<l  on 
rrtads.  We  have  found  3  fieUl  pie<res,  inirluding  one  gatling,  and  exjject  to  ])ick  up 
remainder  of  6  with  which  Noriel-s  advanc<^l  tnio^rh  left  Hiilang.  (iardener  and 
Schuyler,  with  remaining  troojM^,  camping  alxmt  4  mile»  fn>m  here.  Will  In?  in  by 
morning.  The  river  crossing  mentioiK»fl  is  impassable  for  wagons — is  a  rocky  gorge 
torn  by  rapid  streams.  Engineers  will  make  every  effort  to  get  a  crossing,  but 
pn'sent  indu^ticns  are  that  roads  are  impi&cticable.

Have  not  vet  heard  f  f^vm  him,  and  I  am  now  starting  out  Hartigan's 
battalion  Xhiftioth  lufautry  for  same  jji  ^     Gardener  follows  to-morrow  with  two 
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riMnainin;;  l>attaIionp,  one  of  which  will  1k»  piinheil  on  to  Naic  and  the  other  united 
wilh  Ilartijjrjin'H  ))attalion  at  Indang.  Part  of  thin  garrison,  or  all  of  it,  may  be  pent 
forward  to  Fort  Quintana,  \i  it  proven  a  more  suitable  i>oint  than  Indang.  Owing  to 
pr(»sent  impractica))ility  of  Hiflang  roads  for  4  miles  from  Silang,  these  two  battalions 
will  have  to  be  siipplie<l  from  Naie,  to  which  place  I  have  directed  Colonel  Hayea  to 
manh  to-iiiorn»w,  the  ^Hh  instant.  Cntil  roatls  can  be  repaired  and  bull  charts  be 
employed  for  hauling,  supplies  for  the  two  battalions  will  have  to  be  carried  to  them 
bv  Colonel  Hayes's  jMick  tnuns.  Hence,  sulisistenc^  stores,  ammunition,  and  s<»me 
cfothing  shoulil  1k'  sent  at  once,  lK)th  to  Naie  and  Bifiang — first  of  all  to  Naic. 
Hayes's  (*ommaiid  and  Thirtieth  Infantry  and  Schuyler's  two  battalions  Forty-sixth 
Infantry,  the  Ma<'alH*lH'  scouts,  and  the  mountain  artillery  have  orders  to  eoout  the 
surroun<ling  cotmtry  in  all  directions  and  prevent  the  egress  of  the  insurgents  south. 
All  whtH'l  tra!is|M»rtation  will  nMuain  for  the  present  with  Colonel  Schuyler,  whomav 
Ih'  al>le  in  time  to  transfer  a  few  ambulances  and  light  w^^)ns  to  Ganlener,  Thirtieth 
Jnfantry.  It  is  thought  that  Schuyler  will  have  no  <liffieulty  in  keepinc:  his  command 
suppli(Hl  from  Hinang.  lioad  will  l>e  reitainnl  and  may  be  ma<le  {)assable  for  wagons. 
Meanwhile  stippli(»s  will  have  to  1k>  i>acke<i  by  Maail)ebes  or  natives.  All  trooj* 
are  in  excellent  comlition  and  spirits.

In  captures  previotisly  rt»^)orteii  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  1  field 
gun  here,  |5o:u  Mexican  sdver,  a  number  of  rifles,  8  boxes  Mauser  and  quantity 
Remington  annnunition,  a  large  amount  of  powder  and  records.  There  was  one 
arsiMml  her**,  which  we  destroye<l.  Report  from  Colonel  Hayes  just  rec*eived  from 
messenger.  He  met  no  n^istance  until  lie  reached  Indang,  where  enemy,  estimated 
2(X),  were  intrenched.  Drove  them  out  and  occupie<l  the  town,  sending  out  recon- 
noitering  j)arties  to-day,  which  had  not  returnea  at  the  time  of  his  report.  Our 
casualties:  Private  James  Freeman,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  killed;  native  guide  wounded. 
Colonel  Hayes  reports  Indang  to  l>e  insurgent  depot;  good  hospital  there,  well 
equipiKMl,  containing  sick  ami  wounded  insurgents.  Captured  about  $4,000.  Re- 
ports road  Silang  to  Imlang  fair,  an<l  practicable  for  wagons  except  at  river  crossings, 
where  britiges  have  ln'cn  destroyed.  Country  destitute  of  forage  for  animals.  I 
commend  highly  the  work  <^f  Colonel  Hayes  and  squadron.  They  were  fourteen 
hours  in  the  sad<lle,  ojh.' rating  over  most  difficult  roads  and  in  a  burning  sun.  Re- 
connoiK'ianc**  .S  mile?-  Dasmarifias  road  to-<iav;  saw  few  insurgents.  Reports  roads 
impra<*ticable  for  wagons.  Rrooke,  commanding  at  Biflang,  reports  town  filling  up 
rapidly  with  people.  He  hiw  conferre<i  with  vice-presidente  and  h^uimen  and 
shr)wn  order  relating  to  civil  government.  All  want  latter  established.  He  reports 
reconnoissance  to  Santa  Rosa  yesterday.  I  start,  with  Gardener's  battalions,  daylight, 
for  Indang.     Hayes  will  prolxibly  strike  Naic  some  time  to-morrow.

Cxt^nonil  Bates  bad  in  person  accompanied  General  Wheaton's  troops, 
and  was  wit  bout  direct  cominunication  with  his  column,  over  which 
(icncral  S<hwan  was  exercising  immediate  control.  The  Sienal  Corps 
maintain(Hl  constant  telegraphic  communication  between  Manila  and 
the  headquarters  of  both  (ienemis  Hates  and  Schwan.  The  fonner 
Avas  ])romptly  advised  from  Manila  of  the  movements  of  the  latter, 
who,  in  turn,  was  apprised  of  the  operations  of  General  Wheaton'^s 
troons,  also  those  in  the  vicinity  of  Calamba,  which  Colonel  Bullard, 
of  tlie  Thirty-ninth  Volunteers,  temporarily  supervised.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  General  Schwan's  telegram  on  the  evening  of  the  8tn,  infor- 
mation and  instriu'tions  were  given  as  follow\s:

Thirtieth  Infantry,  an<l  Macalx^lwi  strouts  occupy  Indang  and 
Naic  l)y  Fort  Quintana  road  if  ])racticable.  It  is  not  probable  tliat  you  will  lind  it 
neci»s«ary  to  occupy  cither  Indang,  Silang,  or  Xaic  long,  (ieneral  Bati»s's  troops  are 
suflicientlv  strong  to  handle  insurgents  north  of  y(>ur  line.

Detached  two  conifMinics 
to  shut  off  insurgents'  retreat  on  trails  entering  Indang  from  the  north.  Hartigan's 
battalion,  same  regiment,  which  cauje  here  yesterday,  starts  for  Naic  at  once.  It  will 
pass  through  Alfonso  and  camp  at  Maragan  to-nigl\t,  thence  will  pixK^eetl  through 
the  towns  of  Bailer  and  Maragondon,  olo^ing  the  avenue  of  escape  of  insurgents  who 
may  elude  Hayes  or  have  paieed  througu  j^aic  before  his  arrival  there.

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scotits  pa»«injr  yoptenlay  throuj^h  pootion  pouth  of  this  point  developed  nothing  note- 
worthy, t'xccpt'  that  tht»  inhabitants  art*  fast  returning  to  their  homes.  Have  notyet 
Ikimi  al)k'  to  iVarn  the  ri'Hiilt  of  I)on«t's  (Forty-fifth)  contemplateil  movement  on  Fort 
(^uintana.  Ihiyt's  n?port8  the  following  articles  cai)ture<l  by  his  cavalry  while  oper- 
ating iH'tween  Binaiig  and  In<lang:  Sixty-two  rifles,  Mausers  and  Remingtons,  of 
which  34  were  destroyini;  4,^X)0  rounds  of  ammunition;  5  sets  telegraph  iA8tnimentt<; 
1  field  gun  (iiH'ludwi  in  tlioj>e  previously  reportetl);  4,000  pounds  hexagonal  powder, 
dc?j>itn)yed;  $7,198.50  Mexii'an,  iK'longing  to  insurgent  government,  being  exact 
ainouiit  of  capture*!  money  previously  repbrte<l  as  amounting  to  about  $4,000.  Thir- 
tieth Infantry  is  without  transportation  of  any  kind,  but  carries  four  days'  rations 
in  their  haversacks.  By  repairing  some  bridges  that  are  out,  and  making  some  other 
repairs,  Silang-Indang  road  can  be  made  practicable  for  wagons  in  short  time.

Captain  Glasgow,  with  tn>op  Fileventh  Cavalry,  reachetl  San  Francisco  de  Malabon 
early  this  morning  and  obtaine<l  reliable  information  of  the  retreat  of  the  rebels  to 
the  south.  Lieutenant  Way  and  scouts,  Fourth  Infantry,  reconnoitered  to  a  p<.>int 
IJ  miles  ea.'^t  of  San  Nicolis.  He  muted  a  comi>any  of  insurgents  armed,  but 
apparently  without  ammunition,  which  scattered  in  rapid  flight  in  all  directions  with- 
out C)ffering  nfsistance.  The  insurgent  force  retreating  south  from  San  Francis<»t>  de 
MalalM)n  is  estimated  at  fifteen  hundreil  strong,  or  seven  battalions.  It  is  believed  to 
have  gone  into  the  section  about  Alfonso  or  Bailen,  and  Hartigan's  battalion,  Thir- 
tieth Infantrv,  which  has  l)een  oniered  to  Naic  by  that  road,  may  strike  it.  Have 
accordingly  directiHl  General  Schwan  to  be  prepared  to  support  Hartigan  promptly. 
A  troop  Kleventh  Cavalry  pushed  through  from  San  Francisco  to  Buena  Vista.  It 
has  reache<l  Colonel  Doret  (Forty-fifth),  who  was  at  5  p.  m.  to-dav  2  miles  this  side 
of  Fort  Quintana.  Dorst  luis  been  delaye<l  by  the  bad  condition  of  the  rc^ads. 
Wire  was  sent  to  General  Schwan  from  this  point  to-day,  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting the  line  to  Naic.  The  engineer  department  of  Wheaton's  and  Si'hwan's 
briga<les  are  now  engagini  in  re]miring  road,  Dasmarifias  and  Silang,  working  from 
both  points.  When  this  road  is  repaired  it  will  be  practicable  to  supply  Silang  via 
Imus,  a  distance  of  16  miles.

While  these  operations  were  in  progress  the  insurants  in  the  vicinity 
of  Ciihun})awero  active,  and  indeed  had  been  ever  since  our  troops  had 
taken  ])().ssessi()n  of  that  city.  In  my  last  annual  report,  rendered  on 
August  31,  it  is  thus  referred  to: 

On  July  *J<>  Calamba,  which  had  been  strongly  intrenched  and  supposedly  firmly 
held,  was*  (taptured  by  (ieneral  Lawton't?  troops,  consisting  of  the  Twenty-first  In^m- 
try,  a  s^juadron  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  a  battalion  drawn  from  the  Washington 
re«riment,  all  i)laced  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Hall,  with  the  loss  in 
casualties  of  :{  men  kille<l  and  11  wounded.  The  insui^uts  stoutly  resisted,  but,  as 
it  has  always  hapjK^ned  in  puch  caries,  they  exj)erienced  a  costly  discomfiture.  Loe 
Banos,  the  location  of  an  expensive  hospital  erected  by  Spain,  was  also  taken,  and 
the  two  plaees  are  still  held  oy  our  troops,  composed  of  a  platoon  of  Light  Battery 
F,  Fifth  ArtilU  ry,  and  the  entire  Twenty-first  Infantry.  Several  attefnpts  have  been 
made  to  dislodge  them  by  ccmcentrateil  forces  of  the  enemy,  which  have  resulted  in 
failure*  and  severe  j^unishment. 

TIk*  i)ltic(»  contiimed  to  })e  a  point  of  attack  for  the  enemy,  as  it 
was  to  liim  important,  since  by  holding  it  we  blocked  communication 
between  the  lake  cities,  except  by  a  circuitous  route  to  the  south. 

In  a  former  portion  of  this  report  we  have  mentioned  an  attempt  of 
the  iiisiiro^cuits  on  the  niti^ht  of  October  20  to  drive  our  troops  out, 
and  th(^  eiioarromcnts  which  took  place  there  on  the  23d  and  24th  of 
that  month,  after  reenforcements  had  been  furnished  the  commanding 
oliicer.  Colonel  Kline,  in  response  to  his  request.  These  engagfements 
piv(»  }>ut  temponirv  relief,  as  the  enemy  returned  to  his  intrenclments, 
which  we  had  captured,  as  soon  as  our  troops  were  withdrawn,  and 
we  were  obH<^ed  to  retire,  as  the  intrenched  line  was  too  long  for  us, 
with  the  strcMigth  available,  to  occupy  permanently  and  still  keep 
secure   C^alaniba  and  Los   Banos.     The  locality,  too,  proved  to   be 
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unhealthy,  so  that  not  only  an  .additional  niiniber  but  an  exchange  of 
troops  became  necessjiry.  This  was  effected  by  withdrawing  the 
Twenty-first  Infantry  the  latter  part  of  December,  rephu'ingit  by  the 
HMuainder  of  the  Thiily-seventh  and  Thirty-ninth  regiments  of  vol- 
unteers. The  country  south  of  C'alambu  to  and  beyond  Santo  Tomas, 
which  latt(»r  place  was  situated  on  the  road  conni^cting  northern  Ba- 
tangas  and  tlie  Laguna  Province,  was  much  liroken,  and  the  Calamba 
and  Santx)  Tomas  road  ran  through  defiles  and  oyer  mountains  which 
offered  every  advantages  for  successful  defense.  This  the  insurgents 
had  strongly  fortified  to  check  our  advance  south wai'd.  I  was 
informed  in  November  that  the  preparations  which  the  insurgents  had 
made  there  would  i)resent  formidable  difficulties  to  any  movement  in 
that  dire<'ti(m  w<^  might  be  contemplating. 

Our  intention,  then»fore,  was  to  hold  Calamba  and  IjOs  Banos,  and 
to  move  into  the  country  south  by  the  roads  running  west  from  Santo 
Tomtlsand  Tanauan,  both  very  important  points  and  the  headcpiartei^s 
of  the  insurgents  who  continued  to  annov  Calamba.  To  the  east  of 
Ijos  llanos  at  Santa  Cruz  an  insurgent  force  was  mamtam(»d.  This 
was  rt»ported  in  I)eceml)er  by  escaped  Sixinish  prisoners  to  number 
1,50(),  mostly  armed  with  Mauser  rifles,  but  short  of  ammunition,  and 
so  poorly  provided  with  subsistence  that  it  was  seizing  the  provisions 
of  the  residents  whom  it  wtts  compelling  to  leave  the  town.  Colonel 
BuUard,  of  tl>e  Thirty-ninth  Regiment,  who  was  in  command  at 
C'alamba,  attacked  the  enemy  to  the  west  of  the  city,  drove  him  north- 
ward up  the  shore  of  the  lake,  inflicting  upon  him  serious  damage,  and 
[)laced  detachments  at  Caliuyao,  Santa  Rosa,  and  Binaiig.  As  soon  as 
le  had  reported  this  information  he  was  instructed  as  follows:

0'>l<>nel  Bulla RD,  Calamha: 

Yon  did  right  in  attacking  insnrpents'  lino  aronnd  Calamba,  bnt  phonkl  not  have 
imrnned.  The  bulk  oi  the  injjnrjjentn  invtn^tin^  Calani})a  were  withdrawn  a  few  davB 
ajffj  pouthwani,  to  the  vicinity  (^f  Santo  Toinitfl,  wliere  tliere  has  l)een  a  eonfliderable 
concentration.  NorielV  force  in  the  lake  tr»wnH  withdrew  tenn)orarily  for  attack  on 
Zap^>te  and  l*arana<ine,  when*  he  was  confronte«l  on  the  niglit  of  the  1st  by  the 
Thirty-ei^^htli  liejrinient.  You  will  withdraw  your  troopH  to  Calanil)a,  watching 
vour  left  in  the  direction  of  Santa  Cruz  and  vour  front  in  the  dire<*tion  of  Santo 
iTomafl.  Do  not  move  from  the  vicmity  of  Calamba  without  onlers  from  superior 
authority.

A  detaehment  of  the  Thirtv-seventh  Infantry,  making  a  reeonnois- 
sanee  to  the  eastward  of  Los  llanos,  captured  at  th(»  near  town  of  Ray 
General  Uizal,  of  the  insurgent  army,  brother  of  theso-ealled  Filipino 
martyr.  Dr.  Kizal.  Bay  is  the  home  of  t\w  Kizal  family,  although  the 
mother  and  sisters  of  tH(*g<'nei*al  had  sought  the  protection  of  Manila, 
where  many  of  the  families  of  insurgent  oilicers  wen*  at  th<*  time  living, 
that  being"  the  only  place  whi(rh  promised  personal  security.  Major 
Boyd,  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  ivported  that  with  the  nropeity 
captured  was  a  chest  containing  the  bone.s  of  Dr.  Uizal,  anci  he  was 
instructed  to  retain  the  gen(»ral  and  his  personal  property  at  Los 
Banos  until  inquiry  could  be  made,  i\»  it  was  possible  that  he  was  not 
carrying  on  war  against  the  Governnient,  since  he  was  taken  iiix)n  his 
own  private  estjite.  Shcn-tly  th^»|«eafter  the  major  was  instructed  to 
forward  the  genenil  undcM*  ><uit..i  i^*  guard  to  Manila,  permitting  him 
to  retain  and  bring  with  him  tL     ,hf,st,  and  to  scud  with  the  guard  a 
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cornM-t  inviMitorr  of  all  his  property  which  hud  been  seized,  preserv- 
in<r  >aiiH'  for  return  if  coiisiaered  u()vi.siihle.  Arriviiijr  at  Manila,  the 
ffenrnil  was  found  to  1m*  quite  ill,  and  was  sent  to  his  niother'^s  resi- 
dence under  f^uar<l  u|)on  his  promise  to  re|X)rt  at  the  oftiee  next  morn- 
ing. KrjKii-tin^  in  accordance  with  his  promise,  all  argfument  failed 
to  convince  him  that  he  had  committed  any  political  error  or  that  he 
wiu<  K^i^'ty  ^f  ^"  individual  offense,  whereupon  he  was  directed  to 
return  to  his  mother's  house  and  after  a  few  da3's'  reflection  report 
a^in  at  headquarters,  having  l)een  granted  in  the  meantime  the  lib- 
erty of  the  city  in  order  to  see  and  converse  with  his  Filipino  friends. 
When  he  subsequently  reported,  he  had  concluded  to  take  no  further 

fart  in  rel)ellion,  and  upon  his  promise  he  was  permitted  to  return  to 
is  estate  at  Bay,  where  he  continued  to  conduct  himself  as  an  exem- 
plary private  citizen. 
On  flanuary  10  the  following  information  was  received  from  Calamba: 

Aixiutant-General  Department  of  the  Pacific: 

The  ent'iny  api)oaring  in  considerable  numbers  and  strengthening  his  works  to  the 
flouth  and  KlUthea^<t  (»f  Calamba,  alx>nt  1  mile  from  the  town,  I  atUicked  him  yester- 
day morning  (>  o'chx^k  in  three  columiiiii;  one  column  to  the  west  of  the  Santo  Toin^ 
road  under  t-ommand  of  Ca]>tain  Taylor  of  tlie  Thirty-ninth  Infantry;  one  along  the 
Santo  ToiniiH  r<>ad  under  Major  I^nghonie,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  who  had  with  him 
Lieut.  Oharlen  1\  Suinnierall  with  one  8.2-inch  gun,  one  Gatling,  and  one  Hotchkiss 
mountain  gun.  The  third  column,  consiflting  of  p)ortioiis  of  Thirty-seventh  and 
Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  under  my  immediate  command,  moved  over  the  mountains 
by  a  circuitouH  route  and  took  the  enemy  l)etween  Santo  Tomiis  and  Calamba  on 
hiH  ri^rht  flank  and  rear.  The  firHt  and  hardest  fight  was  in  the  enemy's  trenches 
here  within  a  mile  of  Calaml)a,  along  the  Santo  Tom^  roa<l  southw^ard.  One  man 
of  Company  K,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  Priyate  Walker  C.  Hoskinson,  was  killed; 
Lieutenant  Petite,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  receiveil  a  flesh  wound  in  both  legs,  not 
serious,  and  Cai)t.  II.  C.  liaker.  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  had  right  ear  perforated  by 
bullet.  The  enemy  fought  along  the  Santo  Tom^  road  for  about  4  miles,  making' 
three  standH  in  strongly  fortified  plai*es;  the  last  one  at  Puentede  Vega,  an  extensive 
fort  sup|K>siHl  to  l)e  impregnable,  with  a  great  iron  bridge  in  front  over  river  banks 
abr>ut  40  ftHit  high  and  precipitous.  The  column  that  moved  over  the  mountains 
came  in  }>ehind  this  bridge  and  on  his  flanks.  The  enemy  was  beaten  and  driven 
wt^tward,  wme  of  his  force  over  against  Lake  Taal,  but  the  bulk,  as  seen  from  the 
mountains,  pas-^d  to  the  north  e<lge  of  Lake  Taal.  As  nearly  as  could  be  ascertamed, 
there  were  nine  or  ten  organize<l  companies  in  the  trenches  alx>ut  Calamba  and  in 
the  fortilications  at  Puente  «le  Vega.  At  the  sound  of  our  firing  in  the  early  morn- 
ing all  insurgent  troops  moved  forwan.l  to  Puente  de  Vega,  north  of  Santo  Toin^ 
al)out  8  miles,  to  assist  in  the  defense.  The  troops  of  the  column  under  my  imme- 
diate i'onimand,  which  had  moved  over  the  mountains,  ])assed  in  behind  these 
tr(>oi>8  at  Puente  de  Vega.  After  the  tight  Santo  Tomds  was  entered  without  a  shot 
l>eing  lire<l.  Twenty-four  of  the  enemy  were  killed  and  found  on  the  field.  The 
nunil»er  wounde<i  is  unknown,  but  from  the  hills  to  the  south,  by  which  one  column 
approache<l  Santo  Tomiis,  many  wounded  could  be  seen  being  carried  to  the  rear 
toward  Uike  Taal.  Two  bamboo  cannon,  two  brass  mortars,  some  rifles,  and  a  good 
deal  of  aniniunition,  with  some  military  papers  of  no  im^wrtance,  were  captured. 
All  ofhcers  and  troops  behaved  t^xcellently.  I  am  to-day  repairing  road  to  Santo 
Toniiis  with  some  60  prisoners  who  were  cut  off  in  their  retreat  toward  the  north 
e<ige  of  Lake  Taal,  on  almost  all  of  whom,  when  captured,  ammunition  was  found. 
The  telegraph  line  between  here  and  Santo  Tomiis  can  be  repaired  in  a  day. 
Ph'use  win»  me  whether  I  shall  keep  open  the  road  and  rej^air  telegraph  line  between 
here  and  Santo  Tomiis.  Telephone  line  between  here  and  Biflang  completed.  Country 
(!lear  of  insurgents.  Forces  to-day  all  along  road  to  Santo  Tomds  and  scouting  coun- 
try from  Santo  Tomds  westward  to  Lake  Taal  at  request  of  (ileneral  Bates. 

BuLLARD,  Colond,  Commanding. 

On  this  date  General  Bates  was  at  Dasmarinas  and  General  Schwan 
at  Indan^.  The  cavalry  had  reached  Naic,  striking  portions  of  the 
enemy  retreating  from  Novaleta  and  Imus  on  the  Naicand  FortQuin- 
taua  I'oads.     Insurgent  detachments,  moving  in  small  bodies  of  from 
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one  to  two  hundrod,  had  siircocded  in  pissing  our  Siljinji^-IiKlan^  and 
Nau',  liiio,  and  oitlior  wore  endeavoring  to  jifjiin  tJie  mountainous  cojist 
country  of  Cavit(^  and  I^itangas  or,  moving  ])v  Bailor  or  Magallanos, 
would  attempt  to  enter  the  Ratangan  province  })v  the  Talisay  road 
whieh  skirts  the  northern  coast  of  LakeTiuil.  It  is  prolwihh*  that  only 
the  minor  |K)rti(m  of  th(»  insurgents  crossed  (ienenu  Schwan's  lino — 
the  majority  se(»king  their  liomes  in  Cavite  wht»re  they  concealed  their 
rifles  and  assumed  the  role  of  "•ainigos."  As  soon  as  Gononil  Bates  at 
Dasmarinas  rec(Mved  infonnation  of  (Jolonid  Bullard's  march  on  Santo 
Tomas,  he  comprehended  the  situation  and  inmuHliately  dis|jiit(»hed 
one  of  his  regiments,  the  Thirty-eighth  (Anderson's),  for  the  town  of 
Talisay  and  sent  word  to  Bullard  to  hold  the  Calamba  and  Santo 
Tomiis  line.  Not  Inking  aware  at  Manila  that  (Tonoral  Bates  had  been 
inforAied  of  Bullard's  movement,  we  w^iral  the  latter,  on  the  receipt 
of  his  messagt»,  the  following:

The  enemy  from  the  north  an<l  etif^t  may 
conct»ntrate  at  Talisay,  n«»rth  of  I^ke  Tmil,  and  endeavor  t«>  move  on  Silanjr,  Santo 
TomiU),  or  Calamba.

After  sending  this  dispatch  we  sent  to  (loneral  Bates  the  tcdogram 
which  apwars  on  a  former  page,  advising  him  of  Colonel  BullaiirH 
success,  tne  instructions  which  we  had  given  him,  and  recomm<>nding 
that  he  forward  a  battalion  of  Dorst's  regiment  to  Silang.  l'|K>n  the 
following  morning,  after  (TOiu^nil  Bates  had  rei)orted  his  action.  Col- 
onel Bullard  was  instructed  as  follows:

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(nMionil  Bates  proceoded  from  I)a8iiiarina.s  to  Silang,  thence  to 
Indanir,  the  headcjuurters  of  Genenil  Schwan,  on  Januaiy  11,  and 
from  that  ix)int  teK»^rapht»d  the  hx-ations  and  contemplated  movements 
of  his  troops.  lie  said  that  Anderson's  regiment  and  Buckey's  fom- 
jruiis  had  h»ft  for  Talisa\ ;  that  scouting  on  the  Naic  road  failed  to 
discover  anv  detachments  of  the  enemy;  that  a  Ymttalion  of  the 
Twenty-eiifhth  Infantry  had  l)een  sent  from  Dasmarinas  northeast  to 
Muntinliipa.  on  the  west  coast  of  the  Liaguna  de  Ba}',  and  were  tired 
upon  by  armed  l)odies  of  the  enemy,  which  it  dispersed,  killing  2  and 
capturing  1  wounded  insurgent;  that  the  Dasmannas  and  Silang  road 
had  iK'en  made  ayailahle  for  wagon  transportation;  that  the  road 
Ix^tween  Indang  and  Naic  was  practicable;  that  he  left  General 
Wheaton  at  Dasmarinas;  exi>ected  to  haye  telegraphic  communication 
to  Silang  l)y  way  of  Imus  that  eyening,  and  that  the  supplies  sent 
from  Manila  had  reached  Naic  on  the  previous  day.  General  Schwan 
also  reported  on  that  day,  suggesting  movements,  and  was  informed 
that  he  must  he  governed  by  conditions  as  developed.  His  report 
and  the  reply  are  as  follows:

One  Imttalion  sufficient  for 
Indang  and  Binang,  but  your  train  snould  have  strong  guan.i  if  left  at  Silang,  although 
six  companies  would  be  suttident.  This  would  give  you  the  t^valry,  flie  Thirty- 
eighth  and  Thirtieth  Infantrv,  and  part  of  Bullard's  force  for  movements  in  Bantan- 
gas.  The  Thirty-eiglith,  to  fn*  f(>llowed  l)y  the  Thirtieth,  should  be  moved  expeili- 
tionsly  to  southeast  through  Tanauan,  preparer!  to  take  road  to  Lij>a  or  San  l^iblo 
as  later  developments  may  require,  sin<'eit  is  Ixjlieved  insurgents  intend  to  retreat  on 
San  Pablo,  probablv  by  Rosario,  although  cavalry  at  that  point  and  I'iaoan,  few 
miles  south,  would  feeej>  them  in  Batangas.

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Li('utiMiaht-(  V)lonol  I  laves,  with  his  nine  troops  of  cavalry,  and  Major 
Ste(»Ie,  with  his  battalion  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry,  arrived  at  Silanji^ 
from  th«'  west  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  and  ciepartcd  for  Santo 
Tomas  l)v  wav  of  Talisjiv.  The  other  two  iKittalious  of  the  Thirtieth 
Infantry  w(Me  directed  to  move  to  the  stime  point  along  the  road  skirt- 
ing the  north  shore  of  I^ike  Taal.  General  Wheaton  established  his 
heachjuarters  at  Sihmg,  and  fi(»neml  SehwanV  wagon  transpoitation 
had  lM»en  moved  from  Silang  and  was  en  route,  by  way  of  Binang,  to 
Calamba,  to  which  the  necessary  subsistence  and  forage  was  l^ing 
shipiHul  from  Manila  in  casco(\s  by  the  Pasig  River  and  across  the 
Lai^una,  and  from  which  supplies  for  General  Sc*hwan's  column  were 
to  be  sent  bv  wairon  over  the  Calamba  and  Santo  Tomfc*  road. 

Geneial  nat<»s  had  distributed  the  Twentv-eighth  Infantry  through 
eastern  Cavite.  the  Fourth  Infantry  through  its  northern  portion,  and 
the  Forty-fifth  along  the  wesU»rn  Cavite  coast,  with  heaaquarters  at 
Naic,  whc»n»  a  portion  of  the  Eleventh  Cavalry  was  placed.  The  Fortv- 
sixth  Infantry  occupied  tl^e  Silang  and  In^ang  line,  s<^outing  to  tfie 
southwcstward  into  western  Batangjis.  (Teneral  Schwan,  with  his 
newly  orgjuiized  connuand,  was  directed  to  attack  and  disperse  the 
forco  of  th(»  enemy  east  and  south  of  Lake  Taal,  wherever  they  might 
be  found  in  the  provinces  of  Batangas,  Tayabas,  and  Laguna. 

Clianges,  too.  were  being  etfected  among  the  troops  around  Manila, 
where  an  expedition  for  the  extreme  southeastern  section  of  Luzon  and 
the  islands  of  Stimar  and  Leyte  was  being  organized,  to  be  placed  under 
the  sup(»rvision  of  General  Kobb^,  who  was  withdrawn  from  the  south 
Manila  line  over  which  he  had  been  exercising  command  for  a  short 
time.  (Jeneml  Mall  was  instructed  to  resume  again  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  entire  Manila  line,  to  withdraw  therefrom  the  Fortvthird 
and  Forty-seventh  regiments,  (Colonels  Murray  and  Howe)  to  place 
therein  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-ninth  and  Forty-first  regiments  and 
to  retain  two  companies  at  the  outpost  of  Muntinlupa  on  the  Laguna. 

We  w  ill  now  present  the  rapid  and  very  successful  movements  of 
General  Schwan's  column  to  the  south  and  east  of  Santo  Tomas,  rel}^- 
ing  upon  the  telegniphic  correspondence  to  convey  a  fair  impression  of 
his  op(»rations.     The  following  telegrams  passed:

Arrived  hore  liu^t  nijrht  in  advance  of  troops  of  my  command,  coming'from  Silans 
through  Tahsay.  Aiidornon,  Thirty-^^i^hth,  and  Bullanl,  Thirty-mnth,  had  moved 
south  on  n)a<l  to  Lipa.  Rej>ort  early  this  morning  shows  them  to  be  in  that  tt>wn, 
where  they  have  oniers  to  wait.  Ihave  ordered  tlie  following  disposition,  which 
will  l>e  effected  to-day:  One  battalion  Thirtieth  Infantry,  8anto  Tomds;  one  battalion 
Thirty-H'venth  Infantry,  San  Pablo;  Hayes's  Cavalry  tiaoan,  viK San  Pablo;  brigatle 
headcpiarters  will  p)  to  Lipa.  Shall  send  battalion  I'hirtieth  and  gun  from  this  plai*e 
to  San  I*ablo,  relievin^r  battalion  Thirty-a<;venth  Infantry,  which  w*ill  push  on  via 
Tiaoan  and  rejoin  this  <'onnnand  at  R<».*5ari(.>.  One  battalion  Thirty-nmth  will  be 
sent  here  to  relieve  battali(»n  Thirtieth,  and  parrison  Santa  Tomds  and  Tanauan;

I  shall  need  supplies 
for  men  and  animals  at  Hatan^ras,  but  will  communicate  in  reference  to  this  inasub- 
scMpient  telegram.  The  troo])s  move  siHH'(lily  this  morning  for  San  Pablo,  Tiaoan, 
th<'  euimmandinp  points,  but  in  order  to  rea})full  Ix^nefits,  the  movements  south  fn^m 
Li|)a  must  ])<*  delayed  until  all  the  disoositions  above  mentioned  are  compl'*te.i. 
This  will  probably  delay  movement  south  from  Lii)a  until  to-morrow  or  next  day.

Thirty-eijjhth  and  Thirty-ninth  regimenta  and  SummeniU's  artillery,  3  guns,  under 
Colonel  Anderson,  Thirty-eighth,  had  advanceil  from  Tanauan,  and  by  my  onlers 
forwanle<i  by  eonrier,  wefehohling ]M)Hition  here  until  my  arrival.  Colonel  Anderson 
n»ports  of  his  mar(*h  and  operations  in  substance  as  follows:  He  left  Tanauan  6  a.  m. 
13th,  proctH»ding  along  high  road  towanl  J-.ipa.  Emrountereil  small  detachments  of 
enemy  firing  oirasional  shots  only,  until  he  reache<l  Luta  where  quite  a  brink  n-si^t- 
ance  was  ma<le  which  was  promptly  overcome.  More  resistanctj  offere<l  fn)m  intrench- 
ment  thrown  up  across  the  road  short  distance  farther  on.  This  was  also  overcome, 
the  artillery  under  Summerall  being u.<»e<l  in  lK>th  cases;  otherwise  no  resistance,  and 
I-iipa  iK*aceably  o<'cupied.  Hearing  of  American  pris<jners  retiring  with  insurgents 
from  iiere,  Cofonel  Anderson  with  10  other  officers  and  orderlies,  all  mount<Hl,  pushed 
rapidly  forwanl  to  Rosario,  lilwrattnl  at  latter  ])lace  (JO  Spanish  [)risoners,  and  cap- 
ture<l  alxHit  |»20,(KX)  which  the  enemy  was  taking  off  in  carts.  Knemy's  losses 
unknown,  but  8  dearl  found  and  a  dozen  wounde<l.  Our  casualties,  1  killM,  1  mor- 
tally an<l  1  slightly  wounde<i.  ^amc^  will  be  reiK)rted  later.  About  2<K)  S}»anish 
prisoners  lil>erated  and  now  here  will  be  started  for  (.-alamba  with  returning  train, 
possibly  to-day.

Following  results  af*com])lishe<l  by  i)ortion8  of  this  command  since  last  report  from 
Lipa  the  loth :  Ha ves's cavalry  passed  Cheatham  (Thirty-seventh),  and  took  San  Pablo. 
Insurgents  firing  from  lx.d»ind  tirick  wall  were  soon  driven  out  with  a  loss  of  8  killed. 
3  woundti^l,  15  guns,  200  rounds  ammunition,  material  destroyiMi.  Hayes  left  guard 
at  town  t^)  await  Cheatham  and  i>r(w»ee<led  on,  cain]>ed  at  Tiaoan,  and  starteil  3  p.  m. 
next  day  for  Kosario.  JMet  insurgt»rits*  outiM>st  3  miles  from  Tiaoan,  drove  it  across 
river  into  int  reiu'hments.

ScHWAN,  Brigadier 'GencraL 

On  Januan'  15,  the  day  preceding  General  Sc'hwan^s  entrance  into 
Batant^is,  thr  authorities  of  that  city  had  agreed  to  surrender  the  place 
to  the  United  States  authorities,  n^presented  l)y  the  naval  eomniander 
of  th<>  gunboat  JA//v'/v7<w,  which  was  coivsting  along  southwestern 
Luzon,  ])ut  when  the  crew  of  that  vessel  was  a)x)ut  to  take  possession 
the  insurgent  Hag  wsis  raised  al)Ove  the  rel)el  intrenchnients  along  the 
IxMich,  which  were  at  once  strongly  a^d  defiantly  manned,  whereupon 
the  vessel  sheUed  the  town,  hut  with  what  results  Wiis  not  ascertained. 
As  soon  as  the  phice  was  taken  by  our  troops  the  vessel  kindly  received 
an  oflicer  and  50  men  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry,  and  transported  them 
to  the  town  of  Lol)o,  southeast  of  Batangas  on  the  coast,  far  the  pur- 
pose of  releasing  American  prisoners  reported  to  be  held  there  by  the 
enemy.  These  troops  were  landed  at  Lobo,  but  were  unable  to  discover 
or  obtain  aiiv  information  of  the  reported  prisoners,  and  returned  to 
Batangas.  Ten  thousand  field  rations,  together  with  clothing  for  the 
troops  and  property  recjuired  by  the  cavalry,  were  sent  from  Manila 
to  Batangas  on  fJanuary  18,  with  instructions  to  Gt?ineral  Schwan  to 
take  for  field  service  such  portions  of  the  same  as  he  needed,  and  to 
leave  thc^e  th(»,  remaindt^-  for  the  garrison  which  was  to  permanently 
occupy  the  city  after  his  departure  eastward. 

On  that  and  the  following  day  the  General  reported  as  follows: 

Batangas,  January  18^  1900. 

Adjittant-(  iexeral: 

MulfonVs  battalion,  Thirty-ninth,  will  leave  Lipa  for  San  Pablo  on  direct  trail  on 
19th.  l^in^honie'^  battalion,  Tiiirtv-ninth,  left  here  the  17th  for  Rosario,  whence  it 
will  pr(M'tv<l,  viaTiaoan,  to  San  Paolo.  This  battalion  will  probably  Ikj  joined  by 
tliat  of  ^lajor  Cheatham,  Tliirty-sevcnth,  which  is  to  ]>e  tamed  back  to  San  Pablo. 
Sumnicrall's  artillery  will  accompany  this  column.  Cavalry  will  leave  here  on  its 
mission  on  lt)th  in.stant,  carrying  seven  days*  rations,  and  goine  via  Rosario  and 
Candelaria,  the  road  by  San  Juan  and  Lucena  being  impracticable.  It  will  turn 
over,  at  or  near  Tayabas  i  riaoners  it  may  liberate  aud  captures  it  may  make,  to  the 
companies  of  infantry  from  Rosario  battalion  which  is  to  follow  it  from  Tiaoan. 
Having  completed  itn  task,  cavalry  will  march  to  Santa  Cruz  via  Lucban,  Luisiana, 
and  Cavinti.  It  will  dei)en(l  for  supplies  on  Santa  Cruz.  It«  return  movements 
will  cover  country  indic;Ued  in  instructions,  and  will,  it  is  thought^  prove  especially 
effective.  Upon  arrival  of  supply  ship,  two  battalions  Thirtieth  Infantry  will  set  out 
for  San  Pablo,  on  Tiaoan  road,  accompanied  by  transportation  carrying  subsistence 
stores,  also  sh(x?s  and  tronsi»r.s  for  organizations  which  preceded  them.  These  bat- 
talions will  march  via  Tiaoan,  which  road  Is  being  repaired  to  make  it  ])raeticable 
for  wagons.  Brigade  head(juarters  leaving  here  on  the  19th,  ])y  Lipa,  will  reach 
San  Pablo  on  20th.  There  1  expect  some  supplies  by  wagon  train  from  Calamba, 
going  via  Los  Bailos,  trahi  to  l)e  proi)erly  es<*orted.  In  due  time  a  garrison  ought  to 
be  i)laced  at  Tayabiis,  t  >  be  suppli(»a  from  Lucena  or  Pagbilao.  Have  secured  for 
CoUmel  Hayes  i)lan  of  Tayabas.  From  San  Pablo  infantry  column  will  proceed  to 
Santa  Cruz  via  Lilio  and  Mag<lalena.

Ri^port  ju.-t  receive*!  from  Cheatham,  Thirty-seventh,  at  Rosario,  where  hearrived 
from  San  Pablo  on  the  l(>th  without  opposition.     Major  Langhorne,  Thirty-ninth, 
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reached  Rosario  to-da*y.  En  route  he  met  small  body  of  insurgents.  Killed  1,  cap- 
tnn'd  rest  with  4  ponies.  Insurgents  in  uniform.  One  of  his  companies  proceeding 
to  Kosario  was  fired  into.  One  man  killed.  Was  attacked  by  bolonien  and  1  man 
was  tilightly  wounded.    Names  will  be  reported  later.

Batangas,  January  19,  1900. 
Adjitant-General: 

Colonel  Bullard  reports  from  Santo  Tomds  that  improvised  pony  pack  train, 
escorted  by  Lieut.  F.  \V.  Ralston,  with  50  men,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  while  on  its 
way  with  700  rations  for  San  Fablo,  was  ambushed  near  Aliminos  moniing  of  18th. 
Train  was  lost;  one  of  the  scouts  killed,  5  wounde<l,  and  9  missing.  Bullard  thinks 
some  of  the  missing  made  their  way  to  San  Pablo.  Party  evidt^ntly  surprised  as 
escort  was  large  enough  for  small  train.  Three  a<lditional  battalions  will  reach  San 
Pablo  early  to-morrow.  Have  arranged  to  send  there  from  Santo  Tomds  reserve 
flnp]>lv  of  rations.  Troop<»  on  their  way  to  San  Pablo  can  get  along  with  what  rations 
thev  have  until  they  reach  Santa  Cruz,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  occupied  on  the 
22d' instant. 

ScHWAN,  Bri(jndier- General. 

General  Schwan,  having  received  the  supplies  absolutely  needed  by 
his  troopis,  was  ready  to  continue  his  operations  eastward.  The  com- 
manding general  of  the  First  Division  (General  Bates),  who  had 
returned  to  his  headquarters  in  Manila,  leaving  affairs  in  Cavite  and 
on  the  west  Batangas  coast  to  be  supervised  t)y  General  Wheaton, 
instructed  him  on  January  17  to  leave  the  Thirty-eighth  Infantry  in 
southern  Batangas  (one  battalion  in  the  city  of  Batangas,  one  at  Lipa, 
the  other  at  Rosario),  and  direct  it  to  scout  actively  in  an  easterly 
direction,  as  General  Wheaton's  troops  would  look  after  all  country 
near  the  towns  of  Lucena  or  Taal,  ana  westward.  He  was  instructed 
to  send  cavalry  out  on  the  Kosario  and  Candelaria  road,  to  signify 
when  and  where  they  should  be  rationed  and  foniged,  and  witn  all 
remaining  force  move  on  San  Pablo,  thence  e^ist  and  south  of  Santa 
Cruz  into  the  mountain  district^i,  where  a  large  force  of  the  enemy 
was  reported  depending  on  Santa  Cruz  for  f urtner  supplies.  At  least 
one  battalion  was  to  be  retained  at  each  of  the  points,  Santo  Tomds, 
Calamba,  and  Los  Bafios.  Under  these  instructions  General  Schwan, 
upon  reaching  Rosario  on  January  19,  required  for  supplies  for  2,400 
men  and  forage  for  650  animals,  at  Santa  Cruz,  on  the  south  shore  of 
the  Laguna  de  Bay,  which  he  expected  to  reach  on  the  22d;  reported 
that  Cheatham's  battalion  would  reach  San  Pablo  early  the  following 
morning,  and  that  his  headquarters,  with  Langhorne's  and  Mulford's 
battalions,  would  arrive  there  during  the  day;  that  Steele's  ))attaliou 
of  the  Thirtieth  should  report  there  the  eveninjy  of  the  20th,  and  that 
Hayes  would  leave  his  camp  at  Tiaoan  early  in  the  morning  on  his 
route  eastward. 

No  further  information  was  received  from  Geneml  Schwan  until 
January  24,  owing  to  lack  of  telegraphic  communication  and  his 
inability  to  send  scouts  with  any  prospect  of  success  back  to  Santo 
Tomds  or  Los  Banos,  the  extreme  points  to  which  the  telegraphic  line 
had  been  constructed,  because  of  the  scattered  fragments  of  the  enemy's 
force  which  infested  the  country  through  which  he  was  moving.  In 
the  meantime  the  three  army  gunboats  on  the  Laguna  de  Bay  were 
sent  to  Santa  Cruz  to  assist  the  troops  marching  on  that  strongly 
intrenched  position  (due  there  on  the  22d),  accompanied  by  a  number 
of  cascoes  laden  with  subsistence  clothing,  and  forage.  These  boats 
reported  off  Santa  Cruz  the  eveKini;  of  the  21st  and  the  morning  of 
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the  22d.  A  few  shells  were  fired  at  the  intrenchments,  which  elicited 
no  response,  when  the  crews  were  landed,  found  the  place  deserted, 
and  were  informed  that  500  of  the  enemy  nad  rapidly  moved  out  the 
previous  evening,  retreating  eastward  to  the  mountams.  The  enemy 
was  obliged  to  evacuate  with  celerity  to  prevent  capture,  as  our  troop 
were  descending  on  the  city  from  all  practicable  roads  to  the  soutn- 
ward.  General  Sch wan  telegraphed  from  Santa  Cruz  on  January  24, 
giving  a  brief  r^sum6  of  the  operations  of  his  column  since  leaving 
Kosario  and  submitting  suggestions  as  to  future  stations  of  troops, 
which  areas  follows: 

Santa  Cruz,  January  S4^  1900. 
Adjutant-Gexkral  Eighth  Army  (.V)rp8,  Manila: 

Report  as  follows  operations  my  command  since  laat  report  from  Rosario:  Colonel 
Anderson,  at  Batangas,  ret*eive<1  request  from  Major  Johnston,  Fortv-sixth,  on  20th 
instant  for  assintance,  ammunition,  and  rations  at  Ix^meri.  Sent  three  companies 
undt^r  Muir,  and  later  followed  himself.  Attacked  trenches  at  Taal,  driving  out 
enemy,  estimated  at  400  strong,  and  occupied  the  town.  Reports  many  enemy  killed. 
Our  casualties  all  of  Thirty-eighth.  Anderson  left  one  company  to  garrison  Taal 
and  returned  to  Batangas  with  rest  of  command.  I  moved  from  Rosario  morning 
of  20th  with  Thirtieth  Infantry,  followed  by  Cheatham^sand  Langhome's  battalions, 
on  r<jad  to  San  Pablo.  Passed  Hayes's  cavalry  on  road  to  Tiaoan  about  11  a.  m. 
Marched  without  incident,  arriving  San  Pablo  about  2  p.  m.  same  day.  Lovering 
reported  that  on  preceding  day  a  reconnoitering  i>arty  of  1  officer  and  53  men  had 
been  attacked  while  taking  middav  meal  near  Concepcion.  Our  casualties  2 
wounded.  Enemy's  loss  6  killed  and  some  wounded.  It  appears  that  carelessness 
and  neglect  of  onimary  precautions  were  permitted.  Have  ordered  thorough  inves- 
tigation. Full  report  by  mail.  1  immediately  sent  company  Thirty-seventh  to 
reconnoiter  beyona  Concepcion  on  Santa  Cruz  road.  Company  developed  intrenched 
iK)8ition  of  enemy  near  San  Diego,  with  strong  trenches  extending  both  sides  and 
lully  commanding  road,  which  ran  on  narrow  ridge  with  very  precipitous  sides. 
Moved  out  with  command  on  21st,  at  noon,  after  substituting  Hartigan's  battalion 
for  Loverintr's  as  garrison  at  San  Pal>lo.  Sent  Cheatham's  Imttalion  and  1  gun  to 
turn  enemy  s  left  flank.  We  found  enemy  alx)ut  500  strong  and  fought  him  for  about 
two  hours.  He  ha<l  line  of  trenches  extendmg  in  semicircle  a  mile  long,  and,  except 
on  roadside,  was  concealed  in  thick  jungle.  Enemy  was  driven  out  with  loss,  as 
officially  reported  by  officers,  of  (>7  killed  and  a  large  number  wound^.  Lang- 
home's  battalion,  Summerall's  3.2-inch  and  Maxim-Nordenfeldt  guns,  and  Given  s 
company  constitutcii  the  advance  guard.  During  engagement  two  companies  and 
sharpshooters  Thirtieth  Infantry  moved  up  to  firing  line.  Our  casualties  1  killed 
and  13  wounded. 

Cheatham  moved  by  trail,  but  was  unable  to  come  in  on  flank,  owing  to  difli- 
cult  country.  Pushed  on,  however,  crossing  range  of  hills,  and  came  upon  in- 
trenched detachment  of  the  enemy  numbering  100 ;  routed  it,  killing  15.  Cheat- 
ham's casualties,  2  woundeil.  Enemy  abandoned  stock  of  uniforms  and  subsistence, 
also  several  rifles  and  many  bolos.  The  captured  property  necessarily  destroyed, 
Cheatham  being  without  transportation.  Command  camped  about  8  miles  from  San 
Pablo  on  2lHt,  Cheatham  coming  in  about  dark.  Next  morning  column  entered 
Lilio  without  resistance.  Here  1  detached  Langhorne  with  six  companies  and  a  gun 
to  move  against  Majayjay,  reporte<l  as  held  by  400  of  the  enemy,  Imtendiugto  pro- 
ceed with  column  to  Santa  Cruz.  A  released  Spanish  prisoner  from  Majayjay  Uiat 
morning  reported  from  1,500  to  3,000  of  enemy  in  latter  place,  thoroughly  equipped, 

Krovisioned,  and  intrenched.  U|)on  this  I  decided  to  move  with  entire  command  to 
[ajayjay,  sending  wagon  train,  escorted  by  Mul ford's  battalion  and  Cameron's  troop, 
down  Santa  Cruz  road  to  junction  with  road  to  Majayjay.  Road  from  Lilio  to  Majay- 
jay impracticable  for  wagons.  Advanced  to  within  SCO  yards  of  town  and  occupied 
hoighti^,  separated  from  it  by  apparently  impassable  river  and  rocky  gor^,  with  sides 
practically  perpendicular.  Found  town  thoroughly  intrenched  and  impossible  of 
approach  bv  roads  or  trails  in  vicinity  without  slaughter.  Ordered  thorough  recon- 
noissance  above  and  below  towTi,  and  ordereii  Mulford's  battalion  up.  All  preptared 
for  attack  next  day.  Mulford  found  crossing,  and,  lowering  men  by  ropes,  cot  posi- 
tion north  of  town  on  enemy's  right  flank.  Observing  commencement  of  this  move- 
ment, the  enemy,  already  alarmed  by  reconnoissance  to  the  south,  withdrew.  Town 
was  at  oncA?  occupied  by  our  troops,  and  Colonel  (iardener.  Thirtieth  R^ment,  with 
2  battalions  ana  2  guns,   was  sent  in  pursuit.    The  strengUi  of  the   pomtion  at 
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Majayjav  aun.  not  be  exaggerated.  It  waa  approached  by  one  road  exposed  for  a 
mile  to  nre  and  carefully  made  and  concealed  mtrenchmenttf.  This  road  crossed  the 
gorge  by  a  narrow  bridge  and  wound,  like  an  ellipse,  down  one  side  and  up  another, 
all  of  which  could  be  swept  by  a  converging  tire.  Barricades  and  entanglements 
were  place<l  along  it  to  hold  troops  under  deadly  tire.  A  sketch  of  this  stronghold 
w*ill  Ik*  forwar(ie<rbv  mail. 

Ijeit  I^nghonie's  battalion  to  garrison  Majayjav.  Command  l>ei!ig  much  si^ttered 
and  out  of  rations,  also  short  of  ammunition,  1  moved  with  Mulford's  battalion  and 
engineers  to  Santa  Cruz,  our  base  and  designated  rendezvous,  arrivingtat  9  j).  m.  yes- 
terday, the  2IM  instant.  Hayes  has  not  yet  arrivwl  at  Nagcarlan.  Before  receiving 
word  of  enemy's  holding  Majayjav  in  force,  sent  Cheatham's  battalion  on  road  to 
iSantaCniz,  on  west  side  of  Santa  Cruz  River,  intending  with  main  colunm  to  pro- 
ceed to  same  place  via  Magdalena.  Cheatham  occupied  Santa  Cruz  at  2  o'clock  on 
22d.     Along  road  Cheatham  had  brush  with  small  party  of  the  enemy,  killing  6.

Aixiutaxt-Genera l,  Manila: 

Hayes's  column  was  exi)ecte<l  to  complete  its  movement  and  arrive  at  Santa  Cruz 
on  the  23d.  Its  nonarrival  may  }ye  due  to  several  causes  of  detention.  In  the  lack 
of  news  from  this  column,  and  until  the  result  of  Gardener's  pursuit  of  the  enemy  is 
known,  a  s])ecitic  plan  of  future  operations  can  not  In?  stated.  It  is  Ixilieved  the 
enemy's  force  under  (ieneral  Cailles,  which  was  flanked  out  of  its  strong  position  at 
Majayjay,  will  rapidly  disintegrate.  Small  l>ands  of  it  will  probablv  infest  the 
mountainous  rt^ion  bounded  by  the  towns  of  San  J*ablo,  Majayjay,  I'ayabas,  and 
Tiaoan,  terrorizing  and  living  UTK^n  the  inhabitants.  To  exterminate  these  Imnds, 
occupying  concealeii  camps,  such  as  that  struck  by  Cheatham  on  the  21st,  garrisons, 
generally  consisting  of  a  battalion  each,  would  have  to  b«»  kept  at  the  ijlaces  above 
mentione<l  for  some  time.  If  a  battalion  were  stationed  at  Tiaoan,  which  could  i)atrol 
the  road  to  San  Juan  de  Bocboc,  the  troops  now  at  Kosario,  a  place  easily  controlled 
by  Lipa,  might  1x3  withdrawn.  The  Thirtieth  Infantry  seems  to  1m'  the  most  avail- 
able regiment  for  regulating  the  affairs  of  the  distri<!t  b»>undcd  as  above  shown  and 
extending  to  Antimonan  and  Mauban.  The  battalion  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  now 
at  San  Pablo  could  be  shifted  to  Majayjay,  the  other  battalions  of  that  regiment  tak- 
ing post  at  Tayabas  and  Tiaoan.  San  I*ablo  could  l)e  occupied  by  I^nghorne's  bat- 
talion. This  would  leave  Mulford's  l)attalion  of  the  Thirty-ninth  disiK>sable.  Colonel 
Ganlener  is  well  fitted  to  superintend  lK)th  the  reciuisite  military  operations  and  the 
reestablishment  of  order  and  civil  government  witnin  the  district  outlined.

Hayes's  cavalry,  less  1  troop,  supposed  to  be  en  route  and  near  to  Santa  Cruz;  1 
troop  at  Santa  Cruz.  Thirtieth  Infantry,  9  companies,  under  Colonel  Gardener,  pur- 
suing enemy  eastward  from  Majayjay  and  opening  up  communication  with  Hayes. 
Three  companies  under  Hartigan  at  San  Pablo.    Thirty-Heventh  Infantrj ,  Cheatham's 
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battalion,  less  1  company,  en  route  Magdalena  and  Santa  Cruz;  1  comi)any  escorting 
wagon  train  to  Majayjay.  Boyd's  liattalion,  less  1  company,  at  Santa  Cruz,  ana 
that  company  re<ronnoitering  in  direction  of  Pagsajan  and  Lumbang.  Thirty -ninth 
Infantry,  Parker's  battalion,  at  Santo  Tomds  and  Tanauan.

Latter  battalion  will  be  started 
to-morrow  to  patrol  roa<l  to  San  Pablo,  especially  p)sition  near  San  Diego  from 
which  enemy  was  driven  on  21st  instant.  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  1  battalion  each 
at  Batangas,  Lipa,  and  Kosario;  2  companies  latter  battalion  detached  on  Tiaoan- 
Tayabas  road,  su])porting  Hayes's  colunm.  Brigade  wagon  train,  12  wagons,  hauling 
supplies  from  Santa  Cruz  to  Majayjay;  9  wagons  left  at  San  Pablo  January  21  sup- 
poseil  to  have  retume<l  to  Santo  Tom^;  4  wagons  at  Indang.  Two  ambulances  are 
at  Indang,  1  at  Santo  Tomis,  1  at  Majayjay,  and  3  at  Santa  Cruz.

To  further  cooperate  with  General  Schwan's  cohimn  marching  to  the 
south  shore  of  tnc  Laguna  de  I^j^y  by  attacking  detachments  of  the 
enemy  which  were  giving  trou^^^  ^^  the  north  and  east  shore  of  the 
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lake,  six  companies  of  the  Forty -second  Infantry,  which  were  occupy* 
ing  a  portion  of  the  north  Manila  line  under  its  lieutenant-colonel 
(Lieutenant-Colonel  Beacom),  were  directed  to  move  by  the  north  shore 
on  Facte,  thence  to  Santa  Cruz,  and  there  report  to  General  Schwan, 
dispersing  or  destroying  en  route  the  enemy's  detachments.  The  march 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Beacom  was  very  successful.  He  encountered 
several  bands  of  the  insurgents,  upon  whom  he  inflicted  considerable 
damage,  capturing  property  and  driving  the  remnants  of  the  bands 
into  tne  mountains.  He  reported  to  General  Schwan  on  the  25th  of 
January,  and  thence  continued  his  march  to  Calamba,  whence  his  com- 
panies returned  by  Santa  Cruz  and  Paete  and  through  the  Moi^ong 
province  to  Manila.  It  is  to  this  column  General  Schwan  refers  in 
the  following  telegrams,  which  still  further  report  his  operations: 

Santa  Cruz, 
January  S6  (via  Los  Bafios,  January  fff),  1900. 
Adjutant-General,  Manila: 

Colonel  Gardener's  column  arrived  here  this  morning  at  11  o'clock,  having  passed 
through  the  towns  of  Luisiana,  Cavinti,  and  Pagsanjan.  At  Luisiana  he  overtook 
and  dispersed  some  of  the  insurgent  force  lately  under  General  Caillee,  which 
evacuated  Majayjay  on  23d.  Gardener  found  that  only  a  small  party  belonging  to 
that  force  had  taken  the  trail  to  Lucban,  and  none  that  leading  to  Mauban,  whereas 
the  largest  fraction  had  taken  the  road  to  Luisiana.  Northward  of  latter  he  pur- 
sued three  insurgent  companies,  but  on  his  arrival  at  Cavinti  became  satisfieil  that 
they  had  disbanded,  their  fragments  passing  over  trails  in  direction  of  east  coast.  An 
intelligent  native,  secretary  of  the  late  governor  of  the  Laguna  province,  believed  to 
be  reliable,  expresses  belief,  derived  from  information  given  by  deserters  and  others, 
that  those  of  the  force  lately  at  Majayjay,  who  have  not  returned  to  their  homes, 
will  work  their  way  in  direction  of  Binangonan.  Colonel  Beacom,  just  arrived,  says 
that  going  south  from  Paete  he  scouted  trail  leading  to  San  Antonio  and  exchanged 
shots  with  small  insurgent  bodies.  Hayes's  continued  absence  gives  mesome  concem. 
His  column  is  strong  enough  to  take  care  of  itself  under  any  conditions  likely  to  arise. 
Impassable  trails  may  have  compelled  his  deviations  from  route  to  this  point  laid 
out  for  him.  Have  ordered  Langhome's  battalion  to  search  for  and  endeavor  to 
open  up  communication  with  his  column.  He  is  to  start  at  daybreak  to-morrow,  or 
as  soon  a*?  Cheatham's  battalion,  which  left  here  three  hours  ago,  relieves  him  at 
Majayjav.  Have  also  sent  Mulford's  battalion  to  patrol  road  to  San  Pablo,  repair 
telegraph  line,  and  if  possible  connect  with  Hayes,  should  the  latter  be  en  route  lOr 
Santa  Cruz  via  Tiaoan  and  San  Pablo.  With  Mulford  are  three  wagons  carrying 
3,000  rations.  San  Pablo  troops  are  rationed  until  about  the  2d  proximo.  Abundant 
supplies  at  Majayjay.  One  company  Thirtv-seventh  is  escorting  signal  corps 
party  to  reconstruct  old  telegraph  line  to  Los  ^aflos  via  Pila  and  Bay.  BuUard,  at 
Santo  Tomds,  and  Hartigan,  at  San  Pablo,  report  situation  in  their  respective  sec- 
tions as  satisfactor)'.  Information  is  general  to  the  effect  that  inhabitants  of  towns 
whom  insurgent  authorities  compelled  to  quit  on  approach  of  Americans  are  return- 
ing to  their  homes.  It  is  believed  that  active  scouting  for  a  time  by  oi^nizations 
not  greater  than  a  battalion  will  clear  the  situation  and  pacify  the  country  held  by 
this  command.

Adjutant-General  Department  of  the  Pacific: 

Hayes's  command  just  arrived  3  p.  m.  He  arrived  at  Lucban  22d;  found  country 
impracticable  from  that  point,  and  returned  on  23d  to  Tiaoan,  thence  here  by  San 
Paolo.  Met  intrenched  resistance  at  Saria^;  drove  enemy  out  in  half  an  hour.  Our 
losses,  1  killed,  3  mortally  wounded,  2  slightly  wounded,  all  of  Eleventh  Cavalry; 
names  will  follow.  Enemy's  losses  not  known.  Flanked  enemy  out  of  intrenched 
position  at  Tayabas  by  moving  part  of  his  command  to  Lucena,  which  he  entered 
without  re.Mistance.  Found  record  at  Tayabas,  dated  January  15, 11  American  prison- 
ers, saying :  ' '  We  leave  to-morrow,  but  know  not  to  what  place. ' '    Hayes's  command 
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released  about  20  Spanifcih  prisoners  and  5  Spanish  women.  Indications  are  euemv 
retreated  toward  Mauban,  taking  large  number  Spanish  prisoners  with  them.  Full 
report  later.  Movements  from  Majayjay  suspenaed  for  the  present  and  troops  held 
there.    Mulford  will  report  from  San  Pablo,  and  be  held  there.

Adjutant-General  Department  of  the  Pacific: 

Lovering'H  battalion,  which  left  here  yostenlay,  the  26th,  now  marching  via  Majayjay 
and  Lucban  to  Tavabas.  lIartigan\H  Imttalion  starte<l  from  San  Pablo  this  morning 
for  same  place,  fioth  battalions  arc  due  at  Tayalyas  about  noon  28th.  Lovering  will 
be  at  Antunonan  on  30th,  pr(»i)an»d  to  shut  off  retreat  of  insurgents  driven  from  Mau- 
ban  by  Cheatham's  command,  which  starts  fn)m  Majayjay  to-morrow,  after  being 
relieved  by  Steel's  battali(  )n.  Information  received  through  officers  of  Hayes's  column 
is  to  the  effect  that  in  the  coast  towns  east  of  Antimonan  are  confined  many  Spanish 
and  some  American  pritfoners.  Gumaco,  Lopez,  and  Calaoag  are  especially  men- 
tioned. Owing  to  difficulty  of  supplying  troops  overland,  the  rugged  nature  of  the 
country  to  Ik)  traversed,  I  venture  to  suggest  that  suitable  vessels  lor  transportation 
of  troops  be  provide<l  to  visit  these  towns  and  other  places  on  north  and  south  coast 
of  Camarines  provinces,  lx)th  for  purpose  of  lil>erating  prisoners  and  for  the  estab- 
lishing of  authority  of  United  States.  The  battalion  of  Cheatham  or  Lovering,  to 
which  might  l)e  added  one  or  two  Nonienfeldts,  would  be  a  suflicient  force  and  will 
be  available.     Are  American  troops  garrisoning  Albay?

Santa  Cruz,  January  SO^  1900, 
Adjutant-General: 

Oente^  just  back  from  Paete,  reports  all  quiet  there.  Cascoes  being  loatled  and  trade 
being  carried  on  without  hindrance.  No  robbers  have  been  there,  nor  is  there  any 
sign  of  any.     Inhabitants,  including  women,  have  returned  to  town. 

Mulfora,  Thirty-ninth,  who  with  his  battalion  left  here  and  reached  San  Pablo 
26th,  reports  at  Lilio  and  Nagcarlan  natives  are  reoccupying  their  homes  and  shops, 
and  stands  reopening.  People  there  seem  friendly.  Houses  between  San  Diego  ana 
San  Pablo  for  the  most  part  still  deserted.  Breaks  in  telegraph  line  in  that  section 
still  frequent,  and  consequently  wire  communication  between  this  point  and  San 
Pablo  has  been  verv  uncertain.  Mulford  in  cleaning  up  the  town  of  San  Pablo  has 
distributed  within  lorty-one  barrios  within  his  jurisdiction  announcements  in  Tagalo 
from  brigade  headquarters  that  people  will  be  protected  in  their  i)osition  and  prop- 
erty. Families  are  now  returning  in  considerable  numbers  and  shops  are  reopening. 
He  is  taking  steps  toward  establishing  civil  government,  and  says  that  affairs  are  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily.  Reports  no  indications  of  presence  of  organized  bodies  of 
insurgents  in  vicinity.  Shipments  oi  products  in  considerable  quantities  are  made 
from  the  ports  of  Paete,  Pagsanjan,  ana  Santa  Cruz.

General  Schwan's  troop.s  had  traversed  all  the  principal  roads  of  the 

Srovinee  of  Laj^una  and  those  of  Tayabas  east  or  Lake  Taal,  and  had 
ef eated,  scattered,  and  demoralized  all  organized  forces  of  the  enemy 
within  that  section  of  country.  He  had  placed  the  Thirty-eighth 
Infantry  (Anderson's)  in  the  province  of  Batangas,  with  headquarters 
at  the  city  of  Batiingas;  the  Thirtieth  (Gardener's)  in  the  province  of 
Tayabas,  wdth  headquarters  in  the  city  of  that  name*;  while  the  Thirty- 
seventh  and  Thirty-ninth  (Major  Boyd  and  Colonel  BuUard  command- 
ing), together  with  the  cavalry,  covered  the  country  eastward  of  the 
Calamba  and  Santo  Tonias  road  to  the  east  coast  of  Luzon.  Both 
Antimonan  and  Mauban  were  garrisoi^^  ft"d  protection  given  to  the 
inhabitants,  who  soon  resumed  trad©  ^^  Manila.  The  laters  of  these

services  as  chief  of  staff 
]oin  the  headquarters 
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thoro  as  hsoon  as  ]u\  had  completed  the  posting  of  the  organizations  of 
hi.s  command  and  issued  instructions  under  which  the  property  and 
lives  of  tlie  inhabitants  could  be  made  secure.  He  retunied  to  Manila 
on  February  !♦,  having  first  reported  conditions  as  follows:

Ai>J iTA NT-CJ  EN EiiA  L,  MonxUi  : 

Fn^in  personal  olwervation  and  the  investigation  of  other  oflScere,  I  have  reached 
the  concrla^ion  tliat  with  constant  vigilance  and  proper  measures  on  our  part  the 
insurgentH  in  tlie  provinces  of  I^iU^na  and  Tayabas  will  be  incapable  of  doing  any 
serioiLS  nii».'hief.  Their  attenii>ts  on  all  but  individuality  mere  squads,  or  inadequately 
escorttni  trains  are  fee])lo  toadejrree  and  are  evidently  induced  by  a  spirit  of  bravado 
rather  than  ])y  any  hoj>e  of  Hucceas.  Tlie  insurgent  forces  in  the  provinces  named 
art*  8j>lit  ui»  into  ninall  Inij^nients,  who  emerge  from  their  mountain  retreats  mainly 
for  tlie  puriM)H<.*s  of  raoint^  and  murder.  They  retain,  though  with  increased  difficulty, 
a  certain  ('ontrol  of  tlie  pea<*eful  natives,  especially  of  the  townspeople,  whom  they 
conijx'l  on  the  aj>proach  of  the  Ainerit^ns  to  quit  their  homes.  The  rapidity  of  the 
marches  and  counterman -hes  of  our  trooj>8,  penetrating  into  out-of-the-way  plac^ 
have  <lisconcerte<l  and  demoralized  them.  The  people  are  fast  returning  to  their 
homes  in  the  I^aguna  prr)vinc^,  notably  the  towns  of  San  Pablo,  Nagcanan,  Lilio, 
Mag(ialena,  and  Santa  Cruz.  For  some  reason  those  in  the  town  of  Pagsanjan  never 
left  them.  Men  and  women  in  considerable  numbers  are  seen  at  work  in  the  fieldi", 
and  on  the  j)rincii>al  roads  i>ony  pack  trains  as  well  as  bull  carts  are  frequently  met 
going  into  the  lake  i>orts  for  purjwse  of  trade.  In  Tayabas  province  a  different 
state  of  things  still  exists.  LuclHin,  Tayabas,  Candelaria,  an<l  Tiaoan,  through  all  of 
which  I  ])a8S(Ml  within  the  last  two  days,  are  absolutely  deserted  except  by  Chinese 
traders.  The  housei^  in  the  l>arrios  are  also  vacant.  It  is  believed  the  continued 
presence  of  tro<3j)8  in  Tayal)as  will  have  the  same  effect  as  it  had  in  this  province, 
and  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  people  will  soon  assume  their  accustomed  work.  The 
more  intelligent  and  K^st element  see  clearly  that  their  military  leaders  have  become 
roblxLT  chiefs,  and  that  their  only  salvation  lie^  in  yielding  to  American  authority. 
This  they  are  willing  to  do  when  they  find  permanent  occupation,  or  occupation 
with  some  i)rosixvt  of  ]>ermanence  has  l)ecome  a  fact.  Permanent  occupation  does 
not,  of  course^  imply  that  the  troops  shall  sit  down  in  idleness  or  pursue  a  dull 
routine  at  their  resf>ective  ix)sts.  The  officers  in  command  must  familiarize  them- 
selves with  local  conditions,  learn  whom  to  trust,  and  ferret  out,  break  up,  or  destroy 
the  insurgent  or  rol)l)er  Iwinds.  pAch  regimental  commander  should  control  the 
posts  occupie<l  l>y  his  l)attalion8,  in  order  that  all  may  cooperate  in  the  pacification 
of  the  intervening  and  surrounding  country. 

Sen  WAN,  BrUfOfHtnT'OerumL 

While  General  Schwan  was  engaged  in  his  operations  and  in  posting 
his  troops  in  the  provinces  of  Laguna,  Tayabas,  and  eastern  Batangas, 
General  Whea ton,  with  headquarters  at  Silang,  was  covering  the  country 
l)ounded  by  the  province  of  Cavite  and  the  western  portion  of  Batan- 
gas.  lie  had  with  him  the  Fourth  Infantry,  the  Twenty-eighth,  Forty- 
fifth,  and  Forty-sixth  Regiments  of  Volunteers,  Reilly^s  Light  Batteiy 
(a  platoon  under  Lieutenant  Sunnnerall  excepted),  and  a  portion  of 
the  Eleventh  C-avalry,  to  which  other  troops  of  that  regiment  were 
added  as  rapidly  as  they  could  be  mounted  in  Manila.  The  Fouith 
Infantry  covered  western  and  the  Twenty-eighth  Infantry  eastern 
Cavite.  The  Forty- sixth  occupied  the  Silang  and  Indang  line,  scout- 
ing to  the  southward,  and  the  Forty-fifth  Intantry,  with  neadquarters 
at  Niiic,  aided  1)V  the  Eleventh  Cavalry,  operated  in  the  same  direction 
and  as  far  north  as  San  Francisco  de  Malabon.  The  great  majority  of 
the  armed  insurgents  who  shortly  before  had  confronted  Binang,  Lnus, 
and  Bacoor  remained  in  that  se<^tion  of  country.  Many  of  their  organi- 
zations had  dispersed,  but  a  few,  numbering  from  one  to  two  compa- 
nies each,  escaped  south,  where  they  continued  to  harass  the  inhabitants 
near  and  along  the  southwestern  Luzon  cofust.  The  troops  were  rationed 
by  means  of  vessels  communicating  with  Bacoor  and  rJaic,  tlience  by 
wagon  transportation  to  their  several  stations. 
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On  January  15  General  Wheaton  sent  Colonel  Dorst.  Forty-fifth 
Regiment,  with  one  of  his  battalions  and  two  troops  oi  cavalry,  to 
reconnoiter  the  country  about  Magallanes,  Lian,  and  Tuj^,  and  also 
dispatched  Major  Johnston  with  his  battalion  of  the  Forty -sixth  Infan- 
try to  Mendez  Nunez,  Alfonso,  and  Lemery — the  latter  city  situated 
on  the  east  coast  of  Balayan  Bay,  al)out  18  miles  by  road  northwest  of 
the  city  of  Batangas.  A  strong  native  police  force  was  organized  at 
Naic  and  a  few  other  points,  which  accomplished  excellent  work  in 
quieting  the  inhabitants,  who  betook  themselves  to  their  civil  pursuits- 
and  were  placed  in  tmde  communication  with  Manila. 

On  January  18,  19,  20,  and  21,  General  Wheaton  telegraphed  the 
following : 

SiLANO,  January  18 ^  1900. 
Adjutant-Gexeral,  Department  of  the  Pacific: 

Following  received  from  Johnpton,  who  i«  at  Tiiy: 

**Left  provincial  l)oundary  at  G  a.  ni.  Reache<l  Tuy  at  noon.  Found  five  or  six 
hundred  cartridges  for  Sharp's  rifle  in  Holdier«'  barracks.  One  mounted  unarmed 
man  escaped.  One  insurgent  surrendered  himself  and  a  serviceable  Remington;  he 
stated  that  one  com  pan  v  was  at  Tuy  and  that  30  deserted  to  the  mountains.  Natives 
say  that  insurgents  are  in  Calaca  and  Lemeri;  also  that  gunboats  bombarded  Taal 
yesterday.  Will  reach  Calaca  to-night  and  attack  place  to-morrow.  Going  to 
Lemeri  to-morrow  afternoon.'' 

SiLANG,  January  19 ^  1900, 

Following  just  received  from  Johnston,  under  date  18th  instant  &om  Balayan: 
**  Reached  Balayan  0  p.  m.  17th.    Many  jjeople  left  city,  but  turned  hundreds 

back.     No  property  touched.     Foimd  17  nfles  in  convent/ which  were  destroyed. 

Hear  insurgents  are  at  Calaca,  I^emeri,  and  Taal.     I^eave  Balayan  at  7  a.  m.  to-day 

for  Calaca.     No  l>oat8.    Sighted  one  casco  loaded  with  fugitives.    Stopped  at  beacn 

last  night.    Balayan  a  large  town  and  prosperous.'' 


SiLANG,  January  SO^  1900, 

Following  luflt  received  from  Dorst,  under  date  19th  instant,  from  Naic: 
**  Returned  at  5.45  p.  m.  to-day.  Arrived  Nasugbu  at  dusk  16th.  On  17th,  about 
3  miles  south  of  Nasugbu,  cavalry  under  Major  Carson  struck  band  of  about  40  insur- 
gents, when  running  fight  took  place.  Four  insurgents  were  killed  and  1  severely 
wounded.  Several  prisoners  ana  3  Remingtons  captured ;  1  Spanish  prisoner  released. 
About  1^  miles  this  side  of  Mi^llanes  trail  runs  through  goiige  about  300  feet  deep. 
Force  of  about  60  insuivents  laid  in  ambush  at  entrance.  Four  insurgents  were  killed 
and  2  severely  wounded.  Two  Remington  rifles,  several  hundred  rounds  cartridges, 
Mausers,  and  1  prisoner  were  capturecl.  Our  casualties  were:  Private  Milton  Kna- 
ble,  slight  wound  of  face;  Private  Peter  Avska,  slight  wound,  middle  finger,  right 
hand.  Both  men  belong  to  Company  U,  I^^orty 'fifth  Infantry.  Have  16  prisoners 
and  the  Spanish  prisoner." 


SiLANG,  January  21,  1900, 

The  following  has  just  been  received  from  Major  Johnston,  Forty-sixth  Infantry, 
Lemeri,  January  18,  via  Batangas,  January  20,  5  p.  m. 

*'Batangas,  January  20. 
**Adjutant-Genebal  Wheaton's  Brigade,  Silang: 

**In  addition  to  17  rifies  destroved  at  Balayan  this  morning,  I  found  and  spiked 
1  muzzle-loading  field  gun.  Left  there  at  7  a.  m.,  proceecling  along  coast,  reached 
Calaca,  7  milesj  at  10.30  a.  m.  Drove  out  of  it  a  company  of  insurgents,  which  I 
learned  had  amved  from  Taal.  I.ASt  night  found  3  dead.  Took  4  prisoners,  cap- 
tured 4  horses,  with  equipments,  from  one  of  which  an  officer  was  wounded  at  firat 
volley  of  scouts.  Took  6  Remington  rifles  and  a  few  hundred  cartridges.  Think 
3  more  killed  and  a  few  wounded.     ^  '        i.  .  .     .         .  ^

Made  3  prisoners,  took  6  horses,  .^     Vii?le8.    ^^^  ^^^  mounted  and  few  escaped. 
No  casualties  known.    Approach^^^i^^^cri  carefully,  with  scouts  and  company 
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deployed.  At  5  p.  m. ,  in  sight  of  town,  was  fired  on  by  strong  force  of  insnrgents pro- 
tected in  trenches  on  hill  across  Taal  River,  reaching  around  to  Banio,  Detubersar. 
Forceii  Companies  I  and  11  to  left,  and  then  advanced  to  Taal  River  by  gradual 
rushes,  silencing  enemy's  fire  by  6  oVlock.  At  5.30  pack  train  attacked  in  rear;  attack 
repulsed  by  one  platoon  Company  G.  Another  platoon  made  Aank  movement  on 
insurgents'  trenches;  stopped  by  impassable  river,  Taal.  Lemeri  entered  6.30  p.  m., 
after  hour's  firintj.  Distance  marched,  15  miles.  My  losses  are  Private  Carr,  Forty- 
sixth  Infantry,  killed;  Private  Boes,  Company  H,  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  seriously 
wounde<l.  Surgeon  MacArthur's  horse  shot.  Officers  and  men  behaved  splendidly 
on  first  dav  of  lighting.  I  learn  800  insurgents  with  4  cannon  reached  Taal  at  noon 
returning  from  Bauan  or  Batangas.  They,  hearing  my  firing  at  Galaca,  stopped  to 
intrench.  They  will,  no  doubt,  try  to  force  bridge  to-morrow  in  order  to  reach 
mountains  west  of  I^ke  Taal.  Americans  are  in  BaSiio  again.  Boat  was  near  here 
to-day.  Under  such  circumstances  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  hold  this  bridge  as  long  as 
communication  lasts.  Am  told  river  can  be  crossed  above;  if  so,  I  can  put  men  in 
Bauan  to  force  surrender.  My  orders  permit  me  to  come  only  to  Lemeri,  and 
require  me  to  l>e  in  Indang  on  20th.  Latter  would  involve  apparent  retreat.  I  shall 
stay  here  and  endeavor  to  communicate  with  Bauan  by  boat  to-morrow.

Following  just  received  from  Le'hieri,  20th : 
*'To  A DJi'TA NT-General,  \Vheato7C8  Brigade,  /yilang: 

**After  last  dispatch,  January  18,  communicated  wuth  Batangas  yesterday  morning 
by  gunboat  Marietta.  She  carried  message  to  commanding  general,  Batangas,  as  well 
as  my  full  report  of  Januarv  18  engagements  to  you.  All  day  of  19th  insurgents  fired 
from  trenches  and  houses  of  Taal  into  outposts  and  into  every  street  of  Lemeri.  They 
brought  up  reenforcements  from  Bauan  at  5  p.  m.  Marietta  returned  with  news  that 
General  Schwan  had  left,  and  that  Colonel  Anderson,  Thirty -eighth,  had  sent  3  com- 
panies under  Major  Muir  to  attack  Taal.  At  5.30  heard  Muir  firing.  Took  2  com- 
panies under  fire  across  stone  bridge,  which  insurgents  had  obstructed  with  abattis. 
They  had  3  muzzle-loading  field  pie(;es,  which  firS  6  times,  and  a  squad  of  riflemen 
on  bluff  50  feet  al)ove  briage.  My  2  companies  took  their  field  pieces  south  half  of 
Taal  and  killed  several,  and  Major  Jluir  took  north  part  of  Taal.  Insurgents  retreated 
in  all  directions,  badly  scattered;  nt)t  known  yet  where  they  went.  It  is  a  pity  that 
troops  could  not  have  been  sent  to  carry  the  arms  that  are  now  lost.  My  losses  only 
2  wounded.  Muir  returned  to  Batangas  with  2  companies,  leaving  1  company  in 
Taal.  I  have  2  companies  there  and  1  here.  I  think  it  important  to  hold  bridge 
and  keep  away  insurgents  on  this  side  of  Taal.  Lieutenant  Cowan,  of  General  Bates's 
staff,  is  nere  and  infonns  me  that  a  battalion  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Infantry  w^ill  be 
sent  here  to-morrow  to  do  garrison  duty.  On  its  arrival  shall  I  return  as  originally 
ordered  or  start  back  without  waiting?  I  have  rations  sufficient  to  get  to  Indang 
and  can  take  care  of  myself  alone.  Captain  Green  fired  on  insurgent  artillery  and 
trenches  from  Marietta,  and  landed  Colt's  automatic  gun  to  assist  me.  The  latter 
reached  me  after  the  bridge  was  carried,  so  was  of  no  use.  The  former  firing  con- 
tributed materially  to  the  result  accomplished,  and  I  have  thanked  Captain  Green.

In  reference  to  the  ctipture  of  Taal,  Colonel  Anderson,  at  Batangas, 
telegraphed  to  the  headquarters  of  the  First  Division  as  follows: 

Got  request  at  12  m.  yasterday  from  Major  Johnston,  at  Lemeri,  for  assistance;  also 
for  ammunition  and  rations.  Sent  rations  and  100,000  rounds  ammunition  at  1.10. 
Major  Muir  started  with  B,  C,  I)  companies,  battaHon  Thirty-eighth  R^ment.  I 
left  at  3  and  joined  them  after  march  15  miles.  Fight  began  at  trenches  outside 
of  Taal  at  5.30,  just  as  I  caught  ur>  with  column.  Fight  lasted  till  dark,  when  we 
held  town,  and  all  insurgents  had  fled;  about  400  in  fight;  good  many  killed.  Our 
loss  6  wounded,  2  seriously.  Have  returned  here  with  Companies  C  and  D,  leaving 
B  as  garrison.  Taal  and  Lemeri  are  rich  towns,  with  bridges  between,  and  shoola 
be  garrisoned  by  a  battalion. 

The  rough  country  around  Taal  and  between  Taal  and  Batangas  con- 
tinued to  be  infested  by  armed  insurgents  for  a  long  time,  although 
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both  cities  were  garrisoned  by  our  troops;  and,  probably,  because  the 
topography  of  tlmt  section  gave  superior  advantages  for  concealment, 
surprise,  and  secure  retreat.  On  January  29  (5)lonel  Anderson,  in 
telegram  sent  from  Batangas,  gives  a  fair  representation  of  the  charac- 
ter of  the  warfare  in  wnich  he  and  his  force  were  engaged.  He 
reports: 

Barry,  AdjiUnnl-Genernly  Manila: 

Major  Miiir,  with  Coinpanit^s  B,  C,  and  I),  Thirtv-eighth  Infantry,  made  a  recon- 
noisHance  on  San  Lnis  yestc'rrlav.  S(4ieme  wa8  for  I)  Company  to  go' to  Taal  as  escort 
to  money  Bent  there  and  then  down  the  coast;  Company  C  to  go  to  Barrio  San  Luis 
and  theii  across,  while  I)  Company  went  around  from  Bauan.  I)  Company  was  fired 
upon  on  (nitskirts  of  Taal,  and  after  sharp  fighting  went  into  to\^'n,  finding  4  killed. 
B  and  C  companies  had  fair  fights  and  killei  3  or  4.  Pueblo  San  Luis  occupied  at 
night.  Tr>-day  coimtry  in  direction  of  Cuenca  and  San  Jose  scouted,  with  another 
figlit.  ResultH,  7  or  8  insurgents  killed  and  a  good  many  wounded.  Thirty  prison- 
ers captured,  2  with  uniform  trousers  under  white  ones,  and  1  who  was  captured  here 
in  fignt  by  Major  Muir  on  IGth  and  released  while  General  Schwan  was  here. 
Major  Muir  and  2  jirivates  wounded  very  slightly. 

Scouting  in  this  section  of  Batangas  Province,  where  detachments 
of  insurgents  were  opei^ating,  was  actively  maintained.  Colonel 
Dorst  again  leaving  Naic  passed  through  the  mtangas  coast  cities,  and 
on  January  28  reported  from  near  the  city  of  Batiingas  that  he  arrived 
at  Taal  on  the  27tn,  passed  on  to  BaUmgas,  his  cavalry  scouting  south- 
ward, and  that  he  intended  to  march  north  to  Cuenca  the  following 
day.  Ho  did  not  find  an}'  large  force  of  insurgents,  the  majority  of 
them  having  deserted  and  returned  to  their  homes.  His  outposts  and 
advanced  guards  were  fired  on  occasionally  l)y  small  l)odies  of  the 
enemy,  and  in  a  deep  canyon  near  Magallanes  they  attempted  to 
ambush  his  men,  but  unsuccessfully.  In  Cavite  Province  the  troops 
scouted  continually.  Detachments  moving  from  diflferent  stations  and 
concenti'ating  at  some  designated  point  where  the  enemy  was  reported 
to  be,  or  visiting  diflferent  towns  and  barrios  to  ascertain  conditions, 
seldom  met  with  any  opposition  whatever. 

Upon  the  return  of  General  Sc^hwan  to  Manila  on  February  9, 
General  Wheaton  was  placed  in  command  of  the  four  provinces  of 
Cavite,  Batangas,  Tayabas,  and  the  Laguna.  Scouting  parties  in 
southeast^M-n  Batangas  and  the  Laguna  Province  still  encountered  fre- 
quently small  detachments  of  the  enemy  which  were  now  oj^eratinff 
as  bands  of  robbers.  They  greatly  annoyed  the  inhabitants  and 
endeavored  to  ambush  our  escorted  wagon  trains.  However,  former 
insurgent  officers  and  civil  officials  of  importance,  as  well  as  the  better 
classes  of  the  people,  were  rendering  us  their  assistance,  and  through 
information  furnished  by  them  it  became  much  easier  to  locate  these 
hostile  bands,  which  almost  invariably  were  severely  punished.  The 
chamcter  of  these  minor  affairs  may  be  inferred  from  the  reports 
which  were  submitted.  On  February  7  one  was  received  from  Colonel 
Anderson,  at  Batangas,  who  had  repeatedly  lost  communication  with 
headquartei's  because  of  the  cutting  of  the  telegraph  wires.  He  said 
in  suDstance:  ''Train  going  to  Lipa  attacked.  !No  casualties.  Two 
mules  killed;  2  dead  insurgents  found.  Wire  cut  near  San  Jose  and 
houses  burned  near  bridge.  Sent  Major  Muir  with  two  and  a  half 
companies  around  moun^in,  who  captured  Loboo  without  casualty. 
He  captured  in  the  figfht  2  ho^^tzers,  1  Nordenfeldt  rapid-fire  gun,  a 
quantity  of  ammunition,  and  consi^®^^^®  supply  of  provisions." 
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On  Fobruary  17,  Major  lk>yd  telegraphed  from  Santa  Cruz: 

Lieutenant  Nankette,  Thirty-seventh  In&mtry,  broaght  20  men  down  to  Santa 
Cruz  fn)ni  Majayjav  and  Magdalena  to  await  tram.  At  Santa  Cruz  eecort  increased 
bv  40  men  whf>  had  arrived  from  C'alamba,  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  band  armed  with 
piHtoln,  and  a  few  other  men  of  that  regiment.  Major  Cheatham  joined  escort  at 
Santa  Cniz  en  route  to'  Majavjay.  Evidently  insar^iicnts  attacked  what  they  thought 
wa.4  20  men.  From  intrencliments  they  covered  a  bridge  on  road  with  a  cro^s  fire, 
l>uteH<"ort  ^iromptly  rushed  trenches  and  had  a  ]>oint-hTank  fire  on  the  retreating 
reU'ls.  It  iH  lH*lieve<l  that  they  wert^  nurprised  instead  of  the  escort,  and  lost  heav- 
ily. Private  Frank  IxHis,  Comi>any  B,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  had  his  wrist  bone 
shattered  ])v  a  bullet.     No  other  casualties. 

On  Fe})ruarv  20,  at  Tavabas,  Colonel  Gardener  telegraphed: 

On  13th  C^3m[>any  H  Hurpriseil  bO  insurgents  lying  in  ambush  to  attack  wagon  train 
between  here  an<l  Luclmn.  Killed  4,  got  their  rifies,  probably  wounded  8,  and 
capture<l  ()  bronze  cannon  which  they  had  in  the  trenches.  No  casualties  on  our 
siae.  Yesterday  ])la<'ed  two  companies  in  squads  of  20  in  ambush  at  every  cross 
trail  bt»tween  here  and  Bariagoa  and  here  and  Lucena.  Sent  one  company  from 
Lueena  and  two  others  from  here  to  thoroughly  scout  entire  square  between  Taya- 
!)&«',  Sariayoc,  I>aguimanoc,  and  Lucena.  Had  slight  enga^ment.  Released  2 
Spanish  officers,  10  privates,  captured  5  guns.  No  crasualties.  Believe  ambush 
method  to  work  well.  Have  not  heard  from  Hartigan,  at  Antimonan,  for  twelve 
days.  Sent  one  comj)any  to  Antimonan  this  morning  with  onlers  for  one  of  Harti- 
gan's  comjmnit^s  to  go  to  I^uimanoc,  where  I  can  supply  it  from  Lucena,  and  it  can 
supply  the  other  by  i>ony  pack  train.  People  are  commg  into  Tayabas,  Lucena, 
and  Lucl>an.     Believe  all  inhabitants  will  be  back  in  a  weeK. 

Our  losses  were  partly  due  to  the  rashness  of  our  men  in  absenting 
thtmisolves  without  permission  from  their  stations  and  visiting  among 
the  natives,  notwithstanding  repeated  ciiutionary  orders,  or  to  the  fail- 
ure of  small  escorting  parties  to  take  proper  precautionary  measures 
in  passing  through  defiles  or  over  roads  lined  with  thick  brush,  which 
furnishc^d  conceiument  to  natives  seeking  booty.  Throughout  Luzon 
nearly  all  of  our  soldiers  who  fell  into  tne  hands  of  the  enemy  were 
captured  while  illegiilly  absent  from  their  commands  or  while  they 
were  remiss  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Many  of  those  cap- 
tured suffered  severely  for  their  offenses,  and  a  few  were  brutally  slam 
by  their  captors,  as  has  been  shown  in  a  previous  portion  of  this  report. 
The  totiil  captured  and  missing  and  unaccount^  for  since  the  com- 
mencement of  Philippine  hostilities  was  especially  small,  however,  not 
to  exceed  150,  and  the  majority  of  them  have  been  recaptured  or 
released. 

The  syst^^m  of  active  repression  which  was  put  in  force  was  attended 
with  rapidly  attained  compensating  results.  In  nearly  all  of  the  south- 
ern towns  the  inhabitiints,  esjxH'ially  those  in  the  Tayabas  and  Laguna 
provinces,  had  concealed  themselves  in  the  mountains  or  thickets  upon 
the  approach  of  our  troops.  They  soon  returned  to  their  dwellings 
and  recommenced  their  civil  occupations.  Trade  with  Manila  on  the 
coast  and  through  the  Laguna  de  Bay  was  never  more  active.  The 
church  services  were  resumed,  schools  organized,  and  the  maiority  of 
the  native  clergy,  who  had  })elieved  the  reports  circulated  by  the  insur- 
gent leadei"s  and  newspai)ers  of  atrocities  committed  by  Americans  in 
other  parts  of  the  island,  were  now  convinced  of  their  untruthfulness 
and  gave  signal  aid  in  establishing  municipal  government.  The  field 
of  our  occupation  extended  eastward  to  the  town  of  Antimonan,  on  the 
southeastern  coast,  and  the  coasting  trade  between  that  place  and  Mau- 
ban  with  Manila  was  reopened. 

In  these  provinces  some  600  Spanish  prisoners  were  released  and 
sent  to  Manila.     A  number  of  others  were  driven  eastward  Uirough 
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the  moui)taiii8  of  eastern  Tayabas.  One  large  detaehment  was  aban- 
doned on  the  upper  coast  of  Kagay  Bay,  or  were  given  permission  by 
the  officers  in  enarge  to  move  down  the  peninsula  and  seek  their  liber- 
ties. Two  of  its  members,  accompanied  by  a  Filipino,  succeeded  in 
signaling  a  coasting  vessel,  were  brought  to  Manila  thereon,  and 
reported  the  location  of  the  detachment.  Admiral  Watson  sent  out 
one  of  his  vessels  to  rescue  it.  It  wjis  found  near  th(»  loc^ition  desig- 
nated in  a  iiearl}'  famished  condition,  was  tJiken  on  board  the  vessel 
with  difficulty,  and  transported  to  Manila  Harbor.  It  consisted  of  72 
officers,  33S  enlisted  men,  and  17  Spanish  friars.  Some  600  other 
Spanish  prisoners  were  held  in  the  provinces  of  Camarines  and  Albay, 
nearly  all  of  whom  were  soon  afterwards  liberated  b}'  our  troops. 

During  these  successful  ope  nit  ions  in  the  thicklv  populated  portions 
of  Luzon,  it  bctnuiie  necessary  to  open  the  large  Philippine  hemp  ports 
situated  in  the  province  of  Albav,  the  extreme  southe^istern  province 
of  Luzon,  and  in  the  islands  of  Leyte,  Samar,  and  Catanduanes.  As 
mentioned  in  a  former  page  of  this  report  (page  186),  General  Kobb6 
wjis  relieved  from  duty  on  the  south  Manila  line  for  the  puroose  of 
conducting  an  expedition  to  and  taking  possession  of  the  desireapoints. 
The  following  orders  were  issued:

I.  The  Forty-third  and  Fortv-8i»venth  Infantry,  Unite<l  States  Volunteers,  and 
Light  Battery  (1,  Third  United  States  Artillery,  will  constitute  a  provisional  brigade 
of  this  anny  cori)8,  to  the  command  of  which  Brig.  Gen.  William  A.  Kobl){»,  United 
States  Volunteers,  is  assigned.  It  will  prfK'ee<l  by  water  transiK>rtation  pnwided  by 
the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  department  to  such  i>ort  or  ports  in  tne  southern 
waters  of  the  Philipi>ines  as  may  hereafter  \n}  announc4?d.  The  troops  will  be  pro- 
vided with  rations  for  thirty  days,  and  a  limited  amount  of  land  transi)ortation,  to 
consist  of  2  ambulances  and  (i  four-mule  teams;  an<l  for  all  animals  shippe<i,  together 
with  those  l)elonginK  to  and  in  ])os8ession  of  th(^  battery  and  mounted  men  and  offi- 
cers of  the  (tonunand,  one  month's  sujmly  of  forage  will  ix)  taken.  The  chief  surgeon, 
the  chief  commissary,  and  chief  signal  officer  ot  the  department  will  provide  such 
assistance  in  men  and  projHjrty  as  Uie  expeditionary  forces  may  require,  and  as  has 
lieen  heretofore  indicate<l  in  verl)al  instructions  from  these  heatiijuarters.  The  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  department  will  furnish  General  KobW»  with  5,000  pesos  from 
public  civil  funfis,  and  $5,000  from  War  Department  api>rof)riations,  for  regular  sup- 
plies and  army  transportation.  The  chief  commissary  of  the  department  will  turn 
over  to  such  officer  as  (leneral  KobW  may  designate  1^,000  subsistence  funds. 

The  transjwrts  conveying  the  troops  will  l)e  convoyed  by  such  vessels  of  the  Navy 
as  its  (X)mmander  in  chief  on  this  station  may  determine.  The  expedition  will  sail 
on  the  18th  instant. 

II.  The  troops  indicatc^l  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  onier  will  constitute  a  separate 
briga^le  of  trooi)S  within  the  meaning  of  the  seventy-thinl  Article  of  War,  and  its 
commanding  general  is  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  a  division  or  department  com- 
mander in  so  tar  as  authority  connectini  with  general  courts-martial  is  concerned.

General  Kobb^  sailed  on  the  afternoon  of  January  iS,  as  directed, 
with  the  United  States  transport  Hancock  and  two  tenipomrily  char- 
tered coasting  vessels,  the  CasU'lluno  and  YeiiVJ<,  His  command  was 
convoj^ed  by  the  United  States  Navy  gimboats  Ilela^xa  and  NnshviUe. 
He  entered  Sorsogon  Bay  on  January  20  and  took  possession,  without 
opposition,  of  the  town  of  Sorsogon,  where  he  left  a  small  garrison. 
Tnence  he  proceede^l  to  the  siuall  nemp  ports  of  Bulan  and  Donsol,  at 
each  of  which  he  plac^ed  a  eoinpn  j|V  of  the  Forty -third  Infantry,  where- 
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upon  he  sailed  through  the  straits  of  San  Bernardino  to  the  Bay  of 
Albay  with  the  CaMetlano  and  Venus^  escorted  by  the  ^nboat  ^ash- 
rilh\  and  took  possession  of  the  cities  of  Albay  and  Legaspi  (at  the 
latter  of  which  he  met  with  strong  resistance  which  was  speedily 
overcome)  and  established  garrisons.  Thence  on  January  24  he  pro- 
c(»edod  to  Vimc,  on  the  island  of  Catanduanes,  where  he  placed  a 
garaison  of  one  company.  He  thus  reports  his  operations  in  the 
two  following  messages,  both  dated  January  24:

8ik:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  town  of  Sorsogon  was  occupied  by 
troops  of  this  command  on  January  20  at  noon;  the  towns  of  BuTan  and  Donsol  about 
n(x>ii  on  the  2l8t;  the  towns  of  Albay  and  Legaspi  about  1.30  p.  m.  on  the  23d,  and 
the  town  of  Virac  on  the  24th.  There  was  no  opposition  excepting  at  Legaspi,  where 
it  was  very  handsome,  and  delayed  the  occupation  of  Virac  until  to-day.  Between 
forty  and  fifty  thousand  bales  of  hemp  are  said  to  l)e  in  sight  at  Sorsogon,  and  from 
five  to  seven  thousand  at  each  of  the  ports  of  Bulan  and  Donsol.  There  were  supposed 
to  Ik*  100,000  )>ales  in  Ix^gaspi  and  vicinity,  8,000  of  which,  in  two  warehouses,  were 
bume<l — 5,000  by  the  insurgents  and  3,000,  it  is  said,  by  the  shells  from  the  NashviMe. 
If  nothing  prevents,  the  entire  Heet  will  leave  Sorsogon  to-morrow  for  Calbayog. 
After  occupying  Tacloban  (I^yte),  the  transports  will  return  to  Manila,  touching  at 
the  ports  of  Samar  and  the  west  coast  of  Luzon,  distributing  additional  rations,  horses, 
pack  animals,  wagons,  guns,  etc.,  wherever  in  the  meantmie  these  may  have  been 
found  to  l>e  neede<L  Headquarters  will  be  on  the  VentiSy  and  may  return  this  vessel 
to  Manila  to  exchange  it  for  a  more  suitable  steamer  with  equal  accommodations 
and  less  dnift,  if  one  can  he  found,  and  which  could  be  loaded  there  with  as  many 
8upi)lies  of  all  kinds  as  possible.  A  squad  of  the  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  L^^.  S. 
Volunteers,  was  ordereil  t<j  re]xjrt  to  the  commanding  officer  U.  S.  S.  HdetiOf  for 
station,  with  sixty  davs'  rations,  at  San  Bernardino  Light.

Off  Virac,  January  fS4,  1900. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  occupation  of  Legaspi  met  with  resistance, 
all  the  landings  being  covered  with  well-constructed  trenches  and  bridgeheads,  the 
planks  removed  from  the  wharves,  the  trenches  thickly  manned  with  troops,  and 
the  insurgent  flag  displaved  on  a  flagstafZ  at  emplacements  on  a  commanding  posi- 
tion. A  natterv  of  obsolete  iron  guns  was  well  placed  and  used.  Although  within 
rifle  range  of  all  the  ships  ( U.  S.  S.  Nashville  and  transports  Venus  and  CasUlUmo)^ 
the  insurgents  did  not  fire.  They  refused  to  allow  the  English  residents  to  leave  tiie 
town  on  a  lK)at  sent  in  bv  H.  M.  S.  Plover  to  take  them  off^  claiming  that  their  pres- 
ence might  prevent  l>(»mbardment.  The  trenches  and  town  were  tt^en  by  a  landing 
partv  undercover  of  the  NashnJlc'sgun^^  afteran  hour  and  a  half  fight,  ataboutl.30p.  m. 
Ourloss  wasoneollicer  (Capt.  J.  J.  Bradley,  assistant  quartermaster,  who  volunteered 
as  an  additional  aid)  and  about  6  men  wounded,  all  slightly,  one  of  them  a  sailor 
on  the  Nashville.  The  enemy's  strength  was  800,  under  Chinese  Greneral  Paua,  but 
probably  with  not  more  than  100  Mausers  and  100  Remingtons.  Either  from  fear  of 
capture  or  for  other  reasons  the  resistance  was  stubborn,  28  being  killed  in  one 
bndgehead  at  almost  hand-to-hand  range  without  surrendering.  Early  this  morn- 
ing the  dead  were  still  l)eing  brought  in.  Their  loss  will  be  more  than  50  killed  or 
mortallv  wounded.  Fuller  report  will  accompany  the  final  report  of  the  expedition.

Having  stationed  tho  Forty-seventh  Infantry  (Colonel  Howe^  and 
Randolph's  light  battery  of  artilleir  at  the  various  Luzon  nemp 
port.s  above  mentioned,  Geneml  Kobbe  proceeded  with  the  Forty -thiro 
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Infantry  (C!olonel  Murray)  to  the  islands  of  Samar  and  Leytc.  Sail- 
ing down  the  west  coast  of  Samar,  he  proceeded  to  Calbayog  on  the 
26th  of  January  and  Catbalogan  the  following  day.  The  general  who 
commanded  all  the  insurgent  troops  in  both  of  these  islands  was  Gen- 
eral Lucban,  a  Tagalo,  wno  exercised  considerable  influence  at  Agui- 
naldo's  capital  of  Malolos,and  even  in  Manila,  prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities.  Under  his  directions  both  Calbayog  and  Catbalogan  had 
been  placed  in  condition  for  destruction  })y  iire  upon  the  landing  of 
the  Americans.  The  inhabitants  of  ( iilbayog  had  refused  to  burn  their 
property,  but  at  Catbalogan  the  fire  had  been  kindled  and  a  portion  of 
the  town  destroyed.  The  troops  landed  at  both  places  without 
encountering  resistanc<5 — the  insurgentforces  retiring  to  the  hills,  pur- 
sued l>y  our  troops.  Leaving  garrisons  at  these  two  cities,  General 
Kobb^  as  soon  as  he  could  secure  the  services  of  an  eflicient  pilot,  pro- 
ceeded south  through  the  dangerous  strait  of  San  Juanico  and  seized 
the  city  of  Tacloban  on  February  1.     He  reported  the  following: 

Adjutant-General,  Manila: 

Occupied  Tacloban  (100,000  bales  of  hemp  in  sight)  noon  Iwt  inHtaiit,  in  time  to 
permit  entry  first  steamer  from  Cahu.  Yei!«terday  morning  i>asffed  6  vessels  one  or 
two  hours  out  from  Tacloban,  cleared  from  (.'ebu,  lloilo,  ahci  Manila,  with  rice  and 
petroleum.  It  was  necessary  to  overnm  t*ome  resistance  at  Taclol>an,  killing  10 
msurgents,  capturing  their  rifles,  also  capturing  four  or  five  field  pieces  and  the  men 
serving  them.  This  after  negotiating  un«lrr  white  flag  and  giving  them  three  hours 
time.  There  was  no  burning,  and  I  am  C(»nvinced  that  the  Tagalo  element  there,  as 
in  Samar,  is  finally  suppressed.  Stt^nier  Silmdora  ordered  to  leave  there  this 
morning  direcrt  to  Manila.  Garonne  ordereii  to  leave  there  yt.*fter<lay  for  Manila, 
touching  at  Calbayog  and  Albay  jKjrts.  Tacloban,  Catbalogan  rati<>ne<i  to  include 
22d;  other  ports  in  decreasing  ratio  to  tlie  north.  The  175,000  rations  and  the  addi- 
tional sales  stores  asked  for  should  be  invoiced  an<l  marked  separately.  For  each 
port  substitute  two-thirds  flour  in  bread  component.  The  stations  of  the  Forty- 
seventh  have  been  reported.  Forty-thini  are  at  Calbayog,  Catbalogan,  and  Taclo- 
ban— a  battalion  in  each  place.  Thirtv-six  animals  at  Sorsogon,  12  at  J^ejjaflpi,  6  at 
Calbayog.  13  at  Catbalogan,  and  20  at  'Paclolmn,  not  including  native  ponies.  Waa 
my  letter  of  29th  received?    I  should  leave  here  at  earliest  practicable  moment. 

All  the  ports  thus  garrisoned  were  opened  to  the  coasting  tiude,  and 
General  Kobb6  returned  to  Manila  to  superintend  the  forwarding  of 
such  supplies  as  the  garrisons  might  rcc^uire  for  the  ensuing  sixty  days. 
During  his  absence  the  Insurgent  General  Paua,  who  had  been  driven 
back  from  Legaspi,  concenti*ated  all  his  strength,  consisting  of  some 
200  or  300  armed  soldiers  and  a  large  number  of  bolo  men,  threatened 
the  cities  of  Albay  and  Legaspi,  burned  Cagsaua,  near  Albay,  and  also 
endeiivored  to  burn  the  town  of  Donsol,  wliere  a  single  company  com- 
prised the  garrison.  Colonel  Howe  drove  them  liack  into  the  inti»rior 
and  shortly  after  sent  a  force  north  to  the  important  hemp  ix)rt  of 
Tobaco,  of  which  he  took  possession.  The  insurgents  continued  very 
active,  giving  our  troops  no  rest  and  engaging  at  times  all  garrisoned 
points  of  that  section,  excepting  Bulan  and  Sorsogon,  even  threatening 
the  destruction  of  Gubat,  a  port  at  tlie  extreme  east  of  tlio  island, 
which  was  obliged  to  call  upon  the  garrison  of  the  city  of  Sorsogon 
for  protection.  They  wore  severely  punished  and  lost  hope  of  ulti- 
mate success,  when  General  Paua  and  his  staff  surrendered  to  Colonel 
Howe  and  .were  forwarded  to  Manila.  The  island  of  Catanduanes 
remained  peaceful,  and  its  chief  port,  Vii'ac,  engaged  in  active  trade 
with  the  other  open  ports  of  the  Philippines,  sending  to  Manila  its 
products  of  the  former  season  wbi^'^  ^^  h^^w  held  over  there,  con- 
sisting mostly  of  hemp. 
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Tlie  troops  in  Saiimr  and  Leyto  were  expected  only  to  hold  securely 
the  larger  cities  on  tlic  west  coast  of  the  first  and  the  northern  and 
eastern  coast  of  the  second  island  until  General  Hughes,  with  some  of 
his  Panav  or  Cebu  forc(>,  could  cooperate  with  them.  He  was 
instructed,  on  December  28,  to  render  assistance  when  the  Manila 
expedition  might  take  possession  of  the  cities  designated,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  he  could  withdraw  organizations  from  active  operations 
then  l)oing  prosecuted  within  his  district.  But  the  facility  with  which 
the  Luc})an  insurgents  had  been  dispossessed,  or  the  slight  resistance 
thev  had  attempted,  and  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
wislied  the  Tagalos  driven  out  and  furnished  us  active  aid,  induced 
our  officers  to  pui*sue  them  into  the  interior.  In  Samar  the  insurgents 
were  rapidlv  pressed  back  into  the  mountain  country.  Lucban's  head- 
quartei^s,  with  several  thousand  dollars  of  his  funds,  were  captured; 
also  his  main  arsenal,  where  he  had  stored  all  his  surolus  war  material. 
Our  troops  in  inade(|uate  detachments  passed  through  the  island  to  its 
southeastern  coast  and  to  the  towns  north  along  the  San  Bernardino 
strait.  These  detiichments  were  attacked  when  a  long  distance  from 
their  commands  and  suffered  casualties  which,  under  a  more  conserva- 
tive procedure,  might  have  l>een  prevented.  However,  they  inflicted 
severe  punishment  on  the  enemy  and  expedited  the  work  of  restoring 
quiet  to  the  island. 

From  Tacloban  in  Leyte,  where  only  a  single  battalion  was  stationed, 
companies  penetnited  the  interior,  marching  to  the  north  and  west 
coast.  The  Tagjilo  cliiefs,  with  a  few  armed  men,  excited  the  igno- 
rant mass  by  their  statements  of  American  intent  and  barbarous  con- 
duct, and  rallied  the  bolo  men  of  the  mountains,  who  endeavored  to 
ambush  our  parties,  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  send  relief  to  them  at 
the  expense  of  diminishing  too  greatly  our  police  forces  in  the  few 
cities  of  our  occupancy  to  give  adequate  protection  to  the  inhabitants 
of  those  cities.  This  encouraged  the  enemy,  influencing  him  to 
increased  activity,  and  was  the  occasion  for  much  unrest,  excitement, 
and  loss  of  life,  which  possibly  might  have  been  avoided.  The  inhabi- 
tants of  the  cities  and  surrounding  country  wished  peace,  the  opening 
up  of  their  markets,  and  the  resumption  of  civil  eniployments.  They 
desired  to  have  our  troops  among  them,  if  in  sumcient  strength  to 
protect  them  from  the  raids  of  the  insurgent  soldiers  and  mountain 
robbers.  Assured  that  this  protection  was  sufficient  for  personal 
safety  and  the  security  of  private  property,  and  that  it  would  be  con- 
tinued, they  gave  us  every  assistance  in  their  power.  The  withdrawal 
of  detachments  from  our  troops  stationed  in  some  of  the  cities,  in 
order  to  assist  those  pursuing  tne  enemy  into  the  interior,  limited  the 
protection  necessarv  to  ])e  giv^en,  and  enabled  the  insurgents  to  rob, 
impress,  and  murcfer  the  people  living  within  the  outlying  sections 
of  those  cities,  whereby  the  results  which  we  sought  to  obtain  were 
delayed. 

The  merchants  of  Iloilo  and  Cebu  were  clamoring  for  permission  to 
dispatch  their  coasting  vessels  to  all  ports  of  these  islands,  each  endeav- 
oring to  obtain  priority  of  entrv  in  order  to  secure  the  stock  of  hemp, 
tobacco,  sugar,  or  other  commodities  which  the  inhabitants  mi^ht  have 
to  dispose  of.  Their  pei'sistent  applications  for  this  permission,  and 
the  desire  of  officers  to  accommodate  all,  that  the  peace  attendant  upon 
trade  conditions  might  be  established,  was  a  partial  cause  for  this  too 
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hasty  attempt  to  overcome  the  slight  opposition  still  manifested  in  the 
islands.  Our  troops  became  scattered  along  the  north  and  west  coasts 
of  Layte,  and  this  influenced  the  insurgents  to  make  demonstrations 
against  oUr  weak  stations,  and  even  against  the  important  city  of  Taclo- 
ban,  where  a  force  in  sufficient  numbers  to  maintain  absolute  security 
should  have  been  held.  The  commanding  officer  there  was  obliged  to 
call  to  his  assistance  a  portion  of  one  of  the  Samar  garrisons,  and  later 
to  request  additional  troops  from  Luzon.  General  Kobb^,  who  was 
still  at  Manila  superintendmg  the  loading  of  supplies  for  these  Samar, 
Leyte,  and  eastern  Luzon  stations,  was  oispatehed  with  instructions  to 
properly  concenti-ate  at  the  more  impoitant  cities  the  troops  already  in 
that  section,  permitting  trade  at  certain  designated  ports  only — the 
troops  to  protect  these  points  until  accessions  could  be  sent  from  the 
Visayan  district.  On  January  27,  nine  days  after  General  Kobb^  left 
Manila  with  his  expedition,  these  orders  were  issued : 

The  following  ports  will  be  opened  for  trade  on  January  30, 1900:  Virac,  Sorsogon, 
Donsol,  Bujan,  Albay,  Legaspi,  Calbayog,  Catbalogan,  and  Tacloban,  and  on  February 
1,  190fXy  the  ports  of  Batangas  and  Taal.  Clearances  to  and  from  these  ports  will  oe 
duly  issued  to  all  coastwise  vessels  applying  for  the  same  on  and  after  those  dates. 

On  February  10  it  was  announced  in  orders  that  Tabaco  and  Gubat 
would  be  opened  for  trade  on  February  14.  On  the  eve  of  his  depar- 
ture with  supplies.  General  Kobb6  waa  directed  to  open  for  trade 
Laguan,  in  bamar,  and  Ormoc,  Baybay,  and  Maligboc,  on  the  west 
coast  of  Levte,  as  soon  as  he  might  bo  able  to  properly  post  the  troops 
necessary  tor  protection — the  troops  to  look  aiter  the  security  of 
those  towns  ana  not  to  enter  the  interior  of  the  islands  until  adequately 
reenforced.  The  above-named  and  other  ports  directed  to  be  opened 
upon  certain  contingencies  were  duly  subsequently  announced  as  ports 
for  coasting  trade.     On  February  25  General  Kobbd  reported: 

CeBIT,  February  25,  1900. 
Adjutant-General,  Manila: 

The  six  new  ports  agreed  upon  with  the  governor-general  are  occupied  and 
equipped,  and  Catarman,  Lagranga,  Barugo,  and  Carigara  occupied,  but  not  equipped. 
TheX^a^pi  tobacco  district  was  still  warlike  when  I  left  there  on  the  18th.     Other 

E laces  are  peaceable,  especially  Catanduanes,  where  I  authorized  all  towns  to  send 
emp  to  Virac  in  exchange  for  provisions.  Have  reenforced  Leyte  from  Samar  and 
shall  concentrate  Randolph's  guns  at  Legaspi  on  return  north  from  here,  where  we 
are  coaling.  £xpect  to  reach  Manila  about  March  15,  bringing  most  of  the  captured 
ordnance  and  the  funds,  now  grown  to  21,000  pesos.

Note. — The  captured  ordnance  consisted  of  30  pieces  artillery,  a  goo<l  many  rifles, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition. 

The  situation  greatly  improved  and  the  merchants  were  enabled  to 
prosecute  their  tirade  to  the  full  extent  of  their  facilities.  However, 
the  constant  water  communication  they  maintained  between  those 
islands  and  others  of  the  Visayan  group,  together  with  Luzon,  per- 
mitted disaffected  Filipinos,  driven  from  other  sections,  to  enter 
Leyte  especially  and  oppase  us  in  what  they  considered  our  weak 
positions.  The  two  Camarines  provinces  of  Luzon  and  western  Albay, 
to  which  an  expedition,  was  sent  the  middle  of  Februarv,  forced  insur- 
gents to  the  southeastern  coast  of  that  island,  from  which,  as  was  sup- 
posed, some  proceeded  in  bancaa  to  Leyte,  passing  along  the  coast  of 
Burias  and  Masbate.  This  acce^ion  to  the  small  hostile  parties  which 
continued  their  raids  from  tl^^i,.  ^^ountain  retreats  provoked  more 
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lively  opposition  and  gave  our  troops  excessive  labor.     On  April  8 
General  KobW  telegraphed  from  Cebu  the  following  information: 

Adjutant-Gen'kral,  Manila: 

Situation  in  Leyte  disturbed  through  accesBion  of  riffraff  from  other  islands, 
including  Luzon  and  Cebu,  but  is  nowhere  critical.  Murray  attempted  too  much 
and  should  be  reenforced  to  carry  out  his  plans  and  retain  what  he  holds  without 
overvv'orking  his  men.  Command  is  in  excellent  shape,  in  discipline,  morale,  and 
health.  Patrol  of  coast  by  naval  vessels  desirable.  About  35,000  tons  of  hemj) 
have  been  shipped  from  all  ports,  with  10,000  in  store  awaiting  shipment.  LaiTse 
quantities  are  said  to  be  in  sight  in  back  country  everywhere.  Is  General  Hughes 
at  lloilo? 

General  Hughes  was  at  this  time  making  an  examination  of  the  sit- 
uation in  the  islands  of  Samar  and  Leyte  and  reported  on  April  17, 
after  his  return  therefrom  to  lloilo,  what  seemed  to  be  the  prevailing 
impression,  that  the  insurgents  were  preparing  central  positions  from 
which  to  operate  on  interior  lines.     His  report  continues  as  follows: 

The  four  companies  of  the  Forty-third  Infantry  were  entirely  occupied  with  the 
hemp  ports,  ana  there  was  no  operating  force  with  which  to  disturb  the  plans  of  the 
enemy  in  the  hills.  I  took  over  two  companies  of  the  Forty-fourth  Inumtry  from 
this  island  and  proposed  to  Colonel  McClemand — the  colonel  of  that  regiment — to 
swap  the  two  companies  of  his  own  regiment  for  a  battalion  of  the  command  he  had 
in  C;ebu,  but  he  declined.  After  a  careful  examination  in  and  about  the  town  of 
Cebu  it  seemed  entirely  practicable  to  withdraw  two  companies  from  there,  and  I 
directed  that  he  designate  two  comjmnies  that  could  most  conveniently  be  spared. 
He  designated  1  and  K,  Twenty-third  Infantry.  General  Kobb§  was  at  Cebu  at  the 
time  and  requested  a  guard  of  16  men  for  his  transport.  The  detail  was  first  made 
from  these  companies,  and  then  the  companies  were  transferred  to  Leyte.  Colonel 
Murray  has  been  instructed  to  return  to  Samar  the  company  of  the  Third  Battalion 
he  now  ha&  'as  soon  as  he  finds  it  practicable.  With  tne  return  of  this  company  to 
Samar  Major  Allen  thinks  that  island  will  be  able  to  manage,  if  he  has  a  company 
of  natives  for  guides,  scouts,  etc.  He  has  some  young  men  now  in  Catbalogan  who 
were  driven  out  of  Borongon  and  are  so  committed  to  us  that  they  can  not  break 
with  us.  He  believes  he  has  in  them  the  nucleus  of  a  valuable  organization.  Of 
course,  such  an  organization  would  require  the  authority  of  the  military  governor. 
If  he  thinks  it  wise  to  create  such  an  organization  in  Samar  as  now  exists  in  Ne^cros, 
or  as  in  Luzon,  I  request  authority  to  carry  out  such  instructions  as  he  sees  nt  to 
give  in  the  matter.     ♦    *    * 

The  requisite  authority  to  raise  and  employ  native  scouts  was  given 
in  the  following  communication: 

Manila,  P.  I.,  April  22^  1900. 

Sir:  In  reference  to  that  portion  of  your  recent  communication  which  conveys  the 
suggestion  of  the  commanding  officer  of  United  States  troops  in  Samar  that  native 
scouts  could  render  beneficial  service  in  that  island,  the  commanding  general  directs 
me  to  say  that  you  t»n  raise  a  force  of  200  native  scouts  for  use  there,  to  be  organized 
and  officered  similar  to  the  battalion  of  native  scouts  in  Negroe.  There  should  be  a 
sufficient  number  of  army  officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  aasi^ed  to  the 
organization  to  restrain  these  scouts  from  making  depredations  upon  their  own  peo- 
ple, for  experience  shows  us  that  they  certainly  will  commit  such  depredations  if 
they  have  opportunitv.

On  February  15  an  expedition  under  the  immediate  command  of 
Brig.  Gen.  James  M.  Bell,  United  States  Volunteers,  composed  of  the 
Fortieth  and  Forty-fifth  Volunteer  Infantrj^,  Captain  Koehler's  bat- 
tery of  Astor  ffuns,  a  detachment  of  cavalry,  with  proper  details,  from 
the  Medical,  Engineer,  and  Signal  Corps,  sailed  from  Manila  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  Major-General  Bates,  who  was  temporarily 
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relieved  from  hi.s  division  by  Brigadier-General  Sc'hwan.  General 
Bates  proceeded  under  very  general  instructions  to  take  ix)ssession 
of  the  North  and  South  Camarines  provinces  and  western  Alby,  to 
which  insurgent  troops,  supiH)sedlv  having  possession  of  a  good  many 
Spanish  prisoners,  had  been  for(»ecl  by  our  operations  in  the  province 
of  'rayal)as,  and  had  joined  tlu»  insurg(Mit  force  of  that  s(H*tion.  There- 
after he  was  to  proce(»d  with  one  of  these  regiments  to  tlie  northern 
coast  of  Mindanao  and  tak(?  possession  of  the  ports  of  Surigao,  Caga- 
yan,  lligan,  Misamis,  and  Dapitan.  All  particulars  of  procedure  were 
intrusted  to  him  and  no  formal  or  written  orders  were  issued.  With 
his  troops  on  l)oard  one  of  the  Unittni  States  transports  and  certain 
coasting  vessels  chartered  for  tlie  purpose,  and  convoyed  by  Com- 
mander Nazro,  of  the  Navy,  he  proc(M»ded  to  southeastern  Luzon 
through  the  Strait  of  San  B<»rnardino,  and  after  a  conference  with 
General  Kobbe  or  liis  representative  on  the  L(»gasj)i  coast,  where  be 
landed  a  battidion  of  the  Fortieth  Ke^iment  with  instructions  to  march 
westward  overland  to  tlie  Camarin<\s,  contiimed  on  to  the  Bay  of  San 
Miguel  on  the  southeastern  coast  of  Luzon. 

After  exi)eriencing  consider»ible  diliiculty  from  shoal  water  he  suc- 
ceeded, through  the  valuable*  assistance  rendered  by  the  navy,  in  land- 
ing the  forces  near  th<?  mouth  of  the  Bicol  Kiver,  two  battalions  on 
the  road  west  of  the  riv(»r  leading  to  Libmanam,  to  which  it  marched, 
and  wh(M'e  a  sharp  engagenuMit  ensued  ])etween  the  advance  l)attjilion, . 
under  the  conunand  of  th(»  reginuMital  conunander  (Colonel  Godwin) 
and  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  which  had  concentnited  thcTe  to  dis- 
pute our  further  progress.  'Vlw  result  was  a  d(»cisiv(^  victorv  for 
Colonel  Godwin\s  troops.  The  enemy  was  driven  from  his  positions 
and  his  organizations  were  broktMi  and  scattered  on  everv  available 
line  of  retreat.  He  left  on  the  field  (54  dead  and  many  wounded,  who 
were  cared  for  by  our  surgeons.     A  number  of  insurgents  were  made 

fnisoners,  30  rifles  and  a  (juantity  of  war  material  were  captured. 
iodwin\s  causualties  were  his  battalion  adjutant,  First  Lieut.  John  B. 
(jalleher,  killed,  and  8  enlisted  men  wounded.  Eighteen  Spanish  pris- 
oners held  at  Libmanam  were  liberated.  The  iortv-fifth  Regiment 
(Colonel  Dorst)  having  been  landed  east  of  the  Bicol  Itiver,  proceeded 
on  the  road  b}^  Calabanga  to  a  point  a  short  distance  east  of  the  city  of 
Nueva  Caceres  without  encountering  material  opposition,  while  (lod- 
win,  continuing  his  march  after  his  engagenKnit  at  Libmanam,  entered 
the  city,  which  the  natives,  fearing  for  their  personal  safety,  had 
deserted,  seeking  security  in  the  surrounding  mountiiins.  The  city 
appeared  to  be  luider  the  charge  of  the  Spanish  representatives  of  the 
church. 

The  enemy  retreated  both  northeastwardly  in  the  direction  of  Mount 
Lsorog  and  to  the  southeast  in  the  direction  of  Pili  and  Nabua;  also,  it 
wjis  believ(»d,  northwestwardly  in  the  direction  of  the  city  of  Daet. 
As  soon  as  practicable  the  troops  took  up  th(>  pursuit  and  followed  the 
enenu^'s  shattered  forces  by  the  roads  passing  north  and  south  of 
Mount  lsorog  to  the  coast,  and  by  the  southe^tstern  road  leading  through  . 
Pili,  while  other  detachments  pursued  to  Pasacoa,  on  the  Bay  of  Ragaj% 
and  northwestwardly  to  the  city  of  Daet,  of  which  they  took  possession. 
Their  persistent  activity  was  rewarded  by  the  disintegration  and  demor- 
alization of  hostile  organizations,  the  release  of  a  good  many  Spanish 

large  quantity 
towns,  and  the 
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prisoners,  the  capture  of  all  insnrilC^i^^  artillery  with  a 
of  war  material,  the  return  of  ^l  ^  inhabitants  to  their  1 
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restoration  of  former  trade  conditions  with  the  Philippine  capital. 
The  insurgents  who  retreated  northeastwardly  took  with  them  quite  a 
large  number  of  the  Spanish  prisoners  still  held  by  them  in  captivity,  and 
a  charge,  based  upon  fairly  good  proof,  of  killing  a  numl)er  who  failed 
to  retreat  with  tne  rapidity  desired,  was  made  against  them.  The 
Chinese  general,  Paua,  who  subsequently  surrendered  and  was  sent 
to  Manila,  was  placed  in  confinement  under  this  charge,  which  was 
being  investigated  at  the  time  of  my  departure  from  the  Philippines. 
Alter  the  Caniarines  and  Albay  country  had  been  placed  under  police 
restraint,  General  Bates  returned  to  Manila  to  direct  the  shipment  of 
such  provisions  and  other  supplies  as  were  needed  there,  and  also  those 
required  by  the  Fortieth  U.  ??.  Volunteers,  which  he  had  dire<!ted  to 
concentrate  and  embark  on  transports  for  the  contemplated  southern 
service.  General  Kobb^,  ujxjn  his  departure  with  his  expedition  on 
January  18,  had  been  assigned  to  the  command  of  a  district,  for  certain 
specific  purposes,  which  was  bounded  by  the  limits  of  his  directed  field 
operations.  The  islands  of  Samar  and  ^^eytc  were  within  the  Visaj- an 
military  district,  but  were  withdrawn  temporarily  and  placed  under 
the  command  of  General  Kobb6  to  enable  him  to  take  possession. 
He  had  returned  to  Manila,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  to  supervise  the 
forwarding  of  supplies  to  the  troops  under  his  control.  He  was  now 
to  be  withdrawn  and  to  proceed  to  the  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo, 
and  General  Bates  was  about  to  depart  to  take  possession  of  northern 
Mindanao.  The  following  orders,  both  from  the  headquarters  of  the 
corps  and  from  the  office  of  the  military  governor,  were  issued:

I.  Maj.  Gen.  John  C.  Bates,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  will  proceed  at  once  by  such  water 
transportation  as  may  Ikj  funiished  him  to  the  provinces  of  Camarines,  Albay,  and 
Sorsogon,  island  of  Luzon,  and  there  take  immediate  supervision  of  all  detachments 
of  the  Fortieth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  which  he  has  already  directed  to  be 
embarked  on  transports;  will  then  pro(?eed  with  that  regiment  to  the  northern  coast 
of  Mindanao  and  establish  the  several  military  stations  on  that  coast,  in  accordance 
with  verbal  directions  which  have  been  conveyed.  This  duty  completed  he  will 
pro<reed  direct  to  Zamboanga,  the  headquarters  of  the  military  district  of  Mindanao 
and  Jolo  Archipelago,  and  from  that  point  execute  within  the  district  the  specific 
duties  with  which  he  has  bi»en  charged,  which  when  completed,  he  will  stand 
relieved  from  all  further  duties  in  that  military  district  and  will  return  to  this  his 
station  and  the  headquarters  of  his  division. 

II.  Brig, Gen.  William  A.  Koblx^,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  is  assigned  to  the  command  of 
the  military  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  Archij)elago,  to  take  effect  as  soon  as  he 
may  reach  the  headquarters  of  that  district  after  the  execution  of  the  duties  which 
have  l:)een  assigned  to  him  in  the  third  paragraph  of  this  order. 

III.  Brig.  Gen.  William  A.  KobW',  I .  S.  Volunteers,  will  proceed  to-morrow,  the 
2l8t  instant,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prat^ticable,  bv  steamer  Aeolus,  with  rations  for 
the  garrisons  at  Legaspi,  C^albayog,  Tacloban,  and  for  the  detachments  in  the  near 
vicinity  of  those  stations,  when  he  will  direct  proper  disposition  of  the  same,  and 
he  will  thereupon  visit  the  several  points  at  which  he  has  stationed  the  troops  of 
the  Forty-third  and  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  8.  Volunteers,  and  Li^ht  Battery  G, 
Third  U.  S.  Artillery,  and  give  such  instructions  as  immediate  exigencies  or  demands 
may  require.  This  duty  performed,  he  will  proi'eed  direct  by  steamer  ^«)^«  to  Zam- 
boanga, the  headquarters  of  the  military  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  Archipelaeo, 
to  the  command  of  which  he  has  been  assigned  in  the  second  paragraph  of  this 
order. 

IV.  After  the  movement  of  the  Fortieth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  from  the  soath- 
eastern  portion  of  Luzon,  as  directed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  order,  the  remain- 
ing troops  in  that  section,  consisting  of  the  Forty-fifth  and  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
U.  8.  Volunteers,  Light  Battery  G,  Third  U.  S.  Artillery,  and  certain  detachments 
of  cavalry  and  staff  organizations,  will  comprise  a  brigade  of  the  First  Division, 
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Eighth  Antiy  Corps,  to  the  command  of  which  Brig.  Gen.  James  M.  1^11  is  hereby 
aHsisne<l.  ( ieneral  Bell  will  assume  motive  conmiand  of  these  troojrw  as  s<K»n  as  practi- 
cable, reportinj^  his  action  hereunder  to  the  (ronimauding  general  of  the  First  Division 
of  the  corjis. 

V.  The  niilitar>-  control  of  the  islands  of  Saniar  and  Ix^yte,  which  were  temporarily 
place<l  under  the  coniniand  of  Brig.  (ien.  William  A.  Jvobln*,  U.  S.  Volmiti»ers,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  forcible  i)ossessioii  of  the  siinie  from  the  (iuemv  and  establish- 
ing therein  the  nece.s-»ary  garris< »ns,  will  n.'vert  to  the  supervision  <^)f  th(j  commanding 
general  of  the  Visayan  military  district,  to  th(^  hea<l(iuarters  of  which  the  <'ommand- 
ing  oiHcer  of  troops  now  o<'cupying  tliese  islands  will  rei>ort  for  instructions.

1.  Brig.  <ien.  William  A.  Kobb^,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  is  herebv  relieved  as  military 
governor  of  the  province  of  Albay,  Luzon,  and  the  Island  of  Oatanduanes,  to  whicn 
he  was  aj)pointed  in  general  orders  from  this  office  of  January  15  last,  and  of  the 
islands  of  8nmar  and  lA\vte,  to  the  t(.*mporary  governorship  of  whi<'h  he  was  also 
a|»jH>intiMl  by  the  same  order,  and  is  hereby  announc^ed  as  military  governor  of  the 
distri<*t  of  Mindanao  and  .lolo  Archipelago,  to  the  garrisons  and  trooj>s  of  which  dis- 
trict he  has  been  duly  appointed  as  coiimianding  general  in  deiwirtment  orders  this 
day  issue<l. 

It.  Brig.  (tcu.  James  M.  Bell,  V.  S.  Volunteers,  is  appointed  military  governor  of 
the  j)rovincesof  ('amarines,  Albay,  and  Sorsogon,  l>uzon,  of  the  island  of  Catanduanes. 
an<l  of  the  small  a<ljacent  islands  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  those  j>roviuces  and 
islands  which  are  nortli  of  the  Sun  Bernardino  Strait.  The  district  will  be  known 
and  designate^!  as  the  "District  of  Southeiistern  Luzon.*' 

<»eneral  Bell  will  complete  the  establishment,  through  the  detail  of  officers  and 
assistants,  of  the  cu.^toms  and  internal  revenue  offices  necessary  for  public  adminis- 
tration in  his<listri<'t,  which  will  be  (conducted  as  prescribed  in  orders  from  this  office, 
an<l  the  si>ecific  regulations  issued  from  the  customs  and  intt^mal  revenue  offices  of 
^lanila. 

Customs  officers  (designatecl  inspectors  of  customs)  and  internal-revenue  officers, 
whimi  it  is  yet  necessary  to  a])point  to  transact  the  customs  and  internal  revenue 
bu-^iness  at  the  more  important  coast  and  interior  towns,  will  l)e  named  by  him  to 
this  office  for  confirmation. 

1 -pon  application  and  for  the  guidance  of  such  appointCH»s,  the  chief  officers  of  cus- 
toms and  internal  revenue  of  the  islanrln,  the  captain  of  the  port  of  Manila,  and  the 
auditor  of  public  funds  will  furnish  them  with  such  letti'rs  of  instructions,  circulars, 
orders,  anil  blank  ff»rms  relating  to  the  jierformance  of  their  civil  duties  as  may  per- 
tain U)  the  departments  of  civil  administratioi^  to  which  they  may  be  assigned.

Aftor  the  dispositions  dircotod  in  the  foregoing  orders  were  consum- 
mated, the  remaining  insurgents  in  the  Camarines  assumed  the  r61e  of 
bandits,  as  in  Sauiar  and  Ley  te,  and  gave  great  annoyance  to  the  inhab- 
itunts  of  the  barrios  not  occupied  by  our  troops.  For  their  protection 
(xeneral  Bell  called  for  additional  troops,  especially  C4iyalry,  where- 
upon a  s(iuadron  of  the  Eleventh  Cavalry  was  sent  him,  thereby  increas- 
ing his  effective  force  to  2,6(K)  men. 

The  result  of  General  Kobb^'s  inspection  of  the  stations  which  he 
had  established,  made  just  preceding  his  departure  for  Zamboanga, 
the  headquarters  of  the  Mindanao  and  Jolo  district,  is  given  in  his  dis- 

Bitch  of  April  8  from  Cebu,  which  appears  on  page  265  of  this  report, 
ut  before  commenting  upon  the  actions  of  Generals  Bates  and  Kobb^ 
at  the  south  we  will  present  t^^  operations  in  the  Visayan  military 
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district,  comraanded  by  Brigadier-General  Hughes.  This  district 
embnu'od  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  Visayas  Islands,  with  head- 
quarti'rs  at  Iloilo,  Panay.  Our  last  annual  report,  rendered  on  August 
31,  showed  that  the  city  of  Iloilo,  with  its  outlying  villages;  the  city 
of  Ccbu,  on  the  island  of  that  name,  with  the  mountain  country  within 
a  radius  of  a  few  miles;  and  the  important  positions  in  the  island  of 
Negros,  contained  the  only  territory  of  the  district  within  the  possession 
of  our  troops. 

Those  troops  consisted  of  Light  Battery  G,  of  the  Sixth  Artillery, 
the  Kighte(*nth  Infantry,  and  a  l>attalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infantry, 
wliich  were  stationed  in  Panay;  the  Sixth  Infantry  garrisoned  impor- 
tant stations  in  Negros;  one  Imttalion  of  the  Nineteenth  and  one  oi  the 
Twenty-third  held  the  city  of  Cebu.  Two  battalions  of  the  Nineteenth 
Infantry  had  relieved  the  Tennessee  regiment,  of  which  two  battalions 
had  been  stationed  in  Panay  and  one  in  Cebu.  Colonel  Snyder,  who 
was  commanding  at  the  latter  point,  reported,  early  in  September,  the 
threatening  attitude  assumed  there  by  the  enemy,  when  General 
Hughes  reenforced  him  by  a  detachment  of  Battery  6,  Sixth  Artillerv, 
and  two  companies  of  the  Sixth  Infantry.  With  his  battalion  of  tfie 
Nineteenth  Infantry,  a  ix)rtion  of  the  Tennessee  battalion  still  remain- 
ing, the  detachments  sent  him  and  a  portion  of  the  Twenty-third 
Infantry  Battalion,  he  moved  against  the  enemy  (who  now  nearly 
encircled  the  city  of  Cebu)  on  Septeml>er  22,  and  reported  as  a  result 
of  liis  operations,  which  extendea  through  the  following  day,  that  he 
had  driven  the  enemy  off,  had  captured  7  of  his  forts  and  14  of  his 
intrenched  positions,  with  his  cannon  and  a  few  small  arms,  suffering 
the  loss  of  1  man  killed  and  4  wounded;  that  the  loss  of  the  enemy, 
who  had  been  scattered  over  the  mountains  to  the  southwestward,  and 
whom  it  was  impossible  to  follow  because  of  lack  of  transportation, 
he  estimated  at  40  men.  No  further  Cebu  operations  took  place  for 
some  time,  as  additional  troops  and  transportation  were  required  to 
insure  any  decided  and  permanent  success.  On  October  21  General 
Hughes  was  informed  that  the  remaining  battalion  of  the  Nineteenth 
Infantry  and  a  large  amount  of  transportation  w^ould  leave  Manila  for 
Iloilo  on  October  24  and  would  be  followed  in  a  few  days  by  an  entire 
regiment  of  volunteers. 

The  island  of  Negros,  which  had  been  made  a  subdistrict  of  the 
Visayan  military  district  in  March,  to  the  command  of  which  Brigadier- 
General  Smith,  then  colonel  of  the  California  Volunteers,  had  been 
assigned,  in  w^hich  the  California  troops  had  been  succeeded  by  the 
Sixtn  Infantry,  and  over  which,  in  July,  an  abridged  form  of  civil 
government  (character  and  scope  of  same  fully  given  in  my  last 
annual  report)  had  been  extended,  was  about  to  hold  an  election  for 
the  choice  of  a  civil  governor  and  advisory  council.  General  Smith 
had  made  the  necessary  provisions  for  the  registration  of  voters,  the 
prepamtion  of  ballots,  the  method  of  existing  votes,  and  had  announced 
the  time  of  the  election  for  October  2.  The  inhabitants  of  Negros  had 
taken  very  kindly  to  this  feature  of  experimental  abridged  civil  gov- 
ernment, and  the  leading  citizens  had  warmly  expressed  their  sense  of 
obligation  to  the  American  authorities  for  this  manifested  confidence 
in  their  ability"  to  conduct  in  a  measure  theii  internal  civil  affairs.  On 
September  24  one  of  the  leading  insurgent  chiefs,  Gen.  Ignacio  Lopez, 
with  64  armed  men,  surrendered  to  Captain  Byrne  at  C^tellano,  and 
the  insurgents  at  Panay  (not  Tagalos)  applied  to  know  what  promises 
would  be  given  them  in  case  of  tneir  formal  submission. 
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General  Hughes  infonned  the  latter  that  they  must  surrender  their 
anns  and  disband  their  forces  before  any  tenns  could  be  considered  or 
any  promises  made,  but  their  action  seemed  to  indicate  a  desire  to 
receive  the  consideration  which  had  been  extended  to  Negros.  How- 
ever, this  fortunate  pi'ogress  of  affairs  in  that  island  was  disquieting 
to  the  Tagalos,  a  few  of  whom  resided  there,  while  a  large  force  of 
their  soldiers,  mostly  from  Luzon,  dominated  Panay.  The^%  under  the 
influence  and  general  direction  of  Aguinaldo  and  of  certain  agents  of 
the  junta  at  Hongkong,  who  were  sent  from  that  place  to  foment 
discord,  entered  some  or  the  coast  towns  of  Negros,  and  especially  its 
mountain  sections,  and  were  successful  in  collecting  bolo  men  and  moun- 
tain rob})ers,  to  some  of  whom  they  furnished  rifles,  and  with  these 
Imnds  were  a})le  to  mmoy  our  troops  and  plunder  the  inhabitants. 
They  were  pursued  into  the  mountains  and  throughout  the  island,  the 
native  police  force  of  200  men  which  we  had  equipped  performing 
most  excellent  service  in  the  pursuit.  On  October  1  Captain  Poore, 
with  his  company  of  the  Sixth  infantry,  attacked  one  of  their  intrenched 
camps,  killea  20,  including  2  noted  robbers,  captured  12  rifles,  a  large 
supply  of  ammunition,  and  all  of  their  stores.  His  casualties  were 
Lieutenant  Grub})s,  of  the  regiment,  killed;  Assistant  Surgeon  Shillock 
and  3  enlisted  men  very  slightly  wounded.  On  October  21  Lieutenant 
Simons,  Sixth  Infantry,  struck  a  village  of  Tulisanes  near  San  Carlos, 
killing  and  wounding  9.  A  few  days  later  Captain  Evans,  of  the  same 
regiment,  attacked  a  band  n(»ar  Castellano,  killed  10,  wounded  many, 
and  captured  20.  Captain  Byrne,  of  that  regiment,  encounterea 
another  band,  killed  10  and  captured  13,  while  our  native  troops,  who 
had  disco  veered  another  small  band  destroyed  (>.     This,  to  them,  sur- 

f arising  and  destructive  activity,  drove  the  Tagalos  from  the  island, 
or  a  time  at  least,  and  on  Novem})cr  1  General  Hughes  reported  that 
Negros  was  *'in  a  better  state  of  lawful  submission  than  lor  twenty 
years;  that  planters  were  no  longer  in  danger." 

The  election  created  a  good  deal  of  enthusiasm,  but  passed  off  very 
quietly.  Over  5,000  votes  were  polled,  and  no  frauds  attempted.  The 
count  was  so  close,  however,  that  it  was  feared  a  contested  election 
would  result,  but  the  inhabitants  accepted  the  official  count-,  and  the 
inauguration  of  the  newly  elected  officers  was  announced  for  Novem- 
ber 6.  It  took  place  iinSer  the  supervision  of  General  Smith,  and 
the  newly  ins'talled  civil  governor  sent  the  following  cable  dispatch 
through  the  office  of  the  military  governor  at  Manila: 

Nbqroh,  November  7,  1899. 

His  Excellency  the  President  op  the  United  States: 

The  civil  jrovenior,  councilors,  judj^es,  and  sec^retarics  who  conHtitute  the  new 
government  of  this  inland,  in  taking  possession  of  their  offices  this  day,  have  the 
hijjh  honor  of  affectionately  saluting  your  exct^llency,  and  tnist  that  in  the  inaugura- 
tion of  this  fonn  of  government,  baseil'upon  the  liberal  and  democratic  institutions 
which  have  made  that  great  Republic  w)  grand  and  prosperous,  a  new  era  will  open 
up  to  this  region,  which  will  enable  it  to  reach  the  ultimate  goal  of  its  aspirations.

During  the  remainder  of  the  month  all  reports  from  the  island  were 
of  the  most  encouraging  nature.  The  chief  insurgent  leader  at  the 
north  voluntarily  surrendered  without  asking  conditions.  The  peo- 
ple, assured  of  security,  were  appft^entlv  cheerful  and  hopeful,  and 
recommenced  in  earnest  their  aoxicultural  and  other  pursuits.    More 
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planting  wasV)oing  done  and  more  sugar  mills  were  in  operation  than 
at  any  pericnl  since  the  inauguration  of  the  revolt  against  Spain.  The 
form  of  governmcMit  which  had  })een  put  in  operation  worked  excel- 
lently und(»r  the  wise  sup(»rvision  of  General  Smith,  who  retained  the 
contidiMice  of  all  })arties  and  factions. 

The  Third  Battalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infantry  and  the  Twenty- 
sixth  V.  S.  VoUmtiH^rs  were  sent  to  Iloilo  during  the  last  week  of 
October.  They  had  }>een  preceded  by  a  fair  amount  of  quartermas- 
ter's tmnspf)i'tation  and  a  few  small  guns  from  which,  together  with 
those  already  there,  a  mountain  battery  might  Iw  organizea.  General 
Hughes  connnenced  at  once  his  preparations  to  move  against  the 
Panay  insurgents.  They  had  constructed  intrenched  lines  of  defense 
within  short  distances  of  the  city  on  all  roads  radiating  from  it  which 
they  had  thrown  up  in  ])art  in  isys  while  lighting  the  Spanish  troops, 
ancf  which,  with  the  labor  expended  upon  them  since  tnat  time,  thev 
believed  to  be  unassailable.  The  insurgent  encircling  force  was  esti- 
mated at  from  two  to  three  thousand,  mostly  Tagalos,  the  great 
majority  of  whom  had  been  sent  into  the  island  to  assist  the  Visayans 
to  driv(^  out  Spain  and  to  resist  the  forcible  entry  into  the  city  of 
General  Miller  with  his  United  States  troops,  which  entry  'was 
threatened  from  l)ec(»mber  2S,  1898,  when  General  Miller  took  pos- 
session of  Iloilo  Harl)or,  until  it  was  finally  consummated  on  the  11th 
of  February  followinj^. 

The  Tagalos  and  Visayans  have  never  held  any  very  long  continued 
amicable  relations.  Birth  prejudice,  attempted  Tagalo  direction,  and 
the  desire  of  many  influential  Visayans  to  follow  the  lead  of  Negi"os  had 
destroyed  all  lyutual  confidence,  if  any  had  ever  existed,  and  as  a 
result  the  Tagalos  had  appropriated  nearly  all  the  guns  in  the  island 
and  held  the  Visayans  in  restraint.  Their  differences  were  reported 
to  l)e  quite  serious,  and  at  one  time  it  was  believed  that  if  not  inter- 
fered with,  they,  after  the  manner  pursued  by  the  factions  of  southern 
Mindanao,  would  fight  out  the  war  in  that  section  among  themselves. 

Examining  the  topography  of  Panay  it  will  be  seen  that  the  four 
provinces  into  which  it  is  divided  have  boundaries  determined  natu- 
mlly  by  mountain  ranges  and  high  watersheds.  The  central  provinces 
of  Iloilo  to  the  south  and  Capiz  to  the  north  are  separated  from 
Antique  on  the  west  b}^  an  almost  inaccessible  mountam  range,  and 
from  the  small  province  of  Concep(!ion  on  the  east  coast  by  a  range 
of  high  land  from  w^hich  the  rivers  flow  northward  and  eastward. 
They  are  separated  from  each  other  by  the  elevated  divide  extending 
from  the  mountains  which  mark  the  eastern  limit  of  the  province  of 
Antique  to  the  western  line  of  Concepcion  province. 

The  town  of  Ciipiz,  on  the  extreme  north  of  the  island,  is  connected 
with  the  city  of  Iloilo  by  a  rough  wagon  road,  along  which  runs  the 
old  telegraph  line  whi(-h  connected  the  former  cable  termini  at  Capiz 
and  Iloilo.     A  few  insurgent  troops  were  maintained  at  Capiz,  but  the 

freat  majority  of  them  were  concentmted  in  the  southern  section  of 
loilo  province*,  south  of  the  town  of  Cabatuan,  where  the  insurgent 
capitiil  had  ])ecn  established.  General  Miller  on  February  12,  1899,  a 
few  days  after  occupying  the  city  of  Iloilo,  had  seized  the  near  villages 
of  Moio  and  Jaro,  and  had  subseciuently  reconnoitered  the  cx)untry  to 
Oton,  on  the  coast,  and  to  the  north  and  northwest  in  the  direction  of 
Pavia  and  San  Miguel.  In  whatever  direction  he  prospected  he  found 
a  fair  force  of  the  enemy  to  oppose  his  advance.     The  instructions 
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given  to  General  Hughes  in  June,  when  he  left  Manila  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  Visayan  district,  were  to  limit  all  his  operations  in  Panav 
to  the  secure  holding  of  the  city  of  Iloilo  and  such  of  its  outlying  vil- 
lages as  were  then  in  our  possession,  '*as  no  additional  force  could  be 
given  him,  and  as  the  policy  of  noniu^tion  in  the  island  other  than 
such  as  might  )w  considered  d<»fensive  would  result  in  dissensions 
l)etween  tht^  Visiivan  and  Tagalo,  who  should  we  attack  would  unite 
for  resistance/'  Fhe  }H)licy  of  waiting,  in  so  far  as  active  war  oper- 
ations were  concerned,  was  resort^»d  to  at  Iloilo,  the  insurgents  being 
made  to  confine  themselves  to  their  intrenchments  until  tne  October 
rcenforcemonts  of  1,700  men  were  sent  there.  Upon  the  arrival  of 
these  reonforc(»ments  one  of  the  most  severe  typhoons  that  had  ever 
visited  that  section  of  country  set  in  and  prevailed  for  seveml  days, 
but  (renenil  Hughes  conmienced  his  advance  on  November  9. 

The  plan  of  opemtions  determined  upon  was  to  turn  the  right  of  the 
enemv  by  marcjhing  a  column  consisting  of  two  battalions  of  the  Nine- 
teenth Infantrv,  a  battalion  of  the  EigTiteenth,  the  mountain  battery, 
and  a  mounted  dettu^hment  over  the  south  coast  road  to  Oton,  thence 
north  to  San  Migu<4  and  Almodian,  swinging  in  on  Cabatuan,  when 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Dic'kman,  with  a  portion  of  the  Twenty -sixth  Vol- 
unteers, assisted  bv  men  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  withdrawn  from  Negros, 
should  attack  at  Jaro,  and  0)lonel  Carpenter,  with  Light  Batteiy  G, 
Sixth  Artillery,  and  two  batbilions  of  the  Eighteenth  Infantry,  should 
attack  Pavia  and  Santa,  Barbara.  The  excessive  rain  compelled  a 
modification  of  the  plans.  Genend  Hughes,  commanding  the  march- 
intr  column,  reached  Oton  on  November  10,  from  which  he  reported  a^ 
follows: 

Water-lojrped  by  typhoon.  Have  nu><litie<l  plant?.  Bottom  fallen  out  of  San 
MiiTiiel  roa<l.  Tijrbaiian  was  occiipitNl  to-day.  Fine  defeni^ive  works  everywhere,  but 
deienders  diHai)i>earL'd  without  iiring  a  shot.  Fear  much  delay  owing  to  stormy 
weather. 

On  November  12  he  reported  the  following  from  Tigbauan: 

Cordolm  occupied  by  Huston's  battalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infantry,  mounted 
d(;tachinent,  and  mountain  batterv.  No  rcsinta nee  offered.  The  balance  of  the  force 
has  been  aiwembletl  here.  Kain  has  been  exct?edingly  heavy.  There  is  a  bottom  to 
the  road  from  here  to  (.'abatuan  so  far  as  examined.  We  have  had  to  build  one 
bridge,  but  will  delay  a  little  for  stream  to  run  out.  Command  in  excellent  spirits 
and  health. 

He  further  report^^d  from  Tigbauan  the  following  day  that  the 
advance  had  entered  Leon  where  the  enemv  had  offered  the  fii'st  resist- 
ance  and  had  been  driven  out  with  loss,  but  that  he  had  not  suffered 
any  casualties.  On  Novem})er  20  he  encountered  the  enemv  strongly 
intrenched  at  the  crossing  of  the  Aganao  River  on  the  road  Irom  Leon 
to  Almodian.  After  three  hours  maneuvering  and  fighting  he  drove 
him  from  all  positions,  suffering  a  loss  of  four  men  wounded.  He 
iumiediatelv  moved  on  to  and  seized  Almodian  and  directed  an  attack 
by  Carpenter's  force  on  Pavia. 

At  dawn  on  November  21  Colonel  Dickman  with  his  force,  consist- 
ing of  six  companies  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Volunteers  and  one  of  the 
Sixth  Infantrv,  attacked  near  Jaro,  captured  the  strong  position  of  the 
enemy  by  a  charge  on  the  flank  of  his  works  and  completely  routed 
him  with  a  loss  of  18  killed,  9  prisoners,  4  one-pounder  brass  field 
pieces,  2  rifles,  and  sevei-al  thousand  cartridges.  Colonel  Dickman's 
casualties  were  6  men  wounded.     At  the  same  time  Carpenter  with  his 
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Light  Hatt^^rv  and  two  hattalioiis  of  thr  Eight^^enth  Infantry  attacked 
the  insuimMit  stronghold  at  Pavia,  l\  miles  north  of  Jaro.  The  fighting 
continued  until  noon,  with  a  loss  to  Carpenter  of  5  men  killed,  20  quite 
seriously  wounded,  who  were  sent  to  tne  hospital  at.Iloilo,  and  some 
15  others  slightly  wounded,  }>ut  who  remained  with  the  command. 
The  enemy's  loss  was  very  heayy  in  lK)th  men  and  material.  On  the 
morning  of  the  2"2d  Cari:HMit(»r  adyaneed  to  Santa  Barlmm,  which  he 
occupied  without  resistiince.  From  Cabatuan  on  November  23,  General 
Hughes  i"c»ported  the  results  of  these  (operations  as  follows: 

The  enemy  ha^  U^en  driven  out  from  Pavia,  Santa  Barbara,  San  Miianiel,  Oton, 
Tigbauan,  C^)nl<>ba,  Iamhi,  Alniodian,  Maiinin,  and  CaViatuan,  the  neat  of  government, 
and  the  U^ai^ttMi  army  head(]imrters  liave  taken  to  the  mountains.  There  were  but 
two  lu-tions,  the  tirst  on  the  20th  :it  the  erosping  oi  the  Aganao,  and  when  the  result 
of  tliat  artion  was  certain,  and  the  enemy  had  shown  hia  full  strength  on  that  front, 
it  was  evident  that  it  wouM  be  entirely  safe  for  Colonel  Carjwnter  to  attack  at  Pana, 
and  he  wa^*  ordere<i  by  signal  to  do  so.  He  attacked  the  advance  of  the  enemy  on 
the  south  of  the  Aganao  at  daylight  and  drove  them  into  Pavia.  He  then  attacke<i 
the  <leferisesof  Pavia  and  took  the  place.  These  actions  comi)elleil  the  abandonment 
of  Santa  Barbara,  Maa^in.  an«l  Cabatuan.  *  *  *  Captureci  10  prisoners,  18  cannon 
of  all  kinds,  ♦>  ritles,  tiuantities  of  ammunition,  powder,  etc. 

These  victories  apfx^ared  to  have  greatly  scattered,  if  they  did  not 
destroy,  for  a  short  time  at  legist,  all  of  the  insurgent  armed  organiza- 
tions. Three  or  four  days  then^ifter  Geneml  Hughes,  continuing 
his  march  northward,  entered  Passi,  in  the  northern  portion  of  Iloilo 
proyince,  Caq^enter  in  the  meantime  moying  eastward  into  the  proy- 
ince  of  Concepcion  without  encountering  any  material  opposition. 
On  I)ec(Mn})er  H  the  (ieneral  cabled  from  Iloilo,  to  which  place  he  had 
returned,  that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  send  yery  soon  into  Cebu  the 
mountain  battery,  the  detiichment  of  scouts,  and  the  two  battalions  of 
the  Nineteenth  Infantry,  and  at  the  same  time  to  dispati*h  for  the 
island  of  Bohol  two  or  three  companies  of  the  Sixth  Infantry.  He 
returned  to  middle  Panay,  prospected  with  his  troops  in  that  section, 
marched  north,  occupied  the  town  of  C-apiz,  and,  assisted  by  a  nayal 
force,  proceeded  thence  with  two  companies  Kight<ienth  Infantry  to 
the  island  of  Komblon,  from  which  he  reported  the  following: 

KoMBi/)N,  Decern  fter  16,  1S99. 
Bakry,  MnniUi: 

Crossed  Panay  Mountains  as  proposefl.  Slipfht  opposition  on  delK)nching  at 
Dumaro,  which  wa^^  brushed  away  by  ( iordon's  scouts  and  Shank's  battalion  Kij;rht- 
eenth  Infantry.  Other  towns  Capiz  province  rt^ceive<l  us  with  bands?  of  music  instil 
of  Mausers.  At  siuiie  time  Carpenter  cleared  provincof  Concepcion.  Having  assist- 
ance of  steamer  El  Onto  and  Ca])tain  Ackley's  naval  vessels,  he  followeil  coast, 
scatten'd  the  insurgents,  and  arrived  off  Capiz  the  12th  instant.  I  occupieti  Capiz 
with  my  command  on  the  10th.  Diacnoand  his  Tagalos  reported  to  have  esc-aped 
by  steamers  by  this  route.  Documents  indicate  thatthis  j)lace  is  centerof  insurgents' 
postal  service,  and  therefore  htis  been  taken  })Ossession  of  txi-day  by  two  companies 
Eighteenth  Infantry.  We  were  assisted  in  operations  against  Komblon  by  Captain 
Ackleywith  the  Co^/con/ and  the  gunboat  Paratjna,  Captain  McFarlan<i  making  land 
attack  with  two  com|)anies.  The  whole  n^atter  was  settled  in  half  an  hour.  Our 
casualties:  Private  Charles  J.  Feeley,  Company  C,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  killed;  one 
seaman  on  Pantf/ua  wounded.  Ex|)ecttogoto  Cebu  to-night  via  Capiz,  taking  up  First 
Battalion  Nineteenth  Infantry  at  that  place.  Will  leave  Carpenter  in  command  at 
Capiz  with  six  companies  of  his  regiment. 

Hughes. 

The  small  island  of  Roml)lon,  north  of  Panay,  from  which  this  report 
was  rendered,  is  situated  on  what  was  then  the  water  route  of  insur- 
gent communication  between  Luzon  and  the  western  Visayan  Islands, 
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and  became  of  gn»at  importance  to  the  Tagalos  of  Luzon,  both  in  dis- 
pat<;hing  troops  for  the  south  and  as  a  point  from  which  to  distribute 
information  and  issue  instructions.  From  Romblon,  Panay  was  very 
easy  of  access,  and  from  Pana}^  correspondence  could  \>e  conveyed 
aci-oss  Negrros  and  Cebu  to  Bohol  with  little  difficultv.  With  thislatter 
island,  northern  Midanao,  Samar,  and  Levte  had  frequent  comnmni- 
cation.  The  garrison  of  two  companies  still  remains  at  Romblon,  and 
nearly  allcojisting  vessels  plying  the  southern  Philippine  waters  touch 
and  report  there. 

While  (ieneml  Hughes  was  absent  in  the  north.  Negros  again 
experienced  social  and  political  difficulties.  On  Decemoer  18,  General 
Smith  ca})led  from  Bacolod,  the  capital  of  the  island,  that — 

ThrtM?  agents,  Junta  Ilongkonj:,  Candiclo  Mortillo,  Pedro  Yunki,  Mariano  Villa- 
neiiva,  arriveii  in  Negroa  lattt»r  i)art  of  Novemljer  with  orders  to  stir  up  Negrofl,  as 
iti*  attitude;  wa«  8tuni])ling  blotrk  to  peace  and  as])irationH  of  insurgents.  They  brought 
with  them  copies  of  Bhimentritt's  letter  and  wonl  that  absolute  independence  would 
\ye  granted  by  Congress  in  December  or  January,  and  then  let  Negros  l)ew^are. 
rianne<l  general  rising  all  pueblos  for  2d  Dei'ember,  and  arrangements  made  with 
Panay  to  land  force  between  Himamaylan  and  Pulupandan  from  Guimaras,  and 
Ijetween  Saravia  and  Manapla  from  Tenurian  gunboat^.  Unable  to  prevent  force  of 
W)  from  lan<ling  wjuth  of  Miranda.  Mont  of  those  in  north  were  really  driven  out  of 
I*anay  by  (icncral  Hughes's  advance,  and  nothing  has  l>een  heard  of  them.  Agents 
succeeded  in  getting  Millicianos  of  Valladoiid,  Pulupandan,  and  Bago  into  field  as 
part  of  gcncnil  projeirted  risinjtr,  and  witli  (yii  rifles  and  320  Macheteros  encountered 
Jx^dyard'H  scouting  party,  recei\nngauch  sevens  handling  that  they  retreated  to  moun- 
tains, leaving  Hi  dead,  and  1  of  their  chiefs  on  the  field.  The  American  corporal, 
after  deatli  of  Ixnlvani,  retired  to  Carlota  without  molestation.  Manv  of  Millicianos 
who  were  in  this  right  have  deserted,  some  surrendering  their  arms,  claiming  to  have 
}>een  deceive<l;  others  in  hiding.  The  86  Tagals  retreating  for  riuimaras  assaulted, 
with  connivance  of  i)eople,  11  Americans  in  Ginigaran,  but  were  defeated  and  chief 
captured.  Town  lined  $10,000.  All  officials  and  princii)al  citizens  arrested.  Val- 
ladolid,  Pulupandan,  and  Bago  also  fined.  Governor  gone  north,  ostensibly  to  coun- 
sel peace.  Believed  he  is  in  good  faith;  but  am  watching,  although  he  has  given 
good  information.  Two  ]>adres  concerned  in  this  trouble.  What  shall  I  do  with 
them?  American  clergymen  wanteri  hert»  ])adly.  Colonel  Byrne  in  pursuit  of  Gui- 
maras  outfit.  Tagals  in  north  supix)se<l  to  Ixj  in  neighborhood  of  Manzanares,  in 
mountains,  with  about  300  macheteros.  In  this  island  are  some  2,000  BaVmylanes 
and  outlaws,  largely  be(ineathtHi  by  iSjxain,  but  increased  by  present  conditions.  They 
have  not  iis  yet  arrive<i  at  the  ba(i  dignity  of  insurgents.  This  influence  from  Panay 
nect^sitates  3  companies  additional  herein,  inasmuch  as  Negros  is  now  the  objective 
of  the  Junta,  and  we  have  not  only  the  duty  of  looking  out  for  ourselves,  but  also  of 
protecting  our  a<lherents  in  the  pueblos.  The  danger  here  is  from  the  ignorant 
people,  who,  of  course,  arc?  in  the  majority,  and  are  easily  im|)08ed  upon  by  most 
improbable  statements  of  (hrsigning  persons.  Our  friends  are  naturally  timid,  and 
only  come  valiantly  tx>  our  side  when  the  storm  has  passed.  Elections  went  off 
peaceably  and  quietly,  every  pueblo  in  existence  in  the  island  taking  part,  and  full 
of  enthusiiu'^m.  Only  trouble  that  devehjped  was  close  vote  for  governor,  and  that 
was  left  to  judges  and  council  to  settle.  The  government  is  working  earnestly  and 
energetically  without  frictif»n.  All  would  l>e  serene  here  if  there  was  no  outside 
interference,  no  landings  of  the  drea<ied  Tagals,  and  no  fear  that  Aguinaldo  may 
come  into  jMDwer  and  ]>uni.^h  Negros  for  what  it  has  done.  When  the  influential 
man  fears  these  things,  he  i^eas^^s  to  be  our  earnest  mivocate,  and  the  ignorant  design- 
ing obtain  the  mastery  until  some  deed  of  our  arms  gives  confidence  again.  Bago, 
Pulupandan,  and  Bacolod  have  protested  against  present  trouble,  and  civil  govern- 
ment an<l  meeting  of  prominent  men  request  that  all  good  citizens  join  in  bringing 
about  tran<]uillity. 

General  Smith  was  promptly  informed  that  he  could  have  all  the 
troops  for  Ne|p*os  he  wanted,  and  was  asked  how  large  an  additional 
force  he  required.  A  battalion  of  the  Forty-fourth  Volunteers,  which 
had  just  arrived  in  Manila  harbor,  was  directed  to  proceed  to  Negros, 
and  it  was  intended  to  send  to  the  Visayan  district  tine  headquarters 
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aiid  two  remaining  battalions  of  the  same  as  soon  as  points  at  which 
thev  were  most  needed  could  be  determined.  In  the  meantime  Gen- 
eral Hughes  had  returned  to  his  headquarters  at  Iloilo,  whence,  on 
December  20,  he  cabled  the  following: 

Situation  in  Panay:  No  organized  enemy  now  known  to  be  in  the  provincep  of 
Iloilo,  (  unot»{)oion,  or  Capiz.  P(>88ibly  a  force  maj  still  be  in  Valley  Acklan,  as  I 
could  not  rt»ach  it  bv  either  road  or  trail  from  Capiz.  and  during  this  monsoon  coast 
landingH  impracticable.  It  will  have  to  he  reach^  from  west  coast.  Antique  prov- 
inc(»  lia.s  not  yet  l)een  touched,  but  plans  have  been  made  for  doing  so.  The  business 
of  the  is«land  has  improve<l,  and  but  two  or  three  complaints  of  robbers  have  so  far 
iK'vn  received,  ^tuation  in  Negros:  Some  insurgents  did  doubtless  endeavor  to 
escape  from  Panay  to  ct^ntral  and  northern  Negros,  but  I  was  in  Dumaguete  yester- 
day, and  ea»*>tern  and  southern  Negros  are  reported  to  be  absolutely  at  rest,  and  every- 
body attending  to  buain(»ss.  The  business  men  now  here  from  Negros  are  Inisy 
aboiit  their  affairs  and  do  not  fear  serious  trouble.  Experience  has  taaght  me  to 
discount  heavily  telegrams  from  Bacolod,  but  I  shall  look  mto  the  matter  verj'  care- 
fully. In  Cebu  the  troops  have  done  nothing  since  the  raid  of  the  Tennessee  Vol- 
unteers. There  are  now  14  com]>anies  and  2  field  and  2  mountain  guns  on  that 
island.  When  I  reached  there  on  the  18th  the  estimated  strength  of  the  insurgents 
was  15()  rifles.  During  the  evening  a  reiK)rt  came  in  stating  that  250  rifles  and  3,500 
rounds  of  ammunition  had  been  landed  at  Sogod  from  Leyte.  The  enemy  are  located 
on  the  mountain  ridges  and  reaching  them  is  too  difficult,  *  *  *  So  far  as  I  can 
learn  in  the  few  hours  I  have  been  back  everything  has  gone  as  anticipated  and 
then*  are  no  reasons  for  anxiety.  Hale's  battalion  being  ordered  directly  to  Negros, 
do  the  others  of  the  Fortv-fourth  come  to  the  district? 

The  General  was  informed  on  December  23  that  Major  Hale's  bat- 
talion of  the  Forty-fourth  had  sailed  from  Manila  for  Negros  that 
morning,  and  that  headquarters  and  the  remaining  battaUous  would 
sail  bv  transport  Hancock  for  Iloilo  on  the  evening  of  the  25th.  He 
was  also  informed  that  no  movement  on  either  S^ar  or  Leyte  had 
yet  been  inaugurated,  but  would  be  made  in  conjunction  with  his  troops 
if  he  might  have  any  to  spare  for  that  purpose — he  sending  them  to 
the  western  and  southern  coast  of  Leyte.  He  was  requested  to  report 
as  soon  as  practicable  what  dispositions  he  could  make  to  carry  out  this 
suggestion,  jind  at  the  same  time  to  keep  all  country  alreadv  covered 
by  his  troops  otficiently  policed.  On  the  25th  he  reportea  that  the 
insurgents  had  attacked  Caj^tain  Brown welFs  company  of  the  Twenty- 
sixth  Volunteers  the  22d  instant  at  the  town  of  ^ra,  Concepcion 
province,  had  been  repulsed  with  heavy  loss  in  men,  and  26  rifles  had 
been  taken  from  them;  also  that  the  insurgents  of  Romblon  were 
reporting  and  surrendering  their  arms  to  Captain  McFarland. 

At  the  time  of  the  attack  on  Sara  the  General  was  about  to  rearrange 
the  locations  of  his  troops,  intending  to  station  the  entire  Eighteenth 
Infantry  in  the  country  north  of  the  southern  line  of  the  province  of 
Capiz,  the  Twenty-sixth  Volunteers  in  the  southern  and  central  por- 
tions of  Iloilo  province,  and  the  entire  Sixth  Infantry  in  Negros.  A 
battalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infantry,  intended  for  Cebu,  with  the 
mounted  detachment,  a  portion  of  the  mountain  battery,  and  the  mule 
train,  was  then  en  route  for  Iloilo  from  Capiz  by  the  Mambusao  and 
Tapaz  trail.  The  Forty  fourth  Infantry  upon  arrival  might  be  avail- 
able for  the  islands  of  Bohol  and  Leyte.  The  insurgents  who  attacked 
the  town  of  Sara  were  evidently  Tagalos,  who  haa  partially  reunited 
after  they  were  driven  into  northern  Panay.  Some  of  them  had 
escaped  to  their  homes  by  the  Romblon  route,  but  the  majority  had 
retreated  to  the  mountains  of  the  northwestern  and  western  portions 
of  the  island,  through  which  our  troops  soon  after  pursued  them  with 
varying  success. 
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Friction  between  the  Negros  people  of  divergent  opinions  again 
caused  (excitement  and  gave  the  troops  renewed  activity.  General 
Hughes  on  January  13  repeated  a  dispatch  he  had  received  from 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Byrne,  of  the  Fortieth  Infantry,  which  stated 
])riefly  the  origin  of  some  of  the  difficulty.  The  repeated  dispateh  is 
as  follows: 

Ii/)iix),  Jnumiry  IS,  litOO. 
Barry,  Manila: 

Following?  was  received,  sent  me  from  Negros  in  reply  to  request  for  fact«: 
** Angel  Araneta  arrived  La  Carlota  shortly  before  tHe  breaking  out  of  revolution 
there.  His  arrival  was  regarded  as  a  sign  of  trouble  and  caused  uneasiness.  I  had 
previously  heanl  of  him  as  a  promot<jr  oi  revolutions  in  Iloilo,  although  verj'  a^iroitly 
prc)ft\«sing  friendship  for  Americans,  as  all  revolutionists  do.  I  had  him 'watched, 
and  found  he  ma<le  visits  to  the  coast  shortly  before  the  revolution  broke  out  there. 
I  was  also  informed,  on  goo<l  authority,  that  at  a  dinner  he  said  that  anvone  who 
befriende<l  the  Americans  would  ]:)e  assassinated  when  the  Filipinos  came  in  power. 
I  was  also  informed  that  he  wa^  accumulating  anns  at  his  hacienda.  ThiuKing  it 
time,  in  view  of  the  serious  condition  of  affairs,  to  act,  and  knowing  his  general  repu- 
tation to  l)e  very  bad  as  a  revolutionist,  I  searched  his  house,  and  found  2  rifles,  3 
revolvers,  2  shotguns,  3()0  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  other  weapons.  Have  kept 
him  in  confinement  to  help  keep  peace  in  this  vicinity.  Byrne." 

Hughes. 

On  January  16,  the  day  General  Hughes  depai*ted  for  the  western 
Panay  coast,  his  adjutant^general  at  Iloilo  telegraphed  a  report  he  had 
received  that  morning  from  General  Smith.     It  reads: 

Iloilo,  January  16,  1900. 
Barry,  Manila: 

(r(?neral  Smith  transmits  report  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Byrne  that  Zoilo  Mauricio, 
Tagalo  from  Panay,  who  landed  at  Ginigaran  with  86  rifles  and  took  part  in-  the 
attack  on  that  place  December  7,  asked  for  conference  on  13th,  which  was  granted. 
Zoilo  api>eare(i  at  confert^nce  with  30  Tagalos  well  armed  and  uniformed.  Stated 
he  had  rxjen  invite<l  by  some  lea^ling  people  of  Negros  to  land  and  take  conmiand  of 
revolutionary  forces;  that  he  was  much  aisap]>ointe<i  with  outlook;  did  not  want  to 
fight  Americans;  wanted  safe  place  in  which  to  reside  until  autonomy  was  granted 
in  Luzon,  when  he  would  surrender.  Pending  this  he  proposed  a  truce,  Filipino 
ofticers  to  be  i)ennitted  to  wear  uniforms  and  side  arms  in  pueblos.  Colonel  Byrne 
replied  that  there  could  be  no  such  understanding;  that  Tagalos  were  acting  the  part 
of  i>andits  and  outlaws,  and  that  no  conditions  would  Ix?  considered  except  uncondi- 
tional surrender;  that  if  they  choose  to  return  to  the*  mountains  they  would  be  hunted 
down  and  destroyed  as  long  as  one  of  them  was  in  arms  against  the  Government. 
Zoilo  refu8e<l  these  terms  and  returned  to  the  mountains.  Byrne  obtained  full  infor- 
mation of  location  of  enemy  and  (as  I  understand  from  message)  that  same  night 
returned  Zoilo's  call  with  70  men,  attacking  at  dawn  next  day.  Byrne  and  Nesbit, 
with  a<.lvance  i)arty  of  20  men,  surprise<l  headquarters  and  route<l  enemy  completely. 
Nineteen  of  Zoilo's  Tagalos  were  killcni,  28  Mauser,  Kemington,  and  JVIurratta rifles  m 
})erfect  condition,  and  19  l^elts  (containing  1,400  rounds  of  ammunition  were  captured. 
One  insurgent  officer  killed;  reported,  but  not  confirmed,  that  it  was  Mauricio  him- 
self. Night  march  was  very  trying  and  severe.  Necessitated  climbing  almost  per- 
pendicular side  of  mountains.     No  casualties  on  our  side.

This  prompt  action  brought  to  a  speedy  tennination  the  threatened 
Tagalo  activity  and  reprodfuced  the  accustomed  quiet  in  Negros.  In 
Cebu,  to  which  had  been  sent  the  second  battalion  of  the  Nineteenth 
Infantry  and  part  of  the  Forty-fourth  Volunteers,  the  efforts  of  the 
enemy  had  received  a  severe  check.  On  January  9  report  was 
received  from  Iloilo  that  Colonel  Snyder  at  Cebu  had  wired  the  com- 

Slete  success  on  the  previous  day  of  certain  operations  conducted  by 
etachments  of  the  Nineteenth  and  Twenty-third  Infantry,  the  Forty- 
fourth  Volunteers,  and  a  section  of  Light  ^Battery  G,  Sixth  Artillery, 
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a^iinst  insurgents  in  Siullon  inountiiins,  on  main  mountain  chain  north- 
W4'st  of  (  Vl)ii.  Tho  enemy's  entire  position  and  many  forts  and  intrencb- 
ments  were  taken  and  11  smoothbore  cannon  and  33  rifles  were  cap- 
tured. Our  ciisualties  were  5  men  wounded.  Eight  of  the  enemy's 
d(»ad  were  found  on  the  field.  The  itisurgents  were  completely  scat- 
tered and  native  hd)orers  destroyed  all  of  tneir  intrenchments.  Three 
eomixmies  of  tin*  Forty-fourth  Volunteers  and  one  of  the  Nineteenth 
Infantry  were  dispatched  on  reconnoissances  towards  Toledo  and  Bal- 
ani})an  in  western  Cebu.  The  troops  captured  successively  the  impor- 
tant towns  and  cities  on  the  eiust  of  the  island,  meeting  with  consider- 
able dilBculty  at  the  south  of  the  city  of  Cebu,  near  the  towns  of  El 
Pardo  and  Talisay.  They  passed  over  the  mountain  trails  to  the  west- 
ward, in  which  they  met  with  frequent  opposition  from  small  bands  of 
insurgents,  and  garrisoned  the  principal  points  on  the  west  coast 
Our  casualties  were  few,  but  the  enemy,  always  worsted,  suffered 
laiwly  in  men  and  propertv. 

On  January  U»  (lenenil  Hughes  sailed  for  the  west  coast  of  Panay 
with  a  battalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infantry  commanded  by  Major 
Huston,  two  companies  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  under  Captain  Walker, 
a  Imttalion  of  selected  men  from  the  Forty -fourth  Volunteers  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Scott,  and  Captain  Gordon's  scouts. 
He  landed  one  of  these  battalions  on  the  southwestern  coast  of  the 
island,  which  marched  northward  across  the  jutting  point  of  land 
which  forms  its  extreme  southern  boundary,  and  proceeded  with  the 
remainder  of  his  troops  to  San  Jose  de  Buenavista,  the  capital  and 
principal  city  of  the  province  of  Antique.  He  occupied  the  city  and 
movecl  up  the  coast,  marching  detachments  to  the  main  interior  towns 
of  the  province,  which  met  with  only  slight  resistance  from  a  few 
small  })ands,  composed  principally  of  iVgalos.  The  mass  of  the  people 
des(»rt(»d  their  places  of  abode  and  fled  to  the  mountains.  A  native 
priest  accounted  for  the  fear  exhibited  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants 
t)y  the  fact  tliat  th(»y  knew  nothing  of  the  Americans  except  what  had 
>)een  told  them  by  the  Spanish  clergy  during  or  just  preceding  the 
Spanish  war;  that  they  were  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  belief 
that  all  Americans  were  a  cruel  and  godless  lot  and  had  come  to  rob 
and  destrov  them.  The  Tat^alos  had  looked  upon  this  coast  as  a  place 
of  comparative  satetv  for  the  landing  of  troops  and  the  concealment 
of  their  boats.  A  scliooner  of  considerable  size,  which  had  received 
a  part  of  its  armament,  was  captured  in  one  of  the  rivers  quite  a  dis- 
tance from  its  mouth,  and  a  small  amount  of  war  material  was 
obtained. 

L<»a\  ing  Major  Huston,  with  his  battalion  of  the  Nineteenth  Infan- 
try, to  look  after  the  afl'airs  of  th(»  province.  General  Hughes  sent  two 
companies  of  t\\v  Sixth  Infantry  and  Captain  Gordon's  scouts  to  the 
northern  coast  of  th(^  island  by  the  route  from  Pandan  to  Ibaiay,  and 
direct<^d  tlu»  battalion  of  the  Fourty-fourth  Infantry  to  marco  across 
the  mountains  into  the  upper  Aclan  Valley,  thence  to"  proceed  over  the 
rough  ti'ail  to  the  north  m  the  direction  of  Calivo.  He  reported  this 
moveuumt  from  his  headquarters  at  lloilo,  to  which  pomt  he  had 
returned,  in  the  following  cablegram: 

Iloilo,  February  S,  1900, 

Barry,  Manila: 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Scott,  with  200  picked  men  Fourty-fourth,  croeBed  moantains 
from  Parinp*van  into  up|)er  Aclan  \  alley.  Gordon's  scouts  and  Captain  Walker, 
Sixth,  croijseif  l*as8  Pandan  to  Ibajay ;  objective  of  both,  Calivo.    Three  or  four  him* 
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dred  Tagaloe  fled  from  Calivo  on  appearance  Goitfon's  scroiits  January  30.  Were 
pursued  up  the  Actao  the  Slat  by  Walker  and  Gordon.  Finding  Sot»tt  on  their  line 
of  retreat,  they  scattered  in  mountains.  A  small  force  attempted  to  opitoyte  Scott, 
fording  river  at  Madalae,  but  were  brushed  away.  Our  only  casualty  Noan  L.  Short, 
H,  Forty-fourth,  wounded  right  thigh.  Left  Walker  with  two  companies  Sixth  in 
Calivo.    Returned  here  with  rest  of  command.

Three  days  thereafter  the  following  message  was  riH'eived  from 
Iloilo: 

Febkiakv  (),  lyOO. 
General  Otis,  Manila: 

Sell  wan  telegraphed  Decern  l>er  23  asking  cooperation  on  west,  coast  of  I^eyte. 
Answereil  wouW  endeavor  to  do  so  after  Aclan  Valley  exixKiition,  with  one  or  two 
battalions.  Keep  faith  by  offering  one,  but  confess  I  would  rather  not  send  it  until 
some  disturbances  threatened  in  Panay  are  quieted. 

HUGUBS. 

The  insurgents  evidently  had  reunited  in  small  bands  and  returned 
from  the  mountain  country,  deteraiined  to  aimoy  our  troops  })v  sur- 
prise and  ambush,  if  not  destroy  them  in  pait,  scattered  as  our  C/om- 
Sanies  now  were  among  the  more  important  towns  of  the  island.  They 
rew  their  subsistence,  of  course,  from  the  inhabitants,  whom  they  com- 
pelled to  contribute  of  their  scant  food  and  also  of  their  money  and 
trea.sures.  Secure  concealment  by  the  people  of  their  pei-sonal  prop- 
eitv  alone  made  it  safe,  and  bv  f urnishinjf  information  to  our  officers 
they  would,  if  detected  by  the  robbers,  forfeit  their  lives.  These  bands 
committed  their  depredations  not  only  in  north(»rn  and  centml  Panay, 
but  visited  the  soutnern  portions  of  Iloilo  province.  They,  however, 
gradually  tired  or  became  dissatisfied  with  their  occupation,  as  it  was 
attended  with  great  risk  and  little  recompense,  for  our  men  were  active, 
were  more  than  a  match  for  them  at  brush  tactics,  and  caught  them 
continually  either  at  a  disadvantage  or  under  circumstances  where  their 
superior  marksmanship  and  intelligence  were  abundantly'  rewarded. 
About  the  middle  of  February  167  Tagalos,  with  100  rifles,  surren- 
dered to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  at  Capiz,  and  were  sent 
at  Government  expense  to  the  town  of  Taal,  on  the  southern  Luzon 
coast,  from  which  plac«  they  were  permitted  to  ^o  to  their  homes  in 
different  sections  or  that  island.  Occasionally  an  insurgent  band  scored 
a  slight  success,  one  of  which,  and  one  quite  unfortunate  for  our  troops, 
occurred  on  February  28,  which  was  reported  by  Lieutenant  McBroom, 
of  the  Eighteenth  Infantrv,  commanding  a  company  of  that  regiment 
at  Mambusao,  Capiz  province.     His  report  was  as  follows: 

Sent  detachment  under  sergeant  to  ^in  information  of  roads  from  Jamindan  to 
Aclan  Valley,  and  trail  from  Jamindan  to  Jimeno.  He  arrive<i  at  Jamindan  without 
accident  or  anything  suspicious  o<*curring,  the  natives  saying  there  were  no  innureents 
in  mountains.  Yesterday  party  was  started  to  Mamhusao  to  report,  while  main  body 
waa  to  attempt  to  go  to  Jimeno.  Insurgents  opened  tm\  on  partv  sent  back;  the 
others  went  to  the  scene;  firing  lasted  two  hours.  Our  men  heU!  Jamindan,  and 
to-day  fouffht  their  way  back  to  Mambusao.  Report  insurgents  in  tronsijlerable  force 
intrenchea  in  hills  between  Jagnaya  and  Jamindan.  Four  men  missing  from  party 
sent  back — all  Company  I,  Eighteenth  Infantrv:  Israel  Cook,  Getjrge  M.  Williams, 
Walter  H.  Cowem,  and  Maurice  Driscoll;  not  known  whether  kill^  or  captured. 
No  other  casualties. 

The  above  is  an  exceptional  case,  8w  in  the  great  majority  of  these 
minor  affairs  our  troops  suffered  no  losses.  A  few  days  previous 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Dickman  suj wm^dcdand  captured  at  Dingle,  in  the 
Iloilo  province,  without  casual^.^  ^  band  of  46  insurgents,  and  later, 
in  the  month  of  March,  Lieuter^^^  ?  ^t^oo^)  of  the  Eighteenth  Infantry, 
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struck  a  Imnd  noar  Pontovcdra  and  Pilar,  on  the  northern  Panaj  coast, 
which  h»ft  14  dead  and  r»  wounded  on  the  field  of  battle,  to^fether  with 
ID  rifl(\s.  His  loss  was  1  man  killed  and  2  wounded.  This  chai-actcr 
of  warfare  will  doubtless  continue  for  some  time.  The  Spaniards 
nevi»r  hi»ld  c(Mitnil  Panay  in  subjection.  It  has  always  been  at  the 
mercy  of  ladrone  })ands,  and  the  ex[H»rience  which  they  are  now  receiv- 
injf  is  th(*ir  first  severe  lesson  in  imposed  individual  restraint.  The  coast 
cities  of  Panay  were  o[x*ned  to  the  coasting  trade  of  the  islands  as 
nipidly  as  th(\v  were  occupied  by  our  troops.  Until  the  capture  of 
Cai)iz,  on  the  northern  boundary,  the  only  outlet  for  outside  tiude  was 
the  city  of  Iloilo;  then  San  Jose  de  Buenavista  and  Calivo  followed. 
The  merchants  and  inhabitants  quickly  availed  themselves  of  trade 
privileges,  and  Panay  is  in  about  as  flourishing  a  condition  as  during 
Si>anisn  domination  prior  to  the  native  i*evolt  of  1896. 

By  th(*  middle  of  March  the  progre^  made  in  Panay,  Negros,  and 
Ce})u  enabled  (Tenenil  Hughes  to  look  after  affairs  in  the  more  eastern 
islands  of  his  district.  Major  Hale,  of  the  Forty-fourth  Infantry, 
landed  in  Bohol  on  March  17  without  opposition.  He  wa«  hospitably 
received  by  the  inhabitants,  who  had  suflfered  greatly  from  the  depre- 
dations of  the  Obu,  Leyte,  and  northern  Mindanao  insurgents.  Major 
Hah»  quickly  distributed  his  tn)ops  throughout  the  island,  and  by  his 
judicious  and  conservative  action  in  protec^tingthe  rights  of  the  people 
and  in  opening  up  the  former  avenues  of  trade  won  their  conhdence 
to  such  a  degree  that  he  or  any  of  his  men  were  able  to  journey  through 
the  island  in  compai^ative  personal  security  without  guard  or  escort. 
While  awaiting  tiie  time  when  the  Uniterl  States  could  take  active 
possession  of  the  island  the  inhabitants  had  established  a  crude  fonn 
of  government.  This  peaceal)ly  gave  way  to  United  States  military 
control,  which  the  pi^ople  desired  and  for  which  on  several  occasions 
they  had  importuned. 

Itiarly  in  April  (jeneral  Hughes  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the 
eastern  section  of  his  district,  over  which  General  Kobbe  had  been 
exercising  supervision,  looking  particularly  into  the  affairs  of  Leyte 
and  Samar,  to  the  former  of  which  he  Ux)k  from  Cebu  two  com- 
panies of  the  Twenty-third  Infantry.  The  result  of  that  inspection 
wa,s  sulmiitted  April  17  from  Iloilo,  and  appears  on  page  204  of  this 
report.  Therein  he  briefly  sums  up  the  conditions  then  existing  in 
Panay  and  Cebu,  remarking  that  the  insurgent  general,  Fullon,  of  the 
province  of  Antique,  Panay,  had  applied  for  permission  to  visit  Iloilo 
and  was  then  supposedly  en  route  for  that  point;  that  one  of  the  gen- 
erals in  Occidental  Cebu  had  been  killed  a  few  days  before,  and  that 
matters  were  progressinof  slowly;  that  the  commanding  oflScer  in  that 
island  had  dismissed  '^  The  Junta  Insular  and  Municipal,"  formed 
before  the  advent  of  the  army,  and  had  taken  charge  or  the  govern- 
ment, which  would  simplify  matters  very  much,  as  the  junta  had  given 
constant  annovance.  This  junta  had  been  in  charge  of  municipal 
aft'airs  of  the  fsland  during  our  entire  ocx?upation.  It  had  not  been 
disturbed  for  reasons  given  in  my  report  of  last  year,  wherein  I 
remarked  that: 

Aft^r  the  capture  of  Iloilo  the  navy  visited  the  city  of  Cebu  and  took  (juiet  poe- 
flc«?ion  of  the  pla('t> — the  cornmandine:  oflBcer  of  the  force  assuming  direction  of  the 
I>usines8  oi  captain  of  the  port  and  collector  of  customs,  and  entering  into  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  more  prominent  citizens  to  permit  them  to  conduct  their  own  internal 
affairs.    *    *    *    The  battalion  of  the  Twenty-tliird  Infantry  which  was  sent  to  Cebu 
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the  latter  part  of  February  had  not  taken  anv  action  in  civil  matterH  but  had  pre- 
8er\'e<l  order  in  the  community.  The  citizens  had  looked  after  their  own  local  inter- 
ests, and  otRcers  of  the  navy  nad  continued  to  conduct  har>x>r  and  customs  affairs, 
from  which  they  were  now  relieved  by  army  officers  detailed  to  perform  the  duties 
of  thone  positions.  Shortly  thereafter  the  dissensions  between  the  well-disposed  and 
hostile-intentioned  natives  became  bitter  and  culminated  in  the  a><sassination  of  one 
of  the  most  prominent  citizens  simply  because  he  arlvocated  United  States  protec- 
tion, and  attempts  were  made  upon  tlie  lives  of  others  who  favored  Unite<l  States 
occupation. 

This  junta  proved  to  be  nothing  more  nor  less  than  an  insurgent 
body  which  failed  to  give  any  protection  whatever  to  friendly -disposed 
inhabitants.  In  fact,  the  ablest  man  of  that  section  of  countrv.  Judge 
Llorentc,  a  present  member  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Philippines, 
has  been  unable  to  visit  his  home  in  Cebu  without  placing  life  in  jeop- 
ardy. It  therefore  became  an  absolute  necessity  to  overthrow  this 
so-called  civil  establishment,  and  any  future  government  of  a  civil  char- 
acter must  await  a  manifested,  more  pacific  disposition  on  the  part  of 
manv  of  the  influential  natives. 

The  topography  of  all  the  Visayan  Islands  is  very  advantageous  for 
defense.  In  all,  the  greater  proportion  of  the  territory  is  rough  and 
mountainous.  The  people  who  inhabit  the  mountain  country  are 
densely  ignomnt,  superstitious,  easily  influenced  by  the  abler  natives, 
and  many  of  them  still  hold  to  their  ancient  gods  and  heathen  cere- 
monies. This  class  has  always  robbed  its  lowland  neighbors,  and  from 
it  the  insurgent  Tagalos  have  drawn  their  princij^al  assistance,  espe- 
cially the  bolo  contingent,  which  has  in  many  instances  been  induced 
to  viciously  attack  our  troops,  and  has  in  consequence  suffered  severel^\ 
To  reduce  this  class  of  people  to  submission  or  to  entirely  check  its 
forays  on  the  coast  towns — an  occupation  acquired  from  or  existing  in 
heredity — must  necessarily  be  a  labor  of  time;  but  our  troops,  unlike 
those  which  were  maintained  by  Spain,  pursue  them  to  their  moun- 
tain concealments,  and  inflict  punisnments  they  neither  anticipate  nor 
think  possible.  In  the  islands  of  Panay,  Negros,  and  Cebu  over  fifty 
military  stations  are  maintained;  consequently  the  majority  of  the 
inhabitants  are  comparatively  secure,  ana  are  gradually  gaining  confi- 
dence, so  much  so  that  in  many  instances  they  have  given  us  assistance 
without  fearing  the  Vengeance  of  their  adversaries,  which  would  surely 
visit  them  were  our  protection  withdrawn. 

Prior  to  reporting  the  operations  on  the  north  Mindanao  coast  of 
the  troops  sent  there  from  Manila  on  March  20,  under  the  command 
of  Major-General  Bates,  a  brief  review  of  our  military  experience 
within  the  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  should  be  presented.  At  the 
date  of  our  last  annual  report  the  only  troops  stationed  within  the  dis- 
trict were  the  two  battalions  of  the  Twenty-third  Infantry,  of  which 
six  companies  were  stationed  at  the  port  of  Jolo,  one  at  Siassi,  and 
one  at  Bongao  on  the  Taui  Taui  group  of  islands.  The  Moros  of  the 
Jolo  Archipelago,  through  their  datos.  professed  friendship  which 
their  actions  indicated.  The  Sultan,  however,  continued  to  keep  some- 
what aloof,  pressing  his  money  claini  for  the  maintenance  at  our 
expense  of  the  police  force  at  Su^agi  wWch  he  had  established  before 
American  occupation.  He  wa^  ^^*  nctly  informed  by  General  Bates 
that  the  claim  could  not  be  f ^  ^^  vAV  considered,  and  he  refused  to 
accept  the  monthly  compensat:  Vot*  LeA  ^™  ^^^  services,  a  compen- 
sation which  Spain  had  naid  i^  ^t\v   ^ll^l!  \ce  condu< 


Spain  had  paid  ^ 


^Vi  >^^^  Vi  ^^^  ^'^^cVuded  to  continue. 
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Protoi'ols  in  force  Ix^tween  the  Spanish,  English,  and  German  Gov- 
ernments made  free-trade  ports  of  all  Archipelago  harbors.  The  bulk 
of  t  nide  with  the.so  ports  was  conducted  from  Singapore,  partly  by  Euro- 
peans and  in  part  l)v  Chinese  merchants,  the  Moros  never  engagin^^ 
th(»nMn.  As  s(K)n  as  we  occupied  the  port  of  Jolo  these  traders,  apply- 
ing to  enter  their  merchandise,  were  tii-st  informed  that  existing  war 
emergencies  would  not  permit  it,  and  soon  thereafter  that,  the  protocol 
having  lapsed  on  the  ratitication  of  the  Paris  treaty,  the  same  customs 
regulations  would  apply  in  the  Jolo  Archipelago  as  in  other  Philippine 
islands:  that  the  |K)rt  of  Jolo  would  soon  be  declared  an  o\yeu  p<jrt  and 
all  oth(»rs  in  that  section  would  Ik»  confined  to  the  coasting  tnide.  This 
announ<*ement  created  some  feeling  among  the  Singaix)re  merchants 
and  the  seizure  of  one  vessel  engaged  in  unlawful  trafhc  was  followed 
bv  tine.  Another  vessel  was  compelled  to  discharge,  upon  arrival  at 
Manila,  all  her  goods  manifested  for  that  port  and  which  she  claimed 
to  be  desiroiLs  of  taking  ba(*k  to  Singapore,  returning  by  way  of  the 
coasting  ix)rts  of  the  southern  islands.  A  brief  correspondence  of  an 
international  chai*acter  was  oc*casioned,  but  the  affairs  were  soon  hap- 
pily adjusted.  Further  action  taken  iji  the  matter  of  the  Jolo  Archi- 
pelago tnide  will  ])c  alluded  to  hereafter.  It  was  closelv  .watched  by 
the  vessels  of  the  Navv,  whose  officers,  from  reports  received  and  from 
various  rumors  circulated,  thought  that  the  Moros  were  purchasing 
and  receiving  firearms  and  ammunition  through  illicit  dealings  with 
merchants  of  the  Asiatic  and  Borneo  coasts.  At  the  suggestion  of 
Admiral  Watson  I  telegraphed  the  president  of  the  government  com- 
missioners of  North  Borneo,  requesting  that  the  authority  of  the 
commLssioners  be  exercised  to  pi'event  the  exportation  of  arms  and 
anmiunition  to  ports  of  the  Archipelago,  whicn  request  the  commis- 
sionei's  gniciously  granted. 

Nothing  as  yet  nad  been  attempted  in  the  Island  of  Mindanao, 
although  the  navy  kept  a  careful  watch  on  the  southern  coast  and 
especially  in  the  vicinity  of  Zaml>oanga.  Here,  as  was  reported  last 
year,  the  insurgents  had  seized  in  May,  1899,  several  Spanish  gun- 
boats and  had  taken  from  them  considerable  war  material,  among 
which  was  included  several  pieces  of  artillery,  inclusive  of  11  quick- 
firing  guns,  875  rifles,  and  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition  for  all 
guns  and  pieces  seized.  They  still  retained  this  property,  which, 
with  the  ordnance  formerly  held  by  them,  placed  them  in  rather  fair 
military  condition  to  defend  a  position  made  strong  by  nature,  and 
the  possession  of  those  arms  rendered  it  inexpedient  to  land  troops  at 
Zamboanga  and  attempt  to  control  the  place  with  any  force  which  at 
at  that  time  could  be  spared  from  Luzon.  Besides,  we  had  heard  that 
the  Moros  in  the  vicinity  had  assumed  a  hostile  attitude  toward  the 
insurgents  who  had  become  separated  into  two  unfriendly  factions, 
and  w(5  received  the  impression  that  if  the  latter  were  not  disturbed 
by  us  they  would  soon  fight  among  themselves. 

A  communication  was  received  on  September  30  from  General  Gur- 
cia,  commanding  the  insurgent  forces  at  Surigao  and  vicinity  in  the 
extreme  northern  portion  of  Mindanao,  expressing  a  desire  "to  turn 
over  that  section  of  country  to  the  United  btate.s  authorities  and  sur- 
render all  insurgent  arms.  The  only  attention  given  to  the  application 
consisted  in  returning  infonnation  that  the  United  States  would  soon 
be  readv  to  take  possession,  as  it  was  not  believed  that  Garcia,  even  if 
honest  in  his  offer,  could  control  much  territory,  and  it  was  not  thought 
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prudent  to  send  to  Surif^ao  a  force  insufficient  for  defense  should  the 
inhabitants  prove  to  be  unfriendly. 

General  Bates  was  supervising  affairs  in  the  district,  and  by  meuia 
of  the  assistance  kindly  furnish^  him  h^  the  navy,  visited  the  princi- 
pal points  in  the  Jolo  Archipelago,  also  Sandakan,  where  the  official 
authorities  of  North  Borneo  extended  every  oourtesy.  On  September 
15  he  sailed  from  Jolo  for  Masingloc,  aajacent  to  Zaniboanga,  and 
fully  ascertained  the  animus  of  the  in8ur}rents  of  that  section.  -  Con- 
cerning this  trip  he  reported:

Tiano  ( head  Chinaman  at  Jolo)  were  very  Rsnruine  on  the  mibject  of  bringing  the

I  tlioUKiil  th  rc  wao  Hi-iall  pronpect  of  Bucceen;  explained  to  them  that  I  would  not 
have  any  official  iionncction  with  the  matter,  but  consented  to  take  them  to  Zam- 
boan)[a  anil  to  endeavor  to  have  them  returned  to  Jolo  by  the  U.  S.  8.  Oiglhie,  which 
was  exp(«t«d  Boon  at  Join. 

I  sailed  from  Jolo  September  15,  arrived  at  Masngloc  anchorage  that  evening,  and 
ckIIhI  upon  (^mmander  Very,  U.  8.  N.,  on  the  L'.  S.  S.  Cagtine,  who  reported  the  sit- 
uation un^liaiij^  t,  with  oxoeption  of  report  from  Dato  Alandi  that  inBiirrectoe  at 
Balon  (15  miles  ni.rth  '<  Masingloc  aJichorage)  about  September  2  had  killed  two  of 
his  men,  wounded  twi>  utherx,  and  that  two  were  misxing.  Commander  Very  spent 
some  daya  iuveBtigating  the  matt«ri  found  that  each  party  claime<l  the  other  used 
firearms  and  bad  made  the  attack,  and  he  was  unaole  to  fix  the  reeponsibility 
definitely. 

At  8  a.  m.  September  lA,  Captain  Tiano  went  in  one  of  the  Cutliai^ii  boats,  under 
flog  of  truce,  to  wharf  at  Zamboanga,  with  two  letters  written  by  himaclf,  one  to 
Vicente  Alvarez, asking  him  to  come  off  to  the  Cratine  by  Sa.  m.  the  following daj^ to 
talk  over  matten*  of  importance,  or  to  send  representativea  if  be  could  not  come  him- 
self; the  other  letter  whu  to  Neslorio  Arquisa,  the  inBurrecto  chief  of  the  city  of 
Zamho&nfS;  asking  him  to  Forward  promptly  the  letter  to  Vicente  Alvarez. 

The  oittvte  then  went  to  Landan,  t^-ot  Inland,  the  residence  of  Dato  Mandi,  who 
came  on  board  with  several  followenj  and  called  upon  Commander  Very  and  myself 

On  returning  to  Zamboanga  on  Qijfine.and  Rending  in  a  l>oat  under  fiag  of  truce 
for  reply  to  Tiano's  letter,  Nertorio  ArquiHa  (insurrecto  chief  in  city  of  Zamboanga) 
and  a  young  insurrecto  officer  named  Calixto  came  al>oard  Cmtine  with  letter  from 
Vicente  Alvarez  (appended,  marked  I),8ayii^  he  could  not  come,  but  sent  two  of  his 
repreeentativeH,  with  power  to  discuw  anv  matters  for  him. 

Being  informed  by  Commander  Very  that  these  men  Wished  tu  see  me,  I  went  into 
his  cabin  and  was  present  at  the  fcreater  part  of  the  interview.  1  told  them  in  sub- 
stance that  1  had  not  sought  an  int*r\'iew  with  them,  but  bail  brought  Captain  Tianck 
who  wished  to  see  them;  that  I  had  Iteen  informed  that  they  wished  to  see  me,  and 
had  come  in  fur  that  purpose  alone;  as  they  said  nothing,  and  eKpe<-te<l  me  to  aay 
something,  I  said  that  while  the  United  Btattti  wan  propareil  to  treat  them  ffurly  ana 
well,  the  sovereignty  of  the  United  States  must  Urst  be  acknowledged,  and  as  tbey 
did  not  seem  prepared  to  make  that  acknowledgment,  I  took  no  further  part  in  the 


Nothing  resulted  from  the  talk  except  a  reiteration  of  the  statements  previouslv 
made  to  Commander  Very  that  the  insurrectos  considered  their  cause  identical  witn 
that  of  Aguinaldo  in  Luzon,  and  that  they  awaited  the  mult  of  events  in  Luzon,  aud 
wished  to  be  let  alone  by  the  United  States.  Replving  to  questions  of  Commander 
Very  whether  they  would  oppose  landing  of  United  Stateo  troops,  Nestorio  Arquiea 
said  that  they  would  not  oppose  landing  of  United  Slates  troops  in  city  of  Zambo- 
aoga;  Calixto  said  he  could  not  say  whettlST  landing  would  be  opposed  at  Mawigloc 
anchorage  or  other  place  outside  of  chv  of  Suuboai^ia. 

The  Zamboanga  country  wa^  bUoV^^  ^  Vxit  after  its  own  afFairs; 
Captain  Very,  of  the  Na/y,  cov,*'  -.f,-!  to^vnt^Vi  the  contiguous  waters. 
In  the  meantime  the  troops  ^t^\  il'*-'  ^m^!si.  '.u\i\  llongao,  which  main- 
tained the  moat  friendly  relatj**  \0^'^'"'t\»  ^^'^  >V'n*>^  o^  th^  archipelago, 
were  made  more  comfortable  ^^\*'  -^ ,  j-td  tWiv  stations  in  a  good  con- 
dition of  police  and  healU.     ^^tl**  o^*  j^atvng  trude  increased,  but  the

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Moros  complained  of  the  additional  cost  of  articles,  such  as  farming 
utensils  ana  articles  of  foreign  manufacture  (which  was  the  result  rf 
extending  the  customs  laws  over  their  territory),  asserting  that  failure 
of  crops  and  the  loss  suffered  from  the  prevalence  of  a  cattle  disease 
made  them  too  poor  to  enable  them  to  purchase.  This  appeared  to  be 
the  only  matter  which  disturbed  a  clearly  manifested  contentment. 

War  between  the  two  factions  of  insurgents  at  Zamboanga  com- 
menced sooner  than  we  anticipated,  and  no  provisions  had  been  made 
by  us  to  garrison  the  place.  The  town  was  without  material  impor- 
tance and  the  troops  at  hand  were  needed  in  Luzon  and  the  Visayan 
islands.  On  November  20  a  cablegram  was  received  from  Iloilo  stat- 
ing that  one  of  the  insurgent  factions  had  secured  the  city  and  turned 
it  over  to  Captain  Very,  o?  the  Navy,  who  commanded  the  United  States 
war  vessel  at  Zamboanga  Harbor;  that  the  other  factions  had  made 
demonstrations  against  the  citv  and  that  Captain  Very  had  called  for 
troops  upon  the  Jolo  station,  from  which  one  company  had  been  sent 
him.  Instructions  were  given  for  two  other  companies  to  follow,  and 
we  then  cast  about  to  secure  troops  to  reenforce  ooth  Jolo  and  Zam- 
boanga. But  on  November  28  an  officer  of  the  Navv,  well  acquainted 
with  the  Zamboanga  situation,  gave  as  his  opinion  that  no  more  troops 
were  required  there,  at  least  for  the  present. 

The  insurgent  faction  which  had  surrendered  the  city  passed  over 
to  the  naval  authorities  a  good  deal  of  war  material,  and  u{>on  arrival 
of  troops  an  additional  179  rifles,  a  Nordenfeldt,  and  1  breech-Ioadin? 
cannon  were  turned  over.  Order  was  soon  restored  in  the  city,  ana 
the  only  hostile  force  in  the  vicinity  consisted  of  a  band  of  Tagalos, 
reported  to  number  about  eighty,  which  had  taken  refuge  in  the  near 
mountains.  The  Moro  Dato  of  that  section,  a  man  of  superior  natural 
ability  and  of  considerable  education  acquired  in  Europe,  had  advo- 
cated United  States  rights  and  requested  our  military  occupation  ever 
since  the  evacuation  of  the  territory  by  Spain.  Hfe  had  raised  the 
United  States  flag  and  had  asked  the  permission  of  our  officers  to 
attack  and  drive  out  the  insurgents,  positive  of  his  ability  to  do  so 
without  our  assistance.  His  attitude  and  the  close  blocl^ade  main- 
tained by  the  Navy,  which  caused  some  suffering  among  the  inhabi- 
tants for  the  desired  articles  of  subsistence,  was  probably  the  chief 
cause  of  insurgent  disaffection,  the  stronger  and  prevaibng  faction 
laboring  for  the  relief  which  our  occupation  and  the  conseauent  open- 
ing of  tue  port  for  the  entrance  of  rice  and  other  food  proaucts  would 
bestow.  The  warring  of  the  factions  was  conducted  without  regard 
to  humanitarian  sentiments  or  the  laws  of  war.  A  number  of  lives 
paid  the  peualt}^  of  their  disagreements,  mostly  taken  through  some 
form  of  assassination  and  very  few  in  open  combat. 

The  insurgent  authorities  along  the  southern  coast  of  the  island  fared 
even  worse.  At  Cottabato,  an  important  trading  town  on  the.Kio 
Grande  de  Mindanao,  lying  within  a  section  of  country  inhabited  by 
Filipinos,  Moros,  and  Chinese  (the  Moro  element  predominating),  the 
people,  tired  of  excessive  taxation  and  the  cruelties  practiced  by  insur- 
gent agents,  seized  and  beheaded  them.  A  new  government  was  formed 
which  communicated  the  first  available  opportunity,  with  great  satis- 
faction, that  they  had  cut  off  the  heads  of  the  late  reigning  officials 
and  were  ready  and  very  desirous  of  receiving  the  flag  and  troops  of 
the  United  States  Government.  This  occurred  during  the  latter  part 
of  ^ptember,  but  the  information  was  not  received  in  Maaila  UQtU 
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November  SO.  Zamboanga,  which  had  now  a  garriaon  of  350  men, 
continued  to  improve.  Additional  ordnance  consisting  of  4  field 
pieces,  17  rifles,  and  a  quantity  of  ammunition  was  murrendered.  and 
we  had  now  rc^c^vtsred  all  the  artillery  and  most  of  the  rifles  which  had 
been  captured  from  the  Spanish  gunboats  the  pi-cvioiis  May.  The 
natives  from  many  adjoinmg  towns  visited  the  city  and  the  native 
military  bands  experienced  pleasure  in  serenading  our  troops.  But 
conditioTis  along  the  entire  southern  Mindanao  coast,  and  in  the  small 
adjacent  wlandof  Basilan,  where  Spain  had  maintained  a  naval  harbor, 
necej9sitated  garrisons  to  establish  some  meansof  control  and  preserve, 
if  possible,  peace  among  the  natives  thcmselvcjs. 

The  Thirtv-first  Volunteer  Infantry  (Colonel  Pettit's)  had  arrived 
in  Manila  llarbor  and  was  available.  It  sailed  for  Mindanao  on 
December  1,  and  Geneml  Bates  was  instructed  to  post  its  various 
company  organizations  in  i-onsonance  with  military  needs.  He 
reported  on  December  8  from  Zaml>oanga  that  he  had  garrisoned 
Basilan  and  was  sending  troops  to  Cottabato  and  Davao,  and,  further, 
that  he  considered  the  conaition  of  affairs  throughout  the  district 
very  satisfactory.  The  organizations  of  the  regiment  were  ultimately 
stationed  along  the  southern  coa«t  of  the  island  and  in  Basilan  as  fol- 
lows: Headouartcrs  and  four  companies  at  Zamlmanga  with  detach- 
ment at  Basilan,  three  companies  at  Cottabato,  two  at  Parang  Parang, 
one  at  Davao,  one  at  Matti,  and  one  at  Baganga.  Ear\y  in  February 
a  force  of  125  marines  took  charge  of  the  naval  station  of  Isabels, 
Basilan  Island,  and  the  detachment  wbicli  had  been  posted  there  was 
withdrawn.  These  troops  have  experienced  very  little  difficulty  with 
the  natives,  owing  to  the  almost  imiform  judicious  administration  by 
officers  in  charge,  although  the  fear  of  Moros  expressed  by  Christians, 
and  the  frequent  difficulties  of  Moro  bands  witn  each  other,  compel 
con.stant  watchfulness  and  an  occasional  change  or  interchange  of  por- 
tions of  garrisons.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  Thirty-first  Volunteers  at 
Zamboanga,  the  three  companies  of  the  Twenty-tnird  Infantry  which 
were  sent  there  to  meet  a  temporary  emergency  were  returned  to  Jolo, 
their  permanent  station. 

Here  at  Jolo  and  in  the  entii'e  group  of  islands  of  the  Archipelago 
friendly  relations  Iwtween  our  troops  and  the  natives  had  been  main- 
tained for  eight  months,  strained  somewhat  on  two  occasions — once 
on  aceount  of  the  Sultan's  interference  with  the  inhabitants  of  Siassi 
against  their  claimed  individual  rights,  when  they  called  for  our  pro- 
tection; and  again  when,  on  .lolo  Island,  the  datos  were  instructed 
that  thev  must  cease  from  murdering  the  members  of  each  other'a 
clans  or  uands,  a  pastime  in  which  it  appears  they  occasionally  indulged 
on  slight  provocation.  But  on  Januai-y  27  a  most  unexpected  act  of 
ti-eachory  was  perpetrated  by  the  natives  on  one  of  the  islands  of  the 
Tnui  Taiii  group,  resulting  in  the  murder  of  2  and  the  severe  wound- 
ing of  2  of  our  men.  They  belonged  to  the  company  stationed  at  Bon- 
-jao  and  belonged  to  a  party  of  5  men  absent  from  the  station  on  a 


gao  and  belonged  to  a  party  of  5  men  absent  from  the  station  on  a 
bunting  pass.  They  had  procppflpd  by  boat  some  30  miles  to  a  small 
westward  island  where  the  ti;ii-  (,v"f"^^st'd  the  greatest  friendship, 
and  when  unconscious  of  iri/'*' 'iint:  tit">g«i^  ^"^  unprepared  were 
attacked.  The  commanding  be"'  ,^{  lldugao  (Captain  Clomsn),  with 
the  assistance  of  datos,  qui(;.|*MVu'i''  ■  AicA  uie  cowardly  and  treacher- 
ous assault.  Thedatosand  AL  ii1''"„ieiv<Vi9«>Yered  the  ofieoders  (10 
ID  number),  who  tifKicommi''(,iV  l,ii>'  ^^iox  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
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the  arms  carried  by  the  soldiers.  They  turned  them  over  to  Captain 
Clonian's  guard,  and  the  criminals,  while  attempting  to  escape,  were 
shot.  The  captain  has  reported  very  fully  all  tne  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  affair,  ana  his  report  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Adjutant-(ienenil  of  the  Army.  It  is  mentioned  here  as  indicating  a 
friendly  instead  of  a  hostile  reeling  on  the  part  of  the  Moros,  since 
without  their  assistance  the  guilty  parties  could  never  have  been 
discovered. 

(jeneral  Batc^s,  whom  we  have  seen  was  temporarily  relieved  by 
General  Schwan  from  the  command  of  the  first  division  of  the  corps 
after  the  successful  occupancy  of  the  Luzon  provinces  of  Cavite, 
Batangas,  Laguna,  and  Tayabas  had  been  completed,  for  the  purpose 
of  p(»rsonally  supiMvising  the  operations  of  an  expedition  sent  to  take 
forcible  j)ossession  of  the  Luzon,  two  Camarines  provinces,  and  who 
then^after  was  instructed  to  proceed  to  northern  Mindanao  with  the 
Fortieth  Volunteer  Infantrv  and  there  station  it  at  several  of  the  most 
imix)rtant  points  (stn^  pj^g^^  ^05,  and  Department  Orders,  page  206), 
proceeded  on  this  mission  the  latter  part  of  March.  Collecting  on 
tninsix)rt^  all  organizations  of  that  regiment  (which  were  temporarily 
serving  in  southeastern  Luzon),  and  convoyed  by  two  naval  vessels 
and  two  small  gunboats  under  the  command  of  Captain  Nazro,  he 
sailed  for  Surigao,  northeastern  Mindanao,  which,  in  accordanc-e  with 
his  prcivious  promises,  the  insurgent  General  Garcia  surrendered, 
turning  over  to  Genenil  Bates  the  ordnance  in  his  possession.  Leav- 
ing a  company  at  Surigao,  the  expedition  proceeded  southward  to 
Cagayan.  Here  it  wtus  believed  that  resistance  would  be  offered, 
because  it  was  known  that  an  active  and  fairly  well-equipped  force  of 
Tagalos  and  Visayans  hiul  been  maintiiined  in  the  town  and  vicinity, 
which  had  frequent  communication,  by  way  of  the  islands  of  Cama- 
guin,  Bohol,  and  Obu,  with  the  Panay  and  Luzon  insurgents. 

Upon  the  approach  of  the  expedition,  the  enemy,  to  the  number  of 
several  hundred,  made  hostile  demonstrations,  but  the  boats  of  the 
Navy  passing  up  the  river  and  the  landing  of  part  of  the  troops  well 
up  the  stream  threatened  the  line  of  retreat  to  the  mountains  of  the 
insurgents,  who  hurriedly  retired  to  the  interior  of  the  island.  General 
Bates  took  possession  of  the  town  and  stationed  there  the  headquarters 
and  four  companies  of  the  Fortieth  Infantry.  Thereafter  he  occupied 
the  towns  of  lligiui,  Misamis,ahd  Dapitan  without  meeting  -opposition, 
and  the  inhabitants^  gladly  welcomed  the  troops,  especially  tne  people 
of  Dapitan,  who  had  some  time  prior  submitted  an  application  for 
United  States  protection.  At  Iligan,  contiguous  to  Cagayan,  and  a 
place  of  importance  during  the  last  years  of  Spanish  control,  a  garri- 
son consisting  of  a  battalion  of  four  companiei3  was  established.  Here 
Spain  had  projected  a  railway  (which  was  in  part  completed)  to  the 
laKe  of  Lanao,  on  which  gunboats  had  been  placed,  and  from  the 
southern  shore  of  the  lake  a  few  miles  of  overland  wagon  road  ter- 
minated on  the  south  coast  of  the  island.  This  railway,  lake,  and 
wagon-road  route  cut  Mindanao  and  ^ve  rapid  communication 
between  its  north  and  south  coasts.  Spam  maintained  a  good  many 
troops  on  this  line  to  look  after  the  Moros,  who  had  given  trouble  for 
several  years,  and  by  operating  from  it  as  a  base  could  Quickly  strike 
any  Moro  concentration  to  the  eastward  or  westward  of  tne  line.  She 
had  spent  considerable  money  upon  it  and  considered  its  completion 
of  so  much  importance  that  a  former  governor-general  of  the  islands 
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had  made  Iligan  an  importaat  headquarters  and  his  place  of  residence 
for  several  successive  months.  Upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  Spanish 
troops  the  acting  governor-general  had  sold  the  railway  material  to  a 
citizen  of  Iloilo.  The  gunboats  in  the  lake  had  been  sunk  in  ite  waters 
or  beached  on  its  shore  and  their  value  practically  destroyed.  At 
Misamis  two  companies  and  at  Dapitan  a  single  company  were  desig- 
nated for  station. 

Against  none  of  these  garrisons  bad  any  hostility  been  dbplayed 
except  at  Cagayan.  The  people  had  delivered  to  General  Bates  241 
rifles  and  97  pieces  of  artillery  of  various  patterns,  mo.'^tly  obsolete; 
and  the  entire  northern  coast  of  Mindanao  had  been  occupied,  as  was 
also  it^  southern  coast  and  the  islands  of  the  Jolo  Archipelago,  with- 
out the  firing  of  a  single  hostile  ;^hot.  But  the  insui^ent  troops  which 
had  evacuated  Cagayan  and  retreated  into  the  billy  country  soon  reap- 
peared and  made  a  night  attm^k  upon  our  garrison  placed  there.  The 
town  is  encircled  by  dense  underbrush,  whichcnabled  the  insurgents  to 
stealthily  approach  the  outpost  in  the  darkness  and  disable  it.  They 
then  hurriedly  rushed  into  the  town  and  commenced  an  attack  upon 
the  quarters  of  our  soldiers.  The  battle  which  ensued  was  almost  a 
hand-to-hand  contest  for  a  short  time,  but  the  enemy  was  badly- 
worsted  and  retired  in  a  demoralized  state,  leaving  behind  53  of  his 
number  dead  and  18  wounded,  not  counting  the  ciisualtic-^  he  suffered 
from  our  pursuing  troops.  Our  loss  was  ^  men  killed  and  11  wounded. 
The  insurgents  in  this  locality  still  continue  to  give  annoyance,  and 
doubtless  will  soon  again  oome  in  contac^t  with  tlie  men  of  the  garri- 
son. Their  territorj'  is  very  much  circumscribed,  as  they  are  unable 
to  penetrate  far  into  the  mountains  becjiUMo  of  the  hastility  of  the 
Moros.  When  they  cease  to  hope  for  assistance  from  the  north,  all 
but  those  who  are  inclined  to  live  Ijy  robbing  the  inhabitants  will 
depart  for  their  homes  or  take  up  peaceful  pur.9uits  in  that  section. 
As  soon  as  Major-General  Bates  baa  posted  the  Fortieth  United  States 
Volunteer  Infantry  on  the  north  Mindanao  coast,  he  proceeded  to 
Zamhoanga  and  Jolo  to  execute  the  special  duties  with  which  he  had 
been  chained,  upon  the  completion  of  which  he  returned  to  the  head- 
quarters of  his  command  at  Manila,  which  city  he  i-eat^hed  on  April 
9.  General  Kobb6,  having  performed  the  duties  a»aigned  him  in  con-

In  central  and  southern  Luzon  only  those  military  operations 
of  date  prior  to  February  1  have  as  yet  been  reported,  except  those 
occurring  within  the  district  of  Houtheastern  Luzon,  consisting  of  the 
provinces  of  Cnmarines,  North  ^-d  South,  and  of  Albi^r,  and  Sorsogon.

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on  the  south,  and  San  Fabian,  on  Lingayen  Gulf,  to  the  north,  and 
between  the  east  and  west  coasts  of  Luzon.  They  consisted  at  this 
time  of  six  troops  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  the  Third,  Ninth,  Twelfth, 
Thirteenth,  Seventeenth,  and  Twenty -second  Regiments  of  Infantry, 
two  battalions  each  of  the  Twenty -fourth  and  Twenty- fifth  Infantry, 
two  Imttalions  of  the  Thirty-fourth  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  the 
Thirty-tifth,  Thirty  sixth,  and  Forty -first  Regiments  of  Volunteer 
Infantry,  sevenil  pieces  of  artiUery,  and  a  battalion  of  native  Mac- 
abebe  scouts.  Three  companies  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  under 
Major  Shunk  of  that  regiment,  was  about  to  march  from  San  Isidro 
to  Baler,  on  the  eastern  Luzon  coast,  by  road  through  Cabanatuan 
and  Pantabangan,  thence  by  trail  eastward  across  uie  mountains. 
The  insurgents  had  formerly  maintained  quite  a  force  at  Baler.  It 
was  here  that  thev  had  captured  several  months  before  a  detachment 
from  the  U.  S.  S.  Yorktown^  consisting  of  an  officer  and  several 
sailors,  while  in  a  small  launch  it  was  reconnoitering  in  that  vicinity, 
and  it  was  supposed  that  they  retained  there  a  few  of  their  troops. 
They  were  stili  practicing  guerrilla  warfare  west  of  the  mountains 
along  the  Bongabong  and  Pantabangan  road,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
send  out  a  proper  number  of  men  to  successfully  march  to,  capture, 
and  place  a  permanent  garrison  at  Baler,  and  have  an  organization  of 
sufficient  strength  to  protect  itself  in  making  the  return  journey  to 
the  place  of  departure.  The  three  companies  of  the  Thirty-fourth 
Infantrv^  were  deemed  adequate  for  all  purposes.  General  Funston 
was  directed  to  take  charge  of  and  accompany  the  battalion,  station 
two  of  the  companies  at  Baler,  and  to  return  to  his  headquarters  at  San 
Isidro  with  the  third.  Supplies  for  the  troops  were  to  be  sent  in  snoiall 
coasting  steamer  from  Manila  by  the  water  route  through  the  Strait 
of  San  Bernardino,  thence  north  lo  the  Baler  coast.  The  conunand  left 
San  Isidro  on  Februaiy  13  and  Pantabangan  on  the  15th,  expecting  to 
reach  the  objective  point  on  the  19th.  The  vessel  was  sent  from  Manila 
to  arrive  at  Baler  on  the  last-named  date,  and  the  troops  were  directed 
to  communicrate  with  it  as  soon  as  it  should  appear  off  the  coast,  since 
it  was  not  considered  safe  for  it  to  enter  the  harbor  without  assistance 
from  the  shore.  The  expedition  as  planned  was  successful  through- 
out. The  enemy  had  withdrawn  from  the  town,  and  no  very  serious 
opposition  was  encountered  on  the  march. 

(jrencral  MacArthur  was  now  engaged  in  rearranging  the  stations  of 
his  troops  throughout  his  division  so  as  to  furnish  the  best  protection 
possible  to  the  inhabitants,  and  at  the  same  time  reunite  regimental 
organizations  within  the  same  sphere  of  action.  Four  temporarv 
brigades  were  organized,  to  the  commands  of  which  Generals  Bell, 
Grant,  and  Funston,  and  Colonel  Liscum  were  assigned.  The  troops 
were  kept  actively  employed,  and  we  give  below  a  few  copies  of  the 
many  telegrams  received  at  corps  headquarters  showing  the  nature  of 
their  employment  and  the  varied  experience  which  resulted  from  their 
efforts.  These  telegrams  are  noted  in  order  of  date,  and  nearly  all  of 
them  were  submitted  by  the  division  commander  from  his  headquar- 
ters at  Bautista,  contiguous  to  Bayambang,  province  of  Pangasinan. 

Fkbruaby  2,  1900. 

A  patrol  of  Forty-first  Infantry,  ino\nn^  south  from  Mabalacat  on  railroad,  about  IJ 
miles  from  the  town,  was  fire<l  on  >)y  small  body  of  insurgents  at  7.30  this  momii^.

('ai'iialties:  Killed,  Corporal  Lee  S.  Murphy,  Privatef  Lcunard  T.  Braun,  Bert  Lane, 
Oliver  H.  Martin,  Aijiemon  (*.  Preasley.Geor^  H.  Welch, all  of  Comjian};  G.Thirty- 
Rccond  Infantry.  Two  Macabetxtfi  were  killed.  One  Macabebe  ia  mieaing;  also  R 
ponief,  a  caratwoe,  6  rifles,  together  with  b  belts  and  ammunition.  All  of  tne  killed 
were  shot  several  timet*  after  death.  No  one  of  them  has  lets  than  five  wotinds. 
No  houKe  nearer  place  of  anihuscade  than  IjarrioHof  Dinalupihan  and  Liana  Hermosa. 
Several  small  huts  near  the  scene  were  bumed  yesterday.

Major  Spence  reports  by  wire  ati  follows: 

"In  reply  to  telegram  of  last  night  relative  to  investigation  and  report  upon  the 
ambush  of  the  supply  train  of  Company  G,  near  Liana  Hermosa,  will  say  that  the 
detail  was  sent  from  Dinalupihan  by  Capt.  F.  M.  Rumbold,  Thirty-second  Infantry, 
to  ew'ort  Dr,  C<x»k  to  Orani  and  to  report  upon  arrival  at  Orani  to  (he  commiaeary 
officer  there  for  rations,  which  they  were  to  escort  iHick  to  Dinalupihan.  It  wM 
while  on  their  return  trip  that  thin  party  was  ambushed.  The  detail  consisted  of  11 " 
men,  under  the  conunand  of  Sergt.  Clarence  D.  Wallace,  Comfiany  G,  Thirty-second 
In^ntrv.  As  to  the  safety  of  sending  such  detail,  will  esy  tliat  details  o'f  eimiUr 
strength  on  similar  dutiee  had  panted  over  this  same  road  without  molestation  at 
leiLMt  fift^  times  or  more.

At  4.30  a.  m.  to-day,  near  Alcala,  on  the  Rosales  road,  Colonel  Smith,  Seventeenth 
Infantry,  with  Lieut.  T.  L.  Smith,  acting  adjutant.  Lieutenant  Bushfield,  and  50  men 
of  Company  B,  Seventeenth  Infantry,  surprised  a  band  of  30  ladrones,  killed  12, 
mortally  wounded  2  (left  on  the  field),  took  2  prisoners  (one  of  whom  was  wounded), 
13  rifies,  and  a  pony.  No  casualties  on  our  side.  The  presidente  of  Alcala  is  reported 
by  the  prisoners  to  be  the  captain  of  the  band.  He  is  in  confinement  now,  pending 
further  investigation.

G^eneral  Bell  telegraphs  from  Iba,  with  which  we  now  have  wire  conmiunication, 
that  his  campaign  in  Zambales  is  going  to  last  considerably  longer  than  he  expected 
at  first,  and  requests  that  4,000  rations  be  sent  to  Subig,  4,000  to  Iba,  and  2,000  to 
Santa  Cruz,  for  the  use  of  his  movable  column;  and,  in  addition  to  these  rations  for 
the  regular  garrison,  also  asks  for  a  quantity  of  medicines,  horseshoes,  etc,  to  refit 
cavalry  to  be  sent  to  Subig  as  soon  as  possible.  I  have  given  tJie  list  to  the  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  division  and  instructed  him  to  correspond  with  the  chief  quar- 
termaster of  the  department.  I  mention  it  herewith  in  hope  possibly  of  expediting 
action. 


February  15,  1900

Commanding  officer  at  Tarlac  reports  as  follows: 

'*  Companies  K  and  H  of  Ninth  Infantry,  under  Captain  Sigsworth,  went  to  Tinaba 
yesterday  afternoon  and  surrounded  the  place,  holding  ever>  Dodv.  Lieutenant  Koeh- 
ler  with  mounted  detachment,  went  early  this  morning  to  search  for  rifles.  Lieuten- 
ante  Koehler  and  Wallace  were  led  into  a  trap  by  a  native  of  Tinuba,  who  said  he 
would  take  them  to  some  guns.  No  soldiers  accompanied  them.  When  about  a 
mile  from  Tinuba  Lieutenant  Koehler  was  mortally  wounded;  died  in  about  an  hour. 
Body  brought  in.  He  was  shot  about  8  a.  m.  to-dav,  bullet  entering  just  below  the 
heart  The  native  who  UhI  the  officers  got  away.  Barrio  Tinuba  burned  by  Captain 
Si^worth.  Several  insurgente  who  tried  to  escape  from  Captain  Sigsworth  after  the 
firing  were  killed." 


Mabch  5,  1900. 

A  detachment  of  about  70  men  from  San  Isidro,  under  Captain  (xibeon,  Thirty- 
fourth  Infantry,  went  to  barrio  of  Sahan  early  this  morning.  Found  a  captain  nam^ 
Tinio,  or  Tino,  concealed  in  a  house  with  a  companion.  Both  were  pointed  out  to 
Gibson  as  insurgente  on  the  way  to  a  supposed  place  of  concealment  of  arms.  Both 
prisoners  made  a  dash  to  escape,  after  being  several  times  ordered  to  halt  and  after 
several  warnings  shote  were  fired.  One  of  the  men  halted  and  lay  down.  Captain 
Tinio  continued  running  and  was  killed.  He  was  about  200  yards  away  when  hit. 
Papers  found  on  body  establishes  connection  between  him  and  Colonel  Padilla.  No 
arms  were  found,  but  people  informed  Gibson  that  a  party  of  5,  with  Mausers,  had 
left  the  town  early  this  morning  in  fear  of  troops.  Tmio  said  to  be  cousin  of  Insur- 
gent General  Tinio. 


March  6,  1900. 

While  Maj.  William  B.  Wheeler,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  was  returning  from  San 
Isidro  to  his  post  at  Penaranda  to-day,  accompanied  by  A.  A.  Sui^.  W.  C.  Chidester 
and  1  man,  the  party  was  fired  on  by  about  50  insui^ente,  at  short  range.  Dr. 
Chidester  was  wounded  severely  in  the  muscles  of  the  back.  No  other  casualtiee. 
Wheeler  has  oartv  out  to  beat  up  the  country. 


March  7,  1900. 

Colonel  Burt  reporte  from  Iba  as  follows: 

"Captain  0*Neil  just  returned  from  trip  in  the  mountains.  In  barrio  of  Masinloc 
he  burned  insurgent  cuartel  and  destroved  3  houses  used  by  insurgent  officers.  Lieu- 
tenant Caldwell,  on  4th  instant,  scouted  northward  and  captured  a  Heutenant  and  2 


men.'* 


March  7,  1900. 

General  Bell  reports  from  Alaminos  that  McGee*s  company  of  Macabebe  scouts 
was  attacked  fpom  concealment  while  marching  along  road  south  from  E^isol  yester- 
day morning  by  about  12  or  15  insurgente.  Lieutenant  Frank  McNamey,  Thirty- 
sixth  Infantry,  on  duty  with  the  company,  was  shot  in  left  leg;  sufgeon  does  not  think 
wound  dangerous.  Agaton  Manaiisola,  private,  received  fiesh  wound,  slight;  Pedro 
Paras,  private,  was  killed.  Wounded  brought  to  Alaminos,  and  will  be  uiipped  by 
boat  to  Dagupan. 


March  10,  1900. 

Colonel  Wilderj  with  Macabebe  scoute,  captured  14  guns  yesterday  at  Bonflao, 
near  Balanga.  Lieutenant  Leonard,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  with  datachment  oi  30 
men  from  San  Antonio,  surprised  camp  of  insurgente  or  ladrones  10  miles  northwest 
San  Antonio,  at  daybreak  this  morning,  killed  1  man,  captured  3  Bemingtons  and 
50  cartridges.    No  casualties.

captureil  31  rines  and  400  rounds  of  ammunition;  burned  a  barrack  for  VbO  men  and 
their  abandoned  clothing  and  equipments.     No  casualties. 


March  20,  1900. 

General  Funt^ton  oivanizod  an  expedition  against  Grarcia,  which  left  San  Isidro  on 
17th  instant.  Major  Wheeler's  column  surprised  Garcia's  camp  at  11  p.  m.,  18th 
instant,  at  point  about  18  miles  east  of  Penaranda.  Killed  2,  captured  a  nnmber,  of 
whom  1  captain,  1  lieutenant,  and  2  privates  held.  Captured  6  rifles,  200  cartridges, 
2  United  States  mules,  1  American  horse,  twenty  ponies.  Several  hundred  men  in 
party  and  a  few  women  and  children.  No  casualties.  The  column  Genend  Funston 
accompanied  struck  small  force  insuigents  yesterdav;  killed  1,  wounded  1,  captured 
1,  got  5  Remingtons,  and  250  cartridges.     No  casualties. 


March  23,  1900. 

Last  night  the  commanding  officer,  Santa  Maria.  Bulacan,  captured  7  ladrones,  1 
rifle,  and  some  ammunition.  Lieutenant  Hughes,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  with  3  squads, 
near  Pozorrubio,  last  ni^ht  killed  2  ladrones,  wounded  2,  captured  3,  captured  2  doIos, 
6  ponies,  saddles  and  bridles,  and  a  revolver.  Lieutenant  Hunt,  Twenty-fifth  In£ui- 
tr>%  captured  to-day,  near  Botolan,  Zambales,  2  insuigents,  a  number  of  rifles,  and 
some  ammunition. 


March  24,  1900. 

General  Fimston,  who  has  been  out  two  days  trying  to  locate  Pilaris  camp,  had  a 
severe  fight  at  Vitoi^  this  morning  with  a  party  of  insuigents  near  the  head  waters  of 
the  Penaranda,  or  Chico,  River.  Lieut.  O.  R.  Wolfe,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  aid  to 
General  Funston,  was  severely  wounded  in  the  left  lung,  and  Private  James  E.  Mur- 
phy, Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  severely  wounded  in  the  left  elbow.  Enemy's  loss  2 
kille<l  and  others  wounded  who  escaped.  Captured  8  Mausers,  4  Remingtons,  and 
800  cartridges,  and  destroyed  a  quantity  of  rice.  General  Funston  is  still  out  with  G 
Troop,  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  hopes  to  succeed  in  finding  Pilaris  camp. 


March  25,  1900. 
General  Bell  reports  3  Mauser  and  3  Remington  rifles  captured  by  Thirty-sixth  at 
Mangatareiii.     General  Grant  reports  that  13  rifles  were  to-day  turned  in  to  Captain 
Calders,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  at  Porac,  by  purchase. 


March  27,  1900. 
General  Funston  reports  to-day  that  he  found  on  the  25th  instant  the  ruins  of  Pic 
del  Pilaris  camp,  which  had  been  burned  that  day.  It  had  consisted  of  good  nipa 
buildings,  with  a  capacity  of  100  men,  and  was  so  situated  that  a  surprise  would  have 
been  impossible.  Enemy  was  followed  over  rough  mountains  south  for  15  miles. 
Here  his  force  scattered  in  small  bands  and  rendered  further  pursuit  impoesible. 
General  Fimston  retume<l  to  his  camp  and  scouted  mountains  further  north,  but  all 
bands  had  left  that  part  of  the  country.  Horses  being  exhausted  and  many  of  them 
unshod,  he  returned  to  San  Isidro  to-day.  General  Bell  reports  purchase  of  6  rifles 
at  Iba  by  Twenty-fifth  Infantry  and  10  Remingtons  and  18  roundfl  of  ammunition 
secured  by  Thirteenth  Infantry  at  Urdaneta. 
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April  1,  1900. 

Major  Wheeler.  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  destroyed  5,000  pounds  of  rice  in  a  store- 
house in  mountains  near  Penaranda.  •  During  past  month  37  rifles  have  been  sur- 
rendered at  Tarlac. 


April  3,  1900. 

Colonel  Burt,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  reports  capture  on  the  1st  instant  of  2  old- 
style  muzzle-loading  cannon.  Lieutenant  Burr,  Thirty-second  In&mtry,  command- 
ing Second  Brigade  scouts,  captured  yesterday,  near  Dinalupihan,  an  insurgent  lien- 
tenant  and  3  rifles. 


April  6,  1900. 

'  Lieutenant  Burr,  commanding  Second  Brigade  scouts,  killed  1  Tulisan  and  cap- 
tured 1  gun  near  Florida  Blanca  on  2d  instant.  Colonel  Freeman,  Twentv-fourUi 
Infantry,  reports  the  murder  of  a  native  on  3d  instant  in  a  barrio  of  Tayuj?  fcy  band 
of  ladrones,  and  the  capture  next  day  of  the  whole  band  of  ladronesVith  6  rifles 
and  550  rounds  Mauser  ammunition. 


April  7,  1900. 

Colonel  Smith  is  in  the  mountains  west  of  Camiling  with  three  full  companies  and 
parts  of  two  other  comfmnies  of  his  regiment  and  a  platoon  of  cavalry.  He  located 
General  Macabulus  this  morning.  Attacked  hia  position  at  8.30,  and  at  9  a.  m.  posi- 
tion was  in  his  handrt.  The  only  casualty  on  our  side  as  far  as  known  is  Lieut.  F.  J. 
Morrow,  Seventeenth  Infantry,  severely  wounded  in  left  leg.  No  other  particulars 
are  yet  to  hand.  I  expect  something,  however,  within  the  next  twenty-four  hours. 
Hope  for  some  substantial  result,  in  the  way  of  breaking  up  important  rendezvous 
ana  destruction  of  supplies  that  can  not  be  replaced. 


April  8,  1900. 

The  i)08ition  attacked  by  Colonel  Smith  yesterday  is  about  14  miles  southeast  of 
Camiling.  Place  consists  of  quarters  and  barracks  for  about  200  men,  and  a  deposit 
of  rice  of  not  less  than  20  tons.  It  was  heavily  fortified,  and  defended  by  about  500 
men.  The  insurgents  scattered  in  the  usual  way  without  making  sufficient  resistance 
to  admit  of  severe  punishment.  Only  5  dead  were  foimd.  The  place  is  now  occu- 
pied by  a  detachment  of  the  Seventeenth  Infantry,  and  Major  O'Brien,  with  3 
companies,  is  in  pursuit  over  good  mountain  trail  which  is  said  to  lead  to  a  more 
important  deposito  than  the  one  already  captured.  This  second  deposito  is  located 
on  the  west  side  of  the  main  range  near  the  head  waters  of  the  Cabaluen  River.  This 
trail,  if  continued,  would  reach  the  coast  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Masinloc.  The 
insurgent  deposito,  I  should  say,  is  15  or  18  miles  due  east  of  Masinloc.  O'Brien  has 
a  pacK  train  with  hiiu  and  is  prepared  to  stay  out  for  a  week  if  necessary.  He  has 
orders  to  take  and  destroy  whatever  he  can  find,  and  on  his  return  will  destroy 
barracks  and  deposito  at  first  position. 


April  7,  1900. 

Second  Lieut.  D.  E.  Bottom,  Seventeenth  Infantry,  with  two  squads  Companies  L 
and  M,  scouting  in  the  mountains  west  of  Camiling  on  the  4th  instant^  struck  a 
party  of  40  insurgents  l)elonging  to  Macabulus's  command — killed  5,  wounded  10, 
captured  4  Remingtons  and  a  quantity  of  ammunition.  No  casualties.  Lieut.  F.  W. 
Smith,  Twelfth  Infantry,  had  a  skirmish  with  ladrones  near  barrio  Ayson  of  Grerona 
yesterday,  in  which  Private  Schultz,  Company  A,  Twelfth  In&mtry,  was  killed. 
No  further  particulars  received. 


April  7,  1900. 
Last  night  railroad  track  was  tampered  with  between  here  and  Moncada,  but  the 
break,  which  I  understand  consisted  of  the  removal  of  only  a  few  rails,  was  quickly 
repaired.    About  8  p.  m.  yesterday  commanding  officer  at  Tarlac  waa  mlormed  ol 
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in  the  mountains.  He  took  8  prisoners  and  Colonel  Montenegro  enrrendered.  It 
will  take  some  time  for  them  to  concentrate  again,  and  it  is  very  improbable  that 
they  can  t*v(»r  jjret  together  as  an  o^f^anized  force.  The  following  articles  were  cap- 
tiinMl:  Six  Remington  rifle**,  2  Remmgton  carbines,  6  bayonets,,  2  boloe,  1  sword  and 
sciihluinl,  2(>H  rounds  Kisnington,  13  rounds  Krag-Jorgenaen  carbine,  65  rounds 
Maust*r,  and  20  rounds  revolver  ammunition.

Asinpin  was  attac^kt^l  at  10  oVLx^k  la«^  night  from  all  directions  by  force  of  insur- 
gent**, estimated  at  300,  undtT  ()l)erto  Graca  and  Calatonio  Alnay.  Enemy  repulsed, 
loHing  Hevoral  kille<i  and  wounded.     No  casualties  on  our  side. 

Tho  forojroin^  roportod  minor  operations  were  attended  by  many 
woarv  marchrs  and  constantly  maintained  vigilance  on  the  part  of  our 
troops.  })ut  do  not  indicate  the  labore  In  various  other  directions  which 
the  troops  were  called  upon  to  perfonn.  They  are  strictly  militarv  in 
chanictor..of  kindred  nature,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  main  duty  for 
th(»  execution  of  wliich  our  soldiers  were  scattered  over  the  territorv. 
The  other  labors  can  be  presented  generally  along  with  those  of  a 
similar  kind  which  devolved  upon  organizations  serving  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  PhilTppines  as  soon  as  the  specific  duties  performed  by 
ind(^peiul(Mit  conmiands  and  which  must  be  presented  separately  have 
reji'tfiv(*d  attention. 

No  mention  has  y(*t  be(^n  made  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
troops  stationed  in  the  four  provinces  south  of  Manila  subsequent  to 
the  early  part  of  February,  and  it  is  desirable  to  bring  this  forward 
to  April,  and  thus  close  the  rehearsal  of  the  strictl}'  militarv  operations 
of  all  tn)oi)s  of  the  depaitment  to  a  certain  date.  We  propose, 
therefore,  to  present  tluni  here  and,  as  in  other  instances,  through 
telejrraphic  dispatches.  These  provinces,  of  which  General  Wheaton 
had  been  placed  in  command,  were  a  portion  of  the  territory  under 
the  supervision  of  the  First  Division  of  the  corps.  General  \Vheaton 
had  removed  his  headquarters  from  Silang  to  Calamba  on  the  ttouth 
coast  of  the  Laguna  de  Bay.  His  troops  consisted  of  three,  subse- 
quently two,  squadrons  pjleventh  Cavalry,  the  Fourth  Regiment  of 
Infantry,  the  Twenty-eighth,  Thirtieth,  Thirty-seventh,  Thirty -eighth, 
Thirty-ninth,  and  Forty -sixth  regiments  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  a 
few  detached  pieces  of  artillery,  and  during  the  month  of  February  of 
the  Forty-tiftn  Infantry,  which  was  withdrawn  and  sent  during  March 
to  the  Camarines  provinces.  These  troops  occupied  83  stations,  of 
which  11  were  maintained  in  the  province  of  Cavite,  8  in  Batangas, 
9  in  Laguna,  and  5  in  Tayabas  province.  The  dispatches  indicate  a 
more  pacific  condition  of  affairs  in  the  south  than  in  central  Luzon.

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The  character  of  warfare  which  prevailed  in  these  four  large  Luzon 
provinces  during  the  months  of  February,  March,  and  part  of  April, 
the  weakness  of  the  oneray,  the  activity  of  our  troops,  the  apparent 
rapid  change  in  sentiment  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  as  manifested 
by  their  return  to  their  homes  (which  they  abandoned  upon  our 
advance)  so  soon  as  we  occupied  the  country  and  could  give  them  pro- 
tection, and  the  assistance  they  furnished  us  to  find,  arrest,  or  scatter 
ladrones,  or  the  small  remaining  insurgent  bands,  are  shown  in  the 
foregoing  copies  of  telegrams.    The  telegrams  also  show  the  severe 

Sunishments  those  inhabitants  invited  from  insurgents  or  ladrones  if 
iscovered  to  have  given  information  concerning  them,  a  fact  which 
the  inhabitants  fully  realized.  A  few  of  them  who  gave  information 
were  assassinated,  but  with  the  establishment  of  town  government  and 
the  appointment  of  native  police  under  military  supervision  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people  in  their  personal  security  was  strengthened  and 
the  aid  they  rendered  the  troops  in  their  efforts  to  discover  the  places 
in  which  arms  and  other  war  material  were  hidden  was  valuable.  The 
captures  made  in  both  central  and  southern  Luzon  during  the  latter 
pai-t  of  April  of  rifles,  ammunition,  and  subsistence  stores,  concealed 
in  almost  inaccessible  localities  of  the  mountains,  were  much  larger 
than  during  any  previous  period,  and  many  of  the  captures  were 
effected  through"  information  which  the  native  police  or  former  insur- 
gents conveyed. 

On  April  7,  under  War  Department  instructions,  orders  were  issued 
abolishing  the  Department  or  the  Pacific,  and  creating  in  its  stead  the 
Military  Division  of  the  Philippines,  with  four  territorial  departments, 
which  were  in  part  as  follows: 

General  Orders,  )  Headqcarters  Division  of  the  Philippinbb, 

No.  1.  /  Manila^  P,  /.,  April  7,  1900. 

I.  Orders  of  March  29,  1900,  issued  from  the  War  Department,  create  the  Military 
Division  of  the  Philippines,  consisting  of  all  territory  within  the  geographical  limitB 
of  the  Philippine  group  of  islands,  and  divide  it  into  four  milituy  departmentB,  as 
follows: 

First.  A  department  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Department  of  Northem 
Luzon,  to  embrace  that  jwrtion  of  Luzon  to  the  northward  of  the  northern  boundaries 
of  its  provinces  of  Infanta,  Morong,  and  Manila,  and  the  Bay  of  Manila  and  its 
entrance  waters,  together  with  all  Philippine  islands  lying  northward  of  those 
provinces  and  waters. 

Second.  A  department  to  l>e  known  as  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  to  con- 
sist of  that  portion  of  Luzon  lying  southward  of  the  northern  lines  of  Manila  Bay 
and  entrance  waters  and  its  provinces  of  Manila,  Morong,  and  In&mta,  and  all  Philip- 
pine islands  situated  to  the  south  of  those  lines  and  north  of  a  line  paasing  soutn- 
easterly  through  the  center  of  the  west  pass  of  Apo  to  the  twelfth  parallel  of  latitude; 
thence  east  on  said  parallel  to  meridian  124°  10^  east  of  Greenwich;  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  through  the  Strait  of  San  Bernardino  along  the  southern  line  of 
the  channel  of  those  straits.  This  department  will  include,  however,  idl  of  tlie  island 
of  Masbate. 

Third.  A  department  to  be  desi^ated  as  the  Department  of  the  Visayas,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  southern  limits  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  on  the 
west  by  longitude  121°  45''  east  of  Greenwich,  on  the  south  by  the  ninth  pimllelof 
latitude  and  extending  east  to  include  those  islands  in  the  rhilippine  Kroup  lying 
between  the  north  and  south  lines  herein  described,  but  excluding  from  the  limits  oi 
this  department  all  of  the  island  of  Mindanao  and  all  islands  eastward  of  the  Straits 
of  Surigao. 

Fourth.  A  department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo, 
which  embraces  all  islands  of  the  Philippine  group  of  islands  not  included  in  the 
territorial  boundaries  of  the  departments  above  designated  and  described. 

These  War  Department  orders  assign  officers  to  the  command  of  the  Military  Divi- 
sion of  the  Philippines  and  its  four  territorial  departments  aa  follows: 
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To  the  command  of  the  diviflion,  MbJ,  Gen.  E.  8.  Otis,  U.  8.  Volunteera. 

To  the  command  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  Maj.  Ci«n.  Arthur  Hso 
Arthur,  U.  8.  Volanteers. 

To  the  command  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  M^.  Gen.  J.  C.  Bates, 
U.  8.  Volunleera. 

To  the  command  of  the  Department  of  the  Vieayas,  Brig.  Gen.  R.  P.  Hnghee, 
U.  S.  Volunteers. 

To  the  commani)  of  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  Brig.  Gen.  W.  A. 
Kobb^,  U.  8.  Volunteers. 

II.  The  undersigned  hereby  aagumce  command  of  the  Division  of  the  Philippinea, 
with  headquarters  in  the  city  of  Manila,  Luzon,  and  under  the  directions  of  tte  War 
Department  of  the  Mth  ultimo,  that  the  newlv  created  and  designated  commands  of 
division  and  departments  be  organized  by  the  astignment  of  officers  of  the  staff 
departments  antl  of  troops  tn  meet  necessities,  the  following  instructions  are  issued: 

The  headquartere  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  will  be  established  at 
Daeupan  or  some  near  central  point  of  the  department  convenient  for  administration 
ana  the  distribution  of  supplies,  to  Ite  received  direct,  as  tar  as  practicable,  from 
point  of  original  shipment,  through  the  waters  of  I.ingayen  Gulf  and  its  most  impor- 
tant seacoast  ports.  It  is  divided  into  live  military  districts,  which  will  have  numerical 
derignation  with  territorial  limits  as  follows: 

First  district  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  will  embrace  the  territory 
assigned  to  the  district  of  northwestern  Luzon  in  General  Orders,  No.  70,  from  the 
office  of  the  military  governor,  date<l  December  22,  1899.  to  wit:  The  provinces  of 
Abra,  Bontflc,  Benguet,  Lepanto,  Ilocos  (North  and  South),  and  Union. 

Sectind  district  of  the  department  will  consist  of  the  Ierril4>ry  assigned  to  the  dte- 
trict  o!  northeastern  Luzon  in  mi li tar v  governor's  General  Orders,  No.  69,  of  Decem- 
ber 21,  1899,  namely,  the  provinces  of  C^gayan,  Isabela,  and  Nueva  Vizcaya. 

Third  dJBtrict  of  the  department  will  cover  territory  lying  within  the  provinces  of 
^mbales,  Pangasinan,  and  Tarlac. 

Fourth  district  of  the  department,  of  the  provinces  of  Nueva  Ecija  and  Principe. 

Fifth  district  of  the  department,  of  the  provinces  of  Bataan,  E^mpanga,  and 
Bulacan. 

The  r>epartment  of  Kouthem  Luzon,  with  headquartersat  Manila,  will besubdivided 
into  tour  districts,  to  be  known  as — 

First  district  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  which  will  embrace  in  extent 
the  provinces  of  Infanta,  Manila,  Morong,  and  Cavite,  the  city  of  Manila  excepted. 

Second  district  of  the  department  will  einbroce  the  jirovincee  of  Batangas,  TayabM, 
and  UigunsL,  and  the  island  of  Polillo. 

Third  district,  the  provinces  of  the  Camarines,  Albay,  and  Soreogon,  and  the  island 
of  Oatanduanes. 

Fourth  district,  the  islands  of  Mindoro,  Tablas,  Marinduaue,  Masbate,  and  all 
islands  west  and  north  ot  the  some  to  the  west  pass  of  Apo  and  the  southern  limit  of 
Luzon. 

The  Department  of  the  Visayas,  having  headquarters  at  Iloilo,  will  contun  four 
districts: 

First  district,  embracing  the  islands  of  Samar  and  Leyto. 

Secimd  district,  the  islands  of  Bohot  and  Cebu. 

Third  district,  the  island  ot  Negros. 

Fourth  district,  the  island  of  Panay. 

The  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  with  headquarters  at  Zamboanga,  is  divided 
into  three  districts: 

First  district  of  the  department,  the  islands  ot  Mindanao  and  Basilan. 

Second  district,  the  Jolo  Archipelago. 

Third  district,  the  islands  of  Balbac,  Paiagua,  and  Calamianes. 

Department  commanders  will  assign  to  the  command  ot  military  districts  (desig- 
nating locations  of  headquarters  tor  the  same)  officers  serving  in  their  departmen^ 
whom  they  will  direct  to  exercise  such  gupervisory  charge  o!  the  smaller  inhabited 
islands  lying  near  the  foregoing  (iesijmaied  limits  ol  their  districts  as  they  may  deem 
necessary.

The  i>n)voHt  guard  of  Manila,  commanded  by  its  present  commander,  the  provost- 
marshal-general  of  the  citv,  and  constituting  a  separate  brigade  under  the  Seventj*- 
third  Article  of  War,  shall  In?  direi*tlv  subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  division 
coininandcr  and  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  city.  The 
troops  coin])risin}j:  it  will  consist  of  three  batteries  of  the  Third  Artillery,  the  foot 
batteries  of  tlic  Sixtli  Artillery,  head<|uarters  and  two  battalions  of  the  Fourteenth, 
and  the  Twentieth  regiments  of  infantry. 

Department  connnanders  will  station  these  troops  within  and  throughout  their 
various  Uiilitary  districts  as  conditions  may  require,  and  will  move  or  concentrate 
the  siiine.  to  meet  any  emergtmcies  which  may  arise.  Troop  organizations  which  are 
not  at  present  serving  witliin  territorial  dejiartments  to  which  assigned  will  be 
directe(l  to  proceed  as  soou  as  pnicticable  to  such  points  therein  as  department  com- 
man<U'rs  may  recommend. 

In  tlie  unsettled  condition  of  affairs  in  the  islands  withdrawals  or  acoeesionsof 
troops  from  or  to  d<'partment  commands,  under  the  direction  of  the  division  com- 
mander, may  iH'comc?  necessary  from  time  to  time,  and  all  troops  will  be  held  in 
readiness  to  resfxHid  ]>roinptly.

The  omittod  portions  of  these  orders  assign  certain  named  officers  to 
specific  duties  in  the  various  staflF  positions  connected  with  division  and 
department  organizations,  and  direct  the  general  officers  designated  to 
command  territorial  departments  to  perfect  them  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  therein  given.  The  issuance  of  tie 
orders  had  been  in  contemplation  for  several  months  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  mon*  approved  methods  of  military  administration,  but 
conditions  had  not  warranted  speedier  action,  as  it  was  not  until  the 
army  had  gotten  actual  possession  of  the  territory  embraced  within 
the  designated  departments  that  the  results  desired  could  be  attained. 
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Now  this  occupation  extended  practically  throughout  Luzon  and  over 
a  number  of  islands  embraced  within  the  two  southern  departments, 
and  it  was  important  that  a  circumscribed  discretionary  military  siiper- 
vision  should  DC  exercised  by  superior  officers  selected  to  control  affairs 
within  abridged  territorial  limits  for  the  dispatch  of  both  military  and 
civil  business,  and  to  promptly  meet  any  emergencies  which  might 
arise. 

The  establishment  of  numerous  small  garrisons,  consisting  of  detach- 
ments and  companies  in  most  instances,  but  occasionally  of  an  entire 
battalion,  in  all  the  important  islands  of  the  Philippines  necessitated 
the  distribution  of  military  stores  over  an  extensive  countr}'  and  the 
forwarding  of  supplies  to  many  points  difficult  to  reach  even  during 
the  most  mvorable  season  of  the  year.  The  f(»w  highways  which  haa 
been  projected  in  the  past  had  been  neglected,  were  washed  out  in  the 
lowlands  and  along  the  sharp  ascents  of  the  undulatin]^  country,  were 
more  or  less  overgrown  with  dense  tropitral  vegetation,  and  all  the 
important  bridges  had  been  de^stroyed  by  the  enemy.  In  the  long 
January  march  of  General  Schwan's  column,  which  covered  in  a  very 
brief  period  some  six  hundred  miles  of  road  (a  feat  which  has  never 
been  equaled  in  a  tropical  climate),  advantage  was  taken  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  old  established  hignways,  such  as  the  Silang,  Indang, 
and  Naic  route,  the  one  from  Calamba,  by  Santo  Tomas  and  Lipa,  to 
Batangas,  also  those  to  the  eastward  which  were  the  principal  routes 
of  commu nictation  between  the  most  important  towns  of  that  section, 
and  all  of  them  were  found  to  l)e  well-nigh  impracticable  for  any  char- 
acter of  wagon  transportation.  The  engineer  companies  were  obliged 
to  expend  a  great  amount  of  labor  on  some  of  them  before  wheeled 
transportation  could  be  passed. 

In  some  cages  small  garrisons  were  placed  far  inland  or  at  points 
near  the  coast,  which  could  be  reached  only  over  primitive  trails  diffi- 
cult for  pack  animals  to  traverse.  The  rainy  season  was  approaching 
and  all  of  these  garrisons  must  receive  several  months'  supplies  before 
it  commenced.  This  not  only  would  keep  l>usy  all  of  our  transporta- 
tion, but  the  roads  and  trails  must  be  repainnl  before  the  transportation 
could  be  advantageously  employed.  Work  on  the  dangerous  mountain 
trail  by  which  the  Bayombong  garrison  of  northern  Luzon  must  be 
reached  was  begun  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  insurgents  of  that 
section  had  been  quieted.  It  was  performed  by  natives  under  the 
supervision  of  officers  of  the  Army  detailed  for  that  purpose;  and  quite 
extended  repairs  on  the  main  public*,  thoroughfares  were  projected, 
after  careful  examinations  were  made  and  estimates  submitted  by 
officers  of  the  Engineer  Department.  The  expenditure  of  ^145,(KX), 
Mexican,  was  authorized  for  the  repair  of  the  roads  of  central  Luzon, 
and  a  considerable  sum  was  allowed  to  pla(*e  the  roads  south  of  Manila 
in  condition  for  travel.  Commanding  generals  were  informed  that 
their  requests  for  public  funds  f ot  highway  improvements  would  be 
favorably  acted  upon,  if  demo|^j^x-^ted  that  the  expenditures  recom- 
mended were  necessary  for  th(^  vj  vcvoent  of  military  supplies  or  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  f  \^      vvt^^^y*

routes 
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the  natives  with  remunerative  employment  in  the  work  of  road  con- 
struction. Laborers  in  sufficient  numbers,  at  low  rates  of  compenaa- 
tion,  were  easily  obtained,  and  the  people  expressed  much  satisfaction 
in  the  improvements.  No  former  public  proceeding  so  favorably 
impressed  the  inhabitants  of  the  provinces  in  which  the  work  was 
being  carried  on  of  the  kindly  intentions  of  the  United  States  as  these 
highway  repairs  at  the  public  expense,  and  they  gave  all  the  assistance 
they  could  to  expedite  the  work.  The  turning  over  to  the  corporation 
during  the  last  aays  of  March  for  future  management  of  the  Manila 
and  Dagupan  Railway,  which  had  been  sufficiently  leconstructed  by 
December  21  for  through  service  and  thereafter  had  been  operated  by 
the  military'  authorities,  had  also  a  beneficial  effect,  as  a  large  number 
of  natives  immediately  received  railway  employment  and  improved 
accommodations  and  facilities  were  furnished  the  traveling  public  and 
the  business  interests  along  that  line  of  communication. 

On  April  20  General  Bates,  conmianding  the  department  of  south- 
ern Luzon,  sent  a  battalion  of  the  Twenty-ninth  U.  S.  Volunteer 
Infantry,  under  the  command  of  its  colonel  (Colonel  Hardin),  to 
occupy  certain  principal  points  of  the  islands  of  Marinduque  and 
Masbate.  The  troops  were  convoyed  by  the  Navy,  and  effected  the 
directed  landings  without  encountering  serious  opposition.  These 
islands,  which  are  a  short  distance  south  of  Luzon,  are  sparselv  settled, 
but  were  important,  as  they  sheltered  insurgent  forces  and  furnished 
excellent  localities  for  concealments.  They  were  also  important  on 
account  of  the  cattle  industry  and  timber  interests  maintained  and 
held  by  Luzon  residents,  and  they  were  especially  important  at  the 
time  m  litary  occupation  was  ordered  because  of  the  scarcity  of  beef 
cattle  in  Manila  and  contiguous  towns,  which  carried  the  prices  of 
meats  beyond  the  means  of  the  poorer  classes  of  inhabitants  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  this  necessary  article  of  subsistence  in  sufficient 
quantity.  No  further  immediate  distribution  of  troops  was  then  in 
contemplation  except  to  relieve  the  Romblon  garrison,  which  belonged 
to  the  Visayan  territorial  department^  by  an  organization  from  the 
southern  Luzon  department  in  which  the  island  of  Romblon  had 
been  placed,  and  to  increase  the  force  in  Samar  and  Leyte.  Some 
attention  had  been  given  to  the  island  of  Paragua  with  a  view  to 
occupancy. 

Under  Spain's  authority  its  navy  had  exercised  supervision  over  it, 
and  the  United  States  Navy  had  already  placed  a  small  detachment  on 
the  neighboring  island  of  Balabac,  where  it  maintained  in  use  the 
important  light-house  there  located.  Its  vessels  also  patrolled  the 
eastern  coast  of  Paragua,  and  it  had  expressed  a  willingness  and 
intention  to  establish  a  garrison  near  the  central  point  of  the  coast 
where  Spain  had  formerly  maintained  one,  which  it  had  deferred  for 
future  action  on  account  of  present  temporary  employment.  The 
southern  half  of  the  island,  as  well  as  Balabac  and  the  small  adjacent 
ones,  are  inhabited  by  Moros  who  have  thus  far  been  frienoly  to 
United  States  interests.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  garrisons 
of  permanency  are  the  protection  they  will  furnish  to  parties  desirine 
to  develop  industries,  especially  the  timber  interest,  which  i«?  or 
importance,  and  to  the  few  Filipino  inhabitants  from  other  islands 
against  Moro  raids  and  faction  difficulties.  One  of  the  four  Spanish 
penal  colonies  was  established  here,  and  families  from  northern  Luzon 
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were  induced  to  migrate  and  settle  near  it  for  the  purpose  of  develop- 
ing the  natural  resources  of  the  island,  but  little  was  accomplished. 
In  the  dispersion  of  our  army  of  60,000  men  throughout  tne  Philip- 

f lines,  the  labor  attending  dispersion  and  supply  became  very  great, 
ndependent  of  land  transportation,  which  it  nas  been  necessary  to 
employ,  a  number  of  coasting  vessels  have  been  kept  actively  engaged. 
Notwithstanding  the  multitude  of  demands  presented  there  are  no 
instances  in  which  troops,  however  circumstanced,  have  not  received 
abundant  food  supplies  except  when,  in  rapid  pursuit  of  a  fleeing  enemy, 
the  wheeled  transportation  lurnished  them  was  temporarily  abandoned. 
Nor  has  there  been  a  scarcity  of  ordnance  or  any  material  shortage  of 
clothing  during  the  years  activity.  This  fact  in  itself  shows  the  com- 
petency of  oflicers  connected  with  the  departments  of  supply,  and  no 
lurther  proof  is  required  to  establish  their  eflSciency  and  unremitting 
attention  to  duty.  The  ability,  marked  efficiency,  and  zeal  of  officers 
of  this  army  may  be  judged  by  the  vast  results  accomplished.  The 
sterling  qualities  of  tne  enlisted  force  is  indicated  in  their  prompt 
response  to  every  demand  made  upon  them,  however  exacting  the 
attending  fatigue,  however  trying  the  conditions;  and  their  exhibitions 
of  courage  and  physical  endurance  have  never  been  excelled  and  they 
never  suffered  a  defeat.  To  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Engineer 
Corps  and  Signal  Department  great  credit  is  due.  They  were  present 
always  with  tne  advancing  troops  rendering  the  most  efficient  service. 
Only  in  a  few  instances,  and  then  for  a  brief  space  of  time,  were  army 
heaaquarters  at  Manila  out  of  quick  telegraph  touch  with  all  general 
officers  operating  in  Luzon  and  the  most  important  of  the  Visayan 
Islands,  so  that  any  arising  emergencies  could  bo  promptly  met,  what- 
ever their  character  and  wherever  occurring.  The  unremitting  labors 
of  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Department,  which  was  most  bountifully 
supplied,  in  the  equipment  ana  maintenance  of  hospitals  in  which 
trained  and  competent  female  nurses  rendered  valuable  assistance,  in 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  in  the  zeal  and  effi- 
ciencv  displayed  by  them  on  the  field  of  battle  in  caring  for  and  remov- 
ing the  wounded,  also  in  administering  to  the  wounded  of  the  enemy 
and  attending  native  citizens  requiring  medical  treatment,  can  not  be 
too  highly  commended. 

The  extent  and  character  of  the  work  of  officers  connected  with  the 
departments  of  the  Adjutant-General,  Inspector-General,  and  Jud^e- 
Advocate-General  of  the  United  States  Army,  and  that  of  officers  of  its 
Pay  Department,  may  be  measurably  appreciated  when  the  task  of 
administering  the  affairs  of  a  military  organization  consisting  of  60.000 
men  is  carefully  considered.  In  times  of  profound  peace  it  would  be 
somewhat  exacting,  but  in  a  season  of  active  war,  when  that  organiza- 
tion is  scattered  over  an  extended  territory,  and  when  the  laws,  regu- 
lations, and  orders  prescribed  during,  and  to  a  great  extent  for,  peace 
conditions  must  be  complied  with  in  so  far  as  circumstances  permit, 
the  task  assumes  proportions  of  very  decided  magnitude.  These 
officers  have  met  all  the  demands  maae  upon  them  in  their  several 
departments  with  commensurate  abUity. 

To  all  officers  I  am  greatly  iocjol^tcd  for  their  unvarying  support  and 
able  assistance,  most  cneerf ully  ^.p^d^^^^^  during  the  entire  period  in 
which  I  was  called  upon  to  ex^^,  ,  ^  general  supervision  over  Philip- 
pine affairs.    To  all  officers  ajt^^J^l^^.  .^^d  men  of  the  Army  of  the  Phu- 
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ippines  tho  countrv  is  iiKK'l)tod  for  iho  huixlships,  dangers,  and  labors 
tn<\v  hjiv«*  tMidurrd,  iMicountorod,  and  pi^rforniod  In  its  sei'vice. 

I  am  j^iviitly  plousi'd  to  acknowlodjLro  my  oblicrations  to  the  officers  of 
,  th(»  l'nit(»d  States  Xavv.  who  promptly  cooperated  with  our  troops  on 
every  occasion  when  their  st^rvires  could  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
war,  and  th(\v  rendered  signal  and  most  valuable  assistance,  without 
which  our  efforts  could  not  have  resulted  in  the  successes  achieved.  A 
most,  unusual  harmony  prevailed  between  all  officers  of  the  Army,  and 
l)ctw(»en  them  and  the  authorities  of  the  Navy,  due  to  the  often 
expressed  sentimiMit  that  all  were  engaged  in  a  common  cause  and  that 
(»ach  would  r(»nd(»r  to  the  extent  of  his  ability,  in  whatever  circum- 
stances  placed. 


Thus  far  in  this  report  we  have  endeavored  onlj  to  present  the 
main  operations  of  our  troops  throughout  the  Philippmes  from  August 
31  of  last  year  during  the  (»nsuing  eight  months,  in  which  period  the 
insurgent  governmi^nt  and  army  were  destroyed  and  all  important 
islands  wi^re  placed  fairly  well  under  United  States  supervision.  At 
the  end  of  this  period  war  in  its  proper  meaning  nad  ceased  to 
exist,  but  a  vt»ry  extend(»d  police  system  for  the  protection  of  the 
inhabitants,  in  which  our  troops  had  been  dispersea  in  small  bodies* 
over  the  territory,  was  developed.  Under  Tagalo  domination,  or 
what  was  ivnWy  the  iriesix^nsible,  unlimited  dictatorship  of  Aguinaldo 
cruelly  enfon^ed  by  his  military  officers,  there  was  no  rule  by  which 
the  right  or  wrong  of  personal  action  could  be  determined,  nor  indeed 
did  individual  liberty  of  any  kind  exist.  The  so-called  insurgent 
government,  whatever  it  migfit  have  been  at  its  inception,  degenerated 
mto  a  militaiy  desiwtism  of  a  low  order,  in  which  neither  property 
noi'  life  had  the  least  security.  Insurgent  officers  were  given  a  dis- 
cretionai'v  power  to  assume  entire  control  of  all  places,  barrios  or 
municipalities,  in  any  wise  occupied  l>y  their  troops,  and  to  use  the 
inhabitants  and  their  property  for  war  puiposes  as  their  judgment 
dictiited.  if  tho  exigencies  of  defense  or  the  desire  for  attack  appeared 
to  them  to  warrant  it.  The  piM^ple,  of  coui*se,  were  obliged  to  con- 
tribute veiy  largely  of  their  propiu'ty  acquisitions  and  in  manual  labor. 

The  embargoed  or  confiscated  estates  of  absent  owners,  and  the 
assassination  of  residents  on  suspicion  merely,  indicate  that  the  rule 
of  Aguinaldo  and  his  lieutenants  was  relentless.  The  people  were 
po^verlcss,  except  in  localities  where  only  a  few  Tagalo  soldiers  were 
maintained,  as  in  northern  Luzon  and  some  of  the  Visayan  Islands, 
and  then^  thev  occasionally  sought  relief  from  the  persecutions  suf- 
fered. Still  the  great  majority  were  made  to  believe  that  the  troubles 
which  encompassed  them  were  slight  in  comparison  with  those  they 
would  experience  should  the  American  soldier  gain  the  ascendency. 
The  insurgent  newspaper  press,  which  was  kept  active,  and  tlie  Hong- 
kong junta's  printed  productions  were  the  only  sources  from  which 
they  could  obtain  information,  and  these  charged  our  soldiers  with  the 
practice  of  barbarities  in  Manila  and  other  localities  of  their  occupa- 
tion of  a  character  scarcely  equaled  In^  Attila  and  his  warriors.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  war  all  the  native  population,  fearing  for  their 
personal  safety,  fled  upon  the  advance  of  our  troops.  Later,  during 
our  operations  in  northern  Cavite  and  some  of  the  central  provinces 
of  Luzon,  where  we  had  held  troops  for  a  time  and  where  the 
inhabitants  had  gained  some  personal  knowledge  of  the  characteristics 
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and  conduct  of  our  men,  they  remained  in  their  habitations  and  appar- 
ently gladly  welcomed  uh  while  we  were  engaged  in  extending  our 
occupation;  but  as  late  as  last  January  the  people  of  the  southern 
provinces  abandoned  their  property  and  hurried  to  the  mountains  on 
our  approa(;h,  leaving  towns  and  cities  deserted,  so  contideut  were  they 
that  our  soldiers  would  repeat  among  theni  the  infamous  crimes  which 
the  insurgent  Tagalo  press  had  charged  them  with  committing  in  the 
suburbs  or  in  the  proximity  of  Manua. 

In  northern  Luzon,  however,  and  in  other  sections  of  the  islands 
where  the  Tagalo  was  not  supreme  nor  his  newspapers  circulated,  our 
troops  were  received  with  every  manifestation  of  pleasure.  This 
l^reat  dread  of  the  Americ*an  soldier  influenced  the  people  where  it 
pi-evailed  in  giving  adhesion  to  and  supporting  any  form  of  power 
which  could  protect  them  froiii  American  rapacity,  cruelty,  ana  lust. 
In  nearly  every  instance  they  returned  to  their  homes  so  soon  as  they 
could  ascertain  that  their  lives  would  not  l)e  endangerexi  thereby  and 
were  eager  to  I'ecommence  their  trade  and  agricultunil  pursuits  and 
receive  the  benefits  of  some  fonn  of  police  control  whereby  they 
would  be  protected  from  the  impre^ssment  of  guei'rilla  organizations 
and  the  robberies  of  l>ands  of  laarones.  With  the  destruction  of  the 
insurgent  army  and  our  rapidly  increasing  field  of  oix'upation,  the 
necessity  of  creating  or  resurrecting  municipal  and  j)rovincial  govern- 
ment became  urgent. 

Upoa  the  conhimation  of  the  Paris  treat}'  Spain  had  hastily  with- 
drawn all  departments  of  civil  and  military  control  throughout  the 
islands.  Manila,  th(»  capital,  we  had  governed  since  its  surrender  in 
August,  1898,  and  this  gave  us  a  great  advantage  by  enabling  us  to  ac- 
(juire  a  knowledge  of  tne  late  political  situation  and  the  means  which 
had  been  employed  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  island  colony;  also  to 
deliberate  upon  and  formulate  practical  methods  for  a  temporary 
military  government  when  the  time  for  enforcing  it  should  arrive. 
The  judiciary,  former  municipiil  and  provincial  conditions,  the  requi- 
sites of  commerce  and  internal  trade,  immigration  and  international 
interests  and  demands,  public  revenues  and  exi)enditures,  peculiar 
social  questions  involving  domestic  relations  and  educational  privileges, 
and  property  tenure,  were  the  most  important  problems  presented. 
The  SpanisH  law  must  he  applied  until  Congress  could  direct  other 
rules  of  procedure,  but  application  in  many  particulars  was  impossible 
under  the  changed  political  relations,  and  quite  essential  modifacations 
l)e(;ame  necessary.  The  people,  too,  knew  nothing  of  public  law  or 
measures  of  political  or  domestic  control  and  guidance  except  what 
they  had  learned  of  Spanish  regulations  and  meth<xls,  and  many  of 
these  had  given  occasion  for  rebellion.  It  was  not  policy  therefore  to 
put  in  force  the  more  objectionable  of  their  features  whether  of  theory 
or  practice,  nor,  if  the  aid  of  the  natives  was  deemed  essential,  could 
the  general  political  machinery  employed  ))e  dispensed  with. 

Early  in  1899  the  speedy  reesUiblishment  of  the  judiciary  was  deter- 
mined upon.  With  the  indisix^nsable  assistance  of  Judge  Arellano  (a 
native  oi  the  islands,  a  profound  lawyer,  and  probably  the  best-iM)sted 
man  living,  whether  Filipino  or  Spaniard,  in  Spanish  political  coloniiJ 
history — at  least,  in  so  far  as  the  Philippines  are  concerned),  a  supreme 
court  for  the  islands  and  suJx)rdinate  courts  for  the  city  of  Manila 
were  established  on  May  29.  The  tirst-m(»ntioned  consisted  of  9  mem- 
liers — 6  Filipino  lawyers  domiciled  in  Luzon,  Panay,  and  Ce))u,  and  3 
officers  of  the  army,^  who  had  been  duly  admitted  to  the  practice  of 
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law  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  orders  re-creating  these 
courts,  announcing  their  personnel,  and  appointing  the  necessary  assist- 
ant officials  were  set  out  in  my  former  report.  A  mass  of  unfinished 
business,  both  civil  and  criminal,  was  left  by  the  Spanish  judges.  To 
this  the  supreme  court  applied  itself  assiduously  and  cleared  up  all  the 
cases  which  could  properly  come  before  it  under  the  tern\s  of  tne  Paris 
Treaty  within  a  few  months.  Formerly  appeals  could  be  taken  from 
it  to  the  court  of  last  resort  sitting  in  Madrid,  but  that  proceeding  being 
now  impossible  its  decisions  were  declared  to  be  final  and  conclusive. 
The  courts  of  the  first  instance  exercised  original  and  certain  appel- 
late jurisdiction,  usually  within  the  }>oundaries  of  political  provinces; 
that  is,  the  judicial  district  of  such  a  court  was  generally  limited  by 
province  boundaries.  The  densely  populated  province  of  Manila  had 
oeen  divided  previously  into  four  judicial  districts,  and  we  continued 
that  division.  Hence  a  court  for  each  district  was  duly  appointed, 
also  a  justices'  court,  and  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  justice 
of  the  peace  in  each  district  was  made  coextensive  with  that  of  a 
court  of  the  first  instance.  But  the  jurisdiction  of  every  civil  court 
thus  constituted  was  not  pennitted  to  extend  to  or  include  oflFenses 
committed  by  either  citizens  of  or  persons  sojourning  within  the 
Philippine  Islands  which  were  prejudicial  to  military  administration 
and  discipline,  except  by  authority  specially  conferrea  by  the  military 
governor.  In  that  class  of  cases  jurisdiction  remained  in  the  provost 
(*ourts,  courts-martial,  or  military  commissions,  and  the  punishing 
power  of  the  superior  provost  court  was  extended  to  enable  it  to  deiu 

I)roperly  with  cas(»s  of  fraud  involving  the  public  revenue.     The  col- 
ection  of  court  records,  judgment  rolls,  and  papers  connected  with 
unfinished  cases,  both  civil  and  criminal,  was  attended  with  great  labor. 
In  some  instances  important  documents  and  court  orders  were  found     . 
to  be  missing,  which  have  not* yet  been  recovered. 

Very  slight  modifications  were  made  at  the  time  in  former  prevailing  "2 
rules  of  court  procedure  or  practice.     A  new  notarial  law  was  promul-    - 
gated  and  put  m  openition,  and  regulations  were  published  governing  ^ 
the  examinations  and  admissions  to  the  bar  of  attorneys,  among  whom -^ 
resident  United   States   citizens   of   good  character  wei^e   included. 
Foreign  residents,  and  some  of  our  own  good  people  who  had  lately — 
arrived  in  the  islands,  harshly  criticised  the  action  which  had  teen- 
taken  in  appointing  and  making  them  amenable  to  what  they  termed^ 
a  native  court,  and  United  States  lawyers,  who  proposed  to  pursue 
their  profession   in  Manila,  condemned  the  reestablishment  of  the 
intricate  and  to  them  unknown  court  practice  of  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment.     No   friction   ensued   in   the  supreme  court.     An  American 
citizen  charged  with  an  offense  amounting  nearly  to  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  when  called  upon  to  respond  to  the  summons  of  the  court  of  the 
first  instance,  denied  its  jurisdiction  and  appc»aled  to  the  military  gov- 
ernor for  protection  on  the  plea  that  the  proceeding  instituted  against 
him  ''was  prejudicial  to  military  adminivStration  and  discipline."    The 
court  was  sustained  and  he  was  compelled  to  answer.     Some  friction 
resulted  from  the  attempts  of  the  minor  courts  to  execute  process 
through  certain  of  our  officers  exercising  public  civil  functions  in 
accordance  with  the  former  Spanish  custom,  out  all  difficulties  of  this 
chamcter  were  happily  adjusted.     The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  these 
civil  courts  could  not  be  any  more  widely  extended  until  additional 
territory    was   acq^uired   by   driving  out  the   insurgent  troops  and 
securing  a  supervisory  charge  of  the  inhabitants.     At  the  cities  of 
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oilo  and  Cebu,  which  were  surrounded  by  an  active  enemy  who  con- 
antly  opposed  us,  the  business  complications  of  the  communities 
quired  judicial  determination  of  opposing  individual  interests.  To 
eet  the  necessity  the  following  instructions  were  issued:

The  provost  courts  named  will  take  cof^izance  only  of  such  civil  causes  as  are 
errea  to  them  for  trial  by  the  authority  appointing  them  or  the  suc^cessor  to  that 
thority,  aii<l  their  decrees  and  judgments,  wnen  approved  by  that  authority,  shall 
final;  and  no  civil  cause  shall  Ik*  so  refemnl  in  wliich  the  demand,  exclusive  of 
«n.vt,  or  the  value  of  the  property  in  controversy,  exceeds  five  thousand  Mexican 
llar». 

Provost  courts  shall  promptly  report  to  these  headquarters,  thnmgh  rej^ular  chan-

Under  Spanish  rule  certain  classes  of  offense^}  charged  against 
citizens  were  triable  only  by  military  tribunals,  and  certain  of  these 
the  civil  courts  were  now  airected  to  determine,  although  crimes  of 
the  nature  of  a  conspiracy  affecting  the  safety  or  integrity  of  the 
Government  were  retained  within  the  sole  jurisdiction  of  our  military 
courts.     The  following  orders  indicate  the  action  taken: 

I.  The  oniinary  civil  courts  are  hereby  declared  competent  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  class  of  offenst^  specifie<l  in  rule  12,  article  53,  of  the  Reformed  Compilation  of 
Provisions  of  Spanish  Taw  as  to  criminal  procedure,  under  their  usual  proceflure  as  to 
jurisdiction  an<i  appeal,  excepting  only  such  of  these  offenses  as  are,  under  prtivisions 
of  laws  of  the  United  States,  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  its  military  or  naval  cH:>urts- 
martial,  or  are  re^served  by  the  militarv  authorities  for  trial  by  other  military'  tribu- 
nals; the  said  ruh^  12,  article  53,  being  hereby  revoked. 

II.  Offenses  of  tlie  class  named  committed  prior  to  the  date  of  this  onier  and  now 
awaiting  trial,  in  res|)ect  of  which  the  said  civil  courts,  both  in  the  first  and  se<*ond 
instance,  have  declared  themselves  without  jurisdiction  under  said  rule  12,  will  l)e 
returne<l  to  said  courts  that  they  may  take  cognizance  of  the  same  and  render 
judgment  thereon. 

The  people  complained  of  the  existing  Spanish  law  regarding  mat- 
rimony, efespecially  of  the  great  expense  mcurred  in  securing  the 
solemnization  of  the  marriage  ceremony,  or,  in  fact,  the  validity  of 
the  marriage  contmct.  This  attendant  expense^  they  asserted,  had 
influenced  c()ncu})inage,  or  an  illegal  marriage  copartnership,  which 
prevailed  extensively  throughout  the  islands,  to  the  detriment  of 
morals  and  the  insecurity  of  property  descent.  In  December,  1899,  a 
law  was  promulgated  on  the  subject,  quite  radical  in  some  of  its  fea- 
tures compared  with  former  legal  requirements,  and  defining  the  duties 
of  civil  courts  on  questions  arising  from  this  domestic  relation  for 
authoritative  disposition.  The  impoilance  of  the  proceeding  and  the 
criticisms  it  has  received  from  bpanish  members  of  the  religious 
orders  still  domiciled  in  the  Philippines  make  it  advisable  to  present 
the  orders  publishing  the  law  in  their  entirety.     They  are  as  follows:

8kc.  111.  A  subsecjuent  marriage  contracte<l  by  any  jhtsou  during  the  life  of  a  f( »nner 
huHband  or  wife  of  such  iH»rson,  with  any  person  otluT  than  such  former  hn^lland  or 
wii(r,  is  illegal  and  void  from  the  l>eginning,  unless: 
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1.  The  former  inamagc  has  )xH»n  annullcfl  or  disfiolvenl. 

2.  UnlesH  such  former  husband  or  wife?  was  a])Hent  an<l  not  known  to  such  per>vm 
to  l>e  living  for  the  space  of  seven  succew^ive  years  inime<liatply  precetHnjj;  sucn  sub- 
fr^equent  marriage,  or  was  generally  reputed  and  waa  believiKi  by  such  jierson  to  be 
dead  at  the  time  that  such  subsequent  marriage  wa^  contracted;  in  either  of  which 
<*iu=es  the  8ub8e(|uent  marriage  is  valid  until  its  nullity  is  adjudged  by  a  competent 
tribunal. 

Sec.  IV.  All  marriages  contracte<l  without  these  islands  which  would  be  valid  ])y 
;  lie  laws  of  the  country  in  which  the  same  were  contracted  are  valid  in  these  i.«lands. 

Shx'.  V.  jVIarriage  may  l>e  solemnize*!  by  either  a  ju<lge  or  any  court  inferior  to  the 
npivme  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  priest  or  minister  of  the  gospel  of  any 
«iiMiomination. 

Sec.  VI.  No  particular  fonn  for  the  ceremony  of  the  marriage  is  re<]uired,  but  the 
}>artie8  must  declare,  in  the  presence  of  the  person  solemnizing  the  marriage,  that 
they  take  each  other  as  hus>)and  and  wife. 

Six'.  VII.  The  person  solemnizing  a  marriage  must  make  and  sign  a  certilicate 
showing: 

1.  The  rt»al  an<l  full  names  of  the  parties  and  their  places  of  residence. 

2.  Their  ages. 

3.  The  consent  of  the  father,  mother,  or  guardian,  or  of  one  having  the  charge  of 
such  i)erson,  if  any  such  be  given,  if  the  male  or  female  l)e  under  the  age  of  21.  For 
the  purpose  of  as(;ertainin^  these  facts,  the  person  solemnizing  the  marriage  is 
authorized  to  examine  parties  and  witnt^sses  on  oath  and  receive  affidavits,  and  he 
mu>:t  state  such  facts  in  his  certificate.  The  marriage  shall  not  Ik»  j>erfonned  in  case 
of  nonage  unless  the  consent  hereinbefore  require<i  shall  Ik*  personally  given  by  the 
narcnt  or  guardian  or  j)ers<jn  having  charge  of  the  infant,  or  certifie<l  in  writing' over 
his  or  her  signature,  attested  by  two  or  more  subscribing  witnesses,  and  proved  by 
the  oath  oi  one  of  them. 

Sec.  VII  I.  The  i>erson  solemnizing  the  marriage  must,  at  the  request  of  either  party, 
make  a  (notified  copy  of  the  certificate,  and  transmit  the  original  to  or  file  the  same 
w  ith  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  district  within  which  the  marriage  is  celebrated, 
or,  in  default  of  such  official,  the  judge-advocate  or  acting  judge-advocate  of  the 
military  dei>artment  in  which  the  cereuiony  is  holemnized,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  marriage.  The  written  consent  to  the  marriage  of  a  minor  shall  acc(mii)any  such 
certificate.  For  failing  to  transmit  such  certificate  or  written  consent  Ikj  :  hall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $25  and  not  more  than  $50. 

Sfiir.  IX.  No  marriage  heretofore  solemnized  before  any  i>er8on  professing  to  have 
authority  therefor  shall  be  invalid  for  want  of  such  authority  or  on  account  of  any 
informality,  irregularity,  or  omission,  if  it  was  celebrated  with  the  l>elief  of  the 
parties,  or  either  of  them,  that  he  had  authority,  and  that  they  have  l>een  lawfully 
married. 

Sec.  X.  A  marriage  may  be  annulled  for  any  of  the  following  causes,  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  marriage: 

1.  That  the  party  in  whose  behalf  it  is  sought  to  have  the  marriage  annulled  was 
under  the  age  of  legal  consent,  and  such  marriage  was  contracted  without  the  consent 
of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  or  person  having  charge  of  him  or  her,  unlei?s,  after 
attaining  the  age  of  consent,  such  party  for  any  time  freely  cohabited  with  the  other 
as  huelmud  or  wife. 

2.  That  the  former  husband  or  wife  of  either  party  was  living  and  the  marriage 
with  such  former  husband  or  wife  witw  then  in  force. 

3.  That  either  party  was  of  unsound  mind,  unless  such  party,  after  coming  to  rea- 
son, freely  cohabited  with  the  other  as  husband  or  wife. 

4.  That  the  consent  of  either  party  was  obtained  by  fraud,  unless  such  party  after- 
wards, with  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  constituting  the  fraud,  freely  cohabited  with 
the  other  aa  husband  or  wife. 

5.  That  the  consent  of  either  party  was  obtained  by  force,  unless  such  }mrty  after- 
wards freely  cohabited  with  the  other  as  husband  or  wife. 

6.  That  either  party  was  at  the  time  of  marriage  physically  incaj)al>le  of  entering 
into  the  married  state,  and  such  incapacity  continues  and  a})i)ears  to  Ix'  incurable. 

Sbc.  XI.  The  action  to  obtain  a  decree  of  nullity  of  marriage  for  causes  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  section  must  be  commenced  within  the  periods  and  by  the  parties 
as  follows; 

1.  For  causes  mentioned  in  subdivision  1 :  Bv  the  party  to  the  marriage  who  was 
married  under  the  age  of  legal  consent,  within  four  years' after  arriving  at  the  age  of 
consent,  or  by  a  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  nonaged 
male  or  female  at  any  time  before  such  married  minor  has  arrived  at  the  age  of  legal 
consent 
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2.  For  causes  mentioned  in  subdivision  2:  By  either  party  during  the  life  of  the 
other  or  by  such  former  husl)and  or  wife. 

3.  For  causert  mentione<l  in  sulKiivision  3:  By  the  party  injured  or  relative  or 
guardian  of  the  party  of  unsound  mind  at  anv  time  before  the  death  of  either  party. 

4.  For  causes  mentioneil  in  sulxlivinion  4:  fey  the  party  injured,  within  four  years 
after  the  discovery  of  the  facts  constituting  the  fraud.

I'he  labor  of  effecting  it  was  soon  entered  upon  bv  members  of  the 
supreme  court,  especially  the  chief  justice  and  his  American  associ- 
ates, who  were  ably  assisted  bv  the  attorney -genenil.     Under  Spanish 
methods  the  prisoner  chargecT  with  crime  had  slight  opportunity  to 
make  intelligent  defense,  and  little  liberty  of  action  or  decision  while 
undergoing  prosecution,  which  the  laws  permitting  delays  might  extend 
almost  indennitely.     The  native  representatives  of  the  court  were  very 
desirous  to  introduce,  as  speedily  as  possil)le,  tin*  privileges  accorded 
by  United  States  laws  to  its  citizens  until  judicially  pronounced  guiltv, 
and  worked  earnestly  to  accomplish  it,  while  still  retaining  inta(^t  the 
laws  defining  and  prescribing  punishments  for  the  ccmimission  of  pul)- 
lic  offenses.

All  public  offenses  triable  in  courts  of  iin*t  instance  or  in  courts  of  similar 
jurisdiction,  now  establishe<i  or  that  hert^after  may  l)e  esta})liHhed,  must  be  prose- 
cuted by  complaint  or  infonnation. 

Sec.  4.  A  com])laint  is  a  sworn  written  statement  ma<le  to  u  court  or  magistrate 
that  a  person  has  been  guilty  of  a  designated  offense. 

Sec.  5.  An  information  is  an  accusation  in  writing  charging  a  person  with  a  public 
offense,  presented  and  signed  by  the  prcmiotor  fiscal  or  his  deputy  and  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  court. 

Sec.  6.  A  complaint  or  information  is  sufficient  if  it  shows: 

1.  The  name  of  the  defendant,  or,  if  his  name  can  not  ha  discovered,  that  he  is 
described  under  a  fictitious  name,  with  a  statement  that  his  true  name  is  unknown 
to  the  informant  or  oflTicial  signing  tlie  same.  His  tnie  name  may  Iw  inserted  at  any 
stage  of  the  protreedings  instituted  against  him,  whenever  ascertained. 

2.  The  designation  of  the  crime  or  public  offens<»  charged. 

3.  The  acta  or  omission  complained  of  as  constituting  the  crime  or  public  offense 
in  ordinary  and  concise  language,  without  repetition,  not  necessarily  in  the  words  of 
the  statute,  but  in  such  form  as  to  enable  a  person  of  common  understanding  to 
know  what  is  intended  and  the  court  to  pronounce  jud^ent  according  to  right. 

4.  That  the  offense  was  committed  within  tlie  jurisdiction  of  the  court  and  is 
triable  therein. 
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5.  The  naine8  <»f  the  i)ersoiiH  a^^inst  whom,  or  against  whose  pnijierty,  the  offt 
was  committed,  if  known. 

Sbc.  7.  Except  when  time  is  a  material  ingredient  of  an  offense,  the  precifie  tz^  ^Oie 
of  commisBion  need  not  be  stated  in  a  complaint  or  information,  but  the  act  ma^^'^ 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  at  any  time  lx»fore  the  filing  thereof.

8ec.  9.  The  infonnation  or  complaint  may  be  amended  in  substance  or  form,  with- 
out leave  of  court,  at  any  time  before  the  defendant  pleads;  and  thereafter,  during 
the  trial,  as  to  all  matters  of  form,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  when  the  same  can 
l)e  done  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  defendant. 

Sec.  10.  No  information  or  complaint  is  insufficient^  nor  can  the  trial,  judgment, 
or  other  proceeding  be  affecteil  by  reason  of  a  defect  m  matter  of  form  which  does 
not  tend  to  prejudice  a  substantial  right  of  the  defendant  upon  the  merits. 

Skc.  11.  a  complaint  or  information  must  charge  but  one  offense,  except  only  in 
those  cases  in  which  existing  laws  prescribe  a  single  punishment  for  various  allied 
offenses. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  making  complaint  charging  the  commission  of  a  crime  or 
public  offense  rnust  inform  the  magistrate  of  all  persons  whom  he  believes  to  have 
any  knowled^  of  its  commission;  and  the  magistrate  shall  issue  subpoenas  for  such 
persons,  requiring  them  to  attend  at  a  s])ecified  time  and  place  as  witnesses. 

Sec.  13.  When  a  com])laint  or  infonnation  alleging  the  commission  of  a  crime  is 
laid  before  a  magistrate,  he  must  examine,  on  oath,  the  informant  or  prosecutor  and 
the  witnesses  produced,  and  take  their  de])ositions  in  writing,  causing  them  to  be 
subscrilxjd  by  the  parties  making  them.  If  the  magistrate  be  satisfied  from  the 
investigation  that  the  crime  complained  of  has  been  committed,  and  that  there  is 
reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  the  party  charged  has  committed  it,  he  must  iasue 
.an  order  for  his  arrest.  If  the  offense  r>e  bailable,  and  the  defendant  offer  a  sufficient 
security,  he  shall  lx>  admitted  to  l>ail;  otherwise  he  shall  be  (committed  to  prison. 

Sec.  14.  If  the  majjistrate  shall  l^elieve  from  the  evidence  submitted,  either  that 
the  crime  complainetl  of  was  not  committed,  or  that,  if  committed,  the  person  charged 
did  not  commit  it,  he  must  set  the  person  at  liberty;  but  such  release  shall  not  pre- 
vent the  filing  of  a  new  complaint  or  information  and  the  arrest  of  the  accused 
thereon  at  any  time  l)efore  the  prosecution  of  the  offense  shall  be  barred  by  the 
statute.  In  case  the  promotor  fiscal  may  appeal  from  the  order  of  release,  the  judge 
shall  subject  the  accused  to  such  inspection  and  measures  of  vigilance  as  may  be 
deemed  pnident  to  prevent  his  escape.

Sec.  15.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  defendant  shall  be  entitleil —

8.  To  testify  as  a  witness  in  his  own  behalf;  but  if  a  defendant  offers  himself  as  a 
witness  he  may  be  cross-examined  as  any  other  witness.

Where  the  tev<»timony  of  a  witna«s  for  the  prosecution  has  previously  been 
taken  down  by  question  and  answer  in  the  i>res<»nce  of  the  accused  or  his  counsel, 
the  defense  having  had  an  opportunity  to  cross-examine  the  witness,  the  deposition 
of  the  latter  may  be  read,  upon  satisfactory  proof  to  the  court  that  he  is  dead  or 
insane,  or  can  not  with  due  diligence  be  found  on  the  islands. 
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6.  To  have  compulsory  protn^HH  iflsiic  f<.>r  nhtaining  witncHHeH  in  hiH  own  favor. 

7.  To  have  a  speedy  aiia  public  trial. 

8.  To  have  the  right  of  appeal  in  all  cafleH. 

ARRA1(}NMENT   AM)  COUNSEL. 

Sec.  16.  When  a  complaint  or  information  shall  have  been  file<l  the  defendant 
must  ])i*  arraigned  thereon  before  the  court  in  which  it  ih  filed,  unlesH  the  clause  shall 
have  Ijeen  transferred  elsewhere  for  trial.  If  the  charge  is  for  a  felony  (delito),  the 
defendant  must  be  personally  present  at  the  arraignment;  but  if  for  a  misdemeanor 
(falta),  he  mav  appear  by  counsel . 

Sec.  17.  If  the  defendant  appears  without  counsel,  he  must  be  informed  by  the 
court  that  it  is  his  right  to  have  counsel  before  being  arraigned,  and  must  be  asked 
if  he  desires  the  aid  of  counsel.  If  he  <lesires  and  is  unable  to  emplov  counsel,  the 
court  mtist  assign  coimsel  to  defend  him.  A  reasonable  time  nmst  be  allowed  for 
procuring  counsel. 

Sec.  18.  The  arraignment  must  be  made  by  the  court  or  clerk,  and  shall  consist  in 
reading  the  complaint  or  infonnatioii  to  the  defendant  and  delivering  to  him  a  copy 
thereof,  including  a  list  of  witnesses,  and  asking  him  whether  he  pleads  guilty  or  not 
guilty  as  charged.  The  ]>rosecution  may  call  at  the  trial  other  witnesses  than  those 
nameil  in  the  complaint  or  information. 

nKMCKREHK    AND    PLEAS. 

Sbc.  19.  If,  on  the  arraignment,  the  <lefendant  requires  it,  he  nmst  be  allowefl  a 
reasonable  time,  not  less  than  one  day,  to  answer  the  complaint  or  information. 
He  may,  in  his  answer  to  the  arraignment,  demur  or  plearl  to  the  complaint  or 
information. 

Sec.  20.  Both  demurrer  and  j)lea  must  bt»  submitted  in  open  court,  either  at 
the  arraignment  or  at  such  c»ther  time  as  may  l)e  allowed  to  the  defendant  for  the 
purpose. 

Sec.  21.  The  defendant  may  denmr  to  the  c^omplaint  or  infonnation  when  it 
appears  on  the  face  thereof: 

1.  That  the  offense  charged  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

2.  That  it  <l(x^  not  conform  substantially  to  the  j)rescrilxKi  form. 

3.  That  more  than  one  offense  is  chaiTge<l;  exwpt  onlv  in  those  cases  in  which 
existing  laws  prescril)e  a  single  punishment  for  various  allie<l  offenses. 

4.  That  the  facts  charged  do  not  constitute  a  public  offense. 

5.  That  it  contains  averments  which,  if  true,  would  constitute  a  legal  justification 
or  excuse. 

,  Sbc.  22.  In  courts  of  first  instance  or  of  like  jurisdiction,  the  demurrer  must  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  defendant  or  his  counsel,  and  must  distinctly  set  forth 
the  grounds  of  objection,  or  it  shall  be  disreganle<i.  The  formal  demurrer  shall  be 
accompanied  by  such  arguments  in  writing  as  the  defense  may  desire  to  submit  to 
sustain  it.  Within  three  ^lays  after  the  filing  of  a  demurrer  the  promotor  fiscal  must 
file  his  answer  thereto  in  writing.  The  judgment  of  the  (U)urt,  either  allowing  or 
disallowing  it,  must  be  in  writing  and  shall  )ye  filed  with  the  pai^ers  in  the  case  within 
three  days  after  the  demurrer  is  heard. 

Sbc.  23.  If  the  demuirer  is  sustained,  the  judgment  shall  be  final  on  the  complaint 
or  information  demurred  to,  and  it  shall  be  a  bar  to  another  prosecution  for  the  same 
offense  unless  the  court  delivering  judgment  was  without  jurisdiction,  or  unless  the 
court,  beinjf  of  opinion  that  the  (Objection  may  be  avoided,  directs  a  new  complaint 
or  information  to  be  filed.  If  the  court  does  not  direct  that  the  accuseil  l>e  remand^ 
to  a  court  of  proper  jurisdiction  for  trial  or  that  a  new  information  be  filed,  the 
defendimt  must  l^e  dlncliarged  or  his  bail  be  exonerated. 

Sbc.  24.  Should  the  demurrer  be  disallowe<i,  the  court  must  require  the  defendant 
to  plead.    If  he  refuses,  a  plea  of  not  jfuilty  shall  be  entereil  for  him. 

There  are  four  kinds  of  pleas  to  an  information  or  complaint:  (1)  Guilty;  (2)  not 
guilty;  (3)  a  fonner  judgment  of  conviction  or  acquittal  of  the  offense  chargeil,  which 
may  be  pleaded  either  with  or  without  the  plea  of  not  guilty;  (4)  once  in  jeopardy, 
which  may  be  pleaded  with  or  without  the  plea  of  not  guilty. 

The  plea  must  be  oral,  and  a  minute  thereof  in  writing  filed  with  the  papers  in  the 


Sbc.  25.  A  plea  of  guilty  can  be  put  in  only  by  the  defendant  himself  in  open  court 
The  court  may  at  any  time  before  judgment  upon  a  plea  of  guilty  permit  it  to  be  with- 
drawn and  a  plea  of  not  guilty  substituted. 

Sbc.  26.  When  a  defendant  shall  have  been  convicted  or  acquitted  or  once  placed 
in  jeopardy  upon  an  information  or  complaint,  the  conviction,  acquittal,  or  jeopardy 
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nhall  Ik>  a  bar  to  another  information  or  indictment  for  the  offonsH*  charged,  or  for 
an  attiMnpt  to  commit  the  same,  or  for  a  frustration  thereof,  or  f<>r  any  offense  ne<*e5?- 
Barily  therein  included  of  which  he  might  have  been  convicted  under  pucli  complaint 
or  information. 

SEt\  27.  If  the  defendant  flhall  have  been  formerly  acquitted  on  the  j^round  of  vari- 
ance between  the  compfaint  or  information  and  the  proof,  or  if  the  comj)laint  or  infor- 
mation shall  have  been  dismisBed  upon  objection  to  its  form  or  substance  or  in  onier 
to  hold  the  defendant  for  a  higher  offense  without  a  judgment  of  acquittal,  it  shall 
not  be  considered  an  acquittal  of  the  same  offense. 

Sec.  28.  A  i)er8on  can  not  be  trie<i  for  an  offense,  nor  for  anv  attempt  to  commit 
the  same  or  frustration  thereof,  for  which  he  ha*j  been  previously  brought  to  trial  in 
a  court  of  (competent  jurisdiction,  upon  a  valid  complaint  or  infcrmatiou  or  other 
formal  charge  sufiicient  in  form  and  substance  to  sustain  a  conviction,  after  issue 
properly  joined,  when  the  case  is  dismissed  or  otherwise  terminated  before  judg- 
ment without  the  consent  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  29.  The  court  may  find  the  defendant  guilty  of  any  offense,  or  of  any  frus- 
trated or  attempted  offense,  the  commission  of  which  is  necessarily  included' in  the 
charge  in  the  complaint  or  infonnation. 

Sbc.  30.  After  his  pl(;a  the  defendant  shall  he  entitle*!,  on  demand,  to  at  lea^t  two 
days  in  which  to  prepare  for  trial. 

THE   TRIAL. 

Sec.  31.  The  plea  of  not  guilty  having  l.)een  entere<l,  the  trial  must  proct»ed  in  the 
following  order: 

1.  The  counsel  for  the  United  States  must  offer  evidence  in  support  of  the  charges. 

2.  The  defendant  or  his  counsel  may  offer  evidence  in  support  of  the  defense. 

3.  The  parties  may  then,  respectively,  offer  rebutting  testimonv,  but  rebutting 
testimony  only,  unless  the  court,  in  furtherance  of  justice,  pennit  them  to  offer  new 
and  additional  evidence  bearing  upon  the  main  issue  in  question. 

4.  When  the  introiluction  of  testimony  shall  have  been  concluded,  unless  the  case 
is  submitted  to  the  court  without  argument,  the  coimsel  for  the  United  States  must 
open  the  argument,  the  counsel  for  the  defense  must  follow,  and  the  counsel  for  the 
Lnited  States  may  conclude  the  same.  The  arguments  by  either  counsel  may  be 
oral  or  written,  or  i)artly  oral  and  partly  written,  but  only  the  written  alignments, 
or  such  portions  of  the  same  as  may  be  m  writing,  shall  be  preserved  in  the  records 
of  the  case. 

Sec.  32.  In  courts  of  first  instance  or  of  similar  jurisdiction,  each  witness  must 
be  duly  sworn  and  his  testimony  reduced  to  writing  as  a  deposition  by  the  court  or 
under  its  direction.  The  deposition  must  state  the  name,  residence,  and  occupation 
of  the  witness.  It  must  contain  all  questions  put  to  the  witness  and  his  answers 
thereto.  If  a  question  put  is  objected  to  and  the  objection  be  either  overruled  or 
sustained,  the  fact  of  objection  and  its  nature  together  with  the  ground  on  wh'ich  it 
shall  have  been  sustained  or  overruled  must  be  stated,  or  if  a  witness  declines  to 
answer  a  question  put,  the  fact  and  the  proceedings  taken  thereon  shall  be  entered 
in  the  record.  The  deposition  must  be  read  to  the  witness  and  made  to  conform  to 
what  he  declarer  to  he  the  truth.  He  must  sign  the  same,  or,  if  he  refuses,  his 
reason  for  such  refusal  must  be  stated.  It  must  ateo  be  signed  by  the  magistrate  and 
certified  by  the  clerk.  In  cases  where  an  ofl^cial  stenographer  is  engaged,  the  testi- 
mony and  proceedings  may  \)e  taken  by  him  in  shortlmna,  and  it  will  not  then  be 
necessary  to  read  the  testimony  to  the  w-itness  nor  for  the  latter  to  sign  the  same; 
but  a  transcript  of  the  recortt  made  by  the  oflBicial  stenographer  and  certified  as 
correct  by  him  shall  be  prima  facie  a  correct  statement  of  such  testimony  and 
proceedings. 

Sec.  33.  When  two  or  more  defendants  are  jointly  chaiged  with  a  felony,  any  one 
of  the  defendants  demanding  it  must  be  tried  separately. 

Sec.  34.  When  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  included  in  the  same  charge,  the 
court,  at  any  time  lx?fore  the  defendants  have  entered  upon  their  defense  or  u}K>n  the 
application  of  the  (XJimsel  of  the  Government,  may  direct  any  defendant  to  lie  dis- 
cnarged,  that  he  may  be  a  witness  for  the  United  States. 

Sec.  35.  When  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  included  in  the  same  charge,  and  the 
court  shall  be  of  opinion  in  respect  to  a  particular  defendant  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
evidence  to  put  him  on  his  defense,  it  must  order  him  to  be  discharged  before  the 
evidence  is  closed,  that  he  may  be  a  witness  for  his  codefendant. 

Sec.  36.  The  order  indicated  in  sections  34  and  36  shall  amoimt  to  an  acquittal  of 
the  defendant  discharged,  and  shall  be  a  bar  to  future  prosecution  for  the  same 
offense.

Sec.  37.  When  it  appears  at  any  time  before  judgment  is  taken  that  a  mistake  has 
b<^n  made  in  charging  the  proper  offense,  the  defendant  must  not  be  discharged  if 
there  appear  to  be  goocl  cause  to  detain  him  in  custody,  but  the  court  must  commit 
him  to  answer  the  proper  offense,  and  may  also  require  the  witnesses  to  give  bail  for 
their  apjHjarance  at  the  trial. 

Sec.  38.  If  the  promotor  fiscal  or  his  deputy  fails  to  be  present  at  the  trial,  the 
court  must  appoint  some  attorney  at  law  to  perform  the  duties  of  prosecutor  at  the 
trial. 

Sec.  39.  While  a  witness  shall  be  under  examination,  the  magistrate  may  exclude 
all  witnesses  who  have  not  testified.  He  may  also  cause. witnesses  to  l)e  kept  separate, 
and  to  Ix^  prevented  from  conversing  with  one  another  until  all  shall  have  been 
examinexl. 

Sec.  40.  The  court  must  also,  ujx)n  the  request  of  the  defendant,  exclude  frcjm  the 
trial  every  person  except  the  officers  of  the  court  and  the  attorneys  for  the  prosecu- 
tion and  defence. 

Sec.  41.  The  defendant  must  })e  personally  present  at  the  time  of  pronouncing  judg- 
ment, if  the  conviction  is  f(^r  a  fejony;  if  for  a  misdemeanor,  the  judgment  may  he 
pronounced  in  his  absence. 

reopening  ok  the  trial. 

Sec.  42.  At  any  time  l)efore  the  final  entry  of  a  judgment  for  conviction  the  defend- 
ant mav  move,  either  in  the  court  in  wliich  the  trial  was  had  or  on  appeal  to  a  higher 
court,  for  a  reoiHMiing  of  the  case  upon  the  ground  of  newly  discovered  evidence 
material  to  his  defense.  The  motion  nmst  be  ma<le  to  the  court  which  pronounced 
sentence,  or  to  the  appellate  court  if  the  case  shall  have  bcren  appealed,  and  must  be 
made  in  writing  and  be  supporte<l  by  the  affidavits  of  the  witnesses  by  whom  such 
evidence  is  exi)ected  to  l)e  larivcm,  or  by  duly  authenticatetl  copies  of  documents  which 
it  is  proposes]  to  introduce  in  evidencte.  W  ithin  a  like  period  after  conviction  a  case 
may  \)e  re<jpeneil  on  account  of  errors  of  law  committtMl  at  the  trial.  The  motion 
must  be  in  writinjjj  and  imiaX  set  forth  the  errors  alleged  to  have  been  committed.  In 
courts  of  higher  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  the  court  on  such  motions  shall  be  in 
writing,  ana  together  with  the  motion  and  affidavit,  shall  Ixi  attached  to  the  papers 
in  the  case,  and  anv  evidence  admitte<l  must  be  taken  and  recorded  as  upon  the 
original  hearing.  The  new  hearing,  if  allowed,  shall  take  place  in  the  court  of  orig- 
inal jurisdiction. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  43.  From  all  final  judgments  of  the  court*^  of  lirst  instance  or  courts  of  similar 
jurisdiction,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  the  law  now  provides  for  appeals  from  said 
courts,  an  appeal  may  l)e  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  as  hereinaiter  prescribed. 
Appeals  shall  also  lie  from  the  final  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  criminal 
cases  to  the  courts  of  the  next  8Ui)erior  grade,  and  the  decisions  of  tne  latter  thereon 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  except  in  cases  involving  tlie  validity  or  constitution- 
ality of  a  statute,  wherein  api>cal  may  })e  made  to  the  Supreme  Cburt. 

Sec.  44.  Plither  party  may  appeal  from  a  final  judjrnicnt,  or  from  an  order  made 
after  judgment  affecting  the  substantial  rights  of  the  appellant,  or  in  any  case  now 
permitted  by  law.  The  United  States  may  also  appeal  from  a  ju<l<:merit  for  the 
defendant  rendered  on  a  demurrer  to  an  information  or  coini>laint,  and  from  an  order 
dismissing  a  complaint  or  infonnation. 

Sec.  45.  An  ai)peal  shall  be  taken  by  filing  with  tlie  clerk  of  the  court  in  which 
the  judgment  or  onier  was  rendered,  or  with  such  court,  a  notice  stating  the  appeal, 
and  by  serving  a  copy  thereof  upon  the  adverse  party  or  his  attorney. 

Sec.  46.  If  i)ersonal  service  of  the  copy  of  the  notit'e  of  api)eal  c^n  not  })e  made,  the 
court  may  order  the  publiciition  of  the  notice  in  some  newspaixr  having  general  cir- 
culation in  the  vicinity  at  \vA.»t  once  each  week  for  a  i>eno(l  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  and  such  publication  shall  }>e  deemed  equivalent  to  personal  service. 

Sec.  47.  An  apj)eal  must  be  taken  within  fifteen  days  from  the  rendition  of  the 
judgment  or  order  appealed  from. 

Sec.  48.  Upon  an  appeal  Ix'ing  taken,  the  clerk  or  judge  of  the  court  with  whom 
the  notice  of  appeal  shall  have  Ikjc  i  filed,  must,  within  five  days  after  the  filing  of 
the  notice,  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken  the  com- 
plete record  in  the  case  together,  with  the  notice  of  the  appeal,  but  upon  apiKials  from 
justiceB*  courts  a  transcript  of  the  papers  and  entries  in  the  do<"ket  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  court  to  which  the  appeal  is  tiiken. 

Sec.  49.  When  sevenil  defendants  are  trietl  jointly,  anv  one  or  more  of  them  may 
make  an  appeal;  but  those  who  do  not  join  in  the  ap}H»al  sliall  not  Ix' affected  thereby. 
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RECORDS  OF  TRIALS. 

Sec.  50.  It  shall  not  be  necessaij  to  forward  to  the  supreme  court  the  record^ 
any  part  thereof,  of  any  case  in  which  there  shall  have  l)een  an  acquittal,  or  in  wh. 
the  sentence  imposed  aoes  not  exceed  confinement  in  prison  for  one  year,  or  a  fim 
250  pesos,  exclusive  of  costs,  unless  such  case  shall  have  been  daly  appealed, 
such  sentences  shall  be  executed  upon  the  order  of  the  court  in  which  the  trial 
had.    The  record  of  all  cases  in  which  the  death  penalty,  or  imprisonment  excee(^ 
one  year,  or  a  fine  exceeding  250  pesos,  exclusive  of  costs  of  trial,  shall  have 
impeded,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  clerk  of  the  criminal  branch  of  the  supreme  cci^ii/f 
within  twenty  dayn,  but  not  earlier  than  fifteen  days,  after  the  rendition  of  the  9C!o. 
tence.    All  cases  involving  sentence  of  death,  or  of  imprisonment  exceeding  six  yesiz^ 
or  of  fine  exceeding  1,250  pesos,  or  in  which  an  appeal  shall  have  been  taken,  akuUI 
be  submitted  to  the  criminal  branch  of  the  supreme  court,  and  shall  thereafter  taire 
the  same  course  as  is  now  provided  by  law.    Cases  forwarded  to  the  supreme  court 
involving  sentences  less  serious  than  those  hereinlwfore  last  mentioned,  and  not 
appealeci,  shall  be  referred  by  the  clerk  to  the  njinisterio  fiscal  for  consideration, 
and  if  the  latter  return  the  same 'concurring  in  the  sentence  imposed,  the  record  shall 
immediately  be  returned  to  the  trial  court  for  execution  of  sentence.     If  the  minia- 
terio  fiscal  shall  not  concur  in  the  sentence,  the  case  shall  be  submitted  to  the  crimi- 
nal branch  of  the  supreme  court,  an<l  shall  thereafter  take  the  same  course  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  when  that  offi(»er  shall  recommend  a  sentence  in  any  respect  more 
severe  than  that  im|)ose<l  by  the  trial  judge;  and  for  the  consideration  of  the  courts 
without  the  necessity  of  a  further  defense  or  hearing,  when  that  officer  recommends 
a  lighter  sentence. 

TKIAI-S    IN    .irsTICKs'    COl'R'rH — AI'PEAI***. 

Sbc.  51.  Proceedings  and  actions  before  a  justice's  court  must  be  commenced  by 
complaint  under  oath  setting  forth  the  offense  chargeii  with  such  particulars  as  to 
time,  place,  person,  and  property  as  to  enable  the  defendant  to  understand  distinctly 
the  character  of  the  offense  charged  and  to  answer  the  complaint. 

Sec.  52.  Every  plea  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  must  \ye  oral  and  entered  in  the 
minutes. 

Sbc.  53.  In  proceedings  before  justices  of  the  i>eace  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  fur 
nish  the  accused  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint  unless  he  demand  the  same,  nor  to 
reduce  the  testimony  or  pnx'eedings  to  writing.  But  each  justice  shall  keep  a  docket 
book  in  which  must  \)e  enU'tvd : 

1.  The  title  of  the  action. 

2.  The  offense  charged. 

3.  The  date  of  arrest. 

4.  The  date  of  trial  with  minute  of  all  a<ljournnients. 

5.  The  plea. 

6.  The  names  and  addresses  of  all  witnesses  sworn  and  examined. 

7.  The  jud^ent  of  the  court. 

8.  An  itemized  statement  of  the  costs. 

9.  The  filing  of  a  notice  of  appeal,  if  the  case  be  appealed. 

Sbc.  54.  All  cases  appealed  rrom  a  justice's  court  shall  be  tried  in  all  respects  anew 
in  the  court  to  which  the  same  are  appealed;  but  on  the  hearing  of  such  appeals  it 
shall  not  bo  necessary,  unless  the  appeal  shall  involve  the  constitutionality  or  legal- 
ity of  a  statute,  that  a  written  record  of  the  proceedings  be  kept;  but  shall  l>e  suffi- 
cient if  the  ap|)ellate  court  keeps  a  docket  of  the  proceedings  in  the  form  prescribed 
in  the  next  prece<ling  section. 

EVIDENCE   AND    PROOF. 

Sbc.  55.  All  persons,  without  exception,  who,  having  organs  of  sense,  can  perceive, 
and  pen^eiving  can  make  known  tlieir  perceptions  to  others,  may  be  witnesses. 
Therefore,  neither  parties  nor  other  persons  who  have  an  interest  in  the  event  of  the 
trial  are  excludetl;  nor  are  those  who  have  l)een  convicted  of  crime;  nor  persons  on 
account  of  their  opinions  on  matters  of  religious  belief;  although  in  every  case  the 
credibility  of  the  witness  may  be  drawn  in  question  bv  the  manner  in  which  he  tes- 
tifies, by  the  character  of  his  testimony,  by  evidence  affecting  his  character  for  truth, 
honeity,  or  integrity,  or  his  motives,  or  by  contradictory  evidence. 

Sec.  56.  A  witness  must  answer  questions  legal  and  pertinent  to  the  matters  at 
issue,  though  his  answer  may  tend  to  establish  a  claim  a^inst  himself;  but  he  need 
not  give  an  answer  which  will  have  a  tendency  to  subjei^t  him  to  punishment  for 
felony;  nor  need  he  give  an  answer  which  will  have  a  direct  tendency  to  degrade  his 
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character,  unless  it  be  to  the  very  ^t  at  issue  or  to  a  fact  from  which  the  ^t  at 
.jBue  would  be  presumed.  But  a  witness  must  answer  to  the  fact  of  his  previous 
conviction  for  felonv. 

Sec.  57.  A  defendant  in  a  criminal  action  shall  be  presumed  to  be  innocent  until 
the  contrarv  is  proved,  and  in  case  of  a  reasonable  doubt  that  his  guilt  is  satisfactorily 
shown  he  shall  oe  entitled  to  an  acquittal. 

Skc.  58.  Except  with  the  consent  of  both,  or  except  in  casen  of  crime  committed 
by  one  against  the  other,  neither  husband  nor  wife  shall  be  a  competent  witness  for 
or  a^inst  the  other  in  a  criminal  action  or  procee<ling  to  which  one  or  both  shall  be 
parties. 

8bc.  59.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  evidence  aflmitted  inu^it  be  relevant  to  the 
UiCt  at  issue,  the  burden  of  proof  of  guilt  shall  be  upon  the  i)rosecution,  and  the  best 
evidence  must  be  produced  of  which  the  case  is  susceptible.  But  copies  of  public 
records  and  documents,  of  papers  lost  or  destroyed,  and  of  writings  ])roperly  admis- 
rible  in  evidence  which  are  in  the  possession  of  the  opposite  pirty  and  have  not  been 
produced  upon  written  request  of  the  party  desiring  to  offer  them,  shall  be  admissible 
in  lieu  of  the  originals. 

8ec.  60.  When  a  defendant  has  been  held  to  answer  for  a  public  offense,  he  may 
upon  application  have  witnesses  conditionally  examined  in  his  behalf  in  manner  as 
hereinafter  shown,  but  not  otherwise.  The  application  must  be  supported  by  affi- 
davit stating:  (1)  The  name  and  residence  of  the  witness  and  that  his  testimony  is 
niaterial  to  the  defense  of  the  action;  (2)  that  the  witness  is  about  to  leave  the  prov- 
ince, or  is  so  sick  or  infirm  as  to  afford  reasonable  grounds  for  apprehending  that  he 
will  not  be  able  to  attend  the  trial. 

Sec.  61.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  examination  is  necessary,  an  order  will  be 
made  directing  that  the  witness  be  examined  at  a  specified  tim&  and  place^  and  that 
a  copy  of  the  order  be  served  on  the  promotqr  fiscal  within  a  given  time  prior  to  that 
fixed  for  the  examination.  The  examination  will  Ix*  taken  l>eforc  the  judge  ordering 
the  same,  or,  if  the  order  be  granted  by  a  court  of  su^wrior  iuriwliction,  before  an 
inferior  tribunal  to  be  designated  in  the  order.  The  examination  shall  ])rf)ceed,  not- 
withstanding the  al>sence  of  the  promotor  fiscal,  if  it  appear  that  he  has  l)een  duly 
notified  of  the  hearing.     The  testimony  shall  l)e  reduce<i  to  writing. 

8bc.  62.  When  the  judge  of  a  court  shall  l>e  satisfieii,  bv  proof  or  oath,  that  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  a  material  witness  on  the  part  of  tne  pn)seinition  will  not 
appear  and  testify  when  required,  he  may  order  the  witness  to  give  bail  in  such  sum 
as  ne  may  deem  proper  for  such  api)earance.  Upon  refusal  to  give  l^ail,  the  court 
must  commit  him  to  prison  until  he  complies  or  is  legally  discharged.  Where,  how- 
ever, it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  that  the  witness  can  not  procure  bail  as  directed 
by  the  order  of  the  court,  ne  may  forthwith  be  conditionally  examined.  Such 
examination  must  be  by  Question  and  answer,  in  the  presence  of  the  defendant,  or 
alter  due  notice  to  attend  the  examination  has  been  served  on  him,  and  will  be  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  as  an  examination  at  the  trial.  His  testimony  taken, 
the  witness  must  thereupon  be  discharged. 

BAIL. 

Sec.  63.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  before  conviction,  except  those  charged 
with  the  commission  of  capital  offenses  when  proof  of  guilt  is  evident  or  the  pre- 
sumption of  guilt  is  strong. 

Sbc.  64.  In  case  of  appeal  after  judgment,  the  defendant  may  be  admitted  to  bail 
pending  action  on  the  appeal:  (1)  As  a  matter  of  right  if  the  appeal  is  from  an 
acquittal  or  from  a  judgment  imposing  a  fine  only;  (2)  as  a  matter  of  judicial  discre- 
tion in  all  other  noncapital  cases. 

8bc.  65.  If  the  offense  is  bailable,  the  defendant  may  be  admitted  to  bail,  before 
conviction,  to  answer  the  complaint  or  information  in  the  court  in  w^hich  it  is  filed 
or  to  whicn  it  may  be  transferred  for  trial;  after  appeal,  upon  application  supported 
b^  an  undertaking  of  bail  that  he  will  pay  such  fine  as  the  appellate  court  may 
direct,  or  will  surrender  himself  in  execution  of  such  judgment  as  the  appellate 
court  may  render,  or  that,  in  case  the  cause  is  remanded  for  a  new  trial,  he  will 
appear  in  the  court  to  which  it  may  be  remanded  and  submit  himself  to  the  orders 
and  processes  thereof. 

Sbc.  66.  When  admission  to  bail  is  a  matter  of  discretion,  the  court  must  require 
that  reasonable  notice  of  the  hearing  of  the  application  for  bail  be  given  to  the  pro- 
motor  fiscal. 

Sbc.  67.  All  personal  bail  bonds  must  be  executed  by  a  written  undertaking  exe- 
cuted by  at  least  two  sufficient  sureties  (with  or  without  the  defendant,  as  the  court 
in  its  discretion  may  demand)  and  duly  acknowledged,  in  substantially  the  follow- 
ing form: 
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**  A  complaint  (or  information)  having  been  filed  on  the day  of ,  19 — , 

in  the  court  of ,  province  of ,  charging  (name  of  defendant]  with  the 

offenflo  of  (designating  it  generally) ,  and  he  ha\ingbeen  admitted  to  bail  m  the  sum 
of pesos; 

**Now,  therefore,  we, and  ,  of ,  jointly  and  severally,  hereby 

undertake  that  the  al)ove  (naming  the  defendant)  will  appear  and  answer  the 
charge  al)ove  mentioned  in  whatever  court  it  may  be  tried,  ana  will  at  all  times  hold 
himst^lf  amenable  to  the  orders  and  proceaj  of  the  court,  and  if  convicted  will  appear 
for  judgment,  and  render  himself  to  the  exei'ution  thereof ;  or  if  he  fails  to  pertorm 

any  <»f  thest^  conditions,  that  he  will  i)av  to  the  United  States  the  sum  of 

pesos  (inserting  the  sum  to  which  the  defendant  shall  be  admitted  to  bail).

Hbc.  68.  The  ntK^essary  qualifications  of  sureties  to  a  bail  bond  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Ea<;h  of  them  nmst  Ihj  a  resident,  householder,  or  freeholder  within  the  islands. 

2.  Each  must  Ije  worth  the  amount  specified  in  the  undertaking  over  and  above  all 
just  debts,  obligations,  and  proiHirty  exempt  from  execution;  but  the  court  may  allow- 
more  than  two  sureties  to  justify  severally  in  amounts  less  than  that  expressed  in  the 
undertaking  if  the  entire  sum  justified  to  is  equivalent  to  the  whole  amount  of  bail 
demanded. 

Skc'.  69.  The  sureties  must  in  all  ceases  justify  by  affidavit  taken  before  the  magis- 
trate, stating  thi^rein  that  they  each  i)ossess  the  qualifications  named  in  the  preced- 
ing section.

Se<'.  71 .  The  defendant  must  be  dischai^geci  by  the  court  upon  its  acceptance  of  bail. 

Se(\  72.  After  a  defendant  shall  have  been  admitted  to  bail  the  court  may,  upon 
good  cause  shown,  either  increase  or  reduce  the  amount  of  the  same.  If  increased, 
the  defendant  tiia\'  l)e  committed  to  custody  unless  he  gives  bail  in  the  increased 
amount  he  is  called  upon  to  furnish.  A  defendant  held  to  answer  on  a  criminal 
charge,  but  who  is  released  without  bail  on  the  filing  of  a  complaint,  may,  at  any 
subsequent  stage  of  the  i)r(K'eeding8,  whenever  it  may  satisfactorily  appear  to  the 
court  that  he  is  the  author  of  the  alleged  crime,  be  required  to  give  bau,  or  in  lieu 
thereof  may  \ye  committed  to  prison. 

Sec.  73.  Bail  u{)on  ap{)eal  must  conform  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in  other  cases 
of  bail,  except  that  the  undertaking  must  be  conditioned  as  prescribed  in  section  65. 

Sec.  74.  At  any  time  after  the  amount  of  bail  is  fixed  by  order,  the  defendant^ 
instead  of  giving  bail,  may  deposit  with  the  nearest  collector  of  internal  revenue  the 
sum  mentioned  in  the  onler,  and,  upon  delivering  to  the  court  a  proper  certificate  of 
the  deposit,  must  be  discharged  from  cu8tod>[.  Money  thus  deposited  shall  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs  for  w- hich  judgment  may  be  given,  and  the  sur- 
plus, if  any,  shall  lie  returned  to  the  defendant. 

Sec.  75.  Tlie  sureties  to  the  bail  bond  may  surrender  the  defendant  at  any  time 
prior  to  forfeiture,  or  he  may  surrender  himself  and  the  bail  be  thus  exoneratCKl. 
An  <mier  of  exoneration  may  be  made  by  the  court  upon  proof  of  surrender  and  after 
due  notice  to  the  promotor  fiscal  of  the  proposed  issuance  of  the  order.  For  the 
purjiose  of  surrendering  the  defendant  the  hail  may  arrest  him,  or  on  written  author- 
ity endorse*!  on  a  (certified  copy  of  the  undertaking  may  cause  him  to  be  arrested  by 
any  police  officer  or  any  other  i>erson  of  suitable  age  aiid  discretion. 

Sec.  76.  If  without  sufficient  cause  the  defendant  neglects  to  appear  for  arraign- 
ment, trial,  or  judgment,  or  neglects  to  appear  on  any  other  occasion  when  his  pres- 
ence may  be  required  in  court,  or  fails  to  surrender  himself  in  execution  or  the 
judgment,  the  court  must  direct  the  fact  of  his  neglect  or  failure  to  be  entered  in 
the  records  of  the  cause,  and  declare  the  undertaking  or  deposit,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  1k^  forfeited.

U 
the  forfeiture  is  not  so  discharged,  the  promotor  fiscal  shall  at  once  proceed  by  action 
against  the  bail  uiM)n  their  midertaking. 

WRIT   OF    HABEAS   (X)RPl-S. 

Sec.  77.  Everv  person  unlawfully  imprisoned  or  restrained  of  his  liberty  under 
any  pretence  whatever  may  jirosecute  a  writ  of  habeas  cori>u8,  in  order  to"  inquire 
into  the  cause  of  such  imprisonment  or  restraint. 
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Sbc.  78.  Application  for  the  writ  is  made  by  petition,  siened  either  by  the  party 
for  whose  renef  it  is  intended,  or  by  some  person  in  his  benalf,  and  mtist  specify : 

1.  That  the  person  in  whose  behau  the  wnt  is  applied  for  is  imprisoned  or  restrained 
of  his  liberty,  the  place  where  and  the  officer  or  person  by  whom  he  is  so  confined 
or  restrained,  naming  all  parties  if  they  are  known,  or  describing  them  as  fully  as 
possible  if  they  are  unknown. 

2.  If  the  imprisonment  is  alleged  to  be  illegal,  in  what  the  alleged  illegality 
consists. 

3.  The  petition  must  be  verified  by  thv;  oath  or  aftimiation  of  the  party  making 
the  application. 

Sec.  79.  The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  may  be  granted  by  a  court  superior  to  that  of 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  a  judge  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  court's  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  80.  Any  court  or  judge  authorized  to  grant  the  writ,  and  to  whom  a  petition 
for  the  same  is  presented,  must,  if  it  ap]:>ear  that  the  writ  ought  to  issue,  grant  the 
same  without  delay. 

Sec.  81.  When  the  writ  is  issued  by  a  member  of  the  supreme  court,  it  may  l)e 
XDfide  returnable  before  himself,  or  the  supreme  court,  or  beiore  any  court  immedi- 
ately inferior,  or  any  judge  thereof. 

Set.  82.  When  the  writ  shall  be  awarder!  it  shall  be  in  form  substantially  as 
follows:

Sbc.  84.  Service  oi  the  writ  shall  be  made  by  leaving  the  original  with  the  person 
U>  whom  it  is  directed  and  preserving  a  copy  on  which  to  make  return  of  service. 
If  that  person  can  not  be  found  or  has  not  tne  plaintiff  in  custtxly,  then  the  ser\'ice 
shall  be  made  on  any  other  person  having  or  exercising  such  cuHto<iy. 

Sbc.  85.  If  the  person  to  whom  the  writ  is  directed  coiureals  himself  or  refuses 
admittance  to  the  officer  or  person  charged  with  the  servi(;e  of  the  writ,  or  if  he 
attempts  to  convey  wrongfully  the  plaintiff  or  |)etitioner  out  of  the  province  after  the 
writ  has  been  served,  the  officer  or  other  person  serving  the  same  may  arrest  him  or 
any  other  person  or  persons  resisting  his  authority,  and  bring  him  or  them,  together 
with  the  petitioner,  forthwith  before  the  court  or  judge  before  whom  the  writ  is 
returnable. 

Sbc.  86.  The  person  upon  whom  the  writ  is  served  must  make  return  thereto  in 
writing,  stating  therein  plainly  and  unequivocally  whether  he  then  has,  or  at  any  time 
has  hiS,the  plaintiff  under  his  control  and  constraint,  and  if  so,  the  cause  thenn^f.  If 
he  has  transferred  him  he  must  state  to  whom  and  the  time  of  transfer;  also  the  rea- 
son or  authority  therefor.  The  return  must  l>e  verified.  If  the  plaintiff  is  detained 
by  virtue  of  any  written  authority,  a  copy  thereof  must  l)e  annexed  to  the  return 
and  the  original  produced  on  the  hearing. 

Sbc.  87.  The  person  to  whom  the  writ  is  directed!  must  produce  the  l>o<iy  of  the 
person  in  his  custody  or  under  his  restraint,  according  to  the  command  of  the  writ, 
except  when  it  appears  by  affidavit  that  on  account  oi  sickness  or  infirmity  he  can 
not  »dely  be  brought,  or  where  the  party  in  restraint  or  custody  waives  the  right  to 
be  present  in  writing  or  by  attorney. 

Sbc.  88.  The  court  or  judge  before  whom  the  writ  is  returned  must  immediately 
after  return  proceed  to  hear  the  matter,  and  shall  dispos(t  of  the  prisoner  as  justice 
may  determine.  The  court  or  judge  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  require 
ana  compel  witnesses  to  api)ear  and  testify  and  to  ixinorm  all  other  acts  necessary  to 
a  full  ana  fair  hearing  of  tne  c^ase.

No  writ  of  ha})eas  corpus  can  l)e  disol)eyed  for  defect  of  fonn,  if  it  suffi- 
ciently appear  therefrom  in  wnose  custody  or  under  whose  restraint  the  party 
imprisonecl  or  restraine<l  is  held  and  the  court  or  judge  l)efore  whom  he  is  to  t!e 
brought. 

Sec.  92.  No  person  who  has  been  discharged  by  order  of  a  court  t)r  judge  upon 
habeas  corpus  can  be  again  imprisoned,  n^strainwl,  or  reniandetl  to  custody  for  the 
same  cause,  except  in  th(;  following  cases:

2.  If,  after  dis<;harge  for  defect  of  proof  or  for  any  defect  of  process,  warrant,  or 
commitment  in  a  criminal  cases  the  prisoner  is  again  arrestee!  on  sufficient  proof  and 
committed  bv  legal  process  for  the  same  offense. 

Sbc.  93.  When  a  court  or  judge  authorized  to  grant  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shaL 
have  evidence  that  any  person  within  the  court's  jurisdiction  is  unjustly  imprisoned 
or  restrained  of  his  lilwrtv,  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  such  court  or  judge  to  issue  the 
writ  or  cause  the  same  toW  issue<l,  though  no*  application  l>e  made  then»for. 

Pei:.  94.  Anv  judge,  whether  acting  individually  or  as  a  member  of  a  court,  who 
shall  wrongfully  and  wilfully  refuse  to  issue  such  writ,  whenever  proper  amplication 
for  the  same  shall  have  been  made,  shall  forfeit  and  yiay  a  sum  not  exceeding  5,(XK) 
pesos  to  the  party  suffering  from  such  neglect — the  same  to  be  recovered  by  action  in 
any  court  of  comixjtent  jurisdiction. 

SEARCH    WARRANTS. 

Sec.  95.  A  search  warrant  is  an  order  in  writing,  issued  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  signed  by  a  judge  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  directed  to  a  ()eace  officer, 
commanding  him  to  search  for  personal  property  and  bring  it  before  the  court. 

Sec. .96.  It  may  1h»  issued  u\yon  either  of  the  following  grounds: 

1 .  When  the  property  was  stolen  ot  embezzled. 

2.  When  it  was  used  or  when  the  intent  exists  to  use  it  as  the  means  of  commit- 
ting a  felony. 

Sec.  97.  A  search  warrant  shall  not  issue  except  for  probable  cause  and  upon 
application  supporteil  by  oath  particularly  desc^ribmg  the  place  to  be  searched  and 
the  person  or  thing  to  l)e  seized. 

Sec.  98.  The  judge  or  justice  must,  before  issuing  the  w*arrant,  examine  on  oath 
the  complainant  and  any  witnesses  he  may  produce,  and  take  their  depositions  in 
writing. 

Sec.  99.  If  the  judge  or  justice  is  thereupon  satisfied  of  the  existence  of  fact«  upon 
which  the  ap])licatiou  is  l)ase<l,  or  that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  that  they 
exist,  he  must  issue  the  warrant,  which  must  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

The  officer,  if  refused  admittance  to  the  place  of  directed  search  after 
giving  notice  of  his  purposeand  authority,  may  break  open  any  outer  or  inner  door  or 
window  of  a  house  or  any  part  of  a  house  or  anything  tnerein  to  execute  the  warrant 
or  to  liberate  himself  or  any  person  lawfullv  aiding  him  when  unlawfully  detaimni 
therein.  No  seanrh  of  a  vacant  house  shall  be  made»except  in  the  presence  of  at  least 
two  competent  witnesses,  residents  of  the  neighborhood. 

Sec.  1()1  .  The  warrant  must  direct  that  it  be  ser\'ed  in  the  daytime,  unlees  the 
affidavit  positively  asserts  that  the  property  is  on  the  person  or  in  the  place  ordered 
to  be  searched,  in  which  case  a  direction  may  be  inserted  that  it  be  served  at  any 
time  of  the  day  or  night. 
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Sec.  102.  A  search  warrant  shall  be  valid  ior  ten  dayn  from  ito  <late.  Thereafter  it 
shall  be  void. 

8bc-.  103.  The  officer  seizing  proi)ertv  under  the  warrant  must  give  a  detailed 
receipt  for  the  name  to  the  i>erson  on  whom  or  in  who^!';  jxissesHion  it  was  found,  or 
in  the  abuenoe  of  an^  pernon  niust,  in  the  pivnence  of  at  least  two  ^^itnesses,  k*ave  a 
receipt  in  the  pla<H.<  in  whidi  he  found  the  seized  projH»rty. 

Sec*.  1(U.  The  officer  nuint  forthwith  deliver  the  proj>t*rty  to  the  court,  toj^ether 
with  a  true  inventorv  thereof,  dulv  verifitMl  ])v  oath. 

Sbi'.  105.  A  tjerson  charjre<l  witli  a  crime  may  Ik»  Hc»arc!uMl  for  dan^eroiiH  \vea|M)nfl 
or  anything  which  may  l)e  unetl  an  ])roof  of  tiie  commisnion  of  the  crime. 

Sec.  106.  Any  ]M'rson  who  shall  prot'ure  a  search  warnmt  maliciously  and  wittiout 
pnjbable  cause,  and  any  officer  wfio  shall  unlawfully  exct»ed  his  authority  or  us(^ 
unnecessary  severity  in  executing  the  same,  shall  ))e  punishe<l  by  imprisonnicnt  for 
not  more  t;6an  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  n<)t  exceedmg  1,000  i)es<.>s,  or  by  lx>th  ttxivh  fine 
and  imprisonment.

iiI>on  a)nviction  of  the  accuse<l,  may  enter  judgment  against  him  for  the  <lamages 
occasioneil  by  his  wnmgful  act.  It  shall,  however,  1)0  the  <luty  of  the  proniotor 
fiscal  to<lirect  the  prosecution,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  i»erson  injurt-d  to  apj>eal 
from  any  decision  of  the  court  denying  him  ii  l<"gal  right.

Sec.  109.  From  and  after  the  dav  u|K>n  which  this  onler  shall  go  into  effiM-t  the 
onlinary  civil  and  uiilitary  tribunals,  ea<'h  within  its  pn)|M?r  limits,  shall  have  exclu- 
sive junsfliction  overall  crimes  and  misdemeanors  with  which  anv  person  or  i>ersons 
living  or  domiciled  within  the  Philippine  Islands  mav  l>e  (rharge<l. 

Set;.  110.  All  criminal  actions  in  whi<"h,  prior  to  tlie  15th  day  of  May,  liKX),  the 
defense  shall  not  have  Ix'en  entered  ui>on,  shall  be  commence<l  anew  and  thereafter 
proHecuted  as  herein l)efort»  ])rovi<ii'd;  all  in  which  the  defense  shall  have  l)een  entered 
upon  prior  to  that  «Jate  shall  be  proi^ecuted  to  a  conclusion  from  the  stage  tlren 
rea(*he<l  under  the  late  prevailinjr  rukv*  of  proctMlure,  which,  however,  shall  l)e  niafle 
to  conform  as  iiearlv  as  may  b(»  practicable  to  the  provisions  of  this  onler.

Most  of  the  courts  of  the  first  instance  have  conducU^d  tiieir  business 
in  an  eminently  satisfactory  manner  and  given  support  to  Tnited  States 
authoritv.  Laxity  in  some  ctises  has  been  charged  and  has  ]>een  prop- 
erly dealt  with  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  islands,  whose  criticisms  and 
directions  all  respect.  The  ai)ix)intee  to  the  Cavite  pi'ovince  court  is 
a  Spaniard  by  parentage,  though  Filipino  lx>rn.  He  was  strongly  rec- 
ommended for  appointment,  and  I  judged  when  the  appointing  order 
was  issued  that  complaint  would  be  n^ceived.  Expectations  were 
realized,  and  numerously  signed  protests  came  from  the  residents  of 
the  most  impoi*tant  towns  of  the  provinces,  based  entirely  on  the  fact 
that  the  new  judge  was  of  Spanish  blood.  The  protesUmts  were 
informed  that  he  was  a  Filipino  by  birth,  having  tJie  reputation  of 
a  good  law^^er  and  the  chanicter  of  a  most  excellent  citizen,  and  that 
no  complaints  would  be  favombly  considered  unless  they  conc<*rned 
action  eonnnitted  subsequent  to  his  selection  for  the  bench.  He  zeal- 
ously entered  upon  his  duties  and  so  p<M'formed  thefu  that  he  soon 
became  a  popular  and  very  nmch  admired  person  and  official. 
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Until  the  civil  judiciary  was  reestablished  all  civil  matters,  whether 
public  or  individual,  requiring  judicial  action  were  virtually  held  in 
abeyance,  unless  they  could  be  determined  without  apparent  prejudice 
to  conflicting  interests  by  the  military  authorities;  for,  although  the 
proclamation  of  General  Merritt  of  August  14,  1898,  continued  in 
force  the  local  Spanish  civil  tribunals,  little  subsequent  attention  was 
paid  by  the  officers  of  that  Government  to  judicial  matters,  whether 
pending  or  newly  arising.  All  criminal  cases  could  be  handled  by  our 
military  courts.  A  general  directory  order  was  issued  shortly  after 
Manila  was  occupied  by  our  troops  defining  the  constitution  and  limits 
of  legally  recognized  courts  ana  commissions  for  the  trial  of  citizen 
offenders  residing  within  the  lines  of  military  occupation,  and  served 
as  a  basis  of  instruction  respecting  jurisdiction  and  quantity  of  punish- 
ment which  might  be  imposed,  for  the  many  courts  of  that  character 
which  were  thereafter  established  in  the  different  sections  of  the  islands. 
The  following  is  the  order  referred  to:

I.  For  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  those  portions  of  the  Philippines 
occupied  or  controlled  by  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  to  provide  means  to 
promptly  punish  infractions  of  the  same,  military  commissions  and  provost  courts, 
compof«etl  and  constituted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  war,  will  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require. 

II.  The  local  courts,  continued  in  force  for  certain  purposes  in  proclamation  from 
these  heatlquarters,  dated  August  14,  1898,  shall  not  exercise  junsdiction  over  any 
crime  or  onense  committed  by  any  person  belonging  to  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  retainer  of  the  Army,  or  person  serving  with  it,  or  any  person  furnish- 
ing or  transporting  supplies  for  the  Anny,  nor  over  any  crime  or  oHense  committed 
on  either  of  the  same  by  any  inhal)itant  or  temporary  resident  c^  said  territory.  In 
such  cases,  except  when  courts-martial  have  jurisdiction,  jurisdiction  to  try  and 
punish  is  vested  in  military  commissions  and  the  provost  court  as  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

III.  The  crimes  and  offenses  triable  by  military  commissions  are  murder,  man- 
slaughter, assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  kill,  robbery,  rape,  assault  and  battery 
with  intent  to  commit  rane,  and  such  other  crimes,  offenses,  or  violations  of  the  laws 
of  war  as  may  be  referrea  to  it  for  trial  by  the  commanding  general.  The  punish- 
ment awarded  by  military  commission  shall  conform,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  the  States,  or  the  custom  of  war.  Its  sentence  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commanding  general. 

1\.  The  j)rovost  court  has  jurisdiction  to  try  all  other  crimes  and  offenses  referred 
to  in  Section  II  of  this  order,  not  exclusively  triable  by  courts-martial  or  military 
commission,  including  violation  of  orders  or  laws  of  war,  and  such  cases  as  may  be 
referred  to  it  by  the  commanding  general.  It  shall  have  jwwer  to  punish  with 
confinement,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  with 
fine  not  exceeding  |250  or  lx)th.  Its  sentence  does  not  reouire  the  approval  of  the 
commanding  general,  but  may  be  mitigated  or  remitted  by  nim. 

V.  The  judge  of  the  provost  court  will  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  general. 
When  in  the  o}>inion  or  the  provost  court  its  power  of  punishment  is  inadequate,  it 
shall  certify  the  case  to  the  commanding  general  for  his  consideration  and  action.

Both  a  superior  and  an  inferior  provost  court  were  established  in 
Manila,  with  jurisdiction  defined  as  to  classes  of  cases  which  might  be 
tried  by  thorn  respectively,  and  prescribing  the  nature  and  limits  of 
penalties  which  each  might  impose. 

The  provost  court  followed  the  progress  of  our  arms  in  the  diflFerent 
islands,  and,  until  some  time  after  municipal  governments  were  formed, 
all  fines  collected  were  paid  to  the  custodian  of  the  public  island  funds, 
who  was  directed  to  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  same. 
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With  the  appointmont  of  military  governors  over  cerUiin  defined 
sections  of  Uui  rhilippine  territory,  those  officers  were  instriieU»d  on 
December  24,  1899— 

I.  Until  such  time  as  civil  courts  are  established  in  the  various  provinces  of  the 
archipelaf;o  and  are  in  the  exercise  of  their  proper  jurisdiction,  military  governors 
designated  for  said  provinces  will  establish  at  convenient  points  within  the  limits  of 
their  command  provost  fX)urts,  designating  for  each  a  suitable  otlicer  of  the  ^Vrmy  as 
provost  judge. 

II.  The  provost  courts  thus  established  are  authorized  to  punish  by  imprisonment, 
with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  a  tine  not 
exceeding  $1,000  Mexican,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  andiine. 

III.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  provost  courts  snail  extend  to  all  (Times  and  offenses 
not  capital,  and  all  violations  of  military  onlers  and  regulations  committed  by 
inhabitants  or  temjiorary  residents,  and  not  triable  by  courts-martial,  which  may  be 
referred  to  them  for  trial  by  the  commanding  officer  at  the  places  where  they  are 
established.  The  punishment  adjudged  shall  Im.*  at  the  disiTetion  of  said  (courts 
within  the  limits  of  their  juris<ii(rtion  as  to  punishment  as  herein  (established.  In 
the  matter  of  their  procedure  they  will  conform  to  that  of  the  summary  court,  the 
resiMHrtive  judges  rendering,  on  tHe  last  day  of  each  month,  transcTipts  of  all  cases 
trieil  by  them  during  the  month,  and  transmitting  the  same  through  military  channels 
to  this  oflice. 

IV.  Sentences  adjudged  b^  provost  courts  do  not  require  the  approval  of  command- 
ing officers,  but  may  be  mitigated  or  remitted  by  them. 

The  command inc^  genenils  of  the  First  and  Se(*ond  Divisions  of  the 
Eighth  Armjr  Corps  were  authorized  to  execute  these  same  special 
powers  within  the  territory  over  which  they  exercised  military  super- 
vision. But  it  was  found  necessary  in  some  instances,  prior  to  the 
establishment  of  a  civil  judiciary,  to  confer  on  the  provost  couits  a 
certain  jurisdiction  in  civil  matters,  that  the  busine^is  of  cities  miji^ht 
be  transacted.  The  orders  set  out  on  page  255  of  this  report  show  the 
action  taken. 

The  business  transacted  bv  these  provost  courts  was  large  and  very 
satisfactorily  performed.  Tney  gniaually  yielded  to  the  civil  tribunals 
when  establLshed,  but  in  connection  witfc  the  embryo  municipal  gov- 
ernments they  were  of  decided  importance  in  assisting  the  various 
provost-marshals  appointed  to  supervise  town  affairs  in  meting  out 
proper  punishment  to  disturbers  of  the  peace.  All  moneys  collected 
by  them  were  finally  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  towns,  under  the 
following  instructions  issued  from  the  military  governor's  office: 

In  future,  fines  adjudged  by  provost  courts  outside  of  the  city  of  Manila  will  be 
paid  to  the  provost-marshal  o\  the  place  where  the  court  may  be  sitting,  and  will 
be  ezpendedf  by  the  provost-marshal,  in  connection  with  the  local  presidente  and 
alcalde,  for  proper  municipal  i)urposes. 

The  provost-marshal  will  on  tiie  last  day  of  each  month  make  a  report  to  these 
headquarters,  through  department  headquarters,  of  the  amount  of  such  monevs 
received  as  fines  bv  provost  courts,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  said 
fines  expended  ana  for  what  purposes. 

In  establishing  United  States  authority  throughout  Luzon  the  work 
of  militai*y  commissions  was  increased.  Prior  to  the  fall  of  189i>  upon 
only  two  occasions  were  they  invoked,  and  then  to  determine  offenses 
charged  against  Snanish  officials  continued  in  office  after  our  occupa- 
tion and  a^inst  tne  editor  of  a  Manila  Spanish  newspaper.  These 
cases  have  oeen  heretofore  fully  repoited.  Now  the  criminul  element 
of  a  lar^e  extent  of  country  must  be  restrained,  and  as  the  limited 
jurisdiction  of  the  civil  courts,  which  Spain  never  permitted  to  trv 
alleged  heinous  crimes  participated  in  by  a  combination  of  individuals 
and  tending  to  the  destruction  of  the  peace  of  communities,  but  reserved 
them  for  her  military  tribunals,  ana  as  that  juiisdiction  had  not  been 
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extended  to  include  that  class  of  e^ises,  the  action  of  military  commis- 
sions was  forced.  Strange  as  it  may  appear,  this  limited  jurisdiction 
was  approved  by  the  justices  of  those  courts,  for,  as  they  represented, 
crimes  of  the  character  withheld  from  their  determination  demanded 
speedy  trial  and  prompt  punishment,  which  the  established  court  prac- 
tice could  defeat.  A  erase  of  robbery  and  murder  of  one  of  our  soldiers 
in  Cavite  provinci^  occupied  the  time  of  a  military  commission  for 
several  weeks,  but  the  accused  person  was  dexterously  defended  and 
escaped.  Two  noted  native  criminals  were  tried  at  Bayambang,  in  the 
province  of  Pangasinan,  and  three  at  Tarlac,  in  the  province  of  Tarlac. 
After  prolongedand  exhaustive  hearings,  in  which  they  had  the  bene- 
fit of  able  counsel,  all  were  convicted;  four  were  sentenced  to  be 
hanged  and  one  to  imprisonment  for  twenty  years.  The  sentences 
were  dulv  executed  with  a  considerable  degree  of  public  formality. 
The  two  l^angasinan  criminals  were  jointly  charged  with  murder  under 
three  and  with  robbery  under  two  specifications,  and  were  found  sub- 
stantially guilty  of  all  upon  the  testimony  of  the  native  inhabitants^. 
The  sentence  of  the  commission  and  the  remarks  of  the  reviewing 
authority  were  expressed  in  the  following  words  and  figures,  to  wit: 

SENTENCE. 

Aiid  the  commLssioii  doea  therefore  sentence  them,  Antonio  Morales  and  Faiistino 
(.ionzales,  natives,  and  each  of  them,  to  be  hung  by  the  neck  until  tliey,  and  each  of 
them,  be  dead,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct,  two- 
thirds  of  the  meml)ers  concurring?  therein. 

II.  The  proceedings  and  findmgs  in  the  foregoing  case  of  Antonio  Morales  and 
Faustino  Gonzales,  natives,  are  approved. 

The  record  discloses  that  the  accused  were  furnished  counsel  by  the  Government, 
and  were  accorded  in  all  respects  a  fair  and  impartial  trial.  The  testimonv  of  many 
witnesses,  calle<l  at  their  instance,  was  heard,  and  the  accused  themselves  made 
statements  to  the  commission. 

The  evidence  abundantly  establishes  the  allegations  of  the  charges,  with  unimpor- 
tant exceptions  which  have  been  duly  recorded,  and  reveals  the  ac<*used  as  leaders  of 
a  band  of  anned  native  outlaws  engaged  in  the  commission  of  crimes  against  fellow 
natives  of  the  islands  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  atrocity,  unworthy  of  even  a 
moderate  degree  of  civilization.  No  circumstance  was  developed  upon  the  trial 
which  even  suggests  clemency,  and  the  commanding  j2:eneral  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law  adjudged  bv  the  commission  must  be  confinned. 

The  sentences  are  approved,  and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  pueblo  of  San  Carlos, 
province  of  Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  March  30, 1900,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding 
general  Second  Division,  Eighth  Army  Corps. 

In  the  Tarlac  cases  the  three  accused  were  jointly  tried  under  four 
specifications  for  murder  and  four  charging  robbery,  all  of  which 
were  substantially  proven.  The  commission  imposed  the  following 
sentence: 

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  Joaquin  Pider  and  Pascual  Gutierres, 
nativoi?,  and  each  of  them,  to  l)e  hanged  by  the  neck  until  each  of  them  be  dead,  at 
such  place  and  time  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct,  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
l)ers  concurring  therein;  and  Silvestre  Tarug,  native,  to  be  confined  at  hard  labor,  at 
such  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct,  for  twenty  years. 

The  reviewing  authority  approved  the  proceedings,  and  directed 
the  execution  of  the  sentences  in  the  following  orders: 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Silvestre  Tarug,  Joaquin  Pider,  and  Pascual  Gutierres. 
nativejs,  the  evidence  shows  that  these  three  accused,  with  a  band  of  Ne^toe,  armea 
with  a  rifle,  bolos,  and  bows  and  arrows,  entere<l  the  barrio  of  Dayacdac,  pueblo  of 
O'Donnell,  province  of  Tarlac,  P.  I.,  on  or  about  February  16,  1?KX),  and  murdered 
seven  natives,  including  one  woman.  The  established  motive  of  these  crimes  was 
robbery.    The  two  accused  who  have  received  sentences  of  death,  Joaquin  Pider 
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ami  Pascual  Gutiemt*,  are  shown  by  the  evidence  to  have  tied  up  two  of  the  victims 
of  tliirt  murderous  aanault,  and,  conijwllinjr  them  to  lie  on  the  ground,  choi)i>ed  them 
with  b<^)lop,  in  this  way  causinj?  Iheir  death.  The  thinl  accuse*!,  Silvestre  Tarug, 
who  has  receive<l  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  twenty  yearn,  is  shown  to  have  Ijeen 
present  with  this  l)and,  aiding  and  abetting  these  murders. 

The  Remarks  of  the  reviewing  authority  in  the  case  of  Antonio  Morales  and 
Faurttino  Gonzales,  publisher!  in  General  Onlers,  No.  16,  March  8,  1900,  Department 
of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  apply  in  this  case.  The  crimes  alleged  were 
committe<l  by  a  band  of  native  outlaws  againnt  fellow  natives  and  under  circum- 
stances of  jwculiar  atroi'ity,  unworthy  of  even  a  moderate  degree  of  civilization. 

The  sentences  are  approved.  Tfie  sentences  of  death  by  hanging,  awarded 
Joaquin  Pider  and  Pascual  <Jutiern»s,  will  l)e  duly  executed  at  the  pueblo  of 
0*Donnell,  province  of  Tarlac,  P.  I.,  on  April  27,  1900,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commanding  general  of  the  l>ei)artment  of  Northern  Luzon.  The  sentence  of  con- 
finement, awarded  Silvestre  Tanig,  will  l)e  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila, 
to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  Ixj  sent  under  pro])er  guanl. 

A  military  commission,  convened  at  Calamba,  Lacuna,  Province  of 
Luzon,  tried  three  natives  separately  for  the  miiraer  of  one  of  our 
soldiers,  the  natives  being  members  of  a  band  of  guerillas  which  had 
concealed  itself  in  that  section  of  country.  All  were  sentenced  to  suf- 
fer death  by  hanging.  These  several  sentences  were  comnuited  to 
twenty  years'  imprisonment  because  of  conditions  stated  upon  review 
of  the  cases,  its  follows: 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  liaimondo  Hernandes,  the  findings  of  the  commission  are 
fully  sustained  by  the  evidence  of  re<?onl,  an<l  the  death  sentence  iini>osed  by  it  has 
the' express  sanction  of  the  laws  of  war.  The  Rn'iewing  authority,  however,  is 
unwilling  to  dire<.'t  the  execution  of  the  wntence  awanled,  l)elieving  that  the  accused 
was  influeiUH-vl  to  commit  the  crimes  of  which  he  stan<ls  convicted  >>y  local  guerrilla 
chiefs,  who  are  the  i)rinci])al  criminals  in  the  affair,  and  that  he  was  ignorant  of  the 
legt.1  conse<piences  to  himself  attendant  iiiM>n  conviction  therefor. 

The  sentence  is  confirnuMl,  but  is  commute<l  to  imprisonment  at  hanl  labor  for 
twenty  years  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  jxtint  the  prisoner  will  be  sent 
under  j>foj)er  guard. 

The  clemencv  herein  exerciseil  will  not  Ik*  considereil  an  a  precedent  to  guide  or 
influence  the  future  at^tion  of  the  reviewing  authority  ujh)!!  pro<*eeding8  of  military 
commissions  in  casen  of  such  gravity  as  the  present  one,  and  the  oi'casion  is  taken 
to  announce  that  in  the  judicial  determination  of  questions  of  guilt  which  involves 
responsibility  for  the  unlawful  taking  of  human  life  the  full  rigor  of  the  law  will  be 
inflicted  when  rightfully  invoked  hy  U»gally  constituted  courts. 

The  foregincr  are  the  more  important  of  a  number  of  criminal  cases 
referred  to  military'  commissions  for  trial.  Doubtless  such  proceed- 
ings will  be  quite  freguentin  the  immediate  future  until  the  country  is 
in  a  fair  state  of  pacification,  and  until  jurisdiction  is  conferred  on  the 
civil  courts  to  deteimine  this  class  of  cases. 

To  effect  proper  adjudication  in  matters  of  maritime  prizes  and  cap- 
tures resort  was  had  to  military  boards.  The  United  States  never 
contemplated  that  the  use  of  its  maritime  or  prize  coui'ts  would  ever 
be  needed  ]>eyoiid  its  old  territorial  boundaries.  Unfriendly  vessels 
c-aptured  bv  the  Navy  in  Philippine  waters  w^ere  turned  over  at  Manila 
or  one  of  tne  open  Philippine  ports  to  th(»  military  authorities.  They 
comprised  vessels  engaged  in  contniband  tmde,  those  engaged  in 
defrauding  the  public  revenues,  and  those  ]>elieved  to  be  the  property 
of  the  enemy.  Four  small  coasting  vessels  w^ere  seized  and  received 
at  Manila,  and  boards,  each  consisting  of  four  commissionc^d  officers, 
were  duly  assembled  to  recommend  what  Government  action  should  be 
taken  Mrith  regard  to  them.  These  boards  were  directed  to  investigate 
and  determine  ''fully  thefact^s  connected  with  the  submitted  charges," 
to  report  their  opinions  or  conclusions  of  law  bearing  upon  the  facts, 
together  with  recommendations  as  to  final  disposition.    They  were 
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instructed  to  accord  a  fair  hearing  to  all  parties  interested  and  were 
empowered  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  brought  before  them. 
Three  of  the  vessels  were  condemned  and  sold  at  public  auction,  the 
proceeds  of  sale  being  covered  into  the  Treasury.  The  fourth  vessel 
was  returned  to  the  owner.  In  the  majority  of  seizures  these  quasi 
judicial  proceedings  were  not  resorted  to,  but  fines  were  at  once 
imposed  where  irregularities  were  discovered,  differing  in  amounts 
according  to  the  gravity  of  the  offenses. 

A  determination  of  the  validity  and  nature  of  claims  made  against 
the  goverimient.by  private  parties,  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been 
suffered  by  reason  or  the  act  of  the  United  Stotes  or  its  servants,  gave 
the  board  called  on  April  18, 1899,  for  their  consideration  much  exact- 
ing labor.     In  my  last  report  I  remarked  that — 

Sixty-four  claims  aggregating  $005,000,  Mexican,  wore  received  from  residents  of 
southern  Luzon.  *  *  *  Twenty-live  claims  aggregating  $1,338,116,  Mexican,  have 
been  received  from  Iloilo.  They  are  defectively  and  carelessly  drawn  and  very 
indefinite  as  to  detail.  *  *  *  All  but  two  of  the4?e  claimants  are  subjects  of  for- 
eign countries.  *  *  *  The  destruction  of  private  property  as  a  necessary  incident 
oi  war  in  driving  the  insurgents  out  from  defensive  positions  is  the  question  involved 
in  most  of  these  demands. 

In  April,  1899,  the  lx)ard  asked  that  all  claimants  be  directed  to  pre- 
pare and  submit  their  claims  in  accordance  with  certain  regulations 
which  it  recommended,  and  which  obliged  a  claimant  to  present  all 
facts  upon  which  ho  relied  to  constitute  the  validity  of  his  demand. 
This  was  done,  and  thereafter  the  board  was  enabled  to  proceed  in  its 
work  of  examination  with  more  celerity.     Its  conclusions  on  the  vari- 
ous demands  made,  though  approved  by  the  military  governor,  have 
not  been  considered  final,  but  the  report  of  its  proceedings  on  each 
and  every  case  is  very  full,  and  will  enable  any  reviewing  authority^ 
to  pass  quickly  upon  the  merits.     These  reports,  soon  after  comple- 
tion, have  been  forwarded  to  Washington,  to  which  point  doubtless 
many  of  the  interested  mrties  will  ultimately  prefer  their  requests  for* 
money  compensation.     To  May  1  165  claims  had  been  submitted  to 
the  board.     It  had  reported  on  40  of  them,  and  85  awaited  its  consid- 
eration.    Forty  had  been  returned  to  claimants,  either  upon  their  sub- 
mitted request  to  withdraw  the  same  or  for  the  necessary  revision  to 
make  them  comply  with  regulations  governing  the  methods  of  prepara- 
tion.    The  total  aggregate  of  the  claims  submitted  is  nearly  $2,000,000, 
Mexican. 

The  board  of  officers  called  on  January  31, 1899,  to  meet  and  confer 
with  a  committee  appointed  by  the  acting  Spanish  govemor-jreneral  of 
the  Philippines  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  anairs  of  the  Spanish 
Government  in  the  islands,  and  which  was  directed  to  determine  a 
definite  course  of  procedure  whereby  that  committee  could  have  access 
to  all  records  and  documents  then  in  possession  of  United  States  offi- 
cials it  might  desire  to  consult,  entered  promptly  upon  its  labors. 
When  called  it  was  instructed  that  ^'No  property  or  records  can  be 
delivered  until  the  oroposed  treaty  (Paris  treaty  meant)  received 
validity  through  ratincation,  and  the  board  will  continue  its  sessions 
anticipating  that  event,  when  definite  instructions  looking  to  a  settle- 
ment of  public  aflfairs,  judicial  and  executive,  can  be  conveyed."  The 
original  members  of  the  board  were  Colonel  McClure,  chief  paymaster 
of  the  department  and  corps,  Major  Gantenbein,  of  the  Second  Ore- 
gon, and  Xieutenant  Hildreth,  of  the  First  North  Dakota  Volunteers. 
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The  exacting  work  required  of  it  nuide  an  iiicrea-se  in  membership 
nei^essary,  and  on  April  4  th(?  following  directions  wore  issued: 

Lieut.  Col.  J.  A.  Hull,  judf^advocate,  Tnitetl  Stat<?H  VolnnU^'srs,  Lietit.  Col.  J.  D. 
Miley,  inspector-general,  United  States  VoluntCHjrs,  and  Capt.  Joliii  (i.  Ballance, 
Twenty-Second  United  States  Infantry,  are  detaiUnl  an  aflditional  members  of  the 
board  of  officers  called  in  paragraph  4,  Spt^cial  Orders,  No.  31,  of  January  31  last, 
from  these  heeulquarters,  to  meet  a  Spanisn  wmmission  aj)iK)intetl  tu  bring  to  a  st^t- 
tlement  the  affairs  of  Spain  in  the  Philippines  and  to  adjust  with  that  commission  all 
matters  connected  with  those  affairs  in  sofarjis  the  interests  of  the  rnite<l  States 
Government  are  conceme<l. 

On  April  28,  1890,  Captain  Ballanee  was  relieved  from  further  serv- 
ice on  tne  board,  at  his  own  retjuest,  in  order  to  (Miahle  him  to  join 
his  regimeht  in  the  field  and  take  eonmiand  of  one  of  it^  battalions. 

On  June  8,  and  at  a  shoilly  subsequent  date.  Major  (rantenbein  and 
Xiieutenant  Hildreth  were  relieved  from  duty  therewith  that  they 
might  acconapany  the  volunteer  regunents  of  which  they  were  mem- 
"bers  to  the  United  States,  and  on  Juno  28  Colonial  MeClure  was  with- 
cli-awn,  his  duties  as  chief  paymaster  of  the  department  demanding  it. 
CJoncerning  this  board  I  remarked  in  my  prior  rejx)rt: 

All  of  the  original  members  were  sooner  or  later  relieve<l  and  snbstitution  ma^le, 
liieutenant-Colonel  Miley  taking  the  place  of  Colonel  McCIurs  and  the  fonner,  an 
officer  of  very  marked  abilitv,  who  died  in  Septeml)er,  was  sncccHnled  by  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Hull,  of  the  Judge-Advocate's  Department  [as  president],  thn)ugh  resulting 
eeniority.  The  duties  of  the  boanl  are  approaching  completion,  and  probably  it  can 
be  dissolved  soon.  It  was  found  nectessary  to  give  it  broad  latitude  of  action,  and 
on  April  22  it  was  empowere<l  to  administer  oaths  and  take  testimonv  in  matters 
over  which  it  was  authorized  to  exercise  jurisdiction,  either  l>y  way  of  investigation 
or  arbitrament. 

The  mas8  of  work  it  has  accomplished  in  effecting  the  settlement  of 
roperty  rights  between  Spain  and  our  own  (lovernment  under  the 
Wis  treaty  in  turning  over  to  the  former  such  public  property  and 
delivering  to  her  that  portion  of  the  Philippine  records  whk'h  nave  been 
heaped  up  in  the  public  archives  during  the  past  three  hundred  3^ears, 
as  sne  was  entitled  to  receive  under  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty,  can 
be  only  approximately  estimated  when  the  efforts  of  the  Spanish  com- 
mittee-of  liquidation  to  obtain  possession  of  all  property  possible  under 
its  unadmitted  construction  of  treaty  agreements,  the  wide  extent  of 
territory  over  which  the  proi>ertv  was  scattered,  and  the  war  conditions 
which  prevailed  throughout  the  islands  during  the  period  of  settlement, 
are  taken  into  consideration.  Both  the  United  Stiites  and  Spanish 
boards  were  represented  by  able  counsel,  the  former  by  a  Filipino 
lawyer  of  ripe  practical  experience  in  Philippine  public  affairs.  The 
correspondence  to  which,  tne  basiness  gave  rise  was  voluminous,  and 
the  many  special  decisions  rendered  to  meet  constantly  recurring  ques- 
tions involving  title  to  certain  public  moneys,  property,  and  documents, 
and  to  fix  the  constitution  of  claims  of  individuals  who  looked  to  the 
seized  funds  in  the  public  treasury  from  which  to  obtain  payment,  were 
very  frequent. 

This  Spanish  ''committee  of  liquidation/'  so  termed,  took  cogni- 
zance of  strictly  civil  matters  only.  Spain  looked  to  the  senior  officers 
of  her  army  and  navy  quartered  in  Manila  to  effect  the  proper  adjust- 
ment of  anairs  pertoining  to  those  two  branches  of  her  executive 
departments.  Our  board,  therefore,  in  its  settlement  with  Spain,  had 
to  treat  with  three  of  her  commissions,  each  of  which  was  separate 
and  independent  of  the  others,  and  after  provisional  military  recogni- 
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tion  was  ^mnted  to  hor  lujwiy  iirriviii|^  consular  representative,  vir- 
tually with  four.  Members  of  her  anny  held  by  the  insurgents  as 
Srisoners  of  war  whom  we  released,  and  her  anuy  property,  were 
elivered  to  the  resident  geneml  officer  of  her  army;  ner  naval  pris- 
oners and  property  were  delivered  to  the  senior  naval  officer  present; 
while  all  Spanish  officers  of  a  civil  charac^ter  whom  we  rescued  from 
the  insurgents,  and  all  property  of  her  former  civil  departments  in 
our  possession  to  which  she  was  entitled,  were  turned  over  to  the 
'* committee  of  liauidation."  These  different  and  independent  sources 
of  Spanish  official  action  mtide  the  labors  of  our  })oard  and  the  busi- 
ness connected  with  it  much  more  onerous. 

We  had  returned  to  Smin  all  Spanish  prisoners  of  war  surrendered 
on  the  capitulation  of  Manila.  Shortly  thereafter  those  escaping  and 
rescued  rrom  the  insurgents  )>egan  to  arrive  in  the  citv,  and  their 
representatives  contended  that  by  the  sixth  article  of  the  iParis  treaty 
the  United  States  was  obligated  to  return  them  at  its  expense  to  their 
homes  in  the  Peninsula.  The  argument  advanced  was  that  such  of 
the^e  prisoners  as  were  released  through  our  efforts,  but  not  those 
escaping  without  our  aid,  were  entitled  to  this  ti*anspoi*tation,  because 
the  United  States  had  promised  in  the  treaty  to  transport  at  its  own 
cost  "  prisoners  released  or  caused  to  be  released,"  etc.  The  substance 
of  the  reply  made  to  this  demand  was  that  the  United  States  obligated 
itself  to  use  its  good  offices  to  se<jure  from  the  insurgents,  then  the 
rebellious  subjecfi  of  Spain,  with  whom  she  was  at  peace,  tlie  release 
of  Spaniards  held  by  tnem  in  captivity  and  to  return  to  Spain  those 
whose  release  she  could  thus  secure;  that  she  never  promised  to  fight 
to  release  them,  nor  was  hostility  with  those  Spanish  subjects  antici- 
pated when  the  treaty  was  entered  into;  that  certainly  as  she  was  not 
obligated  to  fight  for  them  and  was  not  holden  for  home  transportation 
in  case  of  their  escape  into  our  military  lines,  she  could  not  be  made 
responsible  for  such  transportation  if  she  liberated  them  as  an  incident 
of  war,  kindly  subsisting  and  forwarding  them  to  Manila;  that  if  the 
argument  of  the  representatives  of  Spain  was  tenable,  the  interests  of 
the  United  States  dictated  that  she  make  no  special  effort  to  secure  them, 
but  leave  them  to  escape  as  best  they  might. 

However,  the  very  liberal  policy  whicn  the  United  States  had  pre- 
vioasly  practiced  in  all  of  its  dealings  with  Spain  was  continued,  and 
these  prisoners,  to  the  number  of  about  5,000,  were  shipped  to  Barce- 
lona at  United  States  expense  by  our  Quartermaster's  Department. 
This  number  included  not  only  the  members  of  Spain*s  army  and 
navy,  but  also  the  released  i^aptives  who  exercised  public  civil  func- 
tions at  the  time  thcv  were  captured  by  the  insurgents,  even  extending 
to  members  of  the  religious  orders,  who,  in  the  islands,  combined  public 
lay  duties  with  those  pertaining  to  the  established  church. 

Nearly  all  business  connected  with  the  Philippine  exchange  of  sov- 
ereignty, in  so  far  as  concerned  delivery  of  records  and  property,  was 
concluded  prior  to  April  1.  The  Spanish  army  authorities  caUed  for 
the  return  of  ordnance  (ospei^ially  tne  many  pieces  of  artillery)  which 
they  had  lost  to  the  insurgents  and  had  been  captured  from  the  latter 
by  our  troops.  That  portion  of  it  asked  for  which  had  been  taken  in 
Luzon,  in  Panay,  and  in  southern  Mindanao  had  already  been  returned. 
That  seized  by  us  later  was  made  the  subject  of  request  for  surrender, 
and  the  recjuest  was  still  pending  the  early  part  of  Mav.  A  question, 
too,  involving  the  ownership  of  a  partly  constructed  railway  and  a 
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coihsidrmhle  quantity  of  railway*  material  .stored  at  Iligan,  Mindanao, 
the  shore  teiminus  of  the  road,  was  under  consideration.  Spain 
claimed  that  all  expenditures  connected  with  this  road  and  material 
were  draw^n  from  its  armv  funds  and  hence  should  be  surrendered 
under  the  treaty  agreements.  The  United  States  military  govern- 
ment contended  that  the  property  by  the  Spanish  law  was  realty,  and 
not  the  subject  of  surrender  any  more  than  the  forts  and  arsenals. 
What  later  action  has  been  tiiken  in  the  matter  1  am  not  informed. 
As  stated  on  page  225  of  this  report,  the  Spanish  authorities  had  sold 
the  railroad  and  material  to  a  private  partv,  but  its  removal  by  the 
purchaser  had  not  been  permitted,  l-nder  United  States  law  the  road 
might  be  held  as  realt3%  but  the  unused  material  as  personalty  and 
given  up. 

In  compliance  with  the  general  instructions  received  from  Washing- 
ton to  extend  to  the  Filipino  people  all  measures  of  individual  liberty 
possible,  and  the  exercise  of  such  political  privileges  as  thev  coulH 
safely  be  entrusted  with,  thus  preparing  them  to  tjike  supervision  of 
their  public  affaii's  and  conduct  self-government,  military  control  was 
relaxed  and  relea.sed  in  manv  particulars,  and  as  mpidly  as  existing 
circumstances  warranted.  I'he  civil  courts  were  reestablished  ana 
their  criminal  jurisdiction  extended  beyond  the  limits  which  Spain 
had  penmitted,  that  individual  liberty  might  be  secured.  Spain's  gov- 
ernment in  the  islands,  commonly  supposed  to  be  to  a  considerable 
extent  civil  in  chamcter,  was  in  fiU't  not  far  removed  from  a  military 
despotism.  Nearly  all  territory  was  i)laced  under  the  immediate 
authority  of  army  or  navy  officers,  who  forced  from  the  inhabitants 
(compliance  with  decrees  and  military  orders  })y  their  troops  or  mili- 
tary police.  The  nineteen  civil  provmces  of  Luzon  enjoyed  civil  gov- 
ernment in  name  only,  and  their  inhabitants  had  no  greater  individual 
privileges  than  those  accorded  to  the  ixjople  dwelling  within  the  many 
militarv  provinces  of  that  island.  Now,  by  the  amendments  of  former 
SpanisCi  rules  which  had  been  introduced,  the  inhabitant  who  was 
charged  with  a  criminal  misdemeanor  was  entitled  to  a  fair  and  opten 
trial  on^  written  complaint  or  infonnation,  to  be  confronted  by  his 
accusers,  to  the  writ  of  hal)eas  corpus,  to  Iw  admitted  to  Imil,  to  the 
privilege  of  appeal,  to  be  assigned  counsel,  to  be  considered  innocent 
until  legally  declared  guilty — the  same  as  one  of  the  most  favored 
citizens  of  the  United  htjites.  It  remained  to  give  him  such  political 
functions  or  privileges  as  he  wjis  capable  of  exercising.  To  what 
extent  they  could  be  granted  depended  upon  his  intelligence,  integrity, 
and  wishes. 

Another  preliminary  and  very  important  consideration  was  to  deter- 
mine what  particular  foiin  of  government  was  best  suited  for  towns 
and  cities  and  possibly  for  provinces,  their  condition  and  the  prac- 
tices and  tendencies  of  the  innabitants  being  (considered.  The  native 
who  possessed  property,  or  who  had  taken  any  part  or  interest  in  the 
general  affairs  of  the  barrio  in  which  he  was  domiciled,  had  scmie 
practical  knowledge  of  municipal  matters  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  had  been  conducted.  The  Spmnish  municipal  governments  were 
to  a  certain  extent  a  development  of  the  former  family,  clan,  or  triW 
village  customs,  although,  by  a  burdensome  taxation  which  the  general 
government  imposed  upon  industries  of  every  charac^ter,  they  failed  to 
satisfy  the  people.  But  the  people  knew  nothing  else,  and  had  no 
conceptioji  of  civil  liberty  in  the  abstract,  in  so  far  as  their  individual 
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rights  and  tho  cUitio.s  they  owed  to  the  State  were  coriceriied,  iis  was 
quite  satisfactorily  shown  by  the  lal)ors  of  Mabiiii,  Aguinaldo's  chief 
adviser,  in  his  efforts  to  introduce  municipal  reforms.  They,  too, 
were  politically  corrupt,  however  honest  their  intentions  in  private 
business  dealings,  and  office  was  valued  more  for  the  illegal  pecuniary 
gains  to  be  derived  from  it  than  on  account  of  the  personal  promi- 
nence it  conferred.  The  question  presented  in  creating  municipal  gov- 
ernments was  whether  those  of  the  character  or  those  having  tne  main 
attributes  of  the  formerly  existing  ones  could  be  so  constructed  as  to 
be  susceptible  of  expansion  in  the  proper  direction.  The  people  under- 
stood and  desired  them,  and  the  municipio  must  be  the  basis  whereon 
to  build  the  fabric  of  a  general  centralized  government  which  would 
insure  the  liberty  of  the  citizens  and  the  welfare  of  the  subjects. 

As  a  temporary  measure  we  had  established  simple  local  govern- 
ments, under  military  supervisory  restrictions,  in  the  towns  and  cities 
of  the  several  provinces  of  the  islands,  with  the  exception  of  Manila, 
very  soon  after  our  troops  occupied  them,  adopting  tne  forms  and  the 
principal  sources  of  revenue  for  strictly  municipal  support  which 
were  in  vogue  under  Spanish  domination.  The  order  directing  this 
was  published  on  August  8,  1899,  and  required  the  senior  officer  pres- 
ent with  the  troops  to  put  its  provisions  in  force,  the  last  of  which 
recited  that  those  provisions  were  "'tentative  in  character  and  subject 
to  amendment  ])v  enlargement  or  curtailment  as  special  conditions  or 
developments  mav  make  necessary."  The  order  merely  announced  a 
crude  plan  by  which  the  essential  fonns  of  a  municipal  government 
might  be  exercised  and  revenue  obtained  for  the  purpose — all  under 
the  supervisory  charge  of  the  senior  military  officer  present.  The 
plan  worked  fairly  well,  under  the  conditions  then  prevailing,  in  pre- 
serving the  peace  of  communities,  in  punishing  criminals,  in  furnish- 
ing money  lor  the  enforcement  of  sanitary  measures,  ana  the  estab- 
lisnment  of  a  few  primar^'^  schools.  But  for  the  larger  towns  it  was 
little  else  than  an  adjunct  in  military  control,  although  the  inhabitants 
had  a  voice  (subject  to  military  veto)  in  the  election  of  their  agents, 
by  whom  the  plan  was  carried  out. 

It  was  now  proposed  to  give  the  people  enlarged  privileges  in  the 
management  of  their  local  affairs,  to  bestow  upon  them  as  much 
authority  as  it  was  believed  they  could  exercise  properly  and  as  the 
safety  of  the  established  government  would  permit.  An  intimate 
practical  knowledge  of  their  capacities,  virtues,  iniauities,  and  politi- 
cal tendencies  was  essential  to  lormulate  wisely,  and  this  no  one  con- 
nected with  the  army  possessed.  The  advice  and  assistance  of  Chief 
Justice  Arellano  and  Attorney-General  Torres,  men  who  thoroughly 
understood  native  character  and  knew  Philippine  social  conditions  by 
intuitive  perception  and  lifelong  association,  was  requested.  They 
consented  to  serve  as  members  of  a  board  to  be  called  U)  take  the  sub- 
ject under  consideration,  and  the  following  orders  \vere  issued:

It  l)eing  necessary  and  expedient  at  the  present  time  to  develop  the  abridgetl  form 
of  municipal  government  announced  in  General  Orders,  No.  43,  oi  Auguzjt  8  last,  from 
the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  and  pre- 
scrilxjd  to  meet  the  temporary  requirements  of  towns  of  the  Philippines  wnich  should 
be  rescued  from  the  control  of  armed  insurgente,  a  labor  which  mider  present  cir- 
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ciungtanceo  requires  careful  consideration  and  mature  deliberation^  and  in  which  the 
chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  and  the  attorney-general  of  the  islands  have,  upon 
request,  consented  to  render  assistance,  a  board  is  nereby  called  to  take  the  subject 
under  advisement  and  deliberation  and  to  formulate  and  report  ai^  soon  as  practica- 
ble a  plan  of  municipal  government  which  shall  contain  all  necessary  features  to 
meet  requirements  and  which  shall  be  as  liberal  in  character  as  existing  conditions 
permit. 

Detail  for  the  board:  His  honor,  Cayetano  Arellano,  president  of  the  audiencia; 
the  Hon.  Don  Florentino  Toites,  attoniey-jijeneral  of  the  islands;  Lieut.  Col.  E.  H. 
Crcjwder,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  associate' justice  of  the  civil  branch  of  the  audiencia; 
Hon.  R.  W.  Young,  associate  justiw  of  the  criminal  branch  of  the  audiencia;  Lieut. 
Col.  T.  R.  Hamer,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  associate  justice  of  the  criminal  branch 
of  the  audiencia.

The  board  lalwred  earnestly  for  two  months  and  the  results  of  its 
labors  are  contained  in  orders  promulgated  on  March  29,  1900,  which 
are  set  out  below  in  their  entirety.

The  board  of  which  his  honor  Don  Cayetano  Arellano,  chief  justice  of  the  Philip- 

Ces,  is  president,  and  which  was  called  in  General  Orders,  No.  18,  of  January  29 
,  from  this  office  to  submit  a  form  of  municipal  government  for  such  of  the  luuni- 
cipios  of  the  islands  as  are  prepared  to  adopt  representative  contn^l  over  their  own 
civil  affairs,  and  which  may  l)ecome  applicable  to  others  as  soon  as  they  demonstrate 
a  fitness  for  self-administration,  having  reported  a  plan  of  government  which  meets 
existing  <x)nditions,  the  same  is  approved  and  will  re<'eive  practical  application  in 
accordance  with  the  mode  of  i)roce<iure  therein  outline<l. 

It  is  with  ^^reat  satisfaction  that  the  UnittKl  States  authorities,  in  consonance  with 
former  promises,  promulgates  in  this  onler  the  law  by  which  the  municipalities  of  the 
towns  of  the  Philippines  are  to  l)e  established  and  g()vemed  in  the  future.  The  law 
is  inspired  bv  a  genuinely  liberal  spirit  and  the  principles  of  autonomous  government. 
It  is  m  itself  educating.     It  is  calculated  to  un^  on  the  people  in  the  path  of  true 

I>rogress,  if  they  are  desirous  to  understand  their  duties  as  free  citizens  and  make 
egitimate  use  of  their  privileges. 

For  the  first  time  the  Philippine  people  are  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  in  the 
election  of  municipal  officers — a  right  only  slightly  restritrted  by  conditions  which 
have  been  imposed  for  the  purpose  of  rewarding  as  well  as  encouraging  the  people 
in  their  just  and  natural  aspirations  to  become  educated,  and  worthy  to  enjoy  all  the 
benefits  of  civilization. 

With  the  new  municipalities,  a  really  autonomous  and  decentralized  municipal  gov- 
ernment will  l)e  establisne*!  in  the  towns,  since  no  provincial  assembly  iscreatc^il  in  the 
capitals  of  the  provinces  or  districts,  and  each  municipality  is  the  legitimate  adminis- 
trator of  the  interests  of  its  town,  and  will  keep,  preserve,  and  expend  for  the  public 
welfare  the  municipal  funds.  The  intervention  which  has  l>een  oestowed  upon  the 
governors  of  provinces,  or  the  supreme  island  authorities,  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
towns  themselves,  as  well  as  of  the  country  in  general,  tetiuse  supervision  and  watch- 
fulness are  always  indisj^ensable  to  pn»vont  transgressions  of  the  law,  and  the  harm 
con8e<]uent  upon  a  noncompliance  with  its  precepts.  It  will  l)e  noted  also  that  the 
ample  powers  given  the  alcalde  (therepresc*ntative  of  the  executive  ]>ower)  to  punish 
ana  repress  misiiemeanors  and  infringements  of  a  governmental  or  a^lministrative 
charai^rter,  pn)vide  that  before  a  penalty  or  corn»ction  caii  Ixj  applied  the  accused 
must  be  heanl,  and  allowed  to  submit  evidenct?  in  his  behalf — a  proceeding  hereto- 
fore unknown  in  these  islands. 

A  reading  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  clearly  demonstrates  the  purposes,  tenden- 
cies, and  beneficent  intentions  of  the  United  States  Goveninient.  Naturally,  it  is 
impossible  to  frame  legal  provisions  which  are  perfe<'t,  but  these  are  suscei>fible  of 
future  improvement  in  onler  that  they  may  meet  future  necessities  and  keep  pace 
with  the  development  in  political  knowlenge  of  the  Philippine  people,  with  whom 
now  rests  the  creation  of  municipalities  which  shall  faithfully  administer  their  inter- 
ests and  protect  their  rights  and  liberties.  Their  action  is  liinite<l  by  the  law  solely 
by  a  desire  to  establish  prudential  measures  for  the  common  welfare,  such  as  appear 
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to  be  necessary  to  secure  the  prosperity  and  the  moral  and  material  advancement  of 
the  country.  And  if,  notwithstanding  the  prudent  foresisrht  of  the  United  States 
Government  as  herein  expressed,  errors  should  occur  and  abuses  should  be  commit- 
ted by  the  munici{>alities  in  the  management  of  their  interests  the  abuses  will  be 
strongly  repressed  in  accordance  with  the  penal  law,  and  responsibility  for  errors 
committed  must  be  charged  to  the  electors,  who,  it  is  to  be  ho|)ed,  after  (laving  seen 
that  they  have  chosen  incompetent  or  unworthy  officers,  will  endeavor  to  exercise 
the  elective  franchise  more  wisely  in  the  futjp^.  By  such  a  course  of  action  they 
will  demonstrate  that  they  possess  the  qualifipations*  necessary  to  free  citizenship'; 
that  they  have  a  clear  idea  of  their  rights  and  liberties;  that  they  know  how  to  guard 
their  common  interests,  and  that  they  honestly  desire  the  progress  and  liappiness  of 
the  country. 

The  following  are  the  pronsions  of  law  (sulnlivided  into  chapters  and  articles) 
which  have  been  determined  uixjn  and  which  will  be  carried  into  execution  as  rap- 
idly as  practicable:  t   *. 

Chapter  Onk. 
dkfinmon  and  classification. 

Article  1.  The  towns  of  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  be  recognized  as  municipal 
corporations,  with  the  same  limits  as  heretofore  established,  upon  reoi^nizing  unaer 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

All  pro{)erty  vested  in  any  town  under  its  former  organization  shall  be  vested  in 
the  same  town  upon  becommg  incorporated  hereunder. 

Art.  2.  Towns  so  incorporated  shall  be  designated  as  '*  municipios,"  and  shall  be 
known  respectively  by  the  names  heretofore  adopted.  Under  sucn  names  they  may, 
without  further  authority,  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  ynthy  acquire 
and  hold  real  and  personal  property  for  the  general  interest  of  the  town,  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  hereinafter  conferred. 

The  city  of  Manila  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Art.  3.  The  municipal  government  of  each  town  is  hereby  vested  in  an  alcalde 
and  a  municipal  coimcil.  The  alcalde  and  councilors,  together  with  the  municipal 
lieutenant,  shall  be  chosen  at  large  by  the  oualified  electors  of  the  town,  and  their 
tenn  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years  fn)ni  ana  after  the  first  Monday  in  January  next 
after  their  election  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen  and  qualifieil:  Provided, 
That  the  alcalde  and  nmnicipal  lieutenant  elected  in  1900  shall  hold  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1902,  onlv;  and  that  the  coimcilors  elected  in  1900  shall 
divide  themselves  bv  lot  into  two  classes;  the  seats  of  those  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  on  the  first  Moiulay  of  January,  1901,  and  those  of  the  second  class  one  year 
thereafter,  so  that  one-half  of  the  municipal  council  shall  be  chosen  annually. 

Art.  4.  Incorporated  towns  shall  be  of  four  classes,  according  to  the  number  of 
inhabitants.  Towns  of  the  first  class  shall  be  those  which  contain  not  less  than 
25^000  inhabitant-',  and  shall  have  eighteen  councilors;  of  the  second  class,  those  con- 
taining 18,000  and  less  than  25,000  inhabitants,  and  shall  have  fourteen  councilors; 
of  the  third  class,  those  containing  10,000  and  less  than  18,000  inhabitants,  and  shall 
have  ten  councilors;  of  the  fourth  class,  those  containing  less  than  10,000  inliabitants 
and  shall  have  eight  councilors.  Towns  of  less  than  2,000  inhabitants  may  incor- 
porate under  the  pronsions  of  this  order,  or  may,  upcm  petition  to  the  pmvinciai 
governor,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  l)e  attached  as  a 
barrio  to  an  adjacent  and  incorporate<l  town,  if  the  council  of  the  latter  consents. 

Chapter  Two. 

elections. 

Art.  5.  The  electors  charged  with  the  duty  of  choosing  elective  municipal  officers 
must  h^  male  i)er8ons,  23  years  of  age  or  over,  who  have  had  a  legal  residence  in  the 
town  in  which  they  exercise  the  suffrage  for  a  period  of  six  months  immediately  pre- 
c»eding  the  election,  and  who  are  not  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  power,  and 
who  are  comprised  within  one  of  the  following  three  classes: 

1.  Those  who,  prior  to  the  13th  of  Augiist,1898,  held  the  office  of  municipal  cap- 
tain, jgobernadorcillo,  lieutenant,  or  c^beza  de  Barangay. 

2.  Those  who  annually  pay  30  pesos  or  more  of  the  established  taxes. 

3.  Thos4^  who  s|H*ak,  read,  and  write  English  or  Spanish. 

Art.  <>.  Each  elector  shall,  before  casting  his  ballot,  take  and  subscribe  the  follow- 
ing elector's  oath,  which  shall  be  administereti  by  the  municipal  secretary.

authority  of  the  United  State's  of  America,  and  will  maintain  true  faith  and  allegi- 
ance thereto;  that  1  will  ol)ey  the  laws,  legal  onlers,  an<l  decrees  duly  promulgated 
by  its  authority;  and  that  I  impose  u^xju  myself  thin  obligation  voluntarily  and  with- 
out mental  reservation  or  puri)OHt^  of  evasion,  s<>  help  me  God.

AiiT.  7.  The  following  persons,  although  they  mav  posm^ss  the  qualifications 
required  in  article  5,  shall  m  disqualilie<l  from  voting:  befendaiits  in  (criminal  cases 
pending  trial;  those  who  have  l)een  gubernatively  (u)rre<'ted  three  or  more  times  for 
misconduct;  those  who  have  been  sm>jected  to  corporal  punishment  or  dis(jualitiira- 
tion;  those  who  are  subjec^t  to  civil  interdiction  or  to  the  vigilance  of  the  authorities 
through  sentence  of  a  court  of  juHti(*e;  debtors  to  aii^'  municijml,  provincial  or  treas- 
ury fund;  those  who  have  cx>ntracts  with  the  municipal  council  to  Ixi  finished  within 
the  municipal  tenn;  those  who  have  a  suit  with  trie  municiiiality  to  which  they 
belong;  ana  insane  and  fcHible-minded  persons. 

Art.  8.  General  mimicipal  eletttions  (except  the  first,  for  which  special  provision 
is  hereinafter  made)  shall  l>e  held  on  the  first  Tuesdav  in  I)eceml)er  of  ea<^h  year, 
and  the  offic^ers  ele<'te<i  then*at  shall  enter  u|K)n  their  duties  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  following.  In  onler  to  provide  proj>erly  for  municipul  ekilions,  the  alcalde, 
during  the  first  five  days  of  the  month  next  preceding  the  month  in  which  any  gen- 
eral election  is  to  l)e  held,  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  l)e  |H)sted  a  pnH'lamation  in 
triplicate,  sneinfying  the  place  where  and  the  hours  during  whi(*h  th(^  electi(m  shall 
be  held,  and  notifying  all  penmrns  oualifi(Ml  as  cUn'tors  to  apm^ar  before  the  mnnicii>ul 
secretary  during  the  first  fifteen  oays  of  the  month  in  wlii(*h  the  pro<*lamation  is 
dated,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  elector's  oath.  It  shall  Ix^  the  duty  of  the  sec- 
retary, and  he  is  empowered  to  a<lminister  the  oaths,  but  without  fee.  One  of  the 
copies  of  the  pniclamation  shall  l)e  posted  at  the  <loor  of  the  municipal  building,  and 
the  other  two  at  other  public^  an«l  conspicuous  places  within  the  town.  Ik;tween  the 
15th  and  20th  days  of  tne  month  the  alcalde  shall  prepare  from  the  oaths  thus  taken 
in  duplicate,  and'cause  to  \ye  posted,  as  hereinl)efore  pn»s<?ril)ed,  the  lists  of  the  quali- 
fied electors,  alphal>etically  arranged  a<H!onling  ti)  surnames,  and  shall  accompany 
Buch  lists  with  a  notice  si>ecifying  a  term  of  five  days  prior  to  the  election,  in  wnich 
any  qualified  elector  may  demand  his  enrolliiient  in  said  list,  or  the  exclusion  there- 
from of  the  name  of  any  person  not  having  the  right  to  vote,  which  demand  shall 
be  made  to  the  alcalde,  and  shall  Ix*  determined  by  the  alcalde,  the  municipal 
lieutenant,  and  the  attf)mey  sitting  as  a  board  for  the  purpose. 

Special  elections  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  succee<iin^  the  call  for  the 
same;  the  calling  and  holding  of  such  ele(^tions  shall  c^mform  lu  all  respects,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  requirements  of  this  onler. 

Ajtt.  9.  Municipal  elections  shall  l>e  held  in  the  houses  of  the  municipality,  and 
shall  be  presided  over  by  a  lx>anl  of  election  judges  consisting  of  three  qualified 
electors  not  holding  municipal  office  nor  being  candidates  therefor,  who,  together 
with  two  tellers,  possessing  like  qualifications,  shall  he  designate<l  in  writing  prior  to 
the  day  of  election,  by  a  niajority  vote  of  a  boanl  consisting  of  those  memlnjrs  of  the 
municipal  council  who  have  the  longest  unexpire<l  terms  oloffice.  The  senior  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  judges  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In  case  of  the  absence  at  the 
election  of  any  member  of  the  Ixmrd  of  judges  or  of  a  teller,  or  their  dis(|ualificati(m 
at  any  stage  of  the  election,  the  vacancv  or  vacancies  shall  be?  imme<liately  filled  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  number  of  the  remaining  election  judges  and  tellers. 

Art.  10.  The  election  shall  l)e  by  set^ret  ballot;  each  Imllot  shall  contain  the 
names  of  the  persons  voted  for  and  the  offices  for  which  they  are  respectively  pro- 
posed. No  perB<m  shall  l)e  deemed  elected  to  any  office  unless  he  shall  liave  ret^ived 
a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast  for  said  office.  "--. 

Art.  11.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  election,  the  ballots  shall  be  canvassed 
by  the  board  and  a  certificate  of  the  result  of  the  ix)lling  shall  be  prepare<l  in  dupli- 
cate and  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board  ana  by  tne  tellers.  Duplicates  con- 
fining the  additional  statement  that  a  term  of  three  ilays  is  granted  in  which  any 
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ident  of  the  town  can  I>r(^^^^Ilt  to  tlie  1)oanl,  or  to  the  chairman  thereof,  in  writiiiff. 

•h  ol>je<'tioiiH  OA  ho  iiuiv  doi'in  jiiHt  and  li.'v:ul  against  thone  <ieclared  elected,  abiui 
i>n*pareil  by  tlie  Ix^rd  and  ponteil,  one  on  the  door  of  the  municipal  building, 

.<i  the  other  in  the  H<iuan'  or  market  plaice  of  the  town. 

On  the  day  following  Haid  term  of  tliree  days,  a  duplicate  of  the  election  certifi- 

itc  with  the  original  iMcctors'  oaths  and  the  objections  made,  if  anv,  shall  be  sent 

y  the  chairman  of  the  lH>ard  to  the  governor  of  the  province.    If  the  governor 

.nd  the  e!e<:tion  legal,  he  shall,  within  thrive  days  after  the  receipt  of  said  documents, 

liriH't  the  newly  ele<!te«l  otiirers  to  qualify  and  enter  ui)on  their  duties  on  the  day 

ixe<l  by  this  onler.      If,  upon  examining  the  aforesaid  dtK'uments,  the  governor 

letennines  that  then^  has  Ikhmi  an  illegality  (*ommitted  in  said  election,  affecting  the 

validity  thenH>fy-  in  whole  or  in  ]»art,  he  may  order  a  Hiiecial  election  to  fill  the 

oflice8'affiH.*te<I,  or  take  such  other  and  further  action  its  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  12.  In  ca^^^  of  the  al>s<>n(*e  of  the  alcalde,  or  teniix)rary  inability  to  dischaise 
his  duties,  the  municipal  lieutenant  shall  assume  his  office.  In  like  manner  the 
municipal  attorney  will  substitute  the  municiiMil  lieutenant.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  alcalde,  the  itrovineial  governor  shall  apjxnnt  a  successor.  A  vacancy 
in  the  offitv  of  nmnicijuil  lieutenant  or  among  the  councilors  will  be  filled  by  the 
municipal  council  from  among  the  residents  of  the  town  having  the  <}ualificationa 
H]XHMfied  in  article  18.  Persons  thus  sul>8titutt><i  as  alc*alde,  municipal  lieutenant,  or 
councilor  shall  starve  c)nly  for  the  unexpired  tonn  for  which  selected  and  uutU  their 
successors  have  bei^n  chosen.

3.  To  recommend  to  the  mimicipal  council,  at  any  time,  HU(*h  mojisunw  ronntHrtcnl 
with  the  public  health,  cleanliness,  or  ornament  of  the  town,  ur  with  the  improve- 
ment of  tne  government  and  finances  thereof,  as  he  may  deem  expe<lient. 

4.  To  approve  ordinances  adopted  by  the  municij)al  council,  puch  appnjval  Iwing 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  ordinance. 

6.  To  issue  orders  relative  to  the  city  or  rural  police  or  to  pnhlir  wifety,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  conflagrations,  floodp,  and  ttie  effectH  of  Ht<^nns  or  other  public 
calamities. 

6.  To  draw  warrants  on  the  town  treasury  for  logitinmt^^  })ayinents  authorizcMl  l>y 
the  council. 

7.  To  exact  the  punctual  payment  of  taxen. 

8.  With  the  assistance  of  the  municipal  attorney,  one  countilor,  and  one  fiwretary, 
to  hold  such  public  auctions  as  may  be  authorizxHl  by  the  mmiicipal  (touneil,  an<l  to 
preside  thereat. 

9.  After  due  trial,  in  which  the  accused  and  his  witnet«se8  phall  l)e  heard,  to  punish 
violations  of  municipal  ordinances  and  regulations,  either  by  a<lmonition,  diwijilinary 
punishment,  or  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  provided  in  paragraf)h  14  of  article  3.S: 
Frovidedf  That  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  paragraph  may  at  the  diHcretion  of 
the  alcalde,  and  upon  his  authorization  in  writing,  be  exerci^»eil  by  the  municiiml 
lieutenant.  Such  fines  shall  Ije  paid  in  <M)in  and  nhall  l>e  coven^d  into  the  town 
treasury  by  the  alcalde.

Art.  20.  The  office  of  the  municipal  attorney  nhall  l)e  iilled  bv  a  lawyer,  if  there 
shall  be  one  in  the  municipality,  or,  in  default  of  a  lawyer,  by  the  jwrson  best  <iual- 
ified  for  the  office.  He  shall  l)e  the  regulation  sul^itute  of  the  municipal  lieutenant, 
and  must  attend  to  all  suits  and  matters  and  thiu|2:sin  which  the  town  may  be  legally 
interested;  an<J  must  give  his  advice  or  opinion  in  writing  whenever  retjiiire^l  by  the 
alcalde  or  municipal  council.  He  shall  act  as  censor  of  the  minutes  of  the  s<*->^ionH 
of  the  municipal  council  and  all  other  documents  drafte<l  or  deeree<l  by  the  muniei- 

SJity.  He  shall  attend  all  sessions  of  the  council,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  therein. 
e  snail  also  do  and  iwrfonn  all  such  things  touching  his  ofliee  as  may  l>c^  re<iuire«l 
by  ordinance  or  by  the  comicil. 

Art.  21.  The  municipal  sec^retarv  shall  kcHij)  his  oflice  at  thc^  place  of  meeting  of 
the  municipal  council,  or  at  s(mie  place  convenient  then'to,  as  the  council  may  <iire<'t. 
He  is  clerk  of  the  muni(ri]ial  council,  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend, 
and  he  must  keep  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  thcjreof,  and  all  records  and  acts  of 
the  town,  and  must  countersign  all  warrants  ordere<l  by  the  council  to  be  drawn  (m 
the  town  treasury,  and  do  such  other  things  as  the  municipal  council  may  by  onli- 
nance  provide. 

Art.  22.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  that  come  to  the  town  innn 
any  source,  keep  a  detailed  accomit  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  out  only  on  the  order 
of  the  council  upon  the  warrant  of  the  alcalde,  countersigntnl  by  the  secri'tary,  and 
do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  as  are  prescril>ed  for  him  by  ordinance.  He  must, 
on  the  nrst  day  of  each  month,  make  out  and  present  to  the  alcalde  a  full  and  com- 
plete statement  of  the  receii)ts  and  expenditures  of  the  preccnling  month,  coj>ies  oi 
which  statement  the  alcalde  must  cause  to  be  po8te<:l  in  at  least  two  public  and  rmi- 
Bpicuous  places  within  the  town. 

Art.  23.  The  treasurer  shall  give  to  every  perscm  paying  money  to  the  town  ti-ea**- 
ury  a  receipt  therefor,  witnesseil  by  at  least  one  disinten»sttHl  jx'i-son,  siRHufving  the 
date  of  payment,  and  upon  what  account  paid;  and  he  shall  innutHiiately  file  a 
duplicate  of  said  receipt  with  the  alcalde. 

Abt.  24.  All  warrants  for  the  payment  of  luonev  shall  Ix^  |»iid  in  the  order  in  which 
they  shall  be  presented  and  the  treasurer  shalf  note  on  the  Ijack  of  eaidi  warrant 
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§  resented  to  him  the  date  of  such  presentation,  and  when  payment  is  made  the 
aie  of  such  payment:  l^ox^ided,  That  any  such  warrant  shall  be  jwid  by  the  treaeurer 
upon  the  prenentation,  in  ca«e  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  shall  remain  in  the 
treasury  to  pay  all  warrants  previously  issued. 

Art.  25.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  towns  separate  and 
dintind  from  his  own  money;  nor  shall  he  be  permitted  to  make  profit  out  of  public 
money  or  use  the  same  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  b}r  law. 

Art.  26.  The  duties,  i)ower8,  and  pri\'iWes  of  officers  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  town  government  not  herein  prescribed  shall  be  defined  by  the  municipal  <;oun- 
cil,  and  the  defining  by  this  order  of  the  duties  of  town  officers  shall  not  preclude 
the  municipal  (foun(*il  Irom  defining  by  ordinance  further  and  additional  duties  to  be 
perfonne<l  bv  any  sucrh  officer. 

Art.  27.  'f  he  offices  of  the  municipal  lieutenant  and  councilor  are  honorary  and 
gratuitouH.  The  offices  of  the  alcalde,  municipal  attorney,  and  municipal  treasurer 
sliall  Ixi  compensated,  the  salaries  being  fixixi,  as  in  the  case  of  other  compensated 
munici{>al  ofnc^es,  by  the  council,  as  the  resources  of  the  coq)oratioh  will  justify,  but 
nhall  not  exceed  in  caf<e  of  c*or})orations  of  tlie  first  class,  for  alcalde,  1,200  pesos; 
for  municiiml  attorney,  1,000  pesos,  and  municipal  treasurer,  800  pesos;  for  other 
class  f)f  cor}x>rations  the  salaries  for  these  offices  shall  not  exceed,  for  those  of  the 
stM'ond  class,  1,000,  800,  and  600  pesos,  respectively;  for  those  of  the  third  class,  800, 
600,  and  400  pesos  resijectively,  and  for  those  ofthe  fourth  class,  600,  400,  and  200  — 

IKjHos  respectively.    The  salary  of  the  alcalde,  during  the  iK'riod  he  is  subetituteii  b> 

the  municipal  lieutenant,  phall  l)e  drawn  by  the  latter.    Tlie  discha've  of  the  dutie 
of  alcalde,  municii)al  lieutenant,  and  councilor  is  obligatory  for  the  term  of  tw( 
years,  and  no  exemption  sliall  h^  admitted  unless  claimed  before  election  and 
tione<l  in  this  order.     A  second  reelection  to  any  municii>al  office  is  prohibited  exoe] 
after  two  years. 

Art.  2S.  The  following  persons  may  be  excused  from  dischai|^ng  the  duties  cttji/ 
alcalde,  lieutenant,  and  councilor  upon  written  demand  made  to  the  municipal 
rctarv  prior  to  the  date  of  election: 

1.  Those  who  are  or  shall  be  over  62  years  of  age  at  date  of  election. 

2.  Those  phy8i(»lly  disabled. 

X  Those  who  have  discharged  the  same  rluties  for  two  previous  terms. 
Art.  29.  The  tenn  of  office  of  all  appointive  officers  sliall  he  until  the  end  of  the 

tenn  of  the  alcalde  appointing  them,  unless  sooner  removed  as  provided  in  thiB 
onler. 

Akt.  30.  Every  officer  of  the  municipality  sliall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term, 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office!  all  properties,  books,  and  effei^ts  of  every  descrip- 
tion in  his  {X)Hsession  belongiug  to  the  town  or  pertaining  to  the  said  office.  Upon 
his  refusal  to  do  so  he  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  caused  tliereby  and  to  such  pen- 
alties aa  mav  Ix;  by  r>Riinance  prescribed. 

Art.  31.  Jio  officer  shall  \y^  directly  or  mdiret^tly  interested  in  any*contract,  work, 
or  business  of  the  mmiicipaUty,  nor  m  the  purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  any  other 
property  U^longing  to  the  corporation. 

Akt.  32.  If  any  town  officer,  at  any  tune  during  his  tenn  of  office,  sliall  remove 
his  residence  from  the  limits  of  the  municipality  his  office  shall  thereby  become 
vacant. 

CHAPTER  FOUR. 

the    MITNICIPAL   COITNCIL. 

Aht.  3:».  The  numicipal  council  has  power — 

J .  To  create  the  offices  of  muuici|)iil  att^rnev,  treasurer,  se<*retary,  and  sucli  other 
ofiiires  a.s  may  be  necessary,  and  to  prescril)e  tneir  duties. 

2.  To  establish  and  fix  the  salaries  of  town  officers  and  employees  and  also  to  pre- 
scribe official  fees  when  allowed  by  law,  causing  a  list  of  the  same  to  be  posted  in 
like  manner  with  ordinances,  subject  to  the  limitations  expressed  in  article  40. 

3.  To  manage  the  finances  and  property  of  the  town. 

4.  To  regulate  the  streets,  sidewalks,  wharfs,  and  piers  in  the  town,  and  the 
thereof,  and  to  prevent  and  remove  obstacles  and  encn)ftchinentB  upon  the  same. 

5.  To  establish  or  autliorize  slaughterhouses  and  markets,  and  regulate  the  same^ 
().  To  i)rovide  for  lighting,  sprinkling,  and  cleaning  the  town. 

7.  To  provide  for  licensmg  every  business  not  prohibited  by  law  and  to  fix  the? 
amount  of  li(!ense  tiix  for  the  same. 

8,  To  reguiate  the  keeping  and  use  of  animals. 
1).  To  suppress  games  of  chance,  gambling  houses,  dis<^)rderly  houses,  nuisances  of 

every  description,  and  all  kinds  of  vice  and  immorality. 
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10.  To  prohibit  the  burial  of  tlie  dead  within  the  town  ext^pt  in  nuch  j>lace6  and 
in  0uch  manner  an  the  council  may  determine. 

11.  To  establiflh  and  regulate  a  police  department,  and  maintain  and  regulate   . 
municipal  prisonfl. 

12.  To  eHtabliHh  and  resulate  a  lire  department. 

13.  To  establinhand  maintain  HcluKdH. 

14.  To  im|K)He  i)enaltieH  for  violation  of  onlinancen;  but  no  single  [penalty  nmnt 
exceed  a  fine  of  1^5  pe^etaf^  or  imprisonment  for  fifteen  days,  or  both;  imprisonment 
eliall  }ie  imi>oee<l  in  lieu  of  unpaid  fines  at  the  rate  of  one  day's  impiisoument  for 
eat'h  pepo  <»f  the  line. 

15.  To  require  any  lanrl  (»r  building  to  Ix^  deauisetl  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  (»r 
ocx'upaat,  and  upon  their  default  to  liave  the  work  done  and  tn  assess  the  ex|)enHe 
upon  the  land  and  building. 

16.  To  adopt  mi^asures  to  pn^vent  the  intnxlurtion  and  Hprt^ing  of  dinoaAe. 

17.  To  levy  and  ctillect  taxt«9  as  liereinafter  provided. 

18.  To  establish,  alter,  extend,  graile,  pave,  or  otherwist>  improve  strtHits,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  or  public  grounds,  an<l  to  vaicate  the  same. 

19.  To  make  appropriations  for  lawful  town  exiienditures. 

20.  To  make  such  provisions  for  the  care  of  the  poor  and  the  sick  ux  it  may  dtH'm 
necessary. 

21.  To  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  i)rofH'rtv,  n*al 
and  personal,  for  the  l>enefitof  the  town:  Provided ^  That  the  express  authorfxation 
the  governor  of  the  islands  sliall  be  necessary  to  alienate  or  constitute  any  lion  uiH>n 
any  real  property  of  the  town. 

22.  To  erect  all  needful  l>uildings  for  the  use  uf  the  town. 

23.  To  construct  and  maintain  waterworks  for  the  puriK>se  ol  Hnp]>lying  the 
inhabitants  with  water;  and  to  control  the  water  and  water  courses  within  the  town. 

24.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  throwing  or  depositing  of  dirt,  garbage,  or  any 
offensive  matter  in  any  street,  alley,  park,  or  public  ground. 

25.  To  regulate  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots. 

2<5.  To  name  streets,  avenues,  and  other  public  places  and  Uy  <!hange  the  names 
thereof. 

27.  To  construct  and  ki*ep  in  repair  bridges  and  viaducts  and  to  n.*giilate  the  use 
thereof. 

28.  To  construct  and  ket^p  in  remir  public  drains,  sewers  and  cesspcHjln,  and  to 
regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  private  plumbing,  sewers,  drains  and  cessiKN>l.c<. 

29.  To  license  and  regulate  the  manufacturing,  selling,  giving  away,  or  disimsing 
in  any  manner  of  any  intoxicating  malt,  vinous,  mixeil,  or  fermented  liquor,  and  to 
determine  the  amount  to  l)e  iiaid  for  such  licenses. 

30.  To  prohibit  ami  punish  the  keeping  or  visiting  of  any  i^lace  when*  oiiium  is 
smokefl  or  sold  for  the  puriM>se  of  smoking. 

31.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  ins|)e(;tion  of  m<^ts,  fruits,  (Nmltry,  milk,  fish, 
Vegetables,  and  all  other  provisions. 

32.  To  provide  for  tlie  ins|>ection  an<l  sealing  of  weights  and  nu^asun^n,  und  to 
enforce  the  keeping  of  the  })ropcr  weights  and  measures  by  vendors. 

33.  To  prevent  mtoxiiration,  fighting,  gambling,  and  all  disorderly  cnndiict;  to 
restrain  nots,  disturlwmces,  or  disonlcrly  aspemblies. 

34.  To  arrest,  fine,  or  st^t  to  work  on  the  streets  or  clsewlierc  all  vagnmts  and  jht- 
nons  found  in  the  town  without  visible  means  of  supiK>rt  or  .Monie  legitimate 
l>usiness. 

35.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  «)f  mendicants,  common  pntstitut*^,  or  habitual 
disturl)ers  of  the  ])eace. 

36.  To  prohibit  cnielty  t<»  animals. 

37.  To  regulate  the  establishment  and  to  ]>rovide  for  tlut  inH]K'ction  of  steam 
l^>ilers. 

38.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  the  nmning  at  largcMif  animal.'^  within  the  limits  of  the 
town. 

i^.  To  licensis  tax,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  keeping  of  dop*,  wmX  antlmrize  the 
destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large  contrary  to  ordinance. 

40.  In  its  discreti(m  to  divide  the  town  iiit^)  districts  for  taxation  and  adniinistni- 
tive  purposes,  and  to  apix>iut  one  or  more*  councilors  for  the  insiH^'tion  an<l  suiwrvi- 
sion  of  the  same. 

41.  To  establish  a  post-ollict^  an<l  provi<le  for  the  colk»cti<m  and  delivery  of  mails; 
but  such  regulati<»ns  must  1m»  in  harmony  with  the  i>ostal  service  and  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  general  government. 

42.  To  make  such  ordinances  and  n*gulati(>ns,  not  repugnant  t/>  law,  as  may  l)e  .. 
neceaaury  to  carry  into  effect  and  discharge'  the  i>owers  and  duties  (X)nferred  ]>y  this 
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order,  and  euch  ss  shall  seem  necessary  and  proper  to  provide  for  the  health  and 
safety,  promote  the  prosperity,  improve  the  morals,  peace,  good  order,  comfort,  and 
convenienre  of  the  town  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  and  for  the  protection  of 
prorHirty  therein;  and  to  enforce  obedience  thereto  with  such  lawful  fines  or  penalties 
as  the  inuiiicipal  council  may  prescribe  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  14  of 
this  article. 

Art.  34.  The  municij^al  council  shall,  at  the  l)eginning  of  each  vear,  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  entire  council,  resolve  itself  int<3  committees  to  take  chai^  of  the  police, 
health,  plantations,  irrigation,,  live  stock,  public  works,  roads,  schools,  and  other 
municipal  affairs. 

Art.  35.  The  majority  of  the  council  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness, but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  may  compel  the 
attendance  of  absentees  under  such  T>enalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Art.  36.  The  municipal  council  shall  pre8cril)e  the  time  and  plac^  of  holding  its 
lui^tings:  Provided^  That  at  least  one  meeting  shall  be  held  each  week. 

The  alcalde  or  apy  two  members  of  the  council  may  call  a  special  meeting  by  giv- 
\n^  a  written  notice  of  it  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  council,  which  notice*  shall 
be  ser\'e<l  i)ersonally  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode. 

Art.  37.  The  sessions  or  meetings  of  the  municipal  council  shall  be  public,  and  the 
person  presiding  has  authority  to  exact  from  all  present  due  respect  and  proper 
deportment,  to  prevent  disturbances  and  disorder,  and  to  order  the  room  clearea  oE. 
any  or  all  present  who  give  reason  for  such  action  by  improper  behavior.     Th^ 
council  may  decide  to  hold  sessions  with  closed  doors  if  the  nature  of  the  business  iim. 
hand  retjuires  such  action. 

Art.  38.  The  umnici(>al  council  shall  determine  its  own  rules  of  procedure,  punisbs 
its  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  th^ 
meml)ers,  the  council  may  suspend  or  expel  a  member  for  cause. 

Art.  39.  The  council  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  own  proceedings.    The  ayee  an<f 
nays  shall  be  taken  upon  the  passage  of  all  ordinances  and  all  propositions  to  create 
any  liability  against  the  town,  or  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  journal.    The  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  municipai 
council  shall  Ixj  nei-easary  to  the  passage  of  any  ordinance  or  of  any  proposition 
creating  indebtedness;  other  measures,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  in  this 
order  or  by  due  authority,  shall  prevail  upon  the  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  meeting  duly  called  and  held. 

Art.  40.  All  ordinances,  before  taking  effect,  shall  be  posted  within  the  town  in  at 
least  two  ])ublic  places,  and  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  tenth  day  after  posting  the 
same,  unless  the  ordinanc^e  shall  provide  that  it  shall  take  effect  at  an  earlier  or  later 
date:  l^rovided.  That  no  ordinance  creating  a  municipal  office  or  prescribing  the  com- 
pensation thereof  shall  take  effect  until  it  has  been  approved  by  the  provincial 
governor. 

Art.  41.  Questions  which  may  arise  relative  to  the  constitution  or  attributes  of  the 
municipal  government  shall  Ix)  submitted  to  the  military  governor  for  decision 
through  the  provincial  governor,  with  the  recommendations  of  the  latter. 

Chapter  Five. 

taxation  and  finances. 

Art.  42.  The  revenues  of  the  towns,  which  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  local 
public  jmrposes,  shall  be  derived  from  the  following  sources: 

1.  Fis»heries. 

2.  Certificates  of  ownership  of  large  cattle. 

3.  (Certificates  of  transfers  of  title. 

4u  Rents  and  profits  from  city  and  country  proi)erty  U^longing  to  the  town. 

b.  Rilliard  tables. 

H/  Theatrical  performances  and  horse  races. 

7'.  Markets. 

8.  Slaughterhouses. 

9.  Toll  bridges,  ferries,  and  fords. 

10.  Stabling  of  animals. 

11.  Tax  for  lighting  and  cleaning. 

12.  Municipal  fines. 

13.  Bathing  establishments  in  public  waters. 

14.  Professional  or  special  institutions  of  instruction. 

15.  Licenses  to  erect  buildings,  and  other  licenses  allotte<l  to  municipalities  by 
law. 
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16.  Public  carnases  and  thcNJC  used  in  funeralH,  and  cartti  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  freight,  witnin  the  limits  of  the  towns. 

17.  Ismiing  of  certified  copies  of  resolutions  or  of  documents  on  fik^  in  the  munici- 
pal archives. 

18.  The  sale  of  spirituous  or  fermented  drinks,  either  in  i>ennaneut  entahlish- 
ments,  bv  peddlers,  or  by  the  manufacturers  thereof. 

19.  Caf^,  restaurants,  hotels,  inns,  lodjiring houses,  and  other  similar  eHta]>liHliment»«. 

20.  The  stamping  and  restamping  of  weights  ana  meaHures. 

21.  Carriages,  carts,  and  horses. 

22.  Municipal  cemeteries. 

23.  Road  or  street  tax. 

24.  Other  taxes  which  may  \)o  imiKised,  according  Ut  the  re(]uirements  and  condi- 
tions of  each  town. 

25.  A  general  division  among  all  residents  and  prr>perty  owners,  in  proix)rtion  to 
the  means  and  resources  of  each,  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  Her\'ice  uf  the  munici- 
pality or  of  such  part  thereof  as  is  not  provideil  for  by  receipts  from  the  preceding 
Bonrcefl. 

Art.  43.  Rates  of  taxation  im^iosed  by  the  municipal  council  upon  industries  pay- 
ing industrial  taxes  to  the  general  government  shall  not  exctXHi  25  i)er  cent  of  such 
industrial  taxes. 

Ajtt.  44.  Rates  of  taxation  shall  1h^  lixed  by  ordinance  and  may  l>e  change<l  inmi 
time  to  time  as  the  council  may  deem  proper,  but  ordinances  imi)osiug  taxes  under 
subdivisions  24  and  25  of  article  42,  or  changes  therein,  l)efon)  taking  effetrt,  shall  Ik? 
iubmitted  to  the  governor  of  the  islands  for  his  ac:tion  through  the  provincial  gov- 
ernor, with  the  recommendations  of  the  latter. 

In  levying  taxes  the  council  shall  ende^ivor  to  provide  for  suHicient  n^venue  ti.)  cover 
the  estimate  annual  expenses  of  the  town. 

Abt.  45.  During  the  month  of  January  of  ctacii  year  tlu;  council  shall  cause  to  1)e 
made  a  report  giving: 

1.  An  inventory  of  all  buildings,  lands,  and  other  pn>iH>rty,  real  and  f>ersoiml, 
belonging  to  the  nnmicipalitv. 

2.  An  itemiz€Hl  estimate  of  the  rcvenueii  of  the  town  from  all  sonnies  during  the 
current  year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  tlie  amount  realizcnl  from  that 
source  during  the  last  preceding  year. 

3.  An  itemized  estimate  of  the  onlinarv  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  current  yi^r, 
with  a  statement  opposite  em'h  item  of  tlu>  corresponding  expenditunw  for  the  htst 
preceding  year.  The  estimated  ordinary  expi^nses  nuist  not  exi^tni  the  estimatiHl 
resources.  This  estimate  shall  include  a  statement  of  outstanding  indebte<lness,  if 
such  exists. 

4.  An  estimate  of  such  extrac^nlinary  expenditures,  if  any,  as  may  be  rw^uirinl 
through  unusual  necessity,  or  to  make  i)erinanent  improvements.  Swrh  estunate 
shall  state  the  approximate  total  expenditun's  by  n^ason  of  such  neiressity  or  improve- 
ment, the  amount  which  it  is  expected  to  ex|)eud  during  the  current  year,  andsounx^ 
or  sources  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  secure  the  necessary  funds;  also  an  itemized 
statement  of  extraordinary  expenditures  for  the  last  i)rece(iing  calendar  year.  The 
reports  hereinbefore  providtni  for  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  Ix)  prescrilnHl  l)y 
higher  authority,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  prescribe<l  form,  shall  l)e  written  in  an 
oraerly  and  intelligible  manner. 

Such  report,  when  approved,  shall  Ihj  attested  by  the  ahralde  and  town  wicretary, 
and  shall  be  forwanleu  in  dupliciite  to  the  governor  of  the  province  ior  his  action. 
If  approved  by  the  latter  he  shall  forwaixl  one  of  the  copies  with  his  a])proval 
indorsed  thereon  to  the  alciilde  to  ser\'e  as  a  guide  to  the  nmnicipality  m  the 
administration  of  the  finances  of  the  town. 

Any  increase  in  expenditures  beyond  the  amounts  thus  estimate<l  and  approved 
will  be  imderstood  to  be  illegitimate  and  can  not  be  approve<l  if  the  total  amount  of 
the  same  should  exceeii  the  resources. 

Abt.  46.  Taxes  and  imposts  shall  not  be  leased  by  the  municipal  council,  but  shall 
be  collected  by  municipal  employees,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  council  may 
determine. 

Abt.  47.  The  alcalde  shall  take  meiuures  to  compel  the  fjayment  of  delinquent 
taxes  and  may  make  use  of  judicial  compulsion  when  necessary,  folio  whig  the  mode 
GKf  procedure  provided  in  such  cases  by  tlie  general  government  of  the  islands. 

Art.  48.  When  taxes  are  paid  directly  to  the  treasurer  he  shall  receipt  therefor  as 
provided  in  article  23.  When  collected  by  any  other  duly  authorized  person,  the 
utter  shall  give  the  taxpayer  a  receipt  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  by  himself.  The 
tnasuier  sludl  retun  a  duplicate  of  all  such  receipts  issued  by  bim  to  collectors,  so  as 
to  verily  oollections  reported  by  the  latter.    Ck)llecton  will  turn  over  to  the  txeaa- 
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urer,  once  each  week,  all  amoonte  received  by  them  during  the  week,  with  an 
itemized  statement  of  the  i>erson8  collected  from  and  the  reepective  amounts  received. 
The  trea8urL»r  will  receipt  to  the  collectore  for  amomits  thustonied  over,  as  provide 
in  article  28. 

Akt.  49.  At  the  tennination  of  the  period  of  collection,  the  person  in  chaige  of 
the  Mune  will  rt^tiirn  to  the  mimicipal  council  an  account  of  those  taxes  that  could 
not  \h'  coUtH'teii;  and  the  collector  will  not  be  held  liable  for  the  uncollected  portion 
imk'Hs  lH'<'aus*>  of  negligenct»  or  l>ad  faith  on  hin  part. 

AuT.  50.  Taxation  shall  }h^  uniform  and  iunt.  Persons  deeming  themselves  injured 
by  any  tax  levy  may  protest  to  the  council,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  consider  and 
determine  Hucfi  protests  at  once.  Should  the  protest  l)e  disregarded,  the  protestant 
may  api>eal  in  writing  to  the  provincial  governor  through  the  alcalde;  the  latter  shall 
note  uiK)n  the  apix^al  pai)ers  the  action  taken  by  the  council.  . 

Art.  51.  A  public  improvement  deemed  necessar^'^  by  the  municipal  authorities, 
not  oxi'tv<ling  2,000  i)epo8  in  cost,  may  be  made  by  the  council  with  the  prior 
approval  of  the  j>rovincial  governor.  If  the  estimated  cost  should  exceed  that  sum, 
the  pro|K)KHl  expenditure  will  be  submitted  to  the  governor  of  the  islands  for  his 
action  by  the  ])rovincial  governor,  with  the  recommendation  of  the  latter. 

Should  any  such  improvement  prove  to  be  more  expensive  than  estimated  and 
approvtnl,  tliat  frn^t,  as  soon  as  a8certaine<l,  will  Ihj  reporteil  to  the  provincial 
govenK>r  for  his  action. 

No  iini>rovement  vriU  ]>e  authorized  which  can  not  be  paid  for  from  the  ordinary^ 
n^venucrt  of  the  town,  or  from  some  extraordinary  tax  duly  ]»rrji)osed  and  approveo. 

Art.  52.  The  treasiu^r,  during  the  month  of  January  of  eat*h  year,  shall  pre— 
pan*  itemized  statements  of  the  income  and  disbursements  for'  the  preceaing' 
calemlar  year.  The  latter  shall  he  duly  verified  and  submitted  to  the  council, 
which  shall  carefully  audit  the  same,  comparing  the  statement  of  income  with 
the  duplicate  receipts  in  the  hands  of  the  alcade,  and  the  statement  of  disburee- 
Dient.s  with  the  warrants  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer.  If,  after  this  and  such 
further  examination  as  the  council  may  desire  to  make,  the  statements  are  found  to 
be  correct,  they  will  Ikj  attested  by  the  members  of  the  council.  Should  any  mem- 
IxT  not  Ixj  in  favor  of  approving  the  statements  or  any  item  therein,  he  will  mdone 
his  disapproval  in  writing  thereon,  mentionin|j[  the  items  objected  to  and  the  reasons 
tlu^efor.  Certified  copies  of  the  statement,  with  the  signatures  thereto  and  indorse- 
ments thereon,  shall  at  once  be  forwarded  to  the  provincial  governor. 

Chapter  Six. 

the  provincial  governor — dl'ties  and  powers  ix  relation  to  the  towks. 

Art.  53.  The  governor  of  the  pn.)vince  shall  be  ex-officio  president  of  all  municipal 
councils  within  the  pn^vince  and  shall  have  general  sux)ervi8ory  chaive  of  the  munic- 
ipal affairs  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  therein  oi]^nized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  order,  and  in  his  said  supen'isorv  capacity  may  inspect  or  cause  to  be  inspected, 
at  such  tinier  as  he  may  determine,  the  atlministration  of  municipal  affairs  and  each 
and  every  de][)artment  thereof,  and  may  hear  and  determine  all  appeals  against  the 
acts  of  municii^al  coriK)rations  or  their  ofBcera.  He,  or  those  whom  he  may  desig- 
nate in  writing  for  that  duty,  shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  to  all  records,  books, 
papers,  moneys,  and  property  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  of  the  province,  ana 
may  call  upon  the  officers  thereof  for  an  accounting  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, or  for  a  general  or  special  report  of  the  official  at^ts  of  the  several  municipal 
(councils,  or  of  any  and  every  of  them,  or  of  any  and  every  of  the  officers  thereof,  at 
any  time,  and  as  often  as  he  may  consider  nei?essary  to  inform  himself  of  the  state 
of  the  finances  or  of  the  administration  of  municipal  affairs;  and  such  requests  when 
made  must  be  complied  with  without  excuse,  pretext,  or  delay.  He  may  suspend 
or  remove  municipal  officers,  either  individually  oi'  collectively,  for  ciinse,  and 
appoint  substitutes  therefor  permanently,  for  the  time  being  or  pending  the  next 
general  election,  or  may  call  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  caused 
by  such  8uspensi(ju  or  removal,  reporting  the  cause  thereof  witn  a  full  statement  of 
his  action  in  the  pn>inise>f  to  the  governor  of  the  islands  without  delajr.  He  shall 
for^'ard  all  (juestions  or  disput*^  that  may  arise  over  the  boundaries  or  jurisdictional 
limits  of  the  city,  towns,  or  municipalities  to  the  governor  of  the  ishuids  for  final 
determination,  together  with  full  report  and  recommendations  relative  to  the  same^ 
He  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  of  the  islands,  authorise  the  cities  and 
towns  to  form  amonp:  themselves  aissociations  or  communities  for  detennined  ends, 
such  as  the  construction  of  public  works,  the  creation  and  foundation  of  beneficent, 
charitable,  or  e<lucational  institutions,  for  the  better  encouragement  of  public  inter- 
ests or  the  use  of  communal  proi)erty.

Abt.  64.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  commanding  officers  of  military  diptricte,  imme- 
diately after  the  publication  of  this  onler,  to  nx;ominend  to  the  ofhoc  of  tlie  military 
governor  in  which  towns  within  their  commands  municipal  governments  nliall  })e  cstal)- 
Rshed,  and  upon  approval  of  riHiommendationH,  either  personally  or  through  suhonli- 
nate  commanderH  designatCMl  by  them,  to  issue  and  cause  to  l)e  postcnl  proclamations 
calling  elections  therein.  Such  prcMrlamations  shall  iix  the  time  and  place  of  election 
and  shall  designate  three  resident*?  of  the  town  who  shall  l>e  charge<l  with  the  duty  of 
administering  electors'  oaths,  of  preparing,  publishing,  and  correi'ting,  within  si>eci- 
fietl  dates,  a  list  of  electors  liaving  the  qualifications  hen*inl>efore  set  forth,  and  of 
|>reeidinff  at  and  making  a  due  return  of  the  election  thus  am>ointed.  The  proclama- 
tion shall  specify  the  offices  to  1k^  filled;  and  in  onler  to  determine  the  numln'r  of 
conncilors  the  commanders  chargtHl  with  calling  the  election  shall  <letermine  from 
the  best  available  evidence  the  class  to  which  the  town  l^elongs,  as  hereinlx»forc 
defined;  the  classification  thus  maile  shall  govern  until  the  taking  of  an  official  cen- 
sus. The  first  alcaldes  appointtHl  under  the  provisions  of  this  onler  shall  take  an<l 
snhacribe  the  oath  of  office  before  the  commanding  officer  of  the  military  <listrict  or 
some  person  in  the  several  t4)wns  designated  by  said  commanding  officer  for  the  said 
purpose,  whereu]M)n  the  alcalde  so  swoni  shall  administer  the  said  oath  of  otWro  to 
all  the  other  officers  of  the  municipio  there  elect<.Hl  and  afterwards  appointe<l. 

The  election  returns  shall  l)e  canvasscnl  by  the  authority  issuing  the  election  ]>nM"- 
lamation,  and  the  officexs  electe<l  shall  assume  their  duties  on  a  date  to  l>e  si)e<'ili«Hl 
by  him  in  orders. 

Art.  55.  Until  the  appointment  of  governors  of  provinces,  their  iluties  untler  this 
order  will  be  performed  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  military  districts.  They 
may,  by  designation,  confer  on  subordinate  commanding  officers  of  sulxlistrirts  oV 
of  other  prescribed  territorial  limits  of  their  commands  the  sui»ervisory  <liities 
herein  enumerated,  and  a  suliordinate  commander  so  dcsignate<l  sliall  ix't-forin  all 
and  eveiy  of  the  duties  herein  prescril)e<l  for  the  suix'rior  commanding  ofticiT. 

Art.  5o.  For  the  time  being  the  provisions  of  this  order  n^ijui ring  that  alcaldes 
he  electe<.i,  in  all  cases  shall  be  so  far  motiifie<l  jw  to  j)ennit  tlu^  coirnnanding  ofiicers 
of  military  di^itricts  in  their  discretion  either  to  apiK>int  such  officers  or  to  have  IIumu 
elected  as  hereinbefore  jirescritei. 

The  term  of  office  of  alcaldes,  appointed  under  this  authority,  shall  be  the  same 
as  if  they  had  been  elected;  at  the  expiration  of  such  term  the'office  shall  l>i>  filial 
by  election  or  ap|>ointment. 

Art.  67.  The  governments  of  towns  organized  under  (Teneral  Orders,  No.  4:J,  Ilead- 
quarters  Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  series  1899,  will  con- 
tmue  in  the  exercise  of  their  functions  as  therein  defineil  and  set  forth  until  such 
time  as  municipal  governments  therefor  have  been  organize<l  and  are  in  op(*ration 
under  this  onler.

This  order  wan  published  in  l)oth  the  Spanish  and  P^n^lish  lan^^ua^(»s, 
SB  indeed  were  all  promulgated  directions  and  instructions  with  whicdi 
it  was  desired  that  the  oooplo  should  ])oconie  acquainted.  It  provid(\s 
a  municipal  form  of  govoniment  which  is  an  extended  development  of 
the  one  formerly  in  force  in  the  princiiml  cities  of  the  islands,  with 
certain  harsh  and  burdensome  features  eliminated.  The  im]:x)rtant 
new  features  introduced  gave  a  carefully  restricted  suffrage,  protcet(*d 
the  liberty  of  the  citizen,  permitted  the  expenditure  of  the  entire 
revenue  for  municipal  purposes,  placed  eligibility  to  nuuiicipal  office 
within  proper  restraints,  conferred  a  general  supervisory  charge  on 
(fovemors  of  provinces,  to  whom  appeal  could  be  taken  and  from 
whose  decisions  appeal  could  be  moved  to  the  chief  executive  of  the 
islands  in  cases  involving  the  rights  of  citizens  or  upon  questions 
which  conceraed  the  integrity  of  the  municipal  corporation  or  its 
officers,  thus  establishing  that  privity  of  relationship  which  should 
exist  between  a  self-governed  town  and  the  supreme  State  authority 
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All  restrictions  plticed  upon  sutfni^c  and  oii^ibility  for  municipal 
office*  wcro  contended  for  hv  the  Filipino  members  of  the  l>oard 
which  formulat(»d  the  plan  of  government  as  absolutely  necessary 
until  ih(\  mass  of  the  people  ])ec!ame  more  enlightened;  ana  construing 
them  strictly  according  to  their  mciining  and  intent,  they  work  no 
hardship,  since  the  taxpayer  who  contributes  thirty  Mexican  dollars 
annually  or  the  citizen  who  can  read,  speak,  and  writ«  either  English 
or  Spanish,  whether  a  tax  contributor  or  not,  is  at  liberty  to  cast  his 
vote. 

This  scheme  of  government  was  to  be  put  in  operation  on  the 
approved  recommendation  of  district  commanders  in  such  of  the  towns 
and  cities  as  might  request  it  and  could  show  that  the v  were  fitted  for  its 
practical  application.  It  is  exp)eriniental,  and  possiblv  may  be  consid- 
ered tentative,  adaj)ted  to  conditions  until  military  shall  be  succeeded  by 
civil  control  in  the  islands;  but  it  is  believed  by  those  who  have  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  average  intelligence  of  the  people  that  if  faulty  it  is  because 
of  its  liberalitj'.  It  has,  I  believe,  been  put  in  force  in  two  or  three  of 
the  larger  cities,  and  in  a  few  months  it^  failure  or  practicability  will 
be  demonstmted.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  will  furnish  the  foundation 
upon  which  can  l)e  erec^ted  a  stable  civil  government,  the  building  of 
wnich,  whatever  course  of  governmentar  procedure  may  be  adopted, 
will  require  the  patient  labor  of  j^ears. 

The  gnidual  resumption  and  increase  of  business  in  the  Philippines 
necessitated  action  on  the  part  of  the  government  in  matters  which 
required  its  protection,  or  in  those  in  which  it  had  property  interests. 
The  work  oi  the  bureau  of  patents,  copyrights,  trnde  and  industrial 
marks,  designs  or  models,  formerly  conducted  by  Spanish  regulations 
in  separate  offices  under  the  supervision  of  the  Direcciori  General  de 
Admmistracion  Civil  must  be  revived,  }x)th  for  the  safety  of  the 
alreadv  acquired  property  rights  of  the  natives  and  Spaniards  who  had 
availecl  tliemselvos  of  the  Spanish  laws,  and  also  to  meet  the  requests 
of  United  SUites  citizens  who  sought  to  introduce  their  inventions  and 
trade  products  in  the  islands.  As  early  as  June  2(5, 1899,  orders'  were 
issued  consolidating  the  sepai'ate  bureaus  into  a  single  office  desig- 
nated *"  Office  of  Patents,  Copyrights,  and  Tmde-marks,"  of  whicn 
Captain  Ahern  of  the  Ninth  Infantry  was  placed  in  charge;  and  he 
was  instructed  to  forward  for  the  consiaeration  of  the  military 
governor  such  matters  of  administration  as  by  Spanish  regulations 
required  the  attention  of  authority  superior  to  that  which  the  director 
general  of  the  civil  administration  exercised.  The  principal  Spanish 
regulations  governing  the  subject  had  been  collected  ana  translated 
into  English,  and  Captain  Ahern  was  obliged  to  inform  himself  as  to 
details  of  procedure  and  systematically  organize  his  office.  Before  it 
was  established  War  Department  instructions  were  received  contain- 
ing the  following: 

In  territorj'  ssubject  to  military  government  l)y  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States,  owners  of  patents,  including  design  patents,  which  have  been  issued  or  which 
may  hereiifter  be  issued,  and  owners  of  trade  marks,  prints,  and  labels  duly  regis- 
tered in  the  I'nited  States  Patent  (Office  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  relatinj^ 
to  the  grant  of  patents  and  the  n»gistration  of  trade  marks,  prints,  and  labels,  shaU 
receive  the  protection  accorded  them  in  the  United  States  under  said  laws;  and  an 
infringement  of  the  rights  secured  by  lawful  issue  of  a  patent  or  by  registration  of  a 
trade  mark,  print,  or  label,  shall  subject  the  person  or  partv  guilty  of  such  infringe- 
ment to  the  liabilities  created  and  imposed  by  the  laws  of  tne  United  States  lelawig 
to  said  matters. 
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This  protection  was  accorded  in  the  Philippines  provided  the  party 
in  interest  filed  in  the  office  of  the  military  governor  a  duly  certifiea 
copy  of  the  patent  or  of  the  certificjite  of  registration  of  the  trade- 
mark, print,  or  label,  if  the  property  rights  gmnted  to  individuals 
under  tne  Spanish  laws  were  not  mfringed. 

The  instructions  placed  in  force  in  the  islands,  to  a  certain  extent, 
the  United  States  patent  law  and  at  the  same  time  announced  the  active 
existence  of  the  Spanish  law  on  the  subject.  That  is,  citizens  of  the 
United  States  had  the  benefits  of  its  law  of  patent  and  trade  mark 
protection,  while  Filipinos  and  Spanish  subjects  who  had  acquired 
protected  rights  by  Spanish  law  must  abide  by  its  provisions.  The 
Spanish  law  was  attenaed  bv  considemble  public  revenue,  whereas  the 
object  of  the  United  States  law  w^as  to  encourage  and  reward  inventive 
genius  in  mechanics  and  arts  and  to  stimulate  legitimate  trade.  Both 
mws  were  applied.  Inhabitants  of  the  islands  wore  served  with  the 
following  information  issued  from  the  office  of  the  military  governor: 

Notice  is  hereby  given  to  all  holdere  of  letters  jwitent  grante<l  under  Siianish  law, 
who  wish  protection  continued  in  these  islands  for  said  jiatents,  that  tne  require- 
ments of  the  law  under  which  said  letters  patent  wtTe  granted  must  be  comi>lied  with. 

Payment  of  the  annual  progressive  tax  on  said  patent  rights,  as  prest:ribed  by 
Article  No.  13,  Royal  Decree  of  July  30, 1878,  should  ha  made  at  the  office  of  patents, 
copyrights,  and  trade-marks. 

This  savored  somewhat  of  class  legislation  and  appears  erroneous  for 
that  and  other  reasons.  It  would  seem  that  all  patentees  should  be 
placed  on  the  same  footing  with  regard  to  privili^ges  granted  by  the 
government.  In  the  months  during  which  this  burt*au  has  been  in 
operation  (from  June  26,  1890,  to  May  1, 11)00)  461  certified  copies  of 
Vfnited  States  letters  patent  and  374  certificates  of  registration  of 
United  States  trade-marks  have  been  filed  with  it,  in  accordance  with 
War  Department  instructions.  Payment  for  thti  services  of  inter- 
preter, the  necessary  office  chirks,  and  other  offi(H».  expenditures  have 
Deen  nearly  met  hy  the  exacted  fee  of  $1  for  filing  liuc'h  of  these  certi- 
fied copies  and  cei1;ifica,tes. 

The  mining  interests  of  the  islands,  confined  almost  entirelv  to  coal 
production,  were  inactive  except  in  ceitiiin  sections  dominated  by  insur- 
gent troops,  where  small  quantities  of  lignite  for  homo  use  and  to  sup- 
ply the  enemy's  small  steamers  wore  mined.  With  the  opening  up  of 
the  territory,  prospectors  from  the  Ignited  StatA»s  and  otner  countries 
were  quite  numerous  and  zealous,  and  inha])itants  holding  concessions 
from  the  Spanish  Government  desired  to  reconmience  their  mining 
industries  and  requested  assistance  and  military  protection.  Pros- 
pectors moved  with  our  troops,  and,  in  many  instances,  penetrated  the 
country  prior  to  our  occupation.  Jn  northern  and  eastern  Luzon  this 
fact  was  very  noticeable.  In  Mindanao  American  i)rospectors  entered 
the  interior  and  subsequently  visiting  the  city  of  Zam})()anga,  the 
headquarters  of  a  military  district,  endeavored  to  have  record  made  of 
mining  claims  they  professed  to  have  taken  up  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  United  States  mining  laws.  Action  on  their  requests  was 
complied  with  by  some  of  our  ofiicers  in  so  far  as  concerned  the  open- 
ing of  a  record  book  and  entering  therein  names,  claims,  and  localities, 
although  they  were  informed  at  the  time  entry  was  made  that  the 
United  States  law  did  not  prevail.  This  action  w^as  interdicted  as  soon 
as  ascertained,  as  it  was  thought  it  might  give  rise  to  f  utui*e  disagree- 
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jihle  r()iis«Hiuen(»os  in  oneoumglng  domandn  for  priority  of  individiuil 
inteivst.     On  March  lo,  1900,  the  following  orders  were  nent  out:

The  mining  bureau  (inspecci^n  j?c*neml  de  minan),  heretofore  adminiert«recl  as  a 
bureau  of  the  direi;ci6n  general  <le  adniini9traci6n  civil,  in  hereby  reestablished  and 
placetl  in  charge  of  First  Lieut.  C  EL  Burritt,  Kleventh  Cavalry,  U.  8.  Volunteers, 
who  will  receipt  to  the  chief  engineer  officer  of  the  Department  for  all  records,  docu- 
ments, and  pn»i)erty  pertaining  to  said  bureau.

Lieutenant  Burritt  broug'ht  to  his  assistance,  in  the  execution  of  the 
duty  assigned  him,  a  practical  and  legal  cx|)erience  of  mining  laws  and 
mining  methods  prevailing  in  the  United  States.  The  work  of  securing 
and  ti-anslating  into  the  Knglish  language  the  Spanish  decrees  on  the 
subjex't  which  nad  received  varied  and  partialauienduients  from  time  to 
time,  and  in  establishing  his  bureau,  necessarily  involved  much  lal)or, 
but  lie  has  succeeded  sufficiently  to  accomplish  practical  work.  Tho 
islands  arc  rich  in  coal,  much  of  which  is  equally  of  as  good  and  some  of 
better  quality  than  that  furnished  by  Japan,  and  with  the  development 
of  the  mines  already  in  working  order,  and  those  about  to  be  opened, 
our  Navy,  Anny  and  coasting  vessels,  niilroads,  and  steam  macninery 
of  eveiy  chamcter  can  be  abundantly  and  cheaply  supplied,  soon.  A 
great  need  is  coal  near  Manila  for  our  transpoi'ts,  thereby  saving  the  jour- 
neys to  Japan  for  coaling  purposes  and  the  time  required  for  the  extra 
sea  travel.  Private  enteq^rise,  if  encouraged,  wnll  place  it  on  the  shore 
of  Subig  Bay  at  a  much  less  expense  than  it  can  be  secured  from  Japan 
or  any  port  of  the  Eastern  Hemisphere,  outside  of  the  Philippines. 

Sufficient  exact  knowledge  has  not  been  obtained  as  yet  to  report 
truthfully  on  the  mineral  wealth  of  the  islands,  but,  according  to 
statements  made  by  the  inhabitants  and  apparently  on  well-based 
rumor,  gold,  silver,  galena,  iron,  and  a  nuuiber  of  other  metals  can 
be  found  in  pajMng  quantities.  Valuable -information  on  this  subject 
is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  late  Philippine  Commission,  of  which 
Prof.  J.  G.  Schunnan  was  president. 

The  timber  resources  of  the  islands  are  abundant  and  of  great  value. 
Almost  every  kind  of  the  tropical  hard  woods  abound,  ana  these,  with 
the  soft  woods,  have  been  classified  bv  the  Spanish  Government  into 
four  or  five  groups,  numbering,  all  told,  over  300  varieties,  of  which, 
by  Spanish  law,  more  than  sixty,  on  account  of  their  value,  could  not 
1x3  used  by  the  inhabitants  for  hiel.     The  timber  interests  have  been 

[)oorly  prosecuted,  as  modern  machinery  for  cutting  and  preparing 
umber  for  the  market  has  not  been  introduced,  and  the  primitive 
processes  employed  are  fully  as  wasteful  and  extravagant  as  those 
which  attend  the  methods  of  working  the  sugar  cane.  Ifowever,  when 
our  occupation  of  the  city  of  Manila  began  the  price  of  building  lum- 
ber was  considered  very  low,  but  the  demands  of  the  city  in  which 
new  structures  were  needed  on  account  of  the  increase  of  population 
and  business  carried  the  price  to  an  exceedinglv  high  figure.  As  soon 
as  timber  sections  of  the  country  were  openecl  to  tmde  great  eager- 
ness was  manifested  by  the  inhabitants  to  obtain  not  only  building 
lum})er,  but  also  wood  for  fuel.  To  protect  the  large  Government 
interests  it  w^as  necessary  to  reestablish  the  forestry  bureau,  and  the 
following  orders  were  issued:

Former  Spanish  methods  will  require  moditiciition,  but  action  in 
that  direction  should  await  careful  investigation  of  Government  int^^r- 
estsand  a  determination  of  the  proper  methods  to  he  pursued  bv  which 
the  welfare  of  tlie  inha])itant*M  in  general  can  best  bo  subserved. 

On  the  subject  of  schools  and  educational  institutions,  I  remarked  in 
my  last  annual  report,  in  part,  as  follows: 

In  Manila  and  a  few  other  citii»H  where  our  trooiw  are  stationinl  to  give  inhab- 
itants protection,  schools  have  been  eHtablishcHl.     i^arents  an<l  children  are  eager 
for  primary-school  instruction  and  an*  very  desirous  to  m-quire  a  six^aking  knowl- 
edge of  the  English  language.     In  tlie  city  of  Manila  more  than  5,000  chiklren  are 
attending  these  sc^hools,  which  arv.  maintained  at  a  cost  of  nearly  10.000  Mexican 
dollars  a  month.    ♦    *    ♦    The  higher  education,  which  the  islands  nave  hithertrj 
enjoyed,  as  well  as  that  of  a  minor  character,  has  been  entiri'ly  under  the  control  of 
the  religious  onlers  an<l  has  centered  in  Manila.    The  Dominican  order,  rich  in 
landed  estates  acquiri»d  through  a  series  of  years,  inaugurating  its  educational  policy 
under  royal  as.*<istance,  money  contribution,  and  decret^s  when  tlie  e<lucAtional  field 
vnLB  entiiely  in  the  ]K>8se8sion'of  the  clergy,  and  seizing  on  by  degret^s  to  the  educa- 
tional institutions  and  scientific  s<'hools  or^nized  by  the  Jesuits  under  royal  protec- 
tion and  conducted  with  funds  from  individual  testators  after  that  order'  had  been 
driven  from  the  islands,  built  up  the  University  of  Manila  and  gradually  incorporated 
in  it  these  Jesuit  foundations.    Great  effort  was  made  to  sever  them  from  Dominican 
aathority  by  recent  Hpanish  statesmen  of  advanced  ideas,  but  without  suct^ess,  and 
now  the  leading  Filipinos  demand  that  severance  and  a  return  to  state  supervison. 

The  Manila  schools  have  constantly  increased  in  number  of  attend- 
ants, which  now  approximates  (),(M)0,  and  in  a  corresponding  additional 
expenditure  of  the  public  mon(»vs  for  thcdr  maintenance.  The  system 
of  teaching,  the  school  supplies,  and  accommodations  have  gradually 
improved,  and  the  coming  sc4iool  year  ])ids  fair  to  accomplish  gratifying 
results.  As  soon  as  new  territory  was  lUHjuired  its  inhabitants  expressed 
the  same  desire  for  primary-school  teaching  as  had  l)een  manifested  in 
Manila,  and  they  wereaiu^ommodated  in  so  far  as  our  meager  resources 
would  permit,  soldiers  in  some  instances  Iniing  temporarily  detailed 
as  instructors.  The  inhabitants  were  informed  that  thev  would  be 
exp^ted  to  furnish  the  necessary  school  building,  and  that  books, 
writing  paper,  and  kindred  material  in  modemto  quantities  would  be 
suppliea  by  the  Government  authorities.  On  March  30,  liKK),  Capt. 
Albert  Toad,  of  the  Sixth  Artillery,  who  had  been  acting  as  auditor 
of  the  islands,  was  relieved  from  that  office  by  Mr.  Walter  G.  Cole- 
man, the  appointee  of  the  War  Department,  and  was  detailed  to  take 
temporary  c*nargeof  public  school  instruction.  In  a  reix)rt  submitted 
May  2  he  summarizes  school  work  accomplishc^d  and  in  contemplation, 
from  which  we  give  extracts:

Manila,  May  2,  1900. 

The  Secretary  to  the  Military  Governor  in  the  Philippines. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  depart- 
ment Bince  the  date  of  its  organization  under  General  Orders,  No.  41,  office  military 
governor,  March  30,  1900: 

Previous  to  that  time  such  distribution  of  lR>oks  as  has  been  made  was  done  under 
the  direction  of  Mr,  G.  P.  AnderRr)n,  sui)erintendent  of  the  schools  in  Manila.    There 
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had  come  into  his  jw^sessiou  a  oimntity  of  lH)<)ks,  i>ai>er,  chalk,  eU*.,  taken  over  from 
the  Spanish  <TOvernnient,  and  also  certain  amounts  purchased  in  the  United  States 
and  Manila,  and  a  numl)er  of  flags  donated  by  Lafayette  Post,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  No.  140,  Department  of  New  York.  From  these  he  has  made  issue  to  the 
schools  in  Manila  and  to  certain  ones  in  the  provinces.  The  inclosed  paper  marked 
A  shows  amounts  received  from  varioiLs  sources,  amounts  issued,  and  balance  on  hand 
May  1,  1900.  The  same  paper  shows  booka  and  other  supplies  ordered  from  the 
United  States  but  not  yet  received.  The  books  referred  to  in  the  inclosed  letter  from 
the  secretary  of  insular  affairs  in  Washington  are  a  part  of  these  oniers.

In  addition  a  reouest  is  tliis  day  submitted  for  approval  of  another  order  for  sup- 
plies aggregating  about  $1,650  Mexican.  It  is  hope<i  that  these  various  supplies  will 
serve  for  the  needs  of  the  schools  in  the  islands  lor  about  three  months;  and  as  to 
books,  for  a  considerably  longer  period  on  the  present  basis  of  instruction.     ♦    *    ♦ 

As  intimated  in  the  last  paragraph,  at  flrst  I  think  only  reading,  \^Titing,  and  speak- 
ing English  should  be  attempted,  except  in  Manila  and  |>osHibly  in  some  few  other 
places.  I  regard  a  ready  acquaintance  with  the  English  tongue,  to  read,  to  write,  to 
speak  it,  as  of  the  first  importance,  and  enough  to  demand  for  the  present  the  entire 
etforts  of  our  educational  forces.  Geography,  history,  arithmetic,  not  to  mention 
what  are  called  the  higher  branches,  are  the  same  m  all  languages,  and  it  is  not 
deemed  expedient  or  necessary  that  s]K>cial  text-books  for  them  should  be  prepared, 
either  in  Spanish  or  the  various  native  dialects,  or  purchased  in  any  large  quantity. 
But  suitable  and  a^lequate  elementary  dictionaries,  primers,  charts,  and  readers 
should  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible.  While  in  some  cases  it  may  be  neceasary  to 
work  through  the  medium  of^  Spanish,  in  general  it  is  believed  English  should  be 
taught  directly  from  the  dialects,  and  the  books  should  be  written  to  that  end.  ♦  ♦  ♦ 

Action  has  already  been  taken  by  this  office  toward  obtaining  copies  of  all  school 
laws,  reports,  etc.,  from  the  various  States  of  the  Union,  and  also  sampler  of  text- 
books and  various  school  appliances.  It  is  realized^  of  course,  that  as  yet  our  Gov- 
ernment is  but  at  the  threshold  of  public  education  in  the  Philippines,  and  I  reeard 
it  best  to  accumulate  expert  opinions  in  order  that  well-digested  and  feasible  {Mans 
may  be  deviseil.  The  supplies  already  oniered  will  begin  the  work,  but  the  future 
will  demand  large  outlays  of  money  and  the  labor  of  exi)erienced  and  competent 
echicatorn.

Regarding  the  chai'acter  of  the  text-books  in  so  far  as  special  lan- 
guage is  concerned,  the  wish  of  the  people  is  contained  in  tne  reply  of 
a  representative  Filipino,  to  whom  I  made  the  remark  that  it  was 
doubtful  if  sufficient  text-books  in  both  Spanish  and  English  could  l>e 
secured;  "Give  the  children  the  English  books  and  they  will  learn 
English  quicker."  That  course  1  am  informed  is  pursued  in  Hong- 
kong and  has  been  very  successful.  These  simple  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, very  hastily  put  in  operation  to  answer  the  pressing  importuni- 
ties of  native  parents,  have  now  been  established  in  many  of  the 
islands.  The  system  is  crude,  of  course,  but  will  give  compamtive 
satisfaction  and  compensating  results  until  a  better  one  can  be  inau- 
gurated. 

The  demand  of  representative  Filipinos  that  certain  advanced  edu- 
cational institutions  be  taken  from  the  control  of  the  religious  orders 
and  returned  to  State  supervision  has  been  act^nl  upon  only  in  a  single 
instance,  and  that  action  merely  extended  to  the  temporary  closing  of 
the  medical  college  of  San  Jose,  an  institution  founded  by  the  Jesuits, 
operated  by  the  iSpanish  Government  after  the  expulsion  of  that  order 
from  the  islands,  and  during  late  years  attached  to  the  University  of 
Manila,  which  is  claimed  by  the  Dominicans  as  its  sole  property,  with 
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vested  right  of  manajgement.  Pending  deliberation  on  the  subject  of 
a  reorganization  in  the  management  of  the  college,  the  authorities  of 
the  university  reopened  it  for  instruction  and  received  studente,  when 
the  provost-marshal-genei"al  was  directed  to  close  it,  take  formal  pos- 
Bession  of  and  retain  the  same  until  matters  in  controversy  could  be 
determined.  Correspondence  between  the  military  and  ecclesiastical 
authorities  followed,  and  was  still  being  pursued  when  I  left  the  islands. 
The  controversy  broadened  into  an  argument  on  the  powers  of  the 
ecclesiastical  orders  to  take  part  in  what  was  considered  the  functions 
of  civil  government,  and  there  graduaUy  entered  therein  the  question 
of  the  validity  of  certain  transfers  of  real  property  by  those  orders  to 
:foreign  syndicates;  also  the  right  to  demand  from  the  Ignited  States 
TOiyment  for  church  occupation  by  Spanish  y)risoners  of  war.  In  the 
OiScial  Guide  for  the  Philippines  on  the  subject  of  Spanish  govern- 
mental organization,  the  college  of  St.  Joseph  is  entered  as  a  pious 
establishment,  under  the  heading  of  ' '  Pious  works,''  with  these  remarks: 

FounikKi  by  the  Society  of  .roHun.  At  present  it  is  under  the  immediate  dependency 
of  the  vi(.'(»-royal  patronate,  wliich  ha*<  an  administrator.  Tlie  direction  is  under  the 
charge  of  the  rector  of  the  univerj»ity.  In  it  are  established  the  branches  of  medi- 
cine and  pharmacy  of  tlie  university.  It  is  a  goo<l  esta))lisliment,  with  all  the 
improvements  reipiirexl  for  the  wiences  there  taught. 

From  the  same  authoiity  we  learn  the  following: 

In  accordance  with  article  89  of  the  (constitution  of  the  Spanish  monarchy,  the 
Philippine  Islands,  as  well  as  the  other  foreign  provinct^s,  will  fje  governed  by  special 
laws.  By  virtue  of  the  constitution  the  supreme  direction  of  allthe  affairs*  relative 
to  the  government  and  administration  of  the  Philippine  Archij>elago  is  exercised  by 
the  King,  with  his  council  of  ministers,  the  secretary  in  charge  being  the  minister 
of  colonies,  who  resolves  by  royal  order  all  matters  relative  to  the  branches  of  grace 
and  justice,  politics,  finance,  government  and  foment  in  which  the  sanction  oi  the 
monarch  is  not  necessary,  advising,  when  he  may  judgcj  proi)er,  with  the  council  of 
the  Philippines,  a  bodv  dejHindent  from  the  ministry  of  colonies,  etc.     *    *    * 

The  government  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  is  vested  exclusively  in  the 
Governor-General,  who  is  tlie  only  and  legitimate  representative  of  the  supreme 
power  of  the  <  iovernment  of  the  King  of  Si)ain  in  these  islands,  and  as  such  is  the 
superior  chief  in  all  pertaining  to  j)ul)lic  administration,  with  tlie  right  as  such  of 
exercising  superior  inspection  over  the  same  an<l  the  courts  of  justice.  *  *  *  This 
high  office  *  *  *  has  aunext^l  to  it  the  ottice  of  vice-royal  patron  of  the  Indies 
*  *  *  and  president  of  all  the  corporations  and  societies  that  have  an  official 
character.  • 

To  assist  the  governor-general  in  his  duties  there  were  two  advisory 
boards,  namely,  the  ])oard  of  authorities,  instituted  in  1850,  and  the 
council  of  administration,  created  in  1801  and  reorganized  under  royal 
decree  of  May  13, 1803.  Members  of  the  board  of  authorities  consisted 
of  the  governor-general  of  the  islands  as  presidc^nt,  the  archbishop  of 
Manila,  the  oflicer  second  in  command  of  the  armv  in  the  Philippines, 
and  the  commandant-geneml  of  the  navv,  togetlier  with  the  officers 
conducting  civil  administration,  the  chiel  justice,  and  the  attorney- 
gQneral.  The  council  of  administration  was  composed  of  tif  tec^n  ex-officio 
councilors,  six  delegate  (councilors,  and  four  councilors  of  royal  appoint- 
ment. The  first  class  consisted  of  the  governor-general  as  president, 
the  metropolitan  archbishop,  the  officers  exercising  immeciiate  com- 
mand of  the.armj^  and  navy  in  the  Philippines,  the  chief  justice,  the 
civil  officers  of  administration,  and  the  five  superiors  of  the  4*eligious 
corporations  which  had  charge  of  the  five  dioceses  into  which  the  Phil- 
ippine Archipelago  was  divided,  and  the  presidents  of  the  Manila 
Onamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Society  of  Friends. 
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The  general  departments  of  the  Spanish  Philippine  government  may 
be  designated  as  political,  ecclesiastical,  judicial,  military,  and  adminis- 
trative. The  ecclesiastical  acted  "subject  to  the  prerogatives  of  the 
royal  patronship  vested  in  the  kings  of  Spain  by  virtue  of  divers  bulls 
of  the  Eonian  pontiffs,"  which  prerogatives  were  exercised  in  the  Phil- 
ippines by  its  governor-genem  as  vice-royal  patron;  but  the  purely 
spiritual  matters  were  supposed  to  l)e  conducted  by  the  regular  and 
secular  (»lergy .  The  ec(»lesiastical  branch  of  the  government  had  super- 
vision of  all  religious  and  charitable  corporations  and  institutions,  and 
of  all  the  funds  by  which  they  were  maintained.  These  funds  were 
administered  by  the  '"Direction  and  Administrative  Boards  of  Pious 
Works."  The  first  was  presided  over  by  the  archbishop  of  Manila, 
and  had  the  chief  justice,  the  intendente  geneml  of  internal  revenue, 
and  the  attorney -geneml  as  meml)ers.  It  supervised  the  administra- 
tive board  on  all  questions  regarding  expenditures  and  disposition  of 
funds,  the  accounts  of  which  the  latter  kept.  This  ecclesiastical  depart- 
ment had  charge  of  public  instruction,  which  was  divided  into  three 
classes:  Sui^erior,  elementary,  and  primary.  The  first  was  said  to  be 
in  charge  of  the  University  of  Saint  Thomas,  the  second  of  the  munici- 
pal atheneum,  of  the  normal  school  of  masters,  and  of  the  college  of 
Latinity  incorporated  into  the  university,  and  the  third  of  the  masters 
and  mistresses  of  the  towns  of  the  archipelago.  The  normal  school  of 
masters  and  the  municipal  atheneum  were  under  the  charge  of  the 
Jesuits.  In  the  first  the  title  of  master  of  primary  instruction  was 
acquired,  which  gave  the  right  to  teach  in  the  primary  schools  of  the 
islands. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  representatives  of  the 
church  took  an  active  part  in  the  administrative  affairs  of  the  islands, 
and  the  governor-general  in  matters  which  would  be  considered  gen- 
erally as  purely  ecclesiastical,  for  he  had  the  right  ''to  confer  all 
ecclesiastical  benefices  upon  parish  rectors,  missionaries,  x^oadjutators, 
etc.;  to  inspect  all  religious  corporations,  brotherhoods,  fraternities, 
and  others  which  are  regulated  by  the  laws  of.  the  Indies."  All  these 
prerogatives,  it  was  contended,  inhered  in  his  office  by  virtue  of  the 
power  exercised  as  vice-royal  patron  of  the  church,  which  was  con- 
ferred by  the  Vatican;  that  these  powers  had  lapsed  by  death  and 
had  returned  to  the  church;  that  the  religious  ordere  were  duly  in- 
corporated and  had  the  right  to  manage  tbeir  properties  and  the  col- 
leges and  schools  w^hich  they  had  established.  Tnls  old  question  of 
the  source  of  power  known  as  vice-ro^al  patronage,  which  had  been 
argued  so  long  by  Spanish  statesmen — one  party  contending  that  it 
was  a  voluntarv  concession  from  the  Pope,  expressed  in  various  bulls 
issued,  the  ot{i(»r  that  if  in  the  nature  of  a  concession  it  was  an 
acknowledgment  by  the  Pope  of  the  rights  of  Spain  because  of  con- 
quest to  manage  its  own  Philippine  affairs,  hence  was  coupled  with 
royal  prerogative — was  almost  in  danger  of  a  revival.  The  claim  •of 
the  Spanish  archbishop  and  the  religious  orders  that  very  many  of 
the  civil  functions  which  the  governor-general  as  representative  in 
the  islands  of  the  sovereignty  of  Spain  exercised  were  powers  which 
l)elonged  to  him  solely  as  patron  of  the  church,  and  hence  virtually  as 
representative  of  the  Pope,  could  not  be  admitted.  His  Grace  Arch- 
bishop Chaixjlle,  ai)ostolic  delegate  to  Cuba,  Poilo  llico,  and  the  Philip- 
pines, shortly  after  his  arrival  in  Manila  from  the  United  States, 
renewed  the  subject  in  a  letter  in  which  he  advocated  the  necessity  of 
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returning  the  iriHi's  U)  their  foriuor  pari8hes  throughout  the  island^ii 
as  soon  as  practicable  in  oixler  to  sevure  the  pac*/ific«tion  of  the  people. 
To  this  letter  reply  was  made  on  February  15,  of  which  the  foUowing 
is  a  partial  copy: 

One  other  issue,  although  more*  jrermane  to  the  pubjoft-matter  proscntefl  than  those 
already  referrwl  to,  in  raiJ*t»d  by  yonr  remark  tliat  it  \»  not  *  the  jmriKMie  of  the 
Auierii^n  Government  that  itn  ^ovtTiior  should  take  uimhi  himself  the  ecclesiastical 
functions  of  the  Spanish  captains-jjrencral  as  vicc-n'jral  jmtroii  of  the  chun'h.'*  You 
mean,  of  course,  tnatthe  I  nitcd  Htates  military  jrovcrn<>r<*an  not  assume  the  title 
and  functions  of  the  fomier  p>vcrnors->^MieraI  of  S[»ain,  whost*  title  was  tfiat  of 
**  vice-royal  patrcm  of  the  Indies,"  and  wh<>s<»  functions  extendcNl  to  a suiH^rvinion  of 
all  matters  of  state  connect<*<l  with  the  islands,  ancl  includefl  certain  jxiwers  of 
appointment  and  ccmtnil  which  wen*  of  an  tvclesiastical  charatrter.  As  you  are 
aware,  there  has  always  Ihh'U  a  railiciil  differen<"e  of  (jpinion  as  to  the  soun-es  of 
tbeee  sujHjrvisory  jK»wers.  Si>aniHh  statc»smen  hohl  that  tlicy  flowc<l  nuturallv  from 
the  fwvereignty  of  Spain,  whose  title  to  the  Philii)pine  Islands  and  whose  rijfht  to 
exercisi^  every' ritrht  of  sovrreipity  is  ha««c<l  uiM.)n  the  a<*knowle<ljrc<l  fwt  of  diwovery 
anti  conquest,  wTiich  is<roncedi»d  by  the  civilized  worhl  to  furnish  indisputable  evi- 
dence of  al)«olute  ownership.  The  church  contends  that  the  suiH*rvisory  char^  over 
its  affairs  and  the  pro j>ertics  of  the  various  n^ligious  orders  here  estabfi8h(Ml,'which 
the  jrovemor-genend  nas  ex<*n'isi'<l  as  vic-e-royaljjatrfin,  is  derived  from  the  Vatican 
Buid  was  conf 'irnnl  upon  the  Kinjr  as  royal  yjatron  of  the  church  by  ct.»rtain  inifial  bulls. 
nrhlch  simply  are  p<mtifi<'al  concessions  unac<'<)m|>anied  by  a  continuing  j)ower,  and 
that  this  view  is  acknowkHljjrtd  and  confinn<*<l  in  the  concordat  of  1758;  that  the 
Spanish  monarch,  in  return  for  thisextraonlinary  privilt*j^e4H>nferreil  by  the  Vati<«n, 
wafl  oblipe<l  to  pn^tect  and  supj>ort  the  church  and  comnensate  its  clergy.  This  last- 
E?xpresse<i  opinion  your  jjrace  a]>jM'ars  to  entertain,  and  you  conclude  that  the  King 
of  8]«in  who  enjoyiHl  this  i)nvilc>rc,  which  was  persoiuil  in  its  nature  or  rather 
lielonjrerl  to  tlie  kinjrly  p«'rson,  is  now  (hiid  to  the  Philippines,  and  that  therefor©  the 
same  has  revert<^rl  to  the  donor;  and  youals<icoiiclnih',  as  1  iK'lievc,  and  with  reason, 
that  under  the  Constitution  of  the  r'nited  States  there  ciiu  not  exist  any  privity  of 
relationship  betwtH.»n  that  Ciovemment  an<l  the  Holy  See;  hence  the  Unit4?d  States 
can  not  claim  or  exennse  any  privilejje  or  prcroji^ative  (by  whatever  name  it  may  Ixj 
called  and  from  whatever  sf>urrc  derive<l )  which  is  y)urely  ecclesiastical  in  character. 

In  answer  to  these  divcnr^nt  opinions  it  may  Iw  said: 

First.  That  the  office  of  the  povenior-penenil  of  the  Philippines  no  longi^r  exists, 
and  that  the  title  of  **  vice-rt)yal  pitron  of  the  Imlics**  is  relejrated  to  the  past.  The 
military  R«)vemor  in  the  Philii>pines  is  merely  the  a^4'nt  (»f  the  United  States  to  take 
action  un<ler  the  instnictions  of  the  Kxirutive  hwid  of  that  ( Jovernment  for  the  pro- 
tection of  its  rights  an<l  the  extH'Ution  of  its  obligations. 

Second.  That  whatever  rights  of  public  contn>l  were  inherent  in  the  (Vown  of 
Spain  have  descender!  to  the  Tnited  States  l)y  coiKpiest  and  subs<M]uent  treaty  stipu- 
lations. 

Thirtl.  That  ihe  United  States  can  exercise  those  rights  in  manner  and  form  as  did 
the  King  of  Spain,  exc<*pt  as  preventCMl  bv  its  Constitution  and  laws. 

Fourth.  Under 8]>anisn  law  as  universally  nM*ognize<i,  (?v(ai  by  the  Catholic  ('hurcjh, 
reli^ous  institutions  could  not  1h»  establishiMl  without  the  authority  of  the  ('rown  of 
Spain,  and  when  so  establishe<l  there  was  resc»rve<l  to  the  Crown  the  most  complete 
and  universal  right  of  i«tronagt>,  against  which  the  law  did  not  admit  either  custom 
or  pres<'ription. 

Fifth.  That  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Unite<l  States  the  **  Congress  shall  make 
no  law  respe<^ting  an  establishment  of  religicm  or  prohibit  th<»  fnn*  exercisi*  thert»of," 
and  Congress  has  refraine<l  from  legislating  upon  purelv  church  matters,  an«l  has 
never  a<«serted  that  it  has  the  power  to  interfen*  with  religious  comnuinities  in  either 
appointment  to  H'clcsiasti<*al  office  (►r  particular  features  of  chur4*h  g(»vernincnt. 

Sixth.  The  United  Stat<'s  recognizes  the  right  of  religious  communities,  as  asscn^ia- 
tions  or  C4>rj)orations,  to  h4)ld  ancl  mlminister  such  properties,  l>oth  real  ainl  iK*rs4)nal, 
as  may  l>e  necessarv  to  a4'complish  the  legitimate  purjKwes  for  which  they  havelH»en 
(fVtabhshed,  ami  all  such  pro}>erti4^  are  as  much  uncler  the  protecticm  of  the  law  and 
mibject  to  judicial  investigation  as  art*  tln^se  of  asso4'iations  or  cori>orati4)ns  of  a 
purely  civil  chara4*ter.  In  the  4*ase  of  these  propertv  holdings  of  the  soh«1Um1  n^lig- 
IOU8  orders  in  the  Philippines,  thev  arealso  protec^terl  by  the  eighth  article  of  the  late 
Paris  treaty  of  pt^c'e,  which  de4'lar4*s  that  '*the  orofwrty  or  rightH  whi4'h  by  law 
helonj?  to  the  i)eac<tful  iM>ssession  of  proj)erty  4>f  all  kinds  of  *  *  *  ecclesiastical 
or  civil  bodies'*  shall  not  be  imiiaired. 
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Seventh.  The  property  lioldings  of  the  religious  corporations  are  believed  to  be  to 
a  considerable  extent  in  the  nature  of  trusts,  really  trust  estates,  the  revenues  of 
which  must  l>e  applied  to  particular  uses,  as  for  the  support  and  education  of  the 
poor,  or  of  4*ortaiii  PiKJcifit^l  claf«efl  of  indinduals,  as  well  as  for  purposes  and  service 
strictly  rclipoiL**.  All  such  trusts  are  denominated  charities,  and  courts  of  civilized 
nations  hol<l  that  the  projn^rty  involved  is  in  a  measure  public  propertyj  applicable 
only  to  the  PiKH-ific  purposes  to  which  it  is  devoted,  but  within  such  limits  is  conse- 
crated to  the  ]>ul)lic  use;  and  Chancellor  Kent  lays  down  the  principle  of  law  as 
follows:  * '  In  this  c<  >untry  the  legislature  or  government  of  the  State,  as  parens  patriae, 
lias  the  right  to  enforce  all  charities  of  a  public  nature  bv  virtue  of  ita  ^neral  super- 
intending authority  over  the  public  interests,  when  no  other  person  is  intrusted  with 
it."  The  Uniteil  State's  courts  hold  that  the  prerogative  of  parens  patrice  is  inherent 
in  the  supreme  iH)wer  of  every  State  whether  Uxlged  in  royalty  or  legislature,  and  it 
can  be  exercise*!  whenever  the  rightful  or  correct  administration  of  trust  properties 
is  calle<l  in  question. 

Eighth.  Conceding  that  the  friar  communities  of  the  Philippines  are  entitled  to 
administer  the  proixirties  legally  vested  in  them  by  Spanish  law,  whether  absolutely 
or  in  trust,  the  nature,  charactiT,  and  investiture  of  all  properties  claimed  by  them, 
and  frt^m  the  possessitjn  of  which  they  were  driven  by  Spanish  rebels^  become  matter 
for  a  legitimate  official  inquiry  and  determination.  This  preliminary  inquiry,  I 
believe,  is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  United  States  authorities  to  institute,  and  as  the 
Government's  agent  in  the  Philippines  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  perform  any  action 
which  would  interfere  with  those  interests  or  obligations. 

Your  grace  will  i>erceive  that  in  the  above  remarks,  brief  as  they  necessarily  must 
be  when  rouveycd  in  the  eliajxi  of  correspondence,  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  United 
States  can  not  take  atrtion  in  appointment  to  e^'clesiastical  office,  nor  in  religious 
reforms,  olxservances,  and  purely  churcrh  administration;  that  it  can  not  exercise  in 
any  way  the  formerly  existing  jMJwers  (whether  conveyed  by  the  Holy  See  or  inher- 
ent in  royal  prerogative  it  matters  not)  which  devolved  upon  tiie  Kmg  of  Spain  as 
royal  patron  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  within  his  Indian  possessions,  but  that 
of  right  and  in  w»nsonance  with  duty  it  must  exercise  that  general  supervision,  when 
its  mwer  is  invoked,  over  the  property  holdings  of  religious  as  well  as  over  those  of 
civil  associations  and  corporations,  and  especially  over  those  properties  which  are 
governed  by  the  principles  of  equity  jurisprudence.  In  this  announcement  it  is  not 
conceded  that  even  the  churches  and  other  relieious  edifices  are  the  property  of  the 
iriars,  although  in  their  possession,  as  it  might  be  held,^)ossibly,  that  some  of  them 
belong  to  ])rovinces  and  inuuici pal i ties  of  the  islands,  since  they  were  constructed  by 
means  of  the  pubUc  civil  funds  collected  as  taxes  to  sustain  the  civil  government, 
which  the  Kin^  of  Spain  intended  (as  must  be  legally  concluded  in  the  absence  of 
declaration  of  intention  to  the  contrary)  should  inure  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
peonle.  Any  arising  complication  of  this  character  might  bringin  question  the  titles 
of  cnnrcheij  constnictetl  on  land  claimed  by  the  religious  orders,  much  of  which  they 
can  undoubtedly  show  that  they  own  in  fee  simple  through  legitimate  purchase. 
And  a  complication  has  arisen  by  the  recently  discovered  transfer  of  some  of  these 
friar  estates.  In  passing  their  title  to  lur^  tracts  of  land,  did  they  convey  to  the 
profane  syndicate  purchasers  the  sacre<l  edifaces  constructed  thereon?  If  friars  owned 
these  edifices  they  certainly  x>assed  with  land  conveyed,  and  in  my  examination  of 
the  title  deed  I  failed  to  find  reservation.  These  syndicates  demand  to  be  placed  in 
possession  of  their  purchased  estates,  and  certainly  we  should  protect  the  people  in 
their  legal  rights  and  ascertain  what  they  are  before  these  demands  are  complied 
with.     R<.»ligion  and  humanity  compel  it. 

We  come  now  directly  to  the  real  substance  of  the  letter  of  your  grace,  which  is 
that  the  friars  inuirt  Ikj  i)laccd  at  once  in  possession  of  their  properties  and  parishes, 
not  only  as  a  legal  right  due  them,  but  for  controlling  j)olitical  reasons,  since  that  is 
the  sure  and  onlv  course  which  can  Ikj  followe<l  to  bnng  pacification  to  the  islands. 
Some  of  the  legal  objections  to  such  a  course  are  ^iven  alK)ve.  That  it  would  satisfv 
or  iiacify  the  inhabitants  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not,  and  hence  it 
loses  its  force  as  a  j)()litical  necessity.  On  the  contrary,  after  a  careful  studv  of  the 
nature  and  disposition  of  the  peoj)le  of  the  islands  (and  I  have  persistently  inter- 
viewe<l  leading  men  from  all  sections  of  the  same  at  every  opportunity  dunnff  the 
last  eighteen  months  of  my  stay  here ),  I  am  positive  that  no  act  on  the  part^  the 
United  States  Government  would  so  excite,  irritate,  and  cement  them  in  rebellion  as 
to  place  among  them  the  memlHjrs  of  four  of  the  eight  religious  orders  domiciled  here. 
You  allude  to  the  temjx>r  of  the  Tagalos  of  southern  Luzon,  whom  you  are  aware 
would  not  receive  them.  I  speak  for  other  ix>rtions  of  Luzon  ana  the  southern 
islands.    Even  now  the  i>eople  of  Panay  are  engaged  in  circulating  a  petition  pray- 
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ing  that  the  friars  be  not  permitted  U>  return,  and  should  tliey  do  bo  1  am  (tertain 
that  their  lives  would  not  be  secure.  A  like  bitter  sentiment  prevails  in  NegroH,  and 
is  perceived  in  Samar  and  extreme  southeastern  Luzon.  We  can  not  force  the  friars 
upon  the  people  against  their  consent,  and  you,  as  a  dintin^iished  American  citiztMi, 
would  not  advocate  such  action.  If  I  am  mistaken  in  my  impreHsions,  the  cinrula- 
tion  of  these  religious  men  among  the  people  dwelling  t)cyond  the  confines  of  Manila 
would  show  my  errors;  but,  having  an  interest  for  their  pen^onal  safety,  I  could  not 
encourage  such  a  test.  Since  vour  arrival  I  have  labored  with  FilipinoH  of  educalicm 
an<l  pn^minence  who  profess  Catholic  dcx'trine  and  lead  consistent  lives,  to  ascertain 
their  views,  informing  them  of  my  opinion  that  the  niception  by  the  people  of  those 
friars  against  whose  reputation  no  moral  taint  is  known  appeare<l  to  Ih'  the  In'st  solii- 
tion  of  the  church  difficulty  which  now  confronts  us  and  wnich  I  think  to  be  st»riouH, 
and  they  have  invariably  asserted  that  the  Filipinos  will  not  receive  them.  1  would 
tiiAt  I  could  entertain  your  views  in  the  matter,  that  we  might  ct^nsistently  act  as 
you  advise,  but  I  am  pijwerless  to  do  so. 

Your  grace  will  ywirdon  the  length  of  this  letter,  (-ertain  matters  which  you 
called  up  needed  answer,  and  I  have  attemi)te<l  n^ply.  I  am  not  versiHl  in  either  the 
canon  or  civil  law,  and  of  the  statutary  and  common  law  of  our  (uumtrv  I  know  but 
little.  My  opinion  on  legal  ]H)ints,  thert»ft)re,  is  not  of  value.  I  am  fully  convin(;ed, 
however,  that  this  qut^stion  of  friar  property  re<iuin^H  much  investigation  and  careful 
determination  ])efore  radical  Government  action  is  taken.  1  am  not  willing  to  inau- 
g:urate  such  action  until  instructed  by  superior  authority  as  to  it^  projM'r  nature  and 
extent.

Later,  the  College  of  San  fJose  and  the  ]>hantom  of  vii-e-royal  patmn- 
ace  again  became  the  subject  of  official  corrcHiJondenco.  AUasion  to 
that  and  other  matters  which  were  related  to  church  establishments 
and  friar  estates,  in  a  friendly  conversation  to  which  little  importance 
was  attached  at  the  time,  appears  to  have  given  rise  to  the  following 
communications :

MUitarij  (iovenmr  iff  the  J'hilippint'j*. 

Sir:  In  the  hope  that  before  the  arrival  of  the  Cnite<i  States  civil  connuission  you 
may  for  your  own  sake  moiiify  some  of  the  views  which  you  expressed  to  me  in  our 
conversation  yesterday,  and  to  the  end  that  I  may  state  my  position  more  clearly 
than  I  did.  I  d^  to  make  the  following  remarks: 

You  tola  me  that  from  the  fact  of  the  Spanish  (Tovemment  ha^ing  <'ontributed 
toward  the  erection  of  the  cathe<lral  of  Manila  one-third  of  its  cost,  you  had  l)een 
advised  that  said  cathedral  ought  to  Ik?  (;onsidere<l  as  Government  prom^rty,  although 
you  agreed  that  it  should  Ix;  dedicate<l  forever  to  the  purixjses  of  tiie  Koman  Catholic 
Church. 

I  answered  that  even  if  such  contributions  were  as  a  matter  of  fact  given,  that 
money  was  as  absolutely  appropriated  for  that  purpose  as  were  the  funds  which  the 
Spanish  Government  regularly  contribute<i  toward  the  maintenance  of  Catholic:  wor- 
ship in  these  islands.  That  the  Spanish  Govennnent  under  solenm  (conventions  with 
the  Holy  See  had  the  right  to  do  so,  no  man  who  has  studied  Spanish  law  and  i)oliti- 
cal  history  will  dream  of  denying.  Moreover,  the  cathedral  of  Manila  hjis  lH»en 
since  its  erection  recognizeil  by  the  SfMinish  (jovennnent  as  l)clrniging  absolutely  to 
the  Catholic  Church,  and  the  diocesan  authorities  as  having  from  the  time  of  its 
dedication  full  control  over  it  as  a  buiMin^  l)elonging  to  the  archdiocese  of  Manila. 
1  am  bound  to  conclude  that  your  legal  advisers  have  l>een  clearly  mistaken  in  the 
opinion  which  they  have  given  you. 

With  resard  to  your  depriviiig  the  medical  faculty  of  the  Univ^^sity  of  Santo 
Tomiis  of  the  ancient  and  undisputed!  right  to  confer  me<lical  degrees,  you,  jis  mili- 
tary governor  in  thesis  islands,  could  have  done  so  only  for  the  purjxJse  of  public 
safety  and  temporary  expediency,  as  such  measures  art*  taken  imder  martial  law. 
You  acknowledged  to  me  that  the  final  detnsion  c<mceming  the  properties  and 
administration  of  the  me<lit»l  faculty  of  said  university  could  \>e  rendered  only  by 
other  Federal  authorities. 
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Your  refoflal  to  allow  at  the  present  time  the  medical  faculty  of  the  univeraity  to 
g^ve  deg^rees  in  medicine  and  pharmacv,  notwithstanding  the  earnest  petitions  of 
clever  voimg  men  who  have  concluded  with  distinction  their  course  of  studies  in 
that  celebratied  iiiHtitution  desiring  to  obtain  imiversity  degrees,  and  being  loyal  to 
the  Ameri(ran  flag,  tnipposes  that  your  Government  looks  upon  the  exercise  of  such 
venerable  and  ancient  vet«te<l  rights,  which  in  the  past  have  been  used  so  wisely,  as 
dangerouB  to  public  raifety.  That  such  a  fear  is  groundless  any  man  who  knows  the 
situation  here  in  Manila  will  readily  understand. 

As  you  know,  it  was  clearly  understood  at  the  time  of  capitulation  that  the  then 
existing  teaching  institutions  should  not  be  disturbed  or  deprived  of  their  rights. 
The  various  facuUies  of  the  University  of  Santo  Tom^  are  thoroughly  lo3ral  to  the 
American  (iovemment.  You  said  nothing  to  me  as  to  the  standard  of  the  counie  of 
studies  purHue<l.  It  could  l>e  easily  proven  that  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
standards  of  examination  are  at  least  as  high  in  the  College  of  San  Jose  as  those 
approved  of  by  many  of  our  American  medical  Unities.  In  saying  this  I  know 
whereof  I  am  writing;  why,  then,  should  we  buffet  our  friends  and  wink  at  the 
wicked  niachinationn  of  our  enemies? 

I  understood  you,  moreover,  to  sav  that  the  transfer  of  properties  by  religious  cor- 
porations in  1898  were  invalid  and  that  you  had  therefore  refused  those  transfers  to 
he  registered.  It  is  clear  that  until  the  Paris  treaty  was  ratified,  the  Philippine 
Islands  were  not  imder  the  sovereign  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  but  under 
that  of  Snain,  and  therefore  it  is  evident  that  up  to  that  time  transfer  of  property 
could  Ix)  legallv  made  under  the  sanction  of  Spanish  law. 

From  the  principle  enunciated  by  you  it  would  clearly  follow  that  all  transfers  of 
property  from  the  l)eginniugof  our  war  with  Spain  untilthe  ratification  of  the  treaty 
of  raris  would  also  be  null  and  void.  I  submit  that  this  principle  can  not  be  hela. 
It  wouM  l)e  no  valid  answer  to  say  that  the  titles  which  the  friars  held  were  clouded. 
So  might  other  titles  have  been.  The  properties  in  question  belonging  to  religious 
corporations  should  not  l>e  dealt  with  in  a  different  manner  from  properties  claimed 
by  civil  cor|)orate  bodies,  for  it  is  clearly  stated  in  one  of  the  clauses  of  the  treaty  of 
Paris  that  the  properties  of  ecclesiastical  corporations  will  be  guaranteed  by  the 
Unite<l  States  Government  in  the  same  manner  as  the  j)roperties  of  any  other  cror- 
porate  body.  This  is  another  clear  and  solemn  declaration  of  our  fundamental  law 
which  condemns  all  class  legislation  as  entirely  repugnant  to  a  republican  form  of 
government. 

It  is  an  elementary  principle  that  long  undisturbed  possession  carries  with  it  the 

E resumption  that  the  actual  nolder  has  a  valid  title.  He  can  not  be  ousted  unless 
is  title  is  in  the  first  place  clearly  proven  invalid.  To  decide  otherwise  would  be 
either  confiscation  or  criminal  usurpation,  which,  I  am  sure,  the  Federal  judicial 
authorities  will  never  countenance.  I  must  avow  that  I  am  ereatly  surprised  at  the 
opinions  given  by  vour  legal  advisers.  Some  of  them,  no  aoubt,  labor  under  the 
delusion  that  the  old  relation  between  church  and  state  practically  exists  yet  in  these 
islands,  and  that  an  American  governor  may  act  in  the  quality  of  vice-rojral  patron 
of  the  church  as  the  Spanish  captain  generals  did.  Some  other  of  your  aavisers 
seem  to  me  Uj  1x3  animated  with  a  narrow-minded  spirit  of  hostility  to  the  Catholic 
Chun*h,  whilst  they  should  look  at  the  question  presented  to  them  from  a  disinter- 
ested! and  American  point  of  view. 

As  you  8t»ein  to  greatly  disapprove  the  course  of  the  newspaper  Libertas,  espe- 
(;ially  concerning  the  orders  you  have  given  about  civil  marriage,  I  shall  make  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  matter;  an  ample  apology  will  be  made  for  anything 
that  might  have  been  said  contrary  to  Catholic  doctrine  and  to  American  interests. 
As  self-defense  is  the  first  law  of  nature,  you  can  not  blame  the  organ  of  a  religpous 
corporation  to  defend  the  interests  of  said  corporation  when  they  are,  as  theyliave 
l)een  for  months  i)ast,  unjustly,  calumniously,  and  vilely  attacked  by  a  certain  preBS 
here  in  Manila  which  is  anything  but  friendly  to  us  Americans.  Moreover,  non- 
Catholic  ministers  of  the  Gospel  have  most  viciously  attacked  here  in  Manila  the 
friars,  and  ojH^nly  held  up  to  ridicule  the  religion  of  the  immense  majority  of  tlie 
people  of  this  archipelago. 

Permit  me,  (General,  to  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  thank  you  sincerely  for  the 
courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  you  have  treated  me  personally  siiu%  my  arrival 
in  Manila.

Sib:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  permit  me  to  state  by  way  of  intro- 
duction, that  I  have  no  legal  advisers  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term  and  that  my 
views,  which  you  request  me  t<^  modify  for  my  oum  mke  befon^  the  arrival  of  the 
United  States  civil  commission,  are  apparently  misunderstood  by  you.  Further,  that 
OB  far  as  Government  action  is  concemeil,  it  is  of  little  importance  what  the  cliarac- 
ter  of  those  views  may  be. 

in  the  conversation  which  you  mention  and  which  followe<l  the  very  friendly  call 
with  which  your  grace  honored  me,  I  allude<l  to  the  fact  that  the  payment  of  rentals 
for  certain  church  buildings  occupied  by  the  United  States  autnoVities  had  been 
directed,  and  remarked  that  I  ha^l  received  a  heavy  claim  for  rental  arising  from  the 
occapanc}r  of  the  Manila  cathedral  by  the  Sjmnish  troops  while  j)risoners  of  war. 
This  I  intimated  was  without  validity,  as  those  troops  were  cx'cupying  the  catheilral 
as  a  "coarter*  before  the  surrender  of  the  city,  ana  imder  the  terms  of  sunrender 
the  Sjianish  authorities  stipulated  that  their  troops  should  (;ontinue  in  the  (X'cupancy 
of  their  '^c^iartels''  until  final  disposition  was  aetermine<l  upon;  that  the  S[xmi8n 
Government  had  an  undoubted  rignt  to  continue  in  such  occupancv  without  assistant 
or  deterrent  action  on  the  part  of  the  United  States;  tliat  the  SpanisL  (xovernment  had 
probably  taken  possession  under  an  emergency;  that  it  donotless  had  the  requisite 
authority  to  do  so,  independent  of  an  v  very  stern  war  nwessity ;  that  it  had  contrihuted 
largely  to  the  erection  of  the  edifice  irom'the  public  civil  funds,  amounting  to  at  least, 
one-third  of  its  cost.  ( It  has  since  l)een  ascertained  that  the  general  government  and 
the  municipality  of  Manila  i)aid  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  edificx.*. )  I  Ix^lieve  that 
you  agreed  with  me  that  the  claim  made  against  the  I'nite<l  States  Government  had 
no  legal  bairis. 

The  Bubiect  of  the  transfer  of  friar  estates  was  then  alluded  to,  and  I  remarked  that 
there  had  been  very  large  transfers  since  October,  1898,  to  which  1  understcKwl  you 
to  say  that  these  transfers  had  been  the  subject  of  action  since  1890.  I  then 
remarked  that  certain  deeds  of  transfer  which  I  had  seen,  and  the  prweedings  con- 
nected therewith,  did  not  appe-ar  to  satisfy  the  registry  laws  of  the  islands. 

In  regard  to  the  Medical  College  of  San  Jose,  I  based  the  action  taken  by  the 
United  States  authorities  on  facts  which  had  been  found,  and  said  tlmt  all  matters 
connected  with  the  subject  of  friar  estates  must  be  parsed  upon  by  superior  authority, 
and  that  any  action  which  I  might  take  would  be  of  a  temporary  character. 

The  subject  of  newspaper  i^ntroversy  was  introduced,  1  believe^  by  an  allusion 
to  the  part  recently  taken  by  *  *  *  and  which  I  pronounced  indiscreet,  to  which 
you  aflsented.  Your  Grace  informed  me  that  a  ceitain  newspaper  was  about  to  or 
mi^ht  soon  indulge  in  a  series  of  articles  of  a  certain  nature  which  you  stated,  when 
I  virtually  acknowledged  that  such  articles  would  Iw  defamatory  and  should  not  l)e 
published;  and  in  the  conversation  which  ensued  I  expressed  the  opinion  thai  all 
newspapers  gave  trouble,  even  the  paper  published  by  the  friars  calle<l  the  "Liber- 
tas,"  which  I  had  been  othcially  informed  had  made  a  direct  attack  upon  t\w  validity 
of  the  marriage  law  rec^ently  promulfi:ate<l. 

The  above,  as  I  recoUet^t,  clovers  the  substance  of  our  conversation,  except  that  I 
expressed  the  view  that  all  moneys  appropriateil  for  the  erection  of  the  cathedral 
were  given  for  certain  purposes  and  uses,  wnich  should  be  executed. 

In  my  communication  of  February  lo  I  gave  my  opinion  nuite  fully  up<»n  the 
changed  relation  of  church  and  state  in  those  islands,  brought  alK^ut  by  tluMrct^ssion 
to  the  United  States,  and  remarked  that  the  latter  would  liot  claim  or  exercise  any 

Erivilege  or  prerofjative  which  was  purely  ecclesiastical  in  character,  intimating, 
owever,  that  it  n^ight  have  supervision  over  church  proi)erties  and  the  administra- 
tion of  the  same.  Tliat  opinion  has  not  l)een  changed.  Still,  as  I  have  already  said, 
it  is  of  slight  importance  what  opinion  1  may  hold  uix>n  these  points.  The  new  <rivil 
commiasion  will  soon  arrive,  and  I  presume  that  the  consideration  of  all  such  (ques- 
tions has  been  delegated  to  it  bv  the  executive  power  of  our  CTOvemment. 

In  conclusion,  your  Grrace  will  permit  me  to  say  that  1  considered  our  recent  con- 
venation  unofficial,  embracing  a  recital  of  recent  events,  with  comments  thereon,  and 
an  exchange  of  private  impressions;  hence  I  have  attacheil  no  imjKDrtance  to  it. 
With  assurances  of  highest  esteem,  l>elieve  me.

The  foregoing  reply  was  very  hastily  written  and  did  not  discuss 
the  newly  asserted  "venerable  and  ancient  rierht"  of  the  University 
of  St.  Thomas  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  College  of  St.  Joseph, 
hitherto  invariably  denied,  since  it  is  believed  that  the  mana&rement 
of  the  college  vests  legally  in  civil  government,  which  exercised  it  for 
many  years  after  the  expulsion  of  the  Jesuits,  when  the  property  of 
that  order  became  strictly  colon ial^nd  subsequently  descended  to  the 
United  States  by  the  terms  of  the  raris  treaty.  This  was  the  conten- 
tion of  the  large  Filipino  medical  society,  ana  was  in  consonance  with 
the  theory  formerly  entertained  by  Spanish  statesmen.  Nor  was  it 
deemed  important  to  consider  again  "royal  patronage,"  which  by  for- 
mer unqualified  admissions  lost  existence  with  the  passing  of  Spanish 
sovereignty.  The  closing  of  the  college  to  await  the  investigation, 
which  the  claim  of  interested  representative  Filipinos  made  necessary, 
did  not  deprive  candidates  for  medical  honors  of  the  privileges  they 
desired  to  obtain,  as  a  medical  board  had  been  called  which  passed 
upon  their  professional  qualifications,  and  through  this  those  found 
qualified  were  admitted  and  licensed  to  assume  the  duties  of  physi- 
cians. I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  property  of  the  College  of 
San  Jose,  real  and  personal,  except  such  portion  as  may  have  l)een 
supplied  by  the  Dominican  order  (the  order  with  which  royal  assistance, 

¥urjlic  funds,  and  private  bequests  has  developed  the  University  of  Santo 
'omas),  belongs  to  the  United  States  Government.  But  owing  to  the 
many  questions  which  arose  to  be  decided  in  order  to  make  tne  con- 
summation of  action  in  accordance  with  that  opinion  justifiable  in  the 
judgment  of  all  parties  claiming  interest  (questions,  too,  which  will 
have  weight  in  reaching  conclusions  as  to  the  character  of  the  legal 
status  of  friar  estates  in  the  Philippines,  and  must  receive  mature 
judicial  determination),  the  contemplated  proceeding  of  reorganizing 
the  college  under  a  strictly  civil  management,  has  been  held  in  abeyance. 
In  the  communications  which  we  have  herein  set  out  during  this 
discussion  of  superior  education^  in  which  the  College  of  San  Jose 
figures  largely,  other  matters  arising  from  the  relationship  existing 
between  the  military  government  and  church  property  have  been 
introduced.  More  definite  allusion  will  be  made  to  them  at  onc«,  the 
subject  of  superior  teaching  being  dismissed  with  the  remark  that  no 
definite  action  on  the  part  of  the  military  government  has  been  taken 
with  regard  to  it  further  than  to  reestablish  the  nautical  school  of  the 
islands,  to  which  reference  will  be  made  hereafter.  The  higher  edu- 
cational institutions  of  Manila,  controlled  by  the  friar  orders,  have 
been  in  active  operation  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the 
medical  college  of  San  Jose. 

Classed  among  ''pious  establishments"  under  the  ecclesiastical 
branch  of  the  general  government  was  the  corporation  of  "The  Mount 
of  Piety  and  Savings  Bank  of  Manila."  This  institution  had  received 
large  deposits,  had  conti*acted  many  loans,  and  was  in  fact  a  Govern- 
ment institution.  The  management  prescribed  by  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment had  been  continued,  and  rumors  of  illegal  transactions  were 
circulated.  The  inspector-general  of  the  department  and  corps, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Miley,  was  directed  to  make  a  thoroi^h  investi- 
gation of  its  affairs,  which  he  did,  finding  much  materiid  for  adverse 
criticism.  A  letter  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  was  thereupon 
transmitted:

Sir:  My  attention  has  been  repeate<lly  called  to  the  management  of  certain  chari- 
ies  located  in  Manila  alleged  to  t>e  public  in  their  nature  ana  all  under  the  <-()lie<'tive 
designation  '*  obras  pia^.'*  On  {)dgeri  2().'^290  of  the  Official  (iruide  of  the  Philippines, 
1898,  I  find  it  stated  that  these  charities  are  dinM'twl  and  adininistered  bv  two  Ixtanls 
denominated  the  directive  and  administrative  Ixjunls  of  pious  works.  Tlie  attributes 
of  the  former  api)ear  to  extend  to  matters  of  general  control  an<l  sui)ervi8ion,  for 
which  purpose  it  exertnses  inHi)ection  over  the  latter.  You  appear  as  president  of 
the  diret^tive  board,  and  associated  with  you  as  members  are  several  prominent  civil 
officials  of  the  Ciovemment,  inclu<ling  the  intendente  general,  ])resident  supremo 
court,  and  the  attorney-general.  The  achninistrative  boanl  was  presided  over  by 
an  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  and  had  a  rec^ording  sec^retary,  an  account- 
ant, and  an  agent,  all  name<i  by  the  Governor-General  upon  the  re<;ommendation  of 
the  directive  Doard;  and  it  ap{)ears  that  said  administrative  lK)ard  was  re<juired  to 
snbmit  statements  of  its  administration  every  six  months,  one  copy  to  the  directive 
board  and  one  to  the  (fOvemor-General. 

To  assist  me  to  an  undenRtanding  of  the  legal  status  which  the  institution  known 
as  the  ''obras  pias*'  may  have,  and  of  the  duties  and  obligations  devolving  upon 
the  Government  in  n^spec^t  to  it,  I  have  the  honor  to  requt»st  that  in  your  oflicial 
4»pai'ity  as  i)resident  of  the  directive  board  you  will  cause  to  l>e  furnished  me 
(1)  air  laws,  decrcH^,  and  orders  in  force  pertaining  to  said  institution;  (2)  the 
personnel  of  its  directive  and  a<lmhiistrative  l)oards  at  the  time  of  Unite<l  States 
occupation,  to  wit,  August  13, 1898,  and  (3)  their  jiersonnel  as  at  present  constitutefl, 
together  with  the  changes  that  may  have  \)i^n  made  therein  during  the  ])erioil  of 
United  States  (X)ntrol  and  the  authority  by  which  such  changes  were  made. 

It  is  desired  that  a  list  of  the  si)eciiic  charities  under  the  (rontrol  and  administra- 
tion of  these  boards  should  also  Iwj  submitted.  If  any  are  exclusively  supjHjrteil  by 
alms  or  donations,  that  fact  should  l)e  state<l,  and  if  any  an^  i>ossess<^Hl  of  resources, 
real  or  personal,  or  both,  a  list  of  the  same  is  desire<l  with  statement  of  the  sounre 
from  wnich  derived,  private  or  public.  If  there  are  other  charities  whi(rh,  though 
similar  to  the  al)ove,  are  not  include^l  among  the  '*obras  pias,''  an<l  whos4.>  adininis- 
tnition  has  been  heretofore,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  vt»ste<l  in  the  chun*li,  but 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Government,  I  should  be  pleaseil  to  receive  similar 
data  frrim  you  respecting  them. 

I  should'also  be  much  gratified  if  your  (rrace  could  find  it  convenient  to  acciuaint 
me,  at  an  early  date,  with  your  viev^s  as  to  what  the  future  management  and  control 
of  these  several  charities  should  be  under  the  new  conditions.

Courteous  response  was  made  tx)  this  written  request  and  the  affairs 
of  the  institution  arc  still  under  consideration  in  connection  with  those 
of  other  incorporated  entities  designated  "pious  establishments"  and 
managed  for  the  most  part  by  the  organized  clergy  of  the  islands. 
Periodical  official  inspections  of  the  account^j  of  the  bank  were  insti- 
tuted, and  while  it  is  oelieved  a  shortage  in  funds  occurred  during  the 
early  period  of  United  States  occupation,  proper  accountability  is  now 
being  enforced. 

In  regard  to  Church  properties  used  for  military  purposes  the  fol- 
lowing letters  indicate  tne  general  tuition  taken:

Dear  Sir:  lam  in  receipt  of  two  comnmnicationfl  containing  requests  preferre<i  by 
'faiB  grace  the  archbishop  of  Manila  submitteil  through  you  witli  remark:  the  one 
asking  for  the  return  to  the  Church  authorities  of  a  convent  at  Malal>on,  I  believe; 
the  oSier  asking  that  certain  sacred  articles  belonging  to  the  Church  and  now  held 
in  possession  by  certain  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  be  turned  over  to  the 
arcnbiahop  of  Manila. 
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I  wafl  not  aware  that  the  action  complained  of  at  Malabon  had  been  taken,  and 
written  directions  to  have  the  property  returned  to  the  party  from  whom  taken  will 
be  i88ue(i  at  once.  I  believe  there  are  certain  articles  bclungmg  to  the  Church  in  the 
possesi«ion  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  arsenal,  who  informed  me  of  that  fact  a 
few  days  ago  and  who  was  directed  to  retain  them  in  his  keeping  until  proper  dispo- 
sition could  l>e  made.  He  will  now  bo  directed  to  turn  them  over  to  ids  grace  uie 
an^hbirihop  of  Manila,  as  requested. 

I  am  greatly  annojred  that  acta  of  this  character  should  be  committed,  and  have 
given  rt'i>eate<l  directions  to  officers  to  prohibit  them.  These  instructions  have  been 
regardiMl  in  general.  At  the  south,  espKX'ially  at  Taal  and  a  few  other  cities,  churches 
and  convents  were  guarded,  and  soldiers  not  permitted  to  interfere.  The  command- 
ing officer  at  Taal  is  now  guanling  the  chunrh  there,  anxious  to  turn  it  over  to  its 
pn)|KT  representative.  The  commanding  officer  of  another  re^ment  placed  one  ot 
nis  offic^FH  in  arrest  for  attempting  to  enter  a  church,  and  retained  him  in  captivity 
for  some  time,  although  he  had  not  attempted  to  take  possession  of  or  remove  any 
articles. 

Of  the  churches  and  convents  occupied  in  these  islands  by  the  United  States 
tfoops,  only  four  have  been  used  from  wnich  insurgent  soldiers  have  not  been  driven. 
The  archbishop  of  Manila  and  his  associates  have  on  one  or  two  occasions  made 
tender  of  churt'h  and  convent  eilifices  for  the  United  States  troop  occupancy  in  case 
they  were  desired  for  that  purpose.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
15th  instant,  in  which  you  inform  me  that  his  grace  the  bishop  of  Cebu  intends  to 
visit  his  diocese  very  soon,  stating  your  belief  that  he  will  be  gladly  received  by  the 
inhabitants  of  that  island;  and  you  suggest  that  the  commanding  officer  of  United 
States  troops  in  that  section  be  invited  to  extend  to  the  bishop  the  courtesies  due  his 
position,  remarking  that  attention  bestowed  would  be  hignly-appreciated  by  the 
recipient,  the  clergy,  the  people,  and  yourself. 

You  further  invite  my  attention,  first,  to  certain  claims  for  rent  believed  to  be  due 
by  the  I'nitefl  States  Government  for  its  occupancy  of  the  Malate  Convent;  second, 
to  the  allegations  of  the  parish  {>riest  of  the  pueblo  of  Dolores,  Tavabas  province, 
charging  the  cruel  killing  of  a  lx>y  and  the  robbing  of  the  church  there  by  (Jnited 
States  troops  on  February  22  and  27  last  past. 

You  also  in(!lo8e  with  your  communication  the  application  of  the  right  reverend 
bishop  of  Nueva  Segovia  Jor  the  payment  of  a  rental  for  church  buildings  at  Vigan, 
which  he  states  are  occupied  by  our  military  forces. 

In  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  state  that  from  information  obtained  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  fight  reverend  bishop  of  Cebu  will  be  favorably  received  by  the  people  of 
the  city  of  Cebu,  and  I  desire  to  express  my  pleasure  that  he  has  determined  to  make 
his  contemplated  visit.  I  will  communicate  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops 
there  his  intention  and  bespeak  for  him  the  courteous  welcome  he  desires. 

The  payment  of  rental  for  the  occupancy  of  the  Malate  Convent,  whidi  I  directed 
to  be  adjusted  some  months  ago,  will  ha  attended  to  at  once. 

The  acts  of  wanton  cruelty  and  robbery  alleged  to  have  been  committed  in  the 
pueblo  of  Dolores  will  be  thoroughly  investigated. 

The  communication  of  the  right  reverend  bishop  of  Nueva  Segovia  has  been 
referred  to  the  commanding  general  of  the  district  oi  northwestern  Luzon  for  report 
upon  extent  and  character  of  occupancy  by  United  States  troops  of  church  property 
at  Vigau.

The  transfer  of  real  estate  to  which  the  religious  orders  claimed  title 
and  right  of  immediate  possession  to  foreign  business  syndicates  or 
corporations  was  attempted  immediately  upon  United  States  occupa- 
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lion,  and,  judmng  from  the  dates  of  eertuin  real-esUite  options  or  con- 
tracts, prior  tnereto. 

The  friar  estate,  consisting  of  nearly  all  land  from  the  Lacuna  de 
Bay  westward  to  the  seaeoast  and  from  the  shore  of  Manila  Bay 
southward  to  the  Cavite  province  southern  line,  contuining  some 
12,il)00  or  14,000  acres  of  land  and  centering  at  the  town  of  Iinus,  was 
passed  to  a  foreign  syndicate,  and  the  title  deeds  were  transmitted  by 
it  to  the  Washington  authorities  for  acknowledgment  of  validity  of 
tnuisfcr,  on  the  plea  that  the  registry  office  of  Cavit4»  provinee  had 
been  destroyed  ny  the  insurgents  and  had  not  been  nM'stablished 
making  registration  under  Spanish  law  impossible.  The  papers  were 
sent  to  Manila  for  remark  and  were  submitted  to  Chief  Justice  Are- 
llano for  opinion  upon  the  ciuestion  of  right  to  register  under  the 
Spanish  law.  After  an  exhaustive  revi(»w  of  that  law,  the  chief  justice 
i-endered  the  opinion  that  the  title  deeds  did  not  show  coniplianc<»  with 
the  registiT  law  and  could  not  1)6  registered;  where uix)n  the  pa[)ers 
were  retunied  to  Washington  with  the  full  copy  of  tm*,  opinion  sub- 
mitted. 

In  December  a  commuicAtion  was  received  from  a  British  subject, 
Mr.  Warner,  of  the  Manila  business  firm  of  Warner,  Barnes  &  Co., 
asking  that  protection  be  furnished  to  engineei's  engaged  in  surveying 
a  friar  estate  embracing  the  town  of  Pasay  and  environments,  province 
of  Manila,  to  which  the  following  reply  was  rendered:

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At  present  theflt  lands  are  lar^rely  in  the  possession  of  tenants  of  the  company, 
holding  possession  by  leases  from  the  former  proprietors.  Since  the  4th  of  Februan', 
1899,  these  tenants  have  l)een  fort^ed  by  the  rvM  government  to  pay  to  them  the 
rents.

We  have  l)een  rt»queste<l  >)y  many  principal  tenants  to  organize 
our  administration  so  that  the  work  of  planting  and  har\'esting  crops  may  proceei 
and  they  may  l>e  secure<l  from  illegal  extortion,  as  they  wish  m  many  cases  to  pn)- 
cure  the  assistance  of  the  com{)auy  to  provide  them  with  animals  and  means  tocarr}' 
on  their  farming  operations.

The  papers  submitted  were  referred  to  Attorney-General  Torres  for 
examination,  and  for  report  upon  the  legality  of  this  real-estate  trans- 
fer. He  soon  thereafter  rendered  an  opinion,  relying  exclasively 
upon  facts  which  the  papers  disclosed.  He  first  deals  with  the  ques- 
tion of  the  right  of  foreigners  to  hold  real  property  in  the  islands, 
citing  the  royal  decrees  on  the  su1)ject,  thereafter  deduces  the  facts  in 
this  particular  case  and  draws  his  inferences.     The  opinion  is  as  follows: 

Manila,  P.  \., ' April :2,  1900. 

In  none  of  the  ancient  laws  or  provisions  upon  the  subjet^t  of  vagrant  lauds  belong- 
ing to  the  state  is  there  any  ^)rovisioti  found  relating  to  the  occu|)ation,  possessing, 
or  acquirement  of  lands  of  this  de«<;ription  by  foreigners. 

RegulatioTift  of  June  ;s?.5,  1880. — Neither  in  the  regulations  for  the  adjustment  of 
lands,  dated  June  25,  1880,  nor  the  royal  decree  of  September  26, 1884,  nor  the  royal 
order  of  September  7,  1888,  is  there  any  i>roviwon  found  referring  to  the  right  of 
foreigners  to  acquire  and  hold  vacant  lands. 

Regulations  of  January  -26,  1889. — Only  in  the  regulations  for  the  sale  of  lands  of 
the  state,  approved  by  Voyal  decree  of  January  26,  1889,  published  in  the  Manila 
Gazette  of  March  20,  1889^  is  it  provided  that  adjudications  of  vacant  lands  of  the 
state  to  foreigners  can  be  made,  and  then  only  under  the  conditions  expressed  in 
article  21  of  said  regulations,  which  are: 

First.  That  they  reside  in  the  Philippin(j«  and  he  registerefi  in  the  respective  con- 
sular records. 

Second.  That  in  case  they  transfer  their  residence  or  domicile  to  another  country, 
they  must  dispose  of  the  real  property  which  they  have  acquiretl  to  a  resident  in  the 
Phuippines;  and 

Thini.  That  in  case  of  succession  the  heirs  v  <levisee8  who  do  not  possess  residence 
in  the  Philippines,  and  do  not  meet  other  legal  conditions,  must  dispose  of  the  lands 
to  residents. 

The  acquisition  of  real  property  in  Philippine  territory  by  foreign  associations, 
companies,  or  concerns,  whether  domiciled  in  the  islands  or  not,  is  absolutely  pro- 
hibited. 

Royal  decree  of  February  IS,  1894- — The  royal  decree  of  Fel^ruary  13,  1894,  pub- 
lished in  the  Manila  Gazette  of  April  7,  1894,  establishing  regulations  relating  to  the 
adjustment  and  alienation  of  {mblic  lands  and  property  of  the  towns  and  its  use  as 
commons  in  the  Philippines,  provides  in  article  4  that  full  ownership  of  all  public 
lands  which  may  have  been  subject  to  adjustment  according  to  the  royal  decree  of 
June  25,  1880,  and  which  adjustment  had  not  been  petition^  for  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  publication  of  this  decree  in  the  Manila  Gazette,  shall  >)e  understood  to  have 
reverted  to  the  State.  No  claim  upon  such  lands  which  any  person  who  may  have 
been  entitled  to  petition  for  their  adjustment  may  make  shall  prevail  in  any  or  at 
any  time,  unless  the  petition  is  made  prior  to  the  date  indicated. 
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Article  18  contains  the  following:  *' Adjudications  of  public  lands  to  persons  not 
Spanish  subiects  can  only  be  made  under  the  following  conditions: 

**  First.  That  the  persons  to  whom  the  lands  are  adjudicated  reside  in  the  Philip- 
pines, and  are  regiHtered  in  the  re^^ective  records. 

"Second.  That  if  they  transfer  their  residence  or  domicile  to  another  country  they 
shall  be  require<l  to  sell  the  real  property  which  they  may  have  acquired  to  a  resi- 
dent in  the  Philippines. 

*  *  Thiid.  Ttiat  in  case  of  succession^  the  heirs  or  devisees  who  do  not  poaseaB  residence 
in  the  Philippines,  or  other  prescnl>ed  legal  conditions,  shall  be  under  the  same 
obligation  to  sell  the  propt^rty  as  the  first  owners." 

Acquisition  of  real  projwrty  in  territory  of  the  Philippine  Islands  by  foreign  asso- 
ciations, companies,  or  corporations  is  absolutely  prohibited  whether  they  are  domi- 
ciled in  the  islands  or  not. 

Ij(iiv  of  1870  in  regard  to  foreigners. — The  law  of  foreigners  of  July  4,  1870,  pub- 
lished in  the  Manila  Gazette  of  September  18,  1870,  in  article  3,  divided  foreigners 
into  three  classes — domiciled,  transient,  and  emigrant 

Article  81  provides  that  no  foreigner  shall  be  an  elector  or  eligible  for  public  offices 
fille<l  by  popular  election,  nor  other  offices,  nor  to  ecclesiasticarbenefits  as  expressed 
in  article  32,  nor  is  he  subject  to  military  service  according  to  article  37. 

Article  38  ways:  **  Foreifjners  may  acquire  and  possess  all  sorts  of  real  and  personal 
property  in  Spanish  colonial  territory." 

Article  40  says:  "Foreigners  may  engage  in  wholesale  and  retail  commerce,  but 
are  subject  to  the  operation  of  the  code  of  commerce  and  other  laws,  regulations,  or 
provisions  in  force  on  this  subject.  The  existing  prohibitions  regarding  tne  discharge 
of  public  mercantile  fimctions  by  foreigners  remain  in  force." 

The  civil  code  took  effect  December,  1889. — The  civil  code  was  published  in  the  Manila 
Gazette,  No.  317,  dated  Sunday,  November  17, 1899,  together  with  the  royal  order  of 
August  6  and  the  royal  onier  of  July  31  of  the  same  year,  extending  its  operation  to 
the  Philippines,  and  took  effect  from  December  8  of  the  same  year,  viz,  1889. 

Article  10  provides  as  follows:  * '  Personal  property  is  subject  to  the  law  of  the  nation 
of  the  owner;  r^l  property  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  it  is  situated.  Never- 
theless, legal  and  testamentary  succession,  both  a«  to  its  order  and  as  to  the  propor- 
tion of  the  rights  of  succession  and  as  to  the  validity  of  its  dispositions,  is  subiec^t  to 
the  national  Uw  of  the  person  whose  succession  is  in  question,  whatever  may  be  the 
nature  of  the  property  or  the  country  in  which  the  property  is  situated." 

Article  27  provides:  "Foreigners  enjoy  in  S|>ain  the  rights  which  the  civil  laws 
grant  to  Spaniards,  excepting  as  provided  for  in  article  2  of  the  com^tution  of  state 
or  international  treaties. 

Article  28  provides:  "Corporations,  establishments,  and  associations  recognized 
by  law  and  domiciled  in  Spain  shall  have  the  privileges  of  Spanish  nationality^  pro- 
vided always  that  they  have  the  character  of  legal  entities  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  present  code.  Associations  domiciled  in  foreign  countries  shall  have  in  Spain 
the  consideration  and  rights  determined  by  treaties  or  special  laws." 

Two  plans  have  predominated,  as  a  general  rule,  in  international  law  as  applied  to 
private  persons  who  are  foreigners,  to  wit:  One  granting  to  foreigners  all  the  pnvile^ 
of  civil  law  without  any  condition  of  reciprocity;  another  having  reciprocity  as  ita 
basis  and  a  measure  of  the  rights  which  may  be  granted  to  foreigners  in  each  State. 
Of  these  two  plans  the  Spanish  code  of  commerce  accepted  the  first,  establishing  the 
rule  that  foreigners  not  naturalized  or  domiciled  may  engage  in  commerce  in  Spanish 
territory,  subject  to  the  rules  agreed  upon  in  treaties. 

The  code  of  commerce  took  effect  from  the  9th  of  December. 

The  laiit  paragraph  of  article  21  provides:  "Foreign  associations  desiring  to  create 
or  establish  brancnes  in  the  Philippines  shall  submit  and  record  in  the  register,  in 
addition  to  their  regulations  and  the  documents  which  are  required  from  Spanish 
associations,  certificates  issued  by  Spanish  consuls  to  the  effect  that  they  have  been 
organized  and  authorized  accordmg  to  the  laws  of  their  respective  countries." 

As  the  archipelago  during  the  Spanish  sovereignty  was  niled  and  governed  by 
special  laws  communicated  oy  the  colonial  minister  by  means  of  royal  decree  all 
legal  dispositions  published  in  those  islands  are  changed  or  repealed  by  the  same 
means  by  which  tney  were  put  in  force — \.  e.,  by  royal  decrees  or  royid  orders  issued 
by  the  colonial  minister.  Following  this  principle  in  the  matter  of  public  Icmds  said 
royal  decree  of  February  13,  1894,  is  preferable  as  to  application  and  observance  of 
the  said  law  of  forei^ers,  the  regulations  and  the  commercial  and  civil  codes,  espe- 
cially when  the  fact  is  considered  that  said  nixal  decrees  were  issued  for  the  purpose 
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of  regolating  the  adjustment  and  alienation  of  public  lands  belonging  to  the  State 
and  matters  relating  to  the  property  of  the  towns  subject  to  use  as  commons. 

Ingtrument  of  sale  of  the  eight  ptantatwns  of  the  Dominican  friars. — By  a  written  instni- 
ment,  dated  August  8,  1898,  some  days  before  the  (»pitulation  of  Manila  and  its 
surrender  to  the  army  of  the  Unitecf  States,  which  took  place  on  the  13th  of  said 
month,  Father  Candido  Garcia,  the  representative  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Spanish 
Dominicans,  resident  jn  the  capital,  sold  eight  parcels  of  agricultural  propertv  or 
Plantations,  situated  in  Calauiba,  Binan,  Santa  Rosa,  Naic,  Santa  Cruz  de  Malaoon, 
Pandi,  Ix)lomboy,  and  Orion,  to  Mr.  Richanl  Henry  Andrews,  a  British  subject,  for 
the  sum  of  3,830,000  pesos,  for  the  j>uri)OBe  of  organizing  with  said  propertv  an  agri- 
cultural joint  stock  company  within  two  years,  with  the  proviso  that  said  c(»ri)ora- 
tion  should  have  no  right  to  "recover  the  property  after  said  company  ha<^l  once  Ijeen 
organized  and  registered,  and  that  it  should  be  lx)und  to  conform  to  the  by-laws  of 
the  company. 

In  an  instrument  ma<le  in  Haiphong,  Tonkin,  dated  January  16,  1899,  l>efore  the 
notary,  Francis  M.  Mercier  Ix)1h,  and  two  witnesses,  Sefior  Don  Jos6  Torres,  bishop. 
and  four  Dominican  priests,  resident  in  said  French  colony,  <leclared  that  they  ha<l 
agreed  and  resolved  to  organize  a  universal  association  of  all  properties  in  all  parts  of 
the  world  of  which  they  were  owners  for  the  purpose  of  en^mging  in  all  sorts  of 
legitimate  business  and  'i>erforming  all  sorts  of  op€»rations  for  the  purpose  of  acquir- 
ing property  and  mortgages  and  the  loans  useful  and  necessary  for  making  profits. 

It  was  provided  that  the  association  should  be  administered  by  the  managing 
<iirector,  who  is  the  only  person  authorize<l  to  sign  for  and  manage  the  business  for 
the  association,  with  full  general  powers  under  all  cinuimstances  and  other  special 
powers  stated  in  the  document  or  act  of  constitution.  It  is  finally  stated  that  for  the 
execution  of  the  agreement  the  parties  thereto  designate  their  respective  homes  in 
Haiphong  as  their  domiciles. 

Artides  of  incorporation. — Bv  a  written  instrument,  date<l  January  29,  1900,  in  this 
capital,  Mr.  Richard  Henry  Andrews,  a  British  subject  and  merchant,  Don  Baldo- 
mero  de  Hazanas,  a  Spaniard  and  an  attorney  at  law,  acting  as  general  and  special 
agents  of  the  universal  association  of  property  l)efore  mentioned,  which  assoi'iation 
has  its  domicile  in  Tonkin,  according  to  the  power  of  attorney  which  is  ouote<l,  and 
Seflor  Barry  Baldwin,  whose  nationality  is  not  stated,  fonned  and  founded  by  mutual 
agreement  a  joint-stock  company  called  the  Philipi)ine  Sugar  Estates  Development 
<S)mpany,  Limited. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  5,000,000  pesos,  and  as  the  principal  condition 
Mr.  Andrews  conveys  to  the  company  organized  the  title  to  the  eight  plantations, 
which  is  obtained  from  the  Dominican  fathers  of  the  Philippine  Islands  represented 
by  Father  Candid  Oarcia  Sales. 

Seflor  Hazanas,  in  the  name  of  said  association  in  Tonkin,  conveys  to  the  joint- 
stock  company  oi^nized  all  the  rights  which  the  said  association  of  the  province  of 
the  Holy  Kosary  has  acquire<l  by  the  agreement  of  the  said  date,  January  29,  1900. 

The  number  of  shares  into  which  the  capital  stock  of  5,000,000  pesos  is  divided  is 
50,000,  of  the  par  value  of  100  pesos  each. 

Of  these  shares  41,015  shares,  of  the  par  value  of  4,101,500  pesos,  go  to  the  univer- 
sal association  of  property  domiciled  in  Tonkin,  and  lxKX)me  the  property  of  said 
aasociation  as  the  founder  of  the  other  and  the  concessionaire  of  the  rights  of  the 
Dominican  corporation  to  that  part  of  the  j)urchase  price  of  the  real  property  sold 
by  it  to  Mr.  Andrews,  which  Mr.  Andrews  still  owed,  and  of  the  other  rights 
reserved  by  the  former  association  in  the  agreement  of  August  8,  which  it  afterwards 
conveyed  to  the  association  represented  bv  Mr.  Hazanas,  with  credits  calculated  at 
200,000  pesos. 

Eight  nundred  shares,  of  the  par  value  of  80,000  pesos,  go  to  Mr.  Richard  Henry 
Andrews,  and  become  his  property  as  founder,  and  as  grantor  to  the  association 
oi^ganizea,  of  the  title  to  the  property  which  he  has  acquired  and  conveys  to  the 
same. 

One  hundred  shares,  of  the  i>ar  vrlue  of  10,000  pesos,  shall  be  retained  in  the  treas- 
ury and  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Baldwin  as  founder,  when  he  subscribes  for  2,300  shares, 
of  a  par  value  of  230,000  pesos,  which  he  agrees  to  place. 

Tne  result  of  the  three  documents  quoted  is  as  follows:  According  to  the  first,  on 
the  8th  of  August,  1898,  Spanish  sovereipity  still  ruling  in  the  archipelago,  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  Corporation  of  Dominican  Friars,  resident  in  this  capital,  sold 
eight  haciendas  or  parcels  of  ajfricultural  real  property,  being  the  property  oif  said 
corporation,  to  the  British  subject,  Mr.  Richara  H.  Andrews; 

Thai,  according  to  the  document  dated  January  29,  1900,  said  Mr.  Andrews,  a  Mr. 
Barry  Baldwin,  whose  nationality  is  not  stated,  but  who  appears  to  be  a  foreigner 
also,  and  the  other  foreigner,  a  Spanish  subject,  Don  Baldomero  de  Hazanas,  repre- 
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jenting  the  universal  aa8r»riation  of  property  in  Haiphong,  Tonkin,  by  a  bishop 
and  four  Spanish  Dominican  friarn,  an  Rtated  in  an  instniment  made  in  said  Frencn 
colony  on  the  16th  of  January,  IHiH),  orpinizod  the  joint  stock  company  entitled  The 
Philippine  Sujyrar  FiHtatw  Development  Company,  Limite<l;  and  Mr.  Andrews  con- 
veyea  to  said  joint  stock  c(>mi>any  the  titU»  to  the  eight  plantations  purchased  from 
the  Dominican  friars,  which  rei>reHente<l  the  jjreater  jmrt  of  the  capital  stock;  and  as 
Mr.  Andrews  had  only  paid  to  them  1  jK»r  ctMit  of  the  puR'hase  price  of  the  prop- 
erty, the  universal  assoi'iation  of  Tonkni,  represiuited  by  Sefior  Hazanas,  acquiretl 
the  interest  which  the  Dominican  corporation  iH)A«t»swHl  to  said  plantations,  or  to 
their  punrhase  price  which  Mr.  Andrews,  the  i>un!hiUH»r,  still  owes  according  to 
another  instrument  of  conveyance*  dattnl  January  2^),  19iX),  issueil  by  the  represent- 
ative of  the  CoriK)ration  of  Dominituin  Friars  of  this  cai>ital  in  favor  of  saiu  associ- 
ation, also  of  Spanish  Dominican  friars  domicile^l  in  Tonkin. 

From  all  the  foregoing  it  is  deiluced: 

First.  That  the  said  comi>any  or  asso<'iation  organizeil  in  this  capital  is  a  foreign 
company. 

S€KX)nd.  That  the  concessionaire*  and  tme  owner  at  present  of  said  eight  planta- 
tions situated  on  this  island  of  Luzon  is  thus  a  foreign  association,  organissed  by 
foreign  friars  resident  in  Tonkin,  their  n^presiMitative  in  this  (rapital  being  also  a 
foreigner,  whose  company,  comnose<l  of  imlividuals  domiciled  in  said  French  colony, 
is  the  ]X)sse8sor  and  owner  of  the  lai^ge  majority  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  said  joint 
stoi'k  comimny  organize<l  in  this  capital. 

In  order  to  show  that  the  absolute  j)rohibition  establLsheel  in  the  second  and  last 
part  of  condition  third  of  article  18  of  the  rt)yal  det-ree  of  February  13,  1894,  issued 
ny  Minister  Maura,  is  applicable  to  the  joiiit  stewk  comj^ny  for  which  Mr.  Andrews 
s  agent,  it  is  not  ne<'essary  to  examine  the  titles  of  ownership  of  the  eight  planta- 
tions sold  by  the  friars  to  a  fort^igner  and  rt*i>reseMitiug  the  principal  rasis  of  the 
capital  stock\»f  the  foreign  joint  stock  company.  It  is  sulftident  to  read  simplv  the 
second  imrt  of  said  third  condition  oi  said  decree,  by  which  the  acquisition  oi  real 
property,  i.  e.,all  sort*»  hi  lands  in  the  Philippines,  is  al)«olutely  prohibited  to  foreign 
associations,  comjmniw,  or  concerns,  whether  ilomiciknl  in  this  archipelaco  or  not, 
they  Ijeing  incapable  of  actiuiring  and  owning  real  property  acitording  to  the  definite 
declaration  of  the  law. 

The  title  <lee<.ls  to  ownership  of  said  eight  i>aR*els  of  real  pmperty  undoubtedly 
state — 

First.  To  what  class  of  lands  the  said  tMght  j>arcels  of  real  property  belong,  their 
history,  and  how  they  were  atM}uired. 

Second.  Whether  the  original  owners,  l>eing  citizens  of  this  territory,  have  been 
awanled  the  lands  bv  adjustment  with  the  State  according  to  the  royal  decree  of 
June  25,  188(). 

Third.  Whether  the  property  is  recorded  in  the  respective  registers  of  property. 

Under  all  circumstances  and  notwithstanding  the  contents  of  said  titles,  it  is  cer- 
tain that,  by  virtue  of  said  Maura  decree,  foreign  associations,  companies,  or  con- 
cerns were  *al)solutely  prohibited  from  a(X|uiring  real  property  in  tne  territory  of 
these  islands,  whether  domiciled  in  these  islands  or  not.  Consequently,  if  the 
Government  of  the  I'nited  States  maintains  the  force  of  the  often-quoteti  royal 
decree  of  February  13,  1894,  in  the  Philippines,  which  deirree  was  in  force  at  the 
time  the  sovereignty  of  the  Union  suiierseded  that  of  S[>ain,  Mr.  Andrews  c^uld  not 
legally  convey  the  eight  before-mentioned  plantations  to  the  associations  of  joint 
stock  company,  of  wiiich  he  is  managing  partner,  inasmuch  as  a  foreign  company 
could  not  and  can  not  possess  or  acquire  real  proi>erty  in  this  archipelago,  and  much 
less  could  the  Corporation  of  Si>ani8h  Dominican  Friars  of  this  capital  make  a  lawful 
grant  or  conveyance  of  its  ownership  and  rights  in  said  plantations  to  the  Universal 
Association  of  property  organized  by  members  of  the  said  corj)oration  domiciled  in 
Haiphong,  T<mKin,  according  to  the  express  prohibition  stated  in  said  decree  of 
Maura. 

This  royal  <iecree,  beine  the  last  legal  disposition  in  order  of  all  those  quoted 
above,  having  been  issued  in  1894  (long  after  the  codes,  the  laws  of  foreigners,  and 
the  regulations  quoted),  has  rejKjale^l  all  provisions  of  the  same  relating  to  real  prop- 
erty which  foreigners  and  foreign  associations,  companies,  and  concerns  may  nave 
acquired  or  possess  in  these  islands.  It  is  also  verv  necessary  to  consider  that  said 
Maura  decree  was  issued  for  the  express  purpose  o!  regulating  the  adjustment  and 
alienation  of  public  lands  and  matters  connected  with  the  property  of  the  towns  and 
its  use  as  commons. 

The  foregoing  is  the  opinion  of  the  under8igne<i,  whose  duty  it  is,  in  view  of  the 
documents  examined  and  the  legal  dispositions  quoted,  to  give' this  information  con- 
cerning the  private  j)ersons  interested  for  the  (iovernment  of  the  United  States  in 
the  Philippines,  with  deference  always  to  ii  iiion^  correct  o])iiiion. 

Florextino  Torrbb. 
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This  opinion  suffers  somewhat  in  expressed  clearness,  because  of 
the  faulty  translation  from  the  Spanish  which  we  have  been  obliged 
to  present,  but  it  appears  to  be  exnaustive  and  conclusive.  It  refutes 
the  charge  made  on  page  302  of  this  report,  that  the  military  govern- 
ment of  the  islands  was  applying  the  united  States  law  or  some  law 
other  than  the  Spanish  (whicfi  wa.s  applicable  to  conditions^  in  consid- 
ering illegal  the  transfers  of  friar  estates,  and  was  withholding  the 
assistance  which  it  should  render.  The  case^  cited  include  all  which 
have  l3een  presented  for  determination  or  government  action. 

In  my  last  annual  repoii:  I  said: 

The  Banco  Espafiol-Filipino  is  the  only  bank  which  has  the  power  to  make  pai)er 
issue.  Under  Spaniflh  concession  and  in  return  for  loans  made  to  that  Government, 
it  was  granted  the  privilege  of  issuing  its  notes  amounting  to  three  times  its  capital 
stock  of  $1,500,000,  and  it^  paper  dollar  is  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  Mexican 
silver  dollar.  The  Spanish  (Jovernment  had  representation  in  the  management  of 
this  bank,  and  recently  the  l)ank  invited  the  United  States  authorities  here  to  avail 
themselves  of  thisprivik^e  by  the  api)ointment  of  an  ac<^re<lited  agent,  which  in  vita-  * 
tion  has  been  declmed,  as  such  action  might  }ye  coni?tnied  to  be  an  acknowledgment 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States  of  its  obligation  to  recognize  under  treaty  promisee 
the  validity  of  the  Spanish  concession. 

The  paper  issue  of  the  bank  amounts  to  one  and  one-half  millions  of 
Mexican  dollars,  which  are  now  popular  with  the  inhabitants.  The 
bank  was  embarrassed  for  a  time  because  of  the  loan  of  nearly  $1,800,000 
to  the  Spanish  Government,  but  it  has  recovered  and  its  stock  has  con- 
siderably appreciated.  As  no  government  action  had  been  taken  in 
acknowledgment  of  its  Spanish  concession,  it,  on  September  14  of  last 
year,  served  a  paper  pleading  ita  right  to  such  recognition,  to  which 
reply  was  made  that  the  plea  must  await  the  considemtion  of  supreme 
United  States  authority.  The  correspondence  is  here  inserted  to  show 
the  nature  of  the  claim  and  the  force  of  the  argument  b}'^  which  it  was 
supported. 

Manila,  September  14y  1899, 
The  United  kSxATKs  Military  (.Governor  in  the  Philippines. 

Sir:  The  Spani^^h  Philippine  Bank,  founded  with  proper  authorization  in  1S51,  has 
since  that  time  enjoyed  the  exclutnive  privilege  of  issuing  notes  payable  at  si^ht  and 
to  the  bearer,  and,  recognized  by  roval  decree  of  February  7,  1896,  acqmred  an 
extension  of  its  privil^e  of  exclusive  nduciary  issue  to  the  year  1927. 

This  exclusive  privilege  of  issue  for  fiduciary  circulation,  recognized,  as  you  are 
aware,  in  maiiv  nations,  is  a  right  i)ertaiuiiig  to  the  sovereign  power,  which  may 
either  reserve  it  for  the  State  or  public  treasury,  hold  it  in  al)eyance,  or  instead  of 
monopolizing  it  may  authorize  the  free  exercise  of  the  privilege.  A^in,  it  may 
concede  the  monopoly  as  an  exclusive  privilege  in  favor  of  some  determinate  person 
or  corporation  to  tne  exclusion  of  all  otners,  imposing  upon  both  natives  and  foreign- 
ers the  prohibition  of  conducting  similar  operations  in  the  territory.  This  point,  aa 
a  imiversal  principle  of  law,  requires  no  further  demonstration. 

In  case  the  public  jwwer  chooses  to  concede  the  monopoly  in  favor  of  a  determi- 
nate entity,  such  as  is  the  Spanish  Phili])i)ine  Bank  in  these  islands,  the  act  per- 
formed by  the  sovereign  power  constitutes  what  is  called  in  positive  law  a  conces- 
sion— either  administrative,  gratuitous,  or  onerous,  but  always  o])ligatory  upon  the 
conceding  i)arty  and  the  concessionaire  aa  termed  in  legal  entail — which  has  all  the 
efficiency  of  a  royal  right,  although  it  may  be  originally  and  essentially  a  personal 
right.  This  point,  it  would  api>ear,  requires  no  further  demonstration,  as  it  is  a 
sequel  of  the  principle  alreadv  established  and  is  so  construed  in  Spanish  laws. 

Being  an  entail  of  right,  which  is  strictly  obligatory  on  the  party  making  the  con- 
cession and  upon  X\\^  concessionaire,  the  privilege  to  the  latter  isjof  a  strictly 
onerous  character,  and  the  former  may  not  »*^ithdraw  it  at  pleasure,  but  is  obliged  to 
maintain  it  for  the  period  assigned,  unless  on  accouiit  of  some  well-founded  and 
l>owerfiil  public  exigency  it  becomes  necessary  to  rescind  the  concession;  and  even 
then  complete  indemnincation  for  all  loss  and  injury  suffered  by  the  concessionaire 
uioflt  first  be  made.    The  legal  conclusion  is  obvious,  also  the  subsidiary  obligation. 
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t,  being  the  only  manner  in  which  failure  to  comply  with  obligatioiu  whidh  aie         1 
efficient  in  princfple  can  Ixit  adjusted.    Moreover,  exprees  legislation  and  oontinaoiu  ' 

jurisprudenct'  in  S[>anish  written  law  («n  l)e  adduced.  Hence  the  conoeasion  of  a 
.right  pertaininp  to  the  sovoreijni  iK)wor  to  a  private  entity  is  an  efficient  title  which 
causes,  as  an  effect,  the  incoriK»ratii>n  into  the  property  o?  the  concessionaire  of  the 
right  alienate<l  by  tlie  State,  so  completely  that  it  bei^omes  his  just  the  same  as 
the  property  and  rij^htw  which  fonn  liis  t^tate,  by  whatever  title  he  may  have 
acc^uirea  them.  This  a.H.Mortion  seems  to  Ik?  a  true  corollary  to  the  foregoing  propo- 
sitions. 

When  sovereipnty  over  peoples  and  territories  is  changed  or  transferred,  the 
public  ties  connecting  the  extmct  power  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  dismembered 
and  annexe<l  country  an»  broken;  but  the  rights  incorporated  into  the  property  of 
individuals,  cori)orations,  and  a.ss(x*iations  remain  unchanged.  They  are  rights 
which  suffer  no  cliange  whatever,  because  they  liad  substance  and  life  of  their  own, 
independent  to  their  sulK)nlination  to  the  sovereign.  This  is  a  principle  nnivenally 
recognized  in  international  law,  confinned  in  all  treaties  occasioned  by  the  most 
recent  wars  rtHrorded  in  history.  Among  many  precedents  which  might  be  cited, 
the  following  is  prominent  l)ecause  of  its  analcrarv: 

By  article  7  of  the  treaty  of  the  27th  of  March,  1864,  upon  the  annexation  of 
Greece  to  the  Ionian  Islands,  the  King  of  the  Hellenes  assumed  as  though  executed 
by  himself  all  obligations  and  contracts  legally  celebrate<l  by  the  previons  govern- 
ment or  in  its  name  by  the  British  protectorate,  with  either  foreign  governments, 
companies,  associations,  or  private  individuals.  Express  mention  was  then  made 
among  these  obligations  of  tiie  privileges  and  concessions  made  to  the  Ionian  Bank, 
the  Austrian  Lloyd  Maritime  Company,  and  the  Malta  and  Mediterranean  Gras 
Company. 

The  concession  of  the  privilege  under  consideration  is  of  an  onerous  chaiacter. 
The  royal  decree  of  February  7,  1896,  which  authorized  the  extension  of  the  privi-        - 
lege  for  a  further  jH»rifKi  of  twenty-five  years  not  only  imposed  conditions  and  mles       s 
upon  its  exercise  and  exploitation,  but  also  determine<i  and  spet^fied  statutory  bases,       ^ 
the  respec't  and  maintenance  of  which  can  not  be  disconnected  from  the  preserva-      — 
tion  of  the  concession  itself.     This  privilege  is  not  centred  to  any  bank  but  the     ^5= 
Spanish-Philippine  Bank,  nor  can  it  \xi  reganled  as  transferable.    It  is  in  the  extreme  <"!^ 
personal.    The  concessionaire  who  obtaine<l  it  is  obliged  to  have  the  cash  capital,     ^ 
which  as  a  minimum  is  designatcnl  in  article  1  of  the  royal  decree.     He  may  augment^^^Mi 
this  capital,  as  per  article  2.     He  must  limit  himself  to  operations  authorized  directly^^^ 
or  by  reference  in  article  5.     He  is  oblige<l  to  make  his  oy-laws  conform  to  articles  6^1^ 
and  7,  the  approval  of  which  is  niserved  to  the  minister  of  colonies  by  article  9,  and^H 
by  way  of  compensation  for  these  advantages  he  is  obliged  to  render  the  treasury  the^^" 
services  stipulated  in  favor  of  the  State  in  article  8. 

An  eminent  Spanish  statesman,  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  learned  in  the  scienc^^ 
of  law,  upon  U^mg  consulte<l  as  to  the  status  of  the  Sjianish-Philippine  Bajik  aftev 
the  treaty  of  Paris,  rendered  a  brilliant  opinion,  from  which  we  will  literally  tran- 
scribe the  following  lines: 

**  Article  9  of  the  treaty  of  Paris  is  intended  to  regulate  this  subject  of  change  o/ 
nationality,  and  provides  *that  SjxmUh  ^nhjeds^  natives  of  the  Penirunda^  residing  in 
the  territory  over  which  Spain  by  the  present  treaty  relinquishes  or  ce<les  her  sov- 
ereignty, mav  remain  in  such  terfit/)ry  or  mav  remove  therefrom,  retaining  in  either 
event  all  their  rights  of  property,  including  the  right  to  sell  or  dis|X)se  of  such  prop- 
erty or  of  its  pro<'eeds;  and  they  also  shall  have  the  right  to  carry  on  their  industry, 
commerce,  and  pnjfcssions,  l)eing  subject  in  respect  thereof  to  such  laws  as  are  appli- 
cable to  other  foreigners.  In  ca.^je  they  remain  in  the  territory  they  may  pre8er\*e 
their  iiliejnanci^  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  bv  making,  lx»fore  a  court  of  record,  within  a 
yerfr  from  the  date  of  exchange*  of  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  a  d(rlaration  of  their 
decision  to  pn*serve  such  allegiance;  in  default  of  which  declaration  they  shall  be 
held  to  have  renounccnl  it  and  to  have  adopted  the  nationality  of  the  territory  in 
whi(!h  they  may  reside.' 

"It  is  evident  that  the  first-cite<l  para^ph  of  article  9  refers  exclusively  \o  natur 
ml  persomj  the  only  ones  which  can  be  include<l  within  the  initial  phrase  which  J 
have  un<lersconxl.  *  It  does  not,  therefore,  concede  to  the  l>ank  the  faculty  of  retain 
iiig  Spanish  nationality  by  means  of  the  requisite  of  declaration  wnthin  the  year 
Article  9  has  in  addition,  a  second  paragraph,  which  reads  thus:  *The  civil  ngh 
and  political  status  of  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  territories  hereby  ceded  to  tl 
United  States  shall  l)e  detennined  by  the  Congress.'    Tluve  latter  therefore  becai 
at  onc4?  subject  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  North  American  Republic.     If  the  secc 
paragraph  l>e  interpreted  as  limited  to  natunil  ix*rsoii8  the  exclusion  of  the  bank 
repirds  the  ability  to  retain,  by  means  of  expresstnl  option,  the  old  Spanish  nat' 
ality,  is  sufficient;  and  if  it  is  assumed  that  a  body  corporate  constituted  in  Ma 
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and  there  created  is  natwe  to  the  Philippines,  the  declaration  of  the  second  paragraph 
of  ftrticle  9  brings  us  to  the  same  conclusion. 

"The  text  of  the  treaty  gives  plain  evidence  tlrnt  no  distinct  and  deliberate  thought 
was  given  in  order  to  denne  the  nationality  of  bodies  corporate.  The  omission  si^ 
nifiee  that  these  persons  obtained  no  franchise  or  exception,  and  thev  required  this 
in  order  to  become  sejparated  frf>m  the  collei^tive  neutralization  of  all  the  inhabitants. 
Although  it  is  idle,  after  what  has  l)een  said,  to  discuss  the  intentions  of  the  high 
contracting  parties  of  Paris,  but  little  in  riskecl  in  supposing  that  in  case  express  men- 
tion had  l)een  made  of  bodies  corporate  constituted  and  domiciled  in  the  Philippines 
they  would  not  have  Ikjcu  conctnied  the  privilege  of  retain  injur  the  old  nationality, 
inasmuch  as  it  was  not  fpanteil  natural  i>ersons  In^m  in  the  Philippines,  even  though 
their  parents  were  Peninsular  Spaniarus.  p]ven  those  systems  of  law  which  treat 
with  tne  greatest  respect  the  autonomy  of  the  body  corporate  do  not  go  so  for  as  to 
give  it  advantages,  nor  to  entirely  make  it  equal  to  a  human  being  in  re8i)ect  to  its 
civil  personality  and  its  various  attributes.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  lawyer  under- 
signed, l>eyond  doubt,  that  by  virtue  of  the  treatv  of  Paris  the  Spanish-Philippine 
Bank  lost  the  Spanish  nationality  which  it  formerly  had,  and  as  a  Ixxi}^  corporate  is 
at  present  numt)ered  among  the  subjects  of  the  TJnite<l  States  of  America,  to  which 
the  sovereignty  of  the  archipelago  was  transferreil.*' 

As  representative  of  the  st^x^kholders  who  formed  this  banking  association,  which 
for  nearly  half  a  century,  although  surrotmdtil  b^  an  atmosphere  of  restriction,  has 
enjoyed  a  successful  (existence,  thanks  to  this  privilege  of  fiduciary  issue,  it  is  exceed- 
ingly gratif>'ing  to  the  lx>ard  of  directors  that  such  is  the  status  of  the  bank.  The 
time  has  arrive*!  for  them  to  appear  befon^  the  Huperior  authority  of  your  excellency, 
as  the  representative  of  the  sovereignty  which  has  taken  the  place  of  its  former  pro- 
tector, and  to  offer  you  the  assuraiure  of  resixH'tful  adhesion  and  acknowledgment, 
informing  you  that  among  the  prerogatives  which  the  new  Government  possesses  by 
virtue  of  the  tutelary  functions,  is  that  of  naming  as  a  meml)er  of  the  l)oard  of  direct- 
ors of  the  bank  a  representative  who  has  a  name  and  power  of  government  syndic, 
whose  appointment,  should  your  excellencv  please  to  make  such,  would  l)e  acceptea 
with  great  pleasure  for  the  present  by  the  fx)artl  and  later  by  the  general  meeting  of 
shareholders,  who  will  lie  notifie<I,  and  the  entire  asscK'iation  will  feel  grateful  for 
ttie  honor  thus  conferreil  by  the  Government  so  worthily  represent^  by  your 
excellency,  whose  life  may  Go<l  guard  many  years.

Sik:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowh^lge  the  receipt  of  your  communi(»tion  of  the 
14th  ultimo,  in  the  matter  of  the  bank  of  which  you  are  a  director,  as  to  its  status 
under  United  States  sovereignty,  and  i>arti(rularly  as  to  its  exclusive  privilege  of 
fiduciary  issue  in  the  Philii)pine  Islands,  which  under  the  terms  of  the  bank's  char- 
ter and  the  roval  decree  of  Febniarv  7, 1896,  you  claim  it  has  the  right  to  enjov  until 
.1927. 

While  I  have  not  ha<l  the  oj)i>ortunity  as  yet  to  fully  acquaint  myself  with  the  laws 
and  decrees  un<ler  which  the  luiuk  is  organized  and  conducts  its  business,  1  am  pre- 
pare<l  from  the  limitwl  examination  I  have  made  to  in<licate  my  sul)stantial  ccmcur- 
rence  in  the  view  I  understand  you  to  express,  that  bv  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of 
Paris  the  bank  has  yK.H'ameini[)rekse<l  with  the  natioiialftv  of  the  Philippiues  and  is 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Unite<l  States,  an<l  that  it  \\\m^  not  the  option  even 
un<ler  the  treatv  to  contiinie  its  business  in  these  islands  retaining  its  |>reviouH  nation- 
ality. I  may  also  give  concurrence  t*;  the  view  that  while  the  bank  <'ntity  doe^  not 
fall  within  the  strict  U*tter  (►f  the  se<*ond  paragra{>h  of  article  9  (»f  the  treatv,  it 
may  Ik.*  p<.>ssiblv  within  its  spirit.  Rut  in  the  absenc'c  <»f  ne<!e^Msity  for  immectiate 
action,  the  l)ank*s  status  and  privileges,  particularly  those  relating  to  fithK'iarv  is-sne 
and  which  are  iKH'uliarly  appropriate  iKHtaust^  of  their  nature  for  the  determination 
of  Congress,  should  in  my  opinion  Ix'  res<?rved  for  the  acrtion  of  that  Ixxly. 

For  the  reasons  indicate<l,  and  as  neither  the  necessity  or  advisability  for  i  in  me- 
diate action  is  demonstrate<l,  1  must  decline  for  the  i)resent  to  ac,t  upon  the  sc*veral 
requests  <x>ntaine<l  in  your  letter,  and  await  the  action  of  higher  authority,  to  whom 
this  correspondence  wiin)e  submitted.

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The  cable  and  railway  concessions  granted  by  Spain  to  The  Extern 
Extension,  Austnilia  and  China  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  and  The 
Manila  ftftilwav  C/onipany ,  Limited  (both  foreign  corporations),  gave 
rise  to  a  good  deal  of  official  correspondence — that  with  the  cable  com- 
pany on  demands  for  payment  of  United  States  Government  se^^4ce 
which  it  had  perfonnoa,  and  that  with  the  other  company  on  presented 
subvention  claims  and  railway  requests  for  certain  specified  Goveru- 
mont  action. 

The  cable  company  had  received  three  concessions,  dated,  respec- 
tively, February,  187i>;  October,  1897,  and  March,  1898.  The  first 
gave  it  pennission  to  lay  a  cable  between  Cape  Bolinao,  western  coast 
of  Luzon,  and  Hongkong,  a  distance  of  475  miles.  The  company  was 
to  receive  a  subsidy  of  $4,000  a  month  during  ten  years,  and  tne  exclu- 
sive privilege  of  maintaining  a  line  between  the  two  points  for  forty 
years.  The  line  was  opened  on  May  8, 1880 ;  hence  subsidy  terminated 
May  7,  1890.  The  Spanish  Government  was  given  priority  in  trans- 
mission of  messages,  and  free  service  during  period  of  sul^sidy,  or  ten 
years,  and  thereafter  prioritv  of  transmission  and  one-half  rates  until 
the  termination  of  the  period  of  exclusive  privilege,  or  until  1920.  The 
second  is  known  as  the  Visayas  cablets  concession  of  240  miles.  It  per- 
mitted the  company  to  lay  a  line  l)etween  Luzon  and  Panajr,  between 
Panav  and  Negros,  and  between  Negros  and  Cebu,  and  paid  m  monthly 
installments  a  subsidy  of  £4,500  per  year  for  twenty  years.  The  line 
was  opened  for  traffic  in  October,  1897;  hence  subsidy  does  not  termi- 
nate until  1917.  The  Spanish  (lovernment  was  to  receive  priority  of 
transmission  of  messages  at  half  mtes  and  10  per  cent  of  the  profits  of 
the  cable  business  after  deducting  expenses,  which  were  not  to  exceed 
£6,000  per  year.  The  third  concession  permitted  the  extension  of  the 
Hongkong  and  Cape  Bolinao  cAble  to  Manila.  Spain  promised  to 
extend  the  monopoly,  or  exclusive  cable  privilege  granted  to  the  com- 
pany in  the  Hongkong  and  Cape  Bolinao  concessions  for  twenty 
years.  Hence  company  holds  exclusive  privilege  of  operating  a  cable 
line  })(»tween  those  two  points  until  194<).  This  concession  also  gives 
to  the  company  exclusive  landing  rights  in  all  the  Pacific  Spanish  pos- 
sessions, with  exemption  from  taxation,  Spain,  however,  reser\ing  the 
right  to  redeem  this  exclusive  landing  privilege  by  paying  £5,000  a  year 
during  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  extension  time.  It  was  also  agreed 
in  this  concession  that  during  the  first  ten  }■  ears  of  the  extended  period 
of  the  extension  privilege  Government  dispati^hes  would  be  transmitted 
free,  during  the  next  ten  years  at  one-fourth  of  the  ordinary  traffic 
rates,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  period  at  one-half  commercial 
rates. 

To  be  somewhat  more  explicit  Jis  to  money  considemtions  promised 
by  the  Spanish  (lOvernment  and  the  privileges  the  company  was  to 
enjoy,  they  were,  as  apparently  understood  by  the  cable  company  and 
as  appears  by  an  English  translation  of  the  published  concessions,  as 
follows: 

First.  As  to  the  Hongkong  and  Bolinao  concession.  Government  has 
privilege  in  priority  of  transmission,  and  free  transmission  of  Govern- 
ment telegrams  over  the  Bolinao-Hongkong  cable.  No  subsidy  pay- 
ments, as  they  terminated  in  May,  1890.  Tne  company  has  the  exclu- 
sive privilege  until  1920  of  laying  and  maintaining  cables  between 
terminal  points,  namely  Hongt^ong  and  the  coast  of  Luzon  between 
Cape  Bojeador  and  Cape  Bolinao. 
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Second.  As  to  the  Yisayas  cables  concession  of  October,  1897:  The 
company  is  to  work  at  its  own  expense  and  risk  the  cables  for  twenty 
years;  ttat  is  to  say,  until  November,  1917,  receiving  £4,500  a  year  to 
that  date.  Government  is  to  have  priority  of  transmission  of  mes- 
sages and  to  pay  half  rates  (or  25  centimes  of  a  franc,  equal  at  present 
exchange  to  10  cents  Mexican  per  word),  and  to  receive  10  per  cent  of 
the  profits  of  the  business  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  o|>erations, 
which  are  calculated  at  and  not  to  exceed  £6,000  per  year.  The 
Government  also  to  receive  a  surcharge  of  5  centimes  of  a  franc  on 
messages  to  places  beyond  the  islands  of  Panay,  Negros,  and  Cebu. 
The  conipany  has  exclusive  landing  rights  in  the  islands  of  Luzon, 
Panay,  Negros,  and  Cebu  for  the  twenty  years;  also  grant  of  land  for 
buildmg  omces  at  the  different  stations. 

Third.  As  to  the  Hongkong  and  Bolinao  extension  concession  of 
March,  1898:  No  money  is  to  ]yo  paid  bv  Government,  but  the  com- 

einy  receives  an  extension  of  its  monopoly  for  twenty  years  (to  expire 
ay  8,  1940)  of  the  right  to  work  and  lay  cables  between  Hongkong 
and  Manila,  and  an  extension  of  the  landing  rights  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years  oi  joining  all  Spanhh  poHseJisions  in  th*'  Pacijic  and  of  connect- 
ing theni  with  other  countr//'M^  to  reckon  from  the  date  the  Hongkong- 
Manila  (rable  is  open  for  working.  The  Government  may  at  any  time 
redeem  this  exclusive  privilege  by  the  annual  payment  to  the  company 
of    £5,000  for  each   year    that    remains   unexpired;  but  the  c^om- 

¥giny  will  retain  the  landing  rights  between  Hongkong  and  Manila, 
he  companv  has  a  right  to  exemption  from  taxation  and  local  rates 
and  the  employees  to  have  the  same  privileges  and  immunities  as  those 
of  the  Government.  GovernmcMit  telegrams  will  be  free  of  charge 
over  the  Manila-Hongkong  ca})le  for  the  first  t(*n  years  of  this  last  con- 
cession, at  one-fourtn  of  the  ordinarv  tratK(»  mtes  for  the  next  ten 
years,  and  at  one-half  of  those  rates  thereafter,  and  until  tlie  expira- 
tion of  the  concession  in  1940.  The  Government  has  the  right  to  levy 
a  terminal  tax  of  25  centimes  of  a  f i*anc  on  all  full-rate  traffic  emana- 
ting from  Luzon  and  passing  over  this  cable,  and  9  centimes  of  a  franc 
on  all  press  work.  The  commny  also  has  the  right  to  a  free  land 
grant  for  building  a  station  in  Manila. 

Taking  the  first  and  third  concessions  together,  Government  will 
have  free  service  till  1907;  from  thence  to  1917  it  will  pay  one-fourth 
of  the  commercial  I'ates,  and  thence  to  1940  half  rates,  and  is  entitled 
to  priority  in  transmission  of  messages.  Under  the  second  concession 
(Visaj'as  cable)  Government  must  pay  £375  per  month  until  1917  and 
25  centimes  of  a  gold  fninc  for  every  word  transmitted,  Imt  will  receive 
10  per  cent  of  the  profits  after  deducting  expenses  of  operating  lines, 
sucli  expenses  to  })e  considered  as  limited  to  £(>,000  a  year. 

The  claims  received  from  the  cable  company  arise  und(»r  the  second 
or  Visayas  concession.  The  United  Statt\s  has  paid  full  connnercial 
rates,  or  60  cent«  for  every  word  transmitted,  over  the  Manila  and 
Hongkong  line  which  the  first  and  third  concessions  affect.  Hence,  if 
the  last-mentioned  concessions  are  held  to  l)e  obligatory,  the  companv 
is  indebted  to  the  Government.  The  claims  which  nave  been  presented.,- 
and  which  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
second  concession,  cover  a  considerable  period  of  time  prior  to  the 
ratification  of  the  Paris  treaty,  during  which,  it  is  contended,  that 
the  Spanish  (jovernment  is  responsible.  It  is  at  least  so  till  December 
10,  1898,  when  the  provisions  of  the  treat}'  were  completely  formu- 
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lated  and  agreed  to  by  the  commissioners.  However,  as  the  landing 
station  of  tne  company  at  Capiz,  northern  Pana\%  and  the  ov^erland 
Panay  telegraph  line  to  Iloilo  could  not  be  utilized  on  account  of  the 
action  of  the  insurgents,  the  War  Department  on  February  28^  1899, 
authorized  it  to  extend  its  cable  facilities  from  Manila  to  Iloilo,  thus 
cutting  out  its  Capiz  connection,  which  it  did,  and  gave  the  United 
States  telegraphic  service  with  its  troops  stationed  at  Iloilo.  It  com- 
pleted this  work  on  March  18,  since  wnich  date  Government  has  l)een 
charged  the  preferential  rates  of  the  concession.  Later,  under  War 
Department  authority,  it  abandoned  its  overland  facilities  across  Negros 
ana  Cebu,  and  laid  cable  direct  from  the  city  of  Iloilo  to  Cebu.  This 
War  Department  authorization  might  be  considered  tacit  recognition, 
but  the  military  administration  never  recognized  in  any  manner  the 
first  and  third  concessions.  The  company's  bills  are  still  held  in  abey- 
ance, awaiting  instructions  from  Washington,  to  which  all  correspond- 
ence has  been  sent. 

The  concession  to  The  Manila  Railway  Company,  Limited,  with 
terminals  at  the  cities  of  Manila  and  Dagupan,  gave  subvention  psLj- 
ments  in  case  of  reduced  earnings  of  road  after  completion  and  granted 
property,  powers,  and  privileges  of  a  somewhat  extraordinary  char- 
acter. The  railway  was  taken  possession  of  by  insurgents  shortly  after 
the  war  of  the  rebellion  was  maugurated  and  was  recovered  by  the 
military  authorities  in  December,  1898,  which  opei"ated  it  until  March, 
1900,  when  the  following  orders  were  issued  :

actual  p<jsiJeHsion  of  the  United  States  Government — the  said  inventory  to  be  taken 
by  a  board  of  army  officers  in  connection  with  agents  whom  he  may  name: 

Now,  therefore,  a  board  is  hereby  appointed  to  meet  at  the  railway  offices  in 
Manila  on  Tliursday  next,  the  15th  instant,  at  the  hour  of  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  w^hich,  in 
miison  with  the  agents  appointed  by  Mr.  Higgins,  will  carefully  take  account  of  stock 
and  enumenite  all  railway  property  which  is  at  present,  or  has  been,  in  the  actual  use 
of  the  United  States  Government  since  the  road  or  any  portion  of  the  same  has  been 
openited  by  it  for  its  convenience  and  Ijenefit.  The  board  will  also  state  in  its  report 
oi  inventory  the  condition  of  the  road  and  roa<ibed  when  captured  from  the  insur- 
gents (noting  particularly  whatever  damage  resulted  from  the  act  of  God  or  the 
public  enemy),  its  present  condition,  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  expended 
thereon  by  the  military  authorities  since  its  capture,  and  the  purposes  of  the  outlay. 

Detail  for  the  board:  Capt.  William  L.  Sibert,  Corps  of  Engineers;  Capt.  Charles 
W.  Mead,  Thirty-sixtli  Infantry,  United  States  Volunteers;  First  Lieut.  Charles  F. 
Parker,  Second  United  States  Artillery;  Second  Lieut.  William  P.  Wooten,  Corps  of 
Engineers. 

The  board  will  expedite  its  labors  in  order  that  transfer  of  the  road  to  the  owners 
of  the  wiinc  may  Ix*  made  as  soon  as  practicable.

The  above  freight  rates  are  applicable  to  all  hauls  of  20  kilometers  or  more,  and 
for  hauls  less  than  20  kilometers  the  maximum  charge  may  l>e  the  same  as  for  a  haul 
of  that  distance. 

EXPRESS  RATES. 

The  maximum  charg^c  shall  be,  i)er  ton  i)er  kilometer,  $0.20  (Mexican). 
This  rate  shall  prevail  for  all  hauls  of  20  kilometers  or  more,  and  for  hauls  less  than 
20  kilometers  the  maximum  charge  may  l)e  the  same  as  for  a  haul  of  that  distance. 

GOVERNMENT  TRANSPORTATION. 

Government  service  shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  railway  transportation 
business,  and  the  entire  rolling  stock  of  the  roati  must  Ixj  held  available  for  its  neces- 
sities in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  determined,  announceil,  and  directed  by  the  military 
authorities. 

At  the  option  of  fhe  Government  its  transportation  service  may  be  conducted  on 
a  car  kilometer  l^asis  instead  of  computing  its  railway  dues  on  the  above  classification 
of  rates,  as  has  hitherto  been  done. 

On  the  car  kilometer  basis  the  following  maximum  rates  may  be  charged: 

Mexican. 

For  a  7-ton  wagon,  per  kilometer. $0. 14 

For  a  14-ton  wagon,  per  kilometer 0. 28 

Passenger  car,  per  kilometer 0. 14 

and  the  above  sc;hcdule  of  rates  shall  be  applicable  to  all  hauls  of  20  or  more  kilo- 
meters, shorter  distance  being  computed  at  20  kilometers. 

The  Government  will  furnish  tram  guards  and  give  such  other  protection  as  in  its 
judgment  may  be  requirerl.  The  municipal  authorities,  u{>on  call  from  commanding 
officers  of  districts,  will  confer  such  limited  police  powers  on  civilian  employees  of 
the  road  at  its  several  stations  as  may  Ixi  considered  necessary. 

Employees  on  trains  will  request  commanders  of  train  guards  to  arrest  disorderlv 
persons,  or  those  interfering  with  the  proper  operation  of  the  road,  with  whicn 
requests  these  commanders,  m  their  discretion,  will  comply. 

In  the  transaction  of  non -Government  business  the  railway  authorities  shall  make 
an  equitable  distribution  of  the  facilities  of  the  road  among  all  persons  desiring  to 
utilize  it  as  a  common  carrier. 

The  schedules  of  trains  shall  be  submitted  to  this  office  for  approval. 

Any  character  of  transportation,  or  a  retention  of  rolling  stock  by  Government  for 
specialpurposes,  not  hereinabove  provided  for,  shall  be  matter  for  special  agreement. 

II.  The  chief  signal  officer  of  the  department  will  furnish  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Manila  and  Dagupan  Railway  Company  a  sufficient  quantity  of  wire  and  fixtures  to 
complete  the  laying  of  two  aaditional  telegraph  wires  on  the  telegraph  railway  line, 
this  oeing  required  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  military  government.

HANDING   OVER  OF  RAILROAD,  INVBNTORIBB,  AND   A88B88MENT  OF  DAMAGES. 

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  indorsement  No.  1  to  our  letter  No.  79  G.  A.,  of  15th 
ultimo,  viz:  "By  command  of  Major-General  Otis  the  mana^ment  of  the  railroad 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  railway  company  at  any  time  desired,  the  line  having  been 
temporarily  repaired,  suitable  for  present  service  by  the  United  States  Army.*'  I 
would  respectfully  state: 

That  on  June  10,  1899,  the  same  offer  was  verbally  made  to  me  by  the  military 
governor,  and  on  the  15th  of  the  same  month,  after  having  seen  the  depot  quarter- 
master and  asked  a^  a  preliminary  step  that  a  joint  inventory  of  property  and  assess-    — 
ment  of  damages  should  be  maae,  I  received  the  reply  that  **tne  railway  property  ^* 
was  consideBed  as  captured  from  the  insurgents;  that  whatever  there  was,  as  such,  .^ 

would  be  turned  over  to  me;  that  we  could  inventory  our  property  at  our  conven 

ience,  but  that  the  United  States  Government  declined  to  take  part*' 

On  June  17  I,  representing  the  Manila  Railway  Company,  pointed  out  that  thu 
decision  on  the  part  of  the  Government  made  it  impossible  for  me  at  that  time 
again  resume  the  management. 

Your  answer,  receivSi  on  the  18th  of  June,  1899,  being  to  the  effect  that  **th« 
matter  of  exchanging  formal  inventories    *    *    *    could  not  be  considered.     Th< 
United  States  would  hand  over  the  railway  property  in  its  possession  and  all  of  whic 
it  took  from  the  insurgents  without  any  formality  whatever,  and  it  would  be  delivere<_  1 
into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Higgins  at  any  time  he  might  be  able  to  operate  the  road,^     " 
on  the  23d  June,  1899,  I  respectfully  protested  against  this  decision  and  asked  fo  -t 
a  reconsideration,    *    *    *    also  stating  that  I  considered  the  i»ventory  of  propert>^ 
to  be  of  such  vital  importance  for  the  company  that  in  case  of  the  Govemmeatr 
refusing  to  consider  the  matter  I  would  propose  to  ask  the  British  consul  to  name  an 
independent  person  or  persons  to  be  present  at  the  inventories  and  would  invite  an 
agent  or  agents  of  the  United  States  Government  to  be  also  present.     Your  answer 
of  the  29tn  being — 

"The  military  governor  directs  me  to  say  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  action 
Mr.  Higgins  contemplates,  ♦  ♦  ♦  but  the  United  States  declines  to  commit  itself 
to  any  action  which  may  constitute  a  basis  for  future  claims.  *  *  *  The  offer  has 
been  made  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  turn  over  *  *  *  property  which 
still  remains  good.  A  nonacceptance  of  this  offer  may  absolve  the  Unitea  States 
from  payment  of  any  damages  which  might  be  preferred  arising  since  the  date  of 
that  offer."     *    *    * 

On  the  30th  June  I  had  the  honor  of  advising  you  that  the  British  consul  had 
named  two  independent  persons,  with  the  necessary  technical  knowledge,  to  be  pres- 
ent at  our  inventories,  wnich  would  be  commenced  on  the  5th  July. 

From  this  latter  date  up  to  the  4th  August,  although  some  minor  difficulties  had 
to  be  arranged,  everything  went  well,  a  workable  arrangement  having  been  come  to 
with  the  depot  quartermaster  about  the  issue  of  stores  and  material,  etc.,  the  store 
inventories  furnished  at  Manila  and  well  in  hand  at  Caloocan.  Between  the  4th  and 
9th  of  August,  however,  all  our  work  and  arrangements  were  rendered  useless  by 
arbitrary  action  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  oflScer  in  immediate  chai^^  of  the 
line.  This  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  at  that  time,  protesting  against  said 
action,  no  answer  ha\dng  been  received  to  my  protest  up  to  present  date. 

Between  the  9th  August  and  7th  November  nothing  further  was  done  with  r^ard 
to  railway  inventories  or  assessment  of  damages.  But  on  the  8th  November,  a  second 
arrangement  having  been  come  to  with  Major  Devol,  depot  quartermaster,  we  again 
started  on  the  inventories  of  the  running  stores  and  material,  completing  same  on  the 
15th  December,  1  then  having  the  honor  of  pointing  out  the  importuice  of  some 
arranjB:eiijent  t>eing  made  with  regard  to  permanent  repairs  ♦  *  ♦  and  asking  if 
some  indication  could  be  given  with  regard  to  handing  over  the  line. 
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Circumstancee  have  considerably  altered  since  the  first  offer  of  the  Groverument  to 
turn  over  the  railroad  property,  provinces  which  were  then  in  rebellion  having  been 
pacified,  and  the  whole  extent  of  the  railroad  since  the  20th  November,  ultimo,  hav- 
ing been  under  the  control  of  the  military  authorities. 

The  foregoing  is,  I  believe,  an  exact  resumen  of  what  has  taken  place  up  to  date 
with  regara  to  the  handing  over  of  the  line,  and  I  need  hardly  add  that  the  interests 
of  the  company  have  and  are  suffering  great  prejudice  by  the  delay,  entire  stoppage 
of  traffic  revenue,  and  want  of  a  definite  and  equitable  arrangement  with  the  Govern- 
ment. 

I  would  here  say  that  since  the  10th  June  I  have  kept  the  three  following  points 
in  view: 

( 1 )  To  bo  able  to  respond  to  the  compan  v  for  property  under  my  immediate  charge 
at  4th  of  February,  1899. 

(2)  To  take  over  management  without  any  friction  and  without  upsetting  commu- 
nication and  transport  arrangements  between  Manila  and  the  front. 

(3)  To  as  soon  as  possible  get  the  line  into  such  a  state  of  repair  as  would  enable 
same  without  danger  to  be  opened  to  the  general  public  as  far  as  military  regulations 
and  requirements  would  permit. 

I  would  now  respectfullv  point  out  that  so  as  to  be  able  to  come  to  any  definite 
arrangement  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  a  joint  assessment  of  damages  sustained  by 
the  Toad  and  accessories  be  made  l)etween  the  Government  and  company,  as  without 
this  procedure  it  would  be  impossible  for  nie  to  submit  to  my  company  for  their 
action  a  valid  statement  of  facts. 

I  would  therefore  solicit  that  a  joint  assesftment  of  damages  sustainedj  with  a  view  of  cucer- 
tairwng  cost  of  putting  the  road  and  ACCESSORIES  INTO  THE  SAME  STATE  AS 
THEY  WERE  IN  ON  THE  4TH  OF  FEBRUARY,  1899,  be  made  at  the  date  of 
handing  over  the  railroad  pro])erty^  as  failing  this  requisite  it  would  be  impossible  for 
me  without  evident  prejudice  to  the  interests  of  the  company  to  again  tate  over  the 
management.

Sir:  The  Military  Governor  directs  me  to  infonn  you  that  he  has  considered  your 
letter  of  the  25th  ultimo,  wherein  you  set  out  the  correspondence  which  has  taken 
place  on  the  subject  of  turning  over  the  possession  of  the  Manila  and  Dagupan  Rail- 
way hy  the  United  States  authorities  to  you  as  its  legal  resident  representative;  also 
the  action  which  has  been  taken  by  you  and  the  United  States  authorities  to  accom- 
plish such  transfer;  this  in  partial  response  to  an  indorsement  from  this  office  on 
your  inquiry  of  December  15th  last,  asking  **if  the  present  situation  permits  that 
Bome  indication  be  given  by  the  Government  to  the  company  with  regard  to  the 
lianding  over  of  the  line,"  which  indorsement  is  in  language  as  follows: 

"The  road  is  now  in  working  order  throughout  its  entire  distance,  having  been 
i-ecovered  from  the  insurgents,  and  is  at  least  temporarily  repaired,  suitable  for  present 
service  by  the  United  States  Army.  It  will  be  turned  over  to  the  railway  company 
at  any  time  desired ;  in  fa(*t,  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  War  Department 
would  be  glad  to  have  Mr.  Higgins  take  over  the  road  and  operate  it,  that  Depart- 
ment paying  a  fair  compensation  for  all  services  rendered  it." 

After  presenting  your  **r6iurn6  of  what  has  taken  place"  and  the  reasons  for  your 
recent  course,  you  reach  the  following  conclusions,  viz:  **  To  be  able  to  come  to  any 
definite  arrangement  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  a  joint  assessment  of  damages  sus- 
tained by  the  road  and  accessories  be  made  between  the  Government  and  the  com- 
pany, as  without  this  procedure  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  submit  to  my 
company  for  their  action  a  valid  statement  of  facts.  I  would  therefore  solicit  that  a 
joint  assessment  of  damages  sustained,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  cost  of  putting 
the  road  and  accessories  into  the  same  state  as  they  were  in  on  the  4th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1899,  be  made  at  the  date  of  handing  over  the  railroad  property,  as  failing  this 
requisite  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  without  evident  prejudice  to  the  interest  of 
the  company  to  again  take  over  the  management." 
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The  facte  cited  by  you,  in  so  far  as  you  cite  the  action  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, are,  I  believe,  correctly  set  out  in  your  letter,  but  you  omit  to  state  that  in  a 
conference  with  the  military  governor  the  latter  urged  you  to  take  over  and  operate 
the  road  and  offered  to  turn  over  to  you,  without  cost,  claim,  or  demand  for  pay- 
ment, sufficient  new  and  unufle<l  rails,  with  ties  or  sleepers  for  the  same,  to  lay  8 
miles  of  track,  which  property  the  United  States  had  recently  purchaseil  and  deliv- 
ere<l  in  Manila  at  a  cost  of  $26o,000  ^Mixican),  exclusive  of  coh»t  of  transportation  of 
rails  from  place  of  purcha.se  in  the  I  nited  States,  and  with  which  you  might  plac« 
the  road  in  fair  condition;  and  you  were  told  furthermore  that  no  claim  would  be 
ma<^ie  for  large  labor  payments  which  the  United  States  had  met  in  order  to  restore 
the  breaks  in  the  road  resulting  from  the  wanton  attempte  of  the  insurgents  to  effect 
ite  complete  destruction. 

It  now  appears  that  ^'ou  dtK'line  to  receive  the  property  because  the  United  States 
authorities  will  not  unite  with  you  in  making  **a  joint  assessment  of  damages  sus- 
tained by  the  road  and  accessories  "  since  the  4th  day  of  last  February,  with  a  view  of 
ascertaining  cost  "of  putting  the  road  and  accessories  into  the  same  state  that  they 
were  in'*  on  that  date.  That  is,  if  you  are  correctly  understood,  you  demand  that 
the  United  States  shall  unite  with  you  in  establishing  the  basis  and  amount  of  a 
claim  to  be  preferred  against  the  former  by  the  railway  company  to  cover  all  railway 
losses  during  a  period  from  February  4,  1899,  to  date  of  prospective  transfer — the 
claim  to  include  all  railway  damage  and  losses  during  that  entire  period — ^and  this 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Government  of  Spain  is  responsible  for  such  losses 
or  damages  (if  any  responsibility  attaches  to  any  government)  to  April  11,  the  date  of 
ratification  of  the  late  Paris  treaty,  and  that  all  damages  done  to  the  railway  were 
inflicted  thereon  while  in  possession  of  the  insurgents  and  being  operated  by  them 
or  the  duly  appointed  agente  of  the  railway  company  under  the  insurgent  direction. 
That  is,  simply  stated,  you  demaml  as  a  condition  precedent  to  taking  over  the  road 
an  assessment  by  the  United  States  Government,  guided  by  agente  of  vour  company, 
of  all  losses  suffered  by  the  road  at  the  hands  of  insurgents  since  February  4  last, 
with  the  intention  on  your  part  of  making  a  future  claim  for  amoimte  thus  assessec* 
against  that  Government,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  United  States  Governmen 
hSs  no  infonnation  as  to  the  amount  of  property  the  road  possessed  at  the  time  i 
took  possession  of  the  same,  and  the  further  fact  that  it  has  not  committed  any  o 
the  damages  which  the  road  has  suffered,  that  being  the  deliberate  work  of  insur — 
gente  or  of  floods  during  insurgent  occupancy. 

It  will  readily  occur  to  you  that  the  United  States  authorities  in  these  islands  can 
not  plat^e  themselves  in  the  position  you  desire  unless  the  Government  is  obligatecf 
to  repair  or  make  good  through  money  paymente,  or  by  ite  labors,  the  losses  and 
damages  sustained  by  the  roa^l  since  the  4th  of  February,  1899.     And  it  is  doubtless 
clear  to  you  that  such  obligations  do  not  attach  unless  they  arise  under  some  very 
special,  si)ecific  conditions  which  are  contained  in  the  franchise  which  the  roa3 
enjoys,  since  it  is  a  well-established  rule  of  law  that  a  government  is  not  obligateii  to 
reimburse  the  inhabitante  of  a  country  for  pecuniary  losses  suffered  by  them  through 
the  act  of  God,  or  the  public  enemy,  whether  belligerent  or  insurgent,  or  whether 
that  enemy  consiste  merely  of  unlawful  combinations  of  individuals  engaged  in  hos- 
tile action.    The  law  not  only  absolves  the  Government  from  liability  for  such  losses, 
but  even  pemiite  it  to  destroy  individual  property  without  making  recompense, 
when  such  destruction  becomes  necessary  in  the  establishment  of  peace. 

The  conclusion  that  there  exist  special  conditions  which  make  Government 
responsible  for  these  railway  damages  or  losses  the  United  States  can  not  accept 

By  referring  to  the  numerous  royal  decrees  and  onlers  which  contain  the  various 
coiuressions  enjoyed  by  the  road,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  completed  franchise  as 
finally  determined  up<jn  was  granted  on  the  2 1st  day  of  January,  1887.  It  was  to  nm 
for  ninety-nine  years.  The  work  of  construction  was  to  commence  within  six 
months  following  the  date  of  the  franchise,  and  the  road  was  to  be  entirely  finished 
and  in  working  order  within  four  and  one-half  years  from  that  time.  That  during 
the  construction  of  the  road  the  Spanish  Government  agreed  to  make  good  all  losses 
suffered  by  it  in  cases  of  **  force  majuere,"  as  expressed  in  article  40  of  the  schedule 
of  general  conditions  for  the  contracte  of  public  works.  Referring  to  article  40,  here 
alluded  to,  we  find  that  it  reads  as  follows: 

"The  contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  indemnification  for  the  losses  and  damages 
caused  to  the  works  except  in  cases  of  'force  majuere.*  For  purposes  of  this  article 
the  only  cases  to  be  considered  as  '  force  majuere  *  shall  be  the  following: 

"  First.  Fires  caused  by  atmospheric  electricity. 

**  Second.  Damages  caused  by  earthquakes. 

**  Third.  Damages  due  to  the  commotions  of  the  grounds  where  works  are  con- 
structed. 
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"Fourth.  Damages  caused  by  force  of  arms,  popular  seditions,  or  riotous  robberies. 

**  The  contractor  shall  subject  himself  to  the  provisions  of  articles  2, 3, 4,  and  5  of 
the  regulations  of  July  17,  1868,  for  the  purpose  of  claiming  and  obtaining  the 
indemnification  of  the  damages  by  him  sufferea." 

Referring  to  these  regulations  it  is  seen  that  contractors,  in  cases  of  "force  majuere," 
shall  be  indemnified  for  losses  resulting  from  unusual  floods;  **(10)  damages  caused 
in  time  of  war  bv  belligerent  forces;  (11)  damages  caused  by  popular  insurrections; 
(12)  riotous  robberies;  (13)  destruction  by  earthquakes." 

It  appears,  then,  that  this  protection  was  given  the  railroad  company  while  the 
road  was  being  constructed,  and  was  not  intended  to  follow  it  during  the  ninety-nine 
years,  the  pen<xl  of  time  over  which  the  concession  extended.  This  conclusion  must 
be  reached,  unless  it  is  positively  stated  in  the  franchine  that  such  extension  of  the 
appIi<»tion  of  the  ** force  majuere"  regulations,  intended  for  the  protection  of  con- 
tractors while  engaged  in  the  construction  of  public  works,  covers  the  period  of  the 
nhiety-nine  years,  the  full  term  of  the  railway  concession. 

8iich  positive  declaration  or  agreement  between  the  Spanish  Government  or  the 
railway  company  does  not  exist,  and  that  the  Spaninh  Government  did  not  intend 
that  there  should  be  any  misconstruction  of  intention  in  this  particular,  it  placed  in 
the  last  clausi^  of  section  6  of  the  concession  agreed  upon  this  condition : 

**  There  shall  also  l>e  taken  into  account,  for  the  corresponding  increase  of  the  capi- 
tal which  is  to  bear  the  interest,  the  amount  of  the  losses  and  prejudices  caused  to 
the  works  during  the  construction  of  the  line,  in  the  cases  of  'force  majuere,'  referred 
to  in  article  40  of  the  schedule  of  general  conditions  for  the  contracts  of  public;  works, 
when,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulation  for  the  declaration  and  pavment 
of  prejudices,  approved  by  decree  of  the  provisional  government  of  the  2^th  of 
November,  1868,  the  i)ayment  thereof  to  the  concessionaire  is  proper,  who  in  this 
case  shall  be  considered  as  contractor." 

This,  in  itself,  appears  to  be  the  equivalent  of  a  fwsitive  declaration  to  the  effect 
that  payment  for  losses  and  prejudices  caused  in  case  of  "force  majeure"  is  limited 
as  to  this  railway  to  the  period  of  construction. 

Had  you  in  your  request*  merely  asked  the  detail  of  oflicers  to  assist  you  in  taking 
an  account  of  the  stock  of  the  railway  preparatory  to  hs^  ing  the  same  turned  over 
to  vou  it  would  have  been  readily  complied  with. 

It  is  greatly  regretted  that  you  have  declined  to  receive  the  management  of  the 
railway,  as  offerSi,  since  your  compliance  would  have  greatly  simplifie<l  matters; 
would  have,  it  is  believed,  been  beneficial  to  the  comimny  you  represent,  and  to  the 
inhabitants  who  live  along  the  line  of  the  road  and  greatly  desire  to  ship  their  crops 
and  merchandise. 

The  military  authorities  are  therefore  obliged  to  continue  in  possession  much 
against  their  inclination  and  desires,  and  must  look  to  it  that  civilians  receive  some 
of  the  advantages  in  the  ojHjration  of  the  road  now  contemplated. 

Inclosed  please  find  copy  of  an  order  issued  the  10th  instant,  and  which  is 
intended  to  take  effect  to-morrow.

The  subvention  claims  of  the  road  have  been  presented  by  the  consul 
for  Great  Britain  at  the  end  of  each  quarterly  period  of  the  j^ear.  The 
first  was  for  $30,293,  Mexican,  andf  the  one  presented  for  October, 
1899,  was  for  $106,994,  it  covering  a  period  when  the  road  was  not  in 
the  possession  of  the  company,  and  is  therefore  for  the  highest  demand 
possible  for  subvention  under  the  concession.  These  claims  are  calcu- 
lated on  an  8  per  cent  payment,  payable  quarterly,  guaranteed  by 
Spain  on  a  capital  limitecl  in  the  guaranty  to  $5,353,700.87,  Mexican, 
less  one-half  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  road  for  the  time  covered  by 
the  payment.  All  have  been  forwarded  to  Washington  with  explana- 
tion. 

Something  in  the  nature  of  concession  has  grown  up  through  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Spanish  Government  and  subsequent  action  of  the  United 
States,  as  the  former  permitted  Chinese  residents  to  establish  in  the 
city  of  Manila,  on  ground  purchased  by  them,  a  hospital,  a  cenietery, 
ana  schools,  which  they  f onnerly  controlled  under  tine  supervision  of 
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one  of  their  number  appointed  by  the  Governor-General  of  the  islands 
and  called  "  captain  of  the  chinese."  No  question  having  any  inter- 
national significance  could  arise  by  reason  of  this  permission  prior  to 
United  States  occupation,  as  the  Chinese  Government  did  not  have, 
nor  could  it  obtain,  consular  representation  in  the  Philippines.  A 
Chinaman  entering  the  islands  came  as  an  individual  immigrant  and 
was  treated  as  a  Spanish  subject,  whose  business  and  domestic  relations 
were  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  local  laws.  The  local  law 
administered  upon  the  estate  of  a  deceased  resident  Chinaman  the  same 
as  if  he  had  been  a  Spanish  citizen.  The  consular  privileges  which 
have  been  granted  China  by  the  United  States  has  had  the  effect  to 
influence  Chinamen  residing  in  the  Philippines  to  claim  foimer  nation- 
ality and  the  protection  of  the  Chinese  consulate,  and  the  consul  has 
appointed  subordinates  in  different  sections  of  the  islands,  professedly 
to  look  after  the  interests  of  his  countrymen,  although  these  subagents 
have  not  received  government  recognition.  He  has,  however,  taken 
upon  himself  the  management  of  the  institutions  which  Chinese  socie- 
ties had  built  up  under  the  rule  of  Spain,  but  not  without  the  protest 
of  many  mcmbei"s  of  those  societies. 

I  remarked  in  mv  former  report,  in  speaking  of  the  relations  between 
the  Filipinos  and  Chinese,  that  ''not  only  was  the  active  race  enmity 
and  the  unfortunate  existing  conditions  which  were  more  or  less  its 
consequences  giving  trouble,  but  the  Chinamen  themselves  were  divided 
into  warring  factions."  The  first  consular  appointee  was  bitterly 
opposed  by  a  large  class  of  Chinese  residents,  wno  presented  a  numer- 
oasly  signed  petition  for  his  removal.  His  successor  was  the  object 
of  bitter  attack.  Charges  of  interference  with  private  rights  and  mal- 
feasance in  oflice  were  presented.  On  July  20,  1899,  a  petition  was 
received  citing  that  the  Chinese  institutions  in  Manila  had  been  main- 
tained by  collections  of  money  from  outgoing  Chinamen  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Spanish  authorities,  with  whom  the  records  of  the  same 
were  filed,  and  that  they  were  managed  by  a  board  of  twelve  directors, 
composed  of  representative  Chinese  residents  of  the  city;  that  the 
consul  had  arbitrarily  assumed  control  of  the  institutions,  or  that  after 
his  repeated  demands  the  board  of  directors  had  decided  to  transfer 
the  management  of  the  institutions  to  him  and  thus  relieve  themselves 
from  further  responsibility  and  trouble;  that  since  transfer  every 
Chinaman  leaving  Manila  had  been  forced  to  pay  to  the  consul  the  sum 
of  $6  each,  ostensibly  for  the  support  of  the  institutions,  but  that  not- 
withstanding these  required  payments  the  institutions  were  not  sup- 
poited,  and  the  petitions  asked  that  their  control  be  returned  to  them. 
They  concluded  their  petition  as  follows:  "As  there  seems  to  be  no 
other  manner  in  which  a  speedy  and  adequate  remedy  can  be  secured 
for  the  matters  above  set  lorth,  we  respectfully  lay  the  matter  before 
your  excellency,  and  request  such  relief  and  assistance  as  may  serve 
to  place  the  said  matters  on  a  satisfactory  and  business-like  basis." 
This  was  followed  soon  after  by  another  paper  bearing  169  signatures, 
addressed  to  the  military  governor,  and  reciting: 

We,  the  undereipied  petiticnere,  Chinese  merchants,  business  men,  and  residents 
of  the  city  of  Manila,  would  respectfully  show: 

That  the  other  Chinese  residents  of  the  islands  are  being  greatly  annoyed  and 
harrassed  by  the  present  consul-g^eneral  in  this  city,  Li  Yung  Yew,  and  are  being 
required  to  pay,  by  order  of  the  said  Chinese  consul,  fees  and  taxes  which  are  unjust, 
uncalled  for,  and  extortionate,  as  the  following  statement  will  show.  Previous  to 
the  installation  of  the  present  consul  the  Chinese  consul-general  collected  from  all 
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Chinese  leaving  the  city  of  Manila  for  China  a  fee  of  $3,  which  was  divided  into  four 
(und^^  aa  follows:  Registration  fee  (^permanent^,  50  cents;  passport,  $1;  Chinese 
Hospital  and  Cemetery  Association,  il ;  Anglo-Cninese  school,  50  cents.  This  fee  of 
$3,  tnerefore,  was  found  abundantly  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands,  but  for  some  rea- 
son, which  he  has  not  seen  fit  to  explain,  the  present  consul-general,  immediatelv 
ujpon  assuming  the  duties  of  his  office,  doubled  up  all  fees,  collecting  $6  from  all 
dninese  leaving  Manila  instead  of  $3  as  formerly.  This  fee  of  $6  is  supposed  to  be 
apportioned  as  follows:  School,  $1;  registration,  once  each  year,  $1;  Chmese  Hospi- 
tal and  Cemetery  Association,  $2;  consulate,  $2.  It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above 
that  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  present  consul  Chinese  were  required  to  register 
but  once  at  Chinese  consulate,  for  which  a  fee  of  50  cents  was  charged,  but  under  the 
present  administration  it  is  required  that  he  register  each  year,  for  which  a  fee  of  $1 
IS  charged;  moreover,  said  consul  has  forced  all  Chinese  to  submit  to  this  heavy 
extortion  by  threats  of  arrest  and  confinement  unless  they  comj>ly  with  his  orders, 
and  he  has  had  it  printed  in  Chinese  characters  on  all  passports  issued  by  him  that 
unless  Chinese  register  as  required  by  him  they  will  •not  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
these  islands  "according  to  American  law."  He  has  also  sought  to  enforce  these 
taxes  by  issuing  proclamations  to  all  Chinese  passenger  agents,  instructing  them  not 
to  sell  any  tickets  to  Chinese  to  leave  these  islands  unless  the  purchaser  holds  a  pass- 
port, and  in  order  to  assure  himself  that  these  orders  are  strictly  obeyed  the  said  con- 
sul places  on  all  steamers  about  to  sail  from  Manila  his  interpreter,  Lee  Kwong 
Hin^,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  all  Chinese  passengers  to  see  that  they  have  the 
required  passport.  The  said  Hing  upon  such  occasions  is  accompanied  by  one  or 
more  American  guards,  and  in  case  any  Chinese  shall  be  found  on  the  steamer  who 
do  not  hold  the  passports  required,  the  said  Chinese  are  then  and  there  arrested, 
ti^en  before  the  consul,  fined,  and  required  to  take  the  passport  issued  by  the 
consul.    *    *    * 

The  Anglo-Chinese  school  above  referred  to  was  started  as  a  free  institution,  to  be 
sustained  by  fees  collected  by  the  consulate  from  Chinese  leaving  for  China,  but  since 
taking  charge  of  the  said  school  the  said  consul  rehises  to  permit  any  pupils  to  attend 
the  said  school  except  at  a  charge  of  $4.  per  month  for  day  pupils  and  about  $3  per 
month  for  night  pupils.  On  an  average  500  Chinese  per  month  leave  Manila  for 
China,  and  as  $1  out  of  the  $6  collected  from  each  of  these  is  supposed  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  school  fund  the  school  has  from  this  source  an  income  of  $500  a  month. 
As  the  expenses  of  said  school  amount  to  a  trifle  over  $300  per  month  your  peti- 
tioners respectfully  state  that  they  have  no  knowledge  as  to  what  is  done  with  the  sur- 
plus income  for  the  said  school,  excepting  the  statement  made  by  the  said  consul  to 
the  effect  that  he,  the  said  consul,  was  holding  the  surplus  in  trust. 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  management  of^  the  various  institutions  above 
referred  to  and  on  other  matters  the  said  consul  has  appointed  a  committee  of  twenty- 
four  persons,  among  whom  are  Messrs.  Lim  Ah  Im,  Koo  Hoon  Eng,  Koh  Ley,  See  Tiat, 
Ung  Lum  Tian,  and  others.    The  members  of  this  committee  hold  private  meetings 
of  a  judicial  nature  for  the  purpose  of  passins:  upon  all  civil  differences  arising  between 
Chinese  in  this  city,  and  the  rulings  and  iuogments  of  this  committee  are  often  most 
obviously  unfair,  unbusiness-like,  and  unlawful.    They  are  a  source  of  great  dissatis- 
faction and  discontent  to  other  Chinese  residents  of  the  city.    This  committee  is  nom- 
inatCKl  and  influenced  by  the  said  consul  and  is  merely  a  ngurehead  and  convenience 
for  him.    *    ♦    * 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  state  that  our  Emperor  saw  fit  to  appoint  a 
consul  here  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  interests  of  Chinese  subjects; 
but  your  petitioners  are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  present  consul  has  lost  sight 
of  the' objects  of  his  appointment  and  is  devotinj^  himself  entirely  to  hihi  own  personal 
and  selfish  purposes,  at  the  expense  of  your  petitioners  and  other  Chinese  residents. 
We  liave  patiently  borne  with  his  extortions,  exactions,  and  neglect  of  duty  until  we 
have  become  convinced  that  it  is  our  duty  to  protest  against  the  present  state 
of  affairs  being  allowed  to  continue.     We  have  no  personal  animosities  against  Li 
Yung  Yew,  nor  personal  grievances  to  avenge,  but  as  law-abiding  citizens,  paying 
our  taxes  to  the  American  Government  and  conducting  ourselves  in  an  orderly 
manner,  we  do  earnestly  protest  against  the  treatment  to  which  we  and  our  fellow- 
citizens  are  being  subjected  by  the  said  consul. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  earnestly  request  that  your  excellency  will  take 
such  steps  as  will  afford  us  the  necessary  relief  in  the  premises,  either  by  suspending 
recognition  of  the  said  consul  or  by  such  other  acts  as  your  excellency  may  see  fit, 
and  we  would  further  respectfully  ask  that  yo^^  excellency  cable  the  President  of 
the  United  States  the  substance  of  the  contents  of  this  petition  (such  cabling  to  be 
at  the  expense  of  your  petitioners),  ai^^  ..f  petitioners  take  the  liberty  to  suggest 
to  your  excellency  that  in  case  the  si^^  ^  am  shall  be  removed  or  suspended,  that 
your  excellency  appoint  a  captain  of  "  ^^p&df  bidq^^*'  to  euch  appointmenta  under 
Spanish  administration  Kjo^^^^ 
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Trusting  our  petition  may  receive  your  careful  and  favorable 'consideration,  we  beg 
to  subecriDe  ourselves,  etc.    ♦    ♦    * 

Still  another  petition,  dated  October  5, 1899,  and  signed  by  16  China- 
men, was  8ubmitt4?d,  citing  briefly  the  same  facts  as  the  former  ones 
and  closing  with  the  following  request: 

We  are  convinced,  therefore,  that  the  passport  of  the  Chinese  consul  is  entirely 
superfluous  and  an  unnecessary  bunlen  upon  the  Chinese  of  the  islands,  and  we 
appeal  to  your  excellency  to  see  that  the  same  is  abolished  or  that  it  may  be  collected 
on  a  basis  more  fair  and  adequate  for  all  imrties  conwmed. 

The  allegations  made  against  the  consul  would,  if  substantiated,  show 
that  he  was  extending  his  official  powers  be^^ond  their  legitimate  limits, 
and  the  substance  of  the  charges  received  were  referred  to  him  "for 
any  remarks  he  might  desire  to  make  on  the  subject."  They  were  also 
referred  to  Major  West,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  inspector-general  at  military 
headquarters,  who  wjis  directed  to  make  a  careful  investigation  into  the 
institutions  concerned,  their  dates  of  organization,  value,  and  in  whom 
vested;  also,  their  source  of  supplv  and  the  methods  of  conducting  the 
same.  He  was  further  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  allegations  made 
against  his  honor,  the  Chinese  consul-general,  of  unwarranted  action 
charged  against  him  in  connection  with  these  properties  and  which  were 
claimed  to  be  the  properties  of  Chinese  residents. 

While  investigation  was  being  made  the  diflBculty  assumed  a  new 
phase.     The  consul-general  complained  that  an  Amov  Chinaman,  he 
who  had  formerly  exercised  the  office  of  "captain  oi  Chinese,"  had 
caused  a  certain  notice  to  be  posted  in  the  puolic  places  of  the  city, 
"which  contains  derogatory  statements  in  regard  to  my  consulship. 
*    *    *    The  proclamations  are  issued  falsely  for  the  purpose  o^ 
injuring  the  relations  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and 
China,  and  I  respectfully  request  that  the  author  be  compelled  to 
remove  them  and  make  an  apology  for  the  wrongful  issuance  of  the 
same."    The  complaint  was  immediately,  on  October  17,  referred  to 
the  provost-marshal-geneinl,  who  was  directed  to  summon  the  offender, 

five  him  certain  instructions,  and  cause  the  posters  to  be  removed, 
'he  next  day  the  following  communication  was  received,  and  the  reply 
hereafter  appearing  was  returned: 

Manila,  October  18,  1899. 

Excellency:  We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  foreign  consular  corps  at 
Manila,  respectfully  request  to  place  before  vour  excellency's  notice  the  following, 
which  deals  with  a  duly  appointed  and  legally  recognized  member  of  the  consular 
corps. 

On  the  16th  instant  publicly  appeare<i,  posted  conspicuously  about  Manila,  a 
"Notice*'  in  the  Chinese  language,  copy  and  translation  of  which  is  herewith 
inclosed. 

The  foreign  consular  corps,  not  being  able  to  take  cognizance  or  act  in  accordance 
with  privileges  granted  to  those  representatives  i)osses8ing  extra-territorial  jurisdic- 
tion, peg  to  place  the  matter  before  your  excellency  for  consideration  and  attention. 
We  have  the  honor  to  be,  excellency,  your  most  obedient  servants,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  communication  of  the  18th 
instant  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  representative  consuls  of  foreign  countries  rep- 
resented in  these  islands,  wherein  my  attention  is  invited  to  an  inclosed  copy  of  a 
paper  which  was  published  and  conspicuously  po8te<l  in  the  city  of  Manila  on  the 
16th  instant,  and  which  is  considered  to  be  defamatory  of  the  cnaracter  of  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  corps. 

In  reply  j>ermit  me  to  state  that  pre\aoufl  to  the  receipt  of  the  communication  a 
representative  or  official  of  the  consul-general  of  China  called  at  this  office  and 
requested  an  audience.  Upon  being  admitted  he  presented  a  complaint,  signed  by 
himself  a^  secretary  to  the  consul-general  of  China,  wherein  he  stated  that  **Many 
circulars  in  Chinese  handwriting  are  posted  on  the  walls  of  Manila  which  contain 
derogatory  statements  in  regard  to  my  consulate.  They  are  letters  that  bear  the 
signature  of  Carlos  Palanca." 

Although  this  party  complainant  was  neither  accredited  in  any  way  by  the  consul- 
general  of  China,  nor  apparently  authorize<l  in  any  manner  to  submit  an  official  com- 
plaint, I  received  him  courteously  and  in  good  faith,  and  immediately  sent  for  the 
provost-marshal-general  of  the  city,  whom  in  i)erson  I  instructed  to  see  to  it  that 
the  consular  representative  of  China  received  the  respect  and  attention  to  which  his 
position  aa  an  accredited  agent  of  a  foreign  country  entitled  him;  that  he  would 
inform  Carlos  Palanca,  who  was  defaming  the  goofi  name  and  reputation  of  the 
consul-general,  that  if  by  any  published  word  or  act  he  repeated  his  indiscretion  he 
would  be  severelv  dealt  with  by  ihe  military  government,  and  intimated  further 
that  his  removal  from  the  island  would  be  the  conseijuence. 

Furthermore,  I  dictated  and  caused  t<^)  be  sent  to  the  provostrmarshal-general 
instructions  which  appear  by  indorsement  on  the  written  complaint  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Chinese  consul  in  words  and  figures  as  follows: 

**  Respectfully  referred  to  the  provost-marshal-general,  who  will  summon  Mr. 
Carlos  ralanca  Uy  appear  before  him  and  will  instruct  him  that  if  in  the  future  he 
circulates  by  poster  or  otherwise  matter  defamatory  t(^  the  Chinese  Government  or 
its  representative^^  in  Manila  means  will  be  taken  t<^)  severely  punish  him. 

**Tne  provost-marshal-general  will  cause  the  objectionable  posters  or  placards  to 
be  removed  from  the  public  places  in  the  city  and  will  call  upon  the  Chinese  consul- 
general  to  furnish  the  information  as  to  their  locality.'* 

On  the  19th  instant  the  provost-marshal-general  returned  the  papers  in  the  case 
with  rejwrt  that  the  objectionable  poster  had  been  removed,  that  Mr.  Palanca  had 
been  duly  warned,  etc. 

It  seems,  however,  from  a  communication  which  accompanied  the  papers  when 
returned,  and  which  bore  the  signature  of  Mr.  Carlos  Palanca  and  was  dated  the  19th 
instant,  that  he,  Palanca,  had  previously  visited  the  provost-marshal-^neral  and 
obtained  some  permission,  tacit  or  otherwise,  to  jK)st  a  copy  of  certain  instructions 
which  he  stated  he  had  received  from  his  superiors  in  the  Amoy  province. 

What  this  all  refers  to  I  have  no  knowledge,  but  Mr.  Palanca  will  now  be  informed 
that  he  is  not  recognized  by  this  Government  an  an  agent  in  any  manner  whatsoever 
for  China,  or  any  of  its  province!?;  that  such  character  vests  solely  and  exclusively 
in  the  resident  (luly  accredited  Chinese  consul-general,  the  Hon.  Li  Yung  Yew,  and 
that  should  he  interfere  with  the  conferred  riglit.s  or  <lignities  of  that  officer  he  will 
V)e  dealt  with  according  to  his  deserts  under  the  law  applicable  to  such  offenses. 

Please  make  known  to  the  honorable  members  of  the  consular  corps  that  they  will 
i-eceive  the  respect  due  them  from  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  convey 
t.o  them  the  assurance  of  my  esteem.

Sir:  The  military  governor  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  charge  which  has  been  made 
a^inst  you  of  an  attempt  to  discredit  the  consular  representative  of  the  Chinese 
Empire  resident  in  Manila,  and  to  exercise  functions  of  a  political  nature  wherein 
the  status  of  Chinese  residents  are  conoemed,  ^^  apparently  substantiated  by  your 
communication  of  the  19th  instant,  adH^  ^ed  ^  "^®  provost-marshal-general,  and 
the  allied  interviews  publishe<l  in  ^^  ^  r^^  ^^  which  you  appear  as  a  party. 
I  am  therefore  directed  to  inform  you  fi^'^P^ue  ^^^'  ^^  ^^^g  ^®^  ^^  ^^®  accredited 
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and  duly  acknowledprod  representative  of  the  Chine^<e  Government  to  attend  to  the 
interestfl  of  the  Chine.st»  innabitantii  resident  in  tlie  Philippines,  and  that  no  other 
representative  of  that  Government  is  or  can  be  recognized  here.  The  Chinese 
consul-general  ha^^  been  placed  here  by  his  Government  to  look  after  the  interests  of 
Chine-se  residents  in  the  Philippines,  and  his  status  and  dignity  will  be  given  that 
protection  which  international  law  demands.  Any  further  interference  on  your  part 
m  matters  over  which  he  has  right  of  jurisdiction,  either  by  act  or  published  word, 
will  be  considered  an  interference  with  his  exclusive  functions  and  will  be  followed 
by  the  proper  legal  remedy,  even  to  your  removal  from  the  islands  should  a  remedy 
of  that  nature  be  deemed  necessary.

During  the  progress  of  these  proceedings  the  Chinese  consul-general 
was  endeavoring  to  discipline  his  refractory  countrymen,  some  of  whom 
declined  to  register  at  his  consulate  and  pay  registry  fees  according  to 
his  instructions.  He  had  called  in  person  at  the  military  governor's 
office  on  several  occasions,  seeking  to  have  the  instructions  confirmed 
and  enforced  by  military  orders,  asserting  fraudulent  practices  by 
those  who  had  formerly  been  in  charge  of  the  Chinese  schools  and 
charitable  institutions  of  the  city;  and,  finally,  upon  receiving  certain 
information  through  the  Chinese  minister  at  Washington  from  our 
State  Department,  he  made  formal  demand  that  the  military  govern- 
ment look  to  their  execution,  when  the  following  letter  was  sent  himL.

To  the  Honorable  the  Chinese  Consul-General, 

Manikiy  P.  /. 

Sir:  By  direction  of  the  military  covemor  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  th« 
receipt  o{  your  letters  of  the  25th  of  October,  November  3,  22,  and  25  last,  in  whicfi 
you  discuss  certain  sup]^)osed  existing  regulations  governing  the  admission  of  Chinese 
to  this  port,  and  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  allowing  explanatory  remarks  and 
declaratory  announcements: 

The  original  reflations  to  which  you  refer  were  promulgated  by  the  collector  of 
customs  in  his  printed  circular  of  September  24,  1898.  One  of  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  that  circular  was  inserted  by  the  collector  of  customs  without  authority.  It 
reads  as  follows:  *' All  Chinese  entering  the  port  shall  roister  at  the  office  of  the 
Chinese  consul  or  consular  agent."  The  attention  of  the  military  governor  having 
been  called  thereto  he  direct^  its  cancellation  in  a  letter  sent  to  the  collector  of  cus- 
toms, of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

IN  THE  Philippines, 
Manila,  P.  /.,  November  4t  1898, 
Collector  of  Customs,  Manila^  P.  L 

Sir:  In  response  to  your  communication  of  the  2d  instant,  wherein  you  request 
that  the  order  under  date  of  September  24  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  following 
lines:  **A11  Chinese  entering  the  port  shall  register  at  the  office  of  the  Chinese  consul 
or  consular  agent,"  I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  the  clause  does  not  appear  in 
any  of  the  instructions  issued  from  this  office  to  the  customs  collector,  but  in  some 
way  seems  to  have  found  place  in  the  printed  notice  issued  by  your  predecessor  on 
the  24th  of  September  last.  You  will  amend  that  printed  notice  by  striking  out  the 
words  appeanng  near  the  bottom  of  the  third  page  of  the  same  and  reading:  **A11 
Chinese  entering  the  port  shall  register  at  the  office  of  the  Chinese  consul  or  consular 
agent."

It  is  not  known  that  the  collector  took  the  action  ordered,  and  presumably  he  did 
not,  for  some  time  after  the  instructions  were  given  the  business  pertaining  to  Chi- 
nese immigration  was  transferred  from  the  collector  of  customs  to  the  captain  of  the 
port,  and  the  latter  states  that  he  was  not  aware  of  the  directed  amendment  and 
continued  to  enforce  registration  as  prescribed  in  the  circular  as  originidly  issaed. 
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Subsequently,  when  the  miUtary  governor  was  called  upon  by  the  authorities  at 
Washington  to  report  the  practices  which  had  been  inaugurated  here  with  reference 
to  the  admission  of  Chinese,  he  directed  the  captain  of  the  port,  who  then  haa  charge 
of  the  matter,  to  state  the  practices  pursued,  and  his  responsive  report  contained  the 
following  paragraph : 

**0n  being  released  from  the  vessel  and  being  allowed  to  land,  all  Chinese  must 
at  once  register  at  the  Chinese  consulate,  paying  a  registration  fee,  a  hospital  fee, 
and  the  cost  of  landing  him  from  the  steamer  with  his  baggage,  usually  50  cents, 
Mexican  money.  Any  Chinese  arriving  and  registering  who  are  known  to  be 
deported  criminals  will  not  be  allowed  to  land." 

Relying  upon  the  correctness  of  the  response  of  the  captain  of  the  i)ort,  this  para- 
graph was  in  substance  transmitted  to  Washington  by  letter  of  April  1,  1899 — the 
Eact  that  the  practice  reported  did  not  conform  to  the  existing  regulations  escaping 
the  notice  of  tne  governor-general  at  the  time.  It  appears  that  a  copy  of  this  letter 
was  furnished  by  the  War  Department  to  the  Department  of  State,  and  that  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Adee,  communicated  the  substance  to  the  Chinese 
minister  resident  in  Washington,  in  a  letter  dated  August  18, 1899;  and  it  is  assumed 
that  a  copy  of  Mr.  Adeems  letter  has  l)een  furnished  you  by  your  Government,  for  I 
find  such  copy  inclosed  with  your  letter  of  November  22  last,  in  which  you  invite 
special  attention  to  one  of  its  |)aragraphs  containing  the  language  of  the  captain  of 
the  port  as  hereinafter  cited.  It  is  now  understood  that  you  construe  this  letter  of 
the  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  to  be  the  equivalent  of  a  regulation,  authorized  or 
sanctioned  by  that  official,  requiring  all  Chinese,  or  at  least  all  arriving  Chinese,  to 
register  at  your  consulate,  for  in  your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo  you  say,  with  reference 
to  the  quoted  portion  of  the  letter,  **  It  therefore  becomes  incumbent  upon  all  Chinese 
to  register  at  this  consulate,  and  certainly  all  those  arriving  at  this  port  from  time  to 
time.  ' 

This  construction  is  in  no  sense  justified,  It  can  not  havee-icaped  your  notice  that 
the  letter  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  from  which  the  quoted  paragraph  is 
taken,  purports  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  statement  for  the  information  of  the 
Chinese  minister  of  all  the  requirements  caused  to  be  imposed  by  the  military  gov- 
ernor in  the  Philippines,  with  who.'^e  discretion  in  such  matters  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary expressly  stated,  "it  seems  appropriate  and  desirable  not  to  interfere."  The 
letter  should  not,  therefore,  have  Ijeen  interpreted  by  you  a^  establishing  regulations 
upon  which  you  could  properly  base  any  consular  action  or  policy,  but  as  referring 
to  those  regulations  already  established  by  the  military  governor,  whose  authority 
to  act  in  such  matters  as  the  military  situation  required  was  by  Mr.  Adee  fully  recog- 
nized. 

When  some  time  since  this  business  connected  with  Chinese  immigration  was  trans- 
ferred back  to  the  supervision  of  the  collector  of  customs  the  regulations,  as  amended, 
were  put  in  practice  and  have  since  continued  in  force.  Prior  to  this  enforcement  I 
r^ret  to  say  that  incoming  Chinese  have  been  put  to  the  inconvenience  of  registering 
at  your  consulate,  which  was  not  contemplated,  and  have  l>een  subjected  by  you  to 
the  payment  of  registration  fees  not  expressly  authorized  in  the  official  regulations 
established  by  this  office.  It  is  admitted,  however,  that  authorization  of  registration 
fees  were  with  some  reason  assured  under  the  regulations  as  they  existed  prior  to 
November  4,  1898.  also  both  regi.stration  and  hospital  fees  as  it  has  existed  until 
recently.  You  will  please  take  note  that  from  this  date  that  incoming  Chinese  are 
in  no  way  obligated  by  this  Government  to  register  at  your  consulate;  that  their  right 
to  come  nere  and  remain  in  no  way  depends  upon  such  registration;  likewise  that 
their  right  to  leave  this  country  does  not  depend  upon  their  having  first  obtained  a 
consul's  certificate  or  passport. 

The  military  governor  has  been  forced  to  this  conclusion  because  by  prescribing  a 
course  o'  conauct  on  the  part  of  the  Chinese,  as  recommended  by  you,  tneir  rights  and 
privileges,  would  be  encroached  upon,  and  at  the  present  time  an  execution  of  your 
recommendati(ms  is  not  believed  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment or  the  Chinese  inhabitants.  It  is  possible  that  your  requested  requirements 
may  be  imposed  in  the  future,  but  you  will  not  assume  that  they  exist  in  advance  of 
notice  to  that  effect  from  this  office.  All  papers  necessary  for  the  ingress  and  egress 
of  Chinese  can  be  obtained  from  the  proper  officials. 

Other  portions  of  your  letter  relating  to  tees  (subscriptions)  collected  from  departing 
Chinese  lor  the  support  of  certain  Chinese  charities  will  receive  consideration  when 
report  is  rendered  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Crowder,  U.  S.  Army,  whom  I  have  desig- 
nated to  make  full  investigation,  and  who  will  call  upon  you  for  this  purpose.

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The  matter  of  ownership  or  right  of  management  of  these  Manila 
Chinese  institutions  has  not  as  vet  been  adjusted.  If  the  Chinese  in 
the  Philippines  are  to  be  consiaered  as  island  subjects,  according  to 
the  former  Spanish  practice,  their  administration  of  them  as  subjects, 
or  as  properly  created  societies  of  such  subjects,  and  the  investiture 
of  the  title  of  real  estate  connected  therewith  in  those  subjects  would 
not  be  attended  by  any  ie^l  difficulties;  but  if,  on  the  contrary,  they 
are  to  be  considered  as  Chinese  citizens  under  the  protection  of  their 
consular  officer,  as  they  now  claim  to  be,  they  can  not  hold  real  prop- 
erty in  Manila,  and  those  institutions  belong  to  the  United  States 
unless  some  special  governmental  concession  is  granted.  Certainiy  the 
consul-general  of  Cnina  is  without  authority  to  dictate  concerning 
them,  and  he  is  not  within  the  limits  of  his  consular  jurisdiction  when 
he  attempts  to  collect  money  for  their  support. 

Until  the  middle  of  September,  1891),  the  question  of  Chinese 
immigration  gave  annoyance.  When  previously  reporting  on  this 
matter  I  said  that  the  subject  ''had  to  be  considered  very  soon  after 
occupation.  Many  of  this  class  of  inhabitants  had  returned  to  China 
during  the  three  years  of  political  agitation  which  had  preceded  the 
surrender  of  Manila.  Now,  when  the  United  States  tooK  possession 
and  a  more  stable  government  was  predicted,  they  sought  to  return. 
Large  numbers,  too,  who  had  never  resided  in  the  Philippines  endeav- 
ored to  enter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  reviving  trade  facilities 
anticipated.  ♦  ♦  *  After  due  consideration  of  the  perplexing  ques- 
tions which  presented  themselves  upon  the  opening  of  the  port  of 
Manila  *  ♦  *  the  conclusion  was  I'eached  that  the  application  of 
United  States  Statutes  controlling  such  immigration  to  United  States 
territory  furnished  the  best  solution."  This  was  done  as  a  military 
necessit}^  and  so  recognized  by  our  Government  and  China;  but  the 
practices  at  Asiatic  seaports  pennitted  numbers  of  Chinese  who  had 
never  resided  in  the  Philippines  to  seek  entrance  at  Manila,  and  put 
to  the  test  all  the  safeguards  adopted  to  enforce  the  rule.  During  the 
above-mentioned  month  two  vessels  arrived  from  the  southern  Chinese 
ports  having  on  board  1,696  Chinamen.  After  an  examination  con- 
tinuing through  several  days  some  800  were  rejected  for  inability  to 
show  right  to  disembark,  and  the  steamship  company  was  directed  to 
return  them  to  the  ports  at  which  they  had  taken  passage.  The  resi- 
dent Chinese  consul-general  asked  that  they  be  permitted  to  land,  and 
upon  his  promise  to  take  the  necessary  precautionary  measures  to 
prevent  those  of  his  countr^-men  not  entitled  under  the  policy  adopted 
to  enter  the  Philippines  the  requested  permission  was  given.  Since 
then  very  little  annoyance  has  been  experienced. 

On  April  28,  1900,  one  of  the  proofs  of  former  residence  which  had 
been  applied,  namely,  the  United  States  consular  certificate  issued  at 
the  port  of  embarkation  was  set  aside  and  the  following  instructions 
issued: 

The  provisions  of  circular  notice  issued  from  the  office  of  the  collector  of  customs 
of  Manila,  P.  I.,  dated  September  24,  1898,  making  as  a  ne(*es8ary  preliminary  for 
the  admission  of  those  Chmese  laborers  to  the  Philippine  Islands  who  claim  to  be 
former  residents  thereof,  with  property  interests  in  the  same,  an  United  States  con- 
sular certificate  of  the  United  States  consul  at  the  Chinei^e  port  X)f  departure  certi- 
fying to  such  former  residence  is  rescinded. 

Hereafter  the  only  evidence  of  such  residence  admissible  w^ill  consist  of  the  duly 
issued  cedula,  with  satisfactory  proof  supporting  the  genuineness  of  the  cedula,  and 
the  fact  of  former  residence  connected  with  the  fact  of  having  property  or  domestic 
intereetfl  still  remaining  in  the  islands. 
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On  a  preceding  page  (43),  in  a  telegram  of  General  MacArthur's 
there  recorded,  it  appears  that  the  insurgent  authorities  asked  on 
October  20,  1899,  permission  to  send  to  Manila  for  conference  a  mili- 
tary commission  to  arrange  diflScultics  connected  with  the  delivery  of 
the  eick  Spanish  civil  and  military  prisoners  and  ''other  matters  of  a 
specific  character"  not  specified.  The  proposed  conference  was  de- 
clined for  reasons  which  I  said  "will  hereafter  appear  in  this  report." 
By  reference  to  my  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen  that  Agumalda 
issued  a  decree  in  the  summer  of  1899  directing  his  troops  not  to  per- 
mit a  vessel  flying  the  American  flag  to  enter  any  coast  port  under 
his  control;  and  as  all  inter-island  commerce  was  carried  on  under 
that  flag  it  was  by  his  order  virtuallv  suspended  indefinitely.  One 
merchant  vessel,  which  was  cleared  at  Manila  for  the  port  of  San  Fer- 
nando, northern  Luzon,  before  the  existence  of  this  decree  was  ascer- 
tained, was  seized  and  subsequently  burned.  At  this  time  the  Span- 
ish officials  in  the  island  were  exerting  themselves  to  secure  the 
release  from  the  insurgents  of  the  Spanish  prisoners  in  their  posses- 
sion and  had  held  conferences  with  Aguinaldo  on  the  subject  through 
a  committee  which  had  been  permitted  to  proceed  from  Manila  to 
Tarlac  for  that  puipose.  The  results  were  not  reported,  but  negotia- 
tions appeared  to  l>e  in  a  state  of  active  prosecution  and  it  was 
rumored,  quite  truthfully  as  then  believed,  that  the  insurgents  were 
looking  forward  to  recognition  and  a  large  monev  payment  as  a  con- 
sideration for  the  release  of  those  prisoners.  On  September  5  this 
letter  was  received:

Maj.  Gen.  E.  S.  Otis, 

Military  Governor  of  the  Philippines. 

(ieneral:  Some  days  ago  I  received  in  a  sealed  envelope  a  decree  of  Don  Emilio 
Aguinaldo,  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith.  From  it  you  will 
see  that  the  civil  prisoners  and  military  prisoners  who  are  ill,  are  at  liberty  and 
concentrated,  and  nothing  now  remains  to  Ixi  done  but  to  go  for  them  at  the  ports  indi- 
cated. Although  I  have  your  overland  pass,  for  which  I  give  my  l)est  thanks,  I  leave 
to  your  consideration  the  insunnountable  difficulties  which  will  be  encountered  in  an 
attempt  to  bring  overland  a  relatively  large  numl)er  of  i)risonerH,  the  majority  of  them 
disabled.  In  view  of  this  an<i  relying  upon  the  highly  humanitarian  purpose  I  have 
in  view,  as  well  as  upon  the  fact  that  no  negotiations  whatever  are  contemplated, 
but  merely  the  withdrawal  of  the  sick  jmsoners  already  liberated,  as  has  lx»en  stated, 
I  earnestly  beg  your  decision  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  I  am  able  to  dispose  of 
Vessels  flymg  the  English  or  Spanish  flag  for  the  purpose  of  effeiiting  the  desired  voyage.

Referring  to  my  fonner  decree  of  the  2d  of  June  last,  by  which  the  mixed  com- 
Kniasion  created  by  the  decree  of  January  23  of  the  present  year  was  dissolved,  the 
powers  of  its  members  devolving  upon  the  secretaries  of  war  and  finance,  and  being 
anxious  to  put  those  decrees  into  prompt  execution,  thus  alleviating  the  situation  of 
the  prisoners,  as  well  as  to  please  the  Spanisl^  commission  in  its  negotiations  in  this 
matter,  thus  affording  a  proof  of  the  estxipm  i^  which  its  members  are  held  by  the 
Philippine  people,  by  agreement  with^.^  council  of  government,  I  decree  the 
following:  ^  ^^^ 

Akticle  1 .  Civil  prisoners,  and  sick  jv.  *  ^  prisoners  who  are  included  in  the  provi- 
sions of  my  decree  of  January  23  laat,  wijiMlt*^  Ae^trated  on  the  Slat  instant  in  the  ports 
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hereinafter  named:  Those  of  the  provinces  of  Isabela,  Cagayan,  Ilocos  Norte,  Abra, 
Bon  too,  Lepanto,  Ilocos  Sur,  Benguet,  and  Union,  at  San  Fernando  de  la  UnioD; 
Nueva  Ecija  and  Bulacan,  at  Dagupan;  Albav,  Sorsogon,  and  the  Camarine8,'at  Daet; 
Lacuna,  Tavabas,  Cavite,  and  Batangas,  at  ^aiita  Cruz  or  Calainba. 

Art.  2.  Vessels  entering  the  said  ports  for  the  purpose  of  withdrawing  the  said 
prisoners  will  display  in  addition  to  the  Spanish  flag  a  white  flaf^  with  a  red  cross,  and 
the  prisoners  comprised  in  this  decree  shall  be  immediately  delivered  bv  the  author- 
ties  of  the  places  indicated  to  the  person  or  persons  who  may  come  duly  commis- 
sioned by  the  Spanish  authorities  for  this  purpiwe,  minutes  of  receipt  and  deliver}'  to 
be  drawn  up  by  both  parties. 

Art.  3.  Orders  will  be  issued  by  the  departments  of  war  and  of  the  interior  foi 
the  exact  and  immediate  execution  of  this  decree. 
Done  in  Tarlac,  July  5,  1899.

After  careful  deliberation  on  the  request  of  September  5,  and  the 
facts  attending  the  same  as  then  understood,  this  reply  was  returned:

Of  the  Spanish  Army ^  Manila^  P.  I. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  - 

5th  instant  and  have  ^iven  it  mature  consideration.     While  moved  by  bmnanitarian 

sentiments  with  a  desire  to  accede  to  your  request,  I  am,  as  agent  of  the  United  Stateaa 
Government,  unable  to  do  so;  and  the  so-called  ** decree"  issued  by  Aguinald 
would  alone  stop  favorable  action  on  my  part.    To  countenance  in  anymanner  th 
presumption  of  Aguinaldo  to  limit  a  Luzon  port  to  Spanish  shipping,  would  not  onl 
DC  humilating,  but  under  existing  circumstances  ridiculous. 

I  trust,  with  the  expected  augmentation  of  our  Army  and  Navy,  that  all  points  on. 
the  coast  of  Luzon  will  soon  be  brought  to  a  condition  of  peace  anci  tranquillity,  when 
the  efforts  of  the  United  States  to  assist  you  in  your  endeavors  to  effect  the  release 
of  Spanish  prisoners,  both  with  men  and  money,  will  be  at  your  service.

A  few  days  after  this  reply  had  been  made  it  was  deemed  expedient, 
considering  the  reported  physical  condition  of  these  Spanish  prisoners, 
which  called  for  tne  use  of  every  possible  expedient  to  effect  their 
release  from  captivity,  to  ask  instructions  from  superior  authority, 
and  on  September  19  I  cabled  the  following: 

Spanish  officials  here  ask  to  send  vessel  flying  Spanish  flag  to  Dagupan  and  other 
northern  Luzon  ports  to  obtain  large  number  civil  and  sick  military  prisoners  held 
by  the  insurgents,  to  he  released  in  accordance  with  insurgent  decree  of  Januar^r  24. 
IJnder  recent  insurgent  announcement  delivery  will  not  be  made  to  American 
vessel.  Spanish  officers  solemnly  assert  that  n*o  money  will  be  paid  insui^nts  for 
these  prisoners.  Thus  far  I  have  declined  permission  of  this  request,  fearing  execu- 
tion oi  secret  injurious  negotiations  and  being  unwilling  to  countenance  insurgent 
presumption.  Many  of  these  prisoners  reported  sick  and  should  be  brought  to 
Manila.  If  American  vessel  applied  at  northern  ports  for  them  they  would  be  taken 
into  the  interior.  Spanish  vessel  in  harbor  awaiting  result  of  decision.  Shall  ship 
be  permitted  to  go  for  prisoners? 

In  response  I  was  directed  "to  offer  one  of  our  own  vessels  to 
receive  prisoners  from  the  insurgents  and  transport  them  to  Manila, 
with  every  assurance  to  insurgents  against  hostile  action  by  such 
vessel."  Upon  receipt  of  these  instructions  I  held  a  conversation 
with  General  Jaramillo,  infoiming  him  that  we  would  send  for  the 
prisoners  if  the  insurgents  could  be  induced  to  deliver  them,  and  the 
general  soon  after  submitted  the  following  letter: 
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Manila,  P.  I.,  September  j4^  1S99. 
Maj.  Gen.  £.  S.  Otis, 

MUUary  Qovemor  of  the  Philippines. 

Gknsbal:  In  view  of  your  absolute  refusal  to  permit  Spanish  steamer  P.  de  Satrus- 
tegui  to  go  to  bring  in  the  Spanish  prisoners  now  liberate,  I  have  ordered  the  com- 
mission to  go  overland  or  by  river  route,  probably  by  this  latter,  making  use  of  the 
pass  with  which  you  was  pleased  to  provide  me. 

The  commission,  which  leaves  next  Wednesday,  will  endeavor  to  obtain  pennis- 
sion  from  Aguinaldo  for  a  vessel  flying  the  flag  of  your  nation  and  that  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society  to  proceed  to  any  of  the  ports  that  may  Ije  agreed  upon  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  m  the  prisoners,  which  course  has  your'authorization  according  to  your 
statement  made  verbally  yesterday.

The  commission  departed  for  Tarlac  as  intimated,  but  failed  of  suc- 
cess. To  its  labors  reference  is  made  in  the  captured  dispatch  of 
November  15,  which  is  in  part  set  out  on  page  138,  and  wherein  is 
found  the  statement  that  ^'Spanish  commissioners  try  to  deceive  us, 
dealing  with  us  as  insurgents.  Our  Government  sent  them  away  and 
they  withdrew  greatly  displeased."  The  visit  of  these  commissioners, 
however,  furnished  the  insurgents  with  another  opportunity  to  display 
their  cunning  in  diplomacy.  For  a  short  time  after  the  commission 
returned  to  Manila  they  endeavored  to  make  this  subject  of  prisoner's 
release  an  international  affair  between  them  and  the  united  States,  and 
it  was  in  the  prosecution  of  this  endeavor  that  they  sought  permission 
on  October  20  to  send  some  of  their  representative  men  to  Manila  ''to 
arrange  with  General  Otis  diflSculties  connected  with  the  delivery  of 
the  said  Spanish  civil  and  military  prisoners."  A  so-called  decree, 
issued  two  days  prior  to  the  date  tney  made  their  application  (the 
decree  was  subsequently  obtained),  reveals  their  object  clearly.  It  is 
as  follows: 

[Secretariat  of  foreign  affaint.] 
DECREE. 

Don  Emilio  A^inaldo  y  Famy,  prewdent  of  the  Filipino  republic,  captain-general 
and  commander-in-chief  of  the  army. 

It  havinfi:  been  stated  by  the  commission  of  the  Spanish  (Tovemment  here  in  the 
interests  ofthe  prisoners  that  General  Otis,  commander  of  the  enemy  *s  forces,  openly 
opposes  Spanish  vessels  coming  for  the  civil  and  sick  militarv  prisoners  liberated  by 
an  act  of  clemency  of  our  government  under  the  dec^ree  of  January  23d  ultimo,  and 
that  therefore  the  said  commission  is  obliged  to  request  our  permission  for  the  entry 
into  our  ports  of  American  vessels  with  the  sole  humanitarian  object  of  withdrawing 
said  prisoners;  and 

Ck>nsidering  that  the  petition  of  the  Spanish  commissioners  is  inadmissible  as  it  is 
an  infraction  of  the  provisions  of  our  decree  of  July  24  last,  closing  to  the  enemy's 
vessels  ports  in  the  territory  of  the  Filipino  republic;  and 

Considering,  however,  that  the  decree  of  the  23d  of  January  should  not  be  allowed 
to  remain  ineffectual  against  the  clemency  and  humanity  of  the  Filipino  people,  who 
will  not  Ije  pleased  at  seeing  its  noble  desires  frustrated,  for  which  reason  the  govern- 
ment should  take  means  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  same  but  without  detriment  to  our 
soverei^t}^  or  national  dignity;  and 

Considering  that  it  is  lawful  in  warfare  to  hold  parley  under  a  white  flag  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  acts  of  humanity  such  as,  for  instance,  withdrawing  sick  and 
wounded,  burjjing  the  dead,  or  exchanging  prisoners  within  the  enemy's  camp  with- 
out such  acts  signifying  submission  or  humiliation  of  the  party  obliged  to  perform 
them,  inasmuch  as  the  humanitarian  purposes  of  the  same  are  superior  to  the  public 
right  in  question; 

^Therefore,  I.  the  president,  on  motirN«  oi  ^^  secretary  of  foreign  affairs,  and  by 
agreement  witn  the  council  of  P^^'^lin^iit,  using  the  powers  in  me  invested,  hereby

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aion  for  that  purpose  to  be  sent  to  offer  said  delivery  in  the  name  of  the  Philippine 
government  to  his  excellency,  General  Otis,  representing  the  United  States  in^lanila, 
under  such  formalities  as  may  be  proper  in  accordance  with  the  dignities  and  de- 
corum of  both  belligerents. 

Art.  2.  This  delivery  shall  be  carried  out  in  the  ports  designated  by  the  decree  of 
August  29  last,  and  in  accordance  with  such  formalities  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  two  commanding  generals  of  the  belligerent  forces  without  detriment  to  our 
national  sovereignty  and  honor. 

Art.  3.  The  secretary  of  war,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  secretary  of  foreign 
eign  affairs,  Ls  hereby  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  mandate  set  forth  in  tWs 
decree.

ThLs  matter  of  insurgent  application  for  a  conference,  4:}ubmitted 
when  our  troops  under  General  Lawton  were  proceeding  northward  on 
the  flank  of  their  main  army  and  when  General  MacArthur  was  about 
to  press  them  at  the  front,  was  rightly  interpreted  at  the  time  it  was 
made — merely  as  a  ruse  to  impede  our  operations,  or  possibly  entangle 
us  in  some  form  of  recognition  of  their  pretended  government.  It 
was  believed  that  we  could  effect  the  release  of  the  Spanish  prisoners 
by  force  much  better  than  through  negotiations,  and  the  belief  was 
verified  by  quickly  following  events. 

At  this  time,  too,  the  subject  of  the  Spanish  residents  of  the  Philip- 
pines who  desired  to  preserve  their  nationality  was  presented  for  con 
sidoration,  and  the  following  instructions  were  issued:

No.  50.  )  Afanila,  P.  7^,  October  J7\  18^9, 

1.  The  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  provides  that  Spanish 
subjects,  natives  of  the  Peninsula,  residing  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  may,  in  case 
they  remain  in  said  islands,  preserve  their  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  by  mak- 
ing, l)ef()re  a  court  of  record  (ante  una  oficina  de  registro)  within  a  year  from  the 
date  of  the  exchange  of  ratifications  of  this  treaty  a  declaration  of  tlieir  decision  to 
prcHerxe  such  allegiance,  in  default  of  which  declaration  they  will  be  held  to  have 
renounce<l  it  and  to  have  adopted  the  nationality  of  Philippine  Territory. 

2.  To  provide  means  for  carrying  out  this  provision  of  the  treaty,  the  registrars  of 
proi>erty  for  the  north  and  south  districts  of  the  province  of  Manila,  and  for  territory 
outride  of  said  province  and  within  the  island  of  Luzon,  the  presidents  of  municiixai 
councils  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  43,  these  heaciquarters, 
dated  August  8,  1899,  are  designated  as  the  officials  before  whom  the  declaration  of 
intention  to  preserve  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  may  be  made.  In  the  islands 
constituting  the  Visayan  military  district  the  execution  of  this  order  will  be  com- 
mitted to  su(!h  offices'of  registry  or  civil  courts  of  record  as  the  commanding  general 
of  said  district  may  direct. 

In  all  places  where  it  is  impracticable  to  designate  the  proper  civil  officers  before 
whom  these  declarations  may  be  made,  judges  of  the  provost  courts  are  authorized 
to  execute  them. 

3.  These  declarations  shall  be  in  writing,  in  trii>licate,  setting  forth  the  name  and 
surname  of  the  declarant,  his  age,  nationality,  ci\al  status,  and  profession,  the  name 
of  his  wife  and  children,  and  of  parents,  date,  and  signature  of  the  declarant  attested 
by  two  witnesses,  to  be  acknowledged  before  the  officer  charged  with  recei\dng  said 
declarations,  following  forms  furnished.  One  of  these  declarations  will  be  sent  to 
the  secretary  of  the  military  governor  at  Manila  for  file,  one  will  be  retained  for  file 
in  the  office  where  executea,  and  one  given  to  declarant. 

4.  Presidents  of  municipal  councils  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  order  will 
perform  such  duties  under  the  supervision  of  the  nearest  military  commanders,  to 
whom  thev  will  turn  over  all  completed  declarations  require<l  to  be  forwarded  to 
these  headquarters  for  the  necessary  action. 
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5.  These  declarations  will  be  carefully  abstracted  in  a  register  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  United  States  military  governor  at  Manila, 
entries  to  be  alphabetically  arranged.     No  fees  of  any  character  will  be  exacted  for 
the  execution  of  any  papers  or  records  provided  for  in  this  order.

There  were  many  resident  Spaniards  who  were  doubtful  what  course 
to  pursue,  and  among  them  especially  were  a  large  number  of  seamen, 
natives  of  the  Basque  provinces  of  Spain.  Political  or  public  aflfairs 
were  in  such  a  disorganized  condition  that,  in  their  opmion,  results 
were  very  uncertain.  If  the  United  States  could  succeed  within  a 
reasonable  period  in  establishing  order  and  civil  government  in  the 
islands  so  that  trade  and  commerce  could  be  resumed,  they  desired  to 
remain  and  permit  their  Spanish  nationality  to  lapse.  Man^  there- 
fore asked  that,  if  possible,  the  time  given  in  the  Paris  treaty  m  which 
to  preserv^e  Spanisn  citizenship  might  be  extended,  and  their  request 
was  duly  submitted  to  the  proper  authority.  The  extension  of  that 
time  until  October  11,  1900,  was  highly  appreciated,  and  probably 
many  of  the  better  class  of  Spaniards  have  elected  to  permanently  re- 
tain their  Philippine  domicile. 

The  decree  or  the  insurgent  authorities  directing  the  seizure  of  all 
vessels  flying  the  American  flag  which  might  enter  the  coast  ports, 
issued  in  the  summer  of  1891),  suspended  lawful  coasting  trade  except 
as  to  the  few  ports  then  held  by  our  troops.  A  few  Manila  merchants 
desired,  as  they  said,  to  take  the  chances  attending  the  dispatching  of 
vessels  and  promised  to  make  no  claim  against  the  United  States  in 
case  of  loss,  but  they  proposed  to  send  them  out  under  heavy  insurance, 
paying  large  premiums  for  war  risks,  which  insumnce,  if  the  insui'ance 
companies  were  forced  to  pay,  they  might  ultimately  seek  to  recover 
from  the  Government.  The  customs  autnorities  were  instructed  to  with- 
hold all  clearances  of  vessels,  except  for  the  ports  of  Iloilo  and  Cebu,  and 
these  instructions  were  enforced  until  the  latter  pail;  of  December. 
The  Navy  kept  all  coasting  water  routes  under  close  observation  and 
seized  a  number  of  vessels  against  which  there  were  strong  suspicion 
and  quite  satisfactory  proof  that  they  were  engaged  in  illicit  trade. 
In  October  three  small  schooners  were  captured  off  the  southern  coast 
of  Luzon  and  brought  to  Manila  for  adjudication.  Boards  of  oflBcers 
were  convened  to  determine  questions  of  alleged  guilt,  and  after  patient 
hearing  of  all  parties  in  interest  two  were  condemned  and  sold  at 
public  auction  and  the  third  turned  back  to  the  owner,  he  having  pro- 
auced  testimony  to  show  that  he  was  a  loyal  inhabitant  of  Luzon  and 
that  the  vessel  had  been  forcibly  taken  from  him  for  insurgent  use  by 
the  insurgent  troops. 

Trade  m  the  southern  waters  of  the  Philippines  had  formerly  been 
carried  on  with  the  Sandakan,  Labuan,  and  Singapore  merchants, 
those  of  the  latter  city  more  especially.  After  we  had  taken  posses- 
sion of  Jolo,  which  was  on  May  19,  1899,  the  Singapore  merchants 
made  application  to  our  consul-general  stationed  in  that  city  to  be  per- 
mitted to  recommence  their  old  tirade  with  the  Jolo  Archipelago.  To 
his  Questions,  presented  from  tiwie  to  time,  as  to  whether  this  trade 
could  be  resumed  the  invariable  ^^v  ^er  returned  was  that  the  condition 
of  affairs  did  not  wan-ant  it.  v^^i,^itbstanding  the  position  taken,  a 
number  of  trading  vessels  appo^  ^4  in  ^^^'^^  waters,  were  arrested  by 
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the  ships  of  our  Navy,  and  either  turned  back  to  their  foreign  ports 
or  were  seized,  brought  to  Manila,  and  turned  over  to  the  mihtary 
authorities  for  disposition.  In  May  the  commander  of  the  United 
States  cruiser  Castine  instructed  a  British  trading  vessel  to  depart  from 
the  Mindanao  coast.  This  gave  rise  to  correspondence,  the  entire  sub- 
stance of  which  is  epitomized  in  the  following  letter:

Hon.  J.  A.  M08ELEY,  Jr., 

United  States  Consul-GeneraJ,  Singapore. 

Sir:  On  June  20  last  I  received  from  your  predecessor  a  communication  inclosing 
a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  the  law  firm  of  Rodyk  &  Davidson,  of  Singa- 
pore, protesting  in  behalf  of  their  client,  the  owner  of  the  British  ship  WilM'the- 
Wisp,  a^inst  the  action  of  the  commander  of  the  U.  S.  cruiser  Cattine  in  interfering 
with  that  vessel  while  trading  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago,  and  claiming  damages  to  the 
amount  of  $10,000  (Mexican)  for  losses  sustained  oy  such  interference,  which  is 
alleged  to  have  been  in  violation  of  the  protocol  signed  in  Madrid  the  11th  of 
March,  1877,  etc. 

The  papers  were  dulj  referred  to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  United  States 
naval  forces  on  the  Asiatic  Station  for  a  statement  of  facts,  which  was  received  at 
this  oflBce  August  31. 

By  that  statement  it  appears  that  the  U.  8.  ship  CkuHne,  upon  her  arrival  at  Zam- 
boanga  on  Mav  18,  boarded  the  WUl-d' -the- Wisp  in  that  harbor,  but  ascertained  that 
the  master  and  papers  were  on  shore.  The  boarding  officer  left  word  for  the  master 
of  the  ship  to  report  to  the  captain  of  the  Ckutine  with  his  ptapers  for  inspection. 
This  was  aone  and  the  papers  were  found  to  be  regular,  except  that  the  WtU-o^-(he- 
Wiitp  was  cleared  for  Zamboanga,  Cottabato,  and  perhaps  Davao;  the  vessel  had 
been  to  Sulu,  Siassi,  and  other  ports.  The  captain  of  the  vessel  was  thereupon 
instructed  that  trade  was  prohibited  at  all  ports  in  the  Philippines  not  in  the  posses* 
sion  of  the  United  States  troops,  and  was  directed  not  to  land  anything  more  at 
Zamlx)anga,  The  captain  of  the  Catiine  thinks  he  may  have  given  the  master  of  the 
WiU-d'-the-  Wisp  instructions  not  to  trade  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago. 

Soon  thereafter  communication  was  held  between  the  United  States  war  vessel 
and  the  Spanish  authorities  still  at  Zamboanga  which  indicated  that  the  steamer 
WiU-o'-the-  Wisp  nhould  be  watched,  and  she  was  thereupon  searched  for  arms  and 
ammunition.  Nothins:  contraband  was  found  upon  her  and  she  sailed  that  after- 
noon, cleared  for  Sandakan.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  WiU-o^-the-  Wi^  had  be^i 
hovering  about  Caldera  Bay  and  other  places  west  of  Zamboanga  the  preceding  day 
and  nignt,  and  there  was  little  doubt  that  she  was  in  communication  with  the 
insurgents.  The  captain  of  the  Castine  subsequently  regretted  that  he  had  not 
seized  her,  but  he  had  not  received  full  reports  of  the  facts  until  after  she  had  sailed 
for  Sandakan.  Under  these  facts  it  is  evident  that  the  claim  of  the  owner  of  the 
British  steamer  has  no  merit.  All  ports  of  Mindanao  had  been  closed,  or  at  least 
trade  with  them  prohibited.  Whatever  the  terms  of  the  protocol  between  Spain 
and  Great  Britain  as  to  trade  privileges  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago,  the  United  States 
had  and  has  the  undoubted  nght  to  close  the  port  of  Jolo  and  other  ports  in  the 
Sulu  Archipelago,  if  conditions  of  war  justify  it,  and  the  finding  of  such  fact  of 
justification  rests  with  the  United  States.

The  Castine  seized  the  British  steamer  Labuan  on  October  29  in 
Caldera  Ba}^  near  Zamboanga.  She  was  turned  over  to  the  Manila 
captain  of  the  port  by  the  naval  authorities,  and  her  captain  imme- 
diately placed  his  case  in  the  hands  of  the  resident  consul  of  his  gov- 
ernment, who  appeared  in  person  in  his  behalf.  The  result  is  given  in 
a  communication,  of  whicn  the  following  is  a  cop3\* 

Manila,  P.  I.,  November  7,  1899. 
Capt.  S.  H.  Harford, 

H.  B.  M.  Consulf  Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  as  stated  in  the  communication  addressed 
to  you  on  November  1,  I  referred  log  book  and  certain  other  papers  in  the  caae  of  the 
etetunship  Lcdman  to  the  commander  in  chief  United  States  naval  forces  on  Asiatic 
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Station,  stating  that  I  had  no  knowledge  of  this  matter  and  presumed  it  was  one  over 
which  the  United  States  naval  authorities  exercised  supervision. 

The  papers  and  records  which  were  received  with  your  note  of  November  1  con- 
sisted of  the  official  log  of  the  steamship  Labuarif  notice  of  seizure  of  said  steamer  by 
the  U.  8.  S.  Castine  in  Caldera  Bay,  aated  October  28,  receipt  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  that  vessel  for  a  register,  clearance  papers  ^ven  at  Jolo,  a  manifest  oi 
caiigo,  and  a  list  of  passengers;  also  protest  of  the  captain  of  the  LaJbuariy  dated  Octo- 
ber 28,  1899,  and  addressed  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  war  ship  Castine^  and 
a  commimication  without  speidfic  date  addressed  to  her  British  Majesty's  consul  at 
Manila  and  signed  by  the  mai^ter  of  the  steamship  Labuany  informing  the  consul  of 
the  fact  of  seizure  an<l  asking  him  for  assistance,  all  of  which  are  herewith  returned. 

These  records  and  papers  upon  l^eing  duly  referred  to  the  commander  in  chief  of 
the  United  States  naval  forces  on  the  Asiatic  Station  were  returned  on  November  3, 
with  the  statement  that  "the  Lafnian  was  seized  for  entering  a  port  for  which  she  had 
not  cleared,  for  imperfect  papers,  and  also  that  she  was  suspected  of  smuggling  arms. 
Upon  search  the  arms  were  found  and  I  have  directed  that  the  vessel  be  turned  over 
to  the  captain  of  the  port  to  be  dealt  with  bv  the  customs  authorities." 

The  case  has  now  been  submitted  to  me  for  final  decision,  and  I  have  given  it  as 
thorough  an  examination  as  means  at  hand  permit. 

The  official  log  book  of  the  Labuan  received  from  you,  and  which  is  returned  here- 
with, contains,  under  date  of  October  27,  1899,  7  o'clock  p.  m.,  what  purports  to  be  a 
history  of  the  affair  complained  of.  Therein  the  captain  of  the  Labuan  cites  that  he 
left  Sandakan  on  October  25  with  a  proper  dea/ance  on  a  voyage  to  Sulu,  where, 
upon  arrival,  he  intended  to  ask  permission  to  proceed  to  Cottabato  and  bring  from 
there  several  families  which  he  was  recommended  to  do  by  the  acting  governor  of 
North  Borneo;  that  at  4.30  p.  ni.  October  26,  he  in  person  applied  at  Sulu  for  the 
necessary  papers,  but  could  only  ijet  j>ermi8sion  to  visit  the  U.  S.  S.  Castine^  which 
was  cruising  in  the  vicinity  of  Masinglok;  that  he  then  obtained  clearance  to  Castine 
and  left  SuTu  at  9  a.  m.  October  27;  that  he  left  the  original  bill  of  health  and  mani- 
fest at  Sulu;  that  he  knew  the  Castine  was  cruising  from  Masinglok  to  Caldera  Bay, 
as  he  had  taken  stores  to  her  in  the  latter  place;  that  at  6  o'clock  that  evening  as  he 
was  nearing  Caldera  Bay,  and  it  becoming  dark  and  the  sky  being  cloudy,  raining, 
etc.,  he  thought  it  advisable  to  steam  into  Caldera  Bay  and  anchor  for  the  night,  as 
under  conditions  of  weather  he  did  not  think  navigation  safe.  He  further  states 
that  he  observed  smoke  from  that  quarter  which  he  thought  might  l)e  the  Castine; 
that  he  ai-rived  and  anchored  in  Caldera  Bay  at  alx)ut  7  p.  m.,  and  that  he  was  at 
once  boarded  by  the  Castine  and  was  surprised  to  find  that  it  was  supposed  he 
had  come  on  some  dishonest  errand;  that  an  armed  force  to  seize  and  search  his 
vessel  was  placed  thereon  to  whom  he  furnished  every  facility  for  executing  its 
orders  and  everything  was  found  all  right,  but  that  on  the  following  day  the  Castine 
ordered  the  Labuan  to  l>e  brought  alongside  of  her,  a  prize  crew  to  be  placed  thereon, 
and  the  vessel  to  be  taken  to  Manila. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  entire  entry  was  made  after  the  seizure  of  the  Labuan 
by  the  Castine,  and  not  upon  the  several  dates  of  specific  occurrences,  and  hence 
has  little  weight  in  law  as  proof  of  facts. 

I  find  by  consulting  the  papers  seized  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Castine 
and  received  from  the  United  States  naval  authorities,  which  consist  of  a  diary  book, 
list  of  passengers,  manifest,  the  Jolo  clearance,  and  a  certificate  of  registry,  the  fol- 
lowing facts:  The  manifest,  which  bears  the  signature  of  the  master  of  the  Labuan, 
shows  that  a  cargo  was  shipped  at  Sandakan  for  Cottabato,  belonging  to  S.  A.  Koreski, 
and  is  consigned  to  order.  This  evidently  establishes  the  fact  that  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  vessel  to  carry  merchandise  to  Cottabato,  a  port  which  it  had  no  right  to 
enter.  I  also  find  that  there  was  an  error  in  the  amount  of  merchandise  mani&ted, 
but  not  so  j^eat  as  to  raise  a  grave  suspicion  of  manifest  intention.  By  the  Jolo 
clearance  it  is  observed  that  the  Labuan  was  cleared  with  permission  to  leave  that 
port  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  U.  S.  S.  Castine  at  Masinglok  and  for  no  other 
purpose.  From  the  list  of  passengers  prepared  by  the  master  of  the  Labuan  after 
seizure  it  is  seen  that  the  passengers  on  board  were  destined  for  Cottabato,  a  port 
which  it  was  the  evident  intention  of  the  Labuan  to  enter,  although  after  seizure  the 
master  of  the  Labuan  makes  it  appear  that  he  only  intended  to  enter  that  port  upon 
permission  obtained  from  the  United  States  authorities.  Examining  the  log,  or 
what  purports  to  be  a  **  rough  diary  for  1899,"  I  find  the  following  entries:  On  date 
October  25,  at  Sandakan,  the  loading  of  the  Labuan  with  merchandise  belonging  to 
8.  A.  Koreski  was  commenced  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  and  finished  at  6  o'clock  that 
evening,  when  the  vessel  left  that  port  and  proceeded  to  sea;  that  on  October  26,  at 
4.30  p.  m.,  the  vessel  arrived  at  Sum;  that  on  October  27  she  left  Sulu  and  proceeded 
toward  Zainboanga  to  meet  the  United  States  warship  there,  "weather  fine,  sky

overcast,  wind  northeast,  light,"  and  the  following  note  is  entered  under  the  diary 
for  that  day  hv  the  commanding  oflBcer  of  the  CaMine:  **The  British  ship  Labuan,  of 
which  H.  D.  rfort  is  master,  seized  by  my  order  for  entering  and  anchoring  in  Cal- 
dera  Bay  without  clearance  for  that  port  and  without  l^itimate  reasons,  and  with 
imperfect  papers.*' 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  Canine  reports  that  on  the  evening  of  October  27 
he  was  anchored  in  Caldera  Bay,  where  his  lights  were  either  out  or  screened  so  that 
he  could  not  be  observed;  that  the  U.  S.  S.  YorkLovm  was  at  Masinglok  and  was 
using  her  searchlights,  which  were  plainly  visible  in  the  vicinity  of  Ualdera  Bay; 
that  he  ob6erve<l  the  vessel  Lahuan  making  for  the  l>ay  long  before  he  could  be 
olwerved,  and  that  his  presence  there  was  a  surprise  to  the  Labuan;  the  weather  was  fine, 
not  making  it  necessary  for  the  Labuan  to  change  her  course  and  proceed  to  Caldera 
Bay  for  protection,  ana  that  she  could  have  {)roceeded  on  to  Masinglok,  her  con- 
fessed destination,  and  made  known  her  business  there  to  the  Yorktown.  He  further 
states  that  the  movements  of  the  Labuan  were  very  suspicious,  sufficient  to  establieh 
the  fact  that  she  had  engaged  or  was  about  to  engage  in  illicit  trade,  and  from  all 
facts  reported  that  conclusion  would  appear  to  l)e  warranted. 

It  i?  believed,  ther^ore^  after  full  deliberation  upon  the  case  that  the  Labium  had 
entered  ujwn  a  trade  forbidden  it  by  law.  and  it  is  legally  punishable  for  its  action, 
which  might  with  propriety  be  extended  to  confiscation.  She  had  visited  these 
same  waters  some  time  nefore,  had  been  warne<l  of  the  consec^uencee  of  such  action, 
and  therefore  is  without  excuse.  The  customs  authorities  will  impose  a  fine  of  $2 
per  net  ton  for  these  manifestly  illegal  actions  of  the  Labuan,  which,  when  paid^  she 
will  be  release<i  and  ]>ermitte(i  to  return  to  her  home  port.

The  fine  was  paid,  the  steamer  released,  and  she  departed  at  once  for 
Sandakan,  where,  I  have  been  informed,  the  captain  entered  protest 
for  the  unjust  treatment  received  from  the  United  States,  but  have  not 
learned  that  any  official  action  has  been  taken  upon  his  complaint. 

Another  case  which  necessitated  careful  investigation  arose  upon 
goods  shipped  by  the  British  ship  Zibdle.  The  vessel  came  into  the 
port  of  Manila  on  October  21  ana  declined  to  discharge  all  the  cargo 
manifested  for  it  on  the  plea  that  the  circumstances  attending  the  ship- 
ment gave  her  the  option  to  return  it  to  the  home  port  of  Singa- 
pore, visiting  the  Philippine  ports  on  her  homeward  voyage  should 
she  desire  to  do  so.  The  case  was  taken  up  by  the  consul  general  for 
Gennany,  who  submitted  an  argument  in  behalf  of  the  shippers.  The 
following  reply  cites  facts  and  mdicates  the  action  taken:

Consul- General  of  Gennany  at  Manila^  1\  I. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  5th 
instant,  in  which  you  inform  me  that  the  British  steamship  Libelle,  chartered  by  the 
German  Eant  Indian  Steamship  Comjmny,  Limited,  left  Singapore  recently  with  1,000 
tons  of  merchandise  consignea  to  dehnite  ports;  that  in  addition  thereto  she  took  on 
from  three  to  four  hundred  tons  of  merchandise  which  belonged  to  the  German  firm, 
Messrs.  Behn,  Myer  &  Co.,  at  Singapore,  to  complete  her  caiyo,  and  which  latter 
goods  were  shipped  on  speculation;  tnat  clearance  was  demanded  from  the  United 
States  consul  at  Singapore  for  this  surplus  cargo,  with  the  request  that  option  be 
given  to  discharge  it  either  at  Jolo,  Cebu,  Iloflo,  Manila,  etc.,  leaving  the  port  of 
discharge  a  matter  of  discretion  with  the  shippers,  to  be  used  in  accordance  with  pre- 
vailing market  prices;  that  the  consul  objected  to  such  a  clearance,  but  advised  that 
this  surplus  cai^o  be  manifested  to  Jolo  and  there  instructions  be  sought;  that  fol- 
lowing this  advice  the  goods  were  sent  to  Jolo,  where  certain  of  them  were  discharged, 
the  captain  of  the  port  there  noting  on  the  original  manifest  the  fact,  with  amount 
discharged,  but  furnishing  no  new  manifest,  and  then  cleared  the  vessel  for  Cebu; 
that  upon  arrival  at  Cebu  the  custom-house  official  declared  the  papers  irregular, 
telegraphing  to  Manila  for  instructions;  that  after  four  days*  delay  the  Cebu  authori- 
ties permitted  the  vessel  to  discharge  what  she  desired,  and  a  new  manifest  was  fur- 
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nished  for  Manila  without  mentioning  optional  ports,  notwithstanding  the  protest  of 
the  agent  of  Messrs.  Behn,  Myer&Co.;  that  on  arrival  at  Iloilo  the  ciL^tom-liouse 
authorities  there  permitted  the  landing  of  goods,  notwithstanding  they  were  mani- 
fested for  Manila,  and  cleared  the  vessel  for  the  last-named  point;  that  on  arriving  at 
Slanila  certain  of  the  goods  were  permitted  to  be  landed,  when  the  agent  of  the  busi- 
ness firm  above  mentioned  requested  permission  to  retain  the  remainder  on  board  and 
take  them  to  Sandakan  or  Sin^pore  by  way  of  Jolo;  that  the  Manila  customs  authori- 
ties refused  to  do  this,  but  directed  that  the  goods  manifeste<l  at  Cebu  for  Manila 
should  l)e  discharge<l  at  the  last-named  port,  where  prescribed  duties  must  be  paid. 

17 pen  this  statement  of  facts  you  have  drawn  the  following  conclusions,  viz:  That 
optional  ports  resting  in  the  discretion  of  the  owner  of  the  goo<ls  is  in  accordance 
with  custom,  and  has  l)eeu  defeated  in  this  instance  by  the  action  of  the  United 
States  consul  at  Singapore  and  not  through  any  irregularities  which  can  be  charged 
to  Messrs.  Behn,  Myer  &  Co.;  or,  it  may  be,  by  the  irregular  action  taken  by  the 
United  States  officials  at  Cebu,  who  forciblv  cleared  the  vessel  for  Manila,  and  tliat 
this  irregularity  of  Ignited  States  cuntoms  ofticials  has  prejudiced  the  rights  of  inter- 
ested parties  who  are  blameless  and  must  suffer -consequent  pecuniary  loss.  In  sup- 
port of  these  conclusions  you  are  pleased  to  quote  that  in  a  similar  mstance  to  the 
one  in  question  the  courtesy  now  asked  for  by  you,  viz,  that  these  surplus  goods  be 
manifested  to  Sandakan  or  Singapore,  was  extended  by  the  military  authorities  at 
Manila,  and  you  ask  that  the  military  governor  may  view  the  case  as  he  did  the 
one  in  which  courtesy  was  extended,  and  issue  orders  under  which  the  vessel  can 
proceed  with  that  part  of  her  cargo  not  yet  unloaded  without  the  payment  of 
prescribed  customs  aues  at  this  j)ort. 

In  replv,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  after  making  as  full  an  investigation  as 
possible,  1  am  unable  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  all  material  facts  in  the  cai^.  The 
ship's  manifest,  which  is  now  before  me,  shows  a  large  shipment  to  Jolo  as  destina- 
tion, and  there  appears  noted  therein  a  large  quantity  of  merchandise  l>elonging  to 
Messrs.  Behn,  Myer  &  Co.,  consigned  to  Jolo.  On  this  manifest  there  appears  noted 
•in  the  column  of  remarks  the  discharge  of  some  of  these  goods  at  Jolo,  but  by  whom 
entered  is  not  known.  The  manifest  contains  a  certificate  of  United  States  consul, 
Singapore,  to  the  effect  that  it  is  the  intention  to  ship  the  merchandise  mentioned 
in  tne  manifest  to  the  port  of  Jolo  in  the  vessel  LibeUe.  The  collector  of  the  port  at 
Iloilo,  under  date  of  October  18,  writes  to  the  collector  of  customs  of  Manila  that  the 
LibeUe  leaves  that  port  for  Manila,  her  manifest  as  certified  there  being  a  copy  of  the 
original  one  which  is  retained  in  that  office.  He  adds:  "You  will  notice  certain 
articles  manifested  from  Jolo  to  Manila  which  are  being  carried  with  the  consent  of 
the  captain  of  the  port  at  that  place.  All  duties  on  the  merchandise  she  carries  are 
to  be  collected  at  Manila. ' '  Accompanying  this  notice  is  the  Iloilo  manifest  of  October 
18,  which  shows  a  considerable  shipment  by  Messrs.  Behn,  Myer  &  Co.,  to  '*order" 
as  consignees.  What  portion  of  these  goods  have  been  entered  here  at  Manila  I  am 
unable  to  state,  not  having  informed  myself  on  that  point,  but  it  is  sufficient  to 
know  that  part  of  them  have  been  entered  here  and  part  of  them  are  still  retained 
on  the  vessel  pending  recjuest  to  transfer  them  back  to  North  Borneo  or  Singapore, 
at  the  option  of  the  owner,  by  way  of  American  ports. 

It  also  appears  that  the  LibeUe  has  visiteil  en  her  voyage  to  this  point  two  closed 
ports  of  the  Philippines,  but  under,  as  alleged,  the  permission  of  the  officers  of  the 
United  States  Naw,  and  has  therefore  availed  herself  of  Philippine  trade  throughout 
the  length  of  the  islands,  paying  duties,  of  course,  at  the  open  ports  for  such  goods 
as  she  desired  to  and  did  land  thereat.  This  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  LibeUe 
has  been  irregular  and  illegal,  and  could  only  have  been  consummated  by  the  erro- 
neous action  of  our  several  port  authorities,  which,  although  in  the  interest  of  the 
LibeUe^  you  now  plead  as  a  tacit  authorization  for  further  irregularities. 

Under  former  Spanish  customs  law  and  the  law  which  now  prevails  in  the  Philip- 
pines, except  in  a  few  si>ecial  instances  wherein  modifications  have  been  made  in  the 
interests  of  the  merchants,  this  vessel  should  have  paid  full  duties  on  all  goods  mani- 
fested for  the  different  ports  and  at  the  ports  for  which  they  were  manifested.  The 
application  of  any  other  rule  would  be  detrimental  to  interisland  commerce  and  the 
interests  of  other  merchant  inhabitants.  I  see  no  reason,  therefore,  nor  in  fact  can 
I  discover  any  excuse,  having  the  United  States  interests  and  those  of  the  merchants 
of  the  island  at  heart,  for  setting  aside  the  instructions  which  w^ere  given  several  days 
ago  to  the  customs  authorities  oi  Manila  to  impose  prescribed  duties  on  all  merchan- 
dise on  board  the  LibeUe  which  has  been  manifested  to  this  port.

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The  efforts  of  native  merchants  and  small  trading  crafts  to  exchange 
commodities  with  inhabitants  of  islands  the  ports  of  which  were  held  by 
insurgent  troops  were  frequent,  and  gave  occasion  for  the  determina- 
tion of  many  questions  which  concerned  lawful  interisland  commerce. 
In  September  the  collector  of  customs -of  Iloilo  asked  *'if  vessels 
found  with  fraudulently  signed  papei*s  could  be  seized  and  held  by 
Government,  and  what  process  of  law  would  be  necessary  to  condemn 
them  as  prizes.-'  These  questions  were  submitted  to  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Crowder,  judge-advocate  of  the  department,  for  opinion,  which 
he  submitted  and  which  received  concurrence.     He  stated: 

The  fact  that  a  vessel  has  been  found  with  fraudulently  signed  papers  certainly 
renders  the  character  of  the  vessel  and  her  actions  suspicious,  and  justifies  her 
seizure  and  detention  for  further  examination.  If  the  fraudulently  signed  papers 
are  of  a  character  described  in  (iustonis  Tariff  and  Regulations,  the  penalties 
therein  preacrit)ed  may  be  enforced;  this  as  a  matter  of  adniinistration  and  by  the 
collector  of  customs  here,  upon  the  facts  being  reported  to  him,  whose  jurisdiction 
to  finally  determine  such  questions  is  made  exclusive  by  Tariff  Circular  No.  65,  War 
Department,  Washington,  May  6, 1899.  The  belief  is  expressed  in  the  inclosed  letter 
that  the  vessels  referred  to  as  having  fraudulently  signed  papers  are  own  2d  or  employed 
by  persons  claiming  protection  ana  owing  allegiance  to  tne  Grovemment  of  the  Umted 
States,  and  have  been  engaged  in  trading  with  insui^nt  ports  closed  to  trade  by  the 
United  States  military  authorities.  These  facts  being  established,  not  only  may 
such  vessels  when  seized  by  the  said  authorities  be  confiscated,  but  the  parties 
engaged  in  such  traffic  may  be  tried  and  punished  therefor  by  the  military  commis- 
sions and  provost  courts;  and  such  confiscation  may  be  decreed  by  military  orders, 
usually  based  upon  the  report  of  a  board  convened  to  determine  the  facts.  Vessels 
so  seized  are  not  prizes,  and  their  condemnation  as  such  would  be  unnecessary  and* 
inappropriate.  It  is  recommended  that  the  col  lector  of  customs  at  Iloilo  be  instructed 
to  seize  and  detain  all  vessels  where  the  evidence  shows  that  they  have  bc^n  engaged 
in  trade  with  insun^nt  ports  closed  to  trade  by  the  military  autnorities,  and  to  make 
report  of  same,  with  evidence,  through  regular  channels  to  the  military  governor  for 
his  action. 

The  Navy  gunboats  seized  a  number  of  these  small  trading  boats 
while  plying  an  interisland  trade  and  delivered  them  to  the  Cebu  port 
authorities.  In  response  to  the  application  of  the  port's  captain  to  be 
instructed  as  to  what  disposition  he  should  make  of  these  vessels  he 
was  ordered  to  release  certain  of  them  and  the  seizure  of  others  was 
made  the  subject  of  careful  investigation,  with  results  as  published  in 
the  following  order: 

Special  Orders,  1  Office  of  the  V.  S.  Military  Governor 

y  IN'  THE  Philippine  Islands, 

No.  7.  J  Manila f  P.  /.,  March  7,  1900. 

I.  Upon  the  report  of  the  collector  of  customs  of  Cebu  that  he  holds  certain  small 
coasting  vessels  delivered  to  him  by  the  naval  authorities  as  the  results  of  capture 
for  engaging  in  illicit  trade,  and  upon  his  application  for  instructions  as  to  the  oispo- 
sition  of  the  same,  it  has  been  ascertained  by  careful  consideration  of  factf  presented 
that  three  vessels,  the  Phieda^  M.  del  RomriOj  and  the  ConcepcioneSj  were  seized  hy 
the  naval  authorities  on  June  19,  July  20,  and  December  15,  1899,  respectively — the 
first  two  named  on  the  coast  of  Leyte  and  the  last  at  Surigao,  Mindanao — all  flying 
at  the  time  of  capture  the  insurgent  flag  and  equippe<l  for  interisland  trade.  In  the 
cases  of  the  Pineda  and  M.  del  Rosario  the  owners  confess  that  their  vessels  w^ere 
trading  under  the  insurgent  flag  off  the  coast  of  Leyte,  but  deny  the  use  of  that  flag 
by  their  authority.  In  the  case  of  the  Cmicepciones  it  appears  from  the  shipping 
book  captured  with  the  vessel  that  she  had  been  enga^^d  for  nearly  a  year  in  eon- 
ducting  an  insurgent  trade  along  the  northern  coast  of  Mindanao,  having  made  many 
trips  to  the  small  ports  of  that  island,  and  collecting  hemp  at  the  port  of  Surigao. 
Her  many  clearances  were  furnished  by  insurgent  officers  and  the  insurgent  flag  was 
displayea  during  this  whole  period  of  time. 

The  facts  confessed  and  established  by  abundant  proof  ki  the  case  of  each  of  these 
vessels  are  amply  sufficient  to  warrant  their  condemnation  and  public  sale,  and  the 
only  plea  which  can  be  urged  in  palliation  of  the  offenses  committed  must  be  based 
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on  the  neefls  of  the  inhabitants  of  near  islands  for  food  supplie*?  (luring  the  time 
legitimate  trade  wra  suspended  and  the  presumed  tacit  consent  of  the  Cebu  collector 
of  customs  to  permit  an  mterisland  exchange  of  commodities  to  be  oArried  on  by  the 
smaller  coasting  vessels. 

This  plea  constitutes  no  defense  in  law,  but  presents  a  ground  upon  which  to  l>ase 
a  mild  form  of  the  legal  punishment  merited,  which,  on  account  of  conditions  lately 
prevailing  in  the  southern  islands  and  the  particular  circumstances  attending  the 
illicit  use  of  these  vessels,  it  might  be  suflBcient  to  impose,  as  it  may  serve  as  a  proper 
warning  against  future  action  of  this  character. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  Cebu  collector  of  customs  deliver  up  these  vessels 
and  all  property  found  on  same  at  time  of  seizure,  or  its  equivalent  in  money,  to  the 
owners  thereof  or  their  duly  accredited  agents,  upon  the  payment  of  fifteen  (15)  per 
cent  of  the  ascertained  value  of  the  vessels,  with  submission  by  them  of  properly  pre- 
pared waiver  on  their  part  t)f  all  future  claims  or  demands  against  the  United  States 
authorities  by  reason  of  seizure  and  detention  as  above  shown.  Should  this  action 
not  prove  satisfactory  to  the  owners,  or  if  protest  of  any  kind  is  made  to  payment  or 
the  waiver  of  future  possible  demands  as  above  indicated,  or  if  the  legalitv  of  this 
action  is  in  any  wise  questioned,  the  cases  will  he  reported  to  this  office,  tnat  con- 
demnation proceedings  may  be  instituted. 

II.  In  the  matter  of  the  coasting  vessel  Surigao^  seized  in  Deceml)er  last  by  the 
United  States  naval  authorities  in  the  port  of  that  name  for  conducting  ille^l  trade 
and  turned  over  to  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  port  of  Cebu,  the  followmg  facts 
are  found,  namely: 

The  captain  of  the  vessel,  under  date  of  theI2th  ultimo,  pleaded  that  the  vessel  was 
encaged  m  the  coasting  trade  and  in  the  transportation  of  insurgent  troops  under  com- 
pulsion, a  force  of  armed  insurgents  having  been  kept  on  same  continually,  and,  further, 
that  he  was  constantly  under  arrest  and  made  to  obey  the  insureent  authorities  on 
the  Mindanao  coast  under  penalty  of  death  for  disobedience.  His  statement  is  in 
part  substantiated  by  original  communications  and  instructions  of  insurgent  ofl&cers 
which  he  submits  with  the  same,  more  especially  during  the  months  of  August  and 
November  of  last  year.  The  proof  is  conclusive  that  upon  certain  days  of  those  two 
months  he  w^as  obliged  to  peform  insurgent  service,  but  the  fact  of  the  vessel  being 
on  the  insurgent  co^  of  Mindanao  and  in  ports  of  that  island  for  the  greater  iX)rtion 
of  the  year  is  not  covered  by  either  proofs  or  statements,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that 
ahe  was  there  employed  illegally  by  the  owner's  connivance  or  consent. 

A  fine  of  $100  will  be  imposed,  which,  when  paid,  and  when  a  proper  agreement  to 
waive  all  claims  for  damages  which  might  wrongfully  be  presumed  to  arise  against 
the  United  States  for  any  act  taken  either  by  reason  of  seizure  or  detention  is  sub- 
mitted, the  vessel  will  be  surrendered  to  the  owner.

Trade  in  the  waters  of  the  Jolo  Archipelago  and  those  of  the  islands 
of  Basilan  and  Mindanao,  which  were  under  the  watchful  supervision 
of  the  United  States  naval  vessels,  continued  to  give  trouble,  as  the 
merchants  of  Sin^jjore  and  liibuan  still  pleaded  their  claimed  rights 
of  open  trade  facilities  with  all  ports  of  the  archipelago  under  the  old 
protocols  between  Spain,  Germany,  and  Great  Britain.      We   had 

nied  garrisons  at  Siassi  and  Bongao  in  the  archipelago,  and  at  Zam- 
nga,  Cottabato,  and  Davao  on  the  southern  Mindanao  coast.  Gen- 
eral Sates  had  been  sent  south  to  obtain  information  and  report  upon 
the  former  archipelago  trade  conditions  and  to  recommend  such  modi- 
fications as  the  new  situation  demanded.  On  December  10  he  was 
advised  as  follows: 

Manila,  P.  1.,  December  10,  1899.

Sib:  Before  formulating  any  trade  reg[ulations  for  the  Jolo  Archipelago  and  the 
islands  of  Palawan  and  Balanac  your  views  are  desired  upon  the  subject.  Your 
cable  from  Labuan  was  understood  to  mean  that  trade  was  conducted  by  Sulu  and 
Faiawan  Moros  with  Sandakan  and  Labuan,  and  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  place 
restrictions  upon  it  at  the  present  time.     You  were  informed  that  by  the  transfer  of 
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Bovereignty  under  the  late  Pari?  treaty  the  former  trade  protocols  of  1877  and  IRSo 
fell,  so  that  the  cu8tom8  reflations  of  the  Philippines  can  oe  put  in  force  legally  in 
the  archipelago. 

Knowing  that  the  Moros  of  the  archipelago  supply  Sandakan  with  ita  subsistence 
and  horses  to  a  great  extent  and  look  upon  that  place  as  its  most  available  market^ 
the  wisdom  of  your  cable  caution  was  appreciated. 

We  are  now  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  United  States  consul-general 
at  SingaiK>re  containing  complaints  of  merchants  because  of  the  restrictions  we  have 
impose<l  in  not  permitting  any  foreign  trade  at  present.  Admiral  Watson  instructed 
his  officers  differently,  and  made  the  prohibition  apply  to  ports  where  we  had  no 
troops.  Little  attention  was  i>aid  to  them  at  this  office,  but  the  foreigrn  merchants 
appear  to  misunderstand  our  wholesale  restrictions  because  of  them. 

The  consul-general  sent  complaints  concerning  the  action  of  the  captain  of  the 
port  of  Jolo  in  clearing  vessels  which  he  declined  to  clear  at  Singapore,  and  which 
thereujjon  wont  to  Sandakan,  were  cleared  for  Jolo,  and  there  were  cleared  for  other 
Philippine  iM_>rts.  It  is  not  known  here  what  the  captain  of  the  port  of  Jolo  is  doine 
in  this  res|>ect.  The  Llbelle  and  Ijabwrn^  the  first  of  which  was  made  todischaiveall 
merchandise  manifested  for  this  in^rt  and  the  other  to  pay  a  fine  for  illegal  trading, 
justified  their  illegal  course  under  our  customs  regulations  by  the  action  taken  at 
Jolo  and  that  of  the  captain  of  one  of  the  naval  vessels  in  giving  them  a  quasi  per- 
mission to  trade  generally  in  the  islands. 

Our  consul-general  at  {Singapore  has  been  answered  that  general  trade  could  not 
l>e  opened  until  we  were  able  to  understand  all  conditions  and  adopt  regulations  to 
govern  it.  As  soon  a«  we  receive  your  recommendations  upon  the  subject  we  will 
endeavor  to  formulate  these  regulations. 

We  cannot,  however,  grant  much  to  foreign  interests,  as  in  that  event  the  United 
States  might  justifiably  set  aside  our  proceedings  under  a  strict  construction  of  law. 
Foreign  merchants  can  trade  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago  only  upon  the  conditions  by 
which  they  must  conduct  their  trade  with  other  islands  of  .the  Philippine**.  Please 
forward  your  views  as  soon  as  i)racticable.

I'ho  nature  of  the  Singapore  complaints  referred  to  in  the  above 
comuiunication  to  General  Bates  as  having  been  submitted  by  ouRcon- 
sul-genei*al  at  Singapore  are  sufficiently  indicated  in  the  following 
copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  latter:

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communications,  the  one 
dated  the  24th  and  the  other  the  28th  of  November.'  The  first  contains  clippings 
from  the  Singapore  Free  Press,  headed  "Sandakan  and  Labuan  notes,**  and  the  sec- 
ond a  copy  oi  note  addressed  to  you  on  November  27  by  the  colonial  secretary  at 
Singai)ore,  inquiring  if  the  restrictions  imposed  on  British  ships  trading  with  Sulu, 
Palawan,  and  Balabac  have  been  withdrawn,  with  your  reply  thereto. 

In  your  communication  of  November  24  you  state  that  a  certain  commercial  firm 
submitted  complaint  that  the  British  steamer  Teresa  was  refused  clearanc^e  for  Sulu 
bv  you  and  had  been  cleared  at  Sandakan  for  Jolo,  where  her  cargo  was  received. 
You  speak  also  of  the  action  of  the  steamer  Clwej  and  request  that  1  cable  the  State 
Department  to  grant  you  permission  to  appoint  a  consular  agent  at  Sandakan  and 
I^buan  to  a.*<sist  you  in  properly  carrying  out  any  trade  regulations,  in  so  far  as  clear- 
ance of  vessels  is  concerned,  which  may  T)e  adopted  for  the  Sulu  Archipelago. 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  facts  you  convey  further  than  the  information  con- 
tained in  your  note.  The  former  Sulu  trade  was  a  subject  which  gave  great  annoy- 
ance and  apprehension  to  the  Spanish  authorities,  and  it  was  for  the  purpose  of 
arresting  this  trade,  until  conditions  could  i)e  learned  and  until  some  suitable  regu- 
lations to  govern  it  could  be  fommlated,  that  foreign  trade  was  prohibited.  Gen- 
eral Bates  was  sent  there  to  study  and  report  upon  conditions,  and  I  have  not  yet 
received  his  report.  Of  course,  the  former  trade  protocols  between  Spain,  Ger- 
many, and  Great  Britain  fell  with  the  transfer  of  the  islands  under  the  late  Paris 
treaty.  The  officer  at  Jolo  in  receiving  and  manifesting  merchandise  has  been  act- 
ing without  specific  instructions,  but  I  presume  he  has  endeavored  to  follow  former 
practices.  I  expect  to  hear  from  General  Bates,  who  is  now  at  Zamboanga,  very 
shortly.     *    *    * 
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In  reply  to  your  note  of  the  28th,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  will  com- 
municate to  you  any  trade  regulations  affecting  foreign  merchants  as  soon  as  they 
may  Ije  determined  upon. 

In  the  meantime  trade  matters  must  remain  in  abeyance.  The  inconvenience 
which  a  few  merchants  may  suffer  are  light  in  comparison  with  the  vast  conflicting 
interests  which  in  the  southern  Philippine  Islands  present  themselves  for  settle- 
ment    *    *    *

At  the  date  the  foregoing  communications  were  written  troops 
were  moving  from  Zamboanga  to  garrison  five  additional  stations  on 
the  southern  Mindanao  coast,  also  the  naval  station  of  Basilan;  and 
the  ports  of  Jolo,  Siassi,  and  Bongao,  of  the  Jolo  Archipelago,  had 
been  garrisoned  for  some  time,  so  tliat  affairs  were  in  condition  to 
open  up  that  whole  section  of  country  to  trade.  Accordingly,  on 
December  26,  the  following  orders  were  issued:

I.  Trade  and  commercial  intercourse  with  the  ports  of  the  Sulu  Archipelago,  with 
those  of  Zamboanga,  Cottabatto,  and  Davao  of  the  island  of  Mindanao,  and  with  the 
island  of  Basilan  will  be  reestablished  upon  the  receipt  of  this  order  at  the  various 
ports  affected,  the  same  to  be  prosecutea  under  the  customs  regulations  adopted  and 
prevailing  in  other  sections  of  the  Philippines. 

The  ports  of  Zamboanga;  Mindanao;  Jolo,  island  of  Jolo,  and  Siassi,  island  of 
Siassi,  are  declared  to  be  open  ports  for  the  time  being  and  will  receive  the  necessary 
equipment.  The  commanding  general  of  the  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  will 
designate  and  appoint  collectors  and  inspectors  of  customs,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
this  otfice,  and  will  cause  to  be  detaile<l  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary.  At 
ports  where  the  services  of  captains  of  ports  are  demanded,  the  same  officers  will  per- 
form the  duties  of  both  collectors  of  customs  and  port  captains.  The  treasurer  or  the 
islands,  the  c»ollector  of  customs,  and  the  captain  of  the  port  of  Manila  will  supply 
the  various  officers  appointed  with  all  orders,  circulars,  books,  blanks,  and  instruc- 
tions necessary  to  guide  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

II.  The  commanding  general  of  the  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  will  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  this  office,  collectors  of  internal  revenue  for  the  various 
more  important  towns  and  districts  within  his  command.  The  collector  of  internal 
revenue  at  Manila  will  furnish  upon  application  all  books,  blanks,  circulars,  orders 
and  instructions,  and  blank  cedillas  required  by  them  to  execute  the  labors  of  their 
office.

In  the  course  of  a  month  after  the  Philippine  customs  laws  had  been 
made  operative  in  the  archipelago,  the  sultan  petitioned  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  same  until  his  people  could  recover  from  the  great  losses 
they  had  suffered  by,  as  he  stated,  the  death  from  disease  of  97  per 
cent  of  their  cattle.  In  forwarding  this  petition  the  commanding 
oflScer  at  Jolo  recommended  a  temporary  suspension  of  those  laws  in 
the  matter  of  articles  of  food  and  of  household  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments, stating  that  the  Moros  were  very  poor  and  could  not  well  meet 
the  unexpected  demands  which  the  immeaiate  practical  application  of 
the  customs  tariff  imposed,  and  that  if  exception  could  be  made  in 
respect  to  trade  carried  on  by  Moros,  but  not  by  Chinese  and  other 
foreigners,  it  would  have  the  effect  to  encourage  the  former  to  engage 
in  mercantile  pursuits.  In  considering  the  subject  cognizance  was 
taken  of  the  fact  that  the  past  trade  of  the  Moros  of  the  archipelago 
was  largely  confined  to  an  exchange  of  live  stock,  fruits,  and  vege- 
tables with  the  inhabitants  of  North  Borneo  for  needed  articles  of 
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consumption  and  of  house  and  farm  implements,  which  trade  was 
carried  on  by  means  of  the  Moro  small  boats,  and  could  not  well  be 
interfered  with.  A  temporary  relief  from  some  of  the  provisions  of 
the  tariff  was  thought  to  be  judicioas,  and  the  following  orders  were 
issued:

For  the  immediate  relief  of  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  Jolo  Archipelago,  who  have 
heretofore  been  grantefl  free-tra<le  privileges,  and  who  it  is  reported  have  suffered 
materially  during  the  pant  year  from  loss  of  cattle  and  a  consequent  minimum  supply 
of  native  food  pro<lucti«,  the  pre8crilx»d  customs  dues  on  the  importation  of  cattle, 
articles  of  foo<l,  petroleum,  tobacco,  matches,  clothing  and  articles  for  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  same,  sewing  machines,  agricultural  implements  and  machinery 
for  use  in  preparing  products  of  the  soil  for  home  consumption  or  export,  are  sus- 
pended until  December  31  next,  provided  such  articles  of  consumption,  trade,  or  mer- 
chandise are  owned,  imported,  and  handled  by  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  islands, 
and  that  all  business  connected  therewith  in  the  islands  is  conducted  by  and  between 
these  inhabitants.  The  Moro  inhabitants  of  the  islands  will  also  be  permitted  during 
the  present  year  to  export  free  of  duty  all  products  of  the  soil,  they  oeing  solely  con- 
cerned in  {>erson  and  interest  in  handling  and  shipping  the  same. 

The  present  existing  provisional  customs  tariff  and  regulations  will  remain  in  force 
in  that  archipelago  in  all  cases  of  importation  or  exportation  in  which  other  than 
natives  are  in  any  wise  interested  whether  as  principals  or  agents.

As  has  been  mentioned,  the  ports  of  Zamboanga,  Jolo,  and  Siassi 
were  declared  to  be  open  ports  on  December  26, 1899.  Those  of  Manila, 
Iloilo,  and  Cebu  had  been  ports  of  that  character  since  occupation  by 
United  States  troops — Manila,  the  chief  port  of  the  islands  since 
August  13, 1898;  Iloilo,  since  Febiniary  22,  and  Cebu,  since  March  14, 
1899.  These  six  ports  remain  open  to  foreign  shipping  and  are  greater 
in  number  by  two  than  Spain  maintained,  as  Jolo  and  Siassi  have  been 
added  to  the  four  others  above  named.  Until  December  26,  1899,  the 
United  States  held  but  three  of  all  the  Philippine  ports,  open  or  inter- 
island,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  Jolo  Archipelago  and  Zam- 
boanga,  viz,  Manila,  Iloilo,  and  Cebu.  On  that  date  Cottawttto,  Davao, 
and  Basilan  were  scheduled  for  the  resumption  of  trade.  But  now 
our  troops  were  taking  possession  very  rapidly  of  the  important  points 
in  all  the  islands,  and  the  coasting  ports  were  being  opened  up  for  inter- 
island  commerce  as  soon  after  occupation  as  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments could  be  effected.  Fifty-one  of  them  were  made  available  tor 
trade  during  the  ensuing  four  months,  and  comprised  all  the  impor- 
tant harbors  in  twelve  of  the  most  important  islands,  nearlv  all  of  which 
provided  the  small  adjacent  coast  villages  of  a  more  or  less  extended 
seaeoast  with  all  needfed  trading  accommodations.  Of  these  61,  16 
were  declared  open  in  January,  12  in  February,  11  in  March,  and  12  in 
the  month  of  April;  and  of  this  total  number  25  were  within  Luzon, 
6  in  Mindanao,  6  in  Leyte,  3  in  Panay,  2  in  Cebu,  and  2  in  Saniar. 
The  large  island  of  Negros  has  no  harbor  facilities. 

The  merchants  doing  business  at  the  open  ports  were  anxious  to 
secure  the  last  year's  crop  of  hemp,  tobacco,  and  sugar,  and  the  inhab- 
itants were  equally  euger  to  dispose  of  those  products  and  obtain  in 
return  the  merchandise  usually  received  in  payment  for  the  same. 
The  advance  in  money  values  of  the  staple  products  of  the  islands  in^ 
the  foreign  markets  created  a  lively  competition   among  resident 
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merchants  to  secure  those  products  in  the  largest  quantities  possible 
at  the  earliest  date,  in  order  to  reap  the  advantages  of  the  inflated 
market  prices,  and  estimating  with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  by  con- 
sidering directions  in  which  troops  were  operating,  when  shipping 
ports  would  be  taken  into  our  possession,  they  prepared  themselves  in 
advance  with  all  the  vessel  accommodations  tney  could  command  to 
avail  themselves  of  port  clearances  immediately  upon  the  announce- 
ment that  they  would  be  issued.  The  various  ports  were  oflicially 
declared  open  for  trade  as  soon  as  troops  could  assume  quiet  possession 
and  the  necessary  customs  officers  and  port  captains  could  be  appointed 
and  acc|uaint  themselves  with  their  duties — officers  serving  with  the 
occupying  military  forces  being  selected  to  fill  those  positions,  and 
generally  by  selection  prior  to  occupancy. 

The  resumption  of  trade  and  commerce  under  the  pending  business 
excitement  imposed  verv  onerous  labors  upon  the  port  and  customs 
authorities  of  Manila,  Cebu,  and  Iloilo  (the  three  ports  at  which 
products  for  foreign  shipment  are  usually  gathered),  but  more  espe- 
ciallv  upon  those  of  Manila,  where  the  great  bulk  of  the  commerce 
of  the  islands  centers.  To  prepare  for  this  contemplated  increase  of 
business  the  services  of  the  departments  immediately  concerned  were 
placed  in  improved  condition  and  the  following  shipping  insti-uctions 
were  issued:

II.  Article  1.  The  right  to  en^ge  in  the  coasting  trade  of  the  Philippine  Archi- 
pelago is  limited  to  vessels  possessing  the  certificate  of  protection  described  in  Tariff 
Circular  No.  81,  dated  War  Department,  Washington,  July  8,  1899,  and  which  have 
been  granted  the  license  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Article  2.  The  coasting  trade  service  shall  be  under  the  general  control  and  super- 
vision of  the  central  customs  administration  at  Manila;  also  the  direct  supervision  of 
collectors  of  customs  of  the  principal  ports  of  the  islands  nearest  to  which  this  coast- 
ing trade  may  l)e  tarried  on. 

Article  3.  All  vessels  of  the  class  designated  in  article  1  of  this  regulation  shall, 
prior  to  engaging  in  the  coasting  trade,  take  out  a  license  therefor.  This  license  may 
be  issued  by  the  collectors  of  customs  in  the  principal  or  open  pc^rts  of  entry.  But 
two  forms  of  license  will  be  issued,  the  first  for  vessels  engaged  in  the  general  trade 
of  the  Archipelago  and  the  second  for  smaller  craft  trading  only  within  a  particular 
section  of  the  islands.  Vessels  having  the  first  form  of  license  will  be  required  to 
use  revenue  stamps  required  by  first  and  second  clauses  of  section  371,  United  States 
Provisional  Customs  Tariff  and  Regulations.  Vessels  having  the  second  form  of 
license  will  be  exempt  from  this  requirement.  For  each  license  granted  a  fee  of  $1 
for  each  ton  of  registered  tonnage  of  the  vessel  will  be  charged,  and  said  license  must 
be  renewed  annually. 

CLEARANCE. 

Article  4.  The  master  of  every  vessel  licensed  for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade 
shall,  previous  to  the  departure  of  such  vessel  from  the  port  where  she  may  then  be, 
make  out  and  subscribe  duplicate  manifests  of  the  whole  of  the  cargo  on  lx)ard  such 
vessel,  specifying  in  such  manifests  the  marks  and  numbers  of  the  packages  and  the 
names  of  the  respective  consignees.  He  shall  deliver  such  manifest  to  the  collector 
or  other  customs  official,  before  whom  he  shall  swear  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief  that  the  goods  therein  contained,  if  foreign,  were  legally  imported  and 
that  the  duties  thereon  have  been  paid  or  secured.  Thereupon  the  said  collector  or 
customs  official  shall  certify  the  same  on  the  manifests,  one  of  which  he  shall  return 
to  the  master  with  a  permit  specifying  thereon,  generally,  the  lading  on  lx)ard  such 
vessel,  and  authorizing  him  to  proceed  to  the  port  of  his  destination,  retaining  the 
duplicate. 
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If  any  veflsel,  being  laden  and  destined  as  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  depart 
from  the  port  where  she  may  then  be  without  the  master  having  first  made  out  and 
submittea  duplicate  manifei?ti<  of  the  lading  on  board  such  vessel  in  the  form  and 
manner  prescribed  herein,  yucli  master  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  100  pesos. 

ENTRY. 

Article  5.  The  master  of  every  vessel  licensed  for  carrying  on  coasting  trade  shall, 
previous  ^o  the  unlading  of  any  part  of  the  cargo  of  such  vessel,  deliver  to  the  col- 
lector or  other  customs  official  residing  at  the  port  of  unlading,  or,  if  there  be  none 
such,  to  the  collector  or  other  customs  oflScial  residing  within  5  miles  thereof  by 
navigable  water,  the  manifest  of  tlie  c^argo  certified  by  the  collector  or  customs  offi- 
cial of  the  port  from  whence  she  sailed.  Thereupon  the  collector  or  customs  oflBcial 
shall  grant  a  permit  for  unlading  a  part  or  the  whole  of  such  cai^go  as  the  master  or 
commander  may  request.  If  there  is  no  collector  or  other  customs  official  residing 
at  or  within  5  miles  by  navigable  water  of  the  port  of  her  arrival,  the  master  of  such 
vessel  may  proceed  to  discharge  the  lading  from  on  board  such  vessel,  provided  he 
has  receivea  permission  from  competent  authority  at  the  port  of  sailing  to  enter  and 
dischai^ge  cargo  at  such  port,  but  he  shall  deliver  to  the  collector  or  other  customs 
official  residing  in  the  first  port  where  he  may  next  afterwards  arrive,  and  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  his  arrival,  the  manifest  showing  his  authority  to  enter  the 
unequipped  port  and  noting  thereon  the  times  when  and  places  where  the  goods 
therein  mentioned  have  been  unladen,  to  the  truth  of  whicJi,  before  the  last-men- 
tioned collector  or  customs  official  he  shall  swear. 

If  the  master  of  any  such  vessel  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  deliver  manifest  at  the  time  or  in  the  manner  directed,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  100  pesos. 

REPORT  OF   MASTER. 

Article  6.  The  master  of  every  vessel  employed  in  the  coasting  trade  which  shall 
from  any  cause  put  into  a  port  or  place  other  than  those  to  which  she  was  cleared, 
shall,  within  twenty-four  nours,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  weather  and  sea  will  permit, 
of  his  arrival,  if  there  be  any  officer  of  customs  residing  at  such  port,  make  report  of 
his  arrival  to  such  officer,  with  the  name  of  the  place  he  came  from,  and  to  which 
he  is  bound,  with  an  account  of  his  lading;  and  every  master  who  neglects  or  refuses 
so  to  do,  shall  be  liable  to  a  j)enalty  of  20  i>esos. 

foreign  vessels  barred  from  coasting  trade. 

Article  7.  No  merchandise  shall  be  transported  by  water,  under  penalties  here- 
inafter prescribed,  from  one  port  of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  another  port  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  either  directly  or  via  a  foreign  port,  or  for  any  part  of  the  voyage, 
in  any  other  vessel  than  those  de^^cribed  in  article  1.  But  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prohibit  the  sailing  of  any  foreign  vessel  from  one  open  port  to  another 
open  port  of  the  Philippine  Islands;  provided,  that  no  merchandise  other  than  that 
imported  in  such  vessel  from  such  foreign  port  which  shall  not  have  been  unladen 
shall  be  carried  on  such  voyage. 

Passengers  shall  not  be  received  at  one  Philippine  port  for  another  Philippine 
port  by  a  vessel  not  licensed  for  the  coasting  trade,  but  passengers  arriving  upon  a 
loreign  veKsel  from  a  foreign  port  may  continue  their  voyage  to  the  port  of  destina- 
tion by  the  same  vessel. 

penalties. 

Article  8.  Vessels  found  engaged  in  the  coasting  trade  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
without  being  specially  authorized  thereto  in  the  manner  herein  specified  shall,  if 
laden  with  merchandise  of  the  growth,  product,  and  manufacture  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  only,  or  in  ballast,  if  of  5  tons  burden  or  less,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  50  nor  more  than  200  pesos;  if  of  more  than  5  tons  })urden  and  less  than  20  tons, 
she  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  100  nor  more  than  500  pesos;  and  if  of  20 
tons  burden  or  upward,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  300  nor  more  than  1,000  pesos: 
Provided^  That  if  such  vessel  shall  have  on  board  any  article  of  foreign  growth,  prod- 
uct, or  manufacture  beyond  what  is  necessary  for  sea  stores,  and  which  has  not  been 
properly  entered  or  legally  imported,  then,  in  addition  to  the  fines  herein  specified, 
such  goods  of  foreign  growth  snail  be  forfeited. 

unequipped  ports. 

Article  9.  Vessels  licensed  for  the  coasting  trade  will  not  be  allowed  to  call  at 
unequipped  ports  along  the  coast  of  the  archipelago  without  special  permission  of 
the  military  governor  or  department  or  district  military  commander,  who,  in  author- 
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izing  tnich  trade,  will  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  it  is  permitted.  Vessels 
found  violating  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  tine  of  not  less  than  100  pesos  or 
more  than  the  value  of  the  cargo,  provided  the  value  thereof  exceeds  100  pesos. 

ADJUDICATION   OF   PENALTIES   AND   APPEALS. 

Article  10.  The  fines  and  forfeitures  which  shall  be  incurred  by  virtue  of  these  reg- 
ulations shall  be  administratively  adjudicated  by  the  collectors  at  the  principal  ports 
of  the  islands,  from  whose  decisions  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  collector  of  customs 
at  Manila  for  final  determination. 

REGULATIONS   AND   BLANK    H)RM8. 

Article  11.  The  collector  of  customs  at  Manila  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  j>ro- 
paring  for  the  approval  of  the  military  governor  a  project  of  regulations  for  carrying 
this  order  into  effect,  and  the  necessary  blank  forms. 
By  command  of  Major-Greneral  Otis:

The  regulations  and  blank  forms  called  for  in  the  last  article  of  the 
above-copied  orders  were  duly  prepared,  approved,  printed  for  dis- 
tribution, and  promptly  issued  to  all  officers  appointed  to  execute  the 
duties  of  customs  and  port  officers,  so  that  there  was  little  friction  in 
the  transaction  of  the  business  which  was  suddenly  so  greatly  aug- 
mented in  those  special  departments  of  the  civil  service.  All  available 
shipping  of  the  islands  was  employed  to  its  full  limit.  The  customs 
receipts,  which  for  September,  1899,  and  the  three  following  months, 
during  which  period  Aguinaldo's  decreeagainst  the  American  flag  was 
operative,  averaged  $773,000  (Mexican),  and  were,  for  March  and  April 
1900,  two  and  one-quarter  millions,  and  for  the  month  of  Ma}^  alone 
one  and  one-third  millions.  Those  receipts  are,  I  believe,  still  increas- 
ing in  a  corre,sponding  ratio,  as  I  notice  that  during  July  they  were 
$1,705,000  (Mexican),  of  which  Zamboanga,  Jolo,  and  Siassi  contrib- 
uted $15,000,  and  lloilo  and  Cebu  $321,000. 

As  it  was  necessary  that  all  inter-island  commerce  be  carried  on  imder 
the  American  flag  in  American  registered  vessels  to  which  certificates 
of  protection  must  be  issued,  the  transfer  of  vessels  to  United  States 
citizens  was  frequent,  and  while  in  these  tmnsactions  legal  methods 
of  proceedings  were  observed,  fraud  was  practiced  doubtless  in  some 
instances.  The  privilege  of  flying  the  flag  and  receiving  the  certificate 
was  granted  native  Filipino  shippers  who  subscribed  to  the  oath  of 
allegiance,  and  many  took  advantage  of  it;  but  to  obtain  registry 
and  the  certificate  it  was  necessary  to  send  the  vessel  to  an  open  port 
and  await  the  certificate  from  Manila.  This  delay  was  attended  with 
hardship  m  the  case  of  small  crafts  employed  on  the  coast  distant  from 
Manila,  and  instructions  were  given  to  meet  it  by  the  announcement 
that  the  provision  regarding  the  certificate  was  not  'Mntended  to  apply 
to  crafts  or  small  boats  engaged  in  trade  conveying  produce,  mercnan- 
dise,  or  passengers  from  an  unequipped  to  any  near  equipped  polls, 
but  only  to  vessels  carrying  on  a  general  coasting  tirade  among  the 
islands  or  which  may  ply  between  equipped  ports."  In  the  matter  of 
these  small  coasting  vessels  the  following  instructions  were  published:

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villages,  they  paying  for  the  same  1  peso  per  ton  for  each  ton  of  a  veesers  grois  ton- 
nage, the  payment  to  be  evidenced  by  affixing  to  the  licenses  granted  revenue  stamps 
amounting  in  full  to  the  sum  paid;  minimum  will  be  1  peso. 

Licenses  ho  issued  will  l)e  numbered  consecutively,  beginning  with  No.  1  each  year, 
and  each  boat  so  licensed  shall  Ix;  conspicuously  marked  with  number  of  license, 
name  (if  any)  of  l)oat,  and  name  of  port  at  which  licensed.  No  licenses  shall  be 
is.sueil  to  persons  not  possessing  United  States  certificates  of  re^stration  (ceilulas). 

Ins]>ectors  of  customs  at  interior  ports  to  whom  such  apphcations  and  payments 
are  made  will  grant  licensees  or  permits  of  a  special  form,  to  De  furnished  them  by  the 
collector  (»f  the  islands  and  of  tlie  port  of  Manila.  The  latter  will  at  once  prepare 
such  forms,  suited  and  covering  the  necessities  of  the  case,  also  printed  form  of  oath 
of  allegiance,  and  (^use  them  to  ))e  sent  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  several  inspectors 
stationed  at  the  various  island  interior  ports. 

To  extend  throughout  our  constantly  increasing  territory  the  internal 
revenue  machiner}'  was  more  difficult.  That  revenue  was  derived  for 
the  most  part  from  the  sale  of  cedulas  or  tickets  of  personal  identifica- 
tion, and  what  was  known  as  the  urbana  and  industrial  taxe^  imposed 
under  Spanish  law  on  all  private  buildings  and  on  business  enterprise??, 
incomes,  and  salaries.    Speaking  of  cedulas,  in  my  former  i-eport  1  said: 

However,  the  cedulatax  might  have  yielded  something,  for  although  this  is  the 
inoht  hated  by  the  natives  of  all  taxes  formerly  imposed  upon  them,  they  desire  the 
cedula,  as  this  simple  means  of  identity  is  valuable  to  them  in  conductin^^  business 
and  when  journeying  througli  the  islanils.  In  response  to  the  express  desire  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Manila  for  this  ticket  it  was  given  on  personal  application  atanomioal 
sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  issuance,  and  over  sixty  thousand  of  them  were 
distributed  in  a  short  space  of  time  from  the  Manila  office  of  internal  revenue. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  interior  still  requested  this  United  States 
cedula  ticket,  and  they  were  supplied  upon  application  at  the  nominal 
cost  of  a  peseta  each,  although  tney  haa  purcnased  the  cedula  issued 
by  the  insurgent  authorities  at  a  price  ranging  from  one  to  live  dollars. 
Spain  had  never  been  able  to  levy  a  real  estate  tax,  as  either  title  to 
property  appeared  to  be  too  insecurely  vested  to  warrant  it,  or  because 
of  the  too  great  opposition  of  parties  interested,  notwithstanding  the 
decree  of  1880,  whicn  was  formulated  to  determine  and  establish  the 
n)attcr  of  individual  title,  making  it  rest  on  long-continued  possession. 
The  urbana  lev3%  a  near  equivalent,  was  a  tax  on  the  money  value  of 
the  house  as  found  by  duly  appointed  assessoi*s,  and  the  industrial  was 
a  tax  on  the  business  houses  or  stores  much  in  the  nature  of  a  license, 
and  a  pro-mta  share  of  salaries  above  a  certain-named  amount.    The 
public  money  for  the  support  of  the  cities  wasraisedby  ataxorlicens^^ 
on  markets,  fisheries,  saloons,  slaughter  houses,  etc.,  tolls  on  highway^ 
and  bridges,  rents  on  city  property,  and  a  tax,  when  necessary,  not  tcr: 
exceed  10  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  urbana  and  25  per  cent  of  th^ 
industrial  taxes.     To  satisfy  outlying  obli^tions  which  the  ordinary 
tax  levies  failed  to  meet,  surtaxes,  various  m  kind,  to  be  applied  to  th^ 
liquidation  of  certain  classes  of  indebtedness,  were  frequently  imposed 
and  thus  the  tax  levy  was  complicated  and  its  yields  uncertain  m  amount^ 
On  April  10  these  surtaxes  were  discontinued,  and  the  application  o:^ 
the  revenue  laws  simplified  by  the  following  orders:

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And  hiisto  in  those  niatt<*rs  wjis  not  intondod,  as  the  majority  of  the 
jx^oph^  are  in  pox  orty,  havinj^  suffered  severely  in  landed  and  personal 
estate  durin«j:  s(»venil  veal's  of  ahnost  constant  warfare,  need  time  and 
assistan(!e  to  rehuild  their  destroyed  habitations  and  villages,  and  to 
retjatiier  the  stt)ek  and  implements  necessary  t4)  carry  on  agriculture. 
The  urhana  and  industrial  tuxes,  if  im))osed  in  strict  accoixlance  with 
the  former  pre\  uilin<r  Spanish  custom  and  the  still  pi'evailing  Spanish 
law,  would  hear  heavily  on  the  po<»rer  classes  of  inhabitants.  The 
owners  and  occupants  of  dw(*llintrs  erected  on  vacant  ground  or  that 
leiused  for  a  term  of  years  nmst  contribute  to  the  public  revenues  while 
the  owners  of  the  land  escape,  and  the  small  shopkeeix^rs  and  the  people 
n>ceivin^  modenite  salaries  nmst  pay  government  quite  largely  for  the 
privileges  tlu»y  are  supi)osed  to  enjoy. 

The  Spanish  method  of  collecting  these  taxes  was  a  sure  and  easy 
one.  The  Iwirrios  of  a  city  or  town  are  not  only  the  cr)ntiguous  sub- 
divisions into  which  a  nuinici])alitv  is  divided,  but  they  may  be  many 
miles  distant  therefrom  and  attadied  simply  for  protection  or  admin- 
istnxtive  purpos(»s.  The  |>(H)1)1(^  of  the  barrio  are  supposcnl  to  have 
iK^en  originally  of  the  sann*  family  or  clan,  and  over  it  a  chief  (gener- 
ally a  man  of  proi)erty)  was  ap|X)inted,  who  was  obliged  to  (^ollect 
and  turn  in  to  administnitive  oilicers  of  provinces  all  public  reve- 
nue demanded,  or  suffiM*  the  conse(juences  of  charged  neglect  by  tine 
or  imprisonuHMit.  How  nuich  he  collected  was  of  no  consequence,  pro- 
vided he  turned  into  the  public  treasury  the  full  amounts  levied.  The 
position  was  genenilly  sought,  as  it  c»onferred  authority,  individual 
distinction,  and  i)ersonal  pecuniary  gain  when  conscience  did  not  in- 
tervene. An  important  recjuirement  devolving  u|X)n  us  prior  to  mak- 
ing tax  collections  was  to  place  the  people  in  tixed  settlement  in  former 
homes  and  induce  them  to  engage  earnestly  in  civil  pursuitis,  which 
could  be  accomplished  only  by  convincing  them  that  they  would  receive 
adecpiate  protection  -a  thing  dilficult  to  do  because  of  the  statements 
constantly  circulated  by  insurgent  guerrillas  that  Tagalo  independcm^e 
would  soon  be  granted  by  the  l.'nited  States.  It  was  also  of  primary 
importance  to  instruct  them  in  the  new  and  libeml  form  of  municipal  * 
govermnent  gninted  them,  to  assist  in  the  organization  of  schools 
which  they  recpiested,  to  improve  the  nutans  of  local  communication 
and  their  sc»acoast  harbors  and  waterways. 

On  pages  24J>-tir>0  of  this  n^port  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  pub- 
lic higliway  improvements  in  progress  and  contemplation,  which  were-- 
viewed  by  the  inhabitants  with  great  satisfaction.     The  work  in  f"*- 
minor  degn»e  was  extended  to  other  islands,  and  lu^surances  were  givet^ 
to  olHcers  connnanding  territorial  districts  that  an  economical  use  o""^ 
public  money   wt)uld  be  allowed    for   nec(*ssary   highway   facilities 
Work  on  the  more  im]:)()rtant  harbors  of  Iloilo.  Cebu,  Dagujxin,  anc^ 
others  was  })eing  (h)ne.  all  of  which  increased  the  contidence  of  th^ 
people  in  our  good  intentions.     The  Spanish  (jovernmenthadadopteC- 
several  years  ago  an  expensive  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  Manih  '^ 
Harbor,  had  i)erf()rmed  considerable  of  the  labor  required  to  execute 
it,  by  l)uilding  a  long  breakwater,  which  was  approacining  completion^ 
and  luwl  on  hand  a  large  amount  of  harbor  machinery  and  materia'  - 
which  fell  into  our  possession  by  the  (»ession  of  tlie  islands.     Th^ 
mon(\v  to  defray  the  expenses  of  th(»  work  was  drawn  from  the  Manila 
customs  receipts,  of  which  a  penentagi*  was  set  aside  for  that  purpose^- 
The  chief  engineer  of  the  department  and  corps  was  directecl  to  tjik^ 
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under  consideration  and  study  the  noods  of  the  harlwr,  the  scheme  on 
which  the  Spanish  authorities  had  been  proccedinj^,  to  fix  upon  a 
project  which  would  meet  requirements,  and  to  submit  the  same,  with 

Slans  and  e^stimates,  to  the  office  of  the  military  governor.  This 
irected  duty  was  being  perfoiined  at  the  time  of  my  departure  from 
the  islands. 

On  FebruaiT  8  last  the  instructions  of  His  Excellency  the  President 
of  the  United  States  extending  to  the  Philippines  the  operations  of 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  Februaiy  15,  1893,  regard- 
ing the  powers  and  duties  of  ''Tne  Marine-IIospital  Service,"  were 
published.  They  directed  the  establishment  of  the  headquarters  of 
the  service  at  Manila,  and  gjive  its  officers,  acting  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  United  States  Treasury  Deptirtment  might  prescribe, 
exclasive  quarantine  supervision  of  the  islands.  They  appropriated 
from  the  island  reveiuies  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ^800,1  MM)  annually  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  service*,  from  which  thc^  ei)idemic  fund  must 
be  reimbursed  for  the  cost  of  disinfecting  ai)pliances  and  mat<^rials 
ordered  from  abroad.  The  old  Spanish  quarantine  stiition  of  Marivt^es 
on  the  north  shore  of  Manila  Bay  was  announced  as  the  Manila  station 
of  the  incoming  service;  troo^)s  were  placed  there,  and  the  old  plant 
with  its  buildings  (four  of  which  could  be;  utilized)  were  turned  over, 
together  with  1^80,000  with  which  to  meet  the  necessary  immediate 
expenditure.  With  quarantine  bmiuhcs  (\stablished  at  Iloilo  and 
Ceou  the  service  will  l)e  able  to  execute*  the  duties  expected  from 
it.  The  announcement  that  Manila  had  b(*en  visited  by  the  bubonic 
plague  appears  to  have  created  considerable  excitement  in  foreign 
ports  ancl  those  of  the  United  States.  The  disease  was  discovered  in 
Manila,  but  did  not  prevail  to  thci^  (»xtent  it  manifested  itself  in  many 
of  the  Asiatic  port*^.  The  thorough  police,  (]uamntine,  and  house-to- 
house  visitation  to  which  the  city  was  sul)jected  prevented  any  alarm- 
ing increase,  and  little  heed  was  given  it  by  the  citizens  generally. 
It  IS  possible  that  the  plague  had  existed  there  some  time  before  dis- 
covery, but  not  in  virulent  type.  The  native  physicians  attached 
little  importance  to  the  "fact  of  discovery. 

The  nautical  education  required  by  the  inhabitants  in  order  to  carry 
on  their  interisland  commerce  wsis  not  neglected,  as  the  system  of 
instruction  inaugurated  l»y  the  Spanish  (iovernment  w^as  earl}'  revived. 
To  this  a  brief  allusion  is  made  on  page  801:,  with  the  remark  that  it 
would  receive  further  comment.  Hy  the  great  assistance  received 
from  the  Navy  we  were  enabled  to  open  the  nautical  school  (luring  the 
fall  of  181M),  in  compliance  with  the  following  orders:

The  Kiwuela  Nautica,  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the  Nautical  »School  of  the  Philip-

They 
must  l)e  residents  of  the  IMiilipiiine  Islands,  l^etween  14  and  18  years  of  ajats  of  souud 
mind  and  IxhIv,  not  color-blind  or  nejir-si^rhted,  and  of  j2;o<k1  character.  They  must 
Ix?  able  to  n*a<I  and  write,  and  have  a  comi>etent  knowle<ige  of  }2Tanunar,  (!om]K)Hition, 
ami  arithmetic.  After  .June  1,  HH)1,  they  must  also  have  a  fair  knowled^  of  the 
English  lanjniajre.  Former  students  of  the  Eseuela  Nautica  will  Ikj  elasisCH]  acccjrdiDjr 
to  their  knowle<l>re,  after  examination. 

Not  more  than  <>()  students  will  1h»  admitt(Hl.  Students  are  expected  to  live  at 
home,  and  to  provide  their  own  text-lxioks,  except  books  for  thestutly  of  the  Engliirh 
lan^ua^e,  which  latter,  as  well  iu-  stationery,  will  Ixi  supj)lied  by  the  sc^hool.

Coiiimandor  »I.  V.  Cottnuiii  roor^iniz(»cl  the  school  and  was 
succeeded  as  superinteiidcMit  in  Januarv,  ll*Oo,  by  Lieutenant  Cooper, 
of  the  Navy.  Thes(^  oiKcers.  thr()u<>:h  the  ability  and  ze^l  which  tnev 
have  bestowed,  upon  the  institution,  hiive  broujjht  it  to  an  excellent 
standard  of  eiliciency  and  made  it  j)oi)uIar  with  the  native  youths,  who 
are  eager  to  ol)tain  entrance. 

PohUiI  facilities,  under  the  efficient  sujK^rvision  of  the  director  of 
|K)sts,  Mr.  F.  W.  Vaille,  were  early  given  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
islands.     Mail  for  all  points  occupied  bv  troops,  where  post-offic«s 
had  not  Ikhmi  esta})lished  and  civilian  postal  employees  had  not  been 
secured,  was  sent  to  conmianding  otiicers,  with  instructions  to  attend 
promptly  to  its  disposition  and  distribution.     On  Autrust  22,  1899,  a 
complete  schedule  of  postal  rates  for  domestic  and  foreign  matters, 
including  charge  of  service  between  the  United  States  and  the  islands 
based  largely  upon  Tnited  States  postal  laws,  was  published,  and  this 
schedule  of  mte.s  prevailed  until  January  J*,  wiien  there*  were  put  in 
practical  application  the  instructions  of  the  Postimtstcr-General  that 
'^ all  mail  matter  passing  l)etween  the  United  States  and  Porto  Rico, 
Guam,  and  the  Philii)pine  Archipelago,  or  between  these  island  posses- 
sions of  the  I'nited  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  United  States  domestic 
classification,  conditions,  and  rat(\s  of  postage."    The  postal  department 
has  been  conducted  w^ith  marked  ability  and  hjis  more  than  paid  the 
cost  of  maintenance.     Nothing  has  been  received  by  it  from  the  island 
revenues  and  it  had  on  hand  last  May  a  balance  of  about  jS1*MK)0.   The 
system  introduced  is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  one  w  hich  prcvailc<^ 
during  the  Spanish  control  of  the  islands,  both  as  rc^gards  security  o0 
mail  and  its  prompt  delivery,  and  the  extension  of  thesjime  has  almosM 
kept  pace  with  the  advance  of  the  tr(K»i)s. 

The  Spanish  royal  decree  of  May  10.  ISSr),  which  requircd  the  us€3 
of  stamped  pa])er  in  all  official  tmnsactions  and  the  affixing  of  staiiip^^ 
to  business  paper,  private  receipts,  tind  bank  checks,  had  almost  gon^ 
into  disuse  in  so  far  as  many  of  its  provisions  were  concerned.  Th-  - 
law  in  its  application  was  revived  as  soon  as  practicable,  although  i' 
this  matter,  as  in  many  others  which  concerned  the  public  revenue,  iff 
required  time  and  i)atience  to  ascertain  and  intelligently  construe  th 
and  other  revenue  laws,  embodied  as  they  were  in  uncodified  de 

ill  Spanish  text  extending  ov(m*  a  series  of  years;  and  the  majorit}'  < = 

the  former  Si)anish  officials  had  abandoncKJ  the*  public  oft'ces  witho^K- 
imparting  information  as  to  the  particulars  or  even  the  nature  *-- 
their  duties.  A  large  (juantity  of  stamp(»d  i)aper  and  stamps  we  ^f" 
on  hand.     Certain  civil  bmnches  of  the  (rovcrnment  used  them,  ma/v 
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CsjwciJilly  the  courts,  jts  wjis  nccos.sirv,  in  order  to  make  valid  tiieir 
proceediii^H  ro(iuiriii»j  puhlic  rocord.  Officers  of  the  army  who  con- 
trolled other  l)ninches  were  i<^nomnt  of  l(»^al  re<|uirements,  iind])rivate 
parties  havin*^  information  were  apt  to  evade  them.  Orders  requir- 
ing^ the  enforcement  of  the  stamp  law  were  issued,  hut  saving  from  its 
openitions  certain  former  directions,  as  th(^  followinj^  instructions  pub- 
lished Novemlx^r  18  and  27,  181H*,  indicate:

All  existing  decri»os  or  onlers  at  variance  with  tliese  instnictions  will,  dnrin^r  this 
dirwte<l  HUsjH'nsion,  remain  inoiM»nitive. 

In  the  matter  of  ]>nrchas4's  In-tween  officers  and  the  several  snpT)ly  departments  of 
the  anny,  and  in  all  <'ases  f»f  expenditure's  hy  rejriin**ntal  medical  olficerH  from  civil 
ftuidn  funiishc^l  those  ollicers  with  whi<'li  to  purchase  spei-ial  arti<^les  of  <liet  for  the 
regimental  sick,  the  lejral  n-jpiirement  of  aflixin);  internal  rt»vonue  stamps  on  n*<vipts 
or  vouchers  wliieh  a<*company  accounts  current  are  susiM*nde<l. 

One  of  the  comi)laints  a<^ainst  the  Spanish  (rovernment  presented 
by  it><  Filipino  subjects  in  their  arraignmiMit  of  a))uses  sutfered  was, 
toat  natives  empkn'ed  in  the  puljlic*  st»rvi<e  of  the  islands  received  far 
less  compensation  than  Peninsular  S])anish  emplovees  for  the  perfonn- 
ance  of  etiuivalent  duties.     The  fa<t  was  a<lmitte(l  hy  that  (Jovennnent 
in  the  treaty  of  Biac-na-bato  and  ])romise  jriven  that  in  future  no  dis- 
tinction in  class  as  rej^farded  mon(\v  ])ayments  should  Ik*  i)ermitted. 
When  our  (lovernment  assumed  the  management  of  public  aiiairs  Fili- 
pino   clerical    assistance    was  verv   limited,  as  many  of  the  native 
employees  had  cast  their  lot  with  i\w  insurironts.  and  tlu»  foreio;!i  lan- 
guage employed  in  the  transjiction  of  business  was  not  understood  by 
U8.     It  l)ecame  niH'essary  therefore  to  detail  soldiers  having  clerical 
capacity  for  duty  in  tlu^  various  (lei)artm(Mits,  who,  upon  discharge 
from  militury  service,  were  taken  into  civil  (Muployment,  and  they 
demanded  the  w^ages  prevalent  in  the  United  States.     An  American 
clerk  of  good  a))ility  nuist  Ix*  paid  >>U){)  in  gold  monthly,  whereas  the 
Filipino  clerk  performed  ecjually  valua))le  labor  forS5(^  Mexican.     It 
'Was  considered  necessary  to  advanc<^  the  wages  of  the  native,  which 
"''Uh  done  after  several  complaints  were  submitted  charging  unjust  dis*- 
^Hmination  in  the  matter  of  salary  against  him  in  accordance  with  the 
^^mier  prai^tice  of  Spain,  )»ut  not  to  the  extent  of  making  his  salary  the 
?<^lXiivalent  of  that  which  the  AmcM'ican  received.     A  corresponding 
lOc-rease  in  the  price  of  all  Filipino  labor,  skilled  and  unskilliHl,  resulted, 
^^^ich  to  the  annoyance  of  the  wc^altlu' inhabitants,  who  charged  the 
f^'neric^an  (Tovernment  with  imsettling  and  very  materially  advancing 
.  *^*^  prices  not  only  of  labor,  but  of  sui)sistence.    They  failed,  however, 
^^  make  thankful  tuknowledgment  of  tla^  increiused  valu<»s  of  their  real 
P3*ojM»rties  and  marked  connnodities,  for  which  the  presence  of  the 
^"  nited  Stjites  troops  was  responsible^ 

During  the  latter  years  of  Spanish  domination  in  the  islands,  wages 

^^id  the  prices  of  home  products  gmdually  decreased,  due  to  thegrad- 

^h1  reduction  in  the  marki»t  price  of  silver.     They  were  determined 

^hen  silver  was  at  par  and  were  paid  in  the  Mexican  silver  dollar 

H^hioh  was  the  unit  of  vahui  in  the  Philippine  curren<"y.     The  common 

\aborcr  received  $0  per  month,  or  26  cents  per  day  Mexican,  the 
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skill<Ml  workniiiii  jind  suTountniit  from  <>20  to.S^rn)  per  month  Mcxk^n, 
accord intf  to  the  iiii])()rta!K*c  of  the  services  rendered.     All  public  Ral- 
aries  had  }>e(MJ   lixed  in  Mexican  cnrrency  when  it  was  equal  in  pur- 
chasing |x>wer  to  gold,  and  th(\v  remained  as  then  fixed;  hence  could 
not  be  considered  in   ISIKS  as  exjual  to  one-half  in  amount  what  they 
were  at  the  time  they  were  determined  upon  and  fixed.     Within  a  few 
months  afU^r  our  occupation  of  Manihi  begjin  the  daily  wages  of  the 
conunon  labonM*  advanced  to  7n  cents,  his  monthly  pay  to  from  S|12to 
i>ls,  all  in  Mexican:*  and  the  monthly  compensation  allowed  ournativ 
ix)li<-e  at  j)resent  is  J^^;")  Mexican,  while  our  native  scouts  employed  fo 
servic<»with  the  troops  are  mid  monthly  as  many  Mexican  dollars  asou 
private  soldier  receives  dollars  in  gold.     The  judges  and  officials  of  tb 
civil  courts  were  paid  salaries  computed  several  years  ago  in  Mexica*"-^ 
silver,  and  the  salaries  remained  unchanged  until  recently — the  chi^»i«»/ 
justice  receiving  for  his  distinguished  and  indispensable  services  aboL_  -^^ 
as  nuu'h  pe<'uniary  compensation  as  the  captain  of  one  of  our  infantE:^-|' 
regiments.     During  the  past  two  yeaiv  the  market  value  of  city  re^.«/ 
estat(»  and  all   n»ntals  have  advanced  KH)  per  cent,  and  the  prices   o/ 
all  artichvs  of  food  and  clothing  have  increased  in  like  ratio.     It  woixlrf 
l>e  well-nigh    imiK)ssi})le    for  the  Filipino   to  secure  what  are  now 
deemed  the  ess(Mitials  of  t^xistence  from  foniier  wages.     The  advance 
in  wages  has  hardly  kept  pace  w4th  the  advance  in  prices,  and  still  tie 
native  obtaining  it  considers  his  condition  and  lot  in  life  improved. 
To  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  living,  the  salaries  of  the  supreme 
court  judi^es  and  otBcials  were  advanced  last  April  about  20  per  cent 
without  their  request  or  knowledge,  but  much  to  their  surprise  and 
gratification,  aiul  the  presidentof  the  supreme  courtconveyed  acknowl- 
edgments in  the  following  terms:

The  entire  native  civil  departmental  force  of  the  it^lands  and  a^^ 
native  and  (.'hine.se  governmental  employees  of  every  class,  togeth^^^^ 
with   many   of    American  and   Euro|>ean    nativity   and    citizennhi 
whether  employed  for  strictly  civil  duties  or  for  lal)or  in  connectic 
with  the  troops,  are  ^)aid  in  the  currency  of  the  country,  in  whi 
amounts  of  comiK»nsation  to  l>e  received  are  agreed  upon  when  ser 
ices  are  contract(»d  for,  whatever  the  market  value  of  silver  at  time 
piyment.    All  employees  secured  in  the  United  States  and  some  hir 
m  the  islands  receive  in  pay  for  services,  by  prior  agreement,  fix 
amounts  in  gold,  as  must  also  all  Tnited  States  officers  and  soldie: 
The  considenition  appearing  in  contmcts  for  the  furnishing  of  materi 
suppliers,  or  labor  is  g(Mienilly  definitely  expressed  in  the  curi'ency 
the  <*ountrv — always  so  unless  purchases  abroad  are  involved,  and  e\^<^'' 
then  in  many  instances.     All  public  money  receipts  obtained  fromcu^^* 
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toms  iiiul  intt»rnjil  rovoniio  are  (iil<'ulat<*d  in  tho  inorK^hirv  unit  of  the 
Philippinos,  tin*  .silver  peso,  und  are  paid  in  that  currenry.  All  i)ul)lic 
remittJUK'Os  from  the  United  States  are  in  ^nUi, 

The  only  sufferers  from  these  two  kinds  of  currency  which  are  in 
circulation  would  ai)p(jar  to  l>e  holders  of  gold  who  are  obliged  to  con- 
vert the  same  into  silver  through  the  island  banks,  and  the  exporting 
merchants  who  n^quire  large  amounts  of  silver  for  island  puremises  in 
seasons  when  silver  is  scarce  and  difficult  to  obtain:  for  all  privatebusi- 
ness  and  enterprises  are  conducted  on  the  silver  basis  of  which  the 
uiiiss  of  the  innabitantM  have  knowliMlgo  only.     Still  the  importing 
merchant  can  not  be  certain  of  the  ])ecuniary  r(\sults  which  will  att<^nd 
his  foreign  purchases.     With  silver  h<»  buys  in  Manila  th<»  gold  with 
which  to  mjike  his  foreign  payments,  and  fluctuating  rates  of  t»xchangc 
may  add  materially  to  liis  future  profits  or  involve  him  in  loss,  espe- 
cially if  he  is  obliged  to  contend  with  sharp  competition.     The  ques- 
tion of  the  (^urrencv  has  been  the  subject  of  much  study.     Until  the 
revenues  are  paid  m  gold  it  will  not  be  circulated  in  the  islands,  but 
will  be  hoarded  or  gathered  andshippcnl  to  other  countries  as  has  been 
done  during  the  past  tw(»  years;  and  the  revenues  can  not  well  be  col- 
lectc^d  in  gold  until  the  comi)licated  reveiuie  laws  are  junended  and  it 
18 furnished  in  sutficitMit  quantities  through  (fovernment  aid  to  inaugu- 
rate such  action.     To  oblig<»  the  inhabiUints  to  mak(»  gold  payments 
for  customs  dues  and  internal  taxes  in  the  present  state  of  afl'airs  would 
compel   them   to   barter  their  silver  for  gold  at  very  high  lativs  of 
exchange,  which  they  could  ill  afford.     The  following  extnicts  from 
last  years  report  are  (explanatory  of  (existing  conditions: 

The  iiKHioy  in  circulation,  therefore,  in  tiie  Philippines  in  lew*  than  thirty  millions 
of  silver  dolhirs  nr  the  e4|uivalent — a  verv  mnall  humi  to  tran«ict  tlie  vohuno  of  busi- 
nesH;  but  then  a  lar^e  Hhare  of  thin  tnule  depends  upon  cn^lit  and  the  ext^liange  of 
the  c<mntry'H  products,  bo  that  «'(iini)aratively  little  money  is  ri.*quire<l  to  conduct  it. 
However,  ciuring  the  yearly  pericxlH  of  jjreateHt  exjKJrtation  money  to  move  tlio 
oroi>a  b(^c/Jme!!^  very  sciin^e  and  the  raten  of  exclianjje  hij^rh.     *    *    *    In  Hjianinli 
timefi"  w lien  money  was  in  jjreat  demand  the  price  of  the  Mexican  dollar  wan  con- 
siderably a}M>ve  its  Ilon^kon^  value  in  ^(»ld  and  sold  in  Manila  for  from  10  to  15  j)er 
cent  more  than  its  actual  value.     The  curri'iicy  of  the  country  Htill  fluctuates  daily 
according  to  the  pri<'e  of  silver  in  the  great  money  markets  of  thtj  world  and  has  no 
Stable  value.     Tliis,  liowever,  apj)ears  to  affect  very  little  ordinary  business  unlesH 
purchases  of  mcrchandistj  and  servi<'e,s  must  be  oaiil  in  K<»Id,  when  thest^  flu<»tuationH 
enter  largely  into  the  calculations  of  jirollt  and  loss.     Tlu^  merchant  who  buvs  gold 
in  Manila  must  pay  not  only  the  rate  of  exchange,  but  the  estimated  cost  of  trans- 
{K>rting  the  metiil,  an<l  if  he  wishes  to  convert  gold  into  silver  he  must  |>ay  high 
exchange  rates  an<l  the  cost  of  shipment  of  the  Mexican  <lollar.     The  public!  revenue 
in  paid  in  the  currency  of   the  country,  as  is  most    exjK'dient,  else   daily   silver 
fluctuations  would  necessitate  ilaily  diflicult  calcidations  u]K)n  the' gold  value  of  the 
money  offered  at  the  various  public  offices;  but  as  it  is  for  the  most  part  ex]>ended 
here  for  servit^es  and  on  loi'al  contract   pun'liiises,  the  dilliculties  attending  nites  of 
exchange  are  not  si*rious. 

To  the  (jucstion  of  the  ])nicticability  of  collecting  customs  duties  in 
United  States  curi't>ncv  I  replied  briefly  by  cable  on  March  i>,  VM'H)^ 
as  follows:

To  fix  tho  unifonn  nito  of  the  Mcxiciiii  dollar  for  a  ctTtuiii  dotinite 
period- of  time,  either  by  hirij^o  piircluisos  in  foreign  markets  or  arhi- 
tnirily,  was  not  favorably  considered  by  the  Treasury  Department,  and 
it  advised  that  for  the  present  '*  the  accounts  of  moneys  received  from 
duties,  taxes,  etc.,  by  the  military  trovernment  of  the  United  States  in 
the  Philippines  be  kei)t  in  the  currency  of  the  coimtry — the  Mexican 
standard.' 

The  Umited  amount  of  Filipino  money  in  circulation  (alK)ut  thirty 
millions  of  silver  dollars)  is  increasinj^f  probably,  as  the  Spanish  decree-?=^:£ 
of  1878  prohibiting  the  importation  of  Mexican  dollars  of  a  uiintag^^^e 
later  than  that  date  (except  under  excessive  duty  payments  ha^s  iio^  ^t 
been  enforcd.  In  the  sunnm^r  of  181>t>  there  was  not  sufficient  copper  .--r 
coin  in  circulation  to  enable  the  natives  to  carry  on  the  business  o^cLjf 
marketing  their  produce  and  making  the  payments  demanded  by  th^^Kiie 
city  licensi^  and  market  laws,  as  it  had  been  collected  and  shipped  fee— n^r 
the  slight  premium  realized  for  its  sale  in  foreign  parts.  Merchan^^  ts 
desired  to  imi)ort  from  Singsipore,  but  the  suggestion  was  not  favorab^PU^- 
considered,  and  the  difficulty  was  met  by  issumg  to  the  banks  of  Man* 
certain  amoiuits  of  the  coi)per  coin  belonging  to  the  Spanish  seiz 
funds  which  were  on  deposit  in  the  <^eneral  treasury.  There  we- 
there  in  ston*  §300,000  in  this  coin,  and  from  it  issues  were  directed 
be  made  to  the  city  })anks  for  circulation  in  sums  as  requested,  but  ttie 
total  to  })e  delivered  to  th(Mn  was  not  to  exceed  J?^l 0,000  in  any  o/ie 
month.  A  ])ricf  allusion  to  this  su})ject  has  already  been  made  on  pa/^e 
255,  and  the  orders  issued  tt>  prevent  the  shipment  of  the  coin  are 
thereon  set  out. 

The  custouis  regulations  have  received  occasional  amendment,  hut 
only  in  minorparticularsand  when  cases  arose  which  they  did  not  meet. 
The  first  revised  codilication  was  issued  on  October  :ii\^  180S,  to  take 
efl'ect  on  the  lOth  of  th<*  following  month.     The  second  was  published 
on  October  23,  181»1»,  under  the  following  explanatory  instructions: 

The  "Customs  tariff  and  regulations"  proinulgate<l  in  General  Orders  of  Octolier 
26, 1898,  from  this  ollice,  having  been  amende<l  from  time  to  time  sinee  that  date,  the 
following  revised  printed  schedule  of  the  same,  whieh  contains  all  amendments  to 
Se]>t^ml>er  1  Im^t,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidanee  of  all  roneenied. 

l'|)on  the  oc('ui)ation  of  any  ports  or  j>laees  in  the  IMiilij^pine  Islands  by  the  forces 
of  the  Tnited  States,  n<»t  as  yet  in  I'nited  States  oeeujmncy,  this  order  will  he  pro- 
claimed ancl  enforced. 

Very  few  amendments  have  Ihhmi  made  since  the  last  al>ove-eit<*d 
date,  ancl  the  regulations  still  in  force  are  subsUintially  those  pre- 
scribed ]>y  Spain  prior  to  the  late  Spanish  war.     In  many  features 
they  bear  heavilv  on  the  inhabitants,  also  on  our  merchants,  who  nat- 
ui'nUy  desire  to  secure  those  advantages  of  trade  which  the  cession  of 
the  islands  to  the  United  States  was  supposed  to  confer.     The  Board 
of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco  took  this  matter  up  for  consideration, 
and  relying  upon  what  it  was  informed  was  the  customs  practice  in 
Manila,  charged  that  merchandise  manufactured  in  and  shipped  to  the-- 
Philippine  Islands  from  the  United  States  was  su])jecttoa  higher  dutjr 
than  opain  ])aid  on  the  sanu^,  classes  of  goods.     To  this  charge  a  reply^ 
was  rendered  on  October  7,  181>t>,  that  "'the  same  customs  duties  arc? 
exacted  on  all  goods  and  merchandise  introduced  from  the  United 


\ 
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The  siippoiipion  of  duties  on  fresh  moatf«  and  veji^etables  was  made  neoeBsary  at  the 
time  Manihi  wiu^  cut  off  from  'jtlier  island  \yorti*.  It  was  impossible  toget  fresh  meats 
and  vej:eta]>les  from  tlie  interior  for  the  lar^e  Manila  population,  and  uie  high  duties 
made  it  impnutieable  to  obtain  them  from  other  Asiatic  porti*.  By  8US|>ending  duties 
we  were  ena])UMl  to  get  fresh  bcH^f  and  a  large  amount  of  vegetables  from  Chinese 
ports,  an<l  by  thes«»  means  the  Manila  i)opulation  was  carried  tnrough  the  months  of 
the  war.  Vegetables  were  obtaine<l  at  a  comparatively  moderate  figure,  but  owing 
to  the  prevalence  of  cattle  disease  in  China  it  was  hard  to  obtain  meats,  and  the  price 
of  fn»sli  Ix'ef  ros<»  2(K)  per  cent,  making  it  almost  imix)ssible  for  the  lal>oring  classes  to 
obtain  a  supply.  By  reiison  of  the  cattle  disease  throughout  the  island,  which  has 
prevaile<l  for  tne  last  two  yeiirs,  it  is  now  well-nigh  imi)08sibleto  secure  sufficient  good 
meat  for  the  Manila  market  at  a  reasonable  figure.  \V  e  are  at  present  securing  it  from 
the  smaller  islands,  and  prol)ably  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  it  will  lie  abundant 

With  the  large  increase  in  wages  which  has  folio wtni  United  States  occupation  (a 
rise  of  more  than  10()  jH^rcent),  the  nrice  of  all  commodities  has  correspondingly 
advanced  and  probably  old  prices  will  never  again  prevail. 

As  regards  the  tariff,  it  may  l)e  said  to  l)e  a  very  complex  one,  made  so  by  numer 

ous  amendments  which  Spain  engmfte<l  uiK)n  the  original  Scheme  to  meet  temporar^ifi- 
pecuniary  difli<uilties.     It  is  complex,  cumbersome,  and  needs  recasting.

I  have  boon  informed  that  by  direction  of  the  War  Department       ^i, 
board  of  othcorH  has  been  called  very  recent  1}^  to  recommend  the  modK.  i- 
fication  or  revision  of  the  customs  reofulations,  two  of  the  members   ^j>f 
which  have  had  extended  pnictical  experience  in  their  application  s:m . 
The  board's  report  will  contiiin  valuable  recommendations  ana  suffg€3i^  - 
tions  looking  to  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  islands  and  tlrm.^ 
growth  of  Ameriatn  trade  therein.    On  September  20, 18*«H),  Lieutenan  ^- 
Colonel  W.  F.  Spur^in  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  collector  cm  f 
customs  of  the  islands  and  of  the  chief  port  of  Manila,  made  vacant  by  tb 
death  of  Lieut^^nant-Colonel  Miley.     The  service  has  steadily  improv^e 
as  re^rards  chanicter  and  ability  of  emi)loyees  and  methods  of  transact::::^ 
ing  business,  also  in  the  addition  of  facilities  and  accommodation^*^  ** 
Old  buildings  have  been  renovated  and  new  substantial  storehou.sosi 
made  necessary  by  gi-adually  increasing  trade,  have  been  erected  durin 
the  past  year. 

The  internal-reveiuie  bureau  has  been  a  fertile  field  of  research  an^^^j 
discovery  for  the  officers  conne(;?ted  with  that  department  of  the  civi 
service.     The  particular  features  of  Spanish  taxation  were  difficult  t 
detenuine,  and  what  portion  of  the  tiixes  collected  belonged  to  th 
general  and  what  to  subordinate  governments  was  at  first  matter  o 
contention  l)etween  our  interested  officers.     Until  1893  all  provinces 
and  cities  of  the  islands  were  under  the  direct  control  of  the  officers 
of   the  general  goveriunent.     In  that  year  the  Spanish  minister  of 
foreign  colonies,  Nlinister  Maura,  proposed  the  reorganization  of  mu- 
nicipalities, giving  all  having  a  numerical  population  abi>ve  a  certain 
number  municipal  councils,  which  should  have  power  to  conduct  their 
own  internal  atiairs,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  administnitive  officers  ^ 
of  provinces.     In  addressing  his  project  to  the  Queen  he  made  use  of  ^ 
the  following  significant  language: 

The  local  institutions  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  have  arrived  at  such  a  stat«  o^ 
decadence  and  misunderstand  in  jr  that  those  of  their  members  who  have  not  beei»- 
corrupted  are  atrophied  and  useless.     *    *    *    The  general  administrators  assumed^ 
cares  that  are  naturally  incumbent  uyn^n  inhal)itants  of  cities,  and  as  a  consequence 
it  was  necessarv  to  take  charge  also  of  administering  the  local  resources,  hoping  fo^ 
better  results  than  those  obtained  from  the  a<l ministration  of  native  tribunals. 
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within  ('lov(Mi  tlioiissiiid  of  \\\o  millions  of  dotlars.  or  :it  tlio  mte  of 
Jpir»,0(M>,(MH»  Mexican  \)vv  yvav.  It  is  Ix^lioved  that  th«»  puhlir  rompts 
for  tho  ])n'si'iit  yvnv  will  a«cifn'<rat('  t\vrnt>'  millions,  a  sum  greater  hv 
two  and  ono-half  millions  timn  Spain  ovor  obtained  in  the  same  |XM'ukI, 
and  this  notwithstanding  that  no  rovnuie  has  In^on  recoivod  from  lot- 
torios;  the  j^unblin^,  opium,  and  cockti^htin^jf  rontmcts;  very  littlo 
from  cedulas  and  none  from  convict  labor;  Chin(»s<»  capitulation  taxes. 
sales  of  public  lands,  pro  tits  of  the  mint  and  local  consumption, 
tobacco  taxes,  from  all  of  which  Spain  realized  amuially  more  than 
Jj*;,(M)o,(MM).  The  customs  (ollection  alone  for  the  four  months  endinjjf 
July  31  last,  since  the  ports  of  the  islands  have  l)een  opened  to  trade, 
amount  to  ^,5(M>,(M)o  Niexican.     From  this  source  alone  it  is  fair  to 

1)resume  that  fifteen  millions  will   be   realized  f(»r  the  year  ending 
)eceml)er  31,  and  Spain  never  secured  more  than  half  that  amount  in 
the  same  period.     In  my  last  annual  report  I  remarked  that  '^with 
the  restoration  of  p<Mice  and  active  business  conditions,  the  develop- 
ment of  natural  resources,  the  introduction  of  machinery  and  pmetical 
business  enteri)rises,  the  construction  of  mil  roads  and  higiiways,  anc? 
the  encoumgement  of  thc^  jx»ople  in  prolitable  labor,  I  am  convinced 
that  trade  and  conunercc^  would  ))e  gn^atly  increased  and  the  amount 
of  rev(»nue  doubled  in  a  short  period  of  time  without  imposing  the 
burdens  which  were  complained  of  during  Spanish  supremacy. '^     The 
results  of  the  year  have  strcMigthened  that  conviction. 

The  total  of  treasury  receipts  during  the  tirst  year  of  Manila  occu- 
pjition  (the  year  ending  during  August,  hsliiJ)  were  >!n8.^31),4:35  Mexican. 
The  treasury  balance  on  August  31,  ISIM),  was  l,3r>4,085  pesos.  Since 
then  to  April  30,  1900,  a  jieriod  of  eight  months,  there  wei*e  received 
88,5J)(),3lr».  During  this  latter  period  the  treasurer  transferred  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  tiie  customs  department  nearly  $151,000;  for 
internal-revenue  expenses,  $5(),rM.)0,  and  for  miscellaneous  expenditures, 
J^7,051,()l)7.  Both  the  customs  and  internal  revenue  departments  have 
erected  or  extensively  renovated  buildings  which  were  required  for  or 
which  were  in  use.  The  misc(*lIaneous  exix^nditures  have  been  made 
in  both  the  war  and  (*ivil  branches  of  the  (jovernment,  largely  in  the 

r)urchaseand  hircof  vessels  and  land  tninsportatioiu  in  the  erection  of 
)arracks,  hospitals,  stables,  storehouses,  and  other  buildings  for  mili- 
tary purposes,  in  the  erection  of  })ridges  and  })ublic  market  accom- 
modations and  kindi'cd  needed  city  improvements,  and  in  milway 
construction. 

The  exp<»nditures  have  Inu^n  made  by  a  few  officers,  who  have  been 
held  to  a  stiict  accountu])ility  and  whose  accounts  have  been  subjected 
to  periodical  inspections.  As  early  as  September.  5,  1S98,  regulations 
for  th<*  disbursement  of  the  public  funds  were  issued.  They  required 
that  timely  requisitions  be  sul)mitted  to  h(*adquarters  by  chiefs  of 
departments,  in  which  the  purposes  for  which  funds  were  requested 
with  amounts  in  d(»tail  must  be  stated:  that  upon  these  requisitions 
the  militarv  governor  would  make  such  allotments  of  funds  as  he 
deemed  necessary  and  draw  warrants  therefor  on  the  treasurer;  that 
at  the  end  of  each  month  ofKcers  charged  with  the  disbursement  of 
funds  must  render  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  complete  returns 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  upon  certain  authorized  blank  forms 
which  were  prepared  and  distributed.  The  oflice  of  auditor  was 
created,  Nbijor  Charles  E.  Kilbourne.  of  the  pay  department,  was 
appointed  to  the  position  and  was  directed  to  wirefully  examine  all 
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coiuMTii  juul  niaturo  delihrnition.     In  ivducin^  thenuinl)er  of  licenses 
which  Spain  ufnintod  fivrly  the  natives  eomplained  grievously  that 
they  were  (le])riv(Mi  of  thi»  privileges  which  Spam  bestowed.     Notwith- 
standing these*  eoinplaints  thev  were  great! v  diminished,  but  could  not 
lx»  entirely  withhi'ld,  nor  could  the  tratiic  be  destroyed  by  any  means 
within  our  i>ower.     KxiK'rience  led  to  the  belief  that  it  could  be  con- 
trolled through  careful  niani])ulation  under  a  stringent  license  law, 
and  General  E.  H.  Williston,  thi*  provost-marshal -geneml  of  the  city^ 
caused  to  he  ])n»}»ared  and  submitted  certain  recommendations  on  th 
subje<*t  which  w(»re  embodied  in  orders  and  duly  promulgated.     Th 
orders  arc  as  follows:

Goiti;  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  alonj;  said  plaza  and  Plaza  Santa  Cruz 
to  the  intersection  of  Calle  Almansa  and  Plaza  Santa  Cniz;  thence  in  a  northerly 
dir€H.!tion  alon^  Calle  Knrile  to  Calle  Ijicoste;  thence  in  a  westerly  direi^tion  along 
Calle  Ija<'ostt^  to  Calle  Sacristia;  thence  alonj;  Calle  Sacristia  in  a  southwesterly  direi'- 
tion  to  the  IMaza  Calderon  de  la  Harca;  thent-e  northwesterly  along  said  Plaza,  Calle 
Jolo,  and  Calle  Leinery  to  Calle  Azcarraj;a;  thence  southwesterly  along  said  Calle 
Azcarrajra  to  tlie  Ray  of  Manila;  thence  southerly  along  the  shore  line  of  the  bay  to 
the  Pa*«ig  River;  thence  westerly  along  the  north  bank  of  the  Pasig  River  to  the 
Puent-e  C?olg:inte;  thence  along  the  north  approach  to  said  bridge  to  the  point  of 
beginning,  viz,  intersection  of  CaUe  (iIoIh)  de  Oro  and  Calle  Echague,  and  all  front- 
ages on  all  the;  street*^  and  plazim  above  na!ne«l  within  said  district. 

The  se(!on<l  license  district  shall  include  all  parts  of  the  city  within  the  city  limits 
and  its  attache<l  barrios,  not  include<l  in  the  first  license  district. 

2.  For  saloons  or  shops  wliere  beer,  whisky,  cordials,  and  other  intoxicating  liquorB 
are  kept  for  sale  to  be  drunk  on  or  about  the  premises,  a  license  may  be  issued  for 
IH?riodsof  six  months  on  ])aynienl4»f  $J<>(X)  Mexican  currency,  if  located  wMthin  the 
tirst  license  district,  and  J?2r>0  if  locate<l  within  the  second  license  district. 

J^.  For  saloons  (jr  shops  where  iK'er  and  light  wine  only  are  kept  for  sale  to  be 
drunk  (m  or  about  the  ])remises  the  license  fee  shall  Ihj  $100  Mexican  currency  for 
six  months,  if  locxited  within  the  lirst  license  district,  and  $oO  if  located  within  the 
s<Mr<m<l  license  district. 

4.  None  of  theabove-mentione<l  lic(»nses  shall  U'constnunl  to  include  the  privilege  ^^ 
of  selling  native  wine  commonly  called  "vino,"  "anisacio,"  and  other  intoxicating"""^ 
drinks  (Hunmcmly  calU^l  native  drinks. 

5.  The  holders  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  any  intoxicating  liquors  must  at  all  timefi^" 
maintain  a  (juiet  and  onlerly  place,  and  un<ler  no  cin!umstances  sell  or  serve  or  per — 
mit  any  servant  or  agent  to  sell  or  serve  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  person  while  saiii- 
|)erson  is  in  a  stat(?  of  int(>xication,  or  allow  or  permit  a  {Kirsonwnile  in  a  state  Kif 
intoxication  to  remain  in  or  about  the  premises  whert*  the  liquors  are  kept  for  sale. 

6.  All  saloons  or  shops  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  kept  for  sale  must  be  closefl 
and  rtMuain  closed  on  Sundays,  and  on  week  ilays  between  the  hours  of  8.30  p.  m. 
and  (3  a.  m.,  and  it  shall  ])e  unlawful  to  sell  any  intoxicating  liquor  between  the 
hours  above  named  an<l  on  Sumlavs,  except  as  follows:

.  Tho^se  instructions  have  boon  faithfully  oxerut^d.  The  restniininff 
^^fluenc'os  have  resulted  in  placing  the  li^juor  traffic  under  the  control 
^f  tlio  ix)lice  and  their  ofHcers,  and  have  been  attended  l)>'  the  reforms 
^iiticipatiHl  and  promised.  I  doubt  if  there  is  anywhere  a  more  quiet 
^tid  orderly  city  than  Manila  has  been  for  the  past  j^ear,  and  this 
Notwithstanding  its  great  mass  of  floating  ^lopulation  of  divers 
Njitionulities  and  the  dense  ijjrnomnce  of  a  portion  of  its  inhabitants; 
Of  a  city  in  which  pro])er  punishm<»nt  for  crime  is  more  swift  and  sure. 
X'he  r(M;ords  of  the  courts,  both  civil  and  military,  are  cited  in  proof 
of  this  stiitem(»nt,  and  the  native  ani)lications  for  redress  for  supposed 
Wrongs  or  injin*i(»s  suflered  show  that  the  native  population  has  confi- 
cienoe  in  the  justness  of  our  (Tovernment. 

Not  only  is  the  population  and  business  of  the  city  increasing,  but 
^hat  population  is  passing  through  a  rapidly  changing  social  environ- 
rnent,  due  to  the  intnxluction  of  now  methods  and  improved  labor  con- 
ciitions,  also  to  reccMit  grcMitly  augmentt»d  real  propei-ty  values.     The 
^ite  of  a  good  part  of  th<^  city  is  hut  from  13  to  4  feet  above  tidewater. 
it  is  cut  centrally  by  the  Pasig  River,  from  which  extending  into  por- 
"tions  of  its  important  busini^ss  localities  are  esteros  now  made  availabe 
:ffor  transporting  by  water  its  supplies  and  merchandise.     The  low  level 
of  the  place  makes  it  difficult  to  construct  a  general  system  of  sewer- 
WLge  which  for  the  preservation  of   health  is  the  subject  demanding 
«arly  consideration.     By  confining  and  w^alling  the  esteros  which  are 
ftwept  by  tide  water,  an  important  canal  systt»m  could  be  obtained  and 
the  most  of  the  present  accumulating  sewage  could  be  sent  out  to  sea. 
Thb*  would  impose  a  heavy  expenditure,  but  will  in  time  be  accom- 
plished; and  so  l>eneficitil  would  it  1)0  to  the  tmde  and  commerce  of 
the  islands  that  the  general  revenue  might  with  propriety  l>e  appropri- 
ated for  the  work,     liut  public  improvements,  especially  in  the  matter 
of  transportation  facilities,  are  demanded  throujifhout  all  the  larger 
islands  and  would  be  atti^nded  by  a  compensjitinij  increase  in  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  soil  and  commercial  activity  while  it  would  advance  with 
rapiditv  the  echication  and  enlightenment  of  the  inhabitants.     The 
general  revenue  can  not  be  expended  more  advantageously  than  for 
this  internal  development. 

In  concluding  this  report,  in  which  I  have  endeavored  to  separate 
affairs  of  a  strictly  military  chjiiiu'ter  from  those  connected  with  civil 
matters,  1  desire  to  add  to  the  tii'^t  portion  (that  which  presents  the 
ojx'iations  of  troops)  a  brief  j,^^  tA»l^^^**^^  ^^^  ^^^  casualties,  which  wa« 
inadvertently  omitted  theref^* '^  puring  the  eight  months  of  active 
campaigning — from  August  *v^'  ^^99,  tbe  date  of  my  former  annual

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reiK)rt,  to  May  I  last  -our  entire  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was:  In 
ofhcers,  U)  killed,  82  wounded,  and  \)  who  Hubsequeutly  died  as  the 
result  of  wounds;  and  in  enlisted  men,  177  killed,  473  wounded,  and 
50  who  died  from  wounds  reeeived.  The  missing  from  all  causes 
were  2  officers  and  i)r()l)ahly  50  or  75  enlisted  men,  a  number  of  whom 
have  Uhmi  r(Mai)ture(l  or  have  es(»ai)ed  and  returned  to  their  com- 
mands. Attention  is  invited  to  page  11^8,  wherein  comment  is  made 
on  tht*  causes  and  nature  of  these  captures.  Our  loss  by  death 
through  disease  was  11  officers  and  <)23  enlisted  men.  The  aver- 
atre  enlisted  Tnited  States  military  force  in  the  Philippines,  including 
all  officers  and  enlisted  men,  for  this  eight  months  period  numbers 
54,204.  It  will  then^fore  be  i)erceived  that  our  death  loss,  considering 
strength,  the*  gi'cat  numl)ei-  of  engagements  which  took  place,  and  the 
extended  tiM  of  operations,  was  surprisingly  slight,  it  being  only  a 
loss  through  casualties  in  battle  of  1.56  per  cent  and  from  disease  of 
1. 17  i^M*  c(»nt  of  the  entire  strength  of  the  command,  or  a  total  loss  of 
2.73  i)er  cent  from  all  causes.  These  figures  only  record  actual  deaths 
in  the  Philip])ines,  and  do  not  include  the  nu^n  who  were  returned  to 
the  Tnited  States  on  account  of  sickness  contracted  in  the  Philippines, 
some  of  whom  died  after  leaving  the  islands.  Our  loss  in  etl'ective 
strength  l)v  sickness  is  given  on  page  15. 

In  any  attem])t  to  approximati*  the  numl>er  of  United  States  troops 
which    must    be   maintained    in    the    Philippines    for    pui'poses   of 
police,  either  in  the  immediate- or  distant  future,  inteHigent  calcula- 
tion can  not  be  made.     S[)ain,  during  the  latter  years  of  her  control 
there,  had  about  25, (MM),  largely  made  up  of  natives  until  1894  and 
181>5,  and  subsecpiently  when  she  dispatched  her  home  troops  to  quiet 
the  rebellion.     A  number  of  the  native  military  organizations  deserted 
to  the  enemv,  w^hile  some  adhered  to  her  fortunes  to  the  last.     With 
comparative  peace  restored  an  army  of  25,000  or  30,000  men  would  be 
am])le  to  give  the  inhabitants  all  needed  protection,  and  possibly  a  les* 
number  would  prove  sufficient.     For  the  ensuing  year  it  would  seem 
to   me  that  40,(K)0  soldiers  should   hv.  maintained  there^  while  the 
inhabitants  are  Jx^oming  settled  in  homes  and  civil  pursuits. 

I  am  (Convinced  from  obst'rvation,  investigation,  and  the  expre,ssed 
opinion  of  the  educated  men  of  the  islands  that  the  declared  guerrilla 
warfare  will  cease  within  a  tew  months,  and  thatladrone  organ izationi^ 
or  robb(»rs  in  small  bands  who  w(»ll  know  the  legal  penalties  they  invite 
w  ill  alone  remain  to  terrorize  the  people.  It  will  cease  so  soon  as  a 
few  insurgents  of  former  influence  (among  whom  I  class  jmrticularly 
members  of  the  insurgent  Hongkong  junta  who  have  fattened  on  the 
proceeds  of  the  money  forcibFy  taken  from  the  natives)  lose  their 
power  to  deceive  the  inha))itants  with  the  st^itements  that  the  United 
States  troops  are  retained  in  the  Philippines  to  impoverish  and  enslave 
them,  and  that  only  i)v  continuing  their  feeble  resist^ince  a  little  longer 
can  they  hope  to  escape  those  disast(»rs.  It  will  cease  so  vSoon  as  the 
people  gain  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  whatever  policy  controls  the 
political  affairs  of  the  United  States  that  Government  nuist  continue 
to  hold  the  islands,  as  it  is  l)ound  in  morals  and  law  to  do,  at  least 
until  a  goverinnent  sufficiently  strong  and  enlightened  to  protect  life 
and  vested  individual  property  interests  and  to  administer  justice  can 
Im*  estal)lishe(l.  The  people  are  ac({uiring  this  knowledge  rapidly. 
The  ladrone  element  is  large,  and  in  Spanish  times  was  more  numerous 
in  some  of  tlu*  isluiids  than  it  is  at  present.  The  American  soldier  has 
the  inclination  and  ability  to  crush  it  and  will  be  successful.
